Do'not know what kind of ptaife the Antients thought they 
gave to that Paintet, who not able to end his work., fin+fhed 
it accidently by throwing his pendll againf his'. ViEtwrcfbut 
I know very well, that it fkouldnot hive obliged me , and 
that J Jhould have taken it rather for a Satyfe, than-anElo* 
gmm.The operationt of thefpirit are too imported* tote left 
to the conduit of chance, and Ibad father bee needed 
fop fay ling out of knowledge, than for doing-well without minding it. '» Thane it 
nothing which temeritie doth not undertake, and which fortune doth not bring, 
topafft b but when a man relyei onthofe two guides, if he doth not efte y hee 
may erre , and of this fort-, even when the events are fuctefsfill no glory it 
merited thereby . Every art hath its certain rules , which by infallible meaner 
lead to the ends propofedb and provided that an Architect takes his mea- 
fures right, he is affured of the beauty of his building. \Beleeve notfor allthis, — 
Reader,that J will conclude from thencemy work. I s complect e, becaufe I have 
followed the rules which may render it fo : I know that it isvf this labour, as 
of the Mathematical Sciences, where the opperation may fail,- hut the art doth 
never fail j nor doe I make this difeourfe but tojhewyoit'that if I have left 
fame faults in my Book., they. are the fffe&s of my weakenefs , and not of my 
negligence. Suffer met then to difeover unto you all ’the'reforts of this 
frame, and let you fee, if not all that I have done, at leaSfwife all tbdt 1 have 
inJevored to doe. - v . v f 

Whereas we £ anno t he knowing but ofthat which others do teach Us-gfnthatit 
is for him that comes after,to follow them who prececl him, t have belecvedfbut 
for the laying the ground-plot of this work.,we are to coUjalf with the Grecians, 
who have been ourfirjl Mafiers, perfue the courfe which they have held , & la-, 
hour in imitating them to arrive at the fame end, which thofe great men pro-• 
pounded to them]'elves. I havefeen in thofe famous Romanzes of antiquityjhat 
in imitation of the Epique Poem there is aprincipall * 3 ion wisereunto aH the 
ref, which ra/gn over all t he work ,<* refafined,and which makes them that they . 
are not imployed$ but for the conducting of it to its perfection: The aCtioh in 
Homers Iliades is the deflru&ion of Troy in his Odyfleas the return ofU- 
lyffes to Ithaca , in Uirgill the death of Tu rnus 5 ^r to fay better, the conqueff 
of Italy 5 neerertoour times, in Taffo the takj»g o/Jerufalem .* and to pafle 
from the Poem to the Romanze,t which it my principall obyeCt, in Heliodotus 
the marriage of Thczgines and Caridia. It is not becaufe the Epifode* in the 
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one,and the feverali Hifiories in the other jure not rather beauties, than deft 3 s^ 
but it is alwaies neceffary, that the adrefs of him which imployes them Jbould 
hold them in fime fort to this principall a&ion , to the end, that by this inge¬ 
nious concatenation, all the parts of themJhould make but one body, and that 
nothing may be feen in-them which is loofi and unprofitable. Thus the me* 
riage ofmy Juftiniatwr his Ifabeila, being the objcQ which I have propo - 

fed unto myfelf, I have imployed all my care foto doe, that all the parts of my

every thing in him is mervailous, every thing in bint is excellent $ and that 
which is more important, every thing in him is natnralfand truly refemUing : 
But amongjl many rare matters, that which I mojl eftcem of is, that be kpowes 
how to touch the pafjions fo delicately, that he may be called the Fainter, of the

I have had a care likewifit to deal in fitch fort 3 as the faults, which great ones 
have committed in my Hifiory , Jhould be caufed either by love, or by ambition , 
which are the noblefi of pafjions, and that they be imputed to the evill counfell 
of flatterers^ that fo the rejpeS, which is alwaies due unto Kings,may be prefer- 
+ ved. \ Ton /ballfee there, Reader, if I be not deceived, thecomlineft of things 
and conditions exactly enough objerved 3 neither have I put any thing into my 
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Bookjohicb the Ladies may not read without blufhingJ And if youfee not my- 
Hero perfected with Love by Women , it. is not becattfe he wot not amiable, 
and that he could not be loved\ but becanfc it would.clajh with civility-in 
the per font of Ladies, and with true refemblance in that of men, who rarely 
Jbew tbeeufelves cruril unto them, nor in doing it could have any food grace: 
Finally, whether things ought to be fo, or whether I haveJudged of «^ Hero> 
by urine own weaknej£,I mould not'expofe his fidelity tv that dangerous, try all, 
but hove been contented to make no Hilas , nor yet an Hipoiitus of 
him. But vsbilfi I fpeak, of crtriUtie, it is fit Ijbould tell you (forfear I be 
accufed of failing therein )thatif you fee throughout aU my Work., when or 
Sobman is fpoken unto,, thy Hrghnefs, thy Mojefiy y and that in conchtfiom 
he is treated with thee, and not with you, it is not for want of&Jjn& ^but l 
contrardyd is to have, the more, and to obferve the cujlom of riwfe peop'e, i 
who jfreak. after that fort to their Soveraigns.

Now for far & 
may ha ohyeOad unto me, that I home approached fane incidentt nearer than ^ 
the Hifiory hathfawed them to be, great V irgil fall be my warrant, who he 
hit dearie* JEneedshath made Dion appear four Ages after her ownwhere* 
fore lhaanbeteeved lurightdo of feme moneths, what be hath done of fa 
many years , and that I was not tube afraidof erring, as long as IfoUowtd, 
fo good a guide. J kjeowupt likgwife whether feme shay not takfit id, that my 
Hero and Hezonia are not Kings 5 but hefides that the generous da put no 
difference between wearing of Crowns, and meriting them, and that my Ju* * 
ftiniano is of a race which hath held the Empire ofthe Orient , the example of 
Athenagoras , me-thinks ymgbt to flop these mouther,(being Thoogines<*d 
Chanda are butfimplt Citterns. Finally,Reader, fuels Cenfors mayfet their 
hearts at refi ferthis portietdar, and leave mt there, fa 1 offert them, that 
Tuftiniano is of a condition to command over the whole Earth \ arid that Ifa- 
bdh A of a Houfe, ondGentlewomarigeod enough, to. make Knights of the 
Rhodes, if fht have children enough for it, and that fa have a mind there- 
mao.

and if any one rework/ the name of Sat rape ;«this Romanze } let him not 
imagine that my ignorance hath confounded the antient and new Perfiaj 
and that I have done,it without Authority, j have an example thereof in 
Vigenere, who makes ufe of it in hie illustrations upon Calchondila } and 1 
have learned it of a Perfian, which if at Paris 9 who faith , that by corrupti¬ 
on of Speech they call yet to this day the Governours of Provinces, Sol- 
tan Sitripin. How left fome other fhould further accnfe me for having 
improperly named Ibrahim’/ Houfe a .Palace, fnce all thofe of perfons of 
quality are called Seraglioes at Conftantinople 5 I defire yorr to remem¬ 
ber 3 that. 1 have done it by the counfeil of two or three excellent perfons, 
who have found as well as my felf, that this name of Seraglio would leave 
an Idea which was not feemly, and that it was fit not to make ufe of it, 
but in fpeaking of the Grand Signior, and that as feidom as might be. 
Butwhilji, wee are f\peaking of a Palace, 1 am to advertife yon, that frch 
as are not curious to fee a goodly building $ may p aft by the gate of that 
of my Heroe without entring into it ,\that it to fay , not to read the deferip- 
• tion of it it if not hecaufe I have handled this matter likfi to Athcnago- 
ras, who playes the Mafon in the temple of Jupiter Hamifton ; nor like 
Poliphile /a bis dreams , who hath fet down moft ftrange terms, and ail 
the dimenfions of Architecture, ^whereas 1 have mployedbut the Ornaments 
thereof i it k not becaufethey are not beauties friable to the Romanze, as 
well as to the Epique Poem^ fince the molt famous both of the one and the 
other have them 5 nor is it fob hecaufe urine is not grounded, on the Hiftory, 
which affrres us that it was the molt Superb the Turks ever made, as frill ap¬ 
pears by the remains thereof , which they of that Nation call Serrau Ibra¬ 
him. But to conclude, as inclinations ought to be free, fuch as love not thofe 
beautifrll things, for which I havefo much pajfton, may (as 1 have /aid) pafs 
on without looking on them, and leave them to ethers more curious of thofe 
. rarities, which 1 have ajfembled together with art and care enough. Now, 
Reader, ingenuity being a matter nectffary for a man of Honour, and the 
theft of glory being the bafefr that may be committed, I mufr confefs here for 
fear of being accufed of it, that the Hiftory of the Count of Lavagna, 
whichyouJhaUfee in my Book,, if partis a Panaphrafeof Mafcardies; this 
Adventure falling out in the time whilfi I was writing, I judged it too excel¬ 
lent not to fet it down, and too well indited for to undertake to do it better 5 
fo that regard not thk place but as a Tranftqtion of that famous Italian, and 
except the matters, which concern my Hiftory, attribute all to that great 
man, whofe Interpreter onelylam. And if you finde fonset king not very 

\ feritus in the Hiftories of a certain French Marquis, which I have interlaced 
\ in my Book, remember if youpleafe, that a Romanze ought to have the ima¬ 
ges oj. all natures ? that this diverjity makes up the beauties of it, and the 
delight of the Readier 5 and at the worft regard it at the fport of a melancho - 
+ lick) stud frffer it without blaming if.) But before I make an end , tmuftpafs 
from matters to the manner of delivering them, and defire yon alfo not to 
forget, that a narrative ftile ought not to be too much inflated , no more than 
that of ordinary converfations 5 that the more facile it is, the more excel- • 
lent it is j, that it ought, to glide along like Rivers, and not rebound up like.

and my Father becoming his own Pilot,he took his feimitar In his right hand,

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This Slave haying confirmed thispromife unto him, my Father permitted him to 
write unto the place whence he faid he was of, and fo going to the Iflc of CjprMq 
he gave this Letterto Merchants, with whom lie held correspondence, that under* 
took to cauif it to be ‘delivered; my Father promifing this Slave, that within three 
mpneths he. would return thither for an anfwer of it; but in 'the mean time that 
he mutt for has fecurity go along with him : This man not knowing what todo, 
but to follow the Lau[ of the Vanquiiher, refolved to fubmit to'that which he 
could not avoid. Not long after we encountred a great man of War, in whofe 
Flag.njy Father obferyed half Moons; and whereas all his prizes were feldom 
or never made of any lave of Ttrfi/mj) or Chi iftians, he purpofeef hot to meddle 
with her, but contrarily commanded his Pilot to quit his courfe, that fo he might 
decline her ; but whereas Arfdlon was taken for a Pirate, and dm change of courft 
feemedto be a flight unto him who commanded that’ Vcflell, he made up With 
fiiir&yTs unto us, the better to diicern ours, and havim; well dlfc’erned her , he 
came prefently and grapicdhimfelf fajft unto us. 1 cannot fayj-my Lord, what* 
this fight was, because the fright I was.in kept me from markihg it,howbcit 1 knoW 
that.a,t the very fir^.they of that VeflTell leaped intd durs; and whereat there were

Highnefs favors ; (he 
betrayed her father to poflefs them , and hath not fo much followed my forme, as 
file hath fought after his good fortune; and then who knowes whether her hatred 
to Arf*I«n is not rather the caufe of her flight, than her lave t oOfmanl She was 
weary of living in a continual! prifon, and to fpeak truly of things, (he owes her 
liberty rather to Ofmatt, than my fonne. doth.aw histo her, fince that at length 
a raniom might have redeemed him, whereas nothing could have drawn her out 
-of her fathers hands. Whataffurahee can one place in a perfon, that gives no market 
of her affe&ion but treafons; that hides aU the motions of nature, to follow thofe 
wherewith (he is infpired by a difordinate love; and that begins her roar iageyvith 
an lin piety? Believe me,0/»*ur, faid the Baflfa beholding hipi, (he that.hath been fo 
audacious, as to betray her father for to follow a Slave, may yet moreeafily be¬ 
tray an husband for a' man of free condition ; (he thatcouldlo cunningly (leal a- 
vvay the keyes of a fleeping father, may peradventure, being become the more 
daring by the happy fuccefs of her former aefignes, flab a dagger into the heart 
of an bosoand, when as (he (hali.be as weary of him, as (he was of her father. And 
then, my Lord, faid he, turning himfelf to SUmtu, who knows whether all th*t (he- 
hath laid be not a trick, and that being the daughter of a Perjftm, (he copies not hir 
there to obfervewhat is done here, and feek orcalion to hurt us ? Howfoeveritbe, 

1 find that (he ought to be fufoefted of us,' and that in this incounter my particu¬ 
lar intereft is the lame with the publique. As for the freedom of the Slave, whom 
thy Highnefs hath been pleafed to pardon, 1 have no more to fay, for to make it ap? 
pear, that 1 am not obliged to render it unto him, than that he is the caufcof all 
the pain I am in, feeing that he alone, as this woman her felf faics, made Pfnmt die 
flavc of Arfdltn ; let my fonne keep his word with him, if he can, but as for me, I 
have promifed him nothing; I will retain himin irons* not only as aChriftian,no£ 
•only as a Captive, but alfo as in enemy. Behold, my Lord, What my fenfe is in this ~ 
occafion,which,as I think,is not far from ita£on.S^Umsn feeing that the pafifa of the 
fea had done fpeak ing,told Ofmatt that he was to declare his mind. I am very;(oriy, 
replyed he,: that I mud be conftrained to contraditt a man to whom I «w my life, 
and to have that enofs conformity with the vertuous Alfochy as to have a father as 
inexorable as hers is cruel; but, my Lord, fince the prime duty ought to prevail o* 
ver all others,,and that reafon will hate'toe fpeak without fear, in this Occafion, l 
will befeech thine.Highnefs to confider, whether I can without ingratitude., and 
withoutbeing the baled of all men, abandon a perform .who hath abandoned all 
for me, and that, as one may fay, hath maide her felf a flay* to deliver me, fince 
that remitting .her felf to my condud, andrelying orfjny Word, it was.no longer 
in her power to alter her mind, but was hecefiarily tofollow toy will. Cap fcorn 
fider, tnit evenatthis prefent 1 (houldbc loden with Iiions,! cxpofcd to die info- 
lency of Pirates, and the cruelty of \Arf*to»> if this Woman had not broken my 
chains, and not have for her all the affc&ion,and all the acknowledgment whereof 
I am capable ? Asfoon as I Was a captive, (hi began to do me good; I Was wound* 
cdj (he had a care of me, with her cnaritiahfo; offices fee healed the wounds. Which 
her father had given;me £ 1 no footieriaW.her, but I kncWhCr vertue, j .foe com¬ 
forted the afttifted ,tookcarfc to relieve them; and'to fey all in a word, jhs 
bcwaylcd the Victories of hef father, becanfc’ (he. beleeved them not tpbe-juft* 
1 confefs ingetmodfly, that-the beauty of her mind moved me more, than that of 
her fade; and finding my felf furprifed by the laftre q£ fo great a vertue, I* enga¬ 
ged my (elf in fuch fort unto her, as nothing can be able to chaise it: But $f. vir¬ 
tue be the foundation of the love I bear her, .that Which (he bear* mihatl* had Ut* 
led noble acaufe : She faw:toe condant;cnobgh in my;misfortune, (be faw 
wounded, a .captive^ and beady to bi fold iritb adrange Country, and kneWjtbough 
{be feemed to be ignorant of it, that I loved her touch; the gorgioufticfs. ;of.ray 
clothes , did not winher; ; for. they were all tom in the heat of the fight; (wax 
wan and disfigured; (hefawtoe aoandohcd.of my father,of whom 1 had noncw« 
ill-untreated ^r/k/v», bccabfc he had lad thc hope rf toy xanfora; and htodly, 
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in a more deplorable eftate than ever nun was fcen: Love then did not enter Into 
1 ~ her heart by voluptuoufnefs, but I can fay it was introduced thereinto by goodnefs, 
acknowledgement, and compaffion; for if (ha had not been pit t i fu l l , f b c had not af> 
fitted me when I was ill, (he had not loved me) if (he had not been acknowledging, 
flic haddefpifed thelovcofaflavc, that had not the liberty to do her any fervice; 
and if herheait had not been tender) (be had not been moved with mv misfortune:, 
nor given an end to them. It is tree, that (he is the daughter of die Pirate 
that (oe hath (fuitted her father to follow me; that (he hath been brought up a- 
mongft croell and bloody men; and that (be is the daughter* not only of aPiratc^ 
but of a Frtfid*. But, my Lord, all this, which feems to make againft me, unites 
for me in this occafion: for what greater mark can one defire of aiblid and im¬ 
moveable vertue, than to fee a woman of eighteen years of age, whole inclination* 
are not corrupted amidft fomany vices, and whole innocencic ispreferved fo et>> 
tire, as (he could not fo much asexetife cruelty in her father! It istrue, that (he 
hath followed me, but it was to fee no more murchers, nor fights, and becaufedie 
law ajufttr temper in my mind: She bath not betrayed her hither to follow a Have* 
but (be hath quitted the Pirate ArftUm to deliver a husband; fix* having promifed 
tobefo unto her, nochingbot death alone can keep me from it. Moreover, my 
Lord, (he is not to be ftrfjpe&ed of thy Highncfs, for though (he be the daughter ofa 
ftrfi**, klsof a Ptrfi** die enemy of t l4cbmMs i who hath fbrthcfe eighteen years 
j Waged Waragalnfthiffi. I will not (land to fay, that this woman, albeit the daugh- 
/ ter of a Pirate, is for all that of a noble cxtracUon, becaufe the MuflulmAtu ma^e 
I Nobility perfonall, and bctctve that it ought not to pais unto children; but I will 
<tn iy fay,th*c In die eftate wherein my fathers fortune now is»all that can be defired 
in a woman Iscontra&ed in this fame; (be is fair, (he loves me>and (he is vertuous. 
It!»tn*,dMt (he is without wealth, and without parents, but (hehath loft them 
fortbelose of me*, and Whereas by thy bounty my father bath no need,eithcr offitp- 
wort, Or of riches, what can 1 wifbfor more in a Wife? If I take one due Is rich, it 
may be (he will abandon me iflftiould happen to fall into mifery, but this duel 
havedtofen wli be die companion of all my misfbrtuncs>withoui any fear that ever 
<he wtllqukme. I know that I ow a great deal of refpeft to my father, but I 
know that low my life and my liberty to this woman; Imuft then love both the 
One and the other, or keep nre word which I have given her; for if mvfatherwiH 
not fufierhimfelfto be perfwaded, we will go voluntarily into baniflunent; we 
are alreatfy accuftoiued to misfortune, and the mifery that we flail endure togo. 
dier Will no doubt be more fuppoitahle to us, than greatnefs and riches would 
be if we were fepsrated. As for the generous Slave, to whom I have promifcd 1L 
betty, I know notby what reafbn my father can pretend any right to deprive him 
of it; he is neither his QaVe nor mine; and by the fevereft law of War he can lay 
no claim stall unto him : He is a Cbriftianl acknowledge,but all the Chriftians 
here in wear not fetters; he is a captives but that is to AirfiUett^ 

and not to him; and a captive too, who after a breach ofpromife might with to- 
ftke break his chains ; nor hath he fought for liberty but to give it me , and that 
is hpetadventure that bath made my father his enemy. It is true alfb that he took 
< me, butto was in a Juft fight; bythatreafon lam his Have, rather dun he is mine: 
Let dreffighnefslo order It, ifitbe voffible^ that I may acquit me as I ought. Be¬ 
hold au the crimes, my Lord, that I nave committed; my father would have me 
perfidious and ingratemll, and I had rather tore father fhould hate me with inju* 
nice, than love me unjufHy. The generous AUtttch feeing that Ofimut had made at} 
end of fpcaklng, and having observed by the Baila of die feas countenance, time 
die cGfiknirfe had rather rneenfed, thanpniwadrd him, turned her frlf to 
With tears in her eyes, and conjured him to obey his father; I will not, fired (he 
trnto him, have you faulty for the love of me; and fince our aftedion cannot be hm - 
hocrtit, extinguiftk in your heart, and leave methe care ofconierving it in mine? 
rtmember that you are the fonne of the Baflaof thefoa, and thatyou are not yer 
myhuiband;you<mM(k)tcllf|icnfe widtyour fclf for that firft duty^ud fortune doth

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caufcof it. In the meanwhile' Ibrahim, being fomewhat come to himfelf again, 
-rcfolvcd no longer to conceal the truth -of bis Hiliory 5 calling himfelf then once 
again at the feet of great Stlimani I know well, my Lord, laidhe unto him, that 
Ifthy Highnefs be jut!, thou wilt hate meat much as thou halt loved m;; for after 
1 have been lb daring, as to-difguife my. thoughts unto thee; after I have been yet 
more in. now telling thee that I,am not in a condition to accept of the honor t 
which thou ptefenteft unto me, I dare not hope for fo much patience from thy 
moderation* as to Hear that, which might render me excufable. It feemes to me , 
Ibrahtm 3 anfvvered the Sulttn, that after all the graces which I have conferred on 
thee , thou.oughteft to expeft any thing from me, and yet to add one more to that 
which thrtihkfh craved of me, 1 promife thee to fufocnd my judgement, and not to 
think any thing to thy difadvanc age,till I am forced therunto by thine own confelE* 
pn> prepare thy felf then no longer to conceal any thingfrom me , that concernes 
thee: Thou kpowft that I have divers times endeavoured to oblige thee, pun dually 
to recount unto me, both thy birth, and thy adventures; but haviog alwaies oblcr- 
ved how that di&ourfe did not pleafe thee >< I have bad fo much goodnefs, as to 
fpeak to thee no further of it; but now that there is queftion of thy reft, and my fa* 
tisfaftion,thou muft makearecitali tome of it with as much truth,as thou baft ufed 
diiUmulation heretofore. Itistrue^my Lord, replyed Ibrahim, t hit all that I have 
toldthee.hithertoisbut a fable; but it is truealfo, that , all that which thy High* 
pefs is now. to underftand is the very truth: I cannot chufe but blulh to think, how 
1 am going to dilcover all my weakneffes ; and if 1 did not know, that Love doth 
oftentimes become the tyrant of the greateft fpi rits, and that thy Highnefs hath 
not been alwaies infenfible of that paflion, 1 Ihould not be fo inconfiderate , as to 
acquaint thee with mymiferies. The.Sultan, deliring that none(houldcome 
to interrupt this narration, went from his chamber into his Cabinet, where 
ftting down on Cuftuons of cloth of Gold, Ibrahim began to fpeak in thefe 
tcarmcs.. 


The Hijlorytf lu&\nhno and Ihbclh. 

T Hc City, where I took beginning, and ■ that gives name to our Republique, !i 
fituatea on the bank of the Sea , which the antlent Romanes called Li- 
geftiepte, and is at this day termed the River of Geneva ; this goodly City , I fay , 
whereHnto for the magnificence ofPalaces of rairble, Jafper, arid Porphirie, is gi¬ 
ven, and that with realon, thfe title of Supdrb by all the people of Italy , . is built 
on the bending of certain high and barren Mountains, whicn are fo unfruitful, as 
all die induftry of agriculture, joyned to the heat of the Sun,. the ferenity of the 
air, and the fweetnels of the dew , canriot make one tree to grow, one flower to 
Ipring,. or fo much as one herb to come tip there.- But if as nature had taken 
pieafure: to Ihew contraries oppofed, there is leading toward France a Goaft, all 
alongft the Which, final, Savortna 3 Saint Rente, and Mmac o 3 zri feen’, whofe ferti¬ 
lity is lb great, that it produceth abundantly Dates ^ Oranges, Pomcgrartads , 
Iafemine, and Mirtle. The many Rivers, and Fountaines, which are there, make 
not the leftbeauty of thole places, for thofe waters are lo pure and quick, as they 
fiimifh fuificient coolnefsto temper the extreme heat of tne Sun. It is on that Gpaft, 
about two miles from Geneva, in going out of a Gate called the Lament*, that a 
Borough Hands, by the Italians named Arena, where one may lay that winter ne* 
ver comes, fince it Is certain, that the Spring, and Autum, reign there alwaiw to* 
gether; the firft cauljng flowers continually to fpring, and the other fruites so ri* 
pen in it: But before I ingage my lelf to a more particular defeription of theiieli* 
cioufnefs of a place, that hath been the occalion of fo much misfortune Unto me, 
ic will not be from the purpofe to make an abridgment of the Government of 
Genova, to thy Highnefs, to the end thou maift the more cafily comprehend what. 
the perfons are,ofvvhomIamto fpeak in my Hiftory.- It is to be known then,' 
abac about two hundred yeafes fince the Gentvefee ele&ed a Duke, according to. 
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the manner of the Venetians, who after he had conquered the HUnd of C*prst } ta¬ 
ken the King and 'Qiipao thereof prifoners, and performed many other brave ex* 
ploits, died at lengthin the wanes. After him toeyele&ed two more, whereof 
the firft acquired by his valor <the Hie of MctAhu to the Gemnefet $ hue at length 
after the death of the lift they put tberufclvcs into the proteftion oiCbmits the 
i (caventh King ofFrajwv^ofwhombcing weary, ithe/notlone after chafe the Duke 
of Miltuicx their De&ndor, who having not given them full fatisfe&ion, it ob¬ 
liged them tochufe a Duke onoc again; out tint prooeeding being not equally a- 
greeable unto all, becaufc fome held the party of Frmee » and others that of Mi- 
/a«S it hapned that this dtforder returned them abfolujrly under jhe Dominion of 
the Franch, which commanded them , untill the time that AmdraaBtrU, who it 
of one of the moft illuftrious racesoffirwva, put our City into the efface which 
now kis, namely under the Government of the Nobility. .1 have made known 
unto thy Highnefs the divers mutations which have befhUea our Repubiique, to 
the end thou maift with the left difficulty comprehend that* which hath made all 
this Commonalty he divived a long while fince intotwo principal! fafiions ; 
the Hcades ofthele two parties are the jFrigvw/, and the Adenut , imaged , as 
well as all the reft of in two oppofite ft&iaas , fo known and famous under 

the nameofthe and Gibcli/ts^ {with whom title Fiefjttes > the Derims , 

the Sptnoldes , the Grimeldies, the JmftiniMmes , and all the other illuftrious Fa* 
milies of Gt*m0 have taken part. But to came to that Which regards me dire&Iy, 
I will not fear to tell thy Highnefs what my birth is 9y being confident of thy ge¬ 
nerality : Thou maift be pleaftd to underftaud then* that 1 am of die illuftrious 
race of that infortunate prince, from whom the valor and fortune of Mahemet die 
fecond, thy great Grandfather, took his Empire, and his life, and who interred 
himfelfwith all his glory, and with all that of the Feleelegnes under the ruines 
ofthis famous City Thou an not ignorant, my Lord, that after 

fo great a fubverfion of that State, and in fo generall a deftru&ion , all that remai¬ 
ned of the Princes of thelmperiall Houfe weredifperfed over all the earth , and 
not able to conceal tbeir uqhappinefs in generall, fpraeof themconcealed them- 
felvcs by changing a too famous name for their prefenc fortune; Jufh»iM$o Paleo- 
hgnt 9 of whom I defended, was of that number; for feeing he had ftved out of 
that (hipwrack wealth enough for a particular, but not enough for a Prince of fo 
illuftriqus a blood as his he retired to retaining but the name of Jv/muum, 

which fince hath been thefurnante of our Houfe, the, very fame with that of a Po¬ 
pular Family, which was before in the fame City: And that poor Prince deli- 
ring to accommodate his aualiry to his misfortune,, (hue up that fecrct within his 
Family* and in this fort, though we be in,e&& Princes, yet have we paft ever 
ace for Gentlemen. That which obliged him to chufe Gfmtte for his retreat , ra¬ 
ther than any other place of Italy , was, for that he knew how the Getmefes had 
al wales been well aftc&ed to that Empire ^ how they had mightily fuccourcd 
Michatlo ; and how in cafe it (hould happen that he (hould be known 

for that which he was,hc (hould be in a place of fafoty: And truly he had fonie rea- 
fon to fear it, for he had rendred himfelf fo remarkable by the gallant aftions 
which be had performed, and had fo fignaliaed hindelf oh the day of the taking 
of Confiaminppls , as he was the )aft that was feen to defend the breach \ but at 
length beholding the Cky taken, the Emperor Cemfi/utuu FAtolegm dead, and the 
whok Empire fubverted, he ftole away his perlon from the viftory of his Ene¬ 
mies; and being retired altnoft alone he took the refolution which I have delive¬ 
red.

uy, and it feemed that fee had infpcrtd evny one with iuidefty ahd refpefe. Awen 
that this dumb admiration had continued a vihil^th«reiwas a.c©«fufeaooife heard 
of aedamatiens and: pcaifes,which were givfeito hfcr bednty, and the tiuth 
that envy it felf could hoc find anything in her to be diti ended. She hath a ftaturo 
ft) advantagious, and a port fo mafcfticall, as never, was there woman feed of a bet- 
ttrprefence. Her hair is of colour bwmit, but fobeaatifoll, as all thofe thread* 
of burnilhed gold, whetewi tk our Poets nfe to deferibe fueh j cannot >reprefenf 
tbcm^ they feu that day caydefly upon her cheeks, and cfcentl defended in thick 
curls down her neck.and bofom, burwith a negligence fo replenifked widt «ddrefs| 
that it defaced the handfomeft curioftty of all the women of the Affembly. She 
hath a comphscion fo white and vive, as there is nowhicenefsthat feems net fat* 
low unto itj but the feme is mingled with fo dainty a Carnation, which h feed a* 
broad in her cheeks, that the mixture of Lillies and Rofe«s ofCynoper and SnoW, 
could make but a flight/i«4 of her beauty. Her eyes are black, but fo fell of fpi-* 
ncandfweetnefsyasit i> iihpnflbieto behold her, and obt betaken with them i 

yet 
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yet arc her looks To modeft, and fo farfrom all artifice, as it is very ealie to know 
that they ace innOcentof all theevi llswhich they makeone endure/ She hath a 
mouthneitfaer too gntatnortoo little, butfo conipofcd, and of fo Vermilion a 
hew, as there is no corfallthatcomes neer it. Her teeth are fo evenly, fet, and lb 
white, as never wert failles fo full of charms as hers; and her bofom fo delicate 
and fo comely, as imagination cannot reprefentlc toitielf fuch as it is: There 
is alfo a graceful nefs mingled amonglLalLthefe marvells, which cannot be expreft, 
and whkh readers hermoreiami*ble / ; than *11 that 1 which 1 have delivered.

F retted me to tell him, whether his prefence would not bPi ncecSfary'for -rtie there, 
believed, that for the obliging of nim to bc faichfull and Secret,'Iwas to cOhfidc 
in his discretion and fidelity} wherefore I acquainted him that! defined hlthoufe, 
only to receive iCsbtlUet Lettersby the Gabinct-window, which opemd towards 
theGrotof the Eccho, and that in the fame place. I hoped.to See and ibenk, with 
her. He was So furprized with this difeourfe, that he flood a goOd.wftilcbeb 1J ’ “ 
me wichput making any anfwer 5 but to keep him from inaijavoUring tf> m 
my paifion.

beiqg to « 0 fl<>yi|iy 1 )dft <indeevourinthea&ion, I attacqtwdithc chief >af the an- 
terprife with ftich ardour, M albeit he were one of die valiantcft menof our ijra 
yet by the good fortune of aims Jfurtnountcd him. >As ioon as he tirll, one ofhia 
followers iciicd out* thathes Mailer was flain; thisvoyce put all dhat troop into 
fuch disorder, as they thought of ocehing butflying, ikhotrah therwere in a con¬ 
dition to have detiroyed ust for whilft I was engagfd withdadr Chicftaia , the^ 
bad kiljkd three o ( Rt/Ulfthm men, who in theheat of the tight had obfenred how 
lhad guarded him with mine ownbody,and that by nry hand nis enemy led his Hie. 
After \ had purtaed them that fled a good way ooj for tb keep than From making 
head agafo, I faw Klxdvlpkf comctowardt me with open arms, and as (bon as he 
fould ipibrwie ine.hc danwnded of me, whether after Jihad been fogenerous as to 
fave his Ike, I coitldbe fo likewife for to pardon him ? and how, if that might 

E ot be, he judged himtelt unworthy to live ; how he knew well enough that he 
ad committed a batbarpusand crudl faft again# tne, but howl knewaho dm 
he was the lather of Iftfalls : He faid this lo me with fo much refcntmtnt and 
tcndcmcfsj .aabeing no-longer able to keep me from interrupting hhn, I allured 
him, that i ftouid never be mindtiill of any thing heitalcer but of die goadads 
which be had lhewed eue; that the grace which hedidtne in promiting me his 
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ftritadibip , liras fa grater than the outrage 1 haid -received 4 and that on 
afar. contrary one. might Iky , be had done an aft of tjoftioe ingoing about

wete lnnr i i anfWeieddiitn that 1 thought 1 wis,fotlfwas (lightly, and that 
When..! bad put him moo a place of tefrty, I would go home and fee how it was 
Wkhnie.iNo,no,myfonne, said he Unbracing me, it wotddbe unjaft, that the 
fabordf//WijUsfiiouldlethecsufeofyodrbutts, and ifac not beycur Chirur- 
gtua. inlaying tbit be made ^roe easer mat his gate,where I no fooner was, but, 
thefofs afidaod having extremely weakned me, 1 fwoonedinhit armes, whereat 
JMwdWpfciefyod oat lb loud,** i undeiftood afterwards, that bis wife and daughter 
-believed His. enemies were ftfll purfaiag him into his koule; they ran in then 
affrighted in ail haft: but wbtreas they knew not the particularities of that which 
had pad* titty were mightily aftonifhed to fee toe id mat place , atidinthac effete,, 
//vfe&sbelievcd at ftrft, that, her father^ having gotten home notice bfour love , 
-hbd-bron^btane thither to put me to deathbefore her eyes , bat (be wasmf ghtiljr 
diirprifed, When *s (he heard him gi ve nsdef for thefpeedy fetching of Chirurgi- 
-om,and heb eidme led tohi$:chamtw,andhehimfclfftelping to fuftainme. JfairllM 
was fo skarediwith that fhe fafe, as ifhermotberhad not held her up, (he bad fallen 
jdownby me. Her father feeing her in thatcafe, (hid to her weeping, as I Wat told 
-*ftcrwaid*,iy«>u have rearfbn, daughter-, tokwethe trioft generous of men, and iff 
he fb unfortunate as to be disc came of his> iofs, I content dial you (ball hate me as 
«niKh,as f base hated him; fat* without fti(itherianiencinf 9 {et us indMvor toteiocor 
(him.Iihe voice <of^Mfo^dr»haviagbrdugbt Ifabtihto her ftifaeain^he would have 
mark* fomaeuccrfc, bat aqbynbsgber to fileuce be comm added her to follow bins 
Co hisebamber, whither f had been tanried before. As lbenastbey had laid me on 
Ja bed I began so open mine ejnes; and ctmftier , my Lond , what my apprehenfipn 
night be, when! (aw my felf between Rbodalfbo, jfnhtfi*, and /#//*, who came to 
hsoa^by One efthofe that-were in the a&ion, that 1 hadftved her husbands life, 
,it* r ai&.grart,thtt 1 thought 1 ftsould havefwoonod again, bat theChirargians^ 
-being arrived, applyed remedies that kept me from it. After they had tearched my 
wound sphey allured them that there was no cither danger in me but lofs ofblood^o 
that if I were buffered to reft they hoped to cure me very fpeodily. As (bon as 1 was 
dreft, andkfat Kbt ddf hk had been acquainted with their report, became tu me 
with* fouling countenance,- and laid, diatfeeinghewas afTured of my life, he 
was notiadcfpairof reconspienfing me for the fervice I had done him; that in the 
mean tinfehcwoald goainri adveftuc my father of ail tjutbad paft, to the end that 
afte r they bad Unbraced, csie ahodier, they might conjointly think of what they 
hadtodoe. But having cold hisn, how i held it not fit, that he (hould go forth,! 
befbogbt hnh to permit me so write two or three words toDw/a for to come to 
me, and that when he was come we would fend him to my father. Ifnixli* appro 
and thiscounfeli, fo as it might not incommodate me; and having alfured her that 
I (bond myfcft'ftrong enough fbrir,ihe gave me paper. Wherein I trrotq, wkhont 
feeing that Which I did, fo weak 1 felt ray felf, when I tryed to lift up my head. Bat 
Kba/ e/ pht, defirousexa&lyto dbCerrc what theChirurgianshad enjoined, gave 
order to Job* and his daughter to keep me fn»m (peaking, to draw my curtainee 
for fear the light (hould iimoy me, to have as great care of me as of him, and not 
tokaveOctill 1 was in a better eftate.I befoughthimthen to permit me to (ayfone 
Word more unto him; whereupon he appuuthsd to me, and preflfed me to give him 
Come occafion to terve me. I anfwered him, that the grace which 1 defired to obtudn 
Was, that he would not fpdak, either to or to my father, ofourfirft incoun- 

ter , but would be plcafodL tg fay oncly , that good fortune had brought me, by 
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chance into the ftreet where he was fct upon. Rbtdolpha was fo ravifhed with this 
difcourfe, as he could not forbear imbracing me , and faying alowd, that as the 
confervacion of his honor was more dear unto him, than that of his lift , the care 
1 took to deface the ftaih which he had made in it, obliged him more ftreighdy, 
than die blood I had (hed to feve his. As I would have anfwered, he ftayed me, and 
went away to give order for all that he thought was neceffary, bodi lor his fefcty, 
and mine. And whereas Daria dwelt not far off, he tame not long after into the 
chamber where l was,bOt fo furprifed, and fo amazed , to hear that 1 was woun> 
ded, to fee me in Rhadalpkots houfe, and to. find JfabtBa and j ]eUta fiting by my beds 
fide, that he was a long time in a doubt, whether he was well awakc^or no. Rha* 
dolpboy having been advertifed that he was arrived, came and entertained him with 
4o much civility, and fpakefo advantagioufly ofme, as I was cohftfeincd to pray 
.him to change his difeourfe , and to think rather of the nectflky of our affaires, 
than of praiun'g me unjuftly . Daria was inftrufted then in the effete ofthings,and of 
our intentions; Rhodalpb* defired him to tell my father, that he would have gone 
home to him , if 1 had not hindred him, to crave pardon for all that had pan be- 
t wixt them; and to intreat him to think well of it, that his daughter might be the 
reward of the combat, which I had fo happily undertaken for his defence; how 
he was not ignorant, that Jfabella had been more equall than he, inefteeraing of 
nicasfoQnas flic knew me; and thatforhimhe was not fo ill informed of my de-

He went then to my Father,who was fo 
furprifed with every thing that Deri* imparted unto him,as he divers times asked 
of him, whether he had not loft his underftanding:wbat,feidhe,as I knew afterwards 
by Pori*, inonc very hour hath my fonne faved the life of his enemy? hazarded 
his own. by the wounds which he hath received ? killed the enemy of Radalpko ? 
made peace between the Juftint antes and the Grimaldies ? and for a conclufion, bath 
Jfabella and the Principality of Menace been offeredhim by Rhedalpha ? No, no. 
Port* , all that you tell me is far from all likelyhood ; you talk to me of blood, 
of murther, of daughter, of reconciliation, and nuptials all at once; how doe 
you think that I can accord all thefe things, and can. joy and grief be compatible? 
But in the end, my Lord, that firft tranfport being over, Daria aSured thematterfo 
ferioufly unto him, as he was conftraincdto make no longer doubt of it. I cotv* 
fefs that In this incounter I was more happy than I hoped ; for as foon as ray fea¬ 
ther was perl waded to this truth, Daria found his mind in the terms thatl left - 
red. I think, my Lord, I have already told thy Highnefs, how Ledovice never ap¬ 
proved of that unjuft hatred, which paffeth with the fucceffion of Kinfmen , and 
that was the reafon why he was fo eafily carried to what I wifbed. He came then

y*U the price and merit of fofair a maid; Rbadalfko interrupting him, fabd, that 

J living hrmfielf, together with Ifabtilg^ and all his cflate, yet mould he be infinite* 
y lndebtcd uhtci me# dut tnymodefty.forbad him to extend himfelf -ohithe obli* 
gation; wherein he flood ingzgod unto me# hut how that could dot hinder him 
irpm refen ting them as he ought; in the mean time , he requited him to receive 
Jfu faU* for his dan^hteminoLaV) upon fuch conditions as be pleated, to the end 
that aftcr he had 'his jrord fyr'it, they might think of that which was ntjeefiary to 
ht dohe fbr their fafcty. - My father, turning himfelf then to me , iaid, that 
bsc held .it: fUpcrfluous to ask my advice in a matter that vraa- fo. glp* 
rious for mb 1 add that I had fo happily refolved upon without him ; £o mat; 
fajdbe, taking IfattU* by the hand, it is on you that the concluboq of this im-» 
portartadaiedothdepend. But Rhodolfbo, feeing her. blulh, without dating to 
anfwerj told iWbwri, that his daughter could nohetter exprefs her content, than 
by thatfhamefaftnefs, which made hertpbliiftf and be filenc ; the modefty of her 
fex, and of her difpofition not .permitting bertq teftific her jay, but in fuch aman* 
nbf. . Rb^dolpht^ad my fatherthen.pran\ifed aninviolable friendlhip one to ano* 
ther,aud ordainfcd us to dothelike intbeid prefence; and tor a gage of this pro* 
mifp, l*to>ic4* who ordinarily wore a rich ring on his finger, took it tome for to 
give to IftfalUj as a pledge of the faith which vte had pramiffcd t 6 each other. I 
obferved this ceremony with. fo much pica fit re, as fpight ofsny miferies andhprt 
I never felt the like before, nor fince; bus at length, after this happy accord, they! 
retired into another chamber to think of what, they fhould do : My Father was 
of the opinion, as well m Rhtdtlpbt^ that he fhould tend eb make his complaint aa 
fppn as the Concell fhould be afTemblod 5 bnrthac he held h not fit either for him 
or me to ftay in his houfe; that die Family of the fyiw/wf were powerful! enough 
to keep thctrtfelvcs front having any manlhet^imufiice dtibe thou; and that albeis 
their kinfman had been the agtefTor in that fight, yet the Lawk would-have the 
<Uad always to be favoured i and that ho Which had killed anyone fhould beat* 
ways punched;, that for this reatbn hevtaa tbreeire to hi$ Principality of Mott** 
f a, where he might attend fafely and commodiouQy the fuccefs of things; than 
place being in a fitiiation fo adrantagiou;, and (b well fortified, as it could keep 
out a RoyaUArmythae.asfor.me, I fhbtdd finde an inviolable fa&uary in dw 
Army of the Emperor Cbxrks^ whom 1 hid already (erred; but whereas! was 
pot in an eft ate to«travell»by rcafbn of,my wounds, which peradventure .would 
keep me a longtime in my hod; and for that alfo he coukLnot go out of the Co* 
ty prcfeotly, becaufe the gates were fhut, beadvifed that without further delay, 
and before the day appcidod., I fhould. fie tninf parted into fame ocher houny 
whereof the Maftv was fo. much rcfpe&ed,as no violence, might be feared there.' 
Kfodr/yfo and approved ofthispropofition,and began td bethink them whac 

place would be proper for the fame ; but JJtUvist told them,dut he was not 
troubled about«-, for that thc Palacc of Stnibalday Count of Xavajpw , chief of 
the Family of the F«rj!f*dr,wotdd be an allured retreat for them; that the high 
tank which thpfcof that Houfe hadhcldin<?<MwiMforfo many ages, would not 
permit chat either the infokney of^their enemies, or the rigor of juft ice, fhould, 
enterprize any thing upon them; that for the reft be doubted not but. that he 
fhould obtain that grace of them as foonas he fhould demand it; chat they had 
alwayes favoured him in -all things; and thac generality was fo mental! unto 
them, as inwall times their Palaces had ferved fora retreat to all worthy perfecu- 
kedperfons. It was dien refolved, that badauica fhould go immediately and in* 
treat him thereunto, Dm* went alfo along with him, and they found him faft a* 
fleep; but my Father having told his people, that he was necefnrily to be awaken*.. 
4 d about an important affair, they knowing Ltdovico made no difficulty- to do it.- 
A&foon as be law my Father by hisbed-fide at fueh an hour as then it was, he 
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donb te d that fome urgent matter had brought him thither ; wherefore hedc* 
matulid ofhim, whether he were fo happy as tdbe able to ferve him ? Then my 
fat h er recounted unto him In few words all that had befallen me , wherevvim 
he was fo ftrangely furprifed; but without giving him leave to make his requeft 
he to told him, mat he was too blame in not caufing him to be brought to hit 
houfe. And when my father anfwered him, thathedurfr not doe it before he had 
in treated him thereunto, Simbalde feemed to be offended with that circumfpefti* 
on, but finae the fault was done, he would pardon it upon condition , that him* 
fclf might go and help to convey me thither. And lb calling to his fetvants he com¬ 
manded them to make him ready with all foeed. My father did all that he could 
to flay him from going, but could not prevail , for Smbtlde told him , that the. 
Stineltut were violent , and that peradventure meeting them in the ftreet a fecofid 
misfortune might happen, that when he (hould be prefent with all hit train, he 
could not believe they would be fo daring, orfb ftroug,astofct uponus.

he (hould have lealureenoiigh at home to commend my valor; that if he durft he 
would have defired Ifabell• to return thidier again , but that he thought It fitter to 
lcavcus at liberty together; herewith he went forth without giving me time to 
anfwer him; and he was no fooner out of the chamber, outputting by the 
curtain I faw that IftUulU was alone there '; for the confofion , wherein 
the houfe then was, had fo bufied Jnlitty as fee. never thought of that civilitie; 
1 befought her then to come nearer unto me, that t might bid her adew ; at that 
word me teares came into her eyes, and my (beech failed me; (he came then and 
fate down by my bed fide, with to much (adnefs painted in her face , as muchaug- 
mented mine; but after I had infbrced my fclf to fpeak, I faid unto her: At lcsjnh, 
my deareft Jfdbet*, fortune hath Joyncd us, and fortune doth feparate us , but 
what rigor (oever flic doth exercife towards mie , (he cannot longer keep me from 
dying with glory , now that 1 have 1 the honor to be yours; foemay indeed feparate 
Our perfons, and it may befor a longtime , but (he cannot difunite our hearts , if 
fo it betaae, that your affe&ion is anfwerableto mine. You may judge, (aid (he in¬ 
terrupting me, wncthcr a maid, that hath not feared to offend her glory, inloving 
her enemy againft the will ofhcr Parents; be capable of change toa man that expo- 
feth bis’life for her lake, and to favc her fathers; believe tben*and without ever 
that ail the powers of the earth, oppofed againft my defign, (hall not fo 
much as nuke me waveband that JfabtfU will be abfohitcly yours, or never will 
beany bodies. Her figbes (uffocatcd her in fuch fort, as it was impoflible for her to 
fay more; and as I was about to give her thanks forfo obliging a (peech, and min* 
gle my teares with hers, SimbeUey Rhedolphe, J»U*, Deri* , and my lather came a- 
. gain into die chamber, fo that all I could do, wy to fay unto her, wringing her 
hand, that (he (hould alwaics remember her promifes, and that then (he would be 
moftafiured, that nothing but death (hould feoarate us. Immediately hereupon 
they; Which had order .to carry me away, approcned to my bed, and by the com¬ 
mandment of Simbttlde > fcated me in a chair, that was prepared for me t Rhedelpke , 
who ntuif tenderly loved his wife, and daoghter, began then to bid them farewell * 
Jf/tbeJkt. Who till that infrant had kept her felf from weeping, feeing (he had a fit 
oporutnity for ir,(hedfo many teares, and fell a crying in that manner , as moved 
au the aflembly to pitty: 1 knew for all that, mauger my forrow, that I (hared 
therein Withbcr father ; who, willing to Qww fome conftancie in this occafion ,

When thcyjbad anfweredjto this Civility) 
fkiph * came to tnc> with fomuchkindncfa s -.and fuch eettiradpy of acknowLedge-* 
teKncandfriendlhifyatl wasfenfibly touched therewith; He allured rue ©hoc again 
With o»the»,that hi* daughter (houldbe thereward of the blood whkhiLhadfhcd 
for bint, provided I did nofe change my refolution. Tbeiwcakuefs wherein:! was* 
did doc keep ; me. from rend r<iog him thfoksi a? I oughts forfo obligingadif-. 
tourfe* butat, length he went- away to.find out the Matter; that waitedfof-him: 
^W^fldfdki not Kt him go without a guard, he caufcd feof his ferVahts to fol¬ 
low him a Joof and he himfclf went to the Porcforf o fee him part. RhtdoUbn 

was fo fortunate, ; that he croft through the City Without meeting, any cme. mat

of the truthof the matter, 1 had abfenced my ftlf tUl focb time as juftice was dans 
me. My Fatbdr made this difeourfe with fochearneftneft, and foadvantagioufly 
for ask was caffe todifeern thac-hc was no longer hit enemy. Bat 

whereas the a&ir was Important, in regard k concerned three of the principall 
Families of the Cky, they rofolved nothing for the prefciu^ bnt refer; ed the mat* 
ter to the next day, with orderootwithftanding to the SyimUts tocaufe their wit* 
hefles to be examined the day following* ^This news was inftontly fpread overall 
the City, with fomueh admiration andaftohilhmcnt, as no body could believe 
it the firft tithe they heard it-con t rarity all thofeof fald openljk how it 

could not poffibly be, for that the hatred which pafledt fuccdfively ipto the minds 
of men cannot be extinguifhed in a moMcn^ind that by confequence it was not ere* 
dible»tb«t I coqld pafs from one extremity to another in On Uiftan^and that I fitould 
render to the greateft of mine enemies all that the dcareft of my friends could expeft 
from me.But at nothing can be long concealed,it was quickly known,that love had 
begot fricndfhip^nd that the pafSon which I had for IfatrlU, was the noble caufe of 
this adventure. In the mean time the whole Common-wealth was divided; and al¬ 
though the feftion of Sinibtldt were the ftronger and ntcrft confiderable, and. thaf 
it was abfolutely for us, yet could knot hinder the patting ofan exp refs order for 
the fearchlngout, and apprehonfion of ns. And whereas the dead party Is al* 
wayes regained, all the grace ws ooold obtain wa%that the affair fliould not be 
precipitated, and that it fliould be prolonged as much as the forms of JtrfHec 
would permit.' Whitt things paft in this manner, ! wrote every day to IjaitlL^ 
who anfuveed me with fomueh witaindfweetnefs, as I could nbtbebut liappy 
in the qopftcaint wherein 1 lived. Buaat length my wounds being cured, I was a* 
fharaed to remain Ann up in a houfeat a time wherein I might make ufe of my 
courage, and fhewmy Judgettbatl waswot-aman to be call away; bowbeit I 
foltap extreme violence for the executing of this refolueion; for though I were 
deprived of. the fight of as wellwithin Gtn***i as if f had been further 

off, vet fbhndl for sill that feme eontentyinthinking that we were 1 Within the h»- 
elo&re of one and the fame City; butfenfe Was togive placeunco reafon, 
wasco follow the will of //kfr/A*, which fervfd much «o make Mo depart the m* 
iker, for knowing the violence of my paffion, fbe imagined that being thoroughiy 
well, I would have much adoceo keep my felf from dealing Ufttoherfome even- 
ing, accordihgeothe propofition I twd made her to that ptvrpofc; fo that to>b-> 
void the m ifchkf that might arrive to me thereby• ••Awprefled my departure t I 
propounded it to my Father, who approved of it; fche difficulty was toget forth of 
demasWitkoutdanger; but whereas SiMiintd* never fbandanytbing difficult to 
ferveius friends, he told us, that hehad an infallible- means for< to do it; that ^ 
fliould but only get md in the night to his Galley, which being ready to fet follj 
to go and joyn with the-Squadron of CerficA, fliould for my oeeafion t ake the 
courfe of Ss/Jr*, where! fliould be received as in aplace that depended on b : Jmj 
and from thence I mtghceafily go to Ligwm in a Tareano. Thia ordeir was exa 
aftly obferved, but before thy departure I deflred tb ! confer with >DtfU in private'^ 
1 conjured him then totakc a fpeciall care to fend me -new* of Jtaltelfa, as ofteri 
as peflihly he could ; and that he flibuld not fail to Write me punrioally even-the 
Jeallt kings that concerned her. Diri* prom i fed to fat if fie my; define ail thit'h* 
might, and to forgttnothkigthat he thought would content .rat;. t 

him 
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‘hi m alfo to go from me to Ifaktlla, for to give her my lad farewell, and to receive 
tier commands to me, forefeeing well that Sinilaldo would make me depart as 
ioon as it was night, without permitting me to go to Rhedelphoes. He lo wor¬ 
thily acquitted himfelf of his commiffion, that IJahttla had leafure to write me 
a large Letter, wherein Ihc reprefented theneccmty of my voyage fo well unto 
me, and gave me fuch affurances of her affettion, ana of her fidelity, as I depart¬ 
ed alraod without grief, fuch an abfolute power hath (he ever had over my mind. 

I took my leave then of Simhaldo^ and of my father, and followed the order they 
had preferibed me; as foon as it was night I was conduced to the Galley in 
die habit of a Ample fbuldier ; and whereas the Captain was acquainted with the 
bufinefs, he made me enter into hisCabbin, from whence I came not forth till 
he had cad Anchor at Seftra , under pretext of taking in frefh-water. 1 was no 
- fooner afhoar, but I went and delivered a Letter, which I had for the Govemour

(tayed certain dayes, I pad into Gemanse^ where the Emperour Charles the fifth 
was then employed in die War againft the Proteftancs. Ifpeak of all thefe 
things t6 thy Highnefs , without further clearing them Unto thee, knowing 
well?enough, contrary. to the cudom of the Othma»t } thou underftanded the 
Univerfall Hidory; that there are no people (b far didant, of whole Religion, 
-lnterefts, Warres, and the lead particularities of their Countrey, thou art ig¬ 
norant; nor any Prince whofe Exploits or Defignes are unknown to thee. To 
conclude, my Lord , I can tell by long experience, that thy Greatnefs hath ex¬ 
traordinary lights for all that may be comprehended by a humane (pirit; and 
it is out of this knowledge,’that 1 have have notexplanedmy felf more at large 
in many places of my narration, which certainly are not intelligible in all the ex¬ 
tent of thy Empire, but which cannot be ignored by the mod knowing, the mod 
mighty, and tne mod vl&orious Monarch of the World. Reliman y not able 
longer to endure thefe praifes , given him by Ibrahtm , fayd unto him failing, 
that hee had not permitted him to fpeak, but onely of bis Adventures, and 
that to obey him exactly, he was fo purfue. his difeourfe without flattering him. 
'The 'Bafla, returning no other anfwer, but a low obeyfance, continued the courfe 
of his Hidory in this fort: Icame then my Lord, to the Emperor of the Chridians, 
who received me, l dare fay, with joy anakmdncfs^ie remembreddill the (ervicet 
I had Urn, and in confidcration thereof would have given me imployment 
in his Army t But whereas Iwas uncertain of the continuance of my voyage, and 
was rather well aflured, that if my bofineis was difpatched at Gene**, I fhould 
indantlybe gone, I excufed my felf the bed I could, and went and ferved amongd 
the Voluntiers. 1 lived then after this manner without any other Unquietnefs, 
than what abfcncebringsalong with it, which though it be fomewhat harih to a 
man that is paffionately in love, yet tollcrable tome through the pleafuee that 
I had done iu receiving Letters from Ifabtlla : butlwas not long in this conditi¬ 
on ; for three moncths after my departure I underdood the death of Rhodelphe ; 1 
knew thait Julia and her daughter wereat Menace-, and to take all comfort from __ 
me, myfitther wrote me, how that allthe grace that could be obtained of theSe-' 
nate, was the bamdiiHg of me for ever from all the Territories of theRepub- 
lique, and that upon pain of loilng my head if I were found in any part of menu 
1 received the news with fo much anguifh of mind, as I thought 1 mould have dy¬ 
ed with grief; but of all theft things, that whereof I was mod fenfiblc, was tne 
afHiftion of IfatelUy which I faw fo well deferibed in a Letter that (he wrote me, 
as 1 forgot mine own misfortune to lament hers. I knew the forrow (he was in for 
her father; I knew the haughty humor of Julia ; I knew that my baniflunent de- 
droyed all our hopes; and even then I found her tears f o jud, ana mine flowing in 
luch abundance, as there was no room left to obey the commandment (he had kyd

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upon mf to comfort her, ,apd not to thipk pf,goipg to Mwco y till I heardfrom 
her ; butatlength, pfcer ] had a while deferred writing uptoher, Ifepther word, 
that 1 would.alwaics vefv cxaftly follow her dire&ions; that J befought her for 
all that to cohfidcr, how I could not do better, feeing (he could potdjfpofe of her 
fclf, than to come to Montuo y where,, without fearing the violence of our enemies, 
we might live and reft in fafety; that che^/^feexprerepot pqw/rrfull enough to 
raife an Army for to fet upon us there, apd tfiat theftepoblique Would.not ,of a 
particular intereft make a gencrall caufe; that for the flcfh time, it may be, would 
change tfie order of things} that fprpetimcs fqntences had heenrevoked Jcfs, upVuft 
. than that which banifh'ca me, and, for men that were ,npt of the family of tho 

\jMfttnianoeS) and that pemdventure were,not more profitable for the publique 

good : In the end I did all . that I could to obtain peripilfion tocpipeunto.her; I 
1 wrote alio unto yvwh fojpmchrefcntmentof that lofs, which was more con- 

fiderable to .me, than it.vfas,grievousuntO, her. A$for,pjyfiuher,Ifenthjmwp«i 
that I would buy out my liberty with my blood, being refplved. to perform fuch 
. bravethings in the Wars, as my Judg^apd njmcenfml^stheinfelyes ihould wifti 
to fee me again } but that for the executing of fo noble a defign,.hewas to per¬ 
mit me firft to go and maijy Ifabella.p-t Monaco • and thatfif my Ufe ,vfere dear unto 
him, Iprayed him tofollicitc Jnliaj yrhenhertears were dry ed up,toaccompli(h 
Rhodolphoes promife. .For Doria> I conjured him again to be carefull in curionfly 
informing himfclf whether Ifahellaet mind yvere as (trip in this ipcouater as flic 
Had made me hope it would be ; for I well fprefaw, tkpt feta, who, nptwithftand-

that (he was refolved to renounce foe world, as foon as (he knew , that I was no 
longer init. And whereas there ran a bruit in Gentua about a year ago, (hat I had 
been (ten in Naplts t (he difpatched away this man for to goe and fee if it were foj 
having made a vow , if his voyage proved vain, to (hut her (elf in aCloifterfor 
all the reft of her life; but whereas fortune hath never done any butextraodinary 
things in niy adventures, foe fo wrought, that this man j putting himfclf info x 
French Barque to pafs over thither. Was taken by a Pirate, whofe veffclls lay under 
the covert of a Rock, whidi is near to a place by foe Italians called Ftrte Herealet. 
And whereas he had a grat number of Slaves, he flayed not long from going to fell 
them at one of the I (lands of the jitcbipeUgt, from whence by divers accidents 
this man cam'? to Confiammeple , where Daria by chance knew him, as having at 
ocher times feen him in Rhadolpbaes fervice. After all this, my Lord, it will not be 
difficult for thy Highnefs to imagine the deplorable eftate wherein I find my felfby 
foy bounty, and by foe propofition which thoa haft made me concerning foe Sul¬ 
tana 4fieri*. I (houid not be fo hardy as to fpeak to thee In theft termcs,if [ did not 
calltomind, that foe charmes of foe divine Roxelana have been of fufficienc force 
to vanquifo the mod victorious Monarch of foe world} and that for fois reafonl 
may hopeto fee thee fenfible of my misfortune, to obtain pardon for my ingrati¬ 
tude, and to be heard in mv Nullifications. It is true indeed, that to exCufe my fault 
1 need no more than to befeech thy Highnefs to confide^ that ifl could even banidi 
from my heart the image of Ifabtia^ forget her affedion, her oafoes » and her con- 
ftancie; become the moftingratefull of men to his Princefs; Caufc her deafohymy 
change, which (he would quickly know} prefer my Mafter before my miftrefs,- and 
* my duty before my love} foe Religion I profefs, prohibiting me the plurality of 
wives, which that of foe Mahometans doth permit, I could not difpoft of a faith, 
which I have already given} feeing I am a Cnriftian under foe habit of , 

although I be not believed to be fo in all foe extent of ,thy Empire: But whereas for 
all that it is not juft that my temerity (houid be vanquiihed, deprive a maitof foy 
fitvor, who refufeth an alliance, which a great King outght to receive oh his knees: 
Banifh from foy fight and Court a man, whom fo many benefits, whom fo many 1 
greatnelfej, and to fay all, whom thy affe&ion cannot make perfeftly happy; and to' 
iatisfiefoe Sultana Anfteriafi am ready to seenter into foe irons from whence (he 
drew me, and to die her Slave, fincelcamtot live her husband t Or if foy Hiehnefs 
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will renddr my end more profitable and glorious, command we tofeek, outdeath 
i*» the roidftof thine enemies, and I (ball not be long without teftifying by the lofe 
<4my life, that I am not ingratefoll, but becaufc I. cannot he acknowledging* 
And to inccide thy juft wraths I will fay further, that the ebaftiferocot, which 
I demand, wtUhe inftcad of grace to roe, fince that in depriving me of light, I (hall 
no longer befenfibfe of all the misfortune* wherewith l am fo heavily opprefied * 
I (hall ccafe to live, but I (ball ccafc alfo .frfc>» being rcbelliousrto-tky pleafiirt,) I 
(hall reftore the life Which; low to the, inebmparahk Afirrb ; and Ifttall dye fot 
the glory of ffAbdU- In brief, my Lotd, fince I cannot be Afi«r>Ms } boeaufc nay 
love doth pppofe it, and my Rcligioftdoth forbid it) and finds I cannot Ukewiie 
live for IfabtlU, becaufc my duty doth tie ntc to thy ferviccb both by a generall 
right, and by a particular obligation, death is the oocly remedy that remains foe 
me to get putof fo many wUeriesi If.thygoodntfs had not broken offmyfetters, 
and that I Were ftill thy flaw, nt>v? whrnthat I know that the conflancy of IfJtelU 
hath triumphed over the artifice of our enemies, that I reign ftill in ker heart, and 
that on roe alone her felicity or her happinefs doth depend, 1 would employ all 
my endeavour to free me of my chains by a ranfom: Jut, rhy Lord, Tam tyed to 
thee by ftrenger bonds; the obligations wherein I am ingaged to thy Highnefs,thc

.fluffif.apparell^Or jewells. That done, he carted the principall Officers of hie 
huufc tube called unto him, and having told them , that the Grand Signior font 
/him uponafetoet expedition, from wrun:ehefhould net return in lixmonthes, 
-he commanded them that during his abfehce they fliould obey, a$ h imfelf, a man , 
who was as it were the Steward of his houfej ana that they fliould caufe all the reft 
that dependtdon them, to obey him in like manner^ he affigned nteanes aifo for 
.the maintenance of his Train, as kuftdtobe; and after'he had pnomifed them re*- 
compcaccs jfthey continued in (heir duty, ‘ami chaiHftments if they dkl otherwile, 
he went to his dor Jt>w/*,aftd being fort what late, they feparaaed tnemfelves; /4r*» 
him, not wilUog that his people (hould obfervefo ftrift; aunion betwixt them, 
got away to bed, after he had made a light fupper, though hehad eaten nothing 
aUfoedaytofore* Asfor£w>tf4,hc was fetved in private , bat with a great deal of 
magnificence. The next morning, according to the order he had received for It, 
Ibr*bit» wentto the Seraglio j and whe teas he had a particular permiffion to come 
thither at all times, whenfoever he would, he went into the Sultans chamber, who 
Was not rcady^o&vMa^eeifig him come in,(hid unto him,how he was glad to obferte 
in his countenance - that the remedy, whkhhehad found out for hfegriefj was 
not in Tibnbm ro tnakeaa end-ofhealing him fpeedily he had commanded over 
night that the Ambaflader of Qm*» whom he had caufed to be made a pr ifoner 
dt Hr*, (houldbe brought unco him; the Sultan told hhn foither, how he had gi-* 
ven onlay that the Amhaflador fliould come Witboue ceremony, becaafe if the or¬ 
dinary cuftom had been obftrved, Ibr*him then, as the chief Bafla, muft have pre* 1 
fitntea him, which he not thinking fit, for that fo he would have known him , 
be cbofo rather to hold this courfe* betides aho that fending to have him received 
at foe gate oftheCity,and canting him tobe prefented with an horfe, and roab 
of cloafo of gold, according to foe the,he ingaged himfelf confequently to give hint 
puMlqueaudience, which he would not doe, to the end he might fpealt more o-' 
penly to bins concerning the matters he deft red ofhim. The Sultan wasno fooner 
ready, but he was advertifed by a Gapigibaflfa, who is one of the Gtptaints of the 
Port, that this Ambaflador was arrived, whereupon he commanded , that k Batik 
(hould go to receive, and bring him unto him* and that Ibr*him might hear what; 
he (aid unto him he made him enter into hlsGabinet. A little after this Ambafla* 
dor appeared with a Turktihcoab on, which- had been given him wkbout any ce¬ 
remony 
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remdtff at his departure from Ptrs \ for it is the cuftom ofthe Sultan to receive no 
AtnbaUadors but fuch ashave one of them on,according to the maimer of the Coun¬ 
try. n e W as fuftained under the arms by two CaplgibalG; the Baflathac conduced 
him, marched two paces before him to prefcnt him to the Sultan,: who received him 
with tome civility:when as he had falutedthcGrand Signior,he delivered theLetter 
that the Republique had written to him,which Solimsn gave unto a Dragoman,who 
interpreted it unto him for forms fake only,for he underftood it better man he. No 
fooncr had he done hearing him,buthe caufed the fame Interpreter to tell the Am- 
baflador, that the injury which he had received in the perfon of his Chnonx , was fo 
great, that if he had followedhis juft fury, his head had anfwercd for that-vio¬ 
lence ; how it was for that he had caufed him to be arrefted, but that hebadfitee 
c han ged his mind at the interccffion of aChriftianflave, who had been a Tutor to 
him tor it,and that had found grace before his Highncfs; but that for returning tuna 
barite as he was going to do,together with all the veflels which he had caufed tube 
ftayed in his Ports, and for forgetting alto the outrage that he had received-from 
his Republique, they were to accord him one thing, which hedefired of them. 
And when as the Awbaffador had anfwered him, that the thing (hould be impofii- 
blc if they did it not, he told him, how all that he would have was, that the Se¬ 
nate (hould revoke the Sentence which they had pronouncedagainft Jnfiinisno, and 
that Doris (hould be no more troubled for the death of the Prince of Msfersn ; thac 
it was jnfiinisno to whom Gem** owed her fafety, and to whom be was to render 
thanks for his life ; that he remitted both him and Doris to htsconduA, for the 
putting of that in execution which he defired; but that he (hould take good heed 
they fhylcd not therein, becaufe if that (hould happen, .nothing (hould be able to 
keep him from making War upon Genoua it (elf with all the forces of his Empire' 
This Ambaflador was fo furprifed with hearing the Sultan fpeakof JnfttsismmdL 
Doris, as it had divers times like to have made him forget the refpeft which he ow¬ 
ed him, for to interrupt him, but at length after Solimsn had given overfpeaking, 
he anfwered him, that the thing he defired was fo bencficiall to the Republique , 
as his Highncfs need not fear to be refufed; that themeritof thofe two excellent 
men was lo generally known, as the Senate had not obeyed the Laws but with giicf^ 
and that doubtlefs they would be extremely jovfull cf fo juft and foeciousa pre¬ 
text to infringe them. After this Solimsn dihailed him, and tola him yet once 
again, how he (hould remember, that in this occafionthey were to fatisfie him, or 
to have him their enemy howbeit he fome what carefled him in bidding him fare¬ 
well, and excu(ed the not receiving him with all requifite Ceremonies for fome 
reafons which he might not tell him ; that in the mean time he (hould prepare 
himfelf for his departure, and that hctfiould have his difpatch. When he was re¬ 
tired according to the cuftom, that is* without turning his back to the Sultan,./- 
habim camefortfrof the Cabinet, and caft himfelf at his feet, to give him thanks 
fbrfo many teftimonies of the affe&ion which he received every minute from hi* 
Highnefs. But Solimsn took him up, and cold him, that eight years fervicc Well de¬ 
ferred that acknowledgment} that withall likewife in laltouriog for his good* 
he (hould eftablifti his own felicity, which would never be perfected till he few 
him contented ; that the impatience he was in for his departure, was occafioned 
by the defire he bad of his return, and that it might no longer be deferred, he 
was togoand make an end of taking order for his afiairj, and that immediately 
after noon he (hould come and bid him adieu, and bring Doris with* him. Ibrs^ 
him anfwered to all thefe things with as much generofity, as kindnefs; and for t 
conclufion, be deeply protefted never to think himfelf acquitted of the infinite 
obligations wherein he was ingaged to his Highnefs, but in facrififing his life for 
bis fcrvice. He would have proceeded further, but the Sultan interrupted him, 
and once more commanded him to have no other thought than of going to fee the 
incomparable Ifabells, and of giving life again to Solimsn. After this uie Grand 
Vifier durft not make any reply, but retired homewards to go unco his dear Do * 
ris whom he had not feen fince the evening before, and he encountred him in the 
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Hipodromc, fo incentive ja'obferving the ftately ftrufttire of hl$ Palace, as the 
Baflk was fain to fpcak to him before he would heed him, or bedrawn out of fo 
fweet a contemplation: But when as Dst/t Teemed to be unwilling to ftir, from 
thence, till he had at leafure confidered that Maftcf-peeccof .Architecture, Ibrahim 
told him he was contented he (houldfb as he ftayd not long .about it, for 
that having goodlier things to (hew him* and not having much time to fpare, 
they were to mannage fo much as they had, till dinner was nude ready, id letting 
him fee all the beauties of die Palace which he had caufed to be built: That where¬ 
as he was skilfull in Painting, ip Perfpe&ive, in Architecture, in rarities, and in 
all parts the.Matbemapdrs, he (hould be glad to krtow, whether according to 

’ Ids judgement all die rules of thofe fair A rot, and of thofcexcellent Sciences, were 
found to be obferved there, as according to his they were. But firft, fayd Dcria to 
him, I would fain know, how in fo little a time you could make up a building, 
which for its greatnefs, and for the magnificence of its ftrufturej would require 
the wholelife of a man, and the trcafurcs of a great Prince. This laf^ rcplyed 
Ibrahim, is the only neceflary thing, for with it is done in a fmall time, what whole 
Ages, and all the induftry of mad could not do without it $ and both to anfwer 
you, and to take from you the means of troubling me with new objeftions, 1 am to 
let you know, that having a purpose to build this PatacCjIeafily found put a way to 
do it, as well foeedily, as magnificently: For difpofing of all the Revenue of the 
Empire, I could want nothing lave Artifans tg execute n»y defign, but, fortune feat 
me them j for good luck would, that a great Architeft, two Painter^ and two 
Sculptors* having put themfehres in company together for to pafs out of Italy in¬

, IT 7Hilft the lafla wastalkingin this fort, he and his friend came ftillnearer 
V V tp foe Qate, where Daria, flayed to couhder the fuperb front of a great Pa- 
viglion, whkh Me up into a Dome overxbef Gate* end that equally divided a 
long wall of whi te Marble, which made the inelofurc of that great and mamiloua. 
frbrick. a could not fulficiently admire three ordersof columns of different 

Marbles, whieh hdorned that Poetall, wbcceaf the btfis and capitall, were ofBrafs, 
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but wrought with fo much art, thacnekher the Grttk* nor the Romans have evef 
fhcwed any fairer • fomewcrc wreathed* fome fluted, ind others To artificially 
twined about with filltt^as they feemedto prefs down the foliage,Wherewith h was 
mrichcdyovcr the Comiches and F riaes of half relieve) whichweregarniftied with 
leaves of Acantbes, vert nothing but Chapkts of Triumph, Cornucopiacs, and 
Trophies of Arnis.Fin*lly>the magnificence of the Palace Was fo great,that the very 
gates of it were of Ebony, with mouldings focurioufly proportioned, as the great 
filver nails wherewith they were ftudded all over,maefc the leaftpart of their beauty; 
Doria was not yet refolved to quit forartanobje>&5 ; had notthe Baffa forced 
him tdentcr, that he might obferve the Vaulting which fuftained the Pavlglion* 
whofe key-done was an ©nix of a prodigious bignris, and whereof the Artift had 
fo well contrived all tlfe colours, and made fcchufe of'them, as he had thereof 
formed a Coronet of flowers, fo admirably well done, that it beguiled the fight ? 
The reft of the Vaulting was all of white Marble, the better to let' off To fair a 
work, but fo well joyned and pollfhed,-as it feemed to be made of one entire ftoiie. 
After hekad Efficiently confidcred fo tart a thing, Ibrahm caufed l>r/4 to obferve, 
that oppofice to the Paviglion, which- he fo much admired, was another juft like 
unto its but before he went-further poTia flayed tO * confider a great low covered 
Gallery which compaff-dthe Court aikfih, and Whereof the to6f Terved for a Ter¬ 
race, with a rail and fealiifter of a leaning height; it was fuftained with pillars 
of white and red Marble, and paved as the Court With white and black. Hue 
whereas- Urabim^ntvf that there was fbmewhat yet more marveHosis to be feen, 
he made his dear Doff* to oafs along under thefechnd Paviglfon, and although 
the vaulting of it was falrtr than the other that hehad already feen, yet did he n6t 
make any flay there,To much was hfe raviflied with the magnificent Fpre-fronc 
Of Ibrahims Palace, which wholly di{covered itfelf from thence ;. and truly 
1 muftconfrfs,that he had reafonfo to be, fnce all mat art and materialls can 
CotitrftmtC to thc beauty'ef a work, was eminently found in this fame.' There ap¬ 
peared d great Building that took up the whole bredrh of the Court» Which was 
mretWh&fomc thirty pacCsfrom the Sfbtife by a Batiuftrade of Tafpctr and Por- 
phiflev ifldraked bn the-Palace-fide the height of Tour fteps, which* formed in the 
niiddlo an ha if paccdf the fame matter. The pavement of this Court was gray 
add white Rfefok* audio the niidftof kwfis a Fountain, whereof the bole was of 
Orientall A-kblaftcr, tranfparant as Ghriftall, and fit foot Diameter, pbiW up by a 
filial of dlvers-coloUred Marble; the out-iide of-the hole was inriched with 
littleSsa-hlonfttrt of half relieve, admirably wflT'dbne.' Roundabout thq 
ftllar were four Harpies of, Brafs, theirpaws reaching tothe depth of the Ciftem, 
and thOlrhacks turned oppbfite the One to the other to uphold the pillar ; the tips 
of thekwings exreridedaffb to thebottom of foe - AfoMjfttter bole* ,*;as 'Teeming to. 
bear it up'; they hid WomCns feces, but Seipents wrlfoen tails fiaifliing - in antfck 
foliage* Which met together on thotbpof the pilferjpft againftthe Center of the 
bole, whtreuntd iikeWHl 1 it ferved for in ornament I fntnetnidft of this bole Was* 
aVa& reverft,rriadciKoof Orientall A-lablafter, Which on its foot foftained a. 
round bafis^ Whereupon were Tet the threeGrace^ ' ilnsoft quite naked , made of 
GMkthian metall , they flood back to back, ejefting Water out their breads, and ' 
Wkh of them holding qCbcnucopia, which met ilFtogetber a little above their 
heads; out of the flowers and fruits, which were reprefented there with fuitablr 
pieces,made of Agates, Onixes, Turqueifcs, Caraalines, Topaze?, andEmeraulds, 
ifilled fix fpouts of water* Witfchfrll dow&into fooha^e, snadifgdrgcd themfelvcs 
into die Ciftern through the muzzels of fix Lions that were feen on the oudSde 
thereof. As for the<nx others, whseSiflued from the breads of the Graces, and 
that did notfpin outy they fell 3 uft into the headtoffik' Dragon* Ofbrifs, 'which 
were onbbtbrim-oftbe bole, and that rewired thte again through'forfrmotothesf 
ThefeDragons feemedtoftrivetogecout of k,btoldlrig thcbrim : with ’their taW 
fons, the teft of tUctr bodies, excepctbeirhcadty and the tips of theh* Wings, fee m- 
ing to be hidden thensu4 fo that thofe^ardvc fpourtof water* ccrmming to croft

one another, made fo pleafing an objc £ and murmure, as both fight and hearing 
found at one and the lame time wherewithal! to be fatisfitd. The Cittern of this 
Fountain was of Marble, but wrought with fuch arc in Mofaique work, as there 
appeared iii die bottom through the water fifes, fo admirably vrell reprefented, 1 
that one might be decetved by them at the firft fight; this Cittern had alfo round 
about it a little Baluftrade of jafper, for one to reft* and meditate upon. After 
(hat Daria had well admired this Fountain, behave his whole mind and attention 
to obferve the beauties ofthbmarvellousframe • he faw then, that from each fide 
thereweiit a wlrtg of build!fig, which extended even to the Baluftnde o/Ja(per 
and Porphiriej and whereof the ftrufture and fymetrie was fuitable to the 
middle front? Each of thefe wings, as well as the grand fabrique , had a Co- 
pola, covered over With (beetes of brafs, whereof the moity having received 
an imoreffion of fire, it had rendred the n of a mitt colour between purple' 
and blew , which the Painters cannot well reprefene, and which IbeWed a 
wonderfull obje&> bclngoppofed to the other (heetes, whereunto had been gi¬ 
ven a tin&ureof gold. The reft of theroof was covered in the fame manner, 
as well as the Paviglions, whereof I havefpoken ; but when as Darin catoc to 
eaft his eye a Jkde lower, and to obferve that all the ornaments bfthis Fabrique 
were of Jafper, Chalcedonie, Agate, and Onix, he was lb furprifed , as he could 
not forbear demaifding, whether this which he faw was not inchantment: Buc 
though the abundance of Fettons, of Trophies of Acmes, Arabefques, Vales of in- 
ccnfc. Frizes, Comiches interlaced with Drapery," extin& Torches, Cornncopi- 
iei,and Chaplets of triumph, gave him a world of admiration , yet Was lie far 
more furprifed to behold four and twenty Coimunes of Touch, which feemed to 
fuftainthe firft Order, and which were placed by two and two in equall diftance, 
between each window; the bafis and capkalls of them were of white and red 
. marble* in correfpondencie to the body oftne building, which sms wholly con- 
ftrufixd thereof; but to preferve thefe Columnes, and to render them withall the 
moremagnificcnt to tfie eye, they were twynedabout with the leaves of Achanthcs 
ofbrafs guilt, Which yet was nohindrance, but- that one might diftm&ly dilcern 
of what ftonethey were made, fo as the beSutyof them might be admired for‘their 
prodigious greatnefs. Over the Entrarr* was a ftatue alSflitnaM on horfeback irt 
bale relievei and on each fide between thole Columnes were fix Niches, filed with 
fix gi e atftatu e s of-women, habited a L'ahtifke , and reprefenting the divers Nati- 
tions fubje&ed to Salmon j who With one hand feemed to offer him their Crowns* 
and with the other leaned on the Scutchebns of the armes of the Kingdomes, which 
they reprefented. After he had well obferved all thefe marvailes of Art and Na¬ 
ture, iinrabimtoM him, (hathaying yet maiiy things to (hew him, which it may 
bedtfcrvcdhlsapproba(ien,4s wdl as chpfehf had already viewed, it wasrequi- 
fite they ihould make a turn in the Garden * that all the outfide might be connde- 
red before he let him fee that the infide was not ill underftood; he made him pale 
then under a great Vaulting, which traverfed the whole body of the Houle, from 
whence one defended to the Garden by a large half pace ofrorphirie. This Vault¬ 
ing was all of Molaiquework, Computed of d ifferent Marbles and Jalpers , upon 
aground of Atdblafter, but lb Wonderfully wrought, a*an excellent Painter could 
not with a pcncill interlaces foliage more artificially, better obferve die lights, 
and the fhadowes, nor make a fairer piece with liquid colours, which by his mix¬ 
ture of them he renders fuch as he pleafeth, than this excellent Artifan of fo beau* 
(hull a work had done with fuitable pieces, whereofthe colours were all fimple 
and natural!, and iheioyning of them together imperceptible to he deareftfighted 
eyes. Jbrabm , whole impatience was extreme , and who imagined, that every 
moment imployed by him any other way, than in thinking of his departure } Was 
an outrage to his love, and a crime towaros Ifakella, preiled Dana fo much, as he 
made him defend into the Garden; howbeit he ftayed a little on the top of the 
halfpace the better to confider the beauty and extent of it. He faw upon the firft 
fight oFitfOurpreat parterres , in the midft whereof was a Round ofaa extraor* 
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dinary bignefs, about the which were feen upon die bafesof 'gjredn Jafperfix figures 
offifhcr-roen, as big as the life, whereofthere were three diat held each of then* 
a Trident in his right hand} with the arm lifted up fpr to dart it; and the othee 
three ceftified by their aftion the joy which they .felt. for having btirlcri theirsia 
rightly,.as.that they had therewith ftruck a Sea Monfte*^ .which Was! reprefented 
in the middle of tbeRound, lying half along on hit fide % kte head and his tail otfc 
of thewater, and with fo touch art,, as, he feemed.W he fom what pained with thft 
hurts which the. three Tridents hadgivert him , and ftom whence iduedahrta 
eje&s of water, that were in dead of blood to him* Juft oppofitc to the half-pact* 
and the Round was a Grot, admirably fair , both -for the matter whereof it Wast 
formed, and for the aft wherewith it was nude , fo that Diri* , being aiuth ca-r 
hen with this objeft, feconded the grand-Vificrs defign ». and went ion as faft gs “ho 
defired him j the Bafla. not to lo(e time, Caufcd him to obierve in going along* 
that on each fide of his Garden was a dole arbor , eredted with porticoes of ver¬ 
dures, where the Gardiner had made it well appear ^ that he was pot ignorant of 
all the beauties of Archite&ure, fince it had not any ornamtnt there j . Which was 
not ofthe, (ante proportion, and of the fame fymetry, as.was obferved overallI that 
ftately Palace. He made hint alfo call his eye to botkthe udet of the Grot, from, 
whence there ran a Baluftrade of Jafper , beyond the r wbich Wasfocn onxhe.righc 
hand a jLabcrinth,fo artificially contrived#that it might he called a prjfon without 
agate; it being moft certain, that Without at the. leaft a prodigious chance, or b«4 
ing taught by him that made it, one could not get Ouoctf this DeJutt x whatcare 
foever a man took to mark how he went, into it: Dmu would fain have gone and 
made.tryallofit; howbeit Ibrnbm Would not fuffer him , butbblige d bimeu 
look toward the lcfcfide «>f the Baluftrade i , where vtmi fren a Grove of Orange** 
Citron,Pomegranate , andMirtle trees* land although the profped of this pfacd 
was dele&ahle, and the fent of it odoriiqrous, yet Dirt* paft by them to admire .the 
mervailcs of the Grot, ^hereunto they were then near; but whereas the defer ipt ion 
of it would be too loue, it (hall/ufficetofay, that it Was of an GRahgulartotrmj 
that although it was of a juft depth, i yet it . was for. all that fo 1 ightfom , as all 
which the Orient hadi of moft rare there to be feen: And to ebneeivea light 

Idea it, one muft imagine,. that, beheholds together all the mafter-picccs, or to 
fire betteivall the miracles of Nature ; one,muft then figure Untohimfelf great rocks 
' ofGbriftaUj>of fimcraulds, and of Rubies^ where there was feen in fome of them, 
that the^unhad not leiforc m finifh his work, being without colour in divers 

S irts j: one muft alfo paint forth to hi* jtriaginationthat wonderfoll conameU of 
rjentall Shells, whereof the divedityisfo agreeable, be it for their formes, dr 
for their lively colours,fo wellmingfed, and. fo well footed, that of sill naturall 
thing*they are the frireft, and moftpcrfrflt; one muft likewise conceive that in hi* 
mind, which all the Painters cannot reprefent i , I mean thofe great Conqu&s • of 
N*crfi 9 ., where the fceames of the Sun 'leave fo beautiful] an imprefiion of their 
light, as neither Opales, nor die Rain-bow have any colours that are not furpafied 
by the luminous Argent whereof they are formed , and which makes me name 
them with reafon the favorites of the- Sun. But after all thefe things one muft 
pnagine yctan irififfite number of great branches of Corrill, of alicojoufs which 
Mature hathproduced, namely of all the Carnations, white, black, and ofthe co» 
lour pf fire. There muft be further added to all thefe mer vailes the fair eft corigdb- 
tionc»andthe rareft petrification^ whereof PhilofophcCs. or Hiftorians have evee 
fpoken to us: After this, I fay, one may concave part of thofe things Which Dtri* 
beheld inahis Grot, where all die artifices of water were feen admirably well 
executed; there was* fall which ran from a cock of Chriftall, and which loft it 
(elfprcfeatly under another, whereof the nolle vvasfo charming, as mere is not* 
heart ib light, nor a humor fo fullen. In whom this murmure would not have c»« 
cited a plcafine fancie; and that {there may no doubt he made of the agreeable** 
pe(j ofthi8 inchanted Grot, I will fay no more, but that Jbrnhim himfelf, hovvfori 
ever he was prefiedby his pdfioa, could not chufe byt be furprifed bf a thought,

Ihtahivt (contented: lwft.bamfclf 
with necdlary thiags, butwoald alfo havethofe that Were for deHghMie had 
there a number of. thole paintings, which by optlcalljreafohsdo makefuchexcbl- 
lent and charming illulions; for that purpofe then he had Cilinders of feverall 
greatneflesj j^nd to refresh the fight of thernwhich read,.hehadof t^ofeChriftall 
Triangles, Which by the eff*£ko? a marvaiious refle&lon do take and give all at 
one time the colours of the Rainbow to alPthb objtfts that are feen through them. 
He had alfo divers magnificent Desks, Profpe&ivc-glafles, and before the middle 
window a Table of iEoony, gfertiUhed withGold, andeftatumeled as .tke (helves ~ 
with a Sundiftt .upon it covered all overwith Emcraulds, feme dark, fcme clear, 
which nude a toliageadmirddy well reprtfehted. At the endof this Gallerythat 
looked upon die fir* CoQrt, Was a door which opened to the Tertacfi, whereof 1 
have fpokctG A«*i which feafwired to the Bariglionih the middle, where the 
Grand Vifiet bfed made* Cabinet of Arms, Which he Would needs hare Ids dear 
biend to,fee; he led him then, by the Way .which 1 havenoeed, but fViA arbis 
entrance into H was exceedingly amataed and furprifed v for the very 4rft Objeft 
chat hiseyesuetwithall, was a 1 rophy of Anno, fuftfeined in dkoairby the prodi- 

g ious vertueof a gfeeac Adamant, which was thd Keystone ,o£ ehe roofofthis Ca* 
inet, whefein were feen together, and in drder, all the different Armf, both an¬ 
cient andmodera, of all cheAfarions ofltbe World; batfofeic, fo magnificent, 
and fo enriched, each, one according to its ufe, as oncwauldbavefayd,i;iut they 
were the MafteivpeeceS pf all the excellent Artifans that'evet 1 wrotignt inArmt: 
But among# thc refttbofe of Ptrfa .were thcricheft, and moft fumptuous!) .till the 
Scymi tars bad their HiltSand Scabberdsof .Gold, all covered over Ivuh prctious 
ftones ; and whtf teas that Country doth abound with Turq jcyfes, there'Were Tar¬ 
gets and Quiv^fs fet all over with them, and Bows and Arrows anfWerabkto the 
glittering beauty, thereof Now though the fight of all tbefe things Were Won¬ 
derfully plcfeiiftg .to Doruty yet gave he over beholding them, as Coon » lW*him 
(hewed him tlwftHarqucbufes of a miraculous artifice; whereof thfe firff, which 
he caufed himtA ftfekc tryall oh (hot off without fire, by the means of fen in- 
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clofcd wind which coming to ifliie forth expelled the ballet with the like impetucH 
fityj the fecond performed the fame thing with water) and the third , but the 
moft marvellous, by the means of that powder which is called white, foot off, not 
only without fire, but alfo without noife. If Dtrts had followed his humour, 
he would have ftayeda long time in Philofophving on all thefe fecr«s,by maintain¬ 
ing, that neither water nor wind, couldever have the fame aftivity with fire, and 
fofoy confequence that which he favv could not be Without inchantmentt but /- 
btshim told him they would fpeak of it at leifuw during the voyage they were 
going to make, and without harkening to him further, he made him go forth 
at a- door oppofite to that whereby they had entred, and which gave upon' 
the fame Terrace that anfvvered to the end of the Gallery on the left wing, 
where the Illuftrious Bafla had caufed all the Turkifh Emperours to bee 
drawn , from Othomss , who was the firft, to Solmsri then reigning. 
But whereas he was not contented with having their feces repreftntfed, but would 
have the Othomsv Hiftory alfo painted, there was in this Gallery fourteen great 
Tables, in each of which was an Emperor as big as the life, and within the lame 
fr am e ail the principal! aftions of his Reign; but the fame fo well done* fo di-. 
ftinftlyj and fo well ordered, as Doris was ravifted therewith, and plainly fwore to 
Ibrahim, that he wouldnotftir out of that Gallery till he had conuderea. all theft 
Piftures attentively, and that he had expounded them unto him. The Bafla decli¬ 
ned inasmuch as he could, but at length feeing his friend perfift in his obftinate 
airrofity,he refolved tofatisfie him, upon condition neverthelefs, that he fliould 
not Hand to particularile all that he law in thofe Tables: And whenas Doris 
hadfoewedhim that he was contented therewith, he requefted him to pardon him, 
if in the profecution of thofe painted Hiftories he faw a number of viftories gain- 
_cd over the Chriftians, which much againfthis mind he hadfuffcredco be mere, 
but chat-in the end he durft do no otherwife. Thisfaid, making ufcof an Indian 
Cane, 4 whieh he ordinarily carried in hishand, the better to make Doris obferve 
what hc was going tofoew him, he began to fpeak in thefe terms.

Y Ou fte, my dear Doris, in this firft Table, which you Hull not ftc above once 
again in all the reft, 1 mean a Prince repleat with all venues, and abfolutely 
exempted from all vices, who owed his fortune to his own proper valour, and* 
who alone laid chefoundations of this great Empire: And indeed his memory 
hath been fo reverenced, that even to this day all his Succeflors have held it for a 
glory to carry his name. You may obferve in his Phyfiogminy that he was a Prince 
as prudent, as the reft of the Table will ihew him to be courajglous. This battdl 
which you fee afar off, is that which he obtained againft the Ttfgisr of the Town 
of Prnfis, but mark a little how the induftrious Painter hath fo done It, as all 
thefe figures feem to move, and that in this diforder one may know the vi&orious 
party ; hehath done itfo too, that Othomsx iseafily difterned there: But if this 
fight be well repiefented, this aflault of that Town of Prmfis, and Where he after¬ 
wards cftabliihcd the feat of his Empire, wilnocfeem lefs marvellous unto you. 
This of the wall, which you fee tellcn down, and which letsyou perceive them 

plainlythaidefended it, is it not admirably well done? Theft other Towns 
whichyou behold fo diftinftly, are thofe of Simfs in Gslstis , of Asgswri In Pkri* 
ris, of Stbsfts inCspsdoci* ; and thefe which you fte farther off towards thofe 
Rockr, are the reft which he gained on Msre msjor. As for this Land-skip, fee 
thick with T owns, which you fee beyond Pmfis, it is of Nstolis , that he wholly 
conquered; and this Army which feemeth to march, and whereof all die fouldiers 
are laden with booty, is the firft that ever pafled into Europe,ani that made ftrangc 
havock under this excellent enemy. But without ftaying to coafider the reft, let us 
pais on totbisothcr Table. Tht 
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tfatiitictft of Ordhsti the fecottd Emperor

fr He nature of this prince cannot be well reprefented but by the lightnisg, which 
i. tcrrifieA univeruuly, which ravageth indifferently, naffcA.in a momant, and 
ptrifheth in an inftant; all of diem qualities admirably befitting Asps*;, fur- 
named by his iubiefts Gmidtrtm , that istofay, the lightning of Heaven. But 
whereat the remembrance of his life ftrikes me with horror, by reafonef Aeun- 
h car d-of cruelties which be exercifed, it (hall fuffife to tell you, that after he had 
gotten fome battailes, which you fee prefented in this Table, taken the Town of 
Eritx*, andthofc of Hififlis, IctniH^ Migdifi,^xAAjfgr4 from the Ca- 

r«M*} and gained alfo by armes froth a Greek', named ThtoMrnt , the Town of 
P«*mms, and that of Dtlpbr, which yOhfcdhere near hand* after he had, Ifay, 
fackcd all Hmtrttru^ Btjfah and Cr#4f<4; defeated the French , Burgingmans , and 
Hungarians, in that memorable battail of iV*after he had, t fay , filled the 
whole Univerfe with terror, put all the Provinces where hepped to fire and 
fwordjhe loft in one oncly battel his Empire, and his glory, terviim 7 mnU », who 
kadvanquilhedhini, all the reft ofhis daiesj and at laft was conltraM , fbrhU 
geting out ofmifcry to make his tomb of his prifon,by beating out hi* braines as 
the iron barres of th^cage, wherein he was indofed; Anaftionfo ftiange,, 
itisimpoftblenot to be moved with it-But let us fee how the eldcft of his children 
began to reeftablHh the diforders ofhia faAcr.

I T is cafier to conquer, than to reeftablUh; to Increate ones felicity, Aant© retire 
from a misfortune} of a petty Soveraign to become a mighty Monarch, than to re¬ 
mount into a Throne from whence one is defeended. It is no little eloryto jffre, 
after the utter diffipetion of bis fetheg Sate, to bavebccn the fieft in raifcng up a- 
gam that mighty Empire, by regaining from TmrrUtt the City of which 

you have already teen, as having been before Ac chief teat ofitheir Empire, *nd 
very near all that his Piedeceffors had pofTefled in Afi*. He-did die like in, 
£j»»r> aa youtnay fee in this TaWr, and when he was returned into AfU ., his 
ferodw Mufalmm, fortified wlA Ac fuccor of the Greeks, mcounoed him m 
C*p»uUitM, gave him battai), which be wun, and takiiig him prifoner canted him 
to be ftcangkd, after he had reigned four yearet. But this cruelty was repaid unto 
hipn, as you will quickly underftand*

the P*fdan to his obedience,.and win the battel which his Nephew, Mahmtt pre¬ 
fixed him .with, who not long after rallied his forces, and came upon him with 
a fttfh charge, where Mdjfts had the worft, by being abandoned of his Souldieir s in 
this fight, fo thathe was taken ina itiacifh with one of his,hands .cut off,; whereof 
they foon curcdhim by putting him to death. Now though this Table ts not 
much filled* yet certaituy it is none of the meaneft* the colours of it are fo Vive, 
the digefting of. it fo beautifull* this order of the Architecture fowcllunderftood, 
as it may befaid in viewing this piece, that the art of the Painter hath fupplyed the 
deleft of the matter. 

The Fonrtrail of Mahomet the ninth Emperor of 
tie TtfRKS. 

A T length after fo many LofTes, Captivities, Sackings, Maflacres, Fratricides ^ 
and civill diflentions, the Turkilh Empire began, to reaffirtneits antient 
hiftre under the conduft of Mdhomet^ who after be had repulfed all them that had 
amacqued him, conquered Pontns, Cdppddtiidy and all thofeother Provinces, which, 
the Painter hath fo well reprefented a far off; his arme* were alfo. victorious in 
divers ihcounters under the leading of Amttrath his Eldeft fonuc. Afcfoowf fubdu* 
ed likewife Servid, VaUcbi* , a% great part of ScUvPtridy utdMdctdmiai chaced all 
the petty Kings out of the lefler Afid to eftablifh a Bcglicrbcy there, which is as 
much to fay* as a Vice-Roy;, at lift, after he had performed a thoufand brave ex¬ 
ploits, for a recompence of his vertue, he reigned a long time,' and dyed peaceably 
in his State of a naturall death, exceedingly regretted of all his Subjects. But be¬ 
fore we pafs on I muft caufe you to mark one addrefs of the Painter, that perad-. 
venture you have not heeded, which is , that to make oneknbw the. diverfity 
of Provinces, and Annies, which you have, feen throughout all thcfcTahlcs* he 
hath alwaies obferved the attire, armes, ftandarts, and briefly all the particular 
things of every Nation: After this advertifement the reft of thefe pieced,will give 
you more contcntmcnt yet, than the other have done. Let Us fce then, whether A* 
mttrdtb was the Worthy fucceffor of his father.

T Hc Phyfiognimyofthls Prince is not deceiving, and akhoogh it doth prgiuife 
us much , wee (hall yet find more: After then that this Prince had defeated 
Mnflapha, die laft forme of Bajaxae, whom the Greeks had made to rife up againft 
him, as alfo another Miefiapha his brother, whotn the fame Greeks had likewife 
prote&ed, he turned the hut of his armecagainft them; taking from them the Ci¬ 
ty of Thejfalonica, which the Painter hath represented unco us as fair as the 
Hiftorians have deferibed it, and whereof the perfpefti ve is fo marvellous, as one 
hath much adoejtpfedicY? *h« running In of *hi$ gate « not effective. But let 

us return to the Viftories of this Prince, who fpofled the higher Mifia, took the 
Town of Senderovia, conquered the 'Countries of Sarmian, and of Sarcan, two 
mighty Princes of theleflc AJla , and the Town of Ceni from the Caramon : The 
Hungarians having in the mean time broken the jpeace which they hadcoit-' 
crafted with him, he returned into Eosrtpe, and was fo fortunate, that the Chrini- 
anGallies,'which lay at the freight of Helefpm to hinder his paflage , were conr 
(trained by foul weather to retire ; he in die mean while came to mat memorable 
plain, which gave name to the famoufeft battel that ever was heard fpoken of. An4 
fee you not how the Painter hath been pleated to reprefent is l Mark this Squadron 
a little which gives ground, and this other which is broken; confider the left wing 
which is routed; obftrvcthis elofe Battalion, which is going to attacque this other 
that is ready to fly: As for the body of theBatcail, where you fee fo great a difor- 
der, and fucji a confufion of dead norfes , men overthrown, blood fpilr, and arines 
broken, it is here in this place, where the Painter would reprefeiit the death of 
Ladijlans, which arrived in this battel, with the lofs very near of all the Nobili* 
ty of Hungary-, fomc fighting to revenge the death of their Prince , and others to 
recover his body; w iicyr cfearly th.kf (he yjffory Wa?oo Amnratks fide, the 
Painter hath reprefented Renown, wbicp fqemes to fly over his Troopcs for to 
advertife them of it. Howbeit not to ftand longer Hereupon, it (hail fuffife to fay, 
that after the battel ofVamcs he conquered Peloponntfus ; that hedifmifled himfelf 
abfolutely from his Empire, Which to took upon him again foon after , for to ob¬ 
tain a battel againft the valiant Huniades ; he made the King of Bofnia alfo his 
Tributary, which was his laft viftory ; For the courasious George Scander beg 
Caftrhtf King of Albumu, who had been Ills Slave, and that had acquired unto him- 
ftft With fotpuch foftice the glorious title of the Buckler ofChriftendom , opo-i 
fed all his Cntcrprifts with inch valonr, as this great Prince,feeing iumidtf forced 
fo raife his fiege from before Crtya, dyed with grief- and fpight at it.

] T was not whhout fome caufc that this Prince would be fumamed tavi, which 
is to fay, Great, or the T error of the World, feeing all his aftioos have been fo 
great, aha high, that if his excellent qualities had been without bkraiih, thisi 
Prince Had been incomparable. He was great in hit enterpr ites, great in courage, 
great inconduft, great in prudence, a great Politician, groat in conqueft, great its 
beauty, and in fubtilty of wit; but he was alfo great in impiety, in difiQtutcm&L 
in revenge, in perfidioufnefi, and in ambition. The greafnefs of his courage, and 
of his enterprifes, carried him againft th t Greeks, Hungarians, Trebifondiaus, Mifi- 
ans,Val*chiatss, Tranjilvanians , Bofriaus., Albanians, Rhodians , Venetians , and divers 
qjbar people. In conclufion, my de^r Doria, this Prince had to do with all the 
Warlike Nations of the World; but this Table contains too many things to be 

ex- 
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exploited particularly unco you, wherefore it (hall fuffice, that you only do admire 
tfeecxquitite ordering of it, and that I tell you in gcnerall, hour Mohamet conquer** 
ed, in two and thirty years that he reigned, twelve Kingdoms, and tiro Empires, 
that of TrebifontL ana that ofthe Grttkj> together with this mighty and nenow* 
ned City of impie j a?alfo*thar of Crajd, and all AlbatUay Vatacbta, Bofniat 

jfidrii, PtAilioljar, ana theToWn of ftrMtA Ht reduced the Carammi under his 
obedience, Stiria^SeermthiOi Synofc 9 the Hand of Mtttlin $ and after the bacteli 
which he gained again#heconftrained him to feck his amity.

T Hc life of this Prince tsfo replenifhed With divers adventures, as k Caniotbe 
defined certainly, whether he had more good than bad fortune. The begin* 
fng of his Reign was eftabltflred by thtec Battels which he obtained againfta 
Brother of his, who was conftraired to ffy unto RhnUs. When he was at peace he 
tonqneigd CaramOHiOy did great tyoyl in Moldavia, took the Town of ChillMa^ 
together with the Cattle, and that of Modcafhre, the chief of the Province * he took 
alfo Levant o, Moion,Coron, and Jtwftut from theChriftiam, whom he defeated in 
a Navafl-fight, as you may behold in this Table, where the' Painter verily hath 
doneprodigit?- See you not, continued Ibrahim , tbefe two veflelsgraplcd to¬ 
gether? confider a little with what ardour the aflailantsfcem to go to the fight, 
and how one of theft Janizaries ftriving to leap aboord this fmall veflcl is repuucd 
by this Cb« ifti*n»boWin fallinghe ham ftfttu on his onemy, Whom fee drags a- 
long with him. Behold alfo on the left hand this veflcl, which the Turks had in* 
vetted, and how that rathef than they icould yeeld, they have blown up them- 
feives; ohferve withall thefe flakes of fire, which light upon this other vc (Tell, 
Whole tackle and fayles already begin to bum; and how this great cloud of fmook, 
'Which fteils away the reft of the Armyfrbm onr eyes, is an addrefs of the Pain¬ 
ter, Who wanting room hath repaired that {lefiftby this invention. But without 
ftandingontbelaft diforders of this Prince, which Were ftrange, whether for the 
violent death s that he caufeti, or for that Which he received, let us pafs on to this o- 
iher. piece.

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hanged with black Velvet,Tet all over with tears and flames imbroidered in pearl : 
Here it was : where Ibrahim defired his dear Doria to remember the things which he 
Ihould foe in this chamber,more particularly than all the reft of the Palace, to the 
end he might teftifie to the incomparable Ifabella , that (he had always reigned i» 
his heart, and diat to eohferve the memory ofher, he Wotild never open his eys in 
waking,without beholding fotnt marks cifhi$ love; he (raiUfod him then to obfcrve, 
that in the feeling ofthrschamber weire five great Ovals,ip each of which was aTa- 
ble,& between every of them hung feftons of flowers and fruits,all gikjthereft of the 
feeling bcirtg done with corAi(hments,wh4rerfforne were of azure,(bftie of bumilh- 
ed gold. In me middle piece,which Wasgreater tfaanthereft,was awonian reprefen-* 
tcdjWhomDwM prefentiy knew^Jecaufe (he had fomthing dtlTabelia in hcr^d though' 
it wasa very imperfeft reftmblance; for /fr<‘a&»* having-loft her pitture, could do 
no morebtu inftruft the Paihtcr with the colour of her hair, with the form of 
her free, with all the features of it in'particular, With the vivacity of -her com¬ 
plexion, with' her ftature, fend with her bofome 5 for as for the air and- -graceful— 
nefs, -Which cannotbe eXpreft,but in calling it the foul of beauty, k is a thing 
that cannot -pais from our imagination to that of another, and that confegucntly 
did not permit Ibrahmf s Painter to make any marvellous picture of Ifabella ; hoc 
in conclufion it was refembiing enough for to caufe them, who knew her, to judge 
that Ihcwasthoughtef when this piece was made. This imjpcrfeft refemblance 
having entertained them a While, Doria confidered all this Table, andfew fas l have 
already declared) a woman famptuoufly apparelled, who trampled under her fere 
honorj vcrtue, and love, Which Were feen rtprefentod with the marks Whereby they 
are known ' and that with her right handj lifted upon high, (he took horn for¬ 
tune, who appeared over her in the ate a little Crown, which (he feeUicd to re¬ 
ceive very contentedly, with this Motto, -AH far her. Doria eefily comprehended 
this EmMctnc, and po way doubted, but that the Bafla had caufed it to be made 
out of the opinion he had, that Ifabella had defpifed her love, her promifes, and 
her conftancy, to cfpoufc the Prince of Majferaa, who was but a petty Sovereign. 
After he had commended the art of the Painter, and the invention* of the delign, 
the Bafla leading him towards one of the corners oi the chamber, die better to 
vicwthcfecohd Ovall, demanded of him whether this other Table would beat 
intelligible to him as the firft? Doria approaching to it , and coftfidering it, 
beheld a Love, in whofe (ace choler and fuiy were fo Well painted, as it was eafie 
to imagine that he himfelf had burft his bow, broken his arrows, thrown away 
hi s~ quiver, and tom bis head-band, which were feenfeattered about him $ and that, 
which better exprefled bis defpair, was, that having nothing left him of all the 
marks of his Divinity but bis torch, he plunged it, all flaming as it was, into a 
fountain to extinguift It, With this Motto, / comm. Daria was fo ravflhed with 
this Table, as he could not forbear conddcring all the beauties of 14 and whereas 
theexplicationpf.it yvas eafie» he told the'Balsa, tharhe would pal-don him for 
that he would have extinguKbed fo fair a fire as that wherewith he was inflamed, 
•t fnch a time as he thought it to be unjuftj but that' he held him happy for that he 
could hot do it, and for having conferred a flame, which he could not put out 
without a crime: Alter thishe admired-the Ait of the (Vinter, and principally 
of the torch, which this Love plunged into the fountain, where the excellent^ 
Workman had fo well reprefented that naturall antipathy betwixt water and 
fire, as never did any one othold a thing better imitated: This fount airvfcaned to 
boil with choler to fee her enemy fo neer her; and this flame defiring to cioigrt 
itfdf from that which Would deftroyit, feemed exceedingly to firive to get from 
it,andfiftng up ort high ilV Wreathing about the torch,meltea fo great a quantity of. 
wix, as all the fountajn feenied to becovered over with it. Ibrahim not foffrring 
D«r /4 to admire this piece any longer, conftraiaed him to look upon the third, de¬ 
li ring him howfoever not!to beftovv much time in it,hecaufe that Table did out-, 
a-age Ifabella , as well as 'another which he (bould fee afterwards: He (hewed him 
theft the feme woman he had fecu before, burin a different habit i for here the 
- . Painter 
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Painter had given her A robe of changeable Taffeta, where aU colours reigned e- 
qually * this woman was on thebrinkof the Sea, dw agitation whereof the b:~ 
neJd with delight; In one hand (he held a Crete ent, with the ocher (he feemed to 
point at aCametion, which was at herfoet,-and that leaning his body on a part of 
her robe had aflhmed all the colours of it * the reft of that creature was graykb 
like to the earth whereon it flood, with this Motto, Yet mere. 

After that D«ri* had feen tbie piece, be cold the Bafia, that he had reafon to (ay 
it did outrage IfaieiU, in aecufing her of inconftancy, but (ince this crime had beta- 
committed through the malice of fortune , befhould one day obtain his grace 
for it : This (aid , theypafied totbeother end of the chamber, and beheld in 
the fourth Table, a proper man, and of a good afpeft, that feemed very fad ; he 
had on the one fide tne fame If*belU 4 , whom they had feen before, and on 
tb e other, death, with th is Motto, The me, or the ether. 

Now although this piece was admirably well done* yet wonld not Deri* fay to 
ctKifider it,but onely told the Bafia, that the noble defpair which he had (hewed 
in this Table , rend red him worhy to be put, at his return to Gemue, into the 

S ofleffion of an happinef*, which he could never lofe again but by death alone y 
lovvbek in the mean time he was moft allured , that albeit this fpi&ortdidnot 
(ill the imagmination with atair Idea, yet would it be more pkahdg to Ifeiella, 

' khan that other, wherethe Painter had given her aroab of all the colours of die 
Rain-bow. The Bafla then pufhinghimtothe other fide of the chamber, told him* 
that this, which he was now going to (hew him, would not like enough pleafe 
her ere a whit more, if (he had not the goodnefs tocoofider, that bis love had 
hovvfocverbecn fo ftrong, as to make him confcrve with feme dtiighe the very 
aiark 9 of her contempt, and inconftaucie, which he had believed to be true; be 
caufed Dtn'id then to behold chelaft piftare of this feeling. It was a Land-ship , 
where the Princes was feen again holding an heart in her hand, that was all of a 
flame, and not fat from her a great fire of ftraw, where: the Painter had lb well 
imitated nature, ask was eaiie to perceive , that how vive foever this Same was, 
yet could it not long tndure: There were alfofialhss of lightning feen darting ac 
her head, with his Motto, Left deer Able. - 

Deri* then accufed ibrehm of injuftice, and told him, that if this piece had been 
lefs excellent, he (hould hardly have pardoned htru the wrong he did Ifebr/U , 
but be was fo raviihed to foe tliofe waving' flames,vwhich came out of a cfoud,and 
thatfpreadthcmfelvcsoverall the piece, leaving an impteffioa office and light, 
which feemed even to redouble, and leffen, as if the cloud had opened,. and ftun 
It (elf, that he ceafed toaccufe him, for topraife the Painter, which he did with 
fo much aggregation , as Ihrehmt was con drained to urge him more than once 
to view api&ute, which he had caufed to be fet over bis Chimneyt Now he had 
no fooncr caft his eye upon it, but he vowed ic was the bed of them aU; the ordc~ 
ring of it was rare , the defign extraordinary and new, die colours moft agreo* 
able, the profpeftive excellent; inconclufioo this Table was drawn With fobold 
an hand, as it might well be called a Bfaften»pleceof iMsait. A rock was fecit 
there iu the midft of an inraged Sea, which tbc Paintcr had done fo well , asthofe 
foam iog waves, that brok thcmfelves agatnfl 'the rock , feemed to have fome no* 
tion: There was feenslfo a little from theiioe the wrack of a Veflell, where on the 
thunder fell, which was feen to ifiiielikea torrent office out of die clodd , due 
feemed to rive afunderwidtfuch violence, as little lacked but chae one fenfe delu¬ 
ded did not dcceivethe other, in making it to imagine that it heard that, which 
was feenfo well reprefented. This mervailous ArtTfanhadlikewift fo well pain* 
ted chat confided mixture, which is feen in the air daring a peat tempeft , 
where rain* wind, fnow, hail , flafhes of lightning , and security, reign all at 
once, that onecould not behold it without fome terror. Vpop the cop of this rock 
was an open tomb feen, whercunto a man, weary , and wet all over, advanced id 
grunt haft, holding a Love in one hand, and with the other painting to dittoed* 
with this Motto, letHsfoveoarfehei there. 

You 
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You will without doubt find another fan&uary, faid Daria to the illuftrious 
Baffa, whcvanfwcring him no otherwife than with a figb, made him enter into his 
Cabinet,* the door whereof was on the right hand of the chimney, not far from 
his bed, which after the cuftom of the Country was rolled up in a great Perfian ta- 
peftry Counterpoint of filke and gold. But if Daria had admired all that he had 
feen in this Palace, he beheld with aftonifhment the magnificence of this Cabinet, 
whereof the embowed roof and walles were inriched with a foliage ofpretious 
ftones, upon a ground of black marble, where birds,flowers, and fruites, were feen 
fo admirably well done, that the art furmounted the matter, although Topazes, 
Jacint% Opales,Emerauld$, Rubies,Diamonds, and Carbuncles werethe colours 
wherewith all.thefe things were reprefented. Round about this Cabinet were 
QielVes of Ebony, fuftained by curtroies of goldj which projefted out cf the wall 
wall by equall difiances, the edges, and uper part of thefe (helves, were enriched 
with Orpheury, enammeled onely with white and black, the better to let off thole 
things which were upon them; but to fpeak that in few words, and confufedly, 
which Would be too long to deferibe in order, one might lee there Caskets of 
different Ambers, great Vales of Chriftall of the rock, of Cornaline, and Agate, 
with branches of Corrall, which might rather be called trees, by; rcafon of theic 
prodigious greatnefs: Finally, all that Perfia^ China , Japoa, and all the Oriental! 
Countries do produce ofmoft rare, rich, and beautifull, were found aiuafled to^ 
gether in this place. After that Daria had laid all, that admiration, and amazement 
can make them fay, who love, and know rarities, they repaired through the chant* 
her, to go unto a door that was oppofite to that of the Cabinet, whereby one cn- 
tred into Ibrajoims Bath, who, being accommodated with all exterior things , ac¬ 
cording to the cuftom of the Country where he lived, did not fail in having a 
goodly and magnificent one. It was a place fpacious enough, in form Oftangular , 
invironed about with feates, whereunto one afeended by four fteps of Jafper, and 
Chalcedony , whereof the twolovvcrmoft were covered with water even up to 
the brim ofthe third, the fourth being wholly out of the water: At each of the 
eight angles was a Colum, after the Corinthian manner, of Jafper mingled with 
divers colours; the Colunines were planted on the fourth ftep, which ferved them 
for a pedeftall, with their Bafes, Capitalls, Frizes, and Corniches; the Frize was 
carved in half relieve, where naked children were leen , who feemed to combat in 
the water with little Sea Monfters, and to wraftle with them, with efforts fo a- 
greeable to . their yeares, as the workman deferred no little glory for the lame. 
All thefe figures were fo lively fet forth, as they feemed to move, fo eafily may the 
imagination be deceived by things thatare well reprefented; over the Frize was 
the Cornilh , and above that juft perpendicular to levery Column rofe up a twy- 
ning wreath of Oaken leaves, laid one upon another,i made of green Jafper, and 
bound with, filets of gold, mounting upon the iibbs of the vaulting, ana meeting, 
the middle in the form of a Chaplet of Triumph. All the walls were overlaid with 
a compound ftonc,called Aventurma^xiA whereof they feemed to be framed, lo ex¬ 
cellently was this work contrived.But sunongft all the beauties of the place the grea- 
teft was, that between thole eight Columns, whereof I have already lpoken, there 
were as many Niches, four of which were filled with great Vafes of gold, that 
ferved to lay the perfumes in, and other things neceffary to the Bath; the other 
four, which feparated thofe former, were filled with four Nimphcs of white mar-i 
ble, fo admirably fair, as Nature hath never made any thing more beautifiil],than 
die Idea of this excellent workman : Thefe figures were all in different aftions; 
fome of them leemed to uncloth themfelves for toenter into the Bath; others to 
come out of it, putting oji their cloathes again; but all with fuch art, a s Daria 
confefled, that Sculpture had never (hewed any thing more perfeft. Hecoufidered 
alfo that the water, which was leen in the Bath, fell into it through two 
Vafes of Chriftall, which were held by two men , laid along on the brim of the 
Bath, and reprefented as Rivers ufe to to be painted: Out of one the Vafes iffued 
hot water, and out of the other cold , to the end one might by that mixture find 
i . that 
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that juft mediocrity requifite for thofcthat bath.' Aftenhebadfeenall th.efe thing*, 
th e grand Vifier ’made Ddria go forth at a: fecret door, arid pafs down by a back 
ftaii to one of the doores of the Hall; and. though it be the cuftont of the Turkes 
in gene rail not to be very coftiy in theird.yetj.yct as the Grandesdo not-life to fol¬ 
low the common faffiibn, fo Ibrahim left not tobe in chat particular, a jin all other 
things. Doria fawiirthe middle of the Hall a great Pcrfian Carpet extended on the 
ground.

Ibrahim anfwered hereunto with to much melancholy, as Daria 
was fain to fpeak of the^tincefs to hinfr for to dfow him out of it; wherefore he 
dextroufly told him, thztlfabei/a woqldbe aftonlfbed at the prefent which (he 
(hould receive from hirp._jA$ this fweet nime Ibrahim began to take heart again, 
and fomewhat diffipating his heavynefs, he tamed all his thoughts to his departure. 
As foon as he was at his Palace, he entred with Daria into his chamber, where ha¬ 
ving fent for the Italian (lave, he understood by him, that his habit was ready; 
whereupon he called the principall Officers of his hbfife once more before him,and 
• told them that he was going to depart away upon that occafion wherewith he had 
acquainted them before, and therefore they Should give order to the Porter of his 
Palace, that he might not be troubled for the red of the day, but to fend fuch as 
came about general! affairs tothcBaflaof the Sea, who during his abfence was to 
deal for him: After this hecommanded them to withdraw, and remained alone 
with Daria, and the (lave that had brought him his habit. . Now the night be¬ 
ginning to approach* he held it time to think of parting, and this (lave being of 
counfell with them, was appointed by him to go and take that other of Mona¬ 
co, and conduit him to tne Port, whether they would come to them. Ibrahim 
having put on his habit, took fouie Jewels with .hita>-iu cafe hee (hould 
(laud in any need upon the way by tome unexpcAcddncountei*, and percei¬ 
ving it to be dark enough for them to go forth udthout difeovery , he caufed 
Daria to defeend by a back-flair, which brought them to a door that opened into 
the Carden, the paflage out of the which not being for diftant front the Port^ gave 
them the commodity to get thither eafily without being feen. And whereas/- 
brahim knew precifely whereabout the Chriftian veflels ky, and efpecially thofc of 
Ambafladors, he went dire Illy to the place, where he was attended for by the order 
of theTefqueregibafli, who when he gave the Ambaffador his difpatch, had or¬ 
dained him to be as foon as it was night at the Key, there to receive the two Oaves 
of whom he had been fpoken unto him at fuch time as he had audience from-his 
Higbnefs: According hereunto, Ibrahim Q whom we will hereafter call Jaftiniam) 
after he had overtaken the Have of Monaco, found out the AmbafTador, who wait¬ 
ing for him, received him andD»n>withtranfports of joy that cannot be expreft; 
he could rtot comprchend how two men, who were believed to be dead fo long, 
before, (hould be met withall at Cenflautmople : Butifhis jpy were cxceffive, that 
of our two friends was not ldfs,for they knew him exceeding well, as being of the 
llluftrious. family of die Lomtlines. Jufiittiana thought then chat he began already 
to breach the air of his countiy; but .the plate being nothirig commodious to com¬ 
plement in, theyembarqued thcmfclves, and a little after,' when the Moon was up 
they weighed Anchor, and hoifting up their fayls, they, made towards the Well, 
with (b favourable a wind as the Ait of the Pilot wasalmoft unprofitable in this 
encounter. This profperous beginning of Navigation made the Mariners to (houc 
for joy, and gave diem hope, that they (hoUld fee the coafl of Gtnatut re it were 
long. Butamidfl the common gladnefs, Jtifttniano could not forget that he went 
worn Conftaminiylt without quitting it utterly, and that by an inviftble chain, 
which retained him there, he was to return unto it a (lave from IfabtUa j . this trou- 
biefome thought for all that laded not long, and his imaginations flattered him 
fofwcctly, in making him fee that he was every minute drawing near unto the 
Princefs, as lofing the fight of Canfiantinople, he alfo loft the remembrance of all his. 
misfortunes, and abandoned himfelf wholly to joy.

Ever was voyage more prosperous, than that of Jufiimdtu , no* 
never did the winds more juftly fecond the defires of the Pilot, 
and never was the Sea more conftant in calmnefs of weather, 
than it was in bringing this Lover back again to the Haven, 
from whence the tempeft had driven him. But to favour the 
impatience he was in to be with IfthelU, let us only fay, with¬ 
out particularizing his courfc, that after he was come to all die 
Vcflells, which the Grand Signior had caufed to be arrefted, 
and drawn out of captiviy all the Chriftian Slaves which were found in the fc- 
verall Ports where they touched, by vercue of an abfolute power that he had from 
the Sultan ; after, I fay, that he had palled the Archipelago, and left Ciprtu on the 
left hand j this profperous Fleet arrived in a few dayes within fight of the Land of 
CtMtua : There it was where the Ambaflador began to reap the fruit of his voyage, 
by the pleafure he took in thinking that he was going to enter into his City, as it 
were in triumpli, by bringing thither again thofe fo many Vcffels which reftored to 
the People their kindred ana friends, to the Nobility their children and their 
riches, and to the Senate the Grace of the Grand Signior, and the lives of two II- 
luftrious Citizens. Asfor Dan*> he felt that motion in his foul, which Nature 
gives to all thofe who fee their Country again after a long exile, and that not trou¬ 
bled bytheunrulinds ofpalfiotis following without remtancc the thoughts where¬ 
with (he infpires them ; he had then an extreme pleafure-, but yet it was a quiet 

S ' "'lire. But for Juftim***, it was not fo with him, he did not look upon this 
as the place of his birth, but as the refidence of IfrfelL i, and-in an inftanc 
he palled over again in his memory all diat bad arrived unto him there $ and his 
tranfport was fo great, that Joy produced feme eife&s of grief in him ; he chan¬ 
ged colour divers times, he was unquiet and mufing, and if Derm had not forced 
him to (peak, and exprefs his minde by his difcourle, it was to be doubted in be¬ 
holding him, whether it were hope, or whether it were fear, that agitated his 
foul; whether he regretted Ctmftaxtinoflt, or defired Gtntu *; fo certain it is that 
violent palGons pervert the ufe of the'fenfcs. Tears, which ought not to be but 
the marks of forrow, fervefometimes for joy; and filence, which feems fo proper 
for fadnefs, is often the effeft of an extreme pleafure; but as we come to one and 
the fame place by divers wayes, they were made contented by different caufes, 
and expreded their joy in (evcrall manners. In the mean time they came Bill 
neerer to Genoita i but not holding it lit that Jnfiinitm and Deri* (hou Id enter into 
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the City before the deliberation of the Senate was known, the Arubaflador caufed 
his Veffell to caft anchor three miles from Genaaa, and going; to pals into another, 
after he had aflured them thathe would obtain their liberty, or be exiled with 
them, he obferved that Captain of one of thofe redeemed Vef- 

fells, ard brother to him whom 'juftimana had Gain in defending Rhadelpko, hung 
back, and would not follow him, whereupon he would needs know the caufcof it; 
but Alphanfa, whofe generofity was extreme, feeing himfelf obliged for his life, and 
for his liberty to ‘jnfiiniana, who during the voyage had teftified unto him with 
much refentmCnt the grief he had had for the misfortune wherein he bad been 
ingaged • and knowing likewife that the death of his brother had hapned with 
fome j uftice, he befougnt the Ambalfador not to think It Grange if he did not at¬ 
tend upon him to Genoa*, being abfolutely refolved never to enter into it without 
his Deliverer 5 that knowing his Father, as he did, he was well allured that he- 
would with all his power oppofe them that Would revoke the Sentence which had 
been given again® jaftimano 5 fo that to hinder his violence, he purpofed to write 
unto him, that if be would have his Tonne again, he mull pardon his enemy $ that 
his fortune was conioyned with his, and that he would never have fucha reproach 
laid upon him, as that a man, who had drawn him out of fetters,, and brought 
him back into his Countrey, fhould not injoy the liberty which he had given him. 
Alfhonfo pronounced this fpeech with fo much earneftnefs, as all that , heard him 
were ravilned withhis refolution j and Jpfiiniono was fo charmed therewith, that 
not able to forbear imbracing him, and not fuffering him to fay more,. he conjured 
him that he would not force him to be ingratefoll; that if nothing but his blood 
would fatisiie the revenge of his kindred) he would betnoft ready to (hed it for his 
fake, but having fome hope to lerve them more profitably in his perfoh , when oc¬ 
casion (houldprefent itfoSf, he would fpare no care nor good office for it, fo as it 
might be done without offence to his honorthat he had performed a gallant a® 
dfion in ddinng^o ftay with him, but that he Ihould do an unworthy one, add foil 
of inhumanity if he Ihould confent unto it,; and that therefore it was more juft) 
that he fhould go and dry up his fathers tears, and moderate his fory by the joy 
which his fight would bring him, than to do a thing that would procure hita hit 
hatred. Aiphanfa did not yeeld at firft to the defire of lajiimano, but the Ambafla* 
dor and Daria filling with him,he was conftrained to fubmit to their fcnle,and to let 
his inclination be overcome by anothers reafo'n. Thefe iljuftrious friends parted 
with fomuch adoe,as if Daria had not perceived by Jafitnianaes watch, that the 
time of the Senates Aflembly prefled the Ambaflador to depart, if he would hate 
audience as foon as Tie fhould arrive, they would have (pent a^great part of the day 
in this-noble conteftation, whereof all the glory confined in obliging his enemy. 
But whilft this Fleet reafumed their courfe to aboard Genoa*, let us go to the Port) 
and fee what the people think of it, and whether this agreeable furprjze will make 
them fend forthfhouts of joy in anfwer to; thofe of the Mariners. .As foon as 
thefe Veflells began to appear, a confofed noife Was heard, amongft thofe that 
were preftnt on the fhore, whereby it. appeared that they expefted nOt fo happy a 
fucceis of their AmbafTldors Voyage; the one faid that the Senate Was to be aaver- 
tiled of it; others, that Merchants Veflells came not info great a number together; 
fome,that Pirats durft not approch in that manner if they were not followed by the 
body of an Army ; and all of them together, that the beft was to give intelligence 
thereof, to the end fome might be Cent to difeover them 5 there were thofe like¬ 
wife whofe imagination wasfo troubled with fear, as they verily believed that they 
diftin&ly faw Turkifh Galleys, and half Moons. In the mean time , whereas the 
Fleet came ftill neerer, they might eafily difeern, that it was the Standard of the 
Republique which thefe Veflells carried, the fight whereof diffipated their fear, 
but it tooY not from them their amazement, being not able to imagine how they 
ihould be fo neer unto them, whom they believed to be in chains and flavery; but 
at length the firft of thefe Veflells being come to the Ihore, and the Ambaflador, 
who was feen on the poop, being known of the people» which were already ga* 
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thercd together in a very great number, and they no longer doubting but that 
theft vcflells, which now they knew, brought them back both their brethren , and 
their children, luch a noife of acclamations arofe on the fuddain, as they allfpake 
Without underftanding what they faid themfelves, and without being underftood 
of others; wives callecTfor their husbands ; fathers inquired after their children} 
fonie ran into the City do advertift their friends of it; others ran out of it with 
their whole families; they in the VdTclls cryed to let diem know whether all were 
well at home; at laft io great a noife was formed of all theft cries and murmures, 
as the Ambaflador nad much adoe to make his orders be underftood : He comman¬ 
ded all the Chieftaines to accompany him to the Palace, and particularly Alfhon~ 
f* not tobe far from him; they traverfed the City in this fort, followed by the po¬ 
pular multitude, who ceafed not from teftifying their joy, both by their teares, 
and by their acclamation. When they were at the Gate of the Palace, the Ani- 
baflador advanced three or four fteps before his Troop, that he might the better fur- 
prife that honorable Company. At his firft appearing they fought to know the fuc- 
cefs of his voyage in his face, but as foon as they perceived all the Commanders of 
their Veffells, the graved and moft moderate amongft them could not chufe but 
fhew fignes oi their amazement, and joy; and when diis firft emotion was appea¬ 
led, the Ambaflador, having made a low obeifance to the Duke, and the like to the 
whole aflembly, beganto (peak in this fort. 

The Oration of Antonio Lomelino to the Dukfand 
. Senate of Gcnoua. 

J F the profperous fuccefs of my voyage had been an effeft of my conduft, of my 
care,andofmvaddrefs , Ilhould without dcubt have had fo much modefty 
as to declare in few words the eftate of things, for to attend frdln fo honorable 
an Aflembly thepraife which a fervice of fuch importance would havedeftrved, 
without giving them to my felf; and 1 fhould alfonavc been fo generous , as to 
have been fully fatisfied with the onely thought of having been profitable to my 
Country; but whereas I have no part in the glory of this aftion,but contrarily [ 
my felfam obliged for my life to the Deliverer ot fo many illuftrious Slaves as 
lhave brought you back , and which are all, either your kinfmen, or your 
friends, it behoves me, both that I may not be ingratefull in my particular , and 
that alfo I may. keep you from being fo in generall, to report faithfully unto 
you how the ipatter hath paft , to the end chat by underftanding all the circum- 
ftancesyou may the better know, how it is the intereftof the Republique , which 
makes mof^eak with fo much earneftnefs. 

You are to underftand then/iny Lords, that whereas the Emperor Solimnn belie¬ 
ved; that the Law of Nations had been violated in the perfon of his Chaoux, be 
thoughtthat he might doe the like in that of your Ambaflador, fo that as foon as 
I was arrived at Per* , and that according to the cuftom I had demanded audience 
of hisHighnefs,I faw my fclfconftrained to pafsby his order from my Veflell into 
a ftreight prifon, without telling me the caule therof, in fuch fort as he that came 
to obtain the liberty of others, law himftlf deprived of his otfn, and laden with 
chaines. I was two dayes intreated in this manner with a great deal of rigor, and 
I very well perceived by the countenance of them which guarded me, that they 
believed my head was the onely price of my liberty. As I was in this unquietnels I 
law the Aga of the Janizaries enter, who caufed me to be told by Dragoman of the 
grand Signioes, whom we call an interpreter, that his Highnefs willing to give me 
audience had 'commanded him to conduft me to CoHftantinofle without any ceremc* 
■nyj this mutation furprifed me fo much the more, for that I could not imagine the 
■caul’e of it, having been well enough informed, diae Stliman doth not eafily change 
>hi$ relolutions, and that repenting is a motion of the foul which is almoft un¬ 
known to him: In the mean time I beheld my fetters broken off, without feeing 
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the hand that delivered me, and In this uncertainty 1 attributed that tb the intort- 
ftancy of Fortune, which 1 owed her not at all. But, my Lords , why (hould I 
longer conceal this mighty and generous hand which bath delivered me l The im¬ 
patience which 1 fee ih your looks, to know the mime of our Deliverer, invites that 
aifo which is in me to tell it you; wherefore I toiuft interrupt my order, and with* 
out going to Ctnftaminoplt to paint forth unto you the refentmem,the choler ft the 
menaces oftheSulun, I fay unto you, that he unto whom you ow the return of 
your veflfells, the lives of your children, and the peace of this Repttblick, was not 
carried to this bravea&ion by a fenfe of acknowledment • it is a man Who could 
have revenged himfclf, ihfteaa of ferving you, without committing an injuftice; 
it is a man whom you have tailed became he Withftodd a violence $ it is a man 
whom you have chafed away becaufe he had been fo generous as to lave his ene^ 
rnics life; it is a man whom you have banMbed becaufe he (hed his blood to take 
part with the weaker, and who by misfortune killed one of your Citizens, not 
only to ftcurc his own perfon,but to afliftah undefended man j finally, my Loids, 
h is by Juftinitke that we are living} it is by him that vve breath the iir of our 
Countrcy; it is by him that we do not fee ah Army of an hundred thoudmd men 
at your Gates} arid it is alfobyhis liberty, and that of Zbra*, who isconjoyned 
to his fortune, that you may pay our ranfonte, as the only price which great .?*/»•* 
turn hath fet to redeem us: It is in prefer?Ing this illnftrious perfon that you may 
preferve the glory of the Senate} anditiSuponthls condition,that according to 
the power which I had for it, I have ingaged the PuWique Faith for the revoca¬ 
tion of a Sentence which yon figned With regret, and Which you accorded rather 
to the tears of Phiitppe Spmtla, whom I fee here In this renowned G dm party, than 
toSoveraign equity: It is not becaufe I Will condemn irt him the apprehenfions 
of Nature, butcontrarily I purpofe to (Hr them up in his heart, by-letting 
him fee that if by misfortune hath deprived him of one fonfie, the fam e 

| bfiitttAM* hath reftored him another, In bringing him back Altimjt\ who 
wich tears in his eyes begs of him by my mouth the : gractf of his Defivertr. 
They which are fenhble of outrages ought to be fo llkewift of benefits, especially 
when injuries havenot been done by a premeditated malice, and the fe trices are vtw 
hintary: one may tell meperadvehture, that the Dtis&ftlon flwuld at leaftwife be

AifJmfoy this objection could not be received but by baft ahd weak fouls} it be-' 
mg ttum certain, that a generous man will always prtftr die confervation of his 
Imerty before that of bis life) Ids a good fo generally known of allthe World, 
as there is no Nation that hath not made war to conferve k. The too# honou¬ 
rable Servitude hath ever found fome rkbelliowin the minds of thofe who have 
Mwacedit) and if the Religion which wd prbfefo did iio( prohibit US, fiotrtdif-* 
pofing of our felvcs, there is hot a Slave ambngft the Turksthat would not make 
kinfelf away with )oy,to get out of the miftties which be indures; for if one hath 
ften at other dines both men and women to hate recoutft to this entrcWe remedy, 
becaufe they were for one day only to follow the Chariot of the Victorious, bound 
with chains of aold,what ought not men do,who laden with irons are font to theprl^ 
fans of the black Sea, whercit may be find that diet enter illve into their graves, 
being put into deep boles where horror and darkneft, which always reign there, 
ate the kaftof their pains i They feel the rigor of hunger, they are beaten and 
tormented in their bodies, yea ana petftcutcd in their minds by foe injuries and 
biafphemies which they daily hear from the mouths of their torturers : It is, 
any Lords, from this dreadfull place that jujtiHi#* hath drawn out Alph&hfe to 
brine him back’into hit Countrcy, for to fpeak the truth, he could not avoyd 
(he feeling of foe miferies which 1 have reprefented unto you, or of dying cruelly; 
kis Sentence was pronounced, as well as of that of his companions, and it we had

(o^a exiled for eycr fromhjs Coftntry, who ncvcrtbejdjs was by a decree from the 
Senate reftored to.his former liberty in Genitai I could alfo find-many other 
particulars in Hiftpry tq confirm my proportion, but I think It may. fufticc, that 
Greece &nd Italy have .marked yOu otit the way > whUbyou may follow WithOOc 
fear of failing, after ft*many I Iluftriouk examples* Howbeit you Will peradventure 
lay, that albeit you.could infringe your; Lawes mjftivor of Jtftiw **, becaufe ha 
bah done jqu fudi great, lecvices, yet Dtrt* cannat>ptecend to the Oftnc grace,fee¬ 
ing he bimfclf oweth his Jiberty to,OUr,Deliverer- but I am to'anfWcr you for the 
glory of this difintcijef&d,friend, whq hazarded his life, by a geborofity without 
example,; tp’revenge the Outrage which the Prince of Mtjferan .did to Jmfttnitmo j 
that this adion feemed fo gallant to Stlimm, when as JufiiMMto recounted it uncoi 
h im, that he hath judged P*ri 4 worthy of his prefteftiom BefidcsdoyoUnot ima¬ 
gine that the intereftspf thefc two iHuftribusperfons can ever be (eparated. And 
to tdl you all that.I think .in this incejantcr, prepare your felvesto.execute what

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that he wouldcome with all the forces of his Empire to dcftroy our Republiquc* 
It is no longer then, my Lords, a particular intercft; It is no longer the merit of 
JmftinianO) that is to be confidercd in this occafion 5 it is not for the hope ofbrave 
things that he will doe hereafter, that this grace istp be accorded him ; it is not 
for our ranfom that he is to be received with joy; it is not becaufe 1 have promi- 
fed it that it is to be rcfolved on; it is not becaufe reafon doth counfell it; it is not 
becaufejuftice doth ordain it ; but it is becaufe neceflicy will have it fo. Yoa will 
fay to me, it may be, that the fuccefs of this War would (fill be doubtful], but, my 
Lords, if you confider the inequality of your forces you will not doubt at all, ef- 
pecially in a time wherein all the Princes of Chriftendom are not in a condition 
to affift their Allies. Shall it be from the Emperor that you will be protected in 
this occafion, who findes himfelf too much intangled in the War with the Pro- 
teftants, and in the affaires of the Councell of TrentJtot to think of yoursIShall it be 
from the Kingdomes oi Naples and Sicily that you look for fuccor, they that are 
exhaufted both of men and money for the Emperor their Matter 1 Shall it be from 
the Switxers, or the Grifens, that we (hall be auifted in this incounter , they that are 
ingaged in all thefe Warres, and that are more likely rather to fide with the 
ftronger party, than to fuccor the weaker* It may be that the French will furnifii 
us with that which we cannot find elfewhere, but, my Lords, were they not in War 
with the Emperor, yet would they fee us perilh with joy, and the Armies of the 
Turks could not doe chat amongtt us, which they woulanot do here with theirs, if 
they were in an eftate to be revenged on us for our changing. You will tell me fur¬ 
ther, that the Republiquts piFhr*nce,S(tts* and Lsscc* am not fo far of; but that one 
may be fiiccourcd from them, but they are fo Ingaged in tbpfe two parties, as they 
,have not the liberty to difpofe of their forces. The Duke of Savoy ought alfo do 
foniething for you if he were peaceable in his State-, but be himfelf Is fo bufied 
in preparing to hinder the pafiageofthe French, as he cannot mindethe extremi¬ 
ties of bis neighbors. I know very well in like manner, that England is foil of 
armed men , bur, my Lords, it is not to defend us, nor will Queen Mary abandon 
the fiege of Loudon, which is to 'pat herin pofleffion,oL her Kingdom, to come 
and oppofe our enemies. Neither will Scotland disfomifh her fclfof her men 
or War, having fuch mighty Armies at her fr'ontires, wherefore we are not to turn 
our eyes that way. •Poland, Hungary, and Mofcovj , are too near unto the Turk for 
toimbroil themfelves with him. And Sweat bland and DtnmOrkji.n too far off for 
any fuccor to be hoped from thence. At laft, ray Lords, to leave nothing unfaid, 
the death of Julius the third, and of his fucceffor, falling out in fo little a time, 
permit not his Holmefs, who is not yet well eftablifhed, to think of affaires abroad. 
And to take all hope from you, the Venetians, defiring to conferve that which they 
hold in the Archtpelaglo, will not break die Treaty they have made with the Tun: 
to fuccor yon. You fee then, my Lords, that all Chriftendom doth abandon you , 
and that there is nothing retting in you choice, but the burning of your City, and 
the utter deftrufltion of this State, or the return of Juftiniauo and Deri*. But to 
juftifie the ardor of my Zeal, arjd to raak it appear, that my fear is not without 
ground, I do*'c deliver into your hands the Grand Signiors letter, which it may 
be will carry you more eafily to my fenfe, and reafon. 

This oration was heard by the Senate with a great deal of attention, amaze¬ 
ment and joy;and when the Duke had taken the Grand Signiors letcer,hecomman>. 
dedan interpreter to come and expound it; in the mean time a confided voice 
arote in this Aflcmbly, which made ghilippo Spinola cQttje&ure, that the grace of 
Jufiimano would foon be granted: Never was there heart agitated with fo much 
violence, and whereas this man was fenfible and generous, the defiencs of pardon¬ 
ing or punifhing fo equally divided his foul,as not knowing which fide to turn him 
to, hee teemed to teek roc in the eyes of Alpbonfi wherewith to fbrdfie his reafon. 
He wept all at on; inftint both for grief and tendernefs, the remembrance of the 
dead, and the return of the living, excited in his mind , both a calm and a tear-' 
pcfo and inthisdiforder ofpttfions, and apprehensions of natrfnt, which combatted 
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one with another, and fuceeffively deftroyed themfclvcs, he was going to be the 
prey of defpair and farrow, had not the fight of his Sonne been at length found 
more powerful!, than the image of his paft misfortune: He knew fo diftinftly the 
fenfe of Alphanja by the motions of his face, as being alhanied to be lefs generous 
than he, he let his refentment be fimnounted by fo noble an example, which pro* 
ftntly appeafed all the troubles of his fpirit s fo that feeling himfclf in a more 
peaceable eftate, and feeing the Duke about to fpeak, he to prevent him befought 
him with teares in his eves to reftorethat unto Juftinimio, which his profecudons 
had taken from him; it being juft, fince be had rendredhim a fonne,thathc Ihould 
render him his liberty. . This difeourfe foravilhed the whole Aflembly,that con¬ 
trary to their cuftom, and the refpeft of the place, they fent forth cries of joy , 
which did not ccafe very foon; but amongft the reft the young Count of Lav*fmt , 
together with jOfhetifi, who were prefent, thought they ftould never havebeen 
filent again; the firft could not fufficiently commend this aftion, and the other 
could not forbear faying, that he was more obliged to his father for vanquilhing 
himfclf., dun for giving him life. But after every one had praifed Philippe as 
much as he deferved, they betook them to their places and gravitie again , for to 
hearken to the Letter, which the Interpreter expounded in this fort by the coau 
maandment of the Duke. 

I that am by the grace of the moft High, and by the abundance of 
Mir dries of the Chief of bis Prophets, Emperor of the Vicarious 
Ep/perors \ King of Kings, Lord of Lords, Diftributer of 
' Crowues and Scepters to the greateft Princes and Monarches of 
the Earth: The fervant of the two mo ft Holy and Sacred Towns 
, of Mecca, and Medina: Lord of Europe, Ada. t and Africa, 
Conquered with our V&ortous fword and dreadfull Lance; to 
theVph and Senate of the Reptiblique of Genoua.

Ifoneofour Slaveahad not found grace in our fight, we (houldfoon have nude 
yOU feel die force of our terrible fword,and our clemcncie had not returned you, aa 
‘it hath done,your VcflilLsyour goods,your people, &your Ambafiador; but is upon 
condition due you caufe the: lentenecsto be revoked,which were given againft J*- 
and againft Daria , and that they may fully enjoy their liberty, and their 
goods, as heretofore: For Qthcrwife be you allured, that with all the power of our 
fjourifhing Empire, ourHighnefs will come, and abafe your pride , make himfclf 
be obeyed inPcrfon, and deftroy your Republique. 

. Given at our Imperiall City of Stambol, in foe year of Egira nine hundred and 
fixty, the twelvth day , of the month Jlamaiham.

This Letter Infpircd all them that heard it with fear, juftified the Ambafladors 
zeal, and confirmed all the Aflembly in the refolution to receive Jnfiiniana, as the 
Deliverer of the Republique; fo that when the Duke , had propounded the matter* 
and that according to foe cuftom he fliould hsfve gone to colleft the voyces in par- 
ticular, they faydall, that in affairs where opinions might be divided, it was 
good to hold that courfe, but now, that the whole company had but one and the 
fame voyce, they were not to amide therafclves about this fuperfluous ceremony j 
it being fitter to go with all fpeed, andalfure Jujliniaam and Dma> that they weae 
ftill Citiaens of Genet^a, for fear left focy {bould by this retardment imaging that 
they bad been hardly drawn to fign theirgcace. They advifed then what order 
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l hcy were to hold, and they judged, that eo take away all fufpition from JhJHhm- 
«*, they were to fend him apublique A&, fignedby the Duke and all the Senate, 
whereby he fliould be allured of the revocation of his fcntencc : Jbut the Amb a f- 
iador having told diem, that Juftim**? would rely on his word, they changed their 
purpofe, and commanded Jamttin D«ri* to take a Galley in the Port, for to go 
and receive him as fat from the Citty as poflibly he could: They ordained alfo that 
die Ambafiador Ihould put himfelf intoa Feluca,to the end he might go before,and 
'advcrtilc JuflmidM that he was attended with impatience, and Ihould be received 
with joy. And whereas it was refolved that fome ihould accompany JamttiH 
who reprefented Andre* Deri* his Uncle, that was Generaliifimo, and abfent from 
Gtnonu at that time, the Count of Lava£h* would be one of them, that he might 
renew his acquaintance, for he was not much more then a child when Juftmitne, 
went away. The Commanders of thofe veflels whom lie had redeemed, would 
not go home to theirhoufes before they had conduced their Deliverer into their 
Citty,to the end that as in the antient Triumphs, the Victorious were followed by 
the Princes Whom they had vanquilhed, fo Juftinitno fliould be accompanied vvitn 
the Citizens which he had delivered, but with this glorious difference, that the one 
touched them with companion which looked on them, and that the others inspired 
all them that beheld them with joy, the former were freeman that were made flayes, 
and thefe were (laves to whom liberty wasgiven: And if heretofore at Rtme he was 
crowned with glory that faved the Hie of a Rohmh Citizen, what crown, and what 
gloiy was not Juftiniatu worthy of, who by his senerofity hindred notonleythe 
death of fo great a number of men, but the utter adtru&ion of his country t And 
indeed ne was received with fo many acclamations, as never was fo univerfall a joy 
feen in Genoun before. This while the Ambafiador being fet forth in a Feluca with 
Alphonfo and fome others, and having a good way out-gone Jtmttins Galley, made 
with all fpecd to JuftituMio, who fincetney parted from him had (carcely fpoken 
toDoriAf lb much was he taken up with the thought of ifabtUa. As foon as they 
wcreneir enough tobeunderftood, they began to talk to him of triumph and 
glory, not having the patience to flay till they were aboord the vefiell to Let him 
know |h'e happy luccels of their voyage. Pstm anfwered this interrupted dilcourle 
with cryes of joy; but JmftinUno nude it appear by the moderation ofhis, that 
his liberty was not the term of -his defires; he received his friends for all that with 
a great deal of civility, and without attending their further relation, he would, 
have rendred them thanks for their care and affe&ion, but they had too much to 
fay to permit him to fpeak. The Ambafiador would have difeharged the Senates 
Commiflion; Alphonf$ would have acquanted him with the generofity of his fa¬ 
ther 5 another would have described unto him the extafie of die people; and mau- 
ger the coldnefs of ihe Nation, the impatience they were into fpeak all together, 
made a cortfufion aniohgft them, which yet kept not Juftinixut trora clearly per-, 
reiving, that his generofity was acknowledged, and his grace figned. But where¬ 
as the Galley ftill approached, fayd, that it was not jufl they fliould flay 

from going to meet thofe IlluftrioUs friends, who came toreftorchimtolife, in 
refloring him to his liberty : He commanded them to weigh Anchor, which being 
prefcntly executed, they made towards the Galley, that, carryed along with (ayls 
and oares, reached them in a little fpace. There it was where Jufiinittm felt an ex- 
traordinaty emotion upon the fight of the young Count of LavtgMy whom the 
Atrbaflador (hewed unto him j he whole father had alwaics beentne proteftor of 
his houfe : This fight gave him a great deal of joy, but mingled with grie£ by 
the remembrance of SintbtiltUes death: Now as (oon as his vefiell camedole to 
die Galley, he inftantly, without attending Jmtttins order, leaped from the hat¬ 
ches into her, and after he had complemented with the Delegates of the Senate, he 
embraced the Count with fo much tcftiniony ofaffe&ion, as it was eafietoknow, 
that abfcnce deftroyes not a friendlhip, which is (olidly eftablilhed in a generous 
foul; for at the very time when he rcioycedto fee him, he lamented his fathers 
death. The Count 011 his part allured him that he would have the fame refoeft

for him as SinibMio had had ; and conjured him to (hew him the fame fovour. On 
the other fid cDoria, though he were not well fotisficd with Andrea Prince oi Mel- 
phi , nor with Jxnnetin his Nephew, yet carryed hehimfelf curteoufly unto him, 
and then went and received the civilities of his friends. During all theie carefifes, 
Jatmeti# defiring to give fome mark of cfteem and joy to Jafttniano, caufed a lar • 

S to be diftributed amongft the (laves, to the end they might row with the more 
d. Jmfiiniant received this gallantry very civilly, and withall affured the 
rs, that wheh he came home he would remember that they had brought him to 
die Port, as accordingly he fent them die next day two thoufand Crowns. As 
foonas they approached to Genona , all the veflels that were in the Port, having 
received a commandment to (hoot off all their Cannon when ‘jufiinum (hould ap- 

S ar, foiled not to falute hirri ; the Galley anfwered them with four peeccs of 
rdnance, and a volley of MUsket-fhor, and the like did all that were on the 
walls. If one would defcribe the number of Citizens that were at the Port, the 
acclamations of joy, the thronging that was there to fee theft refufcitated men, 
the tumult that was among# them in driving who fhould come ncareft to their 
Deliverer, It would almoft take up a volume that (hould treat of nothing clfc; it 
were better then, that amidftthis popular crowd we (hould conduft Inflmiam to 
the Senate, followed by the Count of Lavogna, Jarmetm, Daria, Alphorfo, and all 
die Commanders of the veflels, is alfo thc (lave of Monaco, whom jnfttniaae had 
enjoynednotto budge from him. When flrft they appeared, the Duke out of more 
than an extraordinary favour advanced to rece ive him, after which he appointed 
'all the Senators to take their places, and then commanded the Rcgifterol the Se¬ 
nate to deface the Sentences Which hod been pronounced againft Jufiimano and Da¬ 
ria, and to rtad the abolition of them, Which was conceived in fuch gentle and 
advantageous terms, asitplaiftly appeared, that even their crime defended more 
glory than punifhment: : The reading whereof being ended, the Duke began to’af- 
fare Jufrmiam in the name of the whole Afftmbly, that after they bad fatisfied the ( 


thv of the benefits they had received from him; that they defired him alfo to raze 
Out of his memory, as he was razed out of their Records, the remembrance of 
the fentences which had been given againft him and his friend. To this Jnfimiam 
infwered, that inbanifhing him they had fatisfied Tuftice, and that in repealing 
him they had rather (hewed their clemency than their equity; that the fervice 
which he had rendered to the Rcpublique, was not conhderablc, feeing he had 
done it but to fatisfiehis duty; and that alfo, in acknowledgement of the grace it. 
had done him, he fwore folemnlyalwaies to hazard both his fortune and lift for 
the intereft and glory thereof, fo often as occafion (hould prefent it (elf for it: 
Thisfayd, heturnedhim to Philippe Spimla, and intreated him to patdon Al- 
thdnftio r his friend(hip towards him, and tobeleeve that it could never have, 
found place in his heart, had he not perftftly known during his voyage, that the 
death of his brother had made him (hed more tears, than he had loft bloud ; that if 
his generality would permit him utterly to deface out of his mind the reftnuncnc 
of that unlucky accident; hebefought himto adopt him for his fonne, and to at¬ 
tend from him the fome fervices, and the fame obedience, as he could have defired 
from him of whom he was fo unfortunately deprived ; but if that contrarily 
theapprehenfions of Nature did ftill invite him to revenge, he prowlfed to banUh 
himieif voluntarily; and if that were not yet enough, he would lubmitto the 
greateft rigor of Juftice. Phitippo Was fo moved with this difeourft, as if be had 
not already figned .he grace of Jnftimano in confideratkm of his fon, hecould not 
have forborn doing it,and embracing him; fo true it is that vertue hath powerfull 
charmcs for a generous foul. That venerable old man anfwered him with tearcs in 
his eyes, that lie would never oppofe Alpbcofett fricndfliip to him; that it was too 
juft to be condemned; that owing him hit life, and his liberty, he owed him all 
things;& that not being fo unreafonable as to remember an injury,8t not remember

bencfits,he allured him that thefe laft Should take from his nrinde. all the bitternefs of 
the other} that he would receive him; for his Tonne; that he would have all the ten- 
dernefs ofaFather for him; and that all the fatisfaftion he defired of him was, that 
lie would forget his profecutions, and his hatred, and pardon them to ap affU£ted 
father. There paft befides fo many obliging ipecches between them, as all thac 
were prefent had much adoe to retain their teares ; but at the laft die 
Duke arifing, all die Aflembly did the like : Then, it was that they unbraced 
every one driving who fliould come (ooneft- ifnto him to teftihe his joy j 
after which the Count of Lavagna carried him home to his houfe, there tO'abide 
till his own was made ready to receive him, for he had been Adminiftrator of it 
ever fince the death of Sinibatda } unto whom the Father of Jufimiauo had left his 
eftate to conferve it for his foohe; and though all the world beleeved, that Juftwia- 
m was no longer alive, yet had not the Count changed the order of his affairs, be¬ 
ing abfolueely refolved not to confer his eftate upon his heirs, before be vyas cerr 
tainly allured that he was dead. As for Deri/t } the Count could not get him to g? 
along with him, though he would have been glad to have .paft the reft of the day 
in the company of his friend, but his kinfmencarried bin much againft his wiU 
away with them, havingfirft conda&cd i Joftinimu as yr?ll as all the. reft, to the 
Counts Palace, where every oni departing, except tome few whom he retained at 
dinner with J»ftinidim, he led him to die chamber q£ Leanera his wife,, who receir 
ved him with a great deal of curt die, and fo did Saphrania, Leanoroas lifter, which 
was there with her. But as (boh as civility permitted him to retire, he turned 
all his thoughts to Menace^ and whereas he (aw that the heceffity of gopd manner# 
would hold him three or four days at Gemma to receive and to return the vilits of 
his friends, he refolved to fend thither the feme day, the rather for that he judged 
it fit to underftand the Princeffespleafqre, before he went to her; he propofed ni$ 
defign then unto the Count, and defired him to let him have one of his fervent# 
for to execute it^tnd to put into his hands the Princefies Officcr,whom he had found 
a Have at Cenftantinaple. . The Count could not refufc him fo juft a requeft»but on¬ 
ly told him that he vfas to dine 6rft .• Whilft they vyereattable their converfesiot) 
was no other than asking Juftiniam queftions concerning his fortune, wheieunto 
he ftill anfvvered with fo much addrefs, as without foying any thing againft the 
truth, he difeovered nought that might: prejudice him j howbeit he recounted un¬ 
to them his grief and defpair, vvbenasne believed in Germain (hat IfabtlU had 
maried the Prince of Majferan t as alfo that having taken a refojution todfe , he 
went and imbarqued himfelf upon the Baltique Sea;that there he was made a Have, 
was carried to Ca»flantmople t and giveu to the Grand Signior, where Daria arri¬ 
ved afterwards by an adventure almoft like to his; that his good fortune had fo 
wrought, as his Highnefs having found fomtthing in hisperfon, which touched 
his inclination,hisflavery had not been very bard, if his Friends, his Miftrefs, 
and his Religion had not been obftacles to his felicity} but be WouldnOt let them 
know that he had been Grand Vifier, nor how in that Charge heltad mightily Ser¬ 
ved Chrifteadorn, for fear left this afeion fliould have been ill interpreted by them, 
that could not dive into the bottom of his heart. Dinner being done, JoJlinidHe 
defired the Count to permit him to go and write in bid Cabinet before he was 
hindered by company, which no doubt Would be whh him ere it. were long; The 
Count, who waa not willing that his own pkafure fliould deftroy that of hi# 
friend, opened him die door, and told him, that he was infinitely Obliged to .the 
Princefs of dtf«Me«,who# ever after (he had power.to difpofe of her felf, had been 
fought unto by all the Princes of Italy , without fo mticn as once barkofog unto 
them; butthatcontrarily (behad openly pub liflied, how (he had refolved to rc- 
nounce the world, as foon as (he certainly knew that hewas bo longer in it; thac 
(he had often had bufinefs at Garma, where her prefence wad ueceftary , but would 
never come thither, fo much did (he fear the light of them that might condemn 
her refolutfon. J»fiimaMe was fo ravKhod with the cohftancy of ffaltelU , that’ if 
the Couathad- not left him for to return unto the company , this calk had kept, 
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hi m a long tim? from drawing up his Letter ; but in the end after he had written 
all that which his refpeft, his joy, and his paffion had infpired him with, he gave 
his packet to a Gentleman, whom the Count had affigntd him for it; he prayed 
him to go, and come again from Monac/, with all the fpeed that poffibly he could; 
and to add moreover to that favour tfye obferving the aft ions of Ifabtlla , at Tuch 
time as (he (hould underftand of his,feturn, and that (he (hould lee him, whom 
lie hadfent her back i that Officer of hers too he carcfTed exceedingly, and allu¬ 
red him that he would acknowledge the pains which hchadfuffered for his conli- 
deration. Judiniano had ho fooner ended his difpatch, but that alb the illuftri- 
ous perfons of the City camctovifit him, with an extreme impatience to leam 
from his own mouth the fuccefs of his adventures. But whilft he is fatisfying the 
cUriofityof fofeir an Aflcmbly, and telling them things which we know as veil 
as he, let us go and content ours at Monaco, and fee with what eye , and in what 
manner the Princefs will receive the agreeable newes of her Lovers return. When 
thefe happy Mcflengcrs arrived the next day at Monaco it was very neer night, fo 
that although one of them belonged to the Princefs, yet was he not known, nor 
would he difeover himfelf, the better to furprize her t It was c nly told then to 
Ifabtlla, that a Gentleman from the Count of Lavagna, and another, who were 
newly arrived in * Barque, deHred to (peak with her, and that they had order to 
deliver their meffage to none but her (c*f. She was at that time in her Cabinet, 
where (he had fhut up her felf that day to read over all the Letters which (he had 
received from jufiiniano^ l he was vexed then to be interrupted in an imployment, 
that made up together bothher joy andher grief; (he commanded notwithftan- 
ding that they (hould be brought in: But when (he came to know him, whom fhe 
hadTent to feck Iufimiano, (he was fo furprized, and faamazed, out of the opinion 
(he had that his voyage was in vainfas’theapprehcnfion thereof keeping her from 
fpcakinc, gave the Counts Gentleman opportunity to tell her, that lufiiniani had 
given him in charge to prefent her with a Letter from him. This difeourfe re¬ 
vived her fpirits for a while,but fearing (he had not underftood him wel!,(he made 
that agreeable name which touched herheartfo fcnlibly, to be fpoken to her once 
again ? whereupon the Gentleman told her, that tkc paper he had prefented to her 
vvould fatisfie her better than he could. She caft . her eyes then upon the Letter, 
which allured her that it was Iufiinianoes hand,fo that in an inftant ihe abandon¬ 
ed her felf over wholy to joy. and with an extreme precipitation broke up the 
feal of the Letter for to read that which follows here. 

The Letter of Iuftiniaho to the Vrincefs 
of MONACO.

A TLaJI fortune hath made a truce with me, and hew confiant [oeverfkt bath been in 

A perfecutinr me, my love hath vanqutfhed her cruelty, and forced her to permit me to 
ke you drain. I know well, that the fuff ition which I havehad of jourfidelity , makes 
me 7 uuworth of this grad j but I know well aljo, that my cmellefi enemies have pardon- 
Id me for it, and that you have a foul too generous not to da as much for aeerfon that vo¬ 
luntarily Occufeth hmfelfe of a crime, which in my opinion ts the matefi mark, of love 
that ever I have rendred yon. If the pofsefsion of yon had not been fir precious unto me, 
myrefentment had bee*fogreat $ and if my pafsion had been left prfett, hate had 
rucceeiedto my love: But to w’tat tranfpert foever that imaginarymisfortune hath car¬ 
ried mi mind, yet hone youatwayes reigned inmy heart. Ihave bated your hsceuftastcj, 
bat I hdvedhoayet laved your perfon-, I have feparated the crime from the crtminaU • / 
would never have extinguifhed fo fair ajarne, hut in extinguishing my life, audwith the 
mod palfionate fenfe that lave can inlfire into us, I have even adored you in the arms of 
aRivalL and confervedmy foul entirely for you at that very time when as I believed Ihad 
tod you for ever. After ad this l dare hope, that my crime (hall not be an vbflacle firong 
enough to ketp you from according me the pemijjion to come and render you an accompt of 
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my mifadventuret , to comfort me with your fight for my paft miferies ; to let me under - 
ftand from your awn mouthy that abftnce hath Hot diminished your affection ; that mine u 
(till considerable with you ; and that at lafiyou defire Ifhould eternally he your 


Juftiniano. 


Never was there heart more replenifhed with joy, than that of Ifabelloy after (he 
bad read this Letter $ nor ever had an amorous fpirit Tweeter cranfports, than this 
Princefs felt in thus underftanding all at once the life, the return, and the fidelity 
of her Lover: But her fatisfo&ion augmented yet more, when as (he knew in what 
manner he had been received at Genoua, no way doubting now but that her felici¬ 
ty was fetled for the reft of her life. After (he had fpent two hours at lead in 
bearing thelc perfons relate unto her what they bad known concerning Juftiniano , 
(he gave order that they (hould be very well treated, and that the next morning 
the Counts Gentleman mould repair unto her. As loon as (he faw her (elf alone, 
(he called a kin (woman of hers, which lived with her, and not able to contain 
her joy, (he imparted the caufe of it to her, but in fuch pafficnate terms, as it was 
eafie to perceive, that (he lived not fo much in her (elf as in Juftiniano r And that 
(he might no longer deferr her anfwcr unto him, (be caufed paper and ink to be 
brought her: but though (he had a fertile wit, though (he were accuftomed to 
otprefs her felf very eanly, and not to have hny need to correft her firft by her 
fecond thoughts, yet was it almoft impoffibleforher to fatitfie her felf in this oc- 
cafion: She could not conceive that the words of pleafure,of felicity,and joy, could 
fufficiently expre(s hers ; that thofe of conftancy and ftedfoftnefs were fignificant 
enough nor tnit thole of palfion, and love, were powerfull enough to paint forth 
to Juftiniano that which (he had in her foul : Howbeit in the end, after (he had 
blotted outlines, and torn whole Letters, (he was conftrained to be contented 5 
and whereas it was late, (he got her fo bed without eating anything, notwith* 
Handing her womans perfwafion to the contrary. She paffed the night in fupha- 
greeable thoughts, as albeit deep be a Tweet and a mighty enemy, yet could it not 
for all that furprife the fair eyes of Ifabella , • fo that as foon as the day appear¬ 
ed, her impatience caufed her to command the fetching of the Counts Gentleman 
unto her, noping thatthefoonerhe returned, the fooner (he (hould (ee Juftiniano $ 
and to oblige him to make haft, (he fent him a Diamond worth five hundred 
Crowns. This liberality foiled not to make him diligent $ hee came pre- 
l'cntly to the Princeflcs Chamber, both to render her thanks, and to receive 
her commands : (hee gave him her. Letter, and defired him to prefent 
her complements to the Count his Mafter, and to allure Juftiniano that he was at¬ 
tended with a great deal of impatience. This Gentleman, according to Ifabtl- 
laes defire, made all the haft that poflibly he could to Genoua, where being arrived 
he found Juftiniano ready to enter into his own houfe, accompanied with ten or 
eleven of his friends, for the Count had been fo carefull that no mark of his ba- 
nilhment (hould be remaining, as in two dayes it was thoroughly furni(hed. As 
foon as he faw this Gentleman, hefeparated himfelf f ront the troup for to (peak 
with him, and receive Ifahollaes anfwer, which he took with fuch a panting of his 
heart, as if he had doubted that it had not been favourable. In tfje mean time the 
Count perceiving Juftinianoes difprder, caufed all the company coenter, byen> 
tring firft himfelf; fo that bythisaddrefshe gave him means to (leal afidc to read 
in liberty the Princeftes letter, which he opened with a great degl of refpeft, and 
found that it was thus. 
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The Letter 0/Ifabclla to Iuftiniano. 

*~T^Ut great eft crime that yen are guilty of wards me is, that you came not to tell me 
X that yonfelf, which joa have mitten unto me} I knew veil notwithftanding that the 
necejfttj ofyonrantitnt misfortunes hath conftrainedyou to carry jourlelfin this fort ; but 
I am not ignorant alfi, that love is not accuftomed to make fuch fatisfattion to feveraign 
reafon;the delires, which tt begets inanamerens fonl,ftem alteaies )uft unto it, and here 
re£finable foever me be, it is a fain to ns to condemn that which pleafeth us ; find it not 
Jlrange then, ifljhould wifh, that yon had feen myfirft tranfports, they wpnldhave poin¬ 
ted out ft well nnto pen myfidelity, at I (hould no longer be troubled toajfnrtjon, that 
time hath not changed my heart ; that death alone can break my chains; and that if I 
had the Empire of the whole world, I would ft ay yon to accept of it with at much affetti- 
on, at I offer yon my State : it is a reword which I aw yon, and not a grace which I do 
yon; and the ontly grief which I have at this inftant it, to fee that I can do nothing, 
whereunto I am not obliged; fo that all that / can do in this encounter it, to proteft unto 
yeti, that did I net cm it tt the life of my father, which yon preferved; to thepromife 
which }>e made you of it ; to that which-you received from me; to fo many miferies > 
which yon have endured for my confideration; yet do I emit 1 9 mine own felicity, feeing it * 
is certain, that I cannot be perfettly happy if I be not fo with yen ' it it anecefftty that 
love hathimpofedupon me, and which reafon doth not difapproveof. Come then, my 
«fo»rJuftiniano, to teftifiennto me, that my hopes are net ill grounded, that your con fan¬ 
cy is immoveable, that yon frill love your 

'' lfabclla. 

They who know by experience the effe&s 5 of love, will ealilv imagine that 
which the fight ofthis Letter wrought in thefeulof Jnftinmno; he had for all that 
a domeftiqne cnemv, which went alwaies traveling his pleafurcs, by putting 
him in mind that he was yet a (lave at Confront maple, though he appeared a free¬ 
man at Cenona In the mean time the Count lent him word how hebejeeved he 
had forgotten, that he was in his own houfe, and that it was he which was to en¬ 
tertain and honour his friends there. This reproach of gallantry obliged him to 
go in unto them,who all left him a little aftcr,except Lon a, to give him liberty for 
to think of his affairs ; but whilft he was fetling his houfe, the Count fent him all 
the money which he had received of his eftat? in his abfcnce, with order to his 
Steward to render him an accompt of it. Jnftiniano was fo amazed, both at his 
own riches, and the generality of his friend, as he had much ado to refohre to take 
that which was his own *, howbeit fearing to do an outrage to the Count, inftcad 
of doing him a civility, he received his mony, but would not fulfer the Steward 
howfbever to particularife any thing of his affairs; telling him only, that provided 
he could allure him he gave him nothing of another bodies, it IhoukUufficefor the 
making up of his accompt; that in the meantime to makefome acknowledgment 
for the care he had taken to enrich him,hegave him twelve thoufand Crowns.This 
man fearing a check from his M after,playd the genepofo as much as he could,and la¬ 
bored exceedingly not to accept of a thing which he earneftlv deliredjbut at length 
he muftobey the pleafure of Jnftiniano, who thinking of nothing but Monaco gave 
order for the making him clothes againft the next day5 and not to lote time, after 
he had deiired the Counts Officer to provide him attendants, to make up his Train 
with all pollible care and fpeed, he went forth with his dear Daria to render the 
rooft important of his vifits, to the end he might the day following fatisfte his de- 
lirer. They imp oyed all that day then in ceremonies; they were at the Palace to 
do thei r duty to the Duke; they were at Andrea Donas to vifit Jannetin;they retur¬ 
ned to the Count; and to be wanting in nothing Iuftiniano would goc home to 
Philippe Spinola, where he was received with fo many teftimonies of generality, 
both by the lather and the fenne, as all his civility could not anfwer it. Eveuingbe-

ing come* he retitmfcd back with Daria , where he found a man attendihg him front 
the Generaliflimo, who being come home had underftood of his going to Monaco, 
and therefore had lent to a(Ture him, that the next morning he fhpuid have a Galley 
waiting ready to carry him thither. Jnfitniano accepted ofthiscurtefie with a great 
deal dfrelpeft, and prayed the man to let his Mailer know, that he would not pare 
away without thanking him for it: And whereas his aniofrous impatience made 
him delire to be alone, that he might at the lead think of the Princefs > though he 
could not yet fee her, he was much (iirprifed j and exceedingly vexed-, to finde as 
great a company in his chamber, as that which he had met with abroad; for al¬ 
though it was compofed of none buthis friends,yet wotlldhe fain have preferred fo- 
lituae before their converfation; howbeit he mull refolvc to comply with them, 
and hear a Serenado of Lutes and Voices which the Count gave him,upon remem- 
bring that he had heard fay, how the fw ft pailion of Jnftiniano had been by muliek: 
The Count alfo prefented unto him a French Gentleman, Whom he dearly loved, 
and defired him to efteem of him for hid lake, untill fitch time as he ftiould make 
himfelf worthy of it by the knowledge of his merit, which without doubt would 
notbelongfirft. This complement being finifhed, every one retired lave Doriq , 
who would not abandon our Lover, until! he had reftored him into the arms of 
his Miftris. The night paft away with a great deal of unquietnefs and impatience 
for JttftmiaHo ; but whatfoever refolution he had taken to be gone by the break of 
day, he could not get out of Genona before it was almoft noon. In the end heirn** 
barqued hihiftlV. in the Galley which had been prepared for him, taking no more 
with him than his dear DorOt, andfome of the Counts people for to ferve him: He 
had at that inftant fi> extraordinary a joy out of the thought that the term of fo 
(hort a navigation Qiouldbethe fight of I fabtlla, as it tefle&ed in his face,was leen 
in his eyes; appeared in his difeourfe, (hewed it felf in all hisa&ions; and one 
wonld havedioughtjthathewentoutofflaveFyingoingoutof <5 «w*4 , and that 
Monaco was not only the place of his birth, but that he was attended there to be 
declared the Conqueror of all Natious, to receive the honor of a T riumph, and to 
mount into a Throne; that he was alfo expefted by the Princefs for to be crowned, 
notby the hands of fortune, but by thofe of love. And whereas he had riotfo much 
ambition, as defire to be beloved, the Empire of 11 the Earth could not have given 
him a joy fo(en(ible,as that of the heart of Ifabc la. This Princds imagining rights 
ly, that Jnftiniano would not be long before he came to fee her, had given order at 
the Port, that as foonasa Galley flioujd be difcovered from Gonoua-vt*. rd, (he' 
(hould be advertifed of it, being perfwaded that they would not let Itiftiniako ‘come 
In a Feluca;fo that when he appeared, notice was thereof given the Princefs, and at 
the fame inftant all the wall was fet oh (ire with a valley of Mufquet (hot; all the 
great Ordnance likewife was diicharged, the dreadful! noif* whereof could not 
keep Jnftiniano from being pleafingly afliired , that thofe flames were, an effeft. of* 
them which love had kindled in the heart of Isabella, who< prefently difpatched a-* 
way the principal! of her fervants, and the moft considerable of the Inhabitants of 
Monaco , to go to receive him, and prelent him with the keyes of the Town-GatcS. 
This obliging ceremony fo mightily filrprifedy*/?/»;'aw, when it was done , unto’ 
him, that he could hardly finds terms to expreis his refentment thereof, arid the’ 
confufion wherejnto this (o gallant and extraordinary a favour hadput'bis fpirit. 
He befought thofe that were lent from Ifabella to excufc him, if he diid riot accept 1 
of that winch they offeredhlm, fince it wouldnotbe juft, that he, who'would 
hold himfelf too much honoured to betheir PrinCefles fubjeft, lhoiild doahaft of 
their Sovereign; that for the incivility which he committed in refilling a'thing that' 
came from her, he conjuredthem to conduft him whereftie was, that be might 
give her thanks,and crave pardon of her both at once.They were a pretty while in 
this difpute of curtciie on Cither ,fide;but at laft Jnftiniano remained firm in his refo-' 
lution. They began then to take that winding way which leads to the Town, arid 
where all the fouldiers of the Garrifon were ranged into two files for him to paif# 
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thorough the midft of them, and fohe inarched till be came to the Portallofthe 
Gaftle , where the Princefs attended him. When as firft he appeared (he advan? 
ced to receive him, fo that to fave her (oroe ftepps, and to follow his inclination, 
he went as fell as poflibly he could, and kiflfed her roab. It was at this infant 
that thofe perfea Lovers felt that which cannot be expreft ; and albeit they 
had refolved on both parts to contain themfelves, and had alio prepared their 
minds for the making of fome complement to one another in this incounter , 
their filcnce , and then their interrupted difcourfes , made it apparent to all 
that beheld diem, that excefs of pleafure excited fuch a trouble in their foules, 
as would not permit them to expreft all that they thought; but to conceal this 
agreeable tranfport from the eyes of her fubjefts, the Princefs caufed Iojhnio- 
no to enter, after (he had faluted Dorm with a gteat deal of civility ; When 
they were arrived at IfebelUes chamber, all that had accompanied them wene 
obliged by refpeft to withdraw , two or three excepted, which remained to 
entertain Deri* , whilft the Princefs talked with Jnftmiano. Never were two 
hearts replenifhed with fo much joy; never had two fpirits more charming 
cranfports ; and never did two amorous perfons fo perfc&ly expreft the mo¬ 
tions of their foules 1 by their onely lookes ; they (aid both of them together, 
and at one inftant, that they had alwaies loved one onodier; that they (till 
loved one another; and that they would love one another eternally: But af¬ 
ter this dumb language had made all their apprehenfionsto pafs from one heart ■ 
to another, Juftmiaru began to render the Princefs thanks for all her goodnefa 
towards him; but Ihe; not able to fufier the continuance of this difeourfe, con¬ 
jured Him to remember, that their interefts could not be feparated, and that 
owing him all things it was unjuft to thank her; cfpccially having done no¬ 
thing for him, than what (he could uot chufe but doe ; namely to weep for 
his abfcnce, to fear his changing , to apprehend his loft, and to renounce all 
the pleasures of this life, fince (he could not have that of feting him. 
nitino anfwercd thereunto, that this neceflity , which lhe bad impofed upon hey 
felf, was fo fair a mark of her affeftion , and fo gloriousfor him, that uni efs 
he (hould be the moft ingratefoll of men, he was obliged to thank her eter¬ 
nally ; As for the reft, her teares being of fo ineftimable a price, (he muft not find 
it ((range, if being unable to render her any fervice that could merit that 
honor , he refolved at leaft to tell her often, that he knew well he was unwor- 
of it. This converfation was interrupted by the Sergeant-major of the Ga* 
rifon, who according to the commandment which the Princefs had given 
him for it , came to demand the word of Jttfimiam • this Gallantcrie far* 
prifod him as pleafingly, as the former which had been done him upon his 
landing at the Port; and as he was no lefscivill, than Jfabell* was obliging , 
he (ala unto her with a low voice,' and beholding her with eyes fulloflovc, 
and refpe&, that a man , who knew nothowto.rulchisdefires, and that would 
die her Slave , was not in a ftatc to command others: But what reafoa foe* 
ver he could allege, he muft obey IfohelUet pleafure ; yet was it not for all 
that but upon condition, that (he (hould give the word as well as he, and 
that he (hould not, but after her, finifh this myfterie of Warrc, which at 
this time was abfolutely guided by love. For as if thefe two illuftrious per¬ 
fons had agreed together about this gallanceric, the word, which the Princeft 
gave to the Sergeant-major , was found to be JmfiimAno ; and that which 
Infimiono gave, after he had long refofed to doe it, was the fair name of If** 
hello. This cohformitie of fpirit and thought was equally pleafing unto them ; 
for though they knew not what each of them nad (aid , yet aid they underftanq 
it by a complement betweep them; for allured the Princefs , that mau* 

S er her curtcfie Ifahella (hould reign ftill at Monoeo ; and the Princefs aflured 
jm, thatmauger his modefty and refiftance IofitnUnt was Mailer of the Town. 
One put of tne evening was fpent in afomptuousfeaft, which IfobtUo made 
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him in the great Hall of i the Caftle ; and foe the reft ©fit all their converfation 
was nothing but prontifes of loving one another eternally ; and joy pofleft 
them in (uch -fort, as there came not fo much as one thought unto them of 
their misfortunes. But whereas it was late, IujiiflisM lead tnePrinccfs bade 
to her chamber, followed by t/£milia her kirUwoman, and all her women s 
as for him he was conduced by the Officers of IftbtlU to a lodging, which 
ihe had caufed to be prepared for him, • and where the riches of the furniture 
made it appear, that'(he 'had omitted nothing for the receiving of himmacnifi* 
cently. The image of IfabelU Co fully pofleffed his mind , as that of ConJtMti~ 
mple never came into his thought; the remembrance of what was raft, nor the 
fear of that to come. Could not trouble his pleafures; and his prelent happi- 
nefs (o inchanted his rcifon, as without confidering that tl}isfupreme feu* 
city, occafioned by thelfightof I[*belU 3 would precipitate him ere long in-* 
to an e xtr eme misfortune, he, paft the night without any other unquiet- 
nefs, than that which he received by tne impatience nc was in to fee 
day, that he might fee iftbelU again. Doris was alfo conduced in* 
to a chamber which was little left ftatdy than that of hit 
Illuftrious friend, yrho to entertain himfelf more com* 
modiouOy in his amorous fancies had 
defired to lie alone. 
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Sabclla was no fooner awake but (he thought of Juftiniam, and 
to entertain him with the more liberty, me fent to demand of 
him by way of complement, whether be would be pleafed to 
go and pafs away a part of the day in a fair Garden, which 
the Princes of Monaco have on the Sea-fide ; and whereas 
he had no other will than that of the Princefs, be anfwered 
jpkwho came from her, that fo as he might have the honor 
Titr he obey her Vfkh'h^r prefence having 

thai^a. that.ihcncpdrtd all places alike a- 
greeable unto him, becaufe hfc Yti!Ve»*teflitdm 4 any aif’togvWrein but her. This 
match being made, this fair T rdi^jaR jfc dimity was done, began their walk; 

Jufimiano lent Ifabella his hand forc<*njsjtaoithar down to the Garden, whither 
one may eafily go on foot, Doria did thelffce'Cb '/Emilia, and the reft of the women 
together with the Princeflcs chiefeft Officers followed after. Their journey be¬ 
ing fhort, they quickly arrived whither they were to go; whereat fiift their talk

The lot was not more favourable tome in this laft 
tncoudcer^ lthan in alirheformer, and Iiwas the facrifice deftined for the publique 
if fccy i i was then-patiently bound more ftraitly than before; they made me my 
felf-.caxcy the pneparations of roy punifement; and without boafting t can avow, 
that I faedd. death with tranquillity enough : I dare not almoft fay, that in this 
vrofull eflateiyou were the only objett of riiy thotighr, yet it is true now 1 imagi¬ 
ned, rhacthjs obftindey of i fortune, ih: chiifingme (fill to bclacrlfiled, was an effeft 
jof yodr dtfire, and ttnurfee did not judge me unworthy to liveybucbecaule you 
gudgddfoe'wnworchyof youralfc&iom c inthe end i received this fcnttnce, : as if 
it haidib;c«pronoahced by) you, and in that thought l Went to my punifement 'with 
fo mnchrcfolutioit, as brea wonder and companion in them that beheld me. As 
for -my&Ui I was for fron» f being afflifted at mine own proper miierles • 1 had 
dbmit delighc in my fetter* and chains ;and the vcrylight- of death could not keep 
sue frpsq having fotne happy moments ; for my love, doing its laft and uttermeft 
indeavouf^ m following me to the.grave, perfwaded me, that if yon had i’een the 
upon wnonvat other times you had accumulatedglofy, be ready 
jto yeeld tip the : ghoft in>adoring you, with the mod e rucll torments tfciurthe rage 
of tyrantshath evcf invented, you would at lcaftwifc have breathed forth fou#c 
fight, dnd ihed fotne tears. The Prireefs, not ableto endure thac helhouldconti¬ 
nue diif difeourfeany longer, fo much trouble did this deadly imageexcite in her 
foul, adored him Withai great deal of tendernefs, and her eyesfull oftcirs, that 
this narration touched her fo fenfibly, as albeit (be could not doubt but that he 
had efcaped this perill, yet could Ihc not chufe but be'in fear for hii% and feel fuch 
a grief in her mind, as (he was not able to exprefs. foflinidm Was no left moved 
with die tears of the Princefs, than (he 1 had been by bis relation; atiftwhen he had 
xendnedher thahksfor fo generous an apprehcnfion, Deri* told him, that he could' 
Uot better acquit himfelf of that devoird, than to acquaint berbyiwhat inchant- 
menthegotout of this adventure. Ifiiieli* having tefti lied by hcroilion, that D*- 
tuus impatience was hert, Jmfhmum profecutedhis Hiftory in this&anher. Sinde 
your Excellency will know how I was delivered, 1 am to let you uuderftahdj that 
to go from the place where my dooif had been pronounced, to thatwhbre it was 
to be executed, we were wfneccffity topafeby oneof the faces of die ^eraglio, arid 
my good 1 luck would have 14 ;hat when we came to that part, the Suluna 
jgoeat SAmumt daughter, 1 was leaning at a window, whereof fee had pulled up the 
grate, and feeing a for off . the multitude of people which accompariyed mej ahd 
who (emned: by their carriage to take part, with my misfortune, itcbanccdthat Ihe 
caft her cyeupoumy face^xnd that fee found fomethiqg in it which pegot a eori»* 
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fity in her, whereupon (he commanded them that condaftcd me to flay* and de¬ 
manded of them what crime i had committed; I knew afterward* (for then j un, 
derflood not the language very well )ithat owe among® them told her I was inno¬ 
cent, and recounted unto her by what miftap I was in that eftate, by aggravating 
with a great deal of vcbemcncy the chftinacy of fortune in chulmg me ftiUtand the 
conftancy which I had fhewed in this encounter. As long as thisdificoutfc lafted 
1 observed that (he confidered me very atteartvely^fo that pence wing by fome Words 
which I had already learned during the voyage, and by her.gdihu'e,that flip fpake 
of me, and that (he pictied me, I fluted her with a profound re(pe&v At length ,• 
Madam, the young Sultana AJierid was (o compafiionate and genefoUs , that after 
flie had asked, and knew of what Nation 1 wad, (he exprefly dunged them than coot* 
dnfted me, not to ftir from thence till they had order from the Grand SigAior her 
father. They, who knew both the rank and credit, which the Sultana had with 
SolimaM, were carefull not to fail in obeying herj in the mean time (he went'DO the 
Emperor her father, who was then very luckily in the old Seraglio, where file, wa^ 
and which is not inhabited but by the Mothers, Siftersy Daughters»and Aunts of die 
Grand Signior: There (he befought him to grant her the lue of a Have, that was 
an Italian, and innocent, whomthe Bafla Situs, had purpofed to have prefcBted un¬ 
to him, bat now would put him to death onelv to fcrecfor. an example. After 
<he had obtained the cffe& of her prayer, (he retted nut there, for (he reported fo 
nutty things of my conftancy and rdbluti6n to 5 f>//a»/a,asitbe^)t a defire in him 
to fee me} to that fending a command to deliver me, I received order by a Troche* 
man to go unto the Grand Signior. TQtcll yoa . Madam , what this change 
wrought in me would be to no end, fine* it is-eaue for you to judge, that he, who 
fo much defptfed life, received it not with much joy; and l dare fay, dwt I flood 
in more need of conflancy to refolvc to life, thus another Would have bad tore* 
folve to die: Howbeit Iwent to his Highhds, and whatfoevee averiionl had from 
lift, yet did I not forbear rendring him thanksfor gcanting it to me* When fieft I 
appeared before Sel/mdshe began to {peak tome s for wfaereasheknew before that 
I was of ltdiy, he belecved that. 1. would underftand a language, which atCmfidttr 
tiaefle they call the Franks toungs and fpoken diene by every., one for the comma* 
dkie of commerce, and which alfo I underload perft&iy, becaufe it is no other 
than a corrupted Italian. It was not,ior that this Prince, out of an extraordinary 
curiofity proper to thofe of hisNation, is nod acquainted, not onely with all the 
Orient dll tongues, but with the Sfdttifb, the French, and the Itdlid*; howbeit in re¬ 
ward he doth not exerci(e them, he underflands them only* without being able to 
Jpeak them with facilitic: nevcrthejels Imuftfor the prefent except the laft>.whkh 
in confide ration of me he learned after wardiYefy perfe&ly. : It was shea in that 
language,wheraf i have fpoken, that he demanded of me Whence I was, what vma 
my birth and profelfion, and by what adventure 1 came into die power of thsBaflfl 
Situm. lanfweredhim that I was,a podr /ra/nt* Gentleman, vrnofe lift: had nov 
dung remarkable enough wherewith to entbstam fo great a Prince} and that: the 
only chance of War had made me a flave at: Argier, where the Bafla had bought 
me not long after. I conftfs 1 had fomewhat adb todifguifo the truth, bi* being 
refohved that I would, never be beard fpoken of more, 1, did not tell wbatl Was# 
for fiar if it Had been known, and that ia had been difcoYcred how 1 could have 
given a fufficient great ranfomi, Intel!igence would have been (cut to. GtsouA of my 
being at Cmftdntuuplt. Solimantoldroe then, that I had fomething ia.tbe.atQ of 
myface, thatfhewedme great crthanl had delivered my ftlf to he, and-, that all the 
rales of phyfiognomy were falle, or I had qot fpoken fincerelyaoto him* I; net ca¬ 
ved this dHcoucTe with a great deal of refpeft and modefty} after which, he talked 
tome ofthecufloms of my country, of wary of fortifications} and when he parcel 
ved by my anfwersthat I was not abfohitely ignorant,r bough.inthia occafian Lwae 
not forward to (hew my felfvcry knowing, or ofanygreat:.wit: jthereis notauy 
goodast, or excclieot fcience, which he did not difeourfe with me about, foe the 
lpace oftwo hours that I had the honour to.bcwith him. Atlafl, Madam, thlfcgicas

•Prince W$$fo fatisfied of me, as he fent word to the Balia Strutt^ that having under* 
•flood he meant to prefent me unto him with three hundred flave. c , he remitted un¬ 
to him not only his three hundred Haves, but allured him that he would give 
himallb as many more fora recompence ofthefervicehehaddone him, in bring¬ 
ing me under his obedience: And when he had ordained that carelhould be t aken of 
me, he did me the grace to tell me, that I had fo neerly touched his inclination, as 
after hetiad given me my life, he would have given me me my liberty too, if he 
could have refolved to deprive himfelf lb loon of a perfon, which was agreeable to 
Aim. 1-muft cordefs that this gcnerofity came near my heart, and that I was almoft 
alhamed to receive fo extraordinary a favour with fo little teftimony of joys 
j retired then infinitely fatisfied of this Prince, and 1 was condufted to the quar¬ 
ter of the: Slaves that were deftined to his Highnefs , although I was not treated 
like them, having no other pain than that of wearing my irons. This revolution of 
fortune leemedfoftrange unto me, when 1 came to confiaer it, as I remained all 
the night in the admiration of tills prodigious adventnre: (What faidltomy 
lelf 3 hath deftiny refolved then, that I lhall pafs from one extremity to another ? 
It cannot .induremediocritie in myhappinefs,nor in my unhappinefs; and out of' 
an obfti nate rage to perfecute me, when it fees that I am refolved for thegreateft 
misfortunes, and that death pafifeth with me for a foveraign good p it withdrawes 
me from that Port, which I held to be moft fecure, to expofemetothetempefta- 
gain by apparent felicities: But it may be too ( faid I further figbing) that there is 
fotne jufticc in its crueltie; the temerity which I have had to love, and to hope to 
be beloved of themeft admirable perfon that ever will be, is not yet fufficiently 
punifoed; grief, defpair, exile, imprifonment, and certainty of death, are not tor¬ 
ment? proportionable chough to my crime, which being infinite, demands alfo an 
eternall chaftifemenuLct us fufler then (< continued I ) fince the incomparable Ifa- 
hella isnot fatisfied, and lee usaccept of the life, which is given us for apunUh- 
ment, andnot fora grace. It was after this manner, Madam, that 1 refolved to re¬ 
ceive all that fortune prepared for me,. with a defign no longer to oppofemy 
reafon againft her humors,' andblindly, and without refiftance, to obey this invifi- 
ble power, which mocks all human prudence; which puts us into the Port upon 
the point of fuflring (hipwrack; which precipitates us from the top of happinefs 
into the abylme of mifory ; which- overtumes Thrones; whichaeftroyo King- 
demes; which caufos Kings to die; and to fay all in a word, which foveraignly dtf- 
pofes ofthe whole Univcrfc. This refolotion being ftrongly eflablilhed inmy mind, 

1 found more tranquillity in my felf; and though I was alwaies infinitely fad, yet* 
for all that it is certain, that my melancholy was morefociable; and to fpeak truth, 
it was infome fort nccefiary that I fkould find my felf in this eftate; for So liman foi¬ 
led not to fond for me the next day to talk with him; and this focoud conyerfatio n 
having fatisfied him more than the firfl, there paft not a day after that, wherein I 
had not the honor to confer with him: Hiftory, War, Geography, the Mathema- 
tiques. Painting, and Mufick were theiubjeft of thefe entertainments: And where¬ 
as this Prince loves the Sciences paffionately, and that theOricntall people are 
notat this day adiftedto them, he was ravilbedtofeethatone ofhis Slaves was 
notif'horant in all thefe things; fo that I may foy with truth, that!here was not a 
man in all his Empire, whom he efteeniedmore than my felf. In the mean time I 
am to let your Excellencie underftand, fince you will know all my fortune, that 
in Galatia, in the fame place where was heretofore Angori, which the Antients 
called Senleucia, and which the Turkes at this prefont name Gielas-il, by corrupti¬ 
on of fpeech, there is an infinite multitude of Mahometan Religious men, called 
Z>enwyZ4rr^omprehending under that name all the divers kinds of thofe Solitaries, 
•which are found amongft them; but amongft the reft there are of them , which 
aretenned Calenders' y ' who are of a different (eft from the Demis, and that make 
a more particular profeflion of continencie and aufteritie: Of the number of thefo 
Calenders was one ZellebU , that is to foy, a Noble man, defoended frem Chax^ 
£ettasj or Chax.-Ha{fen> who lived in the time of Orchan , fecond Emperor of the 
* Turks, 
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Turkes, and that In his religion had been dicDifciple and Settarie of one Edebel) 
-who iwas thefirft inftitutor of all thofc MAhomeum devotions, which prophelied 
the Empire to Othrn**n> and his fuccelfors; and who in his time had been held for 
j'&nrnn of a velj holy life:' So that this Calender Zellebit , of whom I fpcak, a 
Jtirring and aaive itian , relying on the reputation of bis Prcdeceflors, began to 
-gainuntohim all thofc of his left, which were no fmall number; and under the 
.name and pretext of liberty, be madealmoft all NatolU to revolt. Soltman, be* 
ing advertifedthereof, failed not in fending a mighty Army thither; but the chance 
-ofWar fo favoured thofc revolters, as they defeated it in divers incounters, and 
*alfo killed fodieSangUes, or Governors of Provinces, who would have oppolcd 
-thcmfelves to this ledition, which under the pretext of the fanftity of thofc that 
-ratted ir,might at lehgth have proved dangerous to the Turkilh Empire. The news 
-ofthelaft defeat of the Grand-Signiors Troopcs was brought him a little while 
. -after 1 had the honor to belong unto him: And whereas the bad fucccfs of this Ci- 
.Vill War touched him more vively, than the lofs of a battel In aftrangeWar 
would have done, be refolvcd to go in perfon to punifh thefc rebells. And whereas 
he did not believe, that thefcifcditious were fo daring, as to oppofc him, he gave 
not himfclf the time to raifc one of thofc puiflant Annies, which ftrikes terror in- 
■ to! all the word, but contented himfclf with joyning his ordinary Guard, andfome 
. other Troops, which he took out of the Garifons, whereby he paffed to thofc that 
had raUicdcheuffdvts together after the lait defeat. Whence wa&rcady to depart, 

. he commanded.meto follow him, though none: of the reft of the Slaves befidcs 
had order to go: I will not tell you. Madam, all the particulars of this War $ for 
whereas I recount mine own H iftory, and not that of the Grand-Signior , 1 am to 
’^"'fpcakonely of thofc things, wherein I have fomeintereft.* You (nail underftand 
then, that ZeUtbis, the Chief of this fcdition, being fallen lick , had fbriaken the 
. Camp, and was retired into the Capitall City o tN*teli*) with the beft Troops of 
his Amiyj whereof Selim** having been advcrtifcd, he refolvcd to go andbefiege 
him; not doubting but if he could get him into his bands-he fhould eafily prevail 
over all the reft. This defign, having been approved of, was not long before it was 
executed; we marched dirc&ly to this City; approches to it are made; trenches 
are caft up; batteries are ratted; and inafcw daies the avenues to it arc fo well 
clofcd up, as it is impoffible for any body to gee in or out. At length, to abridge 
this narration, Zelltbit , being in a (hort time recovered , defended himfclf fo cou- 
ragiepfly, that after he had fuftained three aflaulcs with great lofs of ours, the be* 
fieged were ftill in cafe to make Tallies every day, which extremely incommodated 
our Army. During all thefc paflages I had divers times befought his Highnefs to 
permit me. to venture my life for his fcrvice , . which I could not obtain, Decaufc a 
Stove is not fuffred to bear armes: I lived then in this fort with a great deal of vex- 
. ation, to fee my fclf in a (hamefull idlenefs at fuch a time, when as occafions were 
fooftenprefented,wherein I might have dyed Nobly. As I was in this melancho¬ 
ly, the Grand-Signior, being much incenfcdto fee this Town hold out fo long, 

- refolved that his Army fhoula perifh there, or carry it by force; and for that effcft 
he caufcd a generall aflault to be given: And though there were a body of the en<v 

: mies Army in 'the field, be commanded neverthelefs that they (hould not care fo 
t much-fonthe guard of the T rcnches, as for the attacquing of the place; and the rea- 
fonof this was, becaufc the enemy had never appeared , nor hadufcd indeavour, 
-either to caft Troops into the City, or to raifc the fiege. In the mean time it hap- 
ned, that an hour after the aflault was begun, and that abpve twenty times there 
. had been already loft, and regained, five of fix foot of ground, which ytas to ren- 

- der Seliman Mafter of the Town, there was heard, notwichftanding the dreadfuU 
noifc of Cannons, ofarmet,and of the cries of them that fought, towards the 

. Grand-Signiors quarter a great volley of musket (hot, which put muchfcar into 

- our fouldiers hearts. Selim**) who was prefcnt at this fight for to give dirc&ion in 

S ierfon, confirmed diem the beft that poflibly he could, add after he had conunan- 
cd the Bafla Shun to' contidue the aflault, he went to fee what tbe matter was, 
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followed only by two thoufand Januaries, bat he teat quickly cleared in it, for he 
had not marched fifty paces, but that he Faw the rtft of his fouldiers come in dif¬ 
order, having avoided the fury of the enemy, Who was purfuing them ftill. Stli- 
htan no longer doubted then but that this Was ZtQtbi* his Army Which attacqued 
his Camp; and being a Prince of a great and generous fpirit, he purpofed to fight 
With them: But as he was ready to inarch direftly to the enemy, he was much fup- 
prized to behold from the ToWns fide, that not only his fouldiers had abandoned 
theaffault, but that Zellitris in the head of thoft of Chitmayaf went beating them 
before him in a terrible diforder. As for me. Who always followed the Prince with¬ 
out other arms than a light chain, Which I wore on oheof my legs, I afluredly be* 
lieVed thftthc was loft, as indeed without almoft a fupematurallafliftance it is cap¬ 
tain that he could not have efoaptd: He was clofed up in the midft of his ene¬ 
mies, his Army was difperfed,fear had feized upon his Troops,and if an advanta- 

f ious plot of ground had not been met withall to put part of his F orces, and his 
erfon in ftfety, this taifehief had been Without remedy. But, Madam, muff I tell 
you how it Was by Mv means, that this day, fo unlucky in the beginning, had a glo¬ 
rious chd’ Yc«, Madam, Imufttell it you, ahdfincemy valor was but an effect df 
my defpair, andthat ybu WCrt the caule thereof, it is juft to let you underi&ad 
howk wasbyycn tbatllkvedboth thclife, and the glory of great Aolinum. Re¬ 
member then, if you'pleaft, this verity in the protefs of mi's Narration, to the end 
Jtoay not fceaccuftd df vanity in delivering things which 1 had not executed 
Without you: IlhallteM you then , Madam, that in this univeriali diforder I 
conferred fo much judgement to eMerve, that on the left hand of that quar¬ 
ter Where We were, tbert was a place which Nature badfowdlfoidfied, as With 
very little defence it Was impcfilbleto be forced; I advanced then boldly to the 
Grand Signior,and matigrethe prefs 1 let him fee what 1 had already noted, and 
eaufedhhntoj^erccive,that‘hi attending t!he'rallying ofhistroops bemight be these 
Wot only in amrrance,'but ! in an eftatt toheep thdfe of thevownfrom .fanning with 
them that were withetkThis advice having farisfitd him, he commanded to §o and 
feiz on that plot} butasif the enemy had been acquaiBtcd wirh tkis dofign he advan¬ 
ced todifputeit with us. There it was. Madam, that 1 ceafcdvohefiave for to he a 
foldier,for having taken a fcimitarwhichlfound amongft’rhedeadbcdiesjlgot in¬ 
to the hesld df our troops,with fo muchrefolution,1k fo much-good. fortune,** i did 
things fbefe which I dare-not relate: infhe end,Madam ? ii rip wcd^curfoldiers with 
fuch valor,as reafuming courage woreptflfcdthcenerayj&fkiWtLcndieiplacejwhcre- 
©f l havealready fpdken to you.But when 1 faw Svtimtu hrfa&ty,I wentand caft my 
Celf amidftfomcof OUr forces,whidi W<re | fighting(ftill wifh thofe that were come 
nut oftheCity; and perceiving that our fouldiers were,preparing toflie, in hope 
ttvget totheplaceWherc£#//w#» Was, Ithrearned to hill them if .they returned 
notto thefight: This foextraotBititry a-difcourfe being fcccndedbyfomeeffie&s, 
which feemcdwarvelteosurttothem, they refolvcdto follow me: 'Behold ane then 
•the headof thij c<6UHgious Brigade,whom Icondu&cd fo fortunately, as I nude 
them carry that in two hours, whichawhole-Army could not do in fix Weeks be¬ 
fore. Atlaftj Madam/being refolvsd>to^perifh,or do-fome great matter, 1 fo hotly 
'purfued the enemies, that after we had killed a , great number of them, nude the 
-reft to Hie, and put fear into nil the remainder^ I drovethem even intosheir town. 
Where being entred alone with them, certainly I performed things, whiehmade me 
-plainly ft e, that defpair is morcpowerfuller than valor ; but whatfoever 1 could 
' nave dofle,doubtlefsl fhould have fallen thercifl had not callcd to;minde, that 
'the breach being abandoned, I might through thatplace caufe curforces ito enter) 
thither 1 made then with extreme fpced, and findingneme on th eft sm part Shut dlf- 
arm«d people, v ho were thereaffembiedto fee thefurcefs of ‘therbunnefs, leafily 
‘ got toit, and prefentlydlfcOverhigthofe which hadfollowedme tothe CityqgflOfc 
<1 erica unto thtin, 'V i ft cry, V i &Gry, for to oblige thmrtorurnhead towardsme: 
lyhenasthey knewnrifey nay fkves habit, they were fo furprrzed to fee meftill Ji¬ 
ving, a* no way doufctingbur dwt Iwaswuaitfcntby their, Prophet to feccottr 
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tlit!tri,tbey refofved to abandon me no more-; and fuperftition mingled it' felf fo 
happily amohgft them to excite their valor, as I can fay that I never (aw fouldiers 
mote" couragious: They came then umomc with incredible fpeed, and 1 trereno 
fpohermoiintedon the breach but I pulled down ah EnfignJ which the enemies had 
{et*up on the wall* to put one of Solimam in the place of. it; and having left fomc 
for the guard of the breach, l went with the reft to feizeon the gates of the. town, 
atld'thdr Magflzine'of Arms: The people no fooner heard, long-live victorious 
Sblmtn cried'in the ftreets, blit their weapons fell out of their hands, afluredly be¬ 
lieving that their Army was defeated, andthat the Emperors was in the Qity: 
Ih idie mean tiriifc Zellebi* ufed all h is endeavour to pu t heart into his fouldiers a- 
gain,but feeing it altogether impdfible,hcrcfolved to flic, fearing nothing fomuch 
as to fall aliVe into Soltmms hands. As foon as the people knew that their Dcfendor 
bad f 6 rfakenthefn,we had no further rcfiftance, exceptat the Gates, where fbme 
fouldiers were ftill in the guard, of them ; diis obftacle flayed us not long, for 
whereas we fought then with hope that the vi’&ory would .fell to the jufter fide, 
vve redoubl*l-our efforts Vvidt fo much ardour,as at laft we became Matters of the 
place. Things being mthistffate, and perceiving that I had not force enough to> 
Keep the people under, I thought fit to aavertife of it,. vVhp in the mean 

While had rallied one part of hit Army, which at length proved ftrongcnbugh to 
i-Vvithftand theEnemy, butnotto repulfc him, had not the happy news which t 
Tent them redoubled their^tourage : SohtMn caufcd the taking' of thejCity then 
to be preferitly publifhcd atnottgft the Troops; and promifed them the pillage of it 
if they performed their duty well. After this. Madam, they marched with a re- 
folution, which certainly vvas a prefage of the vidory had the enemies: flood to 
it, but having turned their eyes to the City, and feeing on the walls an Enfign with 
the Arms of the Empire in it, their couragebegan to abate, and foon after to give 
place unto fear ; for ZtlUbu upon his flying away had lent them word, that they 
mould not hazzard a Battell, for that theToWli was-loft, fb that they retired'; and 
although thae 5V/wM» purfued them a while, their Chieftain was fo cunningin his 
Trade, as it wafcimpoffiblc to ingage them ; in«he fight, or to keep diem from ma¬ 
king an honourable retreat 5 for Solmta»’ beholding from an eminent place, that 
they v ere gbing to take a wood, where 'it would have been dangerous to purfue. 
them, and feeing likewife that it was almoft night, he returned to the Gamp: And 
whereas he had already fent me troops enough, that I might no longer fear the re-, 
volt of this people, I went to affurchim that!'had takeh luch order, as tie might; 
by the breath enter into this rebellious T own: To tell you, Madam, how- mis 
Prince received me would be an impoflible thing; he careffed me with fo touch 
goodnefs, he commendedme fohighlyyandrfahdfo many times that he owed both, 
his life and his honour unto me, as his praiKe farfurpaffed that which I had done t 
And obferving that I hadftiUapiece of thechain on,' whichi hadbroughc baclb 
with me, from the fight, heconimanded it inftantly to be taken off. But feeing that* 
he could not forbear fpeakingbf me, andalfofy? asking me feme particularity of 
this adion, 1 befoughtnim to think rather of'conferving that -which fortuite had 
given him by my hand,' 'than any further tocommend a vi feory, for Which he.was. 
toore ingaged to'his own good nap, than to my valour. This Prince grew, fud- 
denlyfilenthereupon, whereof I could not imagine thecaafe; but I was not Jong 
in this uncertainty, for Sohmmzktt he bad muted a little,began tofpeak,a«d tell 
me, how he was much troubled that his Religion would not permit him to give a* 
ny command tofuch a manasl was, and that it forced him to do an injuftice, and 
tolhew himfelf ingrate full, by conferringthat cn another which I had acquired^ I 
befoughthimthen to believe, that if his Highnefs was fatisfied, fo was I, and that l 
afpired to no other glory thanthat ofpleafingand fencing, him. He Appointed 
th« Sttdac of N/ttolia xhenxo go and command in the Town ; and left the fehr of 
ehaftifementfhould carry the Inhabitants to any revolt, he charged him to keep the 
fouldiers all night in Arms, and he ordained the feme! in'.his Camp, die Enemies 
not being fo fax. off, but that it-rriight be feared thpy might make ufc of the adyaif- 
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tL which the oWiority of the night rate them to come a»d beat up feme of oat' 
Quarters. After this he mule a fagn tor every one to withdraw} I have o- 

Svcd like the reft, buthe let me know; that this Commandment extended not to 
die, and that he defired I fhonld ftay with him. It was then, Madam, that Salma* 
Amounted my iufenfibility,by forcing me to begin to ftrve him with amity, and 
not with a fimple acknowledgement, as i had done before; and indeed to fpcak 
tnnh, one tmift have renounced allreafonnotto have been moved wuh fomush 
reneroficy. He intreated me not as his Slave; he fpake not to me as to hijinfen- 
Sr • °he cartfled me not as his equall, but as if 1 had been an hundred degree* 
above Him, both in my birth, in my merit, and,in my valour: And to teftifie unto; 
me that this difeourfc was not a flattery wherewith he meant torecoropence me,he 
Siare to me that it would be Iona of me if I did not reign in his Empire as abfo- 
lately as he himfelf, andconjured me to furmfh him widi the means foe it, becaufo; 
Without me he fhould be conftraincd to be ingrateful , fortune being fo muchhis 

•nemn, as he could not do good to the only man he loved, if I were not willing, 
SitSfo. Atlaft, Madam, after an hundred of themoft conjuring proteftwons 
Aaccnbe imagined, and after he had prayedme above m hunditd times npt to 
ahinkiU of him for the propofnion he Wasgomgto make me ,hcundertook to 
oerfwade me to ouitmy Religion, for to .unbracehis, becaufc, faid he, without

happy of qiem Acre not being a more crutll amentum (cont iwcdhe} fora ge¬ 
nerous Prince, than fiot to be able to recompence a gallant aftlop, and to be con- 
ftrainedto leaveaperfon in fervitudewhomhc loves, and whom he eftcems fo 
much, as to divide his Empire with him. After that this Prince bad fold all that 
aeneraStv afad affeftion could make one to fey in a like encounter, I befought him 
Sot to afmft himfelf on jnftly,fince 1 was going to give him ^mwwto r^omuencc 
memot only for the fcrvfces Ihad rendred him,but for aHthofe which I&ouldrcn- 
derhiin in time to come. Hereuponfuch a joy appeared whis fece, as fully aflured 
me that he bad expreffed the meaning ofhishcart, but« con turned not long,when 


mv Reiigiomthat I demanded irons of him,to teftifie that l wouldnotgo out.of his 
fervicts&that I befought him not to ask anymore of me athing,whichl woplduot 
doe for thepoffeffion ofthe Empire of the whole world, forfear I (hould be uifoi> 
ced to difplcafe and difobey him. What 1 feid Selinum unto me, (hall I give ehames 
to my Deliverer 1 feall I retain him ftill to be a Skye tb* makes me to reign ? 
fealll bind the hands o£hhn that hath crowned me f and with a ftrange mjuftice 
jhalll make him a captive that hath made me viftorious? No, nq, u fe«U notbc 
f a id that I could not rccompcnce them,' that have fcrved me, hut with a fhamcfoll 
fervitude: The demand. Which thou haft made me, is worthy of thy generofitjr, but 
this recommence would be unworthy of So Urn*. He had queftioalefi proceeded fur¬ 
ther, had he not obferved my countenance to change, and fearing that he had dil- 
plcafcd me, he began to ask me pardon, when as I perceived that m wounded 
Lthe left aim by the Wood that trickled out of the fleeveof my habit, fothat; 


dimt an? thine 1 could fey he would needcs fee my wound fcarched, which was no* 
found dangerous, but which might have been fo, had the dreffing of it been any 
longer retarded, his a ftrange thing that I did not perceive it, and if the pro¬ 
portion which Sdimm made unto ret, had not moved me to violently» 
as to make my wound burft out a bleeding, I believe that I had^ gone away 
without heeding it. Sohma* caufed me to becariedintoaTeni* vttkfonuta 
itarcn as one would have faid * that 00 the confctvat ion of nay life ocmbM Aitf 
of his. I began then to beno longer regarded te a Slave, but as the favourite of 
she Emperor; every one obferved ana careffed me, and even he tbanhad. 
bought hie, that had laid me in irons, and had condemned me to die, was one of the 
moft careful! of my health. In the meantime Stlim** entred the next day mtothe 
Town with aJ 4 the ceremonies of a Prince, that is Vanquifher of lus rdseluouifim^ 
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jefts: The principal inhabitant* were brought before hina boundto clwdnes,, and 
proftrated with their faceson the ground, ; h e informed bimfelf m-cfeBtlyof the 
quality of their crime, be diftineuifhed thqfc ,, that had r.eypkedon* of malice, 
from mofe that had been, ingaged in it out of weaknef*, eatfi bjl % gopdnefc quit© 
contrary to the maxima at Tyrants, the Live & of fiivq ©eft* ofthemofi culpable far 
tisfi^d for the offence of all the re#; andhethewed 40 example of cl emeoclfe Whecq 
others would have (hewed one ofcmclfyundier the name©* jufticc. Butwhqrceaho 
had promifed the pillage of the T own to t&foiiJdicr%, h* wowid not, gbwthora* 
caufe to eomphtin in a time when as the cfti'd iiuhahcWjppitberwould, 
he alfo Ice them charge thetnfclves withbpoty, knowing well that the iaciching of 
an Anny.’& the deftroying ofitj, fp that to content dumbotcauffd them sob* told, 
that he was ready tokeephUprowii'e with them, but judging: it not fit> ha* 

ving efcaped &om bis revenge, that they (houid load tb?mielve$ with unprofitable 
lumbar, fence they could neither carry it away, nq* fell i| s being contained,tofok 
low the encroyihc offered to give each of them three, mowhes pay, and ptomMed 
them befidcs not to return to Cmfianmayb without reepim pc nclng their courage. 
The fouldicrs accepted of this propofitio^ and that theyhiigbs not have leifijre to 

repent then?» Salma* made them march away d»me dayerafter* haying le^» 

(hong Garifon in the Town to hinder any new rebellion- He had the goodness to 
defire to know alUJoft every bower in. what efia.ee 1 W#i id that hawingI^aenaflured 
my wound would not keep me from following him* he teftified a .greatdeal ofjoy 
for it. We marched then dirc&ljf to the enemy, having discovered by opr (count 
where he was: But whereas ZetUbuy-who had ioyued himCflfto his Trop.M* would 
not hazard a battcll lightly, be alwaies ayoyded with dexterity every place,where 
he might be inforced to fight; and as he funnipj; qnp malicicps, fp he invented 

a trick that Succeeded happily with him. >1? (aw welh that the Grand Sjgoir.$ prp- 
fcocewasthc foul of his Array; that his very fight iwpirqd val»e into pis fopldit 
ers; and that it would he hard to vanqujlh them > as long $ he (bou|d he a wimeGl 
of their courage; that he alone could heap wealth end honpr on them: He fern then 
with allfpccd fome of hit faftion to Qat>fta*t*>*otk , %q foyr a «in;oi? them that Safa 
ma* was dead; that his Troops were defeated^ that he W4$ declared Emperor ;nuv 
king no. quefiion,out of the knowledge he had of the W turbulent humor, 
which alwaies remained for the guard pf the Seraglio, but (hat they would make 
fdmediforder^hnt might recall Sohmw to‘ Qaiaftwwth » at indeed dut fed and 
fidft news was no (ooner publithcd tfiere,lmt it prefepcly begot a terrible epadufipOf 
TheOmnd Vifier did all that he couW,tp J«ew from whence th4 mmoe waaeome* 
to appeals the jWwr/er , affur;ng them that he bad no notice at all of what they 
were made to believe; but that, which he thought to remin them by > did hut fa* 
cents them the more, and confirm them in their »P«4«V For ( fidd they >if Slfa 
limn were not dead, the repprt qfhis yiform would fl?*eb evcphidW; SPcpor 
dufion4»e whole $eraglio» add all the people were iuteare** and aU the ’hm^a 
in arms * But when the Grand Vifier, fecondfd by fpme of the people, and by fome 
oft!wou|d have ©ppofed them, they turned adwir fi«iy> according 
' to their £uftom,ag*inft the J*&f and the Cbt>fiwns r they plupd«dal| ghfiir hour 
fe^,they demolifhedtheir Qhappells, they let f§meof them on fire, add-in this 
oonfufion making no diftin^ion betwixt a T*rk and a Cfxiftinb Uttle jach^i bus 

th« they bad pillaged aliCe^w»riw/f, yea they almoft <4u# enterprise to force 
the Seraglio.. But in the midfi of this diforder the Grand Vjfier received4 tfapar 
feom SaitmMy which adverted him of the happy fnccefs pf hie Armc? 1 wheend 
he (houid ad vertife his SubjeHs theeewhhsfo that being a&iFed of the verity of thy 
matter, he went into the ftreets, crying akuda that Salima* lived, that Stfmm was 
vi&orioMs, and that Salima* would hr fiiddenly m Cmtfmtwfj*. He. ^rnnounend 
thefe words with fo much joy, as they made fmz impreffion fa the minds .of the 
Jm&aria ; and having Afwcd the Grand Signiore better tnfrnte of *hoB» this 
cruth was no longer doubted of any body. The mofi (editions and the mo# 
lafplept were thy m# amazed; |hp name.cjf Salima* fefforfd to them that 
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which avarice and violence had banifhed from them 5 they threw down their arms, 
and craved pardon 5 howbeit there were fome of them, who fearing to tender that 
which they had taken away, mad^ftrange Propofitions : But the Grand Vifier be¬ 
ing wife and prudent, thought it would be better to make them hopefor Grace, 
than to make them (land indread of ebaftifement, for fear left putting them in dc- 
fpair they fhould be carried again to fome new violence. He promifed thdn then 
tofpeakto theGrand Signior forthem, and to allure him that the news of his. 
death had foaffli&ed them, as not able to be revenged on thole who they believed 
hadcaufeddt,they would at leaft be revenged on the enemies of his Religion: This 
difeourfe began to ealm their fpirits, and whereas this multitude feems always ill 
fuch like encounters cd hivebut one foul, which makfes them operate, though they 
be compoledt)f pcrlbnS of different thoughts, they fuffered themfelves at length to' 
be perfwaded that their crime fhoiild not only be unpunifhed, but alfo be rctotn-, 
pencedyas a mark oftheir Zeal and affc&ion. In the mean time the Grand Vifier 
difpatched away with fptedto Salmon to advertife him of thisdiforder, and to bc- 
feech his' Highnefs if hit affairs would permit it, to retard unto Cofiftanunoale^ for 
■fear- fome new {edition fhould arife there j how it was unlikely, that'the Chrifti^ 
ans, Jewes, and fuch Turks as had been plundered, (hould not complain of the out¬ 
rage had been done thetn^ arid that thefe complaints fhould not be purlued with a 
new mlfchief : He informed him alfo, that tnc affairs of Hungary went riot very 
Well, arid that his prefence was neceflary for the good of things. Soltman received 
thisunpfcafing news with a great deal of grief, being ferry to leave the viftory o- 
ver Ze Habit toatiother, howbeit he judged his return to be of too great importance 
to be deferred; lo that after he had given the command of the Army to tne Baffk 
SittAMy UnA inftru&ed him with the order that he would have him to hold, we de- 
paitedfbr CanfrantimfU with as little'company as pofllbly we could, to die end 
theAririy might riot be weakned, I fay we departed. Madam, for fince that fortu¬ 
nate day wherein my defpair was lo advantagious for me j I was infeparable from 
Salmon ; f had a part in*ll hisfecretsfhe told meall his thoughts, and mv advi¬ 
ces, and my counfeHs iriade up moft of his refolutions. His return to Canftantino- 
tle produced many effefts there, he gave joy to the innocent, fear to die guiltie,and 
nope to the Jewes ard Chriftians; and truly all thefe appriehenfions were not ill 
grounded, lor he rewarded thofe that had been faithfull unto him; he feverely pu- 
nifhed the feditious f he caufed all that had been taken front the jewer and Chrr- 
ftians to be reftored to them ; he made their Chappells and their Houles to be re- 
edified; and fortheir goods which they had been robbed of, and corild not be 
found,hepstidthqnWlth'hisownmoney. After this , Madam, tranquillity was 
more folidly eftablifhed in Canftanttnaple> than it was before ; yet did not the Em¬ 
peror judge it fit to return into Notalto by reafon the affairs of Hungary would not 
fuffer him to be fo far abfented firom it. During this iriteryall I had the honor to 
talk every day with Salmon^ and to receive fo many marks of his amity, as I could 
too longer refufe him mine; but whatfoever good will he bore me Of I may be 
permitted tofpeak fo) he could not forbear perfwading me to be of his Religion, 
whereunto l to ftrorigly oppofedmy felf, in letting him fee the ridiculous errors 
which it teachcth, 3 s not ,able to make him angry With me, I forced him many times 
tolaughat them. In the mean time it hapried, that one morning he fern an extra¬ 
ordinary exprefs for me, and juft as I entred into his chamber, a Baffa, named Ru~ 
ft 4 », who hath maried a daughter of Sotimans, and is a cunning and dextrous man, 
entred in alfo with me: When I was come in ^Salimon told me,that he had bought a 
pifturc of a Merchant, that was come from Tour is, which he would fhew me, for to 
Know whether hc had nbt been cozened^ and whether k were true that he had skill 
in painting: Hegavemethen « cafe covered with Diamonds, which 1 opened 
witn fo great a tranfport, as if Salman had had a quiet fpirithe had perceived it j 
•for, Madam, if one nray fay, without blafphemy , that there is any thing in the 
world which doth refembleyou, it is certainly this pourtrait; and whereas the 
pi&urcwhidh you gave me was taken from me, 1 believed atfirft that it was it. 
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and that to prefent ittothc Grand Signiocithadbecrtput intaa richer cafe ; and 
rhac "which lerved to deceive me too was, that as yon had drawn youriHf like an 
j 4 mdx*n, fo was this alio : But at length, after that th& firft trouble of mine ima¬ 
gination was appeafed, 1 diftinftly perceived that die eyes of the incomparable 
ffeiell* had a fire which did not appear fti.thefe of this pi&ure, and that tYh re- 
fcasblasce was very iaperieft. It is certain n<verthel£fs. v that the whole Orient 
hath never feen fo fair a perfonr; alfd when Solimav demanded of ine, whatt 
thought of it, 1 was condemned to tell hiOijhaw X did pot believe that Greece had 
ever produced any thing fo marvellous* ThoO wilt not { be ajhwbheddspjk (aid he 
untome, that Stlimtn is charmed with it, and that he.'l?j£^yed curioufly to in* 
form hiatfeif whether the Or iginall be as perfeft as the Pifyjre; fpr if the Painter 
hath not flattered this maid, continued he, I ant the mo^ amorous gi, pien^ and! 
cannot live without pbfleffing her. I confcfs that this : difcourfc wrpqacd me* 
for though it might have beeii faid in a gallantry, yet 1 certainly knew by the man* 
nerof Seimans fpeakiog that he had his heart touched- He would have me ac¬ 
cord with him, that the Pbyfibgminy of this perfon y vas.fp#fttnall; that lthad a 
certain airof Rexel ***the Sultana Queep, whom he had fomuchfovcd»and for 
whom he had (till fo much rcfpeQt: 1 Jtnow well, faid &• Appas* unto me, how it is 
incomprehcnfible, that be’ which hath the flirrft Women pf thewodd in h4 power, 
fliould become inamoured, itnuy be of the i«iagma^fonof a Pinter , jmd due a 
mixture of colours, which cannot make but,a dumb im*&9 jbonld force me to for¬ 
get all themoftperfeft and the moft chairoingfoat 1 UavC'fom, yea, and Rex tie** 
too, whom I love more than my life. I know well enough betides, continued he, 
that this perfon may be fair, and not be very, amiable; that the may have defers in 
her minde and in her humour, which her pifture doth iw>t,(hcw me t that thus 
fweetnefs which is in her eyes, is not peraoveeture in her heart ; thaf thismajefty 
which appears in her fece, doth cover it maybe a vyuJvdapd bafe foul; and to 
fay all, that Ike is quite contrary to that I believe her to be ;|lut in the end I am 
compelled to this inclination by a fupcriorpoyvcr, which will not permit me to 
wkhftand my fdf: It is not becaufe I knovv notvvelj eppngh what is reafoo, but 
it is becaufc in this incounttr I cannot follow it: He prayed me that 1 vvpuld 
counfeli him, fo as it were according to bis defvre. Ikpew yvell bythifcUfoQurlc 
that this pafiion was too violent to be oppofed, fo a 5 ! pnfyfaidtQhfm*«»at the 
fieft thing which his Highncfs ought to do yyqs to inform hinuclf whqcc ? fhe Mer¬ 
chant had met with this fair objeft of his love, to tj»e ; end. be might, be afluredt 
the Painter had dealt faithfully. He told me then, how that man bad t already ac¬ 
quainted him that this perfon was named felix***- that (be was the daughter of 
theGavcmor cf Ai*xn*derv *; that (he livqd with Axuamir* , qldcft daughter to 
Teebmat, Sophy of Prrfug who it was thought wasia love with her but the re¬ 
poet was, that Felix***, by reafon of fome fccret inclination, or for fomc feafonr 
that was not known, did not receive the afteftion of that rrince favourably^wbere- 
fore this beisgfo,he refolved tq fend R kfiett in diiguife fog to fee her, to .offer” her 
eh the magnihceuoev of the Semglioj or if (he would opt receive them 
to bring her away by force, which would nothc hard to cfo, beeaufe he hadfoarat 
by another, that the Princefs Axiemiret -with whom mclived, went almofl every 
yeerto M exen i e ren, which is lituated op foe bajfo of the CV/^ww Sea- I faty vcry 
well after this difoourfe, that being generons l waf npt to dfoajUe my opinion In 
fo important an occaiion; I took then the liberty to fay unto^haMv rathe gentled 
terms I could choofe, tbatto ufe this violence was in fomefortto violate tuefjiW 
of Nati(»iu, and to be wanting.to cxa& jidiice; and thac if Techmet was never fo 
little fenfibk of it, the fire of his love might be likely to kindle that of war; and 
that peradventure his Highnefit might ope day repent that a pifture hadcat^fdjhe 
(bedding of his Sub)efisDiocjd» R*fi** } whofaw thatby detiroying the Emperors 
defign (would take away his knploymeBt from him, afliifed tjV Grand. Sigpioc, 
thsunc would putPe/i^ew into, his hands without theSc^hy of Per Fees eyer dis¬ 
covering udut was become of her; that he knew admoft an Madpw)ted mf4 n w 
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exeeutethat which he had faid, provided he would give him a Veffell well fumifh- 
ed with all things neceflafy; that he would caufc all his fouldiers to be attired 
like Slaves, to the end they might be the lefs miftrufted; that as for him, he would 
alfo attire himfelf like a Merchant, and lade his Veffell with all that was moftiare 
at CmftdHtimfle of the commodities of 1 Enrope, and moft proper to touch the in* 
clination of women ; that after this he hefought his Highnefs not to command 
him to fay more, and to be contented with the Oath that he made him to return 
him his head at his feet, ifhcdid not bring Felixan*. This promife did fo foods- 
the paffioh of the Emperor, as not able to-keep himfelf fromfollowing ia, he had 
the goodnefs to ask my pardon if he did not fobmit his ienfe to mine, t elling me 
how 1 had at leaftthis advantage, that he confeffcd I hadreafon,and that he would 
remenjberhoW his glory was dear unto me, fince I had been fo generous, as not to 
ftar to offend him in oppofing my felf to the injuftice of his defign j that in the 
mean time we fhould deal in fuch fort as RaxeUtut might have no notice of it. In 
the end. Madam, Ruftmt had the equipage he required for this goodly corvqueft,and 
I had more civilities than I deferved. Howbeit Salim** wasconiirained alittle af¬ 
ter the' departure of Ruftk* to interrupt his amorous thoughts, for to think of the 
affairs of Jf/tioli*, which fincC his return to Cenftantinopte were very much rhanyfl j 
for as fooh as ZellthU Had been advertifed by his Spies, that the Emperor was de¬ 
parted, h’e took as much care to joyn with nis enemy, as he had ufed before to a- 
void him : And whereas Situtn had order to give battell, when occafion fhould 
ferte fot* Hi the two Armies were not long before they incountred together. If one 
lhould al,w ayes judge df the event of the fight bythc number of the Souldlers, it 
is certain that theBafla would have vanquifhed Zettebis, who had a great many 
fewer than he, b.ut he wajfo unfortunate, and according to fome, of fo little under- 
ffanding, that he let the .enemies Army take all the advantages of the field, whe¬ 
ther it were for the fitdation, or the wind, which draveall the duff and the fmokc 
in the faccsof ours, whereby they were extremely incommodated. It hapnedalfb 
that when rhe Battell began, the Sun was covered with clouds, fo that the Bafla Si- 
tun not having obfervea on which fide it was, or not having fore-feen that it 
might break forth,he placed his fouldiers with their eys juft againft ir,whofoon af¬ 
ter perceived that this light which blinded them, kept them oftentimes from being 
able either to ftrike their enemies, or to avoid their blows. At laft,Madam,the Sun 
cleared the defeat of the Bafla, and the triumph of Zellebis, and the Emperors Ar¬ 
my was fo routed, as in above eight days after a thonfand fouldiers were not found 
together. This news very much afflided So liman-, and whereas I was the only con¬ 
fident of his plcafure, ana of his grief, I received order to come unto him ; but I 
was fcarcely'entred into his Cabinet, when as he fell to asking of me, whether I 
would have him diflionoured? Whether I had refolvedto let that be loft which 
I had gotten i Whether I had taken the Capitall Town of Natolia to forve for a 
retreat to a coward, which had blemifhcd the glory of his Arms ? For at length,, 
laid he unto me , the Bad* Strut* is retired thither, after he hath loft a battell^ and 
after he hath let mine enemy take the Arms of the Empire : Now judge, Ibrahim, 
continued he, what I am to attend from thee; thy valor bath once already efta- 
bliflied my glory, it is, again by tfaee that I muff hold it; from thy hand it isthat 
I will have'the hcadof Ztllebu, and from thy arm that I look for viftory: Oppofe 
thy fclf no longer then againft my will; nor can I ever rcfolve that thou fhouldft 
quit me; I love thee too well, or to lay better, I love my felf too well to give thee 
liberty to go out of my State. Rcfolve then for that which 1 have fo often deman¬ 
ded of thee, and which I dare not almoftexprefs more clearly unto thee, for fear 
of grieving tbee; at length Ibrahim, take a Turbant and a Scimitar, and after- 
that, I make thee the chief of my Empire, mincentmies are fubdued, and Solmutn 
is contented. It is certain, that the manner wherewith this difeourfewas pronoun- 
ced fomtwhat moved my minde, but it is true neverthelcfs that it never (baked my 
foul $ I befought therEmperor not to hearken fo much to the affc&ion he bore 
me, but that he wo uld alfb hearken unto reafon; that the firft blinded his judge¬ 
ment. 
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ment, in perfwading him that I was capable of great things 3 but the fetond (hew" 
ed him clearly* that he demanded of me a thing, not only unjuft, but inipoflibleto 
an heart asinine was: For, my Lord, faidL unto him, our thoughts depend noc 
upon our wills; that which we call faith amongft us, is a grace that comes from 
above, and is not acquired by naturall knowledge 3 it is a thing then which can 
not be forced; it is a prefent from Heaven which is to be conferved with the 
perill of ones life, and which is not under the dominion of Kings : Let thy 
High nets pardon me then if I refufe thee a thing which I would not doe for the 
poileihon of the whole Univerfe, no nor at the light of a death, the mod; terrible 
and mod dreadfull that can be. If Khould refute thee, continued I, either my 
blood or my life, whicharethe only things whereof lean dilpofe, I (hould think 
my felf guilty of the blacked ingratitude that ever was; but being far from fo 
bafe a thought, I mod humbly belecch thee permit me to go and affront the Army 
of the enemy, to tty, the firlt of all, his fury and his rage, and if it be poflible to 
grapple with- Zellebis^ and facrifice his life to thy vcngeauce, or mine to thy fer- 
vice. Thy Highnefs hath but too well made known unto me, how thou remem* 
bred that when I was loadcn with chains I had the good fortune to vanquUh thine 
enemies; do thou judge then by what I have done, of that which I will do in this 
occafion, whenas fo many tedimonies of affe&ion render me indebted to thy Great* 
nefs, and that being no longer fettered with irons, I may make ufe of all my ad> 
drcls, and of all my force: Let a Scymitar then, my Lord, be only given me, and 
Jcc me be placed in the formoft rank of thine Army; and to oblige thy Highnefs 
from requiring that only thing of me which I can refufe thee, do but confidcr ferl- 
oufly, and confult with thy mod fecrct thoughts, and then demand of thyfel£ if 
the good hap of Chridcndont had been (uch, as that thou wert powerfully perfws^* 
ded of the truth of our Religion, whether thou wouldd be capable of changing it 
for the conqued of all the world: But it is too much importuning thy Highnefs 
to ask a juft thing of thee with fo many reafons; and it is, as it were, to commit a 
crime to make any dpubtof obtaining it. Soliman heard me with a great deal of 
unquietncfs,andwhcnIhaddonefpeakinghe was a pretty while without anfwe- 
ringrae : And although the thoughts of men are hard to be tuiown, yet I well 
cbferved, that choler, reafon, and amity reigned fucccflivcly in his heart; .but at 
length, after he had difputed with himl'elf, he faid unto me with fomewhat a more 
quiet countenance. That not being able to change his mind, nor being able like* 
•wife to rid himfclf of the affeftion he bare me, he had found out an expedient 
which I could not refufe him, unlcfs I were refolved to incur his hatred; and 
which he would grant me, if the Muffoi, who is the head of their Religion^ 
thought he might do it without offending the Prophet. He propounded then unto 
me, only to take the habit of the Turks, to the end that being believed to befo> he 
might confer Charges upon me, and keep me about him: And to perfwade the 
people that I had changed, my Religion, he would fo order it, that the MMfbti 
(hould affure all me world, that he nad performed the ceremony of it in private in 
the Mofqueof the Seraglio ; that he was confident this man loved his head too 
well to reveal a fecrct of fo great importance ; that in the mean time 1 might live 
a Chriftian tinder the habit of a Muffulman, and render him the happieft Prince of 
the Earth. I confef;, that I had more ado to anfwer to this laft propofition, than 
.to the other; howbeitl requefted him to remember, that dilSmulation was not to 

f ;o fo fab as to the Altars; that love and war did many times permit fuch things, 
ut that Religion required much linccrity ; and that in the lame which 1 profeu 
led, there was an exprefs Commandment to publifh it openly. I would have pro* 
xccded, but choler fo formouuted the Sultan, as 1 was conftrained to hold my 
peace, for fear of incenfing him further. I well enough perceived, that amity had 
ftill aplacein his foul, maugre his fury; 1 faw tears of fpight and kindnefs In 
bis eyes, and how violent foever his difeourfe Was he always intermingled, things . 
amongft it, which made meeafily difcem,diathe had an affeftion for me which 
could never be deftroyed. He laid unto me then with a precipitated voycc,that I 
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fhould make no further reply unto'hirti; that all the grace he could do Rtevns to 
permit me to go and cohfult with the Patriarch of Cenfisutirteple, and the. Religi¬ 
ous men of’/Vwt, about an occafion wherein they had as much intereft as I; for it 
maybe,faidhe unto me, after I have favoured them fo much iri confederation of 
thee, 1 may very well deftrdy them for the fame caufo, and on them revenge my 
felt" of thy infenfibility, ana of the anger 1 am in for that I cannot leave loving 
thee, to the end thou mightft punifh thy felf: But go, continued he , and let me 
hear thy laft refolution within twodayes: for otherWife I (hall be able to take one 
Which nuy make thee repent, that thou haft fo ill acknowledged the affeftion that 
] lfili bear thee, maugre thy obduratenefs. When he had given over (peaking , I 
withdrew with a profound rCfpeft, and confidering with my felf what I had to do, 
it feemed juft unto me not to rely upon mine own proper fenfc in a matter of (b 
great importance. Thofe menaces of Selims* would not have (haken me, had 
they been addreft to no* e fave my (elf, but the fear of involving fo great a number 
of innocents in a miichief, which ought not to have regarded any but me, made 
me refolve fo have retouifc unto the reafon of ethers, mine not being free enough, 
norfufficiendy diiinte refled to operate juftly in this incounter. The avernort 
which Ihadfor life, being ibfent from you, helped to perfwade me too, that my 
Religion permitted noc that which was defired of me. I aflembled then the Patri¬ 
arch of the Greek Chuich, and his principall C-alviers , for the Latin is not yet 
eftablifred in CohjUntiHofle $ and Whereas 1 had feen them oftentimes after I was 
there, I propounded the matter unto them, with all the circumftances which I be¬ 
lieved wasneceflary to tell them, to the end they might the better tinderftand the 
Importance of the affair: I let them know the extreme affeftion which Solman 
bare me i the menaces he tifed agalnft them in confideration of me 5 the promifti 
) had received from him if I did that which he defired; at laft I expofea the mat¬ 
ter fincerdy unto them juft as it had paft, and without difguifing my fenfc I gave 
them to underftand, that -provided tney might be in fafcty, I fhould be glad they 
Would find that I could not (atisfie Solirmn but with the lofs of my life. They be*- 
ganadifputetheh, which lafted a good while; they would nottruftto their me¬ 
mories, wit would Jodk over their books, and not judge tumultuoufly of the affair. 
The opinions Weredividcd for an hour and more, ana either fide fcemed to have 
very ftfong reafons to maintain their party; but in the end the Patriarch told them, 
that as amoneft us we daily fee religious men fent forth in the habit of Merchants, 
or Cavaliers,for the converting offouls,fo the fame difguifoment might be permit¬ 
ted to one, provided it were for the fame caufe, and that the (ole intereft or Cbri- 
ftendom tarried me to this deceit, which certainly would bring me tohappinefs 
inheaveg, and toglory oh earth, if icould refolve to execute it generoufly; that 
the power which I Had over the fpirit of Selims*, might peradventure be fo great, 
as to make him doubt of his Religion; that it. may be his converfion might be 
rtfervid for me; and that if this fhould happen, it would render the greateft for- . 
vice to Chriftendoin that .ever was rendred unto it ; that thereon peradventure 
depended thi fafety of ah hundred thoufandperfons; and that in conclufion his 
advice was, that I could nbt fail in this occafion. This opinion being become gc- 
nerall amongft them, they conjured me tofubmitmy fonfeto theirs, in fatisfying 
Selim**, and that they Would ingage their confidences tome, that mine ihoula be 
difehargedof all fault in this incounter, fo as I let not my felf be blinded with 
greatneis, and that the proteftion of Chriftendom were the only motive that car¬ 
ried me to this difguifement. 1 did what I could to oblige them to change their 
advice 5 1 made an hundred objections, and an hundred demands to them; I told 
diem, thht although I fhould not bear arms againft Chriftendom, as I was folly re¬ 
folded not to do, yet I fhould not alwayes forbear hurting it, if 1 forved in other 
occasions, becaufo 1 fhould ftill be augmenting the Turk i(h Empire. But they .told 
me, fo as I carried the war to the ftrfisns, it would atnufe Selimsn unprofitably for 
bimfolf, and profiubly for the Chriftians; for that the conquefts which the Turks 
made upon the Ptrftsxi, could never, through a kinde of extraordinary fete, be 
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CQnfcrvcd by them; that in this fort occupying S oilman in that war, it would de¬ 
prive him of the means of turning his Arms againft Chriftcndom ; that of two 
evills the leaft wasalwaycs to be chofen; and finally, that I fiiould inmy perfon an- 
fwer for the miferies which Ihould arrive unto them, if I didnotyeeld a blind 
obedience to what they ordained, vvhenas I fufficiently knew that reafon would 
have it to be fo. 1 was forced then to follow their directions, and to go unto 5*- 
liman, after I had been inftru&ed by them concerning all.thatl was to do. As for 
that Prince, when he had propounded the matter to the Afupbti in fuch terms as 
teftified that he defired it, he that made no ether ufe of the Religion whereof he 
was the Head) but his own profit, failed hot to tell the Sultan, out of the hope ofa 
recompence, that the thing was not only permitted, but was alfo meritorious, fee'* 
ing it conduced to the fervicc of the Empire, which the Prophet had eftablilhcd. 
As foon as the Sultan faw me, he came to me, and beholding me with a -fixed eye, 
he fought to know tbe thoughts of my heart by the motions of my.face; butnoc 
giving him leave to fpeak tome, l allured hint that I came to obey him, provided 
that his Hignefs would accord me three things which I defired of him. 1 had no 
foonerlaid thus, but that without knowing what I would have , this Prince allu¬ 
red me that they were granted untome; Ibefoughthim then to hear me firft, tt> 
the end that precipitating nothing 1 might never give hint occalion to complain 
of me. After he nad given, niexhe liberty to fay what I would to him, 1 humbly 
Tequeilcd him not to take it ill, that being his Slave I Ihould be fo bold as to capi¬ 
tulate with him, and give bounds to his Authority; for, my Lord, faid 1 unto him, 

I do not confent unto this difguifement, which thy Highnets defires of me, but up¬ 
on condition that thou (halt never fpeak to me to put that in effeft, which I am go¬ 
ing to do in Slew; that thou wilt permit me to have always about me in the habit 
of a Slave, a Prieft of my Religion, whom I will procure to come from one of the 
Hands of the Archi-pdago; and that which is the moll important, that thou (halt 
never command me to bear Arms againft ChriftenHom : If any of thy Subje&s} 
laid I to him further, (hall rebcll, as Zelltbis-, if thou wilt conquer if any o- 

therof thy Neighbours that is not Chriftian, fhall oblige thee to make war upon 
him, or if thou wilt render thy felf Mailer of all the reft of the Orient, hold 
meforthebafeftof thy Slaves if I fpare cither my blood, or my life, for the glory 
of thy Arms. If thy goodnefs doth not refofe me this which I beg of thee on my 
knees, difpofeof me as thon pleafell, I am refolved to follow diy dire&ions ex- 
aftly, and to obey thee m all things. Seliman was fo contented with the obtaini ng 
of that which he deli red, as he ( wore unto me above, an hundred times, that -the 
three things which 1 had demanded, IhoUld be inviolably obferved. But not to lofe 
time, faid he unto me,I will have thy change publilhedprefently, totheend the 
people may not be furprifed with it; iii the mean fpacel will go.and give- order 
for the Muphtit o come tome, and will command him to repair to thee eight 
dayes one after another, to make the world think that hi inftrutts thee , and pre¬ 
pares thee for this Ceremony, which lball oblige tbte to keep thy ^hamber the 
whilft, the better to make it be believed that it will be performed. Ac length. Ma¬ 
dam, not to-prolong this difeourfe with vain repetitions, the bufinefs was done at 
it had been propounded, and this dumb (hew was fo well carried, as no body be- 
Iceved it but to be fo. As long as I kept the houfe I was vifited by the cbiefeft of 
the Empire, who judged rightly, that the affe&ion of Solmian having no other'oh* 
Hide to hinder him from imploying me,would without- doubt bring me into an 
eftate able to fervethenij as indeed it was not long before 1’ perceived, that their 
con jc&ures were true; for the fecond day after this injpoftpre, I found, that 1 had 
an houfe, a magnificent train, rich clothes,and to conclude an equipage propor¬ 
tionable to the imployment which gave ine, by making me (Senerali of 

the Army in the place of the Baffa Simur : And to teftifie his amity the- better unto 
me, he gave me wherewith to rinder fecretly to the Patriarch of Cenjltxtinsflt) and 
tbe reft that had counfelled me, the Tribute which he had drawn from them'the 
Jaft three years, and caufed alfothe foundation ofa Paladc to be laid, which, alter- 
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wards I finifhed. In the mean time he had taken care,. that I Should have troops 
ctady to march, when I had fatisfied the civilities of the Ceremony , fi> that at 
(itch time at I went firft tofalute him in a Turk i£h habit, I found that that, which 
Ibellevedfhould have been one of my ordinary viiits, was a farewell for me to go 
andcoramand the Army of Natalia. I will not tell you , Madam, die joy which 
this Prince (hewed in this occafion, it was fo great, as my tongue hath not an ex- 
prelhon powerfull enough to paint it forth unto you ; but in the end to let you 
(eein-what eftate 1 was with him, I have but to tell you, that after he had fully in- 
ftrufted me about the affairs of Natalia^ and that he had commanded me to taka 
upon methe Conduft of his Army, he told me, that to do me juftic?, and to pu- 
nidi the Bafta Sinan both for the cruelty he had before times ufed towards me, and 
for thecowardifehe had (hewed, his pleafure was, that yeelding me his place, he 
(hould withali take that inmy fervice which 1 had held in his, namely. Madam, 
that he (hould be my (lave as I had been his. I mud confefs here, that without play¬ 
ing the generofo this proportion grieved me very much, and notwithftanding all 
the refpeft i had to Sotiman^ as foon as he acquainted me with his intention 1 cad 
my te hat his feet, humbly tobcfeech him not to command me the doing of fo cxr 
traordinary a things nor to require, that a man who had been my Mader, (hould 
be reduced to mifery and infamy; that for my part, I could never refblvc to put 
bim in chains that had commanded me, and who, it may be, was more inform- 
mate than faulty: I reprefented then unto him that the fete of war doth often¬ 
times mock at humane prudence; that force and number do notalwaycs fuffice to 
have the better; andladly, that viftory doth not always attend upon valor and 
jufticc. After all thefe reafons, which peradventure had not bem potent enough to 
move hiib,'I begged the liberty and fortune of this man for a roeom pence of alt 
the fervioes which 1 would render hint, and befought him to be coftttnted with abr> 
tenting. hisafrom the Port, by fending him to be Governor of! fqfoe one of his 
Provinces- SoUma* refilled nay requeffcat firft, but afterwards confentpd*twfmm*% 
upon condition that tfac Baffa (hould know how much he WftS; obliged unto me; 
then he gave me a Lrtfer. for him , whereby he was commanded to remit the re- 
feoaindrr a£ his Ahoy iflto mjr hands, and ftraightly imbracing nje^Go,feid he unto 
me, my &cxrXlrtahmji, whither thy glory calls thee, wbcct wide require* thee, and 
Where-vbflfofiy attends thee: But when thou (halt be accumulated .with' honour, 
whenthbufhah have re-cftabdi(hed that of my Anns, and triumphed over mine o- 
SCthies, comb and receive the recompence that I flmll prepare for thpe, and quietly 
enjoy therfeoitof tfay labors. JuJHmano having obfervedfoqte change in Ijabrlbuf 
feci, thought it Wasyfit for hitfa tofav, I perceive. Madam* that this name of Ibra~ 
hifo doth fljrpriae imLaftomlh you, but your adoniflitnent will ceafe, when I (hall 
have toidydu, that iii changing of habit I did not change my name, and that this 
which ! bran is.the fame ‘with that of Ibrahim amongft-tie Turks* It is true, an- 
fwereft the Prinoefc, that I Was ftrangely furprized by this name, but it is true alio, 
that m.y aftoniftiment is notyct fini&cd; for could it he poffible that you (hould be 
that lkrakvA of whom the relations of thd heiiam hath told us foch wonders ! 
whole.valour bath done focn miracles, who hath conquered a part of Perfia, gain- 
ad fo mahy, great battoiis, taufcd Soliman to be croWbed at Border, and who palfeth 
for (b larttaordiniry^ timn, as it is ndt believed the Orient hath ever had the like? 
Now,. I pray you, hold me no longer in fufoence, but after you have cleared that 
unto me which 1 ask of you, pu rfoe thciequelc of your Hiftory, and acquaint me 
CKStftly WithaU tba^ hath.befallen you. : I know Very well, Madam, reelyed 
#**<>* that afecctfait; which you have fakh 1 (hould, if* weremodeft ,di(avow my 
fe^buc beingtrue-aod finecre I muft confefs,th*t l am. tha %Ibrahim whom feme hath 
fo much-, flattered, as I cannot tell how toJcttow my folf by the pourtxait whirl* 
your Excellency hath made Of me hy her report: Kelysot then upon that which 
this dtceive« hath toldytu, and’tojmake youthc lu^c thereof do- but give ear 
to the procefs of myadveaturee. A& foona9 fwasarrived at Natalia with the 
Troops Wkfoh.tht Gbaud Signiorhadgivcn me to conduft thither^ l went dire&ly 
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to Cbientaidi from whence the BalTa Situn bad not flirted fincc his retiring to it, 
havingdone nothing eMe but incamped the remainder of his Army neer to the 
Town, in attending either Forces, or a new Order; Ifcrit him that which I had 
brought, by a Cafigi, which he executed very pun&ually; he configned the Army 
iotOJny hands, and gave me thanks for the obligations wherein he flood ingaged 
Unto j»jsj for he had underflood by the Sultans Letter, that I had laved him frost 
an extreme ill fortune. 1 comforted him die beft I could, and promifed him , that 
if the Emperor continued his favour to me, 1 would continue alfo to ferve him. 
AftCrthis I imployed all my care to carry my felf in fuch fort, that the hopes 
Which Selim** had of me might not be frufbatecL 1 caufed my Army to be mg* 
flexed, andhaving put it into Battell Array, I went from rank to rank to vifit all 
the Troops, and incouraging them to do wcll, ffor I had learnt the language ofthe 
Countreyperfc&ly) I afjfered them, that in leading them to the fight, 1 would be 
the fieft that would be ingaged therein; that I would perform the part ofthe foul-* 
dier, as will as of the Generali of the Army; that I would referve my felf not 
. thing of all’the booty which fhould be gotten from the enemy, but the fble plc$* 
fure of -having inricned them. After this-difeourfe, they made fhoucs or joy* 
Which.peefwaded me that I was agrecabletothcin. Then came all the Co mmanders 
to take the Oath of Obedience to me, and *o affure me that they Would follow mt 
to.the death : That done, I marched direfiiyto the enemy, who was not abovofife 
teen or twonty miles from tt* 5 but whereas he had been advertifed that the Slave 
Which had taken ChuetAia, was Generali of the Army that was comming to at- 

S [ue hiha, -the remembrance of what had pail made him tofear- that which was to' 
ue,and for that realon he difeamped in hall, with a purpofe to retire to-afide of 
Xgudutj where it had been impoflible to bavefosced him td fight When I per¬ 
ceived his dtfigu by the way hisArmy took,! rcfolved to prevent him, by ta afing . 
my forces tO'inarch awholervight with all poffible fpeed s The matter fucceedcdla- 
fe&ppsly, that my Army having had leifure to reft three or four horny; began to 
fin 'that of Ztlltbis appear , who bang foon advertifed- of this warlike 
imasEta; euured Into fuch defpair for having been furprifed in thisfoft, as he n* 
fidvta xo accept of the Battell which I prelented unto hhh. I was glad to un- 
derfbad has tfefign, andtoiafpire-my Souldicrs with 'the fame tfasught; Iadured 
them, after 1 had given order for all things, ehatthe jufticeof tHecaufe We defend - 
edwas a prefage of the viftory; that it Was eafiertbpunifc Rebels,-whd carried 
a domeftigue enemy in their hearts, which reproached them with their eftmr; 
than go vanqtafh men whofe Arms were lawfoll; that they whom we were to 1 fight 
with, being refolvcd for iunore by fear and nbceffity, thanby Valour, it woulobe 
but toateiiefor our glorytoremam vi^aribas ': I reprefented alfo unto ’them j- 
that the,travail they had endured in geing fofaft, was not difadvantageous unto 
them,.it being moft certain, that they which fly are wearied morethan they which, 
pnrfue them; that the endofthe War depending on this battell, I was refolVed 
tpvanguiftior to dye; ;aftd that all the favour 1 demanded of them was, to fol¬ 
low the Way which £ was goirig to fotwthem. 1 had no foonerdone fpeakiiig, 
hut they teftified unto me, both 'by thei-rlhouts and by their a&ions^ their defire 
n» fight ; India* not fufferbig fonoble a heatto cool, I marched on fojfemoftto thd 
Enemy. iwiU oot (land, Madam, to pktticularize this battell, fitibeit would be 
to abuic your patience, and bewanting in good manners, to entertain you lb long 
with matters of war; It lhall fuffice then to tell you that which regards me dire 3 k 
hr; (being you will havoit fo, although it be not without bliiihing. Wherefore I 
{ndl only lay; Madam, that at firft the enemies received os couragionQy, and that 
they nepulfed us feverall time* with fuch ardour, asdefpair did more in cheai than; 
vafeurinus ; but after that the tiftoty had' hung ballancing on eidier fide, ftndr 
thatthehopeof carryii^tahad pofleffed each party snore than ofnee, it Wat my 
^>odfortune, maugnrtheconfiinon of the fight, to know ZeUehs by the mirk* 
which had been glvenme of him. He was of a reafonable extraordinary biguefi^ 
axidhtsouftoincms ro carry alwayestwo Scymitars in thewars, the one in hi* 
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hand, and the other at his faddlc-bow; he was alfo many times armed after the. 
Pertian manner, fo as no way doubting but that it was he, 1 brake through the prefs 
to meet him, and callinghim by his name, I told him, that the 1'amc Slave, who 
before had vanquifhed him in his chains, was come to make him fatisfa&ioir for 
that outrage in Arms ; I fpake to him in this fort, becaufe I had underftood tha t in- 
a fpeech to his fouldiers, after he had heard that I was Generali of the Arm y,he had 
told them in a jeering way, that I was dill fo tired with wearing of irons, as it 
would be eaiie for him to overcome me: Howbcit fortune difpofed of it other- 
wife, not becaufe he was not a more valiant man than 1, but becaufe I was more for¬ 
tunate than he. As foon as he underftood that which I have told you, he fecondcd 
my defign; and that we mighthhe better enter into a particular fight we freed our 
fclves, as well as we could, from thofe that inv ironed us, and being feparated from, 
the reft,we began our combat. 1 doubt nor. Madam, but you will be aftoniftied with 
that which I am going to acquaint you with, fince it is certain, that one will harp 
much adoe not to be iurprizea with a thing which hath no example in all Antiqui¬ 
ty, and whkti your imagination would not fore-fee. It hapned then. Madam, 
that fome of ours having obferved this aftion, and having told it to their compa¬ 
nions, this rumour fpread itfclf fofuddenlyamongft the two Armies, that as if 
thofe two great bodies had had but one fpirit, which had animated them,they took, 
both of them the fame refolution, and confided fo in the valor of their Chieftains,^ 
as they determined to be fpeftators of the viftory, which they attended from them. 
They of my party laid, that they would not fhare the glory of this day with me, 
and that I would carry it away well enough without their fuccour; and others 
muttered, that he who had known fo well now to begin the war, knew alfo how to 
.finifh it glorioufly. At length. Madam, the moft earned to fight, feparated them- 
felvcs to behold us $ and as if there had been fome inchantment in this adventure,. 
every one retired to his own Enfign, and in an inftant the field' of our combat pro¬ 
ved to be in the midft of two Armies in Battell Array. This event furprifed me in 
fiich fort, as it had like to have coft me my lift;; for whereas, maugre the heat of 
the fight, I had conferred fo much coldnefs and judgement, as to mark what was- 
done, and to be aftoniftied at it, going to-turn abouuny head towards my fouldiers 
to give them afturance that I fought for them, I furnilhed mine enemy with fuch an 
opportunity, as being loath to lofe that advantage, he ftruck me fo great a blow 
with his Scymitar upon ray Turbant, as I was almoft bereft of my fenfes, and if by 
good bap it had not turned in his hand, I had certainly been loft : Hereupon arofe. 
cries from both parties, which amidft their confuiioo teftified their thoughts unto, 
us i and whereas mine had obferved, that I had received this blow by looking at 
them, they would have advanced, which I perceiving by the enemies countenance, 

I feparated my felf fome dozen or fourteen paces from ZelUbts to charge them not. 
to ftir, and to confirm them in thatdefign I returned to Ztlkbis with fuch courage, 
as they were perfwaded it would not be eafic for him to furmount me. Howbeit 
we difputcd this viftory a long time,and verily this man combated with fuch hearty. 
a« gave me a great defire to fave him j foithat hishorfe having thrown him to the 

S round upon a blow that I unwittingly gave him, I told him that if he would rend¬ 
er himfelf I would promife to get his pardon of Soltmtw ; but being got up again; 
with fiuy, and having’anfWereame, that he would have the viftory, or die, I> 
would not combat him with advantage, fo that being alighted from my horfe we 
began a new fight, which was more infortunate for him than the former: For feel¬ 
line my felf hurt in the left arm, the defire which I had to vanquiih redoubled in 
fuen manner, as in a little time his death put fear into his Army,and joy into mine. 
Some of his feeing him fall would have advanced to revenge h ■ s lofs, or to reco¬ 
ver his body, but they were fo rudly repulfcd, as they were conftrained to change 
that defign into that of breaking and flying: I then commanded my men to cry- 
out in purfuing them, that they mould be. received to grace which would render 
themfclvcs * this voyce failed not to work its effrft, for out of the defpair where¬ 
in they were, for having loft not only the Generali of their Anny, but the Au¬ 
thor 
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thour66 alllthis war, many of them, flung down their Arms; «bs reft were <m| ; i^ 
pieces^ fonts excepted that mired, i-sco the revolted. Towns-; but 1 can fiefo tha$ 
they "which efcaped the pnrfiwit of our Forces contributed not the lcafli to ousrglqryj, 
for they brought f» great'arnwror to- the places- which.they, backchofeafor thew 
noceatL, a&in fifteen 6a yes they rewired adl to. the obedience of tAeGlrand Signjeaf* 
In thepmaa time to makegood my word, and to folJowthecafbm.oftbc^Qounn 
treyesj I font the htadtof ZallaSu to .S^*M*,whodoubtkf$ waanmfoiglaiiatthe 
death of hi a enemy for the tncereft he bad init, as be was. bccaafo he belicMed thafi 
this afkion was gloriems-to roe: And whereas he had an extremedefire to fee me* 
1 had orderio return unto Confirm mafic as foou as Mttalto.lbould be peaceably Wi 
that I had fteured ail the revolted places. I' was not long before I was. in a&ofottl 
toohev hiak>for -whereas Z,elltbu was the Qi»dy man that remained! of the Raft of 
Choz,-haffeny fo coniidei^blc with the Calender s 3 and the Dernis , there was no QUO 
found amongft them whom the reft would obey ; the equality of their birth and 
condition was the caufe that never a one in particular would indure diat another 
fliouldcommand,<andthls diffenfion put them 1 imo fnch^dKoFder, aK.they were 
more revolted amongft themfelves, than againft their Soteraign. I profited; by the 
advertisement I received hereof for Seaman having fenc meaaabfohice powef to 
pardon, or to punifti, i commanded them ao yoekf, promifing to make their place 
with the Grand Signior, but threaciung-thatit. they did not accepted the pardon 
which 1 offered them, to extirpate them utterly, and tocauCc ail the Damis > and 
all the Cdkttiers to be banilhed from out of the whole extent of the T urktfh Emi 
prre. This was done in- a con)unature fo favourable, that they all with cne voyco 
refolved to vender thcmlclves; there was not a To-wn which did not open their 
Gates, receive a Governor from-my hand) end a Garrifon ftrong enough, tp keep 
them from rebelling another time; and for morofurety, I caufed all the Booth and 
Calermlerxta be difarmed, reprefeniing unto^thebi, that the proftffion of men of 
Rcligioo did not permit them to have Arms*- and thattheir crime could not ren 
ceive a lighter puniftiment, than to be contented that the means of their future, of* 
fending fhonld be taken from them. At length. Madam, after I had let ain order to 
all things, I returned to Cenfiantineflty where for a recompcnce of that little J had 
done, Salmon made me Bafla, and Grand Vifiei*, which'is the prime Cjvugt of 
that Empire; for it had fo fallen out, that he who pofieflod it died in ray aW*ncc« 
I did all that 1 could to refufe this honor, but In the end I was conftfainod to 
accept of it^ both by the Commandment of the Grand Slgnior, and by the cotHU 
fell of the Religious men of^Ptr*, and of the Patriarch of the Greek Church, 
whom I ftill acquainted with oilthat befell me, by a Prleft difguifed like aQave, 
which alwaves attended on me, alleging this reafon to me for it, that the more 
power 1 had, the more utile 1 (hould be for Chriftendom. Behold me tbavthc firft 
perfon of the Empire next to Salma .*, but with an Authority fq abfolute, as never 
was there Subie&feenfo independent from his Sovereign.. I was fome tfoe in* 
ftrufting my lelf in die Forms and Ceremonies chat are to be obferved in dif* 
patches; after wi>icH Soliman repofed hieqfelf on me for-the Government of hit 
Eftaccs, except it were for fo iniuch at concerned the affairs of Chrifteadeo^ which 
1 alwayes protected as much as poflibly I could. In the piean feafon -this; Pf too* 
thought many times on Felixana, extremely marvelling ae the long voyage of £ 4 * 
flatty upon vvnofe comming he had placed a great deal of hope; out fortune chit 
often delighteth in extraordinary things, and loves to give weak beginnings to the 
moft important affairs, had difpofei of it in a fafiiion which Salman djdnot fbnt? 
ice: And how prudent foever he was, he did not consider, that Love and Fortune, 
who were to give fuccefs to this advYnture, were two Deities too blirtdoio before? 
all that he defired on him, although he deferved it; and indeedhelwas dendvied hy 
them both, for he was amazed to fee Rttflom return very melancbolick, girfmat 
Slave?, without Souldiers , without a Vcflell, apd without ftiixomx. At fieft 
he believed that his defign having been difeovered all his equipage had been taken 
from him, and that he had beep ill intreattd; but when be bad commandadbam 
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to give him an accompt of his voyage, he learned, that the bufinefs had paft in an¬ 
other manner; for Rufttn had been fo dextrous, and fo happy in his enterprize, as 
he had forcibly carried away the perfon whom the piriure which Stlmxn had gi¬ 
ven him represented: But, Madam, this perfon was not Felix/t**, and this adven¬ 
ture is fo deplorable, that although it be not intermingled with my fortune, but 
onely in regard it is the foundation ef a war, which 1 am obliged to relate, yet 
would I let. you underftand it, feeing you will be acquainted with the whole courfc 
of my life, did I not fear to importune you with fo long a Narration. The Prin- 
cefs interrupting defired him not to fpeak to her any more in this fort 

and to tell her, not only all that which had befallen him, but all that which he 
knew concerning the life of Soltm *»; itfeeming unto her, that this Princefs lo¬ 
ved him too well not to have his Hiftory joyned to his ; whereupon Jnftimtuu be¬ 
gan thus. #

The Hiftory of the ¥rirtceft Axiamira. 

A S foon as Rnftan, after he had quitted his VefTell in Mingrtlu r, and had taken 
another upon the River of Artxts , was arrived with his fouldiers difguifed 
at M^Mtderen, which is a Town fitOated on the bank of the CtjpidB Sea, and the 
Capitallof Htrcama , at this day called Diargmnem , and had caft anchor in the 
Port, he underftood that the Princefs Axitmur* had been there a pretty while , al¬ 
though it was not as yet the feafon wherein Ihe ufed to come thither; but forfome 
difdrder which had hapned in the Sophies Court foe had advanced her voyage. 
Rufiax, feeing fuch a wondcrfull good hap for the commencement of his enter- 
prize^ thought of nothing elfe i but to feck the means how he might be introdu¬ 
ced into the Caftle, for the , which he began to fall in with the Merchants of the 

E lace, and to part with fome things that he had brought thither, at a price much 
elow the ordinary, to the end hisdefign might fucceed the rather; as indeed 
he had not been eight dayes in the Town, but he received order toletthc Prin¬ 
cefs Axtxmirs&c the goodlieft things he had ; he obeyed this commandment 
with joy, being in good hope that Felixaru was with her: He carried her then a 
great many Mirrors,littlc Pi&urcsyUid curious Watches,which are the rareft things 
amohgft the Perfians; but he was exceedingly furpriled and aftonifoed whenas wai¬ 
ting in Axi*mtr*es chamber for Her coming out of herCabinet, he heard one call a 
maid, that had brought him in, Ftlixanx^ who, though foe was very fair, refcmblcd 
not a whit the pourtrait which he had:this amazement doubtlefs was great enough, 
but it redoubled more whenas the Princefs Axixmir* entred into the chamber, and 
that hccertainly knew foe was theOriginall of that fatal Pi riure, which hathfince 
caufed the foedding of fo much bipod, and fo many tears. He was fo ftruken with 
this fight, thatat firft itgave the Princefs occafion to think, that being a Merchant, 
and not accuftomed to converfe with great perfon?, he was out of countenance; 
howbeit at length he told her in the Pcrfisn tongue, that within a little while he 
foould have rarer things yet to foeW her, hoping by this artifice to have the oppor¬ 
tunity to fee the Princef* once again, the better to confirm himinthebeliefthat 
what he beheld was true. Axixmir* , giving credit to hjs words, bought onely 
a Looking-glafs, and fome Watches, and then ordained him not to fail in letting 
her have a fight of thofe rarities he fpokcof, as foon as they were come to his 
hands. R*ft<m retired in this fort, but fo full of confofion and aftonifoment, as he 
was along time before he could bcleeve that which hehadfeen, and longer yet 
before he could refolve upon what to do in fo unexpefted an event. What ! fiyd 
he to himfelf, as he told me after his return, is it poffiblc that Felix am fopuldbe 
turned into Aximirs 1 that the daughter of the Governour of Mxxuutitrm foould 
become the daughter of the Sophy of Ter ft* ? or that through an extraordinary ad¬ 
venture a Merchant foould be fo daring as to allure a thing to SelimxH, whereof he 
was not well allured himfelf ? Hereupon having opened the cafe wherein the Pi-

&ure was, which the Grand Signior had given him, and alfo recolle&inghis iniaw 
gination and his memory, for the comparing of it with the originall, and for the 
observing of all the lineaments in particular, his cyesfo confirmed him in the be¬ 
lief that it was the Pifture of t/ixiahtfra, as he made no longer doubt of it. Then 
it was, that he law himfelf combated with divers thoughts ; for whereas he is am¬ 
bitious, hardy, cunning, and wicked, and that to attain to a glorious imployment, 
would undertake any thing; the fear of difpleafing Stlimdn either in venturing to 
carry Axiamir* forcibly away, or in returning without doing ought, agitated him 
fo mightily, as he was ten or twelve daies fick upon it, during which time he did 
nothing butpafs up and down in his mind all the reafons that might induce him, 
cither to the forcible carrying away of AxUmirsty or to the retraining him from it: 
On the one fide he thought, that the Grand Signior having made choice of him for 
the fervice of his amorous palfion, he (hould be but badly received, if at his return 
he only brought back for the fruit of his voyage, that Ftlixamt rcfembled not the 
picture which had been given him; He feared alfo that Solmsws hope being fru j 
, ftrated, that which he had of being Beeler hi of Sp-ta would be fo too} Wherefore! 
regarding the matter after another fort, he laboured to find another* fatisfa&ion 
in his own. But the more he confidered the defign of carrying away of Axioms - 
ra by force, the more obftacles he found therein; he was not powerfull enough 
to force the Town or Caftle, and the retirednefs wherein the women live over all 
the Orient, permitted him not the means to work upon any ofthofe that were ncet 
thePrinccfs for thefuborning them : But above all things, the foie apprehenfion 
that Selmusn (hould not approve of his defign,and (hould be offended to underftand, 
that inftcadof forcibly carrying away the daughter of a fimple Governour, he 
(hould have forcibly carried away that of one of the mightieft Princes of the 
world, put him into an unquictnefs that cannot be expreft; and I verily believe 
by that which I could conjetturcout of-his own relation , that this laftfear had 
abfoJutely maffered his foul, and carried him to return without enterprlzing fur¬ 
ther, haa not the misfortune of the unhappy Axiomira made him change his opi¬ 
nion, and brought her to contribute her f elf to her own ruin, without thinking 
of it. This excellent Princcfs took fo much pleafure In fiihing, and was fo deligh¬ 
ted with this fport, as there were few fair dayes which (he imployed not in mis 
maritime chafe; and whereas all Ferfio was quier, having no war either domeftick 
or forein, fhewent to this innocent warfare, more accompanied with filhei-men 
than fbuldiers, and almoft without ot^icr arms than nets ana hooks. During the 
time that Rufians ficknefs laded, he obfervedthat Axiom*™ Was two or three days 
a (idling, and having dextroufly,informed himfelf' from fome Merchants who 
dealt with him,that the Princefs ufed oftentimes (bto do, he underftoodwhae I 
have declared, fo that no longer judging this defign, which he had believed to be 
impcffible, other than a little -hazardous, and having a Veflcll that was aft excel¬ 
lent Saylei, well furniflied with all things, artd hever a Mariner but which Was «; 
Souldicr, be looked onthis affair after another manner, and out of an extreme 
inhumanity he rationed in this fort. 1 have order fromSolimax, faid He,-to put 
bim in pone(Gc*n of the Originall of-this Pifture; it is not the name cf Felixosm- 
that makes him amorous, it is the beauty of Axioms™ which he hath feen in this 
pourtrait; it is then Axiom*™ whom 1 am forcibly to carry away: k it true, that 
fhc is a Princefs, but it is alfo true, that therein fortune favors me, in giving me 
the means to acquire a treafttre for far more precious than he believed* it 

to be - the boldnefs of my enterprizc will make the greatrtefs of my recompence, 
and will manifeft to his Highnefs, that there h nothing which I would not do to 
obey him. Behold, Madam, the unjuft reafons Wherewith- Rxftstn authorifed his' 
enterprizc, but the true were, a? I have already faid, that he hath naughty 'inclina¬ 
tions} $hat he is born for crime and violence 5 and that heis fo much an criemy. 
to goodnefs, as it fufficeth to be vertuous for to be hated of him. He took the refo*- 1 
lution thento carry away Axiomiro by force, at fuch time as fhefhould go a fifhing i> 
but toftciliate his defign he judged it fit to get him out of the Port, and* fo the* 
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end they (hould not marvail at his departures he to obtain permiffion for itcaufed 
the Princefs to be told, that having received advertifement how a veflcll of his 
Country was within three or four daies to be at a Port that was not above ten 
wiles from he was refolved to go and wait for it thereto deal for fomc 

commodities which he thought be had had, but had forgot to bring along with 
him; that at his return he would not fail to let her fee die rarities, whereof he had 
fpoken, not being able to do it fooner by reafon of his ficknefs : 1 And to Ihew that 
he intended to return again, he fuffered himfelf to be unpaydby fotne Merchant? 
that were in his debt. He parted then in this manner, leaving the Princefs Kerf do- 
firous of his return, in regard of her inclinations to fuch rare things ; but where¬ 
as he had no deiign to eloign himfelf much, and had obferved how the Princefs 
q(ed ordinarily to take that way whereby he came thither, he put his vcflell into 
the covert of a Creek three miles from the Port, where the point of a Rock advan¬ 
ced fo far into the lea, as they that came from the Towns fide could not fee them 
which were there, before they were fo near as they could not decline a fight. It was 
here where refolved to attend the Princefs, being confident that (he would 

npt be long before (he came thither, becaufe he knew it was the place mqft proper 
for her fpprt: In the mean time to beguile the vcflels, which pawng bv might aif- 
cover him, he fat up the Flag of ?<r(f 4 in his Main-top, and caufed all bis men that 
appeared onthpdeck to chapge their habit} for the cunning of this man had pro¬ 
vided for all things, and had not omitted ought that could conduce to the hap ¬ 
py fuccefs of fo mifchieYous a defign. Now accordingly this deplorable Princels, 
noway doubting of the treason that was intended againfthcr, refolved the next 
4 ay after Rvft&v departure, to recreate her felf on the (ea; hut to make up her mif- 
fortuqe, (he would not that day go a fitting, hut oncly take the air, and pafsaway 
the time jpqre freely with her women* In the mean feafen Rvfi+t* had made a 
fpecch to hisfouldiers.and Mariners, whom be had gained with gifts, to encourage 
them to wellrdoing, if it Jbapned that he (hould command them tq attacque a 
veflcl. He told them, that: what he defired of them was the lead exploit he could 
expeff fromthtirysiour, fince it was a vcflel without Ordnance, and more laden 
with women than fouldiers i that above all things they (hould beware of doing 
any owtrage to the Ladies; but for the men, that they (hould not fpare them. It 
being ncceflary that none (hould efcape which might teftifie ought concerning this 
, ARiou. . After this he fet afsntincll on the top of the Rock fodifeover when 
JLxiatm yefleli (hould come out of the Port, for to advertife him of at. The 
impatience of this Raviiheriaficd not long; for, as I have already declared, the 
nextday after his departure, the Princefs refolved to go. and take the air : no 
fpouer was (he on the fea, but the fentinell advertifed of it, who with all 

fneedfittedhislhip, and prepared bis men to do that which he had commanded 
thjenu- Scarcely had he given order forever? thing, whenas the PrincelTcs vcflell 
appeared; (he was, fitting in the Stent upon Cuftikmaof cloth of Gold, with all 
Her woffien.-about her, npd.attired likean Jkmxm* as her picture represented her , 
Haying, a P a et in he? right-hand, upon which (he leanedAs foon as (be perceived 
Kegel, (he rofe up fuddainly, to obferve it, as if (he l ad forefeen what wa$ 
to arrive unto hers thitfirft apprehenfion was quickly fecondcd by another more 
grievqus ones forjuA as the Princefs rofe up, Ruftt* changed the iefiga he had of 
following her, that fo he might draw her the further from the Town, into that 
of %ting upon her immediately, fo that be commanded his men to make up with 
full, foils to foe veffelh and board her, exprefly forbidding any Ordinance to be (hoc 
of£ f<>r fear pflofing rbat which he meantto preferve,and that the Caftle too might 
not; thereby take up an Alarum, and come fo the .foocour of the Princels. This 
waaneafofcon fayd a# executed; AxwmrAts vcflell .was boordffd by that of 
ft*"t Who firftofau leaped into her, for to favc thePrincefs from perill» andtoem- 
eburagehis men, Which feconded bim/o happily., as the rcftfaace of 4 x**mir**t 
Guard Was invain 5 the furprife and aftouiftwacm wherewith they were ftftf&i, 
fcrvcd/iota lftde to,tnahe them bc.fo.eafily.vaRquifltad ;-fibrin a. quartet of an bouse 
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•fight they were all {lain, Rxfian not having above three of his people hurt.' But 
when he would have had the Princels remove cut of her veflcl into his, (he (hewed 
more heart than her fouldiers had done, and. encouraging her women to defend 
themfelves, and to endure rather to be killed, than to let themfelves to be carried 
•away, (he advanced towards him with the Curtin her hand; and whatfoever hq 
could do tor eft rain her, being loth to ufe her unworthily in her misfortune , he 
could not keep her from hurting him in the face : But whereas be faw that his 
refpeft might be the caufe of his undoing, in retaining him too long info dan¬ 
gerous a place, he commanded four of his fouldiers to quit their weapons, and 
take her up in their Arms,-aiid carry her info his veffeli. Then it was when (he re¬ 
doubled her uttermoft indeavour, and that with incredibleeonfage, (he would have 
rid her felf out of thei r hands to have leapt into the fea; but Rttfian toolcfo much 
care topreferve her, as he bindred her from it. As foon as her women faw that 
theirreliftance was vain, and that the Princefswas in Rkfisxs velfcll, they left 
defending themfelves, and out of an affc&ion which cannot be fufficiently admired, 
they ftrove who (hould firft pafs into their enemies veflell; fo much did they' fear to 
abandon their Mlftrefs, chufingmuch rather to be (laves with her,' than ta remain 
free without her. After this Rxfian held it neccffary to (ink. the Princefles veflell, 
which Was inftanthrdone, but he thought it was not fit to caft the dead bodies into 
the fea, for fear left fome of them being driven a (hoar. by the waves (hould be a 
fign that the Princcfs had not fuffcredfoipwrack, as he defired it (hould be belec- 
ved, in regard they would be all found full' of wounds. He caufed all the dead bo¬ 
dies then to be carried into his veflel, with* an intention when they (hould be 
further off, to throw them over-boord in fackshalf filled with fome heavy things,- 
which afterwards was accordingly executed. When they had funk the Princefles 
veflell, he commanded his Pilot to ftcer .towards Afingrtli^ and to employ all his 
skill inmakingthithcr with all the poifible fpeed he could; he gave order alfo to 
his fouldiers to keep themfelves continually ready to fight, ‘ ana unto tWoof-hi* 
men carefully to watch for thedifeovery of whatsoever (hould appear atfea , and 
prcfeotljr to advertife him of it. This done; he Went to* the Princefs, whom they. 

' bad put into the Captains Cabbin, but he was much amazedco find her in afwoon j 
her driving, and the grief (he was intofite her ielf fo carriedaway, had forwieak- 
ned, and opprefled her,as foe was without pulfir,without motion, atidalmoft wichn 
♦ut life.- The refentment which RhJIoh (hewed for it, and.the carehei tdoktor 
affift her, though it was rather the effeft of his inteireft than of his pitty, caufedthc 
Princefles women to have fome comfort amidft their misfortune: ■ They'laboured 
all of them together then to make her cotne to her (elf again;, and a litweafterfoe 
-affured them by a'deep figh,' that (he wonld food be fenfible of all her midrles; and 
accordingly within a while foe opened her eyes; bat not being longer able to make 
anyrefiftance, and feeing RxftHtby her, wbomfte knew, chough mchidtoeyes be* 
held him btit once before, and that he bad chahged’hi* habit!, foe was corift tafinedto 
have reconrft unto her tears. Rh/Iam feeing her in this efface , fell on hiekniceabe- 
fore her toask her pardon for the wrong he did her, and to befcech her tt/belcieve; 
that fo (ad a beginning wouldhaye * moft happy end. Hctold her likewlft^ abac 
he was not whit foe thought him to be that he operatedhy amore pbwarfall 
hand than his own; and that if Her grief would permit her to give' ear umd that, 
-which might comfort her, (he Would qwickly-dry up her tears. This Printefsfori- 
ving to anfwerhim, faid untbhim .with a low voice, that there was-nov^byto 
comfort her, but to allure her,' that (he (houlddie without thc depriyatidbtrfchef 
honour and liberty, and without falling into the hands of 
unto her then, that he knew not thatPr/A*** of whom foe fpikeiand t>Pottfttd,tha$ 
far from doing herany violence* he would ferve her with all refjpecb, befficchin^ 
her once again to fufpend her gvief untill (be had learnt the caujfcof her ttiitfor* 
tune. This cheater fpakc this with a face wherein compafliQn and finceririy were fo 
•well painted forth, as follicircd again by her women, focrefolved tohesfe blmil 
But he firft defired that foe would give them order to withdraw# little afidtyriwhe 
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end that ndnebut (he might underftand what he fald unto her. She made fotne dif¬ 
ficulty to agree thereunto, but at length (he tra* forced to obey. He recounted to 
her then, howbcrunbapphiefswasan effeft of her beauty; bet he did not cell her, 
that StlimaH had loved her under the name of Feitx***> onely he acquainted her 
that her pifture had begot this love, and confeqnently the defign which ae had exe¬ 
cuted) howbel t he perceived that Aximmfr* did not bdeeve him, fo that to perfwadc 
her the better, hclhcWed her pifturc to her, which (he prefently knew, and calling 
her women to her to look upon it, (he put them in mind, how the Sophy having 
talked her to be drawn one day with FtlixMn* by an excellent Painter, whom for¬ 
tune had brought into their country, he had commanded many coppice to be made 
of them, which hchad given to Merchants for the publifliing of ncr beaut yalla, 
broad, and that of Fttixw m whom he infinitely loved. Upon this difeourfe 
WM no longer troubled to conceive, how Axiumkr* had been taken for FtUxtms 9 
eafily imagining that a Merchant, who it may be underftood not the Ptrfi** tongue 
Very well, might be deccivcdin taking the picture of Felixtm for that of Ax i o m 
rtf, and that of Axpomru for that of Ftlixutm^ and much the rather, for that the Mer¬ 
chant had got thoft pi&ures without ever feeing the Princcft, as we came to know 
afterwards. But to return to this affii&cd fair one, after that Rujhut had acquain¬ 
ted her With tht caufe of her misfortune he would have inlargbd himfelf upon the 
magnificences of the Seraglio, upon the excellent qualities of Solmuk upon the 
excels of the pfiffion which he was in for her, and have perfwaded her that her un- 
happintfs Would make hfcr happy.. But this generous Princefs, not able to endure a 
difcburfiefo far dtftant from her fenfe, fayd unto him with a voice much ftronger , 
than the weaknefs wherein (he was would feem to permit htrj do you bdeeve then, 
that a perfon which might have iucceeded to the CroWn of P*rJU<, can rcfolve to be- 
tffe fhveu’f fisfaam ? to (pend her life in prifon ? and to have for her companions 
irfaanom ’creatures, !wpb ate for the moft part the refufe of Pyfrtitts i hie, ma^Axtur 
wiiUxame not intotbe world hut to reign, and her death (half make it (bon appear, 
bat fee knows not hbw to obey i Fortune hath put me into your hand,, but mine 
flail deleter me out of them.

Heaven is armed for her fuccour, and (if I de¬ 
ceive not my felf) her death,(hall be the caufe of her revenge. Scarcely had (he 
finilhcd theft words, whenas an hideous wave hitting the Veffell with an unexpref- 
fablc impetuofity, daftied it with fuch violence againft the point of a Rock, as 
they differed (hipwrack in tliat very place. I will not tell you, Madam, that which 
-Rnfidn himfelf could not tell us, forthjs misfortune was fo fudden, as in an inftant 
he found, that of all his Veffell he had nothing left him but a plank which 
floated to his hand, as he was labouring in the water, and wherewith he faved his 
lifeby fuftaining himfelf upon it; for this man was fo fortunate, as without other 
induftry than ftronglyfaftning himfelf to this plank, the Sea (which according to 
its cuftom retains nothing of all the rapines that it makes) caft him on the fhoar, 
where he remained aknoftih a fwoori till the tempeft was over, which was not long 
firft: fo as itmight have been faid, that this Princefs had ferved for an oblation 
to pacifie the fury of the ineenfed waters ; for two hours after (he had fuffred fhip- 
wracir, the Sun beginning to appear, diffipated the darknefs of the night, and the 
tempfcft, arid reftored calmnefs and tranquillity to the Sea.

Town chat was not abovd four miles from thence where he had fuffred fhip- 
wrack, who furniftiing him with all things requifitc for his journey, he returned 
CmJtsxtiHo fo mcldnchcaick a countenance, asatfirft fight one 
might eafily perctive thathis enterprise had not becnjprofperous: I was at that 
time with his Highuefs, and I have ndt loft the remembrance of fo doleful] aeon- 
veriadon. Asfoon as Rxjhut had madean end of relating to the Grand Signior 
that which you have heaid, he wduld have excufed himfelf for having forcibly. 
earried'away Axiom** without his order, but Solmon faid unto him with a face 
wherein 1 grief and choller • equally appeared, Speak no further unto me thou baft 
andinfomoue ravilher, and know, that if thou hadft not maried my daughter Chi-> 
thy death (hould have fatisfied for that of Axiom**. Ah poor Princefs, 
faid he, how deplorable is thy face! and how unhappy is mine! Then turning 
himfelf towards me, who-was prefent at this mournful! relation, do riot reproach 
me, my dear lbr*him^ faid hc unto m^ for not giving credit to thy corinfell, which 
I ttmettber but too well for my content; and the eftate wherein I arm, puntfheth me 
ftffid efldy for my -imprudence: Cart any innocent be found more infortunate than 
I^Burwhatfay I,iimocent(continuedhe)i cannot befbofthcdeathofthis Prin- 
txfl ^ Itrisl that have deUvercdher intothc hands of ; it is I that have cat- 
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n ofcd her to the tenvpeft; • And it is I that have been the caufc of bet 1 lo& Could I 
be ignorant that (he Was not an ordinary perfon l No, lbmhm y 1 could not; I lo¬ 
ved hrt’ under the name of Felt****, but I was to adore her in my heart as a great 
Prirtcefs; I faw fomething fohigh and fo majefticall in the air of her face, as I 
cannot he excufable for not knowing her; for howfoever, if the poflcfiion of Axu * 
mird was neceflary for my felicity , (he was to be. intrea ted after another manner 
and if wy love would have conftrained me to have recourfe unto violence, Ilhould 
have gone in perfon in the head of an hundred thoufand men to make fo noble a 
conqueft with honor; (he (hould have been brought in a triumphant Chariot, and 
not in the Vcflfcil of a Traytor and impious man; I (hould not have thought of 
poffefiing her till I hadTct a Crown upon her head; and If 1 could not have ob* 
mined her, 1 (hould have changed my love into refpeft, and with admiration have 
looked upon a blifs that was forbidden me: EaiRdftan did not believe that 1 was 
capable of fueh noble apprehenlions, he hath judged of myminde by his own; he 
thought becaufc he is violent, that I (hould be wicked; he hoped for a reco nape nee 
of his crime, and.out of an inhumanity which is without example, he hath betray¬ 
ed an innocent Princefs, he hath put a (lain upon my life which I (hall not be able 
to deface, and hath reduced my foul to an eftate never to be comforted. Then ad- 
dreffing his fpeech tothe Princefs, as if (he Could have heard him, and calling to 
mind her lad Words, which he had caufed to be repeated to him more than once, he 
cried out with an exceeding tranfport, Yes, Aximmrd , thy death (hall be the cairfe 
of the revenge which thou defireft, and the grief which 1 (hall have for it all my 
life, (hall be indead of an etcrnall punilhraent unto me: There needs no Arms to 
invade my State; there needs no proclamed Eilcmy to fight with me, I carry one in 
my bofom which (hall alwayes furmount me; repentance and forrow (hall be in¬ 
separably with my fpirit, and the image of fo unhappy, and of fo beautifull a 
perfon (hall accompany me even to the grave.

I WlH not (land, Madam, to relate tmtoyotj, liowliinp 4 oyed my (elf after my re¬ 
turn from Natotia, in regard I knoWthat t)tria purpofeth to let you urtderftand,' 
that ShvJkimi Palace was built bymydirefkion, and how k was siv rfcacintefvaU 
of peace, and affbon as I was Grand Vificrj that I caufed the ornaments thereof to 
br made, having feew that work fituflKd bite a little before Thridtt arrivali at Cue*' 
fidmimfte. It is true, (aid Tfwkt, that 1 have a defire -to deferibe that inchamed 
Palace to her Excellency, ahd to acquaint her with all the magnificences, and all (he 
grandeurs whidwyoo have quitted for her feke; and to make her comprehend a ■ 

S rtef what 1 fey, 1 am but to prefent her with that wftkh-thc Grand Sigrriorhathi 
it her ; frying fo, he drew out of his pocket tbe box of gold which Sdlm** ‘had 
delivered-unto him, and haying opened k, he let her tee one of the goodliefi thins4 
in the world. Ifitfettdwas fofnrpiaed wkb tke richnefsof thts prefent, ae (ht wouvd > 
not have received k, bat at length Doria having teldher laughing, tbit h^wasim* • 
determined either to keep it, or to carry ir back to CtftddWtdflti (be was cddficato-' ’ 
ed to accept of k. ‘Dwhm jefting made JmJiinidtM fetch a great figh’, begin mn§ 
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deliver the truth of things to Isabella ; in the mean time, whereas (he was in much 
impatience, and that night began to come on, (he dcfired him not to lofc fuch prc- 
cious minutes, but to profecutc his difcourfe. I would willingly have had you diP

Soliman from Hungary , where I 
knew he had a defign to imploy his greateft forces; the lofs of Axiamira furniflicd 
me foon after with means to put fo jufta refolution in effcft: For whether it were, 
that fome of the Princeflcs women were faved by a prodigious good hap, and had 
acquainted Tacbnas with thecaufe of the death of his daughter j or that the a- 
boad, or fudden departure of Rnfran, who had alwayes pad at Max^mderon for a 
Merchant of Confrontinotle, had begotten fome fufpition df the truth, advertifement 
came that Tachmas was levying a mighty Army: The Truce which had been fo 


came that Tacbmas was levying a mighty Army: The Truce which had been fo 
long between thefe two Princes, could be no obftacle to this war, for it had never 
been obferved exaftly; and fome particulars had often committed ads of hoftility 
on either part, fo that according to the Maxims of State, a plaulible pretext could 
not be wanting for an Army to march into the Orient, as often as Soliman had a 
mind to it: in the mean time it happened that the' Georgians having pad over Eu¬ 
phrates, did much fpoil in Comagena, robbing all that went to, or came from Mefo- 
fotamia , fo that the Sangiocs of the Province having complained of it, and feeing 
that Soliman took no order therein, they pa(Ted to Diarbech, where in all the Coun¬ 
trey about Btrtha they did great havock, and rendred that with ufury which the 
Georgians had lent them. This conjunfture feeming too favourable unto me to be 
ncgleded, I repairedunto Soliman, who notwithftanding the advertifement he had 
received that Tachmas had put himfelf into Arms, could not be drawn for all 
to think .of this war; the image of Axiamirarcigixd dill in his heart ; he could 
not refolve to fight with the Father, whofe daughter he had caufed to periih; and 
if fome refentment of glory had not been ftill remaining in him, I think he would 
rather have let Tachmas invade his Empire, than oppofe himfelf againft him. But 
to (hew unto you how hardly this Prince was drawn to make a war, which he 
believed tobeunjnft, I have no more to fay, than that after I had ufed all my ad- 
drefs to remonftratc unfo him, that the war of Perpa was a thing no ‘longer in 
his choice, fince knowing what his Governors had done iii Dior both, and Tachmas 
having an Army on foot, he was not to doubt, yea though he wre ignorant that he 
was the innocent caufe of Axiamiraes death, but that he would foil upon him; that 
after I had told bitfrhOW it was alwayes advantagiousfor great Princes to begin 
the War; that it was a mark of love to his Subje&s, not to fuflfer the fire to be 
brought into their houfes; and that I had made him alfo toconfider, that at laft 
It would be better to be in an eftate to fhew grace to his Enemy, than to receive it 
from him ;• that in this occafion it did not concern his particular glory alone,but 
that of the Empire; that being innocent of the misfortune of Axiamira, he was 
not to fear that heaven would be contrary to him; and that if this death was tobe 
lamented, it would ftiffice to imploy his tears and fighs therein, without beholding 
the blood of his Subje&s (hed. After all thefe things, 1 fay, he made no other 
anfwer, but Axiamira is dead for me, I mud focrifice a part of my Sate for her; and 
that my Subjefts may not murmure at the Conquefts which I (hall fuffer Tachmas to 
sain uponme, I will labor to obtain others of the ChriftLans, without obliging 
thee, as 1 have promifed, to ferve me therein. I vow unto you. Madam, that this, 
difcourfe furprized me extremely, '•not knowing which way to oppofe my fclfa- 
gainft a will fo folly determined: And that which put me into further deipair of 
being able to execute my defign was, that the Mother and Wife of the Emperour 
hated me with a fecret hatred, becaufe I had always favoured MAfrapha and Glonger, 
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excellent Princes, and the children of Soliman ; for though this laft be the fonne of 
Hoxelana, yet leaves (he not to hate him, becatdc he loveth Mafiapha : This hatred 
was the caufc then that thefe two women oppofed the voyage ot Perjia, onely to 
contradict me, with fomuch addrefs and violence, as I itood in need of fpnie ex¬ 
traordinary mean to deilrpy all their artifices. The firft reprefented unto Soli¬ 
man, that the wars of the Orient had always been infortunate to the Otbomans; that 
his Armies would be exterminated with hunger and thirff, if he carried them to a 
place from whence his father Selim, although victorious, brought back no Qther 
advantage, than the lofs of his belt fouldiers. As for Roxelam , (he imployed ncn 
thing but her tears, wherewith alone fhc was more powerfull than reafon it felf • 
fo that all thefe things being joyned to the lofs of Axiamira, wrought in fuch fort, 
as I faw almoft an impoflibility in diverting the ftorm which was ready to fall on 
Chriftendom: Butin the end, after I had tried all wayes in vain, I bethought my 
felf, how Soliman being mightily perfwaded that Judiciary Aftrology is a Science 
. which men ihay. praftife with certainty, I njjght peradventure bring him to what 
I delired, if I could get an Arabian to comefrom Damafcut, that was an excellent 
Aftrologerand Mathematician, called Mnl\Aral, whom the people accufed of 
Magick, by reafon of the wonders which everyday he did} hoping, after l had 
won him with gifts, to make him fay unto Soliman whatfoever I would have him. 
Ifent then fecretly unto Damafcns, not knowing how to meet with any other ex¬ 
pedient that could fatisfic me otherwife; and whereas my orders were as well exe¬ 
cuted as the Grand Signiors, it was not long before he was brought to me. In the 
mean fpace Iwas rcfolved to fpeak nomore of this war to Soliman, untill fuch time 
as that which I projefted ftiould utterly fail me. As foon as Male Aral was arrived 
at Confiantimflt , 1 talked with him in private, and after I har^ingaged him absolute¬ 
ly to do what I would havehim, I dlfccrvcred my defign unto him, which never- 
tliclefs I covered with the good and glory of the Empire, to the end too he might 
ferve me the more faithfully. But this man told me, how he held it fit that the Stars 
fhould be obferved, and his books confulted with a little about this war, becaufc it 
might fo happen, that without any impoftUre or lying he fhould be obliged to per- 
fwade Soliman to this voyage^ and howfoever, though the ftars did not concur with 
our intentions, yet would he be fure to keephis word with' me. I parted with him 
in this mannerjiaving firft intreated him to make a (hew of the beftcffe&sofhis Sci¬ 
ence at the Port, that fo the Emperor might give the more credit to that Which 
he was to fay unto him. Mule Aral failed not in obeying me, for he had not beeha 
week at Confiantinople,but every one (poke of the prodigies he did j and whereas he 
was a great Phyfiegnimift,he got a world of reputation in a fhort time. He foretold 
to fome that they fhould die the next day, which failed not to fall out accordingly ; 
to others he revealed the moft fecret adventures of their lives; and he was fo happy, 
that of all the things which he allured,none mift,or at leaf! wife might receive a favo¬ 
rable interpretationjfo that the report hereof being come to Solimanjtxe fent for Ma¬ 
le Aral,vibo in his prefence told the Bafla of the Sea fuch th jngs,as extremely furpri- 
zed him;for he conre(Ted,that every particular of that which he had told him,had be¬ 
fallen him accordingly.The grand Signior commanded hini to follow him into his 
Cabinct,where,as I knew afterwards,he declared unto him the moft fpecial paflages 
of his lifc,& principally his love to Axiamira upon the fight of her picture, although 
I had not fpoken tohim of iti fo a$ Soliman being mightily perfwaded of the Science 
ofthis man,askedhim whether he thought that the war againft thePerfians would be 
profpcrous.But'A/&£,who defired to finifh his figures and obfervations,& to give the 
more weight tc that which he fhould fay,anfwered&>/mM0,that things paft were feen 
with more certainty in the phyfiognomy, than things to come;& that for an affai r of 
fo great importance,he demanded of him only fix days to (atisfie him hilly: and for 
the Better carrying of the matter,he befought him to let him know the p’recife point. , 
of his nativity,albeit he had been acquainted with it before by me. $oltman accorded 
him his defire, ahd having given him leave to depart, refted fo iatisifcd of him , 
as he was already difpoUa to govern his defigns by Male Aral's anfwcr; who 
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after he had made his obfervations, came one evening to me with a contested look, 
and allured me, that his Science was falle, or I Ihould Crown Salmon King of Per- 
Jia. It is certain, Madam, that 1 did not believe the difeourfe of this man,butonely 
feemed to give credit to his words, to the end I might not difoblige him, although 
the fucccfs of things afterwards made it good. The next day he went to Soliman , 
and with a confident countenance told him, that the war of Hungary would prove 
u nlucky to him if he undertook it, but that of Perfia glorious; ana allured him fur¬ 
ther, that if he entred firft Into the Enemies Countrey, one of his Slaves, whom 
he very much loved, (hould Crown him King of Perfia. Mule accompanied this 
difcourle with lb many circtiroftances, which would be too long to repeat, as at 
length Soliman , who was very (crapulous in all things,which he believed came from 
above, prepared himfelf for this war with as much precipitation, as he had had 
repugnancy to it before. Asfoonas Mute wasgone, he lent for me, to command 
'-meto alter all the di reft ions which he had given, and to caule all theTroops to be 
inrolled for Perfia : And whereas this Prince carried an unmcafurable affeftion 
to me, he had charged A/«/e not to dilcover any thing of that to nte which he had 
faid to him, defiling to make me believe how it was in confideration of me that he 
With-drew his Arms from Chriftendom, thereby to ingage me the more to his ler- 
vice. Whilft things were in this eftate, an accident fell out which began to give 
great hope of this voyage of Perfia , and to confirm Soliman in the good opinion 
which he had of Mali Aral ; for it hapned that one Utama^ Satrape of Caramanta , 
a man of great account with the Sophy, who had maried one of his fillers to hint, 
and though (he dyed a little after this Manage, yet did this alliance render him 
more conliderable than before. This man, I fay, having received: fome out-rage 
from that Prince, after he had fervedhhlt in divers incounters with the expence of 
his blood, requcHed of me that I would obtain fome place of fafety for him with¬ 
in Solimans Dominions. I will not tell you. Madam, what this excellent man did 
in this war, fince it is certain, that his generous aftions doe well deferve a rela¬ 
tion in particular; neitherwill I Hand to recount this voyage exaftly unto you; 
wherefore,that I may not abufe your patience, and make the Deft ufe of the reft of 
the day, 1 will only tell you. Madam, that having had a Commandment to conduftt 
the Vant-Guard with Ulama t I was fo fortunate as I furprized Tauris without any 
refiftance, which at the firft aftonilhed the Enemies, who neverthelefs left not to de¬ 
fend thcmfelves couragioufly in all other incounters. Tachmat performed wonders 
in his own peribn, and fo did alfo one Deliment ; but at length fortune in two ran¬ 
ged battels declared her felf for us; fd that as foon as Soliman was arrived in per- 
lon, he had almoft no other imployment than to receive the Deputies of Townes 
which fubmitted to his obedience. A part of -Affjria zadMefopatamia were fubj ri¬ 
fted unto him, but in fuch fort, and fo abfolutely, that from the Mart of Balzxraj 
which ftands at the mouth of Euphrates, entring into the Gulf of Perfia , even to the 
laft Town, they rendred all unto him* The moll; notable of this great number 
were Caramida, Medimtm, Orfa and Anctfa ; but that which Solimatt rcjoyced moil 
at, was the reduftion of Bagdet, where he was Crowned King of Perfia by die hands 
of the Caliph, who to do me honor, and to teftific that I had contributed feme- 
what to the nappy fuccefs of this war, would needs havemeferve in the Ceremony, 
and help hint to fet the Crown on the head of Solmtan, fo that by this circumftance 
- nothing was more to be added to Mule Arals Predictions, who at our return wai 
recompensed lufficiently. After this, his Highnefsbeftowed fome time ingiviog 
direftionsfor all things before his return to Confront inople, where he'was refolded 
to be received in triumph, but a little ficknefs that he fell into by the way defer¬ 
red this publique rejoycing, which neverthelefs was performed withis a while af¬ 
ter; and I may fay that this Triumph was as happy for me, as it was glorious foe 
So/imatt, feeing it was there that I came to know Daria in the habit of a Slave, who 
can recount unto you, Madam, that fortunate dayespafiage more agreeably than I 
could. Juftitnano, having faid this, became foconfofed, as if one of the Prknccfles 
Gentlemen had not adverdfed her, that the Count of Lavagna, accompanied with 
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the Marquis of Tottrai»e i Was cotre to vifit her in the behalf of the Senate^ (he had 
perceived the difordet of his fpirit: After (he had heard the mefTagc thit was 
bfetighE her, (he rofe up, and giving her hand to Jufitniario, (he faid unto him With 
aVery well latisfied countenance, Doe not think to lay upon your friend the trou¬ 
ble to acquaint me With tlfe reft of you)* Adventures, he hath had ertough alrea¬ 
dy in fyAtigtoCenftantiii'ofU to juftilie me Unto you,'bcfides What he is to be at irk 
relating to nie that which hath arrived to hinllelf id particular ; blit to let jrbti 
lee, continued (he, that I axh tiot tyrannical^ 1 Will give yOrt tihifc to chnteiij: my 
curio'iity , in the mean (paced thirik it fit We(liduldgo And' receive tHe ClviKties 
of the ScliOte: Thlr faid, (lie (iitfred herfelf to be lead iii Oiielialid by Jdfthtian^ 
and in the other by D&rti, Whom (lie had retained as he was about tt> with-draw, 
and the reft of the troop iollowed after. All the Way Isabella continually admi¬ 
red the marvellous effedts of Juftimano's fortune, but in what manner foever (he 
confidercd them, (he Hill returned to fpeak of the obligation wherein he ftood in- 
gaged to Soliman : 1 mull confefs, (aid (he tO 'juftiniano } that if this Prince be fuch 
as you have delivered him, he may be (tiled the wonder of our Age, and if my 
Religion did not forbid it me, I would quit my Countrcy with jay to live under 
his Dominion. This difeourfe made Jufiimano to tremble, but Daria laying ’ 
hold on herfpeech, confirmed her yet more in the advantagipus opinion which 
(he had of Soliman } and b£t|ig corfie tU hihiff tf agSUb^ affur.-d her that all 

which he had. faid of him was very far (ho?t oi .the truth. This (air Troop enter¬ 
tained themfelvcs in this fort, untill that being arrived rieer to the Cattle, the 
Count and the Marquis came to meet the Princefs, who entertained them with a • 
great deal of refpeft. The Count, to acquit himfelf of the Commiffion which 
the Senate had given him, faid unto her, that he was not come only to congratu¬ 
late with her for the happy, return of ']ttfliniam y but alfo to give her thanks for it, 
as the mod important lervlce that ever me could have rendred to the Republique; 
that this favour from Heaven was doubtlefs due to hervertue, and to the vowes 
(he had made for him, rather than to the defires of the Senate, who had rendred 
themfelvcs unworthy of it; how to teftifie unto her, that the prefent had utterly 
defaced the remembrance of the pad, he intreated her that (he would honor Gcuoua 
with her prefence, whenas (he had refolved upon the triumph of Jufiiniano , to 
the end that by the pompand magnificence which they would bring unto it, they 
might at leaftwife teftifie their joy, although they could not teftifie their acknow¬ 
ledgement. This difeourfe made Jafimatutt heart to pant, and the Princefs to 
change colour; for fhe tlndcrflood welleniotigh, that thetriufnphhefpakeof, was 
to be her mariage. She anfwered with very much rtitodefty, that generall caufes be¬ 
ing without doubt more favoured 6f tfeivettj thafiparticular interefts, it was to 
be certainly believed, that Jafliuiano hadbeert reftored to his Countrey for the on¬ 
ly glory of the Republick; and that having neverthelefs encountr$d her parti¬ 
cular felicity in this generall happinefs, (he had more reafort to give thanks unto 
the Senate, than to receive any from them; but, continued (he, interrupting Jafti- 
tuano , who would have anfwered that which (he had (aid of him, it will be more 
convenient for us to enter into the Caftle for to tell you there what I thinke of it, 
than to (lay any longer in a place which the night that is now at hand would 
render incommodious. The Count then prefented the Marquis of Touraine unto 
her, whom they called at Genoua the French Marquis, and a(Tured her that he was 
a man whofe condition and merit were not unworthy of her knowledge and 
efteem. There neWs no more , faid the Princefs, to commend and render him 
agreeable to me, thanthat he is your friend, and that you efteera of him; where¬ 
upon (lie entertained him with a great deal of curtefie, and the Marquis faluting 
her with very muchj§fpe&, befought her to judge of him by the Counts opinion, 
rather than by his own , whenas he fhottld have the honour robe known of her. 
After this complement, the Princefs prefented her hand to the. Count, and 
looking on Jafitmano , Doria , and the French Marquis, as though (he had been 
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forrv that ftie could not (hare her Civilities amongft them, univerfall beauties 
were the dbieft of their entertainment, during the little way that remained for 
them to £oc. Thefituation of this place is fo delicate, the profpea of it fo 
pleafant, and the fetting of the Sun was that evening.fo glorious, with the di- 
verfity of vive and rich colours, which the gold of his Raycs imprinted on the 
Clouds, and reflefted on the Sea , as.it is not to be thought Grange, that a 
difeourfe fo common (hould make up the converfation of fuch extraordinary 
perfons. At for D*ri *, he went along taking to the French Marquis, who led 
iSwli* by the arm, that feemed not unpleafing to him : And in this man¬ 
ner they entred into the Caftle, where the Princefs treated them as 
magnificently, as if Ihc had been prepared of a long 
^ time to receive them.

^Refcntiy after fupper the Princeft, perceiving that the Marquis 
was goo from the company, demanded of the Count whether 
it ,were true that he had brought the French .liberty into 
at he had formerly told her. puling.the time of her (olitarinefs. 
It is io true (anfwcrcd the,Count j that if you knew in what 
fafhion we live, you would be furprifcd with it ; Howbcit your 
Im _ m amazement would ceafe as foon as you (hould know the wit^iu* 
mour, andaddrefs of the French Marquis. And feeing hispre- 
ceptsarenotoppofitetoplealurejbutyetco^ferving Vertue with a great deaf of 
reipcQ, he was not much troubled to find out followers, both amongft the men and 
die Ladies. But is it polCblc (faid that he could vanquuh thatjeloufic 

which is fo naturallto thofc of our Nation ? He hath for that ( replied the Count ) 
modeofe of an artifice, which he alone was ableto invent: He obferved within a 
little tuhe^ after I had made him known to all the perfons of quality, every love in 
GemuAj and wrought fo well by his addrefs, that in a (hort while he was the univer^ 
fall confident thereof. When as he (aw himfelf mafter of all mens feciets, he began 
ito perfwade us all in particular to the French liberty ; to call us Tyrants over our 
wives; and to make us comprehend that there was extreme injuftice in prohibiting 
conversation onto Ladies, who alone could render it agreeable; That as for him, he 
was refolved to make them happy whether the} would or no: and for that cfk£k 
(laid he unto us) all they that have lifters muft permit me to fee and talk with them , 
to the end that having made them knowbow Vertueougbt not to be untraftable, 
and how they think more harm when they are by thcnifclvcs, than they would do 
If they knew us more particularly* I may make that fucceed which I have projeded 
for your advantage. Befides ({aid he onto us) this eflay. cannot be dangerous $ for 
whereas I oeverbave an affe&ion that lafts above a week , you need not fear that 
I (hall make any great progeefs therein. Eadh one in particular, durft not refufe 
him that which he demanded, as being his confident; fo that in a (hort time hee was 
introduced lntoalltheHoufesofquality,roaugcr thefeverityof fathers, and the re- 
fervednefs of mothers. For be hath fo complying a fpir it, that he knowes bow to 
take upon him alTformes; and for gallantry, no man can be (b proper for it as he: 
he flags very fweetely; he playes upon the Lute and the Gittem; he daunces with 
a gooa grace; he limnet ana paints well; he Writes excellent letters ; be makes ver* 
fes inour tongue, as if he yrerean Italian ; and his converfation is fo inceitaining, 
thati(isasimpoflible to be without friendship for him, as for him to be without af» 
fbdiou. Whereupon it i&eafie to imagine that he had quickly perfwaded that which 
he defired. But to begin the introdu&ion of the thing publiquely , one day when 
there was a bal, and the company affcmbled together, be approached boldly to the 
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principal! miydi df tfteCitkj for Jiff feared not fo rf£icb the Cosher fas the husbands j 
and told therfl open#, jic Was affcnmdi forlTiehi, tlffi they ftoiljd be feparatedfrom 
the reft of the companyi'as if tfiSy were nTrwrmhyto'fce' offEc Indthen hee made a 
Satyreagainftthatcuftonie,whi<k4snmft orj<; dayrehearfe unto you. When as e- 
very one took delight herein', ariduha* he kfcfof he ftould be fupported by all the 
young folks* and that the Ladies i« their-hearts wi/he^ him no-4urt, he dq(tred all 
the company, that they would foil this gvening bn&y carry |hemfefees * if they 
were in Trance, and follow his dftelUonsy*io the'eftd be fftightdt leaftrre make the 
Ladies fee, who do not travellj\he,diSerefiOe thafwas'JSdween the one and the other. 
Hereupon allthofe othisfa&iori effid ir up with a jgriat applaufe, and his advice^ 
was followed, although there Wfere'fotne that did-hof allow of it: The women al- 
fo m ade fo me difficulty thereof, but at laft the Marquis p revailed. He changed thf p 
tbc whole Order ofthe company, faying it waTtTie cuftome of France, that converfa- 
tion Ihould be the greateft pftafo re bf abalfptpa^. he played the matter of the Ce¬ 
remonies infuchmanncr, as in facing evetyone, without foewing himfelf affeft- 
ed therein, hee placed each onfe according to his inclination. After that, it 
was a good while before he tha^i^i^toplay, that the more com¬ 

modity might be given to talk ; and in this lore, every one for his particular inte- 
rtft, found himfelf fo fatisfied, aSthefo Wais riot any but atoWed, fhat tbef f&f tfe 
ledn more ddlight iri thisaffembly* thr ift all the reft that evf r hsfd b«ah r Sukdtli^ 
htfhatft tfaOu|ht fo wtfll With hi tie oi°ten irrterefied pfrfpn#, ; aS> we 'rfteef |\ftt or 
three tirtws-a Week -five or fix fatriilks together, Where verily hOdelimsiaaiplea- 
fing things, as canftot be rtpeated-tHi£o i y6u* Without lofingrtiuehof their gtace. It 
Wrall be acknowledged the Tt'Weis) that Ufls is * rate man* and deftwes that 

I fhould inform my ftlf by what happy adventure bte hath preferred Itoty before 
France, for l have neard that he « a mah of qualify. You have ifeifon, Madam ( fafd 
^heGorint) to call it happy for hs* bht lthath not been happy for him, though the 
endtfas to him gloriotjs. I beleeve (raM yt/KW/W^if in'tertnptifig him J that her exp¬ 
ediency would be Well contented' t6 tirtderftarid his fortune- ' Arid I { replied thi ■ 
Couftt y to. obey her, if! did not fear that the Marquis will not give me JeafiM-efot 
ft,hilt will come and interrupt my reikall thereof, 1 ath riufch deceived (laid Daria'S 
Ifhe dkenpt give you all the ©portunity yon can defire; forXhaveweil obfefied 
thif the faire Zrmha hath notdifpleaftd hhn; arid that being gone from hence/fte* 
eaufe (he was not well, hcfolloWed her carefully with his eyes, and if 1 miftake not* 
he is gone t6 feek out fotne occafion to fee her, or to premeditate fome letter, or 
verfes.to exprefshis pallion. The Cakht being of Dariaes opinion, yeelded to the 
rtepeftwhiehr the ^rincefs had made hhn, and began to fpeak in theft termes. 

• Ti betiijiery of the Frige Jo Marquis . 

If ffialLndl you then. Madam, that the Marquis is of ah ilhiftrious Hoofe, Of a 

J[Province in France, tbs name whereof is not in my remembrance; and without 
pacsicularifing any thing more of his life, than the laft aiftion which gave him wires 
ui v you areto know that his vercue Bfegot him envie , and confidently enemies irt 
hiscotsatry. And whereas he had aihmies lived ac court* and in the ws rrss*dw Into 
King Franc a (hewed him a great deal of refpefk and good will, although hee was 
as thin but very young. He had not been wanting then at the battel 1 of faty, where 
he had performed wonders in perfon, and fo happily for his glory,as the King him¬ 
felf hadbeen awitnefs of his valor; yet were there afterwards for all that throe 
Gentlemen in his Country, whereof the one was cal led Morse, the fecond Aenttrs, 
and the other Vineonrt, amongft whom foil out a quarrel], occafioned by the ctoube 
of his valor. Marsh had hated the Marquis of a longtime, fo as-it is’credibfo , that 
being unable to finde out any other aeanes to deface his glory, hee puWtfhed- 
openly* albeit neither he, nor die other two, had ever parted from their houfes du¬ 
ring the warm, that theMarquis-bad fledfrom the bat^eU of fany* This difconrfe 
. " - • - comming 
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commingto the Kings car, atfuch time as thc v Marquis was not at the Court, nor 
had heard anything that was Spoken againft him, this Prince, who loved him 
dearly, thought he (hould oblige him, if he fought further into the matter. Hee 
- (ends for Mftrsi then to know of him from whom he had received that which he had 
reported: Morse anfwers that a Gentleman, named Dmconrty had alluded it unto 
him, and Dinceurt appearing faid, that contrarily Marti had told him, how he had 
heard it from one called Beniers. Dincmrt feeing that Marti did not contradi& 
him, befought the King that he might not bee involved in this aftayr; the King 
grants his requeft, returns him home, and commands Beniers to prelent himlelf, 
as lie docs: the King demands of him whethcr'he had told Marsi 9 that die Marquis 
had fled from the Battcll of Pavj: Beniers ftoutly maintaines that he had never laid 
anyfuch thing, and gives the other the lye. The King,who was willing to force 
two men, who had not been in the warres, to fights told diem,that todifeover which 
of them had been the author of this fallhood, he would have diem fight a fingle com- 
bat,and that he would honour it with his prelence. They accept ofit, and the next 
day, the lifts being prepared, and the King being placed on afcaffold with all his 
Court, and invironed with a great multitude of people, he fees Berners appear, con¬ 
duced by a gentleman of his friends; and lAarsi at the other end of the field brought 
in by one of his kinlinen. Beniers would needs fight with two fwords , and but half 
armed; fo that either ofthem had aCorflet on with long tafles, fleeves of mail , 
gantlets,a cask on his head,a fword in his light hand,& another in his lcft,with each 
of them a dagger by his fide.This new fpefiacle drew the eyes of everyone upon them, 
but at length, after the found of trumpets,the oaths, & outer ceremonies requifite in 
fuch likea&icns, they began their combat, wherein they both(hewed a great deal of 
adrefs and valour. At the firft Marti feemed'to have fome advantage of me other, he 
appeared more a&ive,more ardent,and more vigorous; but towards the roidft of die 
combat it was eafic to judge, that Beniers had made fpare of his forces togivq.the o- 
ther leafure to (pend his. Marti grew faint,& the other fo couragious^s no man had 
ever fecn one fight more valiandy. They were a long time before they could hurt one 
another; for ifhapned that thole two lwords,whicn each of them had, and that car¬ 
ried terror by the eyes to the heart of thofc who beheld two men armed in that man¬ 
ner, were notwithstanding againft their intention a meanes to make the combat en¬ 
dure; in regard that the left hand fword ferved to ward the blowes which they gave 
one another, afwell as if each of diem had had a buckler. When they perceived that 
their own armes kept diem from deftroying thcmfelves, they caft away their (words 
both at once, and foiling a grapling together with a great deal of precipitation they 
had recourfe to their daggers: But Beniers being the ftronger,'and the, more delyver,. 
hath Morse down under him, and his hand wherewith he held his dagger being io- 
gaged under the others, Beniers feekes for nothing elfe but a place not defended by 
his cuirace where he might kilThim, & already had he his arm lifted up for to ftabb 
him,when as the King, who would not lofe a man which had (hewed ip much cou-, 
rage,thrcw down his warder in the midft of the field to make them leave off, which 
caufcd die people to give a great fticut for joy, whereat 2fe*/r«,turning his head a- 
bout gave f/larsi oportunity to disingage nimfelf, and in this manner the Kings au¬ 
thority finifticd their combat. But admire, Madam, the caprichioufiiefs of chance, by 
this which I am coming to tell you: The Marqui;,about whom the quarrell was,ar- 
rives in poftat theyeryfamcTowne, where the combat was fought; he askes where 
the King is?and whereas the petople are neverWellinformed of things^ie is only told* 
that he is beholding a combat, which he hath permitted untqg&w Gentlemen, who 
had required it ofhim. This novelty touches him with cqflofity; he goes without! 
farther inquirie,or any thoughtthat ne had any interefthj} this affair: he comes thi¬ 
ther,hee beholds the combat a while amongft the mulfiwde,makes vowes for Marsiy 
wrhofe deipeanor and perfonage pleafed him, wiffcs.iagginft his own proper incereft 
that he may carry away the vi&ory, and without knowing it takes his enemies part. 
But one of hi* friends having perceived him, approaches to him, and in few words 
recounts him the whole matter, and withall poflefles the {pind of die Marquis with 
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fhamej defpight, and for y. There is one then ( faid he unto him that bad acquainted 
him With dm fold newe$) Which dares accufe me of cowardife; and even the King, 
•who knowes foil well whether I fled from the battell or no, in ftead of punching this 
Impoftor, does him the grace to permit him the combat } renders himfclf judge of 
it, is readyto heap glory on him, and to declare him viftor if he furmountshis c- 
nemy.NojrtOyl cannot fuffer it,arid I rnuft call my felf difarmed as I am,into the niidil 
of the lifts }1 muft fight with them both together, or afunder, it matters not which,fo 
as I maybe revenged, or die glorioufly. As he was in this resolution the King threw 
down his warder to make the combat ceafe; and though the Marquis his minde was 
muchtroubled,yethad he obferved that Btmtrs was inaconditionto be vi&orious 
over hiseaetny, at fuch time as foe King had given that Agnail of peace} which put 
him into futh ftrange cholen, as hee rsfolved to break, through the prefs, to goe pre- 
fent hlmfetf, and in perfon demand fatisfa&ion for the outrage had been done 
hint by fo black a calumnie. What ( faid he to himfelf, in feeking Hill to approach 
neerer) foe King takes care for thelifit of a man that fpoyles rite in my honour! hee 
hath not permitted foe combat thenybut out of hope that my enemy would vanquilb, 
firice aflbon as it appeared that he had the word, he retayned the hand of him that 
Would have dabbed him, and fated the other from the punilhment which he was go¬ 
ing to receive * But it is juft that he ftlould periflt by my hand; and that I fhouid 
be revenged by my relf. In foe mean time the prefs was fo great, and the people 
fo thronged together for to hear what foe King faid to M&s 'e and his adversary, as 
foe Marquis could not come neer him, till he had told them, that their courage had 
obliged him from having either of them acknowledged for foe calumniator; and 
that in perfbance of foi s grace he commanded them to publifh every where,how they 
knew from his mouth, that the Marquis had been one ofthe formoft in the front of the 
battell} that hfc had beeri one of the lafl which he had feen fighting about him; and 
that if all the reft had done their devoir afwell as he, he had not loft his liberty .Then 
turning himfelf to foe princlpall perfon* of his Court, J am C faid he) a witnefs of 
' that Which 1 fty; and if any one dare make any doubt of my fpcech, 1 will make him 
feel what the difpleafure of an incenfcd Prince is. The Marquis feeing the King 
leave off fpeaking, caft himfelf at his feet, and furprifed in luch fort, both the 
Court, his enemies, and the King himfclf ,as it was a good while before hee could 
be heardy fo great was foe murmnre. But at lengthier foe people had Been com¬ 
manded to nlente, the Marquisfpake to him much after this manner. I know very 
well, Sir, Ante your Majeftie is fatisfied of my courage, that 1 (hould be fb too} but 
itis not frifideAt for yonr glory, that they whom you favour (hould be valiant, they 
ought aMofor the juftifying of your judgement to m thought fuch by all the world} 
And therefore (if I may be permitted to fpeake fo) I cannot indure that they, who 
have traduced me two hundred leagues from the battell, (hould not by experience 
undeftand, that I know riot how to recoil, either in a generall, or particular combat: 
Grant me then out ofjuftke that, which you have granted out of grace to mineeuet- 
ltiie} your equity ana yout glory is concerned herein, and you cannot refofc roe 
foe combat which I demand,without covering me with (hame and confuAon. The 
King having attentively heard him, (aid, that his refentment was noble, but be 
could not for his own glory accord him that which he defired: That the publique 
teftimony which he had given of his valriur, was more glorious than the death of 
his enemy, who by his commandment would be conftrained to publilh all his life¬ 
time foe contraty of that which he had reported * That if he would permit hifa 
foe combat, he (hould feemtopoftericy, that he himfelf had made doubt of his va¬ 
lour; that it Would be to eqUall him with his enemy, Which by no means he wouiqfi 
do, neither was it juft he (hould. The Marquis, bearing foe King fpeakafter 
this fort, was fo feifeo with fplght and grief,- as nc could not anfwer him. In thp 
mean time foe King, advifing with tbe-aaiefeft of his Court about what fatisfaftipa 
he might give the Marquis, never heededhis going away} for fuddenly thrufting 
himfelf amongft the prefs, he did fo} -as .before he could be followed he took pqfj, 
and went and hid himftlf in one of hit friends houfe, forty Leagues off, witji au 
- intent 
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intent not to ftir from thence but to be revenged. The King was much offended 
with this aftion of his, and although he loved the Marquis exceedingly, yet his 
authority feeming to be contemned thereby, he teftified a.great deal ot difpleafure 
for it. He charged Marsh not fight with him, and yet commanded him to acknow¬ 
ledge every where, how that which he had faid was falfe. This while the Marquis 
cauied his enemy to be obferved, and received dews of whatfoever palled at Court; 
and whereas he hath a great and generous fpirit, the alteration of the Kings favour 
towards him touched him fo fenfibly, as he defired his friends not to think of refto- 
ring him thereunto: He took order fecretly for his affairs , fetled his eftate, 
railed a trials ofmony, great enough to undertake a long voyage; and that doflh, 
refolves to fight, not only with Morse, but alfo with Berniers, not Knowing, faid he, 
whether he had not fpoken that which he diflvowed; and after all^o quit the King¬ 
dom for ever. But the latter gave him not leave to execute his defign; for he died 
of ficknefs. Asfor Marsh, as foon as he knew that he was returned into his coun¬ 
try, he lent him a challenge; whereunco heanfwcri, that in regard of die Kings 
charge to the contrary, he could not accept of it. The Marquis netted with this 
refuul], refolyed to force him to fight ; and watching for him a good while after 
in a Wood, that was not fir itaiKMarshs honfe, and whither he went oftentimes 
to walk , hcpercei ved-one morning a Provoft-Marfhall, accompanied with two of 
his fellows, who came along thorough theForreft; he hid himlelf for fear of dis¬ 
covery, and heard that one of them named him, and faid that the King would have 
him apprehended if he could be found. This difeourfe obliged him to follow them 
a&rofF; bathe was much aftonittied whenhefaw them enter into Marsh houfe : 
whereupon he no longer doubted, but that it would be impofEble for him of a long 
time to find an opportunity to fight with him. He informs hirafelf more particu¬ 
larly of the bufineft; remains certain daics about’this houfe, and at length learns, 
that the Provoft-Marfhall ^was fent to Marsh to apprehend him ; for the King had 
been adveftifed both of his retreat, and of the time when he departed to return in¬ 
to his Country; So that oppieffed with many miifottune$,he refolved to go and oafs 
away certain moneths in feme other placey hoping that in the mean time they 
might peradventure be wearied with contlnuall guardlng of Marsh. He went then 
into Prevenc* for his more fecurity , where one ofhisparticular friends lived, that 
• was retired from the Court. Being there, he underffands that the Kings difpleafure 
is pacified, and that his enemie is dead; fo that' the impoflibility which he faw to be 
revenged, makes him take the refolutiem never to appear again at a Court, whole 
Prince had not intimated him-very well. He puffed* into Italie, as being Mater of 
his AfHons and Eftate ; and after he had feeti all that is rentatrkable on this fide the 
mountains, heftaied in the end at Geseua, whdsefuch pleafkht' things have arrived 
unto him, as one would hardly beleevc they were title, (hey were fo extraordi¬ 
nary. You have much obliged mey faid the Priftcefs, by acquainting me with all 
thetepafiages; but I would fain know, what caufe Marsh had fo to hate him ? I 
rather think Madam (replyed the Count )thhtthtre was feme love in the quarrel) 
if 1 be not deceived, Marsh bad four fifiers,and die Marquis bpt One; and they were 
both neighbours together in the country, fo that 1 vifiting One another very often, 
according to the cuftom of frame, Marsh fell in love Wi(h the Marquishi* Sifter, 
and the Marquis, who alwaics returns Lore with ufory, became enamoured of all 
his four at once. He loved the eyes of the one, the ftature of the other, the voyce of 
die thirds and the wit of the laftr And in thefe four maydis,'hb faid that he had the 
moft a ccomp lifted Miff tit in the world.' This felly laffe d long enongh to give AJ*r- 
sekafure to become defperateiy in love With the Marquis his Offer, who at her bro¬ 
thers intreaty had (ntmaynedhim very ervily dating certain tiioneths that he 'Was 
away in the Province^ albeit (he could by no meanes induf-d him. Jnthtmean 
while the time of his return being tome, Marsh begins to think ftrioufly cl his a*- 
feires^beleevcs they will fiwceedwell ^ andfinding that dfe Marquis.tonk great 
detigbrin referring to his houfe, thinks to give him the dfoife of bn four Offers, 
and r y that exchange hopes to eftablife hisfelfehy, and poflfcfs b i s He 
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imployes one therein, who was a friend both to him and the Marquis; gives him 
order to difcover which of his Sifters he hath a mind to* that he may prepare her to 
intertain him the better. This friend acquits himfelf dexteroufly of his Commif- 
’ iion,' he repairs to the Marquis, fpeakes to him of Marses Sifters,ana demands of him 
which of them plcafeth him mod. He anlwcrs, that they pleafe him all alike; 
that the eldeft is plump, fair-hayr’d, white-skin’d ; that (he hath a great deal of 
fweetncfsin her eyes, and in her humour, but that it is great pity (he is no taller. 
This man, who was called Alfa , beleeved that this was (he which touched the 
Marquis his heart, fince he found but this little defeft in her. But the other pro* 

,Ceding on in his difcourfe,he thought it was the fecond $ for (faid the Marquis} 
the advantagious ftature of the next; that (lately look ; that dark hair; that ovall 
vifage; and that noble pride, which appears in her port and all her aftions, 
would render her incomparable, were her complexion'(omewhat clearer, and that 
(he fpakc a little more than (he does. .1 was deceived (faid Alfa then} and it is 
this fame that hath vanquifhed him. But (continued the Marquis} the mouth of 
the third; her white teeth; that quaintnefs which (he hath in the ayr of her free; 
that merry and joviall humour; and that which.goeth beyond all the reft, that 
charming and paffionate voice , which (he governs with fo much art, gives 
her fuch a grace, as would make her furmount all hearts, were it not fora little 
inequality of humour that appears in her. Nay now I know not which of them 
it is, faid Alfac to himfelf; hut. for the laft (continued the Marquis} it ntuft be 
acknowledged, that that fre(h and vermilion hew, proceeding from her youth, 
.which may be named the foul of beauty; thofe fparkling eyes; that black hair; 
that comely neck;that mean and.well proportioned ftature; thofe white hands; 
and that which is moft marvellous in the age of fifteen yeares, that nimble wit, 
which renders her the entertainment of a company ; which makes her talk very 
agreeably of all matters ; and which puts a particular charm into every part of 
her;deferves almoftthe whole heart of a worthy man, if (he did not live in the 
Country, and had but for fixmoneths onely breathed the* air of the great world: 
but thatoriginall fin which takes off much of her value, and the foie thought 
that (he is a country Gentlewoman, is. a foremen prefervative for a man of th^ 
Court. Alfa was then very much perplexed; nowbeit he conceived that the ob- 
ftacle which the Marquis brought to this laft, was the leaftconfidcrable; and that. 
thereby he would conceal his paffion. But this conjefture was not for all thacio 
ftrong, as he durft fettle his judgement on it, as on an indubitable thing. 
He prefles the Marquis yet in another manner, and precifely demands of him, 
whether he be in love or no; the Marquis, who thought he was not tofpeak feri-

He fends for the 
eMcfttohlm ItftO hlS^tablHBt-y fpeJUM to-hfec with a grate deal of teftimony of 
wood - Wifi, *ftd to obl^e her die rtord *afilt.to difearorherheart unto,him# he- 
afihtH bet? that he'thihKS Ofnothing wbfitnare card > than to eftablhh her For-? 
tune? tH&the'lhtfUkt hatdiy refolve- to marry before-herd andat lengthy haying 
Iliads a ttirh-o$ tWO, he? demands pf >kei*.. whether •the Marquis had ever given her 
any ¥rtniculat pfc(6ft of his atfcfriOiY, and whether that ufotch would he agree- 1 
Jwe unto her. 1 'this pfopOfitiOtf *wvirtg made her bluffa# Ihfe anfweri, cafting down 
her eyes, that ib thi s octtmdii flfccl»* 1 no other Will blit) his, indthatihe was ready 
to 1 obey him.' How it waS fe-a*; that the MarquiS had certified that he grdat- 
ly efteemcd hef, arid thatiftin hundred encounters he ftill feemed to pttwt h©? 
wfoti the fdH And tliat Ihe kMh-had known how to acknowledge his merit to the* 
prejudice of them that Catnenflef hior; but thacfor thiredrfoUr dayits foice he had 
Sfplj^d bitoltlf more id talking to the tfrirdthan he Wat acchftomedtodb. This 
M*iagiving nO further marks ittthis difcourfebfthe lore 1 the Marquis bote her j 
lhatf that Which Ok bore t© Mitt-bythe jeakoifrti which file (hewed, Mrft'c was at a 
honphis; heperceivcs by hi* Sjftersfpeechjthac the Marquis hatHpeken toher* 
Of loti ; that (be dfdriOt httehlm jandthtudhe fufpefe'nocWithffancfiftg that he' 
h*h < fiiindtoher whiih fingj^ althoueH according to Alfaes opittiondt fiiduld 
be t© the youhgeft-' Howbeltfctf conceals his unquietriefs front his 8ifter#andr©- 
folves to found them * 11 # charging this not to (peak a Word to the riftof wh*t 
had paft between ffleto. 'She'withdraw?, and the ftcond arrives with a look and 
a Uiodefty tb1 (hade hlfit beke' j he fhOuld be much troubled to draw anything 
out of her ccnceming that which he defired to know. But he was ifiuth >ma^ 
zed, when as at the flrftpropofirfon which he made toher of it, (he freely told 
him, hit with fome little preparation before band# that (hebtleeved thyMarqub 
loved her eldeft aS a Sifter; that he delighted to hear thethhai fingj that the wit 
©ftfct? laftdid not dlfpleafe him; but asfof her , (he thougRt that he had given 
fcerfuth tokens of his efteeni of her, as ha' had given to none of th^ reft 5 and 
thathe had at (undry times fpofeen to her in that manner# as'ihc could no longer 
doubt of it. Hbwbeitjthat for three or four dayes laft paft, (he thought that to 
fpight her# or to make her more favourable unto him# ne had caufodf one of her 
Sifters to fing more, and had eyed the youngeft more than heidedto do. That 
as for her, (he could alwayesruk her will by his, but if he would permit her 
to (peak the truth# (he- niuft cohfofs unto him, that (he could be contented to mar* 
ty With a Courtier, being fo ftfongly dif-inclincd from the Country, as (he could 
hardly refolve to talk with them that cametovifit her. Her Brother promifrs to 




her, and fends for foe third. What (hall-I make df all this ((aid M*tsh to him 4 
fclQ I cannot kartrt yfct whether the Marquis be truly in-love or no# however I 
am furdthat 1 have twoSiftert Which.are already defperately in lote with him# 
but it may be# continued he, that the other’-two Will clear this tnitm* unto me. 
In the mean time (he whom he had font for appears with her jocund humour; (he 
demands of him at the 'rft whether it were td propound a Lover unto her 
dap* he had fent for her fo in iecretjhe anfwtfrs her^hat (he was not deceived,for in> 
deed it Was to ask of her Whother the affedtioh of die Marquis did fttisfie her? 
She replyes laughirg , that the obligation which (he had unto him for having 
taught her fo many excellent ayrs# for having taken fsch pains to moke her fing 
weltj ahd to tune her tote to her voice, dtferved that her anfwer (hotild be fo- 
voorabk unto him. 1 Bur, faid Mttsk toher# foeak lerloufty, for thot^h you be 
die third, yet if the Marquis loves you/you-mall be the 6m married. Can you 
doubt of it, foid foe? and foe you not that the conforniity which is between u« 
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muft needs, prbduce t fair' affeftion ?: H< is merry , .1 am'got 

Underftands raufick, and 1. can fing; be plays on dieLitto and fodocl; he (dan¬ 
ces admirably , and 1 doe not dance with an Ul. grate; in conclusion, there if 
a kind of I krtow not whac Inviiible tlungycajled* asl thj nk, Sympathy, which 
makes us that we cannot hate one another. I butadepifed fbis is note-. 

nough , ahd you muft tell me more ftrioully.wh^cher. hc lovei vou. Expc&not 
any thing more feriousfrora me, (aid ih^for l (hokW^esfe to pe that J am,and 
peradventure (houldnat pleafe thc Macc(Bie* if .1 kerelwiftn whejrefore be plea-^ 
led to let me tdl yciu only^tbat if he (peaks to yoilwithai gppd^grapewhenhe de¬ 
mands me of you, as be did in difeoye ring his paffion unto me, I (hall not an- 
Cvver him cruelly.' After this (he went away finging 4 Song which the Marquis 
bad madefor her, and left Marti So confounded. iras-he could fcarcely beleeve 
what he had heard. But at length the laft arrives^apd wnereas he knows that lhe 
had more wit than the: iieft, he alfo imhloycs mpre art in fpeakipg to her t He 
cajols and carreffes her ; cdls hcr hisFavourite, fandhis degreft Sifter; and af¬ 
ter an hundred prOteftatious of. good will, conjures her to deal ingenuoufly with 
him 5 and to oblige her the more, confefles unto her, that he is in an extreme paf- 
fion for the Marquis his.Sifter; and bdeeving th*t ; he is fo too for her, he defircs 
her to. tell hint the truth of it, and if it.be fo, toufc him kindly,for fear he fhould 
oblige his Sifter to oppolc his affeftion.

fo unhappy as not be able to touch the inclination ofhis one ? He will laugh in 
his mind at hisconquefts, and my misfortune; and whilft to the. prejudice ofmy 
houfc he (hall be laden with the favours of four maids, I (hall get but cold civili¬ 
ties from her, whom I love paffionately , and that! alone can make up my felfcicie. 
But,continued he, what coumell can I take ? If I have recoufc to violence; if 1 quar- 
rell.with him; if I fight with him, and will .make him explain himfelf by force, 
for the intcreft of my Sifters, then 1 mine royfelf with her; 1 lofe the hope of ever 
poftelfing her; and it would be an ill way for one to prove his love unto a generous 
perton,to kill her Brother. It is better for nte then to diflemble a while; to ob- 
l'erve ail fos^a^cions; to endeavour yet to difeover whom the Marquis is in love 
withall ; and ifat laft 1 can leam nothing certain , then to propound unto him 
the choice of my Sifters, in demanding ofhis. Behold in what fort Marti rea- 
foned with himfelf about fo intricate an affair (at leaftwife he hath recounted it 
fincc in this manner.} But as Marti wa? thus troubled at home, fo was the Mar¬ 
quis in florae fort with his Sifter, who having another defign, with her fclf than 
the marrying of Marti, would have him difpenfe with her for entertaining him 
any longer, and permit her to cake all hope from him. Hewbeit the Marquife

who. could nocetidurc that his Sifters rigour fhould deprive him of the favours of 
all M*rsis y unto whom he durft not have gone any more, if once (he fhould have 
put him into defpair, could not confenc unto her defires.

ply with you herein, not onely for fower, but for thirty, being well allured that I 
ihould repair this lofs in a little time: Butinthe midftof adelertto deprivemeef 
four foie maides whoml can love, is fo great an inhumanitie, in the humor wherein 
Iani,asifvouconfideritferiouflyyoumuftneeds repent you of it. But, anfwered 
his Sifter laughing, you doe not love them, for now can you (hare your felf a- 
rcongft lb many V Not love them ( replyed the Marquis ) naughty Sifter, come, f ou 
doe t^ot know me, if you believe as you fay; for it is moft certain that I love them 
with all my foul, and that in all my me I never found my felf fo coilftant, nor fo 
amorous, And whereas this m&ia could not very cafily comprehend, how a man 
could love four at once, andtearm himfelf conftant: for to make her underftand it, 
he told her , that by a very extraordinary adventure he had no great affe&ion f or 
any of them in particular, but meeting in thefefour perfons feparately, with that, 
which he would have in one alone, he was fp defperately in love therewith , as he 
was never in fuch apaflion before. He told her further, that ordinarily when he 
found any thing that was amiable in a woman, he excufed the defe&s which were 
in her, and became in love with all her perfon, but that in this incounter, through 
a caprichioufnefs of love, he was wounaed in another fort. For , faid he ferioufly , 
it would be impoffible for me, in the eftate wherein my mind now is, to love any of 
thole maides fifties and I am never more joyfull than when I fee them all four toge¬ 
ther^ behold the whjtnefs of the firft , the look of the fecond, t hear the voice of 
the third, and admire the gentlenefs of the laft.

preft.One prepares a bracelet for me, another ties a band about thy hat, a third 
gists me powder and etfcpces, whilft the fourth caufes her pifturc to be drawn for 
die love of me. In purfuance hereof, Ifing afong that is afjreable to all four, which 
each of them applies to their ow.* particular for a math of my affeftion, and which 
they all commend with addrefs and \oy : and that which is yet more worth than all 
thefe things, is, that this paflioh is fo fa\? and fo extraordinary, as the end of it can 
never be unhappy. For when as I my felf would contribute to mine own mine , it 
is impolfible that ever I fhould arrive to that infortutute termc , which for the moft 
- partfinifhes all loves, I mean marriage. If 1 fhould love one of thefe maides, it may 
dc that utterly lofing all reafon againft my cuftom,! fhould alfo mary her, but lo* 
ving thefe four lifters as I doe , unlefsthe Law fhould permit me tomary them all 
four, as the Turkes does,I am in no danger of being theirhusband. In this manner 
1 (hall be alwaies free, and alwaies amorous, and me impoflibititie that there is for 
them ever to be my wives, gives them a charm, which will make me love them uni- 
till I return again to the Courn Judge now after this, cruell filler, whether you art 
to rob me of all ray pleafures. Y ou know, continued he, that I doe not cro/s yours, 
that ^ have never preft.you to hearken to the fighes of Marti, more than was need- 
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full for my diveffidni and not tb Cofiftrai n youf to marry him; * I-afttf fomach-a 
friend of liberty, that ! cannot endure the leaft violence, either m mfyfel£ orih a*- 
nether • and ifyOu refift the never lb little more , I feel that I fhalldoe what you- 
would have me; but at the veiyfome inftant I fhalbtakePoftto-goe foe&otie forte* 
new objeft for niy paffiori, Without which I am not- able to- llVev They were a» 
longtime yetpleafantlydifputing orteitherpdrf Concerning this matter*'; bnt at 
laft the MarquishisSifter, vvho vvould-ndt lbfe fofeVofirable an occafion ftjdlfco-- 
ver unto her Brothch die defigri’vvhich (he- had 3 Jgivt*s him to tmderftand, that dtw 
ring his abfencej a’Gtntlerfahof their Neighbours^extreme richj of great courage; 
and of lhtich fpirit,had fallen in lbvewith her ; and that he being- to retUrti from 
the Arrt-y inafhbrt fpace, Ihe was afraid leftfomemifchief might fall out between 
him and Mane. It is not that I have any affeftion for him, faid- this Maid, but l- 
nilift confefs to you, that 1 Will never mary M*rs?> though Ithitik lcould refolvt 
to be the others Wife.

vvas not far off, whCrefie finds thofe four fair Sifters, or to fay better, hid four Mi-*’ 
ftrefles, all of them more joViall than ordinary, for they had every onein particu¬ 
lar fpme h6pe to be the Marquis hid Wife, by reafon of the propofkiotv their 
Brother hid made to them of it. They had alfoatthed themfelves extraordinarily, 
tfo give hifn new wounds; for they kneW Well no day paft without his vifldng them. 
The eldeft had a garment on of green clotht-of-Silver, whtreof the fleeves Were 
wed Up With carnation-filver’d ribbon, and her hair with the fame. Which dkl 
not misb'bcbnie a perfon foir-complexioned. The fccond had on a night attire of 
6ure White filvef tinfoil , which gavt a kind of luftrC to her ferious and moddt 
afpcH ■ the third alwayes glitcering,Was in a waffcoat ofgridilyonfattin, fee all o- 
fer with filver oes; as for the youhgeft, though her garment was plainer thaln 
the reft, Vet Was if fhe gallanteft"; her habit was nothing elfe butfilverd tiffany, 
imbroidered with flowers, lined wi th carnation taffeta, and her head Was cover¬ 
ed over Witfi carnation and white feathers, which muft needs doe Well with a young 
perfon, whole hair was black, complexion clear and lively, and eyes wonderfully 
fparkline. All thefe Sifters Were much amazed in themfelves^ at die care which 
each of flifcfft had taken ori one ahd the fame day, in fitting forth themfelves at 
much as polfiblV they coUld; and the MatqhisWas fo futprike to foe them all at 
once with filch magnificence and jollity, that he etfukl not imagine Whatfbcuhfb* 
the caufe of it; for commonly they obftrved this order amongtt themfelves, that 
there Was One alwayes carelefly dfeft, to fhe end ffcat each of diem in their tarty 
might flieW, both affe&fcd handfomnefs, and hiwdfome cartlefneft. But at length 
the Marquis accoafts them, divides his e©mp Cments and looks, Commends them all 
Fotir together, and Without knowing What was til their thoughts, does things which 
confirms them Hi their opinion. He talks to them eflove openly, fwears that he 
is in fuch a paffion for them, as he was never in the like before; and whereas their 
minds were prepoflefled, they beleeve that it is an addrefs of Court tofpeafc overtly 
of thefe matters, and to leaVfc it td her,Whom one loves,to apply it to hep felf. She 
whom he beheld beleevcdjthat it was as much astofoy, it is for you 5 and thefe 
vrtvom he did not behold, btleeved; that out ofrcfpeft he durft not encounter their 
eyes, in fpeaking of a thing which might make them blufh; In fine, they were all 
very well contented and very well fatisfiid. The Marquis, Who did not loVe to 
make unprofitable vlftts; demands heW favours of them; he will have a bracelet 
made ofthe hair of all four; they laugh at it at firft; thty refofe him, or to iky 
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better, they makelihn the more earned: to intreac them for it 4 and at Iaft they grant 
it him, ftill in the thought, that it is a trick whereby he will get the hate of her eh 
foves, withoutmakinglhewthat.it (hould be a particular favour, orthat (he (hould 
havccaufeto beuffended atitv . This promifo wasfoon executed; theydtangeftof 
thefe maids being themoft dextrous, was (he that plaited*, this hair together, and 
-made a bracelet of it, where the different colour oftheir hair.appcarcd all afun- 
dcr. In labouring at this work, (he -laughed in her fleeve, to think how her Sifters 
were beguiled , if they bclcevcd- that it wasforthetn the Marquis had deli red that! 
Which (he wasroaking} andthereft, who thought they weremore cunning, mock¬ 
ed at the fifnplicity oftheir younger Sifter, for taking facial paines about a: thing 
Wherein (he hadfo-fmall a (hare . 1 And thofe- feverall concealed opinions'which 
they all had, gave them fo ftrongi difpofirioirto laugh, as upon the lead pretext 
for it, they (ell into it-; finding tooamidft their laughter, occasion to redouble it, 
each-of diem beleeving in their mind, thatthe reft would nbtilwayes laugh with 
fo good a will when once thekfirquis (hould declare himfclfi As for him,who ne*» 
ver loft time, after he had fpoken to them all in 'generall,according to the French 
liberty, he fpake to them in particular j be fingles out one into a comer of the 
room, and there (ayes gallantries to her 5 •» (little after he talkcs with ano¬ 
ther ata window, ’which looks upon the 1 garden ,-and feeraing to admire the 
beauty of the flowfrs, he praifes-diatof her eyes; he accompanies the youngeft 
when (he goes forth, and makes ufc of this occafton to cajoll her. And when they 
walk in the garden, he fomethnes draws onCofkhem alfo from the reft, that he may 
be able to fpeak- two or three words to her £ private , or -to kifs her hand. In the 
mean time, M*rsk 3 who had not received inch carefles at the Marquis-his houfe, 
returns to his own, where he finds him ftill cobe; he does .what he can to make 
him-ftay all ni$it, but the Marquis, who'began to fear left iM*rsk (hould prefshim 
to explain bimfelft withftands ity parts from this fair company , carries away the 
bracelet, and comesback tohisSiffer, whio wasivery melancholick. For it had 
happened, that her Lover being returned* had (urprifodher talking with' Mxn 'e * 
and whether he had underftood of his defign, or that (he had before acquainted him 
with it, they had (kluted one another \ :ry coldlv, and had talked as men that took 
plcafure to contradict each other. So -that, laid (he: to the Marquis, after (he had 
recounted unto him that which had befallen, I foe the matter in a cafe to break 
forth, and fuddenly to produce fome mifehief, if we doe not look to>k in time. 
No-ffich thing, ahfwcred the Marquis, for whereas I have promifod nothing to 
■M/erse , and that he too hath not fpoken to me -of his love to you, of of any pur- 
pofe he had to many you 4 1 may tell him ifhe movesme about it, that lam en¬ 
gaged to another, and to make that true , caufc your Lover to come to me, 
and I will premife him niy ebnfont. 1 know chat thereby I (hall banilh my fclf 
frqm a place, where 1 have a great deal ofpleifure; but fence 1 am of'needity to 
begone away within eight dayes> to the Court, I could not make a better end of 
this adventure; .For Marsh forbidding me his houfe, I' (hall have a falroccafion 
to write them a ietterof adieu atnd deipair: with all, continued he, I perceive that 
1 begin to aceuftome my folf to the favours which I-receive from thefe Gentlewo¬ 
men, fothat now thehappinefs which lovegives me, being turned into an habit, 
it is no longer hapinefs to me. The Marquis his Sifter was fo aftonUhed to heat 
him talk thus, ai (he could not forbear laughing at it: They paft the evening in 
this fott, 'and not to lofo time, the Marquis his Sifter advcrcited her Lover, diat 
the next morning he (hould repair to her Brother to acquaint him clearly with 
the intentions he had-for her 1 . - The note which (he font foiled not to work the 
effeft (he expc&cd from it; her Lover comes .juft as the Marquis is riling, (peaks 
to him of his paffion for his Sifter, (hews that:he covets his alliance, and mthe 
end exprefles his- defires fo clearly, that the Marquis without further delay leads 
him to his Mothers chamber, who favoured her Daughters wilhcs, propounds the 
matter unto her, gets her to agreeunto it; and whereas this Lover was abfolute 
Mafterof his Eftate, and of his own will, they rcfolved to accompliftl this Manage 
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within four dayes, to the end that die Marquis >> who was to rctttm to the Court, 
might beathlslifters wedding. Things being in ihef etc rates, AU&s't arrivrs , who 
was come on plirpofe to, his MiftreflfesMother, to difeover his defign unto her- As 
foonasthc Marquis lawhim enter, he dcfcends*he goes and imbraecs him, invites 
him to his filters wedding, before he acquaint; him towhom (he istt> be maryed $ 
ieemes to believe that he is not intcrefted therein; talks to him of dancingand 
ioy; hoping thereby, that Marti , feeing the matter rdblved* would not explain 
himfelf filmier, and. peradventtfre would al ter his mind. As indeed, Morse hearing 
this difeourfe, and knowing that his rivall was returned, makes no doubt but the 
M arquisfpake the trqth,.onely be doubted, in regard of the manner of the Marquis 
his fpeech to him, whether he had obfcivcd that heaf&Aed his fitter. He was 
thatne had not declared hintlelf fooner, and that he wasarrired fo late; and in this 
unquietnefs, he knew not whether hf Olould goe in or ho, to biethefpe&ator of his 
Rivals tryumph; whethedhefliould quarrell with the Marquis, though he knew 
not as yet that he was faulty; whether he Ihould depart away without faying any 
thing unto him; or whether he IbouM trouble this wedding with fome ftrange vi¬ 
olence; in fine he was fa confounded, as not knowing what to doe in fojjppleafing 
a conjunfture, he fuffered h'unt’elfoo be eondnded along by the Marquis, whole 
adrefs in this occafionwas; fiich, aswithout feemingtd pcrceiveany change in his 
countenance, he ftill continued talking to him of diverfion and joy: and that cod 
with imhracingand putting him gently on towards his Mothers chamber; whpcev 
unto as loon as ever they wereentred, toe Marquis.prefaced his brother-in-law to 
Morse, who fahited him very coldlye 0 the mean time he had leafure to tellhii 
Mother and his fitter in two words, that to kecp.Mmrsi from (hewing his lot te d 
and relcntment , he was not to be left alone With, any body. AfoerJ that civili¬ 
ties were rendred on either parr>,< the'Marquis thought it was fittting that hut 
(hould entertain the company; he began then to . quarrell with .his litter for 
that ihe was die canfe of his rejoyctog at a thing which was repugnant to 
his mind; but with all die was. well attured, that this thing Ihould never 
give him joy again , either for her, or any other , and that this cdropli-r 
a nee was no doubt the greateft mark he could render her of his love. Motsi 
hearing this dilcourfe, demanded ofhim, whether he meant manage by that 
which he fpake > and the Marquis without further dclay , anfwered him Laughing, 
that it was of that deftroyer of love; of that Tyrant of libertie; of that enemyof plea* 
fure • which moft commonly disjoynes all that Love hath united ; which dl(co¬ 
vers all the defeAs of the mind and humor, to perfons that believed they were air 
togecheBperfe&; and that which was worfe than. all the reft for him, which ba- 
nifties love, inconttanck , and gallantry from.amongtt men, to introduce into the 
fteadof it, jealoufie ofhodor, a feiCc cooftamie, and domeftick cares. So that, ai you 
fpeak ( replyed Morse interrupting him ) voa believe it may be that you Ihould 
much oblige one of your friends, ifyou ihould mary bis Miftroft bo another. . Jfb4 
Ihould telfme, anmered the Marouis, that he would mary her ,1 Ihould not con- 
tradifthis intent, for I am lb much an .cnemic to conttraint, asl never oppofeaoy 
thing;butotherwifcifa Worthy man of my friends Ihould appear tome extremely 
amorous, I doe not think I lhould doe him any great Wrong, if I ihoulddcprive 
him of the meancs of marying his Miftrcfife in cafe his palCon (hould diionder him 
Co far, as to give him a define to doe fp: Aod in the humor chat X am, the gseamft 
proofof affoftion that I can render unto a maid, when I become inMooured of her, 
is, not to marry her: yea, and I have met with fcutac, unto whom, die more favou¬ 
rably to receive myaffeftion, and to teftifie utito them the refpeA which X bar* 
Aon, I have declared a* the fiift fight, that in becoming their SetwfttJ had pod** 
fign tobecome their Matter} and inaffisringthem that I was their ftave, X 
than that I would never be their Tyrant. It may be, replyed Mo/rtky you have not 
alwaies fooken fo openly; that J have hoc, anlwered the Marquis When { believed, 
that dsette whom I loved had wit cnbiigh oot sofufyeft Aatl hadanjr fwh Imd i»- 
ttnt} but hswftwver 1 have never done or Laid any thing which catu d m ake them 
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believe, chat 1 hid any other aym, than to love them, to be kindly received of them, 
to be heard with pinafore* and to obtain of them all chofe petty favours, which are 
no part erf the Hufoands demean, and which ought alwaies to remain in the difpo- 
fition of Ladies, therewith to gratifie their Lovers. Forfince there are not men 
found, which amufethcmfelves in wearing bracelets of their wives hair $ which de¬ 
mand favours of them ; which ’are ravifced with kitting ooely the tip of their 
gloves; with fayinggalkntrkstothcm, prtiiangtheir beauties, giving them fc-* 
renades; making veffes to theirglory; and telling them that they burn and dye 
for love of them. Is it not ftmtige they (hould be deprived or all thefe plea- 1 
fares t and is it not unjuft, that men which doe not love them {hould poflefs 
them abfolurely > and that they which adore them (hould not at leaftwife have all 
thoft petty things , which are not dire&ly oppofitc to vertue 1 Your maximes are 
fct bad, (aid the Marquis his Sifter, fpeaking toher Brother*, that if you had not 
alwaves been at Court., and that we had alwayes been brought up together, I 
(hould have (bme cade to fear, that one might imagine you had perfwaded me ' 
to you* opinion. I dare not fay, replyed her Lover, that thefe maximes, which 
yon condemn, have bathing in them that clatbes with rcafon; nor alfo main t ain 
that they have nothing in mem but that which is bad; for I have too much love 
forth* Sifter, and too much refpeft for the Brother; but howfoever 1 am confi¬ 
dent that you will not follow them. It is true, faid M*rst% tartly enough, that 
incon&tncic is not chat wherewith he is to be reproched; and I know not whe¬ 
ther on the contrary, Vertue oppofedwill not prove to be the oncly crime rhat may 
be imputed to him. The Marquis perceiving that the other was preparing him- 
felf toaafwer,*nd peradventure with bitterness, continued to fpeak of the injuftice 
of own in the dlfeeming of things. For, faid he, if the diverfity of good books 
renders a dan knowing; if diverfity of voyages ferns him for an agrrtahjg ft a - 
dv, which illuminates his mind,.ana informs hiis judgment; if the diverfity of 
fair am is a knowledge that pleafes ; if the diverfity of tongues pafles for alau- 
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I will no longer oppofe this doftraic, fince an univerfall change cannot be but 
advantagious for me, glorious for feme, and equitable for others. The hidde n 
fence of this fpecch waseafily underftood by a ll the company; but the Marquis, 
who intbisoccafion did not defire te dive into things, alter’d the difeourfe, and 
feid unto Marsi, that his Sifters muft needs honour mis Wedding with their pre¬ 
tence, and that he muft rejoyce with them, for thar they are not fo neer to flavery. 
The honour that you Will doe them, anfwered, Marses will furprife them , not 
becaufe your civilities hath not given them bceafion to attend more from you, 
but whereas this newes is unexpected, it is fit that I (hould goe and advertife 
Ihem of it, to the end they may prepare thcretelves to receive the grace that you 
will doe them- The Marquis p relied him extremely to pafs away the reftxrfthc> 
day with them, but he would by no means ftay ; He invites hint aUb to his Sifters 
Wcdding^talksto him of Bah, Lutes, Mufick, and of all the entertainments u- 
Giall in fetch like Fcafts; whereunto the other anfwered ftill with fpeeches of a 
doublefetsre. The two Rivals quipt one another civilly', which doubdefs might 
have produced fome unlucky adventure, had not the merry humour of tbe-Mar- 
qoishwegtried the converfation. AUrsk took his leave of the company, ;wfeb a 
forced.countenance, which made them conceive that he had ftrange unquietneft 
in hia-mifldt He Went home then with fo much grief, as he could net longer con¬ 
ceal if,awito minifti it in fome fort be defired to make his Sifters partakers of it. 
He fetidalfor them, acquaints them With the manage of his Miftrefs, tels them that 
fotSfomu » isUnfiuehfull,inconftant,a cheater, a courtier; that cares for nothing 
but topleafe hitofelf; that hath made a mockery of them ; and, then recounts all 
their «onvtrfatfon unto them. Thefe four Sifterswerc not marc amazed at this 
Wedding.whereuntothey were invited, and the lightnefs of the Marquis his hu¬ 
mour. 
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mom-, than to know by their Brothers difcourfe that they w^re Rivals and equal* 
lv beguiled of the hopes which they had conceived. At firft tltar beheld one ano¬ 
ther, as if they would lilently reproch each other for concealingtnemfelves in their 
defignes : But the third of thefe maids, whofe mind was notfofepfible of grief^and 
that could not be long without giving fonte marks of her humottr,after fhehad pau- 
fcd a little, began to fpeak,and faid with atone ofthi voice, of admiration, 1 muft 

confers the Marquis is wonderful! dextrous, that could, deceive four intereflcd 
maides; and though I did infinitely efttem himy continued Ihe., I did not think he 
had had fo much wit, nor that he was fo unworthy of my friehdfliip. The mindes 
of the three others were not fb moderate; and though the eldcft was of a very fweet 
difpofition, yet could fhe not chufebut fhew her relentment. The fccond, alwaies 
haughty, manifefted hers, by feeming to (hare very much in that of her brother ; 
but as for the youngeft, (he was vext to the heart, for having fo ill allured her firft 
conqueft; and albeit (he had a great deal of wit, * yet (he could not forbear Slewing 
her cholcr.Howfoever the third continued dill faying, that this adventure was a 
new charm, which (hedifeovered in the Marquis, and thatingaged her to efteem of 
him the more. In the mean time the wedding day arrives; *Mars'e feignes himfelf 
lick becaufe he would not be at it; the liners excufc thcmfclvcs upon their bro¬ 
thers iicknefs: Howbeit the third makes a fecret match with one of herkinfwo- 
men,that dwells not for of, to goe and lee this feaft indifguife; they mask them- 
felves then very bravely, and appear in that aflembly accompanied with certain 
men dilguifedtoo as they were. As foon as they were entred-into the rooom, the 
Marquis knew her that touched his heart (fill; he approaches to her, makes her 
an hundred complements, and continues telling her, that he loves her paffionately. 
But Ihe without reproaching him, anfwers , that (he does not doubt of it, and that 
the conformity which is between them ought to work fo fair an effefh That never- 
thelefe it was fit theylhould a little better examine their thoughts , it feeming juft 
unto her , that two perfons, which made' profdfion of beguiling all the world in 
gallanteiy, (hould not be beguiled between themlelves. This laid, this gentlewo¬ 
man made the Marquis fit down by her, whilfttfae reft of the company were dan¬ 
cing, and with a mod pleafing.relation acquainted him with all that had paft, be¬ 
twixt her brother, her lifters, and her (elf. Hereupon they promifed much good 
will One to another, efteeming tor ^iuch of- themlelves for ever fpeaking together a- 
gain of love. She counlcllcd the Marquis not to come at their houfc, but fincehe 
was to begone to the Court the day following to fend a complement to her brother 
and her fifters>as indeeed he did.jThe Marquis took poft the next morning, leaving 
bis Gfter very well contented, Morse in defpair, three pf his lifters in cholerenough. 

& the,Qther fatisfied.Ever fince that,Madam,therehath alwaies been a fccret hate Be¬ 
tween, thefo two houfes, until lucb time as Morse made the 'report'that 'caufed the 
emobat, which 1 havej!recounted imto you,& that conlequently hath fo happily for u$ 
brought the Marquis into Italy. I confefs, laid the Princefs , that the hiftory hath 
much, delighted me; and that I am much obliged unto you for acquainting roe with 
fo gallant and extraordinary a man. As (he wasfaying fo, the Marquis came into 
the chamber again; whereupon Ihe began to charge him for keeping fo long away 
from a company, which found his infinitely agreable to them.* But he with a re- 
fp£$iae bo kinds, anfwered , that knowing very well hdw the Count would im¬ 
part foiric part ofhishamor unto her, he feared not to acknowledge, that being 
in doU&t.he (hould not alwaies wellrcmembcr what (he was, -and alfo what he was, 
he . went away to cxpofehimfelf to the lookes of die foir t/£mldo y to the end that 
having his heart repleniftied with love, he might have nothing but veneration for - 
her. IfoheUo could not forbear laughing though (he blifth’d in looking on Jssjfmio- 
m: whatold the Princefs, that this forefight and refpeft ofhis, merited a neat deal 
of acknowledgments And I too am refolvcd not to be ingratcfhll $ but I (ear when , 
asyou knovvme,foid(heto the Marquis, thatyou will have a paffion for me quite 
contrary to that wich you feem to fear. For inline, whether it be conftancy or ob- 
ftinacy,l never change my determination; whcaonccl have taken arefolution, 
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nothing con deftroy it; fo a* I have* great caufcto doubts that-this , difference of 
bnmoiirs which is feen betwixt us; will fot nie=at ods with you-; but that which, 
dives me a little hope:y«t, is, that I know you have friendsthat are-notinconftanti 
Konfcfs, Madam,* replyedtheJMirqms, that I am incqnQant, and that following, 
tjbe order of Nature, i fhouldhateahat which is dire&ly-.oppofite; tamer; but for. 
all that it is certain, that I aiaeiot inaomtnodickilly inconAant» Ipevcrcontradift 
any in their opinions, nor in their pleafuees , 1 give untoothfcrs the libeftywhich 
I. defire they mould grant me.'; I doc not blame- conftancie, thodgh l like well 
of change ; and • my foul is f©' fall of palfion^as I cannot condemn -all -that which, 
is called Love v wherefoever I find this paffion, iepleafeth. nw> and all the effefts 
of it • are agreeable unto me. I.'lave, jcaloulae in thjsfame,defpair in him, dif- 
fimulation in fome, infidelity in-others; aqd, although ie feldome produces any 
thing but joy in me, yet does hot the raelahcholy of a hover, who is not of roy 
humour, offend me: I am to powerfully perfwaded of the excellency-of Love, 
asI hold for infallible, that the moft unfortonate Lover in the World hath, more 
hippy dayes, than the freeft of all men can. have. For in fine , the remem¬ 
brance of what is paft , or the hope of what is to come , -ftill gives him fe¬ 
licities , which are not met withall in the poffeffion of other* good things. 
Verily, laid the Princefs, there was never anyone 1 fo fociably inconftant-; fox com¬ 
monly we are fo unjuft,as to defire that otrr fenfe fhould lulfcthat of others, too 
approve of nothing but what pleafcth us, and to condemn-all that contradi&s- 
our opinions. Andthey which are of this humour, findJnthenft*lves>wberewithi 
do maintain their feverity. • They fay, that.whereas there is bup onSneafonitr-all’i 
things , there isbut one way to hie followed: ; that all they- which efloign.thcmr 
felves from that, doe' goe affray, and that fo they- may be jufUy; blamed. I: ac¬ 
knowledge* Madam, replyed the Marquis,,thauhere. is hut one reafbn, bttt l.raain- 
tain alio, that it isfo difficult to be known,; a» he who chinks he hath found it, 
n oftentimes further from, it than others, which without judging fovecaignly oF 
any thing limply, follow the fenfe wherewith. Nature hath inipixed-. tfieah Andi 
indeed to (peak truth, if it.be nectflary for the equitable judgmgofa matter, that: 
one fliould.be loofe from all, and fo Indifferenc as. to- lean equally to each! fide, or 
w&y better,nocto lean taeither; how is ic poftiblexhacany man fftauid he fo handy, 
as to make any judgment of the-aAions of others, principally of that which-regard* 
Love> But finer I have been taken, at GtntMA far an Aftrologcr, permit, me to-> 
play the cunning man indiis encounter; I fay then. Madam >. that aur realon in; 
sot fo absolutely loofed from fenfe, but that our temperament hath.a- great (bore¬ 
al our opinions; and that that juft mixture of the four humours, which reader*, 
tbefpirk fo clear and folid, and our health fo found, is feldom found in any bo* 
dy. There is alwayes one of them that predominates over die reft,, and by itcwc' 
aft according to the- pleafure thereof; wear® grave,.merry,cfiolnick, or patient; 
infenfiUe,or pafshematc. And certainly it is not fo much the rig our of e> melanr 
ebofidtinanr Miftrcfs,that makes him cry gar* figh eyery minute, (hoi tears* pa& 
awa y nights without fkcp, cave feotn the purpofe, take alwayea of defpair, and 
appear with a hngor, that foeon to- be an efifeft of an extreme afflaAion ; as die 
power of this predominant humoUr, which forces him to receive all things after 
this fore. And to- prove due which I fay, we axe but to confidec, that if the fame 
ritoaf were addreft to a manof my humour, he would receive 1 it ia another fa- 
bien; the jollity and joy which proceeds from the temperament , is not cafily 
tronbled by things without and certainty, that which-makes the melancholics 
mm complain in Love, would give me occafion. to laugh ; that which makes him 
to figh, would induce me to- make verfespf gaUsntery; that which makes him 
weep, would quite cure me of my pafsion i and if I (hould pafk nights without 
fleep, it would bej ddubdef;, to give Serenades ; I fhould not rafe in converfing, 
to weary others, and make them hate me; I fhould not entertain ray Miftrefs with 
my defpair; nor Ihould 1 fill her imagination with fad thoughts, which putting 
her into a bad humoUr, might make her to ufe me ill afterwards. $ut contrari* 
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ly» I would talk to her (till of all the delights of them that love one another • and 
whereas Love is alwayes reprefented in the midft of fports > laughters, and plea¬ 
sures , 1 would indeavour to infpire her heart with joy, that fo 2 might the more 
cafily introduce love into it, to whom the painters do alwaie* give a bed of flow 
ers,wi Aout ever laying him on thomes. In fine , Madam , far from perfwading 
my paffion unto her by the langor of my face, I would (hew her (omuch fatisfafti- 
on in my eyes, as (he might very well perceive that her dominion would be pica- 
ling to me; and th^I would not be like thofe people newly conqwered,who by their 
melancholy makes one beleeve that they are alwaies meditating Some revolt. There 
are alfo. two kindes of Lovers, who by the humours which predominate in than 
areinade to doe llrange things , the anxious, and Aecholerick. And tiiough the 
former are not fo far eloigned from the melancholick , but that they have 
fome confoitnitie together; nor the cholerick from that Sparkling humor,. 
andthatfire which animates me; yet are they for all that differing in many things. 
The anxious js Satisfied with nothing; the pofleflion of felicities, which he hath den- 
red, molefi him; he wifhes for quite contrary things ; he loves and hates all at h 
time* he hath a Secret enemy within himSelf, that mingles bitternefs with all his 
pleaSures; he bdeeves when his Miftrefs ihewes him favours, that (he is too prodi¬ 
gall of them, or that (he deceives him; in conclulion he is eafily difpleafed; nothing 
can content him; and when the perfon whom he loves gives him the lead canfc of 
jealoufie, it-is enough for him to meditate on a murther. A man like me, in Such 
a like occafion, would mock at his Miftrefs, and his Rival]; a melancholick man in 
TrMMct would fight very couragioufly, but as for an anxious man. Steel, Iron, and 
poyfon, would be the lead armes that ne would make ufe of. As for the cholerick , 
ne would receive the rigors of his MiftreSs with transports of fury, fo far forth as to 
ofler affronts to her, to threaten her with all things; but as the doudes, which form 
the tempefts, are diffolved when thunder breakes forth, fo this man of choler hath 
no fooner exhaled his fire by his cries, but he goes out of himfelf, and one onely 
look of the perfon beloved finding yet Some imprdBon of heat in his heart, /doth 
therein eafily kindle that again of love; Finally he is eafily angred, and is as foon 
appealed. There are yet of another temperament, who arefo patient, as they are 
almoft infenfibk; ana cold predominates fo much in them, as if it arrives that love 
warmes them a little, they are capable of enduring any thing: For they arefo pow¬ 
erfully fin-mounted by lazinefs, that for fear of ftiring they dare not change their 
Miftrefs, but fuffer all things without complayning. You fee then. Madam, rh^ t 
the diverfity of the humours of the body contributes much to our apprehenfions $ 
and that one and the fame thing is fecn after a quite different manner. And if we 
will give credit to the Aftrologers in this behalf, they will tell you alfo, that S*. 
turn by his influence makes all the melancholick* aft, as I have declared; that they, 
over whom Jufiter predominates, arc of my humor; that M*rs inflames the loules 
of thole, whom he governes, with the fire of choler j and,that Ac Moon infoires 
thofe, whom (he commands, wiA acoldncfs , which makes Aem almoft in- 
lenfible. You will tell me it may be, Madam , that Aefe Starres are fofardiftant 
from us, as it is hard to comprehend how tb«y excrcife an abfolute power upon 
m cn; but if you confider Aat which they doe in the univerfall world , you will the 
more eafily beleeve Aat which they doe particularly in man: for in fine Ac diver- 
fitie offcalon: is derived from them ; and this fucceffive change of heat and cold, 
offlowers and fruites, which are feen every year, is found alfo in our felves. We 
have our feafons as well as the year, and even as age changes pur temperament, 
in changing our humours, we likewife change opinions. The fecond age of life, 
which is Ae firft for love, feldoni fayles ip producing of violent paflions, which 
are often followed by imprudence and indiferetion. As for the third, thepaftions 
therein are not fo lively, but wi Aall Aey are better governed : One conccalcs the 
piftures which he ha A of his Miftrefs; One no longer (hewesAe bracelets of hair 
which (hegives; One hath as much care of her confervation as of his pleafure ; and 
it is in this age alone, where gallantry, a little, reafon, and a great dealoflove, 
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'may fometimcs be cncoun’tred all togeher. But for that which followes, and 
is called the age of Wifedom»Love doth in it appear fo ftrange Co dreadful!, and 

- fo ridiculous, as I cannot find any thing more horrible than an amorous old 
man. For of all the appreheniions which this padion inspires him with, he hath 
none left him but jcaloufie : Liberality, Addrris, Gracefulncfs, Vivacity of Spi¬ 
rit, that lire which fparklesin the eyes of a Lover, Rcfpeft, Care, Cajolleries, 
Verier, Muiitk,Dancing, and an hundred other things, which are lb dependent 
on Love, that if it be difpoiled of thefe ornaments, it almoft ccafes to be Love; 

- all thefe-things (l fay) are no longer found fave in his memory, and that too in 
a manner, which time and ufe hath rend red ridiculous. But inftead of all that, 
he is eoveteds, uncomely, <af a languishing fpirit, dif-rei pe£ffull, carelefs, un- 
capablc of delivering a civility with any good grace, or of making Veries' that 
have any lift in them; for the Mufes doe not ufe to favour old Lovers: And for 
the language of the Eyes, how (hould they make ufe of them to exprefs their paf* 

-lion, when as ordinarily they are become fo weak , or funk fo far into their, 
heads With age, as they are hardly to befeen, neither cau they diftin&ly fee o- 
thers. Finally, that Love which is painted fo plump to us, fo lair, fo jolly, foa- 
miable, fo merry,fo young,fo vigorous, a torch in one hand, a bow and qui¬ 
ver on hisfhouider, and a fcarf over his eyes, ihould for them be painted, wi¬ 
thered, Iran, hideous, hoary, fad, and languifhing , having neither bow, nor 
quiver , nor making other ufe of an extinguilht torch but to lean on it, nor of 
his ftarf but ta wipe his eyes. So that,Madam, this diverlity, which is feen to 
arrive tootle and the fame perfon, according to the change of his humours, of 
his temperament, and of his ages, doth demonftrate, that albeit there is but one 
• reafonto be followed, yet we doc oftentimes form many according to our fan- 
cie. Wherefore 1 doe not think I am upon a bad ground, in not amuling my 
. (elf about fo vain a fearch, as that of the true reafon of all things , feeing it is 
fo difficult to find ; nor in following, as 1 doe , that which plcafcth me, and all 
that which feems amiable to me; neither in leaving that liberty to others, which 
1 give unto myfelf. 

After the Marquis had given over fpeaking, and left the company very much 
fatisfied with his wit, who would not abandon reafons party, and who 

deli red the Princcfs Ihould think it was not outofcaprichioulhefs and fancy that 
he had veneration for her, anfwcred the Marquis in this fort. You combat rea- 
ibn with lo much force and addrefs, as it cannot be cafily beleeved that you doe 
not know her; and the fame wit which you have made ufe of to overthrow her 
dominion, manifells fufficicntly unto us that you are one of her fubje&s ; and if 
at any time you quit her,it is only in this pafsion, front whence fome, who are noc 
.acquainted with the noblcnds of Love, would banifit her. But. for all that it is 
certain, that (he finds a place eycry where; that (he can be the Miftrcfs of all men; 
that (he can litbdiie all the pafsions, and all the griefs of the mind; make thofc of 
the bHy to be fupported without impatience; withftand our temperament, and 
•the influences of the Stars ; and by her infinite force makes us vanquifh our 
-fclvcs, by obliging us oftencimcsto deftroy our own pleafures. 

To know this truth,we are but to confider»that the numburs which predominate 
in us, the conftellation of the Stars, and that change which time works in our 
-temperament, do Dot change any thing but our inclinations, which certainly are 
-bauled by all theft things : Howbeit that is not powerfull enough to delude reafon, 
who no way depending either on the melancholy humour,or on the Stars, canal- 
. fo judge fovcraignly of all the. appreheniions wherewith fhe infpires Us. She hath 
a feat more transcendent thari our inclinations, which many times are found to be 
very low, and corrcftcd by reafon. All Antiquity would furniih us with exam- 1 
-pies of it, and the wifrit have left us marks of owing all their vertueto their rea- 
fon, which having made them prefer the ftudy of Philofophy before their inclina- 
. lions, hath kept them from being the mod infamous amongft men. And truly, it 
were to deprive us. of all the advantages which we have over beads, if our onely in- 
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clinatiom fhould have the conduft of our lives *. And to nuke it appear that 
we have a deftiny more noble than that fame, we are but to obferve, chat the 
Creatures, which move not but by inftinft, have one like unto it, and gene- 
•rail to all their kind. All' Harts feek Ai&ammm when they are hurt • all Birds 
of feafon feek for the Spring-time, and fly from the Winter without fayling; 
which the Lyons doe not, nor fo many Birds that doe not (hift Country. This 
inftinft then is feen in all die creatures without ever failing, even as the race of the 
Sun, the courfe of the Rivers, and all other things which doe not depend of them- 
fclves, doe alwayes follow the firft order that hath been given them, and that is fo ne- 
neceflary to them, as they cannot fail Byt as for man, it is not fo with him s he is 
abfolute Mailer of his thoughts, and of his aftions;* nothing forces him, nothing 
violents him, an4 he is fo independent from all things, as he can even attempt upon 
'his own life, as was often feen at fuch time as it was lawftdl to prefer death before 
Servitude. It cannot be faidthat this aftion, which deftroyes Nature, is an eflcft 
of a naturall inclination; there muft be then a more ^owerfull reafon th a n oar in¬ 
clinations, feeing it is certain, that of all the interiouc apprehensions which Nature 
gives us, there is none fo ftrong, fo predominant, nor fo uni verfall, as the defire of 
life. In the mean time, fince there nave been men found able to vanquilh it by rea¬ 
fon, it may be confcquently beleeved, that there are a great number of others, who 
can fbrcetheir inclinations, and judge foundly of all; and who, without confidet- 
ing that which pleafeth them,confider only that which ought to pleafe them. For in 
conclufion, our inclinations doe not move in us fo powerfully as one may wnag jnr 
they doe; they having nothing common, as I have already faid, with this inftinft 
of unreasonable creatures, which forceth a whole kind to doe one and the fame 
thing, and which uinfteadof reafon to them; fince we fee, that not onely all Nati¬ 
ons, all Provinces, but all men in particular, are fo different one from another, that 
many times there is more difference between an Italian and an Italian, than between 
the whole Nation,and that of die Ptrfitmt and Tart trims.Oar inclinations,^ we will 
know them well, are no other than a fecret motion, that carries us without violence 
to pleafe our felves more with one thing than another ; fome love the Woods better 
than the Riven} and others the Waters better than the Forrefts, and that may be per- 
adventure by temperament; they leave not both of them for all that to know, tnau- 
gre their inclinations,the beauty of thofe things, and to delight in theth, which 
doe not touch their minds the mod fenfibly. But to fbew that it is fomewhat top 
weak a thing to deceive reafon, we are but to confider,chat ufe alone forces our 
inclinations. Liberty, which is fo naturall to all the World, isa good that is not 
defited by all the women of Italy ; cuftome onely makes them find their boufes large 
enough for their walks; and the place of their devotions far enough for their voy¬ 
ages. Judge then after this, whether reafon can fuller her fclf to be vanquifhed 
•by enemies which time dodi furmotmt. At for the paffions, I confefs , that they 
are a little more difficult to be deftroyed; but yet I maintain, that if reafon Wm 
oppofe them, (he will appeafe them, and reftore tranquility to the mind that is mod 
troubled. If reafon then will aft, it is certain, that, maugre the force of tempera¬ 
ment, the influences of the Stars, and die ages of men, we Audi fee the melancho- 
lick fociable; thecholerick patient; theflodmill more aftive; a young Lover with¬ 
out inconftancie, and without indiferetion. I acknowledge neverthefefs, that there 
isa kind qf paffion, or to exprefs my felf more clearly, a kind of Love, which rea¬ 
fon cannot deft ray. This impotence proceeds not, for all that, from her weakneft, 
but it is becaufe flic never deftroyes tint which (he hath eftabiifhed; and becatke 
this Love, whereof I fpeak,is ratheran eflcft of our rcafoh, than of our paffion ; 
and truly, when a Lover hath, in theperfon whom he loves, met with the beauty 
ofthe body, of the mind, and of the foul; when as Vertue is mingled with all them 
charms; when as his vowes are not rejefted; when as he feares but die incotb- 
ftancie of Forcune, and not that of his Miftrefs, it is impofsiblc to fay otberwife rhar, 
that reafon is the Mother of a pafsion, that doubtkfs cannot diforder die mind; 
that hath nothing bafe, nothing abjeft; that produces none but fair thoughts; that 
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propounds no recompcnce unto it Iclf; and that hath no other ajrin but to love 
eternally, tf 1 were of a humour to contraditt the opinions ofotners Canfwered 
the Marquis, laughing, and looking on Juft mi*** , and then on \ could 

lhew ycu in few words, that at the very lame inftant when as you maintain, that 
one cannot be prc-occupatcd by his inclination, you do not confult fo much vfi.h 
your reafon, as with your fenfe: But let itfuffice for die fmilhing of ourdHpute, 
that I will make you fee by my experience, that my inclinations lhallbe alwayes 
ftronger than my reafon ; and not to ftay longer in giving you an example of 
it, know, that though I am by the moft pcrfeft f rincefs in the World, and in the 
convcriation of the worthicft pcrfons of Itsljy yet can I not chulc but be in fane 
unquietncfs for that 1 doe not fee the beautiful t&mifi*. The whole company 
could not forbear laughing at the. freedoms of the Marquis-; and the Ptiuccfs de¬ 
manded of him, whether he had yet taught her Kinlwoman the French liberty » by 
having perfwaded her to receive hisviiits without ner pcrmifsion. Madam, laid 
he unto ner, if any one be faulty in this occafion, it can dc none but I; who going 
out of your chamber for the reafon which I hive declared unto you, I took the 
boldneis to make life of youc name, to be received into that of from whence 

I had not departed as yet if (he had not driven me away. JnfiiniAm feeing it grow 
late, wiihed the Count to bid the Princcfs good-night, for fear of incoouwodating 
her, by making tier ftay up too long; and though Ine.madc them a complement to 
allure them that they could never be troublefome unto her, yet they it tired, and 
were conduced by the prtnei pall Officers of herHoufe to thelf Lodgings* The 
Marquk Would not abandon the Count, nor Dorid, his dear Jxftmjaui who never- 
thelds could have been well contented to have been alone for the better entertain¬ 
ing of his'though ts 3 but civility and friendfhip kept him from it. Whef as they 
were abed,Dw/4, who could conceal nothing from his friend, acquainted him, that 
Mnnttoy of the illuftrious Houle of Ci'fo, and the Count’s Brotfaer-in-Law, was in 
lore with his Sifter; anAhat he almoft was lo too with the Count’s Siftcr*-ro*Law, 
although he had leen her but twice lince his return: Howbcit that he had nfed his 
beft indeavour to oppofe this palfion, in regard he knew very well that this Maid 
had an imperious humour, which would not be eafily vanquished- an- 

Iwcred thereunto in fuch a manner, as perfwaded DrrU that he had a mind to fleep, 
but indeed it wasbecaufe his mind was fo taken up with his own, as he was not 
capable of hearkening to other mens affitir$;fo that Deri* fearing to incommodate 
him, gave over talking, and dept more quietly than did. 
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He morning bringing joy and delight again to this fair 
Troop, the Princefs would needes nave the Count and the 
Marquis beftow that whole day too upon her, and to pais it 
away the more agreeably (he led them to Monton , a little 
Town, fomemile from Monaco y where the Princes of her 
Houle' had built a magnificent Paviglion, which(he defired 
to (hew unto the Marquis. */£pulia finding her fclf better 
that night , - made one alfo of the company> fo that the Mar* 
qujs Wasinthefceft hutaourof the World. And whereas the 
Priniefs obfemdthaj hiSjrefpc&s were not dif pleafing tc%er kinfwoman, flic faid 
to theM«rquls»for to oblige him to talk, that whereas love ought to be without 
fuperchecie as Well as war, he having ,not as yet declared himfelf to be t&mUia's > 
lhe might by his observance and fervices be induced to belecve that he was capable 
of a. folid anc&ion, and fo ingage her further than was fitting. «/£*»&* bltrihed 
at this difcourfe.andthe Marquis withoutgiving her leave to {peak, allured the 
Princefs# that he Ihould not long conceal himfelf} and that the Count could con¬ 
firm this truth unto her* Indeed, laid die Count, he hath not ufed to keep himfelf 
from being knowen , and if he would take the paines to recount unto you the firft 
adventure that befell him at Cttma , his addrefs would appear to the beautifull 
milidi and the relation no doubt would give your Excellence much content. Wich- 
all it will be better walking towards the evening, than in the midft of the day, and 
you cannot pafs it away better. The Princefs , who was perfwaded, that the Mar¬ 
quis his adventures could not chufe but be very pleafanc , intreated him thereunto 
with a great deal of civilitie; he excufes himfelf a while, but in the end flie con- 
jureshimto-itin the name ofhtslaftMifhxfs; It is (he indeed, anlwercdhe, thatis 
moft powerfiill in my heart, and that makes me to obey. The Princefs condufted 
them then into.a Cabinet, that was open on four fides , and whereof all the walles 
were of criftall glafs from the top to the bottom, that fo the profpe& might be the 
more free. After they were fet down there on feates of ebony , covered with carna¬ 
tion and filver tinfcll, the Marquis began his Hiftory in this fort.

B Eforelbegin the relation which lam going to make, remember. Madam, 
though I fpeak your language as if I were an Italian , that I am for all that a 
French-mam, that is to fay, an enemy of the colchefs, and refervedneft of your 
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Nation; That it is I who have reconciled vertue and galanterieat Genova ; who* 
have declared my fclf the prote&or of the liberty of you Ladies; and who in conclu- 
fion have by my care and addrefs deferved amongft them the glorious title of their 
Deliverer.

I know, anfweredthe Princefs, all 
that you have done for the publique libertie; the Count hath already acquainted 
me, that the galanterie, which is feen now at Geneva) is an effett of yours; and that ' 
in the end you have been fo powerfull in perfwading the vertue of women, as there 
is fcarce any brother or husband that is longer jealous. I am not forry , replyed the 
Marquis* that fo worthy a roan hath drawon you my pifture , for though I doubt 
not but that he hathfomewhat flattered me , yet you will notchufe but know me. 
lathe mean time fince 1 mult fatisfie your curiofity , it is neceflary that 1 give yotl 
to underftand, how affoon as 1 was arrived at Genova > w ith a defign to ftay there fo 
long as my humor Ibould find wherewithall to entertain it felf,I obferved, that 
near to the lodging where Hay, there wasanuid, who feemed.beautifull enough 
unto me, as indeed it muft beacknowledged, that Livia hath foructhing, that is ve¬ 
ry bewitching, in the air of hep face, efpecially for a man that is not melancholick ; 
and that ffce hath a kind of I know not what call with her eyes, which perfwaded 
mefhe would not be very cruell. If I were known more particularly of you than 
j ami I would not tell you. Madam* that I loyed Livia , fince it would be enough 
to make you comprehend it, that I fay to you (he feemed fair unto me. In fine , Che 
had no fooner made an ini predion in my heart, hut I fought the meanesto touch 
hers, And although it be my cuftom to explai n my felt clearly in matter of love, and 
never to leave her, whom ] ferve, to devinc of my paifion, yqtin regard l durft not 
yet publilh my precepts openly , it is true that I continued a whole week together 
in ufing all the fantafticall tricks of a Lover of this Country., I paftfed twenty times 
a day-before her dore; I followed her in the ftreets;, 1 accompanied her in her devo¬ 
tions; I falutedher with refpedf; I beheld her afar off with languifiung eyes; I went 
every evening to make a noyfc under her windowes with a Cittern; ana according 
to the falhion I imployed the very addrefs of my horfe to let her fee mine,, in ma¬ 
king him curvet an hundred times before her lodging; In fine, I omitted none of 
thole fooleries, which are introduced amongft you. But whereas I advanced my 
defign very little by fo long a way, and perceived apprehenfions of curiofity in 
Livia) but none at all of love (at leaftwife as I could judge by the manner of her 
beholding me} l began to accufe her of ftupiditie, or ingratitude , and to think of 
arctreat. But coming fuddenly again out of this error, I refolvcdnot to quit her, 
uutill I had ferved her forne time afteh the faftijonof Trance s or at leaff ufedthe 
mcanes fo to doe. For, {aid I, am not I unjuft in defiring ftie Ihould love me, becaule 
Ipafs oftentimes thorough 4 tyreet where I doe lodge as well as Ihe l In defiring that 
fieibpuld be obliged uhto me, becaufe I takepleafurc in looking on her for that 
fheis fair ? In defiring too that Ihe Ihould recorapence me; becaule I binder her 
from fkeping forne nights, with a bad harmony ? And laftly> would I have her judge 
ofwy wit and love, by the addrefs of my horfc? No,faid1,1 muft write tober, I 
muff talk with her, I muft make verfes for her, I muft entertain her with her beau¬ 
ty and my love, and after I have (hewed her all the gallanterfe of our Nation, if (he 
jbe ft ill rcoellious to my defires, let me quit her without much pain , and comfort 
say felf eafilyrenougb after it. And the better to bring my ptfrpofe to pafs, I bad re¬ 
course to the addrefs of a fervant of mine that waites on me in my chamber, who 
certainly is incomparable for intricate bufineffes. After I had propounded unto 
him chat which I defired, he affured me that withju few dayes he would fiirnilh me 
at the leaft with mcanes to write unto Livia, as indeed he failed not to doe.’ Fdr ic 
had fallen opt that lavia bad a maid, which ferved her, called Lvcretia ; to whom 
la Koehe ( forfo is my Agent infpve named ) bad taken a liking, arid Ihe, through 
a fympathy of humours, as I learned afterwards, had not beheld him with indiffe* 
rcncic. It was then by this way that I wrote to %iviO) for after that UReckebzd un-i 

derftoodi

undcrftood my Intentions he had redoubled his addrefles to Lncretia , and for the 
advancing of my affaire*, I had given him wherewithal! to be libjrall; fo that he 

f ot this wench to promife that me would (hew my letters, and iothe verfes, wherein 
bad painted forth my love»to her Miftrefs; but though 1 had imployed all my skill 
therein, yet could I not obtain any anfwer. Lncreti* indeed told l* Roche , that Li- 
t>i* efteemed very much of me, that my wit pleafed her, that my conversation was 
agreeable unto her C for I had talkca with ner twite at the window by the meanes 
or Lncreti* ) but that after all I was not to pretend to her affe&ion.

My liberalitie foiled not to perfwade her better than his eloquence , (he 
meetes him in a place for enough out oldie way to be overheard of any but my felf, 
who undcrftood what (he faid without her perceiving it; and there, after (he had 
fuffered her (elf to be a little intreated, (he fpakc in this fort unto him. 1 know very» 
well that I commit a ftrange infideliticagainft my Miftrefs , but fince it is to con¬ 
feree you, and that you promife me you will not fpeak of it, 1 hope I dull not re¬ 
pent me; I will tell you then, continued (he, that about three dayes agoe , when as 
my Miftrefs was making an end of drafting her, and thatfhe was doing fomething 
about her head, where me had no need of me , (he obferved that I looked out at the 
window with a great deal of attention, and that I had alfb pulled up the grate. ‘And 
whereas (he asked of me what it was I looked at (b eamcftly, I anfwered tier boldly, 
that it was at the worthieft man ofall her lovers; meaning your Matter, who then 
pa(Tcd along thorough the (beet. I fear me> replyed (he lighing, that you and I are 
not of the fome opinion; howbeit, Lncreti *, who is he that you do treat fo advanta- 
gioufly to the prejudice of others ?It is, faid I being become more hardy, the French 
Marquis, who verily hath an ayr, and a countenance , which none of the reft have. 
And for my part, I confefs unto you, that I (hould be more fenfible for a man of his 
Nation, than of ours. 1 cannot tell, Lncreti «, anfovered (he , whether I (hould have 
been as fenfibly touched as thee, if he of whom thou fpeakeft had found my heart 
without ingagement, but this I can tell, my dear girl, tuat it is not in an eftate to 
receive any new iroprafsion, for the truth is, lam in love. Are you in love, faid I 
mightily turprized ? I, faid (he, l am in love, and that fo exceedingly, as lam re- 
folved to tell him fo much this day, who is die caufe of my pafsion; and who after 
my ill intraating of him for two ycares together, is refolved to return unto Napier, 
of whence he is, and never to come to Genen* again. But I doe not purpofeto befo 
vertuous, as to be thereby infortunate all the reft of my life , wherefore, my dear 
Lncreti *, thou muft this night, when as he is to come and take his leave of me, 
bring him into the garden at rnch time as my father is afleep, where Iwill beraa- 
dy to receive him ; for I cannot endure he (hould got from me. He is of a conditi¬ 
on equall to mine, fo that the greateftharm can arrive to me by it, is to maty 
him whether mjr father will or no, who peradventure will make fome difficulty of 
it, becaufe he is not fo rich as I; howfoever, Lncreti*y doe as 1 have bid thee; and be 
afliircd that I will make thee happy, if thou prove foithfoll to me. As I was prepa¬ 
ring to anfwer, her father came into the chambsr. Ift the mean time night arrived, 
and whereas I could doe no other but obey her, I brought In Hortenfio the Ne*po~ 
Ut*n> who was received by I/via with a great deal of joy; fnd for a conclufion of 
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this interview, it fell out, that after he was come to complaiV of her rigour, 
and to take his laft farewell of her, he returned more beloved than behoved. 
But that the World might not think itftrangethathe went not away after he had 
taken his leave of his friends, they concluded that he fhould make a (hew of de¬ 
parting, but that indeed he fhould remain concealed in Le tenders houfe, where at 
this prefent he is , and that in the meantime he'(hould come everymight into the ' 
garden to her by my pieanes; and if it (hould happen at any time that (he (hould 
not meet him there, then he (hould be advertifed thereof , by not feeing a hand- 
kercher hanging at the Window, which peradventure you marked there to day, 
and which makes me now to leave you in haft, for that the hour wherein Horton 
fie ought to come, is at hand, being forry that I have loft fo much time in fpeak- 
ing of other folks affaires, and omitted our own; howfoever,be faithfull to me, and 
fo be gone. 1 confefs, Madam, that this Wenches relation moved me more than 
ever any thing of that nature had done; for ordinarilj, in that which concemes 
Love, Imcafurcthe efteem which I make of Ladies, according to that which they 
make of me ; and if I chance to encounter one who receives not my fervices,at 
leaft with civility, I prefently judge her unworthy of my choler, and love* and 
^within a quarter of an hour after 1 never think of her more. But in this encoun¬ 
ter it fell not out fo, forftilll confcrvcda little affeftion, and a great deal of de¬ 
fine to be revenged. But before I would refolve on any thing, I was willing to be 
yet better informed of the matter, and to underftand. certainly whether Horten¬ 
fie lav concealed at Leander s. It was my good hap, that Valerie, whom que- 
ftionlefs you know , and that hath a wit very, proper to imbroyl an intricate 
affair, proved to be a dear confident of his. • And whereas we M con- 
traded a great friendfhip together at my being at Rome, I went and fought him 
out, and having found him , I foon obtained of him what I defireL He 
told me, that not above an hour before he parted from Leander- how it was 
true that Hortenfie lay concealed in his Houfe , by rcafon of an amorous ad¬ 
venture wherewith he was very much troubled , bccaufe he was inamoured 
of a neipce of Ontbioes, named Aurelia, with whom Hortenfie had had a parti¬ 
cular commerce for a good while together : How he was in good hope , Hortenfie 
going away, and having no further pretenfion there, that he might have decla¬ 
red his love to Aurelia , but how far from that, Hortenfie, not onely remained hid 
in his houfe, but hadalfo obliged him to carry a letter to this Gentlewoman, to 
crave her pardon for his parting away without bidding her farewell, .cxc ufin g 
himfelf uponthis, that his grief for leaving her had kept him from doing fo. He 
told me likewife, that Aurelia had received Mkrtenfidsiettet with much teftimo- 
ny of- affe&ion ; that Leander had been greatly tdnpted to difeover unto her how 
(he was betrayed, and to make his profit of his friends deceit; but that in con- 
clufion friendfhip had prevailed with him above ibve. That being retarded to 
Hortenfie, he had very much preft him to let him know why he was unfakhfull 
to AUrtlial how he had freely anfwered thereunto, that to inc linat ion was to 
Ltvia-, how for the other, he ferved her out of acknowledgement, it being moft 
certain that he was very much obliged unto her. How after all this he had de¬ 
manded of him, whether a friend of his (hould difcblige him in think ing of her, 
fince he loved her but for confide ration ? How Hortenfie was netted with this dif- 
courfeand had teftified unto him that he would nut endued it. Behold, Madam, 
the eftare of things ; LivLtlovcdHmenfio,imd was beloved of him; I loved Li- 
via , and was ill intreated of her y Aurelia . loved Hertenfie , and' was betrayed 
by him ; Leander loved Aurelia , not dating to difeover it unto her , and 
was ah inftrument of his friends, treafon; Vakruiwoa Leanders confident, and be¬ 
trayed him for my Take > Lucretda for being faithfull to la Roehe, was unfai thful! 
to berMiftrds; in fine, wc all ofus almoft did that which we ought not to have 
done. The bufinefs ftanding in thefe tennes, I refohred to fpeak once more with 
Livia-, and whereas it is raoft certain, that when one comes, to know that the per- 
fon beloved accords ux another favours, which iherefufeth to him,he changed* re- 
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(pcft into boldnefs, and no longer demands her afFeftion as a grac--, but as a 
debt. I went and attended Livid fome three or four Heps from her door, with a 
mind that retained little of the French civility. At her firft appearing, followed 
onely by Lucretia , I advanced direftly unto her, and prefenting nermy hand with a 
contemning negligence, I faid unto her in fomewhat a bitter manner ; It may 
be, faireft livid, that being unable to merit any thing of you as a Lover, yet in 
the quality of a Gentleman-Ulher I may be permitted to help to lead you. I 
know not, anfwered (he, with alerious countenance, what renders you fo bold as 
to interrupt me in- my way; but I know very well, that if you have not a pur- 
pofe todifpleafe me, and did know my humour, you Would not be fo inconfi- 
dcrate as to dare to (peak to me with fo much liberty} for I make profeflion of a 
modefty, which cannot fuffer fuch things, and which you might veiy well under- 
! (land by the coldnefs wherewith I have alwayes treated you.. I confefs that the 
difeourfe netted me ; I could not endure this fevere vertue in a perfon that had 
none but (or me ; and that rcproching me wkh her rigour. Teemed as though (he 
would make me fevve for the triumph of herLover. I retained her then by the 
arm, as (he was offering to goe away, and in a quipping and jeering manner, be¬ 
holding her with a malicious fmile, I faid unto her; it is true. Livid, that I hav* 
been raih and inconfiderate in daring to lift up my eyes towards a perfon of fo ex¬ 
traordinary a vertue , as cannot fuffer one to adore her} as cannot endure one 
(hould fpeak to her uf Love; as loves even darknefs,and hates the light, becaufc it 
might dilcover that which (he would conceal from mod men. Indeed , anfwered 
fhc,1hate the Sun, bccaufe by it I fee you. It may be, faid I unto her with the fame 
countenance,and looking junlyon her, that you do not hate the'Moon fo much to¬ 
wards mid-night. Whereupon fhedrove mightily to get away, but in regard I 
held one corner of her vail, fnedurft refill no further, perceiving plainly that 1 no 
longer refpefted her. Nay, laid I unto her, as fhe would have gone from me, you 
muff hear me whether you will or no , for fince it is a fute of Love , it is but juft 
that you fhould hear me, as well as you have heard my Rivall; and that to be well 
informed of the jufticeof our eaufe, you give him audience in the night, and me 
in the day; for 1 doc not defire, that in coniideration of me an handkerchcr (hould 
be hung in the Window; that Lucretid (hould defeend into the garden; that a door 
which Teems to be (hut, (houldbe left open; nor that I (hould be a gallant , who 
feems to be abfent, and yet failfcs not to be at the aflignation which is given him. 
Verily Livid's aftonifhment made me almoft repent for what 1 bad fpoken, but.in¬ 
deed I could not contain my refinement, The firft thing that Livid faid after this 
difeourfe, was j Ah Lucretid, yoo ta ve betrayed me ! But this Wench, who in this 
occafion appeared to me to be the moft dextrous and daring that ever was,anfwrred 
her with an extreme precipitation; I Madam ! would to Heaven you were not more 
betrayed, in acknowledging that which I never revealed. In the mean time, l* 
Roche, who had heard all that I faid , was much vexed at my engaging Lucretid by 
my difeourfe; fo thatapprochingto me,he faid foftly to me in French, O Sir, 
whathaveyou done? I doe not know, (aid I ftepping a little hack, but, if thou 
canft,re-accomniodate this diforder. During this, Lucrefta (wore falfeoaths,to 
her Miftrefs for the clearing of her innocency; ind the poor Livid was fo furpri- 
fed, as (be could refolve of nothing ; in fine, we were all four exceedingly perplex¬ 
ed ; I was vexed for having fpoken fo lavifhly v Lttcret id was much troubled in 

^ ing her (elf; my Agent knew not- what to doe, either for Lmcretid, or forme; 

ivia could think of nothing that would fatlsfie her : She would fain have 
railed on me, but (he favv that I was too much acquainted with her affairs to be 
inccnfed more; She could have been contented never to have feen me again, but fhe 
feared left parting av-vay without faying any thing unto me, I fhould publifh that 
which I knew. At laft, (he vvodld Willi nglybavc recalled me,for I vvasftcpta.lit* 
tie from her,and flood mufing widi my felii but her heart wou Id not content that (he 
fhould life any civility tome after that which I had laid unto her. Bchold»M*“ 
dam , the eftate wherein vve flood,when as la Roche, the moft daring fellow that 
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i?» approched onto Livta, and faid unto her for the juftification of LucritU , with a 
Iteming iinccritie: I know very well. Lady, that I do pat my felf in danger of being 
' turned awky by my. Matter , in dilcovering a thing unto you, which he greatly la* 
hours to conceal, but the condition wherein you are, and the innoccncjr of Lncretu 9 
forcds me to open it unto you. Know them continued he-, that whadoever he hath 
faid unto you is not the effeft of my bodies treafon* but of Aftrology, which he un- 
derftands perfeftly.lt is a fcience wherein he is become fo expert, that ifHhould 
recount unto you the mervailes, which I have heard him tell; you would be migh¬ 
tily-furprifed with it. And whereas he is paflionately in love with you, feeing you 
very' rigorous to him, he hath fpent every ' night for thefe eight dayes in con* 
templating the Starres, and turning over his books, to ditcova* the caufe 
thereof and without doubt it was by this meanes that heis Come tokttrtW that 
which he hath faid unto you: he hath (hewed me, continued he,the garden, where 

? ou were, in a great glafs, though I would not underftand what you faid; 

ruely the invehrion of this lad agiazed me; it was in vain for me to make figneS 
unto him to hold his peace; the more unquietnefs that I (hewed, the mort he conti* 
nued fpeaking; and 1 may fay that I was never in greater pain* for I heard all that ho 
iaid. But whereas l few that he went confounding things, and that from an Aftro- 
Joger he would quickly make me pafs for a Magician, in talking of an inchanted 
glafs, I refolvea to help forward this trick, that fo I might make him hold hit 
tongue, wherefore 1 called him fomewhat rudely , and having commanded him to 
withdraw, I came to LivU with civilitieertougn , juft as LucretU Was laying to 
her boldly, how (he had already heard it afluredindeed , that I dealt With telling of 
fortunes. And having faluted her for the better colouring of the bufintfs, I feeraed 
to be very angry with U Rochet imprudence, in dilcovering to her a thing , which- 
1 would not nave known, in regard of the brutiftirtefs of the people , who Imagined 
that one cannot obferve the Starres, without-having commerce with the Devil!; and 
know not how to put a difference between Aftrdlogie and inchantatencs. Bub 
lince the fault was done, I defired her to oblige me to her diferetion, by not publilh*' 
ing that which had been told her. I laid unto hetalfo, that parting from the Court 
of France, 1 had paft through Provence , Where hapning to be lodged near to a great 
Nofir/uLmms , fo admirable in this fcience, as it was not known whether he mould 
be tearmed a Prophet, or an Aftrologer , I had beenlfo happy, as to touch his incli-' 
nation, and to gam his friendftiip evert to the point toteacn me apart of die ex¬ 
cellent things he knew, eidier for Aftrologie,- Phlfiognomy, or Chirrtmancie. In 
fine, 1 fpake to her with fo much art, as (he belceved me; and beleevedtoo that L»- 
ereiia was innocent, who on her fide played her part fo well, as (he made me atta¬ 
ined/ She clapt her hands together, (he aecufed her Miftrefs for having f accufed her ; 
and the poor LivU was almoft ready to make excilfes uttto her , fo well-was (he 
jierfwaded. And the caule why a difcourle of this kind did not furprife her fo much 
as another, and was .more credible with her, was , for that (he had all her lifetime 
heard her Father talk ofthis fcience , who juft as we were there came out of hie 
houfe;aifoonasI few Aim 1 would have been gohe, but LivU ft ayed me, aradfeidto 
me with a great deal of fpirit, I know tort well what refpetk a man of your condi¬ 
tion doth owe to orteofmy fexyto beaffrayed youlhouldbeindifcreec; andfince 
it is true, that veu doe know the force of deftiny, and the influences of die Starres, 
you may well know by them, that I cannot efehue what they have refolded. In the' 
mean time the old man, who was not accuftomed to fee his daughter in fuch a con* 
verfation, drew near,and after he had but coldly feluted me, demanded of her what 
(he did there? but I was ftrangely amazed, when as (he anfweredhim, that meeting 
not long before with a friend of hers, whom (be loved very well, (he underftoodby 
her that I wasonc of the greateft Aftrologer^ in die world, and that being carious 
to know wether (heftiould bemaried or no, (he had defired my acquaintahce, which 
the feme friend had procured her. I perceived that LivU bad (poken in this man¬ 
ner, notwithftanding the requeft that 1 had made unco her , r to die endfihe might 
know whether I had faid die truth; fo that 1 refolved tofruod toit* Bud found »y 
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fdfmuch perplexed, when as this old man faid to her in a grave tone, that many 
men bad imployed all their lives in this ftudy,and had taken upon them the name of 
Aftrologers, but chat few had come to the point of deserving it.Then turning him to 
me with a more open countenance, be faid unto me, that if I were fuch a one as bis 

daughter told hiro> he would ferve me wit hall his heart; that he was very mudi 
affefted to men of merit, and to the lovers of fciences, whereof the vulgar were 
ignorant; and that inconclufion, if he Ihould tell me truth, he mull confelsjthat in 
times pall he had given hirofelf to judiciary Allrology; but that the trouble of do- 
meftick affaires had kept him from excelling therein; howbeit that he Hill knew e- 
noughtobeabletodilcourlealittlewith me of it, if I would come and viHit him 
at his houle, whereof he flawed me the dopr. I leave you to judge, Madam in what 
a cafe a man might be, that knew not fo much as the names of the Signes and Pla¬ 
nets; I made ufe of confidence then in the incounter, and told him that I would 
not fail: to, come and take out a leffon with him, and allured him that he Ihould 
have a fchpUer of me, which would receive his inftruftions with a great deal, of 
joy,, ijoy^rdf Q fo is this man called } took this true fpeech for a model! 
aifilicy ;j and faid unto me again , . that he Ihould be glad to hear me tell him 
fomefoing of his fortune; and to perfwade me that he was knowing he faid to me 
alfcb that he had a great defire I Ihould goe and difputc with him a little in his Ca¬ 
binet, that he might know whether foeyPlanets ( except Mars and Saturn } whofe 
influences be the happieft, are not they yvhofe pararellsare the greatell. Now forme, 
that Ihould have been beafedof a quartanague with a word lefs terrible than this, 

| fay v it w&s time to retire» which )-did after 1 had told him again that I would 
Very Ihpitly,come home to him and fheyv him my ignorance. He would have obli- 
gedme to enter prefently with him , but I excused my felf dextrouflv from it, and 
fo departed %> I had faluted Lif*a tivilly enough, and beheld Ancretta with a 
fign, mat aeftified unto her hpvy I was forty I had given herfo much unquietnefs 
ijifo little fttime. I vyas not fouc'ftcpps from, them but regarding this adventure 
with amore quiet eye, 1 found itfo pleafant, that 1 had no other paffionbut to 
mafeeit Jaffa* long as I could : And this manner of revenging my felf appeared fo 
firm untjomet, as 1 thanked,fe Roche above an hundred times for finding out this 
invention*, feeing it had fuceeeded Cowell, Now entring into my lodging I met 
with r^Atr^umo whom Igavp an accoUqt of all that hapned unto, me, wherewith 
hewas:fo furprifed and rayi£hed,a* fie could not believe that which I told him, fo 
mpchdid he-tearthat,it,was not true- He would not rely upon njy word, but would 
have dtm»fti<aonyofimy Agent tQOjaM though I was offended at it, yet was he 
above m bower doubting whether it were a jell, or a truth, whiqh I tola him. But 
an the end, pcrceirving tipokefcrioufly he believed me, and this trick fo pleafed his 
huimaivard touchodhi* inclination fo mightily, that he loved me a great deal the 
nfomfoe foltww adviftd foatbfince the fether had had a part in the deceicc,and that 
the buflnefemight b«’divulged, that it yr»s better to have me pafs for an Aftfologer 
than foe an jmpoftor, and to fow tho bruitc of itahoot the Tdvmbefore Leonardo 
foouldhavc leifure todUcover tbat.be had been gtdfed: But I oppqfcd this adviCe 4 
■Odd while, for, feidJ> no Conner feaU I he confidercdas a Contcmplator of the 
StarrQS)’but thcy WlU come and *»k me an hundred, qqeftions, wbereunto I Ihould 
not know* what to aflfaer, fo that I cannot. tell howto turn my felf in this affair* 
Wbatnrofe fifth anfwtfyfeld my Agent l You ftaU anfwer, continued he, juft aso- 
thers dofci fpmetimoii kfort>etimf $ »Ot> be it favourably or fatally, and for the reft, 
muldjgoiodmay itdQthaus forinoewduifo*, 4s Aftfologer never warrants any 
tWngcfWrrthfell a laughing at this difoourfe, and told mefikevrife for the upbol- 
ding of thisfopinicm, that this fcfenee befog fo difficult as it wask might be thac 
chance would makeme prophecy foouer, man allAftrologicall rules aodlpeculati- 
onteThad was buttoCpeaa alVvaies ebCcwely; nevertpaffirm any thing withcer-. 
taineyttOoonfidcr ah ttlc foe quality and ageof perfons; to fpeaJc felaomof foe 
pafo or-the prelent v without good tnformatioufoereeff; and of foe-future to dlf> 
eourfoalwaka by hafofeaev «d fioigtnaes> and commonly to foretell mote good 
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fortune than bad.; In the mean time la Roche went and got ine a bdok of Centu¬ 
ries for the forming of my ftile, an Almanack to teach me the names of the Signs 
and Planets, and another Book which treated confufedly of the manner of ma» 
king of Horofcopcs, of the Sphere, and of Chiromancie. Behold me then well 
entred into the ZodUck,whilft Valerio and my Agent went asfoonas we had di¬ 
ned, to begin the publilhing of the Wonders of my Science. I fet my felf then 
with a great application ot my mind to the comprehending of fome part of this 
myfterrous Doftrinc; but at length 1 judged that it would be enough in this oc- 
cafion, withoutimploying either the mind or the judgment, to make it a labour 
of the memory; fo that before Valerio was returned, I could already tell 
the Stars havo three forts ofrifing and fetting, called Htlidck^ Cefinick _., Aerobic 
I could tell alfo that there are ten circles in die Sphere, fix great, and four little; \ 
that the great are the Eqdlnoftiall, the Zodiack, the Meridian,the Horizon, and the 
two Colures ; and the litde. ones, which cut it unequally, are the two Tropicks 
of Cancer and Capriceme , and the two Polarle Circles, the Artick and the An- 
tartick. I knew the Scptentrionall and Boreall Bear, the Zenith, the Hemisphere, 
the Colure of the Equinottials ; the five Zones, the Torrid, the Cold, and die 
Temperate ; 1 could fay too; that Saturn regarding Hecate with a trine Afpeft, 
aud die tail of the Dragon .folding it felf about the Scorpion, prognosticate no 
good; That Venus receiving the oppofite radiations of Jupiter, and Mars and Ve¬ 
nts of the Moon, doe prefage nothing but diforders: In fine, I knew the Paral¬ 
lels, the Ecliptick, the Gliniats, the point Verticall, the Crab, the Bull, the flam, 
the Lion, and all thole illuftrious animals, which command over men fo far' off. 
So that Valerio comming in, I began to make a flourifb, and to tell him, that Mars 
and Saturn being diametrically oppofite to Diana, but without giving me leave 
to make an end , he told me that he had fuch pleafant things to-acquaint me 
with, as he muft needs relate them to me prefently for fear of‘forgetting them- 
And when as 1 had given him all the attention he could defire, It was a good 
.while before he could fpeak, he was fo taken up with laughter. And truly 1 pro* 
ved plainly in this occahon, that this is many tiuics a contagious difeafe; for 
though I knew not what had arrived unto hint , yet could I riot forbear 
laughing almoft as much as he , fo ready I ant to comply with my friends. But 
at iaft , after he had above twenty times interrupted his' relation , he recoun¬ 
ted unco me , that the firft man which he had taken in his trap , was 2>- 
f»der, -whom he had encountred a little from thence when he went- forth | 
that as foon as he had perceived him , he bid made as though he had not feen 
him, anq that palling by him with his eyes on the ground, he laid fomewhat loud, 
}did never think that a man could have wrought fuch Prodigies; That there¬ 
upon Leander hid flayed him, and asked him wnatthofe marvails were which he 
had feen ? That he feeming to be much furprifed with his oven-hearing him, had 
anfwered^ I canfcarcc tell, fo much ami I ftill tranfported with aftoniuunenc and 
admiration at that which l have feen; That afterwards Leander had prefi him ve¬ 
ry much to tell him what it was .; and whereas he would have been forrv not to 
have fatisfied his curiofity, he had consented thereunto, bat that firft he nad ufed 
all the ceremonies of a man that would deliver a great fecret; that he had look¬ 
ed all about to fee whether they might be overheard; that he had made him 
fwcar that he fliOuld not fpeak of it again to any body , nnlefs it were to his moft 
fpeciall friends; That in fine he had omitted nothing of whatfoever might make 
him hearken with attention, : and render him credulous. And that after all thefo 
preparations, he had faid to Leander , would you beleeve that this French Marquis, 
who is fo much my friend, and with whom I am fo often, could in myprefence 
doe the moft miraculous things that ever you heard (peak of, or can peamy ima¬ 
gine? Now 1 befeech you, fail Leander unto him, hold me no longer in fofpence; 
know then, anfwered Valerio , fince you will needs know it, that yonder man,whoni 
you fee fo jo v jail and fo gallant, is the grtateft Aftrologer that ever was, or ever 
willbc t if fo be thcrt be .no iochantment in that which I have feen, as l much fuf 
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pc ft. He declared himfelf to me this morning continued he) and told me fuch 
particulars of my life, as none but my felf could know 1 and this he found out al- 
moft in an inftant * by drawing Tome figures upon a paper, and looking on my 
hand, for he is alfo bothaPalmifterand a Phifiognomift. Is it not the French 
Marquis (faid Leaader, interrupting him) otherwife the Marauis of Temraine, that 
lodges here hard by? The very fame, aniwered Valerio 5 I had never tho honour, 
laid Le**der,to talk with him above once or twice, bud perceived then by his 
countenance and hit difeourfe that he was, I will not fay, an Aftrologer, but at 
leaftwife a man that was addifted to extraordinary fciences; howbeit I did not 
beleeve that it Was at that point you fpeak of. You will then be far more furpri- 
fed yet, replycd Valerio, if I carry yov along with me one day, when he hath pro- 
mifed to let me fee a woman that lives at Rome, and whom I loved at fuch time as 
I was there. And this too is one of the Ieaft things he An doe; for if I (hall tell 
you die truth, I have fecn and heard a pifture fpeak, and that is it which caufts 
die confufion wherein you fee me. Leander was fo furprifed, as Valerio told methac 
he changed colour at it, and eameftly intreated him to bring him acquainted with 
me, Which he promifed to doe, upon condition that he fhould riot publifh what I 
had told him, for fear I might befufpeftedto be a Magician'; and that at length, 
after many other difeourfes on thisfubjeft, they parted very well fatisfied one of 
another. And for a contlufion, Valerio faid unto me , this is the firft fool I 
met withall 5 then he recounted to me how he went unto the Academy, where htf 
had imparted to a great many the Wonders that I did $ that to publifh them the 
better,.he had told them unto them in their ear, and had prayed them not to 
fpeak of it,or at lead wife not to name me $ that going from thence he went and 
made a turn about the Marketplace, 'where he had mpt with a man , who re* 
counted unto him part of the things that he had told infecret to the Academy, as 
one that was verify perfwaded of it; which had fo aftonifhed him, as to Keep 
his countenance he was fain to enter into a Tennis-court, where he had found a* 
nether man, whom he knew not, that was talking very eartieftly to five or fix per* 
font, which hearkened to him very attentively, and afforing them that I was the 
greateft Aftrologer of this Age; and that he had feen me doe an hundred things, 
which he recited unto them. That whereas he could not forbear laugh!ng^hc 
fet himfelf merrily tocontradift him, but that this man without going about to 
feck for reafons to convince him, had told him roundly, that be fpake in that mari¬ 
ner, btcauft he did not know me, but that he fpake upon certainty, for that I wte 
one of histeft friends, it being not an hour fince he parted from me; fo that after 
be had recounted all thefe things unto me, faid Valeria, defpairing of making ri 
better encounter than that of this man,I came away to find you outdo fatisfied with 
my lye, as if it fbould alwayes focceed fo luckily, I would make a vow never tQ 
fpeak truth again. After wc had laughed well at this adventure, and ri ghtly ad¬ 
mired the fhnciiicalnefsorta World, which loves to bdeeve, or at leaff topub- 
lifh bad newel, and prodigies, wefaw my Agent morn, whole voyage bad had a 
emits other fooceft. He had met but with few to publifh that which h$ defined 
mould bekuoWndo that being mad for having donefo little for arnan of his humor 
and addrefs, he bad refolvtd not to come back till feme good adventure befell hi rat 
He had fought then in vain for fomeone to deceive, when as a Maid, named Camd* 
fa, wh a ferved Am-eka , faid to him in paffing ctofe by him atfoch time as one 
could fcance fee, follow me. It nfuffident to fay, that this Lad was brought up 
in *y fervke, to make one be allured that he followed her foot by foot, for far of 
lofing the fight of her. This Wench led him into a by-lane, where forv folks 
come, for It was almoft nothing hat garden walls; When they were arrived 
there, Camilla told him, that a perfon yery tonfiderablc, both for her merit, 
and her beauty, attended a fpeciall fervtcefrom me; that the rep uta tion which 
I had ofbeing die eivilleftofraen , made her hope that I wouldnot refafe her, and 
that if I would do her this grace , I fhould not foil then to be it a little garden 
door, which (be fbewed hau in the fome lsne^ and to oblige him to truftiri 
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her WUrds /he gfcve' him a note which her Miftrefs bad written onto me. 
Agent aflurec her,that I placed my greateft glory in doingfcrvice to Ladiosjbut 
ereas faeprdb her to ceil himwhat it was chat Aurelia denrcdof me Q for'thougL 
k was afcuoft dark, yet knew h cCamtlla, whom be had oftenfifcu with her MUftrels) 
(he fiud tb him,that if I Wert fiicb a one as I was reported to be, I could not be ig¬ 
norant, as he was, and therefore that might fufikefor the prefent. La Roche judged 
rightly then, that there waS fomewhat ofthe Aftrologer in this adventure, fo that 
to helpon the matter 3 you have rcafon unknown fair one, (aid he unto her , to 
think that' Auraliaes fecret will be none to my Mafter, for if he pleafes be knowes 
that which now we doe. Alas! (aid the wench again, how aifraid am I of his ac¬ 
quaintance, and how do I with that he may never think of me. There is nothing to 
be feared, (aid la Roche untqher, when as be knowes your adventures, for he is as 
diftreec as he is knowing. But at laif after a reasonable long communication, where 
Camilla hill affined, that flic would by no meanes ferve fuch a Mafter, (he told me , 
that 1 was not to foil, if it were pomble, in being at that garden door the fame 
night when as the Moon was down 3 or if I could not be there accordingly, that 
then 1 would be there the next night at the fame time 3 that (he would be .ready at 
that place togiveiueentrance,and her Miftreft in the garden, where I (houldfpcak 
with her. i confefo, when la Roche related thisunto us that I could not chufc but take 


great pleafure in it, and much defire to read the note that Was written to me. If I 
had as happy a memory as a Romances Heros , I would recite it unto you without 
changing a tillable; bat fincc I have it not, it (hall fuffice that I do tell you in gene- 
rail, how yforr&i intreated me with a great deal of civiliticand affettion , diatl 
Would imploy that mervelous fcience , which 1 Cxereifed fo nobly, in fitting her 
mind at reft*, that from mc^lone (be expefted fuceor for her untjuieeqefs, and that in 
fine,if I were a Frenchman^which according toiler fence was to fay civil!) I would 
not refute her. Valerio was fo ravifbed with this encounter j my Agent was fo gkd 
©fit; and atfirftdaii I found it fo plcsfant, as we pad away an hower very merrily. 
But when I perceived that Valerio would have me try this adv enture, my plcafiire 
ditniniftied by the half: The more I oppofed his will, the morc hc perfifted in vair* 
quiftiing mine; it was in vain for me to rcpretenc my ignorance unco him, the dif- 
order that might arrive unto me by it, me perplexity Wherein a man would find 
himfelfto be, when he muftfocak of chat he does not know; for to all thefe obje&i- 
ons he had wherewith to anlwerme. He in the firft place kid it down to me for a 
ground, that to the end I might not be taken for an impoftorby Leonardo , and to atf- 
thorite the cheat which he had ufed to an hundred perfons, in alluring them chat 
1 wasa great Aftrologer, it was necefiary, that I mould ufc two or three one after 
another; that otherwife I (hould lofc the reputation which he had gained me; thac 
iff refilled to meet Aurelia, it wasdmpoffible but (he (hould (peak of it to fotnc bo- 
«ty,andfo I (houidbcctyed down, and out ofabilitie tobe revenged of Libia by 
this artifice; that I canid not meet with a fairer occafion to make (hew ofmy are 


with ftcilMe, in regard it requiredbutthe beguiling of a makUt, who dotmtkfs 
waswdl pcrfirvtdfldalready ofmyfckncr, fince (he had been fo hardy as tofotreat 
metocotne and (peak with her,; that in fine, feeing Aurelia had been fo weak as 
tobekeve thingsiuftasonewould define (he (hould bclecvcthem , it would quefti* 
onleftbc very cancformeto fatisfiehenAnd for k conchifion/aid he unto me, (he is 
young, (he is fair , 1 (he will mfletyouiha garden, and in the night, judge now af¬ 
ter ail this, whether you are north go tmthcr.lt is certain that this laft rCalon mo* 
vedme very much; and-i felt then fuch a repugmneie inrdufing a fair maid, as ( 
made no longer qoeftton what i (houlddoe 3 wherefore I .prepared ntytelffor it, 
and for tHe morefocurity, Vdlerio and my Agent armed thcmfelves to attend me at 
this garden door. Asfor my fclflcarri canothii^ bttt my fvvord with me , fori 
could not fear that cbeunivenfidi adorer of woman, (hould be betrayed by a wo* 
man. But before I mil you what arrived to nie in this garden, I rouft recount unto 
you, Madam, that-tvmich vVaithe caufe of this adventure; for we were made ac* 
quaiatcd v vith it afterwapds ;. Youxenxmbcp,ao doubt,horr I told you, that Learn- 
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der was the firft whom Valerio had perfVvaded that I was an Allrologer, and fomc- - 
what morejand that Leander was the fame in whofe houfe /forfeit/* lay concealed. 

1 remember all this, faid the Princefs, interrupting him, and to teftifie It unto you, 

1 remember that Leander loved Amelia , and durft not tell her fo much, becaufo Her- 
tenfio had fome commerce with her, although it was Z-m*that poffeficdhis heart, 
and that Leander play’d but an outward part in being conftrained to fervethcim- 
pofture of his frieifd, ahd to carry Hortenfioes letters to i Amelia as if he had been ab- 
font, though indeed he lay concealed in his houfe for to goc every night unto Livia 
in a garden. Since it i$fo,faid the Marquis, I am then but to tell you. Madam, that 
after Leander had been powerfully perfwaded of the wonders which Valerio had told * 
him I could doe , he changed tne rcfolution he had taken to ftay till Hortenfo had 
broken off with Amelia that of drfabufing her by a pretty fubtill way, iffhc had 
had a true ground for it, and that I had been ftich a one as he beleeved me to be. And 
behold how hereafoned with himfelf; I am going, faid he , to Aurelia fora letter 
which (he is to give me to day for Hortenfio, whom fhe belecves to be at Naples , or 
on the way thither, (he hath already (hewed a great deal of grief for his abfence; 
now if I can bring her to fpeak of that again , ] will tell her wnat Valerio hath told 
me of the French Marquis; fo that iffhc (hall happen to be curious tofeeherabfent 
Lover by the fcience of this man, (he (hall likewifo foe that he is not at Navies ; that 
- he is (till at Genouay that he loves another, and by thefo meanes I (hall deftroy her 
affedion to him, and it may be make my profit of this diforder. This refolution ta¬ 
ken, he goes to Aurelia^ who after (he had given him her letter , fayled not to (peak 
of the abfence of her Friend, to ask of him whether he thought it would not be 
long ere he would return 1 Whither he had not taken this foparation heavily ? and 
whither he had not already a longing to fee him again , though it were but lately 
fincc he went away 1 Yea fo great a one, anfwered Leander, who would by no 
meanes lofe fo fair an occafion, aslamalmoft refolvcd to try the fcience of a great 
and excellent man i that is not far off. Amelia ftraitway would needes know of 
him what he meant by that which he faid, whercupou he recounted unto her all 
that Valerio had told himj and a great deal more; that I made the dead to fpeak, and 
thofo that were abfent to return again , but in fuch a manner, that one law the per- 
fbns, whom one defired to fee, as if they had been cffettuaily in the place where 
theyfeemcdtobe;and that this was done without inchantment, and Dy naturall 
caufes, but hidden from mod part ofthe world; that one muff be very skilfull in the 
knowledge of ideas and fimpathies for the comprehending of ahy part of thefo 
mervelous effefts; but in fine, now he was certain , that what he faid was true. Att~ 
relia hearkned to this difeourfe with much attenfion; at firft, fhe feemed to doubt of 
that which Leander told her , but it was doubtlefs to make her folf the more allu¬ 
red of it. For after he had confirmed thematrer unto her, as (he defired it; and that: 
he had told her my name, (he demanded dexteroufly of him where I lav, and by 
what way one durft propound fuch things unto me, feeing I was a man of quality, 
and that made no pubuck profeffion thereof. He anfwered her, howh was to be 
done by requeft, and that if (he defired any thing of me, he had a friend that was ter¬ 
ry intimate with me. She thanked him, and fo civilly gave him to underftand that 
fhe would be well contented with his departure. He was no fooner gone , but (he 
called Camilla, who was the confident of her focrets(for (he recounted alLthis to 
me afterwards ) and reported faithfully unto ho-all that Leander had told her.And 
for a conclufion, (he (hewed her that fhe was abfolutely refolvcd to fpeak wi th me, 
and to intreat me to let her fee her dear Horrenfio , of whom fhe had not taken her 
leave.They reafoned a while upon this fubjeft, but at laft love prevailed with her 
above good manners. Camilla told her Miftrefs, that fhe knew a man by fight which 
.forved me; fo that without further delay fhe chofo. rather to write to me, as I have 
declared unto you, and to make ufo of this vvench,than to accept ofthe offer which 
Leander had made her. In the mean time, the hovver ofaffighation being c om e, I 
wentto the garden door, Valerio and my Agent ftayed three or four paces of , tiUI 
entred, which was not long firft, for foarcely had I tquehed the door, when as Cm 
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m tiHd came and opened it, with a light in her hand » and told me that her M iftrefs 
attended me in a Cabinet, which was at one comer of the Garden, whether (h ■> pa¬ 
tently led me. It it very true, that when firft I iavr Aurelia (he Teemed To fkir un¬ 
to me, though (he wire half covered with her vail , as little lacked but that I had 
fpoken to her rather of the beauty of her eyes, than of the influences of the Stars. 
But (he gave me no leafurc to deliberate on my complement; for (hefpakefirft,and 
deiired me to pardon her the boldriefs (he had taken in putting me to the trouble to 
come to fee her* file prayed me to confider, that (incelhehad failed inthere- 
Tpeft which (he owed to her felf, (he might well fail in the civility which was due 
"tome. I anfwered to this difcourfe with a great deal of fubmi(non; afterwards 
flic (poke to me of the reputation whichlbadforAftrology, of the things that (he 
had been told of me, and now much (he had deiired to fee me. I received thefe 

E raifes with a carelefiiefr, rcfpe&full enough for all that, which doubtlefs made her 
elccve that I thought I well defervcd it. And ftill to gain time I lengthened this 
difcourfe as much as poflibly 1 could; but (he, that came not thither to make com¬ 
plements, faid wkh a lowvoyce, as though (he had been afraid to be Over-heard, 
though there was nobody there but Camilla , that kept Sentinell at t.ie Cabinet- 
dore; the Wonders which have been recounted to me of yoiir Science, perfwades 
me, that it would be eafie for you , if you will, to (pare me the labour to tell 
you that which I defirc of you, lince without qudlion you know it already. 
It is certain that this difcourfe furprifed me after a ftrangefort; and I beleeved, 
in the confufion wherein I was, that I (hould find nodiing to anfwer her with; but 
at length, after a great contctt with my felf, it is for the fame reafon,faid I, that 
your modefty ought not to keep you from fpeaking; for-feeing it isafecmWhich 
1 am hot ignorant of, what you (hall lay of it ought not to add any 1 thing to your 
confufion. It Is true, faid (he, but I (hould be gladder to hear it from you, than 
to have it delivered by me; be not therefore fo rigorous, and if it be poffible, doe 
dial which I defirt without my celling it you. This obftiiticy made me almoft 
mad, and 1 tow to you, that the modefty of the fevereft Milt refs that ever I had, 
troubled menotfomuch, as that of this Maid. And feeing this confufion ftill 
augmenting, 1 (aid unto her wkh the tone of a more ferious voice ; Fair Amrt*- 
/**, 1 (hould be willing enough not to oblige you to the doing of a thing thac 
ftems unprofitable.to you, if I haid not a fecret reafon which cartiVraincs me there-* 
mo; and fincelmuftlet you onderftand it,, know, that, by the force ofmy art. 
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yeu^hat which you think at this prefcot,andthat which (hal bdfidl youhereaftcr,but 
if by a plain and fairhfuU relation, you doe not (bew the content you bring to 
thatwiuch you would have me doe for you, it will be inipoffible for me to ferve 
ym\ and beware, (aid i on taker, lifting up my voices left thacwhich yon eall mo* 
Jrfty, be not areefleftof the doubt you have of my Science, in defiring by this 
ef&y to affine your felf of it. Thdre muftbe confidence rothis myftery, continu¬ 
ed.!, for I doeoot wotk onely by the ordinary wayses of AAcology, hutTthink I 
hwe gotten fome extnunrdinary know led geswhich go beyond chctntAftd to teftify 
hontoyou, I wrllrprefcndy celf you, if yon defire k,adl tbemoft fecret thoughts 
of yoor heart, but after that look for nothing morefrom me. Sheftayed me then 
wim * great deal of mxcipltation , and faid to mealmoftcrembling, feeing k is a 
txdbate which 1 mnfrrender unto yon, I am refolved fer it; then (bet recounted 
unco me that which I knew already without mthantmtar , I mean, thacihe loved 
Hmtnfio ; bat (be told me afterwards that which I knew hoc, naniely , that (he 
would have me (hew her that Lover, whom (hebeleeved co be at Nkfks i, hot was 
ftill at 6 Smmm. This propoficien pm me info a ftrahge diforder $ (told her ae 
firft, that cbematcer was not cafie; that it behoved her to have a giteaf deal of cou~ 
rage to undertake it; thacthe apparition of Spirits, which wfere not ac that timer 
in any ocher boo a* fantafticall body, did alwayes bring fear along wnb' it; and 




anfwered mo then; dm nothing whicbreftmbkd/fw^*ybcouldfcareliet. Whew 
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as I faw her obftinacy , and that 1 was reduced to that point, as I knew what to (ay 
the neceffity wherein I was, rendred me ingenious, ana I imagined a trick, which 
hath (hewed by the event, that it was well conceived. I told her then with a more 
open countenance that her confidence pleafcd me ; and that 1 was ravHhed to fee 
a perfon of her Sex have a Spiriehardy enough for an entcrprife which made the 
boldeft to tremble. But to make it fucceed, (he was to write a note, according to 
the tearms which 1 would diftate unto her, and let me carry it away to make my 
figures upon it, alluring her that I would tear it as (bon ,as the my ft cry was finifh- 
ed; and that this amongft the Learned was called, the making of a covenant with 
the Ideas. She made a little difficulty at it, but having told her how I could doe 
nothing without that, (he contented thcreunto;and by good hap there was a pen and 
ink in the Cabinet, and a Table-book, wherein we found a; white leaf. She began 
then to write whatl dictated unto her, which if I be not deceived was much afi» 
ter this manner. 

A Ltbongh yon goe in the night likg *” Angel of darknefs, jet pafs yon with me 
A for an Angel oflight ; wherefore J conjnre you, Okie fed Spirit , by Heaven, 
by Love, and hj the Sympathies , to appear unto me before my wissdew the night enfn~ 
tng , as foon as the MeenjhaU be down, in the true form of Hortenfio. And doe 
not doubt that fo agreeable a vifion (hallfright me, for I afnrejon that it (hall five 
me mote plea/me than fear. 

Aurelia. 

Whereas her mind was already pre-occupated with the opinion of my skill, 
thefe equivocating words, of an Angel of Light, of Darknefs, of Conjuration, of 
blcfied Spirit, of Heaven, of Apparition, of Vifion, and of Fear, failed not to con¬ 
firm her in this belief. And then too 1 pronounced all tho(e great words with (o 
imperious a tone, as I perceived her to be terrified therewith. After this, 1 would 
' needs fee her handalfb, and would have her fix her'looks upon me; I demanded 
of her the hour and day of her birth, and made many other obfervations, which 
would be too long to recite. But at laft, all thefe devices being over , I quitted 
Aurelia, after Ihadpromifcd her that within three nights fhe (hoiild fee her dear 
Hortenfio , and fo Camilla came to conduft me forth. In traverfing the Garden I 
obfarved that Camilla hid her face with a great deal of care, for fear left I (hould 
read the (ecretof her heart in her eyes; and whenaa I perceived it, I faid to her, 
laughing for die foaking up of the Comedy, in vain, Camilla (for fo had I heard 
Amelia call her) doe you (eek to hide your eyes from me, when as 1 plainly fee your 
heart. Now I befeech you Sir, faid this Wench unto me, mightily furprifed, and 
that was naturally merry and joviall, if you know my fccret, doe not tell it unu> 
my Miftrefs, for men. will the poor Nafiagio be turned out of doors. I had fuch a 
min'd to laugh at this fimplicity of Camilla, as I got me out in haft, for fear 1 (hould 
burft out.into laughter, or be ftifled in the place; howbeit I told her in going forth, 
that I would be decreet. 1 found Vdierio in fo great an impatience to know what 
1 had done, as T could not make him refolve to ftay till we came to our Lodging 
to recount it unto him, for we had not made three fteps but we ftoodftill, fo that 
little lacked but we had paft all the night in the ftiects: bur at length we came thi¬ 
ther, where I recited all this unto him. Bur the pleafure of it was, that 1 had been 
fo accuftomed to fpeak to Amelia' in a grave tone, as I delivered every thing un¬ 
to him juft as I had faid it. And to make up the matter, there were fbme inftan- 
ces, where I was not very certain whether I were not indeed the fame which I gave 
cut my fclf to be. When as I (hewed him Aurelias Letter, he demanded of me 
what defign 1 had in making her to write it i What defign, faid I , even to have 
it to fall into the hands of Hortenfio, who bcleevingthat Amelia knows he lies con¬ 
cealed at Leanders hoiife , in regard fhe writes unto him, will not fail to be at the 
place which (he hath affigned himby her letter, to fee if he canjuftifie himfelf; and 
to will(helcarn that he is dfcftivcly at Genotta, all will break forth, laviaes con¬ 
cealed 
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ecalcd pleafure Will bedeftroycd , and I (hall be revenged. And if it happens that 

-ihe takes him for a phantafm , the reputation which you have given me will in- . 

rreafc the more. Valerio acknowledged that this trick was well invented; and At 

Roche tnas mad bccaufe he had not imagined, or at jeaft conjc&ured it , upon the 

fight of AmreHaas letter 5 but to comfort him for that he bod contributed nothing 

to theadventure which I had incouncred, 1 left him the care to caufe the letter, 

which was dire&ed unto Hortenfio, to fall into his own hands.' Whereupon he told 

me without further delay, that he would go and carry it to him inftandy. Arid ' 

when as I demanded of him how he could pretend to obey me fo readily ? He told \ 

me how he had learned of Lucrttu r, that Hortemfio was this nigh t to go and fee Li* 

via-, fo that, faid he unto us, it being yet not very late, it may well be that he is 

not already come forth: I know the garden door, and whereas he knows not me, 

1 will go thither and wait for him,and deliver the letter unto his own hands,as from 
Amreliavthom I will name in accofting him. This advice feeming to be the beft we 
could take , we thought of npthine elfc but of executing it; and for fear left fome 
mifchance,which we could not forefee,might happen to my Agentywe followed him 
a far off in this expedition, which fucceeded as happily, as die undertaker ofit had 
fbrtolcLFor Hortenfio retyring very late from Livia, we had had the leafnre to attend 
for him aimed an hour before he came forthulf the pailion wherein I had been in for 
this maid, had been as ftrong ftill as it was the day before* 1 had pad that time with 
a great deal ofunquietnefs; and I (hould without doubt have rather given fome 
marks of my refentment to my Rival!, than havecaufeda letter to be delivered 
unto him; out 1 never needed four and twenty bowers to cure me of fudt a dif* 
cafe. 1 felt then nothing more for Livia, but.an extreme define to trouble her plea* 
furc; fo that to arrive thereunto, I had as much patience, as was requifite for me to , 

have in this incounter. We fee our fclves. VoteriostA 1, fome dofen paces from the 
door,oUt of which Hortenfio was to comc>undevthejctting-out portal! ofan houfe , 
that was built after the antique mariner. As for As Roche,' he approched hearer , yet 
not fo for from us , - but that we mighthear all that he Ihoula (ay unto him. And 
whereas it was extreme dark, and hat his way tyed him to pals by the place where 
we were, we conceived that we (hould hear, without bring perceived, how he 
would receive this meflage. As indeed, he was no fooncr conic forth but I heard my 
Agent fay unto him, that Amrelia havingoiiderftood he was in Gemma, had lent 
him With a letter unto him, which he delivered him j and that (he earneftiy defired 
him not to fail the aflignation (he had therein givep hinr, for that (he would receive 
no anfwcr but from his own mouth; in regard whereof, continued la Recbe, I may 
not (by to hear any tbi ng you would fay to me, for fo am I enjoyned by Aurelia. 

Hortemfio would have laid hold on him , - but my Agent was not accuftomed to let 
himfelf be taken, when he had no mind to it ; Hertemfio then was conftraynedtobe 
contented with that which had been faid to him; We heard him damp with his foot 
on the ground, clap his hands together, and fay with a kind of voyce, which (hewed 
both aftonifliment and grief; what devil! hath difeovered to Amrelia that I was 
here 1 It rauft without doubt be an efteft of the fccret paffion otLeamder, who hath 
hoped by ruining me with her to cftaUifh himfidfin my ftead. Some three ftemfhon 
thence he (food ftill, and whereaswefaw thatthis adventure madehinralklifcca 
man befides himfelf, we refolvcd to follow him. This defign was no foorier taken, 
but he began to goon and talk all ac an inftaut.. What (aidhe, hath my friend be- 
trayed me t however. 1 muft fee Afirelia, to the end I may keep Leamier from rea¬ 
ding the frait ofhis cunning, and that this iocenfed maid may not revenge her 
(elf upon Livia. - She loves me, and I do not doubt but I fttall pacific tier eafily 
enough. But it may be* faid be again, thatit is not Amreliaet letter; let tisftay, till 
weean be cleared of it, before we refolve on anything; Verily, this manner of dif* 
courfing by himfelf feemed {deafant enough, howbeit; that which I found to be yet 
better was , that we perceived (for we followed him very clofe ) ho W though the 
night was exceeding dark, and that We were in a very narrow ftcect, where it was 
foobfeitre, as nothing could be difeemed , yet had he broken rip the foal of this let- 
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ter, opened it, and ifiadc as though he would have read it, it lcaftwifo the noHe 
which'the paper made caufcd us to eoniefture fo,Byt );he ill luck Yvas,thacin hand- 
ling it in thisfort he let it foil, and- aoubtlefs with the violence of his a&ianbc 
flung it a goodway front tom»•without purpofing fo to do, for ht fought for lea 
pretty while after. Wc upderftOod this accident > both by the difeoutfe which he 
held, and hecaufe he flood (till. We gdc us up, Valent and I, again# the wall ; but I 
confefs to yon, tbit this adventure was not pleating to me: I was fo aflraidthac 
Hortjtnfio would not feek as he Ihould do for the letter, and fo my defigh (hould 
foil, that I may fay 1 was never in more unquiecncfs. Me thought he .Went too for 
from it to find it; that he had forgot the place where he had leticfoll; thatperad- 
venture it was near to me, though I did not perceive it; in fine, I was even wil¬ 
ing to feek for it with him; and ray imagination fo troubled otc, as I believed I 
favv it in twenty places where certainly it was not. And when my mind was 
deceived in this manner , J was in A . pain that cannot be expreftj For when as I 
thought that I faw it in a place, I uisaerftood by Hortenjitet going that he went 
mimic, which fo madded me, as I had like to have loft all patience. But at length, 
alter he had foughc up and down 4 great while for it, and that lie had faid an hun¬ 
dred things,which wouldhavc pleafed a man thakhad no intereft in theaffoir , I 
heard him upon a fuddain fay with much joy, at lull have got you again, and 
have not loft my labour: Whereupon he went prefently away, and I retaining Vale- 
lerhy who wouldhavc continued following him, told h'un, that if the like (hould 
befall me again, 1 (hould go wild; that this adventure was both too plcafing , and 
too offenfive^ for me to be once more expofed unto it; and that withall wc had no¬ 
thing clfe to do with him. We got us away then to pur lodging, where we found my 
Agent,howbeit we went not to bed before We had laughed fufficiently at the acci¬ 
dent of the letter, and at allt hit which Horten/to. had foid ittfcckineforit. In the 
mean time he Was come to LeatUars hohfe, where after he had md the letter, which 
he knew to be Written with her owabahd, he was confirmed, as we underllood af¬ 
ter, in thedefignoffoeihg her.- HeJhelfceved,that all thofe woods,,of blcfled Spirit, 
Angell of light, and dacknefo, which jptrelia had taken for ntaikes of inchantment, 
were ternses of galantry, that could not partffoma fpirit that was much incenfed. 
He firmly.refolvcd thcncofocher the-night enfuing; and thereby to conferve her 
to hiriiftlf, prefervethe reputation oiLkvia > and deftroy the defignes of his friend. 
Whom h^Wasperfwadedhadbetrayed him; for he could not conceive how Attre- 
/dcouldcomc to know: any thing of tom other Waics. But at length day came, 
which I pail away wkh an impatience jchqt holds hie ftill; for though 1 had the fame 
very diy two .'very pleafant converfotions with two men, whereof the one mockt at 
Aftralogy, to obligc rae thereby tofpcak of it, ’ and the other faid that it was she 
exceUentm of all Sciences* to carry me to thefatnc thing, yet will Lnot fpcak there¬ 
of; fbrevoajn 1 ana now talking, l am in haft to tcll.yoU, that aflborias the time of 
Hrrttnfiots affignaeion approchcd, I went and put my fetf in ambufeado » with a re- 
folutlanto-fte the end ofmy inchantment. Now it hapned, that the weather being 
extreme ktqt^Am-dia lay in a low rood) » whofc grated windowet were upon the 
ftrectymd where fjWCca/uibad oftes ealked wkh her. But, Madam, to give you the 
fuilplcafkreof thisadyenrare, 1 aha ts tell you, not ortely that which 1 faw , and 
that which l heard, but that whicF paft between Jartlta and ComMa* whorecoun- 
ted it afterwards unfco<u& Afidoa as Aanlia hadfttpped, (he made as though file Were 
notwetifthaafo fhe iqtght.be alone with Camilla^ . and when (he was come to her 
Chambaythis wench asked 6f her , whether (he did indeed believe (he (hould fee 
H«tew/**fchatnight > For, faid (he, how can a map that is fofordiftant from hence 
eoine hi (hex toy on mfodhortatisK 1 The Miftrrfe, thought her felf a great 

deal more able, laughedadhear her foy fo; and took a great care to make her com¬ 
prehend, (that this Sekoce was abovd her undci ftandirtg t and. cold her moreover, 
nowit would not he: rfireftively Mwtmfit which fht (houldfoe,but fomething that 
flio(ddLrefomU&hinifoperfe&ly,thcteiWouldbe no difference-Howbeit^ foid Ca¬ 
milla umohtr, what do you hope, by feeing him fo ?. vthatemaraiameni 1 . what 
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fatisfa&ion do you expe& from it ? Onely to fee him, faid Aurelia, and if thou be 
•wife, faid (he, demand notwhy Love doth caufe any thing to be done, for he him-* 
(elf is the reafon for that which he forces us to do ; And then my curiofity is not 
particular tome, for I have heard of many women that ufeto do fo. But, replyed 
Camilla , wi 11 you not be aifiraid ? Never a whit, anfwered Aurelia. Juft as (he was 
faying fo, Hertenfie, who 1 had feen pafs by the place Where I was hid, and whom 
1 had followed pretty dole,knocked loftly,according to his cuftoni, at the window* 
Which Aurelta hearing began to change colour. It may be you believe, (aid Camil¬ 
la unto her, that it is Hertenfio which makes this noife, or to fay better his phan- 
tafmc 11 do notbeleeve it, anfwered Aurelia, hbvvfoever open the window, and 
pull up the grate. This wench had no fooncr obeyed, but perceiving Hertenfie, they 
noth of them gave a great (hrick; Camilla finding her felf as very a coward , as (he 
believed (he was; and Aurelia being nothingHo confident, as (he had thought (he had 
been. Hertenjio expounded this aftoniftunent after another manner, and believed 
thatthe choler (hevvasinagainfthim, put her into that cafe wherein he (avv her, 
namely with a countenance extremely changed, and her fpirit fo confounded, as 
(he could neither fit ftill, run away, nor behold him. Ana whereas he was come 
thither onely to appeafe her, he faid unto her that at laft this Angell ofdarknefs 
was come by her conjurations to fee an Angell of light. O me, faid Aurelia , it is 
the voice of Hertenfie 1 but I am not able to anfvver him; nor is it to fpeak to him 
that I have vviftied to fee him. In faying fo, her exceeding fear fo reanimated her 
forces, as fhe was able to get away into a Cabinet, whereof the door was open* 
As for Camilla, (he would fain have followed after her Miftrefs, but her aftonHh- 
ment kept her from it; Not being ablethen to do more, or to fay better, not know¬ 
ing what (he did, (he hid herfelfunder the table'. Hertenfio was fo amazed at that 
which he faw, as Aurelia could hardly bc niore. In the mean time , that he might 
get her to come back again , and knowing , that fhe could hear him well enough 
from the Cabinet where (he was, he faid unto her with a languifhing voice to 
move her the more; Am I come fo far then, Amelia, onely to fee you, and will not 
•you vouchfafc to look on me l Alas! Cryed Camilla to her Miftrefs , that which we 
think is but too fure, for he faies he is come onely to fee you. Aurelia, that was 
ready to dy in hearing Hertenfie fpeak, whom (he relieved to be a phanta fine, cryed 
to him out of the Cabinet to be gone; and that fhe made a vow how (he would never 
fee Hertenfio more; unlcfs it were Hertenfie indeed. He who believed that (he meant 
he was no longer Hertenfie , by reafon of his change, called to ' Camilla, with an in¬ 
tent to delire her that (he would get Aurelia to come forth to him again; but (ca rce- 
ly had he named her, when a^this wench, who had marked on which fide the door 
of the Cabinet was, moved herfelf with fuch violence to get from under the table, 
for to efcape away, as (he overthrew it, together with the light that flood upon it, 
which in turning down was extinguifiied; The noife which the table made, the 
cries ofCamilla ,' the voice of Hertenfie, and the darknefs , fo frighted Aurelia ( for 
flic believed that all this diforder was caufed by the phantafme ) as (he fell into a 
fwoon: So that although Hertenfie continued faying many things, yet heard (he no¬ 
thing of it, no more than Camilla, who was fallen to her prayers. Hertenfie feeing no 
body anfwer him, and having heard fome noife which I made with going to ftep 
back alittle, that I might have the liberty to laugh, he retired away in fuchacholer, 
and fury, as gave fo great a blow with the pummell of his fwora againft the grate 
of Aureliaes window, that he all fo batterd it; which Camilla forgot not to tell her 
Miftrefs, as believing it to be the laft effeflt of the devill, when as (he was come out. 
of her fwoon, which lafted till day break. As for me, I never troubled my felf with 
following Hertenfie , who without doubt talked fufhcicntly of this adventure as he 
returned, but coming to Valerie and my Agent', Who ftayed for me fome twenty 
paces off, we went to my lodging', that,we might have,liberty to laugh at our good 
fortune, in this fooli(h matter. We were no fooner a bed, but a new entertainment 
kept us from deeping. I know veiy well. Madam, that the recounting of it toyou 
would be in fome fort to pafs the boundjs of rtfpeft; but the matter is fo plealar 
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as it were better I ftould want good manners, then deprive you of the pleafnre of 
hearing it. I will tell you then, Madam,fincc your lilenccfeemes to permits me fo to 
doe, that Vtlmo had a fetvant, called Fcfpa, whofe inclinations were proportiona-- 
ble to his condition, being of fomewhat a dull fpirit; he never came a nights into 
the chamber whert we were, but to help to make his Maficr unready , and then 
went presently to lye with U Riche in a room which was feparated from ours onc- 
ly with thin bords and tapeftry hangings, Co that (peaking never fo little lowd one 
might hear from the one place what was (aid in the ocher. When U Reche and Ftf- 
f4 were a bed, this laft demanded of the other, whether it were true thatl knew all 
that was done in the world, as he had been lately told&4 Reche t who meant to make 
bimfelfmerry with him , 'affuredhimthatit was fo far true, as that 1 pcrfeftly 
knew what anybody did, if I did butknow die name of the perfon. Alas, laid Vej- 
fd then, I would not be bound to rave with fuch a Matter 1 For how (hould one 
fpend his life with a man, to whom one durft never tell a lye ? It is fomewhat an 
hard cafe, faid my Agent, fpeaking a little lowd , to the end we might hear him ; 
howfoever it mutt be fo. I had as leefe dy, faid the other, as have my Matter know 
all the lies that 1 tell him, when as I return from fome place, where I have ftayed 
longer than I (hould: for, as you know, vve want not excufes for the dealing of an' 
bower to beftow in our pleasures; Mounfieur was not at home; 1 waited for him a 
long time; he ftayed me with a purpofe to have Written to you ; I fought for him 
in divers places; your clothes were not done; I was to fee as I went along whither 
your Gittern were ftrung or no ; and (o , according to the diverfity of occafions , 
diverfity of pretexts are al waies found : But as for you, I do not fee how you can 
live ; you durft not, Iaffurcmy felf, entertain two three of your companions 
whiltt he is at the Comedy, and pafs away an afternoon in making good chear. I 
durft not indeed, anfvvered my Agent, unlefs it were at filch a time, as 1 know he 
bad great affairs in hand, and fo had no leifure to think of me. Neither could you 
have the pleafure, faid Vefpe , to recount hisfecrets;tofay he is in love withfuch 
a one; he goes often to fuch a place; he writes to fuch a perfon; and that which it 
the vvorft, if he hath ill intreated you; whether it be in revyling you; or in threat- 
ning you with the baftinado; or if occafion ferves, in giving you a whirret on the 
ear; you durft not complain to your friends of it: Whereas to me , it would be the 
depriving me of a great confolation, if 1 could not fay to one; he is more fantafti- 
call than a Mule; more extravagant than a Hobgoblin; and to give him to all die 
devills in hell when he is untoward. For when I have faid all this, I return home, 
as if I were well revenged, and had faidio much to him himfelf. As for me , faid 
U Reche , mine is none of the worft, and I am feldomin the cafe you fpcak of I 
wHhitmay befo, replyed the other, how ever you mutt needs confcls, that he 
would very much incommodate me in one thing; for how could one ferve him 
well, or be well clothed, if a man (hould not make fome profit to himfelf of the 
money that pafles through his hands; I (hould be very forty to fteal ought from 
any body,butin thatcaftlmuftbeexcufcd. It is not to hord it up, that I take any 
thing, but to do him credit with it; and then the recompences which Matter* 
make us is not fo great, but that vve may with fome juftice recoin pence our fclves. 
For that, faid U Reche , youhave reafon; and there I lofe a Mr oportunlty, which 
you enjoy. You are fo unhappy too, continued Fefpa, that as 1 pcrceiveyou dare 
not think of quitting him, ana of looking out for a Matter fecretly, as we common- 
lydo, when vve find not our fclves well with him whom we ferve: and to con¬ 
clude, I (hould chufe rather to be in the gallyes, than in the fervice of this man: 1 
(hould not haye fpoken thus freely to you, added he finding, for fear he (hould have 
known it, if you had not told me, that he is to know the name ofithem whole (e- 
crets he defire to know; for as for that which I am called by, he will be coufened 
inh,becaufe I took it upon me but when I came to Genetu, by reafon of a (mail ad¬ 
venture which befell me a S^anomta y of whence I am. You would have reafon for 
that you fay, replyed my Agent, who was willing to put him in fear , if he did 
not know mine; but if to morrow he (hould have a defire to know what 1 have 
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done, he would alfo know what you have fayd unto me.; for otherwife his fei- 
ence would be very confufed. Then aim I undone, fayd Vefpa,but howfocver,if he 
muft know all that I have fayd unto you, let him know alfo that I never took much 
from my Mailer at a time, to the end that be may be contented with making me to 
heturaed away. We burft out then, Valerte ami I,into fuch a laughter, at he could 
no longer doubt but that we had heard him without iochantment. And vvfhere- 
as there was a back-door that opened out of their room upon the ftaires , he 
rofe in haft, mid got him away , fo- that vve never heard of him after. The 
reft of the night was fpent in lleeping, but the next day 1 had employment 
enough ; for I was fcarcely out of bed, when as I received a Note from 
Aurelia, whereby Ihe prayed me that (he might fpeak but one Word with tnc at the 
Gardendoor, where I had formerly been, out of which (he would come forth, and 
feem as though (he had met me by chance. I made fome difficulty of going to hA , 
but at length Valerio conftrained me thereunto. As loon as 1 came at her, being (fill 
pale,and amazed with her lad nights adventure,(he faid unto me,that having beat ad- 
vertiftd fince morning, how Hortenfio was cflfe&ively at Gemma, and had never been 
abfent from thence, (he found that (he had great caule to complain of me, for that 
I had not undeceived her. Hereupon I was very much perplexed how to anfwer 
her; but at lad I told her with civility enough, how it waitrue that I knew of it, 
but haying promifed her no more than to let her fee Hortenfio, 1 never thought of 
any thing elfe: That if inftcad of this phantofm (he had feen the true Hortenfio, it 
was an undoubted mask of the power of my art, which had conftrained him tocome 
unto her, though he defired to be concealed. 1 acknowledge, faid (he unto me, that 
this reafon is lo forcible, as I cannot deftroyitj but (ince it is true, that nothing 
can refill you, do me the favonr that Hortenfio, who as I have been told, lyes fecrecly 
at Leanders houfe, that he may go anights tofeeamayd whom he loves, may no 
longer love her; or ifit be poffifile, that he may defpife and hate her. Thispropofi- 
tion began to put me into fuch chollcr againft Aftrcdogy, that little lacked bar that 
I had left Amelia without an anfwer; howbeit my wit (erved hie yet this once again 
dextroufly enough : For 1 allured her (he Was ill informed of die matter, and that 
Hortenfio did not lye concealed for any new love, but that being grown jealous of 
her, he bad feigned a voyage to Naples , the piore exactly to obferve her anions; and 
that without aoubt (he was beloved of Hottenfio, asrnudi as ever (he had been. Thia 
poor Gentlewoman was fo fadsfied with that which 1 told her, as (he verily belee- 
ved it; and (o I left her.with a great deal of jpy. As I was returning home, I was 
mightily furprifed, to fee how the people began to note me, and point at me; fomc 
faying, that I was a learned man ; others, that' 1 was half a Prophet; theft fam e, 
thatl was an Inchanter; thofe, that I was a i Sorcerer. There were fome too, that 
not fqr from the truth, took me for an impoftor, and fcoffed at me ; atleaftwift I 
interpreted their looks and their aftions fo. I went then in a rage to find oat Vale¬ 
rio, whom I met withall fome three or four fteps from my lodging. I did not re¬ 
count unto him what had hapned to me, but I quarrelled with him for that be was 
the caufe of all the confulion 1 was in. He, that was ready to burft with laughter, 
asked me whether I had not given him order to publiih my feience ? Yes, fayd I un¬ 
to him, but not to make me pale for a Magician. You know, (ayd he unto me, ftill 
laughing, that Fame augments every thing; and then what is it you complain oft 
all the jvorld is fadsfied with your skill, andthat which (bould more content you, 
you are revenged both of your Rivall and of your Miftrefs, by giving them fo much 
unquictncfs as you do. He had no fooner fayd fo, but Loonier appeared, and ftemed 
to come to us; I would have declined his encounter by entring into any lodging, 
but Valerio told me that he had promifed him mya equaindnee^md that he was too 
near then for me to avoyd it. Indeed he was fo near as I could not anfwer Valerio, fo 
tint I was conftrained to receive the civilities of Le'ander, who after a great and long 
complement, recounted unto me all his love to Aurelia, who loved Hortenfio, that 
loved not her, becaufehe was ingaged elfwhere; and therefore he conjured me, as 
well for his intereft, as for that of Aurelia, fo to do, that dtei might no longer a fkSt 
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Hortenjio , but accept o f his fervicc. I was fo confounded with all thefe adventures, 
as I fcarcc knew which way to turn me; howbeit Teeming to confider of all that he 
had told me, at length I allured him, that if he continued loving and fcrving her, 
hefhould be beloved of her, provided he acquainted her with his paffion. He went 
away very well fatisfied, and Valerio demanded of me, how I hoped to keep my 
word?I anlwered him,that at la & Amelia, would be weary of Hortenfioes defpifing her; 
that Leander by continuing to ferve her would touch her heart, and fo.would think 
. that he obtained that by the power of my art, which was due to his owninduftry. 
But, fayd I unto him, now that we have a little reft, let us go into our lodging ; 
howbeit we were fcarcely in the middle of the Ha 11, when turning my head about, I 
perceived Leonardo the father of Livia , comming to me with an open countenance, 
which made me conceive that he had fomething to demand of me. I received him 
witha forced civility,which might have made him know,if he had heeded it,that die 
light of him had put me to a non-plus. And to give him yet more liberty to perfe- 
cuteme, Valerie, who took great pleafure in all thefe things, made Ihew of taking 
his leave of me, and Went and ftayed for me in my chamber. Then began Leonardo 
to tell me in a ferious manner, which vexed me exceedingly, how he was aftiamed 
- that his firft vifit was to requeft a favour from me, rather than to let me know that 
he was in love with the reputation which I had gotten in fo fhorta time; but in fine, 
that he might oblige me by his freedom to ufe the fame to him, he befought me that 
I would can a Figure to difeover who it was that had got an Emerauld Ring which 
„ was loft out of his houfe. I muft confefs, that I found my felf then infoftrange 
a cafe, as if by wifiiing I could have become a Magician indeed, to get out of this 
crofs adventure, I verily think that 1 ftiould have wiflied it. What (hall I do, fayd I 
to my felf > What counfell am I to take? And what can I anfvver tofo preffinga 
difeourfe ? It concerns not now the beguiling of an amorous mayd, or an ignorant 
Lover; it is an old man that fayes he knows Aftrology, that will difeover my igno¬ 
rance asfoonas I (hallfpeak ; For to tell him a lye about this Ring, it vvillde- 
ftroy itfelf : It were better for me to deal freely with him; he will be obliged to 
me for undeceiving him; and thcnall things well confidered, I had rather fpoil all 
my defigns than put a trick upon a man of this age. After I had determined to doe 
fo, I took a more ferious look upop me for to tell him, how it was true, that 
i heretofore I had underftood fome principles of Aftrology (for I could not refolve to 
confefs my felf to bedire&ly an impoftor) how upon that ground my friends had 
given me the reputation of knowing fomewhat ; but that none of them had ever 
any experience of it; how it was true alfo, that 1 had many times delivered my felf 
to be more knowing than I was, iniome occalions,where feigning was rather a gal¬ 
lantry than a crime; but as for him, I defired it (hould appear, that the reputation 
which I had gained was not fockar untome, as his friendfhip , feeing I con- 
fcfled ingenioufly unto him, that I did not know enough either in Aftrology, or in 
the other feiences depending thereupon, for to be able to tell him that which he 
defired of me. This difeourfe fo clear and true had not the effeft I expc&ed from 
it; for very far from being believed, I heard Leonardo fay unto me fmiliisg. Had I 
not known by the report of others, that you are a learned man, your humility 
would suffice to perfwademe that you know much. I fwear unto you, fayd I laugh¬ 
ing ( for I could not poffibly forbear ) that I know nothing. Even this which you 
fay, anfwered he, is that which confirms me in my belief of you; and thurpiodeft: 
and difereet, continued he, ought they to be who know much ; for their fcience 
makes them to be known well enough, without any intermixture of their vanity. 
If I were what you think me to be,fayd 1 interrupting him, I would acknowledge 
it to you; but it is certain that I do not merit the honour you do me. I have alrea¬ 
dy told you, anfwered be^ that this humility is thegreateftfciencc of all; it be¬ 
ing moftfure, that every man which fayes heknowsathingwell, is ignorant of it, 
fince he is arrived at the point to think that he knows it perfeftly, But at length let 
US return toour purpofe, and pewnit me to tell you, that this Emerauld is graven, 
and may ferve for a Seal as' well as for a Ring. I was fb madded to fee that when I 
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had told lyes, I had been believed, and now that I fpakc truth, I could not be cre¬ 
dited, as I was not able to anfwer him any thing, fo much was 1 cranfported with 
choler and imquietnefs. But he, who was not repulfcd by my iilence, and that on 
the contrary conceived how I was thinking on fomething to fatisfie him, laid 
unto me again in a gentler manner than before ; You are pleafedto dif* 
iembJe with me upon , a premeditated defign, and I content to all that you . 
have faid of your felf , lo.as I may obtain that which ! defire of you;, 
and to facilitate the bufinefs, faid he further unto me, you are to know that 
this'ling Was loft between ten and eleven of the clock in the forenoon. 
•Whilft I was in this cafe, namely in the ftrangeft that ever any body was , 

I faw la &tcbt enter with a paper in his hand, who faid unto me aloud , that he de¬ 
fined to fpeake a word with me about an impoctant affair. I ftept then from Leouar- 
</vand went to him; but I was joyfully furprifedwhen I underftood, that Lncretia ? 
for her own intereft, and the better to keep the jeft afoot, had advertifed him that 
Leonard# would come to learn forne news of me concerning a ring, which his daugh¬ 
ter hadgiven xoHartenjioy who had vifited her about ten of the clock in the mor¬ 
ning id a riding luic , making (hew that he was returned unto Genona by his Fa¬ 
thers command; and that Leonardo having found them together, Hortenjio had made 
as though he had loft a letter, which a brother of his-had written him from Napier* 
that after he was gone, Livia Teeming very fad , and her father having demanded 
of ter what (he ayled, (he had told him, that the ring , which fhe had given to Her- 
eenjio, was loft, to the end he fhould not niarvell if he faw it no longer.This dicourfc 
made raewonderfull glad; I took the paper from la Roche the better to diflemble the 
matter, and ufing a great deal of civility to Leonardo , 1 defired him rocxcufe the 
liberty which 1 had taken. He anfwered me, that with him 1 was jnftified , provi¬ 
ded I would not refufc him. 1 confefs that the occafion of gulling him was fo fair, as 
I (houid have had much adoe too forbear; zadLtonardo toohadfuch a mind to befo, 
as he would have been difobliged more i n not being gulled, than in being gulled; 
befides,it was in vain for me to tell him the truth again, which he would not un» 
derftand, do what I could. He began again to prefs me; I refitted vet a while; but at 
Jaft, when 1 faw that he would needcs have me devine,! fpake to him with more cer- 
taincy than an Aftrologer, and more clearly than a Oracle, if he would have under*- 
ftooa me rightly. After I had made a turn in the room without fpeaking a word, 
1 made a ftop juft before him, and faid unto him; hi therto 1 have done what I could 
to idiflemble the little knowledge I have, that 1 might not do anything which 
Would difpleafe you; but fince you will needes know it, 1 will confefs freely unto 
you ■, f that I have already caft a figure for it upon the intreaty of a kinfwoman of 
UviOer, fo that difguifing thetruth no longer, I am obliged to tell you > that* 
man, whom you faw t his nieminsin a riding fiiit, is he which hath die ring you 
fpeak of. Who would ever have believed it, faid Leonardo, that a manof his bunion 
and qtudirie,hadbeen capable of fo ftrange an ad ion t -But young people that 
have covetous fathers, are many times carried to ill habit* by noceffity ; howfoever 
Imuft find out this ring, and if it be poftible demand it of him that hath taken it a* 
kray without charging himthat he ftole in After this difeourfe ha gave me thanks* 
ind made me promife to come to fupper fcohim. An bower after he was gone , 
wmeanold fellow, who had ferved Leonardo ibont thirty yeares, prefented to me 
hy da Roche t that told me with afimpiicity which made me to laugh, how being re¬ 
folded to renun into his Country , and carry with hirnthc little money wHidi he 
faad’gotten, hebefbughtme that IWouldcaufe hhnahd his treafufe to be tranfpor* 
ted wither in a moment, .for fear of robbing by the way.I know enough format, 
faid my Agent then, without my Matters niedling in it; and when 1 had confirmed 
hhn in this opinion, away they went together. But whilft Valerio laughed at my 
adventure^ and I was thinxing how I might fiikiih it, thepobr Herienfie t>aft not his 
time away fo well; For it fell out that Leonardo had incountfed him jaft as he weift 
otst of my lodging; howbeit heaccofted him civilly, and faid no more to him bnt 
thathehadbeenan hower infeekiug of him:.For Hrrienfioee countenance fb little 
j refemhled 
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refcmbled that of a thief, as he was fomewhat affraidto fpeak to him. Hortenfio an* 
fwercd thereunto, that he would think himfelf happy, if it wete to command him, 
any thing. How curteous he is ? C thought Leonardo with himfelf as he delivered to 
me afterward ) and what a pitty it is, that fo handfom a man Arnold have fo bad 
an inclination?Then taking courage, he faid unto him , that bavins underftood 
there was a ring in his hands, which had been loft out of his houfe, he defired lie 
might fee it: And wh ereas Hortenfio was furprifed with this difeoarfe, he feemed 
to be fo confounded, as Leonardo no longer doubted butthat he was guilty. O me 1 
cryed Hortenfio. , what is this 1 hear ? I do not fay, replied Leonardo , that you are 
faulty, but the party from whom you had it. How unhappy am 1, laid Hortenfio 
interrupting him ? Afflift not your felf, rcplyed Leonardo , for the hand which gave 
it you, nath alone committed this fault, and fo you are juftified with me. Wnilft 
Leonardo did what he could to conceal from him the bad opinion he had of him , 
he was perfwaded, that this man knew the truth - f the matter; and to juftihe Zi- 
via as much as poffibly he could, he allured him <nt he alone was culpable; that 
he alone had deceived him ; that he denyed not but chat this ring was in his hands; 
and therefore he acknowledged he had juftcaufc to complain of him. This is 
ft range, faid Leonardo to himlelf, that the more I would excufc him , the more be. 
accuies himfelf ! I fay it; to you again, continued the other, that I alone am'wor¬ 
thy. of punilhment. N o Hortenfio,C ayd Leonardo , you (hall n ot perfwade me to it; for 
1 am well informed of the truth of the bufinefs. Why then it is beft forme, anfwered 
Hortenfio, not to make any further denial!, but in reftoringyou the ring to con* 
fefs ingenuoufly that I was conftrairfedby an inevitable neceiuty, to do you this 
wrong. I know well enough, rpoljed^Leonardo, what youth is capable of, and what 
neceffitv will make one doe. Hortenfio , feeing Leonardo fpeak lo gently unco him , 
and believing, fo ill did they underftand one another, that he knew all which had 
jaft between Lmaand him, believed alfo that he was to make his profit of this oc- 
cafion, and to fpeak plainly unto him. Since you know, faid he to him,how to ex¬ 
cufe my errors, will you be pleafed to render them legitimate , in giving 
me leave to marry Livia ? you know my birth, and you may know my eftatc 
when you pleafe. Marry my daughter 1 ctjca Leonardo, this proportion is fo plea- 
fant, as our converfacion mall end there, for I do not think.that you have reafon to 
continue it any longer, after I have allured you neverthelefs that I Hull be difereee. 
Saving fo, the old man went away,and left Hortenfio more amazed, than ever he was 
in his life,for he no way apprehended that Leonardo would accufe him of thefband to 
perplex him yet further, Anrtlia appeared, who believing, according as 1 had told 
her, that Hortenfio had not concealed himfelf but becaufe he was jealous, would 
entajfant have faid fome manner of gallanterie unto him. But he, who was notin a 
cafe to difTcmble , and that faw well enough how his love to Livia was upon 
breaking forth , laid unto her fomewhat rudely ; you drove me away 
ax fuch timeasby your dire&ion I came to wait uponyou, think it not ftraangg 
then if after than 1 never do fee you more; and to recompence the love which 
you have borne me with fome freenefs, know, that I am ingaged in an afte&ion , 
which cannot end but withmy life. This faid, he left her, for to go in all haft and 
try if he could fee Livia , to the end they might advife together about what they 
were to do infocrofsan adventure. In the mean time, Aurelia fo rcplyed upon my 
words, as fhe had much adoe to believe but that Hmenfiott defpifall was a mark of 
love. As (he was returning home in this icrefolutiolyfhe iijpuntred Leander , who 
had feen Hortenfio enter into Liviaet houfe, and Leonardo prefenthr following in af¬ 
ter him; fo that inforced by his pafGon, and my c^Unfell, he difeovered unto her 
die truth of she Hiftoiy: He informed her how it was by his meanes fhe was ad* 
vertifed in the morning, that Hortenfio never parted from Gcmna ; and thacto 
let her fee how Livia wholly poflefled his heait,hc knew for a certain that he was at 
that inftant with her, having faid to him juft as he was going in,and he paffing by, I 
will no looger oppoft your love. This difeourfe fo netled Anrtlia, as fuadainly foe 
fcltaftrangc revolution in her mind; After (he had mufed a lictle^aud (hewed by her 
. counts 
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countenance how great a combat file had in her heart, (he addreffedher fpeech to 
LtMndcr ; If that which you tell me be true, laid (heunto him, I contefs that 
Htrtenfio is not only unworthy of my affeftion, but is alfo unworthy to live. If 
•you did not feemeo me fomewhac interefied in this encounter, your word alone 
fhould fuflice to make me give credit to all things; but in' this, where you are the 
accufer,mine own eyes mult be the vvitnefles of nis crime, if you will have diem fit* 
vourable judges to yon: conduft me to Livitus houfe, and be allured that as foon as 
1 havedifturbed their felicity,for 1 mean to do ir,I will eftablilh yours.l>/Mdrr,who 
Would gladly have done more difficult things, for the hope of aprizethatvvas fo 
dear unto him, told her with a great deal of refpeft, jov, and love, that he was 
ready to obey her. In the meantime it had fallen out, that within aminute after 
flortenff was gone in to Livid, Leowird* came home; fo as he bad no more leafuro 
but to let herknovv that her father had demanded the Ring of him, which (he had- 
giyen him, and that he had .ufed all his endeavour to draw the crime wholly upoir 
himfelf;for as foon as Lucretia perceived Leonardojhc advertifed them of it; where-*’ 
upon Hmenfio was conftrainedtohide himfclf in a corner pf the Garden wherer 
they were, it being impoffible for him to get forth without being feen. When (up¬ 
per time approached, I went thither; fori was not forry to feek for an occafiofl 
of feeing in what cafe Livid was in after fo many odd adventures ; as I was going 
along I met with la, Roche, who told me that he came from working his inchant- 
ment for the man who was afraid of robbing by the way ; that after a thoufand

In the mean time we were mightily furprifed to fee Anrelid, led by Louder, come 
in, who appearing with an angry countenance put the whole company into a great 
confofion. Leonardo, who jiercclved that this vifit was not made in an accuftomed 
hour, could not imagine the caufc of it; Livid, who before sitne had had fome jea- 
lonfie of Attreltd, and knew that Hortenjio was not above five or fix ftecs from thence 
in a green Arbor, could not tell what to think of is ; Letmder though he was very

brows j leauder (hrink up his (boulder; Lucrefia give back ; zsfor Hartenfie, it is 
eafie to imagine, that he was but in an ill taking ; and touching my felf, in the 
ipiddeft of the amazement wherein I was, I felt fome joy in hoping to fee an end 
ofth is ad venture i in the mean time I could not chufe but h$ar the new Aflolplu 
£y, what lamentable voyces are thefe, and into what a fright do they put me, ah, 
U Roche, ami tq fcar.npthjiig? At length, Leonardo , being come out of die 
aftoniftiment which had feized upon him, beheld Aurelia withfory, and taking 
her by the hand. What, faid he unto her, a man hid about mv houfe ! we muft fecit 
every where, for I will;not have this fufpition reft with any body} come, Aurelia, 
tipt JmayTevenge you, or he revenged on you, if that which you tell me be not 
true. What a confulion of voyces is here, layd the Traveller ? In the mean fpace 
Leonardo commanded all thedoors to be (hut, and leading Aurelia, and caufing Li via 
With all the reft of the company to follow, he began nrft to fearch in the Carden. 
Wehod not gone four fteps, but they perceived this man tyed on the pale, who made 
a great coil as it were to go the (after. The light of hiniarrefting all the troup , 
Leonardo asked whether this was his daughters Lovfr > Aurelia looked on Leanitr\ 
Ltvia began to take a little heart, hoping they would fearch no further, and lo 
Hertenfto would not be found. But going formoft, I untyed the poor for, and faid 
to Leonardo, that this was without doubt the knavery of my fervant,who was will-, 
ing to make fport with the fimplicityof this man. He was no (ooner untyed, but 
following his imagination, Behold, layd, he, how at length I am come into mf 
Country; it is fit I ihould kifs the earth where firft I drew my breath.

thing but that this.gullfery fed bten, it Wksfb diverting: Liviaxpld me next, th*e 
lhe was of her fathers mind, and though (he had denyed me her lovely et did (he pro- 
• jnife me her friendlhip \ Hortenfio added thereunto, that he was fo much obliged 
unto me for drawing him out of prifon, as he could not chufe but fwear an invio¬ 
lable affeftion to me; and Ltander y who was engaged to me for the poflclfion of 
ku Miftrcfsygave himfelf wholly unto me; for Aurelia as (he was lead fatisfied, fo 
washerttrtnpfAicnt the coldeft, being contented onely to tell me, that (he (hould 
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never forget the vilit 1 had given her,hilt neverthelefs whenfocvcr flie had any jute, 
itihould not be for pie,} whereupon, fhe would have gone away, but I adviled Leo¬ 
nardo to fend for Cintbioher Uncle, and alfofor V’/derio i to the end they ibouldnoc 
part afunder till all things were peaceably.concluded. This was almoft as loon exe¬ 
cuted as 1 had mentioned it; in the mean time Livi* and Amelia, having talked a 
pretty while together alone, called Hortenfio and Ltonder to them, and fuch things 
paired between them, as they found, themfelves all fQur extremely contented.

I 
would fain know, fayd Dorfa, fpeakiag to the Marquis, whether they from whom 
you take your love, may .pretend ft ill.to your friendlhip. Yes, anfwered he, pro- 
videdthey have been favourable tome; for as for the reft, they arefb indifferent 
unto me, as it would he more advantageous for them, that I fhould hate them. This 
is a pretty difeourfe indeed, fayd Jufiiniane,^ ncc that by this rcafon,thc fair Emilia 
ought not to be cruell unto you, to the end (he may by receiving your love favour¬ 
ably pretend one day to your friendlhip.

This difpute would be a little too long, fayd the Princefs, Wm for the 
time and the place, and I think it were fitter for us to return unto Monaco before 
die ending oftheday, which will not permit us to walk; but this agreeable dif¬ 
eourfe hath given us fo much fatisfa&ion, as we have no reafon to regret it. The 
whole company then arofe;the Count led Ifabclla&t Marquis t£mli4ij»ftixiane and 
Deria went together; and the Princefies women, together with other of her lervants, 
followed after without order. All this fair troop went aboord of tne Galley which 
brought them thither, whereof the Princefs never made ufe, but when (he went to this 
place. The reft of the evening was wholly imployed in talking of the Marquis his 
adventures, each one repeating in particular that which had feemed moft pleafanc 
to therein. Isabella likewife caufed her kinfwomany who had an excellent 
voyce, co ting; the Marquis plaid on the Lute, and time alfo with the beautiful */£- 
milia ; lo that concluding this day with Mufick, they bid the Princefs good night, 
and retired to their Jodigings. 
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Ow delightful! foever this company might be, yet Was the 
Count to return unto Ctnon» , not daring to flay longer in a 
place whither he had been Tent. He took his leave then of the 
Princefs , who defired him to allure the Senate ofheracknow¬ 
ledgement, and that ere long fhe would be at Gene**, herfclf to 
render them thanks in particular for the honor they had done 
her; The Marquis a Ho killed her robe.; fhe rarefied him very

to write unto her. I fhall be glad of that, (aid the Princefs, and will enjoyn 
mill4 to receive your letters. In the mean t ime Deris, who vjvas in love with the 
Counts fifter-in-lavv, named Stfkronts , began to bein fome unquietneft for that he 
did not return unto Gtne»s\ which being obferved by Jsftimsse, he conjured him 
to abide no longer at Mensc* , and to go along with the Count, Deris withflood ic 
a while, but at length he fuffred himfelf to be perfv vaded to that which he defired. 
The Marquis was fo dextrous, as he took the opportunity, vvhilft the reft were 
complementing with the Princefs, to approch unto */£milis, for to affine hera 
little more ferioufly than he had ufed to do, that he had fuch thoughts for her , as 
he had never before but onely for two or three of all that great multitude of wo¬ 
men which he had loved in nis time; it is likely hejvvould have (aid more unto 
her, had not the Count gone away. They departed out of the Princefles chamber', 
accompanied by who conduced them to the Port, where they 1 imbra-

(^Eeirig the Princefs hath commanded me to render you an accountof her life, 1 
Uam very willing to obey her, hiving nothing to tell you thdtis not advantage¬ 
ous for her, and alio for you. I will not repeat her firft adventures, fince I know 
• that you ate not igriorant of the Prince of MaQtrAns love, J»h*es violence andar- 
tifices, f tliciamitstraSon, Dor iocs generous refentment , the death of that irtfottn- 
natt lover,, and confequently that of Jttlia. But 1 will dhely tell you, that When (he 
faW/hcWasMiftrefsofhrrfclf, by the lofs of her mother, and that (he had in vain 
fent to Teek for you in>G irmany , (he ’ refqlved to go no more to Goto ha, but to live 
alwaies ’at AfenaCo to avoid the counfells and proportions, which (he foitfaw 
Would be Urged upon her for to draw, her to mary , though (he had iugaged ber 
faith to you.' For whereas , your longabicnce had made all the world believe dtat 
you were dead, there wanted no reafonstobe alleged unto her for the perfwading 
of her to die change of her refolution. As indeed, rtotwith (landing all the care (he 
had uktn,tobar an entrance into J Monaco of all. thofe which might (peak to her of 
(iich like matters, yet the fame of her beauty and vertue was fpread M>road in Fuch 
manner, as there was not a Prince in all Ac/;,which fent not unto her for a perm Alt¬ 
on to vifit and ferve her. But (he, who feared her Lovers more than her Enemies, 
brought fo much care to the fruftratiug of all their defignes, as nolle of them could 
ever obtain fo much as the liberty to fee her. She lived in this auflert retirednefs on- 
till fuch time, as about a year ^o, or little lefs, there ran a rumor in Gnu ha that 
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you bad been fecn at Naplts ; whereupon (he fent the Lieutenant of her gnarcf unto 
you, who, as you know, found you in a place fir from that where he went to feck 
you. It was much about that time, when as, having loft my mother, I came againft 
the Prineefles miud, to (hut up my felf with her, (he being unwilling, as lhc faid, 
that I (hould be made unhappy for her fake. But do what (he could, my intreaties 
were ftronger than her reafons, fo that (he was contented to accord me that, 
wliichl demanded of her'with fo much afft&ion. That felfe newes which had been 
repotted of you gave her a true joy,and made herwith the more cafe conftrain her* 
.felf, and not feem to be fo melancholy as before.. But to the end her rerirednefs 
anight be the more fupportable to me, (he walked oftner than (he was wont to doe; 
(he retired left into her Cabinet, for the entertaining of her thoughts; and her 
compliance forme, together with the fecret hope (he had of feeing you again, 
Wrought fo powerfully upon hermind, as they diflipated a part ofher grief, and 
put her foul into a more peaceable eftate. She- cook pleafure in recounting tome 
your firft adventures; (he (hewed me your letters, and the verfes which you had 
made for her; and by the praifes which I gave them, I quickly got more efteem, 
and love, from her than I had before. She fuffered me aifo (ometimes to ling an ayr 
unto her; and whereas Ihe called to mind the paftion which you had ever had for 
mufick, I dare fay, how it wasmore for the love of you, than for the love of me, 
that (he retained one of your Rivalls in her fervice. *j£mili*> perceiving that this 
difeourfe had made JuJliniam change colour, could not forbear laughing at it; and 
defiring to draw him out of the pain whereinto (he had put him;Be patient, (aid (he 
unto him, and judge not precipitoufly of a matter, for which you will afterwards 
without doubt repent you. I know, anl'wered Juftimam , that I (hould bean juft in 
defiring to be a judge of Ifabtlht ; but I know with all that fear is infeparable ftotp 
love, and that in this occafion I ought to give you fotne marks of it. I will foou 
make it ceafe, continued r^£miUa, but prepare your felf to underftand die moft hn» 
taftick adventure, and the ftrangeft incounter, that ever you heard oft: You anew 
know then, faid (he going on, howtbat great reputation of beauty which die Priw- 
cefshadall over ItaljjDcz,<it a curioiity at one and the fame time rn themindesofthe 

K g Prince of and Dm Fmumio d* , who for a long time bad 

in the War of Milan under the Marquis of Guafi ; and albeit they knew not 
one another; though the one was of /*«//, and the other of Spain', though the finft 
was at Naples, and the other at Mila*-, yet took they both of tnem the feme nefolur- 
tion. The Prince of Salerno was haodfotn, ofa good mine, and full of (bide; and 
whereas in Undying the Mathematicks, he had learned to defign, he had afterwards 
cpplycd himfelf to painting, and was become fo excellent in mat art, as few Madera 
in Italy bad done braveethings than he. This young Prince being rcfolyed to lee 
whether feme did not flatter the Princcfs , and knowing by the example of others , 
that it would be no boot for him to prefen t himfelf at Mtnact with an equ ipag e 
proportionable to his condition, he concluded to go thither difguifed; and chat 
he might the eafi 1 ierftnd out the meases to approch unco the Prinods^ic purpofed to 
fey that he was a Painter; Dm Ftrnmd # dr Jdwdesr, as I have already declared, ha* 
ring a like defire, and a likecuriofity, ufed alfo die feme meancs to content act 
For as the Prince of Salerm would pan for a Painter, Co would Dm Ftmandt, who 
anderftood mufick pcrfe&ly, pafs for a Mufician. They difguifed thcmfelvcs then 
after the manner they had refolvedou, and without knowing ought of oneano* 
ther, they came to Manat* at the time which lhare noted; and when as the hope of 
feeing you again, and the Pridcefles compHanceferme, had rend red her mclanrho* 
ly mor - fociabie. The firft that arrived at Menam vrm Dm Fermnda , who retained 
this nameoady, leaving chat of Mtndmut, as too illuftariou# for him whom he pre* 
tended to be. And whereas the Princefe had ordained a long ckne before, that mo 
ftranger (hould enter intotheTown, without fiiftadvcrtihrig her of ft, they cam* 
prefently and told her,-that a man, which gave hi m fel f out to be a Mufidao, ddived 
to enter; At firft (he though t not to have foen him, bmasfor/ne»whohadnp odur 
defignbutto deftghther, I bcfoughtfaertocomatandhcmiglt bcadtuktedtowu 
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ter, to the end we might fee whether he were skillfull enough to keep me from 
forgetting that which I had already learned in Mulick; and to oblige her not to de« 
hy me» I caufcd her to remember the pallion which the had told me you had ever 
had for this excellent art; and it was without doubt that in this Tort the foie con¬ 
fident ion of you introduced Den Fernando into the Cattle , although the Prince!* 
had thegooanefsto tell me, that (he (hould be very glad there could any thing be 
met withall, which could keep me from being weary of Menace. But in the end , 

Den Fernando appeared, and albeit both the Princefs and my felf found fomething 
that was great in his countenance, yet fufpe&ed we nothing of the truth, attriou- •, 
ting that lofty ayr to the Nation, whereof be (aid he was ; for he did not conceal 
himfelf from being a.in regard, though he fpake Italian well enough, 

, he would yet have been known by his pronunciation. The Princefs demanded of 
hi*, of whence he was, whether he was going, what he could doe; and to all thofc 
particulars he anfwcred exaftly. As for his fcieoce, he dehred the Princefs that (he 
- would-be the judge of it, and hear hiui fing. She would fain have referred her felf 
to me, but giving her no leifure to command me unto it, 1 fern for a Viol! and a 
Lute, to the end he might (hew us what he could doe. 1 well obferved, how he be¬ 
held the Princefs with a great deal of attention , and alfo how be blufeed two or 
three times. But whereas the greateft beauties ftrike everyone with admiration, I 
took his blulhing for a mark of his refpeft, and his attention for an ordinary effeft 
of IfabeRaes beauty. When that was brought which I had fent for, he took a Lute , 
and truly touched it reafonably well; but when he had plaid on it, and that to fing 
he had taken a Violl in his hand, he perfwaded us yet better by his piay, that he was 
a SpoMiardythzn he had done by his pronunciation,!! being moft certain that it is im- 
poffible to play better: He (ting alfo with a very good grace, and with much art $ 

As for me, I confefs unto you that I was ravifhea with it. And whereas the Prin¬ 
cefs perceived the fatisfaaion that i received by it, and was refolved to pleafe me 
as much as (he could, (he demanded of Don Fernando , whether he would abide with 
iter for fomc time to be my Matter 1 He very well contented with this propoficion , 
told her, that (he did him too much honor, and though his purpofe was not to make 
any fiay at Monaco, yet (hould he efteem himfelfitifinisely happy , if he could bea- 
ble to render her any fervice. Thus fee you Don Fernando lodged in theCaftle, and 
In the rank of the Princcfles dorocfticall fervants, but mote yet, of that of her lo¬ 
vers. Foras we know afterwards, he became fodefperatcly in love with her, as he 
refolved to do all that he might for to gain her to himfdf, by any way whatsoever. 
Certain dayes after, the Prince of Salome , who gave himfelfthe name oitLncrlie , ar¬ 
rived alfo at Menace , and according to order it was told the Princefs , how then 
was a young Painter, who faid, he came from Rome , that defired to fhewherfbtne 
fmall pieces of his own drawing. She who, as I have already declared, fought to 
delight me, commanded him to be brought to her; Don Fernando was at that time 
in the Princefles chamber, whom I had caufed to come thither to hear a Spcmifh 
ayr, which had extremely plcafed me. The Prince of Salerno being come to the 
CafUc^cntred into the room, where we were, with a profound refped , and. 
(hewed the Princefs two (hull pieces of his drawing,admirably well done. 
lnthcfirftwasfeenaSeareprefentc(l,whofewavcs feemea to be very much moved, 
anda far of on the fhore a man, who, mauger the counfell of divers perfons, which 
feemed by their aftions to hinder him from it, leapt into a skiff, and abandoned 
himfelf tothefury oftheSea, (hewing them with one hand the point of a Rock, 
which flood up in the mldft of this Sea, as if he had\ defire to go and (iififer (hip- 
wrack there. The fecond picture was an Iearm, of an extraordinary defign; and 
though the firft piece expounded unto us that of the Prince of Salome, yet did we 
not undetftand any part of that emblem; and the Princefs, without comprehaiding 
ought that was myfterious therein, exceedingly commended his work. For, as you 
know, (be might be a competent judge of fuchlike things, in regard fee herfelf 
could panic very well, though mice your departure fee hath wrought fo little, as 
one may (ay, feehath nothing left but jfee bare knowledge of that rare art, having 
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. u tterly loft the ujge of applying the colours. In' the mean time the Prinjcefs finding 
*hofe two pieces to her mind, nought diem tobtftowonme. . And hayingdeman¬ 
ded of this pretended Painter, whether he could work in great, as well as in little, 
and hcanfwering that it was ordinary .with him,, (he refolved to have hifb paint % 
CaLinet that was .within the lodgings, which (behad given me, to the end fhc might 
at leaftwife reeder my prifofi'tbe more agreeable ; as (he fayd. She demanded o£ 
him if. be would uudertake it; and he, more contented than ,Iani ahle to tell you , 
cxprefled a mighty defire to be at- her fervicev fo that the matter being refol- 
ved on, and the Princefs having commanded him to fee; the. Cabinet, and to 
think of. contriving the deiign thereof, (he appointed him to be lodged with Don 
Fernanda, holding it an injuftice to leparate two (uch fair, filter6, as Mufick 
and Painting ; and lb did (he lodge the.two Rivals together, that is to 
fay, two Enemies , without herknowing of it, and without th/Jir know-, 
ing of it alfo. . For if Con Fernanda was become amorous.at the firftfightof 
the Princefs, the Prince of Salerno was charmed with it. I very well perceived, as 
.well as IW Fernanda, how He beheld her with an extraordinary attention; but I 
marvaHed yet lefs at that than at the ether,imagining that as he was a Painter, fo 
being well fee n in beauties, he would confervefome Idea of that of the Princefs, 
to make life thereof in his Pi ft ures. Don Fernando and he complemented very kind¬ 
ly one with . another, and were as great friends at firft, as they were foes afterwards. 
They thought in the mean whiki'each of them in particular, of the defign they had 
in hand, and dcxtroully informing themfclves of thePrinccfleS mind, they learnt 
how (he lcvcd you (fill, and that although the gfeateft part .of the World believed 
you to be dead, yet was (he abfolutely refolved neVer to engage that faith unto ano¬ 
ther, Whichlhe had given you : Whereupon they conceived it would be to no pur-: 
ppfcfbr them to dlfcover themfelvcs as yet to the Princefs i .ibut contrarily, that it 
wotjldbe the means of ruining all their defigns,- and depriving them of her (fight 
for ever. Wherefore they refolved to contutiicrwith he'u as long as they.could* 
carefully/ to obferve her difpofition ; to pleafr her as madias poffibly they could; 
and to Work according to occafiori.' For afterwards wotmdetwood both all their 
defigns, .and all their reafonings, which in this enconntef were aim oft the very fame: 
Behold them then.in the determination to render themfelvcs agreeable to the Prin-, 
- dVridto me alfc^becaufe they perceived tljatrlwaa gra*tons With her.D#* Fernanda: 
5aught me Mufick.with a great deal of care,'andconcealcd<noneof the fecrets-of 
this Art from me j ..yet (bmetimeshe was vextfoe that l leai tied-fo faft ; for,, faid he 
to him (elf, as we upderftood afterwards, asfoen as (he khows as much as I know , 
I (hall bedifeharged ; and. if I doe not teach her as I (b-ould, they will turn meaway. 
Howfoever.be madechoice of the .firft, and indeed was one of the beft Maftccs in the 
World-: The Painmrontheothcr fidedrewout thedefigdsof his Pifturcs, where 
I think he put all the difguifemehm of Jupiter -, Apollo, Mmurp, and of aJl the Or 
therGods of the Fi&ion. But the beft was,thfatwlatjic did to continue the Ipngcn 
it Mjnticp) had'likcto hare driven-him from thjncc ;■ for fcario#lefthefemldbe 
difcardedwhen tbie. painting of this Cabinet came once-to.be finilhed, her>yrb«4ghtf 
fo flow.ly, as one.mightiay it vm Penelopts Wcb^fld how fccundid that itgthe nighc 
which he had done id the day.Ncv'crthelefs,wherafrthe llttk;which he dii^as -.very 
excellent, thePrincefr would no® follow thecoi>n r ell that toy jmpatiwe.gW bee 
about jk/ Now if'tbePfince of Salftna intimated love to thgtPrincefs by his PI-fttfres, 
theMuftcian did noilefs by his 'Songs; for with Equivocating, words he .told her 
what ho:Was,-and what he thought.-' ; But (he had her mihd fo eloigned from fitch 
like things, as fhc made no application, either of the one, Or^ofthe Other of them to 
her felf. _ In the mean time, thefc twoRival s becotnroing .every-daymore and; more 
amorouf,. and the Princefs always exprefling’ a great deal of gOpdnefs. towards them, 
they belacved, each o£ them in bis particular, that (he eftetfmed them enough to 
pardon,^violence where as they (hpuld execute it; though not enough to- receive 
them favourably when as (he might refufe them: fo that carrycd with fomc hope, 
and agreat deal of dcfpair all at once, the Prince of Salerno^ by the means of the

Matter of bis Horfe, who came - into’the Town In the habit of aFUber-man, to 
know if he wanted any thing, gave order to hivea veflell of War broughenearto 
Momtcoj for the defign which he premeditated : And Z>«u Fereamdo, who knew well 
enough; that the Sfumimvls do not difapprove of thofe who augment their dominion 
by any way whatsoever, fern: a Gentleman, whom he had drawn difguifed into the 
town, tofrtch him m6ny, and fome troops of the MUdueft, by the permiifion of 
the Makrqui* of G*sfo to whom he wrote about it, for the executiiigof due which) 
he thoughton. During thefe preparations, the Painter and the Mufichui continue 
cd their endeavours ftfil about the Princefs ; the one always made myfterions 
Pi&ures, and the other always fung Songs, wherein he fpake of love without be¬ 
ing undetttood, fo thac they caraeto be fomewhat fufpitious one of another ; and 
that which began tomaketneni fo, was, for that Dm ter/und* not feeing the Prin¬ 
cefs enough to contentrthe extremepaflion wherein he was for her, had intreated the 
Painter in private to draw her pi&ure for him, and let no body know of it. The 
manner of Don Vernandoks making this jpropofition begot fome fufpition in the 
Prince of Stlerno ; and the manner alfo of his excufing himfelffrom embracing it, 
made Dt»iFernand* obferve him with the more carejfo that pafEng over again in their 
memory how they had lived together before, they found wherewith to angment 
their fulpirfons, but not wherewi th to doubt of that which they thought. After this 
they never lived wel togetherjthey traduced one anothers profdfion;tbc Painter (aid 
that he had beard better finging at Rohm ; and the other affirmed that all the defigns 
of the Prince of Solernots Pifturcs were ttoln from antient Painters-One day as they 
were indie PrincefleS'chamber, they entred into a difpute before her, and by that 
liberty forgot the perfonage which they, reprefented ; yet was not (he offended at it, 
but contrarily took pleafurc in hearing them. The Painter would have his Art car¬ 
ry it from Mufick; hofayd that ft was the imitator of Nature; he vaunted that he 
could beguile the cyes^'and deceive reafon by the illnfions of perfpeftive; hefayd 
moreover, that it wui Painting which made men live after their death; that it was 
(he which erefted Tropfieis for thevi&orious j chat by her we fee battels which we 
hadnotfeen; that by her we know Alexonder and all the Heroes of Antiquity ; that 
by her we make voyages without ftirring cut of our Cabinets; that by her we foe 
our friepds though they be abfont * that (he was a vifible Hiftorv, a mute Poeficj 
and to fay all, that (he was fo excellent^ as a good Painter might almoft boaft him- 
folf to be the creator bfthethings which he reprefents. The Mufician, who would 
notglVe-place to the Painter, maintained, that there was the fame difference be¬ 
tween Painting and Mufick, as between die body and the foul ; that this firft was 
Wholly materiall and grofs mi comparifon of the other, which was altogether fpi- 
ritaall ; that If Painting erefted Tropheis to the viftorious, Mufick iung their 
vi&oryos; that theonc touched nought but the eys, whereas the other, all celefH* 
all and divine, wrought upon the very foul withfo much power, as (he excited 
6r appeafod thepaffions ae (ne pleafed; and by this fwtet tyranny rendred her folf 
abfbl«*(niftrisW all rcafonable perfons. He foyd farther, that to judge rightly of 
the adVsth&ge which fethad over Painting, we were but toconfider,tnac the heft 
illufiohs 'At cah make, do alwaies work a greater effeft anew the rude vulgar than 
on Worthy people? thac indeed (be might (hike thefe with admiration, but never' 
fitter^ deceive them, fo that (he operates more powerfully upon the ignorant than 
on die 1 able; < tie-added ,-that it wasnotfo wini Mufick, which did not predonsl- 
nartttbfol&teiy but oW Ptafonabk ptrfcn;: thattohave wl c is not enough for us to 
became Her (ubiefts, ahd be chartn&by her; but we mod alfo have, not only fome 
knowledge ef this A*ty hut likewife a great and noble foul $ fo that quite contra¬ 
ry to Pdifttmgj the m<5W able weare, the more we fu6S:r our felres to be vanquiftn 
cd byhereharnts f That the other was but a deceiver, which pays us with nothing 
hut appatences, ’ and fo>impotent, that (he can do nothing of her felf, or. to fayket- 
icr, tnatflhe-i# nothing wUnodc the help of cloth, pencils, and colour*; That titer 
bcautie&of Mufick were etfe&ive besuttes, and to fhew her independency wc are]but 
to confider, that (fie is wo other than a purceffcftof the imagination, guided by 
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judgement; fo that having no need of forraigrithings, it Is not hard to judge, what 
advantage flie hath over Painting. It is certain, tiiat the-difpute of thcfetwo 
men feetned too tranfcendent to me for perfons of their profeffion, and I began to 
look on the Princefs in a manner, which teftifyed unto her how much I was amazed, 
thereat, when as Dan Fernando t perceiving it, took preferttly upon him the humor, 
which is ordinarily attributed toMuficians; and with a caprichioufnefsj wherein no 
feigning appeared,he gave an hundred geering quipps to the Prince of Salerno,who 
played his part as wellas the other; fo that returningout oftheamazement which I 
nad been in, 1 rtflc&ed no further upon it,' butheard the red of their difpute with 
great delight;for the^ made fo plcafant a Satyre againd each others profelGon, as, 
the Princefs herfelf, fpight of her melancdholy, could' riot forbear laughing. 
Howbeit (he would have them become friends before they departed; and having de¬ 
manded of them why they bore Such a fpleen one to an other ,. for (be had been ad- 
vertifed of it, they were much troubled now to anfwer her. Don Fernando y being 
ever the bolder, fpake firft in this incounter, and told her, that on his part (he was 
the true caufe of it. The Painter, exceedingly furprifed with, this difeourfe, knew 
net what to think thereof, when as Don Fernando profccuting'it, gave them touft- 
derftend, how that which made him foaverfe unto him, was the though the had, , 
that when he (hould be gone from Monaco, the Princefs could hot chufe but remem- 
% her him, becaufe (he (hould alwaies fee his Pictures, whereas jf it were, his ill for¬ 
tune to depart from thence, (he would prefently forget him , nothing remaining of 
him that might make him be rememDred of. her. If this jeaJbufiedid not (hew as 
much malice asaffe&ion, replyed the Painter, 1 (hould fear!the Princefs might take 
it well"at your bands, bet asl believe her co.bc very equitable, fo I think (he will; 
find the coldnefs which is betwixt us better grounded, when as 1 (hall tell her, that, 
our difleniion proceeds from our not knowing One another, Of it maybe, (aid Don 
Fernando interrupting him, from our knowing one another too well. Never a whit 
replyed the Painter^for you areas unskilfull in-painting, a.sI am iniuufick^and fo 
we are but bad judges or each other; and it is the Princefs alone, which will one day 
put a difference between us, 'When as (he (hall know me b.ttei • and that the defigpes, 
which lam about (hall be wholly finilhed. The Princefs,, who thought he fpake of 
the defignes ofhis Piftures, told him, that (heknew him enough already to admire; 
all that he did. And whereas Don Fernando would have'replyed > (he forbad him,- 
and commanded them both to live better together afterwards , than they had done. 
They anfwered, that they Would ohey her as much as they could, and fo retyred- 
v/ithagreat deal'of unquietnefs. The Prince of Salerno foundD"# Fernando too har¬ 
dy for a Mufician, and found alfo, that all his fbngs were too paflionace, - top amo¬ 
rous, and fuiting too much with the Princefs, for tb be (ring without dcfign. In fine, 
bethought, that as he was. capaWeofdifgiiifing himfelf like a; Painter A; fo,might *- 
nothefbe of difguifing hrauclf like a Mufician. Nevcrthekfe this likely (Wpition 
continued not long with himjfand confidering how much men of this pjccdcfljon arc 
cafefled by great perfons, helpnge.r mcrvailed at hisbpldnefsbc&wnd like-* 
wife that his obfervations upop his foogs were, ridiculousfc for, faid^tawcuii# 
derftood fincei upbn what fubjrf&i would 1 have them made ,• that they ffowto not 
furt with the Princefs V AUjfongs for the mod part are of love, they fpe»k of 
beauty, of difpair, of refpeft, of fear, of J ealoufiev they (ay that they «^e,nc*#fcp- 
ver themfelves; that loVc would have them» and that refpeft will not; them 

to dofo: And whereas few (brigs are made upon giving pf thanks. 1-api,not to 
wonder if Don Fertuendo fings that, which isfurtg every where, and in alj languages. 
Whilft the Prince of Salerno deceived himfelf iirthis fort , the Muhqjsdl^iMphfd 
with bhnfelf about that which bad pafled between them;; but that whichjhe flood 
moft upon, was his obfervation, that in all the deljgnes,which this Pgiqtcr hfd 
drawenat Monace y there was alwaies fome diljgu jfernent in them. Howbeit b e him- 
felfdeftroyed his own reafonjngs, as well asdic Prince ^(Salqrno--, and coming tp 
confide t, that Fi&ion is one of the greateft feiences of Painters, he changed his opi¬ 
nion: AmUhat which prevailed yet more with him, vvas to fee him, whom he be-. 
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heldmany times as his R-ivall, paint fo excellently; for he Could nbt imagine that 
a min of quality could underftand this Art fo perte&ly. Thefe divers thoughts wctc 
never for ill that fowellfetlcd in their minds* but that they paft often from the 
one to the other, and fo werealwaies ready to quarrell one With another. Some*, 
time* the intereft of their Nations was the occafion of their difputes• and if the 
Princefs authority, joyned to the fear which they had of Venturing themfelves un- 
feafonably, and deftroylng their deiignes, had not kept them from it, they had 
Without doubt fought more than once. In the mean time the Princefs and I lived 
Without fufpefting any thing of the truth; Howbcit 1 remember, that one day it 
came into my thought, that there was fomething extraordinary in Den FerrUtids-, for 
teaching tne an ayr which I found to be extremely paiQonate, and of his own ma¬ 
king, I demanded of him laughing, whether it were 'poflible for him to fpeak 
lb of love, without being ( in love. He anfweredme thereunto, that he could 
not , for thatit was impofiible for him to fpeak againft his heart. But, laid 
I unto him, may notl be your confident, and may not I know the perfon 
for whom you makefuch excellent things ? You would no fooner benty con¬ 
fident, anfWered he, but you would be mine enemy, wherefore I Will not tell you 
any thing, nor (hall you know it but when I can no longer conceal it. 1 confefs my 
Simplicity unto you, for my firft apprehenlion being over, I believed that I had fomc 
(hare in this difoourfe; and fearing I (hould be obliged to intreat the Prin-» 
cefs to turn Dm Fernands away , if he came to lofe the refpeft which he owed 
me, I pfeffedihim no further, contenting my felfwith being hisfcholer , and 
not his confident.And I was fo affraid to part With him , as 1 never fpake of 
this matter to the Princefs, who paft a good part of her time in feeing the Prince 
of Sal'trm paint. 

In the mean fpace thefe two difguifed Lovers finding no reafon for them to difeo-* 
ver themfelves, were even in difpair with it. They faw the Princefs everyday more 
firm indie refolution (he had taken; for Whereas they were dextrous and interefled, 
they had fo gained feme of the Princeflcs Officers, as bv them they knew all that 
did paft, ana all that had paft. 1 have told you al ready, that the Prlnceft imployed 
a good, paft Of the day in feeing him paint, this entertainment agreeing better with 
her melancholy, than Mnfick; ft was then impoffible, but that, being good as (he is, 
the Prince of Salem* (hould often have oecanon to talk with ter $ atm in thofe in- 
counttrt, (he had found fo much fpirit and civility in him, as one day (he prefled 
himtofcftter know where he had led his life. And whereas he had taken a refolu- 
tion, Which you (hall underftand by and by, he anfwered ter, that he had never had 
any othe# Mafter bat the Prince of Sdlmo * whoWa&one of the moft confiderable , 
both for his birth and riches , that Was in all the Kingdom of Nafier, that it had 
been ih his law fathers houfe where he had leanfdto know die fidhions of theworld 
better, than ordinarily Painters ckj; and that not long before, through a mifchaticr, 
Whitfi he COuld not avoid, he was come away from the Prince of sktrmts fervice $ 
But, Madam, Continued he, though I be from him, I cannot chufe but fay, thathis 
inclinations are great; that he loves glory and vertue, for touching his wit, it it 
Utefoeihef tojudgeofk.<’ Imervail , laid the Priuceft unto him, if be be fuch as 
you fay* Hot you would leave him; for being great in birth, mighty in riches, and 
fo vert nous as you paint him forth to be, he ftiuft alfo without doubt be liberall, fo 
thatl do not fee any reafoh for yotir abandoning him. That is it, Madam, 
Jmfwertdhe, wherein 1 can not (atisfie ycu; howfoevcf I can afltire you , ' that next 
to yon, there is no body in the world, whom 1 Would forve with mote ajffeftton. It 
Was in this fort that the Prinfce of Soleras began to give good imprdfions of himfelf 
to thePfincefi,thathtittight prepare her tnebetter to his defite; and divers time* 
the Princefs and he hadfuch like cohverfittions. Ac length that Mafter of his horfi^ 
tvhomhe bad fent to tfaptes, returned unto the Town difguifed as heufed tote , 
andacquainted him , that he had left at Vitlajr4nv* r which as you know is near 
hereunto,a veffell throughly furnifistd With all th tegs; and an hundred well refolved 
and affe&ionate foldicrs in ter. The Prince told hint, that he Would have him come 
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and pitefrrit himfdfthe nextdayat Manner, and giving him a letter for the Princcfs, 
and another for his Governor, whotvas come thither whither he would or net he 


gate h im an exprefi charge not to Make any (hew of knowing him, if fobchispco* 
pie ihould happen to be admitted incathe Town: He (ent him away then throughlyi 
inftrufted in all that he had to do. The day following, the veffell belonging to the 
Prince of Salem ( who that day found out the meahes to be near the Princds) pre- 
ftnted irfelf for to . enter into the port; but according to order, a barque halving 
been fime unto: it,' and having unaerftood what this veftell was, the Prinefs was 
prefedciy advemied thereof who continuing in her refolution, commanded, that 
the Prince of Salertn/es meffenger and his train onely fhould be admitted, and that 
vrithall they (hould come into the port in the fame barque which had been fene 
foithtodifrover them. The bufinefs was executed as (he had commanded it; the 
Painter, the MUfician, and my felf, .were at that time with her; and whereas (he re- 
mem bred that this Painter had told her, how he had belonged to the Prince of 5u- 
liner. You (hall fee now, faid (he unto him, that your old Matter will draw you a- 
way front my-Service* if it (bould be fo, continued (he, what anfwcr will you hayc 
me make! That I will dy rather than abandon you, replyed he: But Ido not think 
it is his defign , and knowing him as I do he will rather increaie the number of 
your ftrvants, than rob you any. As he faid thus, his people arrived, who, with¬ 
out making Ihowofknowihg hint, faluted the Prlncefe with a great deal of rc- 
foeft, and the Prince of Saltrme't old Governor delivered her a letter written to he* 
from his Matter; (he read it with bluftung, and though I perceived a great deal of 
unquietneft in the Painters face, yet was 1 perfwaded that only the intereft which 
he ieemed to have in the Prince-of Salerno, or thefrar he was in left he (hould.be 


forced to quit the Princettesfervice, was the caufr of It. After, the reading of this 
letter I knew by her difeourfe that it was a proposition of mariage, artdadeplafa-* 
don of love. Snc (aid to the Princes Meftenger, that his Matter did ha' An honor 
which (he was unworthy of. And whereas this Governor would have inldrgcdhitn- 
frlfupod the prayfrs of his Matter , I know his venue and his merit, replyfd (he, 
and fa ere you (ee one by die, faid the Princcfs, (hewing him the Prince of Salerno* 
who hath drawn me his pifrure, and I doubt not but icis very like him, fince I 
can allure you that he is one of the beft Painters of the world. This gallanterie gave 
great hdpe to the Prince of Salerno , and filled the mind of Den Fernando with d il¬ 
ea ir. hi the mean time the Princefs told the Princes Meftenger, that be fiwuld have 
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and to coadofr him to the lodgings where ftrangers Were entertained. They were 
nofoonef gone, burtfte Prince of Salerno making ufe of the liberty which the 
Princcffes goodnefrgave to all her fervanes when the wasinprivate. I rightly fare* 
finrv. Madam, (aid he unto her, th**, the Prince of Salerno Would not make me 
changetiiV Mittrcfe. : For my part, (aid 'Don Fernanda interrupting hirii, and ad* 
dreffingius fpeech to the Princeft, with aivintetirion to ufe a trick for the deftroy- 
iag of the Prince c& SaJensoet defignes( whom he did not imagine was fo nni 
hhn.)l think i ttioidd betray my doty, and be wanting co the fidelity which I owd 
you, if Suing yonc happineu, or tmhappineti cenoeitied, I (hodld not tdl you, that 
thit Prince cnSalerm is nothing left than what you are cold he is. Do you know 
him, demanded the Painter of tnmwhfa a great deal of coldoeft i 1 haanefoenhita 
an hundred thne% replyed he, darUig three months fpace that I was at Naflcr, he 
would have had abd live with him, after I had taught taink fomc Spaniih Aires, hut 
having been acquainted with the ftotafticsllnds of his humor, I wosfld not (erve 
him. B tflc k t, bladam,this Prioee h neither rich , nor powerfall in his Country , 
in fbch vnamier as one would make you believe; 'mkL I wonder howbe fkauldbe 
fa Ikrdy,* to exrenrfhis ambition fo fir as to yoft. Permit me, Madam, fitdtho 
Pauper incentipting him, to'dear my (elf of (the doubc wherein I am, and «o adc 
ofthtsrncmy to thi. Prince oE Salerno, Wbetberheftc young * or old, ahd in Whas 
placethey^rewaoquamted together? fi»r Us hdtulkes, f dare fay he knows hub 
hn^ubuffe is ytnigg, answered Dm ft mir d r, and that you mayiwt thmk but that 
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I knowhim, I allure you that I foiind him the firft time I few him at Naples to - 
haVcbutabad afpeft ,and to beveiy uncomely in his behavior. The (ufoition 
which I have will not end To foon, replyed the Fainter, for if I had undertaken it, 

I could let her excellency fee, that he is not fo unhandfom! a* you would make 
him to be. The Princefs, who had no intereft in this difpute, nor apprehended 
that yvhich the Painter feid, as he meant it, interrupted him, for to demand whe¬ 
ther he could draw the pifture of a perfon that was abfent, and make it like him ? 
Never doubt of it>Madam, feid heumo her. If you dravv that of the Prince of So- 
ln->u, faidPc* Fernando, lam fure it will not refemble you, for indeed he is no¬ 
thing fo handfom. You donie too much honor, anfvvered the Painter coldly ; buc 
to draw me out of the doubt wherein I am, tell me, who hath informed you that 
the Prince of Salerno is fo fentafticall ? All hisfervants, replyed. the other, who 
complained exceedingly of it. I wonder at that, feid the Painter; but who hath 
told you too, that he was not rich ? All the people of Naples, anfvvered the other, 
who are well acquainted with the diforders of his Houfe; and then again I per¬ 
ceived it well enough my felf, for he gave me. nothing for the paines 1 took in . 
teaching him to ling. It is not his cuftom to be fo fparing, anlWered the Painter ; 
But teil me yet, who fervedhim at thattime ? This old Governor which you law 
but how, was he.withhim ? What were his recreations ? what was his delight? what 
wai his iniploymcnt? 1 think I did not fee that man about him, anfwcred Dm ter- 
nM jd o ) and for his Matter, I found him fo little Worthy of efteem, that I did not ob- 
ferve him; howfoever I am very fure .that he is not xonfidcrablc at all, either in the 
Court of Spain, or with the Vtce-Roj. 1 fee no likely hoood, replyed the Painter, 
for one to believe that the Empqfar and the Vice-Ray have entertained you with 
thefe matters, whilft you were playing on the Vjoll. There isyet lefs, feid theMu- 
fician,that they (hculd tell you the contrary of that which I affirm, whilft you were 
befmearlng of walls. Ah! Madam, Aid the PaiBter interrupting him , permit me 
to puniffi iffie lying and malice of this importer, who dares traduce aman fo info- 
lcntly, whom certainly he does not know, and a Prince too , who cannot be abfo- 
kitely without merit, r fincc he is capable of the defign to ferveyou; He hath been 
my Matter, and is now yotir fervant, pardon rac then if for your fake I lolc the rc~ 
fpeft which is due unto you. Dp not you fear , feid the Princefs unto him, that 
J)on Fernandoeii^tccf^svsaW everhtirt the Prince of Salerno; neither doubt you, 
that this noble ardor which you (how in maintaining his party (hall difpleafe 
mc,butcontrarily I Ihall efteem ofyou the more for it; andl forbid Don Fernando 
from ever (peaking of that Prince but with refpeft; but withall I charge you not to 
remember what be hath feid, and command both of you once more to live lovingly 
together. The Painter wholly ttiled with hope, rendred thanks to the Princefs; and 
thcMuficiannot able to doe othetvvife, geftbim away iflbon as the Princefs 
was entred into her Cabinet, with a purpofe to anfvver thelettcr which (he had 
received from the Prince of Salcnw : Who being r withdrawn in private, and re- 
flefting on Don FtmamUtfbdldncCf in maintaining of alic, and on all that had paft 
betwixt then i, he ho lohger doubted but that he was a man of quality , whom, die 
fame rcafon which had made him; a Painter, had made a Mniician. Coming then 
to lookion Den Fernando r, as on his Rivall, he had ain hundred times a mind ito difi- 
cover hihifelf unto him, that he mightoblige himto fight with him 4 but this firft 
fenfe of revenge and jealoufie being over, he kncw itwould ruine his defign; For 
He confidered, that if the Princefs anfwcr :to him Was favourable, he (hotild have 
time enoiightobe ranged; and if it were not,that then he fhould difeover himfelf 
to ill purpofe, and deprive himfelf of the means of executing that which herhad pre- 
mcditatsdjhe refolveotben to nuk? aihevv,incafe the Princefs anfinrerMrigoroufly, 
of having forgotten what had paft, with an intent to live very civilly with Dorn 
Fernando, to tbeindLthat converting often with him^nd cbferv ing al his aftions,he 
might not? be prevented by him,Den Fernando on.his fide believed, after he had well 
thought opon .it, that this Painter had been fenthy the Prince of Salerno to fpeak 
wcll of him to thefrinccfs before, he dcclaredhhtttcl& knowing well enough due 
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Jhc permitted not the tfntriiicfc ofartf ptrfori of qualityrinto Mo'toc*; artd lit chit 
thought he purpofod likewise to obtervchim verycarcfally. In the mean time* the" 
Princcfsfent thi{ next saOntiog for die Prince of Sdpmtr meflengcr to receive his 
anfwer* where the Paisuer* and the Muiiciin were alio prcfcnt, having thruft 
thcmftlveis amoagftchofo which cbndariedthis Meifenger to her.VThe Piincefs, in 
giviughimbec letter s prayed him tpatffitre his Matter, that (hefoould be eternally 
obliged tobimifor the honorhe bad dane her; that die befoughc him to believe^ 
that though (he did not granthhn lhafc Which he de&red of her , yet could it not be 
teamed a r^fufitll, finccflie.re&ifcd bim nodirng bat What flic could not grant him; 
that ihe owed that refpe&. to the afhes «f her father, las not to'violate that faith 
which (he bad giveh by his commandment; and that being thus no longer her own, 
he was not toufce it Hlj iffljeaifuredhim that (he could never be hi« that nothing 
refting in her power, bat the efteem of him and his friendfhip , the allured him 
both of the one-and the other, and of an acknowledgement that (hould laft as long 
as her life* Thisobliging refofall aftwaged not the Prince of Sulenues grief, who 
himiclf heard his oWn fenterice prohoiinced ; neveithelels he had reafon enough 
left to ufc his uttermoft indcavour to conceal it, for fear he (hould be fufpefted of 
the Princefs.As for Don JzerrtMdts the joy which he teftified for this adventure Was 
fo great, as-the Painter was the more confirmed in the opinion which he had. After 
the Prince oi Salcrmes McfJengcr was gone,& thatuhe Princds had given hint a di- . 
kmond of great value, and that fhe had commanded him to be conduced to the 
Barque, vvhicb was to carry him back to his Veffell, the Painter craved leave of 
her that he might accompany him wi tli the reft, for he durft not (peak to him, (aid 
be,unlcfs it pfcafcdibertO permit him. Yon aredifereet, faid the Prihcefs, and this 
refpe& merits more dfcanthiS which you demand of me. The Painter having ob¬ 
tained this pernti (hon, went add overcook his Governor, to faluce hm * this -man j 
who was inftrufted as he ought, ufed him like a Painter, and dexterouQy giving 
him the commodity to calk With him,this Prince willed him to retfirti unto VHU* 
Ptmbcv, under pretext bf taending fofnething about-h is rcfieil, and to (end fob 
Matter of his. None the rtext morning difguifed unto him, With : a^fnueh morieyaS 
avbc could bring. Now yod are to k linderftand . thhtr the daybefoi-e hchaprted 
to*meet aadkaoW an old Soaddier, which fometuite had born armes under his Fa-* 
focr,and whole life he bad fived, being at that time Sergeant of one of the Gbm- 
panics of the Garrifon. The Prince of Sderm comiiag to know him , found the 
meanest© fpeak with him ini private ,'and after be had given Himthreehundred 
pifioktsfoc made himfdf known untd> him*. This man ravUhed to fte the Son of hit 
•Id Matter, bat snore ydc With his libferality , teftified after hit m*mtr,bofo his 
acknowfodgctnenc, andhlpjoy. In foe mean rinie the Prince of $dbr *>,Wlib hid 
ng| made hTfofoifknoWn unto him only to inrich him,told him how he was to (ervi 
him in abufincs that toocdrWd all his nappines. This man told hkn jfott hi was- hit 
fifoje£^andbb oWigte, fothdt confequendy he might ntpeft any thing from hjm. 
Jbea the Prirt# «kedhiih* whether he lived alonedn his houfe, and having leiimt 
foot he dkbbe .afoed •< hiid forthov whether he coaid not fabotwa Fifher-matf 
wifomonyi. fob Souldlcr hiving arfWsredhim, fofct the poverty of thofe kind 
of people didnqt peimir.lmhtn donfatl»w foacbefhowkf find one ah hundred itfc 
ftmd of pne, hi gave hint : wherewithal,tii gala hiii^ Without difeovering any part' 
of hi 6 deliguuoto him» adoring him- only that thiy£i(Her-m*n (hould be expmcd 
tp-no|ieriU,ndibaveoaght'.el»todo>diahcfli carryTria nets: Ifhat which made 
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clock in the forenoon tbd ordinary Guardftili nfcd to rifc, and thereby had con¬ 
curred, that they which farWaFHher-maan go forth laden with his nets about nine, 
would not be'foerc at fiveinthecVemng^addfo cobfetpaently he might come in 
again accompanied with cWd foenattired like Fiftennen, and laded with nets as 
he was,.wifo<>|fo any noticeitaken of foam; After lie had reafoned thus with hioi- 
fclf, he refolved-to tfxecutffithae Which he had premeditated long before, judging 
rightly by ,foc;gnfw«r which foe Princds had givdn his Mclfcnger, that nothing 
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but; violence coaid pat him in pofleflion of her. This' defign being abfolutely 
concluded, he fought for the means to execute it; This Sergeant brought him a 
. Fifhcr-man into a place apart, whom he inftru&ed, with that which he Would have 
hjm to do ; and the next day this man wcnt'out of the Town about eight of the 
clock in the morning laden with nets, and (as I have already (aid) before the Guard 
-was ri fen; but when it was towards evening* he gave over (idling, and went to 
meet with two Souldiers difguifed like Fuhcrmen,who came by Land from the 
prince of Salerno's Veflell, which was at Villa-Franco, and: waited for him at a ceri 
tain Rendezvous which had been appointed him : Having (hared his nets amongft 
them, he re-entred into the Town, and incountring none of thole fouldiers at 
the Gate which had (een him in the morning, no notice was taken of them, and fo 
they went along with him home ; where they flayed till if was night, and then 
thele two mcrihaving left their nets there, Were conduced by him to the Sergeants 
houfe, in which they abode concealed untill the Prince of Salerno had need -of 
it hem. By this device there entred everyday two fouldiers into the Town, who 
carryed two Piflolls and two (hort fwords hidden in the neis, wherewith they were 
laden. But whereas there was to be thirty days before the threefoore fouldiers, 
which he had deftined for his enterprize,could enter, he was in an extreme impa¬ 
tience ; hovybeit he concealed it fo well, as we could never perceive it* In the 
.meantime he had gotten him a ladder of cords, wherewith he purpofed to bring 
f dozen fouldiers into the Caftle thorough the windows of his chamber, which o» 
pened upon a place where no body ufually palled, and where no body could trou-s 
pie his defign ; for upon the diforder which had been between him and the Mufi- 
cian, they bad been lodged aftimder. For the reft of his. Souldiers, he had refol- 
yed tofend them under the conduct of the Matter of His-houfe, and that Sergeant, 
to the gate of the Town, for to render themfelves Maftersof it, whilfthe mould 
carry thcPrincefs away by forces for which effeft his Veffell was to be at the 
Fort, But whilfthe attended for the entrance of all his fouldiers, and that Dm 
Fernatuloil(o.v\ended the return of him from whom hi hoped forfuccdur in his 
enterprize ,: they, lived better together than ever they hadidotte, and in (how they 
Joveaone another extremely, though indeed they hatedland obferyed one an¬ 
other as two,enemies As for Den Fernando, he had (during the defign which he 
k^ptcloft) fallen into a ftrift league of friendfhip with oneof the principall Inha¬ 
bitants of Monaco, whom the Princcfs had made Captain of the Gate. His firft 
admittance ihco this mans houfe, was to teach his only daughter to ling, after* 
jvardshis convcrfation grew fo pleafinig unto him, as he frequented* thither vpry 
often, and fo they came to love one another exceedingly; Don femandd, in the 
thought whichhewas in , tutned his>eyes upon this Captain, and having heard 
hinrfay diverstimes, that the people began to murmuragainft the Princes, for 
W it feerned (he had refolvcd all her life-time to make adefert of Monaco, and 
utterly to ruine the trade thereof, by the difficulty which there was dfentring into 
itj he refolved to confide inhiiti,as he hid, after he had blinded bim firft with a 
grfat. fum of money, which he gave hint. And thin which made him not doubt but 
pbat |he Gentleman, whom he had fent,, would bring. hihrTroopes, was, becaufe 
he bnew the Armies of SpAn wtTC very powerfull in Itnlj^ and that if he could’ 
once render himfelf Matter of this place, (he fhoilld not only be jollified, but quick- 
Jy fuccouredj the Councell of Ayaiw never wanting pretexts p6 invade the rerrlto- 
of their Neighbors, when its they find occafion for ir.'During thisCxpcftation, 1 
tnePrincefc had had her unqu letriefs, as well as her Loyeri s for thatLicutenantoP 
her Guard, whom ; ffie had fent to feek yoiu, feemedtoo long to hefinretuming: 
and whereas foe had made it a fee ret, I wasffie alone towhom (be complayned ofitj 
Nevcrthelefsone? of her women chancing upon a day to overhear fomewnat confii- 
fodly what (he foid unto me, believed that you were fiiddenly to • return , and her -. 

was fo great for it, as (he told this falfe newes to allthe Princes Officers, who 
qiuckiy acquainted the Painter and Mufioian' with itnever 'dreaming tint they 
Wdpld.be otherwise concerned in it than to fejoyce -atit-ac they cid.“ Howbcit this 
• i newes 
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newes wrought ah other effeft, for thereupon both the one and the other of them 
haftened the finiflilng of the defignes they -had in hand. They wondred. notwith- 
ftanding to fee that that which it feenied {hould have made the Prineefs glad , 
{hould render her fo melancholy , as flic tyould fcaree fee the Prince of Salem* 
paint any more, nor hear Don Ferxandodnz any longer : But I found a iqeancsto 
snake her change her refolution; for catling to mind two fong?, which you 
had made for the;Princefs, I got Don t errumdo to learn them; and that he might take 
more care in finging of them , I told him whole dieywere, and for whom they 
were made) for fear his negligence {hould caufe the PrinceCs to hate him. I marked 
well that he blufhed^ when 1 propounded this unto him; but whereas 1 have al- 
-waies been ingenious in finding out reafons to deceive my felf, I was yet more in 
this occafion; and I believedrhat onely the fpight of being obliged to ling the Airs 
which he himfelthad not made, was the caufe of his choler , and in this error I 
continued even unto the end. For when he bad learned thefe Aires , after they had 
been repeated unto hint above twenty times, yet did he not ling them very well: 
Nevertnelefs die Prineefs would hear no other things howfoever I intreated her 
to the contrary; fo that Don l ermndo was thereby reduced to that point, as he could 
not fee the Prineefs unlefs he would fing his Rivalls fongs: Which he did with fo 
much conftraint, as he made me to laugh at him; For (till I was perfwaded that he 
did it out of caprichioufnefs and pride, though indeed it was out of jealoufie. 
As for the Prince of Sslrrno , another adventure befell him. When as there lacked 
but two dayes of the time wherein all his Souldicrs were to come in, the Prineefs 
remembred how {he had heard him fay, that be could draw the pi&ure of one that 
was abfent, that (hould be like him,and thereupon believed that by the inftru&ions 
which (he could give him he might peradventure draw a pi&ure that would re* 
iemble you, though he had never feen you.' She propoundes the matter unto him, 
allures him that he (hall infinitely oblige her i f he can do it; and though file told 
him not. prccifely who the perfon was that (he defired the pi&ure of, yet hc knew 
that undoubtedly it was yours which (he would have. At firft he faid , that he be* 
lccved he could not do it;but after he had thought on it a little, I will endeavour, 
Madam, faid he unto her laughing, to content you, provided you will have the 
goodnefs not to intreat me as an ordinary Painter, and that you will acknowledge 
untome,after you have feen it, that it is the pi&ure oftne man, who ofall the 
world honors you with moil refpe&, and loves you withmoft portion. You know 
too much fora Painter, faid the Prineefs unto him blufiiing, howfoever 1 will 
pardon you this boldncfs, and will acknowledge that unto you which you fay, 
provided you prcfcntly go in hand with your work. The Painter having for an* 
fvvermadea love obeifance, went to feteh a cloth and colours for him to work 
in her chamber. When he was arrived there the Prineefs would have had a great 
glafs taken away, which hung right oppofite to the place vvhertfhc had mated 
himfelf, for fear the Sun which gave foil upon it, (hould mar it; But he prayed her 
that it might not be removed, becaufe as he faid, it ferved to eafe his fight. The 
Prineefs men began to deferibe you as you are, and particularifing unto him all 
the features of your bice as well as pombly (he could, (he thought (he had inftru&- 
ed him fufficicntly. Whereupon he began to defign this pi&ure, and paufing at eve* 
, ry draught that he made, as it were to recolle& his memory, at length he traced 
out all the reft. And after the Prineefs had caufed him to alter fomething, (he pro* 
feft that it was very near to the fame which fife defired; but for fear he had for* 
gotten what (he had already told him, (he reprefented unto him again the colour 
of your hair, of your eyes, and of your complexion. Then he took ni$ palet, and 
his pencills, and tricked the pi&ure, which certainly refembled you a little, but 
Ids than when it was only traced out with the cole. The Prineefs mervellcd here* 
at; and knew not whereunto (he might attribute the caufe of it; for confidering 
every feature in particular, (he faw that little lacked but they were juft as (he had 
figured them, and yet for all that the whole put together fcarcc refembled you at 
all. But the Painter nothing abafbed at it, told her that it was bu^a tricking, and 
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paft his word unto her, that the fcrft' time he footsld touch ii he would bring it to 
that pafs, as it would be impoffiblc for her not to know in this pi&ure the rood 
faithfull of her Lovers. The day following the Painter one again into tbcPria- 
cefles chamber by her order, and feated himfelf in the feme place where he fate be- 
fore.The Princefs inftru&ed him again, and he making foow of hearkning very at¬ 
tentively unto her,beheld himfelf in that glafs which hung before hi&ubut the more 
he wrought, the left did th is pi&u re referable you, though (be could not well fay 
where the fault of it was. She made him touch the eyes again, alter fomething *» 
bout the month, and fo of all the other features; and though he fettned exa&ly to 
obey her, yet kept he ft ill from the Princefs defign. And this (hadow cfcjuftitvam 
which appeared in this pi dure was defaced at every Croak that he gave, althou gh 
7 he (Teemed to ufe his uttermoft indcavour carefully to follow the Prinecs directi¬ 
ons.'And when (he teftifyed to the Painter the unquietnefs (he was in for it, he told 
her, that to judge well of a pi&urc , one was not to look upon it whilft it was a 
doing, and to difeem the faults the better of that which he was about > Sc Was to 
let him work an hower upon it without looking on him. The Princefs believed 
him, and taking me away with her to the other end of the chambers we left him 
alone; but we were much amazed, when he had advertifed us that his work was 
done, and that he had brought it into. the light for us to judge the better of it, 
to fee that it was his own piftnre which he had drawee and not yours. The 
Princefs then perceived plainly, that this was not a matter of chance, and in an in* 
Cane calling to mind fo many things > as (he had feen without thinking of them, 
(He made no doubt but that there was fome what, which was myfterious enough in 
this adventure; Yet had (hefufficientoonftancy of mind not to (hew all her amacc* 
ment, and to take from the Painter the meanes of difeovering himfelf further; I 
well forefaw, faid (he unto him wuha feeming fimpliclty, that this glafs would 
make you fpoyl your work; And I am very forry, continued (he, going towards 
her Cabinet, that you have loft your time, and 1 too. If this pi&ure,iaid die Prince 
of Stltrm, in followi ng her two or three ftcps,docs not rcfemhle the mod paffionaae 
of your Lovers»I with all my heart renounce the profeffion which Imakc.Take heed, 
anfwerd the Princefs,that my anger becomes not as ftrong, as your preemption is 
great. Madam, faid he unto her, rctayning her by the Gown>l am not fo faulty as I 
lean to behind to juftifie my felf in fome fort to you, I muft tell you, that I have no 
other defign in drawing this pifture, than to let you fee that the Prince of SaUtm is 
not fo ugly as Dm Fernanda hath deferihed him unto you; For by a ftrange chance,! 
referable him fo near,at I might well be taken for him; And that I may not conceal 
all the truth from you, continued he, 1 will confefs to you, that ic is by his content 
that I am here at Mm u m ^cox. ic is to fpeak to you of his a(fe£ki6a,that thus I caff my 
telf at your feet^noft humbly intreating you to believe,that no man ever adored you 
with more reTpe&.Anfwer then,Madam,l beteech youjbut not with foiy, to die and 
that that faithfull Lover may (hew himfelf to you. Under what form leaver the 
Prince of Salerm may pnfent himfel£,he (hal alwaies receive the lame encertainmcot 
from me,-my refolucions do not eafily change.and (honld he lay all the Crownes of 
the worid at my fcc^yec (honid I refofc him as now I do;But as for you^aid (he unco 
him, I (hall know how to ufe you as you ought to be, and lam very much decci v a d 
if youtalk to me long of loves. After this the Princefs retyred without attending, 
his anfwer. For my part, I profefs unto you that I wtasfb aftohifhed at this adven¬ 
ture, as I could not fpeak. Howfoever I followed the Princefs into her Cabinet^ 
and refpete obliged the Prince of Soitrxo to go out of her clumber, conceiving 
rightly fey the manner wherewith he was anfvvered, that his perfwafions would 
ootaiB nothing. That which made him carry himfelf thus, ana to ufe this dange¬ 
rous gallantery, was, that being upon the point of executing his defi gn , he would 
have, been glad to have found an occafion *o fee, whether he could not by fair 
meanes have prevailed with the Princefs, without having recourfe unto violences 
and whereas his men were ready for the aftion, he feared not the hacardingof 
the matter) and (hen again the lew which he bore to the Princefs was fo ftrong. 
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*s he was refolved to perifh , or poflTcfs her; In the mean time the Princefsand I 
knew not what to think, nor what to refo'lve; and (he demanding my advice about 
it, I knew not what to anfwer her. Whatthink you of it, */ Emilia , (aid (he unto 
me ? This Painter, hath he loft his refpett, or his reafon Hs he an impoftor , ora 
Prince i For my part, Midam, faid I unto her, I cannot tell what to (ay to you of 
k; he hath had patience enough for a Prince, in the abode that he hath made 
here, and in the difputes which he hath had with Von Fernando-, But it nuift be ac¬ 
knowledged alfo that he hath too much wit, and too much boldnefs for a Painter. 
Whatfoever he'is, faid the Princefs, he (hill hot ftay in Monaco. -Madam, faid I un¬ 
to her, I am even of your mind, Prince or PainterLover or Enemy, it is lithe 
fliould be gone; But if by chance he be the latter, it (hould be done without ill-in¬ 
treating him', for truly the loving you is no fuch great crime: And if it be the 
Prince of Salerno^ he is more unhappy than faulty, and more worthy of your pit- 
ty than of your indignation:! am of a contrary opinion , laid the Princefsunto 
me, for if he be a Prince, l look upon him as a dreadfull enemy; But if he be a (cnfe- 
lefs Painter, he-is unworthy of my anger, and his folly may beget companion in me. 
We reafonedin this manner all the evening,-Without being able to judge certain¬ 
ly whether this Painter were the Prince of Salerno^ or (bme one of his fervants 
whonvhe hadvent to beabout the Princcls, 1 howbeit we believed him to be rather 
the firft than the other: And after we had-examined the matter , it was refolved 
that this Pairitef’ftvould die next day be turned out of Monaco } without letting him 
know that he Was-fufpc&ed-to be a Prince, and alfo without any other ill ufage , 
than banifhmg him. With this intention the Princefs went -to bed, and would have 
me lye’ with her 'that night, it being impofllble for her, as (he faid, to have any hope 
of deeping, as'long a? you ftiould have a Rivall in Monaco. Whilft the Princefs and 
I were agitati n’g in this fort, the Prince of Salerno? who had found that all his hope 
conftftcd wholly in force, refolved to defer- his defignub longer, and to execute it 
the night enfuing ; he went then to feek our that Sergeant wim whom he held in¬ 
telligence, and to fpeak with the Milter of hi s horfe, to’the. cnd’Kis veffell might 
not mil to beat the Port 711ft at the-howen which he had appointed, and that he 
(honld deal in luch fort, as all might be ready againft need (hould be. He gavetheni 
the time and the ftgnall of the enternrife, • and thinking that he had. Well difpofed 
of every thing, be retyred incotheCaftle as henfedto do, .taking but two piftolls 
and afword along With him, which he caryed fecreriy into his chamber , in cafe 
any violence fheoklbe offered him before h is dedgn could J>e Executed.. If the 
Prince of 5e/nvw waibulled,mo lefs was Bvifjrwwdv; For’he had underftoodfome . 
dayesbefbre, byitbe return, of him. whorahe had lent into the -Milaneft accor¬ 
ding to bif» a rid the c Marqoi$ of.Quafts directions , he'hdd-brought hiriiftoricof 
mony and jewel!*, together with five hundred men, Which Were come, thither not 
m abody; buttwoand two in a> company^’and fo were lodged in all.the .V.Uhges 
about-Monacoi w&h.exprefsorder to rende^ themfelvesaltupon a certain hijmt, 
whereoftheyjfhould'beaavercifed ,:-within.' 4 niyrile of tbe Town»Sothat dW

Would in the erfd.ando Monaco ; .becaufe, faid be,. i< Was impofllble, haring 
no Prince to defend, it 1 ,, bht. that fome one or other Would feize bpon it; after he 
had told him, that:this pla!cc>was too important ., for to be le ft undefended under 
the Government tdfa.mayd; aind that feeing it was to- pafs into the hands of 
ftrangers, he was tadefire that it might fall ifttothe power of a man, Who. would 
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be obliged to him for it, and that was able to make hi$ fortune. After all thd* 
things* l fay, this man charmed with the prefcnt benefit, with the hope of what 
was to come, and believing too that it would be fomcwhat advantagious for the 
Princefs, He promifed Dm Femondt, who communicated his whole defign unto 
him, to deliver him the Gate whenfoever he pleafed.Hereupon he feot that Gentle¬ 
man, which belonged unto him, to carry his dire&ions to all the fevcrall places 
where his fouldiers were, to the end they (hould prccifcly meet together within a 
mile of Motion an hour after midnight, and that they ihould repair to the gate of 
the Town as fcon as they could fee a flaming Torch on a Tower. The ftrangcnefs 
of this incounter was, that the very fame night wherein the Prince of Soltrne was 
to execute his defign, TX>» Fernonde refolved, without knowing ought ofhis Rival!* 
affairs, no longer to defer his interprize, purpofingto die, or to render himfelf 
Matter of the Town, and pofleffor of the Princefs: fo that whilft we were all the 
afternoon feeing the Prince of Solent* paint, he had been taking order for all thing* 
as well as the Captain of theGate. Their defigns being in thefe terms. You make 
me tremble with aftoniflimcnt, laid Juflinio**} interrupting You will have 

yet more, continued (he, when I (hail tell you, that juft about two hours after mid¬ 
night, which by an extraordinary chance proved to be the very point, both of the 
Prince of Salerno' t and Don Fernando's enterprize ; that firft having caufed twelve 
fouldiers toenter thorough the window Of his chamber with the help of a ladcr 
of cords, and commanded the Sergeant to go and feiae upon the Gate of the town, 
that be might forcibly carry away the Princefs in hisVcflell,whkh waatobcatthe 
Port at the fame hour,we heard the outward chamber-door broke open;whereupon 
the Princefs gave a great skrike, and without (tending toknowVvhat the matter 
Ihould be, the firft thing that came into her thought wasco pul on her clothes, tx> 
the end (he might not be found inbed, wherein I helped her with all the fpced 
that poffibly I could. In the mean time her women ctyed out at the windovves, 
but the Princeffcs Officers by in a quarter fo far of, becaufe (he never feared any 
thing from the Towns fide, and the Prince of Salerno's execution was fo Hidden, 
as fcarcely had the Princefs gotten on a Night-gbwn with much hnft>but he entred 
into her chamber followed bjr ten fouldiers having left two at the Cattle-gate, who 
had (tabbed the Porter upon his awaking. I leave you to think what the Princefs 
became in this occafion, when as maugre hex refinance and minq, maugre her tears, 
and maugre her crycs, file (aw her felf carrytd away forcibly, by thefe fouldiers^ 
and led outof the Cattle. I canindureno more, bid with as much 

griefiand ahnott as much choler as if he had feen his Miftrefs carryed away by 
for ce. Have, patience, (aid for jet you do not fee all our Enemies. When 

as die Prince of Salrene had forcibly carryed away the Princefs, 1 followed her all 
in team, end catching faft hold of one of the corners of her gown, we went in this 
fort even e6 the Gate of the Town, neither the Princefs nor I having the power to 
qtf out, fo much were We feizBd with fear, and our judgements troubled. 
The Prince of Salem* found not the matter fo eafic as he had believed it; for she 
Sergeant, who had gotten the Ward, and that teas to make ufe of it for the fur- 
prizing iff the Court of Guard, and cutting then! in pieces , arrived juft at the 
gate, as the Captain that fetved Den Fernand*, wtsdelivering itupto his men, who 
were ctaae thither under the conduit of the Gentleman which belonged unto 
him, after Acy had feen the SlgnaU on the Tower. And whereas he bad order to 
dye, ortorenderhimfelf Mofter of it, what refifbtnce foeverhe met withali, he 
had already beg un a (harp and bloody fight, when as the Prince cf Solent* , and 
thofe that kept the Princefs, arrived at that place. And being a Prince of a great 
courage, after he had commanded his ten fouldiers to look well'to the PrincCfiy he 
went with his (word in Ms hand to fee wbat the matter Was. Never was there any 
thing more dreadful] thin that fame night; Do* Fernand*^ wno'lay not in the Caw 
tie that night, who was ready at the gate to receive in his men, and who was in 
the bead of them, when as the Sergeant arrived there, thought he was difcovrt-ed, 
and fo did ljkcwife the Captain of the gate; the Prince of Solem* incountrfog fo 
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great* number of Eoemyes , could not cell what to imagine; and the dankneft of 
the aright augmenting tnis diforder jret more, there was one of the greateft con¬ 
flicts that hath been feen; for inthis eonfuiioa they kilted on both tides without 
knowing one another. In the-mean time the alarum being taken up through¬ 
out the whole Town * and the bruit (pread abroad that the Pnncefs was forci¬ 
bly carried away, all the Troopcs repaired to the place of armev and aU the people 
put thcmfislvcs into a poflure «tf fuccouring us. And whereat it was eafie to dif* 
cera on which fide the Enemies were* the Prince of S*ltmo fawhimfelf quickly 
faclofcd both without and within ; but flrfthe came twice or thrice to the place 
where his Souldicrs guarded us « to fee in what ettate thePrincefs was. And' 
when he perceived by the abundance of people > which came running from all 
parts 3 that it would be itnpoffible for him to hnifh his enterprise, he came once 
more unco her. 1 will dye. Madam , (aid he unto her, feeing! cannot pofleft 
you ; But fug know, for die rendring of my memory the lefs odious umoyou, 
that alter 2 have fought to carry you away, I goe now to fight for to keep you.

Mafler for to advtrtifefaifb of 
it, and havingbychancefourid hint ftill in fight with Dm Terrumdo y they told 
him confafcdly that the Princria was tanryed away. This difcoUrlc etpially fur* 
prifod them both*.The Prince of Sukrm bc lcg T fcd that Dm Fjt rmdt et men had da— 
k, who on the other fide knew not whac to think of it: Ac daft fame infant fo great 
throng of people profled ia amoiigfr themes they loft one another in the cmtkfr and 
each of them ftekingto be cleared in dus mausi^they got oat of theTownfpigbt 
the obflacles which they met with at the Oaris, w h e r e of the thrce partks had bee* 
Matters more than once. I cannot tcpcat all this fight unto you* out at length the 
Prioccflw people fought with fuch courage, v aft they killed ray near all the Priest 
oiStitrims and Aw/rr*«dwsSduidicrw And when it appeared that there were 
nomoreenetnyesinthe Town, they Quit up thr@Me j Part « the Garrifon and bf 
thft inhabitants > having in the mean time purfnbd and made art and of defeating 
them, returned bktoMtnjitst. Hereupon the Prince of Sattrue hiving certainly uft* 
detftood:, thit the Princefs bad not been tarried away by Am Frr*/otdo{ntvtt 
learnt fa much by aertain Souldiers ) and feeing riiat he was hurt, that it was lit* 
poflihlc far htnktadamore, and that ha had loft bit iUvalljn the pcefr, he refol* 

red 
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ved toget to his Veflell. Asfor Don Fernando he foundhimielfyet inaitranger 
condition, all hisSouldiers having been well neerflain,orfled away whilil he was 
fighting with the Prince of Salerno , hebcheldhimfelf alnioft alone, covered over 
with wounds, and not knowing what to do, having - no 'Veflell to facilitate his 
flight by Sea, nor any fecurity on Land for him, with fo little compan).It is credi¬ 
ble, coniidering what I have faid, that feeing himielf in thateftate, and perceiving 
that the Prince of Salerno , followed by fomc of his men, made towards the port, 
he with his Souldiers mingled amongft them, and entred into his Veflell with hint; 
the darknefs of the night favouring the defign, which doubtlefs he had to kill 
the Prince of S alerno, and to make himfelf mailer of hisVeflell. For when the day 
began to break there was a great noife heard on the Port fide, which made every 
one to get up on the walls for to fee what the matter was. The Princefs and I went 
up to the top of the lodgings where we were, which looked upon the Sea, and 
whereas it was grown very light, we faw a Veflell, that was making from the Port, 
and on the hatches a great number of men fighting together, whereof fomc tumbled 
alive into the Sea, and others fell down dead at their enemies feet. In the midft of 
this diiorderwe knew the Prince of Salerno and Don Fernando by their apparel 1 ,who 
combated with fuch violence, as moved the Princefs to compaffion, but at length , 
the Veifell Hill getting further of,we faw chat after a long combat thefe two-Rivalls 
remained fighting almoft alone* and prefently after both of them tumble down up¬ 
on the hatches; and fo on an inftanc the Veflel vanifhing, we could no longer dif- 
cem thofe two couragious Lovers,who more happy in this fad adventure,than they 
were aware of, made the Princefs ihed teares of pitty; but ihe ihed them abandant- 
ly,when as in her return unto the Caille ihe beheld fo great a number of dead bodies 
as the ftreets were even covered with them. The Prince af.Salemoes Mailer of his 
horfe was found living ilill, as well as he whom Don Fernando had fent'into the 
Mtlanefr, and it was by cheir m canes that we came to learn the particularities of this 
Hiftory, which without them I could not have told you; for the Prinoefs underftan- 
ding who they were, caufed them to be very carefully looked unto, that ihe might 
learn that which I have related. The Captain of the Gate , and the traiterous Ser¬ 
geant were found amongil the number of the dead, and as if the Prince of Saler - 
noes Mailer of his horfe,and Don ternandoes Agent, had prolonged their lives but 
only to tell the Princefs what ihedefired to know, they dyed Within a few dayes of 
their hqrts. As for their Mailers wcheard afterward, that being fallen doVvn as it 
, were dead,in the manner as I have told you,the remainder of the Prince of Salernoet 
men having made an end of killing thofe which had followed Don Fernando do 
Mendoza, and bel ieving their Mailer to. be dead, three or four of them took up 
the body of Don Fernando for to call it into the Sea, when as the Prince of Salerno 
coming out ofhisivvoon, and feeing what'they Were going to'do, recovered fo 
much flrength as to forbid them from it; generoiicy: being greater iu him than ha¬ 
tred, or revenge. This' commandement of thei Prince was executed , and that 
too of feeing whether he had any. life remaining in him; and When it was reported 
unto hud that he ilill breathed, her charged them t» have as much care of him as 
of himfelf; as, indeed he was looked unto and treated in the fame manner. I vvilnot 
declare the converiations of thefe two Rival! unto you,but in brief it fufficechco let 
.you know, that the Prime of Salermes geneoofiey lo nearly touched the heart of Don 
FerndnJo, as he ceafed to hate him>and Would needs land with him at Naples to be 
throughly cured there. And as if on the healing of their wounds that of their minds 
had depended,they furraounted the love which tltky bare to the Princefijthe firft out 
ofreafon^and the other out of his pride.And each of them foilowibghis ownfenfe, 
they fentto.the Princefs,8c wrote unto, her ,-the lafi with rhodoraontades, according 
to thehurtuofof hisNatidn, ahd.the other with aignfat deal of civility; befehching 
her to remember thin, ihe had promifed her firienihhip . tOthe Prince of Salerno t 
and praying her alfdko Attribute aEthat had pad to the paifibn of the Painter Ln- 
f;/»,aBdnot tohini!, . who vowed alwaies to fcolt Oecaiioostoferlve her ,. and'to 
-pubJilh i verjtwhere,, that ihe was ihe 1 admiritbdeft creature bn:the whale earth. 
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The Princefs fufwepd wth mini difqietion bed* to #'fen<f^nd to the other- 
and in thi* fbrtffftdfdthe %dvefpuc%whidl $e wc*ddlnot>e«mtlHnco you. anil 
which pcfleffeiirifwithfcmifch f«r, tfrt *hous* « *in<wrtil«ecmonthsCe 
it hapned, I am not yet well recovered or it. JuJHmmu thanked *y£milu for the 
paines Ihe had taken, commended 4wic anAlicraddrcfs; and after he had ended 
this complement, he faw the Prhtceft (feme dWe'ef her Cabinet, who having heard 
t*ik, jpdged rightly tfo* had finlfiedilier Ration, Thi faith- 

full bever no fpondt fan# he*, bu£b* comflayne* foi? tha* (he tfould live apncea* 
led an adventure from him,where things had part. Which heapedgloiy and confufioa 
on him; how it was almoft as^nuch a>tcfiay, tjfat % -repented the having of too 
advantagious thoughts for hjfi, is* th* (he Would n#t have let him have known 
them; but Ihc anfwered him very obligingly, that the remembrance of others mif- 
frrtunes alwaies touched her fo fenlibly K when, as flau ^ ^ 

them, as (he thought fhc ffiould render herfeif guilty of thofe of the Prince of Si¬ 
ler* and of Don Femmdoddfietulo^ii^ (bpidd h farther* without grief,and that 
having defiredtoavoyd all occasions that might bring her toafenfeoffadnefs 
in a time when flie had the pleafhre tofe$ him, (he had- withdrawen herfeif. In this 
fort it was that IfibeUd cqfpr*d*_*d JnfWtm wtop ordered die convcrfation fo 
dextroufly, as he bad the Princefs goodnight, without her preffing him to acauaint 
htrwltbtlieandpflusHiflxuy^ 
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H E N at JufttniMo was retired to his lodging , and that he had 
commanded hisfervants to leave him alone, after they'had 

f ;ot him to bed, his imagination reprefenred unto him more 
ivcly, than ever it had done before, the inconfideration of his 
voyage; tbepromife he had made to Sslmnn to return unto 
him; the necefllty, either of breaking his word with a prince 
who had fo much obliged him, or to quit his Miftrefs: Alas / 
faid (he, how unhappy am I, ami how imprudent have I been? 
what (hall I do in fo deplorable an edate ? What (hall 1 fay tome Princefs ? Where* 
fore came I to Moines ? Had I thedefign to betray her , in coming to marry her, 
and then to deal away from her the very next day ? Or have Ipad my word for to 
falfifie it? No, no, that was not my dengn ;»I defired to fee ffshelU, my love car¬ 
ried me unto it, and doubtlefs it ought to cairy me unto it;- and were I to difpofe 
of my (elf again, I (hould dill do (he fame thing. And could I, faid he alowd, re- 
fufe to fee IfdbtUa ? Then turning himfelf about with precipitation, he recommen¬ 
ced his complaints. What, continued he, did I come to the Princely only to ac¬ 
quaint her tnat I was Grand Vifier; that I was the chief of all the Orient; that I 
. was the Favorite of a great Pririce; and afterwards to abandon her to grief and 
difpair, and fo return again to enjoy all thofe greatnefles ? Ah no, Juftimum is not 
bale; he will not quit a Princefs, who is not unhappy but for the love of 
lum; he will not facrififc her fo cruelly to the pleauire of a Prince , who 
may find men enough in his Empitc , that will take the place which he held 
there; For in fine, if Sslimtn loves us, this princefs loves U9 too ; and 
if I have ( friendfhip for this Prince, I have love for IfabelU. Lac us not 
balance the matter any longer, let us injoy the good we nave, and let us not 
deftroy our felves: Whereupon he thought tnat he had found fome reft, but 
on afudden afenfeof honor camming again into his minde, he went on paffi- 
onately; Why, thou bafe man (faid he) cand thou refolve to cover thy felf witn in* 
faniy ? to break thy word with one of the mightieft Princes of the world, and 
that hath the mod fenfibly obliged thee? And doeft thou believe that this gene¬ 
rous Princefs whom thou (ervelt, would think thee worthy of her affedion after 
thisbafenefs? Thou deceived thy felf Jufthtiaxs, and with her own mouth (he hath 
pronounced thy fentence : That which die hath faid of this Prince , the praifes 
which (he hath given him, makes me know but too well that (he could not efteem 
one that (hould betray him. But, continued he, if io this occafion honor (hould 
gtaeptaic^ Unto lose, yet wouldd thou not find thy felf at red, fince this love well 
conliaered, will in this incounter have the feme thing which honor requires: 
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Sceft thou not (wretch as thou art) that this Prince whom thou wouldft bitray, is 
the rnoft rigorous obferver of his word that is in. the world ?. and that if thou 
. (houldft fail in that which thou haft given him* he is capable of coming with an 
Army of an hundred thoufand mens not onely to undo thy Countrey, but thy 
* Miftrefs acr felf, as the caufe of thy fault: Save her then froni this mifchief, ia- • 
crifilc thy felf for her, and follow the Fate which will have thee always unhappy; 
But wilt thou alfo deprive thy felf for ever (laid he further) of the fight of Ifaiel- 
U ? of the hope of thy pofTeiung her* which is to fays of all thy felicity, to render * 
thy felf the moft infbrtunate, and the moft dcfperate amongft men ? Yes, I muft re* 
folvcfor it, and whhallrefolve to dye. Have courage enough then, continued he, 
not to hide a thing from her which thou canft not conceal without bafenefsj fpeajc 
then, wretched man: but how dareft thou tell her thit thou art a Slave, that 
thou wile abandon her, and that thou preferred thy word before thy love ? No, 
that may not be, thou canft not confent unto it, and death hath fomething lweeter 
than this wofnll fpeech. But again, added he further, wilt thou confent to the 
undoing of IfitbelU ? and thou mat canft not refolve to betray SoUmjh, wilt thou 
betray this Princefs, by difguifing the truth unto her? Wilt thou be fo inconfidc- 
rate, as to let her mary a Slave: Ah,this thought is too unjuft! $io, no, be far 
from fo bad a defign, do only that which thou oughteft to do, and leave the reft un¬ 
to fortune: let her intreat tnee ill, let her perfecute thee, let her purfue thee every 
where, it imports not, fo as thou doft nothing contrary to mat which thou owed 
tQ/fthll*. It was in this manner that JujltniMu agitated in his miud fo difficult 
a thing to refolve on; and honor and love tyrannized him fo cruelly, as his rea-. 
fon was almoft loft therewith. But at length, after he had paft the greateft part of 
the night without fleeping, he generoufly refolved to (peak plainly to thePrinceff, 
and in this defign prdt with wearinefs anchthoughr, fleep (urprized him whether 
he would or no, or to fay better, a dull and melancholy vapor brought a fenfelef- 
nefs upon him, which yet could not keep his imagination from reprefenting ftill 
unto nim the deplorable condition wherein he Was. Day being come, he found 
himfelf fo altered, as one would hardly have beleeved, that the mileries of the mind 
could info little a time have brought fuch a notable change to the face. Asfoon 
as the Princefs was in an eftate to be fecn, fhe fent him a complement to advertife 
him of it, whereupon he came ftraightway to her Cabinet, but with acountenanee 
fo pale, and eves wherein grief was fo vifible, as IfabetU was furprifed with it. ; But 
whereas (heoid not believe that he had any caufe to be affiifte«£ (he thought be was 
fick, told him that he (hould not have come out of his lodging in thecafehewas 
in, asked him what he aHcd ? whether he had a feaver ? whether it were ftill on him? 
and finally propounded very many queftions unto him, whereto Jit/timiM* anfwe- 
rednotaword. For upon the pointof executing that which he had refolved he 
felt fo extraordinarie a trouble in his mind, as he fuddenly paft from palenefs to 
rednefs; he was taken at firft with an uniyerfall (hivering which made him to crept- 
ble, and then with fo great a burning, that he feemed all on fire. The Princefs fee¬ 
ing him in this cafe, conjured him again with more eariteftaefs to acquaint her 
' h the caufe of all chefe ^Iterations in him, that they might labor to give fonie 
iciuiy unto it. Alas! Madam, (faid he unto her widt fomewhat a low voice, due 
he might not be heard by one of the Princdfes women, who was at the other end 
of rifeCabinet) the knowledge which 1 (hall give you of my difeafe will not make 
you find a remedy for it; for it is of a nature not to be cured , but by. death. Yet 
If llhould fuffer it my felf alone, I would not complain of it; but I amafraid that 
:r would be contagious for you; that the knowledge which you (hould have of it 
, .ulamcreafe my grief by caufing yours ; that I (hould be more infortunate in 
your perfon, than in mine own; and that in conclufion.you would be yet more to 
be lamented than I, who deferves the miferies which opprefs me, (luce I am die 
caufe of all yours. The Princefs judging rightly by this dijeourfe, that there 
was fome great matter to be known, commanded her woman due was ftill in the 
Cabinet, to go *nd ftand at the door for to keep any from coming to interrupt her.

if you will hafaeme live for the love of you , andbe mindful! notto fpeak ©four 
misfortunes, no not to Deri* himfelf ifj he comes hither; And Whereas (hefaW that 
J*ftmUhoco\i\& natanfwer here without difeovering; his grief, (he wrung him 
gently by the hand,.and calling vSmilia , (hi commanded her to hdvCa care of 
Juflim/tMOj, untill Her ficknefs was abated. This infortimate Lover,'not daring to 
fpeak, for fear of augmenting the Princeflcs diftemper, and- making top much (how- 
of his di(]pair, whim (he would not have him to ddretired a Way without -faying 
any niore, than, Ahlliladam, if you will havemecomfort myftlf, youmuAthehfc- 
eotef ofthis ficknefs, hvhich T have been the caufc of. After‘that; tbe FVincefs 
grew extremely worfe and worfe ; the feaver held her ten dales' with fo mach-vio¬ 
lence, 6nd Weaknefs together, asthe* Phyficians durft not watrhmt her life: Both 
was nothing in comparifon-of the eleventh day , for then Jufttitiano, who fcancely 
had abandoned her all that time j abfolutely beleeved that (far was a dead body. 
The feaver was vety ttiuch increafed , her ftrength diminifiied,thereniedi«s unpro» 
~ fitaii<£ NatureTeemed' to want powfr, and to be fo Oppreffcd, as it was impoffible 
to hope that (he (hoiild kfcajpe» But in the midftof all thole miferies, apd in fo 
gretft-an extremity, thfeconrancyofehe Princefs was admirable^ who, notwith- 
flandibg tAEmilider teates, the cryes of her women, and Jmftimanots difpalr 1 • who 
wasrto longer intheterrties to differ himfelf tobeconftrained by reafon, exprefled 
fucha tranquillity of blind, as it might well bejudged^dut life was not vary dear 
unto htr: Yet-could (he not far all that indure Jnjimianoes lookes, nor fee bis scares 
trickle down his chedkts without refanrment, andbefides that deplorable objefr* 
(he was infenfible to all things. Biff whilft they were in thefe termes at Monaco^ 
there was nothing bfit rejoycing at Genonat wherj it was not known that the Prin¬ 
cefs was fo fick as (he was; for from her firft time of being ill, (he had given hi 
charge that it (hould not be pubi idled, to the end (he might recover without mo* 
left«ion, 'orat leaftwife dye quietly. It was onely then knowen at Ge>u** that (he 
was not well, bu t that kept them not, from meeting almoft every day; accordiug 
to the order frhich the;Marquis had eftabliihed, either at tbe Counts, or at Dtrinesj 
who after- his return had taken an orielyfiftcr, that he had, to govern his houfe; 
and who>was affbciated with (his fairTroop , which had no other thought but of 
delighting thenifelvcs.The moft confiderablc of this aflembly, were the Count of 
LA*agHa> L*<m*rdhh wife; HorMUrcf the illuftrious houfe otCifo , the brother of 
Leonora-, Siphrokt* her After * Htpolita Vtriaes fitter • Atphmfo Spint la-, Leonardo the 
widdow diLiviOf ofabe race of the A domes-, the French Marquis; and Dona-, whole 
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love began to be fomewhat violent for Sophrmia, who certainly was very capable of 
bteettiAsc an ardent paffion ; (he had not only a piercing and majrilick beauty like 
her fitter-Aww/tj but a noble ftatelinef', which rendrea her lean civilities fo obli- 
eine,that one ot her looks touched niorcfeniibly, than thetendereft carefies of o-> 
thers’: The beauties of her foul were no Id's contiderablc than thole other face} 
and the graces of her mind did not give place to all the other excellent qualities 
that the had; it is not to be wondered then, if Dori/t, who was a man of much ter* 
tue and ofibuth judgement) fullered himfelf to be touched with fuch powerfull 
charms. As for the Count , it might be faid that he loved Letmrd his wifi; dear* 
ly but it may be faid alfo,that he was truly in love with nothing but glory: His 
ealantry) his civilities, and his liberality, were not terminated with the conqueft 
of the good graces of one only Lady, but with the etteem of all the world. //«•** 
ti t was ofa lefs a£tive humour, but tor all that very pleafing, of a folid judgement, 
of a gentle and complying fpirit, and that notwithflanding fome coldnefs that ap¬ 
peared in his countenance, had yet been a long time in a burning paffion for the 
feir whofe jealous and diftruftfall humor troubled him not a little. Al- 

phetif* likewifc had much fpirit, and Leemda^ whofe beauty gave place to none of 
the reft, added thereunto a gentilcnefs and livelinefs, which rendred her the cn- 
tertaintr ent of a company. There were many others befides which had alfo both 
wit and beauty, fo that the Marquis being joyned to fo many excellent perfons, 
it might have been faid, that this AflTemblV had been pfcrft& indeed, had Jufiinu^ 
m and the Princcfs of Motutco been there. The next day after chat th«-Count,IfcrM, 
and the Marquis were returned to Getmuty this illuftrious company failed not to 
meet at the Counts Palace; and whereas it was forbidden to (peak in thefc occa- 
fions, either of war, or of gcnerall affairs; and that Verfes, Painting, Mufick,Love, 
Vertue , and all other things that depend of an excellent wit, were thofe onely, 
wherewith one might entertain hhnfelf in this encounter; the conftancy of ifa- 
telU the merit and love of Jvftirit***, made an overture to the converfation. The

The hangings were of Carnation Velvet, imbroidered all over with_ tears and 
fpangksof gold and diver j the bed, chairs, andftools were of the fame'; and in- 
ftead ofa Perfian Carpet, the floor was covered with agreat piece of Gold,SUver, 
and Carnation Silk tinfcll. This chamber was lighted with thirty Candlefticks, 
whereof the one half were of gik Vermillion fet with Stones, and the others of 
ChriftaJl ingraven, and garnHhed With gold. Round about this Chamber hung 
at an oquall diftance, great Plates of GoTd-fmiths work all (et with precious (tones, 
and upona Cabinet of Nacre and Corall, a great vafe of Agate, and two baskets 
of Gold ineraveii full of artificial! Flowert. There were alfo betweenthefe Plates 
great myirors, with the Pictures of all the Ladies of the company; and the fame 
placed in fiich fort, as oppofite to every myrrorhung the Pitfure of a Lady, drawn 
in the habit of a Nymph, ora Goddeft, The beauty and magnificence of fo many 
agreeableobje&s, did without doubt excite'foute more than ordioary joy in all 

the Affembly; and info charming aplacete had been-very difficult for one not to 

havefeecn wounded with love, which prefents not it fclf but in the midden of plea-' 
fores and delights: And indeed !>«*•*« was mote powerfully touched therewith 
thanbefore; Horatitt felt new flames for Hifftta*, Aiph+ftte gan to look on Lw- 
xi<U without indiffertncic • andshc Marquis feeing never a woman in the compa¬ 
ny withwhomhehad notbeenalreadyasmTteh'mlove asu^spoffibk for him to 
be was cowttrainodto conferve that (till whith he bare to *Mmli*\ yet Was itnot 
for all that fo ftroog in him, as tdkeep him from complaining of this adventure; 
fo that after they had fpoken enough of and ffkbet*, and that there was 

a cmainkind of filcnce amongfl the whole Aflembly, which gave way to every 
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one to begin fome other difeourfe j 1 would never have believed, faid he, that be* 
ing at Oemu* in the middeft of twenty cf the faireft perfons of all Ittlie , I (hould 
be conftrained co lend my mind to Motuuop there to encounter my Miftrcfs. It is 
not, continuedhe, becaufe it is an effeft of tAmlia's charms, or of the change of 
my humor} but it is becaufe I feeing qever a woman here, for whom I have not 
already been in paflion, I am info retd to conferve that for her ftill. And certainly 
if I had thought I (hould have tarried fo long at Gtn»»a t \ (hould have taken a bet¬ 
ter order for my affairs.

For my part, (aid LetnitU with her joviall hurpour, 1 will forget if you will, that 
ever you were in love with me, to the end, you may not give any cccafion of (ad- 
nefs to our Aftembly: and 1 allure you that if you could refolve to make a naw 
declaration of love unto me, 1 am deceived if you would not love me more the 
fecond time than the firft. I have known fince, continued (he, that I was to indul¬ 
gent to you* 1 commended the firft Verfes that you made for me* I took too 
much care in learning a (bng which you gave me; 1 danced better with you than 
with all others, and 1 know not any teftimonyof efteem and goodwill which I 
did not render you; in the mean time you quitted me cruelly, to love the (evere 
SophroniMp whole coldnefs could not keep you from ferving her fix days longer than 
me; and I confefs that I (hould not be forry to know for what realon her rigors 
have charmed you more, than my complyances and favors; to the end, that if e- 
ver we have fuch another adventure, I may govern my felf therein with addrefs. 
But 1 pray you, added (he, do not content your felf with telling me, that the fame 
thing arrives almoft to all the world, that difficulties and obftacles augment Love, 
fince cuftom pafles not for a good reafon with me, and that all which 1 can do , is 
to follow it only in apparell. It is certain, beautifull I tomtU ,anfwered the Mar¬ 
quis, that this matter is a little too delicate to be difputed with you; but fine* 
you have denounced war againft me, it (hall not be to offend you that,! dg aiifwet 
you; hear then, if not a fatisfa&ion to your complaints, at leaftwife a refolution 
to your doubts. I think, if 1 underftand well that which you marvell at, and that 
Which you cannot comprehend, it is but to know by what reafon rigors and neg- 
lett do augment love, rather than carefifes and favours: but if I deceive not my 
felf, it will not be hard for me to demonftrate it unto you. No man is ignorant 
but that beauty ingenders love, and fo love is no other thing but a defire to poflefs 
beauty, in fuch fort, that if love be a defire, it will be fo much the greater, by how 
much the thing defired (hall be difficult in acquiring; fince being once pofleft, the 
caufe of the defire utterly ceafes: wherefore it is nothin improper a&ion for Love, 
but forced and neceflary, to be more vive and earned in rigors man favors , feeing 
they excite and entertain it. But to explain my felf more clearly, I fay, that de¬ 
fire cannot be at reft, becaufe at the fame inftant that it arrives at its end, it ceafes 
to be defire: So that if love be adefirc, as I have already find, what ftronger 
proof can one have to (how that it ceafos to be love, than to fee it arrived at its 
end 1 But if (fair LtmicU) you (hould not agree that love is a defirc,I think at leaft¬ 
wife that you will not deny but that it is a fire, fince fo many have told you, that 
they burned for you, as you cannot be ignorant of this troth. But if you confider 
the effefts of it, you will (ee that I am not altogether out of reafon; fire is of a 
nature fo aftivc, as it confuiries all that oppofes it; if any thing refills it, if we 
ftop its paflage, for from the end which we had propounded, that which feemed 
(hould have lerved for oppofition, ferns it for nourishment; for in condufion, fire 
is quick and ardent as long as it finds refiftaace; bat as foon as it hath vanauilhed, 
ana that it hath nothing left to confume, it confumes it felf, and ceafes absolutely 
to be fire, when it hath nothing more to vanquish. If it be then true that love is a 
fire, it is true that it kindles by difficulties; that rigors ferve to foment it, and 
when it happens that it hath nothing left to furmount, it lofes its being like the 
fire, and ccal cs abfolutely to be love. Let us not marvell then any longer, if it de¬ 
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cayes with carefles, and augments with rigors. You have ingenioufly defended 
• your opinion, replyed Hjpolit a, and fatisfied the beautifull Ltohidaes doubts , but 
not thofe which ydur difcourfc might have begotten in the mind of the Miftrefs 
whom you ferve, if (he have any friend here, feeing if it be true that one is to 
attend that cffeft from your love which you fpeak of, (he would not be very judr- 
cious in favouring you, fince that would be for her to fiirhlflwrrms her felf lor her 
own definition. If I had hadany intereft in thiscompany, anfcered'the Marquis, 
I had not explaned my felf in this fort: But I would fain, know, (aid Sophronia$ 
why that which Limit* calls rigor in me, hath not wrought that effeft in you 
which ought to be cxpc&cd from it? I mean the augmentation of your love, fet¬ 
ing according to what you have told us, your dcfires having never arrived at their 
end , andyo'ur fire having always found many obftades, it (hould have been ftill 
as lively forme, as the fim day that you fpake to me of this-flame; All that I 
have faid, replyed the Marauis, are gcnerall rules, which convene hot perfc&y 
with*me, yet is it notwithstanding true, that the death of defire is iri me, as in all' 
men, the death of my love; and if 1 (hould notceafe from defiring, Ifhould never 
ceafe from loving. But by a particular grace the teym of my love is to- love, I de¬ 
fire little, and I am eafily rcpulfed. If I obtain at firft that which I Would have, 
which is to be received favourably, I am arrived at the term-that 1 propounded un¬ 
to my felf; and if I do not incountcr it, I have fo delicate a fpirit, as being una¬ 
ble ever to hope for any but facile things, in lofing my hope , 1 lofethe love too 
which 1 had for thecruell one • and changing of objeft, I arrive ftill at my end, s 
which is to love eternally. But if this reafon which is particular to me, doth not 
fatisfieyou, I have no more to fay than this, that as we lee Amber and. the Ada¬ 
mant, and fo many other wonders which are in Nature, working by reafons that 
arc hidden from the knowledge of men, fo am 1 inconftant irt that manner, by a 
particularvertue, whereof 1 cannot reach the caufe, and which at this preienc 
doth alfo inforce me to have no more but good will for the fair Leonid*. It- Were 
fit then, faid Leonora, to the end we maynotbetroublefomtoyou how, that you 
would talk to us of your paft-loves, fince you can finde none here that is worthy to 
be beloved ofyou twice. We know already, faid the Count, that which befell him 
in his Countrey, aqd that which hapned unto him here iii Gemma > but we know 
not his adventures in the Court of France, and the propofieion which you have 
made caunot be but very pleafing to the company. For my parr, faid the Marquis, 
i will not refift it, and 1 will indeed acquaint-you with one. But whereas the 
anger he was in, for that hecould not be amorous in this place, had taken up his 
thoughts,he acquired himfelf of it-after an extraordinary way, yet was it not 
without mufing attentively on that which he had to fay, never regarding whether 
all the company were in cafe to bear him or no, and after he had performed all 
Ac ceremonies of a man that prepares himfelf for a long Narration, he began to 
fpeak in this fort. : 


Tbe tbird Hifiory of the hUrqnis. 


I Loved a woman paflionately, that was of a condition equall fo mine, (he anfwc- 
red my affe&ion, whether feignedly or truly, I know not, but I know that I re - 
cei ved all the honeft favours from her which I could expe§; and that at fuch time 
as I was themoft favourably intreated by her, without having any occafion to 
complain on my part, nor feekingany pretext on hers, (hcforfbokroc for another. 
Behold the end of my Hiftory. The whole company then broke out Into fuch a 
laughter, to fee that nis attention, his-filence, and me preparation'which he bad 
brought to the hearing of a long adventure, had been paid With fo fhort a Narra¬ 
tion, as they thought they fhould never have given over. It muft be acknowledged 
faid Leopida at length, that if they which write aas Rmtiak^er, did make them 
deliver their Relations in this fort, we (hould not admire, as we do, the wonder- 
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ighc be interpreted more difadrahtagioufly, both fof your glory, and mine i doe 
c the favor then , either tofpeafc tome no more, or to change your difeourfe. 


I will obey you, anfwered Deria, but remember, that nothing fhall ever alter the 
refolut'ron I have taken to love you eternally. Sophronia returned no anfwerto 
thefe laft words, and turning her felt to Leornda > who fate next her on the right 
hand, for to dertiand ofher how (he liked the Mufick, it fell out that in going to 
avoid one difeourfe of love, flic interrupted another; For Alpbonfo, who began al¬ 
ready *o be in a flrong paffion for Leonid .*, had laboured to {hew it her .with the 
moftaddrefs that polCbly ne could. But whereas (he was of a wily humor,and would 
contrary to that ofSophroma, cunningly conceal things which were near her hearty 
by feigning tb diftover them; in fload of anfwering to Sophroniaes queftion, flic 
laid bnto her failing, and pointing to Alfhonfo-, this Cavalier hath talked fomudt 
to me of love, as I had no leifure to mind the Mufick. Alfhonfo was fomewhata- 
.mazed at this difeourfe, but feeing that (he did not behold him, either with cho- 
ler, or contempt, he faid unto her with iaddrefs; .there appeared fo much of it in 
youceyes, as it would be as difficult for one not to be taken with it, as it Would be 
* tropofllble for you to bemoan the evills which you are the caufe of. Whilft thefe a* 
-sniable perforts entertained thcmfelves in this lore* Horatio was not fohappy, for 
•whatfoeycr care he took about it, he could not obtain one favourable look from 
Hjfoliti%, whofe jealous humor had made her beleeve that he had beheld Leonid*. 
.-with tflo much attention, whether it were that he had obfervtd Alfhonfo ,who fpake 
foftly onto her, or had without defign call his eyes that way; but in conclu&on all 
that flic anfwered tovvhatfoever be could fay unto her , was to pray him with a 
quipping geer not to be Alphen[oes RivaU,who Was her brothersfHend, ; for fear left • 
tnefhare which fhe was to have in allhis intereflS, might oblige her to break with, 
him. At the fame inftant the confort ceafed , and the Count defired the company 
to renci* their attention forthe hearing of a Dialogue, fung by two moft excel- 
dent voyces; after which the Marquis, who had fet himfelf down by Leonora, conti¬ 
nued the converfation ft ill for fometime wirh his ordinary addrels; and then all 
this fair Troop departed away , bnt with different, thoughts. Doria felt himfelf fo 
called, foe having made hisfirft declaration of love to his Miftrefs, that he was as 
much (atisficdl therewith* as if he had received a great fhvour from her. But though 
Sopkronia efteemedvery muchof ftvn^though he was of an illuftrious race, though 
he was beloved of her brother-law*, iand that accordingto- apparent reafon; fhe 
could-not make a fittcrcholfe, yet wis there a particular one, and that was hidden 
to all the world, but. not unknown to'her, which made her fea i the fequel of this 
jMffion. For fhe wasa»t ignorant that the Count, albeit he efteemed of Dori* in 
particular, yet bore an ' irreconcilable hatred to the whole family in gtnerajll , 
though in bis a&ionsahdwbrdshe tcftifiedthecleancontrary. It was in this fort 
that thiebcautifuli antiprudent maid reafoned with her felf, not doubting but that 
~Dori*es difeourfe.was unfeigned, bfoaufe fhe Was fiiffiriently perfwaded that be 
wooldldot eafily venture' to fay fuich like things unto her, having alwaits made 
profeffioWfavertueauftere enoughs On die other, fide, Leonid* was notfory 
tor having touched., thfc hsitt'.i&AlfhOnfo’ and this new conqucft made biff re¬ 
turn hbrtie wkhjby.A^fbr Alfhdnfe y lie could: i not very well judge of his happi- 
nefs or unhappineft y fo-rmUch didthe proceeding of Leonid* lcem extraordinary 
untohimiihowbeithe hadfodiehope in thegenelenefeofhenlookes, which pro- 
mifcftnOi rigor unto.Hinlj HfpOlit* had more ifUlleo and unquiet thoughts ,' .aj- 
ahough farad ndjufttrafeforthcmf but it is fufficicnt to fay that fhe was jealous 
for to peefwade one that fhe went not away very Well contented. As for Horatio, 
he waafodffli&ed'with his Miftreffesodd humor, as he could not refolve tore- 
mm to his own houft, till be had: fought forfomc comfort from his fitter S»f Ira¬ 
ni*, who fiyed riithltAnor*, befcaufe her mother, wad dead.: ■ Hc .vvent then to her 
chamber to communicatebis thoughts, unto her. Ah! fitter (faid he to her when 
he came where fhe wto ) 1 am the moft unfortunate of men, and Hjfolit* the.un- 
jaffeft of your fexl; It .may be: you call that injufticc( {zidSopbroni* unto him ) 
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which I (hould all vercue. No, no, replyed Hordtio, and I defire that you would 
be my judge, if yon have nothing clfc to doe, and can intend to hear my reafons. I 
am well contented, faid Sopkronia , but I am fo ill informed of that which hath 
paft betwixt you thefe fix monthes, wherein I know yon have loved Hjpltta , 
as I am in doubt whether I may judge rightly.lt is true, anfwered Horatio, that I 
was willing to acknowledge unto you, that I loved her, and that (he hated not 
me, without recounting my adventure particularly onto you, bccaufc I alwaies 
thought that difeourfesofthis nature did not pleafe you: But albeit you have the 
goodnefs now to let me entertain you with tbe eftate of my affaires, I will not re- 
pat unto you the firfl fpeeches of Love, which 1 had wkb Hfpoiita , feeing they 
are for themoft part all alike amongft worthy periods; and whereas tune dreffes 
me,1 will oncly give you an accompt of all that hath arrived to me fince, but it 
fhall be in few words. I ferved her then with afliduicie enough, at you might well 
obferve; and even to that point as (he was no longer able to doubt of it. I perceived 
by her lookes, that my perfondid not difpleafe her; that my wit and my humor 
contented hers, and then when 1 expefted fome teftimony of amr&ion for a recon* 
pence of mvpaines, guefs , my dar filler, what it was that (he gave me, and the 
onely due that I received t Horatio flayed a while, in expectation of Sopbromiaes an- 
fwer, who prefently faid unto him laughing, I think, brother, thatlcannot with* 
Outtrefpafhng againil good manners (hew my felf very fpirituall, in gudfingarthc 
favors which may be done to a Lover; wherefore' it were fitter that you (hbuld let 
me know what this favour was, than to trouble me to tell it you. Harken tome 
more ferlouflv, I conjure you, replyed Horatio , and know that this tritituony of 
affe&iofl, which I havefo often received from Hypolita, was not the giving me oo* 
cafions to fee her, or to fpeak to her in particular; it was not an obliging letter^ 
It was not a bracelet of her hair; it was roc a picture; it was not alluring me with 
her own month tbit (he did not ham me; bnt it was telling me, that I did not love 
her, •fld'dm I loved another. In fine , the firft proof which I had lofhcrafte&ion, 
was a Mark of her choler; and to exp refs my (elfmere clearly,’ jealoufie alone hath 
Chewed her love to die. You cannot receive a more undoubted proof thereof faid 
S«pbr*nia interrupting him: Nor a more grievous one too, rev ived Horatio. Foe 
youitmfl know (continued he) that after 1 had done an hundred incivilities to 
fatisfic her, whereof you have many times demanded the caufe of me, though I ne¬ 
ver told it you; yet could I not cure her mind of this fancy; And ofall the women 
Of quality afGoootu, 1 do not know one, that hath fair hair, whlchfhc hath not be¬ 
lieved that I have been in love withall, Amwds oncly remaines, who at this prefent 
flick* fo herftonsack, and for whom (he hath ill increased me to day. If it be fo , 
fold Safbrma, ym arc to take comfort, and.be cairfull to juftifie jour fclfntr 
bet> for when her jealoufie (hall want an objtfft, (be will qocflionlcfs be conftrayned 
to give you andtner mark of her afleftion. Ah,fifler, replyed Horatio, you are bnt 
tittle acquainted with this paffion i it formes plfoncafmes, at deceives thefenfir , It 
ttludesreafon, and without any ground, or fubjeft, it laves not to work in dkofe 
Whom itpoffcfleth; it makes mem to fee that which knot; makes them believe fan* 
pofiibk things;and utterly perverbtheunderibnding.At leaftwife, fo&rasihave 
obferved it in others for i have never tryed it OtfaerWaies , which certainly hmh 
been crueller to me, than ifl had been jealous my felf. Bemoan then, my dor fifteiv 
the m Her*, wherein I find my felf ingaged, and whence I know nochow to get 
out. Vetely I doe be m oa n you, fold S op b r omOiVt A fo much the more, for that l doe 
not know how eo cafe you. 1 am eafed already, anfwered HonttioJbj recount¬ 
ing my torment unco you; but it fadmecoltt yougomX^mwA/fermhdppaited 
then haW comforted in having dilcovered his grief to the yktmoatSophroiH*, hut 
the nextday wasnofooner arrived, but he was taken with his unquiecnefl again ; 
Which iMKKhkn goi in nit haft to Doriaot houfe, though he could not hope tofee 
K)jw/<wfocttriy/but he was happier than he thought he (hould have been, fork 
fell put (hat in his fiffatrs lodging , m fuen tithe as he was ad vert bed that 

Hot*h» asked forhfahe And where* he was not ignorant of the paffion he was in 
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for Hjfolita , he Would ncedes have him come into her chamber, howfoever (he 
withftood it , to the end be might oblige him to a likecourtcfie, when there 
fhould be occafionfor it. Hnalita received Herat it fomewbat coldly; bat yet with 
civility , being unwilling ner brother fhould fee their petty diforders. Herattt 
thought that he had never feen herfo beautifully as (he appeared to him mt negledt- 
foil habit) which foe had potjon^ with an intention not to have been leen of any. 
body all thhtday. Their firftdifcourfcwas of the laft evenings entertainment, but 
after that bad continued a while , Daria went into his lifters Cabinet, to write a 
letter to SofbrtnU ; for be was not yet folly fatisfred with the declaration he had, 
made her; and thoughbewas long about it, yet could he not draw up one that con* 
tented him, fo muen did he fear to offend Svfhronta. He thought that the incivi¬ 
lity which be ufed in leaving Horatio upon his going front him, would be in 
bead of a favor to him; fo that onely making him a complement about it, he left 
him the liberty to entertain his Miftrefs. He was no fodner alone with her» but he 
undertook to i uftifie himfeif, and gave her fo many reafons to make it appear to 
her that he did not love L»o»ii^ as ail her jealoufic could notforpifti her with one 
to oppofe hit: After that, he befought her to call to mind the care he had taken to 
pleafe her; the extreme affeftion which he had alwaies born her; and how many 
thnes foe had permitted him to interpret her refentments and choler to his advan¬ 
tage. Hj/pelita aard him wkh a great deal of attention, but for all that he could ■ 
not perfwadc her, for with a precipitous voyce foe fad unto him; Suppofe that your 
indeavounsaadfervices have been powerfoll enough to obtain myafie&ion, yet 
have they not been powerfoll enough to coofervc it; and thereof! could bring you 
a thoufand teftimonies; but whereas they are matters Wherein your excufes might 
g] ve me fatisfoft ion; and not defiring to deceive any from you , I will not fornifo 
you with meanes to doe it;but to convince you, I will onely fay one thing, which 
admits no reply, and which all your canning cannot deftroy. Have you not feen 
me, continued (he , receive the civilities of the youngeft of the Pregtftt, of the el- 
deft of the Adornes, and of fome others, without regandhrg'yoars 1 Have you not 
been in fome affctnblys where that laft hath alwaies taken me out to dance , wbilft 
1 have ftarcefo much as turned my look t©wands you i Have I omitted any occa- 
fion of teftifying onto him, when you paft with him before my window, or in all 
bther places where I might have you fort whneft, that his iove did not difpleafe 
me l No, Herat iv 3 I have omitted none, and the affeftion which I bote you, made 
me have recourfetothis artifice, hoping I-footdd know, by giving you fome caufe 
of jeaiou&e, the force of your paffion; but I have not feen, uiough you have feen all 
thefe things, chat you had any fenfe of them * and albeit I knew that by this unto* 
ward experience 1 foould be in danger oflobng yon, if you were fenfible, yet choft 
Imher to rcfolve upon ft, and to auiire my feif of your love, than to conferee you 
with a luke-wanu and indifferent affeftion. 1 have ever heard, that jealoufie is the 
daughter of lore, yet do I notrfay that love cannot be without jealowfte t Qacftion- 
left you will tell me, that by my own reafons 1 am anjui in complaining of you, 
fince it U poffible, that you may have love without having jealoufie. But alas ! this 
dMcourfe hath not fo much as an apparent ireafon, neither canlfttffermy felf to 
be perfwaded to that which f defire fopaffionasdy. And to (hew yon that 1 can¬ 
not force my mind to deceive my fel^hear a thing, which hath made me to 
think upon thfe matter. I have been perfwaded then , that love alone cannot pro* 
ducejealoufte; and how it is iweeflary thm jealoufie (honld have a mother which 
may contribute to her birth;ihis mother, if 1 be not deceived, lsoccafion; and as 
love without her cannot produce jealoufie, fo (he without love canot beget 
jealonfe. This reafonlng feemes fo powerfoll to me* as you cannot make any 
objeftion which it deftroyes not; for in fose^ you may well havelovewithout 
jealoufie, when as you have no occafionfor it; but 2 having given it you, and 
yun'not having taken it, is tdfay abfohitely, foat yon have had ho love. Ah I 
mrHrpdft* y smfwercd Roratte , how 1 doc re Joyce at thefe complaints of 
yours? for foe more reafons you have breoght to maintain your ophncp,the

more have you eftaMi&cd my felicity. You fay then,amiable HjpoIitaQcontinued 
Horatio ) that there can -toe ho love without jealoufie, and bccaufe I have 
not been jealous, 1 have had noTove; you (hall pardon me if you pleafe, if with¬ 
out lofihg the refpeft which I ow you, I date take the libertic to contradift you, 
in maintaining with reafon, that the perfe&eft and fincereft reafon is that which 
admits of no Jealoufie. It is a thing known of all reafonablc and dif-interefied 
perfonss that he who loves truly, loves only to love, and not to be beloved, or ro 
expeftany recompence ; for that thought is too baft and abjeft for (b noble a paft 
lion. Now if the love of beauty, which is that whereof wefpeak, fprings front 
an obi eft that is pleafing to the fight, it followes, that fo long as mis ob- 
jeft feeras amiable unto us , fo long will our love continue ; and whe¬ 
ther the perfon beloved anfwers our afFeftion ,' or anfwers it not, this love 
fhallbe (fill the fame love. But that I may make ufe of a comparison as well 
as you, a man fees a fair Lady, and love arifes in his heart, it it neccfsary 
for him to examine whether this Lady be ingaged to another in afFeftion 1 it is 
certainthatitis not; and it is every day feen that love doth fubjeft os to them, 
whoft love is ingaged otherwhere:(o that one may wel judg from thence,that a man 
ought to perfevere in his love, though fome cauie be given him of jealoufie, fincc 
when he was not beloved, and that ne was induced to love by tne only fight of 
beauty,he left not to be infinitely amorous. And if I may bepermittedto make 
ufe of Hiftory in this encounter, what fympathy, or What afFeftion could that 
young Athenian expcft,who became fo delperately in love with a beautifull Status 
and whofe paflionwas fo extreme, as the. like was never heard off It is veiy cer¬ 
tain, that he loved only to love, feeing the objeft of hUpaflion was abfolutely in¬ 
capable of any correfpondcnce. Nowthmif it be trtic, tnat a Lover isfatisfied In 
knowing that he loves, he is moftaflured that jealoufie is not of power enough to 
deftroy nis love, and that this jealoufie is rather an effeft of a defeftive, than of a 
perfeft love. And tofpeak freely qhto.you, tell me, I pray you , who can be fo 
hardy, after a worthy perfon hath had die goodnefs to receive our ftrvicesfavoura- 
bly, andtoteftifie fome afFeftion unto us, as to fufpeft (he fhould have the fame 
thoughts for another f Ah, fair Hyplita, the gallantry and civility which you 
haveufed tothceldeft of xht.Adotnes, could not oblige me to draw io bad aconft- 
.quenceagainftyou. And to comprehend all the reft oFrny rcafons inone alone, I 
am but to fay, thathe Whoby his diicoUefe gives fome marks of his Jealoufie to 
his Miftrefs, names her inconftant, faciUj andalmoft infamous: Judge now, •fair 
Hypolita , whether the(e be words agreeing with a Lady. In the mean time it is 
moft undoubted, that in what tcarms foever jealoufie is exprefled, it cannot be ex- 
prefiod but i n thi s manner: whereas (quite contrary, this confidence which we have 
in the perfon beloved, which makes usro approve of all her aftions, is die true 
mark of perfeft love, and indeed merits the moft acknowledgement, if I may be 
permitted to fay fo. l haye.notfufpe&ed you then, beautiful! HypoUta , of incon- 
(fancy, becaufe i have eftetmed you veiy much; and if I had had as good a place 
in your heart, as you have had in mine, you would queftionlefs have done me ju« 
ftice, in not. accufing me of infidelity, Hypolita was not forry to find Horatio s sea-, 
fens ftroiiger than hers,, but. whereas (he was high-minded,(he would not let him fed 
that fhe began to repent herjbut contrarily making (hew as if (be thought it ftrange 
her brother fhould leave her fo long entertaining Horatio, fhe called him, fi>r fear 
fhe fhould be conftrained to fay foipething that would be too obliging unto hiiu.> 
And whereas Doria could liotfatisfiehimftlf, he came out of his Sifters Cabinet^ 
and went down to wait on Horatio, whom fhe could not lee part, without behold 
ding him in fitch a fort, as he might eafily perceive, that he was in better term} 
with her than when he came thither ; for it is the cuftom of thofe that are eafily 
angry, to be as eafily pacified; to accufe, that one may juftifie himfelffand to com- 
plafn, that they may be fatisfied. In the mean time Doria had no fooncr left Hora¬ 
tio, but the Marquiscameto him for to fhow him a Letter, which he had written 
to fs£milia. Why, faid Doria unto him, do you think of her (HU ? I mull needs

The Marquis his Letter to /Emilia. 

A Pter the knowledge you have bad of mj humour, ybnwill doubt left finde it ftrange, 
X\ that the pafrion whichyon begot In my heart at Monaco, be couftrved there 
ftii in Genoua, and that an abfence of three days hath not defrroyed that which you e- 
frnblijkodtn a moment. 1 am for all that confrramtdtheresmto by a nttefruy, which t ne- 
vet triad before, and though my mind be not changed, yet ,am I forced tut to change you, 
Afakfufo QfasrJfanilitncf a good which fwtuuoprifeutsnouwith-,for not to abufe you, 
albeit you have the fairefrtyo tin the world, and that mt he thought / prtfeutlj am <*y 
jau art the mofrehamung perfin that I knOrv,my fuklittt it for all that rather an efeS of 
my mconftaucy, thou of your beauty ; for therfbeing never a w om an tu Genoua whom / 
hive not laved , / mu compelled to love yen frill, and to fear that Defriny will fere* me to 
histone, faithfull : Sur at leafr Icanajfnre you, that tfthit misfortum(houldarrive uutn 
me, thtrtis noni in the world that eouidrmdertt fofufport able unto we m feu-, and the , 
pajfion I am infer your beauty is ft fttong., that I wi(h /may not bo pm to fohard a tryaU, 
as not to be able to be abfent from you, for fear IJhouldbe confrrMined to quit Italie, (f 
a* leaftwife Genoua, rather than quit my inclination} 

I muft confcfs, faid Doria, that I never faw a Love-Letter of the ftile of this 
fame ; and how prefling foever it be for you to fend it away to Monaco, I am refol* 
ved not to let you have it again, till all our friends have feen it. The Marquis re* 
lifted it a while, but at length confented thereunto; and in regard the Aftembly 
p*et not very foon, the Marquis fent not away his Letter till juft the day before 
they thought the Princcfs would have died: Sc^hat when La Rothe was arrived ae 
Monaco, and entred into the Caftle, he was much amazed to fee tbeth all in tears. 
And whereas in this occafion the Officers had no care of any thing, he went even 
to the Princeflfes chamber without any impediment; where he faw fufrimano, he 
not feeing him, for grief fo abfolutelypouefled him, as he was incapable of all 
knowledge, but of that .of his own misfortune. He could not indure the fight of 
the Princcfj, neither could he alfc keep from her, fothat he was in a continuall a* 
ghation. In themean time the Phylicians deiiring to do their uttermoft .endea* 
vour, ftill carefully oblerve the eftate (he is in, they confult with their books, and 
if) fo defpeme a difcafe they refol veto have recourse unto extreme remedies; fo 
that abandoning ordinary Phyfick, one amongft then). Who was an mEcelkntEinpi* 
rick, made her take fowonderfall an efience, that after it had caufed her to deep 
eight hours, it re&fied the blood, diminiftted her Fever, reftored her ftrength, and 
pother quite out of danger. The indifferency (he had (hewed at the approaches 
of death, feemed the fame,when as the Phylicians affured her (hat (he fttould not die 
of thisfickocfs; and (he gave them greater thanks for their affe&ioit to her, than 
for their faring her life. Howbcitthcy were not without thanks for this refiirrc* 
&ion; for Jufriniano received fo great a facisfa&ion from it, as he could not give 
them thanks enough of his acknowledgement. His joy neverthclefs was mingled 
with a great deal of bittemefj, and bis fold was not in an eftate of tailing a quiet 

f kafurc. - This while La Roche, whom the Marquis had fent, hearing that the 
rinccfs was outpf danqcr, went to Jufriniam's lodging, for to render him the cid 
vilitiesof his friends, and to afliire him that dieyknew nothing of his affliftiou.' 
fufrimano received him with morecoldnefs, than his friend(hip to them itemed to 

C rmit; but the difpleafure wherein he was, difpenced with himf from being rego* 
his complements; he willed la Roche for alltbet turender his bacHunto all 
them from whom he had received any, and to pray them not to think it finance if 
be returned hoc to Genoua before the Princcfs were fully recovered.- That aomp

with a great deal of joy. For the Princeffcs amendment had put her mind into fb 
favourable apofturefor him, as flie told U Roche that flic would return an anfwer 
thereunto , albeit die Princcfs was not yet in cafe to have her permiffiott 
demanded for it, and without further delay (he caufed Paper to be brought 
her by a Maid that ferved her , and anfwejred the Marquis in diefe 
tearms.

I T would he toe much vanity in mo to pretend unto the obtaining of that from you, 
which fo great n number of fair perjons could not oblige you to render unto them.

-And whereas there wot never place fo hard to be 
kgpty at your hearty I purpofe, in order to that you have written me t to bring new flames 
unto ity rather than to refolve to loft you altogether : There will befhortly at Genoua a 
fair $infwoman of minty whom I conjure you to love, when at you fhall no longer judge me 
worthy, of that honor, to the end that in lofingyonr love , I mar at leaftwife comfort my 
ftlfwith yourfighty with your convocation, and with your friendship.

This Letter being fealed, flie gave to la Roche,vtho prefently departed for to re- 
tuin unto Genouay without (peaking to the Princcfs; for ever fince (he was out 
of danger, the Phyficians had abfbfutely forbidden any one from talking to her, 
no not to much as Juftiniano, who £tw himfelf very foon kept from it by a (banger 
reafon. For whether he had been too long without eating or deeping, or that 
grief alone had been the caufe of his indifpolition, he found himfelf within a 
(hort time, in a fleknefs as defperate as that of the Princefs, who not feeing him a> 
bout her, was very inquifitive to know where he was. The Phyficians ana <jd£mi- 
li.Oy who feared fhe would afflift her felf too much if fhe knew the truth, told her, 
that Jufttniano having feen her quite out of danger,and being.preft by animpor- 
tant affair which had befallen him at Gehonoy was gone thither with an intent to 
have returned back again before fhe fhould have taken notice of his departure. 
But when they faw Juftmiano's ficknefs grow dangerous , and that the Princefs 
was as much troubled with hearing no news of him,, as fhe could have been if 
(he had known the condition wherein he was, they conceived it was fit, fearing 
the fad event of Juftiuiano's malady, to acquaint her with that which they had con* 
cjealcd from her. »/£milia was fhe that chaiged her felf with this heavy Commif. 
fion, fhe carried the matter fo dextroufly, as fhe ingaged die Princefs to fpeak of 
Jnfttnianoy and to mam 11 at his unexpe&ed abfence, and fo unthought-of a filence. 
It would not be hard for me, anfwered tAZmilia, with a fad countenance, to take 
you out of this unquietnefs, if I did not fear to give you another greater than 
that. Whereupon the Princefs, leaning with her right arm on the pillow, and 
With her heft hand alfo drawing the curtain, fixed ner, look on tAEmilia , and 
after fhe had been a pretty w[hile without fpeaking, as it were to divine, 
of that which fhe fhould be acquainted with, fhe (aid unto her in fuch a 
fafhion, as fhewed that fhe would bee obeyed % difguife not the truth unto 
me, let me know my miferie as great as it is , and tell me whether 
Jetftiniono be dead or unfaithfull; for provided he be neither the one nor the 
odier, I fhall receive all other misfortunes with a great deal of indifferencle.

ting you with his, hfith kept us from telling it to you; but finding it to continue 
longer than we thought it would^l held it my duty to advertife you of it. Youar e 
acruellcreature, rcplyed the Princefs, to conceal a thing from me, which con' 
cemes my life. And -what will 'juflini/ttn iky of the little care 1 had of him 1 1t is by 
his order, anfweeed <v£mi7/«,. that we have caried the bufineis in this fort. If you 
will have me pardon you this fault, faid the Princefs, fo order the matter, that 
JuftiniAm may not be (urprifcd when he (hall fee me. i&miliA did what (he could 
then to keep her from getting out of her bed, but neither her intreaties, nor the 
coudfell of the Phyficians, could alter her refolution. She calls her women, gets on 
a night-gown, and caufing her felf to be held up by the armes, (he goes to jmfiim- 
ttots lodging, whom (he found fo changed, as he could hardly be known. Afloon as 
he faw her enter he indeavoured to falute her, but being unable to lift up his head, 
he was conftrained to be contented onely with turning his eys towards her,aadfay¬ 
ing to.her with a feeble andjlanguifting voice/which could not be heard by any but 
her felf, for her women were a pretty way diftant from them; At length , Madam, 
fortune (hall not feparate us, and death is going to doe that, which I expefted from 
the cruelty of the former: Neverthelefs 1 (hall die contentedly, (ince I have ftill the 
plcafure to fee you, provided you will promife to live for the love of me, and that 
my memory (hallbe dear unto you; For I find this advantage in death,that it keeps 
me from being unfaithful! to youjlt finiflies the cpmbac of love-& honorwhlch could 
not be vanquifhed in my foul; it makes me fatisfie them bothiand to lay all, itfepa- 
rates us, but I do not forlake you;and I doe nothing in this occafion,but what I can-* 
notchufe butdc.The Princefs having her chrtkes all bedewed with tears,anfwcred 
him (ighing>I am not yet (o fit r from the grave,but that 1 may enter into it with you, 
if death (hould carry,you thither * but ifydu doelove me, you will ftrive to live- 
Think not of conferv ing your felf^ince you haye/io will to it,but of confcrving me, 
-and believe not that you can die without me. I shave let you fee what grief 
can do upon me; ana I Ihculd have no need, either of poifon,or poignard,to 
quit nie of this life, for the lo(s of you alone would (Uffice for it. Think not for 
all this, that I fpeak to you thus out ofthe fettr to die, it is an apprehenfion which 
as not my foul, and I doe not find death dreadfull but in the perfon beloved ; let me 
not make tryall then offo (harp a grief- live, if it be poflible, and contribute at 
Icaft what you can unto it. 1 will indeed obey you, replyed juftinitm) but take 
heed you do not thereby deprive me of a,remedy which I (hall not eafilymeec 
With again. As he would have proceeded, one came and advertifed the Princefs, 
that Doris having underftood of his Friends fiknd),.was art ved at the Cattle, and 
defined to fee him. The Phyficians then apprached to Jufttnianoes bed fide, and told 
the Princeis, that if (he loved his: life , (he was to let him reft in quiet, and fuffer 
few to fee him. JmfiixiAXo intreated them to let him imbrace Doris , who prdcntly 
was brought in, This interview moved all them to pitty that faw it; for J»ftini- 
Am appeared fo conftant, Doris fo afflifted, and the PriOccfs fo forlorn, as it was 


impoifible to forbear (hedding of teares at fo lamentable a fpeftacle. The chiefeft 
of the Phyficians coming to JxftmMxt) and feeling his pulle, found that his feaver 
was increatt, and judged by the unequall beating thereof, that the agitation of 
his fpirit had redoubled that of his blood and humors; fo that approchingonce 
more to the Princefs, he told herthat Juftimono was not tobefuccourcd with tears, 
and that (he mutt absolutely be refolved to leave him to their conduft , and not to 
feehim again till he was in a better eftate. Since my fight is fo deadly to him-, rc¬ 
plyed the Princefs,' I mutt obey you, but I believe it will not be for any long time* 
This fa jd, (he went out of JxfiixiAxoes chamber, after (he had charged him again 
not to refift any remedy, and to remehtbrr that (he would have him live. Doris and 
%£r»iliA helped to lead her to her chamber; but that which Was wonderfull in this 
incounter, was, that the Princefs, who had not been out ofher bed fince(he thought 
(he (hould have dyed, felt her felflefs weak than before « and the defire (he had to 
be able to aflift juftiniAxo in perfon 1 , whether, the Phyficians would or no, was fo 
power full in her, as in fourdaies (he found her felf in an efface ftrong enough to 
pc almoft continually with JhJHmaho , for the fpace of two monthes and am half , 
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that the violence ofhis ficknefs lifted. Daring which time , the Count) Dm*t and 
the Marquis, made many voyages to Momwoy and whereas Jufim#* was very con¬ 
siderable at Gcmtuty there was not a perfon of quality which took not great care to 
be informed of his health. All the aflemblies > which were made at Ltmtratt, were 
melancholy too* and their conversations, which were wont to be foil of nothing 
but love and gallantery, were wholly now of the inconftancie of things) ofthene^ 
ccffity ofdying, and of the little laftingnefs of the moft aflurod pfeafares. They 
could notmervail enough , that after fo long an abfcnoe; after the escaping from Co 
many misfortunes) after the drying up of fo many teare$) and when it feemed due 
nothing Couldoppofe JitJUmatrets ana tfubtJUtt content, they (houldfindthem- 
ftlves more unhappy than before: they knew not for all that how far their onhappi- 
nefs extended, for their fccret misfortunes were without doubt the gieatcftand 
moft fenfible. And when as Juftimrmots ficknefs was no longer dangerous, and that 
he had recovered hisjftrength, then it was that he was the moft affli&ed. For com¬ 
ing to conlkkr the little time he had remaining to make good his word which he 
had given Solmarr, and that he was to quit IfAtlU, his grief became fo great, aa 
had not his foul been already long accuftomed to melancholy, he could not with¬ 
out dying have fupported fo grievous an apprehenfion. But a little while after he 
had begun to goe out of his chamber,for to repair to that of the Princcfs, being ftilf 
very feeble and languUhing, he laid onto, her withagveat deal of pain; Now, Ma¬ 
dam, is the time wherein yon are todifpofe of me,and to let me know, whether 
1 am to be wanting, either to my lotc, or to my honor;live with infamy, ordfe 
with glory; fotlsfc 5olm mw, or oblige him by the breaking of my word to ruine 
not ondy all the Chriftians that are in his Empire, not onely all Ettrope , but yod 
top, who is more dear to median all the world befide. I think. Madam, I have al¬ 
ready told your exccllencie, what 1 ought to doe in fuch a grievous cafe , ad~ 
vife then what you will have me to does But 1 bcfeechyou, make me no more 
fuch propolkions, as an excefs of generofitic would render unjoft; hearken to 
nothing but reafon in this incounter; do not follow that which your affe&ion 
hnfpirCs you with; and remember how 1 ought not to do any thing that is unwor¬ 
thy of the honor which I have to bebeloved of you. lhave told you already, re- 
plyed the Princcfs, what power I have over my felf in this occafion and my pro¬ 
portion fetmes fo juft unto me, as lean find nothing that can deftroy it; For in 
fine, you will fctisfie Soltm #*, and you will fatisfie me alfo; I will doe nothing a- 
gainft my honor, and i will fatisfic that which I ow to our affe&ion: Refolvc met 
to maty me and to part away, .and never hope that I will change my defign.

ing htih. j.f'found that he 1 had reafon for it, and Herved him inhisdeftgri; Yetwa* 
it not till‘I Had firft offered to accompany him, w;tti all-thetiftiniortics ofafjfe&ion 
I could rehder him; and I had added force to intrtaffy>'hid he not ftffured me that 
hc lhoold'hof accomplUh hJs vow,if he went not aipriie iirid unknPWn. But is it 
poflible that He is gonei faid the Princefs ? difgurfe dofthe troth' uiico me, is he- not 
concealed in fome phicejtotake ordeffpr hit affair*?No, Madam; anfwered Do* 
m, for he. hath given me 'the'charge of them. If thatbefo, faidthe Princefs, Who 
Would fain have been atliberty to Ihed tearrt , I hdldiefit thatyoft ftould goe and 
publilh it Gtnotta the ertte caufc of his abfenfe, for/fifaf left, fo uneXpe&ed a depar¬ 
ture ftioiifcl Caufe bruited to run about;.either to fyis difadvaintage, Pr mine. -But he* 
ford you go,- tell rite I pray you, whether jHjtiHiatortirgfeiffii&eti'itidixd to qultmel 
whether, lie laid any thing to you to tell me 1 and; "What were his 'laft'Words ? They 
Were all fot you, replied 'Daria-, for after He had inibrkcfcd' me, all that he couidob- 
tain afhrsgricf was nb other than force enotigh toihjoyn me to#e care of yon $ 
io that-Madim, you may difpofe of me as you pleafe; and believe that never any 
eldignmcnt'begot fo great an affli&ion, as that which 1 faw in JufitHidna: And knew 
1 not that lielovcs you ttlorc ardently,than ever perfon did love, f fheuld hardly he* 
lieve that abfence aloherould caufc fo great a difpltafore in his ibut The Princefs 
felt her felf then io prjeffed With grief ^ as itwas‘impofltble for her to retain her 
t cares; and feeing that ftitj could not hide them from poriafiie faid onto him wiping 
her eyes; Ydu may not'think it ftrange, that l am -hot more conftanttHan Jnfiimanay 
fince I-alli ks unhappy as he; and that I -yeeld not to him in affeftion.This wcaknefs 
juftifies his; faid Dona,iod I profefs he were unworthy of the honor which you do 
him, ifheejid not refenti as he doth ,, 1 an abfence thit fepa rates him from the oneJy 
perfon which can make him happy.Thfc princefs and Detia had foriifc more fitebf like 
difeouriejsj but a.t laft'ttie prayea’him once again to' return with allseed io'GtMtmq 
and for that efteft fhe commanded af Veil'd! fhould be, made ready to part away f*e- 
fently-aftCr dinner. The thing was t xeduted accordingly. Pern departed from ner, 
and By'hc'rdireftion carried back with him a part of Jafitnianai train, the Princcfs 
retaining the other irt hrr.ferviee till the return of their Matter. The next day D+* 
ria arrived-at Gen»ua x wherc he deHvefed the departure of Jufitmana to all.his ac¬ 
quaintances’ Every one received this newes with mervail,buc ahiongft others > the 
Count, jftfkonfoy the Marquis, and all the reft of his Friends, were not contented 
With m«frVeiing, they were extremely aftiifted at it; And being all met together at 
Letfhora’syihey talked a long time of this adventure; how though they doubted not 
but that it Was in the manner as Deria recounted it-; yet-was not their reafon for all 
that fatrsfled. They found fomthirig that was ftrange in this, voyage; and condem- 
rted-DVr/i* forfuffering hihi to go. Leonard and Sathrwfti were not of that opinion, 
and maintained that he had done-Well ,, in not nindring him from accomplithing 
that Wbiitfh'he had promifed. For my part, faid die Marquis, I do not condemn Da- 
riiyfor it\niay be if I had been in his pi ice, Iftioald nave done the,fame thing; but if 
PhadbWrt InJnfiJuianoes, when as the Princefs wis ficky 1 am very fore that I fhould 
riot IWvf fought for remedies fo far of; and I Woiild have choferi a pilgrimage, 
whereftte might have eafily followed me, to the eftd Tmight ript have bceri fepara- 
ted from her, after fo long an abfence.'.But whilftbis friends lanterned him> ihaiffe- 
renc pwfoni talked of it according totKeir humors; and as truth alters m going far. 
from i ihtm Which fpeak ir, fo there Werethofe that,a(firtned, how IfabelU had made 
*vbW during her ficknefs never tomarry; arid that Jufitmuna out ofdrtpair bad 
bein foprecipitace. Others would have this vow; Which Juftinutno was gone to ac- 
domplilhj'to be made during his captmty. J Some again faid, that the ghoft of the 
Princefs Mother had appeared unto her, and had forbidden her to ma ty him,fo that 
being- earigedat fuch a tefolution He was gon td the Warres. To conclude,they faid 
all things exceptdie truth, which was riot known t6 : any but the Princefs and Jufii* 
*<*»«,‘W.io without* regarding what was faidbf him, bad hi simaginationfrllett 
with nothing, but his misforcunes, and the incomparable JfatelU. 
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lHat we may noc aggravate the grief of _/»/?#»***», fince itisnotAelaft 
1 that be isco endure, let us land hiin at ybrice 9 withoutdefcrtbing his 
unquietnefsyhis for rows, olid hie tTaofports. As fcbn as he was arrived 
Acrcy hehadno other dcfign but of thinking of his departure from 
AcncctAbd whereas there was a great commerce from Vtnic* to all the 
Hands of the Archipelago, & to Conflmtimplt it fel£ it Was not long before he face 
with a (hip that was ready to fee Taylfor Ac Ifle ofCb«>,fe that it Was not hard for 
him to get paflage in her upon pretext of feme important affairs, which he (aid 
he had with certain Jevtifk Merchants of iVm. He imbanpaed himfelf then with*- 
out being known, and too proljperous ill his Navigation* b$r Leaf on of his eloign* 
toentfrom Ifuitllt, he arrived at this Hand t where he was not long before he 
(bond a Veflell that wa* bound for and (hipping himfelf in her, he left the 

He of Affttlm on the right hand, and on the left that of Lerxmt, now called St*li+ 
fern*. From Aetice he entred into Ae Streight of Ga&yoii, where Hand Ac two 
~C aides of Sejhs and jibfdm 3 whiA the Tmbs name Ae DardgmUi , and fo came to 
Ac PrvfMtv , called A t* nm r4 > where he entred into the Btfpforui of Thruce^ and 
arrived at Perd t , where he Would not go on land till it was night, becatife of An 
habit which he wore. As fooo then as he came AiAfcr, he went to the Chrtftialt 
Religious men Aat lived therc^who were infinitely glad to fee him again > foe htt 
was a toighty fupport Unto them. After Aeir fira complements , they told him 
that his abfence had Occafioned feme mifehitfs in AeOMssneli Family* hut Aough 
he prefifed them tbiafh to exprefeAcmfdves more clearly* Aey would hot do it£ 
knowing fell Well Ae extreme afftftion whiA Jitfhxiakt had always borh to Jfafi 
tMfiut, and Ac generous Gumger. And Acn again Jmfimmd had his mind fe filled 
wiA his own misfortunes, as he infilled hoc much upon thofc of others. Front 
Ae oce he fent fecretly to an Italtjat Slave, whom he Wad kft at home , to bring 
hint a Tmrkijh H Ait..: Which wasdone accordingly, and Acnext diy in Ae even* 
]ng he entred into Co^fiaminepit, but fo altered from Aat whkh he Wiswoht to be, 
•sWe was hardly to be known. As foon as he wit at hit Palace, and that he had 
received the complements of all his Officers, of Whom he ws& exceedingly beloved* 
he went to the Serariio, although it was (tot the cudom to enter there at (iiA 
like hours: but Jaftiuian*^ whom henceforward we call TlhrtohMl > rtmembred hie 
old privileges Hill TheCUfigw, which kept the gate, repulfed him femewhaa 
rudeiv, but as foon as they hoara his voice, they craved pardon of him, and a C*y»- 
gikajfi went and advmifed Ae grand Signior of iWahims arrlvall. He was at 
Aat time in fopdofound a melancholy, as lefsthan a name that wasfodearanto 
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him, could not have made him anfwer him that 'fppketo him ; Bmthc nanwof the 
BafTa was not fo (oon come to his ear , as apprpching to thisblefledMe enger, 
which brought him fo pleafing a newes, he demanded of him, if it were true 
Jhat he was g returned, why hedid not come inas he was wont to doe, with, 
out advertifine him of h> This demand was a commandment to C<- 
piribaft , who 8 prefently caufed Ibrahim to enter. Moon as he appeared, Soltman 
2£S every one to withdraw,fo that feeinghimfetf atliberty, he ^braced him 
wkh fo much tendemefs, that though his mind was whoUy taken up wiAlovc and 
his miferies, yet foundhe himfelflenfible offo great an amity. Is it po4Ale, Cud 
unto him, that I Aould receive this confutation in my misfortune > but 
bta”’, continued he, to doubt tiut thou couldft notbcgenetoute- 
noughtocome back agairi > This doubt would queftiohlefs be aninmnc, replyed 
j£r$m, had it not proceeded from the impatience of my rcturp, rather than from 
adiftruft of the promife I had made to thy Highntffs. It is not without reafon, faid 
SolZan interrupting him*, that thou thinkeft I havedefiredl it,for afloonas thou 
hadft abandoned me, vidory, fortune, and vertueabandoned me to. I became at 
once, both the moftinfortunate, andthc moftfaujty of all mem and by the malice 
of another 1 loft all that thy friendflup hadacquiredmc. Iam no more the Soltman, 
whom thou thoughteft worthy of thy cfteeni, and to let thee know the deplorable 
eftate wherein thou findeft roe,Ihave no more to fay to thce^ut that thou fhalt never 
underftand from my mouth the miffiapsthat haye befkllen me, ortofay better, Ac 
crimes which I have committed. Howeverl will impart unwthee, that all that 
Shfch my armes had conquered in Perfia, by Ay valor andconduft, is revolted; 
that ASM* and Mefofotamia are no longer under my power; that a^wjhavmg 
been wounded, his Troops have been defeated; that.my whole army ha A grou¬ 
ted; that Tanris is loft; and that there is no more left me of all Ay conquefts, thaa 
the bare remembrance of Ay v iftones. But, ah, how happy Aould I be, if I had 
alfo loft the moity of mine Empire, aiid hadnotmademyfclfunworAy ofreign- 
ing over the other 1 Sol,man ftayed he re to fetA a great figh; and when as lbrabm 
would have anfwered him, he would not fuffer it, but conjured him not to fpeak 
at all to him, fave onely to promife Aat he would never hate him , whatfoeverfae 
tinderftood of his violences. Ibrahim was fojucprifed to hear Salmon mt ak in Ais 
fort, as he fcarce knew what to anfwer him. For whereas he had not refleaed much 
on that which Ac Religious men oi Ter a had told him, imagining it had 
been fomc diffenfion', which the artifices of Roxtlana had fown in Ae Ot~ 
toman family , and none of his Officers having dared to acquaint him wuh 
that which had paft, he could not conceive how Soliman Aould be fo faulty. 
He anfwered him then ; Aat he would give his own eyes thrlye, even when they 
fhould report unto him Aat he had committed a crime; that he was too well aflu- 
red of his juftice and vertue to doubt of it; Aat great Princes might fometimes 
appear culpable to Ac eyes of Aeirfubiefts, and vetbe innocent m Aeir own 
foules; and Aat in fine, he gave him Ae fame word,which he hadfo cxaftly Obfer- 
ved that he would alwaies have Ae fame Aoughts for him, as he had formerly had. 
Hebefoughthim withall not to conceal his misfortunes from him; but Soliman 
ha If comforted with the promife he madehim, defired him nottoprefshim to 
it, and farther obliged him by oath, not to fpeak of his crimes when he Aould 
come to know them; and Aould onely believe Aat Roxtlana was Ae caufe of all 
his difafters. Ibrsbi* , feeing how fenfibly Soliman was touched, and perceiving 
wcllbyhisteares that Ais Aould be fame lamentable adventure, durft nptfpeakto 
him more of it; and though he had refolvcd to caft himfelf at his feet, when firft 
he came before him , to demand hislibertie of him, hoping he had then beers 
in fomc fore accuftomed to his abfenfe ; yet held he not that a feafonablc time, 
and Aat he was to wait for anoAcr occafion. This thought redoubled his grics 
yet more, fo as that joyned to Ac melancholy which his difpleafures and mife- 
rres had pai nted in his face, made Salmon obferyc a Awart his tcarcs , Aat he was 
fr -rt mely Aangcd. I will notask of Ace, faid heunto hiln, whether Ay TS

hath been profperotis or no 5 for I fee fo many markes offadnefs, both In thy co¬ 
lour and countenance, that feeling not my foul ftrong enough,tofupportmine 
own misfortunes, I do not dcfirc to know thine, which wojuld be no lels fenfiblc to 
me,than if they were arrived to my felf; for in fine,I love thee ftHl the mor t. Ibrahim 
returned no other anfwer to this difcourfe, but a low obeifaiice j and a deep figh , 
they continued vet a while info fad a converfation; but at length Solomon feeing 
it was late, and believing that Ibrahim flood in need of reft, he difmiffed him, after 
he had told him with a calmer countenance, that as in going from him he had car¬ 
ried away all his good fortune and vertue, fo he hoped that his return would 
bringhim back fo pretious a treafure again • and that from thenceforward his 
innocence fhould not be capable of being corrupted by anothers crimes. Ibrahim 
being returned to his Palace, found a Have of Mama's there, who undeiftanding by 
the bruit which was fpread abroad amongft all the Qrandes of the Port that he was 
come, presented himfelf unto him, and delivered him. a letter from his Mafter, who 
had fent him to Cohftantiniple, with order to attend Ibrahims return there , and to 
bcfeech him to fave his live in faving Felix ana's. For this Gave, who had followed 
the fortune of his Mafter when as he changed party, had alwaies had a great (hare 
in his confidence* principally in that which concerned Felixana. This name of Fe~ 
lixana furprifed Ibrahim , for he well remembred that this was the maid which had 
fuffered fhipwrack with the Prirtcefs of PitpO) at fuch time as Ruftan had forcibly 
caryed her awayj fo that believing her dead,he could not comprehend which way 
fhe fhould be favctLHc entred then into hisc hamber,and caufing this (lave to follow 
hira,he opened Mama's letter, and (aw diat it was thusjfor during the war of Perfia y 
he had learned that language perfeftly enough, both to underftand, and fpeak it.

W 'Ujsn as the injnftice and tyranny of Tachmas had forced me to feek.eut a 
fitnftuary, tt jheltermy head in from a ftorm , which love and jealoufie had raifed 
up in his foal) after I had caft mine eye on all the Princes of the Levant , I fixed it on 
the Emperor whom we ferve. Bat if I may be permitted to open my heart unto you, there - 
pntation of Ibrahim alone made me defire to be Solimans, and if yon remember it , it was 
onto pan that I addrejfed my felf, it wash ion that I received his word it was you that 
prefont od me unto himj and it is fromyou klfo that lafecondttme expefi the life which 
yon faved in that oecafion. But whereas the hi fiery ofmy misfortunes is too long to 
be written unto you , know in few wordo y that in protettiug the Princefs Axiamira , 
whom Soliman retaines in prtfon y yon may both perform an attion worthy of your felf y and 
render me the moft obliged of all men. Her high birth , her extreme vertue y smd her mis - 
fortune) axe reafons ftrong enough to carry yen to ferve her. But after you have fat is fed 
this fuffltcation^you art further to knew y that tn the perfon of F elixana, who partakes in 
the imjeries of Axiamira, you may render me either happy , or Unhappy , andabfolsuely dif- 
pofe efmy life ., So do then that myfanllnary may not be unlucky tome y and that the fantU 
place which I have chofenfor my fecurity y may not be the place of my punifhment. If you 
will take the paints to fee Felixana, (he will let yon under fraud what our misfortunes have 
been y and I doubt n»t y knowing yourgenorofttf y but her teares will tenchyon mere thou mj 
wordet, and that her vertue will induce yonrt to fuccerut.

The reading of this Letter touched Ibrahim very effcftually j and abfblutely car* 

ried him to ferve Mama , whom he had alwaies loved exceedingly; and then his 

own particular mishaps taught him but too well how to cafe thofe of others. He 

willed the Slave, who had delivered him this letter, to be wi th him the next mor* 

ninr, that.he might be a witnefs of the care whichhe would have to (atisfie Uloma. 

After that be retired into his Cabinet, whither having fent for the chiefcft of his 
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Part a. 


Officers, he enquired of the general! report of affairs; but whereas they bcltntd 
that the grand Sigutor had told him all, and that he himfelf was not ignorant of 
that which every one knew, he fpake very confafedlyto him ofthefe things. How* 
beit Ibrahim picked that out of his difeourfe which was fo lamentable in thofe 
adventures, and Which the grand Signior would not tell him.. And truly it was 
aim oft an advantage to him, to.be fo affii&td with his own misfortune^ drat he 
was thereby made the lets fcnfibl* of thofe of others, when they Were paftrrme* 
dy. For whereas he had alwayes prote fted the perfons whom this misfortune con* 
certted, he had refented it more if it had fallen out at another time. But it is the 
cuflom of themiferable to have onepriraeapprehenfion^ which in fome fort com* 
forts them, to fee that they are not tne alone unhappy in the World: Never the- 
kfs Ibrahim received this news with tears; and this man continuity to recount 
unto him all that he knew, told him that there was a Princefs prjforter in the 
Caftle of the feven Towers (which is a place wherein none art ever put but perfons 
of quality) who was by report very much i!&\dte&.Ibrahim doubted not butchat it 
Was Axiamira, though henadbeleevedlter to bedekd; and having named her 
unto him, he confirmed him in that opinion. The grand Vifier, feeing he could 
learn no more, got him to bed with fo much affli&ion, as he could notfleep aU 
that night. Asfoonasitwas day his Palace was foil of vifitants; the BarUr* 
bet of Romania , that of Amajia i, the BaftangibaJJi , and all fuch as were of any 
rank in this Empire, prefented themfelves at Ibrahims rifing. After the firft com¬ 
plements, fome of them fpake indeed of the diforders of ferfia, but none durft 
lay any thing to hint of that which concerned the Imperiall Hown, or that which 
direftly regarded Solimaa, as well for the refpeft which they bare him, as for 
the fear they were in , left being unable todifeourfe of it without tears, the Em* 
peror fhould know of it, and take it ill that they fhould entertain Ibrahim 
with a matter, whereof be defired the memory might be extinguifhed : 
Neither durft Ibrahim fpeak to them of it, having perceived well enough, 
by the confnfed relations which had been made him , that Salmon was 
not abfolntely innocent of the misfortunes, which had hapned unto tjm- 
This converfation then was fpent with conftraint enough; and the hour of die 
grand Siguiors rifing being come, the grand Vifior went to the Seraglio, accent* 
panyed with 'that multitude which ufually ftrire all they canto render-them¬ 
selves agreeable to him, who was fo to their Soveraign. The grand Vifier made 
haft tome Seraglio, to the end he might have the more time to go the fame day 
to the Caftle of the (even Towers, for to foe the Princefs Axianrira, who knew 
not that (he fhould fee her Protestor fo foon : For at the veryfamcinftant, when 
as Ibrahim was thinking of her liberty, fhe was entertaining her felf wiufj&* 
lima, the Governors Wife of that Caftle, whole inclinations ww t vmaoua e* 
nough. She was well ftricken Inyears, fo that being fufficiently informedof aU 
that had paftat the Port for a long time before, file could eafilyiktisfie the que* 
ftions which the Princefs asked of her; who daily refenting the effects of Amw* 
lames wickednefs, could not forbear complaining of her. Tire very fome day, 
Haltma going pretty early to bid Axiamira good morrow ( for fhe loved her very 
much ) (he found her fomewhat fadder than ordinary. Shall I.never fee you, 
faid fhe unto her, in a quieter mind I and (hall not time work chae In your foul, 
which it doth in all the World befide? Ah! Mother (for fo (he Called her) an* 
fwered Axiamira, time vouchfafes not to work that cfledt in me, which all the 
affiifted find by it; for could the misfortunes which have lighted upon me be de¬ 
faced outof my memory (which will never be) others do daily arrive unto me, 
and every moment of my life fomHhes me with a frefh fubjeft of forrow; for 
Indeed there is no juftice in ir, that I fhould furtive fo many generous perfons , 
and even mine own hopes. Is there any new mHhap befallen you, replycd 
Hs.htna-, for the extraordinary langor which I perceive in your countenance, 
makes me. Madam, thus to demand the caufeof it ? It is this, anfwered Axia* 
mira 9 that as if 1 had not efftAuall miferies enough to profceucMne, my very 
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fr&ms do joyft;vrith them in ,ic 5 for during this laft night j[ faw a; dreadful! 
wornfi), who^Blcookfor Rexel***) thatcxpofed me tqtbe fury of foqr.Tygers,' 
yrhic& JHirfutt} n^c all die night |ong} . at l<aftwifc, me; thoqghtfo. Jfo w though 
lam pot fo if^ipoJous.as to.ftwdnpon fuch like things, yet I confefs cq ~ou 
that this unpl«6ng illufionhath fo lively imprinted Rexet***es true .cruelties in. 
tuy mlM » a* ii;cannot be perfwaded but that the phantaftu , which .i favyin- 
,my dream, refombf«ber. Doubdcfs < it hath iquch deceived you, fayd Halim *; 
for if her foul, yaece as beautifull as her body, , flic would be one of theperfefteft. 
y/om«H ou the earth* Yoohavefo often promifed, replycd Axi*mir*, to recount 
qntO me by wb&! artifices (he could conic to (hare the Empire with Selim**, and ' 
ieducefo great -4 Prince as he is > that in thcaogdifh wherein I ap at this prefent,. 
if you do not keep your word with me, nothing can charm my grief : Forwhere- 
as I doubt not hot: you will acquaint me with fume of her wickednefics, which 
' as yeti have not heard of, it wouldbe fope comfort to me to underftand them, 
diat 1 may hatcher fo much the more, and that I may learn what land hath pro* 
duccd fo ftrange a Monfter. 1 will gladly fatisfic you, anfwered Halim*, and as 
1 havetold you heretofore, 1 know this Hiftory very well. ; For befide^theprin^ 
cipafl things,, whichno manis- ignorant of, I am privy to fomeparticularities, 
that a^e not known to all the World, and that by the. information of a Slave, 
who was JfaeeJ!***/ favourite during that time, but was afterwards turned out of 
the Seraglio by hp r hcrfclf, in a phantafticallhumour, which makes her that fhe, 
never, loves any one thing long, and hath ever fince lived with me. You fhall 
hear then that which you defire to know,andyvhjch I have learned from this Slave, 
and fome others who were well acquainted, therewith : But in regard you have 
time enough tofpare, I will intermix the Hiftory of her Father, which will not., 
he unufcfuU for the intclligence of hers. Axiamir* conferring to it caused Fe- 
lix***u> fit down by her, and H*lim* began to fpcak in thefe terms. 

■ ttye Hiftory of fbj&ict and Roxelana. 

T Hey which know the birth, breeding, and firft inclinations of Rexel***, can-^ . 

not marvail at the laft things which (he hath done $ but contrartly foey 
would have reafon to find it ftrange, iffhe had. not undertaken any thing to fit- 4 
tisfie her ambition^ which is theonely paflion that reigns in her foul, and for 
which flie fets all the reft on work; never making ufc of love, hatred, envy, and ^ 
jealoufic, but to fatisfie that. Now to fhew you that fhe hath drawn this inclina- 
tiofTtfom her Father, who brought her up, and confirmed her in the opinion , 
that greatnefs wasthefoveraign good of this life; and that to attain unto it, 
vertuc and honor, were to be defpjfed. You areto know, that intimes raft K»xe- 
Father was in reafbnable good favour with the Emperor tielim, Father to 
S*lm*/*\ and that after the death of Selim, Selim** alio nad a great cafe of bis 
fortune: And certainly he had rendred him one of die moft confiderablc of this 
Empire, had he had as much fidelity for his Matter, as he had addrefs for to. pleafe 
him, cunning to conferve himfelf and difCmuLation to conceal his vices from 4 
Prince who never,had any, and who was never carried to any violence, but by r 
of love. But withall it muft be acknowledged, that this palfion hath oftcri / 
perverted all his inclinations; or at leaftwife hath forced him to do things quite / 
contrary to the(enfc of his foul, when as it ispeaceable. But to come again 
to S*j*xet(fo was the Father of Rexel*** called) after he had by an hundred ar¬ 
tifices, which would be too long to recite, arrived at that height about Selim**, 
Which 1 have told you; and that there was not any charge wnereunto he might 
not have railed his hopes; It hapned for his ill fortune, that Selim** (eat him 
to carry his directions to Sc*t*rj , where the Begiterlei of rf*toh *, who was 
there at that time, committed to his conduit die faireft Slave that ever was Teen, 
for coprefemherinhis name to the Sultan, to the end that if he adjudged her

(hall ever difcover it. The Eunuch, and the Slaves, which fcrirc you, havet^ified 
their fidelity to me in other countries} and for thofe which are come With me 
bom NrtulUy they cannot fo much as fufpeft thaty ou are not the. Slave w horn they 
have accompanied. For you are not ignorant, that afloon as one it deftinedto, the 
grand Signior, (he is treated whhjabigh refpeft, ahd hath avcilcaftover her face, 
which (he never takes off but when (he is alone; fo that accordingto this order., 
they will not wonder to fee you eoe out in the (aroefort; and whereas I purpofe 
to nave you wear die fame habit which Ammtsb gave to that Slave, they will 
doubdefs take you forher. And for language, you need not but feem as though you 
did not underhand ours, and make ufe of your nasurall tongue, which is thefjatoc 
this Slaves is.lt was in this fidhion that Bajaztt made an end of confirming AlittU 
In the hope of her good fortune. And to fay truth, it muftbeackhowlcdgcdchat 
this defign was not ill imagined; for he was very furcthat AlictU was not known 
at all to the great men of the Port, fo that if it (hould happen that any one of them 
(hould be prefent with Stlmttsy whenhe (hould prefent her unto him, that would 
not difcover him: Neither was he ignorant, that thofc which give Slaves to the 

J grand Signior, never fee them again after they are Once entred into the Seraglio, 
o that if Amurntb (hould chance to return unto Ctn^ruaintfU within eight dries 
after, he could not find out the truth; ftnee the grand Signior thanking him 
for his fair Slavey would not deferibe her unto him. But hear the fuccefe of this ad¬ 
venture; The refolution which I have told you ofi being taken, Mtjsztt calks his 
old Eunuch} recommends fidelity and filencc unto him ; and after he had charged 
him never to fpeak of the change which he was going to fee, he bids himpeefent 
A lie tits richeft habit to the (air Slave, with all her jewells, thereby to oblige her 
to part with thit which (he had brought from Natolsa , giving her to underihnd 
byngnes, that Asj*&erwould pray her to wear that which ne then gave her the 
next day. The matter was executed as hedefired, the Eunuch perforates his com- 
miffion} and as foon as (he day begins to break, AlkoU attired herfelf with care 
inthc fiiir Slaves roab, forgot nothing ofwhat (be thought would be adrantagi- 
ous to her^utd covering her nice with a very thick vail,which reached down to her 
waft, (he faffred not herfelf to be fcen again, till (he came before the grand Sig¬ 
nior. In the mean time B*j4x*t 3 before he parted, goes to the fair Slaves chamber, 
labours to make her underhand, that he will foe her again Ihortly , and that in the 
mean fpace, (he may command all things there: He calls the Slaves which ferved 
AlictUy charges them to have the (ante care of the perfon whom he leaves in their 
hands, as they had had of her whom he carries away, and never to difcover that 
which they had feen. He adds promifos of recoin pence to his command, and threat- 
rings of puniftunent, if they were fo inconfiderace as to reveal the focret wherewith 
they were frufted. After this he caufoth AlicoU to mount into his chariot, where 
for the more refpeft he leaves her alone; and followes her on horfoback , accompa¬ 
nied by thofe which had made the voyage of Nattlus with him, who never perceived 
but that it was the Salve , for as I nave already declared, foeing her of the fame 
ftature, with die fame clothes, and her face being covered, they could obforve no 
difference. In this manner Bajazet arrives at Ctnfltm'moolty goes aire&ly to the JV- 
rdf/tt, and with a daringnefs which is incomprehenfiolr to me, gives the SuIuh to 
smderftand, that he was there waiting to prefent a Slave unto him from Awsrsttb, 
Btglmbti of NattlU, and to give him an account alfo of the voyage he had made by 
his order. Solk mw, who was then in an age, wherein fuch a like newes brought him 
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as much joy, as that dFaconqueft, caufed him to enter asfoobas hewas advertifed 
x thereof* B*j*x*t condu&s his Slave in, and after be had delivered the kttera 
which he had in charge, he pitftnts her to the grand Signior, takes off the veil that 
coven her face, and dexteroufly places her in an advasugious light. AltcaU for 
her part, does all that (he can to render her felf agreeable, and following her in¬ 
clination, the believed that an hardy and confidrntcoumenance would be more 
pining to Salman, than a model! foamc-faftneffc She beholds him then with bold* 
nefs, indcavours much to incounter his eyes; and whereas flit bad an haughty and 
proud look , ibe. feemed to be rather a yi&orious Amu4a, than an intortunate 
■Slave. But behold here, great Princefs, the daprkhionfnefs of fortune, who mock* 
ingac oar prudence, makes it oftentimes ferve.for our mine. At i rft, whereas Sa¬ 
lman bath alwaics been very civil!, efpecially with women, he beheld AlieaL s 
with an attention that gave her hope of the viaory: and whereas (he underflood all 
that althoughfhe made (hew that (he underftood not the language , 

(he was raviflied to hear Sohmun teftiie that he was much obliged to the Bgglkrltei 
of Uatalid, for having tend red him a prefent of chat importance. And when as 
this Prince gave over fpeaking, to conhder her the better, foe imagined that this 
filencc was already an effeft of love. So that glorious of this conqueft, and notable 
to retain all her joy in her heart, (he could not forbear looking on &*>w*r,aa it were 
to tall him that her vi&ory was allured. This hope proved for all that but ill 
grounded, for though AlicaU was fair, though foe was very young, gad that Soli- 
Mm* was fo too, this Prince, which could never bevanquifoed, either in war, or io . 
' love, but oncly by gcmlenefe, felt not hirnfelf fenfible of Aliealacs attra&s. He con* 
fiders her, demands out of wliat country foe came into the hands oiAttm-atb, com* 
mends her beauty, profeffctb that few defeds could be .found in it, but at length fo* 
conclufion, he tells JLej*s^r, that ftoqtnefs did never pleafe hini but in war* ana that 
■there was foircthiBg in bis heart which did fo mightily refit all the attra&s of 
this Slave, as he could not be moved with her. AtfcaU,. fbrprifed with this dip. 
courf^couldnotcboofebut ftrokc her hand over her eyes to allure her Countenance. 
Msjmtt on the other fide, who had never thought that Saimw could have, refilled a 
fair woman, and that feared nothing fo much as to fee his defignfail,' was foama* 
ttd, as hocould hardly fpeak. Howbcit he had afpirit, that left him not long in 
tmquietnrfs; fo that flriving with hirnfelf, after he had anfwerod to all,the 
oueftions which Salman had asked hiftvheaflured him that the journey bad mad* 
this Slave lofe fomething of her beauty, and that if it pleafed his Hignnefs to fee 
her again a few days after, it may be he would be better fatisfitd of her. Never a 
whit, replyed Salimm, who thinking that AlieaL a underflood not what he (aid,dif* 
guifed nous of his thoughts. Bor, continued miy 1 dare, without lofing 

the refpeft which 1 ow to thy Highnefs, demand of thde wbat 1 foall write to Amu* 
nub, to let him know what the defe&s of her are wbombe bad chofipn for thee? 
Thou (halt tell him, anfwercd Saimam bailing, that foe fooka .more like afouldier, 
foanswoman * that foe Wculdbs fitter to conduft-^MaMtu to the wars, than to 
live in a Seraglio* that I Ihoaldfearhcrvalcnr would equal! mine * that when 
I foould give ner marks of my love, foe would give mefomeof her courage* that 
1 hold her more capable to make prifoners< of war, fodn prifoncri of love » and that 
in conclufion, finding fomething redoubtable id her eys* foe hath po defied me 
with more flap than defiret : Heave you to imagine what angaifo foe ambitious 
Aticala was in, it wa6 fuch, as foisting allthSngfeflkparpotad twice -pr thrice to 
have fpoken; and had foe not been retained bf - foe tloopt) that her undoing 
would have been annexed to that of if (he difeovered tbu trick which 

they played SatimA*> it is certain that foe had »given fond marks of her relent* 
ment. And to make an end of enraging her, andAfj*a«ttfao, the grand Signior 
toldhim, that todoeanafo of jnfticeinthisincountMr* he would put him in 
poflfcfoon dSAlkaUy willing him to hold this prefent dear* for, continued he , hi 
vhiafort Itcftifie theefleem I make of Amtaatbi liberahtyjl recOmprtv^e foe care 
-which thou haft taken in condu&ing foiifajr Slave to me* and 1 itndcc hot as hapr 
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py as flie deferves tobe, fince I beftow her On a man whom I love very much* and 
that without doubt hath fome conformity of humour with her, if her phyfiogno* 
my do not deceive me. How much B*j*x*t wayafflided with this dHcourfc 
you may eafily conceive, but though this adventure grieved him extremely ,• yet 
was it nothing in companion of Aticolnes rjlee, who by the changing of her 
colour (hewed but too much, that (he had undemood what the grand Signior had 
fayd, if he had marked it. - B*j*x*t having perceived her unquictnefs, being dex¬ 
trous, caft himfelf at hisfeet to keep him from feting her, under pretence of rem 
dring him thanks, and testified a great deal of joy fora thing that troubled him 
exceedingly. But fearing that in the end Alicolaes grief would break forth,he with¬ 
drew as icon as pofjibly he could. Scarcely was he out of the Sultans chamber, 
but (he would have begun to cry out, and give fome marks of her choler. 
He fpeaks very gently to her, reprefentsto her, that (he would undo her fdf as 
well as him, if by her imprudence (he (hou!d give any notice of their impoftuie. 
She holds her peace, but not fo much to obey bint, nor to confcrve her fel£ as be* 
caufe (he was fo fiiffocated with choler and rage, that (he thought (he (houldhave 
burft with it. B*)***t re-mounts her into his Chariot, and without go ing to 
his houfe at ConflamiMtfle , he carries her back to the (amc plaice from whence 
(he came. And whereas he rightly judged that (he would not much care to con* 
ceal her felfupon the way, he would take no body with him but he that drov? 
the Chariot. As long as the journey lafted (he was conftrained to hold her 
peace, becaufe who. forefaw that (he would fay ftrange things unto him, 

rode thirty or forty paces behind her; but when (he was arrived at her chamber, 
and that B*\4x*t had followed her, with an intent topacifie her, what did (he 
not fay again# him ! againft the fair Slave ! and again# Selmtdn ! I might well 
think Q fayd (he beholding him with contempt 3 that a Prince unjuft enough to 
love thee, would be yet more not to love me; but I take heaven to witnefs , that I 
will ceafe to be Alic«la y ' or I will be revenged either on him, or ontbeetbat is 
fo dear tohkft. B*yu*t feeing her in this fury, did what he could to appeafe her; 
made as though he had an affe&ion (fill to her, and would have perfwaded her, 
feeing Heaven would not let her ambition be fatisfied, to live better with Him 
for the future, than formerly (he had done. But (he, that was not in an effete to 
be wrought upon, anfweredhim with fomuch pride and infolencc? as judging 
k notfafc for himto leave Herat liberty in his houfe, he quitted her in choler , 
and commanded his old Eunuch to (hat her up, and not to let her go out of her 
chamber, what crying or violencefoever (he (hould ufe. This order given, he 
went to. fee the fair Slave, whom the Jewels which be had caufed to be prefenced 
unto her, bad rendred more tradable; The kind entertainment which (he 
gave him was a comfort to him againft all Aliebut fury; and comming at laft to 
eonfider, that in tbe manner as the matter had fallen out, he might poflefle this ' 
(lave without concealing her, as he had purposed to have done ; and that Am*r*th 
returning, hemightalfofeeher in hisnands without offence, fince he could (ay, 
that the grand Signior had beftowed her upon him, he was more contented than 
can be exprefled unto you. But fco abridge this difeourfe as much aspoffibkl 
may, you (hall underftand, that Bapxttt fubmiffions put him quickly in poflef- 
feflion of the fair Slavey whom he took to Wifi: according to our ceremonies; 
and that his impofturegave him a year of felicity : For though it vexed him 
to becoidfouncd to keep AltceLt (hut up for fear fhe (hould difeovpr bint, jet was 
It but a light unfluicthds in comporifon of the pleafure which he. enjoyed in the 
peffeffion-or the (air Slave; who alrooft as foon as (he was his Wife, became with 
child,’ which was no little joy to him, for that he had had no> .children before. 
Behold him then thehappieftof men, according to his opinion, and in a con¬ 
dition to- he 'no longer in fear. But-he knew not that Tygers ebayned are alwaics 
dangerous, and that one can never be fo well fccured of them, either with chains 
or graces, bot that cheyareftill to be feared* As things were in this eftate, Am*- 
rstb was recalled to thcPortby the grand Signior, who feeing him, excufedche 
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bellowing of hisSlaVe on Baja**t,ftid told him forac of the reafons, #ich laugh¬ 
ing. he had willedIhonld be written unto him : now though dmmrfbtud not 
found any fuch hahghty look lh the Slave which he had fent, yet didiie not for 
all that fufpeft of deceiving him. Some days after his return he mquues 

after him , and learns that he Is feldom‘at Ctn^tnopUi but when the nccelfity 
of his attendance upon Soliman required it y and that the lovc<of a Slave, which 
the grand Signior had given him about; » year ; before, nofleffed himmfuch 
fort, ashe was fcarce any longer vifible for his friends. This difeourfe touched 
jitonrath fcnfibly; for having had apprehenfions for het, which might be tearmed 
love, yet being at that time in no very good grace with-the grand Signior, he 
had furmounted them, outof abclicf thac'fc: Ihould make.air agrewble prefcnt 
to Stlmum ; but now knowing that (he made up the felicity of another, hus firft 
foarckles began to kindle again. He had without any trouble at allunderftood 
^m S.W^ mou,h, ,L U j«„ had this Slave, buc*o. *.t i#** ™ 
enamoured of her. And this news fo difquieted him, And moved him in fuch 
fort,as withoutforther delay, and without dilcoveruig what defign.be had in 
the vifit which he porpofed to make, he fet fcr.h on his way tpgo and (ee Baw*t 
in his retirement* with an intent to demand of him onely one light^ more the 
fair Slave, who being much indifpofed by reafon of berigfoatbcllyj^ hadftayed 
nincor tendayes with her, fothat he had no knowledge, of At/mr*tht 
mnrr< ! The houfc wherein He was at that time was pleafanretough, inregard of 
afair Garden whkh opened into a Meadow, that had a li de River running^ 
roueh it. This Meadow was inclofed with a wall, as well as the Garden, and the 
^vlr went inand out of thoMeadow by certain grates, exprefly made tor that 
Durnofc It was in this delightfall place that Ba\az,et was walking with the fair 
Efotake thfe-air, whefias Amurath armed there. ATfoon as the old Eunuch 
knew- who he was, he opened him the gate, fent to adverufc hisMdfter , and 
would have had Antnrtth enter into the houfe, the more commod.oufly to abide 
hbcomming 5 but finding the Court tohis-mind, he wouldnecds walk therein,- 
Paying f 0 r l 4 we.fr. In the mean time Altcola, who had no other entertainment 
S t? fee thorough her window what was done m the Court, hearing it. fayd 
thatit was Arnttr^ttb die Btrlierbti oi NattlUi ccnfuatsa littlewith herfelf,gets a 
fcivVwhoro (he had gained, to bring her Ink an<l Paper, and with very great fpeed 
SeTa Note, folds it upas froall a. poflibly (he could, and fends the luborned ilave 
into the Court, to the end that if /.tKurath did not receive it when (he (houl caft 
it -down to him, (he might itake it up, 

in® it This order given, (he goestothe window, and fo luckily tor tncturtner 
anL ofherdefign, yhat Amwratb , being wearyof attending, had fent theoIdEu- 

nuch td baften away,odtuknow what hindrtd him frdmeomnung. Ah-

This prohibition ted Pot wiAout doubt been pf power f rvotdd 

riofitv had not the old Euntich. come running to tell him, that Baa*# worna 
riohty, naanoc wo o . k of his ftay was,.thatwalking fortha 
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(he was with Atjmwr, he could not tell what totbink of dus^dventure. At the 
lame inftant Bapubet appeared > and the fubbomed Slave rc-enttcd into the boufe $ 
o allure AlicaLt that ner note was received. Amttrmh, falutcsJ^Vw^andthie fair 
Slave lifts up her vail, as her husband and (he had before-hand agreed; for the); had 
been a good while adiv Hi ug as they came‘along whether it were fit that Antxrttb 
(hould fee her, or no. 2fc>cc*f-, after ftich time as the fair Slave had learned »ur lan¬ 
guage, had recounted unto her die artifice he had ufed to poflefs her, the better to 
teftific hisaffe&ion unco her. According to the refolution they had taken then, (he 
pulled up her vai^and faid unto hkn,that (he remembred well he had redeemed her 
irom the Pfratcsjtbat die owed all her felicity to him;and that although foe held her 
ft If thehapirft creature in the world, yet was (be grieved for his fake, fh ap 
her dt lefts' had kept her from being agreeable to the grand Sigaior. 
This woman fpoke thus with an apparent Sincerity, fo well counterfeited, as it 
bad been hard not to have been deceived With it. And that which rendred borfo 
dextrous was, for that (he really loved who on his part made an hundred 

complements to Amxrath, alluring him that he was more obliged to him , than 
to Sohrihitt, for the pofleffion of a perfon which was infinitely deaf to him; iktee 
if be had not had tne goodnefs to confide in him, by giving him the conduft of this 
Slave* he had never been mailer ofthe happinefs which now he injoyed. Jiff sir iff 
anfwered to allthefe civilities with more liberty of mind,- than he could have 
done, if he had not feen the fair Slave: For finding her fomewhat altered, by rea* 
Ion of her (icknefs and being, with child, his renewing flames tfxtjnguHbtd in a 
moment, and tranquility re-eftablifhed it felf in his foul. Howbeit he marvelled 
with himlelf, that Stlinum (hould find this woman to have a> proud andhaughty 
look; for though (he had a great deal of majefty, yet was it quite contrary totb*£ 
of Altai*} having very muca fweetnefs and modeftic in the air of hfcr face. But as he 
knew , that one and the lame thing is diverfly judged of by the mod part of the 
world, fo he made no great reflexion thereupon; and the foledbquietnefs about 
the note] which had been call him, could then trouble him. And whereas he had ft* 
more to do in that place , feeing the fair Slave touched his heart so longer, be 
(hortned his vifit, and after he had been two houres in the hall , talking of the tea* 
fons which had hronght him back to the Port, he took leave of the fair Slave; for 
as for B*i*z*tt whereas he had purpofed to return that day to the City, he rHnng hr 
he ihould be uncivill in not going along with Awwdth, who did his utrentnauto 
keep him from it; judging rightly that if they went together > he (hould not read 
his note till he came to Cmfimtimflti but at length he was fain to give way to 2>a- 
j***ts importunate civility. As tney were in the Court ready to depart, B/ifaut 
(teptinalitlctofayfomthingtothefairSlave, during the which Amvrdtb flood 
looking on the window, .from whence the note had been thrawen him. And where¬ 
as Altcol* was not gone from it, (be changed herfirft resolution, lifted upthegratt* 
mid flicwing her felf openly, (he yoyned the charmesof her beauty to her requeft*; 
for if you. have obfervedit, all our houies are fo low, that (he was not far dHbux 
from him. After (he had let her (elfbeeufcen a while, (he laluced Amxrath after the 
fidhion of the Country.; and with a fupplianc behaviour (corned to deuwnd foe* 
cour ofhim in fome misfortune that was b efallen her. Ammrttb finding her very 
bcautifull, made fignto her, that he would do What (he would have him, not bein g 
able for all that to comprehend ought in this adventure. But at laft Bajazst czme f 
and going away together, they arrived at Cmftjwti»opU juft as it was night. Aij*- 
^fwaited on AmuratHnomc, where having left him, he gave him theTUbcrty to 
fat isne his impatience. He was no fooner alone then but he opened AlicoUet note, 
which in few words recounted to him ill Bajdz*ts irapofturev his love to the 
fair Slave, the fuppofition he had made to Selmutt ; his treachery to him; and his 
rigor towards her, becaufcffaid (he unto him^flie had a mind too high and cene- 
rous to love an unfaithfiill Friend*a Lover without conftancy, and a perfidious Sub- 
c oi. m t y lma 8 inC now bow miKh AmwMtk was furprifed with this difeourfe ; 
At farlt he knew not whether he Ihould believe Jfyawr to be capable of fo great a 
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treason, or whcdier he fhould think that this incenied womans flighthad made 
her invent this trick) to be revenged of BoUzot ; But palling over again in his me¬ 
mory* how the grand Signior had told him at his return, that he had not accepted 
of his Slave,bccaufe he judged her more proper to conduft Amazons, to the wanes: 
than to live atuongft women in a Seragi lio* and a great number of other things, 
which did not agree with the fair Slave: this confideration made him open nis 
eyes, and fcarcely doubt any longer of Bajazots treafon. Withall, he had obferved, 
in. the little time that he had feen A heal* at the window, how (he had a proud and 
haughty look, fo that this might be (he whom Salmon hid refufed, as (he delive¬ 
red in her note. All thefe circumftances joyned together^snade him refolve to ad- 
vertife Salmon of it. And though it was indifferent late, and that it was not the 
cidtom to come into the Seraglio at fuch hours, at leaftwile if it wire not to ac¬ 
quaint the Sultan with fome intelligence of importance, yet caufed he him to be 
advertifed, that he defired to fpeak with him about a matter that was neceflary for 
him to know: But Solimon being then in the womens Seraglio, it was impoffible 
for Amuroth to fee him till the next day. Now whereas Bojozot believed himfelf 
more cunning than all the world befldes, he never fufpefted that he (houldbe dif- 
covered; and the opinion he was in that he could not be deceived, ferved not a 
little.to deceive him. The morning was no (boner corns * but Amuroth returnesto 
the Seraglio; prefents himfelf to Solimon at his riling-, (hewes him Alicolaes note; 
confirmes it to him by all the circumftances which 1 have declared; and at length 
perfwades this truth (oftrongly unto him, as Salmon no longer doubting^of it, or- 
daines him to go the very fai^gfday and feize both upon Alieolo and the tair Slave; 
and togive orderfbr the fecunng of Bo]ax.et in the mean time. Amurathjcx seeding- 
ly contented with this commiflionjjparts (peedily from the Beraglio to do things ne¬ 
ceflary for the execution of his deugn; which could not be fo fecrer, but Bajozor was 
advertifed, that he was preparing of a chariot to return to his houfe. The (irft 
thought that came into his mind was, that Amuroth was become inamoured of the 
fair Sla;ve,and that he would take her away by force. He departed then in all poflible 
haft, with an intent to remove the fair Slave from the houfe, and it may bet£ rid 
himfelf of Alieolo, not knowing in fo crofs an adventure,in what pbce'to put her 
for his own fecurity.Now though he was more diligent than Amuroth, and that by 
3 . neater and a by-way he arrived there a little before him, yet could he not execute 
all that he thought to have done; for Amuroth, who had not flayed for his chariot, 
was gone away with twelve armed men, fo that he arrived at Bojazots houfe, a lit¬ 
tle after he was entred into the fair Slaves chamber, whom he found ftill in her 
bed; (6that prefling her.to make her (elf ready with all (peed, and recounting un¬ 
co her in few words the occafion of his fear, he thought of nothing but ofgeting 
her front thence, and carring her to Coufioutinople, wherehe believed Amuroth durft 
not enterprife fuch a like violence. But he was very much forprifed, when as 
his Eunuch came and told him that Amuroth, who knew not that Bojozot was 
there , required to enter in the behalf of the grand Signior; that he efpyed 
through a chink of the doorthaf he was accompanied with armed men; and 
that.to have rneanes to advertife him of it, he had told him that, tie went to fetch 
thekeies to open him the gate. Bojozat began then to change his opinion $ 
for he was fore that Amuroth durft not make ufeof the Sulrous name, if he had 
not been authorifed for it.Behold him. then .in the belief that he was difcovcred;8c 
the'better to clear himfelf therein, he would have entred into Alieoloet cham¬ 
ber, whom peradventure he would have killed , but he found that (he had (hut it. 
For when me law the fright the old Eunuch was in, and that flle doubted not but 
her note would produce fome violence, fhe andherfobomed flave had barrica- 
. doed their door as much as poflbly they could; forefeeing WeU that Bojozot would 
turn all his fary upon, her ; as indeed, he did what he could to have broken up 
the door; but feeing he could not prevail, and fearing left Amuroth fhould enter, 
betook the fair Slave, whohad made her felf ready in haft, croft thorough die 
Carden, to get out at a back Gate, without knowing as then which Way to fly; 
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and the better toamufe Amurmb if be Humid follow them, they ftuc both the 
■gate of the garden, and that of the meadow alter them. On the other fide, A* 
l»*r4tb who would attend no longer, caufed the outward gate to be broken o- 

K :o; and fcarcely had Bajaxtr feut that of the Garden, when as he was in the houfe. 

ever was there a greater disorder to; the fair Slave was all Jntears, and fearing 
fee feouldnotbe sole to go, by reafon of her great belly and her indifpofition, 
flic befought Bs'azst to abandon Iter, and tothinkof nothingbut favkig himfel£ 
But unwilling foto do, he laboured to give her Tome hope, and to go as faft 
as lhe could, untill they might get up both onahorfe, which die Have that wan 
iaitbfull unto him, was bringing them. In the mean time Alieola cryed out that 
they would murther her, to the end that Amttmh hearing her cryes, might the 
quicklier enter into the houfe, and more eafily follow them that were fled. But 
at U&Amtratb being got in, and AlteoU having opened him her chamber door, 
acquainted him, how fcom her window that opened upon the Garden, (he had fe r n 
■3M)az*t cfcapc out of a back-gate; and that it were good he fljould be purfued 
with all fpeed. Amursth presently enioyns fome of his men to do fo ; and charges 
them, if they met with him, not to kill him, howfoever he defended himfelf. They 
do as they are commanded, but finding the gates feut, they were a long time be¬ 
fore they could break them open ; fo that when they were without any obftaclc, 
they were not in cafe fo eafily to find that which they fought for. They feparated 
thcmfelves, out of the hope to meet with him die fooncr, and omitted nothing 
of whatfoever they beleeved might be of ufefor this fearch. Two of them indeed 
Incoumred theflave which had followed them, afU that was refolvcd not to re¬ 
enter into her Mailers houfe ; howbeit (he ferved but to turn them out of the way 
which undoubtedly had brought them to thole fugitives. For not knowing that 
(he belonged to B*j*z*t, they asked of her if (he had net fcen a man carrying away 
a woman! She nothing daunted told them, that they had pall by her a little be¬ 
fore ; that leaving the ordinary road they had taken on die right hand oyer the 
fields. This Have laid thus unto diem in fucb an ingenuous manner, a$ they be¬ 
leeved her ; fo that abandoning a way which would have made them Incounter 
what they fought for, they took another which led them far from it. After fo 
vain a labor, feeing the night approach, without having any hope to perform that 
which had been commanded them, they returned to Amurdtb, who in giving li¬ 
berty to the ambitious AlteoU, was conftraiued to loft his own, fuch power" had 
the charms of this woman over his foul. For whereas fee had remembredhow 
difadvantageous her proud humour bad been to her, at fudithneat (he appeared 
before Soltma*, fee cpnftrained her inclination, and adding artifice to her be*?* 
fee was lb plealing to Ammrttb, as hecould not refill her. She related to h im at 
length all that fee had written to him in brief, and calling him her Deliverer, with 
her eyes full of tors, fee aggravated all the rigors which Aipuet bad ufed towards 
her, after that the fair Slave was in his hands. She was carefall to let him know, 
that could never furmounc her, cither withfbhtniffioas or menaces; and 

calling her felf at Anmabt feet, to implore his protection to £«/mn, left he 
feould punife her for being an after in the fuppofidon that was made him , fee 
moved his heart to pi tty; and he himfelf belceving that this was nothing but 
companion, found it afterwards to be love. But *LW.Amttr*tb feeing by the re¬ 
turn of his people chat he had no more to do in that place, and that his Chariot 
was arrived a good while before, he placed AJicoU in it, together with the Gave 
foat had been faithful! unto her; and though it was exceeding late, yet they fet 
forth on their way towards Cmft**imfle.Amm#b caufed alfo the old Eunch to be 
brought along, that he might be made to confirm AUeoUos difeourfe. When they 
had marched a pretty while, the night furprifed them, which was fo obfeureand 
dark C for neither Moon nor flames were to be fecn ) as he that drove the chariot 
having never been at this place before, loft his way iafocb fort, as after he had tra¬ 
velled half the night in hope to find k again, he was conftrainedtofendoncto his 
Mailer to advertife him of the fault he bad committed. Anm*b feeing the Cha- 
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riot Hand ftill » believed, lb little had he thought of his way, and fo much bed 
he beet* taken up with hia new pafiion, that they were come voC»*ftanei*oflei but 
he Was much amaacd when he underftood the truth of the mantra and being fome** 
what angry, he alighted to fee if he could know the place where they were: Ink in 
fine, it was impofsiblc for him todifeern, whether in continuing that way a they 
ftouldnotgo further from the City, or no. In this Uncertainty, he ftnt two of 
his men $ fee if they could finde out any hottfes, either to lodge there, or to learn 
-of them what courts: they fliould hold : nut tbefe two having loft their way them- 
fclves, after they had found that they fought for, could not recover the place where 
they had left the Chariot. In the mean tme y Amteratk having no news of thofe he 
hadfent, and not knowing what to do in fcacrofs an accident, refoived to ftay the 
day. break , or the rctnm of his men, before he would go on, fearing he 
ibould wander ftill further , and foil into fome precipice. This refolu- 
tion taken, he Marflulkd all "his men round about hi 9 Chariot, and ad* 
vancing forth fome Centinclls, he commanded them not to fpeak, nor to 
make any noife, that they might the more cafily hear any that came to them. 
Thisorder given, he placed himfelf neerto the Chariot, with his Scymltar out 
of the Scabbard, to the end be might not be fur prised if any body (hould afiaulc 
him j craving pardon of Jilted* for the incouijnodicy (he received. They had al- 
moftpaft the whole night in this unpleafing ftay, and the break of day began al* 
ready to whiten the clouds a little on die Sun-rifing fide, when they heard the 
trampling of an horfe, and fuddenly after the cry and foil of a woman. Am mt a tk 
being infltantly advertifed thereof thought it might be the folr Slave t they wene 
then afoot to that part where they had heard this toyce, with as little noife a* 
pofliblv they could make; it was not long before they heard a man fpeab, without 
diftinalynndciftanding what he faid. But aflenctn approaching nearer to them, 
they heard how that woman conjured him to abandon her, and to think of nothing 
huthisownfafety, how be fapwcll that it was heavens pteafure flic (hoqld becaft 
away, and that it was impoffible for him to favc hen At the fame inftant that 
mans horfe having got loofe came among# thoft of the Chariot, who thereupon 
made fo great a noife, that Atmratb, who thought it was sot nt to give Bajaxet 
(whom he knew by his voice) any leafore to puthimfelf in defence, advanced for*, 
moft of all so that place where he had heard him fpeak; but he had not gone for, 
before he found the fair Slave at his feet, though he could ftot well dMcern her in 
regard it was not yet light enough for it 5 Bdjaxtt did what he could to refill them 
that preft him to yteld himfeln t And whereas he knew not certainly whether 
theft were Ameretbt men or no, he told them that they <fid not know him, and- 
that afTuredly they were miftaken. But when he heard Amme e h bid the fair Slave 
not be afraid, for that flic fhouid have no harm, his defpair was then fo extreme, 
as leaving theft from whom he defended hinifelf, he madedlrcftly towards Amu* 
mb\ but before be could arrive at him, he was feiztdupsui behind by di oft three 
again# whom he had fought, who prefcntly took his Scymi car from him. Behold 
him then in the power of bisenemie, as well as the fair Slave : for thinking to 
do the be# for their fafety, they had hid themfclvcs mod part of the day to a wood, 
with a refolu tion to travel] all night j but their hoift chancing to Humble, the fair 
Slave fell,asl have declared, and by her crying out difcovered where flic was. A* 
wmwrh feeing how lucky the lofing of his way had proved unto him, aadtbat it be¬ 
gan to be light enough todiftern where they were, found he was not fcftr from 
as he thought he had been, fo that confidering how be might heft con¬ 
vey his prisoners to thcCky, he defired Alice !*that (he would make the re# of the 
journey on borft-back, to the end he might foe his own focurkie put Bdjsxet and 
tbefoir Slave Into the Chariot. To tell you. Madam, In what a taking Btjaxte 
was, when he fow A lied* come out of the Chariot, and behold him with a ftrange 
iufotenee, I dare not undertake,neither the reproaches which Amteretk gave to A*- 
j*x*t for the T reaibn he had committed. But at la#, afisr they had faid all that 
the divers pefliom which maffored their fbuis,iidpi red them with, Amtreth ended

JBafrz*tto inter intoth<Chariot, and the fair Slave with him, whole fall had 
brought her more fear than hurt, for (he had but a little bruife upon one of her 
arms. AlicoU mounted then on a horfe, and her flavc on another $ all Amurmbt 
people marched on both fide; of the Chariot, and be with AlicoU rode four or 
five paces behind, as it were leading the prifoners, whom he conduced in tri¬ 
umph. They arrived in this fort at the gates of C«»ft*utiuofle y where having 
made AlicoU alight, hefent her, together with Ba]***t and the fair Slave to bis 
Palace, and there after he had caufed: them to eat, he went to give Solimmin ac- 
coropt of hir voyage. As foon as the Sultun was advertised ofthe ftate of things, 
he commanded theft offendors to be brought before him, which immediately was 
executed. You may ihimagine thefeverall apprehenfiotis that til of them had : 
Bajazti was in a great deal of confufion to appear before his Mafier whom he bad 
betrayed; before a friend whom he had deceived j. before a woman whom he bad 
loved, and that was going to convince him of pci*fidioufnefs; but that which moil 
afflifted him was the grief of the fair Slave. AlicoU was exceedingly vexed to 
appear before a Prince that had defoifedber ; yet did ihe comfort ner felf with 
the thought that (he deprived him of a man whom he loved. Amur at h had his 
heart filled with his new flames, which made him td be not without unquietnefs * 
for he feared that Solman punching B*ja**t would alfo punifli AlicoU t, fincefhehad 
helped to deceive him. As for the fair Slave, the fear alone of loiing 
made her fhed tears: But at length, they arrived all before Solimm. And where- 
as none of them durft fo much as lift up iheir eys, it was the Sultans pleafore they 
fhould fpeak feparately ; and firft he commanded B* to render an account of 
his doings. Whereupon falling down on his knees, he fpake much after this man¬ 
ner; fori think that I have heard him repeat it over above an hundred times. As 
love only hath been thecaufe of my crime, fo love only muft alfo be my defence} 
for, my Lordffaid he unto him) 1 knew but too well, that reafon and iuftice are ab- 
folutely againft me. I have contemned the counfell of the firft, and I have not been 
afraid of the fecond; I have betrayed a Prince, who is not only my lawfoU Prince} 
who is not only the gicateft Prince of the World ; but who, for the greater ag¬ 
gravating of my fault, is a Prince which hath alwaies loved me, and whofe good- 
nefs hath beenfo great towards me, as it hath fcarcefet any bounds to my hopes. 
Now if after fo great a crime, itisrequifite toconfider the reft which I have com¬ 
mitted, I have betrayed a man that confided in me; I have abandoned a woman 
whom I had loved long, and have made her pay very dearly fortheteftimonicc 
of my affeftion, with unheard-of rigour ; and to fay all, I have abufed the fim- 
plicity of a Slave which was deftined to thee, and depriving her by my artifices 
of the honour of being thine, I have .wronged her more than all the reft. In fine, 
my Lord, which way foever I turn me, 1 fee the marks of my crime > but ifnotr 
withftanding it would pleafe thy Highncfs to confider by wbat violence my rea¬ 
fon hath heenforced! to carry, me to fuch ftrange things, thou wouldftdoubtlefs 
have fome pitty of my misfortune. For if it be ttue that we bavefomc compani¬ 
on of a man.whofe imagination hath been troubled with melancholy, why (hall 
wenot have itof a man whom love hath bereaved of his underftanding? What 
imports it whether the caufc of his folly be interior, or whether it proceeds from 
without? fo it is, that 1 have not foiled, till love had feduced my reafon; till I had 
loft my judgement, till my will was no longer in mine own power; till all my 
defires perfwaded me to the crime which I have committed s .till all my fenfes be¬ 
trayed me, till occafionfavored my defign; and till nothing appofing my felicity, 

I had not ftrength enough to defpjfeit, as I was obliged to doe, feeing I could noc 
enjoy- it without being the mod faulty of all men. In conclufion, if thy goodnefs 
will permit it, all my crimes (hall be comprifed in one alone word, I nave loved; 

I doe not for all that rcfijfe the chaftifement which I merit, and to that end I lay my 
head at thy feet. BMjarxt had nofooner made an end offpeaking,but AlicoU faid 
unto Solium With a bold and firme voyce $ as for me, the crime which I have com¬ 
mitted is of fuch a nature, as I can never repent me*of it, and the onely grief I 
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have left me h, that I have committed a crime tone pwpbfe. I know tbu in de* 
firing the bonortobe thy Slave, l wilted for a good which I was unworthy of; 
but i hoped that if my beauty Was not able to touch thy Highnefs powerfully, vet 
the grcaencfs of my foul might pleafc thee j and l attended from mine eyes* on* 
this onefy advantage to be received into the number of thy Slaves, remitting my 
good fortune to the knowledge, which time fhould have gives thee of dke thoughts 
of my heart. Finally, my Lord* I was (hewed a was, which might have led me to 
glory ; I followed it, and would follow it hill, had i new meases presented me to 
«foe it. But if neverthekffe fo noble a defigne defer ves dhatii fitment, I mayfayythat 
the punHbmcnt whack 1 have already received for it is greater than tbeeviH 1 have 
done. 1 will no* reckon up the rigors of ftaj^aar^for lam too generous to aggra* 
vatc his fault before a Prince, whom he hath but too much provoked; but I will 
only befecch thy Highnefs to remember thofe cruell word% and that bitter jeere, 
which tbou ufedft to Bsjsjuty when as thou didft refufe me: words which I under* 
flood but too well, though I made (hew that l undertood them not. And to pu* 
nifh my fdf alfo in thy prefence, 1 am but to call to mirxie, how thou faidft chat 1 
was fitter to conduit Am*&w*s to the warrs, than to live inaSeraglio ; that I 
looked more like a Soldier, than a woman; tfaaf thou fotredft my valour would 
eqaall thine; that when as thou woukkft give memarkes of thy affc&kw, l would 
render thorfomc of my courage; aod at aft that I was more c&pcahle of making 
prifonersof warre, thanprifoners of love. Ah, my Lord, if thou kneweft what a 
puaifluoentthat is; which a woman doth relent, that is of an high fpiric, and 
thinkeshcr felf fafre>vvhcn(he Ucares fiich like thiogs fpokert of her, thy Highnefs 
would not be troubled how to chaftifc me, feeing it is ceraine that I carry a tor. 
mentor about me in my memory, which followes me every where, and will per* 
lecute me eternally. Hovvfocver I am moft ready to obey thy Highnefs, aadto 
die, that tbou mayeft be revenged of me, fincel cannot live to be thine. Herewith 
AHotl* made an end of her fpeech, and the faire (lave began hers ; and though ike 
fpake not one language perfeAly,yet was not her di fcourfe the kaft couching. The 
left (laid (he to Soltmati) have laboured to execufe their crimes to day Highnefs, but 
for me,who may not black mine imwccncy voluntarily,finct I caimoe partake wkh 
JLtt***t in his crime, I muft at lcaii wife partake with him in his misfortune. I mutt 
C1 fay ) indcavonr to make mine innocency appeare, only to obcainc pardon for his 
crimt-Butthe ntifery wherein 1 find my felt is to great,as I cannot think eo fave him 
this way, but in rendring him the more faulty. 1 muftfay then, my Lord, chat when 
Amtmuh put me into his hands, 1 knew not that 1 was deftined to thy Highnefs; 
he concluded tne to hishoufc, and retained me there without ever fullering me to 
underfland fo much; and having rendred. me all the tefthnonics of love and re* 
fpeft , which 1 could have defined from a man that had not had roe mhis power » 
1 acknowledge that bis a fi eftinn moved met that I gave him mine; and that In the 
wretched coaoitfaifc whcrconfo fortune hath reduced me, 1 efteem my £elf happy 
to bebiswife, {acknowledge alfo, my Lord, that he bath confefted his crime unto 
me fincc; but whereas thiscrime was atefthnany of tbcaffc&ion he bore me, and 
that our manage had made me unworthy or being able to repair his fault , by 
refloring me into thy hands, would not thy Highnefs hate Mamed me for coming 
to accuft my husband of a fault, which be hath not committed but otic of an excels 
of love ? After this, my Lord, i do not think thy Highnefs can doubt of mine in. 
noeencie; and not doubting of it, i dare hope that thou wih not puniflime more 
cruelly than Asjaotf, by letting roe live, and putting him to death; and that con* 
trarily thou will have the goodnefs to grant me hie pardon. For, my Lord, whae 
reafon would there be, that I who am abfohmif innocent, (bould nave the fame 
diftiny that die guilty have 1 Is it not enough] that fortune hath forcibly carried 
me from out of the armes of my parents, to put me into the hands of Pints I that 
1 have been fold for ar Slave; and to fay all, that die hath depri vedme of tho 
honor of heine thine;but (hat by the order of thegrtfueft, and mofteouicable of 
Princes,! (hotud alfo be deprived of an husband,who is to me in ftead of Parents^sf 
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country, of treafurls; and who in conclufion makes up all nay' felicity 1 Coiifideii 
my Lord, in this occifibn, how his crime and mine innocence are linked fo to¬ 
gether, as thou Cfinft not be }uft towards him , without being unjuft towards me, 
and how the other way, thou maift be juft towards me, and clement towards him. 
But to carry prefumptionas far as it can goe, or to fay better,the confidence which 
I have in thy goodnefs, I humbly befeech thee again, that a$: it is I who have rob¬ 
bed the unhappy Alicoia of and that in confidfcration of me fhe hath fuffc- 

red fo much, lo.thou wilt likewife in confiderationofme pardon him. But if never-* 
thelcfs thy Highnefs is otherwife refolved, grantmeat leaftwife the grace-that I 
may die with Bdidxxt. The. fair Slave mollified the heart of Selmtn ;.andas hce was 
aboutto have fpoken, Amutath made had to fay to him; I know very well that I am 
the acdufer of tnefe offenders, and that in forae fort too 1 am a parnr with them; fo 
that, my Lord, I am to be their defendor alfo in this occafion, ana doe moft hum¬ 
bly befeech thy Highnefs to pardon them : It is an aft worthy of Solimm not to be 
revenged on them that are in his no\Ver; and the true felicity of Kings is with¬ 
out doubt to make up that of their lubjefts. It will be long of none but thy felfthen, 
ifthoubenotfatisfied, in rendering us all four happy. For, my Lord, if thou lea- 
veft the pofleffion of the fair Slave*to 2UjVu*r, he will certainly efteem himfelfhap- 
py, as well as fhe. As for me, my Lord, if the purpofe which I bad to tender Ithee 
a prefent,that I thought would be agreeable to thee, merits any recompence, as thy 
highnefs hath beene pleafed to aflure me, I beg the pardon and pofleffion of Alicolxy 
who by whatl have noted in her difeourfe, is more fenfible of ambition than love; 
fo that injoy ing: by thy bounty^ a rank confiderabfe -enough about thee , fhe will 
have means to be fatisfied, and I too; feeing I am conftrained to acknowledge,that 
my opinion is not like unto thine, for the beauty of AlicoU ; and that I have been 
a whole day the moft amorous of all men. Soliman feeing him about to proceed , 
would not permit him, and reaching his hand to him fmiling, I am glad Q faid hee 
unto him) that we are not of the fame opinion for beauty, fince thereby I am en¬ 
abled to fatisfic dice. And for thee, faid he to Bajaxet, I remit the offence thou haft 
committedagainft me; -but know, that if Love combatted for thee in thy dif¬ 
eourfe,. the goodwill which I have alwaiesborn thee hath far better defended 
thee In-my heart.Then turning him to the fair Slave, he comuiended her generofity, 
and the affeftion which fhee carried to Blazer, aifurine her that he would never 
trouble her reft. As for AltcoUy he told her, that to render the conqueft,which fhe 
had obtained, more worthy of her; and more capable of contenting her, he would 
make Amttrtth grand vificr. After this t <he faid to BaUxxt, hee was forry that for 
die prefervation of his authority, and for example fake, heecouEdnot let him live 
at Cmfixtniuofle ; but in, regard it was impoflible the matter fhould not be divulged 
by thofe - who had accompanied Amurath, he muff needs refolve td abfent himfelf 
from the Port, for fear Icaft this ioiportunityffiould giveothsrs the boldnefsto 
conraii tthelike, or greater faultsthan this. That he did not condemn him to go 
out ofthe territories of his■' Dominion, but he would have him abide in one of the 
Iflands of the AchiftUgo ,. and there lead a privateand particular life. T o refit- 
fefle- unto you the joy of thefe four perfons, would be an impoffible thing, however 
fo it was,that after tkeyhad rendered a thoufand thanks to S#/»»a*,andthat he had 
made them all recount the fcveraU thoughts which they had had during the 
time wherein he had been deceived by therA, they departed away. Amn- 
rath. conddfted AUeeU home to his houfe,wherche married her the next day $ 
and B*iggcetiWeRt to give order for his affaires. Behold, Madam, how this 
matter, paffed; for my husband, who as you know is older !than I, hath un- 
derftood it from Eaja&ets own mouth , whole friend hee had been a long 
time together. Have not you told me. ( faid Aiaxmira ) • that you knew ail 
thefe things from a.flaye that was RoxtUntus favourite, whom fhe afterwards 
turnedaifcay, and thiC Bath ferved you a great.' while 1 Yes. Indeed, anfwer- 
ed Haltnuiy .for fo much'as Concerned Roxelank in’ particular; but whereas her 
Hiftory depends on her father Bajxxttj, I was.willing to recount it unto you : And- 
you your felf will doubtlcfs judge, that it was not unufefull for the intelligence 
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of that which you defire to know. You have very much obliged me, replyed 
Axiamm 4 ; for certainly this adventure deferves to be known; but let us come, l 
pray you, to that which regards Roxelan* in particular. I (hall tell you then, faid 
Halim*, that after Bajazat hid well thought of the place that he was to goe and in¬ 
habit in, he chofe the Town of Chit, which beares the name of the Ifiand wherein 
rit is built * it is fituated in the ArchtfeUgo, and being only tributary to the Grand 
$ignior,is certainly one of the moft plealantlflands in the world, either for the fer¬ 
tility thereof, for the fwe&nefs of the climate, for the beauty of the buildings, for 
thecurtefieof thole that inhabit it, or for the liberty of converlation,, which is 
greater in that place, than in all the reft' of this Empire. The caufe of this liber^ 
ty is, for that this Ifiand is inhabited by all forts df Nations, fo that of the diverfi- 
tyof their cuftoms aperfeft one is made which holds a little of all die reft. It 
was in this blils-full abode then, whither B*j*xetjrvc nt to find out a refuge, after 
his banifiunent.I have told youhehad.two Wiv^satC onfiantinofle , but whereas 
he loved none but the fair Slave, he gave them a piece of mony, and reftored them 
to tfieir parents, according to the permiflion of our Laws, ana carryed along with 
him-only theperfon whom he loved. He laded a veflel then with his goods, and 
in the end arrived profperoufly at the lfle of Chto • where he was fcarcely fetlcd, 
when as the fair Slave was delivered of a daughter, whom afterwards he called 
RtxtUna, and is the fame whofe adventures you defire to know. Bajaxat, as I have 
declared to you, was of an ambitious humor, fo that after he had for a while led 
an idle life, and that a long pofifelEon of the fair Slave had quenched all thofc 
flames in his heart, ambition began to kindle hers again, and re-afiunied her for¬ 
mer room in hisfoul. He termed the place of his retreat a prifori; he bore his ex¬ 
ile unquietly; and calling to remembrance all the great hopes which he had had, 
he was troubled with a continual! remorfe for what he had done, andanguiftt 
of mind that never abandoned him ; for the more he fought how to re- 
cftablifti himfclf, the left likelyhood he law for. it. In the mean time the 
little R*xel*n* grew up ftill, and (hee might bee about four yeares old, 
when as Bajaxat confidering her upon a day, in the niidft of a great aflembly. 
Where every one admired her fpringing beauty, and took pleafure in beholding 
her; he heard one ask her wbat (he would moft defire in the world? (he ftraightan- 
lwercd without (licking at it, that it (hould be to make her father rich and power- 
full .This was no fconer fpoken by her, but Bajazat comming as it were out of a 
dead deep, took a refolution, which 1 will relate unto you. And confider 1 pray 
you, how a weak beginning hath many times a long and dangerous confequence 1 
the little RoxeUna was'not more beautifull that day than at other times, hovvbeit 
her fathers anguilh had been fo great, as one would have thought he nad never 
taken notice uiat (he was the faired and wittieft child that ever had been feen; for 
as foon as he had opened his eyes, and that the acclamations which were given to 
RoXtlan* had made him perceive (be was a Maftcr-picce of Nature, his heaviness 
dimini(hedyind al his induftry and care was no onger,but to endeavour to make her 
wit as dextrous as her beauty was charming. Aim truly it was not hard to bring 
heTto what he defired; for as (he had all the beauty of her mother, fohadftie 
all the inclinations of her father. And whereas they are perfeftly difeemedin 
that innocent age, (he that acquainted me with all tbefe things, and that lived 
with.her both at thattime, and afterwards in the Seraglio, hath told me, that in 
her tendreft infancy, (he had an imperious fpirit, which could not endure to be 
__ controlled by any body. Sae would alwaies be miftris of all the other little girles 
' that played with her; and her very play was dextrous ftill, and malitious. She 
■told me further, that (he was never feen to weep, nor ask for pardon, neither did 
ever- perfon tell a lye with more confidence. She was curious to know all things, 
and one of her greateft delights was to fee beads fight together. This cruell hu¬ 
mour was for all thatfo well concealed, by the gentlenefs of her look, as (he 
feemed to be the moft amiable child that ever was oeheld. Ileave you to judge. 
Madam, whether B*)*xxt finding fo toward a difpofition to receive his inftruai* 
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ons, d id not make up An accomplifhed work. He did not teach her to be vertuous* 
but onely tobecarefullto Teem fo. In her youngeft years he laboured to frame 
her to a graceful! behaviour, and to entertain her alwaies with great hopes; to 
promife her that one day (be fhould be rich,and that Ore fhould have (lately Palaces* 
to the end that he might infinuate into her betimes, that Greatncfs was the fove- 
raign good : and that fo defiring it with paffion,(hc might be the more eafily carried 
afterwards to do all things neceffary for the acquiring of it. When (hehad at¬ 
tained to the age of eleven or twelve years, and that fhc had a forward wit, able to 
apprehend his maxims, he began to (peak more plainly to her, and to tell her, that 
being bom with no common beauty, fhe was to make herfelf an extraordinary 
fortune. But as it was the office of the eyes to obtain conqudfr, fo it was the of¬ 
fice of the wit to conferve them. That all things which are gained by violence, arc 
to be retained by addrefs. That it was time for her to learn to knoW her 
fclf, and to know others; to the end that being accuftomed to apply her mind to the 
divers humors ofthofe (he converted with, (he might one day« capable or tho¬ 
roughly difguifing her though t*:that fhe was not to live fo out of a bale compliance, 
and with no other defign than to pleafe ; but only to attain to fome thins that was 
great. With fitch like difeourfes as thefe did Btyvctt inflmft Btxe/amt, wnofc incli¬ 
nations were but too much tarried to difliniulation.Neverthelefs it is true,that thtfe 
dangerous leffons, which fhe willingly learned, were combated by the wifdom of 
her mother, whom I have alwayes called the fair Slave, becaufe my memory could 
not give you her name. This woman was good and vertuous, and did all that 
fhe could to make RtxtUm* refemble her, as well in the qualities of the foul, as in 
the features of the face: which B^az-et perceiving, and having in vain forbidden 
her to reprehend her daughter for her bad conditions, befell into fuch a hatred of 
her, as he could not indure her ; and having looked upon her in former times 
as the objeft of his love, he confidered her no longer but as an obftade of his am¬ 
bition. But to keep her from deftroying that Which he had eftabliibcd in the young 
heart of R«xcl*»* } he thought it would berequifite to make her hate her. Ana 
to that end,hedextrouflypcrfwtdedhcr, that her mother Handing yet upon her 
beauty, was jealous of feeing hers furpafs it; that her reproving her, was anrefieft' 
rather of hatred than affeftion, and chat therefore fhe fhould beware of hearkning 
to her Remonftrances ; there needed no more to ftifle all the motions of Nature in 
fo depraved afpirit, and to carry her toinfolcncy. Roxtlama^ to obey her father, 
was to do no more than follow her own humour, but to content her mother , fhe 
was to fight with all her inclinations. The firft was the eafier, and made her hope 
that it would produce great things $ and the other being harder, and without o- 
ther recompence, than that which gives us the fatisfaftion to do what wc ought ; 
fee had not much adoe to rcfolve upon the defoifing of vertue, and unbracing of 
Vice. Behold her then abandoned to her own ienfe* and to the evtll cotnrfeUs of 
H*jaz,et 3 and the fair Slavg almoft reduced to be a Slave to her daughter, who With¬ 
in awhile ufcd her fo cruelly, that fhe fell fick with grief upon it. Nowoomohs 
a trvall of what (be could do in diffimulation, as long as mere was any company 
with her mother, (he feemed refpeftfall, affeftionate, and obedient; bat asfoonas 
they were gone, fhe mocked openly at her goodnefs, and with an hundred bitter 
jeers, ftrucS a dagger into the heart of her that hadgiven her life. This prudent 
Woman was for all that fo good as not to publish the cruelty of her daughter, who 
in the opinion of all them which faw her, was as vertuous as beautiful!. t 

feeing fo fair a beginning rn Roxeima, carcffodher extraordinarily , and 1 by this 
cruel! proceeding (fill advanced the death of her, whom he had loved fo much 
before. At laft, that deadly moment, wherein (he was to leave this life, being ar¬ 
rived, this infommate one called to her the Slave, who hath recounted all thefe 
things unto Ine, and that had wit and fome vertue, and fecretly commanded her 
not to abandon her daughter after her death, becaufe it might happen that this firft 
heat of youth being over, (he might peradventure be capable erf following the 
counfell which (he had given her; that for this dfeft fee prayed -her to doe two 
things; the one was, not to bewail her death, for fear it fhould oblige RtxtUtu 
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to tumheraway j and tlrt other, that (he'(hould not dire&ly oppofe her will, for 
fiear of incenftng rather than corre&ing her; but to wait upon her till (ha was of 
.a more reasonableage k This Slave promifed to perform all that (be derired, and 
•indeed kept-her-Word with her. Prefently'thereupon this woman dyed, -and left 
JiVA&et in full; poffeflion of r Raxelotutts heart, who with feigned tears certified fo 
-much grief foi’ the lofs of: her j mother, as (he moved all them to pity that Taw her, 
though in her.mind Ihe was very joyfull. She lived two years in this (oh: after the 
death of her mother, being-then about fifteen; during which time (he was beloved 
of ,all the yoangGallants where (he dwelt; (he perfwaded them all that (he loved 
tbcai, withoutingaging her felf for all that in any thing; and taking delight in 
giving them great hopes, to put them into defpair afterwards, (he made fome dye 
with grief; others killed one another by means of the hatred that (he fowed a- 
mongft them - , and the jealoufie which (he-her felf gave them, when as they impor* 
tuned her, and that (he would be fid of them. And all this with fo much addrefs, 
as all the world believed her to be innocent of all thefe crimes, and attributed it 
to uching but thoexccfs of love which her extreme beauty had bcgocin the hearts 
of all thofe that beheld her. But at length being arrived atthe age which I have 
noted unto you, B^jaxet called her to him one day in private; and after he had 
told her, that the time was then come wherein he was to reap the fruit of his tra- 
rells, and (he to put in pra&ife that which he had fo often taught her, to the erid (he 
might that way become the chief bf all the Orient. Roxelana anfwered him, that 
he was but to explane his intention unto her, and then he (hould be fure to have it 
eacecuted. : Whereupon he recounted allhisHiftory to her. Which (he had never 
underftood well before, and after that elevating his voice , ahd taking her by the 
band,Thou fceft then, my dear child, faid he unto her, that love did heretofore un¬ 
do my fortune, ahd-tbat a Slaye which 1 took from the gf and Signior, took from 
me all my hopes, andbaniftied me from my Country. Butto findout my re-efta-* 
bliftmient by the fame way that caufed my undoing, lovej and a voluntary Slave 
(hall reftore me into grace with Solmm . And not to conceal my thoughts front 
thee, I purpofe 1 to prelent and give thee to the Grand Signior, leaving the reft to 
fortune, and thy addref*. I know that this Prince being advanced in age, is be¬ 
come yet-more fenfible of love, than he was fifteen years ago, when as he was but 
nineteen; for out of the defignrwhich a long time I have had, I have carefully in¬ 
formed my felf thereof. He: is ftill young, lie is handfome-, he is fall of fpirit, he 
fs couragious, he is liberall ;andwhat is moft confiderable, he is one of thegreateft 
Princes of the world. If thou-makeft good ufeof the leffons which I have given 
theei, continuedhei and of thwfe which 1 will give thee, thou mayeft become Sul¬ 
tana, and crown the reft of my daysboth with honor and wealth. Ba]az,et (lopping 
here, RtxtUuu anfwered him-according to his delire, and a (fared him, that if (he 
could be received into the Seraglio, (he would make no doubt of the reft: and for 
iconclufion,(hefc preft him to part away,that in a little after having found out a 
Veffdl which whs bound faxCtHftantixople, heinibarqued himfelfin her with his 
daughter, arid the flare to Whoth her mother had recommended her; who had fo 
infatuated hen felf. into her affe&ion, as (he had often believed her in things which 
contraried her inclinations. At length they arrived at Confi/tntinople t and went to 
the houfe of one- of JUj/vuti aritient friends, where the day being come, in which 
he purpofed to pnefent RextUmx$ her Have helped to drefs and fet her forth, being 
glad to fee hergoingout of the bands ofBtjdzei, for that (he was perfwaded .there 
could be no phuce Jm the world where (he would not be better than with- him. But 
whereasthehabit of the women of the Ifle of CA/ais moreadvantagious than ours, 
it was inthis firihion that (he Was attired; and I have heard it faid, that one could 


notice any thing more magnificent, or more beautifull than (he was iuthat eftate. 
She had on awaftcoat of filver’d Damask, with tworoWs of Diamonds fet upon 
a welt of curled cloath of gold, which bordered it all about; the petticoat was of 
the fame fluff, and adorned in the fame manner, and according to their faihion 
plaited very thick both before ind behind, and fmooth on the fides. Her petticoat 
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cuae not but tothe middle of the leg, because in the Town of Cb* they much a£- 
feft to fljow thc handfowieacft of it, as well as that of chefopt, which is Tcry ncat ; 
for they ordinarily wear high Cork fhooes of fine kathar of the Levant, (harp at 
the toes, and all gornUhed over with Goldfiniths work eotmmelkd. Rvx tlmn had 
alio an apron of dooth of gold, a littlcihortcr than her petdebat, ahd which was 
eyed behind with two Giver firings, whereathung twotaflelb of igokl. She had 
upon her (houkkrs, ask were to fallen on the fleeves of her vraftcoat, a great 
many of ribbands of divers colours, and athwart her neck a fcarf of Tiffany hang* 
ing baudrikeWife , And doled together with Diamonds,in fuebfiarta* all ho 1 neck 
was feen, about the which file haa a chain of Pearl, with a little itwell of Ease* 
raulds. The attire of her head was of doath offilvcr, plaited !wim a great deal of 
addrefs, and inriched all over with Pearls and Diamonds: This head-tire was of 
« round form, and Handing tip very high behind; and to hold it on die better,, 
(he had according to the ofe of the Countrey a little gold fillet with which it was 
made Gift behind on her neck, where hung two caffells of the fame in the midft of 
a great number of knots of fevcrall colours, which fell carelcfly upon her (boul¬ 
ders. And on the cop of her forehead, dcfcending alitzk hito a peak, (he had a 
drdfiog of Cobweb Lawn ftreaked with gold,which alfo was faftned behind,leaving 
her hair hanging down in curls on either fide of her cheeks# lft this manner Was 
Rtxalm* attired; but before he led her to the Seraglio, B*y***t would give her hit 
Uft inftruftionsj wherefore he took her afide, and wiHinghcrto hearken attentive* 
ly unto him, hefpake to her much after this fort; for the Have, Who hath Sold me 
all thefe things, over-heard him without hit perceiving it. It it time, my rkugh* 
ter, for me to difeover unto you the means whereby you may arrive at the point 
which I defire. I have indeed laid fomething unto you at fevcrall times, but now 
1 am refolvcd to hide no part of a Science from you, on which 1 have a long while 
meditated. Before I (hew you then the wavs you are to bold, Imuft propound un¬ 
to you theccrm of your prttenfions, which ought not to be only to plcafe the 
Grand Signior; to make him in love with you; to be aSultana , as many others; 
bat indecaco become his wife. F or although none of the Otbtm m Emperors fince 
the firll hath been maryed,becau(« they would Cot (hare their power; yet 
ought not this obfiacle (mother your defires, but contrarily k ought to inflame 
them the more. Yqu perceive men, continued he, that in fo great a defign, there 
is need of a great deal of prudence to carry one well Unto it. The generall pre¬ 
cept which I will give you upon your entring into the Seraglio, is , never to do, 
nor to fay any thing, which tends not to this defign, cither dire&lyy or indirc&ly; 
and to remember, that all the ways which may condud uswhithaKwe would go, 
are permitted us by true reafon. Never amiueyourfelf tbenin confiiking, whe¬ 
ther that which you do be juft; but indeed whether k be advantageous for von. 
Confider not, whether you hurt any, but whether that, which ydu do may ferve 
your turn. For in fine, you go to a place where you will meet with envyers, and 
encmic4 and no (oofta (hall Stimxn be ftriken in love with yotir beauty, but you 
willbe hated of all the Sultanaes. Prepare your felf then to know'howto make 
aright ufe of all thefe things; and fo ao, that the hate which is born you may 
deftroy them, who would deftroy you. Never undertake to be revenge^ but when 
you can abfeJutely do k $ yea, and if it be poffihlc^revenge your felf fo as you 
may not bee fuipefted for it. Moreover, Aii&Uts adventure makes me re¬ 
member, that Stltmdm ispleafcd with moddhy, wherefore fo carry your fel£ 
as it may be very much feen inallyonr aSioni; and beware of trolling any 
body. Regard every one as your enemy, carefs all your fellows, and love none 
of them; make not their defe&s known to SoUmm, but in fecnaing to excufe them; 
be earefull«to let him undeiftand by fome other die malice which they 
hear you ; bee liberall to them that are about the Grand Signior ; be 
very (ubmiffive and plcafing to him, untill yod know that you are abfolute 
Mimisof his heart; for in fine, you mud fern, that you may reign; but then, 
you muft change your ftik, and by £qok artifice, which you may invent according 
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to iheofnc duftoteftfictt oblige:hint to maty jab. And after that, whfcrees I 
have toldyouheretofore, how that ..which it gained by violence, ought to be 
<renfeav4d'hyaddrefe, in thilincooittefythat Iwnjch you have gainedby add rets, 
pad be confervai by violence, You/ate to undo/all thofe that would hunt ■ you, 
and, dot tofparc efebteri Loti, fire), iW.-poyfbh* to maintain the power whertiinto 
.youftwll he arrived.: Lithemcanuniej to facilitate the mutter, and to procure 
you ftacusb/outof focSeraglia, it will he reaUtfite for you, when you are : once' 
dkcreyto win SfimMn with tears of Jt^ndernets to rendermy fortune happy, a£- 
ftadughftu that you cabnot he perfefilycondeitiedj. fo long as your ftther ir not fo 
too. j If: yota behave your felf inchis fort, faid ht iinto her, you fllall be fune tobe 
very ouifkly the thicfaitfchd mcftpowerfullof. your fex, and the happieft crea¬ 
ture that ever was. JLj4**r hadnofooncr made an end offpcakir»g,but Rexelm^ 
m foidao Jum fouling, *hat to do .all thofe things (he had no deed of his counfel, 
but was only to followher owninciinations, .which would early her to more yet 
chan what he had cold her.. He embraced her then: wholly ravimed with joy to 
feefaer inthis refohttfonj and bcfofefbe departed, fire affuradherilave, tharere it 
weee three dayesfoe would getber into the Seraglio for to wait upon her, as 
flic faikd not to perforin kiaocordangly-. But ackogth BMjax.it coochjft- 
cd hit daughter to the iSeragliO, dnd' caulfed Salmon to be advert ifed, that there 
was w man attending to. prelent aflave unco him, without letting bhn know who 
he was. For whareis tbeOfficetE hadbeeft all changed fmee bis departure from 
thcDce,and that he had not been teen, in fixtniri -years at CmtfUiitimpfr, Ik did not 
hear heiboUld bctnftiedro SobmM. The matter .fell out ashft defired; and the 
grand Signor, very luckily for bis dhfign, hapnkd cobe in the btft hoUiotirdfche 
vcorlck byreafbn he hf d received news of a great VbEbtay which hefcad obtained 
Over thcGhrifoam. Wherefore he dteftritfy rothmanded, that this (lave, and he 
which brought her, fhoald enter. When Bdjxiel firftappeared, 5WwM#knew him 
not, .whether it were for that time had altered him, or that his eyes and heart 
were fo fixtd on the beauty of Rexel***, as he did dot conlidir him. But as food 
asftsfowr had caft himfelfat his feet, add that-hehad begun to (peak, the tone of 
his voyips made him call him toatlnd t He did not Interrupt him for all that, but 
looking foil 6n Rmltlam^ ht hearkotd to Bajaz^t , without turning his head to- 
wanisnbru . JtMufous on her fide appeared with: fo modeft 4 Majt#y, and fo 
dicing afwteinefs, as it hadbecn very hard to difeern the motions offem* foul 
in her eyes, and not to be ftrucken in love with futh powerful 1 attra&s. But 
wfcilft S*lmnm takes info fweetand fo deadlypoyfon,&ipRrt fpoket» him in theft 
terms i I know very Well,any Lord, faid he untoiurti, thac it is a crime in me to , 
ptefimt my .(elf before thee, after 1 hive beenbanifhedi and that if thou betftnoc 
forrooftirwpllgrm Prince Of thr World, thou wilt not permit me to give thee 
■unions for it, whieh/may cfecuftpcv 1 But finte thy ftlerice Teem* to accord me 
.fo snudh,IfoalHct. theeknow, my Lord, that folk young Slave Whom thou feeft' 
here, and whom I prefentto day Highnefj us a thing that abpettaint unto thee , 
is foe daughter of that fair Slave whom 1 prefumed to netalrtfor my felf, though 
foe were deftined to thee. Rejeft her not, my Lord, fince though foe bethedaugn*- 
ter of an ofiendor,yet is fhc fo too ofia woniablthat belonged unto thee,artd vvhofe 
vertuebath paffed intoher as well as her bfcaiity. /In finejitisafacrifiee, whkh 
I offer tip unto thfcQto expiate the crime which heretofore 1 committed, and that 
alfo which at this prefent I Commit. Confider,! befecch thee, that having robbed 
thee of one Gave, it it but juft that I fhould render thee another ; hut with this 
difference, that the former was thy flave by violence, ahd that this fame is a vo* 
luntary flate: That foe other had been in the hands of Pirates, and that this fame 
hath been alwaies conferred as an offering, whertof die purity ought to defect 
foeblackncfsof my faults. Butif nererthelcfs thou j iidgeft her unworthy of this 
honour, 1 am moft ready to give thtc both her life and mine own, rather than re* 
folvc to live any longer abfent. from thy fertice, and to fpend the remainder of 
mydaies without contributing ought to thy glory. When Sdiman faw that B*]*- 
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z,et had made ah end oRfpeaking , he crytd out, reaching forth hifr hard to him, 
O happy was that theft of thine,, fince it was the caufc of thy now rendring me. 
an ineftimable treafure! For l .piofcfs unto thee, that I never law anything fo 
beautifttll as thy prdeht. Thenturning him to Roxtl*M j and for thee, fair maid, 
fayd he unto her, be affured thatin lofing a father, thoufindcft' a lover $ and that, 
in coniideration of thee alone, I will give his liWrt^ again, and reftore 

himoto all his (former charges-and honoiirs. Rtxelxm made no other anfwer 
thereunto, than with a.profound refpefk ; hht Bajazst was^ fo over-joyed with, 
fo happy a beginning, as he thobght he (hould never have done rendring: thanks to 
Sol-rnm. ■ At lad, alter fome other fpeeches, the grand Signior caufed one- of-the 
Governeffcs of the women of the Seraglio to come to him, acnid remitted her inter 
her hands j'with order to lodge her alone, and in one of the faireft lodgings, inr 
the womeris quarter. And out of a particular grace, hocominanded to fee given 
unto her the very fame day, great (lore of jewelt, apparell, fumptuous houfhold-* 
fluff, and mony, with fix (laves to fervt her.: And whereas (hefeemedtoregrec 
one which (he had, the Grand Signior caufed her tobeinftandy brought in unto 
her. .But I had forgot to tell you, that when (he was (eparatea from- her father, 
(he afteded to feeni good and fenfible j the tears came into her eyes, flie lookedaf- 
ter him as far as (he could fee him ; and with this feigned-teftimony of natural! a£* 
fefrion, (he, touched the heart of Solinum yet more ; for whereas her tears wepe 
withoat bitternefs, they did but make her lhc w the fairer. But confider, I pray 
you, how deceitfull ana ill-affiircd; humane prudence is, cfpecially when- itworltk 
againft reafon and equity. B*]azxt had all his life-time been mattered by twa 
mighty paflions, love, and ambition ; thefirft'made him ldfehis fortune . When as 
he betrayed Solinw^ and the'other made him lofe his life; as if the divine Juftice 
.would not let him enjoy a good,i wfiich he had acquired by a crime: Ebrtiehad 
not been eight days re-eftabli(bed-in his charges, and RaxeUn* in the Seraglio , 
when as being gone to vifit the Bafla of thefea, who was then at Prrrf/where the 
Aifenall and Magazine of all Maritime things were, he arrived there juft at they 
were ready to try fifty Caft-pieces*, which were to be ufed in fome (hipping-that 
was ftiortly to be fet forth. And whereas the Bafifa would be prdent inpetfon at 
this.tryall, it was in this employment that B*)*z*t found him. After, the firft 
complementSjthe Baffittold him, how that which he was going to do, was as much 
to congratulate his happy return to the Port, as to acquit himfelf of the duty of 
his charge; whereupon ne coibmanded fire to be given: But to (hew that the jn- 
fticeof heaven would punUhBaja&ce, the firft pieceburft afunder, and in the itaidft 
of two thoufand perfons, and fome four paces from the Bafla of the fea, adhiver of 
that Cannon picked him out, and carried him away, withfuch vioknee , as he 
was almoft reduced into powder, fo ftrangely. Were hit limbs difperf^. Arid that 
which is yet remarkable alfoinwhat I deliver; is, that he Was the (ole man> J do 
not (ay of them that were killed^ but of them* that were hurt, and how that was 
the onely piece that burft in funder. Behold, generous Axumiin 4 , inwbat man¬ 
ner Baiazst enjoyed his hopes, and the recompenfe which he had for ali his-crimes. 
The news of his death was loon carried to the Scraglio^a-re/aa* (hewed a great deal 
of forrow for it; and out of a 1 fmfe of intereft (he was really grieved-thereat. 
But in a few daies, the markes which the Grand Signior rendred her of his afte&ion 
comforted her. For whereas flie did not regret him, - but becaufe (he had believed 
him to be ufefull for her greatnefs, when as (he' hoped that (he might attain there¬ 
unto without him, (he quite forgot him; Yea and Was glad that (he was difeharged 
ofthe care of his fortune, and to have nothing to think of but her own. RoxoUn* 
had not been fifteen daies in the Seraglio, but me fo abfolutely poflefled the Grand 
Signior, as none of the reft of the Sultanaes could pretepd to a favourable regard 
from him, but by fpeaking well to him of her; or that he knew they had been 
fomewhat gratious with her; which poflefled them with no litde jealoune, and no 
lefs fpight- But that which vexed them more was,' that they could not find occa- 
fion to miflay of her amongft thefnfelves, whereby they might at leaftwife have 
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been eafed with this weak remedy. For (he was excellently fair; (he leemed extreme 
gentle; flie had anagreable and entertaining wit; (he was civill to the Sultanaes • 
Jiberall to the Slaves; moft refpeftfull of Solima *4 and in all her a&ions aHe&ed an 
extraordinary devotion. She,lived a while in this fort, without any crofs in her 
good fortune, and with lb much fatisfa&ion t j Stlim **, as there was never any 
joy cquall to that which appeared in his humor. But at length the Sultanaes feeing 
that the love of the Grand Signior was not allayed by theenjoying her, and that 
contrarilv it augmented daily, they combined together, and forgetting all the jea* 
loufie and fecret hatreds whkh they hadhad one againft another, they indeavoured 
*0 deftroy the perion that deftroyed them. She that incited them the moft thereun¬ 
to, was the chief of the Sultanaes, the mother of Mufiatba , who at that time was 
brought up in the Seraglio, and was then about fix or leaven yeares old This wo* 
woman, who had a great and generous fpirit, could not indure to (he,that (he, who 
had given Salima* a Sonne, and a fuccdior to the Empire, (hould be left confidcra- 
ble than Raxabma.V was by her interpolition then,that all (he other Sultanaes joy- 
ned with her, and promifed never to omit any oportunity that might annoy Max* 
data. This counfell, or to fey better , this cosl'piracie, could not be fo fecretly 
nude, bnt that Rmctla*a t by her liberality to the Slaves, which brought her prefents 
from their Miftreffes, and that much aife&ed hcr,was advertised thereof. But hear, I 
pray yon, in what manner £he oppofed this ftorm which was ryfing up againft her, 
and (am fore you will acknowledge, that (he was then as ingenious , as (he hath 
been wicked lince. This confpiracy nothing daunted her; foe leaned neither more 
unquiet, nor morcpenlive; and all the change which die brought to her life was, 
that (he never faw Soimm, without fpcaking fome good of one or other of the Sul¬ 
tanaes. She praifcd the beauty of one,the humor ofmother, the gracefulnefe ofthis, 
and the ftaeure of that; but particularly (he Ieemed very much to efteemof the mo¬ 
ther of Majhtfba, and fo careficd that young Prince, as it had been iuapoflible at 
that time to have forefecn by the apparences that which hath lince fallen out. And 
whereas (he knew that the mother ofthe Sultan had a great power over him, (he 
wbnne her wholly to her leif. Now RoxcUnes deftgn was , to deftroy by this arti¬ 
fice all the ill which the Sultanaes could fey of her to Salima*. For faidfoe , when 
he foall fee that they,for whom I do lb many good office* to him, would hurt me, 
he wil have them in horror^md chink the better of me.Tbe matter failed not to foc- 
ceed as (he had imagined k. For one of the Sultanac*»wbom RaxtUmahtA the moft 
commended, having underftoodthat (he had fent a little cofter full of jewel! s out 
of the Seraglio, which is wot permitted ia that place, (he a dvcrufedSdttmtn of it, 
who Scarcely hearkning to what (be laid,called her ingrate&U and difkknowledg- 
kdging;and without obliging RexrJma to the jofttfymg of berfrif, he foot hern 
pretest of importance. After this, none rtf the Sukasur* dueft venture upon any 
loch like adventure. But Rmxaim m, who was not contented with keeping them from 
doing' her hurt, and that p^acodhcr fopreweft fritrfqr in-doing hunt toothers 
dbfolutelygained to her three Sfavts, two Ennnchs, andfobecned alfo two of the 7 
Snltanaes; who were jointly <Ktgwhcrandackeaiiafei 5 i fr m w wfkhUfri(attcaBnfelP 
whkh was held againft Rnxlam , without making Aewfer^l that of her know-, 
ing any thing of it. Salma* recotnpcaces them for aha* advice, commands them 
not tofpeak of it; and whereas this crime anstno geaeaSyhcrefoivedtopunifli 
them -who had committed it, and by one ondyway, which M$to make Raxdamb 
richer, greater,and more happy than fix; was. (Be foods tfor her, reooimts unto her 
that, whkh (he knew botter eban he , iby .celling her what fold been done againft 
her; and in oonclufionafiures her, that notbing-ca* deftroy the aftc&ion he beares 
her. K aaodana, after fee had heard th i sd i(conrfc, increases Salman to pardon them 
this crime who had committed it; and with aialie generofitie fo powerfully 
charmes the heart of this noble P rince, as it was .more at As difpofing of Roxela- 
**, than ofSati mm himb&f. But to come to the end of my difeourfe, a little while 
aft-: 1 the found her felf-with cfaalde , and the time of her lying down being corner 
foe brought forth Sahmm* loane, who was named Mahrnut. Untill then foehad 
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never thought of any thing but maintaining her felf; but When (he came to confidet 
that Afttfiapba would reign one day* and that according to the cuftom of the Em¬ 
pire, herfon (hould be ftrangled; this awaked her former ambition, and all her de- 
figns tended no longer but to be fpeedily the wife of a Prince, of whom (he was die 
abfolute Miftrefs; to the end that in this illtiftrious eftate, (he might the more ea- 
fily deftrov Muflapbuy for her fon to reign. And mark a little Wnereunto ambiti* 
on carried this woman, who thought already of fetting the Crown on the head of 


abfolute power that (he had over the mind ofStlinun, that (he attained to her de- 
fire, but by an artifice which I am going to relate unto you. She knew that in 
one of the books of our Religion the Sovereign is forbidden the poflefling of a free 
woman; and (he knew alfo that in another, a Slave is not permitted to build cither 
MofqueorHofpitall, or to do any other thing that may be available for the other 
life. Upon this foundation (he built her defign; and knowing that the Mmpktl 
carried a great ftroke with the Grand Signior , (he won him with pre- 
fents, which (he fent him fecretly ; ana fo being fure of his affiftance 
when (hee (hould have need of it, behold how (hee proceeded therein. 
She fent to the Mmphtt, who is the man that takes cognizance of *11 matters of Re¬ 
ligion, to let him underftand that (he had an extreme defire to build a Mofque,and 
an Hofpitall, where all poor Pilgrims might be lodged and fed; but before (he 
would undertake it, (he would nan know whether this would be pleafing to the 
Prophet. The Mmpbti anfwers according to her defire, and as (he knew that he 
would anfwer; that the thing would be pleafing toahe Prophet , but abfolutely 
unprofitable for the fecond life of her foul, becaufe (be was the Grand Signiors 
Slave, and that whatfoever (he had being SoIwmmj, and not hersj all that (he mould 
doin this eftate would be to the advantage of the Grand Signior, and not of her- 
This anfwer received, (he feigns to be exceeding melancholick, (he deprives her 
\ lelf of all her ordinary delights; and when the Grand Signior vifits her, (he lets 
herfelf be furprifed (fill in feme mufe, whereat (he feems afterwards to be feme- 
what grieved, and to ftrivc to break herfelf from it.. At laft (he playes her part 
fo dextroufly, as the Grand Signior began to be troubled upon his obferving this 
change of her humour. At firftne was contented to ask of her what it was that 
made her fo (ad? butfhcanfwering that it was an effeftof her temperature, it put 
him into further pain. He inquires of the (laves that ferve her, whether any one 
hath given hercaufe to complain ? they anfwer, that they know of none ; but 
how it is tine, that their Mimefs had been for a good while fo melancholick, as 
they did not think (he could live long in that fort. For indeed when RoxeUn* 
was alone with them, (he always feemed exceeding fad, to the end that being die 
firft deceived, they might the more eafily deceive others, fere-feeing rightly, that 
Solkmn would inquire of them thaeferved her, what flic ailed. But becaufe (he 
would not be always in conftraint, (he (hut herfelf up die moft part of-the day in 
her Cabinet; and this unaccuftomcd retirement fervedyet very much to make it 
be credited that (he had feme hidden grief. So Hi m* being advertifed then of all 
thefe things, began to fall into extreme unquietnefs: he conjured Roxelaru to ac¬ 
quaint him with the caufe of her fadnefs, and not to conceal the fccrets of her 
heart from a Prince, who had given his fo abfolutely fo her ; he told her, that if 
anyone had wronged her, he would revenge her for it; and in conclufion, that 
there was nothing which (he might not obtain from him. Hereunto (he anfwered, 
that the refpeft alone which (he bore him, kept her from obeying him, andthatflie 
had always rather die than difpleafe him. So prefiing a difeourfe foiled not to 
work the effeft which (he attended from it; Solim/m was mightily moved with it, 
and beholding her with eyes, which (hared with her in her grief, he fwore that he 
would not part from her till he knew what it was that troubled his felicity. She 
refifh yet a while, he prefles her the more, and (peaks to her with fuck earneftnefs, 
as (he thinks it was high time to difeover her felt. She foils then at his feet, be- 
feeches him to pardon her, and at laft frames a difeourfe filled with artifice, where¬ 
by 
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by fiiecaufes him to comprehend,-that hiving had a ddign to imployjthe trea:-. 
fares which he had given her, for the honor of the Prophet, and her otwnfalvation. 
In. building of a Mofque and an Hofpitall for Pilgrims, (he had underftood that flic 
was incapable thereof, becaufe fhe was his. Slave, whfneas for thatpu/jpofe on ff. 
ought to be of a free condition. That IheconfeATed^iato him, how the fear of, 
the fecond life had fo feized upon her foul, as (he doubted fhe (hould not.be able to 
anfwer the two black Angells; and how the thought that (he could: never be able 
to do any thing for her fatvatioty troubled her in fuch fort, is it was imppffible for 
her to hope for onehour of tranquillity in-.all her life. Sfinnan hearing her fay. 
thus, lifts her up, complains for that Qie hath fo long concealed fo juft a defirc front, 
him, .andihthe end allures her, that within a fhort time fhe (hould be contented. 
As indeed the next day he fent her a Parent of her Affranchifement, which he had 
caufed to be drawn up in the moft authentic*!! form that is.ufed amongft us, and 
withall ordered fo much money to be delivered unto her as (he would demand. 
Behold heir theo the moft contented woman that ever was, feeing fo. profperous a, 
beginning of her enterprize. She thinks no longer in apparence of any ming but 
her buildings; (he communicates her defigns to Se/«« 4 ».,,vvho on his frde efteem- 
ed himfelf very happy in having been able to cure the mind of Roxeland of fo blade 
a melancholy. But when as a little after he< would have her come and. pafs the 
night with him at his lodging, he was muchabaihed to fee her, being alone with 
him, call her felf at his fret, and with her eyes full of tears,and a voycc. interrupt 
ted with fighs, hear her fay unto him; 1 know fall well, my Loyd, that thou ait 
theMafter of our goods, of our bodies, and-of oar lives; and: that thy will 
ought to be abfolute Miftrefs of ours. But, ray Lord, it now concerns the Ordi¬ 
nances pf Heaven, the Precepts of our Prpphet,and the Law which we profitfs, 
which will not permit thee to difpofe of md being free. Give heed then, my 
Lord, to that which I fay, and draw not the'indignation of Heaven upon thy head, 
for a crime whereof I (hould be the caufe: For rather than I will resolve to com¬ 
mit this fault, Iain capable of taking away .mine own lifrj fo much do I fear leftitl 
Qtould prove unlucky and fatall unto thee* < As long as 1 - was thy Slave, I never re** 
fitted thy pleafure, knowing that both divin£;and humane Laws commanded me 
unto it: But now that I am free,and that therefore I cannot be. thine, without! 
tfanfgreffing the Law, J think that! do asl-ought in this my oppofing face. Stli* 
was fofurprifed withthisdj(cour(e,a> he knew not wnatrefolutibn to take! 
His pafEon was ftrong, but his refpe& to matters of Religion was al(b very great, 
.and the tears and prayers of RfxcunM fortified it in fuch fort, as he refblvcd coo* 
bey the Law, if ft proved to be fo. He (ends far the Afnpbtii. propounds the ouc-r 
ftion to him, and commands hka to exartintitiWell. But this manWho had al- 
ready been made, arid inftruded by Roxelana, .tells him (batches queftion. was fally 
refolvcd; that the Sovereign Could nut poflefs a free woman without marying 
hej^ or without committing ail horrible crime.. He reports the paflaac die Ah 
otranto him, fortifiesit withreafanswhich he hadpremOditatea, andatiaftkayea 
Salman perfwadedthatlie cannot poftefs RoxtUnt wichouofiPning. Behold hiitt 
then, in a grief which is not imaginable: For! Rtxflatu had chofenopt a tiara 
when as he was in the viplence of! his love* Thp rtfaeft of the Law retained him, 
the heat of hispaffipnfollicited'him, and; the example .of, hi? Predecdflors, and 
the Maxims of State, kept him from fadifying,himfelf by -.a lawful! wayFoc 
never fince the ignominy which T^merUn capfed the wife .of Bajaxxf, -the> firft t6 
fuffcr, none of dip Emperors had maried, foe fear lpft by -faith a likeadvdnture, 
their enemies might a fecond time do that wrong to the Majefty of the. Empire. 
What (hall I do, CtidSeliman ,. itl fo crofs a conjunfture? If I poflefs Raxclana 
without marying her, I (hall he faulty towards her, and culpable towards heaven. 
If ldo mary her, J ftiall make; all my Empire tomurmuae-at it, 1 (hall ’break .an 
Order eftablifhedbymy PredecefTors with reafon, and introduce a NoveUy»whkh 
It may be will eaufafome revolt in my; Eftates.* • Now again, if 1 do Uotmary her, 
and raphe nottpppffefs her; jnjpftly; will be fafisfied, after.' h® hath far 
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t-isficd Religion* and reafon of State, which ordained him fo to do > Ah, no, no, be 
cannot live wkhout &oxtU* 4 > and whatsoever comes of it we moil be inseparable ; 
and without offending Heaven, I mud render her happv in contenting my Self. If 
my Subje&s piurmure at it , I (hall tell well enough how to bring them to thdr 
duty again, and teach them so Submit unto the pleafure of him, to whom they are 
but Slaves. This resolution being taken, he imparted it to RaxaUn*, who, as you 
may judge, rajoyced exceftively at it. Howbeic (he in appearance received this 
nears with a great deal of moderation, Saying, that (he thought her Self unworthy 
of So great an honor. But within a few days after Salman maryed her piiblick- 
ly with a Solemn pomp. She Sent prefents to all the Sultanaes, but the Mother of 
MmftAfbd) to decline the Seeing of her that day, feigned her Self (kk. Now to do 
her the more honour, and to declare her more absolutely QUeen, and Miftris of 
sill the Sultanaes, he caufed a great Hall tobemoftfumptupufly fiirnUhed, where 
at the one end he made a Throne of four (tens to be erefted, covered all with 
cloth of Gold, and two Cuibions of the lame ftuff, upon which Sate hie 
and Raxelm* , who had a Crown on her head , and her Gown Set all Over 
with Diamonds. Upon the Second degree of the Throne was the Mother of 
SaltifMXs who loved Raxahuu as her Self; and upon the two lowemioft, fate the 
Sifters and daughters of the grand Slgnior, for he had three by two of his Daves* 
Things being in this eftate, all the Sultanaes came one after another richly ap- 
paialicd, to do obcyfance to RaxaUut* with an high refpeft; and fora mark of 
their dependance. they all brought magnificent prefents,and placed them Some fotlr 

g ices from the Throne where Raxthout Sate. Divers of them brought Maunds of 
old full of FlowerS; others , VaSes of Emeraulds replenished with E(fences j 
Some, little Coffers, garni(hed with precious Stones, and filled with Perfumes s and 
after they had left their prefents at the foot of the Throne, they went and placed 
thcmfelvcs in order on both fides of the Hall upon their knees, as it were to dde 
homage to the new Queen. All thefe Sultanaes having remained So awhile, an 
hundred young children,' which are brought up about the grand Signibr ,came 
out erf" a particular grace to the womens Seraglio, where this ceremony was per¬ 
formed; and being arrived indie Hall, they began to dance, and tofing Somewhat 
so the glory of Raxebm ; ahd being retired, all the Sultanaes Weht to kift her 
Robe, and then her hand, which (he held out unto them. And for a mark of their 
ilaVcry,iaitd her liberty, (he gave to each of them aehainof Diamonds; andfe re¬ 
turned in the fame order as they came, carrying in their hearts as much envy and 
Jealoufie, asRvxebm had Joy. As for the mother, the fifters,and daughters m Stfi. 
man. they conduced R a xamm to the Grand Signiors lodging, where they lcfther 
in me height of her felicities and retired to the old Seraglio thorough a door that 
opened near upon S a tH ta mt chamber.

devotion, according to her own faying, as of her artifice ; it Was thought that

vingbecn fick not aboVe an hour after (upper, when as he could Scarce Speak for

■Mmmtt , but I am to let you underfiand farther, that inthefdirr following,' 
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bad alfo thrtfc fonncs and one daughter5 the next after the eldcft was called B«j«ccr* 
the thitxi Selim, the laft Giaxger, and the daughter Chamtri*. She had been then five 

? rears in the Seraglio, and four the Wife of Stimax, when as they fbake of fend- 
ng Mujhifh* forth from his Mother* becaufe he was twelve years old* which is the 
fortheft age Wherein men are permitted to abide in the Seraglio. And whereas 
Roxtlana faw how this young Prince promjfcd great matters, (he feared it would 
not be alwaies fo eafie to deftroy hint, who alone could keep her children from 
reigning, when hefhould be out of the Seragiio,ats when he was in her hands* where¬ 
upon (he plotted his death, and for that the fame day that he was to depart, 

and die laft meal that he was to make in the Seraglio, die wrought in fuch tort, 
as there were (erred up unto him certain fruits’ that were poyfoned, and which 
he exceedingly loved (at leaftwife the (lave, who recounted theft things unto me* 
beleeved fo much ) bat whereas the Prince was very much grieved to part from his 
mother, and to fee the extreme forrow (he wag in for it, he never thonght of con¬ 
tenting his palate; ind perceiving that his mother did eat nothing , he befoughc 
her not to amid her ftlf fo much, and that (he would cat (bmething for the love 
of him. Saying fo, he prefented her with fome of thofc impoyfoned fruits, which 
were prepared for him, he little dreaming of any fuch dhing. The poor afHi&ed 
Mother, thinking it a crime torefufe her tonne, takes the fruit which be prdfents 
her With, and to content him, eats it with her eyes all bathed in tears. But the 
Infbrtunate knew not that he gate death to her who had given him 

life; and that mis crime which he committed fo innocently (hould be one day 
feverely punched in his perfon, though he were never accukd for it: Having been 
m this occafion, like thole innocent offerings, upon whom in times paft amongft 
certain Nations the crimes of ail the people were charged. The poyfon which 
R*xeittn* had caufed to be prepared was flow* to theenak (hould make no noife * 
and that when Mufttph* fhould be out of the Seraglio, and Svtimm (hotdd be told 
that he was fick, (he might make him belceve, that change of air hadcaufed chit 
malady. But deftiny would ntot have the matter go fo; for in floe* not to pro¬ 
long this difcourle any further* Mkftttpb* Went out of dig Seraglio in good health* 
With ho little grief to Xaxtf/wM, who had-' been advertifed that he had not eaten 
of die hnpoifohed fruic. As for die mother, that never troubled her; for though 
fhe fell fick the very finneday* and dyed a moaethkft£r* nobody betPevedthere 
Was anything extraordinary in her death t teeoufo Roxttm* hadcaufed it to bfc 
bruited* howthe forrow for MuftAphaa Vlbtenment Was the caufe of it, andhoW 
fince that dijrfofc had never been Well ; as indeed fhe lyed not land this was fo 
generally beleeved, as the fid; Sultana her & 1 f ftyd f® much id them that came to 
vifit her, (be never fufpfcftitig fcA* Wickedness. Behold, Madam, RixA*uti firft 
perfccution of the Prince Afuftafha : Indeed it is true, that he was not fenfible of 
It, for he never knew any thine of that which I have told Wu. Now you muff 
not imagine, that this violent defire which (he hath alwayes nad to deftroy 
pha, whereby her children may reign, is a fenfe of affc&ion for them; (he hath 
not fo legitimate a defign, and the only thought which (\yf hath , is to remain the 
mother of an Emperor after the death of Salim An 5 beeaufe (he knows very well* 
that this quality gives alwaies a great credit to thofe which poflefs it * ana brings 
them into Veneration amongft us. I Ihould never have done, ifl would relate all 
her wickednefles unto you. But at length Ma jlapba in (bight of all her artifices 
lived, was brought up with ^edapexf dfett Princcfs of the bloud 

of the antienc Kings of lc^td piAiarattly, and proved, as you 

know, as excellent a Prince as ever was. And die hate which (he bore him could noc 
keep the Prince danger from having as much good will for him,as (he had averfion. 
But to ftrengthen her felf ftill the more, as toon as her daughter had attained the 
age of thirteen yeares, (he got Stliman to mary her to the traitor RMftatr, who for all 
that hath notfoiborn often betraying her felf, for he (eekes his own greatnefs, and 
not hers. Behold, Madam, what the firft'wickednefles of Rexetana have been, for as 
for die reft, you know them but too well. And it may fu(fice,that I have onely (hew- 
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' ed you her inclination. This woman never incountred perfonrhat oppofed he# 
violences, but the grand Vifier Ibrahim , who ever fincc he hath Been amongft us , 
hath had fo much power with Soliman , as (he could never, he being the mod vertu- 
ous of men, make any of her wicked devices fucceed, either againft him, againft 
Alnfiapha, or {Hunger ( for he loved them both dearly 3 untill fiich time as for our 
ill fortune, he went away, fome fix monthes agoe, upon a fecret expedition, where¬ 
of all the world talks divcrfly; for feeing the mifchiefes which have arrived by his 
abfence, it is feared left (he hath caufed him to be murthered by the way. It being 
verycertain, that ifhe had been here, the ragewhich (he had long (hut up in her 
heart, had not broken out fo deadly as It hath done. Alas 1 (aid Axiatmra inter- , 
rupting her , how much hath he whom you fpeak of been wilhed for in vain of the * 
PnnccGianger ! And how often hath he (poken to me of him with a world of 
praife! But mother, continued (he, you have recounted fo many'things unto me, 
a» S oliman me thinks (hould be above an hundred yeares of age, and yet he feemed 
not io old unto me on that unhappy day wherein I faw him. It is, anfwered Halt- 
may becaufe I having enchained two Hiftories in one, and begun to (peak of Soliman 
at die age (eaventeen yeares, your mind, by the length of any narration, and the 
number of things which I recounted, hath thought that whicn you (ay. But ifyou 
pteafe, I will let you fee the contrary: Stliman was feaventeen yeares old, when Ea- 
jacct put the fuppofitionof the Slave upon him} at the end of fixteen yeares, when 
Roxtlana was preiented unto him, he was thirty and three, (he fifteen, and Mnfiapha 
feaven: So that ifyou are ignorant of all thefe things, you will find, that Eoxelana 
Is not above feaven and thirty yeares ofage, Mnfiavha was nine and twenty , Gum- 
ger eighteen, and Soliman is fifty and four, though ne Teem not to be more than (br- 
ty. And that which is ftrange in this Prince is, that he is at this prelent of a more 
amorous humor, than he was in his younger yeares. 1 (hall not have much ado, an¬ 
fwered FelixanayViho had not fpoken yet, to believe that which you fay; and 1 know 
but tco well by mine own experience,. that there are men in whom age doth ra¬ 
ther ftir uppaffions, than appcalc them. With (uch like difcources, Halima indea- 
vouredto divert the Princefies melancholy; but remerabring that (he had notea- 
ten any thing of all that day, (he went to give.order for the (crying up of dinner. 
On the other fide Ibrahim^ who had not forgot the defign which he had, and the re- 
qneft of Ulamay after he had (pent part of the morning at the Dtvatu , which was 
held that day, and the reft of it with the Grand Signior, without fpcaking of any 
other thing than the war of Perfia, fte returned to his Palace, thereto take along 
with him the Slave which Ulama bad .fent to him , that he might carry him to the 
Caftle of the feaven Towers, whither jhe went with an intention to calc the mife- 
riesof others, fincc fortune would not let him find a remedy for his own. 


The end of the fiftbBoo\- 
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Hen as Ibrahim arrived at theCaftle of die feven Towers, where AxUmtra 
and Felixma were prifoners,fie commanded the gate to be opened to him, 
as they u(ed in times pad to do, when he came to vific Prifonersof State* 
But whereas the Governor of that place had not nndetftood of the grand 
Vifiers return, there had been no order taken for his entrance; howbeic 
his people had no fooneradvertifed him of bis being there, but he came to 
let him in himfelf, and to crave pardon for making him day fo. Ibrahm t 
having accepted his excufes, fent him to advertife Axiamira of his arrival, and to know of 
her, whether he might have the permiflion to fee her. Ibis man failed not to obey the com¬ 
mandment he had received, but this news lb furprized Axiamira, and the imagination, that 
(he was ready to fee a man, whom Prince Gia*gtr had loved fomucb, troubled her in fuch 
fore, as being but in a weak and languifhing date of health, the violent motion of her thoughts 
hid like to have made her fall inro^fwoon. Not finding her (elf then in cafe to entertain 
Ibrahim, (he fent her dear Ftlixana to excufe her unto him, and to defire him to pardon her, 
if fhc were condrained to retard a thing, which (he defired lip paffionatdy. Felix ana acquir¬ 
ed her fclf of this commidion with a great deal of addrefs, and entertained Ibrahim at Itali- 
mas lodging. But after the illudrious Bajfa had received Axiamira’s civilities, and had 
told Ftlixana, that Coming but to offer her Us fervice, he (hould have been very forty to in¬ 
commodate her, he perceived the unquietneb, which appeared in the face of Ftlixana. For 
whereas he had commanded Vlama't Slave to follow him, (he bad no (boner fainted Ibra¬ 
him, but cading her eyes on this Slave, (he changed colour. And fcarce harkening to the Haf- 
f*‘s complement, (he confidered this man, whom (he was perfwaded (he knew, without 
daring for all that fo much as beleeve absolutely it was he whom (he thought it was. Ibra¬ 
him feeing her in this incertainty, was willing to draw hatout of it, and addrefling his fpeech 
unto her, as he led her to the window; I perceive very well, amiable Felix ana, (aid he to her, 
that this Slave is not unknown to you, but to take you out of the doubt wherein 1 fee you 
are, I will let you know, that this Slavt hath not changed his Matter, and that his Mailer roo 
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hath not chawed his Miftrefs. And to confirm unto you, continued hr, that the valiant V la¬ 
ma is ftfll the Lover of FtUxan 4 , read this which he hath done me the honor to write me; to 
theendl may afterwards the more eaffyperfwade you, that I came hither with a purpofe to 
render you all the fervicea you (hall defire of me. Saying fo, beprefcnted her with V lama's 
Letter. I know, my Lord, faid (he unto him, taking it, that I (hall do you wrong in defiring 
to have mine eyes confirm that unto you which your words have adored me ot; but, my 
Lord, I am (o accuftomed to fee my miferies every day increafe, and Fortune for a long time 
hath fo obftinitely perfecuted me, that you are to pardon me the doubt I am in of my happi- 
nefs; fince it is in me rather an effeft of my fen(e, then of my reafoa Whereupon (he open¬ 
ed the Letter, which ftraighcway (be knew to be V luma's hand; and having read itovet 
with a great deal of fatisfa&ion, Ibrahim caufed the Slave which he had brought with him 
to approach, who calling himfelf at Felix ana's feet, would have kift her robe, but (he reach¬ 
ed forth her hand unto him, and commanded him to rife. Hsftima feeing all thefc things 
would havegone out of the chamber, but Felixana perceiving it, ailed her back again. It 
is but juft, faid (he unto her, that as you have been the onely confolation which I have found 
in my misfortunes, fo| (hould nor conceal from you the (uccor which Heaven fends me after 
many miferies. Halim* obeying Felixama't pleafures drew neer. again, and (aw Vlam*'s 
Slave, after he was rifen, give her a Letter, and then fay unto her; You (hall fee. Madam, by 
that which my Mafter writes you, that I have order to recount unto you all that you defire to 
know of his life j to render you an account of his aftions; and toafthreyou that this illnftri- 
ous Bag*, faid he, pointing to Ibrahim, is the onely ProteCbr that you can have. Of this 
protection (he is fo fure, replyed the grand Vifier, as (he annot doubt of it without doing me 
an injury. In the man time Felix ana unfaled V lama's Letter, and having opened it, found 
this written.

F ortune not contented to make me fnger all year miferies in acquainting me with thenu, 
bath jet for mj fupremeft mijhap kept me from being able to Juccorjou, or at leaft-wife 
to partake in the calamities wherewith you are overwhelmed* For though I have the Arms 
of the Empire ftiM in my hands, and that I cannot quit the Army, Without incenfing bint* 
Whom l am to obtain jour libtrtj ; jet feel I that it Would have been impofftblefor me, not 
to have gone and lajdmj head at hie feet, thereby to have obliged him to take compaffttn ef 
our misfortunes ; But the wounds Which / received in the loft fight I Wat in, utterly depri¬ 
ving me ef the powtr to perform that, all I can do, is to Wi/b that the blood Which I have 
ftilt in thefervice o/SoliuMO, may at leaft-wife ft are jour tears . Nor do l delpair jet ef 
fo great a happinefs, if the illaftriom and generom Ibrahim doth undertake to proteQ you, as 
J have befenght him to do, and as I dart not doubt but he will. Confide then in him farad 
things ; acquaint him With all our paft felicities, that he may have the more pity of our pre¬ 
fen t adverfities . And to fay alf, follow his direSions txattly, feeing his generofity is the one- 
ly thing that can yet makf me defire life, by the hope it gives me to fee you at liberty again j 
this Slave, Which Ifend you, can tell yon What a one that hath been Which l hoveled, ever 
pme that fatal day , Which feparated me from the incomparable Felixana, and com alfe ajfure 
you that I Will adore you eternally.

Felixana had no foooer made an end of reading this Letter, but (he defired the Bag* 
(hould fee it, though out of civility he would not; telling her that he would rely more on bee 
word, then (he had done on his, and that he would bdeeve that which (he would pieafe to 
let him know. But (heanfwered him, bow it would not be juft that he (hould dofo, and 
therefore befought him to read it. Ibrahim obeyed her, Felixana enquired of VI*- 

m*‘s Slave, whether his wounds were dangerous ? And when be had anfwered bee, chat they 
had been fo, but were paft the worft, and that if it had not been for one in his leg he might 
have quitted his bed, (be asked him otter questions, tixilfiicb time as the grand Vuet, having 
done reading of Vlama's Letter, faid to ter with a great dealof civility: It is for you. 
Madam, to farnift) me wkhmemsto (erve you, and to acquaint me with ail your misfor¬ 
tunes. 
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nines, to the end that knowing them, I may the more eafily finde neceffary remedies for them. 
But I know, fair Felix ana, that' this is to conftrain y oar inclination, and that yoa had rather 
talk with V lama's Slave, then renew your forrows by calling them to remembrance; but 
to comfort you, I wjll promife to leave this Slave with you, until we have fome pleating news 
to fend Vlama.

For my Lord, faid the unto him, my adventures 
arefo intermingled with thofe of the Princefs of Perfia, and of two Princes whom you 
hive dearly loved, as I am conftrained to recount them; feeing it is certain that mine make 
but a part of theirs. Ibrahim was glad to fee her in this refolution, for he hoped he fhould 
know that by her, which Soliman woold not tell him; fo thatcaufing her to tic down, and 
Halimaby her, he fummoned ha to the performance of her promife, which fhe accomplifh- 
cd in this manna.

The Hiftory of the Princefs Axiamira., Ulama, and Felixana. 


T Hat wffich you defire to know of me, generous Ibrahim, hath coft me fo many tears 
andtighs, that if I did notftrivetotumawaymy thought from the laft ad ventures of 
this Hiftory, it wae impofliblefor me to relate the beginning, where you will finde nothing 
but the hopes of an extream felicity for me. But to trice things from their firft fource, and' 
to render my difeourfe more intelligible, I ami to tell you, that Scacb Tachmat, whom we 
call the So phi, otherways King of the Per [tans^ remained a widower almoft as foon as his 
wife (who, as I have beard fay, was an excellent Princefs) had brought him two Cons, Ifmael, 
and Mahamtd, whereof the lafHs blinde; jnd two daughters, of which the one is the 
Princefs Axiamira, or to fay betta, the woadet of her age; and the youngeft, named Per- 
c<i, is of at) indifferent beauty, of a malicious humor, apd of a miode uncapable of anykinde 
of fiiendfhip. As for Ifmael, it might be fsid, that as he hath no great virtues, fo he hath no 
great defeds, and that he is in the nude of thofe perfons, who do almoft pals away their lives 
fo, as they can hardly be known to live, if their quaUty did not make it appear thaeetiey ate 
inthenumbaof the living. Now for Mahomed, the famecarmot be (aid of him, but con- 
trarily it teems, that Nature hath deprived him of the light of theday, to make it thine the 
more in his minde: For whether.itoe that this privation of tight isthe caufe of its betta re¬ 
conciling it ftlf, and opaating with the more activity; or that his memory, which is fo mar-* 
velous in him, as it miy be thought he hath never forgotten any thing, doth futnilh him with 
that which rendershim agreeable; fo it is that his converfacion is fo charmings as one can ne¬ 
ver b»<r weary of it. But that which is moft excellent in him is, that he is exceeding virtuous; 
and that his paflions, though violent, have neverSurmounted bis teafon. Behold; my Lord, 
what the royal Eamily was, when I was brought to the Court* which was at that time in 
the Gty of Taurir. My Fatha had always been confidenble chough in this Monarchy,and the 
Sopfri, to ceftifie the efteem he had of him, had made him Governor of Strabatt nd Mat**-' 
'deron , two very fair Towns, which are feituatedon the bank of the Cafyian Sea. But where¬ 
as my Father had marryed the fitter of the Governorof it was by his means that I 

was put to Axiamira , with a manyothpr maids of a condition equal to mine, which werd 
divided between thofe two Prihcelfes ; and were with them; as one might (ay, rather to 
help them to pafs away the time, then to do them any fervicc. Aiiamiratn ight be about 
fourteen years of age, and I fifteen; and wbaessfhe was younger* then the Princes ha Bra. 
then, Mabamed, as l think, was notfar from fixteen. Butto Jecy^u firft know all thepec- 
fons of whom I am tofpeak in this Hiftory, I (balltell you, thac there was at the fame time 
in the Court, one named Delimenr^ whole birth Wasnot very noble; bat who had, by means 
of his high fpirir, and extream riches, fo wrought fumfeffimoithe Court, and'good grace 
of tb tSophiy as there was nooebnt was afraid to beir ill tarns with him: 1 fay afraid, be-* 
caufcic is certain thac no man detired his ft iendfhip, but for fear leaft his hatred fhould be pre¬ 
judicial unto him ; md truly it is nor to be marvelled if one could • have no other opinion o£ 
him, for he was infoient, ambitious, undertaking, beleevintjthere wai (carte any thing 
worthyof.him, eafilyoflendech oeva pardonibg, 4nd that Which rendtedaft hisbad indi- 
nacions more dangerous, was, that be had a’grear wit.'*' Now if c J>e/iment were of this humor, 
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Vlmtvm ©ppofite to him inatt things, for his birth b noble, as being the chief man ofCu- 
mmism; his courage is witboat bruci(hne& ; and whereas you have not feen him bat fince 
ha was i n fo rtunate, I conceive I may be permitted to teU yon what he was during Us felici¬ 
ty. When I arrived at the Court nothing was fpoken of but the valor of Vl*m* $ fork was 
a little after the War of the Azmitti, where having done wonders, undtp fey all, been the 
caufe of the Sophies carrying away the vidory 5 to tecompence him for this gnat action, he 
madehim S*tr*pof C*rm*su* at two and twenty years of age, and gave him his fitter in 
marriage, whom Vim* efpoufed rather out of obedience, then out of indinatioo; it be¬ 
ing certain that this Princefc, u the incomparable Axinmir* hath oftentimes told me, had 
nothing lecommendable in her but her birth. And indeed, asif Haven had found this mar¬ 
riage unjuft, smooth after it was accomplished (he dyed of a burning Feaver: And whereas 
itisthecuftomof the Kings of Ter ft* to have all the royal Family lodged in one and the feme 
Palace, Vl*m*, as brother-in-law to the Sophi, was lodged there too; fbtfaat though the 
women live very ftraitly kept all over Perfi*, yet left we not for all that to have a great deal 
of liberty, and to lead a life happy and pkafant enough; having in the fame Palace, the two 
Princesand Vim*, whom we taw as much as they pleafed: for the Sophi had ordained that 
the Princeffcs lodgings fhould be open to them when they would, I Sod that iB the S*tr*pt 
young (bos might fee and (peak tons when as they accompanyed the Princes. Things being 
in tbefe terms at fuch time as Vlm*‘s wifedyed, the Princefleswentby the Commandment 
of th <e Sophi, a little after the Funeral, to give a vific Co Vim*, whom I had fcarceiy ever 
feen, bccaufe I had not been above a month at the Court, and that during the fame the Prin- 
ceft his wife had flill been very tick. X have already told you, my Lord, that Vlam* had 
notloved her, and I put you inmindeof it, to the end you may not thinkitftrangeif in this 
occafioo Love took iua beginning in the tirac of a mourning, which had not drawn any tears. 
tsfximir* and Pert* made this vifit with ceremony, the young Princes conducted them; 
or to fay better, Jfimul heldup Axifnur*, and Ptrc* kd M*h*med, wboyas I have told 
yon, was blinde from his birth,though he had the feireft eyes to fee to in the world; but he let 
himfelf be guioed with fb much adurefe,snd went along with fo confident a pacers there was 
no body but would hive been deceived in him. Alltbe maids of honoir followed afteraUb 
fix Ladkt of quality, reafonaUy well ftept in yean, which had been placed about the Princefles, 
to have a care of their behavior, and ours. And truly it mutt be acknowledged, thatFeafisof 
rejoydngdofeldomfhewany thing more goodly to behold, then the mourning which is in 
this Court; for whereas black is not in ufe there but when one mourns, if any of it be feen 
about ones apparel, it fhftketb; nor is it exempted from magnificence. We wen; all then at¬ 
tired much after one; and to excufe Vim* fo much the more, for letting himfelf be touch¬ 
ed with thofe few ctnrms which you fee in my face, I will deferibe Axi*mir*’t habit unto 
you, that you may know whet mine was; for (he had already taken fo great a liking to me, 
as (he would have no other difference between her apparel and that I wore, biit great (lore of 
Diamonds which (he caufed lobe added thereunto wbenfoevet (he pleafed; aod withall,fioce 
that fetal day did beget love in (our fuch different hearts, it will not he amib for me to recount 
unto you aB the particularities of it. Aximir* then had on a petticoat and toaftcoat of doth' 
of fever very glittering, and over that a gown of blick Tiffany exceeding fine, whereof the 
body was plaited, fo that it (hewed the Lbspe venr neifedHy; and the bottom of the skirt, 
which was cut in pedes, made way for the doth be fever to be feen athwirtir. The fleeves 
were indifferent wide, but to give more liberty to the arm, they were fattened upon the 
fhoulder with dsfps of Diamonds, leaving aknoft to open view the doth of fever fleeves 
that were under. Her Girdle was of great Pearls enChacrd amongft Diamonds: And be- 
hinde at her back were moreover two hanging fleeves retching to the ground, bordered with 
large borders of fever Embroidery, ssweM as the lower part of the Gown. Her neck was 
halt hid with moft delicate black cobweb-lawn, which was tycd on her (boulder with a fe- 
verftring. And whereat our drafting is very high, there hung firom the top of her head be* 
hiode a great vail, trailing to the very grottod, of fever Tifi&ny, ftreaked with black, and care- 
kfly plaited; which certainly gwe a great deal of grace <0 the beauty of Aximir*, and 
aUb fapplyed that little which I had. 

We went in this fort then to Vlmdt Lodging, which, according to the cuftomof Ptrji*, 
that will have the houfes, whereof the Matters or Miftifefth be dnkl, toareforfix weeks de¬ 
prived 
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priced of the light of the Sun, hid no other Light bat chit of Ltropt. Foe wheats VUmA 
was of acondttiootoobferve tUrequificeCeremonies; aodthat it was the fitter of the St- 
phi, for whom hemonmed, we found him in a chamber, hung with black Tinfel, ficeaked 
with gold, and enlightened with an hundred tops of chryftak D*im**t was at that tune 
vn&VlxriuL, who waalikewifc attired all in blade, except it were that which we call £V 
ftlim, or red Turbunt, which is never permitted to be left off, but ooely to be covered with 
ablackQpres. I mail confefs that I never law man of lb goodly a prefence in Pvryb, at V- 
imn* was in that occafioru He received the Princes apd Frioee(k$ wkb fo much addrefc and 
grace, that aH my fellows were ravifbed wkh it. But when be had caufed them to (it down, 
and that we had tanfeedaur fdvesonthe other Ude of the (dumber, where we remained 
Banding, I foon perceived that if I hadttoghthimhiodfem, bedid not think medifagree- 
abk, feeing that every time civility would permit Jam, he fattened tw eyea fo on my face, as} 
was confirmed to turn away mine t which made me observe how JMimmt took more then 
ordinary care to entertain Ax'wtmr* j for this waned blood and fire had oouiH then looked 
npanany woown, but to defpife her. And at if this dumber had had feme fawlnefs c© en¬ 
chant the tntndes of thofe that were in it, tht Stpbi himfeif cameco vifk wW’tt 

we were there, and for my iB fortune, he beheld me fo favorably, «$ I pad wkh him for the 
fairrft dung that ever he had feen. Bat whereas She ticarwas not proper for gallantry, #U 
thefcfpringing p^mwcttnootbarwifeoHdeknowndwn by looks, emxptin At/toaf, 
who when the Priocefs hapned to go away, cod that T*cbmm w m retired, advaawd folead 
jtxUmir*,' whil'ft Ifmxtl wmyct talking with Vim*, She, that 1 thought the Prince htt 
Brother would tarry behinde, received him with het ordinary civility, akhoagh foe was ex- 
tretmly averfe to him. Oo the other fide, lfwnui having fimfhed foseompkmem, gave his 
hand to ?«w, who, without thinking bow thebiinde Bonce had ant brought hisordfnaly 
gaderihug with him, Mod him aolead her j md wteara M*h*m 4 perw t*d k,*nd was 
voydataour, hcma(khisdBowrfi;endnreaslongftSihe«o«ldow:of hope that Sommmt 
other Would lend him their hand ihcoodaft him. I confidscbat htvj^DMdttdthepiinbo 
wot island moved with pitytoieefogocdyc ftisK£,foha n dfbto,fefpri^it|y^md!fpxm>abk, 
in the onqaietneB wherein Haw Irina, I ftrpttohim, without demanding permifSoo for ic 
of the GovnuefTes.

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tor prefer me before all my fellows. On the other fide the Sopbi, who would fain know, whe¬ 
ther I wonld be as agreeable to hiseyes in the Princeffes Lodging, as hehad found me in V- 
Uma’s- or whether the (hitting of fo much light, and that chamber bong with black, had 
not ferved to deceive him, ufed to come fometimes to the Princeffes, without giving me not- 
withftanding any greater mark of Ins affeftion, then to behoM and commend me more then 
the reft, when occafion was prefented for it; for whereas I was very young at that time r be 
durft not, as I underftood afterwards, fpeak plainly to me of his paffion,fearing I fboriki not 
be difereet enough to conceal it from others. But whiftl he attended the improvement of my 
-reafon, the time, whereunto the ceremony of mournlnghad confined Vlarnu, being quite ex¬ 
pired, he came to render his duty to the Princeftes, and to thank themfot the hooor they had

! having forbidden me interrupting her, >1 durft not advetitife her of fails bdng there. Do not 
• affti&you'felf, fait Ft Oxana, faid he unto me, for a chfcgwhkh is infinitely pitting to me; 
andif you will render me perfe&ly happy, trouble, not my good fortune in doubting of this 
troth. What, faid I unto himexceedk^lyfur prized, db you come to fee the Princefs, and 
yetare glad that you cannot meet with her? truly this feieme foftrange tome, as I canoot 
comprehend the reafon of it. It is not for all thac very difficult to finde out, anfwered he me, 
:for I come to fee the Princefs Axiamir* out of duty,and the beautiful Felix*** oat of in¬ 
clination : I amber fubjeft, but 1 am yodrdervanc, arid chat infuebforr, as you (hall reign 
eternally in my foul, there being no kindeef fervice which! will not render you wich joy; 
and henceforth, condnuedhe, receive, fair Felix ana, all theduties which Khali tender to the 
Princefs, as appertaining to you; and beleevef that lam ravifbed with finding you thus alone, 
whereby I have had the opportunity tomake this Declaration unto yon. Thisdifoourfc fiu- 
i prized mein fuch manner, as i (hould have been much perplexed to have anfwered it, if Axi- 
smira bad not at the fame inftantcaBed me, fo thatbeingpreft to obey the Princefs, dlthap 
.1 codd do, was to tell him, that knowing hi® arid my delf too, I (hould always be able eo 
difeem howto belceve tint which was fit for me tofeeleeve, both for his glory, and mine. 
But, my Lord, without particularizing all theft thingfc uuto you, it may fuffice me 10 Cell you, 
that in fix mouths fpace&Anmi gave tnefb many tnarksof hts love rod dtferetion, as I (hould 
have been ingrateful and infenfible, not tb have rendred him fome teftknony of my good¬ 
will; and whereas I was neither the one nor s he other, Vlama received from meaU tbs 
proofs of ftiendfhip, which: virtue could permit me to^ give him; and Imayiay that this was 
: theonely time,' wherein i livpd withpkaiuK. Arid tridy I muftcoufels that the lifewhich I 
' led was happy enough;’ I daw my fdf favored by tfafc:moft amiable perfon that ever, was; 

- cafefled by the Sopbjj efteemedof Af^Ad m td; and paffionately beloved of VUm*, who 
withoutcoutnd^:ioo,fnrpaftMl alldiat weeattheGaurtinthachldledcune.. Princ? M*- 
hamed refolved then todedatei fais paffioriovtirdy crime; fo chat ooe dty, when the weather 
< was vety fair, andthataccetding to Axi*mir*t ctfRdm we were gone down into thegar- 

den.

den, the font to defire M*h*med that he would eotne aid walk there; and when he ami 
come, the gentleman which led him, was commanded to withdraw, chat they might talk 
with the more liberty. Axi*m'tr* having wiftrdme to lend Mabtmrd cay tmnd, he let btro- 
fctf be guided by me, and the Princefs leaned on him. After we had walked a pretty while 
Come ten or eleven paces dtftant from the reft of my fellows, who oat ef refpeft darft not 
foflow neerer, having well obferved, that the Princefs was not willing they Ibould.

It is certain that I was very 
much furprized to hear the Princefs fpeak in this fort; forthough Ihe had been a pretty while 
peft fomewhat fadder then (he ufed to be, yet perceiving no apparent aufe for it, I hadat- 
ttibatrd it to one of thofe mehmcboiies without a aufe, which feizes upon aU the world at 
one time or other, and proceeds from ones temperature; but when as going on#* her fpeech 
(he acquainted us, that ever lince the vifitwhkhfhe had given to VUm* after the lob of the 
Princets his wile, and that Delimtmt bad prefented her his hand to lead her to her lodging, as 
I retnembred very well, he had been fo audacious as to fpeak divers times to her of love, al¬ 
though Ihe had at the very firft very feverely forbidden him; my amazement crafed, knowing 
well enough the excream averlion which (he had for Dtlimnt, and how much her great heart 
ought to be incenfed,that a'raan of a birth lo unequal to hen (hould be fo daring,as to lofe the 
refoeft which he owed unto her.

What 
I (hould have anfwered him, if he had given me leafure for it, but be went away fo fpeedUy, 
and I was fo confounded, as I could not open my mouth. Now though this infolent man hath 
filled mejviih choller and defpite, yet is it not that which difquiets roe j and had I nothing 
but his pride, his love, and his ambition to fight with, 1 (hould eafily fur mount foch weak ene¬ 
mies; bur that which amazes and afflifts me both together is, chat an hour after Deliment 
bad left me, Ifmul and my fillet came re me into my Cabinet, whither I had retired ray 
felf, and (poke fo much re me of the affeftion which Deliment bore me, of his great courage, 
of his wit, and of the excellent qualities that were in him,. as I remained quite confounded 
therewith; and bad I not pur poled re take your coubfel in this affair, it is certain that I would 
have learned of them what obligation they red bad re him whom they protefted fo: and then 
again I am fallen into (box fear, that my fifter hath agteat (hare in Deliments fault, for rea- 
fons which I cannot comprehend; fori know that a good while now together (be hath of¬ 
ferer accompanyed tfmael re Us lodging, then to mires. Ab, my dear fifter, cryrd the 
Prince, that I had my brothers eyes, or that he had Mohomeit heart l you (hould foon be re¬ 
venged of this infolent follow; and the bis of his Me (hould in a few days reftore yours re 
its former tranquility. I know very well, replyed the Printed, that you ate as generous as If- 
vnul is weak, and my fitter malicious: but in fn* being able to do no other thing, you are 
tocounfelme, and you and Felixana are re colnfider we# that the Sethi loves Deliment 
fionatdy; that he brought him not without fame otcafion into my dumber; that although 
he be wicked, yet he hath wit ; that confcquendy In mutt needs know that his infolence is up- 
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held by fome body; that Ifmael and Ttrcatxtoi his party; that they hate V Items beaufe 
he is of ours; that the Sopbi oar Father is not fenfible of love to his children; and that the 
paflions, which predominate in him, prevail with him over all things. J uft hereupon we faw 
' 1 /msel, ‘PtretjoA all her women appear afar off, fo that to fhew there was no myftery in our 
talk fhe went to meet them, and going away prayed us, that we would fever out felvea far 
from all others, tothinkof that (he had faid to us, and that in the Evening I fhould tell her 
the refolution we had taken. I led Prince Msbsmed then into another alley, where we were 
ftill for all that in the fight of thePrincefles; and there, after we had well confidered the mat¬ 
ter, we refolved, that it was needful, before it fhould break forth, to difeover, whether the 
Sopbi authorized the love of Delimnt ; whether Jfmtul and Ptrc* had any intelligence with 
him, or any intereft in this love; that for this e fifed VUms was to be made ufe of for fo 
much as regarded the Sopbi ; and that I on my part fhould eodevor to know the fecretsof 
Perea, by the means of a maid whom (he had loved very much, and who did nothate me; 
and that when we knew the truth of the bufinds, it would be far more eafie for us to remedy 
thefame; for i* fine, faid I, if the Stphi doth not proted Deliment , be will be loft asfoon 
asbeunderftandsof hisinfoknee; and if Per cm be not interefled in this affair, the difeourfe 
which he hath ufed to the Princds will quickly make her change party, whenfhe knows it: 
butif the as it is very likely, hath given fome fccret hopes to Deliment ; and that 
5 P«w on the other fide hath any fhare in this adventure, itwoola be to no purpose to com¬ 
plain precipitoufly to them of the infbtenceof this man, feeing they are the caufe of it; and 
other remedies are to 6e fought out. Bat Prince Mabamed faid unto me. Is it jwfliblethat 
the Soph* (who heretofore, as I have underftood, hath been fo rigorous anobferver of the 
Laws of this Empire, that he banifhed the Satrap Arfslen, for marrying a mud that was not 
noble) fhould lofhamefully infringe them for him, in authorizing the love of Deliment i This 
ass thing, my Lord, faid I unto him, whereof we muft be cleared by the way which I have 
(hewed. This difeourfe being finifhed, and our refolution taken, I perceived that we were 
a great way diftantfrog) thePrincefles, fo that turning the Prince about, be obferved that I 
would recondud him* a place, where he would not havethe liberty to (peak unto me; 
wherefore (landing ftill, and wringing me a little by the hand; go not fo faft, faid he unto 
me, amiable Felix mum, and be pleafed, that as AxUmira hath to day judged you worthy of 
communicating all her fecretsunto you, fo I may acquaint you with one of mine that concerns 
my life; to the end that our interefts being Cowell joyned together, our party may bethe 
more ftronger, and our enemy the weaker. And when I had anfweredbim, that it was eafic 
forhim tojudgbymypafta&ionsof the defire I had to ferve him; you may well think, faid 
he unto me, according to the difeourfe which my fitter ufed to me, that I fhould lack reafbo, 
in making proteftatkns .of love unto you, were I not conftrained thereunto by the force of 
outh and mypaffion. Proteftationsof love tome, my Lord, faid I? Yes, dear maid, re- 
plyed he; and though I know very well, how it is an bard thing to beleeve, and hard to per- 
fwade, that a bliode man, who cannot tnity figure unto himfelf what Beauty is, fhould be 
defperately in love with you; yet is it certain that none hath ever been fo much asl am. I 
hear all thofe that come neer you, talk toyouof the atcrads of your eyes, of the beauty of 
your complexion, of your ftature, and of your neck; but I hear none tell you, that your foul 
is fair, that your fpirit is great and generous, that yourgoodnefsisextream, and that in con- 
dufion you are the moft virtuous perfon that is in the wotld; yet is it with tbefe beauties that 
my foul is touched; and they are they which doubtlefs render my love more ftrong and more 
pare, then all thofe, which,asl hsveheard fay,aredeftroyed by tbelofsof that beauty that 
is unknown to me. But that which I have for youfball certainty laft as long as my life; for 
the beauty, difceetf Felixana, which I adore in you, cannot be deftroyed by time. If you 
be rigorous to me, continued he, I (ball excufe your rigor by the knowledg I have of my de- 
feds; audit you be not fo to me, I will fet no boun& to your hopes, no more then to my 
affedion. But in the mean time, faid he unto me, do me the grace to let me know, in what 
manner you will have me live with you. It is not for me, my Lord, anfwered I, to rule 
your life; but it is for me torulemy mindefo, as to beleeve no more then I ought, and not 
to lofetherefped, which I have always rendred you. But, my Lord, added I, the firft 
thing we are to think of is, to draw Axismir m out of the pain wherein I fee her. That is 
my intent, replyed the Prince, and I have delved to engage you the more ftrsitty in it, by let- 
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?rg yon know, that Beliment cannot refolve to deftroy me, without making youlofethe 
‘ man, which in all the world loves you the mod ardently, to the end that utderftartding the 
; inter eft you have therein, you may employ your felf with the more care. I received this dif- 
ccurfe with moderation enough, and a great deal of refpeft; as wellbecaufe the vertueof 
this Prince pleafed me, as becaufe I knew he loved, and very much efteemed Vlama and Axu 
amir a * but in fuch fort howfoever, as I engaged my felf to nothing. In the mean time 
* we came to the Princefles, and with them we found e Deliment, whom Ifmxel had fent foe 
by the perfwafiorl of Perea . Asfoonashe faw me neer to my fellows, he came to quarrel 
With me for having walked fo long with the Prince, and frparatingme from him, without 
any incivility, becaufe the Gentleman, that ufed to lead Mxhamed, had lent him -his hand a- 
gain, I quickly difeerned by his difeourfe, that there was a great intelligence between the 
Sephi and Km: For as foon as he faw me alone, he began to tell me, that I was the happieft 
perfect.of my ftx, if I knew well how to manage the affe&ion which the Sephi bore me ; 
that he gave me this advice as my fervant; and that if I pleafed, he would-ferve me in it 
with all his power. I thanked Km coldly enough for this offer, and told him, how I knew 
Very well, that all my happinefs came from the Sepbi, feeing the beautiful Axiamira made 
up ail my felicity; and faying fo, I returned to my fellows^ which already were going aftet 
the Princes, and Princeffcs, who retired with very different thoughts. For Axiamira had her 
minde filled withcholler and hate; Mxhamed added toaH thofe things the love he bore to 
me: Perea thought to work foby her artifices, asweunderftood afterwards, that a man. 
Woo wasof no great birth, fhould marry her After, to the end (he might make ufe of it when 
time fhould ferve: Beliment imagined how he might deceive all the world for the fatisfying 
of bis love and his ambition; and Ifmxel alone knew not very well what he was thinking on. 
As for me,I was fofurprized with the infolency of Beliment towards the Prince(s,of the arti¬ 
fice of Perea,of the love of Mahomed,', and of that of the Sephi, as I could fcarcely freak. But in 
fine,my Lord,that I may not amufe my felf too long about petty things, having fuch great ones 
to tell you, you (hall underftand that we learned a little after, by the addrefs of Vlama, by the 
intelligence which I got from Perea’t confident, and by the irmocency & (implicity of Jfmaef 
all the feveral defigns of thefe interefled perfons. As for the Sephi , the greateft tntereft that be 
had in tK's affair,was only in my pprfon; for though he durft not fpeak to me of his paflion,for 
thereafonlhavealledged; yet was it fo ftrong^s he was conftrain’d to difeover it to Beliment, 
whopromifed him tofpeakto me of it; andiocafel fhould not be difereet enough to con¬ 
ceal this fectet from others, he would be fd confident as to difavow all that he had faid to me. 
For Beliment, be had a long time before won an old Satrap , in whom the Sephi very much 
confided for the affairs of the Empire, and who had oftentimes perfwaded him by Deliment’t 
direction, that the Law, which had caufed Arjalon to be banifhed, was very juditioufty 
made for hfc fubjefts, but cot for him; perfwading him, that Kings, which did not marry 
their daughters to forraign Princes, were never to admit the noUeft and the greateft of their 
fnbjeds into their alliance; becaufe that mod commonly was to take Tutors, in taking tons 
in law of an high birth; and that for the good of the Prince, of the State, and of the Prin¬ 
cefles, it would be better to do other wife. For, faid be onto him one day, Coming to par¬ 
ticulars, if by example, the Pt'mcek Axiamira had raairyed Beliment , what a felicity wocld 
yours be, to have a (on-in-law, that fhould owe all his glory to you, and abfolutely depend 
on you? and what an happinefs would it be for Axiamira to have an husband, without 
having a matter? it being certain, that the inequality of their conditions would always keep 
t Deliment in the terms of duty and obedience. With fuch like reafons as thefe it was, chat 
this wicked mao had caufed the minde of the Sephi to be prepared before be would difeovef 
his love unto him. But whereas he had onderftood by his Agent, that he had not reje&ed 
thofe propofitions, the morning that he had been to fee the Princels, which was the fame 
wherein the Sephi difeovered to him the love which he bore to me, he wrought fo dexrrouf- 
ty with Urn, as he made him comprehend, that if be had a paflion in fome fort unworthy of 
his rank, he on the contrary had one, that was far above all he could pretend unto, Jfnd that 
would not permit Km to hope for any thing* He fpake this to him with fo miich cunning, 
as he dtfigned Axiamira unco him, yet without engaging himfelf fo far, but that be might 
interpret his difeourfe after another manner, if he perceived the Sephi to be offended at it. 
But he had too much need of him'for me, and his minde was too modi poflett with maxims 
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of State, which were advantageous to Deiiment, for him to be fo: and indeed far from be¬ 
ing difpkafed with it, he embraced, and told him, that his hopes might go fo high, as that he 
permitted him to lift up bis eyes, even to the Princefs Axiamira. For, faid he unto him, fince 
Nature hath not given me children, which can govern this Empire, I would be willing that 
love and fortune would give me (uch a one as Deiiment , who may, if not be Sophi after me, 
at leaft-wifecounfd him that (ball be. Deiiment, cunning and dextrous as he was, made as 
though he did not beleeve that which the Sophi faid to him, and out of a feigned refpeft not 
(Teeming to acknowledg that to be his paflion, the Sop hi faid unto him, to oblige him thereun¬ 
to, that it being not fo far from him to the Princefs Axiamira , as from me to the Soph* of 
Perfta, he was not to fear that he would thence forward oppofe an unequal affe&ion, feeing 
he had difeovered his unto him. But when as Deiiment continued faying, that refpeft was 
ftronger in him then all other things, the Sophi, that he might know whether it were Axuu 
mira indeed whom be was in love withall, cirryed him to her lodging; and it was then that 
this rafti man was fo audacious, as to fpeak with fuch infolency to the Princefs. For where¬ 
as he had ftyed that' love could not move her, he beleeved that ambition might; and that the 
hope of reigning over 'Perft* would move her more, then the certainty wherein (he was of 
reigning over his heart. As for the Princefs Perea, they had a long time before treated toge¬ 
ther, and he had perfwaded her, that the Crown of Perfia was co be (bared between hoc 
and her filler • and for that effeft (he was to be kept from marrying any man, whofe genero- 
fky (for fo it was that hefpake) (hould carry him to let ftupid Ifmael, or blinde Mahamei 
reign. And when Ik made a (he w of Seeking out, who in the Court might be Axiamira't 
husband, he play'd his part fo well, that he led her, as cunning as (be was, to the point he de¬ 
lved. For after (he had mufed awhile, as well as he, what need have we, faid (he unto him, 
to feek fo far off for that, which we may finde in the perfon of Deiiment i He, feeming to 
lave no other intereft in this affair then the good of the Princeflcs,bdd off a good while,that he 
might be the mote preft unto it. But at length, being come to agreement moot their conditi¬ 
ons, they judged, tbit albeit Ifmael was not capable of rendering a party much ftronger then if 
he were not of it, yet k would be advantageous for them to feize upon bis /pirit j and ‘Perea 
took the care to do it. As indeed, (be eafily perfwaded him, that it was requiftte Axiatmira 
(hould be marryed to a man that depended on him, and not on Mahomed, who after the 
death of the Sepbi might trouble him, in demanding a great portion, as if he were oot blind; 
fo that to weaken his party, it would be good to marry Axiamira to Deldment , who would 
tye himfelf wholly to his interefts. Behold, my Lord, the motives and the caufesof Deli- 
meat's infolency to Axiamira ; of the difeourfes which he made to me touching the love of 
the Sepbi; of the perfwafions of Perea and Ifmael; and of the unquietnefs, which this un- 
pkafing entanglement gave us. For being advertifed of part of thefe things, which we un* 
derftood much better uterwards, Prince Mahamei, Axiamira, Vlama. , and I, who was 
alfo of the counfcl, refolved, that the Princefs (hould always treat Deiiment with a great 
deal of coldods and indiffereney; without giving him for all that any notable ante of com¬ 
plaining : That thebeft would be carefully toavoyd all occafions wherein tb e Sepbi might 
(peak of this man; it being more expedient, that the mat ter fhould not break forth but upon 
extremity,becaufe it might arrive that it Would not have a ft quel fo grievous as we forefawiR 
That in the mean time we (hould labor to kiPerca know,that Deiiment did not intendtoufe 
har better, then Ifmael and Mahomed: That for me, I (hould receive the difeourfe, which 
he fhould make me concerning the Sophs's love, as a thing I did not beleeve, and that I would 
riot have co be true; and that I fhould give him as little occafion as I could to fpeak to me of 
it. I offered the Princefs to retire to my father under pretext of a fuppofed Gcknefs, but if the 
good-will which (he bore meoppofed it, Prince Mahameds love hindred it abfolutely: In 
regard whereof they represented onto me, that if I (hould do fo, it would be the undoing of 
all, becaufeif the Sophi did love me, he would be fo incenfed thereby, as he might peradven- 
ture be carryed to a violence, which otherwife he would not be capable of. As for Vlama, 
he had Secret apprehenfions which inceflantly tormented him; the power of his Rival made 
him afraid, neither was he fo aflured of myconftancy, but that be feared ambition would 
move me more then his love. But whereas it was not long before I perceived bis unquiecneft, 

I wrote unto him, fer his better aflurance, that noching but death could Iceep me from per- . 
forming the promife, which I bad made him to be wholly his, when be had letkd his affairs 
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^ fo, as he might marry me. For whereas he was i widow-r by the d*th of the Sophi's After, 
civility would not permit him to think <o foon of a fecond marriage, especially with a perfon, 
whole birth, though noble and iliuftrious enough, came not netr for all that to the former. 
Things being in thel'e terms, we were a good while without having any great oration to in- 
creafe our unquietnefs ; becaufe the Sophi and Dtliment having confulted a fecond time to¬ 
gether, and refolved to feek to gain me by gentlmefs, before they would come to force, there 
was nothing but fports and entertainments. And whereas, according to the order I had for at, 
fo often as Dtliment fpake to me of the Soph?s love, I made as though I did not bcleeve there 
was any truth in his words; Tachmsu being thereof advertifed,ind defiring to give me a proof 
of the efteem he made of that they called beauty in may face, he did a thing, which bath Once 
been thecaufeof a great deal of mifehief; for, generous Ibrahim, it happened for our ill for¬ 
tune, that there arrived about chat time at this Court a Painter of Europe, whom chance, or 
the defire of travelling had brought thither, and that drew pictures in little, fo admirable re- 
fembiing the life, as the like had never been hear of. And at the fame time certain Merchants 
came thithet alfo, who, amongft other rarities, which they had, made (hew of a number of 
the pirtures of the faireft women of fuch feveral Nations, as they had palled through. Tbefe 
two things joyned together, caufed the Sophi, out of the defign he bad to oblige me, to give 
command that all the maidens of quality, which were at the Court, (hould prefent them Selves 
at bis Palace on a certain day , appointed for it, together with the Princefles and their maids, 
fumpcuouOy apparelled. This ceremony, whereof we knew not thecaule (for they made a 
fccretof it) fomewhat troubled us, but at length that day being arrived, and all this fair Af- 
femhly compleated, the Sophi followed by Ifmael, Mahamed, ZJloma, Dtliment , and the 
Painter, of whom I have fpoken to you, enrred into the room, where wc were all fee in or¬ 
der, but without the Princeftes holding the rank, which they ought to have had, for fo had 
th e Sophi ordained it; and that which alfo redoubled the impatience we were in, to know 
for what reafon they had caufed us to be atcired fo richly, was, to fee the Sophi hold in his 
right hand two Crowns of gold fet with Diamonds, and taking the Painter with his left hand, 
whom neither the Princefles, nor any of their maidens knew as yet, to fay unto him, that 
hceAablifhedhimthejudg of the beauty of all thofe which competed this fair Affembly; as 
knowing better, then the reft of the world, the juft proportion of the features of the face; 
that which made upch^delicacy, frefhnefs, and vivacity of the complexion ; and what the 
difference was between an animated beauty, and another that hath no life nor grace in it. 
And that to make him give a more equitable fenteoce, he had fo ordered it, as he could not 
difcem the condition of the fair ones,ot whom he was the jadg; but howfoever that he r never- 
thclds referved to himfelf the right of crowning them, whom- be ihould judgto be wor¬ 
thy of that honor. This (aid, he led him all over the room, and making an t xad ftand at each 
oi them, that fo none might be difobliged, he finifhed his firft turn, none being able to judg 
that be had given advantage toatty; peverthelefs I perceived, when the Pain:er made a ftand 
before me, that the Sophi, feeing me caft down my eyes, as pretending to no part in this victo¬ 
ry, had faid foftly, that I had not fo much as need of their fparkling, to merit the Crown, 
having beauty enough other-where. It is certain that I blulht at this difeourfe, and that lift¬ 
ing up my eyes again, I encountred V lamas, wherein I ourked fo much unquietnefs, as it 
pityea me exceedingly. Prince Mahamed wasdofe by him, who not able to fee but with 
others eyes, demanded foftly of him, what they were doing: Bucatlaft, when the Painter, 
for ceremonies fake, had It pirated twelve from the reft, whereof the Princefs Axiamira and 
I were two; and that the Sophi had willed him once again to be e qual; whether it y/ere that 
Tachnat bad made me known to the Painter, without my perceiving it, as in.all likelyhood 
be had; or whether he was not very knowing in beauty, I was the firft that was declared 
vidorious, and on whofe head the Sophi fee one of the Crowns. JBut whereas I knew very 
well, that this vidory was an effed rather of the Soph's love, then of try beauty, it brought 
me more fpight then joy ; fo that taking the Crown, which had been given me, I went to 
place it at the feet of Axiamir a, juft as the Sophi, by the fentenceor the Painter, fet the 
other on her head. But he, feeing this adion of mine, took that which I was going to place 
on the ground, and giving it me again a fecond time.; Is it, faid be onto me, for that the 
Crown which I offer yon is not beautiful enough ? or th*t the hand which prefents it to you 
is not iliuftrious enough? It is neither theonenor the other, my Lord, anfwered I, but it is 
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becaufe I am neither beautiful, nor illuftrious enough, to wear a Crown, that parts from die 
hand of fo great a Prince. And then coming nearer to me. Receive this fame, laid he to me 
fofdy, fair maid, and beleeve, if you will be reasonable, that this (hall not be the laft you 
(hail receive from trie. All the anfwer I made to this difeourfe was onely blufhing, and fo I 
(hufRed in my fell amongft my fellows, . wjfrh as much di^pkafure for my victory, as they ; 
had vexKion for that they had not carryedir. But in conclusion, my Lord, Axiamira and I 
were painted in the habit of Amnions, which, as be (aid who drew our pictures, was pleaf- 
. ing toall Nations: When they were done, the Sephi caufed him to mike fix Copies of each 
of us, which he put into Cafesot Gold, enrichtd.with Diamonds, and gave them to thofe 
Merchants, who had (hew’d him fo many fona^grTbcaaties; but with an oath, that they 
fhoold never fell them to any but Princes, and that they Should always teferve one of each of 
them 'in their own keeping, topublifb Axiamira'* beauty and mine over ail the Countries 
through which they travelled. Thefe Merchants promifed all that he required, and for out 
ill fottane kept their word but too Well, as you (hallunderftand hereafter. From that fame 
day Dtlimtnt persecuted me more then ordinary, ie feeming unto him that I was no longer 
to doubt of the Stpbi's love, aftet that which he had laid unto me. And whereas I delved 
to declioe his encounter, as much as 1 Could, I ftood oftentimes calking with Prince Maha- 
mtd • becaufe though he contemned him, yet bis quality made him that be dtuft not feparate 
trie from him, when we were in difeourfe together. And I remember that one day, as dw 
poor Prince was entertaining me, and that Dtlimtnt was come to the Princeflcs with l/matl, 
out of a defign to fay fomething to me from the Sephi, this infokneman did fofar fofe the 
refpeft which he owed t o Mahomed, as I bated him for it more then I did before. 1 have 
already cold you blulbing, generous Ibrahim , that this Prince was in love with me; and 
though I had nothing but good- will for him, and that Vlama abfolutely pofTcfled my heart, 
yet did I in fome fort comply with Mahanitd, for his difeourfe wasfo virtuous, and (b ob¬ 
liging, though paffionate, as if Vlama had heard it, I verily think be could not have hated 
this illuftrious Rival. I was aifo willing to confeive the good-will of thefoo, out of then- 
tent I had to refufc the love of the hither. It was then with his pafiion that Mahomed en¬ 
tertained me chat day, When as Dtlimtnt had fo great a defve to fpeak with me, and that 
finding bimfdf hindked from it by the Princes prefence, bethought good toobfervebotfahis 
a&ions and mine. And whereas it is hard for the motions of the face not to give fome tanks 
of thofe of the heart, efptdaUy when fove poffeflcth it j Dtlimtnt perceived fomething 
which was extraordinary in that of the Prince; for Mabxmtd, albeit he was blinde, yet 
came up dofe to me, as it he could have feenme; and becaufe his eyes could not advert ife 
him when there was any one neer us that could hear him, and that it would nave but put me 
in remembrance of his defeft if he (hould have faid any riling to me of it, be always uftd to 
fpeak futtly unto me; which that day,amongft others^ave no little unquietoefe to Dtlimtns ; 
for having marked that I had bluShc twice or thrice, and.it feeming to him to be without 
anger, he fufpeded fomewhat of the truth. And whereas he was infolent, and accuftomed 
to a bitter jeering, which made him tx> be yet mote hated of everyone, he (aid, fpeakingof 
me, to Perea's Confident, who was hard by him (for thofe two Princeffes were retired into 
Axiamra’s Cabinet, accompanyed by IJmatl,) doth not this fo long and fo parmaiUr a 
converlktiqn poflefe you with curiofity ? for as for me .continued he, I protefs unto y?>a that 
I canrtbt comprehend it. If it be of indifferent things, I amcertain, that he cannot talk to 
her of the rarities which he hath fern in his voyages; if it be of War, he cannot render her 
any otberaccount but of the noife of the Canons; and if it be of Love, I am well adored 
that he doth not entertain her, either with the whicenefs of her skin, or thefweecnefsof her 
look; fo that I conclude he cannot talk to her but of his dreams, which fhould not be very 
pleating, Since the objefts he hath fecn conduce not much to the furnishing him with fau 
idea's. Dehment Spake fo fof dy, as I could not hear him; but whereas the privation of fight 
leaned to have redoubled in Mahomed the delicacy of hearhig, he loft not one word of that 
which I have delivered. I perceived very well, that upon a Sudden he bad held his peace* that 
he had biufhed, and that without harkening to me he had lent an eat to Dtlimtnt ; but I was 
much furprized, when as turning him towards the place where he heard him (peak, he dud 
unto him with a fttuog and confident voycc: Thou thinkeft it may be, infolent as thou art, 
that because I am Winde, I (hould be deaf alfo; howbeit know, that I have but too wed

" beard, for thy intereft, the injurious words which thou haft fpoken; for though I am de¬ 
prived of fight, I have not loft my courage j and did not the refpeft of Axymir,* retain one, 

1 would ftranglethee with mine own hands, or thy flight (hould (helcer thee from my fury• 
but what fay I, continued he, thou knoweft well, bade man, that I could not follow thee, 
and chat is it which makes thee fo audacious. Delimtnt daring this difcourfe did nothing 
but foule,’ which Co incenfed me, as I could not forbear beholding him with rage; but mean¬ 
ing to carry infoiency to the highcft point, he told M*bamed t that he had (aid nothing of 
Urn, which he might not fay again to the Stpbi, without defending him. I do not think, w- 
plyed M*b*med, that he would be as unjuft (6 authorize thy infoiency to me, as to Axi+- 
mlrt; but howfoever, get thee out of this lodging, and never come into the place where I 
am, I charge thee. I allure you, anfwered Delimtnt as he was going away, that you Hull 
never fee me more. This laft jeer fo mightily incenfed Mabamed, as be would have gone to 
that pare where he heard the voyce of Delimtnt ; but knowing that hit misfortune wend not 
permit his coming at hitnto punifti his audacioofnefe, I retained himthebeft I could; and 
not thinking of PerwY'tjonfidenc being there, Let this fenflefe fellow go, my Lord, laid I 
unto him, and confider that your hand is too noble to punifh his arrogance; and that inflead 
of doing biman affrpnc, you will do him an honor, whereof he is not worthy. At dtis 
wife the Princeflcs opened the Cabinet, and AxUmira asking what the matter was, law 
Prince Mnhamed exceedingly moved; It is, anfwered he, an infoiency of Delimtmtt, which 
I may not tell you fo fudderily; for,my dear After, thofe of his party are yet too ftrong hew. 
Ptren feeming not to underftand that this difcourfe was addrefled to her, I allure my fdf, (aid 
this fubtle Prince fa, that this was one of Detiment’s merriments, which the Prince hatbmif- 
nndetftood; but left this diforder, continued (he,(hould oblige the Sopbito forbid the Moots 
frombringiog anybody to our lodging, I will go and endevor to appeafe this tempeft. Spare 
that pain, replyed M^htmed ; for certainly, on my pirt, it (hall never be appealed butwMh 
the deads of ‘Delimtnt. But ‘Perea, without anfwcring this difcourfe, took //aw*/by the 
hand, and all amazed as he was, carryed him away whither (he pleafed. We wer* oofoootr 
tt liberty to talk, but Adsbarntd recounted to the Priacels AxUrniri* aft Dtlmexds infoieri- 
cyj and chat with Co much choller, and marks of ttfentment, asmade me mudt to pity dm 
poor Prince. Will you endure, dear After, (aid he unto her, that the Enemy of Mdbmmed 
(hill become the husband of Axiamirnf That a man, wUch bath made ufe of yeut cham¬ 
ber, as of a fanduary, to affront me with impunity, (hall be yet fo audacious as to pretend 
to the pofleffion of your perfon ? Ah l no, you are too generous to havefuch bale thoughts: 
and I hope, though my eyes are not able to guide my hand fo as it may give this InColeotan 
hundred ftabs, yet that yours will at the lean take all the revenge of him you can, in (hew* 
ing him (b many marks of your rigor and diidain, as the love and ambition, which reign in 
bis heart, wanting lamfa&ion, be may howfoever have two domeftical Enemies, which will 
perfecuce him inctflantly, or to fay better, until fuch time as I have found out a man generous 
enough to guide my arm, or to lend one his. VUmaeotced into the chairiber juft attfaatio- 
ftant.and having heard thofe laft words, without giving the Priocefs leafuretoanfwer, be 
went to Mthtmtd, and allured him, that except it were againft the perfon of xbcScpbi t hc 
might^difpofeof him in any thing, and employ him in fuch revenge as be pieafed. M*h»- 
wed having quickly known Vltm* by his voyce: Ah 1 generous ZS/mm, find be who hid), 
that I am not jn a condition to acknowledg thy virtue, rather (hen to have need of thy coo- 
rage againft an infamouslellow, whocanoot pretend to any other part of valor, but that 
which thole cruel beads may have, who are doc valiant, but becaufe they ate ftrong, and 
of a bloody difpoAtion. ThePrincefs, who perceived that in (lead of being appealed, Ma¬ 
homed grew the more incenfed with calking, made him enter into her Cabinet with VUmn, 
sod mc; where we no fooner were, bat llw beginning to (peak, allured Mtbxmtd, that (be 
was no lefs fenfible of Dtlimtnt'f inifolency then he j that (he promKcd never to many him, 
not, (aid (he, becaufe I would have you obliged tome for it, or that you (hould think Ido 
it for the love of you, but contrarily, I deftre you would beleeve, that when Delimtnt (hewed 
the moftloveand refpeft to me, I would fliH have made choyce of death, rather then be bis 
wife; for his birth, his humor, bis wickedaefe, and hs arr o gance, have polfafed me 

wiefafo much hatred agaioft him, as there is no e x trem i t y , whereunco l wdl not be carryed, 
rather then coufent to anything that any pfcafc him. But that which I defire you (hould 
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think, is, that if thegreateft Prince of the Earth, and that did moft rouch mine mchnacion, 
fhould offer you any outrage, I would be hiscruelltft Enemy, and the firft that would be re¬ 
venged on him for it. Ah 1 generous lifter (faid Mahamed, interrupting her, and much com¬ 
forted with bearing her (peak fo) I was perfwaded, tbit my quarrel fhould be yours, and that 
you would not abandon me. When as I faw that their difeourfe refolved on nothing, I told 
them, that without amufing themfelves about giving ctftimonks of their aflfcftion one to an¬ 
other, which was to no purpofe, finccit could not be doubted of, it would be better for 
them to employ the time in confidering, whether Mahomed Ibould complain to the Sophi, 
or whether helhould ftay, to fee in what manner Deliment would live with him for the fu¬ 
ture, after he had forbidden him his presence. This advice iteming juft unto them, they be¬ 
gan to examine the matter. As for Mahamed , he would neither complain, nor flay, but 
onely revenge himfclf. Vlama, who forefaw that no good could come of this revenge, ei¬ 
ther for the Prince, or for the Princefs, or for himfclf, flay'd till Axiamira had delivered her 
opinion, pretending that he was not tofpeak his, in regard, faid he, that it belonged ondy 
to him to execute that which the Princefs and Mahamed fhould rcfolve upon. So that Axi¬ 
amira being unwilling to fpeik alone by her felf, commanded me to fay what I thought was 
fit to be done in this affair. I confefs to you, generous Ibrahim, that notwithflanding the 
hate which I bare to Deliment, I advifed, that things fhould be gently carryed; and that if 
he came to fubmit himfclf co Mahamed, he fhould be received, and fhewmadeof pardon¬ 
ing him) but upon condition neverthelefs, that he fhould appear as fcldomashe might in 
places where Mahamed fhould be. And that which carryed me hereunto, was the thought, 
that if Vlama encerprized any thing againft Deliment , the leaf! that could arrive unto me by 
it would be, that Vlama woald be contained to abfent himfclf, and leave me in che power 
of the Siphi. As for the Princefs, (he was of the opinion, that a gentleman fhould be feat 
from Mahamed to complain to the Sophi of Deliments infolency; and that withall great 
.can fhould be taken to publifh it, becaufe, faid (he to Mahamed, it will be requificc to make 
him be contemned and hated of every one,as much as poflibly we can,that we make nfe of that 
hatred and contempt when time (hall ferve; for, continued (he, the world is not acquainted 
with his temerity and audadoufhefs; and whereas he is rich and liberal, he hath partilans and 
- fervants,. who durft not declare themfelves to be fo, if they knew that .you and I did hate 
him. Why, lifter, replyed Mahamed, would you have me publifh, that I have received an 
affront with impunity f Yes, faid (be, I would have it publifbed, that you may be revenged 
. of Deliment, feeing you may do it without offence Go your reputation. Confider, added 
(he, that if the generofity of Vlama fhould carry him to fight with Delment, your revenge 
would be doubtful, fince you cannot be ignorant, thatthefuccefs of Arms is always fo,-and 
if peradventure it fhould coft you the blood and fortune of fo excellent a man, you would 
. repent you of this violence. No, Madam, faid Vlama interrupting he r, never ftand on thefe 
coofiderations; feeing my fortune, my blood, and my life, could not be employed more 
glorioufly, then in revenging Prince Mahamed. But, rtplyed (he, the matter is not fo eafie 
as you imagine; your defign may be difeovered; the opportunity of executing it perchance 
will not be prefenced; and then to (peak freely onto you, I cannot approve of thac violence 
in Mahamed, which I fhould condemn in others. It will be better then to lay chebtymeon 
.the Sophi and Deliment in a gentle way; and procure him fecret Enemies, who when occa- 
fion (hall reqairg, and that we would openly oppofe his violences, may fetve us with courage, 
and give us the means to be revenged, without fear, and with honor. In brief, this fage 
Princefs maintained her opinion with fo many reafons, as it was followed: And to execute 
it, I went to give order for the fetching of an old Governor, who bad broughc up Maha¬ 
med, and chat was one of tbewifeftand underftandingeft men of our age, to the end he 
might go to the Sophi, who whil’ft we were taking our refolution entertained Deliment. 
Forasfoon as he was gone out of Axiamira’s chamber he went unto that of the Sophi, to 
whom for the colouring of his infolency be faid, thac finding me every day more rebellious to 
his will, he could chink no ether, but tint my heart was engaged other-where; and that hav¬ 
ing obferved all my a&ons, he had found that Prince Mahamed did not hate me; that to be 
-the better cleared thereof, and carryed by the zeal which he had to his fervice, hehadfpoken 
fome jetting words, whil’ft the trince entertained me, which he had taken fo ill, as his anger 
thereupon did perfwade him the mote to that opinion of his- It is not, (aid be fmiling, (as 
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^weunderflood afterwards) becanfeit any be eafily imagined, that the beauty of Fdixana 
lath given you a rival; buthowfoever I would not conceal my fufpidonfrom you, and it 
isforyoatomakemypeacewith Prince Mahomed,* youwfll not have the beautiful Axia- 
mra hate tee. I Wm take the care of that upon me, teplyed the Stpbi ; and beleeve that I 
am not a little obliged unto you, in that you hate not feared to anger Mahomed, for to ferve 
me in a thing, whereon my felicity depends. J udg, my Lord, whether after this artifice, the 
complaints of this poor Prince were well received or no. The Sophi neverthelels defired to 
keep fome decorum, being unable to beleeve that Mahomed wasamoroas, though he refoL 
veato dear himfelf further tbetein. As foon then as that ancient Governor of Mahomed 


had made bis complaint, he told him, that he was already advertifed of the matter; and 
that togivefatiafaaion to Mahomed, be commanded him to pardon Dtlimtnt, whofe heart 
hswellknew, and waafurethatbehadnopurpofeto offend him, and that it had been no¬ 
thing but a light temptation, to fay fome merriment. And when that Governor would have 
bdbught him, that at leaft-wife Dtlimem (bould not come, but as feldom as he could, to the 
phaes where Prince Mahomed (horrid be; the Stpbi bid him make no further reply, for fie 
would be obeyed} and for that tflfeft he would go and carry Dtlimtnt to Axiomira’s'tkuxi* 
ber, to the end that inthe fame phot, where the fault had been committed, it might alfo 
be pardoned ; fo that when we exported the Stpbi’t anfwer, we (aw him himfelf enter, 
laanmg on Deliment, and followed by lfmatl and Ttrco, who not having fecn ‘Deliment 
fincc her going forth, becsofc he was with the Stpbi, (he had followed them to this cham- 
bnr, as foon as (be had been advertifed that they came ducher. I leave you to judg, whe¬ 
ther this vifit did not poffefe Mahomed with chotyer, and Axiomiro and me with amaze¬ 
ment. But we were yet in much more, whtnai tb e Stpbi fell to amplifiethe obligations 
which he had to Deliment, his virtues, his merit, the afie&on hebam to tbeitinces and 
PriuceffeS; and in fine, continued he, the graneft mark that can be given me of thepaffion 
oat is in foe my fervice, is, to rcoder the feme honors to Deliment, as if be were my fon} 
and as for you, laid he, leaning on Mahomed's (boulder, I command you to love Dertment, 
andto live well with him. Itwoold bemethinks inDro juft, reptyed the Prince, tfaatyou 
Would ardam ham not to affront me, finahccannWcfofo without effacing you. I do ex- 
cafe, anfwered the Stpbi, the ill option you have of Dtlimtnt, feeing it is not ocrifioned 
but by the little koowedg you have of Jut m te n rio ra . But howfoever I wiU be obeyed; 
and widtete examining whether myptafine be unjfift or equitable,. I command you to re¬ 
ceive hisfobaulfiocland iris frieodthip. Hereupon Deltment began tofaeak, and di(guifiug 
the malice of his foul, he faidfo many ubfemg things to as if be bad not perfeft- 

ly known hiswkkednefs, he might bavebekeved that he wascrpableof repeating. So it 
whs, duu^4fMimdwuconftt»ndmmakefbewof no loiter refenung the offence he had 
received. This peace brought great joy to TVc*; but Axiamirds coldnefe made.it appa* 
rant enough that chef were not both of one party. The Stpbi continued yet fome time in 
taBtirigof indifferent things, duringshe winch he fiiU fixed hi* eyes on my face: And where¬ 
as out of afenfeof companion, andtoavoydhif looks, I turned my head all that while to¬ 
wards Mahmud, he began to think that then might be fome verity in Delimentt fafpicion. 
He was no (boner returned to his lodging, but thinking of the means tube cleared therein, 
he conceived that thegemleman, who ferved to guide Mahomed, might peradventure be he 
from wfuxn he might learn fonxching. He had f» fooner communicated this defign to Deli- 
hunt, but that having approved of il, be thought of ooduUg elfe then executing it. And to 
that porpofe he waked, that he ought give no fafpicion to Mahomed, till he was retired fo 
the Evening, fix at that time the PriMtnotufingtoftir forth any mote, always left his guide 
atliberiy; Deliment , who had caufed him to be watdied, was no fooner advertifed thathe 
wac come out of the Princes chamber, but he teade him be fecretly told, that the Sophi would 
(peak with him. This man, who bad not been accuftomed to receive fuch like favors, pre- 
fently obeyed; and the Stpbi, joyning the hope of a great for rune, prefents, and entreaties, 
to his commands^ had quickly fuborned his fidelity. After then that he w« well aflured of 
him, both by reafon of the things I have fpoken of, and of the fear of punilhmem if he fail¬ 
ed in his promife, he commanded him exidly to obferve all Prince Mahomed’s aftions, to 
take good notice of what he fpakeof me; totndevortolcam fomething thereof; andto 
give him ao account of it every Evening atthe feme hot*. And when he prefied him to tell

biro, whether he had not perceived thae there was Ibroe intelligence between the Prince and " 
roe, he anfwered him, that he knew no more thereof, but that the Prince fpakeofceper of 
roe, then of anyotberof my fellows* But whil'd they were betraying him mthisforr, he 
was not without unquietnefs; Thefpight to be fo iU entreated by roe Sopki , and fo unwor- 
, thily affronted by Delimtnt, without having an allured mean to be revenged of it, put him 
into no little pain: And then again, when he came to think, that the next day he (hould en¬ 
counter with Delimtnt again at Axiamira's lodging, his great heart could not fo fooo re* 
folve upon fo grievous a thing; he purpofed then, for the declining of it, to make a (hew of 
being fick,and riot to ftir out of his chamber a good while. But when he came to coofider,that 
in declining the encounter of Delimtnt, he fhould deprive himfelf of mine, love was ftrooger 
in him then fpight; and the converfation of his Enemy was not fo redoubtable, as the hope 
of mine wasfweet unto him, Howbeit imagining, that the Princels would vifit hup during 
bis feigned ficknefs, and that I, being her Confident, would not fail to accompany her 
thither, fpight re-afiumed its former (dace, and made him execute his resolution. The 
next day he feigned himfelf fick, and would let no body fee him; but fearing left 
Axiamira fhould be troubled at it, he Cent her word, that (he fhould not be difquiet- 
ed for it, alluring her, that the greateft remedy he had need of was her converfation, 
or to be alone. The Princels undetftood well enough what the Prince defired of her, 
to that as foon asftie had met with occafion fit for it, (he went to fee Mahomed, carry, 
ing none with her but an old Goveroels, one of my fellows, and me. But Tere*, having 
underftood that Axiamira was gone to fee Prince Mabamtd, who was not well, perfwaded 
lfmael and Delimtnt to go thither too; fo that we were hardly arrived at Mahamtfs 
chamber, but we were advertifed, that this Enemy troop was coming to trouble our reft. 
Tlhe Prince was fo enraged at it, as Axiamir*, fearing he fhould be carryed to Come violence, 
made bade ro be gone, fo that meeting them in the anti-chamber, where fhe ftay'd them, (he 
told them that the Prince beingafleep, (he would not fuffer him to be awaked, and thereby 
obliged them to return. In the mean time Mahomed, who could not forbear giving me to 
underhand, that he lived (till forme, called to turn his guide, named Amariel, who often¬ 
times Served him alfo for a Secretary. He recommends fecrecy and discretion to hap, rad 
after he had made him fwear an hundred fafte oaths^e didates a letter unto him for me, which 
he wrote very faithfully. ; And having caufod him to read it over more then once unto him, 
he gives him order to got he next morning for to know ho w the Princefs does, and thfn to de¬ 
liver me that letter as Secretly as he could. Amariel promifes to acquit himfelf thereof ashq ■ 
ought; andverygladof hisadventure, be retires from the Prince, and goes with all fpced to 
do an ad of fidelity to the Sophi, and of treachery to Mabamtd. The Stpbi careffes him ex* 
traordinarily, and taking the letter with very much impatience, ’he fees that it was extreamly 
paffionate, and that DthWent’t fufpicionswere not ill grounded. He Sent immediately foe 
him, (hewed him the letter which he had, and exceedingly moved with cboller, demanded 
what counSi hS lhould take ? Delimtnt , as more cunning, and lefs preoccupated, told him, 
how by chib letter well confidered i one miglyeafilyfee* that Mabamtd was paflionately in 
love with me, but that one could not judg, whether I anfwered his pffion or no; fo that to 
be cleared therein, Amariel was to deliver that letter to me, and crave rarafwer of it. That 
forfaispart,bebeieevedthatIdid noc hate him, becaufeooeof Ptrc/s maids had heard me 
'(ayfenewhat, as (he went out of Axiamira’s chamber, that made him think fo. This reso¬ 
lution being taken, Amariel according to his directions cane unto me, rendred me Mahamtdt 
letter, and gave me the commodity to rafwer it. For whereas he was come very early, the 
Princefs was not yet awake, and I was Ml in my chamber, without any other company then 
a maid that waited on me. Until then^ had befceved, thatl was not obliged to let Vlama 
know any thing of PrinCe Mabamtdfs 4ove; but when I forefsw that it was like to have 
Some Sequel, I refolved, when I could finde a favorable occafion, to (ay Something to him of 
it; and in the mean time fo to live with Mahomed, as he fhould have no caufe to be offend¬ 
ed with me, nor yet hope to engageme to the afteCEon which he defitod of me. I anfwered 
him with a great deal of refped, and turning the fence of his words as dextroufty as I could, 

I anfwered to a letter of love, as if it had been a letter of friendfhip. Amariel had no foooer 
gotten mine anlwer, bpt he went away very well (atisfied to the Sephi, who was not forty 
to fee, that I had not So much afifcCtion for Mahomed, but that be might hope to be able to 
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break it. He confuted then with hb ordinary counfel, that is to fay with Deliment, and 
they refolved together, chat from thence forward they would change the Letters which the 
Ftioce ihoold caufe.to be written to me, becanfe for (b much as they coaid ;tulg by that which 
they had Teen, they would be too well endited, and too paffionate; purpofing alfo, if it fell 
out that I (hould anfwer him too pbligingly, not to let it be read lo to Prince Mahomed: 
Who, as if fortune would be afiiftant to our Enemies, became fo fick indeed, as he was fain 
to keep hb chamber fifteen days together; In which time, there paft not a day, wherein be 
did not write unto*me,and I did not anfwer him, without ever knowing for all that what 
we (aid one to another; becanfe the Sofki retained all Mahomed’s Letters, and cadfed others 
to be written to me; and likewifekept all my anfwers, in making me (peak as he pleafed. 
I confefs, that many times I marvelled at thequeftions, wherewith thofe Letters, which I 
beleeved y/ae Mohamets, were filled': and confronting the firft I received from him with 
the reft, i found fo great a difference between them, were it for thegracefulnefsof the (tile, 
or lor the things he faid to me, as I knew not what to think of it. Neverthdefs, feeing it was 
always’the fame hand, and receiving them the fame way, all I could conclude upon it was. 
That the blindnefs of thb poor Prince poffefled him with fuch thoughts for love, as never 
any body had the like but he. For whereas the Sophi’s and Deliment’t defign was, to render 
Mahomed contemptible to me, they made him write ftrange things by Amariel. Some* 
timertfaey made this blinde Prince (ay* that he was grieved he did not fee me; that the beau¬ 
ty of my eyes was always prefent before him; in another Letter, that for the more confor¬ 
mity he would willingly that 1 had been blinde as he was, and the rather for that then I (hould 
Dot fee the Sopbi, whom he knew to be lib Rival. In another, he conjured me to let him. 
have my pi£ure, and to fend him word whether I were fair or brown. I leave you to think, 
fince I could not defpife Mahomed, becanfe I efteemed him very much other-ways, Whether 
tbefo Letters did not move me to compaffion j and though Deliment’s cunning did always 
intermix fomethingof tbs Sofhi among, yet I had always fo much diferetion, or. good hap, 
» not to tqake any anfwer to that particular.. But if Deliment drew up fuch lenflefs Letters 
fix Mahomed, thofe which he made for me, as I underftood afterwards, were not much 
more reafooible. And the Prince bath told me, that when Amariel read them to him, be 
could not chufe but make him read them over again and again. It was not becaufe Deliment, 
who ordinarily didhted them, had made them very obliging, but becaufe the Prince, folding 
them fo badly pen'd, was perfwaded that it was Amariel’s fault, who read them ill; for be 
could not imagine, thataperfon, whofewit feemed worthy of hb efteem, (hould exprefs 
her thoughts with fo bad a grace; and to that effeft.he made him read them ovet many times, 
that he mightbc able to difeem the faults of the Reader, torn thofe which they made to pads 
for mine. 

But whil'ft the malice of Deliment triumphed over the Sophts facility, and oiir itmoCency, 
Mahomed being wtll amended, caufed himfelf to be led to the Princeffcs lodging, to render 
her hb firft vifir, of to fay better, to have a pretext to give me one. For he hath told me fince, 
how he was not without impatience to hear me talk, to the end he might know, whether I 
had ftill the fame wit, which he had fo much prized in me. He did not marvel, that I had 
always anfwered him with rigor enough, becaufe be might well think that mine own vertue, 
and ^be fear of committing my felf to the diferetion of him that was to read my Letters, would 
carry me thereunto; but' to fay things from the purpofe to him,was that which he could not 
comprehend. As long as hb ficknefe hid laded, the PrinceCs Axiamira had been often enough 
tovmtbim, but Perea had moft commonly been in her company, fo that we fpake not toge¬ 
ther,until that coming, as I have (aid, one morning to vifit^*MNKr*, with a purpofe, if he 
found her alone,to declare to her the paflion which he was in for me; not finding her yet awake, 
and making as though he would attend till (he was, he caufed himfelf to be led to my cham¬ 
ber ; when he came thither, I had almoft done reading a Letter from Vlama , who, provoked 
bytbeforceof his paflion, and the fear he was in left the Sepki'i love (bould prevail with me 
morethenhis, conjured me to remember the promifes which I had made him; never to love 
anj but him ; and confequently, pafled qver again all the teftimonies of afie&ion which I had 
reodred him, that fo he might obi^e me not to deprive him of it. 

At firft, v/henMobomedcnacd into my chamber, ! thought to have hid the Letter which 
I held, but foddenly calling to minde that be was blinde, I laughed at my providence, and fo 
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much tbe more, for that he had commanded Amariel eoftayins gallery, through which oae' 
wastopafs for to come into my chamber. When I few my felf done with Mahomed, ex¬ 
cept it were a maid diet fared me, and in whom I confided in ail things, I was taken with 
fiich impatience to make an end of reading Vlamds Letter, as prefcndy after the firit civili¬ 
ties, I began to unfold ieasfaMyas pofliblyl could, and withont anfwvring precifdy lo 
Mahomed’s difoonrfes I cead that which Vlama writ unto ox. Mahomed, who certainly 
hath a greatdeal of tmdaftanding, and that according to the cuftom of the Minde is always 
alitde lafpicioas, though out of dkcretion he ratkn »little (hew of kac maybe, hearing 
the noife which the Lester made in turning it from the one fide to the ether, ( for k was indif¬ 
ferent long) imagined that these was fotncmyftery in it which he did not comprehend; that 
peradventure the Sophi had daring his fkbnefs abfoiately gained me, and that the paper, 
which I held, and whereof be heard the noife, was a Letter from him, or from Deliment ; 
Info grievous a thought, this ib wife and fo moderate a Prince could not refift the temptati- 
on of dearingtrimfelt of a doubt,which gave him fo much urqaietnefc; (b that at foch rime 
as I never dream'dof k, and that I was folding up V lama's Letter again, and detely mafiog 
on that which I had read, Mahamtd directing bis band by the noife which I made in doing 
k op, chance led it (o juft where kihould be, that be fnatebed it from me foener then Iwts 
able to withftand him. I muft needs knew, faid he, amiable Fekxana, Whether this bleffed 
Paper, which hath kept ye* from anfwering me, mirks the htntr yon do it tom} prejudice. 
My Lord, feid I unto him exceedingly troubled, if yon conld fee what u inthie Letter, I 
Would not rtfift yonr fleaf art ; bnt fince jon cannot know What it it but by a third ptrfon, 
permit that I may conjure jam to render it me. This extream earneftnefe that I (hewed to 
draw that Paper out of hts hands was chut which provoked hiscuriofity the more; and chough 
he did infinitely fear to difpleafe me, yet did be fear much more'to be over-reached. And 
then again, bekeving Amariel to be very fakhfal, he thought he (hotdd hazard nothing, in 
mfolvingrofcchimimd k. In thtaouMon the more I importuned him, the move did he 
defend hknfidffeomaocordhig that Which I required; and I vmly bdeeve that in fo great a 
trouble I (booid have cold him the erothof the matter, and Confided in his generofity, ifZJ/- 
limtM, who had been udversifed that Prince Mahanted was in my chamber, had not come 
thither wkh Ifmatl, of whom he made ufe upon ail occafions, to trouble our eonrerfackxv 
For he feared that fo particular an interview would difcovet the trick they had pbyd us; and 
that dunking to deftroy our fekndfliip, they fhould fettle k better then before. Bat that 
which they Mated waaftr fromr arriving, for Mahamtd and I had other manner of thoughts 
then to entertain our fcives with Letters, which we had received from one anorher. When 
feft I few IfmAti and Dolimtnt, Tteftified a great deal of unqwetneft; and addrefling my 
felf to Mahamed with an anger, which I had not much ado to counterfeit: Ton perceive my 
Lord, find I unto bins, that bad ' examples are /ban followed; and that the liberty which 
you have taken to enter into my chamber, hath drawn in a company , which I onght not to 
have admitted Without the comm and m ent of the'Trimtfs. The Prince/}, replped Deftment, 
doth/he dbffafe of ait year attions i Toe, feid I onto him, and fo abjolntely , * lamia• 
capable of ever difobtying her.' So that, continued he, if one were in love With yen, mnfk 
boaddre/b himfetf tntha trincefs f That henonfl withont donbt, anfwered I him round¬ 
ly ; for 1 belts** her to be fo jnfi, at /be wilt never force mein things, whtrenpon depend 
at the felMtj,or ad ike infelicity of my lift. We had, it may be, contained in farther tafit, 
had iM«McaQK*ad udumifed them, that Axiamira was awake, and that they might fee 
her. Tbeykft oh Atom go sober; lK>ssbekPriocdAd4*4w«iftay'd not long huheftin- 
ceffa dumber; anddiarheaaiahc part from thence witbdvdky, he made as though he found 
himfetf me welt upon goingforth lb foon after httlicbneft, and retired to his lodging as 
fpeedty as be could. ' 

When be aame there, be commanded Amaritl (octear tbesdun, and after he hadallured 
him that they wwaalMi8,iiC gave Km she Lectea which he had taken from me, and wiHed him 
to read h. But ha was ftsangdy amazed, when as he knew by the reading of this Letter, 
that 1 had been a iong tkne engaged in affcftiooto fume one. For, as I ha?e cold you, Vlamn 
had run over weineer all that had ever palled betwixt us. He very weB perceived by the 
itileof Chk tetter, that it war from a man of quality, and who feared left the Sopkts Cove 
fbouM make me things; bat whereas it had no name, and that the Princes biindnefe did not 
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Permit him to know V lama’s hand, he could not divine who it fhould be, and in this uri- 
certaincy be endured fuch pain as cannot be cxpreft ; and faid things which afterwards 
moved me to pity when he recounted them unto me; it being mod certain, that the privati¬ 
on oi his fight was never fo fenfibb to him as in this occafion. 

In the mean time Am.mel, who was cunning.and dextrous, judging that it much import¬ 
ed the .fayhi to fee this Letter, and fearing the Prince would keep this paper, he folded up 
one, that was by chance on the Table, in the fame form that the other was, to the end he 
might change it, And truly this forecaft of his was not in vain, for indeed Mahamed, after 
he had caufed this fatal Letter to be read over again, re-demanded it of him, and getting to 
bed with that fame paper, which Amaritl had foyfted in, byreafon of a weaknefs where¬ 
with he tvas taken by the exceffive agitation of his fpirits, he gave that Tray tor the liberty to 
go forth. He prefently made ufe of the opportunity; and cauung the Sophi to be adverttfed 
that be had fomething to fay to him, he had audience inftantly. He acquainted Tachmas 
with Mabamed's vffit at my lodging j his unquietnefs at his return ; andarlaft fhewed him 
V lama's Letter, which he knew as foon as he had opened it ; for he had feen many of his 
writing, at fuch time as he was in War with the A^emitts, and rendred him an account of 
his victories. He fent immediately then for Deliment, that was newly come from the Piin- 
cefs Axiamira, whom he had found yet morcrebellious then (be ufed to be. As foon as he 
appeared, I Will no longer feek , faid he unto him, for that which is the canft of Felixana's 
rigor, and that which makes her deffife my frejints , my love, and even the hope of my 
Crown j for it was true, that Deliment entertained me dayly with fuch like matters. I think, 
my Lord, anfwered Deliment, how that Which renders Felixana inflexible is , That the know, 
ledg of yostr grtatnefs permits her not- to heleeve , that yon Will forget it for her advantage • 
and the refnfals Which fit makes , are nothing donbtlefrbnt that fie may be the more firong- 
ly a flared ef that which fit deftres it may be more then yon, Nofnch matter , replyed the 
Soplei, and this which I have here Will certainly make you change your opinion; in faying 
fo, be fhewed him Vlama s Letter, whereby they knew but too well the good- will that was 
betwixt us, and how much he was informed of that which the Sophi bore me. At firft, 
all Tachmae thoughts ran into v iolence; he would commit me to prifon y he would deftroy 
Vlama ; and his gentleft resolutions were at leaft to banifh him. 

But Deliment , who’always joyned cunning to wickednefs, told him, that the firft thing 
he fhquid do, was, to banifb Felix ana from the heart of Vlama , and Vlama from the heart 
of Felixana ; that to begin by the etfieft, Vlama, was to be dcxtroufly acquainted, that I 
had a particular commerce with Mahamed ; and that to perfwade him the better thereuntd, 
he was to be fhewed fome of the letters which I bad written to the Prince,and which they had 
retained; leting him know,in giving them to him,that they were the firft he had received from 
me; that todifquip him further, his own Letter was to be fhewed him, with an affurance 
that I had put it into his hands, for to give him an undoubted mark of my affedion; and that 
at the very fame time, when as this trick had excited trouble in his foul, be was to be com¬ 
manded to get inftantly out of the Palace, and the next day from the Court, with order to 
retire-to the Province, whereof he was Governor; to the end he might not have leafureto 
dear himfelf to me; and that beleeving he was betrayed, he might have the lefs care to let me 
hear from him. That things being in thefc terms, it would be the eafier to vanquifh me, be- 
caufe not knowing the occafion which Vlama had to be incenfed againft me, I would take it 
ill that he did neither write to me, nor fee me before his departure. That the moft important 
point of this affair was, tobefo well allured of all thofe which came neer me, as I might re¬ 
ceive no Letters from Vlama ; and that in fine, the abfence of a Lover was a great advantage 
for a Rival 

The Sophi found this advice to be very good, and thinking on nothing but how to exe¬ 
cute it, they turned their eyes upon one of Mahomed* % Officers, that bad before times ferved 
Vlama , who had rid himfelf of him by reafon of his bad inclinations. They caufed him 
to be fought our, and having immediately found and fuborned him, he without further de¬ 
lay (after he had been inftruded by Deliment what to fay, and had Vlama's Letter, and three 
of thofe which I had written to Mahamed, put into his hands) went direftiy to Vlama, 
whom I could not yet advertife of that which bad paft betwixt the Prince and me, becaufe 
the Sophi'i love difqqieted him fo much, as he could notrefolvetofee me, for fear of giving 
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too much notice of his thoughts; hid therefore to keep him from it, he made is though he 
were exceedingly bulled about the affairs of Cdtamdnia, where the Sophi intended to make 
fome Levies: Yet heard i for all that from him every day by that faithful Slave, which he lent 
to you, and you have brought to me: 

This Agent of the Sophi* found him then in fUcb an fcffite as they defired for the forprizing 
of him; he came fo him, and finding him alone, ihakes hi(n I lohg d tleourfe of til indinatw 
on which he had always had to his fervtce; protefting unto him that he would neVfet relih- 
qui(h it; that he acknowledged him ftid For his Milter, and that to fender him a proof of 
his affection, he came, Without confidetirig Prince M'dhamtd’s interelfo-, foidVerttfeldmof 
a Treafon which I committed aetSnft him. Viama 'uport this occafioh hid i fttftt fofpf- 
cion of this mans malice; and imagined that he was fen’t unto hub to dHfcOvet whefhtf there 
were any intelligence betWikt d$; fo tKat nothirg moved With this difcoUrfe, I than If thre^ 
laid he unto him, for thy t eal and dffetiion • but know, rOy friend, that Pcfcxrtfc OnXp XOttt 
difob ligt me, but cannot betray me, having had tio commerce tbitb hdr, Mar leaving tvtt 
ttufted any thing to her diferetibn. 'I ptrciive t/ery Well, 'my Lbrd, tfnfWered tbi$tt*n, 
that you do not trujl in mine ; but it may be'this Letter,Which / prefentyou With,Will better 
per/wade my fidelity unto you. In faying To, he gave him'tfAtWKteh ’he had written r to me. 
You inay jadg now whether fftatha were aftdnifhed 'when he ‘ramie to know it \ Howbek 
this firft motion being over, he imagined fhrther, that I peradventure toijghc’havfc ldft it, and 
fome one have found it. But the punning of this mmleft him not lohg'in this opinion* for fee¬ 
ing viama moved, and capable df being per fwaded, he tbld him, ThitPrihee Mahomed had 
loved me a great while, and that I alfo loved him; That fo long as hfc beleeved, that there 
could no other harm arrive to him, then to be deceived by nie, he durft not 'betray Maho¬ 
med; but having fcen'by theLetter, Which he had written to me, and Which,‘he fold, I had 
put into the PrincCs bands, that he fpake ih frichfort, as ifitamefothe !Wyi*Vknowiedg, 
ni$ fortune yvould be utterly rufoed ;Tie Waisfefolvedto taakedfeof ’the tHriees blind ttefe to 
draw it with addrefs frdta out of his hands j dud, my Lord.cbtitintiicd ISefto'jhao 'jouitbdt 
I (peak, truth , thave taken'alfo: three of 'the Letters Wick T’clix’arfa ^hnth WtitteUtv the 
Prince in the beginning of tbeirafftlUbn; forks for thefeft, I dUrft notmtddleWiththtm, 
becatsfe as they are more obliging , fa the Trince makes thekrto be read UOtefkbnralmoft day- 
ty by Amsriel, Who'is the Confident of' this love. 

^/W»«hirkehed to this difcoUrfe, looked on her Letters and his/knetothdfands.fod 
no longer doubting bf my infidelity, fie thanked this Wicked man, and asked him an hundred 
queftions about thelove thatwas between thePrinteand me. Blit the other fearing that fee 
would demand fo many things 6f him, ’as in the end he might contradiCfhimfilf in fome ode 
or other, he befought him he would be pleafed to let him depart, for ftar lift if antsy df Mate 
Officers fhould fee him go tout of his lodging fo long fifcVheWSsi eotrtd Hvd 
it, they might fufpeft the truth. Viama deceived'by this artifice; dHmifftd Hun, pfomifed 
to recompence him, and prays hiiiito continue advef tiling what fbouid' pkfs bCtWixt Ptiftte 
Mahamed and me. 

He was hardly out of Vlam»i chamber, when’ according to ZV/uwewtVadvice/ that eld 
Satrap , whom as I have told you hehad corrupted, came and Commanded-’ hkn from the 
b’oy to gd inftantly out of the Palace, 'and the next day to depart to His Government, Until 
he received further order. And Whereas Viama importuned Him to tell’ him, whyhewas 
entreated after that mahner? The J4>^yanfwered him, That rfecSophi- tnetly knew «* ;>a*d 
that he had charged him not to lieavb httft tilt he War out of tht Palate. Swing there is no¬ 
thing more refttng for ike, anfweftd Viama, but to‘ give mtrkjof J tky L obtdfaice,* having 
given enough already of my fidelity and courage in other oceafioUs , let us obey vrhhoU f m ur - 
pturing. He had no fooner faid fo. burbeprepared tobi gone ; howbeit’ Suddenly vemem- 
bering, that he left all the Letter^ Which’ I Had writtfen him in hif Cabinet,’ he Went boldly 
thither to take them away; andwithqut khoWing whether it wfre oat‘of a ftnfe ofthoHer 
or love, either to teeror preferVethem, he tbok a little China coffer,-where iotheyWere, 
the old Satrap, who Walked fairl^'and foftly before, never perceiving it. 

But whiTft Uiefe things paffed in ftich fort, WnccMahluhed, whcihid layd himfelf on 
bjs bed by reafon of a vveaKnefs wherewith he had been taken; re^alfUmed dew forces, and 
calling for Amarief he was told that he was' gone forth, but for aD : ^af he atbfe; andcaufed 
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himfdf to be led by another to Ax t amir as lodging, whom he found alone, Ifnpael and De- 
limsnt being gone from thence a good while before, and I was not yet come unto her : For 
theadvencure of Vluma's Letter, which the Prince had fnatched from me, kept me in fo 
great aounquiecnefs, as I knew not what refolution to take. I feared to difcover my felf to 
tbePrmcefi, doubting left (be fhould take it ill, that I bad concealed from her the fLffe&ion 
of the Prince, and that of Vlama. Neither durft I acquaint Vlama with that which was 
arrived unto me, for fear he fhould imagine, that without this crofs adventure, I would have 
told him nothing of Mahomed’s love; and I judged alfo that it would not be very cade for 
me to oblige the Prince to render me V lama's Letcer, whenfoeverl fhould be able to fpeak 
with him, which I faw well was at that, time abfolutely impoflible. In this irrefolution f 
gave the (Vince leafure to vifit the Princefs Axiamira, who, as I have told you, was alone, 
when as he came into her chamber. At his firft arrival there, he commanded him that led 
him to get. him forth, and after he had demanded of the Princefs, whether be might fpeak 
without being heard of any but her felf l and that fbe had anfwered him how he might fpeak 
fefeiy; herequefted her to pardon him two things, and to accord him one. 

And when as the Princefs had promifed him that which' hedefired ; All the grace that f 
drmandaf you, continued he, u , That yonwill not think, amift of me, When I fhall have told 
youtbat / have a long time loved Fehxana ; and the ftcond , That yea will pardon me, if thfi 
refpeQ Which I have hem you bath kept me from Acquainting yap With it fooner. But When 
■ae you. have granted me the pardon ofthcfetwo things, yon mu3 alfo, to keep your Ward With 
mot, promifenot to intreat Fclixana the Worfe for it. For though / amat thuprefent not very 
milfittisfiedof her, andthat it is rather chiller then lope, whack carries me to the entertain- 
ting afyou<uponthisfubje£l,yet I,cannotrefelvefor old that to hart her. You acquaint me with 
Jbimny.ftrange rtbingsat once, (aid the Pnnojfs unto him, as 1 doubt whether I fbouldbe- 
deevefbem; forto telLme that you are in love with the beauty of Frfjxa*ofod tfatFelixanp, 
dn whom.i confide in all things, (hoiddjiiiltoyottriaflkAion sfecrqt unto me, .isrhat which! 
xm«orccaBpteheod, and that v^ich I ft)altpptbekwe,uplefryou^ive pje ftrooger proofs of 
at. J-dhtHot f»jtejom r teyAye& the iPriuce, TihatJ, am in lave With the beauty of Felixana, 
'bmtmdeed’thut //at* Felixana ; Andhckevt, Jearfifior, that ltbe bpvtty WhereWith I apt 
■tdkptflbengkit veemnds not the heart t brought he eyes, yet leases not teaching, it-yery power- 
tfully ; hat in concUtfum I am net-come hither totellyau,v^oat hotbmnbeine in lope,bat pnely 
sthatlamfo. As for Felixana, that:Wbichbathfaptiherpu F.comiiW,frpmfpcaking WjWAf 
■that offeliionvehich I had for her, is, .that /he hath mone, for me. 4ni ,w*f*ld (» ipayen ! 
-Ctyed ht, That (he had not concealed a thingfromyou,-Wh*ch wHbeHtdetfotottfhfs farmere 
Jettfihiyat theheart. Whereupon he recounted unto her thedifeoutfes which, he had ufed to 
• me; theanfwers which I had. made thereon to; the letters which 'he, h*i written to roe, the 
retsms'I had made him; and at lift acquainted her:hqwhe had fnatched away a letter; from 
mie, whereat I had (hewed a great deal of unquietnefs; and that \ having, canfed vAmariel to 
retd ic to him, be had found it to be* Love-letter* and had thereby underftoojd (hat I had bean 
caloBgdme engaged in affedion to him that wrote it unto upland wborqoeftionMs (as might 
-be judged by that which he laid > ought to be* annof [great [quality; That bis nusfnrtupre 
f not pe macing him to know the hand, be requeftod her to read it, that he rajght at kaftwifebe 
rafiured 6f the name of his Rival Saying fo* heprefepted her with .thsttfojftfd papetywjwh 
■Amariel hadgiven him in Head of V lameds \ letter**nd shn Princefs bay log, taken apd opened 
ir; without finding, any thing written therein, could potchufe, but figb, and lament t tne.mif- 
fortuneof this poor Prince. 

Surely, faid (be unto him, you have deceived yout felf in taking ofie.paper foe another»for 
.Ifetnothiug in this' fame. O hifier! fatd the (Vince,.who‘little fofoeRed the .wickqdnefs 
'that had been done him, (pea^the truth ; you kfPWthoJtaod of this letter T fat out of difcre¬ 
ationyou mil mot tel it me^nd kj thitadreft yon wpaUdrstwptont pf my bands. No fuchmat- 
cer reptyedrhe Princefs* and Iaffure you that I have fpokqn feripufly: Why dUyoufigh then, 
.continued he* imunfolding tins letter Ie was^-anCwered the Princefs r becaufe I faw it was 
none ;• and that this adventure which would have made one that had not loved you laugh, hath 
anademepityjyonr misfortune; but it may be you bave rhis paper ftill No,no, hud he,/#r (t 
anaotnadempin fmoh an extraordinary faction, atmdleutt k*0W it,and quite differ&tfroot 
^tixM&sJrVertiwhick Ihave alfo brought yon t and from which Inever,parttd fiHfe I roc ft -• 
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vtd them. The Princefs, impatient to fee what I had written to the F rince, took one of the 
letters which he prefented to her, and having read it, was as much furprifed as before. 

I think 'you well remember, generous Ibrahim , that all the letters which I had written to 
Mahamtd were in the Sophi’s hands, and chat thofe which Amariel had given to the Prince 
had been all difhted by Deliment, and written with an unknown hand. So that whereas the 
Princeft knew perfectly my hand, I cannot tell, faid (be to Mahamed , whether you will be- 
leeve that which I am going to fay to you; but I am allured thae Ftlixana never wrote the 
letters which you have (bewed me. Certainly, anfwered the Prince, if 1 could doubt of jour 
love, / Jbould not beleeve that whichJ on tell me; but, mj dear fifier, if I durfl I would in- 
treat you to read them aloud, that J may know whither by any inchantment the fence hath 
been altered at well as the hand, Which Amariel hath always ajfured me was Fclixana's. 
The Princefs,to fatisfie him, read two of thofe letters, which the Prince acknowledged to be 
the fame he had heard before. I (bould beleeve, faid the Princefs then to him, that Felixana 
knowing you could not fee but with the eyes of another,hath counterfeited her hand, or it may 
be hath caufedthefe letters to be written with an unknown one, for fear left fome of them 
(bould be feen, or loft; but that which perfwades me there is fomething in the matter which 
we cannot comprehend, is, That they are nothing like to Fclixana’s ftile, which I know very 
well i for I fa w almoft every letter that (be Cent to Marauder on when as (be wrote to her 
Father. I cannot for all that comprektnd,u.\>\yt& the Prince, what tricot here Jbould be in this- 
for furely Amariel is faithful to me, and yet the letters which 1 have (hewed you are not Jo 
obliging as Fclixana’s difeourfe ufed to be, when I entertained her. At length after they had 
reafoned well together about it, without being able to comprehend ought therein, and had 
fent a faithful perfon to the Princes chamber to fearch for Vlama’s letter, they refolved to 
fend for me,at that very time when as having driven to baniQi fhame and fear from iny minde, 
I had refolved to go add caft my felf at the Princefles feet, and to rely more upon her affeftkm 
then on mine own innocence. I arrived then at her chamber juft as (he commanded one to 
go for me ; which I had no fooner heard, as I was coming in, but feeing the Prince with her, 
and a many of Letters on the Table, with a paper made up in the fame manner as Vlama’s 
was, which the Prince had taken from me, I no longer doubted but that the Princeft knew 
the truth of everything, for I could not be ignorant that (he was well acquainted with V- 
lama’% hand; So that falling on my knees before her, / perceive very well. Madam , faid I 
unto her, that all my faults are known to you, and that coming with d purpofe to accufe my 
felf, there is nothing more left for me to do, then to beg jour pardon for them, after I had 
trjedneverthelefs to render them more excufable then the incenfed Jpirit of Prince Maha¬ 
med would make them appear to you. (fomplain not of the Prince, anfwered Axiamira, 
fines if he be culpable erf any thing, it is of being too little fenftble of jour fault ; which 
jet I ought not to condemn in him, fines notwithfianding the injury joft have done me, l 
have indulgence enough fill to hear your reafons, or rather your exCufes. After I had 
thanked the Princefs for this grace, I began to recount unto her all that bad paft betwixt V- 
lama and me ; for whereas I beleeved that I faw his Letter lie by the Princefs, and that I was 
fare (be knew his character, I difguifed nothing* unto her: But for fo much as regarded the 
Prince, I could not tell very well how to fpeak of it; for not knowing what be had faid to 
Axiamira, I feared to difpleafe him, if I (bould deliver things as they had paft. Howbeit 
the Princefs, having marked my unqaietneft ; Fear not, faid (be, to jp'eak of the affeStion 
Which my brother bears you, feeing l am not ignorant of any one circumfiauSe of it: Ne- 
verthelefs, to jufiifie the relation which he hath, and which you have alfo made to me of it, l 
will know it from jour mouth too. 

Whereupon I recounted all that I have faid to you concerning it; his difeonrfes, his letters, 
and that of Vlama, but with fo much fincerity, as it ferved not a little to perfwade the Prin* 
cefs that I had done the like for fo much as regarded Vlama , as indeed I did not difgnife the 
truth unto hq) But Why, faid (be to me, When as Ulama tefiified hit love to you, and that 
you difl'kjed not the marks he gave to you thereof\ did not you advertife me of it l And Why, 
being engaged in affeHion to Ulama, didjou in an fort fuffer that of the ^Prince F Arid Why 
didyou not at leafi-wife let me underfiand it l Madam, faid I unto her, if you pleafe to hear 
me, it may be you will finde, that though I be not innocent, yet I am not very faulty. 
When as Vlama began to be in love with you, I took no great heed of it; and when asl 
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perceived it, I regarded it not much; but M foon as I began Co take pleafare in his difcretion, 
to confider his verroe, and his generofity, coming to rcfleft on the thoughts which I had for 
him, I found chit he had too much engaged my heart; and I wits in foch a confufion at it, as 
1 could never refolve to difcover my weakneft unto you. But, Madam, (bafi I dare to make 
you a complice in it ? and tell you, that nothing ever rcndred Vlama more amiable unto me, 
then the efteem that you made of him, and the paffibn he Was in for your fervice. Yes, 
Madam, I am daring enough for it, as alfo to tell^ou further, that finding my felf every day , 
more and more faulty, by theencreafeof the good-will I bare to Vlama, and by making a 
fccret of it to yoa, I could never obtain fo much refolution of ttty felf as to fpeak to yon of 
* ire; efpeciafly in a time, when as the bad defignsof the Sophi, and theinfolenceof Deliment 
troubled your minde fo much. For, Madam, think not, 1 befecchyoU, tint my filence hath 
been a mark of my crime, feeing whatfoever obligation I had to Vlama, the refpeft which 
I owe to yon hath been always preferred j and I never promifed Vlam «to be bis wife, but 
upon condition that it fhould be agreeable to yon. This is a thing which I will make apparent 
to you by bis Letters, and which hecan fhew you by mine. .For what concerns the Prince, I 
wifi sCknowkdg to yon, that honoring him as I do, after thofe teftimonies of afft&fon which 
he hath done me the honor to render me, and which I have not received but with refpetft, 1 
thought I fbould have committed a fault againft you, and been ingrateful to him, if I fhotdd 
have acquainted you, that this Prince, whom you efteem of with fo much reafon, bad 
had a paflion unworthy of him* I was unwilling then that you fhould be able to accufe 
the Prince for the fame thing, which you condemned in the Sophi, not would I have had 
him fofeyour love for his favor to me. And to teftifie to yen how 1 have thpoghr of his In* 
terefts, I would not even let VUma know the Princes good-will to me, for fear left jealoufie, 
which always chafeth reafon from them whom fhefeizeth upon, fhould carry Vlama to be 
the lets affedionace to the Prince, whofe affe&ion I have not received with fo much corre- 
fpondence, as that be might Ocpoft the like from me. And if yoa pleafe, Madam, to exa- 
amine the Letters well, which I have written to him, yon (ball nnde that I received the 
masks of hispaffion, as teftimonies of bis friendfhip, and not as proteftations of his love. 

The frincefc then taking one of the Letters chat was on the Table, opened, and began 
to read k; but hearing things which I never wrote: Oh, Madam, laid I unto her, / 
hM>e tiff written that which you rt/td. Yon have not written it, faid the Prince I No, my 
Med, continued I, and lam Well a fitted that nty memory doth not deceive me. It may 
he, faid the Princefs to me, that your Secretary hath not followed your intentions right. / 
had no Secret art, faid I to her mightily furprized; and Whereat the Letters, which I Wrote 
to the Prince, had nothing in them that tmight he afraid they Jhonld 'be feen, l always wrote 
them with mine own hand The Princefs knowing by my face that I fpake fincerely, gave me 
the Letter that (beheld, which I prefentlyfhwtpbcnoneof mine, whereat the Princefs wat 
not a tittle difquieted. Without all doubt, faid (be to the Vmet,Amariel hath betrayed jou ( 
and UUrna's Letter if in our enemies hands. Utama’s Letter , find I onto her! and do 1 not 
fee it ament ft thofe that He there bjyon l No truly do you not, anfwered Axiamtra ; arid 
then fhe tola me, bow it had been exceedingly fboght for, but could not be found. 

Hereupon 1 fed i crying and lamenting: Ah! Madam, (aid I onto her, if the Sophi 
knows that Ubma Iqves me. What ufage, do you think.. Will he receive for it f confider. 
Madam, that he is the onely man that cauopptfe Deferent's violences • and it may be that 
he is the onelj ont that bath kept him hitherto from touting With ofen force, both againfi yen, 
andagamjtme. The Prince, perceiving the afflkbon wherein I was, and rememwring hbW 
he bad unrferftood by my relation, that I was engaged in affeftion to Vlama before he had 
difeovered hi* to me, (uttered his minde to be toothed with that which he bare to Vlama, 
with the complaints f made, or to fay better, With his ow» generality. Be a fared, laid be 
unto me, amiable Felix ana, reaching out hi* band to that (we where hefieftrame fpeak, that 
if 1 have troubled the peace of ytser affeShn, by thatWhicbl have bom to you, I Will 
henceforward be theproteUer of it j and provided that you Will hero in the prefence ef the 
Princefs fromifemt yourfriendjbipr, and Will conftrve tUe that alfo of Uhrfn, 1 do engage 
my felf to follow your fortune, and toemploy all that an unhappy Vrince can do, to rtf ore 
you to that content which I have taken from you. As wt were at this point, one cameand 
tdld the Princefs, that a Slave of Vlama’ s eamefby defired to ^eak with her; I changed 
>■ colour 
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colour at this difcoorfe, but prefently after I was too certain of my unhappinefc. For tfae 
t Slare y whom Vlama hath Cent to you, prefented a Note to the Princefs, whtreki, a liule 
after, (he read that which you are going to hear: For whereas it was not long, and that we 
have read it over often enough, it hath always continued in my memory.

Ulama's Note to the Princefi Axi amira. 

I F I did not know that in banijbing me from the Court , yon are deprived of the mo ft faith¬ 
ful and me ft zealous of jourfervants, JJhould obej without murmuring, and I jhould 
abfent mj felf With joy from a place, ft here vertue it not found but in the Princefs Axiami- 
ra, Who, W hitherfoev erf ortunedoth carry me, may always diffofe abfoluttlj of me. 

Therfc is no longer doubt to be made of it, faidthe Princefs, after (he had read this Note, 
but that V lamas Letter is in the Sophs' s bands; and this bankhment is an efft&of his jea- 
loufie. To tell you, my Lprd, in what a cafe I was in, hearing by the Note to the Princefs, 
that Vlama made no exception but of her alone, would bean impoflible thing, as well as 
to recount unto you that which I (aid in this occalion • the lamentation that Prince Mahomed 
made; the pardons that he begged of me; and the (brrow Axiamira was in, to fee her felf 
deprived of the onely man, in whom (he confided; andwithall, it would be too long, and 
toowcarifom adifeourfe; but in fine, the Princefs, having caufed that Slave to relate unto 
her in what manner Vlama went out of the Palace, told him,' That if he had any thing to 
fay to me from bit Mafter, he might do it Without fear ; and I having confirmed that which 
the Princefs faid to him, he gave me a Note, which I (hail never forget,and whofe very words 
were thefe. 

Ulama’s Note to Felixana. 

I F you had not betrayed me, I Jhould have dyed with grief, rather then have abfented 
my felf from you ; but after yoter infidelity, my banijhment is a grace ; fince / quitted 
not Felixana, till Felixana abandoned me. J cannot for all that rtfolve to part, Without 
telling her once for all, that I part the moft infart unate of all men living j and that if. the 
end of my life may affure her felicity,. Jbe Jhall foon be in the eftato that I defirc f|r 
to be in. 

The end of the reading hereof was to me the beginning of thefharpeft grief that ever I 
felt: And the alone thought of being beleeved unfaithful'by a man, for whom I refufed the 
Crown of Terfta, was fo ftrange a torment to me, as my reafon is not ftrong enough to re¬ 
tain the refentment which I had of it. What 1 Madam, faid I to the Princefs, can you live 
in a place where fuch wickedness are committed ? and againft perfons that appertain to 
you ? Was it not enough tobanifb Vlama, without perfwadinghimbyfomeimpofture, 
which is unknown to me, that I had betrayed him ? and it may be it is I which caufes him 
to be banifhed. This artifice doubclefs hides fome greater defign, then the dparating of us; 
and I greatly fear that this violence will quickly be followed by another 5 and that after they 
have taken from you the onely defender which you had here, you will know by your experi¬ 
ence, that you have as much intereft, as Felixana, in the confervation of Vlama. For furc- 
\yT>elimont thinks not fo much of contenting the SephtspUfioo, as of fatisfyingthat which 
he hath for you: And this Infolent regards you without doubt, as a reward that was deftioed 
to him forthe conqueft which he pretends to make of me; but I am right certain that death 
(ball deny me her (iiccor,or he (hall never triumph in this fort. The Princefs feeing a great deal 
of probability in that which I faid, could not chufe but accompany my tears with hers; and 
Mahomed was fb affii&cd, as athwart my forrow Haw his refentment. 

But at laft, for the better clearing of the matter, it was demanded of that Slave, what 
Vlama had done all the day, and what be had feen? Then he related, how one of Prince 
Mahamed’s Officers came onto him; had talked with him in fecret, and given him fome let¬ 
ters, which very much afflided him ; and that immediately after he had received the com¬ 
mandment to be gone. But in what place is Ulama at this prefenr , faid the Princefs? 

Madam, 
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Madam, anfwered the Slave, 'as foon as he had written, at one of his friends houfe, the two 
Notes, which I have brought, he prefently took horfe, and departed, after he bad command¬ 
ed me to meet him this night at a place-where he is to lie. This man, (aid the Prince, muft not 
be retained any longer, for fear left Ulama's melanckolly fhould make him change hie rtfolu- 
tion , This advice feeming good, the Princefs commanded me to go and write to him in her 
Cabinet, as Hie alfo would do• and whereas^ looked upon her, farce daring to tell her 
my thought; / under Hand yon Well enough, faid (be unto me, you Would have mejuftifie 
you' to Ulama: and l, faid Mahamed interrupting her, Would have Felixana excufe me 
te hinu. 

In conclusion, generous Ibrahim, the Princefs wrote to Vlarna, and fodid I, but with 
to many proteftations of mine innocency, as if for that once his minde was not fully fatisfied, 
yet was it at the leaf! more quiet, and hi6 defpair was turned into a more moderate affl iftion. 
Mahamed alfo would gladly have been ablehimfelf to have fentfome marks of hisfriend- 
fhip to Vlarna, but he was fain to affure him by the hand of the Princefs, that he would al¬ 
ways be his friend, without ever being his Rival again. Thefe Lettets being written, the 
fear left they fhould be intercepted came into my minde; fo that to prevent it, the Princefs 
faitforan old Slave, whomthehad proved to be very faithful, and having given them to 
him, fhe commanded him to attend that of Vlarna at that gate of the Cicy where he was to 
pafs, and there to deliver them to him in fuch fort, as no body might perceive it. This pro¬ 
vidence was not in vain, for this Slave of Vlama's was no fooner come forth of the PrinctfTcs 
lodging,but he was arretted by Deliment 's order, and asked for the Letters which he carry ed to 
Vlarna ; but knowing very well thathe had none, he anfwered without daunting, how he 
was ready to makeit appear that tney were miftaken; and (aid further, that his Matter having 
had no time to take bis lave of the Princefles, and none of his fervants being with him but 
he, he had fent him with a complement to them; and whereas he was hard by Perea's lodg¬ 
ing, he would have gone in there, to give the more colour to this officious lye* howbeit they 
would not permit him till they had throughly (arched him all over, to fee it he had fpoken. 
the truth: And when they found that he had not that which they thought he had bad, they 
let him go, and fohe finifhed his voyage, after he had taken our Letters from him to. whom 
we had committed them. 

As for us, feeing the matter in thefe terms, we refolved that the Princefs fhould affure her 
felf of them, whom (he bdeeved were faithful uoto her, by new proteftations of the affecti¬ 
on they had promifed her. That I fhould write fecreely to my Father, to the end that if we 
were enforced to have recourfe to extream remedies, and that flight was the onely one that 
retted for us, Manandtron might be in ah eftate to receive us. That in the mean time, to 
prevent the Sophi, before he had taken his lift relations, we fhduld publifh the bulinefs, 
complain to all the world of Deliment's infolency ; and that the next morning (he (hould go 
and requeft the Sophi to forbid him from ever feeing her again; beciufe ic might be, that he 
durft hot fo aftly then propound a thing to her, whereunto fhe (hewed her felf fo averfe, as 
when difguiling her thoughts in the maner (he had always done, be might feem to be ignorant 
that (he had fo much repugnancy unto it. That to perplex him fo much the more, fhe fhould 
(end to entreat five or fixperfons, that were well affetted to her, to be prefent at the Sophi’ S 
riflog the next day; and that afterwards we (hould frame our defigns according to the an- 
fwer he (hoold make. That Mahamed (hould by his Governors means do wbat he could to 
caufe Amariel to be taken $ that for fo much as regarded me I (hould by no means be abfent 
from the Princefs, and that for far of (bme violence I (hould lie in her chamber in the place 
of her that always waited upon her there. This refolution was executed,as we had conceived 
it; the Princefles friends were advertifed, and repaired to the Sophi at the hour afligned 
them. 

When the Princefs came thither, Deliment was not prefent, for by good fortune our deflgn 
bad not been difeovered: The Princefs was folbwed by all her maidens, and whereas it was 
indifferent early, and that (he feemed to be extream fad, the Sophi bcleeved that (he was come 
tobeg V lama’s grace of him ; fo that to prevent ha; I perceive very well, faid he unto 
her looking on me, that the tears of fome one oblige you to vifit me fo early, and that Ula¬ 
ma's abjence is that Which brings you hither ; but that I may not be conftrained to refufe 
you, 1 cemmandyou not to Jpeal^to me of it. The Princefs without daunting told him, That 
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though the bani/bment ef UlamaW both furprizad and afiiBed her, becanfe fbobeleoved 
him to he the moft affeHtd of all hie fubjeOs to the good efhk Empire, jet the refftll which 
/be here him Would neverpermit her to murmur at it: And to tell you What hath brought 
me hither, continued (he, with both a modeft and an hardy countenance, it u not to obtain a 
greet, but to complain of an outrage Which l have received t, and for which I come to demand 
juftice of you, in the prefence of thoft that hear me ; forfence I hold the publijbing of a crime 
to be the beginning ef puni/bing it, J Would thatalljourfnbjeSs were Witneffes of the acctu 
fation I am going to make. The Sophi wu lb lurprized with this difeourfe, that in the con- 
fbfion he was he never dream’d of Deliment ; fo that alter he had adored her, that he would 
protert her againft ail that would wrong her, fhe proceeded with more afltirancc then before. 
1 have ever beleevedjnj Lord, laid (he onto him, that having the honor tc be your daughter, 
you would take my interest for your own ; and therefore I do not fear to tell you that a man 
Whofe birth it btife, whofe mini* it full of artifice, whofe bad inclinations are difguifed to 
your Majefiy, and that hath nothing recommeniabl* but the happinefs topleafoyou, becanfe 
he conceals all hit defeQs from you { hath had the temerity topretend to marry me, and to 
(peak openly to me of love: And though I have forbidden him with all the feyerity where¬ 
of I am capable, yet when he few that my reIpeu to Jon kfptme from complaining to you tf 
a man whom you love, he hath continued With fo much infolency, that I wot not able to faf- 
fer it any longer j for, my Lord, having the honor to beyour daughter, I fbouli be unworthy 
to bear that glorious name, if I could endure, that a man, who without your bounty might 
Without /home be my /lave, fbouli be ft astdaciom at tc tell me that he will be my hmfieand. 
Tar don me, my Lori, if 1 am carryeithit Way in this occafion, finer this rafbman by his 
infolency affronts yon no left then me ; and jour inters// is nolefs confiierable to me the* 
mine own. Howbeit I do not defire that you fbouli deprive your ft If of bis pre fence, if it 
be agreeable unto you, but onely that you Will forbid Deliment from ever feeing or /peak/ng 
tome mere. Behold welnighafterwhat manner the Princrfs(pike; who, to keep the Soph* 
from interrupting her, had fo much addrefs, as not to name Deliment, but at the end of her 
difeoarfe, which ftrangely futprized the Sophi. 

Now though he was very ranch in chofler, and that he had refolved to make this imrrfage," 
yet durft he not before fo much company tellher openly what his minde was: But todifgoifc 
the matter; I fee Well enough, Axiamira, laid he unto her, that Delinaent's greatefi crime 
is jour believing him to be an enemy to Ulama; hewfeever finer you have recourfe tomy 
juft ice,I will neither condemn nor abfolve him,till 1 have beard bisreafons. Which peradv tu¬ 
tore Will not befo weak at you thinkt In the mean time be afferredjtbat Deliment /ball not fay 
any thing to you henceforward, but by order from me. The Princefe would lain have replyed, 
but theSophi made her a fignto withdraw, which (be did with a great deal oftefpert; leav¬ 
ing the Sophi very much difpleafed, and all them that had heard her ravilhed with her genera¬ 
lity, and excreamly wondering at Deliment’t infolency, and the little refentment which the 
Sophi had (hewed. At our going from thence we met with followed by Deliment,mho, 

knowing nothing of what the Princefs had done, would have obliged thePrinceto eondort 
her to ha lodging: But Aseiamirabt!bcMmg him with contempt, laid unto him with an h> 
cenfed voyce; I forbid thee from the Sophi to follow or to /peak, tc tue ; and if thou Wilt 
know the caufe of it, repair to him, and thou/bolt learn that at lafi my patience hath given 
place to my generofit j ; and that I am declared thymeft mortal emmy. Deliment, furprizfd 
with a difeourfe which be expelled not, could uatce tell what to anfwer; and we left him 
lb blank, asheremained a good while in the place without knowing what to do. 

But at length, having left Ifmacl, he went unto the Sophi, who gave Urn an account of 
. Axiamira t vifit, alter be had commanded all thole forth whom he fufperteA Deliment 
f. fcvpthen that it was time for him to employ all his addrefc; and to that effort, he cad bimfelf 
). Utjfce Sethi’s feet, befeecbes him to remember, how it was by hiscommsnd that be had de- 
dared tqthe PrinceCsthe love which he bare her; that had it not been for him, he would ra¬ 
ther havl dyed, then ever have made any (hew of it; but after he had been the author of has 
hopes, had augmented his love, and had proaafed to render it happy, he lhouM rather take 
away his life, then take from him the onely thing that could make it agree a b l e to trim, and 
without whkh he would not co n fe r ve it. iThe Sophi, who loved Dtlimem, feeing him in thas 
eftate, taifeshimnp, adores him that be will vanquKb the pridepf Auhmrira, and how in 
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this oceafion he (haU Tee, that after be bath delt as a Father, he will command as a King, and is 
a King that will be obeyed. Bat, added he (as we underttood afterwards by one of thofe 
that always waited at the Cabinet door, and who from that time forward gave bimfelf ab¬ 
solutely to the Princefs) the pojfe/fion of Felixana, my dear D-liment, muft give thee that of 
Axiamira; Ha/le thee away then td make profit of UhOM's abfence, that it may be favor¬ 
able tome ; for if it Were pojfible I Would have her jeeldbtrftlf to me, and not be con- 
framed to have recourft unto violence. My Lord, anfwered this wicked man, there are 
ter tain violences. Which have but the name and apparances thereof ; and When l rtfieft on 
that Which regards Felixana, it feems to me that the force one Jbould,offer her Would be of that 
number, ft u true that /be hath loved Ulama, jet 1 cannot think, but that the hope of a 
crown bath dimini/bed that affeUion. JVe have indeed feen the letter Which be Wrote to her , 
but We know not the anfwer to it.. Befides, Felixana /lands upon her generofity, and becaufe 
Jbe hath promifed Ulama tobfabfolntelj his, {be is capable of re fifing jour Majefty ft id, 
though it may be Jbe Would be \gldft in her heart that /be might be conftrained to fail of her 
Word, to the end Jbe might haJiraMawful excufe. For fo much at concerns your fnbjeOs, 
they could notaccufeyou of tyrahny, fine the it no Tyrant thatufes no violence, but to ren¬ 
der one happy ; that forces not the. WilLbutfor anotbers good ; that employs not hie power, 
but for the felicity of him which provertt • and that in conclufion fetkf hit own contentment , 
Without the opprej/ion of his people, and without doing wrong or /borne to any body. For, 

. my Lord, to Jay that Felixana is of a birth too kfuqual to yours, for her to wear the Crown, is 
to give too ftriu bounds unto the Royal Authority. Felixana is noble to fatisfie that nnjnft 
Law, Which will have it fo, but if Jbe Were not, that is not to be flood upon, feeing the 
power of Kings never Jbews more, then When it abafes the higheft, and raifes up the mo ft a* 
betfetL And itj is indeed in theft encounters, that they may be named the arbitrators of the 
-aubappinefs, or of the felicity of theirfubje&s. After fuch )jke difeourfes, the Sophi feemed 
to resolve to follow Deliment’s advice; bat nevertheless before he woold execute it, hecon- 
doded tadpeak openly to the Prince fs Axiamira touching her marriage; Whereupon if (be 
refolved not to obey him, they would then have recourfc onto force, and conftrain her whe¬ 
ther (he would or no, to that (he was fo unwilling. 

I have already told you, illuftrious Baffa, how he who waited that day at the Sophi's 
Cabinet door, over-heard all that I have recounted unto you; fot the paflion, wherewith 
. Deliment was carryed away, permitted him not to have to much prudence as to fpeak low j 
neither did the Sophi's love and choller leave him the like providence. This man having heard 
all thefe things, felthimfelf fo touched with the mifchiets they were preparing for us, as he 
refolved to advertife us of it. It is true indeed, that his generality was in this oceafion excited 
by a particular hatred which he bare Deliment, who had many times oppofed the advance* 
ment of his fortune. At length this man came in the Evening to advertife us of all thefe ■ 
things; after which we alfo learned that which had paft in the trick that Amariel had put 
upon us. For Prince Mahomed had canfed his ancient Governor fo to deal, as he had layd 
hold on the Tray tor Amariel, who out of the fame weaknefe wherewith he bad betrayed 
his Matter, recounted unto us how Deliment had corrupted him; and how he had carryed all 
myIetterstothe.fr/hf, who had always caufed others to be written for to be fent to Maho¬ 
med; from whom likewife they had retained all thofe which he had made to be written to 
me, to give me counterfeit ones ihftead of them. That afterwards he had carryed ZJ lama's 
Letter, .which he had (hatched from me, to the Sophi ; who by Deliment’ s cotiafel had cau* 
fed it to fall into Vlama's hands, With three others of thofe which I had effectively written 
to the Prince. We knew then that Evening all the hurt that they had done us, and all that 
-which they would do us; whereupon we promifed to pardon the Tray tor, and to recoro- 
pence him that was faithful unto us, difmifling them both, with direction to either of them to 
De vigilant for the good of the Princeis. After thefe (ad news our tears redoubled far more 
then before. The Princefs would dye, I was fully refoved to follow her, Mahomed was v 
mad becaufe he could not affift us; and in fo great a trouble we lamented our: misfortunes* 
without knowing how to avoyd them. But in the end the Princes ancient Governor, iwhom 
We had acquainted with the deplorable eftate of our affairs, told the Princefs, that in the terms 
wherein he faw things were, he did not think it fit for us direCtiy to oppofe the Sophi's pfet* 
forc; That love, ambition, and choller, were paflions too violent, for ooe to hope to van- 
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qeifh them ondy by greacnefe of courage; that the grettcft wtfdom couofeHed, when cue 
csukx decline a oiifchief, to cndcvor at leaft-wife to put it off from os for fome cknr, be¬ 
cause in the grettcft matters, one day deferred, may caufe revolutions which could not be ex¬ 
pected; that death was not rtemedy but for evils, which had no other then that; that them 
were certain dangerous moments, which if by prudence tvoyded, our enemies can no longer 
execute their bad defigos j that they were to give the ityh* kafnte to refleft on that which he 
was going to undertake; and to tint end, when as he fliouU come to fpeakco the Priocefc, 
fbe uxxild have xecodrfe to tears and to prayers, rather then to reafon, which he would noc 
underftand: Tfatt if they fhould not be ftrong enough to divert him from hisdefigns, as it was 
very likely they would not, (hefhould theonquefthimto afford her fome time tbrefoiwe 
to obey him. And coche tndlbemightnot by herfadneft gtvebkn newoecafions of dif- 
pLeafure, (be ihouW demand petmiflton of him toabfenr her (elf from the Court for certain 
months, with* promife no longer to tefift his pleafure when fhe returned thither again; that 
in the mean time it might happen, chat the Afhi might repent him; that the love which be 
hare me might be akcredyor allayed by abCenee$ bnc, continued he,.tbe pdncipal is, That J 7 ** 
lixeuo do not remain here. 1 kpem.fnll ceell, anfweredl, that I will never abandon tkt 
Prineeft bnt to dye. tAni for my fart, Aid the Princefs, I know fall well that Miram 
fiall not dye withont mo, and thee l will never ebendta her to the vielebcet of my fother. 

Incoodufon, generous Ibrahim, without reheariing this fed converiition to you, it was 
refolved, chat if the King (hould accord Axiamira that which fhe was to demand of him, 
aod yet would retain me, I {hould then deike him, with all the (hew of forrow and tendcr- 
nefs l could poffibiy exprefc,to permit me to follow the Princefs; it being credible that the Sc- 
fhi wonldnot tefufe metbefim thing I fhould crave of him t efpecisUy noc mentioning at a| 
my oppofing of his plctfcce. It was noc becaufe the Princeffes great heart did not refift the 
following this counfid, but beomdeflie being unable to finde out another, was foteed to can* 
Cent unto it. Tbenmdaythe&pivcaaie tothePrincefi, where after he had amplified d« 
merit, tbevettac,tod the courage of Deliment, he cold her that (he was not to take iciU, if 
he had had the boldnefs to fpeaktoherof love, feeing he bad not done it bat by hborda; 
becaufe, having tefolved to marry her to him, he would have been ghd that he (hould hue 
got her good will My Leri, anfwered the Ppocehs, with a feigned amazement, if I hoi 
kyenm tint the beldneft, which Deliment bothnfedinpeeking to we, had. been am effeQef 
hit obedience to yon , I had received him in Another moaner, / hod not termed him ondociom, 
I bed been contented Ceith complaining, ond not eccnfing of him, end hod ceft my felf at jeer 
feet to cenfe yon tec Image a defign, Vtberennto l hove fnch on overjion, m l cotmot think ,, 
tf it Withent grief. The Sepbi feeing fome change, asitfeemed to him, of the Princeffes 
minde, was exeream glad cf it; and though he faw (he did not render her felf, he befeeved 
neverthekfi, face (he came to entreaties, that with fome patience he might vanquilh her. 
This hope wm that which induced him the more ea% to grant her the requeft (he made him, 
to give hec time to tefelvo upon ir. And truly he had been the cradled of all men, if he had 
not let himfelf be moved with the teafons, complaints, fupplicatioos, and tears of themoft 
amiable Princdii that ever w* But when be had permitted her co go to Mezonderon, which 
(he had propounded unto him for the palling away of the tune of her exile, as in a place 
where (he had been before times for her pietfore, he cold her chat (he was tokavemebehhide 
wkb the Princefs Perce, to the cod theCoott might not bedefolated, and for fear aifo left 
my father having Uie in his pow«>(ha|dd pot tsftore me onto her when (he returned. I was 
in a coinx of the chamber, where I onderftood all that they (aid; but when I beard this pro* 
pofition, without thmking qf the refpeft which I owed the Sophi, I interrupting him, caft 
my (eft at his feet, and I Cud (b many things, I (bed fo many tears, and anfwered hicnlofa- 
vorabiy to certain queflfensthat he asked of me, and which concerned the defiep he had up¬ 
on me, as at length I found, that the tears of a beloved perfon are very powerful arms; fee- 
ingtba Sophi granted me that which I demanded of him, though it were abfolutetyagamft 
bis minde. But that Deliment might not have lcafure to get the permilfion which had. been 
given us to be revoked, wc parted away the next morning; yet was it noc without difpardi- 
inganexpeefeto Vlema, whoadverofed him of all chefligbts that had beta tifed agxmft 
us; of the refolutioo we had taken; of the place whither we were going; and of all our 
affairs. We left Prince Mokemed lotfMGUd, as I never beheld the like grief. As for Perce, 
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the fcetned to be to too, bat indeed (be was not ferry to fee us go; for though (be w*s will¬ 
ing that Dtiimtnt (hould many Axiamira, yet did (he not much defire that 1 (bould be the 
Sopbi’s wife. As for DcUmint, it is certain that the permiflion which the JSopbi bod given 
ns no whit pleated him \ but to be fecurcd in Come fort, as he is the curningeft man to the 
wodd, he did thac which you (ball hear, and which cxtrtaroly furprized os; for when we 
arrived ac Mavandertu, we found dm my father was gone from tteoce to the Court by the 
commandment of th eSophi, from whom be had received expreft order to repair tlvther with 
all (peed; and that by the eounfel of Dtiimtnt, who as (ooo as he knew thac we were gone 
to Maxurnderon, perfwaded th eSophi to fend for my father, before we (bould be arrived 
there; and to ordain him to come another way, for fear of meeting us; to the tnd, faid he to 
th cJopbi, that FtUttana, knowing her father in your hands, miy not carry the Princefs to 
difobey you, norberfelf to refill you, as hitherto (he hath done. I leave you to Judg whe¬ 
ther this adventure did not give us unqaietnefs enough, dpecitlly to me. What 1 faid I, 
moft I betray Vlama, or abandon my father to the Sophts violence ? Ah, no 1 I had rather 
dye ; and not able tofatisfie both my duty, and my love to Vlama, I will dye thac I may not 
be waiting either to the ooe or the ocher. But at length we under flood by a Letter, which 
Prince Mahomed coifed his fage Governor to write unto ns, tnd by one chic my Father 
Tencme, how the SopU entreated him very well, and made him hope for great thing*. 

The firft' fade of grief then being over, we began to breathe, and t«ce fame raft; But 
ahfsl how (bon was this reft thwarted? and what a (bangs remedy did Fortune makoafc 
of, to deliver us both from the Sepbi’s tyranny, and Deliment’s violence ! The Princefs, to 
be free from the importunity which (he received by thevifics of three orTopr. women of qua¬ 
lity, %hieb came too often nrito her, had for a good while together icciifttfifled to go afifh. 
mg; for, asl have told yon, Mexumderon is on the Sea-Chore : M the fame time there ar¬ 
rived m dm Port a Vcffd laden with tbetoreft things that aome to us from Europe ; bat 
ikfrl wefcoewnot chtthe, who deemed Dot to come but to trtfSqae.flionld be oar ravdher, 
aadthecaafeof oar greateft misfortunes. FeUxana making a little panCs for to figh, ibra* 
Urn, who was as well acquainted wkhib^4witrtifiagas(h?i / can, find he onto her,/or 
FeUxana, frareyon tht paint of recountittgnnto tot, bom that Mordant going to the Caftle 
to Jhew the Prhwefs feme Pi&iret, and Mirrors, few J to, end kyew that it wet not yen be 
Wet to carry away by force ; amt bnvjin^ conferred the fifturt, which bad bean given him, 
behoving it to be years, btcanfe he thft hadfeld it, bad affurtd fo much ; having, I Jay, 
conferred it with the Princefs Axiamiri, be found that fit Wat the original of it ; and how 
■at length having made a (hew of being gone, hetne dHT, at you 'toerejaking the ayr on the 
fea,boerdedihe Prince(fet Vtfel,carrytdyou into hiigandlaboredtUVein her, bjfgrjwading 
her that fixe Would be happy to be in the power of SoKmaot in foot, beautiful Fehxana, / 
know all that bath arrived unto yen until yottr finpwrack^i but I cenfrfs unto you that / 
am altogether ignorant bi what prodigy you efeaped out of it. Feliteana was going to pro¬ 
ceed on in her difoourfe, put Ibrahim, feeing ic w*6 very late, and conceiving oat tbishifto- 
ry would be long, told her, chat how impatient foever be was to hear it, yet good mtoners 
was ftronger in him then curiofiry; and that it being unjnft to deprive the Princefs Axiamira 
Of a perfon, that was fo agreeable and fbneoeft ar y toher, bethought it fit (he (horrid repair 
unto her. How m the mean time, that te might not bekept tookmgfwmuodctftaaiing the 
reft of her adventnres, be would Bay and lodg aU night there in the Caftle of the feveti 
Towers, to the end he might tha next day alfo learn of her what was reqnifite for him to 
know for the ftineeftes fervioe. FeUxana anfwerod him, that (he would do whichever he 
pleated; and fine* he hod the goodadsto permit her togo and feehowthePrincdsdid, (be 
pray'd bho that it might be immediately. Ibrahim teqncfted her to adore her of the defire 
andrefakxion he had tofcmher. And as (be was going away, he told her further, that 
fiie oiight take Vlama’t Slave along with her, becaufe he bad fomedung to fay to the Priooefr, 
whoit might be would begladto bear from his mooch the marvellous Exploits of his Mailer. 
Felix ana thanked him aKo for this favor, and went away to Axiamiras lodging. As for 
Ibrahim, he difpMebed the Governor of the Caftle of the feven Towers to the Bafa of the 
Sea, about an aftair that concerned the State ; and after he had inftrofted him, be told inm 
finding, how for that nighc he would be refponfable to him fix the place. This man went 
pcefemly away, and Ibrahim was conduifted to the faired lodging of the Caftle, wheie he 
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paftaway the Evening, and all the night, in thinking of his own misfortunes: And thoagb, 
to comfort himfelf, he compared them with chofe of others, yet found he that his own wen 
far the greater. In the mean time Felix amt was no fooner come to Axiamira, but (he tdd 
her fo many things to the advantage of our illuftrioos Safa, as (he was not a little impatieot 
to fee him. But after (he had given her an account of their converfadon/he canfed V lama’s- 
Slave to be called in, who calling himfelf at the Princcfles feet, delivered her a Letter (tom 
his Matter. Ah l Felix ana, faid Axiamira, wherefore have you futprized me? and where¬ 
fore have you any whit deferred the pleafure I (hould receive in knowing that Vlama thtnks 
yet of me ? Saying fo, (he opened Vlama’s Letter, which (he found to be thus. 

Ulama’s Letter to the Princef of Persia. 

I F I Hidnot fall know, that to be an enemy to Ddimcnt, Voere to be the fervent to the 
Trincefs Axiamira, I Jhouldnotbe fobold m toVerite unto her, after I have Jared to 
bear arms againfi the Sophi her father. Bat knowing that 1 did not take them uf, but to 
deliver, or revenge her, methinks I may hope, that fhe'Of ill not take it id, if 1 endevor to 
ferveher, and employ the blood, Of hick l have Jbed in the ferviceof aforreign Prince, to 
procure her liberty. If / obtain this grace, 1 Jballfill arrive at the end, Oehich I propound 
unto my felf; being no other then to hazard my life for a teftimony, that I am unto her the 
mofi affeilionate ef all the Sophi's fubjeftt, and the mofi obedient of her fervants. .

I make no doubt of it, faid the Princefs, after (he had read this Letter; but, continued 
(he, fpeaking to the Slave, who had delivered it unto her, Wile thou not teU me what Vla¬ 
ma’s adventures have been ? I have order, Madam, replyed he, to obey you in all things, and 
fp much the rather in this fame, becaufe I have an exprefs command to give an account there- 
of t o Felix ana. Halima feeing the Slave preparing himfelf to content the curiofity of Axi- 
atmra, defired her to defer this relation till (he had eaten fomething, which (he C 9 rrfcnted un¬ 
to at the entreaty of this woman, who redoubled the are (he had of this wife Princefs after 
fhe knew that the grand Vifier was interefled therein. Axiamirds repaft was not long, and 
Felix ana's impatience exciting hers, the Slave began his difcourfe in this fort, but it was af¬ 
ter the Princefs had caufed Halima and Felix ana to (it down on cufhions by her beds fide. 

The Hffiory of Ut am a. 

I Will not (land, Madam, to rehearfe unto you the tranfports of joy which I obferved in 
Vlama, when as by your and Felix ana’s Letters he understood, that (he was not faulty; 
fince not doubting of his affeftion,you cannot doubt of his refenttnent of it But indeed I will 
cell you, how after that firft motion of joy was over, it was no little unquietnetttohimto 
abandon you in a time, when he forefew you would have need of his affiftance. Howbeit 
he beleeved that it was bed in this ocafion'to obey the Sophi’s pleafure, feeing it would have 
been utterly to take away the mans from him of ferving you, if he (hould have rendered 
himfelf culpable, by not fubmitting to his commands; revolving bowfoever to kill Dtliment , 
if the matter (hould grow defperate, rather then fuffer any outrage tobe done to yon. In 
this defign he went to his Government, where, as yon know, you a little while after fully 
acquainted him with all the tricks that had been put upon you i and of therefolutionyoo bad 
taken to go to Mazanderon. This mark of your generofity, and Felix ana’ s conftancy, gave 
him both at once a great deal of grief, and a great deal of fstisfadion. He was affli&ed to 
underftand the per (ecu t ion which you endured, yet he could not chufe but be exceeding glad 
to know by this noble example, that the Crown of Per fin was not fo confiderable with Fe- 
lixana as his afiedion. Now he had not had leafure enough to think of what he was todo, 
w heir as he received an exprefs command to repair to the Sophi with all poifible (peed, upon 
pain of being declared guilty of high Treafon. This extraordinary proceeding furprized him; 
for he knew not then, asafterwadshedid by one of Ddtment’s Confidents, whom betook 
prifoner hard by Tanrit, that as fooo as you were gone to Mazanderon, and that Felixa¬ 
na’s Father was come to the Sophi, he would withaU not onely (ecure the perfon of Vlama, 
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bat utterly mine him; for fear, left coming to know that jroa were itMazmJertm, he 
ftioidcl go thither to you, and be carryed to tune extream reflation. And for that effed, he 
had difpofed the Sapkft miode to commit Vlnm* to prifon if he came to the Court; and 
CDOfequendy to arraign hkn, upon pretext of fare disorder done by certain Troops (which 
-'before times had fenred unfa Vlnmn) at Inch time as they noderftood that be wwcommand- 
ed from the Coort; itprefeotpg to the Sopbi, that as long as VUms lived he (houid never 
be at quiet. Delimtnt was not for all thitfo allured of the Sephi’s miode, but that ha 
doubted Vlama's return might change the face of things: For he was not ignorant how the 
Stphi had loved him very ranch, and was obliged to him for more thenooe vidory. He 
knew likewifc that my Mafters party was not (o weak at Court, bat that if it came to ex- 
tream violence, it might peradventucecaufe a general revolution of the State, which would 
not be advantageous to turn: So that to provide for all the misfortunes, which might arrive 
unto him, he had reconrfe to artifice. And to that purpofe, juft at the time when as the S* 
phi commanded VUmn to repair unto him, Dtliment made him be feveral ways advertifed 
of the bad defigns, which were upon his Itfe, and cartyed the matter fo dextroufly, as the 
fatthfaMeftof my Matters friends (erred to the wickednefs of this man; who in Read of 
keeping the defign of ruining Vlnrn* very fecret, caufed it to be bruited with addrefs abroad; 
two days before he, who was to carry the commandment to Vl*ma, fet forthr towards him 5 
So that when he came to ZJlnnu, be had already received advice from many not tocometo 
the Coort. Even Mnknmtd himfelf had cauled him to be written unto about it, but with 
fomany circumftances, as made him fee his undoubted ruioe, if he obeyed; in fo much as it 
was impoffible for him to (biped, that there was any artifice in all tbefe things. Some coun- 
fcUed hhn to feek oat a place of retreat amongft ftrangers; promifingto labor the j’uftifying 
of his flight whil'ft he was abfent. Others would have had him fbrtifie himfelf in his Go¬ 
vernment. But none advifed himtotruft Co his innocency. I leave youtothiok. Madam, 
whether Dtliment’s wickednefs could have had a more favorable foccefs? and whether all 
thefe things were not capable of bringing to pals the defign which he bad, fo to order the 
m att er , that V/tma would not ondy not repair to the Stphi, but Ibould aMb render himfelf 
cftcdivdy culpable in the eyes of ail the world, who after this would not be fo forward in 
undertaking his interefti. 

Vlnmstn this croft coniundure knew not what refohitioo to takes for if, on the one 
fide,heconfidered the peril wbetenutohe fhoold beexpofed, by going to put himfdf into 1 
hit enemies hands; if he thought, I fay, that you not being at Court, his party would thereby 
be the weaker, arid ‘Deliment's the ttronger; on the other fide he few, that io not obeying 
be left his Enemy Matter of the Field; that hefumifbed him with Arms to deftroy him • that 
he Ibould behave himfelf as if he were guilty; and to (ay all, that he fhould abandon you, and 
quit Felixana. This laft thought made him refolvc to go couragioufly to the Court; how 
beit he was kept from partingfofoon, by a ficknds wherewith he was taken: but at length 
finding himfelf better, he let forth 00 his way, witba purpofe to oppofe Dtlimenfs malice 
b mochas he could, and to forget nothing that might conduce thereunto. But fcarcely had 
we made two days journey ( form you know, Madam, I have never abandoned him) when 
sweenconotredoneof usdeareft friends, who came in all hafte tpacquaiut him, that all 
the Court was filled with the news of yourlofs, and Felixmufi. That in the Royal Houfo 
it was (aid, how going a fittung yon were caft away; but that fuch, as looked farther into 
matters, bdeeved that your bis was a meer fuppofition; and that without doubt you were 
kept (but up in fomepart. That it was an effed of the S*pb*tpt(&oa, and of Delimtnt*s 
violence; that in the ftlhion as the matter was carryed, there was no remedy to be (ought for 
it; that going to the Court, be (bould feerifke hhnfetf nnprofitably for you^ and much to the 
advantage of Delimtnt ; and that in condufion, the beft he could do was to feek a ftnduary 
with fame Prince, mighty enough to defend him, and juft enough to acknowledg bis merit. 
Judg, Madam, in what manner my dear Matter received this deadly news, and bow much he 
relented an adventure, whereby he for ever loft the hope of feeing you again; and whereby 
he few Felix*** in the poffemonof another. His grief was fo great, that if I could deferibe 
it unco you, I amfure the recital of it woutd make you (bed tears. At firft he appeared more 
infenfibte, thenafflided; faiafilence, htspalenefe, the little motion that he had, after he had 
underfiood this fed newi, and his iqmovxHe look, would not permit me to be able to judg; 
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w hat new misfortune it was that had arrived untohim, for this man had fpoken very foftly. 
Bat I no longer doubted of it, when as fuddeniy breaking his fileoce, and fpeaking with much 
precipitation; Let Fortune, faid he, do With me m fie will, I am very certain that fbe can¬ 
not make me mere unhappy then I am. Then turning himfelf to him, who had acquainted 
him with your lots, wholly tranfported with grief, and quite changed in his countenance. 
Let m go, faid he,dearfriend ; let tu go and dje in feme remote place, fince I am feparatedfor 
ever from Felixana. At this word he fell down dead in my arms,and I beleeved,feeing him in 
this pitiful eftate, that grief had done that which his defpair would have Executed. By good 
hapwewerenotveryfar from a Country houfe, whither having carryed him with the hdp of 
hisfriend, we brought him out of his fwoon; but it might be faid that it was fame cruelty in 
us to bring him .to his fehfes again, becaufe withallwereftoredhimtohisforrowaod defpair. 
Oh, faid he, Felixana is in a condition, that the beft (be can be for me, is not to be at all 1 
Oh, Felixana a in the arms of death, or in the power of the Sofbi ! Ah! no, no, let us not 
be fo bafe, as to fupport this grief. If Felixana be dead, let us follow her generoufly; and 
if fbe be anothers, let us not futviveour ill fortune. Then on a hidden beginning again, 
after he had held his peace a little; What, (hall the Ptincefc Axiamira, the glory of her fee, 
and of our age, be the wife of a man, unworthy to be her Slave? and (ball we live after 
we have fo often fwom to her to dye for her fervice, and to defend her from the inrolency of 
Deliment ! Ab 1 that may in no fort be; and fince I cannot fuccor her, I know at leaft- wife 
how to teftifie to her by my death, that the fear of lofing my life hath not kept me from op- 
pofing her Enemies. Saying fo, he walked up and down a great pace, and feemed to have 
fome ftrange defign upon himfelf: Bat perceiving that his feimitar was gone,which by chanca 
was fallen trom him, we not being aware of it, as we were carrying him in a fwoon to that 
houfe; Think, ye, faid he unto us, to keep me from dying by taking mj arms from me l 
Ah l no, no, continued he, 1 (hall eaftly finde WherewitbsM to end mj life and my miftries. 
Generous Vlama, anfwered Ids friend unto him, we had no intent to take your feimitar from 
you; (incecontrarily, in the eftate wherein I fee things, it would methinks be fitter to feck 
for arms to revenge you, rather then todeftroyyou: For if Felixana be dead, you cannot 
lofeyourfclf more nobly, then in revenging her of them, which have been her Enemies da* 
ring her life: and if fbe be not, what do you think (be will fay, when as (he (ball know, 
that the generous Vlama, in (bad of ftirring up the people, of demanding fuccor of fome 
forraign Prince, of marching in the head of an Army to aifail her perfecutors, weakly aban¬ 
dons her, in abandoning himfelf to his defpair? and entreats her yet more cruelly then For¬ 
tune doth, fince he will deprive her of the onety man that can deliver her, and theonelyper- 
fon whom (be loves. And how will youbavemedelivet her, if I know not in what place 
of the Earth (be is ? That, my Lord, anfwered I, muft be caitfully enquired after: but if 
you (hould not difeover any thing, yet muft you take up Arms: For if you are ignorant where 
Felixana is, you are not ignorant at leaft-wife who are the Enemies of the Princefs Axia¬ 
mira and Felixana. I (boald never have done, Madam, if I (hould rehearfe all Vlama't 
difeourfes unto you. Sometimes he would kill Deliment, though wemade it apparant to 
him, that it would be almoft an impofiible thing; again he would prefent himfelf to the So- 
phi; then he would go unknown to Maxjmderon, to enquire himfelf of your loft: But for 
aconclufion of all, he ftill returned totherefolutionof dying. At length without oppofing 
our felves dire&ly to his grief, we knew fo well how to infpire his minde with choller, as the 
(ble defign of revenging youpreferved his life. He refolvcd then to return to his Govern¬ 
ment for to think of the means he was to ufe for the fame. As for his friend, he Cent him 
back again, and pray’d him ftill toadvertife him of whatfoever (hould pads at the Court; 
and to endevor to difeover in what place you were retained; for be mad? no queftion at all, 
but that you were in the Sophi‘% bands. 

When we were returned, he underftood that Deliment had bethought him, to fay no 
longer that you had fuffered (hipwrack; but contrarily be caufed Prince Mahomed, and Fe¬ 
lixana s Father to be arrefted, upon fufpicion that they were intelligent with your carrying 
away; caufing it to be bruited withall, that Vlama baa fome part in their crime; and that 
alfo preparation was a making to go and apprehend him in his Government, as rebellions and 
difobedient to the Sophi's commands.. My Mafter acquainted with this news, was yet fur¬ 
ther confirmed in the opinion, that your loft was an tffr&of Deliment's artifice. This 
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thought mad? him abfolutely conclude to think of his fafety, to the end he might be revenged. 
And to that effeft, he retired to a good ttrong place, which appertained to one of his friends, 
where he lay certain days concealed, to advife of what he was to do; and after he had Well 
confidered every thing, he judged it would be bell for him, to put himftlf under the protecti¬ 
on of generous Ibrahim , whole reputation filled all the Orient. For knowing that Sal mon 
had always pretentions enough upon Perfia , to have a fpecious pretext for the recommencing . 
of their ancient War9, he hoped that by alluring him of his friends and intelligences, he mighc 
peradventure carry him thereunto j and the rather for that he knew the Georgians had 
tor a good while together mide many incarfions into Comagena and Mefapotamia. This re- 
folucion taken, he difpatched me away to Ibrahim at Conjlantinople , with one of the mod 
obliging and generous Letters in the world; wherein he (ignified to him, tharfor the confirm¬ 
ation of what he had written, and confiding in his generofity, he would put himfelf into 
Bitilifa , which is within Soilman's dominion, and rot above four days journey from Via- 
m*» Government. As indeed, I was no fooner departed, but my Mailer, after he had writ¬ 
ten to the f aithfulleft of his diends, to entertain fome intelligence with them, in cafe he fhould 
have need of it, fet forth towards Bitilifa j and committed himfelf into the hands of one, 
named Stnfbeg, unto whom this Town appertained, as Vaflal of the Othoman Empire. But 
though Vlama told him, that he came to feek the protection of S oilman, and that-he 
had to that effeCt difpatched one to Ibrahim ; yet this man, being of a cruel difpofiti- 
on, and provoked by an indifereet and bruitifh zeal, in Head of barely alluring himfelf of his 
perfon, by putting a guard upon him, until he heard from Soliman , be caufed him to be fere** 

• td upon, to be bound, and in that deplorable ellate fent him to Conjlantinofle. 

In the mean time I had made my voyage very happily; and having delivered my Letter to 
Ibrahim, I well perceived that he was very joyful of it; that the reputation of myMafler 
was come even unto him; and that he was not ignorant of his high birch; As truly a little 
after, he obtained for Vlama all that he had demanded; And as he was preparing to fend to 
receive him with honor, and was talking with him in the Hipodrome , before his Palace gate, 
about my return, I law my Mallet arrive bound upon a horfe, his bands manaded, ana his 
face fo changed, as 1 hardly knew him: but being fure it was he, without thinking of the 
refpeftlowed to the grand Vifier, Heft him, and approaching to Vlama ; My Lord, laid 
I to Ibrahim , fuffer not him whom you mean to protea to be fo unworthily entreated; not 
let the valiant Vlama be chained like a Slave. Vlama ! cryed the grand Vifier • Yes, gener¬ 
ous Ibrahim, continued I, you behold that Vlama, whole valor is incomparable; whole 
birth is as noble as any in all Terfia ; and who hath demanded protection or none but yon. 

I had no fooner laid thus, but Ibrahim ran himfelf to unloofe my Mailer; and beholding 
them which accompanyed him with fury, he willed me to help him, which I did with a 
great deal of joy. As for Vlama , he was in fuch a confufion to fee himfelf in that eftate, as 
he could altnoft have wifhed,that I had not named him: but the thing being done, and hav¬ 
ing underflood chat th^ gra$d Vifier fpake the Perfian Tongue; Thefe chains, laid he unto 
him, generous Ibrahim (for he had observed that I had named him (o) are glorious unto me, 
feeing they are taken from me by fo illuftrious an hand as yours: And owing my liberty to 
you at our very firfl encounter, jodg whether all the reft of my life I (hall not abfolutely de- 
pendonyou? It is true, replyed Ibrahim embracing him, tbatthefe chains are not (hamefulj 
bat for ttiofe that have made you wear them; and by a fate dean contrary to that of all deli¬ 
verers, I muft, after the freeing you of them, crave pardon of you for the ill ufage you have 
received; yet io far happy at lead-wife herein, as you cannot fufpeCl Soliman for it, who, if 
I be not deceived, will make them fet 1 theweightof your chains which have layd them on 
you. Vlama anfwered thereunto with a great deal of civility, and at length the grand 
Vifier caufed him to enter into bis Palace, which was bard by, charging fome of his fervants 
to feize upon them that accompanyed Vlama , fot feat left any of them fhould deal away, to 
go and advertife Sertfbeg how his indifereet zeal was not well received. When thefe two 
illuftrious perfons were come in, Ibrahim (hewed Vlama the Letter he had written him, 
the order he had taken for his reception; and after he had told him, that he might comand in 
his houfe, he went to give an account of his arrival to Soliman , who was fo incenfed t- 
gainft Serefbeg , that his anger broke out terribly upon him, as you (hall underftand 
hereafter. 
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JotbemevHimethe Baffin Mine back tofttch my Matter <o the SerragUe and as there .is 
sfympathy between greatmen, which makes them from the very firft time of theft icquaiat- 
ance $o love one another fjr (boner then others do, to Vlama and that illuftrious Baffa grew 
fudd$nlv to be ftgb friends, as I was mightily futproed with it. But not to ptobog this 
difcoutfe, <S>/«*<«M£refled Vlama extraordinarily; fwore be would punilh him that had 
put him in chains, though my Matter employed all his power to obtain his grace; lodged 
him magnificently; furmfhed him with a train anfwerable to his condition; and gave him 
all the occafions that might be to prgjfe him! And, as if Fortune would fecond V lama’s de- 
figns, the very fame day that he arqyllH at Coaftantineple, the War of Perfiavm concluded ; 
whether it were in regard of that which the Geergieas had done; car of the Levies which . 
Tschmat had made; or of fotne reafons wbioh I could nor well learn: So that Ibrahim Xr 
quaiqting Vlama there with,and asking of him,whether he would willingly ferve in it,he wan 
more joyful at it then I am able to exprefs. The Baffa uoderftanding tus intentions, adver- 
tifcd Soliman thereof, who thought fit, whil'ft the War was a preparing, to have Vlema 
return unto the frontier, tbem&re eafily toentertain his inteUigeoces. But to make him rec¬ 
tum thither with glory, and execute that which had been refcJved, Ibrahim caufcd Seref- 
beg to be declared guilty of high Treafoo; and Bitiltfa, which the other poffefled, too¬ 
ther with all the reft of his eftate, tobe oooferred on VUma ; as alfo a yearly fieottoo of an 
hundred tboufand SulttHin;, aod the Government of Carabemida, the frondre Town of 
Pitrbech, or Mefufotami*. My Matters generofity carryed him to refute the fpoyk of Us 
Enemy, as much as pofSbly he could ; but the Sattain pfesfure was to be obeyed. 

This Declaration being made, Strefbeg was adyertifed of it by fome friends that be had 
at Couftaatiupple ; fo chat, provoked with anger, he ftole away; and patting into the Sepbts 
Territories, be went and offered him his fervice. Jo (o much as it feemed, that thefetwo 
Princes had made an exchange, and given boiftages to each other: Though it is true, Chat the 
matter was not equal fortbeperfons, Strefbeg haying nothing recommendable in him, but 
a brutifb valor, which ciwyed him into perils without knowing them. But at latt Vlama 
repaired to Bitilifa, whereat his find coming be found fit matter toexercife his geueroGty 
upon; for Strffbeg's Wife and Children came and «*ft themfelvcs at his feet, and wholly diC- 
(olved into tears, humbly befougbt him to giant them, the grace of her Husband and their 
Father. anfwered them, that had he been in on eftate toreceive it, be would have 

ufed bis uttermoft endevor to have obtained it of the Saltan; but os things were, it was a 
propoficion when he durft not make. Then they requeued him, at leaft-wife not to entreat 
them ill Vlama, who btdno fuch intent, affured them, that Bitilija excepted, which he 
was bound to conserve for the grand Signor, he would not keep any part of their eftate 
from them, though they had very riches; and told them moreover, that if they would con¬ 
tinue in Bit Hi fa , they fhould be refitted there as himfelf; or if they would go from thence, 
he would obtain permiflion of Soliman to have them conduced whitherfoever they pleafcd. 
This tfflided ana generous woman, feeing Vlama's courtcfe| befought him fb to deal as 
ftie might be fuffered to follow the fortune of^her Husband; which Vlama promifed her, 
and performed a little after. For haying obtained of the Saltan that which be had defired of 
him for her and her children, he caufed all their wealth tobe loaden in Wagons; and having 
affured them of the reftitutbn of BitHifa, if peace were concluded, or if Strefbeg re-entred 
into favor with the Grand Signer, he lent them with a convoy of four hundred fanizariet 
into the Stpbi's Territories; for fome Troups were already come unto him for his Lifeguard, 
Soliman having given command to all the Sangia's thereabouts to march whitherfoever Vla¬ 
ma would lead them. 

In the mean time, whereas you and Felix ana were the esufe of all that he did, his oody 
care was to difeover if any news could be had of you.. He wrote alfo to Prince Mahomed's 
ancient Governor, defking him ro entreat Ids Matter, that he would, for bis excufe of whit be 
was going to do, but remember how it was onely to revenge the Pripcefs Axiamira and Ft- 
lixaua. But hearing nothing of you, it pot him into fuch fury,and into ft) great a defpair.that 
his ordinary valor redoubled much mere then before, as well appeared in the occafions which 
were presented a little after. For Ibrahim leading the vant-gusrd of the Imperial Army, 
where Seiiman was in perfon, met with Vlama at (be rendezvous, and gave him the con- 
dud of thirty thoufand men, to march on before for difeovery, as knowing the Country 
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better then any other. I will not tell you. Madam, the fuccefs of this War, fince it is irrt- 
poflibte, that in any part of the world wherefoever you have lived, you fhould not hear of 
the conquefts which Ibrahim, feconded by the valor of Vlama, made• the taking of the 
City of Taaris, from whence the Sophi retreated a little before to Sultania, which as you 
know & but fix days journey from it; the crowning of Soliman at Bagdet ; and fo many o- 
ther remarkable things, as arrived in this War. But I will onely tell you, that in an occafion, 
where Vlama went rodifcover the enemy with two thoufand horfe, a party of Cavalry al- 
moftof the like number advanced from the adverfe Army, and charged him fo fiercely, as 
V'lama flood in need of all bis addrefs and courage to fuflain them. He that commanded the 
Enemy, having fingled himfclf out from the reft, asked of him in the Per(ian Tongue, whe¬ 
ther hie were not Vlama ; and my Mafter having told him how he cawyed that name; thou 
muft, continued he, to render the pofleffion of ‘Bitilifa lawfully thine, either take away 
Strefbeg‘% life, or co punifb thee for thy petfidioufnefs I muft triumph over thine. And 
then, without attending Vlama’s anfwer, he aflailed him with all the fury of a brutifh reso¬ 
lution, notwithftanding the generality which my Matter had (hewed to his Wife and Chil¬ 
dren. Indeed the event of thecombate juftified that which I fay, for after they had fought 
above two hours, without being ever fundered, though they were in the midft of four thou¬ 
fand men, who were figluing as well as they, in the end Serefbeg loft his life by the valor of 
Vlama. But after this particular vidory, he would alfo have a general one over thofe whd 
bad aflailed him; He fo animated his Soldiers then by his example, as fcarce one of theEne- 
' mies retted alive. And to teftifie his generality in all things, hecaufed the body of Strtfbtg 
to be cart yed away, for that he would not Suffer, laid he, that fo valiant a man fhould be in¬ 
terred in any Country, but his own: and to that effed, though Serefbeg had fo highly offend¬ 
ed, yet he obtained of Soliman that he fhould be layd in thefepulchre of his fathers at Biti¬ 
lifa, which was accordingly performed with all the ceremony accuftomed in fuch like occafi- 
ons. As long as this War li&ed,Vlama did what he could to encounter Deliment} but not¬ 
withftanding all his endevor for it, fortune would not let himfight with him. 

In fine. Madam, Winter approaching, Soliman put part of hisTfoops into Garrifon, and 
retired to Confiantinople with Ibrahim ; leaving Vlama on the ftocltitc, where he defired to 
remain, not being able, as he oftentimes told me, toeloign hithfdf fromaLand, where he 
befeeved you were ftill abiding. Not lone after Vlama being adverdfed thauhe Sophi was 
gone from Sultania, whither he had retred, and feemed to have Some great aefign in hand, 
he drew moft of the forces out of the Garifons, and making up abody of an Army, he went 
with it to oppofe the Enemy. But th c Sophi, who did not defire to fight with Vlama, faw 
him no fooner in the Held, but he began to recoyl,contenting himfelf onely with Seizing on the 
paflages, and cutting off bis victuals, carefully forbearing from descending into the plains, for 
fear he fhould be forced to come to a battel. This artifice, which proceeded from * De/iment, 
would for all that have availed him little, and my Matters valor would,have Surmounted this 
ftratagem, if the anger of Heaven had not been joyned to the anger of men, and fought for 
the Perfians. For it happened that Vlama, having had bad intelligence, went and encamp¬ 
ed in that great plain, which is neer to Snltania, and as you know is invironed with four 
mountains, whofe tops arc always covered with (now,' chiefly thofe of Caffia and Nipha- 
tts. Vlama beleeving then that the Sophi was retired behinde thofe mountains, at the foot 
whereof are the goodlieft plains in the world, and the moft prdpfer to fight a battel in, waS 
there encamped, as I have already declared; but the Sophi bad taken another way, and 
wasretired into the Country of the Coraxtns. As Vlama then was in this placed there a- 
rofe on the top of thofe mountains fo terrible a tempeft, as the winde carrying away thofe 
huge heaps of (how, wherewith they were covered, drove them in fuch abundance, and 
with fuch raging force upon Vlama’s Camp, as all the Tents were overthrown by them j 
moft of the Camels (lifted; all the fick Soldiers overwhelmed; Some of the others burieda- 
live with them; and all the reft in confufion. 

And whereas the Snow had extinguifbed all the fires in the Army, the darknefs joyned 
to the roaring of the winds, to the noife which the Snowmade*in overturning the Tents, 
to the cries of the Soiddiers in anfwer to the Commands of their Leaders, and to the la¬ 
mentations of dying men, rendered'this night fo dreadful, as I do not think one can meet 
with an oesafionable to give more tetroc that that did: the conftancy of Vlama vits not for 
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all that fhaken; and though for Tenrwat overthrown as well as the reft, yet loft be not hit 
Judgment: and caufing himtelf from the firft beginning of the ftocmto be heard « weUMhe 
could, Ik commanded every one to get out of their Tent*, and afterwards to keep in their 
places, for fear left thinking toavoyd death, they might the ibanet find it in approaching to 
the Mountains. But at tilt upon the return of the day, the tempeft ended, and the Sun made 
us fee one of the pttifuUeft ebjefts that ever was beheld. This deadly fight, able to aHay the 
courage of any but £;/«*#, augmented b»; and he refolved to be revenged of his Enemies for 
the lob he bad {attained by the Tempeft. Wherefore he made a fpeedy review of bis Army, 
and fading that he bad loft but two thoufend men that night, he concluded to fet npoohb 
Enemies* Hefcntfotthfontcthento difeover, whil'ft they were labotninginfbme fart to 
repair the diforder of thdTents; and having gotten an advantageous place, he ftay'd there 
lift he undetftood that the Stfhi came onfurioufty cowards him; for whereas reports increafe 
at a diftanee, he hid been tom thtt Vlama had foft above fifteen thoofand mea My Mafter, 
glad of this occafioo, albeit his Army was overtoiled aod weary, couragioufty exhorted them 
to fight. Bat, Madam, without particubrizing a Battel unto you, whereof the event was not 
profperous to my dear Matter, 1 wilt only teU yon, that after he had abnoft vanqdlbed b»E- 
cerates, la String himfelftobe carried away by his extream valor.he was hemmed » by above 
an hundred men, who knowing him to be the General of their Enemies Army, a (Failed him 
with finch fury, as he was dangereufly burtby them in foorfcueral places; fo as all that he 
could do was to rid himfelffcom his Enemies, ftdl fighting till he got to his own men, where 
he was no (boon arrived but he fell down dead amoogftthenx This accident made the viAo- 
ry change party, and range her fdf wholly on the ‘Ptr/urn fide, who remained Matters of the 
field: In the mean time VUmSt wouods proved great and dangerous; be was carried to the 
neareft towo,and from thence Oo BttUifs, where he hath always continued, whil'ft the Safin 
makieg profit of his mu fo rttm a and abfence, regiined aft that Ibrahim acid he hadconquered 
Howto ^^MwttAsakmgtiiwwithoackncwfaganyd tbofa things.: for his wounds re.

Bat to come in ray difeoarfir, IwMInocftand 
then to reD yon in wfee minntt to faflered Shipwrecks only I will fay to you, that when 
we judged by thereto iif the Mariners we were ib danger of perifbing, 1 approached to the 
Princds, whofegreat Mart wnnoilbaken in this occafioo, but concrsr&y (cared the Pore 
more then Shipwreck-, and rafting my felf m her feet, 1 demanded of her with tears the 
grace that I might dye by htr. This generous Pt i nccfr kn biaerd me, and taking me by the hand 
(he never qoletedii, fih the Vcffei, driven by the wind aod the waves with an incredible ton* 
petoofity againft the point of t Rock, broke aM to piece*, and fcpnraced us,bnt Hi what manner 
it was done I am not able to tell you) for I was fb tumbled, anddw horrors of death (eized 
onme in ftxiifort at that dreadful bifbet, as 1 knew not whac became of me. Yet was not 
the Sea akogettornnpitffu) onto us, for by an extttstn good fortune in the midftof cor Mfor- 
tone, it carried us to the (hoar, which was not far off; and not only preferred our lives, but 
made me be found within thirty paces of the place, where she waves had caft up the divine 
Axunttin in a fwoon as weft as I, 

Bat admire, my Lord, that which I am going to edl you I and hew weak beginnings have 
fotwtteMslo^areldar^ei^confoqueocesl You may well remember how I told you ye- 
fierrfay, that the Sopbi give the Printed tm ptture to a forreign Merchant, 

with order never to feM rhem to any butftincast Andyouhava told are, ifl be not deceived, 
that you knew tow that Merchanr, bring miftahtn m feftfog one of thofe ptourcs to Stlims*, 
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gave iuda that of the Princefs Axiamira for mine. Now, my lord, the fame error produced 
another; for that Merchant, paffing afterwards to the place where Prince danger lived, fold 
him my pidure for that of Axiamira; But if the firft fault had been the caufeof cairyiog 
away the Princefs by force, the fecond accafioned that which you are going to hear. 

' The fame day wlierein we fuffered Shipwrack, Prince danger (who as you know remain; d 
by Solimans Order very near to the place where we were aft on (hoar) walking that way, 
came by chance where I lay extended on the fands as a dead perfon. This accident furpriztd 
him; nay fex, my age, my habit, which was rich and extraordinary j and more then all that, 
the pity whereof this vertuous Prince was capable, caufed him to approach unto me, and not 
judg me unworthy of his afliftance. And then again, though the tfiate wherein I was had 
infinitely changed me, he conceived that I was not altogether unknown tohim, and that he 
had feen fomething that refetpbled me. But he had no fooner made the fand, which cleaved 
to my face, to be taken away, but his memory brought back into his imagination my pifturr, 
which he had bought of that Merchant, and which he believed to be Axiamra'u And 
whereas by chance he had it about him that fame day, he opened the cafe wherein it was* and 
obferving there all the features of my face, though the ayr of. it was fomewhat changed, he no 
longer doubted but that I was the Princefs of Ptrjia, confirming himftIf further in this opi¬ 
nion by my apparel, which he faw to be altogether like to that which I wore in my pidure.

But fcarcely had he given this Order, when one of his fervants came and told 
him,that fome thirty paces from thence there lay a woman attired in the fame manner, and 
in the fame eftate that I was,who without doubt was not dead,becaufe he had difeerned fome 
motion of breathing in her. 

The Prince, having left me to the are of his people, went to fee that which this man told 
him of j but he did no looner caft his eyes on the Princefs Axtamira ( for it was (be whom 
this man had found) buthefelthimfelfpreft with an extraordinary defire to be able to (ave 
her j and the tompaffion which he had on her added fo many charms to htr'beauty, as he 
fwore unto me afterwards he had never feen her more beautifid then (be was in that deplorable 
eftate. He bimfelf helped to carry her to the place where they had already layd me* and 
though be was perfwaded that I was the Princefs of Ter pa, and that Axiamira was one of 
my maids of honor, he took at the leaft as much are of her as of me, and it might be faid that 
he did not ferve me but out of refpcft and intereft, and that he afiifted her already ont of incli¬ 
nation. At length, my Lord, meeting with fome women in the houfe whither we bad been 
carried, they took fuch a courfe with Us, as they brought us out of our fwoon. Iwastbefirft 
that opened my eyes, and to whom rafon began to give a fenfeof our tnif-fortunes, by the 
aftonifhment wherewith I was feized, in feeing my felf in the hands of fo many unknown per- 
fons.

denoe.to the end we might be the better affiited there by a fewifo Phyficiart, Who by reafon 
of his age could not come when we were, and whom watryed afterwards to be one of the 
knowiegft men of the world in that prdfeflioo. It was then, my Lord, that I was gready 
amazed; for thefe people having fet me m the Charet,. the Prince came and asked of me, 
whether I would be pleafed, that a maid, whom he believed did belong unto dne, betaufe (he 
bad been found on the Sea (hoar in the fame cafe he had taken me up, foouldtotoc into the 
Gurnet to me? I defired him with much impatience to let her be brought, imagining that it 
might be Axumrir*. As indeed, behad no (boner commanded ir, htft I faw two men bring 
her to me in a Chair. And truly in this encounter it fell out well forthe dtfign We hadafter- 
wards, tint Ganger Was a pretty way from us, and that there was Oo body neat us which un- 
derftood my language; for as (bonas I Caw her, I could not forbear crying out; Ah ! txteU 
lent Trinceft, live yen fill ? and both fortune hen fo ]pitiful, m not tofepeurnte jour deftinj 
from mine l My voyce revived A xi mm r t more then afl the remedies they had ikfed to her 
till then; and asfoon as (he wt in the Chafrec where I was, (he embraced me wkh (branch 
joy, as (he thereby recovered the tie of her (beech, toteftifie unto me the eomforc (he received 
in feeing her (elf wkh me. But,continued the, my dear Felix eve, in what Country are we? 
who are thefe that aflift us? and what intereft have they in our confervation ? d6 they dot 
pretend to force os to lhre,to cotiftrain us afterwttds to have tecoorfc unto death, by returning 
ns into the hands of Rufinn! For,faid (he,I fee them have Ttsbants, whole colour mikes me 
know them to be Setimetns Subjeds. Madam, (aid I, Icannotanfwer to fo many things, 
though I have (or above two hours obCerved with a judgment found enough di that hath been 
done here, fiotchk I canteUyoo, that fce,whofeetat to bathe Mattered all them I have fern, 
is exceeding civil^nd (hould be a man of great quality, fo far as I cab gue&by the high ftfoeft 
which the red do give him. But that which jtroubles me is, his taking me foe yon, ana his 
adoring me in our language, that I (hall have the fame honor doocme here, asinthe Court df 
the SepU my father. It may be,faid the Princefs,I can remember Come words oft htTnrhUb 
tongae, which I learned of in old Slave when I was a child; and then making a fign to doe 
of thofe which accomp ani edthat (he would (ay fometfaing to him, when Ssheataenmr 
her, and that (he had lradied a while, (he demanded of him with much ado, and in a language 
that was not very inteliigiblr,tbe name of him that commanded them. 'This man apprehended 
not at firfi what (he would fay to him, but at length joyning fignfc to her (peach, (be Baade her 
(elf be under (food. He anfvmed her then in his language, tint it was the Prince Ghnger. 
This name of Qietnger coached the FVinceft (enfibiy, and making a fign to this man, that (he 
had no more to (ay to him; I knew full well, (aid (he to mr, that Fortune did not (aveme, 
but to undo me; and chat (he kept me not from perMbing, but to expofe ax to new miferies ; 
for, (aid (he, he in whofe power we are is the fon of Solimon. It is not becaufe Feme doth 
not (peak advantageouflycu him; butftiU, he is the fon of a man, which hath caufed me to 
be forcibly carried away. 

AxumureTt difeourfe feemed fo foil of reafon to me, at I could not rlSake any Reply to it; 
but in the end carried by the paflkm which I had to fcrve her, I told her, that toavoyd the 
mifehief (he feared, Prfoce was not to be difebufai of the opinion hewasiu, thStl 

was the Princefs of PtrjU ; that in the rneao time we (hould hbout to know, wherefore he 
cook me for that which I was not; and that in trying to difeover his ckfigns, we (hould frame 
ours according to that wt (hould kam of him. The Princefs was fo ifflicfed, as without ex¬ 
amining whether that which I told her was teafonableor no, (be conftnced onto it at the dune 
iofhnt, when as the Prince, who oqt of refped had always matched before, came clafc to the 
Charter. This while we aitived at Gimgtn Palace, who bad met© a (lately lodging, and 
who would alio have given another to Axietmirn ; betas fie, (hid he, (he was nocinoafr to 
fervemer But havit^requeffed him to leave her wkhnte, he ousted us, andWtOtoutoftfw 
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chamber, as Toon as that old Jewifh Phyfician came in; who, after he had miniftred unto os 
that which he thought was neceffary for our recovery, left ns at liberty to talk of the eftate 
of our fortune. 

I will not declare onto you, my Lord, the ares, the civilities, and the duties, which gi- 
anger rendred me from that very firft evening in the quality of Axiamra fince it would be 
to (pend time unprditably. But you (hall underftand, that coming to fee me the next day, I 
demanded twh things of him; the one was, to tell me how he knew that I was the Princefs 
of Ptrfia ! and the other, not to publifb that I was in his hands, till I had time and ftrength 
to entertain him with my mufortunes. To the firft he anfwered me, in letting me fee the 
Cafe wherein my pifture was, which as foon as I had beheld I knew it ftraight. Bur, my 
Lord, (aid I unto him, who told you that this was Axi*mir*$ pifture ? The Merchant, 
faid he, that fold it to me; and who long before bad alfo fold another to the Emperor my fa¬ 
ther, which he faid was a maids, named Felix aha, whom the Sofhi very much efteemed; 
whom you exceedingly loved; and who without doubt ought to have very much merit and 
beauty, fince, as this Merchant told mu, fhe was crowned as well as you, asthefaireftof all 
Per ft a. This Fclixtudy anfwered I coldly, had queftionlefs a beauty extraordinary enough 
to oblige S ohm ah to buy her pifture. Now, my Load, it is certain that this difeourfe fur- 
prized me; for then I knew, that the Merchant, to whom our piftures had been given, was 
deceived, and had not underflood the Sofhi well; the likenefs of clothes having no doubt 
contributed much to the making of this error. So it was, that I plainly perceived how Soli. 
mah had effectively loved AxiAtnirA by means of her pifture, but under the name of Felix*- 
»«, which had occafioned her forcible carrying away; and how the faw error, and the fame 
change of pictures, was the aufe that Prince Gienger cook me for her, as the Emperor had 
before taken her for me. 

Touching the fecond thing, which I had demanded of the Prince, he eafily granted it me; 
for whereas he was become defperately in love with the Princefs AxUrnirA, bis defire was 
not to be obliged to carry us fo won to as maxims of St Ate required: It being un¬ 

likely, that the daughter of a great King fhould be in his hands, and he not remit her into 
the Emperor hisfathers, as Toon as it was known. So to content me, and to (adsfie himfelf, 
he forbid thofe, which had had any notice of the quality he gave me, to be known of it: And 
ftill, tb gain time, I made my indifpofitionlaft as long as pofftbly I could. In themeanfpace 
the Prince, who at firft fight bad been mightily taken with the beauty of AxiAtnira, could 
not forbear giving her fome marks of it, but with fo much refpeft, as if fhe had appeared 
to be that which truly (he was, fhe could not have been offended at it. This generous Prince 
told us fince, thathetryed to withftand this fpringing paflion as much as he was able; and 
that againft the cuftom of his Nation, which confiders not the nobility of blood, he was fo 
troubled to think that fhe whom he loved was not of Royal birth, as he could not be quiet 
in his minde. He had yet fome intervals, wherein his imagination (hewed him the truth, 
and wherein it perfwaded him that AxiAmira, whom I called lfnuudA as long as our plot 
lifted, was fomething more then fhe feemed to be; and in this thought he engaged him¬ 
felf fo deeply in loving her, as he could not forbear giving her teftimonies thereof in my pre¬ 
fence, though he rendred me neverthekfs all the refpeft, which was due to a Princefs, of 
whom I borrowed the name; 

Wetived fome time in this fort, with content enough, thatis tofay, as long as the Princes 
/vifits kept us from thinking ferioofly of our misfortunes. For when we were alone, the re¬ 
membrance of what was paft, and the farof that which was to come, gave us but litde 
reft. The prefence of the Prince was oftentimes alfo fomewhat grievous to me, efpeciallyat 
fuch time as he prefTed me by his entreaties to tell him by what adventure I had (offered (hip- 
wrack upon that Coaft; having much ado to finde excufes todifpenfemefromit, being not 
yet well refolved on that which we were to tell him. This Princes love likewife began to 
pofftfs AxUmirA with unquietnefs, out of the fear fhe had, left the ignorance of her con¬ 
dition fhould carry him to fome defign, which might be difadvantageoos to her. But for 
me, who faw fo much vertue and wifdom in this Prince, I fared nothing from him; and 
I made it appear to my Lady, that this love, which gave her fo much apprehenfioo, fhould ra¬ 
ther give her fome afliirance; fince being retained by the refpeft, which he thought he owed 
tpme, and by the love which be bare her, be would never enterprize any thing, which might 
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iDgCt hct y tit difpleafe me. in the mein time, my health being recovered, foooertheh i 
would have had k, and Axiamira's in too good an eftace to be difpenfed withall from tra¬ 
velling, Prince danger fearing left notwithstanding hit providence the Emperor (houldcome 
to know that the Princefs of Perfia was in his hands, propounded unto me, with the 
moft addrefs and civility that poflibly he could, the Conducting ofmeto Conffantineple ; to 
the end, faid he unto me, that the Emperor rendering unto you the honors, which are due 
to a perfon of your birth, may fend you back to the Sephi, with an equipage proportionable 
to his greatnefs, and yonr condition. My Lord, faid I unto him exceedingly furprized, and 
without confulting Axiamira, fodo, as owing you our lives, wemajndtoowe oar liberty 
to you; and without condu&ing us to ConftantinepU, permit us to return unknowointo 
■ Perfia. , 

^Mv^rhadnominde togrant rtiethif requeft; for befides that reafon of Static and his 
ownconfervation, would not fufter him to do lb; hhlove would not confent that hcftmuld 
for ever iofe the prefence of one, who was fo dear to him as Axiantira was. And the 
thought which he had had, to conduit me to CenfianHnefle t feemed fo much the jufter un¬ 
to him, becaufehefhould thereby retain in his Country the perfon whom he loved. I ob- 
ferved how he looked upon the Princefs Axiamira when I made this motion unto him, and 
that changing colour he fighed twice or thrice. Bat at length after he had endevored to an- 
fwerme, he gave me fuch prefling reafons to let me know the in juftice of myrtqueft, as not 
able to deftroy them, latleaft-wifedefiredfometimeof hiratorefolvemyfelf for it, which 
he granted me very kindly. Wewerenofooner at liberty, but the Princefs beholding me 
with tears in her eyes, What fay you now, Ftlixana, faid fhe unto me; do you know any 
other way but death to avoyd the miferies that are prepared for us ? and whofe rigor is fo 
great, that I have not fo much as the (athfadion to node any whom I can accufe for ft, feeing 
Qianger doth nothing but what he ought to do. Madam, faid I unto her; we muft make 
ufe in this occafion of the Princes error; and with the precious (tones that are on your 
clothes fnbora fome one of the Guards that are about us, to let you efcape and con-: 
dud you away, either here, or during the voyage we are going to make, where yon will 
notbefoobfervedasKhall be. Ah, mydearGitC faid fhe unto me I hi what place of the 
Earthfhall I finde a refuge ? If I go into Perfia^ I (ball meet with a cruel and incenfed fa¬ 
ther; an infamous fellow for an husband; and (hall fee my felf there without any other pro¬ 
tection, then that of a blinde brother, lince Vlama is no longer at Court s If I go to Confian- 
tinople, I (hall there finde a Prince,who caufed me to be forcibly carryed away, that I might be 
(hut up in a Serr aglet like a Have :And if I efcape out cl the hands of Gianger(wh\ch l do not 
think b very eafie) to wander like a vagabond, without knowing where to feek ouc a retreat, 
unto what ftrange adventures do I expofe my felf? And then, do you bdeove that Axiamira t 
could (he finde fafety by her flight, would abandon you, and leave you in the power of a 
Prince, who, tranfported by the affeCtion that be bears me, would iH entreat you afterwards. 
Ah, no, Felixana ! death hath fomething Tweeter, then all the remedies you prefent unto 
me; asalfoit b that alone whereunto I will have recourfe. Madam, faid I unto her, for 
fo much as regards me, it wouldbe too much glory forme to dye for your fervice: And ifl 
few that flying might be advantageous to yon, I would prefe you further onto it; but lince 
by your reafons I come to know the greatnefe of your misfortune, were it not better for us 
to confide abfolutely in Prince Gianger 1 and to tell him not only that it b yon who are indeed 
the Princds of Perfia, butalfo that Soliman his lather is in love with you under my name; 
that Rnftan carryed you forcibly away for bim ; andthatinthe end you fuffered (bipwrtek 
as they were tranfporting you to Cenfiantineple. This Prince loves you paflionately, and if 
I be not deceived, reafon of State will give place to his love, which doubtlefs will be yet 
. more augmented by theknowledg he will have of your condition, by the confidence you 
will put in him; and by the jealoulie he will have of hb father. In condufion, Madam, I 
can never beleeve, that danger will conduit you to Soliman, when he (hall know the truth 
of things; and I hope that regarding him as hbRival, and not as hb King, andashb Fa¬ 
ther, he will fuffahimfelf to be moved with your tears, and hbown intereft. And then. 
Madam, if thevertue of thb Prince, and hb love, (hall refufe us our liberty, I will be the 
firftto (hew you the way to death by my example, finding as wcllas you, that it b Tweeter 
then a life th war ted with fo many miferies. 
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&K how do you took, tadrtwf’rwCeftflntoroe, toperfwadeGtogAr, thstfQOtrfnefc 
Aximir *; chu I«m verily the daughter of the Stpki ; and chat * was Srtimm’* defigo to 
havens foc&lycartjed »w*y ? Troth, anfwaad I, ImJa light* -.vhkh makci ter rp tx; »% 
known; andthefteoiefaand mgepsky, wherewith Iowan to fpesk to Giotpr, will pet- 
fwade him, if I deceive not my (elf, that I am no other then Ft/ixo u,.aad that yen an 
Aximira. For tike next, it is not poflible but that this Prince flxodd know Rt*ftn» t and 
when we find mark him out the time that be earae to Mwtwltrm ,be wif remember whether 
he wen at the Port then or ho; or if be be igporwt thereof, heavy dextroufly enquire m 
whet place ha was at that fame time ; Moreover, if he perilled when we foflfeted (hipwrtek, 
his death wiB jufti&t mydifeourfo; and if he doped, it is iwpoflible but that the pruit of 
this accident fhould befpread abroad amongft feme; and that at lead it fhould be heard 
fpotoo, how he thought belbofidd bin been drowned, though it be not known upon what 
oosfioo, or in what voyage. Bot,Madsm, without fearching for fo many proofs, tocotv- 
firm that which I purpofc to lay, i am confident, how l (hall no tamer tell Gwgtr that 
you ace the Princeft of Ptrfix, but ha will finde in your eyes the juftifieatbe of my dKcourfe; 
he wOl wonder tbit he did not know you; and repenting him of his error, he will crave 
pardon of you for it. For, Madam, there is tanedijog fo rosjeftkal in your face, as I doubt 
not hut you have had more ado to eobesal youtfdf, then you will have to make your fdf bo 
known. And then again, the greaaaft misfortune that can arrive to us by it, i* not to bo bc- 
leeved, and that being f», we areirt tte fame eftflte, M now we are; and in the fame liberty 
to hay* recourfe unco death, v' 

The Princeft, perceiving fo me reafon in that which I tad, permitted me to (peak to Gi* 
xxgtry provided that (he might bein hea Cabinet during our converfadoo. I fent then pre- 
fently to defire the Prince that I might (peek with him, whereupon he came forthwith to my 
chamber [ and when as he would have ufed.the fame refpe&i to me, as he bad accuftomd 5 
It is no longer time, tad I unto him* my tad, toabufe your goodnefc; Jc was requifite at 
firft, when at yet wo knew you not, -that we (hould bs unknown to you, for veafbne that 
you (bah bear ; but oowtto we know your wiGfon*, your vertue, and yptit generofity, it 
u juft ttoyputUbflaotld khowuS’; and toe the freedom which we <de in acquainting you 
with our misfortunes, and in confiding abtauwly in you, foould obtain us that pardon 
which we crave for having deceived you. The Prince remained very much furprfeed with 
my difconrft, and whereas I perceived it; I fee, roy tad, tad I unto him, the impatience 
you are in, toupdetftand that which I am to fty to you, doth difquiet you jand therefore, 
to fatitfie you in few words,know, that l am not Axmmiro You are not Axiom**, faid the 
Prince unto me exceedingly amwed 1 Q,Madam, labor not to perfwadc me the contrary^inca 
4 would be in vain, No, my tad, continued I, I am not the Princeft of Perfit, end you foe 
before your eyes onely tto whom you have heard (peak mo advamageoufly: yet 

think not that I will take the Pripeeft Aximir* out of your power; (he is in it,my Lord,and 
(he is in it io an eftate,that hath need of your protection: It is you alone on whom to good oc 
bad fortune doth depend t or ep fay better, it is you on whom her life or death doth depend. 
And to draw you quins out of the pain wherein I fee you, know, my Lord, that the fame in- 
comparable per (on, whom you have fo efteemed of under the name of Ifnmidx, is truly 
AxUmirx, and the rood excellent Princeft that is in the world. Thu left amazement of tha 
Prince was as great as the other; hue with thisdrifeteoce, that amidft the trouble of his fold 
I ftwfomejoyinbislook. He be leeved me not foraUthatatfirft, but! perceived that is 
was a matter, whereof he would have gladly been perfwsdcd. Is it poflible, tad he 
onto me, that you (hould (peak the troth P . and will you not take it ill if I foouW not be« 
leeveyou? or if not being able to rely on your words, I requeft you to teQ me fomc ckcuov. 
(lances, that may clear me in a thing that i# fo doubtfol. 

It is juft, (aid I unto him, that you (hould not beleeve roe upon the bate report of my 
words, but that your reafon (bould perfwsde you. And then I recounted unco him, not one, 
\yRufiim arrival at M&mdtrtn »the Heights which be bad ufodtogeta fight of me; tha 
forcible carrying of us away; thedifoourft that be had made to Axioms *; bow be had 
given her to underftand chat Seii/pm was fallen in love with hetptture, which ho had m 
his keeping; and how for that caufe ha had brought hw away by force; but alfoto tefbfia 
the more confidence unto him, I told him in part, upon whateccafion we wenat A/****"

eUron, the Sopbi's rigor, and thfe Prince fles avertion to Dcliment. I made this relation with 
fo much fincerity, as Glonger found himfeif capable of difcerning it ; and that which yet 
helped me to perfwade him that I did not lye, was that be remembred, how he had heard, 
that Rttfion, who was his enemy, as well as his brother Mnftopbo’s, was gone from the 
Pott upon a fecret expedition; and had embarqued himfclf at Pera in a veffel laden with 
merchandize. This confederation having removed all fcruples from bis minde, I faw a great 
deal of joy in his countenance, and the queftions which he asked of me afterwards were no 
more then teftimonies that he was perfwaded. 

Botwhy(faid he unto me after fome (Hence) do notl fee this Princefs, of whom I am 
to crave pardon for my error ? Is it to punifh me for the fault, which I have ignorantly com. 
mitted, that (he will deprive me of her fight ? My Lord, (aid I unto him, this great Princefs, 
to leave you the liberty to doubt of my words, is retired into her Cabinet, whither if you 
pleafe we will go unto her. Saying fo, (he opened the Cabinet door, and Axiamira ad van- 
dug towards them in fotne confufion, the Prince went and caft himfeif at her feet. Ah I 
Madam, faid he unto her, how faulty foever I appear in your eyes, my heart is innocent; 
it being moft certain, that it hath advertifed me more then once what you were : I have had 
refpe&s and thoughts of veneration for you, which I durft not make (hew of, in the error 
wherein Z was, both by that of the Merchant, and your difeourfe. My Lord, faid thePrin. 
cefs lifting him up, your error is (o much the more pardonable, becaufe in taking FAlxana' 
for me, you were not much deceived, feeing it is certain, that (he is another my felf. Bur, 
my Lord, continued (he, let not the confidence which we have in yourvertue be in vain. 
Nor let not, Madam, replyed he, the remembrance of that which is paft be disadvantageous 
tome; andformypart,beleeveabfolutely, that there is nothing which I will not perform 
todoyoufervice. For, Madam, fince my good fortune would have you unknown tome, 
thatl might take upon me the boldnefs toteftifie fome partof the paflionlam in for you, 
which peradventure I durft not have done otherwife, although it be moft pure, and molt in- 
nocent; be affured, that now, when as I know how thispamon is worthy of thefonof So. 
Umax, nothing can feparate me from your interefts.. Command then abfolutely, and be 
moft confident that you (hall be obeyed. I had not much ado to be perfwaded, continued 
be, that a perfon, whom I judged worthy to be Queenof all the world, (hould be the daugh¬ 
ter of the Sophi of Ter pa ; but I marvel much at my blindnefs, that I could not difeern you 
were that indeed, which I have fo often wifhed you were. 

Since your generofity permits me to (beak, laid the Princefs interrupting him. Let not the 
wicked defigns of Raflon, my Lord, be executed by Prince danger • let me not be con- 
dulled by your hand to the Serragllo j nor let the Princefs of ter(la havethedeftinyof 
Saves. For, my Lord, not to conceal my thoughts from you, I will dye a thoufand times 
over, rather then do any thing unworthy of that which I am. You know, my Lord, that 
Soliman having marryed Roxelana, cannot according to his Law have any other lawful wife; / 
fo that if you put me into his hands, and that I am not generous enough to have recourfe un¬ 
to death, this Princefs, who all her life-time hath had no other paflion but that of glory and 
honor, would be the moft infamous of her condition. Judgnow,myLord, whether my 
prayersbe not juft, and if I have not reafon to employ my tears, to obtain that which Ide- 
fireofyou? . _ 

The Prince heard Axiamira with great agitations of Tpirit: He was ravifhed to fee that 
hisppffionhad fo noble and fo great an objelt; but the Saltan’s love gave him no little un- 
quietnefs; and not knowing what to do, he continued a while without fpeaking; but at 
kngth belaid thus; Do not think, Madam, that my (ilence is an effeft of my irrelolution, I 
have not been confidering whether I ought to ferve you, but of the means I am to ufe for ir. 
Fear not then that I will carry you to Con/iantinople, and beleeve that therein I (hall ferve 
my felf no lets then! (hall ferve you. But, Madam, when I (hall be refolved exactly to fol¬ 
low your pleafure, will it be juft, that for faving you from peril, I (hould remain efie moft 
unhappy of men? That for delivering you from the violence of Soilman, you (hould aban¬ 
don me to the violence of mydefpair, by ordaining me to let you return into Ter ft* ? For, 
Madam, henceforward my deftiny is inseparable from yours; and I .fee no mean betwixt 
dying and abandoning you. 

The Prince made this difeourfe with fo many teftimonies of affe&ion, as the Princefs was 
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in (bmefort moved therewith. My Lord,(aid (be untohknlQxmklfflerajtoyfclfveryinfor. 
taratr,if my encounter fhould prove fatal ta yoo, Md that by a deftioy wholly particular 
tome, my misfortune (bOuid bcfo great, astobe ootataunicatcd to the perfcosthat affift 
me. fiat I will bdeeve, that the matter (hall not go in chat manner, and I wiih with slimy 
heart, that you may have at much profpcrity, at I have mifery. And that yon may 
know I delire your felicity, confider to what rigors of Fortune I am expofed. 1 reqoeft 
you that you wtU not coddoft me to to avoyd the violence of Salima * ; and 

I rcqueft yoo alfo that you will not conduit me into Per ft*, to avoyd the violence of a father, 
and tbeinfolenceof abrutifti man, who will both ufarp the Empire, and force me to be his 
wife. Eur,myLgrd^lIrrqoeft tbcfe two thingi of yoo,(b I rtqtoft yet one more,and that out 
of a fence of glory and honor, which arc the two moft powerftd indinationt of my Soul $ and 
it is, my Lord, that I may remain no longer inyoar hands 1 For albeit I fear nothing from lb 
vcrtuous a Prince, yet (hill I be very glad, that Envy mayixKfindany thing to charge my re¬ 
putation with. So do chan, my Lord, that I mfty not go to Ct»ftm$intpU f that I may pot 
return into Pirjta; that I may not continue in your bands) that 1 may find a ftnftuary where 
Civility-permits me to abide; or that I may dye at your feet. Qi*ngtr was fc> raviflied with 
the vertue and wifetota of AxUmir*. as coming himftlf tome. It muff be acknowledged, 
(aid he to m?, that the Princeis is incompatible \ that I Have been blind indeed not to know 
her, and tordift thefecret motions which advertKcd me cf my duty. After this be Rood a 
pretty whdewhhout fpmking, then (uddoriybegioniog again. IfIbsdnoc,Mtdim, (aid he 
unto her, found out the means to ptaCe you in fafcty, and to content my ftlf alfo, I Ihould dye 
withgrief; but if 1 be abletootieryou the company of aPrincefs, wbofevtttue is without 
(lain, wbomyou miy abfolutely command, and who h Wife to Prince Mxjtapb* my Brother, 
I think you wifi have caufc to Mteisfkd. Axixmirx was exceeding glad of this propofioon, 
having oftentimes before heard (peak of the vertue of MuftaphSt wife, who (be had been 
told was descended of the ancknc Kings of Cxffxiuku So that addrrifingherfeif to the 
Evince with a great deal of (ktisfeftkxs, may I hope, my Lord, Aid (he onto fains, that Prince 
Mxjlaph*, and Us excellent wife, Will permit me to live Un hn uw n ki theit Priace, until that 
Fortune, weary of perieeuring me, (ball 00 longer keep cat from ret u t ob g into my Country? 

‘ Yoor verroe alone will oblige theirs to (uceor you, but if that were not, the drift friendQup 
which is betwixt us will oblige them (ufidendyuntoit. All MxfixpbiPs intettfts ace tame, 
even as my fortune is his. And truly we ate far from thoft ippr cbenfont of State, whkhfor 
(o fong a time have made the chikirtn of the Otkom** family to tear one another in pieces like 
enraged Tygeis; and I em well allured that IF Mxftdpkx, myddeft Brother, comes once to 
the Empire, he will let me enjoy the felicity of his Raign, and will not fend me either mutts or 
(ltves to ftrangle me. I tell you all theft thingi, Madam, to the end you may not doubt but 
that the fafiftuarywhich I have propounded unto you, will be inviolable. Moreover, whew* 
as M*ft*ph* is Governor of Atmfia, and that Gey to (he Capital of Ctpf*A*ci*, wtucbwc 
call Ama jia, you may wtH conceive that you wiH be far enough from Conjlami-ple, and not 
lb far from P*rfi*, but that yon may eafSy heat from ihofo which am afrefted to you 
there. 

All thefe particulars having fceuxd aery trafonabfe onto me,I the more confirmed foe Frio* 
cefs in the deiign (he had to accept of them, both for her intereft and mine own; it being moft 
certain, that I no fefs feared the S»phi‘s love, then (he did Dtlixttmt. This refototioti taken* 
nothing was thought on but executing ki Gixxger difparefaed a nun, who was faithful to 
him,to let M*jtapb* underhand that whkh he defktd of him; but with fach purffing terms, 
as k had been impofltble for Us brother to haw refofed him. Aod giving order for the do* 
parrure of the PrinceS, whom before folks he imreated as he wu wont todo, we fet forth 
two days after for Amafia, with as little company as might be, and in Twkifh habks,eo be th* 
left noted. I wiH not ted you,my Lord,with wnat geoerofity Prince Mxfttpb*, and S*r*id* 
h» wife,received Aximir* ; letkfofficemetofay, that Gurngtr; having lefr us tome two 
milts (bore of under the charge of an old Governor of his, kiwbom he very much 

confided,and having acquainted his brother and fitter in law With our Fortunes,they wished in 
particular to AxUmir* all the honors which (be codd have received in her own Country. A lit* 
tie while after alT that we had delivered was plainly juttified. For Mxftaph* undefftood tba 

ceturn of Aa/faff, and hkd&raee; and p rt fta dy thereupon he was told, that foe Prkxxfcand 
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I were doe at tbe Sfh?s Coart ; that die report went we were drowned; and tbit o- 
then believed bow Txchmm and Delhmext had canfed as to be forcibly carried away. After 
chit we lived happily enough; txn,Smr*ii*t compliance, aod Gumgtr't refpeft> 

Maffe&ion, rendred our Exile (iipporcabie enough. 

jtxUmira could not for alt that be at reft; ftp wrote many timet to divers perfons,which 
were affefted to her in Prrfia, without ever receiving any anfwer. And whereas foe tew ao 
cod of her miferies, Ihe coaid not be without anqnictne&| which at length brought her to a 
ficknefi, which it was thought would prove mortal to her. Her Fever was not very violent, 
bat it was without inrennftfion $ aod chough (he felt no great pain, yet was (he fo weak, and 
(blow brought, as wedurftnot hope (he could furmoonc the tliteafe wherewith (hewn 
taken: during the which SaraO* and I never abandoned her ; and the two Princes faw her 
at often, wcbeneeeifity of their affairs, and civility would permit them. Now though Mn- 
fiafba hid nothing but friendfoip for Axiamra, yet (corned be to be as much afiUAcdasG*. 
»Mgtr ; fuefa afympathy was there mall things between thefe ewp excellent Moots. We 
continued three Months in this fott, without knowing what we were to exped conc er ning 
the Prmceffeslife: for albeit at length the Fever left her (bmettmes, yet was it. for fo little 
white, is it did not permit us to hope the recovery of her health. Bat whil'd I was foedding 
tears for her, the Princes mdfwvftektookgrest are to corneal from the Princeb^nd me too, 
that Srlima* bad trade War in Prrfia j which was the cauiie I knew not that VUwu had 
betaken himfelf to his party. Aod that which kept Mxfitfba from (hying any thing to us of 
it, was not only the fear of affliAing Axiomira, but the doubt G'umgtr was in, that if (he 
tim e once to know it, (he would be averted from a Prince, whote father went about to defo* 
Imc her Country. We livid then above two Months in this ignorance after the Prmcrft was 
oot of danger: for w h ereas w e (aw no body but M»fhtfba,Sarmdajtad Ginger that under- 
(bod cor language, tc was eafie for them so keep us from knowing any thing bat what they 
pleated* Bat one day as tbePrincete and I were alooe, fpexking ofthe Ak&ioathxtGu»ger 
bore her, and aa^mtying h« vertues, which I appofed tothc viceaof BHiment, Iinfome 
fortpreffedhtrtoaoquaint me with the thosghes which flit had for him. Why I wiVteB 
you now, Fttixtum, hud fhe unto me, I efteaxs of Gimrgtr m nwfa as his vertoe doth merit 2 
I do acktxwledg his good Offices as much as one can; and Ibeatas mooh good-will to him , 
intny heart, as I do to Prince Maknmti my brothers but for that paffioo, w«eh dUbrders 
themind, which defboys Reafon, and which troubles the reft of than whom it pa&ffeth, I 
am not capable of it; and I could with that Gismur carried a more quiet affimion tame. 
That wcaknete is a bkmi(b, which I do not defire mould be in great Souk: nor is it any thing 
buttbefdbciltyof men which hathperfwaded os, thatthapamos knot vicious, fines aha. 
then ate, md that every ooe believe* them to be fo, though they do not pcodocefoch deadly 
efifeAs. And to know bow touch Ojote dangerous kia then the reft, we are but toconfidcr 
fiowtetorixnonly Bin op all of them; Hatred, Angre, Envy, and Ambition it (df, are many 
tkneatbe followers of it; yet do not think, thaclwfllbeingpatefol to Prince Giavjrr; foe 
know, how aver lie (bcvcrl am from marriage, I would notwkhftandmg refoive to be his 
wife, rather then render him unhappy, if th eSopki zs&Sotmm could content thereunto* 
For, continued (he, I may indeed dppofc the Sofk?t pletfure, but lean never be drawn to dif* 
pote of my felf wkbouclus order. All wag g oin g to take GUngm't part, he entered into 
the Princefles chamber, and approaching tp her wkhail tbe observance which he waa aocu- 
fomed to yield her, he began to talk to het of hisaffedbon; and he repretented uueo ha the 
refpeft wherewith be hadtervedber, thegreatneft of his love, the little teftimony foe had 
given him of acorpcing k, the deplorable erase o( fait Fortune, the final Itkekhood there was, 
that aficr fo many Letters vainly Written into Ttrfit, chat tbe fiiensb which foe had left, 
werefoigenevouienough toterveher. That beimewhowthe^ayte wus more affededto 
then ever, and diut he alone governed the Empire: So that foe could never hope, 
«kher to doer Dtiimem, or to makethe ohaugehia refokteion, but by cfae neceffity of 

rtitelsmg on dmwiaebthey uoaldnoloager aveyd.

tisfiedy I profefs that Fortune hath not yet made me feel her cruelleft rigors. Ah, Madam, 
faid the Prince interrupting her, fuffisr me firft to tell you, that if you deprive me of the hope 
which my extream love hath made me conceive, nothing will be able to preferve my life. My 
Lord, replyed Axumira, have patience, and do not condemn me without bearing me. And 
to begin with the Obligations wherein I am engaged to you; I know that I owe yon my life; 
that the refped which you have (hewed to me, in a time when you knew me not for that 
which I was, hath fenfibly obliged me j and that the generality which you have demonftra- 
ted in providing me a fanduary, and preferring myinterefts before Solimantund the Em¬ 
pires, merits an eternal acknowledgment. I have alfo obferved againft my euftom, that you 
bear an affediontome, and I am fo powerfully perfwadedof it, as you cannot defire I 
fhould be more: but, my Lord, if I may be permitted to fpeak freely, I muft tell you, that 
theefteemlmakeof fo many rare qualities, as are in you, joyned to the obligations wherein 
I am engaged to you, could never for all that beget an affedion in my heart like unto yours. 
Yet do not think I am ingrateful, or infenfible; but contrarily, I love you fo much the more 
perfedly, as I can fpeak it without blufhing; I, my Lord, I love youwithafriendlhip, fo 
folidlyeftablifhed, as neither fenfe nor fortune hath any part in it, I can publifh it without 
(hame, and conferve it without blame, and loving you as if you were my brother, I do not 
fee that you have reafon to complain. 1 know well neverthelefs that you are not fatisfied; 
but what would you have me do, if love be a paffion, whereof I am not capable ? and if 
marriage hath always paft with me for a captivity, which is to be avoyded as much as poflibly 
may be? I proteft unto you by the holy Prophet, whom we worfhip, that if 1 could be touch¬ 
ed with this paflion, it fhould bedoubtlefs for you; never having had that inclination foe 
anyoneas I have for you. But let not this impofiibility, I pray you, of my being in love, 
difquietyou, fince thie friendfhip, which I promife you, is incomparably more excellent, and 
more perfed. And to teftifie unto you, that I do all tint I can, if you have not power enough 
to contain your felf from defiring to marry me, I do permit you to ufe the beft means you can 
to get the Sephi and Soliman to confent unto it; which being obtained, I do here engage my 
Word to you no longer tooppofe your defires. Behold, my Lord, all that I had to fay to 
you; and never hope for any more from me; for Axiamirti vertue can have no further in¬ 
dulgence for your paflion. 

Moftvertuous Princels, replyed Gumgtr cafting himfelf at her feet, What occafioos do 
you give me all at once, both of grief, ana of fatisfadionl with one hand you draw me out 
of danger, and with the other you put me to death. You cannot anfwer my paflion,' and yet 
you love me more then all the world befide; who ever faw an adventure equal to mine ? my 
Miftreft refufes me her love, but in fuch a manner, as I am not permitted to have the comfort 
to term her cruel and unpitiful; but contrarily, I muft give her thanks for the wrong (be does 
me, and mufi admire in her the vertue which oppofes my love. Guuiger, in faying thus, look¬ 
ed on Axiatnir* with fo much grief, as made me pity him. And whereas the Princefles good- 
nefs hath always allowed me a great deal of freedom with her, I took fo much upon me as 
to intermeddle in their difeourfe; fothat addrefling my felf to the Prince,‘The permiflion, 
my Lord, fa id I unto him, which hath been given you, (hould iofpire you, me-thinks, with 
other thoughts, then thofe which I perceive you have. Ah 1 my Princefs, (aid he unto me, 

( for he baa always called me fo, ever after we had put that trick upon him,} that which the 
goodnefs of AxUmir 4 grants, Fortune refufes me; interpofing fuch obftades as are not eafie 
to be vanquithed: And in the ftate wherein things are, there needs a fupematural power to 
change my evil deftiny, unlels you will help me to perfwade AxUmira, chat (he will permit 
me to marry her; for being then no longer in a condition to be Delimtnt‘% wife, or Solman's 
Miftrefs, the knowledg thereof would peradventure make their weapons fall out of their 
bands. How 1 faid AxUmira mightily furprized, have the Sopbi and Soliman any interefts 
to be decided between them ? Is it known that I am in your hands ? and may I be fo unhap¬ 
py as to be the caufe of the defolation of my Country ? Gitutger was very forry that he had 
faid fo much before he was aware; but feeing the matter paft remedy, and that likewife this 
War could not be always concealed from Axiamtra , he recounted unto her, that a little after 
her (hipwrack the War began between. the Sephi and Selim **, without any other appannt 
caufe thereof known, then that he had been told how you alone had made him undertake it; 
though the Soph’s fubjeds had contributed fome pretext thereunto by the ads of hoftility 

which 
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which they hadcooxnitted in C*m*gc **; and then he acquainted bee wfch the viftorid 
which you had obtained tgainft die S«fbi, and the conquefts which you had made: Ha 
vowed unao her, chat neither he, nor his brother had contributed any chief to cKia Warj 
that it had been concluded, before they were adverttfed of it j that not having a more pow¬ 
erful! Confident about die Grind Sigmitr then you, they could not oppofe this defign, 
whereof you had been the principal! caufe t and that aU they could do, had been to find oat 
Pretexts not to be pretent in it. In fine, Gumger (old her all things, except what regarded V- . 
Atom, of whom he fpake not at all: andby that which I could judge of it, he carried him* 
(elfin that tore, becaufe being ignorant of the affe&ion which VUm* bore me, and believing 
that he would be glad to return into his Connery, if hemet wkh annotation (be itj be ima¬ 
gined that the Princcfie, who had often fpoken to him of VUwrfs'it al and fidelity, would 
quickly give him intelligence of her being then, and then that Z/Amm to fee his Native Soil 
again, and to be well received there, would perfwade the Ptbeefs to return thither. And it 
may be aUb, as all Lovers are lufpfcious, that he had (bunked by Axmmirs’t difcotirfe, which 
he had interpreted amifle, how Vlam* waa in love with hefj at leaftwife I could not con¬ 
ceive a better reafoo for k; hpwfoever he never acquainted her with any thing concern¬ 
ing him. 

I will not tell you, my Lord, in what aftonifhment the Princeflfe was to hear of the defols- 
MoDofher Country, by a Prince, wbofeSonhadfio much obliged her, and whom (he could 
doc with reafoo hate. Howbeic (he was fo juft, as to accuCe Done but Sthmm, and Fortune 
(be ho: naileries. It knot enough then, (aid (he weeping, that StUm** caufed me to be catri- 
edaway by force, but that he muftalfo waft our Empire. Audit was not enough, that the 
War (bodd have an unjuft beginning, but that I mnft too be found on the enemies Party, 
and in fuch a manner, as I am not fi> much as to defire to get from it. And my misfortune ia 
(rich, u I cannot make vowes for the Stpbi , but I muft make them likewise for D*Um*nt , 
who fights for him, though I have fuch au(e to bate him; nor make vowes agaiofl Stimuli 
without offending and gUmgrr, In fine, my lord, (kid (he, turning bet frit to the 

Prinoe,fioceIam iofocha condition, aal am notable tnmaliewifbcs without injuflice, \ 
uurffrcfolvetoputntyfetfe intohicha condition, as I may no longer be able to defire any 
thicg,if it be true, that death is powerful! enough to deliver me (romfotnat^nuferits. Such 
were in this incoancer Axi*mir*tt expeeffioas; and as foe me, I contrite too withconfafion, 
that the Princes difcoutfe gave me an uaqwetntfe,.which waspaaricuiar to me. 

Far having had no>news of Vlmm, fincethr rime that he departed from the Coart, I 
could notjaaee what be hud done during fo great a difordto; this thought “troubled me fo- 
much, ml could not forbear demanding of fttagrr, whether he knew not winr was become 
of Vlam*} and whereaal was afraid, lead the PrincefiefbouldcorMktiio me for thinking of 
Vt*m> rather then comforting her, I looked on her at the very fame infttnt, which, as 1 
think, confirmed GUngtr the more in the opinion, that I have told you, I believed he bad. Tor 
after he ha^confidered.aae, and then the Pttocefa, he told me, that this War having much 
aAided him, he knew not very well what had faffed in it. But to abridge my difeorurfe, 
jkfmfbtpb* and StmtiiL were called », as wdl to comkm the Pr ineefa, aa 10 advi * on shat 
whidithcy weretodo. And whenasSM^ar had requeued the Piioeeh , (he would permit 
him eo.tr! what (he had granted him. fbeanfwetrd him, that never doiagOr fay- 

ieg any thing, whkhfhe would have lobe concealed, he might acquaint him with all that be 
pksfed. As (bon» Afmfinptm- appeased,(beadvanoed towards him. And willycujny Lord, 
fardfh£Untohia^bt(dgeuerai% ascot tohateaperfonywho weepafoa the vktouesef £#- 
Ivmn > aod vrbo/fheds team when (hefeeatbebomk of * Empire, which is deftined eo 
ymiohrged^hfadam^auteeaedcauattoi»Arii^«yfosteiinotfermetoaakof yon, whe- 
thn yoawdlbefo juft ,aa not coconfouod the inMKM. with the guilty, and alfo to indtire 
thefightof amraynrip>is the Son of a Prince, thuckanencmy to the S«ph* your Father ) 
but Imevr, chat if wichmy blood I coidd five that of youc Subjeds, both today up your 
tears, and thofe of GUnger , whom Ilove more then my life, I would (bed it uaoft willingly, 
fbryWand;bkfrifo.BuBft^thkremedycann»wayaviilyourgrisfii > ceaetve the word 
wfakhnnurigiveyou^tQoaaiaBothk^ thiclicsin n^ power, which may conduce to the 
happy taauaiiMaiogcf tbk VVkrr^ Aod aitheeOatewhesein tbrigsaee, 1 hold k move eafio 
tomakcepoK^ thmifd'vfiaMM^aoTtthadbeea le&Baofpamn^ imd the. Soph?/ loff«fewer> 
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becaufe ordinarily the viflor ions Bury pretends to no other glory, then that of making an ad- 
‘ vantagious peace ; and the weaker out of the fear of lofing ail, contents eafily to yeeM to 
tome thing, for the confervation of the reft. Muftapk mV difcourfe being finifbed, they advi- 
fed all together, after they had well examined things, how they might beft effed their defigo • 
and the two Princes refolved to confide abfolutely in you. To which end they chofe out an 
old Officer of dangers, whom they tent to finftantinople , with order to tell you the truth 
of all things. But by ill fortune, you were gone away before, upon a fecret expedition, 
wherein Stliman had imployed you, although it was but four or five daies after the Triumph, 
which was celebrated for him at your return from Perfia. In the mean time, to facilitate 
things on all fidts, they believed it would not be amide tor Axiamira to write once more to 
fome one of her ancient friends, and that by this Letter, he, to whom (he fhould addrefle her 
felf, (hould be obliged to acquaint the Soph* that (he was living; and that he (hould aUo 
dextroafly inform himfelf, whether by a marriage of her with a Son of S oilmans , a peace 
might not be propounded. The Princefs faid hereupon, that (he would never make thispfopo- 
fition; but Muftapha anfwercd her, bow it would fuffice, if (he did only write a letter, that 
did make known (he was living; and that did likewife aflure, how the letter , which he 
would write, was of a perfon confidcrable and powerfull enough, to treat of an Affair of 
this importance. 

The Princefs, after (he had a little thought on it, wrote to the Governor of Sultania, who 
had been alwaies very much afrded to her; and by this letter (he conjured him to work the 
Sopbi to a peace all that ever he could. Bat before the pubIKhing of her being alive, and 
making the Proportion, which he (hould find in the letter, he (hould fend her his Opinion, 
and acquaint her in wbat terms Delimnt (food with the Sophi , whom (he denoted unto 
him, without naming him: (he moreover allured him, that the Letter then written unto bun, 
came from a perfon, who was able to perform all that he would undertake; and he that car¬ 
ried it, had order to name him, even Muftapha. The Princes chofe a man for this voyage,who 
had lived a long time in Perfia, and that underftanding the Language and Cuftomes of it,coold 
eafily get to Sultania , when once he had put on the habit of the Country. This Governor, 
having with extream joy learnt that the Princefs was living,and tranfported more by zeal then 
difcretion, went; without doing ought that the Princefle had in/oyned him, to Prince Malsa- 
need, who had been fet at liberty,as well as my Father,when as nothing could be proved againft 
them. For I forgot to tell you,how they had been made piifoners,out of an opinion conceived, 
that they had caufed us to be carried away. This man, Ifay, tranfported with an incoofidc- 
rate zeal, went to Prince Mahomed , and reading the Princefs Letter to him, together with 
that from Muftapha, they Concluded together, that this Propofition would but exafperats 
things, knowing very well that Deliment would never confent to a peace, whlCh-put Axia¬ 
mira into the power of another, and therefore that it would but inflame the War the more, 
inftead of extinguifhing it. 

On the other fide, Prince Mahanted,viho was not ignorant how much averfe the Princefs 
had ever been from Marriage, could not believe, but that the confent which (be feerned to give 
to Muftapha's Propofition, was wholly againft her inclination: fo that thinking to fcrve her, 
and confidering withall, that if (he became the Wife of one of Solimans Sons, he (hould lofe 
her for ever, and me too, becaufe he knew well that I would never abandonher, and that V- 
lama having charged his party, there was nothing left in the Court of ‘Perfia , which could 
induce me to return thither; he believed, I fay, that he was to labour the Prinafles bringing 
back again, by deceiving her .• And for that putpdfe, having gained one 6f the Sopbi's Secre¬ 
taries, they made him writes letter to Muftapha in Tachmas name, with the Seal of the 
Empire annexed to it, whereby he teftified his agreement to that Marriage, and paft his word 
to give him his Daughter, provided he might be allured (he was living, by the report of fome ■ 
petfon, that knew her, and whom he could truft; and to that effeft he (hould caufe her to be 
wrought to fome little frontire Town, whereafter he had been cleared of this truth,he would 
perform his word with him. 

This Letter being configned into the hands of him that had been lent, and he newly depart¬ 
ed, a ferupk came into the Princes minde, and a fear that Axiamira would be difpleafed 
with him fortius deceiving of her; fo that inftantly he difpatcbed away a Gentleman, that 
was faithful to him, to the Princefs at Amafia, for to adverrife her of the troth of things; and 
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to tell her, that if (he would return to Ptrfia, his defign was to lay an ambu(h by the means 
of the Governor of Sultania for the taking her out of MuSiaphas hands, if he conduced 
her to that frontire Town, whereof the Letter, which he had caufed to be written to him in 
the Soph's name, fpake. But whil’ft he who had been fent to Conjlanttnople was retUmipe 
to tell us that you wete noc there; and that they which came from Sultania with fuch dif¬ 
ferent Mefliges, were upon their way towards us, there were ((range things a contriving in 
the $erraglio ; and the cruel Roxelana^ making profit of yourabfence, meditated deadly ad- a 
ventures. But it may be, my Lord, you know them better then I am able to deliver them ; 
it being impoffibk but that you (hould be acquainted with then fince your return. 

Ibrahim feeing that Felixana attended his anfwer, requefted her once again, after he had 
craved permiflionof thePrincefsforit, to continue recounting unto him all that (he knew 
concerning the two Princes adventures; and not to fear (peaking freely of matters, whtte- 
in Soliman had any pare.; becaufeit was necefifary he (hould know all the particularities of 
this Hiftory, which no man yet durft tell him. Since you arepleafed to enjoyn me to this, 
faid Ftlixana, and that the Princtfifes filenceaffures me (he coofents to it, I wiU tell you,that 
you were no fooner departed, but Roxelana re-aflurqing her former Empire over Soliman ., 
obtained of him that Rufian might in foroe fort re-enter into grace; and that (he might at * 
kaft-wife have the liberty to talk with him; for, as you know, (he hath never been fubjeft- 
ed to the rigors of the Strraglio Nomore are you ignorant withourdoubt of the hatred, 
which (he hath always bom to MuBaphafinee you have been fo long his protestor. But hear, " 
my Lord, the moft extraordinary artifice that ever was made ufe of to undo one; Roxelana ' 
following the ancient defigns, which (he had had for the ruining of Prince Mufiapha, faw 
you no fooner gone, but complotting with (he began to lay the foundations of her ^ 

wicked intentions. She fpake no longer to Soliman of any thing but the merir, valor, and 
fpirit of Muftapha. And to arrive unto the mark which (he had propounded to her fclf, (he 
caufed Rufian through his wiles to oblige all the Sangiackj of the Province of Ama]ia,vihete- 
of Muftapha was Governor-General, all thofe which commanded men of war under him; 
and fome of them of the places adjoyning, to write greatly in the praife of Muilapha to this jL 
wicked man; principally of his liberality, of his courtelie, and of the affe&ion which every ~ 
one bare him: becaufe, faid he unto them, the Grand Signior would be glad of it, and would 
takeit well at their hands. Thefe people were not hardly drawn to be perfwaded to a thing, - 
which feconded their inclinations; and which alfo they beleeved would be advantageous to 
Prince Muftaphaftthavn they loved fo ardently. They wrote then according to Ruftan’s de¬ 
figns, without fwerving from the truth; it being very certain, that never Prince furmounted ' 
Muftapha, in (hape, in wit, in bounty, in greatnefs of courage, in magnificence, in courtefie, ' 
and in generality. Neither was there ever Prince fo generally beloved, unkfis Prince Gianger 
his brother might be compared unto him, who though he were the younger, yet left he not 
to be graced with the fame qualities, which were fo eminently feen in the other. 

But I am catryed away, my Lord, in commending thefe two infortunate Princes, without ' 
thinking, how you knew them, not better, but longer then I. Wherefore I wiU return un- i 
to my difeourfe, to let you underftand, that all thefe letters being come to Ruftan’s hands, he 
gave them to Roxelana ; who with a feigned fiocerity, and apparant joy in her face, (hew¬ 
ed them aU to Soliman, as it were rejoycing to fee him have fo worthy a fucceffor. The 
Sultan took delight, not onely in reading the praifes which were, given to his fon, but alfo 
in obferving the affection which Roxelana feemed to bear him. So that this wicked woman, a 
judging how all that (he could fay would no longer be fufpefted, one day, when as (he 
(hewed one of thefe Letters to SoUman which commended the Prince; My Lord, faid (he 
unto him, (as good Achmat recounted it unto us, who underftood all thefe particularities / 
from Soliman’s own mouth) may 1 dare give thee one mark of my love, in giving thee one / 
of my fear? All that proceeds from fo noble a caufe, anfwered the Sultan^ cannof be but 
very agreeable unto me. I muft then, continued (he, tell tbee a thought which is come jnto 
my minde, in hearing the coritinual praifes, which thou dayly received, to the glory of Mu- 
ftapba. It is not, my Lord, becaufe I bear him any envy; for Heavenis my witnefs, if I do 
not love him better then mine own children, whom I fcarcely love, but becaufe they are 
thine. But, my. Lord, if the glory of Muftapha be dear unto me, thine is yet dearef. And 
I remember upon this occafion, how the Emperor St lint thy Father ufcd the fame (Light to- 
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wards dry Grandfather acquiring with time focb a credit amongft the Soldiers and 

people, as in the end be found himfclf powerful enough Co difpoflrfs him of hii Empire, it 
isnotbecaufel do not fire well enough that tbe feme thing is not like to arrive, for our holy 
Prophet keeps tbee fo charily, as I need not fear ought that way. But yet me*thinks, thy 
Uighnefsmay, without offence to appoint feme to obferve bh adsors j face if 

they be good and fincere, his fpies (hall be fo many teftimonies, that will fpeak of him to his 
glory j and if they be not fo, thyHigbnefs may then provide for thy fefecy. For, my Lord, 
as often as I call tominde the things which thou baft told noof the youth of Selm^ no 
thinks I fee them att in • with this difference noewithftaoding, that Mwjlapbt 

bath a better afped, is handfomw, is more liberal, and more civil; in a word, faid foe onto 
him foiling, more dangerous then Setim, if be have the fame will, as I (hall not lightly be* 
leeve; nor have IfpokentotfayHighneftof it, but that nothing ought be negk&cd, which 
regards the felicity of thy Kingdom, and the quiet of thy life. 

This artificial difcoorfe made no great impreffion vaSUiman‘% nandej but yak left i 
fufpicionthere, whichincteafed withtime; and icwasadifpofitiontomake htm givecr** 
die the more cafily afterwards to al the ill that was cold him of his Ion. He thanked Rtxvl*. 
n* for the care foehadof the good of his Stttc ; aod affixed her that he (houldnevet take 
any thing iii which (he foould fay to bias. Tbit for bebdttvcd him to be too 

well bom to pluck away the Scepter from him, and to defpoyl him of an Empire, that Wat. 
deftined to him after his death. i»xeUms t feeing that this artifice wrought not afi the effect 
(he expeAed from it, ooofults anew with the Traylor ifr/tar, who told her, that at any 
rate whadoever was to be made away before you were returned to the Port, and 

that the cafkftwsy for ir would be to ftek to poyfon him • for which purpofe they were to 
fend a daring and faithful man, with good ftoreof money, to corrupt fosae one of thePrtfr- 
ces Officers, that waited oo him at hii Table. Bat feeing a great deal of hazard in this enter, 
prize, foe could hardly refelve on it, yet had foe contented unto it, bad not an accident fallen ' 
ow.whifomadclttduogebarefolatkm. Bat,my Lord, admhe here the ftrange proceeding 
of things of this wodd I whil'ft RtsctUm* nd Rjtftan fought for means to deftf oy 
and tbttal their malioeouklfinde out oone^faat could fuUyfacafie their cruel hatred, the 2 dd 
and fidelity of one of the ancient Officers of tfaia deplorable Prince, fomifhed (hem with an 
occafiooforic. This man had been hii firft Govemor t wfaen as he went out of (be Serttglit » 
and was he to whom durmg the youth of his fbn, had given in charge to render 

hkusD account of his aAions: But whoeas the Prince had never done any, butfuch as weft 
worthy, he could not adverafe ought, that was not to the advantage of bis Msfter. 

Now after that M»fi*pbS$ age had difpenfcd him from the obedience,which be had yedded 
to this man, he bad foil retained him st Amafid ; c o n v erting a little left familiarly with him, 
then witb bit other domeftkks, by reafbo be was of fomewba* an auftere humor, and that 
his former amhorkydid as yet conferee feme awe aodrefpeA to towards him. 

This man for sB that loved die Prince etcreandy, who on the other tide heaped weakband fe¬ 
licity on him. Howbrithefaada ferupuloqi venue, which perfwtdcd him, that though he 
held nothing of chat which be enjoyed but from Afufixpb*,, yet chat he owed afl taStlU 
«*«», who had placed him about him; fo that without coofidcring the Primes ktterefb, as 
fbonasi > «//MM» > s came to be in competition with them, he betook him to the Smlim's par 7 . . 
This man then, being of the tumor I have represented unto you, was at Amajia, whil'ft the 
Princcfs and I were there ; And though he knew that there were two women in his Matts* 
Palace, who were not known, orfeen, yet bad he not made an affair of Suttd it, but had 
bdeeved that which had been told him, aswtltas other of the Princes Officers, how we 
were two oFSarrauWs kinfwomen, who for certain rtafonc would not be feen of any body. 
But it chanced for our ill hip, that this man walking out of lbs Town enconntredthae which 
caafed 41 our miafortune. For to dear this Hiftory onto you, pteafeyou to underftand, that 
he whom the Princds had fenc to SnlianU, baring been overtaken by him whom Prince 
MtbMmtd bad difpacched away pcefendy after him, they had travelled together, without 
knowing that they were coaoe from one and the feme place, end wem going to the feme per> 
font. So that felling in talk of indifferent things (foe the P*rjU» anderftood the 
Tongue well) and the War, which was then betwnt the Stpbi and the JWow, being the 
fubjeaof the convetfetiooof df tbofc which Imcwmc ode another, they grew fc hot in 
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difCourfing about it the very clay wherein they were to arrive at Amafia, as the Perfian , not 
able to difguife his thoughts, as he had done his language and his habit, burft out into faying, 
that Soliman was an Usurper; which the other unable to endure, and being become more 
audacious, becaufe he was nigh to a place where be knew he (hould be protected, he drew 
out his fcimkar, and very fiercely fet upon the Perfian, , who, being more dextrous, and bet¬ 
ter mounted then he, quick!- decided the combate with three blows that he gave him, which 
made him fall dead at his fett* This being done without witneffes, the Ter fiat* continued his 
way, and alonoft a minute after he was out of fight, Mufiapha’s faid ancient Governor ar¬ 
rived at the place where the combate was fonght, and piefently knowing that man, becaufe 
he had belonged to the Prince, he approached to him, marks whether he gives any fign of 
life, and laying his hand upon the region of his heart, he meets there with the pacquet that 
vnsdite&edtoMnflapha, which that man had put into a little bag that he had hung about 
his neck. The fight hereof poffeft the Governor with fome curiofity, fo that feeing no mark 
of life in that wretched man, butcontrarilyobferving all the figns of death in him, which 
are wont to be feenin themwhofe end hath been violent, he fpeedily withdrew from that 
fame place, carrying the little bag along with him; and being got far enough out of the 
way, h&opened it, and was much abafhed, when he perceived the Sophts feal. " 

I leave you to judg, my Lord, whether that exaft fidelity, which he had always obferved 
to Soilman, did permit him to deliberate longupon that fubjeft: he never buck at it then;* 
and to teftifie his refpeft to the Grand Signior, as well as his fidelity, he refolves to fend him 
thofe Letters without opening them. And feeing by the fuperfeription of that which was 
dir$fted to Axiamira, that (he muft needs be in Amtfia, he reflected on the being of two 
women concealed in Muftaphas Palace ; and calling to minde an hundred petty citcumftan- 
ces, which when they arrived had made no impreffion in his minde, he certainly beleeved,, 
that the Princefs of Perjia was in Mnftapha’s hands: So that perfwaded of this truth, he 
re-entred into the Town through another gate then that which he went out at; and without 
making (hew of what had befallen, him, he the next day difpatches a man away to Cenftan- 
t inop It, enjoyns him to addrefe hitnfelf to fome of the Baffa’s for toprefent him to the Grand 
Signior, and commands him above all things to ufe great (peed. 

In the mean time the Perfian being arrived at Amafia, and not fearing to be accufed for 
the death of him whom he had killed, fince their combate had been without witnefTes, he 
comes boldly to the Palace, demands to fpeak with Mnftafha, and after be had made him- 
felf known to him to be a Perfian, and had given him allured marks that he came from 
Prince Mahomed, he defires to be admitted to the Princefs; which was granted him. And 
when he had acquitted him of his Commiflion, Axiamira remained Very much furprhted ; 
for (he knew by his difeourfe, tint he whom they had fent to Snltania was too long in re¬ 
turning, fince this man, who fet forth a day after him, was already come. She hoped never- 
tbekfs, as well as the Prince$,that this uoquietnefe would foon ceafe; and beleeved that fome 
inconveniencejiaving ktpc this man from coming fo fall as the other, he would arrive at laft, 
and fo give an end to their fear. But the day following, the body of him, whom the Perfian 
had flain, having been found by fome that patted by, he was brought into the Town, and 
known to be one belonging to the Prince, who was prefently advertifed thereof. And where¬ 
as it was a matter of importance, he went in perfon to caufe the Letters to 6e fearched for, 
which we beleeved he had hidden fomewhere in his clothes ; but having found none about < 
him, the Princefs vfras very much affli&ed at it, fearing with a great deal of reafon, leftthefe 
Letters (hould come into the hands of fuch, as might give Soliman to underftand that (he was 
in his Dominions. Yet danger in (ome fort Comforted her, by perfwading her that this 
man, who, as he faid, was cunning and dextrous, feeing himfelf engaged in a combate, had 
without doubt thrown them away, for fear they (hould be found about him, if he (hould 
happen to have the worft in this occafion. At length, not able to do otherwife, (he fuffered 
her ftlf to be fame what perfwaded of it: and after (he had confidered what (be was to do, 

• (he ffnt back the Ter pan without other anfwer, then that (he allured Prince Mahomed of 
■her afft&ion, and that he (hould within a few days hear from her, not daring to venture more 
Letters fo (oon after this crofs adventure; and deferring alfo the taking of her laft refolutions, 
till they (hould know what could be expefted from you. 

But when we learnt a little after, by the return of him who had been fent to Con ft an*

tmofrfe, that you were not there, the unquietnefsof the Prince!*, and of my felf, ftrarady 
redoubled. Yet Wfi did not know all the occafions that we had for it * for the Scphi’t fife 
Letter to Mufiapha, and thoft which were direded to Axiamira , having been delivered to 
Raft a*, through the fimpticityof him, which fhould have given them to none but to the 
Grand Signior hitnfelf, it might be faid, how his inconfiderate zeal did that in this occafion, 

■ ' which all the cunning of R*fta» t and the wickednefs of Roxeiaas, could never have done 
without him. Raft an went prefently to her, and opening thefe Letters with a great dad of 
care to preferve the Seals of them whole and entire, they found therein wherewithal! to Otaf- 
fie their defires, and execute their mifehievous defigns. Roxelaaa took thefe Letters with 
joy into her charge, and as foon as they had (baled them up again, (be fent word to Solhu**, 
that (he had fomething of importance to communicate unto him; whereupon hp infbndy 
repaired unto her, and was received by her with the accuftotned refped, but with an extra¬ 
ordinary fadnefs in her countenance, though in her heart (he was infinite glad. The 8 *lum t 
who always loved her dearly, demanded of her with fome unquietnefi, what it was,that a£* 
fl.ded her? Shearifwered him, thatbeing enforced for the good of his Empire, and thepte- 
fervationof hisperfon, to difeover a matter unto him, which would much amaze and grieve 
* hirtf.fhe could not be without afflidion. This obfeure difcourfe having redoubled the SuitMtt 
curiofity, and already even excited feme trouble in his foul, (he went on, bcfeeching hnn 
remember the fafpidons which (he had of Aiaftapha, though he had negleded them, and 
< at length intermixing the praifes of the Prince, with her aocufatioosagainft him, (he pideou 
the#d eLetter,that wasdiceded to Mttftapha, mtoSolimtm, tells him (asindeed it was 
true) that his ancient Governor lent it unto him; and after (he had made him confider (he 
importance of it,(he reptefents unto him, that if Multapka came once «o be joyned to7ki- 
tnu, it would be eatie for him to feize upon his Throne : That he was not to expedi the fnc- 
cor of the fani-cana/ again# the Prince, breaufe his liberality had gained them aU; that the 
peopleloved him; th* die Raffn't feared and eftectned him; ana that infix* this dfa ic w a s 
foiai|K>rt3nt,asitconceroedbodi his Empire, and his life. 

Salima* hearing all thefe things, knowing the fidelity of him that font him this Leon, fa- 
ing T achmas feal to it; and coming to confider, that Muftapba had with addicts dodwnd 
i the Wat of Ptrfia, ho no former doubted but that he was gudty; albeit Axiamira’t 6mp- 
wrack perplexed him, and kept him (tom comprehending the pretended marriage. H«ceo- 
demefsof this Prince made him neverthelefs feek in his heart, how be might favorably mrn- 
pret the accufarions, which were brought'againft bis innocence. But the conje&ures worn 
j fo ftrong, and Roxclanas perfwafions fo powerful, as fatherly afie&ion gave place vormfon 
/• of State. He would faihhave pot this affair into the deliberation of his privy Cooncel, fat 
•./ :n regard you were not at the Port, he knew not whom torely on. He propounded Achrnat 
to Rtxelana, bat (he,being infear of this minsvertue, represented unco him, chat he tuns 
too much affeded to the Prince to hope (or any faithful counfel from him in chisencoaatec. 
In the end (he knew how to fway the Suits *minde with fo much addrefs and malice, m 
he hitnfelf commanded Raft a* to be fent (or, who was che oraly mm that Roxelaaa did mat 
except agaioft. He was no fooner arrived, but th tGroud Sig»ior asked his adviceconc cm i ug 
the matter in quefiion. He anfwered at fir ft, with a feigned fubmifiion, that it was<ro% 
for him to execute has Highnefs refolutions, and not to give hkn connfel. But after he fuw 
caufed himfelf to be commanded more then once Co deliver his opinion, he aggravated die 
matter with fo much art, and made (hew of Inch dangerous confequences in this affair iff it 
were negleded, as Salim **. being abfolutefy refolved to look to his confervation, command- 
ed him to make himfelf ready to fee forth with fix thoufand men, which Ihoidd march awa y 
underpretext of being fent to Vlama as a recruit. That in the meantime, in paffingby A- 
mafia , he (hould aflute himfelf of Aiuflapha’s perfon with as little ftk as poffibly heoorid, 
for fear of caufing Tome revolt in that Province. 

I it* flan having received this Order, thought of nothing but executing it. And Wheveus 
the Troops, which he was to condud, were ready to match, he departed away wichina&ar 
days, after he had received from Roxelaua all the infttudions, that were nooefiary to ante 
the defign, which (he had to ruine Muttapha, fucceed. At indeed, R*fla* was no foonerqp- 
on the frontiers of Amafia , but he wrote unto Salima*, chat Mufiapha had gained al aim 
Soldiers; that (hey would receive nocommand but from himj that all wasfuU«f mt^paor 
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de* $ that the people were everywhere ready to revolt; that he was not in a condition td 
oppofe fo many Enemies; and in concbfion, that his prefeooe was absolutely neceffary (or 
the calming of this ftorm. Now that which made Unfittn advertife Scliman of all thefe 
things, was becanfe be certainly knew, that the vertoe of Mnflapha was fo generally beloved 
in ail that Province, asif he undertook to go with open force againft him. he would be in 
danger of being loft, and of utterly ruining Raxe lana’s defigns. He considered withaU, thae 
if he conduced the Prince to Conftantinaple, all the Baffa’t, all the fanixarias, and aU the 
people joyning together, might perad venture caufe a general revolution, if they enterprized 
the taking away of Mnflapha s life. . ' 

This consideration of his Succeeded but too well f for Salman no Sooner understood fo 
much from him, but he refolved for his voyage. Howbeit that which powerfully carryed 
him to do what RnHan defired, was the intelligence he gave him, how by a Second Letter 
from MufiaphJs Governor he was Wormed, that the PrinceSs of ‘Ptrfia was in his hands. 

So that Sohman, Silled with choller and jeabufie, and thinking that as Ruflan had efcaped / 
(hipwrack, fo Axiamira not being dead might be in the hands of his Ton, who was fallen in 
love with her, parted inftandy away, with all the Troops and fantz^tritt which he had about 
him; leaving no more behinde then Such as were neceflfary Sor the ordinary guard of his Ser- 
ragli*. Bat before he went from RtxtLuta, (he made faimpromife her, that he would forget 
all things to think of his own Security. Vertuous Achmat told us Since, tint Salman had a 
ft rang combate within hitnfelf, and that Nature and Retfon a long time oppofed the wick- 
edneis of this woman. But at length She made him fee the perit fo great, and foneer unto 
him, as in parting from her, Shegot him fo promife her two things; the one, that he Should 
not fee Mnflapha, and the other, 1 that he Should facriSice him to his own proper Safety. 
With this deadly resolution he went and joyned with Rnftan: chefe things nevertheless were 
not fodofdy carryed, but the Baffa Achmat was advertised, how this tempeft was going 
to fall upon the head of Mnflapha ; So that at the very Same time, when as Salman % being 
encamped neer to Alepp*, had fent the Prince a Command to come unto him, to render him 
an account of the PrinceSsof Ptrfia, Achmat diSpatcSied away aPoft, to advertife him that 
foroe great defign was plotting againft him, and that he was accofed of Something, whereki 
the PrinceSs of Ptrfia was mentioned t but not able to tell him precisely wbatit was, all that 
he could do in this occaiion, considering the ftate wherein he iaw things, was to counfel him 

not to come. 

I leave you to jodg, generous Ibrahim , whether, receiving at one and the fame inftant 
' S* limans command, and Achmat’ s advertifement, the Princes and the PrinceSs were not 
ftrangely furprized; And fo much the more, becaufe that Per fan was on the very fame day 
brought back to Mnflapha^ whom Axiamira had returned to Prince Makamed, and had 
been taken upon the frontire for a fpy, though he beleeved, that it was Sot that it had been 
discovered, how he had (lain that Officer of Mnflapha’s, which came out of Ptrfia with 
him; fo that he no foonerfaw the Prince, but be cafthimfelf at his feet, confefTed his crime, 
begged his pardon for it, and recounted unto him the combate between that Tnrh^ and him, 
as Inave related it unto you. Bat whatsoever was demanded of him, he (fill maintained, 
that he whom he bad killed bad not thrown away any Letters during the combate, as we had 
beleevedj which made us fear more then before, left Some one had gotten them after 
his death, and fent them to Salman. Prince danger was even in defpair to fee his brother, 
m trouble for the love of him: Axiamira was in an affliftioO, which I cannot represent un- ✓ 
to you; thefearof failing into Solman’s hands made her refolve for death; and the thought 
of being thecaufeof the mine of two Princes, to whom She was fo much obliged, aug¬ 
mented her grief Sir more, SarrauU, who loved her husband more then her felf, was a 
wholly diffolved into tears, out of her fear of the danger whereunto She faw him expoSed; 
Mnflapha, though more conftant, yet was fentifily touched with the tears of the reft; and 
asfor me, if I may be permitted to name my felf after fo many illuftrious perfons, I was fo 
afH&ed, as my own misfortunes were never fo fenfible to me. 

In the mean time, we knew not what refolntion to take, Giangcr would go and prefent 
hknfelf to the Grand Signior to joftifte his brother, and confeSs that he alone was cdpabiet 
but as Soon as he came to chink, that he Should abandon Axiamira* that he Should either let 
her return into 7 > #r£4, or put her into the hands of Salimon, who was both his Father and / 
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his Rival, he could by no means refolve on it, but fell again into his defpair. Axiamira on 
her part found no way to efcape this peril; (he would fain have faved thefe two Princes, and 
faved her felf too: but not able to go into Perfia, neither to fee Soliman, nor reft lafe ins 
(dace, where fhe was no longer unknown, (he found that death alone could draw her out of 
fo many miferies. As for Mufiapba, his greateft forrow was to fee the affliction of his bro¬ 
ther, and the fear he was in, that his Palace would not be an inviolable fanAuary to the Prin- 
cefs Axiamira: for touching the reft, (aid be unto her, I am not much troubled. If Solano* 
deals rigoroufly with me, it will always be with in juftice, knowing as I do, that I. have never 
had a thought againft the fervice which I owe to him, and after this fatisfaAion, I feat 
not death. But that which affliAs me, continued he, is the doubt, that if I go and prefent my 
felf to Soilman , they will come and do you fome wrong in my abfence, and that is it for 
which I do not fee how we can finde a remedy. 

Sarraida, bearing her husband (peak in this fort,caft her fdf at his feet to diftwade him from 
this defign, and to pray him to remember ( faid (he, after (he had craved pardon of Glonger) 
how exceedingly Roxtlana had (ought for a pretext to undo him; that having met with one, 
he might be afluredfhe would make ufe of it to bis ruine: and that it was better for him to 
ftay in Amafia, and there to defend himfelf, or By away, then to expofe himfelf to fo evi¬ 
dent a danger. But Mufiapba’t generality not permitting him to refolve either for the one 
or the other; itbecomes your affection, anfwered he, to counfel me in this manner, but it 
becomes not thecourage of Mufiapba to beperfwaded by you: and fince I am ionocent, I 
will never fly Gke a guilty man. For in fine, though I feem to have failed, according to rigor¬ 
ous and exaCt policy, in not advertifiog Solimanzhtr. the daughter of his Enemy was in my 
power, yet I think that I fwerve not much from (overaign Reafoh in ferving fo excellent a 
Princefeand my brotherj and in contributing nothing to the Sultans unjuft love, .fo that 
after this interior fatisfaAion, I will remit my innocence to the conduit of Heaven, which 
is always the proteAot of it. Cjianger feeing his refolution, defired Axiamira, not to take 
it ill if he went to dye with his brother $ but Mufiapba t w‘tthaat giving the Princefcleafure to 
anfwer, told, him, that he would not fuffer it, but he would leave him to guard the Princefs 
Axiamira, and his dear Sarraida. • . > ' - . 

I (liquid never have done, if I would report unto you all that, which love, fear, genera¬ 
lity, and defpair, made thefe illuftrious perfons fay in this' fad convention. As for me, I 
heard all their difeourfe without (peaking: when as on a fudden, the defire which I had to 
fervethem infpired me with a mean, whereby I beleeved I could fave Mufiapba, fecure 
Axiamira , dry up Sarraida's tears, render danger more excufable, fignalize theaffeAion 
which I bare the Princefs, and deftroy all the wicked defignsof Muftapba’s Enemies. Veri¬ 
ly this thought pofleft me with fo extraordinary a joy, as it quickly appeared in my eyes a- 
midft the tears which I (bed: but whereas I feared that the Princefles generality would be 
an obftade to my defign, I fell atherfeet, and befbughtbertogivemeher word, that (he 
would not refufe a mean, which I thought I had found to draw them all out of the pain 
and danger wherein I faw them. Ah, my dear maid, faid (be unto me, doft thoutbink that 
a perfon which would receive death with joy, if it were prefented unto her, can refufe thy 
affiftance? but I greatly fear, continued (he, that thy affeAion does but abufethee, and that 
the extream defire thou haft to ferve me makes thee beleeve that to be cafie, which I hold 
impoflible. No, no, Madam, anfwered I; and provided you will promife me not to oppofe 
this defign, I allure you that you your felf will finde a great deal of probability in it. 

Sarraida, feeing that Axiamira made not much hafte to anfwer me, preft her fo far, as 
(he gave me her word to do all that I would have her. She had no fooncr faid fo, but render¬ 
ing her thanks for the permiflion (he gave me to ferve her, I imparted unto her in what man¬ 
ner I hoped to fecure her. And to moke her comprehend it the better, I caufed her to remem¬ 
ber, how the fame Merchant who fold her picture to Soliman, as being mine, had alfo fold 
mine to Prince Gianger, as being hers; So that to draw them out of the trouble wherein they 
were, a.?d to put her in fafety, Mufiapba was to conduit me to Soliman , feeming to bsleeve 
that I was the Princefs of Perfia ; which he was like wife to confirm by the piAure that Prince 
GiangtrYai of me, and by the teftimony of the Merchant who had (old it unto him. And 
withall Soliman, by his own experience, would not have much ado to beleeve, that the 
Prince might have been deceived, as well as himfelf. That in this fort Mufiapba mighfdeny 
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(fee having of the right Princefs of Ptrfia ia bis hands, and codcqaeotfy that (be would be in 
fMtty* That for me, I was to fay, how having been found oo the Sea-(boar after oar (hip. 
Wttck, they had prefenced me to SurraUa, who out of her goodnds had received me into 
her Palace, where I had almoft ever finoe been fide: And that not above eight days before, 
Gumgtrhad fern me at hk brothers, and taken me for the Princefs of Ptrfia, by means of 
my ptdure that he bad. That inftandy thereupon he pwpofcd to have carryed me to C**- 
being ready to fet forth on that voyage, juft u he received StUmm’t command. 

I told them further, that if by ill fortune the Letters from Ptrfia , which had been loft, were 
in the Suitiufi hands, he was Doldly to deny any knowledg thereof ,fince no body could con¬ 
vince him of it* And that he was to (ay, how without doubt it wasan artifice ct his Ene¬ 
mies, who having underftood by feme way, unknown to him, that the Princefs of Ptrfia 
was in his power, had counterfeited tbofc Letters, for to bring him mtofeatred with Stlmuuh 
And as for me, faid I to the Princefs, never troublayout (elf, Heaven, which hath infpired 
me With this defign, knowshowto preferve me, if I be worthy of protection , if nor, I 
(haU ftfll dyt With joy, (f 1 dye for the fating of fo many excellent peifont. Ah ,FtHxa*ai 
ftM the Princefs unto me, I wail not be laved wish the lots of yoa ; and if your teal carries 
yon to thk refolation, teafon will not let me confent unto it. You have pramifed it me,, 
Madam, (aid I interrupting her j and I cannot think that t great Prtncds will ever break her 
wotd. And then again 1 do not fee that ray lots is undoubted * for howfoever, continued I, 
Mim* cannot aecufe me but for a little while receiving the honors, which wete rendered to 
memtothePrifteeftof i’wySrt, though I were not (he j but the r e unto I am to fay, chat to be 
in the more ftrfety, out of thefdpeft whfckwv brieeved to be doe to my condition, I had 
not difttaftd the Prince, flaying to make my feif known for that which I was, tdl I was at 
hbHightttftfeer, to beg his pardon, and to befeech him to grant messy liberty. 

dWmi*<k,fteing a great deal of likely hood hi that which Ifltid^ctneftly in treated Axiomir* 
no fonget to refill this dtffen. G«mgtr called me hit Deliverer, and faid foch obliging things 
untottr, as I (ball never forgetthe remembrance of them, tFethough he faw 
fotiw probability of that which i propounded, yet his great heart could not ttfototodtiguifft 
the tttrthj and hud he not etttaWy known, mat kwus the only way which could permit 
him to hope, that he might pat the Prints# Aximir* in (aftity, oe had never confented unto 
it. fiat that conlkferatioti, joynod to the ettreioa afifeftton which ha carried to hh brother, 
made hitn tefotetc length for aft that was defited of him. W t prepared out reives then to 
depart the next day \ I wA not relate unto you what thefepsratton wm between the Pritweik 
and me, between and between Mufitdfb* and Swmtidt, (lute it would 

bnevenew nut fottom for a matter that knot abfolutdy nectffky you Ihoufo know, But I 
wflnnly tell you, that the ftpatarion of the Sold and body ft never math with Cash violent 
grief as ours was, fet the fad moment Of that deadly and hft rttevvtf. I waspttt totoaCharet, 
wkh two women which suttAdd gave me to waft upon me, and accompanied 

withafhiah train, tb Chew the mote confidence, matched on hotfcback feme fifty paces 
before us. We arrived at the Emperors Gamp * day tame then we thought we (Would, 
tecarife the Cbaftt,wherein t was,being broken, took up fomuthtime to rc-accommodatc k. 
And you win know, my Lord,by ftefoyrtluf my di(tewft,how ft Is not without oufe-that 
i have noted this unm you. Wt were ho foonet lighted at a l*«, which had been prepared 
lor us, but Prince who choughs tefborfdhawoenduehedmeco received , 

sn0^ttmattendbft<x>iiNAandmen»theie,ftndtovettdtme{iitDthelmMsiaf«£^> who 
wsstopfefentmeBbhftHighheftk iooi^thstftftpmKtdiog amacedme, and dwti be¬ 
gan to be in ftat for the ftinee. Atthevety (feme ftfont he weaved firndry advices, that his, 
mine was vtfblvtd and certain, ft' he did not repel forte with fewer the Chieftains of the Ar- 

a , and rite of the gavehto to undafland, that if he would they would «* 

, and not only fate fits life, but fet the Grown upon hishead* ibatl this he aniwered no¬ 
thing, favethat he tnight weft be unhappy, bat he oeuW never be guilty j that he bad rather *■ 
dye with Injdftice, then Uu^i uo^Uy $ and >» jft» that theft teal going too for for tbs / 
loveot him, he could hot fttompftiee them better lot St, then In keeping them from offend¬ 
ing. Asforrae, whcniwmt outofhftt^wfthteatsinmy^yw, hertquefted me, that 
at tny coming befot* libouUbbodrt of him, that ife might in petfon jidRifiehMf 

of the atcofcStjas that wtsebmught agrfnft iftfonoeency j and that he would be fogood at 

not 
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not to condemn him without hearing him. I promifed him all that he deGred of me, without 
fcarcely knowing what I did, fo much was my mind troubled, through the fear I was in, that 
my defign would not fucceed. Howbeit I ftrove to fettle my countenance before I Chould ap¬ 
pear before Soliman ; the Baffin that conduced me had the goodnefs not to halteo me too 
much, fo that I bad die leafure to recoiled my felf a little. I was made to pafs through three 
Tents, before I arrived at the Sultans, but every one that I faw teemed fo fad unto me, and I 
heard Mufiapha fo often named fofdy, as from that very time I perceived but too well chat 
he was utterly loft. 

At my firft appearance Soliman feemed to be very much furprized; and beholding me 
with an angry look, he demanded of the Bajfa that brought me, where the Princels of Perfia 
was ? .My Lord, faid he unto him, Prince Mufiapha delivered no other then this perfononto 
me, whom I faw him treat as if (he were the Princels of 'Perfia. I no foooer heard this an- 
fwer (for I had already learned a little of. your language ) but I call my felf at the Sultans 
feet, and humbly befought him to hear me. I will bear no lying, anfwered he. My Lord, 
replyedl, it is not to keep thy Highnefs from punifiung it, that I beg the favor of thee to be 
heard, but to keep thee from confounding the innocent with the guilty; for in fine, my Lord, 
I am faulty, and Mufiapha is abfolutely innocent. • I would I had given thee, anfwered the 
grand Stgnior thereupon, the half of my Empire, that Mafiapba were not guilty. My Lord, 
replyed I with more confidence then before, I do crave but two things of thee to give thee 
that fatisfaftion; the orfe is, that thou wilt hear me without interrupting me; and the other, 
that thou wilt permit the Prince to jullifie himfelf in perlon. This laft, anfwered be, is im- 
poffible, but for the other I do grant it thee; and promile thee moreover, that if them doft 
jullifie Mafiapba (whichl do not believe thou canll do ) there is nothing which thou Quit 
not obtain of me. Idid not yield at the very full; I befought him that bewould fee the 
Prince; I labored to vanquifii him with my reafons; but at lut feeing I nothing prevailed, I 
declared the matter unto him, as we had refolved it; and that with fo modi ingenuity, as I 
well perceived he beleeved me.: I repeated this Hillory from Kaftans arrival at Mascanderon, 
and coming to Ipeak of our fhipwrack, I lamented the lofs of. the Princels, I fpakeof betas 
beleeving her to be dead; and recounted alfo, how Sarraida had received me from thole, 
Who had found me on the Se»>(boar j and confequently, how a little before Prince danger, 
having Ceen me with Sarraida, where I had been for the moft part lick, had beleeved that I 
was the Princels of Terfia, byreafonof a pidure which he had of me, and which a Mer¬ 
chant, who had deceived him, had fold him for Axiamira’s ; I told him moreover, that as 
foon as Mufiapha was perfwaded, that I was tbePrincels of Perfia, he had prepared him¬ 
felf for the conducting of me to his Highnefs. That for me, I had not difabufed him, as 
well to be the more fecured, as for tint I hoped I Chould the more eafily obtain my liberty, 
when as I Chould requeft it of him by the.memory of the infortunate Axiamira. 

Soliman, moved with my words, fetched a great figh, and teftified both by his carriage 
and his difeourfe, that he was afflicted for the lots of thePrincefs; and yet that he had fome 
joy, in regard he could hope that Mnftapba was not fo faulty as he had beleeved him to be, 
and that in the end he might jullifie himfelf. In this thought, the Sultan fpake very gently 
unto me; and truly I mult acknowledg, that I never faw a more charming Ma jelly, then that 
of this Prince. But, generous Ibrahim, of how fhort a continuance was that happy inliant 1 
for yon mult know, that KuHan, the wickedeft of men, let forthwith So/iman's content 
at that very time, when as Mufiapha was fent for to come to the Camp: but he went to 
Amafia through a by-way, followed by a thou land archers on borfebsck; having feot two 
fpies into that town, to advertife him when Mnftapba was gone from thence, to the end 
he might take Sarraida, and fromber draw out the truth, in cafe the Prince (honld deny it: 
this cunning brain imagining, that a jealous woman would be capable of telling all. But the 
principal fubjeCt of that voyage, was to feize upon the Princels of Perfia, if the Princedid 
not bring her along with him.; and to fearch in Muftapba's Cabinet for fome other Letters 
from th e Sophs, which might alfo convince him of intelligence with the Enemies of the 
State. §0 that one day after we were parted from Amafia RuSan arrived there, with an 
abfolute Order, to him that commanded in that place in the abfence of Mufiapha, to obey 
Ruitan as if it were his Highnefs himfelf, You know, my Lord, that thefe kinde of com¬ 
mands do leldom finde any rebellious in this Empire: and face there have been many times 
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Baffa’s feen, who have lent their Heads, although they have been Generals of Armies, and 
that they have been required of them but by one man,- accompanyed onely with four Mutes; 
I think you will not think it left ftrange, that the Governor of Amafia, albeit much aff.<fted 
to Muflapha, (bould notwithftanding open him the gates, asfoon as he had feen Ruflan's 
power, and that too without confulting with Prince Gianger thereupon. 

I leave you to imagine in what a cafe this Prince was when he beheld Ruflan at Mufla- 
fhu‘s Palace gate, followed by fo great a number of armed men. The firft thing he did, was 
to go with fpeed to AxiamirSs lodging, either to endevor the laving of her, or to dye in her 
defence. But this thought of affedion was that, which caufed her to be taken the more eafi- 
ly; for Ruflan had no fooner marked the way which Gianger took, but leaving one part of 
his forces at the gate, he followed the Prince in hade with the other, even to Axiamiras 
chamber, whereinto he entred by force with him. Judg, iHuftrious Baffa, what became 
of the Princefswhen (he law Ruflan , whom (he prefently knew. Ab bale villain 1 cryed 
(he, corned thou now to arty me away forcibly a fecond time? Hemuft firft, faid Ganger 
with a great deal of fury, takeaway my life thus unarmed as I am. I will do neither the one 
nor the other, anfwered wicked Ruflan, who would not be conftraioed to come to vio¬ 
lence againft the fon of Roxelana ; but I will onely execute the Grand Signtor’s Order, who 
hath commanded me to bring him all the papers which IhaU be found in Muflapha's Cabinet. 
Sarraida, who was with Axiamira , and knew well enough that there could be nothing 
found which might be prejudicial to her husband, went her felf and (hewed him the door 
of it. In the mean time, to feparate Gianger from the Princefs, Ruflan told him that he had 
. a matter of importance to communicate unto him; but the Prince anfwered him, that having 
no intereft fevered from Axiamira, he might fpeak before her. 

Ruflan furprized with the liberty of this difeourfe, began to deal in another manner; and 
letting Qianger fee the abfolute power which he hid, he put the Princefs into defpair, and Gi¬ 
anger into fury, who, withoutconfidering that his refiftance would render him culpable, left 
not, quite unatmed as he was, t6do ftrange things in oppolition of Axiamira'% carrying a- 
way fay force. He would havefnatched Ruflan s feimitar from him, to have ufed it againft 
him,and doubtlefs he bad done it, if thofe with whom he was accompanyed had not hind red 
him. He fought all about the chamber for fomething wherewith he might have defended 
himlelf; but at length feeing all his endevors vain, he paft from one extremity to another, 
and after he had exceedingly reviled him, he on a fudden conjured him with tears in his eyes, 
that_ he would havefome pity on him in the perfon of the Princefs Axiamira ; that ho 
would remember he was the fon of Roxelana, whole daughter he had marryed, being allu¬ 
red if the Sultana his Mother knew his deligns, (be would approve of them; that he 
would conlider how Muflapha coming one day to raign, he could not meet with a better oc- 
cafion to fecure his fortune, then to oblige him in this encounter; that betides, knowing how 
contiderable the interefts of the Sultana Queen were to him, he found that be fhould not do 
her any very good fcrvice in conducting a Princds to Soilman, with whom he was defperate- 1 
ly in love. ' 

To all thefe things, Ruflan anfwered with an infolent coldneft, bow be remembredvery 
well, that he was the fon of Roxelana, and for that onely reafon Seliman (bould not know 
of the reliftance he made to the execution of his commandments; that he feared not the dis¬ 
obliging of Roxelana by conducting Axiamira to his Highnefs, (incefhe could be but his 
Slave, and that Roxelana would always be the Sultana Qyeen. His Slave 1 anfwered Gi¬ 
anger and Axiamira both together, furprized with fo infolent a fpeech, that (ball never be. 

I (bould abufe your patience, u I (bould repeat unto you all that love, fury, and defpair, made 
Prince Gianger fay upon this occafion; and all that forfow and generality put into the Prin- 
ceffes mouth info grievous an encounter 4 , but in condufion they muft give way to force, and 
obey. Sarraida alio bad a command to enter into a charet with Axiamira , which (be did 
without any reliftance; as foon as (be had obtained, that an onely fon, which (be had, (bould 
not abandon her; butcontrarily,(befeemed to have feme confolation, out of the thought 
that (be was going to meet with her dear Muftapha again. As for Gianger, Ruflan told him; 
that be might do what he pkafed, but this Prince was not in an eftate to reafon upon that he 
had to do. It is ealie for you to comptehend the deplorable Condition wherein he found him- 
felf, and wbat thefeparation was between that Prince and the Princefs. He earoeftly defired 
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her to think pf her confervatfan; .andmeomfort herinfooao fort, hetpid her, how Ik hoped 
tbit Stfimfi* Cottle* not refifther rears j.foathehacLagreapand geoerepsfoul j ,«adfoar,pr©- 
,vid$d bvedid notprpye Oropgetinbim fben.reafap, be^mpftalWdjEbacOv, would re-

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ody caofe of die troubles of thy maid. But do hot believe, that in hearing me acknowlcdg 
this innocent crime, I hive forgotten thine, or that I am bale' enough to flatter thee: no, no, 

I ftiU remember that I am the Sophts daughter, and that with a ufage unworthy of my condi¬ 
tion one of thy Slaves carried me away by force.. But whereas the prefervation of them that 
1 loveisdearer to me then mine own, I will not fpeak to thee in rhis'occafion but of thofe, in 
favor of whom Nature fpeaks to thee as well as I. 

EmJHm , fearing then left Soliman Should be moved with the tears and difcoUrfe of Axia- 
mira, was fo audacious as to intt rrupt her, and demand of the Sultan , what greater proof he 
would have againft Multapba, then the fuppofltion he had made him, in bringing him Felix- 
anafot Axiamira ? but he would be fure, cut of thedefighhe had to undo that deplorable 
{Vince, borto fpeak* word, how heknew, at the taking of Axiamira, that danger alone 
was in love with her. This difcourfe of his repoflefled Soilman s mind with anger, fo that 
notwithstanding SarraieL‘% tears,'notwithstanding any reafons Axiamira could alledg, or any 
Applications She could make, we no longer (aw but marks of fury and jealoufie in the eyes of 
Solima ». He commanded guards' to be fet upon us, without permitting Axiamira to un¬ 
dertake the jollification of Alnjlapha ; and exprtfly foibad that any body (hould fpeak wkh 
us. Snftan gtme himftlf to fee this Order observed t but when we went out of the Grand 
Signiot ‘j Tent,to go to that whither they were conducting us, we encountred danger, whom 
the Ctpigit had not fuffered to enter at fuch rime as we were carried in. This Prince, feeing 
us all in rears, approached to Axiamira • Well then, Madam, (aid he onto her, what, am I to 
iefolve of my life, have you been ill-intreated, and A/ufiapba is he convicted of my crimes ? 

Is it to th tSerraglio, or to prifon, that they are leading you ? In fine, acquaint me with your 
dethny, and that of my dear brother, kvtheend I may regulate mine by yours, and that there¬ 
upon I may form my defigns, and take my refelutions. Rnftan, who would not Suffer this 
conversation, neither would incenfe the fpirit of this yobng Prince, before his intentions were 
accomplished, for fear he (hould be carried to fomdvioknee, anfwered him, that So liman's 
anger would be appeafed, thatpatieoci would overcome him• and left befhould be offended 
if he came to know it, tint it was fit he Should forbear fpeakitig to Axiamira, becaufe he had 
exprtfly forbidden it, and that without exception. l am undone, replyed danger, love or 
chollcrhach been the caufe of thkCommabd, indhowfoever it .be, I am equally unhappy. 
Comfort your felf,faid the Princefs to him, and be fure that Axiamira will never do any thing 
unworthy of her birch, of her courage, and of the efteem which you have of her *. Bat in the 
mean time if it be poflible endeavor to aflift Prince Afuilapha. 

Rxftan, feeing this conversion condniie ftiil, Committed the Princeffes and me to the cu¬ 
stody of them that accompanied him; but Sarraida intreaeed him, that her fon might at leaft 
be restored to her; for he would not let Soliman fee him for feat he Should have been moved 
wiih it: this cruel mao granted her this grace, out of the doubt he was in, left her cries and 
lamentations Should have caufed feme tumult amongft the Soldiers if they bad heard them. As 
for him, he Stay'd with q Unger, to whom he (aid fo many things, to picifie him, and to 
make him bel ieve,tbat the more patient he was, the more fubmiffion he (hewed, and the more 
confidence he put in the goodnds of Soliman, the more would he make it appear in this occa¬ 
sion,' arany other then danger would have been deceived therewith. But he, who knew the 
canning of this Tray tor,bad not followed his counfels,if the vertuous and prudent Acbmat,vtho 
Came to them at that very time, had nut counfelled him the fame thing, though it was with a 
very different intention. He promifed him to go to Soliman, for to endeavor the appealing 
of his fury; and intreated him that in the mean time he would repair to his Tent, without 
permitting any body to fee him; as well becaufe he was come to the Camp without the Em¬ 
perors order, as for fear left feme violent fpirit (hould make him alter his refolution, alluring 
him that after he had been with the Saltan, he would come and give him an accompc of what 1 
he had done. Gianger would fain have fpoken with bis vertuous friend in private, to have dif- 
covered unto him his love, and his brothers innocence, but it was impoSfible for him. Not 
being able to do otherwise then, he went to Acbmat’s Tent, there to attend his return, with a 
greardeal of grief and impatience. Hefaw his brother accufed and indanger fortbeloveof 
him, his Sifter in law in prifon, and fak Mdfrefs in the hands of his father and his Rival, and of 
a Prince that was both the Lover and the Enemy of Axiamira. He equally feared the hatted 
and the love of Soliman, and there was not any of all the paffions, of Whofe effects he was not 
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afraid m this grievous encounter. As indeed theyreigned one after another in the fool of S*+ 
and never was the heart of a nun tormented with fuchflrtnge incertainty, as good 
Achmat told us afterwards. Fatherly kite infpired him ibmetimes with clemency and pity, 
then fuddenly the love of Axiamira, accompanied with jealoufie, brought fury, batted, anger, 
and cruelty into his heart. When he regarded Mnfiapha as his fon, he fought to excufemD; 
but as foon as he confidered him as his Rival, herefolved he fbould perifh: Reafonof State 
fumifhed him with means for that, hefawbim black all over with crimes; hehadafecret 
commerce with the Enemies ot the Empire; he had treated with Tackmat about Ms marri* 
age; he had retained Ms daughter in his hands; and for a hft fault, he had been fo daring as 
to put a counterfeit upon him. All thefe things nevertheleCs, though very ftrong againft Mtu 
ftapba, fince he believed them to be all true, could not have loft him for ah that, without £*< 
flan’ s wicked counfeL 

The generous Achmat did his utrerrooft endeavor to oppofe it; he reprefented to S Atman 
theaffedion which he bad alwaysboro to that Prince; die brave thingi he had dons; the 
rare qualities that were in him; the little hkelyhood there was, that he would bkmifli to fair 
a life with fo dettftable a Treafon; that afliirtdly there was fosnethiug concealed in this affair 
which could not be comprehended; that at the kaft it was to be well examined, and not cot* 
demn the lawful SuccefTor of the Empire without hearing Ms Excufcs or Realbas; that he 
Should be obliged to condemn himfeU by the acknowledgment of hiscrime; and that far from 
judging him, without hearing his JufriMations, he held that it flood with the greatnefc and 
goodnefs of his Highnefr, fuppofe he were guilty, to pardon Mm his fault, fo as he coddled it 
with repentance; and in fine, that in remembring he was a King, he Should not forget he w> 
a father. It was with fuch like Reafbns, that Achmat fought to move the heart of Salman { 
but the Traytor Rnftan, without giving the Grand Signer leafure to anfwer, drew venom 
out of all thefe fair flowers, and undid the infortuntte Mnftapba with the lame Reafbns 
wherewith Acbrnst had defended him; Heanfwercd him, that the more Saliman had loved 
him, the more ingrateful he was in betraying Mm; that the brave things he had done, were 
not fo much for the good*of the Empire, asforthenwneofit, fince be did not make life ef the 
reputatioohe had gotten,, and of the rare qualities which were in him, but to fubbotn the 
Coaunanders and Soldiers, andprepate them for a Revolt, when need fbould reqaire, as Sal* 
man had been weB advertised of it a good while before; that moreover, MnSapba did not 
believe befbould ftain Ms reputation, in going about to fet the Crown on Ms own head, with¬ 
out Raying till the death of tne Emperor fbould give it him lawfully, feeing there were dome- 
ftical Examples of fuch like things iaxhcOthtman Family, which teemed to authorize it; that 
the lives of Kings and Fathers had not always been facrcd and inviolable to their ambitious 
children: whereby this wicked man denoted, without naming him, cruel Selim, the father of 
Salima*, who had made away his; totheend, that an example lb frefh and fenfible might 
make the more impteffion in his Soul, and might give Mm a Stronger and jufter fear of Ms 
fon; that this affair was no wty intricate to them who had nothing rife in recommendation 
buttheJWtiiM's intereft; that tbeknowtedgof the matter being fo certain, Soliman was 
• not to expofe himfelf to the hazard of being vanquifbed by the motions of Nature in feemg Ms 
(bn, for fear of being vanquished a fecond time by Mm in a more dangerous manner; thatit 
Was not nectfary Mnftapba fbould condemn himfelf by Ms own confeffion, fince the Laws 
condemned Mm; that clemency indeed was a great vertue, but lefs needful then juftke; that 
it was never to be made ufe of but towards the weak, and the other to be always exerdfed 
againft the mighty; that in the eftate wherein things were, Mnfiapha could not be laved 
without putting the Empire in danger; that he would forget the grace which had been 
done Mm, and would ever remember the wrongs which he would think he had received; 
that having afted before out cf love and ambition, he would aft thence-forward cut of love, 
ambition, hatted, and revenge; that in fine, there was no other thoyce, but either to lave 
Mnftapba and lofe Salman, or loCe Mnftapba and Cave Saliman, which according to his 
fence was the jufter; that the Sultan had other fons to 131 up the place of Mnfiapba, but 
'that there was none that could wd! fill up the place of Saliman if he were loft. Acbmat ren¬ 
dered not himfelf to fo preffing a diScourfe; ami though the maiotaaing of Mnftapba’ $ caufe, 
after that which Rnftan had (aid, was aknoft to decUrehimfelf culpable, yet be did it with etty 
neftnefs, albeit to no purpofe: F« jealoufie troubling ibe Judgment of Sotiman t and Billing 
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afl the motfons which Nature and Vertue in(pired him with, believing withall that his fon was 
abfolutely guilty * fury tnnfported him in focb fort, as approaching to Raft an, and (peaking ^ 
foftlytohub, be pronounced the deadly and bloody fentenresgainft the deplorable Prince,and 
gave him order to go and lee it executed. 

.1 leave you to Judg, my Lord, whether this wicked man gave Stlintaa way feature to repent . 
him of fo cruel and unjnft a Commandment? or whether contrarily, be polled not with an ; 
extream precipitation to obey him ? Achmat perceived welt by h« countenance, that the or¬ 
der which he had received was not difpfeafcg to him; but he did not fofpeft, that the matter 
would have gone fofaaftily on: fothat albeit be was in fome unquietnefs at tbisproceeding, 
yet defired he to make profit of his abfence, and ftay by So liman. He no foorer few hamielf 
alone with him, but be undertook the defence of Maftapba again, when as So liman in choller 
charged him to fpeak no more to him of him. Whereupon Achmat would have retired, but 
the Saltan commanded him to ftay, and fell a walking, fometimei very fall, fometiroes more '' 
lea&irety; one while he flood looking on Achmat, without faying any thing unto him; by 
and by he lifted up his eyes to Reaven^hen foddenly turned them down to tfaeground; at lad, 
after fo violent an agitation both of body and mind, he leaned on Acbmat, and beholding 
him with more marks of grief then of anger, Mob I, faid he unto him, after I have lived until 
now, exempted from all the crimes of my PicdecelTots, be conftrained by Mattapha to lay a 
(lain upon my life? and mull it be (aid of me, thatl have dipt ray hands in the blood of my 
fan ? Achmat, furprized with this difeourfe, and wilting to malce u(e of fo good a motion* [ 
aft himfelf at his feet, and faid fo ranch unto him, that ( neither his Reafons, nor the good ■ 
nature of tins Prince, being any longer combated by the malke of Raft an) be told him with 
tears in his eyes, that he feared he had been but two well obeyed, and that his repentance came 
but too late. And then after he had cocft fled unto him the Order he had given Rafia*,he com¬ 
manded him to go with aUfpeed to revoke it. But, my Lord, there was no more time for ir, 
becaufe as foon as Raft an bad gotten permiflion to exertife his cruelty, the wicked man had 
taken four Mutes along with him, having each of them a Bow-flriog in hishand, for in that 
manner it is, as you know, that die children of the Royal Family are here put to death, and ^ 
carried them-to the Tent of Maftapha+from whom at tfaeftrflthey had required his Scymitar, ^ 
which he had given them without refiftance. This Tyger (laying without the Tent with 
them that had accompanied him, as well tokeep any body from entting, as to bear what this 
miferaUe Prince would (ay in breathing out his oft, his Executioners began to attempt the ac* 
compliflung of their charge. 

When Maftapba firft faw thefefour Mutes enter, he made no doubt but he was loft $ yet 
being ftrong and courageous, he could not refolve to fuller himfelf to be ftrangled without 
fbmedefence. Thefim that would have put the firing about bis neck, helayd at his feet, 
chelikehedidtothefecond; and having put himfelf in a pofture that he could not be (Seized 
upon behind, he not a little troubled his Executioners. He had already taken three of their 
firings from them, and it any be he might have defended himfelf fo long, till Achmat might N 
have arrived (bon enough, had not the Traytor Raftantpat his had into the Tent, and by ligns 
threatened the Mutts to do their duty. Maftapba, hearing thisvoyce, and knowing it, left 
his Executioners to go to Raft an ; which was the caufe that thofe four men fallingaU upon 
him, overthrew him the more rafily to the ground, and put the firing about his neat. This 
deplorable Prince had the leafiire yet to fay in frogling with them ( as fome of them who ac¬ 
companied Kaftan have reported) Do fo much at leaftwife, them cruel man, that I may be the 
only factifice to appeafe the rage of Rtxclana j and that my death may obtain the lives of 
danger, SarraMa and Axiamira of Stlimaa. With thefe laft words, which interceded for 
anothm life, Muftafha loft his own; and in his perfon dyed one of the greateftand moft ex¬ 
cellent Princes of the World. The people have batted abroad, how by a communiarion that 
was there, from Stliman’s Tent to Maftapha% that Prince had the cruelty to excite the 
Mores to itrungle his foa; bat very far from that, Acbmat arrived withm a moment after 
JHastapha expired, who, as I have told you, came to change the fetal Order, wh \dcRnftax ' 
hod but two wttt executed. This Prince was nofoooerdead, but Raftaa, as if fome gloty 
would haveredoundedto him by fo barbarous an aft, went to render JWimm* aoaCcompt df 
ir, without knowing ought of the alteration of his mind ; (or Achmat htd beenfoforpriaed 
aodafllifted to find this Prince, to whom he was bringing life, already dead, as-hthad not (aid 

any 
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any thing to him of a matter, which could then ferve to no pnrpofe. 

This firft motion of forrow being over, thevertuons Achmat believed that he owed the 
confervacicn of danger to the memory'of Muftaph* ; he went then with fpeed to him, foe 
fear left being acquainted with this lamentable news by another, he (bould take fome (hinge 
refolution. In the mean time the report of this death being fpread over the Camp, aU the Jo- 
nixaries came docking to Muftapba’ s Tent, where finding him dead, they rendered him aB 
the teftimonies of grin, which affedbnace Soldiers could render to their General. All the 
Commanders did the like; there were nothing but cries and lamentations; fome threw 
themfelvesupon his body, and embracing him wet him with their tears; others faid aloud, 
that they muft revenge hisdeatb, teer out Rattan's heart, remove i’s/»w4» from his Throoe, 
go and bum Roxtland'm her Serraglio, and declare Muflapha's fen Emperor, though he was 
but a child. Some again ,lefs violent and (editions, threw down their arms, made a vow never 
to bear any, and having thereof framed as it were a Trophy, which they ereded to the vert® 
of this Prince, they layd his body upon it, and abode round about it weeping the lofs they had 
fuftained. Never was there a more general confternation feen; all the Soldiers continued (bar 
and twenty hoars without eating: and if the prudence of Achmat had not (hewed it felf in this 
occafion, S oilman's Throne had been overturned, and his per fen in danger. As for us, we 
heard indeed a great noife, but It was impoflible for os to comprehend what it might be; and 
they whom Rmflan had left to guard us were fo faithful unto him, as they would not dear k 
onto us. We imagined with out (elves, that peradventure Prince Glonger, having made one 
part of the Soldiers to rile, endeavored to deliver Mn/lapba, to the end he might come after¬ 
wards and deliver us alfo; and in this eftate we were between fear and hope. In the mean 
while Rmfian was gone back to Soltman, who feeing him enter alone, demanded of him what 
f Mull atm (aid of his demency. My Lord, anfwered he mightily furprifed, Mujlapba is no 
longer in a condition ever to fay any thing to thy Highnefs that may difpieafe thee. Ah 1 in- 
fortunate that I am,and moft bale as thou art,continued Soliman, bow readily haft thou obey¬ 
ed me in a wicked a&ion ? He asked him then whether he bad not feen Achmat ; snd having 
tmderftood that he arrived not till after the death of the Prince, he Chewed &ch exaffive grief, 
as the like was never feen. Rujlan amazed at fo fudden a change, would have reprefeoted 
unto him, how much this death aflured the quiet of his Empire; but the Salt an, exceedingly 
moved withchoiler, eluded him from his prefence, and forbad him for ever appearing before 
him again. 

In the mean time Soliman not knowing whom to make his moan to about his crime and 
his misfortune, commanded Achmat to be fent for again to him. He was (ought for, and 
. found with Prince danger, much bufied in moderating the violence of his grief, for he had ac¬ 
quainted him with the death of his brother. Thefe two Princes had always loved fo dcady 
together, as never was there a more petfed and dif-intended amity then theirs ; fo that it is 
cafie to imagine the defpair Gianger was in, when he knew not only that his brother was dead 
of a violent death; but that which touched his heart more nearly, that he dyed for his fake, 
without being culpable ofanything, bat of too much loving him. Ah! my Lord, that I could 
repeat vnto you all that this sfflkfted Prince (kid in fo lamentable auadventurel but you will 
fee but two well the refen tment he had of it,by one only adion of his, without my infilling on 
the relation of his difeourfe unto you. 

Ftlixana , obferving that AxUmira and Ibrahim had their cheeks all bedewed with 
teats, aswdlasfbe, told them, that it was not time yet to (hed them all; for, Madam, (aid 
(be to the Princefs, you know that I have that dill retting to deliver, which is not unworthy 
of yoar forrow, and which without doubt will poftefs this illuftrious Bajfa with pity and 
grief. Whereupon (he held her peace to wipe her eyes, and to give them leafurc alfo to do 
as much; and when her fighsand theirs had had all the liberty could be required for them, 
and that a fad and heavy uknee had renewed their attention, (he proceeded in this fort. 
Achmat having received the Sultan's command for his repair to him, thought it was fit for 
him to obey: He left Prince Cjianger then in the guard of five or fix of his followers, with 
order carefully to obfervv him, and not to leave lum out of their fight; In going from his 
Tax to the Grand Sign Ur'/ he dUicemed the beginning of a Tumult amongft the Soldiers, he 
beard not onely their lamentations and thdr cries, but alfo the propofitions which they made, 
tguaUkRttfian, and evenagainft the Emperor hhnfcif: So that being come to him, and 
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fvrcri ting by fcts tMtsandi difcou o hisitroe repentaae&for l»Troiendas, hetepr efg i w d onto - 
-kin}, j how itwas tequifuc-for Jusfefcqy ? andifor theigoodof *hciEaqwe,^theifhi*dd'fheW -

I tbcoifal never have done, my Lord, if I fhooU repeat althbcomeriatioo onto yoat boi 
in the end Achmu havtog oibrai dxtomh*, that it ivwhot to the StmtglU they Mould 
ooodnft her, and having taade her ap p e eh mf, chatfirewooU be better at CmfhmtimfJ*, 
then in the Qanp; he rifo carifod Smrrtito to proitaife, chat (he would confirm her felf foe 
betforv So that being refebed for that whhh they cnidd not avoyd, the Prineefetttnfodt* 
(dto their voyage, and Stmito cbofe the Town of ‘prkf* for her retreat, not enduring ttf 
raanm onto Am*Q*» %Achm*t commanded chacereto be beonght, appointed men for fhnf 
coovojr, and offering hbaffiftance eokthe two PtinedTcs, Axlamir* eameffey requefttd hlGQ 
tohavcacareofPrioae Zji*»g$r t and to aiTure him, that fbeefteemed berfeif hifiidtetyarh* 
happy in bring the canfe of wntaaforcuots. After this, SmmdtowaA fire bidoaeamclRf 
amen, or to fay better, they ortdy mingled their tearatogaher, and with that dumb and 
fed language took tbekstesnai farewd.

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In the mean fpace the preparation for onr departure had not been made fo fecretly, but 
that the bruit thereof was fpread over the Camp: and whereas news do change the further 
they go from him that firft delivers them, it was noifed amongft the moft part of the Sokfi- 
i era, That they were concluding AxUmira to the Serraglio; that Sel'man purpofed tore- 
i pudiate Rexel***, and declare the Princefc Sultana Queen. In this belief they teftified fo 
' much joy, byreafonof the hatred they bare to RoxeUna, as being an Enemy to Mulish*, 
! that though (he was the mother of danger , yet koowing how dearly be had loved his bro- 
* ther, feme amongft them went inconliderately to declare this falfe and deadly news unto him. 
Henofoonerheard it, bHt bebeleeved it, and loling the little reafon he had refting, be got 
out like a mad man, fpight of them whom Achmat had left with him : and without know¬ 
ing whither be went, he found what he fought for, that is to fay, the body df Muftapka, 
which could not yet be drawn out of the Soldiers hands, who bad layd it, as I have already 
told you, upon a great heap of their arms.' As foon as GUnger approached to it, they made 
way for him to pafs tbrough.them ,-tnd redoubling their cries and lamentations, feme of them 
offered him to revenge this death, and ail of them together protefted that they would have the 
fame affedioo for him they had tajffor his brother. But he, without harkening to their com¬ 
plaints, their offers, or their prayers, throws himfelf upon his brothers body, wets him 
with his tears, then looking round about him, as it weretofeekforfomething, he efpyed a 
dagger amidft that great number of arms, which he layd hold onj and then lifting up ins 
voyce, with a more quiet countenance then before, Let fomeof you, O Soldiers (faid he) if 
the memory of Muftaph* be dear unco you, declare unto So liman, that in giving my brother 
his death, he hath put this fteel into my hand; and lecthePrincelsof Per fin know alfo, that I 
did not dye till I had loft the hope of poffefling her: faying this, be ftab'd the dagger into 
bis bearr, no body being able to prevent him, and fell down dead upon the body of his bro¬ 
ther. Alafr 1 nay Lord, I know this truth<but too well; for by. ill fortune, the charet where¬ 
in we were pafled fo neer to that place, as'I faw danger when as he ftab’d himfelf. This 
fight, and this adion then made me give a great skriek. Is there ((aid the Princefc untome, 
who did not look that way) fome more new misfortune befallen us? Ah 1 Madam, laid I 
unto her, the greateft that can happen to you in the eftatewbeivin you ate. We heard a 
redoubling then ofthewailit^s,Jameatadons, and cries of the Soldiers, who making the name 
of danger to refoond all about, faid fo much of his death, as they bad acquainted her but 
too well what this misfortune was, without putting me to the trouble of telling it her. She 
commanded the charet, wherein we were, to ftand {fill; but the confufton was fo great, and 
the noifefo dreadful, as her Order couMooc be heard; betides, they that conduced us, took 
fuch care to get us fpeedilyoutof the Camp, asl beleeve if they had beard what (he laid, 
they wotdd not have obeyed her; fo that we went away in this manner, without more par¬ 
ticularly knowing the death of this miferaible Prince: having not learnt all tint I have recount¬ 
ed unto you, and all that I (ball cell yon hereafter, till we came hither, where the generous 
Achmat imparted it unto us. 

Itiseafie, my Lord, to comprehend, what the grief ot Axiamira-was; That great and 
generous Soul, which never fainted under her own misfortunes, found it fdf then too weak, 
to fupport thofe of another. For though love bad no place in her heart, amity, companion, 
and the obligations wherein (he flood engaged to Prioce danger, produced the fame effeds 
in her upon this occafion. - What faid fhe not to teftifie her affliction 1 or to lay better, what 
did (he not thatfhe might not furtive this laftmifhapl fhe abfolutely declined the careof her 
prefervadon, fhe refilled to eat, and I dare fay, (he would never have refolved to live, if 
with my tears and prayers I bad not conjured her not to leave me in the hands of a Prince, 
which might entreat me as one culpable. It wasnot becaufel was poffeft with that fear; 
but feeing this Princefsno way fenfibleof her own confemtion, I beleeved, that the feme 
generality, which made her defpife her life, to lament anothers misfortune, would induce her 
to preferve it for the eating of mine. As indeed, after that (he fuffered me to take a cate of 
her, and without abandoning her grief, (he refolved to attend death, and not to feek it. 

We in this fort arrived at this place where we are; and where afterwards we underftood, 
thttGiangcr had no fooner ftabbed himfelf to the heart with a dagger, but the Soldiers af- 
flidion, anger, and fury redoubled far more. They which had thrown down their Arms took 
them up again, maugre the vow which they had made, and teftified bp their threats, that 

they 
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they had ftnngeddigat. Itfcemedtbtbemthat tbeyfad aftcandttni \oQt.MmfiutfUt m 
theperfon of Gisttger, for the love oftbefe two Princes was fa. generally known,. as they 
regarded him is another himfcff. This tragtqoenewswasinM^ycan^ to thc 
jwboKcdv®d k with fo much grief, as the abundance of ttarewhkhhefl^inthacoccafion 
tath almoft ri tf afc r d bis crimej and if Aebmtt had not provided for his eonfayktibn, he 
would peradventore have let the Soldiers gone on ih their fury, without applying any remedy 
unto ir. But whereas be was faithful uoto him, and had no left prudence then affection, he /• 
counfclkd him not to conceal his rears, to Ihewhimlelf .to the Js*itarits t and with hisprc- ,• 
fence tocalmaftorm, which certainly had cauGrd fome ftrange difbrder, if this Wife fervant 
hadnotdiffipated it. For the matter went fb fair* notwithstanding Achmu's providence, 
tUt the Soldiers,who would revenge the death of Mmftefhn and Gievger, feeing one part of 
their cotnpaoioas coacent themfelvcs with weeping^i and not take up-Arms againft their So* 
vertigo as they did, afiaulred them with fudr violence, as the otheta being cooftrainrd to de¬ 
fend thcmfelves, there wasfotecriUeaconfufionmrddsfght, tbtttfie.two parties.cooldnot 
be diftaigtathed;. and witb an enraged fury tb^y kitted one aaother, oot knowtng wbere>- 
fcte. Already (bmeof them wete preparing to go to, the GrAti. Sigmn's Tent, when as be 
auftd it to bepubliibed over all the Camp, tbit he deprived of att his CommaocK 

and gave thetb to the generous; Jckmat* This Dedantioo ftapeodedthe fury of the Soldi*' 
ers, who notwithstanding their defptir and rage, fooo -quitted their Arms, ta go and gather up -< 
the money which was throwmau«mgft them; t having cauted thh largefs to be given '' 

them from tteGrmdSignior, fsis werefor a recampenceof the seal they had Banned to the 
Princes.Tbis peefent liberality made them forget that of Afmftspbtp od the very ftspe Soldiers; ^ 
who Would have carfyed fireeventothe Emperors Tent, cryed live the StUttw^qwe 
taof an hour afta,when as in period be madea turnabout the Csmpi He oommsndcdihe>bo- 
iliesof the two Princes to be put, into one Coffin,and thefamebcii^ placed in a Charetrcovered 
with black vrivet.beordained them to be carried ineptt-jiadhid in the fame tomb,

In the mean 
tone he thinks of executing hn de(ign any waywhatfoever; and feeing it was hard for famt 
to remove this young Prince ftom SmttmuU, either to fade means to poyfon him, or to do 
any vmkocetoa Town, where the memory of Mujixfb* was in lb much veneration, he be¬ 
thought himtoperfwideiS'amu^thtt (bewouHaccuftoalherfelf totsketheayr, for fear 
left keeping always m that fort within doors, hre mri a ncto tt y thouldpaft unto her fan, and fe 
provd prejudicial to his hcrith. After he had gotten this Jrtocefcto yeddaneotbat which he de* 
fired, he propounded tuber a thing, which, Wry much agreeing with her lad and heavy hu¬ 
mor, feetaed to be a very fit and pkafogeittmaBXi»x for hre: whkhw«iR>gourd feed*

of the way, thac winch he eapeded wouldafforedly come to pafs, at indeed the matter fao- 
oeeded apeotdingiy. In hdpfag the Princefc into her Charet, he perfwadedtbe young Prince

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had (hewed him a Bow-ftring, and had told him that he had a Commsmd from the Grand Sig¬ 
ner to put him to death; that upon this difcoorfe the child was no whit daunted, and (aid, 
tint it was not Solman, but Heaven that would have it fo, and that therefore there was no¬ 
thing more refting for him but to obey, and yield his neck to him, as he had done with a mar¬ 
vellous conftancy; that for her part, (he had done what (he could to hinder fo horrible a (aft, 
but it was impofiible (or herj that as foon as the child was dead, his Executioner got tohorfe, 
and fled away withall fpeed; that afterwards (he could nor find in her heart to abandon this 
poor infortunate child, (or fear left fome wilde beaft (hould devour him. -Sarraida, having 
heard this woman, firft lift up her eyes to Heaven, then calling them down on the body of 
her Con, /he fuddenty dofed them up, without (hedding fo mud) as a tear, grief fuffocated her 
in fuch fort, as all that (he could fay was, Mufiapha is dead, and his fon is no longer living, let 
us follow them then willingly, fince there is nothing left for us to lo£e. After this (he never 
fpike more, but dyed in the fame place where her fon bad yielded up the ghoft: fo that they ^ 
were both carried back to Prufa, where this aeddent caufed fo general a moumiog } *nd touch- *• 
ed every one.fo fenfibly, as there was not.any teftimony of affedion, or mark of honor, which 
they of this Town did not render to the Corps of Sarraida and her fon, which of their own 
authority they layd in the Sepulchres of the ancient Emperors, a thing without example. The 
chitfeft amongift them went in all hafte to purfue the Murtherer of this young Prince, but he 
was already gotten far enough off with RnJian,v/ho no fooner underftood that his Command¬ 
ment was executed, but away he polled to carry Roxelana the news of it, who received it 
with unfpeakabte joy. 

Now whereas the Sultan was to arrive within two days, fbe counfelled him to conceal 
himfelf, until (he had appeafed his difpleafure. In the mean time (he willed him fo to order 
die matter, as it might be believed, that the death of Muftapha's fon came by the Command¬ 
ment of Solimau, for fear left he being fufpe&ed for it, (hould draw the peoples hatred upon 
him, who would eafily be perfwaded of that which they were willing (hould be. As indeed, 
the maft part were of that pinion, though it were othetwife; for that Slave oi Ruftan's not 
long fince epnfeffed it on his death bed. Saliman metis return undemanding the death of * 
Muftaphd sfon,teftifiedftgreat deal of fortow and anger for it; but Roxelana accuftomed to l 
prevailover the fpirit of this Prince, with her wiles and teats, told him, that this aftion it .may ~ 
be wasi not too much disadvantageous to the quiet of his Empire, for (he had been informed, r 
tint Sarraida, fince her being at 'Prufa, had Continually infpired her fon with thoughts' of 
revenge j that all they of that Town, whenCoever he palled through the ftreets, did nothing 
but wifb him a longer life then his father, to the end he might revenge his death, and mount 
up to a Throne which appertained unto him; that without doubt fome man zealous for his 
Highnefs hid undertaken this bold a&ion; and therefore according to her fence the Author of 
it was not to be much looked after. This difeourfe, which (hould have begot a fufpicion in . 
the mind of Selimau, perfwaded him, and was (o prevalent with him, as there was no further 
enquiry made of this crime, which confirmed the people in the opinion, that it had been com- > 
muted by his Order. After this* Roxelana did her uttermoft endeavor to obtain Raft an’& 
grace, but (he could not pofiibly do it. In the mean time the vertuous Achmat , having un¬ 
derftood more particularly theextream affedion, which Prince Muslapha and Prince Giangtr 
had born to Axiamira, to (hew how dear their memory was unto him, had obtained the per- 
million to (ee her, which he hath done as often as his occafions would fuffer him. And it is by 
him alfo that we have underftood, bow Solimau would not fince bis tetum let any body (peak 
to him of bufinefs, being in fo deep a melancholy, as Roxelana her felf with all her artifices 
could not divert him from it. 

Behold, my Lord, what hath been the fortune of Muflapha and danger, what is thePrin- 
efffes, and chat which (he hath commanded me to tell you. It is for you after this, continued 
Axiami' a , O generous Ibrahim ! not only to proteft me, asyou feem to be willing to do, 
but to counfel me alfo: For in theeftate wherein things are, I find my misfortune fo great, as 
I Know not what to defire. To continue a prifoner as I am, keeps my mind in a continual nn- 
quictnefs, not (imply for the privation of my liberty, but out of the fear I am in, left Solimau */ 
melancholy coming to ceafe, he (hould remember chat he hath heretofore found fbmeching 
that was agreeable to him in my p&ure. To wilh I may return into Ptrfia , ‘Deliment will 
not differ me, fo that not knowing fo much as what grace to demand of you * I fear that all 
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your addreft,your generofity^od yonr power, cannot find a remedy to fin* defperate mHeries. 
It is certain,Madam,anfwered Ibrahim, that it is hard to cure them throughly, but not impof- 
fible to eafe them. And then be allured her, that if he had not Ml his credit With S oilman, 
he would obtain one thing of that great ftince, which according to hfe'judgment would craft 
her to lead a more pleafingiife, till Fortune, weary of perforating her, would pehnit her to 
return into Perfia. The Princeft, not able to believe a thing wherein (he fawfo little likely- 
hood, requefted him to tell her by what means he hoped to do that which he bid: but our 
illuftriom Baffa being loth to acquaint her with his defign till he was able to execute it, be- 
fought her to difpence with him tor it, and to give him only two days to make good his word 
untohn That in the mean time (he would live adored, that whatsoever he had hitherto done 
at the only intreaty of V lama Jot would do it from thence forward,out of the foie coofidemt- 
on of her birth/ierverpie, and her merit. 

After this difeourfe they parted, Ibrahim leaving Axiamira and Fehxana with fome con- 
foist ion, and himfcif charged with extream grief, to fee that this Prince,whom he fo dearly 
loved, had been fo weak, as to (offer htmftlf to be carryed to the greateft cruelty that can be 
exercifed, he who out of his own inclination was one of the bed Princes of the world. This 
thought begetting another, the image of others misfortunes fo lively reprefented unto him 
his own, that heretumed to his Palace with fo much heavinefs, as if fomenewoccafionof 
afflicting himfelf had arrived unto him, though, to (peak rightly of things, he was capable 
of no forrow after that, which he had endured in abfencing himfcif from IfabtlU,

T Hc next day Ibrahim went to the Grand Signin', and witha dextrous dtfcourfc he gave 
bhntounderftand, that he had learned what hedurft not tci him. Bur in imparting (fab 
to him, he fee him feealfo, that he kmmted him without aeculiag faia>; and esttyfag him 
infenflbly so fpeak of Axiamira, be befoughr him to grant him one grace which he wohM 
demand of him to favor of her and FtUxann, Soilman gave not the Ba(fa feafure to explain 
his defire, but adored him that he might do what hepleafed for Axiamira ; the repentance 
of his fault, and the remembrance of his misfortune, having fo abfolutdy extinguMW the 
love which he had bom her, that if he wodd even fend her Back into Perfia, although One 
was thedaughter of his Enemy, and that (he might ferve for the good of his affairs, yet would 
he not refute toconfent unto it. My Lord, anfwered Ibrahim, I pretend to no other grace 
for Axiamira, then to make her change her prifon, in obtaining of thy Highnefe, that (he 
Buy be fa* to Bitihfa, and that (he may be entreated as a perfon of her birth. And then to 
oblige him the more to that which he requefted of him, Ibrahim acquainted him with the 
intereft which Vloma had in Felix ana : He made it appear unto himalfo, that his in this 
occafion was anoexed to that of Axiamira ; tfettitwuiequifitehefhould by his good triage 
of her juftifie himfelf to her, for the violence which Rmfian hadoffefed her, in carrying her 
forcibly away againft his Highnefs will: that (he would be in his power asweUai tSitilifa, as 
at Conjbantinofl* j but that being merer to her Country/he would receive the more comfort 
by it, and might be even the means of an advantageous peace for hisHigbbeft. 

After all thefe regions, Soliman anfwered him, that they were needfefs, fince bis entreaty 
alone fufficed to make him content to all that be could defire $ there being but one onely thing 
which he could never obtain of him. Th t grand Vifitr, not daring to be curious in ehisen- 
counter, for fear of receiving fomediftafte by it, contented himfelf with giving Soliman 
thanks, and omitting no time, he went and gave order to have a (lately equipage provided 
for Axiamira, And whereas be was exaft in all things, he tiled fuch diligence, as the day 
ufter all was in the ftate which he defired it to be.

refpondencfe with Pfinc t’Mahamed her brother, and'to procure it may be a general peace be¬ 
tween thofe two great Empires. That tot his part, be prooiifed her, to be always moft care¬ 
ful of her interefts, and not to fuller any propofitionc to be accepted, which the Sophi might 
happen to make for the drawing her out of Sehmans hands, unlefs they were fucb, as fhe 
needed not be longer afraid of the violences of Deliment. 

tsfxiamira, ravifhed with the generofity and prudence of Ibrahim, rendfedhirttathou- 
land thanks, and requeued him to furnifh her with fome means, that fhe might not be al toge¬ 
ther ingrateful. You may,"Madam,tnfwered he, not only pay me for the fervices which 1 intend 
to do you, but alfo make me beholding to you all the days of my life, provided you will fuf- 
fer your felf to be pet;fwaded, that his Highnefs had never any intention to have the Princefs 
of ‘Perjia be earrved away by force; that he hath not been violent towards Mttttapha his 
(bo, but at the inuigatiotrof others; that the ooelydefeft of this Prince is onely a facility, 
whereof love and his gentle nature are the caufes: and that in fine, he hath fo many rare qua¬ 
lities, as he is not unworthy the efteem of the incomparable Axiamira. The affedion which 
you bear to this Prince, replyed (he, juftifies, if not all that he hath done, at lead-wife alf 
his intentions. And though he be in fome fort the caufe of thegreateft part of my miferies, 
yet I promife you, 0 generous Ibrahim, to give credit rattier to your words,then to mine own 
experience ; and never to (peak of this Prince, but as you fpeakof him your felf. I wtt 
complain of Fortune, without murmuring againft Selim an • and albeit I am refoived to weep 
all my Kfc-time for the loft of thofe two ifluftrions children of his.yetwill I not accufe any 
for it but the cruel Awi/om, and the perfidious RjtUan. Tbraconverfotionlafted yet a good 
while longer, and was fpent in civility on either part. Felix ana in her particular gave lbra* 
him* worldof thanks, and allured him (he would render Vlama anexad:accouncef that 
which he had done for her, cotheend he might help to acknowledge in publifbing it, (ince 
they codcf never acquire themfelves of it other-ways. Prefently thereupon, the Grand lifter 
took his leave of the Princefs, and told her, that (he might depart the next morning, if her 
heafeb would permit her: As mdeed aB her equipage was ready accordingly, but with fijch 
magn i ficence, asif fhe had been in 'ptrfia. This excdlentjPrlncefthad made her felf to be fo 
beloved of them that guarded her, as they Could notice het part without abundance of 
tears, though they very much rejoyced for all that tqkhow, that her prifon fhould not be 
thenceforward foftrait. But amoogft the reft, Halima was fo afflifted at it, as fhe wasnoe 
lobe comforted; fhe gave her two Slaves, who had always Waited upon her during her im¬ 
prisonment V and Axiamira, in tecompence thereof, gave het a chainof Diamonds, which 
fhe had Bill kept in all her misfortunes. 

In the mean time Ibrahim had fenc away Vlanufs Slave, whom he had brought away 
from the Caffle of the (even Towers th$ day before, to advertffe his Maftef to repair to Biti¬ 
lifa, if his ftretigth would permithim, there to receive‘the Princeft. But in cafe he fhould 
notbe able fo to do, he difpatched away another man, with a command from the Grand 
Signior to aB the Governors of thofe Towns, which were upon the road, whereby fhe was 
to pals, to render her as much honor, as if (he had been the Stiltona Queen. And th e Grand 
Vtfier, to omit nothing that might be fot the Princeft of Pe^yiA's fafety^had alfo command¬ 
ed fivethoufond Janizaries to be her convoy,* whom (he found ready attending for her s 
days march from f'enfiantinople. This Princeffea jpymey had is profperpus afucceft, as 
Ibrahim had wifhed it fhould. She was received wiAa great deal or magnificence at all the 
places where (he palled, and without having anyother commodity (hen that, which the 
wearineft of fo long a way might occafion, (he arrived at Bitilifa, whither Vlama, though 
very wcakof his hurts and ficknefe, was to come to receive her, and to enjoy the fight of bis 
dear Felixana. When as he.was advertifed of dieir approach to the Town, he went forth 
to. meet die Princeft with half the Garifon ; the principal inhabitants of Bitilifa received bet 
atthegate, aod conduced her Cb Vlama’s Palace* who out of refpe£t had left it to her: fo 
as it feCmed that Axiamira was tbeGovemcft of Bitilifa , rather then that Bitilifa was the 
prifon of Axiamira. It is cade to imagine what the joy of thefe three fllufttious perfons was 
at (his interview; butveryhardtoexpreftiewetf, ef^ciallytbat which Vlama felt in find* 
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ing Tdixana agiin living and faithful, after be had bdeeved herto be dead, or inconftant. 

Bat whii'ft Ibrahim a(fwages other folks forrows, his love renders him everyday more 
unhappy. The mote he fees Seliman, the left appearance be fees of obtaining his liberty, which 
he had refolved to demand of him at his departure from Monaco. This Prince ceafed Dot 
dayly telling him, that he had been dead if he hid not returned; that he was the foul of bis 
Empire; that he could not fubiift withoat him; that fix months abfeoce of hishad been the 
cauieof more misfort'ine to him, then he had bid in all his life betides; and that in fine not 
being able to live without him, he muft refolve to dye with him. To all thefe particulars the 
illuftrions Sofia made no other anfwer then with low fubmiflioos, but by his fighs and filence 
he teftified fufficiently to the Sultan, that he expreffed not all his thought; and that the fighc 
of bis Miftrefs had rather alimented bis love, then diminiihed his unquietnefc. Neverthe¬ 
less, whereas the Grand Signior was defirous to avoyd all occafions that might conftrain him 
to rcfufe Ibrahim, he made as though hedidnot perceive his fadnefs, but eodevored to gain 
him abfolutely, and divert him from his melancholy, by all the honors, by all the liberalities, 
and all the cartfles, that a great Prince can confer on a great Minifter. But the more the Bafa 
fiwhimfelf obliged, the more afRiAion he had: He received the Sultan’s prefents, as fo ma¬ 
ny new chains, which tyed him unto him; his favors were torments unto him; and though 
in his heart he loved this Prince dearly, yet would hg not have been loved of him, fo certain 
it is that love is ftronger then amity. 

In this deplorable eftate lived Ibrahim with an extream conftraint; he dtlt no longer m 
affairs as he was wont; he dedined the world as much as he could; yea the very fight of Sa¬ 
lmon became infupportable to him; and not daring to defire of turn the power to return io- 
t o Italy, out of the opinion he bad that be fhould be denyed, he fot^ht no longer for any 
thing but onely foiitude. .It was not becaufe his grief was the lets fenfibk t6 bm by it, but 
it was becaufe he knew* that the liberty to bewail ones felf isfome kinds of confolation to 
an affliAcd perfon. At length, after be had well confulted with himlielf, he refolved to (peak 
plainly to the Grand Siguier, with an intent if he wererefufed (asbealmoft made no doubt 
budbe fhould) to abandon himfelf in fuch fort to grief, as death would beconftrained to 
fuccorhim; but he knew not, when hetookthis refotutioo, that hecould not execute it: 
for as often as he went to the Strraglio for .that purpofe, $ oilman with fo much addrefs %. 
voydedall manner of difeourfe that might carry the Bafa to fpeak to him of Ifabtlla , and 
always took fuch care to let him know the necelfity he had of his prefence, as the Grand 
Vtfitr, no longer doubting, but that Seliman would deny him if be demanded his liberty of 
him, undertook not to augment his difplcafure yet further, by the certainty of an evil, where¬ 
of he was already but too well allured.. He remaioed then without fpeaking, and (butting 
up his thoughts in his heart, he grew to be the melancholickeft man in the world. He aban¬ 
doned the are of affairs, and making to himfelf aprilbnof his Palace, he went no more a- 
broad, but now and then to go to the Serraglio, and that too very feldom. His prefence, 
which was wont to charm all Solimarit unquietnefles, now begot nothing but grief in him; 
for he faw him fo altered, his eyes fo funk into his head, bis face fo pale, his humor fo fad, 
and his fpiritfo troubled, as he could not behold him without extream difpleafure, but a dif* 
pleafure which he held to be fo much the more juft, as he knew it to be the caufe of that of 
our illuftrious Sofia. He fought neverthelefs to deceive himftlf, by laboring to be perfwaded, 
that peradventure the alteration which he faw in his dear Ibrahim, was a malady of the bo¬ 
dy, as well as of the minde; wherefore hq confulted with a Jewifh Phy lician, and an Ara¬ 
bian, about him, who, havibg fome time obferved the Bajfa without his being aware of it, 
judged the alteration, which was feeifjn him, to proceed from fome ftrange aufe, difeem- 
ing no marks or figns of a known difeafe in him. His ‘frequent fighs, the indiffereney which 
hefeemedtohaveforli‘e, and fome interrupted words which he bad fpoken, when as by 
Soliman’s order they went tovifit him, perfwaded them, that the melancholy, which ap¬ 
peared in him, was not an effeft of his temper, but of fome afHidion that troubinl his mind, 
and which queftionlefs was derived from fome violent pafiton. After fo right and fo well- 
grounded a debate, they told the Grand Signior freely, that they could not warrant Ibrahim’s 
life; that they were Pbyficians for the difeafes of the body, and not for that of the miode j 
•that in the eftate wherein the Baffa was, he was to be his own Phyfician himfelf; though, ac- 
cotgiing to their opinion, he was in terms, rather of being the caufe of bis death, then of his 
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health; doe for their parts, all they could do with their remedies wdstri fort ific Nature M 
such as they coaid; bmacknethfcioogagdfoTbktKatMhotbo^iiaot^ttialrtwcDdof 
him, and £o aancfa the rather far due the gaffa^ lobe ridef them, laid, that he wai not fiek, 
and confcqooody had no need of nmriiefc 

lotianwhciring ttiadifcoBtfe wmextsaordtiaarily grieved at it; but hcoouldeafflyappm-’ 
hendtheoeciGcnof JbrMbim'stb&mbtAy. For not feeing any rcafon that he hid cdoea£- 
tidied, batfeccheabfeoceaf tbeperfon wham beloved, hcwastd&red that low w to the 
eanfe *tf ; hfs heavineh. Jo this opinion be difaUTed hi| Pbf£ma$f howfaeic he was no 
(oonerak>ne,bnt loafing himfeb far the loft cf Ibrahim, hewfaalmdftrefiofaod toand 
adc of him trim he would have* (without coafideriog how in this ocofion, he deprived him.

we muft do all things; difoblige our friends if occafion require; apd oblige our enemies when 
the (Service we render them may ferve for our defigns. We muft then, condoned (he, fate 
Ibrahim's life at this time to obtain year re-dbblifoment; and then wevriU proceed men* 
other muwerafterwards, if it be offenfivetous. Roxtlana then propounded unto him the 
demanding of an Army of Soliman to bring away this Princefs by force, whofe abfence 
caufed Ibrahim’s fuffering: bat Raft** replyed, that as (one as one conld work by addrdi r 
norecourfe was to be bad to force; tint for him, he knew better how to beguile, then to 
fight; aod in the end, without explaining hit defign unto her; he promifed her topeiifo; 
or to bring this Princcft to (^onjiantinoflt, provided he might be (urnKbed with a man of 
war, throughly provided; and might be peamitted to fay, in the placet where he (hould a- 
board, that he was going to the King of France, in the qnalityof a Chaoux, from the Grand 
Siguier. Roxtlana, feeing Rnfian (b refolutc for this etnerpeize, fent him away, and told 
him that the next day beihlould hear from her: as indeed, the delt in fuch fort with the Grand 
Signmr , as be promifed her the grace of Rnftan, if be could perform that which (he pro¬ 
pounded to him; and this Brincerefolved even to endure thelight of him, that he might try 
to render his dear Ibrahim happy, without ablenting him from him. At firft Rmilan craved 
pardon of him, but when as Soliman prefled him to tell him,which way be hoped to make his 
defign fucceed, wherewith Roxtlana bad already acquainted him. My Lord^nfwered he, I do 
not think it a harder matter to cany away .a Princefs of Italy by force, then a Princefs of F*r-> 
fia ; wherefore let thy Highnefs be a(Tured, that if that be given me, which the Sultana With* 
out doubt hath demanded of thee for me, and that thou wile make me hope l may re-enter 
into thy fetor, Ibrahim (hall quickly be the happieft man on theEirth; for wanting nothing 
romakehim(b,buttbepolTefliooof kbit Princefs, I will bring her to him ere it be long, no 
thing fate death alone beingable to keep me from performing it. Soilman had at the begin, 
ingfotne avetfion to this violence, but coming to confidcr, that it was the ondy way to 
retain Ibrahim with him, he forgot aO other jconfideratioos. So that before he diftmfie^ 
Rnftan, he was abfokredjyrefohred to attempt the matter^ rod-therefore he affaxd tem thal 
he (hould depart within two davs: bwfo the mean tuMhecharged him to entreat the Prin. 
ccfs of Monaco; who was (he that he waste bring awly* with the dune tefffeft as hew* 
obliged to have for the Sultana Queen. 

Things being in thefe terms,the Grand Signier caufed all Rattan's equipage to be made 
ready* with all the diligence that poffibly could be; hefurohbed him likewifc with great 
ftoreof mooy and jewels, in cafe he (hould have need of it; be bad alfo tesdifpaecb; as if 
indeed he had been fent to the King of Franco, in the quality of and urging no¬ 

thing elfe fonhis voyage; he fetfidl in as favorable a feafon as might be. This happy bq^tv 
ingo(Navigacioogaveno(alfebopesto,thePilot,wfaomadefo£hu(eof the ad vantage otthe 
wmd and fair wefither, as, his veflel being ah excellent (jailer, he made this cue with a (peed, 
the like whereof hathnot been heardfpeikof mall the feat of the Levant.

Bat it ha ppened that the Princefs, having beenconftrained to got oGt^ona fat 
fome important reafons, which had obliged her thereunto, was not then at Monaco lb that 
he, who commanded in her abfence, amwetedA*/?«ap meffimger, thit.theftincefs vt her 
departure had given him order,'to let no rata of war alter jhtothe Port, as long ai 0 war 
not there. .... ; •• , : . ■' .. 


Rnftan underftanding by the return of fait skiff that (his Princefs waa not at Mor ., r 
feemed at firft to be muai afftided at it ; but foddetdy brine of another minde, bethou?

Hie matter being thus tefolved, he execatcd 
it accordingly j and taking into the main Sea again, to the end he might be feen to come from 
the Levant, he failed to Genoua, where he was received, not only as the Grand Sigr.ior's 
Chaoux, as foon as he had (hewed his difpatch, bat as one fent from a Prince, to whom the 
Republique had a great obligation. In the mean time he dextroudy enquired after the place 
where the Princefs of Monaco's Palace was; and having learnt it out, he made one of his 
Slaves watch always in the fame ftreet to difcover, whether any preparations were a making 
thereabout for a Voyage. He caufed fome to obfcrve at the Port,' whether any Galley were 
ready to fet forth, and all to be informed when die went *, In condufion, he omitted nothing 
that might fetve for his dedgn. He was certain days fo this expectation with a gtcttdealof 
impatience; but Fortune, that would not yet abandon him, furnifhed him with a far mote 
favorable occafion to carry away the Princefs, then that which he attended. 


One night, whenashewasinhisVeflel, which notwithftanding the intrehtkt of the Se¬ 
nate he would never abandon, after he had heard a dreadful noife of armed men, both at the 
Fort, and in the City, hewasadvertifed by thofe whom he had fent thither, tint all was in 


confufion there; that the gates were all open; that the Port was no longer dofed; and that 
in this diforder, it could not be comprehended who were the enemies- Ruftan making profit 
of this occafion, and others misfortunes, leaves one part of his Souldiers in his Viffel, and foU 
lowed by the other goes diredly to the Princefs Of Monaco's Palace, fets a Petard to the gate, 
blows it up, enters in with his Forces, and conduced to Ifabtlla's lodging by the voyces of 
her women, who ailed all the fervants of the houfe to their fuccor, he forces it, andlinds the 
Princefs, who firft prefented her felf, beleevingfhe fbould meet with' people that could un- 
derftand her language, and be moved with her prayers: But (he whs much amazed,- when (he 
&W they were Tnrks ; whereupon (he gave sgreatskreck, and ftepping three or four paces 
back, (he would have (led into a Cabinet, but Ruftan, who perceived it, retained her, and 
put herteto the hands of his Soldiers, 00 way doubting but it was the Princefs, as well by 
rexfon of her good afpedf, asoftheeagemefs which all her women and all her fervants (hew¬ 
ed in oppofs^ her carrying away. Neverthdefs fearing he might be miftaken, be aufed £- 
inilia, whom he (aw to be more richly apparelled then the reft, to be likewife carried away s 
fordthough it was night, yet hadall the women of Genoua their dothes on, tftingrifenoue 
of their beds upon the fearful noife they hid heard in the City. And then again it was eafie 
for tbtm to carry tvny Emilia, who feeing the Princefs bom away, did only cry out in tho 
ftreets as they went along to oblige fome to fuccor them: As indeed there were thofe, who 
(mowing her voyce would have withftood this rape, but it was in vain; for Ruftan miking 
ufe both of the valor of his men, of the diforder of,the City, and of thedarkoCfsof the night, 
caufed thefe two fair afflkfted ones to enter into his Vcflel, which had been made ready whil'ft 
he was gone to this Execution; and from thence into Daria's Galley, whereof the Trnkifb 
Slaves had rendered themfelves Matters t fothat he was no fooner aboard it, butcaufing 
themprefently to weigh Anchor, he made outof the Port, and (haped his courfe for Con. 


ftantinople. 

In the m: an time Ibrahim Hill languished, and his grief made him lead fo fad and wearifom 
«life, as the thought of death was the moft pleating to him of any other. Soliman, for his 
part, was in foexcream a melancholy, to fee bis dear Ibrahim fatter fo many miferies for the 
love of him, and the refpedt which he (hewed to him, in not demanding his liberty of him, re¬ 
doubled his grief far more: neverthelefs, how violent foever it was, the defire he had to retain 
this illnftrious Bajfa ftill with him, was yet more powerful. The hope of Rufian's return did 
many timesdiminifh his difpteafute, but the incertaint y thereof permitted him not to belong 
without unquietnefs; which augmented much mote, when u the Term, which be bad ima¬ 
gined in his mind for the execution of this enterprife, was arrived. He bdeeved that Ruftan 
had (offered Shipwreck; or that his defign had been difeovered; or that he had been killed; 
or at leaftwife retained a Prifbner. He faw that the grand Vifitrs grief abated not 3 and that 
the remedy would arrive too late,if the fuecoring of him was never fo little retarded. He had 
oftentimes a dtfire to difcover Rnftan's Voyage unto him; but the fear of aggravating his 
difpkafure,in (lead of moderating it,ftraightway xeftrsined him from it. He knew very well, 
that Ibrahim could not chufe but rejoyce at the tight of Ifabtllk ; blit he with reafoo feared, 
that he would be infinitely afflidked to know that violence fbould be offered to tbeperfbn bo 
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lb loved;slid that (be (hould be eupofed to attthe ik^seft of the Sea. So as all that Sthmm 
could do was co bewail him, and to go and fee him fometimes agamft the cuftom of the . 
Graad Sigmon* who fddonl viGt CMS fobjefts. Thefe vifittgew no great fetisfirfbou, a- 
ther to him that received them, oc to hen chat rcndred them. Ibrahim ’a HxianchoUy re¬ 
doubled by feeing that which Stlamm (hewed in his countenance; and St&mpft gaew 
the greater by obferving in his Ibrahim’s face all the figns of an extream grief; Yet would he 
(or all that conftrain himfelf fomerima j he thanked SoUataaka btagoodoefe to (urn; and if- 
fureshim, that if he could lofe hie life inferring him, he (hould dye with feme confolation. 
Stliman, feeling himfelf pierced with grief by fo kinds a difeoorfe, coold not endnre the con¬ 
tinuance of it, but was cnnfttained to quit hiin, after he hid conjured him to live for hiafako. 

The unquietnef* and fear which Saimaa was in of lofingth c Grand Fifitr , took him up 
infuchCort, asthdughtheaffairsof Vtrfa wereextreamprefling, yet could henotrefolve 
to frame any defigp, contenting him ondywith giving Vlama order to oppofe the Enemy 
as much aa he could, i he attempted any thfog; bite not to emerproe ought againft him, on- 
til he had anew aides from him. This commandment no whit difpkafedZJ/<MM; foe albeit 
he was one of thevalianteftmenof his age, yet was he very glad chat the War did nor keep 
him from abiding Come time with Axiamira and Ftlixaua. The Enemy himfelf contributed 
aMbtohisdefign; for thoagh he had gotten the advantage inthelaftoocafions, yet was he a 
long time wictmt undertaking any thing. That which caufed thb fufpenfionof Arms was 
the news, which was brought to the Stphfi Court, bow Axiamira and Felixma were in 
the hands of Seiiaua* who retained them prifonera. Thu lift drcumfhntt exceedingly trou¬ 
bled the Stfhi and Dtiimmt : they did not wonder, to know certainly that they were not 
dead, as all the world had bdeevedchemtobe; nor to underftand that they were in Tarty, 
becaufe they aforetime fidpeAed that Vlama had carryed them away; but to fee him Gene¬ 
ral of the Grand Signor't Army in Ibrakiafs abfeoce, and to hen at the feme inftant that 
hisMiftrefe was a Prifooer.was a matter which they could not comprehend. Theyrefolved 
ne v et t h e lefe to endevor to be clewed therein, by the meant of thofefecrecincdligences,which 
all great Princes have in their neighbors Courts ; and in the mean time bo make great pwpu 
fatum for ww,thRthqr ought urve their toms of them according to oucafiou. Mahmud* 
who waa acquainted with this news better then they, eeftifieda great deal of joy for it; It 
was not became hewn not lorry to know that Axiawmra and Ftlixma were in prifon, but 
having (selected diem to be dead, or in the power of Tatkmat and Dtiurnm, he was ftvifh. 
cdto underftand that they were living, and out of their tyranny j nor being able to imagine 
that two periods of that importance coold belli entreated in a place, where Vlama was fo 
powerful. Mahmud was not be alone, who was glad to know that Axiamira was not 
dead, for this Princefe waa fo generally beloved throughout that Empire, as this news being 
fpred amongft the people, every one gave fuch marks of an unfpeakabk rejoyemg, as if a me¬ 
morable victory had been obtained over the Enemy. All the women of quality of cheCky 
of Sahama, where Tathmat was refident, when as he received this advice, fent humbly to 
befeech him, if there needed a random for the redemption of the Princefs, chat he would be 
pleafed to let all their jewels fervefor a part of it; cneeming themfehres more then happy, if 
with the loft of their liberty they could buy out the Princefles. This generous mark of affefb- 
oo, which they bote to Axiamira , was not received as it deferred: for the fubtle Ttr*a* 
who was mad to fee (hat her filter left not to reign in Ptrfia* though (he was a prifonor at 
CmftamiatpU, perfwaded Tachmas, that this extream affeftion, which the people earned 
to the Princcfc, might caufe great mtfduefs in the coutinnaoce of the war j that the imprifen- 
mentof Axiamira was without doubt an artifice to deceive him; that it was without al 
likelybood that Vlama (hould be in good terms with Saimaa* and Ftlixaaa be ill entreat- 
ed; that there was fomewhat in it, which was not apprehended; that it was to be feared, 
left whjTft Axiamira (ecmed to be in prifon, (ho hid not feme intelligences in the Country; 
that if icwerefo, and that fome one (hould be fo daring as to rife, chenameof^xMawn* 
might quickly draw the people to her party; and that finally it was fit to let them know in 
good time, that tharejoyckig was criminal j yea and that Axiamira was to be dedated gni- 
evof hightteafoo, fot withdrawing her felf out of bit dominions. She added furthet to 
that to extingwlh the ardent love which the people bare the Princefs, (ha was to be taken by 
her own intgeft^o publiflung ever y where,that (he was the caufe of the war, and copfeqoent- 
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1 ly the caufe of the mine of the whole Empire; that (he alone had made Vlama revolt j and 

* that (he alone had drawn Salmon to take up Anns: fo that there needed no ranfom to re'- 

i deem her, but a puiflant Army to pluck her out of the Sultan't bands, and make an example 

1 of her to pofterity. Toe km**, having heard Perea's difeourfe, told her, that he (hw i great 

1 dddof probability in that which (he hud; and that he wurefohred to deal after that mar? 

| tier j but that (hould not keep him from dang what he could to draw home Axiamira and 

i Felix ana, by the means of an Embaffador; that it was for the dignity of the Empire to pro¬ 

ceed in that fort; and for a wife Politician always to lay the blame on the Enemy. Delimtnt 
being arrived at the end of this converfation, confirmed Tachmas yet more in hisdefignj 
having beenadvertifisd by a Governor of one of the frontire Towns, that Axiamira was no 
longer a prifoner at Conftahtiaoplt ; that (he had been conduced to Bitilifa with a 
moft magnificent Train j and that (he had been received there by Vlausa, with all the 
marks of honor that could have been rendred her in Ptrfta, This laft news touched, 
the Svphi feofibly; when be had undetftood that Felixana was a prifoner, he had atleaft 
bad the confolation to hope that Vlama (hould not fee her no more then he; but hearing that 
flie was in a Town, whereof he was Governor, jealoufie tranfported him in fucb fort, as he 
fcarccly knew what he (aid. For Dtliment, whereas he Could not be jealous, the defpigbt 
tofeebimftlf contemned, and the rage he was in for that he could not,poflefs Axiamira, 
excited as much trouble in his foul, as jealoufie did in the Stphi's. 

As for the ambitious Ten a, the onely defire that (he had to reign made her to move; and 
the (he might rife to that fupream greatoett, (he thought there was but two things wanting 
toher; tbedeathof Delimtnt, and the peoples hatred to Axiamira. For touching Ifmati 
and Mohamad, (he did not beleeve that the ftupidity of the one, and the btindnefsof the 
other, would peanut them tooppofe her. So that toeftectiteher indention, (he perfwaded 
Delimtnt , that he was at this time to hazard all things; that it was not for his honor, to 
hnovt Axiatmra was foneer the frontire, and not dohis uttermoft to draw her out of V la¬ 
ma's hands: And for Tachmas , (he made him do that which by her counfel be bad refolved 
upon He (aid before all his Court, that he took it very ill, fuch joy (hould be teftified upon 
notice had that bis daughter was in the power of his Enemy; that the belief of her death had 
toadied him left* then the news he had received that (he lived in that manner; arid then he 
pdbJiqoely declared her guilty of high Treafon, aggravating all that Perea had (lid to him. 

. But though this Manffim had feme appearance oftrutb, yet found it no credit, either with 
tb t Grandees, or the people. The violences of Delimtnt, the wickedoefiof Terca, and 
the vertue of Axiamira, were too well known to have the matter fncceed, as Tachmas hoped 
itwould. And the people, on the contrary, feeing fo great marks of animoficy in a father *- 
grind his daughter, In a fitter againft bet fitter, were readyforebel, and be carryed tofome 
mange refohition. 

In the mean time thinks of levying of Troops, and making upfo mighty an Am 

my> as, vanquiftier or vinquifhd, it (hould absolutely decide the fortune of this war; being 
refolved to dye, or to return with Axiamira. Tachmas on his fide, following his refolution, 
difpatcbes an Embafiador to the Grand Signier, to demand his daughter, and Felixana of 
Urn;offering two millions fot their ranfom, though by law be beleeved not himfelf obliged 
to givh any thing fot two perfonsj that were not pmonets of war. He fent away divers fpies 
at the fame mftaot to Bitilifa, to learn what paft.thete; but allof them reported, that the 
Priooefsand Felixana deemed to be abfolucely at liberty; that Vlama rendred them all ima¬ 
ginable civilities; and what care (oever they took therein, they could not difeover for what 
reafontbePrincds had been conduced to Bitilifa ; the people frying no other thing, but 
that it was beleeved (be was come neer unto Perfia to make propofiuons of Peace. A few 
days after, a Meffenger fent by Axiamira came and brought him a Letter from this Princefs, 
who not doubting nit that the Saphi had heard where (he was, thought it was fit fot her to 
write onto him, to the end (he might not be wanting in that duty which (he owed him, n 
bring her father. When he received this Letter, Perea and Delimtnt were there prefer*. 
Who would have obliged him not to have read it, for fear left be (hould have been moved 
therewith, but they could not prevail with him; for this Prince, provoked mote by curiofe 
ty»or the thought that he (hould finde Something in it which regarded Felixana, then by any 
bandneis* opened it, and leading it aloud, be (aw that was thus* 
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, • 1

"W FJ had gone omt of your Dominions of mine ownaccord, Ifbonld thinkmyfelf obliged to 
X a*k.yo» pardon for it ; but fince my flight it a crime of Fortune, and that I have no other 
part in it then the fn firing of the evils Which Jht bath made me endure j 1 beleeve that 
Without charging my ft If With afault. Which J have not committed, it Will/office that I 
mofl humbly tefeech you not to take it ill, if l darefaj to you, that 1 have fome confolation 
in my mitforturns, tofee that my Prifon it a Refuge for me againfl the violences 0 /Deliment, 
and that not able to bo free With you, lam at leaflruife abfent from you. Without being cul¬ 
pable of it, But , my Lord, lam but loo much, in having contrary thoughts to your si I 
know it certainly, and yet WhatfoeverJ do, it it impofftblt for me to ceaft from being faselty 
in this fort ; for methinky Reafon makes it appear to mejhat I have no aver (ion for Deliment, 
but becaufe he ftains your glory, abufet your gooduefs, thinkf of nothing but contenting hi* 
ambition, is an enemy to vert ns, and in concluflon I Wi/b him ho ill but for the love of you. 
But, my Lord, / am almofi confident, that every Word I Write is a crime j that in thinking 
to exeufe my Jelf t 1 become the more culpable ; and that injeekjng to juftifie- my canfe, I 
flgn my condemnation » ‘Permit then that my death or banijbment may be the puuijbment of 
this fault, and t hit I may befeechyou to beleeve, that the former Would befweet mete me, 
if I could hope tobe lamented of you ; and that the other Would bo infupportablt tome, if 
there Were not fame hope remaining for me, that yon will one day con font, that Axiamira may 
live with yon, and not be conftrained to be the Wife of Deliment. It is that Which ie hoped 
for, and implored of yen, ■'/ My Lord,

The reading of this Letter touched Che Sophi iir a diverfc manner ; he Felt tendernefc, coo*' 
fufior>,and anger $ and it may be if he had been done. Nature and Reafon had prevailed fo 
powerfully for Cdxiamita, at (he bad carried away the victory from her enemies; bur the 
counfeb of Perea, and the fpeeches of Deliment, wrought a dean contrary effect In him. 
Perea mid him, that it was too daring apart in her to be fo bold, as to write fuch things to 
him of aman whom he loved; that without doubt Axiamira fpake not thus, but becaufe fhe 
was well allured, that wbatfoever ranfom was offered, fhe fhould never be remitted into his 
power; that he was to teftifie a great deal of refentment for this infblent proceeding, and to 
intreat him iO whom the Princtfs had fent, who qoeftionlefc was come to Prince Mahomed, 
or as a Spy, rather then to bring him tbit Letter, which could not ferve Axiamira for ought, 
whether (he remained in the Grand Siguier's Dominions, or whether (he returned into his 
Empire. Deliment feeing the Sophi fufficienrly incenfed, took a different way from that 
which Perea had hdd, whidi yet produced the feme effect He befougbt the Sophi, with a 
firife generofity, to permit him to withdraw bimfelf from affairs, and from about him, for the 
contenting of Axiamira. But the Sophi, as Delimtnt bad rightly forecaft it, forbad him the 
further profecuting of this difeourfe, his anger redoubling fo much the more by this artifice. 
And for a conclufioo, he called the party before him, who bad brought him the Letter from 
Axiamira, charged him never to come within his Dominions again, and told him, that if he 
had not purpofed to have him carry back his Commands, he would have had him feverely pa» 
nifhed.Then he willed him to fay unco her that had fent himffor be would not call her the Prio- 
cefs, his Daughter, or Axiamira) that he had no other anfwer to make her, but that if the 
ranfoin> which he had fent to offer for her, did not bring her back into Per fa, he would go 
and fetch her in the head of an hundred thoufand men; and that in the view of fo mighty an 
Army, he would deal with her,as Soliman bad done with Muflapha, 

After tfc:? cruel anfwer, the Sophi commanded this man to be fearched, to fee whether he 
had any Letters about him for Mahomed, or his Governor: this fearch was not vain; they 
found one for the Prince, wherein what care foever Axiamira had taken that it fbotdd not 
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prejudice him if it were met wkhaU* yet had the not fufSckntly concealed the eztteam affec¬ 
tion which wa* between them, and the intelligence they had held together, when (he was at 
Amafia. So tint as fooo as it was read, it was refolved, for fear Male,*med (bould receive 
others by (ome more fecret way, to have two things done. The firfl, to change all bis Hoafe, 
to the end that having none that he could truft about him, he might not receive any news from 
Axiamira. And the fecond, to fecure his perfon, left fome abroad foould attempt that which 
was doubted from them. This defign being refolved, was quickly executed. Delimit#, ac¬ 
cording to bis wonted infolency, went himfelf to command the blind Prince from the So phi 
not to ftir out of his lodging, and to charge both his Governor and all his fervants to be gone 
from him: That done, he placed a Guard about him, and left this Prince in an afHiftioa, the 
like whereof he had never felt before. All that came near him were his Enemies Agents, and 
whether he would or no be was enforced to let them wait upon him. This detention made 
a great noife in the Sopbi’i Court, even the people themfelves were divers times about to rife; 
but amongft the reft toe Princes domefticb fervants could not endure this violence. And irt- 
deed,Mahameas Governor, having aflembled the chiefeft of them together, propounded unto 
them the enterprifingof carrying away the Prince their Matter to Bitilifa. He told them, 
that it was better to put him into the hands of a courteous enemy, as So liman was to Axia- 
mira , then taleave him in the power of a cruel and incenfed father; that as for them, if they 
continued at Sultatiiajthey would not be in (afety,but upon the leaft fufpicion that one (hould 
have of them they would be feverely punifhed; fo that as well for the confervation of the 
Prince, as for their own, they were to undertake the delivery of him. They all anfwered 
him with a great deal of zeal and iffeftion, that they were ready to expofe their lives for the 
Prince their Mafter; but that they did not think they could commodioufly do it for him. 
Whereupon this wife Governor toldihem, how he knew certainly that thofe which guarded 
him, relying on bis blindnefs, were not very exalt in keeping him ; that it being fo, the matter 
would not be very difficult, becaufe the Prince lay in a low chamber, that jetted upon the Pa¬ 
lace garden, whereof the walls were not very high t that the only difficulty was to advertife 
him not to make any noife^t fuch time as he (hould hear his chamber window opened; which 
indeed would not be very eafie to do,by reafbn the Prince could neither read that which (hould 
be written to him, nor fee the fens that might be made him, fo that be concluded (omething 
was to be left to chance; that forfomuchas concerned their getting out of the Gty, the 
Governor thereof was refolved to follow the fortune of Axiamira, and to abandon a Go¬ 
vernment, which he knew well would be taken from him in afhotttime, byreafonof the 
great attention he had teftified to this Princefi, and that fb it would be eafie for them to efeape. 
This Proportion being approved of by all, they thought of nothing elfe but of executing it. 
And whereas the nights were very dark, in regard the Moon did not (hine, they deferred it 
no further. 

The Governor of Sultama, whom Mahamti had formerly gained, chofe amongft bis Sol¬ 
diers thofe whom he believed were moft faithful to him, and without any notice taken of it, 
he placed them at one of the gates of the Gty, through which he meant to pafe. Night being 
come,iS\Mahamtda deliverers met together at a Randezvouz appointed by them;tbey brought 
ladders to enter into the garden, whereof the walls were but low, as I have already obfenred. 
For whereas Smltanio was not the refidence of the Sephi, they had not fince the lofs oiTaxris, 
as yet ereHed any magnificent buildings there. This generous Troop,patting between two Sen* 
tindSjgat into the garden without any obftade, went direftly to Mahomed*% lodging, opened 
oneofthe windows of it, without awakening him, or any of bis guard who by into anti- 
charaber andthenbewhofe voyce they thought be beft knew, entered into his dumber 
with his drawn Scymitsr in his hand, approached to his bed after be had fought for it a while, 
and though he wwened him very foftly, yet could he not fb fpeak to him, but tbathegavea 
a great skreek, and demanded with much refolution, whether Delimit" had fent to kill him. 
Mahomed (pake fb loud, that fome of his guard awaked, and made a noife amongft them- 
felves; but the Prince coming to know bis voyce that (poke to him, and whom he was allured 
was very fahhM to him, held his peace, and by his filenoe made them of the guard who were 
awake, hearing nothing any longer, to get them again to deep, believing that Mahomed had 
had fome troawefom dream, which had caufedhim to fpeak foloud; being not muchcarefol 
befides in guarding him, becaufe they had order only to keep any from fpcakrag with him, and 
brmgiog turn Letters. 1° 
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In the mean time Mahomed having underftood in few words, in what manner they would 
deliver him, fofiered himfdf to be conducted by himthatfpake to him. Ail this Troop re¬ 
ceived him with exceeding joy; but fearing left theyfbouldbe troubled withfome ao(s en¬ 
counter, as (ooo as they had put clothes upon him, Which they had brought purpofcly along 
with them,they Went out of the garden, and prefently after forth of the City. About an hun¬ 
dred paces from the eate they found horfes, which the Governor of Saltania hid caufedtobe 
there ready provided, and getting upon them, they rode away with all the fpeed that poffibly 
they could make. Bat whereas the Prince could not guide hishorfe, but was oonfiramedto 
let him be lead by another, they could not go (ofaft, but that the (econd day of tbeirjotuney 
they efpyed a Troop ofHorCe polling after them, which, being far more in number then they, 
made them beieeve, not only that tbqr were purfued,but that they were all bft; neverthdefs 
they refotved to fell their lives dearly.The Prince too,as Mind as he was^aufed a Scymi tar to be 
given him, and to the end, that if they fought^e might not ftrike his friends in ftead of his foes, 
be commanded his foUowers not to come near nun without calling him by his name; and 
whereas his eyes did not ferve lum toaf&ultany, be refolved to abide in one place, with an 
intention not to fuffer himfdf to be taken alive. But wbatfoever he could do, his people 
placed him in the midft of them, much againft his will, being refolved to dye or to fate bin. 
In the mean time the Troop, which they bdeeved to be their enemies, came ftill on, and every 
one was already preparing for defence. When as jthe (bn of the Satrap of Mefapetamia, an 
enemy to Deliment, advancing foremoft, and throwing his Scymitar to the ground, taJet them 
know that he would not fight with them, made than change their refolution of defending 
thcmfdves^nto embracing them. Prince Mahomed uoderftanding who he was, and know¬ 
ing him by his voyce, carefled him exceedingly, and learnt of him, that it was long before his 
flight was known; becaufe his guard, not having been accuftoroed to enter into ha chamber 
hut when be called them, had waited till noon without goingin; that the matter being dis¬ 
covered, Tachmat at tbefirft fbewed a great deal of fury; that Perea had done nothing but 
laugh at it, and in a bitter jeering manner bad wifhed, that Soliman would make him General 
of ms Army, to the end that a man who few fo clear, might chufe out the moft advantageous 
places forthe encamping of hisTroops; that kon Deliment, whereas he hatedhis father, he 
acenfed him for having been privy eo hit efcape; and that having been ill-intreated by the 
Stfbi, he was recited from the Court, and had commanded him to come and offer him whatfo- 
evetlay in his power, not doubting but, he had taken the refolution to repair to the place 
where Axiomtiro had already found a fan&uary; that in the mean rime it was requifice foe 
them to make away with all fpeed, in regard it might be that74cimMs had altered his deter- 
mination.tnd would refolve to have thempurfned. Prince Mahomed defired further to know 
of him who they were that accompanied him, whichproved to be the worthieftmenof the 
Court. The Prince made very much of them; and that he might not hazard perforate 
whom he was fo much obliged, he fent one of his fenrants before to Bitiiifa,to know of Axi. 
mura, whether thephee of her retreat would ootbea fafe one for them. This while they 
rode on as faft as poffibly they could: but when they were come to the uttermoft part of the 
frontire, they Bayed to hear feme news from him whom they had fent to Bitiiifa. VUm a 
came and brought it them hitnfelf; and this excellent man received Prince Mahomed with fb 
many teftimonies of joy on either fide, as they were a longtime before they could fepantre 
themfelves, or refolve to march forward. All the reft came afterwards to faluee V lam m, who 
affured them all of his fervice and protedion. Mahomed as they rode along enquired after 
Axiamira's health, buthe draft not ask him any thing of Felix ana, for fear left hefhould 
take that care for anefteA of his ancient love. And when as V lama perceived foenuch, I 
thought, my Lord, feid be unto him, that after I bad allured you how Axiamira was in the 
eftare you defired her to be, yon would have demanded of me how Ftlixana did, fince having 
heretofore judged ha worthy of your affe&ion, I might well think you would tender her that 
proof of your goodwill My dear friend, replyed Mahomed fmiling, I durft pot put my Pro¬ 
testor in mind that I had been his Rival; and though the memory of Ftlixana be infinitely 
dear to me, that which I owe to your frieodftup kept me from rendering her puUiqudy, what 
I will ever render her in my heart: Let not this difeourfe difquietyou, continued Mahomed, 
for in acknowledging that I (hall always bemlovewithtbevertue of this difcreec maid, I 
proteft to you wichall, that this love (hall never beget any other defire in my Soul, then to fee 
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her contented, tint is to wifblbe may be wife. My Lord, anfwered be, Ftlixaxd 

is fa more dangerous, snd mere to be feared then (he was, when as (be furtnounted your 
hart} (be bath charms sod beauties, which you know not, and which perad venture wilt make 
you change your rdofaitson You are hot too well affixed, repfytd Mahomed, that lama 

bad Indg of beauty, and tbat love eaten not iato my heart by tbe eye. Neither do I mean, 
aopMjnd VUm*, that vifiblebcauty which render* Felix*n* the objeA of the admiration, as 
wcMofftupid.asofwitty, of vicious, as of vertuous perfoos; but I mean that beauty, which 
« wholly celeftial j which never makes any but noble Concpefts; which touches none but 
great and generous Soubj and which, natdefttcyedbytime, begets another love, that lifts 
eternally. /a fifujxry Lad,that which I mean ss the beauty of the mind and (bulof Ftlixantt 
When fhecaptived you, (be bad wherewithal! to make one believe that her tfaooghts werc 
generous; ambition did not move her, and tbe delire to be a Queen made her not forget what 
(he had pramded. But.njy \jatdJFelix*m* hath done much more, for (be hath defpMed death 
(or Aximtir*, (he hath ezpofed her felf for her, and this me maid hath teftified to much con. 
ftancy aad generality in divers encounters, as it willbe hard for yon not to love her, when you 
(baUunderftand it. I (ball love her without doubt, repiyed Mthtmcd, but the more worth 
and vertue I (hall know in her, the more (hall I be obliged thereunto ; arid the more (hall I be 
confirmed in the resolution, wherein I have a long time been, noetoefteemmy felf happy, but 
when Vlam *(ballbe fo j nor topcetend to arty thing from Ftlixan*, bur that which (he 
cannot deny me without a crime, that is to (ay, her frkndfhip. Believe, my Lord, anfwered 
VUm*, it there needs nothing but that'to content you, you have caufe to be (atisfied(or I 
certainly know, that it would bea hard thing to judgrightly, who carries more affcAion to 
you, either Axiom#*, Felix***, or my felf. And be affined if you pleafr, my Lord, that ail 
which I have (aid to you hath been but to have the pkafure Co fpeak of Felix ***; it being 
moftaertainythat I honor her at this prefentfo highly,and that (be hath rendred the love which , 
I beat her fo pcrfeA, as jcakmfie can never have any place in my Soul* 

With fan like diftourfes Mobomtd and Vl*mo, without being heard of any but him that 
guided the Prince , beguiled the time; whil'd the rdft entertained themfehres with tbe weak, 
nets of Totilmot in (offering himlelf to bo governed in that manner, with the malice of ?w<, 
the ftupidity of Ifmscl, ana the univerCal hatred that DeHment had drawn upon him; But at 
length after they had travelled a day and an half, this Troop arrived at and Bitilif*. Aeciomr* 
Kid Felix*** were exceeding Joyful to fee Prince M*h*me4, who not able to enjoy tbe fame 
felicity, was neverthelds dunned to hear them (peak. Felix***, who loved the Prince as 
much as if he had been her brother, durft not ceftine fo much unto him; but Vl*m*, being as 
dcxtrouOy to difeover her thoughts,!! he had been in difeerning thofc of the Prince, approach*; 
ed to her, and told her laughing, that he had made certain conditions with Mokxmed, which 
he conjured her (be (hould obferve. Two fuch (age perfons, anfwered (be, could not rtfdive 
on any thing which is not juft, wherefore I think that I (ball not engage my felf inconfidertte- - 
ly, when aa I (ball promife yon not to break them. VUm* then told bet in few words what 
had paft between the Ptaxe and him, and Felix*** promtted to do that he defired; where, 
upon he left her to go and give order for the commodious lodging of all this Troop. The 
Princefs would needs fee all them that came along with the Prinee; and with her fweet car* 
riage and addre&foabfolotely gained them, as they would have eneerprized any thing for bet 
fervice. Whfl'ft (be was complementing, and VUm* giving dircAion in the Town, Felix*- 
*4 cams.to M*k*e*ed, and fuch was their coofemrion together, as it knit their friendlbip (aft 
for all their lives after. He tequefted her (be Wbuld permit him to be VUmfs confident, 
and would fiwget the mufortqnes which his bve had been the eiutc of to her j he thanked her 
fix the fervices (be had rendered to the Princefs Jxitmira j promiled always to honor her 
more then any p^lbn in the world; and without (peaking to her ef love, he gave her to un> 
daftand,tfaati%tafon had not prevailed over his inclination, he had ft ill been&'/MM's Rival; 
but it was of that power in his Soul, as he never fpake a word to Felix***, contrary to the 
promife he had made her, 10 love her no otherwise then as his lifter. 

In die mean uvpAVhim, after he had lodged the Prince in the Caftk, the reft in the moft 
commodious hpuCcs of tbe Town, and given order for the intreating of them honorably, dif- 
paccbed away amao to advertife the Grxnd Sig*m of that which had paft, and to oefeeci 
him he woidd permit that Bitififk might be apeifion foe MAmmtd, as wellu it was for 

• Axiatnira j 
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Axiamira ; undertaking to bring him bis head, if this Prince, or any of them that followed 
him, entetprized ought againft his fervice. Bat Soliman was not in an eftate of thinkme on 
theaffairsof his Empire; and the Grand Vifters melancholy was the onely thing that took up 
his minde. The Per pan Embaffador was come xo-Confiantinople, and had oftentimes do- 
manded audience, but could not obtain it. The Sultan (pent the mod of his -time at /faa> 
how's Palace ; and though this iBuftrious Baffa was extream weak, yet walked he f o m c ti m ea 
with the GrandSignior in his garden. It happened then that one morning Soliman came to 
vifit him earlier then he had ufed to do, and having made him oafs infenfibly into his great 
chamber, leaning on a Cane gamifhed with gold, which he molt commonly went with when 
he was in health, he would needs have him walk down, to the end, (aid be unto him, be 
might fortifie himfelf the better by taking the ayr. Ihrahim, who (ought not the prefcrvad- 
onof his health, did not obey the Sultan, for' the reafon alledged by him,to peri wade him 
to walk down; but cootrarily he did it, out of the belief he was in, that his weaknefe being 
exceeding great, themorehe(hou!d put bimfelf into agitation, the more would hisforaes 
diminith, and the neerer he (bould be to his grave. With fuch different defigns did the Sul¬ 
tan and the Baffa defcend into the Court; and the Grand Siguier, feemmgas though he 
would not have the Baft make too long a walk at a time, anted him to lean on the ba- 
ludrade, that divided the Court-yard of his Palace, there to reft himfelf with him. Scarcely 
bad they been there a quarter of an hour, tfben as they faw an hundred Janizaries enter, at¬ 
tired all in cloth of gold, whoranked themfelves in order on both (ides. The Grand Vifur 
furprized with this pomp, demanded of Soliman what it might be ? but he told him fending, 
that he muft behold the end of this ceremony, before he could be cleared therein. The Bay a 
then faw the Ago of the janizaries enter, who marched alone gorgeonfly apparel¬ 
ed ; He was followed by the high Treafurer, whom the Turps aH Teftardor , accompa n ied 
with an hundred Slaves, carrying two and two great maunds of (liver, all full of the richeft 
ornaments that the women of the Levant doufe. In fome of them were little hats, fet all 
over with precious flones; chopines garnifked with Turkeyfes and Rubies; fmocks embroi¬ 
dered with gold and pearl; mod fumptuous gowns, which being layd coofufedly together, 
made a pleating mixture, ofeurieddoth of gold, of doth of raver, and of vdver, whole 
ground was gold. Thelaftmaund was not open on the (ida like the reft, and appeared to be 
full of all forts of jewels, of fo exceflive a value, as there were three or four hundred thou- 
fand crowds worth of park amongft them.They which carried thefe precious prefents ranked 
themfelves all along the baluftrade, where the Sultan and Ibrahim were leaning. After this 
entred twelve charets full of young virgin Slaves, richly dothed, each of them drawn by fix 
white horfes, and driven by two Eunuches. Then followed thirty other virgins, apparelled 
io doth of gold, accompanyed with fo many black Slava, having all of them chains and col¬ 
lars of mamvegold: Thefe Slava being placed on their luxes where the Aga of the font* 
zariei appointed them, there entred next two hundred Mules laden with bangings of doth 
of gold, of fattin, of velvet, the ground Ova; with cufhions embroidered all ova, which 
are the farsof that Country; and with a great deal of other moft fumptuous furniture for 
a boufe. All this being fet in a moft marvelous orda, four and twenty men advanced, bear¬ 
ing two and two twelve coffers of China, gamifhed with gold and predous flones, who be¬ 
ing placed as the reft, made way for twelve Slava to be feen carrying Torcha in their hands, 
which were covered half way With plates of gold, and (hined more with the precious dona 
that were on them, then with the flame which confirmed them. Until then the Grand Viper 
had beheld this ceremony with a great deal of admiration and aftonifhment; but when as after 
thefe Torcha he faw twelve other Slavaarrya great Canopy of crimfon velvet, covered 
with another Canopy, higha then that, and all enriched with plata of gold, tlx curtains 
thereof dofe drawn, reaching to the very ground, hepaffed from aftonifhment togrief; 
efpecially when be faw that this Canopy was followed byaCharet, covert with cloth of 
gold, drawn by fix white horfes, and accompanyed with thirty of the faired Slava thatever 
had been feen, being aU on horfeback, with their hair hanging loofe upon their (boulders, 
and attired with as much magnificence as gallantry. For calling to minde, that this pomp 
was like unto that, which the Turkijb Emperors ufe for their own daughters, when as they 
caufetbem to be conduced to thePalacaof them, whom they give them for husbands, tie 
belecved that Soilman would at length condrain him to marry Afttria, to binde him wholly 
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to bis fervice; and in this thought he had already refolved to lofe his life, both out of a fenfe 
of love, and out of a (enfe of-Religion; before he would confent unto it. hut be was 
ftrangely furprized, when as the Grind Signior bad made a fign to rhe Aga of the Janua¬ 
ries to draw the cumins of the Canopy, to fee upon a white fteed, held by two black Slaves, 
his incomparable IfabeBa. Ah my Lord ! cryed he out in Italia^ Is not this an illufion ? 
may I beleeve that I fee ? and do not my eyes beguile me? And then lofing all refpeft in this 
encounter, he went maugre his weaknefs, and without attending Soliman’s arfwer, to help 
the Princefe off from her horfe, and to dearbimfelf throughly of the doubt whereinto this 
furprizehadput him; but he could not execute hisdefign, for the Aga of the Januaries 
had rendered him that fervice already, and had conduced her to the half pace of the ba> 
luftrade, where the Baft* received her. This Princeft bad not feenhimyet, becaufeat fuch 
time as the curtains, which concealed her, were drawn, the fight of £0 great an afiembly had 
not permitted her to mark him, though (he had carefully fought about with her eyes to finde 
him our. But when as Ibrahim advancing towards her, did by the found of bis voyce force 
her to look that way, (he had no left joy then he, though not fo much atonement: for (he 
knew well enough that he was at CenftantintpUi and (bebdeeved too that (he had been for* 
cibly brought away by his order, for Rnitan would never tell her any thing. And though 
this violent defign was not pleating to her, yet fele (he nothing bur joy for all that at this firft 
view; nor did the palenefe and change, which Ibrahim’s melancholy had painted in his free, 
any whit afflift her; being very glad to fee the marks of bis love, in thofe of his grief. Is 
• it polfible, Madam, (aid Ibrahim unto her, that I (hould once more fee the incomparable Ifa- 
beUa ? Is it from Love or Fortune that I hold this grace ? Neither from the one nor the other, 
teplyed Seliman in Italian ysho was come to the top of the half pace, but from the good-wilt 
which I bear jhee, and from the defire I have to preferve thy life. This voyce brought refpeft 
again unto Ibrahim, who told the Princefe that (he faw the greateft Monarch of the world, 
for fear (he (hould not render unto Salman the honor that wasdue to him. IfabeBa would 
inftantly have call her felf at his feet, when as this Prince railing her up, againftthecuftomof 
the Grand Signiers, and beholding her with a great deal of admiration, I do not marvel, bid 
he unto Ibrahim, that love hath been ftronger in thee then trkndlhip ; and that the fight of 
fo rated creature hath been dearer to thee then all my favors: But it is not requifite that fo 
many perlbns (hould befpeAatossaf thy felicity; rad it will becnongh, if thou (idler me 
to be partaker of it with thee. Saying fo, be commanded the Aga of the Janizaries to aaxfc 
all that had been brought thither to becarryed into Ibrahim's Palace, and to fend every one 
away but onely thofe which were to ferye the Princefs. 

In the mean time Emilia, who came in the Charet, that followed the Canopy under the 
which Ifabella had been placed, lighted our of it, rad repaired to her; the Slaves that were 
defiined to wait on her in her chamber followed heralfo, rad in that order, the Grand Sig¬ 
nier marching foremoll, rad leaving Ibrahim to \etui Ifabella. they went up the Hairs, entred 
into his chamber, and pafifed into hk Cabinet; where they were no (ooner arrived, but the 
Snltan beginning to fpeak acquainted the Bajfa t how having feen that his melancholy was in¬ 
vincible, rad knowing that the jbfence of Ifabella was the caufe thereof, he had delated to 
make it ceafe without parting with him. That betides, to the end there might be nothing 
Wanting to his felicity, he had not caufed her to be thus brought away, without confidering 
thefequel of it, and that the Princefe might live contentedly in his Empire, where (he (bould 
always have as much power as he. That for fo much as regarded her Religion,(be might not 
only be aChriftira id her heart as he wasjbut even in the fight of all the peopIe.That there were 
examples of the fame in the Otheman family; that Mahomet the fecond waS the fon of the 
Defpot of Servia’s daughter,whom Amuratb had marryed both out of love and intereft.Thac 
the fame Mahomet had mariyed the filler of the Emperor of Cenjiantinople loZogan Beg- 
lierbey of the lower Macedonia , with permiffion for her to have the exercife of her Religi¬ 
on as freely, is if Ihe had been amongft the Chriftians. That thefe examples fudiced to keep 
the people from accufing him of introducing a Novelty; but in cafe they fhould dare to mur¬ 
mur at it, he knew weU enough boWto make hhnfelf be obeyed. To all thefe particulars 
Ibrahim had nothing to fey but to thank Soliman ; for although Upon a fecond thought, the 
joy to fee IfabeUa again was croft with feme unquietnefe, yet he found no occafion to com¬ 
plain. The Princefe on her fide^comifig thus to learn,that it was not Ibrahim which had caufed 
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bee to be brought iway.wssmuch comforted therewith; being very gltd to fee chat his own 
intereft hid notcarryed him to ezpofe her to facb t violence. 

Io the mean time continued beholdtag lfabtUa with • world of admiration; for 
albeit the grief (be hid been in had a little altered herjmc the joy to fee/4r4&»,aod the ^>ka- 
tion of her Spirits, had brought a carnation into her cheeks,which corned all the marks ot her 
melancholy; and which ranked her as fair, as ever (he hid been. Tfe Grand SignUr being 
Surprized with too much attention inconfidering this Princeft,defirod at leak-wife that the 
Bajfa might not interpret it amiftj fo that to conceal it in feme fort, itmuft be acknowledge 
ed, £ud he unto him, that thou hadftresfbn to allure me, that the pi&ures, which thou haft 
placed in thy dumber, refemblcd this Princefebut very hnperfeAly; for the mote Ifeelc 
tor tbeayr and features of thofe pidures in her fane, the left companion do I fode in 
than. 

Hitherto the Frinceft had not anfwctcd so Stiimm‘% difeoatfes, few with obeyfinces and 
fubmidlons, but hearing her felf fo highly praifed, (he fell a (peaking, and humbly befcogk 
th tGrandSignitr be would be pfetfed to joftifie the love, which ibrakbm bate her, by 
feme ocher way, then by that of ha beauty. She told him, chat if he had not ftronger riaint 
then that, he would be blame-worthy (ot preferring herbefore hisHighoeft; bat without 
conbdering, either her merit, or her beauty, he was to think, that the affedioo which hecar- 
ryed to her, was one of the inevitable efle&sof fympatbyarfett. That (he reqaefted him 
tobcleevc, how Ibrahim had done nothing, bat what be could not thofe bat do; that he 
knew without doobt as well as (he, that the $ory to ferve fo great a Prince, was to be pro-* 
fared before all things; but his knowkdg being the baft of that which governed his will, 
he had abandoned Reafona party, to follow that of love. Salima* tavifbed with the wit 
of this Prmceft, defiredher to pardon him forherfoicjbte bringing away, and to remember 
that he had not undertaken it, out to Give Ibrakmds life. Sotaracanfe, aofwered the Pdn- 
cefc, could not produce a bad effed, and whttfoevercan (nt Ibrahim, can never wrong 
Jfabella. With (uch like difeoorfes, the Suits* and thriie two ilhiftrioas lovers gymained 
dwnfidves very pkafingly; but dinner time approaching, the Grand SignimtM the Saga, 
that having purpofod tobeftow the Saltani* Afltria upon him fort wife, tod hit love nor 
permitting mat he(houM be (chappy, as to have themoft excellent man upon the Earth in 
hftallyance, he would at kaft-wife bring him Ifabtlla with the feme pomp, and with the 
feme ceremony, as if (he had been fata daughter indeed. After <b obliging a difeourte, 
he retired, leaving Ifabtlla cxtreamly fedsned, both of ha wit. Us coattene, and gene- 
tofity.

A Ftcr the Grand Vifitr had waited open the Salta* forth, he returned to Ifabtlla with 
(o much tranfport and joy, as be had never fdt the like before; the liberty to be able 
to fpeak to her, without other witneflfes then Emilia, was fo fwcet onto him, chat neither 
the remembrance of what was paft, the cats of tbeprefent, the fear of the future, nor even 
the weaknets which his melancholy had brought upon him, wasfenfibie either to bis body 
orhisminde. I would undertake more exa6Hy to describe the apprebenfoos of thefe two 
illurtriouj perfons, were I not perfwaded that one had need to hive made tryal of tbelike 
mi fad ventures, and the like pkafures, before one could wotthiy acquit bimfelf thereof. After 
the firft tranfports, which unexpe&ed joys do aufe in a foul, and which for the moftjbrt do 
fomewhat disorder Readon, Ibrahim and I fab Ala. , coming Co confider the eftate wherein they 
were, found that Fortune had but gilded over cbek Irons; yet was k feme consolation m 
them, that they might wear them together. I would not follow you to CmfiaatiatfU, 
(aid ifabtlla to Ibrahim, without being yourwife; nor would I likewise that love (bald 
have canyed you to make me be forcibly brought away t but foce without yourotmybeiog 
guilty thereof, Fortune hath conduced me hither, I bava courage enough to endure this noble 
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captivity with yob, until we may meet with tome means to get out of it with honor. ' 

After many other difcourfcs Ibrahim caufed dinner to be fetvedup to the Princefs in pri¬ 
vate, during the which bewfent to give order for preparing him a lodging a t Achmat’s 
Mace, which was not far from his, intending out of refpeft to teave this wholly to the Prin- 
cels; but Ihe being inftjuitly advertifed thereof by Emilia, who had heard him give order 
for it to the Italian Slave that ferved him, (he fent for him, and conjured him not to do fo; 
I am well allured, faid (he unto him, that in the Country where we are, I (hall not da(h 
with civility to remain here with you; and I know you to be fo wife and difcrect that I can¬ 
not fear any unjuft defigns from you; withall you underftand me too well fot me to doubt* 
that you will make any ill conftru&ionof the liberty I give you: It will be enough then foe 
you to quit your lodging, without quitting your Palace unto me, which how fair foeverit is, 
cannot be agreeable to me without you* This illuftrious Baffa would not yield at firft, but 
at length he obeyed the Princefi. 

In the mean time they who (aw Ibrakim,coa\& not doubt but that Stl'man had found one 
the right remedy, which could throughly chafe away his melancholy. Mis eye was quicker, 
his countenance more lively, his fpeech ftronger, his gate morefteddy, and this change was 
fo great and fudden, that every onefpakeof it as of a prodigy. In fine, the prefence of Ifa¬ 
bella did that in a few days, which the art of the Phyficians could not do in a very long time; 
and the Grand Vifier found himfelf in fo perfefl an health,ks he had never been in a better. But 
whil'd he was happy, Soliman did not enjoy fo great a tranquillity: The fight of Ifabella 
through an inevitable fate had excited trouble in his foul. Fot whereas he bad eminently met 
in the perfon of this Princefs with all the beauties of Roxelana and Axiamir a , and a great 
deal of refemblance of both of them, efpeciallyof the lad, he could notchufebut be in all 
thepaflion for her alone, which he had been in for the other two. This great Prince render¬ 
ed not himfelf for all that without fighting; and it may be he had not been vanquilhed, if at 
the beginning he had known the forces of his Enemy. But what trouble foever the firft 
light of Ifabella brought to his heart, he thought notwithftanding that Reafon, and his 
triendfbip to Ibrahim, wbuld be ftronger then his inclination. It was not becaufe he had not 
tryed the weaknefs of the former; butforthefecond, he beleeved that nothing could over¬ 
come it. In this confidence, the. firft days of lfabelU* being at Confiantinople, and that 
Jbrtbim was not as yet in an eftateto go to the Serraglie, he continued vifiting him as he 
was wont to do: But the more he faw Ifabella, the more charming he found her ; he always 
obferved fome new grace in hen; anther wit making her (till to be more known, his paftioo 
Bill augmented the more: Howbeit he perceived not the violence and power of it, till fuch 
time as civility would no longer permit him to fee hen For the Grand Vifier having reco¬ 
vered ftrength enough to go to the SerragHo, Soliman having no more pretext to.vifit 
him, faw himfelf deprived of the fight of Ifabella , and by this privation he felt in his heart 
that this perfon alone could make up all his felicity, or all his mifery; This Prince no fooner 
knew the force of this Enemy, by which he had fuffered his foul to be furprized, but 
he would have oppofed it. Whatl faid he to himfelf, unjuft and cruel thtt I ad)* 
cannot I, after the obtaining of fo many Vi&ories abroad, vanqaifh mjrfelf this once ? 
muft I be mine own cruelleft Enemy? and rauft this predominant pafEon,ihat reigns in 
my heart, be always ftronger then Reafon? cannot I love, continued he, but I muft be 
criminal? and is my deftinyfo unlucky, that I cannot be'happy, without violating all that 
is moft (acred in the world I All the Earth yeelds me Slaves 5 the faireft women of all Greece 
are in my power, and in my SerragHo, and in the mean time I will raviftifrom the onely 
man that I love, the onely perfon that he can love, the taply perfon that can preferve bis life; 
he that,being thenobleftof men, hath ventured it an hundred times for the fa r etyof this 
Empire, and he that tatherthen be would break bis word with me, had refolved for death 
in abandoning Ifabella. Ah, no, no; let us rather dye, then confent to this unjuft paftion; 
let us deprive our felves for ever of that which onely can make us happy* fince we cannot be 
fo without ingratitude and bafenefs. 

After fo jolt a te af ooiog, Soliman (cetned fometitnes to be eafed, and to have taken an im- • 
movable refolntion to think no more of Ifabella'* charms. But her image no fooner pre- 
fented it (elf tohisminde, but changing his tefdution* he alfo changed his difeourfe. I 
know very-well, (aid hejregarding thmgsas l do, that I owe much to Ibtabim, but I know 
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withsll, that I owe very much to my (tlf. It isnot always reffemhfe for ope t# give (umftlf 
death to fave the life of his friend; I am not ignorant that friepdfhip ought to be firm, but 
yet i know, that bve hath not ufed torffpedit. And then again, who knows wither 
Ibrahim willyeeld Ifabella to me ? he that could refolve to leave her at Mown to return [q 
Confiantwple, mayperad venture yetld her to me for the Caving of my life* For- what out 
a man do left for me, whom I have drawn out of Irons, and from the grave, and have made 
the mightieft man in my Empire ? Let os love then, (aid he, fince we may do it without a 
crime. Bat alafc 1 continued he, when s$ Ibrahim hath cpnfented to my love, I have not 
vanqaifhed Ifabella ; and then he called tp minde the conftipey which (he hid (hewed ever 
fince the firft day chat (be had begun to love Ibrahim. This difficulty for aQ that feemed not 
(o great unto him, but that he hoped to overcome it, if he could abfept the Grand Vifipe % 
as the affairs of Perfia deemed to require,. Whereupon he framed the defign of if, after hq 
had a long time combated in himfelf, and prepared to give *udto«e to the Embaflador the 
Sophi had fent to demand Axiamir* and f kix4*>4 of him j feeming to have no other thought 
then that of the affairs of Perfia, nor other object, but the good of his Empire. Hf alfp let 
Vlama know, that wh« he had demanded for Mabamd was granted him; and the care 
of his State deemed to take him up in (ugh fort, as albeit he became very mebneheliquf, and 
that his countenance was altered, Ibrahim fofpefted no other thing, but that the incy* 
tainty wherein he was, whether he (hould make ufe of the perfona of 4xi*wk«, Atakamed, 
spd Felix**a, whom be had in his hands, for the making of (pipe proportions of peace, 
beesufe he was prefled by the affairs of Hu>\garj, ot that he (hould continue the War of 
Perfia . 

In the mean time Ibrahim and //kMW.confidering their fortune, could not well imagine 
by what way they might obtain their liberty; it being incredible that Solium (hould be cam 
ryed to the defign of forcibly bringing away the frincefs, for to let her return again into her 
Country, and to deprive himfelf for ever of a man, from whom he feemed to be udryarabk- 
So as not knowing what to do, or wb*t to rtfolvc w, the Vifim propoBnded unto 
her, confideriog the eftate whww things w*ew that (he would permit him to make one 
warlike voyage more agaiaft the Perfiaw; to the f nd.tfeM having repaired the ditodan which 
his abfcnce had canted in that Kingdom, he might at h« return come tndmft himfelf at the 
Sultan's fcei, and demand for a toward of hfcviftori«one(yth« liberty of returning into 
his Country; wkh the refutation, that if hs did not giant that which he dqfired of him, not 
to be more generous then he, and to obtain that by flight which he hid refuted him, fince, as 
it feemed to him, he might do it without injuftice. At firft this propufittan furprtaed If«b4-. 
la •, and her heart petfwaded her, that Ibrahim had not Rea (on on fo$ fide. What, faid (he, 
will you always abandon me ? and will you. finds no place in all the world where we may 
live together ? when you were come to Aiewtto, you quitted me to return untp Cepftath, 
tine pie ; and. now tot Fortune hath brought me thither, you will abandon me to go imp 
Perfia; but with that ^ievous difference, that when t$ you quitted me at you kft 

me in my Country; your perfon ww the onely th»g thit l loft; your abftnuc made up aft 
my grief; and fear found no place in my foul but for the love of you> Bur tachis encounter 
I have esufe to be afraid of sU things. You will abandon, rh in a Country, whole language, 
manners, cuftoms, and Religion, ire different from ours, and where venue is not found but 
fo the perfon of Soilman. I will not make ufe, continued, (he, of the Rtafons, which you 
made ufe of, when you would not kerne come to Cmfimmop.h t in making mcconfider 
what would become of me tf it happened that you (hould dye; But that is not my fear, fee¬ 
ing it is certain, that in what place foever of the Earth, this misfortune (hould strive unm me, 
1 fhould always be equally fcdnblrof it; thit nothing can iocteafc ot dtaiindh my grief; 
chat I (hall everywhere findetbe remedy to fioifli it; and thsnnydrith would without 
doubt keep me from regretting yours. I do not fear youfopuld dye without me, but I an? 
afraid to live without you. Dq not think than of abuodpning me, and if you will go inn? 
Perfia, fuffer me to go along with you.

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Upon thefe and many other reafons the Priricefs refolved for this grievous reparation, and 
Ibrahim having left her, after they had made new proteftationsof fidelity the one to the- 
other, he went onto Soliman to begin the preparing of his minde to the war of Per fa. This 
IJrince, who never fwerved from the way of vertue but by conftraint, had fought fo mighti¬ 
ly with the paffion wherein be was for Ifabtlla, as he might perchance have defeated it, or 
at leaft-wife have never made (hew of it, had not the Grind Viper himfelf contributed to 
fan own misfortune, in propounding unto him his fending him again into Perjta. For where¬ 
as it is very difficult to rejeft that which may fatisfie us, it was impoffible for the Suits* to 
refufe that which Ibrahim offered. He had had ftrength enough, after a long combine, and 
after he had an hundred times changed his opinion, to refdvenot to propound this voyage 
unto him, fince he could not undertake it without quitting Ifabtlla ; but be had not enough 
not toacceptof that which could content his paffion. He determined for all that, bccaufe 
the matter regarded the good of his Empire, to have it propofed in the Divane, to the end 
the people fhould not murmur, and might know that he had not preferred war before peace, 
until he had well examined the importance of it. 

The day following at feven of the dock in the morning, twelve thoufand Janizaries ap¬ 
peared in Arms in the great Court of thcStrraglp ; for in regard it was aCouncd of War, 
where the Grand SigviorsfB&ed in pcrfon, there was more ceremony ufed then in theZfc- 
vana, which was accuftomed to be held for affairs of peace; the Halts of extraordinary au¬ 
diences were opened, and hung with the richeft hangings that the Grand Siguier had. There 
wasfeenatoneend, under a doth of State of curled doth of gold, a Throne, railed four de¬ 
grees high, covered with gold Tinfcl, and inthemidft of it fourcufhionsqf the feme fluff, 
fathisHighnefetofitupon. All along the Hall were little low feats, adorned with doth of 
filver, forthe placing of all the Officers of the Empire, who came thither very early, in the 
rjcbeft and braveft apparel that they had. The Btglierbtjs of Natalia and Lavandali, with 
thofe of Amafia, bf Cairo, Stria, £ nr ope, and Romtlia, were prefent there; fowerealfo 
th t Capita* Baja Governor of {fonftantinefle, and all the chiefeft Sangiact, namely of 
Marta, of Nicopeli, Tloilopali, Trie old, Ntgrepont, and others; the Aga of the Janizaries 
was like wife there, together with the Tefaueregibajft, to execute his charge of principal Se¬ 
cretary of State if need required: In conclulion, there was not any of allthe Officers of the 
Tnrkijb Monarchy lacking there, but ondy Rnfian, who was not yet fo well rc-eftabWhed, 
•as to be prefent at Ceremonies. After they were placed according to their degrees, and that 
to manifeft the more greatnefe and refped they haul attended a long time with an extraordi¬ 
nary filcnce, the two CapigibaJJt, or Captains of the Port, entred into the Hall richly dad, 
having each of them in bis hand, for a mark of their charge, an Indian Cane gamifhed with 
gold and ftones, and weutandftood on either fide of Soilmans Throne: After them entred 
the Grand Vifier, Ibrahim, as being chief Bajfa, matching alone two paces before the Sul¬ 
tan, whom two Bajftf s fapported under the Arms, and behinde him three of the children 
of honor, who waited on him in his chamber, and carryeda great cufaion of doth of gold, 
aUfet with precious ftones of an ineftimable value: Next after followed a many of other Of¬ 
ficers of theEmpire, and a great part of the principal Eunuchs of the Serraglie. When as 
the Grand Siguier appeared, all they that were in tne Hall, both on the right and the feft hand, 
rofeup j and aj he parted by them, they feluted him after thrir maim: r,with their handsacrofe 
on their brefts,snd bowing their heads down even to the ground./^*fe'w,who marched forc- 
moft, mounted up to the Throne, whither the two BajfSs conduced Salima* , who being 
fee, cufed our illuftrious Bajfa to be placed at his feet upon the higheft ftep; upon the fecood 
on the left hand the two BaffSs that had led him, with the Cadtltfcber of Greece ; and on 
the right the Vafa of the Sea, snd the fadilefchtr of Natalis ; the three children of ho¬ 
nor, after; they had fet down the cufbion which they had brought behinde him, retired to the 
Eunuchs j and the Capigibaffi feated tbemfelves on the bwefl ftep, at the feet of the Bajfa’t, 
M (oaav the Grand Signior tad made tdgn with his hand for every one to fit down, each 
one re-aflumed his place, after they had agaki made a low obey fence to the Sultan, and 
keeping a moft extraordinary fikneefot fo great an afiembly, they continued a while*in this 
fort, as it were attending the Grand Siguier's Commands; who after he had thooghe a little 
of what he was to fey, began to fpeak unto them. He told them, that although he could re- 
folveaU things by his abfoluce power, yet in regard iccoocernedthe glory of his Arms, tbs 

greatnefe 
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gtotneftof bis Empire, and the goodof Uiftibjefts, be would not fame any defigb with* 
outcommunicating who themthematterhehad in hand; to the end disc hiving acquainted 
them with the importance of it, they might give Um faithful and dfcioterclfed counfeL 
After that* be reprefemed unto them the victories which he bed obtained over the Persons 
tluwngh the valor of lbrskim; and thm, the mifavenmres. which hkabfenoeend T/famth 
butt bed eeufed in that Country. He «oW ehemtbu nothing refted of *H biseowmefti, but ' 
the remembrance tbit they bid beenmade: and whereas be hid «n intention to any them 
to a war, be aggravated with a great deal of vchemtnty, howfhameful it would be to the 
Empire to make peace after they had been Uft beaten. He cold them wkhati notwitbftMd. 
fag, that having the Priocefa Aoiomiro the daughter of the SifkifwA Prince Mohoxui 
bis fon, in his hands, he was in an eftate, if they thought fit, to tender popofitiooipf peace 
wtoTochmot; bw that they fbould well examine before-hand, whether that would not bo 
di&onorable; and that they fbould remember, how in poblique interetts particuhn intercfts 
were net always to be eonftkrcd* and that the glory of the Empire was to be preferred a- 
bove all things, 

After be had fpofceo thus unto them, be commanded them to deliver their Opinions, which 
proved not to be alike, for they wem sttmrryed by different thoughts. Some, won by Rtx«+ 
Wand Ruflo*, oppofod the voyage of perfio ; others, for the fok intcreft of the people, 
were of the fame opinion; fome again, to pleafc the £ «//«»£ounfelled the war; and others, 
for their particular imeteftHkewife,oppofed peace. Vet did they not for all that deliver thak 
Opinions cumultuoufly, 001 without giving reafon* for them; but contracily keeping a aoar* * 
vaous decorum in chk Conned, they fpake all faveratly, and wkheae precipitation. fine 
whereas, according to theoeder whidi is obfcrved amongft the Turk/, Ibrahim was to de¬ 
liver hie Opinion firft, aa being the chief indignity, he was already preparing to (peak, when 
mMochmof, CodiltfthtrcS Nott/io, who had been fubomed by jtoxtla**, befoughe his 
Highoefa, that ft* this time onely that cufaom might not be followed, to the end that the 
Ops***, which Iboold bs given in this occalion, might be the more fincerc. For, my Lotd, 
faid he unto him, I am allured if the noble Ibrahim propounds his Opinion firft, that it will 
be impoffibtefotmoto deliver odne, If ft happen to be contrary to Mi; not tecanfe I can¬ 
not take the liberty to contradift him if I could, for I know his gmaoGty too well for that; 
butbeaufe bit Reafon renders fcfelf foabfotatea Miftrefcof mothers, askia uot poffiUe 
foronetoconfarvehisownfapfa. A man cannot defend bimfelf from him; he penwadaa 
whatibever be pleated** and oneemnoe chute but gainfay in his minde h» own Opinions. 
/* fme t my Lord, whether it be fee the love that k bom him, or for thereafonathacl have 
aUedged, I am very certain, if the generous Ibrahim (peaks firft, that bia vote will carryall 
the tw; that there will be but one Opinion found in the whole AfTembly; and that indue 
feat, thy HigbnefewiU not know out true fence, but wiltonely underftsnd/fr*&Vs, which 
doubtkfe we (ball but fey over again. Itisnptbecwfe Jdooottekmbiscounfcltobebefrr 
tar then any other that can be given due; but I conceive, that for divencaufes, which re¬ 
gard Ibrnbim bimfelf, itkrequifite thoufhouMft leave us to be guided by our own Rcafoo. 

In this fort it wu that the fubtle Mochmot, inftro&ed by the cunning Rtxtltmo, got 
the order of the Diruoo* to be changed; for though ifcispropofition difpteafed tbeGra*i Sig- 
niar, yet dwft he not foe all that rejeftk; ana fomuch the left, beaufe IbrohimhuB&i 
befascbthkHighaefetlwc k might tefo,aftate had rwwkh&nding odd Mubmxt, that 
he was notfo eloquent, ashewoold mske him bekeve; and that he wu perfwaded dfo, 
how all thofe which he few there, whom the honored with his pretence, didooc re¬ 

gard my thing, 00 more then he, but cho mttmfts of the Empire, and the gfory of hk 
Highoefa. 

After this, t be Bojf* Pioli fpake firft, and wasof the opinion, that no proportions of 
peuce fbould be tendred, in regard they hid been laft beaten; but wiehall he was of the 
naiode, that withqut makingfuch great pteparattow forwar, they fbould onely ftand upon 
the defenfivc, and aetaio VaaceAiohomod and the Pdncefa Axiamira, whereby without 
doubt tbe^fa woddfoonbebrou^ttolpeakfidl of this peace, which thenmigfitbeac* 
copied of, if it were propounded nidi rca foo abfe conditions. Stonier Couton Safa 
fpeakingin Jus cum, laid, that a$sacVrinfle«nd a great Polkian fbould ucvOr be contented 
with befog in aocfigK of defending Jumfelf; d»: he fbould always either carry the war to his 
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Enemies, or hot make it at all; chat it was better to make peace, then not to make conqueft* { 
that not to slM ones Enemy, when one was in Anm, was in a manner to be vanquifbed, 
or at leaft-wife to teftifiefear,ot weaknets • that in this occafion he did not fee there was any 
choycetobemade; that it woald be without example to make propofitions of peace to a 
Prince, who was contented to offer two millions for the ranfom of his daughter and Felix*. 
m; and that it vyodd fhew much imprudence, not to prepare for war, after the refnfal of 
them to him: fo that in regard they were not to be rendred becaufe they were not prifoners 
of war, nor to be kept without being in a condition to defend them, his advice was, that to 
obtain peace, and oblige Taclmat to demand it, an Army of five hundred thoufand men was 
tobelevyed, rothe end that hear might any him to propound it advantageoufly for the 
Txrkijb Empire. 

Macbmnt, Cadiltfchtr of Natolia, faid, that whereas it was never counted adefignei. 
therbafe or (hameful in a Prince to procure the peace of his fubjeCts, he cooceived that if it 
were poffible to make ufe of the perfonsof Prince MabameJ and the Princefs Axiamira for 
the obtaining thereof, it was to be done: and fo much the rather, becaufe in continuing this 
war, the treafures of the State would be unprofitably exhaufted; the power of the Sultan 
would be impaired bytheiofsof the Janizaries which would perifh in it; yea and the ho¬ 
nor of theArmsof the Empire would be once again hazarded: and all thiswithoae attend¬ 
ing any recompence from it, it being abfoiutely impoflible tomaincain the conquefts that 
were made in Perfta, whereof Hiftory gave fufficient proof; and therefore if war were to 
be made,, that it was better to fall upon the Chriftians with an Army of five hundred tboU- 
landmen; which would ftrike fear into all Ear eft, amplifie the limits of the Empire, and 
eternize the name of Soliman t rather then to lofe them to no purpofe: How it would bea 
(hame to fee one day in Hiftory, that Soliman had warred a long time againft the Sopbi • that 
atfeveral times he bad led millions of men into Terfia, and after aU, that there fhould not be 
remaining under the dominion of his fucceffors, fomuch as one foot of ground of thecon- 
quefts he had made there. Finally he concluded, that not this war; but the other, was to be 
thought on. 

Ifitf, CaeUlefcher of Greece, maintained this Opinion, thoughobt of a different meaning; % 
for the former wascarryed by the perfwaGons of Rexeletna, and be by the foie coofideration. 
of thepublique good. But he added to the others Reafons, that if the war of Perfia conti¬ 
nued longer, whole Provinces might revolt, by reafonof the poverty whereunto the inter¬ 
ruption of commerce would reduce them; in lb much that this forrairayar might caufe a civil, 
more dangerous and more deadly then the other; that if this mifauef fhould arrive, as the 
murmuring of the people feemed to threaten, they fhould then be conftrained to propound a 
fhameful peace to Tachmae, who it may be, to make ufe of this advantage, would not ac¬ 
cept of it; that fo they fhould have Enemies both without and within, whit'll the Chrifti- 
ans, which were but Tributaries of the Empire, might poffibly undertake to fhake off the 
yokewhichhad beenlayd upon them; and that all Chrillendom befkles might perad venture 
unite their forces together, feeing Soliman buffed elfewhere, to reconquer that which had 
been taken from them. 

Halt, the Bajfa of the Sea, was of theopinion, that not onely there fhould no Articles 
of peace be propounded, that not onely there fhould be preparations for war, but even that 
no propofidoris from the Sopbi fhould be accepted of, if he happened to make any. How 
it Was iuft that Soliman fhould furpafshis predeceflors in fometbing; that they had con¬ 
quered from the Chriftians, as well as he; buttbat none had confcrved that which they had 
won from the c Ptrfiant ; chat it was for him to change this order; that it was a weak rea- 
fontofay, that fioce they had conferved tbemfelves till then mangle all the Otbeman power, 
and that the viftorious Selim, his Highnefs Father, had yanqoifhed them with lofs, therefore 
one could do no more; that contrarily it was a mark their mine was neer; that Empires had 
their ages as well as men, and being fubfed to the revolutions of fortune, it was credible 
that this extraordinary conftancy, which fhe had (hewed in protecting of the Perfians, 
would quickly change; that it being (b, it was not to be doubted but that this illoftrious vic¬ 
tory was referred for the greateft Prince, that hath been fince Alexander, the moft renown¬ 
ed Hero's of antiquity, and the moft in veneration araongft the Turks; that the Empire of 
the Perfiatu was not fbflourifhing ask was at fuch time as k was overthrown, nor Soliman 
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left valiant, then he who had conquered it; that in fine it was reafonable, after the Sultan 
' had travelled fo much for the felicity of his Subjefts, that his Subjefts alfo fhould do fome- 
thing for his glory: fo as tie Was of the opinion, that without confidering whether the people 
murmured or no, an expedition fhould be made into Ttrfia with all the Forces of the 
Empire. 

AchmatBafa, fpeaking in his courfe, coofented indeed to the voyage of Perfta, but not 
to the dcfign of impairing the Empire on all parts, to make new conquers on that fide; fince 
without hazarding any lofsof the one fide to gain on the other, there needed no more then to 
oblige Ibrahim to make one journey more thither; that it was without doubt from his hand 
Soliman was to attend this viftory; that it waseafie to judg of the future by things paft; 
and that the Sultan without venturing any thing, and to retain both hiS Subjeds and his Tri¬ 
butaries in their duties, fhould'abide at Confantimople, as in the center of his Empire, to give 
order for all things, and toprepare Crowns and Triumphs lot the illuftrious Baft, who would 
without queftion return Conqueror of Perfta. 

Next was the Beflier bey of Romtlia of the fame opinion; He of Carr e Concurred with 
him; and all the reft being divided amongft the feaven that had already fpoken, it was for 
Ibrahim to deliver his advice; but he was conftrained to attend I little, becaufe Macbmut 
faid a fecond time to maintain his firft opinion, that it Would be a flume to be expofed to the 
lots of the advantage which they had over the Chriftians. Achmat anfwered, that it would 
be a greater to demand peace after they were beaten. The Bafa Tiali added, that extream 
refolutions were dangerous to Monarchies; and thlt in the end Princes, which loved their 
Sobjefts, and whofe Empire was great enough, ought not to make War, but for the procuring 
of peaces Ifuf, tofortifie this opinion, faid further, that the people were not to be fo little 
confiderable with the Emperor, fince from them came his riches, his force, his power, and his 
greatnefs; that the people had in fome parts of the world been happy without Kings, but no 
Kings could be fo without Sub jefts: He faid like wife, that prudence never did anything 
pKcipitoufly, and {till would have the Prince fpare the blood of his people. But the Bafa 
of the Sea replyed, that it was oftentimes juft and necefTaty to lofe one part of his Subjects tor 
the preservation of the other; and that an Empire was a great Body, for the maintenance 
whereof all things might be done, without confiderfog particular interefts. , Scantier added, 
that a great Prince was never to make peace but with the fword in his hand, and that the way 
to keep the people froni^nurmuring, Was to make it advantageoufly; that for theeffefting 
thereof five hundred tbohfand men were to be raifed, to the end they might obtain that by 
force which could not be obtained by any other mean. 

This Bafa having given over fpeaking, Ibrahim repeated in order all the opinions that 
had been given; he confuted that of the Bafa Piali; approved that of Scander Capt an 
Bafa ; mightily oppofed Macbmut' & advice, as alfo that of Ifuf; commended the generous 
refolutions of Alt the Bafa of the Sea, and the prudent confederations of Achmat, with ex¬ 
ception nevertheless of the praifes he had given him. But at length for a condufion he faid, 
that great Princes were always to give peace, and not to demand it; that if Solman‘% children 
had happened to have been the Soph's prifoners, all that could then have been done was but to 
propound it; and that tvextTachmat was fo generous as not to do it, though Prince Ma, 
homed and the Princefs Axidmira were in his Highnefs hands; that it was a gallant thing in 
the Vi Sorious to fpeak of Peace, becaufe they thereby demonftrated, that the foie defire of 
glory had made them fight; but that it was always (hameful, how fpecious a pretext foever 
might be taken up for it, to fpeak of peace, when as one had been beaten. That this were to 
yield up the Vidory, and to render ones arms to his Enemy, to implore the pity of the Con¬ 
queror, toaugmene the courage of his adverfaries,, to weaken that of his Soldiers, and tvtnto 
expofe himfelf to the hazard of having done an unworthy aft unprofitably; that befides, the 
only mean to keep Chriftendom from uniting their Forces for the deftrnftion of the Turkifi 
Empire, was to let it breathe a little after fo much War, becaufe if it were further provoked, 
it might peradventure do that which it would not do, were it left in reft; that it was many 
times dangerous to profecute ones enemies too much; that tempting Fortune fo often, (he 
might be weary of favoring, and at laft abandon thofe whom (he had protected; that to keep 
her from changing,we were to change our defign, and fuffer our felves to be condufted by her^ 
and not force her to follow us; that after all, be did not find, that any deliberation was t j be. 

Maun had 
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hadron the matter in queftion ; that Tachmat being barms, and offering no Proportion 
of Peace, albeit his Children were under the power of ms Highnefi, it would be an unheard of 
and fhameful thing co dunk of it, cfpecially if it might be remembred, that k was not 
yet a year fince Soliman had been crowned King of Ttr/ia at Bardtt ; that it would not be a 
flume for the Suit** to make no more Conquels upon the Chriftians, but that it would be • 
great one foChim to let bimfeU bevanquifhedby the at kafiwife to demand Peace 

of them; that for fo much as regarded Prince Mabamtd and the Prmcefs Axiamra, in the 
eflate wherein things were, they could not be rendred upon any conditions; yea, and that it 
would be moft unworthily done to remit them bto the bands of the Srpbi for the making of 
Peace, becaufe they were not prifbners of War, but contrarily were perfons fled for rcfcge; 
that Soliman was therefore to protect them, to mak^ War both for their fakes, and alfb that 
he might not be bgrateful to Vlama,vrbofc Fortune .was conjoyned to Ftlixan’t ; that the 
War had never had more /after grounds, then fince the tune that thePrincefs Axiamira, 
Prince Mabamtd, and Ftlixana, were in the power of the Suit** • that one of the prime du¬ 
des of a King, was to protect the oppsefied; and that to this encounter there was too fair an 
occafionprefented,tobeloft; that as for him, be oflered^fhis Highnefs pieced, to return unto 
this War, and not to fpare, either his care, ids blood, or his life. Tor reftoring the hooor of his 
arms to the point, whereto it bad been. 

Ibrahim had no (ooner made an end of fpmking, but they, who had been of a contrary 
Opinion to his,feeing the Grand Sigmtr ftvor his party, began to change theirs to a ppear an ce; 
profit Sing that hisreafen had cleared theirs. And Machmxt was he alone, who leaning to 
yield as the left, oppofed himfelf ftill notwithftandtog to this refblution: But Soliman having 
made a fign to him to hokj hispeac^he keptfiknceas well as theteft of theaflembiy; and the 
Grand Signior, having comnanded the bringing in of tbeTtrfian Embaffador, fpakefaftiy 
to Ibrahim, but yet fitufhed his difcourfe aloud in giving him order to anfwer this Embafladot 
according to hb fence; fo that as fooo u he appeared, the grand Vifier rofe up, and after he 
had made a low obeifance to the Sultan, he told him how he wu to afTore the Stpbi his Ma- J 
fter from his Higfanefe, that his Stott (hotdd always be an inviolable fenduary to all oppreflcd 
Princes; that thePrincefs Axiamira and Ftlixana being no prifoners of War, tht Grand 
Sigmtr, far from accepting the ranfom which was offered for them, declared by him, that he 
would become their Protcdor, as well ts Prince Mahamedt ; and that he would fhortly go 
with a very inighty Army to execute his Highnefs Commands, and td fee Juftice readied to 
thefe exiled Princes. The Ptrfian Embaffedor thereupon labored to make it appear, that 
Axiamira not having been totreated as a perfon fled for refuge, fince fhe had been inprifoo, 
wastobetakenforaprifooer ofWar; and for acondufionhc added, that if fbc were not 
delivered up, the Safii would come with an Army of two hundred thoufand men to make her 
be rendred unto him. But th e grand Vifitr having anfwered him, that he would lave him 
the labor of coming fo fir, and that be would go and meet him even to his own Coontry, he 
was conftratoed to withdraw, as he did with fatisfadioa little enough. He was no (boner 
gone forth, but the Grand Signitr uo(c, after he had commanded the Officers of the Empire* 
in all things to obey Ibrahim, as if it were himfelf, and in particular the Bajfa of the Sea to 
prepare for his departure with the Naval Army, to go and fall upon Mingrelia, of purpofe to 
mane adiverfioo, and divide the Enemies Fotces. 

After this Commsndment,the Sultan returned in the feme order as he came,ordy one of the 
Gafigibajfi remained in the Hail, to the end that according to the enftom he might caufe all 
thofe, which had affifted in this extraordinary Councel, to be preferred with a rich Gown, 
which is given to all the Officers of the Monarchy, from the Grand Sigmtr, fo often 

as he honoretb the Divant with his prefeoce, which happens but feldom. The two Baffa'i 
which conduced the Emperor having left him alone with Ibrahim, lie told him that there 
refted nothing for Urn now but to mite his leave of IfabeUa, becaufe ail the Troops, which had 
been levyed rot the making up of his Army, being akeady far advanced, all that he could do 
was to overtake them upon the froatire; that be was forty he was conftnined to fepance him 
from a perfon that was fo dear unto him; butbe was to remember that glo ry was the hireft 
Miftrefe in the world,and how it was not but for her that he abandoned the Prtocefs. Ibrahim 
anfwered thereunto, that the fble glory of his Amos carried him on, for he affined his Highnefs, 
that in the voyage he was going to undertake, he confidered not himfelf at all; and to the 
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mean time, that he might part with fome farisfaftion, hebefbught him he would protnife to 
proted Ifabella in all things daring his abfence; and if he happened to dye in. this War, that 
he would fend her back in fafety to any place, which fbe fhould pleafe to make cboyceof. 
This difoourfe touched Solim** ■, he was afhamed of his own thoughts and weaknefs; and 
litde lacked but that craving pardon of Ibrahim, fee had opened his heart to him,and acknow>- 
ledged fan crime with repentance; Howbeit love was the ftropger, and that vertue, which 
this Princefolbwed in all ocher encounters, was too weak in this for the refitting of fo power¬ 
ful an Enemy. ■ , 

He abandoned himfelf then unto it, and with an equivocating anfwef. promifed the Grand 
Vifer, that he would proted Ifabella* gainft all the world; that there was not any fubjed of 
hs whom he would not fevetdy punifh if he fhould difpieafe her; that for what fee had de¬ 
manded of him in afe he fhould dye,was a thing wheteunro he could not anfwer,that thought 
being too grievous for him to fettle his mind.upoo it; that for her more fafety during his ah* 
fence, he held it fit that Ifabella fhould not abide in his Palace, but fhould paf$ away that time 
in the old Serraglio, in the compaoy of his mother, of his Otters, and his daughters; that the 
Sultana Afttria , to whom he was fomewhat obliged, fhould take are to entertain her; and 
that for the exerdfe of her Religion, fhe fhould go forth as often as (he would; that his ma¬ 
king of this proportion proceeded from the remembrance of the feditious tumult, which was 
railed at fuch time as be was in Natelia ; for whereas the people and the Janu-«ries were per* 
fwaded that this War was undertaken by his counfel,if by mifchance news fhould come,ei(bet 
true or falfe,that be bad been beatenfee feared left the fury of the ooe or the other,or of both cit 
them together, fhould fall foul on his Palace,and Isabella be involved in chat diforder./£>•<*(>«», 
feeing a great dal of reafon in that which the Grand Siguier faid, humbly thanked him for 
his providence, and told him that Be would go and propound the matter to Ifabella : But he 
knew not thac this proportion was made, rather to undo then preferve her; and that this 
Prince, whom bebdeeved to be fo generous ( as indeed he was when as love did not trouble 
his Reafon) thought not Co much of the Cooqueft of Per fa , as of the Conqneft of 
Ifabella. 

In this dangerous ignorance he went to tbePrincefs, and made that proportion tohec 
which the Sultan had made to him, but not till he had rendred her an account of all that had 
pa& 'm the Divono. Athrft chat name of the affrighted her, and her modefty could 

not duffer him to cdotinue. (peaking without, interrupting him; But after fhe bad told him I 
know not hoW often that (he could notrefolve to go thither* fhe wasconftrained to alter feet 
mind, Ibrahim having made it appear to. her, that the old Serraglio was the only place of all 
the Orient, where the moftvettues, and the feweft vices were. As indeed, it is not inhabited 
by any but the Mother, Aunts, Daughters, and Sifters of the Emperor, who never have any 
commerce with'the Sultanas of the other Serraglio, unkfs it be with the Sultana Queen, 
which lives in the Grand Signiers lodging. For touching the people abroad, rheynt ver fee 
any of them ; having no other entertainment then to learn Needle,works and Mufick, which 
certain Jewifb women teach them j to walk in their gardens,, which are yery fait;. to receive 
the vifics which the Sultan fometiipes gives them, efpecially when his Mother is ft ill living; 
to look ode at the windows, whkhopen upon the Port and the City { and to fee the publiqoe 
feafts when they ate celebrated at Confrontinoele: liying other ways with a great deal of re- 
fervedneft, until the Sultan martieS them to tome, of his Ba{f*’s, for a recompence of fbme 
great Conquefts atchievCd jbv them. Ifabella, having then underftood all thefe particulars, 
furntounted the averfion which fhe hadagainft the curing into thatplace, and was at length 
perfwided that fhe fhould be much better amongft women, then to live alone with Smilia 
and Slaves in the Palace where (he was. 

This refolutibn being taken, the grand Vifitr gave order to his fervants to prepare allthings 
for his voyage,that he might putt the next day,and exprefly forbad them after that from co niog 
to fpeak to him of any affair, if it were not dire&ly from the Gr^nd Signior ; intending to, 
employ the fmaltthrie he had retting, in talking with Ifabella. Never, was converfation fo. 
fad as theirs; and feeing that which they had rcfolved upon even ready to executed, they 
almoft repented them of the dcfign they had undertaken. Ibrahim would not willingly have 
parted, and yet prepared to part. And the Princefs in teftifying to him that (he could wifh fee. 
Would not abandon her, (pike to him of their fafewel and reparation. Remember, faidfhe, 
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onto him, that in the War, whither you are going, you muft have a care, not only of your oven 
life, but of mine. Think not fo tpuch of the viftory, as not to think of preferving your felf: 
And to oblige you thereunto, remember every time you go to fight, that in defending your 
life, you defend IJabelU’s j that upon yoUr return depends her felicity j and that if you love 
her, you will not think fo much of vanquilhing, as to keep your felf from being vanquifhed. 
That can I never be, Madam, anfweredhe, after fo many glorious marits, which I receive of 
your affedion: And fince in preferving mine own life, I (hall preferve yours, there is no Ene¬ 
my which can be redoubted of me, and which I (hall not eafily furmount. ' Remember yer, 
Madam, that on Vidory our happinefs depends; that to obtain it I muft expofe my felf to 
peril; that in all other tbit/s Fortune gives the good that fhe does, but in Wat Crowns muft 
be violently (duck'd out of the hands of Vidory, if one may be permitted tofpeakfb. One 
muft fight fo remain Matter of the field; one muft give an example for the Soldiers to follow, 
andputones felf in jeopardyof being vanquifhed for to be victorious. I tell you all thefe 
things. Madam, to the end you may not take it Hi, if I dare affureyou, that I will not re¬ 
member you, but to fight with the more courage. You aie 9 captive for the love of me, it is 
for me then to deliver you, and therefore do nqt enjoyn me to manage my life withfo much 
care. Bur, Madam, without anticipating our mifcriei through fear; and without mcrealing 
thofe, which we feel through the apprehenfion of tbofe which peradventure will never arrive 
unto us, tell me, Ibefeechyon, whether you can forgive me ul the evils which I have been 
thecaufeoftoyou, if you do not reprefent unto your felf how you have favorable received 
the affedion of a man, who was once reckoned amongft your enemies, and who by a ft range 
fate in ceafing to be fo, hath been the occafion of more mifery to you in adoring you, theu 
aH your cruelleft adversaries, purpofing to hurt you, could have done. Do not charge your felf 
with the crimes of Fortune, laid (he untobim, and beleeve that I am generous enough to di- 
ftinguifh the guilty from the innocent, and never to remember the evils which I have fuffered, 
without remembring thofe witthll, which you have endured for me. I am as faulty towards 
JufitnUno, as JufUniano is towards Ifabotta; or to fay better, we are equally innocent jand 
out innocency it maybe caufes out perfccution, fince it is ordinary with Fortune to fall foul 
upon none but vertuous per Cons. I hope neverthefcfs, added the, tint Heaven win ere long 
give an end to out ciptivity, or to our lives. If we were, continued Ifabella, in the hands of 
a Prince, that ufed us HI, and laded ns with irons, I fhould methinks have the more coofdarioo, 
for in murmuring againft the Tyrant that perfecutes us there is feme to be found: But this 
Prince, who keeps us captives, does it not but becaufc he loves you; and the rigor of my dc- 
ftiny is fo great, as I muft commend that in him, which is the caufe of all my mifery. 
It was in this manner that thefe two illuftrious infortunate perfons entertained one 
another until night, when as they parted, more out of dvHity, then for any defire they had to 
fletp. 

The next morning th e grand Viper went to take his leave of his Highnefs, intending to defer 
his bidding adieu to lfabtlla, and giving his laft thoughts to one, to whom he bad given all 
his heart, as long as poffibly he could. Soliman received him with an unquietnefs, which he 
took for a mark of his grief to fee him depart, but to fpeak truly of things it was the laft com¬ 
bat which he bad in his Soul. The remorfe of his crime; and the fhameof hisweaknefs, had 
like to have carried him once more to repent him; never thelefs love was ftill vkftorious over 
this illuftt ious Conqueror. This Prince then imbiaced Ibrahim t after he had talked with him 
about the War, and had given him an abfolute power to treat of all things without adver¬ 
tizing him thereof; and preventing what the Baffa was going to fay to him, he allured him 
that Ifabella fhould be fervid during his abfence in all refpe&s, as the Sultana Qyeen; and 
that he had given order for Charets to bring her and all her Slaves to the old Serraglio, where 
the Sultana Attend fhould have a particular care to entertain her. After this, he difmiffed 
Ibrahim, who went to the Bajfa of the Seas Palace, to wHl him to fet fail as foon as he could, 
in regard the Squadrons of Metelin, of Rhodes, of Ciprue, and Alexandria, were already 
joyntd together; and that with all this Fleet he fhould fteer his courfe for Mingrelia. This . 
order given, he returned to his Palace, where he found the Charets, which tbeGrand Siguier 
hadfent, to carry Ifabella to the old Serraglio, And whereas the hour of parting preffed 
him, he went to the PrmcefTes chamber to advertife her of it, and to defire her that he ought 
conduft her to-the place, which was to fcrve for a fan&uary to her, during bis abfence. She 
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granted him his defire, without knowing almoft what (he did, foextream was her grief* 
And after a conrverfation as fad, as their Souls were afflided, (he reached him her hand, which 
Ibrahim ki(Ted,with as great a tranfport of grief, as of lose. And conducing her with Em¬ 
it* to the Chaier, which was prepared for her, he went and accompanied her to the gate of the 
old Serraglie, where they took their left farewell 

It was at this inftant that they felt that which cannot be cxpreft j You had reafon indeed* 
hud the Princes to him, to fteal away from me when you left me at Mohact, and to fave me 
the grief of bidding you farewell; but I do not know, faid (he unto him, whether you have 
any now to make me prove it. Is it your pleafure then, Madam, anfwertd he, that I (hall not 
part? No, replyed (he, do not you flick at what Ifay, it is only grief thatmakes tnefpeak * 
Go and break our chains, carry a ftronger heart then I, and that you may not augment my 
weakoeft, do not oblige me to bid you tare well. As (he was faying fo, the gates of the Ser- 
raglie opened, and Ibrahim, feeing himfdf conftraincd totjuit het in a place where men ne¬ 
ver come, allured her at this laft inftant, that be would qaickly returns Conqueror. The 
Charet was no foonerentred, but be mounted on horfeback, and Without fpeaking a word 
more to any body, he went out of CeafiantinepU with his Train, to overtake the Troops, 
which were marching towards Terjia, carrying in his heart the moft fenfible affli&ion, that 
ever he had tryed. He bad this advantage nevertbelefs over the Princefs, that he could enter¬ 
tain his thoughts without interruption, but it was not fo with her. For as Toon as (he had 
been conducted to a (lately lodging, which was prepared for her, the grand Signiers Mother, 
although (he hated Ibrahim, came to vifit her followed by all the Suitanaet, thereby to pleafe 
Selim**, who had intreated her unco it. The Sultana Afieria, as the favorite of the Empe¬ 
ror her fiuher, had been permitted to learn the Italian Tongue, after the goodwill fhenad 
bom to Ibrahim had made her to defire it j fo as it was (he that held up the converfation in 
this vifit, and that exprefled the compliments of the other Suitanaet tol/abella, who re¬ 
ceived them with a great deal of civility, although the extream grief (he was in might have 
difpeoced her from it. But whereas A fieri* had addrefs and Wit, and knew that Ifabella 
was affixed, (he fo ordered the matter as this vifit was not long. The Sultanaet went away 
that charmed with the beauty of the Princefs; and Afieria found her felf as much inclined 
tofcrtefaer, as (he had been beforerime to five the life of Ibrahim, It is true, that though 
they were ail gone but this laft, yet was not Ifabella at liberty to think of her misfortunes; 
For the Sultan fens the Befiangibajfi, who is as it were the Superintendent of the Gardens, 
and one of thechiefeftof the Port, to prelent her with three mwnds of Gold engraven, faH 
of flowers and fruits manured with his Highnefs own hand; the Religion of the Grand Sig- 
niert obliging them,as well as their Subje&s,to labor in fome work,that may gain their living; 
it being unjuft, as they beleeve, for them to be nourifhed at the peoples charge. And whereas 
agriculcure bath ibmething delightful in it, and that the gardens of the Serraglie are the faircft 
ki the world, Seliman, to fatiBfie both the cuftom, and his Religion, which requires it, had 
many times watered with his own hand the flowers which he fent to Ifabella. Hegaveher 
to underftand, that had it not been for fear of incommoding her, he would have come and 
comforted her for the drpartute of Ibrahim. 

The Princefs received thefe prefents and civilities with a great deal of refpeft, and defired 
the ‘BcSlaugibajft by the mouth of the Sultana Afieria, to tell the Grand Signior, that if there 
had not bem too much prefumption in letting her felf be perfwaded, chat he would do her the 
hooor to. vifit her, flie would have teftified unto him how dear this glory was unto her; but 
uot daring to hope for it, fhe contented her fdf with afluring his Highnefs, that (he would 
(hare in aU the obligations wherein thtgrauA Viper flood engaged dpto him, and that in her 
particular (he would all the days of her life be very fenfible of them. The Befiangibajfi being 
gone, (be craved pardon of the Sultana Afieria for the trouble (he had put her to in ferving 
her for her an Interpreter: and that (he might find occafion to talk to her of Ibrahim with 
civility, (he thanked her for favingof his life in rimes pad, told her, that in confiderition 
thereof (he owed h<r all things, and fince Ibrahim could not acknowledg it to her himfelf, 
it was for her go do it. Afieria, who certainly bad wit, generofity, and more addrefs, then the 
retirement wherein (he lived teemed to permit, anfwered her, that herfight and acquaintance 
■ecompenced her beyond that which the (ervice (he lad rendered her deferved. That pity, 
being a fcnfe fo natural to the fex whereof (ho was, (he merited no great glory for having had 
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companion of fo and handfom a man as Ibrahim • For,continu£(I (be,although I know 

very well, that t&y talk ambngft the Chriftians of us, asif we were barbarous; yet I can 
affureyou, that this rale is not fo general, but it hath exceptions: And pity, which is a dung 
quite oppofite to that which is beleeved of os, is one ot the firft precepts of our Religion; tc 
extends even to unreafooable creatures; and there are found amongft us fuch careful Obfer- 
vetsoftheLaw, as they buy up Birds to let them fly. Jadg after this, whether that which I 
havedooe, defervesto be ranked inthenumberof extraordinary things; and whether coo- 
trarily there had not been caufe to wonder, if feeing a man carried to dye, whofe countenance 
fo little refembled a Slaves, or Malefaftors, I fhould not have had the thought to fsvehim. 
And then again, added (be, if anyone ought to recompence me for thisaaioo, it muftbe 
t!be Suit**, fisra I have preferred him a man,, whofe brave a&ions have rendred his Empire 
famous, and whofe merit and convertstion hath made up all his felicity ever fixe he was here. 
Forasforyon, continued (he, I do not fee how you are obliged to me; if I had been con* 
tented with faving of Ibrahim's life, you might well have (aid fo; but fince it was I that 
was the caufe of the Smltan’t feeing, loving him, and retaining him in his fervice, methioksl 
ought rather to demand pardon of yon for robbing you of him, then to attend thanks for his 
prefervatkm. 

IfabtUa , who did not think that A fieri* was acquainted with all bet hiftory, knew not 
bow to anfwer her, which the Sultan* perceiving, delved her not tomarvd if (be under* 
flood by her difeourfe, that (be was not ignorant of all bet adventures. She told her then 
how the Sultan her faeiur had been almoft conftraincd to impart them unto her, forareafoo 
which (be woold tell her another time, it being un juft to keep her any longer from the liberty 
of lamenting an abfence, which could not ebufe but be nay grievous unto her. Ifabelld 
was fo fatisfled with the civility and wit of Afttria,tbu (be fat fome cpnfolation,in finding a 
reafonable perfon in a place, where (be imagined there had been nothing bat ftopidity { fo that 
to oblige her (be requefted her with a great deal of tendetnefe and refpeft not to leave her foe 
that reafon, nor to defer to andtber time the acquainting her with that, which (bo would fail 
hear although (be knew i \t~Afieri* then recounted unto ha,mhatlbrahim had already told her, 
namely,that Seliman had puipofed to have married her to him;but (be particularizing the mat¬ 
ter further unto her, in letting her know, bow thabufloefe had not been fohaftily carried, bra 
that fome days were paft, after the GrandSignitr had fpoken to her of it, when as Ibrakindt 
difeourfe obliged him,to propound it fooner unto him then he had intended. That whereas he 
could not forefee how mis marriage (houkl be difegreeable to Ibrahim, he had refolved to 
have had her coodu&ed to his Palace upon the day of his Triumph, to the end he might do the 
more honor to the grauiVifitr, but that be had been hindred from it by a Per fan, named 
Alibtch, wbocame to demand Juftice of bimagainft thei? 4 $ 4 of the Sea, and had kept him 
tin it was night in the Hifodrtmr. That having learnt all tbefe things from the Sultan's 
own mouth,. and feeing afterwards that nothing came of aU this, (hehadcaftherfelf at&* 
liman sf eel, and befoi^ght him to let her know, for what caufe Ibrahim had refufed her; and 
that after many intreaties, having had experience of ha difercrion in other encogintets, be had 
declared unto her the truth of the matter. That after thisfhe had far mote efteemed of the 
Bajfa then before; and that his fidelity to her had in fuch fort touched her heart, as far from 
being incenfed^amfl him fqr tberefufalbehadmadeof her, (he had commended him for it 
in her talk with Salman. Do not difquiet your fidf. feid this Sultana to l[abella, if I 
dare fey to you, that I have been your Rival; riot Jbrahinds dory had touched my inclina¬ 
tion; and that I could have refolved with joytohave been nis wife; fincel had not thus 
opened my heart unto you, if it bad not been free enough to offer you all manner of fervice, 
and to allure you, chat that which I fde for the BafJacosbA not be named Love, butafimple 
defire to marry a gallantand vertuous man. Do not regard me thenas your Rival, feeingthac 
could not be without hatred, but as a perfon that htthno ftronger a paflion, then to (ervo 
Ibrahim in you. You ate too generous, anfwered IfabtUa, and Ibrahim too happy, foe 
him to be indebted to you. I fhould condemn him nevertheless, continued (he, for not fad- 
ing in bis fidelity tome, had be had the honor to know you, but his misfortune hath made 
him commit this fault: Do not accufe him then for want of judgment in preferring my eon» 
fervation before your Conquefl, fince his ignorance hath been the caufe of it; andieeveyota 
know my whole life as well as I, lament us without accufing us. But what fay I, ad ds&lf*? 
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MU reprehending her (elf, rather admire Ibrahims good fortune, in that he couU oblige 
you to fate his life, and afterwards gain the affedion of the greateft Prince of the Earth; and 
to joyn our good fortunes, as clir interefts are joyned, I mail add further, in having procured 
me the honor of your acquaintance. 

This converfation, having lafted an indifferent long time, combined theiSWlr*** AfitrU 
and the Princes in to firait a league of friend (hip, as they were almoft infeparable, fo long as 
JfabAU continued in the old Serragli*. The day after (he was come thither, Seliman vifit- 
ed her, and by rius’lafl fight made the chains which captived him ftronger then before The 
incertainty be wasm, wholly oeafed; and the combat which he had in his heart, between his 
friendfhip to the grand Vifier, md the pafiion he was infer I/abtUa, was at an end ; and 
love remaining ablohuely victorious, his mind had feme more peaceable moments, fb that he 
had no other thought, then of theConqueft of IfabdU. Bat whereas he knew, that to make 
hfcafelfbe beloved, bemuftfirft pleafe, hecomplyedfofar with her, as notcofpeakof any 
Aing but Ibrahim in this firft vide. He craved pardon of the Princefs for being the caufe of 
his abfcnce from her { he defired her not to remember it was he that caufed her to.be brought 
away by force; and to think that (he was in a dace, where (he might absolutely command j 
where me fhould fee no body but that would obey and ferve her with joy. IfobelU anfWer- 


away oy rorce j ana co mins cnai tnc was in a puce, wncre uie migne aoioiuteiy commana { 
where me fhouid fee no body but that would obey and ferve her with joy. IfobelU anfWer- 
ed to fo obliging « difeourfe wkh all the civility and acknowledgment (he was capable oft 
but whereas (hewn fad, though (he contained her felf to feem otherwife, he int rested her 
to be u meny as (he could, far fear left melancholy diminifhing her beauty, k might be liyd 
to hit charge, that he had but ill preferred fo rare a thing. 

The Princefa having promifed him aOthat he defired, he went, away very much fatisfied, 
ioA very amorous, and left her with as great an efteem of him, as Ibrahim could not have 
more. And whereas AiltriofdA&n abandoned her, (be talked to her the reft of the day of 
flothingbutof the admiration (he was in of Seliman, of the vermes of this Prince, of the 
antneft of his fpirit, of that exceeding and generous friendfhip, which be teftified to our illu- 
miom'BMff*. 

After this firft vifit there were nothing but magnificences in the old Serroglio. Solimm 
feat every day new prefents to IfabeUa; and inconfideration of her to the Snltanaet, Which 
lived in the umepfaice, for fear left envying her they fhouid come to hate her, sndfobfethe 
care of pfesfing ber. And whereas there pitied note day, wherein thisPrince did not vifit 
IfabeUa, Baxelana, who knew him to the very bottom of his heart, quickly perceived the 
true teuton that caufed tbefevifits. Yet did not jeabufie feise upon her Soul for all that j and 
the only defign of making nfe of this occafion to deftroy Ibrahim, and tolabor the re-efta* 
bfifhment of £*/?«*, was that which made ber wotk in the manner, as (ball befeen in the fe- 
quelof thkdifcoutfe, Butfrir u much as the grand Signiert Mother hated Ibrahim, becaufe 
(he loved Ruction*, (he communicated her fufpitions unto her, and they both concluded, that 
in all likely hood S oilman's affiduicy was an effeft of bve; and that.if it were fo, it would be 
almoft an infallible mean to deftroy the grandVifiet,, who it was (aid was dtfperately in bve 
with thisperfon. For coining to know this pafiioo, he would queftiontafs do things^ Which 
would make him be banifhed, if he did not voluntarily banifh himfetf. 

Having held this fecrec coanfd, Baxelana, far from troubling Selimatfs defigns, thought 
ofnochingelfebat makinghim more in bve with the Princefa; being not jealous but of her 
anritorky, and fearing Ibrahim's power, much more then IjabelUs beauty. And for tbk 
eflfcft, whereas there is fcarce any faith in Turkey of proof againft prefents, ftie fuborned one 
of the Slaves, who went dayly to offer her feme new Uberaluy from the Saltan, to the end tbit 
according co the occafions (he might invenc feme obliging compliment to hitofrom jfabelU t 
who ignorant of ill thefe things, lived with as modi concent and reft, as the sbfence of the 
grand Vifit r would permk her. AfitrU had fo great scare of her, and St liman reodred bet 
fb many devoirs, as (he had fearedy anyleafere to think of her misfortunes. In the mean 
rime (be Saltan was not a little perplexed, out of the fear be was in to difcover his bve to the 
Princefe; for albeit be knew the efteemed Mm, yet he beleeved chat it was as much'.for the 
arieftion which be teemed to bear co tbc Baft* safer his own merit. So that oot daring as 
yet to declare himfielf openly, he contented matUf wkh praifing her beamy, her wit, tbdali 
the excellent qualities which were in her, in talking to her of Ibrahim ; and this name, which 
bad been fo coofiderable with him, ww cmpbytd^abft him that owtd is. For fo often as 
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he commended Ifabella, he would exagcrate how happy Ibrahim was to be beloved of fo 
marvelous a perfon; what judgment Ibrahim' had (hewed in the choyce he had made of her j 
and out of a malicious gallantry he told her many times, that Ibrahim was to blame (or aban¬ 
doning her at Monaco, to come and keep his word with him; that it was a great fault in him 
to go to the Perftan War, and not to dye with grief, rather then to quit her; that for faun, if 
he had been in his place, be would never have done fo, thinking.it a great deal fweecer to dye, 
then to be abfent from her. So artificial a difcourfe, was not for all that interpreted by Ifa¬ 
bella as Soliman dcftred, and without (eeking for any hidden fenfe in it, (he bdeeved that it 
was a pure e&Aof the Sultan's compliance, who thinking to pleafe her, would talk to her of 
Ibrahim in any manner wbatfocver. In this ignorance,(he always anfwered him very civilly, 
and with a great deal of refpeft; fo that interpreting in this fort all that Soliman (aid unto 
her, (heputhimintoanextreampain. For without telling her predfely, that he was in love 
with her beauty, he would fain have bad her perceive it; being fo afraid to offend her, that 
this fear peradvencure might have wrooght that in him,which Reafion could not do, had it not 
been for the meffages,which the Slave whom Roxtlana had fubomed, at (everal times brought 
him. 

But whil'd Jfabtlla talked of Soilman's generofity, all the Sultanats had no other difcourfe 
but of the love which he bore her. Afteria, perceiving it as well as the red, and knowing to 
what violences this paflion carried the Grand Signior, was much afflidfed at it, for Ifabella's 
intered, whom (he exceedingly loved. This melancholy was quickly marked by the Princefs, 
and whereas her cares and her merit had given her an high place in her affection, (he ooe day 
conjured her to acquaint her with the cauie of it. Afteria judging with reafoo, that if (hie 
(hould tell her the truth, it would very much grieve her, excufed her felf from it at firfl as well 
as (he could >, but coming to confider, that .it might be the ignorance wherein Jfabtlla lived, 
might further augment her unhappinefs, (he refolved to confide in her, and to impart unto her 
the fufpicions (he had. That which made Afteria be intereflfed fo drongly for all that con¬ 
cerned Ibrahim, as to forget the Sultan's intereds, was becaufe (he had uoderdood how 
mightily he had protected Muftapha and Gianger her brothers, whom (he had infinitely 
loved; and bow he had always oppofed the violences of Roxtlana, to whom (he bore afe- 
cret hatred, whofechieffoundationwasin her proper vertue. Afttria, following her reso¬ 
lution, after (he had prepared Ifabella's mind by a long difcourfe, to make good nfc of the 
advice (he was going to give her, and after Ifabtlla had on her fide promifed her all manner 
of fidelity, told her, that knowing the Sultan her father, as (he aid, (he feared led her 
beauty had poflid him with more love for her, then he had friendfhip for Ibrahim ; and 
that at lad his realbn would be found weaker then his paflion: That (he defired to difeover 
her fufpicions (into her, to the end (he might through her prudence examine the matter, led 
being altogether ignorant of it, (he might increafe the grand Siguier's unjud defigns by 
innocent civilities. 

At fird this difcourfe (urprized her, (he changed colour ever-and anon, and out of the 
trouble (he was in, (he thought that Afteria fpake not the troth,though (he could not itnagin 
any reafonable caufe for this fi&ion. The Sultanaet ingenuity notwithflanding dedroyed this 
Secret accufation, which (he charged her within her heart; and pafling from ooe extremity 
to another, (he in an indant judified not only Afteria , but Soliman alfo, and calling to 
mind all that this Prince had done for Ibrahim, (he beleeved that the Sultana gave an id in¬ 
terpretation to the Grand Signiers civilities j and took that for teflimooies of love, which 
(he was perfwaded was but an effeft of his friendship to Ibrahim. This lad thought having 
quieted her mind, (be thanked Afteria for the care (he had of her, commended her genero¬ 
fity and wifdom; and tedifiedatlaflhowfhecooldnotbeleeve that (6 great a Prince, as Se¬ 
lma*, couldbe capable of letting himfelf be vaqquifhed by (o unjud a paflion, as that was 
whereof (he fpake. I wifhit may be fo, (aid the Sultana Afteria, both for th^glory of 
Soliman, and your content; but take heed, as I have already told you, that your beauty be 
not more powerful in the Soul of the Grand Signior, then his friendfhip to Ibrahim. If th|C 
(hould be true, rtplyed the Princefs, it would rather be an effeft of my unhappinefs, then of 
my beauty; but I profefs unto you that I (hall never refblve to accufe this Prince, dll I am 
forced thereunto by himfelf. 

This cooverfation being ended, and the Sultan* gone, Ijabtll* found not her (elf fo quiet; 
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bowbeir Emilia confirmed her in the opinion, that Soliman’ s refpe&s to her proceeded only 
firomfriendlhip, in making her confider, that Ajitria‘s conjedlurewas qutftionlefs grounded 
on the belief of all the other Sultanate, who fuppofed that the Grand Siguior could not 
have any atte&ion for a woman, but ftraight it muft be love; and who out of jealoufie for 
the pretents that he lent her, and the civilities that he ufed to her, had imagined it could not be 
btherwifc. This reafoning; carrying fome likely hood with ir, comforted the Princefs a little, 
and after (he bad run over in her memory all that Stliman had (aid, (be found, being willing 
to deceive her felf, that all his difcourfes and all his actions, might be interpreted to Ins ad¬ 
vantage : yet faw (he not fo much certainty in all that (he imagined, that (he durft abfolutely 
rely upon itand though (he feared the fight of the Grand Signior, out of the doubt (he was 
in of finding him guilty, yet had (he fome indents, wherein (he defired it, out of a hope of 
juftifying him. * 

Rtxtlana on her fide, having communicated her dtfign to Rufina, and he approving of it* 
they thought of nothing but of augmenting S oilmans love to Ifabtlla, by the obliging mef- 
fages, which that (bborned Slave delivered to him dayly. It was at the fame time, when as 
there were three marvelous beautiful Slaves prefented to the Sultan , who without being ever 
a whit touched with their charms, had refuted them, if he had not by chance demanded of 
than whence they were; but having underflood that they were of Italy, he retained them 
with a purpofe to bellow them on IfabtUa , feeking after nothing with more care, then to 
deafe her. He went then to vifit her, after he had commanded that thofe three Slaves (hould 
be carry ed into theold Serraglio : And whereas Afleria's difcourfe to her had rendred her 
more melancholiqae then (be ufed to be, he marvelled at ir, and by his much prefling her to 
let him know the caufe thereof, hemade the Princefs apprehend, tMfc the Sultana's fufpici- 
onswere juftly grounded; yet deflroyed (he her felf,'this her own opinion: and having an-; 
fweredtn c Grand Signior, that her melancholy was derived from the remembrance of her 
pad misfortunes, rather then from any other reafon, he defired her to forget them, and not 
to render her felf unhappy with things, which would never arrive to her again. He told her 
afterwards,that to comfort and delijght her,he had cbofen her out three Slaves,which it may be 
would not be difagreeable unto her; and would underfland her orders better then the others 
which had been given her, becaufe they were of her own Country. IfabtUa anfwered there* 
unto very civilly, and the Grand Signior having commanded them to be brought in, the Prin¬ 
cefs was ftrangely furprized, when (be faw that thefe three Slaves were Stpbronia the filler 
of Leonora, Leonida, Alpbonfo’s Miftrefs, and Hippelita, Daria's fitter,' She had no fooner 
perceived them, bat (he gave agreat skriek, then turning her felf to Soliman , May itpleafe 
thy Highnefs to pardon me, faid flit unto him, if 1 lofe the rtSfcQ Vo hieh l owe unto thee, and 
if the joy to fee ptrfont that are fo dear tome, it Jlronger in me then good manner t. In fay¬ 
ing fo, after (he had made a low obey fance to the Sultan, (he went and embraced her dear 
friends; who were no left amazed and glad then (he, to encounter her in a place, where they 
hoped for no confolation. 

This fit ft complement being over, IfabtUa once again befought the Grand Signior to par¬ 
don her, if friendfbip and furprizal had conftrained Iter to fail in that which (he owed to him. 
The incomparable IfabtUa, anfwered be, can owe nothing to any body; and in what place 
of the world foever (he can be, (he can never want Slaves. This civility is too exceflive, 
replying the Princefs blufhing, and Ilhall hold my felf infinitely obliged to thy Highnefs, if 
thou wilt give me for companions thefe three Bur maids, whom Fortune bath made thy Slaves. 
I have already bid, anfwered be, that IfabtUa may command abfolutely; and I fwearun* 
to her farther, how there is but one ontly thing, which (he may not obtain of me. 

After this fpeech, whereof the Princefs durft not demand the explication, Sel.man would 
needs know of her, whether thefe three beautiful perfons were ot Gtnoua, as'well as they 
were of Italy ; and when (he had informed him that they were, he ufed a great deal of civili¬ 
ty towards them; and enquiring of Hipolita where her brother was, heuaderftood that he 
and three of his friends were Slaves in Constantinople. My Lord, faid IfabtUa unto him 
prefently,in calling her felf at his feet, I humbly befeech thy Highnefs to grant them their 
liberty. We have not ufed to refute IfabtUa any thing, faid he unto her, lifting her up; and 
without enquiring who Dobin's friends be, I declare them free; and in what hands foever 
they ate, their chains (hall be inftantly broken. Sophrouia , Hipolita , and Ltonida would 
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have fallen on their knees to render him thanks, but he not permitting it, told them, how it 
was Ifabeila they were to thank, and not him. And having demanded of them, to whom 
their friends were Slaves, they anfwered, that he which presented them to his Highneft txuafci 
tel) to whom he had fold them. 

The Grand Siguier, defiring to oblige the Princeft in all things, went away for to leave her 
at liberty to entertain her dear friends, and to take order for the delivery of thofe Slaves, 
whom (he had recommended unto him. When he was gone, embraces and dvflhks began 
afrelh between Ifabeila and thefe three fair maids: Emilia like wife certified the fettsfadion 
which (he had to fee them; but in the midft of their firft apprthenfions of joy, the remem¬ 
brance of thrir pleafures part,made them (hed tears of Sorrow. They demanded of orae ano¬ 
ther, by wbac adventure they were met together in the fame place; and being ‘fcarce able to 
beleeve what they faw was true, their amazement redoubl’ d every moment. The dcfireof 
demanding one thing wa* loft by the curiofity of knowing another, and going both at once 
to ask the Princefs queftions, and to anfwer thofe which (he asked of them, neither of them 
anfwered precifely to each other. Howbeic the Princeft onderftood that thofe Friends, which 
were Slaves, as well as Doha, were Horatio, the French Marepue, and Alphonfe. She de- 
fired to hear fomfe news of the Gaunt of Lavngna, and of Leemra his wife, but Sophrmim 
told her fighing, that (he (hould know their adventures too foon; and Hipdita added, tfaac 
in a day wherein Fortune had done them fo great a grace, it was not (it to remember fo many 
misfortunes. 

In the mean time Ifabeila,who feared left the name of Sirraglio fhotdd di(quiet them, and 
make them conceive fomthing to her difadvantage, acquainted them with the difference winch 
there was between the bid S err agio, and that of the Grand Signuar‘% women. And where¬ 
as in her difcourfdhe many times named Ibrahim, without thinking of k, end fpake of hiov 
as of a man, inconrtderadoa of whom the Sultan favored her, Sophrtnia demanded of her, 
who this Ibrahim was? This queftion made the Princeft Wulh, but at length (be informed 
them that this Ibrahim was fnjiiniano ; itfeeming unto her, that in the efttee wherein their 
fortuneftood, it was not requifice to make a fecret of his adventures Co them. This novelty 
equally(brprized Hifehta, Letnida, taASopkronia; not being able to imagine, bat tint 
all which they were told was any ocher then a fkfion: Their own e xperie nc e^ forced diem 
nocwkhftanding to beleeve, that what had been imparted to them was true, there being no 
more difficulty in giving credit to that which was arrived to them, tfien to that which had 
happened to Ifabeila. 

When it was almoft Evening, the Beftangibajftame to the Princefs from Sei.man, to tell 
her, that according to her order ( for he was commanded to fpeakco her in thofe terms) he 
had canted Horatio, Doha, and Alphonfe to be delivered; bat for the other, he could nor 
poffibly learn as yet where he was; chat all he could underfland of him was, how in kfs then a 
month he had changed his Mafter nine or cen times; but he befought her not to be troubled 
at it, adoring her that he would the next day make a general review of all the Slaves in (fon~ 
fiantinople , rather then fail in finding out of him, whom fhedefired to have: That more¬ 
over, the Sniton was very forry he could not leave with her the three petfons, which he had 
prefeneed unto her, out of a belief that they (hould have been her Slaves; he in regard tiny 
were not to be imitated fo, it would be the abating both of their Religion and Cuuom, to 
let fo many peribns of a free condition, and of a faith differing from his, bein the old Sorra- 
gtio. Howbek, not to deprive her altogether of a conversation that was fo agreeable to her, 
me might go every day and vifit them at Ibrabim't Palace, where their friends were thready 
attending for them, and whither he bad order to condud them; alluring her that they (hould 
be Served there with as much care, as refped. The Princeft received this news with a great 
deal of grief; and (he would fain have obliged him that brought her this meflige, to have 
gone and befought his Highnefs from her, that be would permit her to accompany her friends 
to the Grand Vt fieri Palace; but be anfwered her, that the order which had been given him 
was abfolute, and how he could do no other then execute ir. 

' Ifabeila it may be would have redoubled her intreaties, bad not the Sultana Afitria ar¬ 
rived : who having been informed of the eftaee of things, counfelled her not to exafpeme 
the tninde of So liman, and to comply with him in this particular, which he did not dciire of 
her without fome reafon; k being vety certain that it was altogether extraordinary to (ee 
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perfons, that woe five and Chriftians, in the old Sirraglio. lfabeUa^ who knew the vertufc 
and difaretion of A fieri*, refdved to yeeld to thatwhich was defiredof her, in taking leave 
of her dear friends; who left her with tears in their eyes, having this comfort notwkhftsnd-' 
ing that they were going to meet, not onely with their Brothers, but with their Lovers alfo ; 
for Time, Fortune, and Slavery, had not changed their hearts: Horatio, Sephronia's Brother; 
loved Hipo/ita ftill; fo did Daria, Hipoiita's Brother Sophronia ; and in like manner A l- 
phonfo continued cooftint to 'Leonid*. But for lfabella y Oae remained without any confola- 
tion, but that which Was given her by the hope the had to go the next day and vilk thefe fair 
infortnnate ones, whofe encounter bad poflefled her with as much grief, as joy, both by the 
thought that they were hot Slaves; and the difpleafure (he was in for being fo foon deprived 
of their fight. .

I T was no foooer day, but Ifabella fent to defirepermiflion of the Grand Signior, that (lief 
might go and vifit her dear friends, which hedurft not deny, fo much was he afraid to' 
difpleafe her; He repented him nevertheleft for having made Htpolit*, Sophronia, and Leo¬ 
nid* go out of the Sirraglio ; and feared left that which he had done for his content (hould 
deftroyit; for itwastrue, that he was not carryec^thereunto, fomuchby thcrequifiteneft 
of things, as the doubt he was in, that he fhould not be able to (peak to the Princefc in pri¬ 
vate, fo long as they were with her.

OEeing our misfortunes, and your retirement, have made you almoft a ftranger in your own 
i3 Country; and that your abfence hath kept you fince from knowing our mifhaps, I will 
content your curiofity, and recount all this ftory unto you, as if you had not been born at 
Genoa*, and that aU the perfons, of whom I am to fpeak; were unknown to you; Yethave 
you not forgotten, as I think, that the Family of the Fiefquts, being one of the nobleft, and 
moft illaftrious of all Italy, as having twice fiirnifhed a head to atlChriftendom, given fo 
many Cardinals to Rome , and fo many great men to the world, was that alfo which Andrea 
Doria had always moft dreaded, ever fince that adion which made Win merit the having of s- 
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Statue at Gtnava, They that intermeddle with the knowledg of things, snd that jndg not 
of intentions by appearances and events, will not have the defignsof Andre* Dari* tobeaU 
waysfo dif-interefled, as they have appeared unto us $ but in fi»t, this is not • place, where 
I um to ceU you what the Count bekeved concerning him: As for me, that ever (peaks fin- 
ecrely of thihgi, I hold that his intentions were as fair as his enterprise. 

Bat to come to that which I am to import coyou, and to ketpyou from being toe m *ch 
farprired by the Counts laftadbon, I am to tell you, chat although in appearance he was the 
fweeteft, checnrikft, the gallant eft r and of the frteft and moft peaceable difpdfirioh that ever 
bad been fern, sndtfm he gave himfelf to aU the etereifcsof a manof Ms quality, wherein 
be had profited admirably, yet had he an imperious (piof, #nd was always pofleft Wish fotne 
great defign. Ambition, and the defire of glory, were his predominant pafitons, tfldthe on¬ 
ly things for which he did all others.His education did not contribute ought to thefe thoughts; 
for whereas he remained yet young enough under the government of his Mother,-who was 
the moft ambitious woman thatever was, (he gave him a part of her inclinations. He had 
had for his Governor one named Pen/*, by SimbaUo his fathers appointment, whofe man¬ 
ners were wholly noble, and that had ioftrwfted Mm ip fft. the faireft knowledges, which a 
perfon of his condition might have. But this man being too moderate for the bringing up of 
the Count according to his mothers defigns, (he placed another about him, but yet without 
removing the former, to the end thattftjw one taught huh the Sciences, the other ftiould 
teach him not to nuke ufe of them, but to arrive at the height of foveraign greatnefe. Thefe 
two men being oppofite in all things, gave him olio quite contrary counfek. The (kftmade 
him in the Roman Htftory observe the noble aftions of thofe, who had expofed chemfelves 
for the fefccyof the Commonwealth; iqjl t|re other made him oftentimes read the Cbnfpiracy 
of C a tilt*t, the lives of Tthertw and Ntro j Ncvertbelefs whereas chcComts inclinations 
were too vermoui to love crimes, he followed not the-advice of thw fame; but his Soul be¬ 
ing withall too ambitious to be confined within the dlreftions of Pen/*, be took a third way, 
and loved nothing fo much as the reading of the lives cA M*x**d*r *n&C<tfar, afpedally of 
thislaft; and he was won; to lay, that they which had called him Tyrant were to blame j 
fince he can never be lb, that afpines not to the foveraign power, but for the ufing of it well j 
and they which found themfelves capable of governing people, were refponabie to Heaven for 
not imploying a Taknr, which might be advantagioot to all the world. 

Thefe difeourfes were not at that time confidered but by his Mother, who took focredibk 
delight therein: but at length, the Count, being arrived at fevenceen years of age, faw Let- 
nor*, the After dffuliotni Horatio Cibo, in an affembly, where J anno tin Deri*, the Ne¬ 
phew and Favorite of (Andrea Dari*, was prefent as well as he. You have without doubt 
obferved, dut Leonora, though gentle and civil, had for all that a majeftick refervednefs, 
which (hewed in her behavior that fhe had fomething of great in her Soul. I tell you this. 
Madam, to let you know witball, that it was with this charm, rather then with her beauty, 
that (he began to pleafe the Count. He regarded and obferved her with care; and feeing 
nothing in all her adiops, that was not both extream civil, and a little imperious, he began to 
love hot, and fo much the more ardendy, becaufe he knew that this aXiance would not be dif* 
advantageous to him; if he fought after cither nobility of race, or commodity of tithes, to r 
that being bom ofafirft wife of her fathers, (he w» her only heir. But if Leonora was agree¬ 
able to the eyes of the Count, it maybefaid, that he fetmed charming to Ltonam ‘%: and ve¬ 
rily I muft acknowledg, tfot I never (aw him fo amiable, as in this aflembly; and if I moft 
fpeak the truth, I do not beleeve that there can fcarce be found in one only perfon greater qua¬ 
lity then he hid. And for agreeable things, it may be well afTored, that never man was more 
proper to make himfelf be beloved. His beauty, his good afpeft, his convention, his com¬ 
pliance, iris merry and jovial humor, hisaddrefs in dancing, in playing on the Lute, in ting¬ 
ing, in riding, and all ocher things chat can give any liking, rendred him incomparable. You 
may judg after this, whether Lttnera , who had not her heart engaged otherwhere, 
could refute the affei&ion of a man, in whom fhe found all that fhe could wKhr 
for. 

This fpringing attention was foon known of every one, but efpeciaBv of Andra* Dari*, 
who was advertifed thereof in a time, when as the Co ant could not yet ceft very well himfelf, 
whether he loved Ltnur* or no: for the firft time that he began to confider her with m- 
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diffrrency, was on the day of thacaflembly, which I hive fpokcn to you of alpeady, and 
where f annum was prefent, who always regarding the Count as hk Competitor had per* 
anted it, and therewith acquainted his Uncle. We have learnt (vice, chat Andrea Daria no 
(boner underftood of theCounts defign, but failing into a deep tnufe he appealed very fad 
and unquiet; and that after his mating was over, leoottraandedfiwwetiatobewareof the 
Counts defigus: for, hud he unto him raifiogop his voyee, it is hi form to obferve this young 
Lion. He is undertaking, andhardy, and it we fuflfar him to gather new forces, by allying 
with the houfe of Cibo, and Leonora's riches, he wdl be capable of enterprising any thing. 
femnotin harkened to this difcourfe as one that was in ter e fled therein, and obeying Andrea's 
order, he obferted the Count and Leonora, and confirmed himfelf in the opinion be had had, 
both by his own knowiedg, and the talk of the Town. Being in no longer doubt then but 
that the Count was in love with Leonora o he advertised his Uncle of it, who without further 
delay commanded him to be the Counts Rival in this fqit. Ic would not be enough, faid he to 
fannotin, if we fhouM but break off theCounts marriage; but wetnuftmake profit of his 
damage, and pluck the weapons out of his bands, to deflroy him therewith when we are Ms* 
fieri of them. Yon mnft marry Leonora, (he is fair and amiable; but were the only noble 
and rich, it would be enough to oblige you to marry her. Think of it then, footnotin', you 
are young as well as the Count, you have fpirit arid courage, and though it may be you have 
not (b good a grace as he, yet you are Nephew to Andrea Doria, md that is to fay every 
thing. Think then of winning Leonora's heart, before it be engaged; but above all, come 
to no violence $ for ic imports much, that the adoptive fon of him, who hath reftdred Genoa a 
bo her liberty, (bould not engage bit? Co proceit him inrfuch like things, fannotin, who 
held aU his fortune from Andrea Doria, and who reverenced him mote then if he had been 
hie father, promifed him to former nothing of aii thX fhoufd lie in his power to fetisfie him; 
as indeed, ail that can and magnificence could contribute to gallantry, appeared in Geneva 
at that rime; and had not your melancholy retained ydb then at Monaco, you would have 
acknowledged as well as we, that the like bod never been feen. 

But whereas the Count tould not give place to any body, he no fooner underftood fan- 
main's defign, but he overtopped him in all things. There was nothing but tunning at the 
Ring, Turneys, Serenades, Balls, and Feafts; and in all thingsif the Count was not more 
magnificent, yet was he more gentile. His apparel was braver, his horfes were gaUartter, 
his matches better made, hisferenades better contorted; in fine, he had the advantage in all 
things. And whereas he loved Leonora really, all the teftimonieshe gave her of it, wrought 
another efWft in her heart, then the feigned proreftations of fannotin, who prevailed nor 
with her at all. Things continued a while in this manner, during the which chefe two Rivals 
lived civilly enough together, as well by reafon of The order which fanmetin had received for 
it, as of Leonora'i prudence, and the Conors addrds, who never made fb^w of perceiving 
hk Rivals defigns; chough eachof them did for his part all that he could to deftroy hk enemy. 
But at laft Love and Fortune ceafed to be blind in dm occafion, and gave the priac to him that 
beftdefervedk. 

The Count had Leonora % permiffion to demand her of her brothers, under whofe go* 
vemment (he had been ever fince the death of her mother; be was their particular friend, fo 
that upon the firft overture which he made to them of it, they received him with incredible 
joy, and aflared him (efpeckdly Horatio, who wu more a friend to the Count then folio) 
provided their fitter did not oppofe his concent, that he was certain to be happy. The Count, 
who was no lefs difereet then paflionace, would pot let them know that their confenc was 
craved to a thing already refolved, but only told them, that from their mouths he defired to 
undetftand Leonora’s mind, and from them receive either hkgoodor bad fortune. Intbe 
mean time fannetin found that Leonora favored the Count to hk prejudice, yea and that (he 
was refblved never to marry any but him. He thought fit to advertife Andrea Doria of it, 

' who came to know by another, to whom the Counts mother had told it, that he had fpoktn 
of hk marriage to Horatio, who had anfwered her favorably, which Andrea Doria uudef- 
ftandine, he cold fametin, that he was to confecve with addrefsthe friendlhip of him, whom 
he could not ddftroy by force ; that ode of the greateft effeds of prudence was, whenont 
could not vanquifhhis enemies, to conftrain them to be hk friends ; and not being other- 
ways ahie to keep them from hurting, one muft, continued he, tye their .hoods with afalfe 
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generoGty, efpecially when one hath for oppofitc an illuftrious adverfary, fuch as the Gout & 
Go then, fannetin, faid he onto him, give up a vi&ory, which you are not able tocarry a~ 
way; and making (hew as though you come to learn that hehath a defigu fat Leonora, tell 
him that you prefer his contant D<fore your love, and foas he will be your friend; you, will, 
yeild him ypufMiftrefs with joy: But lb order the matter, that this may.be heard byfonae, 
to the end that the Count knowing how the world beleeves he is obliged to you, nuyalfo in- 
confideration o£the world, and for fear of being blamed, live hereafter with you, as if be woe 
your friend. Madam, do not think it ftranee, that I fhould know fo. many particularities of 
•Andre* Daria's difcourfcs; but be plealca tp underftand, that a friend doth nof^oavell 
know what is done in his friends houfe, as mighty enemies do ordinarily know what they 
project one againft another: yet was it not equally fo between the Count and trfndre* Do- : 
ria, it being certain that this laftkncw nothing of the Counts defigns, what care footer he 
took for it j whereas he on the contrary could conceal none of his from him. 

But to come again to fannetin, he. had been no fooner inftru&ed by his Uncle, but he 
went home to the Coant, who attended with a great deal of impatience the anfwer which 
Horatia vm to make him, for it was he who had in charge to give it him ■, he quitted this 
muling humor to receive Janne tin's vi(it with his ordinary civility; and according to Andrea 
Daria's direction, three of Jannetin's friends arrived at the fame time to be witndTes of chefe 
two Rivals converfation. After the firft complements, fannetin told the Count, that he 
came not only to render him a vilit, but alfo to render him up his arms, and to demand the 
grace of him, that he might be one of the captives of his Triumph. I know not, anfwered 
the Count, what Triumph you mean. It is a Triumph, rtplyed fannetin, wherein for a 
Trophy of Arms you (ball have all the chains of the Lovers of the incomparable Leonora ; who 
knowing that you alone merit her, will Allow you without regret or envy; atleaftw'tfelan* 
come hither to affure you, that that is my intention: and if I had known that you had bom 
an ion to her,-1 would have been your Confident, rather then your Rival; yet am I 
notforry, that I have had the commodity to teftifie unto you, that nothing intheworidis 
fodeartoroeasyour friendlbip. * 

The Count underftood prefently Jannetin's cunning, yet wodd make no (hew of it, but 
contrarily anfwered him with a great deal of civility and gallantry. I thought, faid he unto 
him, that I had nothing tovanquilh but the rigors of my Miftrefs, and if I had beleeved that 
I had had fo redoubtable a Rival as.you, I had not it may be undertaken to ferve her: But 
fince you are fo obliging, as to content your felf with meriting her, without pretending to her 
poffcflion, I am ravilhed to know that you have judged her worthy of your efteem; and to 
underftand that I (hall have nothing more then her cruelty to fur mount; fince if you had con¬ 
tinued ferving her, and that (he had been juft, I Ihoold in your triumph have bdd the place, 
which you demand ifi mine; and which I do not grant you, feeing he that yeilds upavidoty 
cannot be faid to have been overcome, fannetin, hearing the Count fpeak in this (brt, be¬ 
leeved, that his canning had fucceeded, and took that for a teftimony of fricndfhip and free¬ 
dom, which was but an addrefs of bis wit; and that not having been able to vanqai(b him in 
love, he had at leaft furmoonced him in fubtlety, and was arrived at the end he had propound¬ 
ed to himfelf. But the Count was too dear lighted to be deceived foeafily; and whereas the 
moft dextrous guile is that which perfwades our enemies chat they have beguiled us,- though 
indeed we are not; the Count faid fo many obliging things to fannetin, as be made no doubt 
stall, but that be had abufed his enemy; and that from thence-forward he would count him¬ 
felf effectively his obliged: nevertheless it proved not fo, as you will underftand by the fcqael 
of this difcoorfe. 

_ In the mean time Horatio came to the Count; and having at firft embraced him in naming ' 
him brother, he abfolutely allured him of Leonora's confent. But not to (land relating to yoa 
therejoycingsof a time, whole felicity is fofar from that which we have paft fince, I will 
only tell you, that a little while after the nuptials of the Count and Leonora were celebrated., 
You were invited, but you would not quit your folitnde to come and (ee the magnificences of 
that feaft. fannetin was the (brwardelt of all the Gty, to teftifie the joy he was in for that 
of the Count, who afterwards ferved him in his fait to her whom he married; and lived al¬ 
ways with him, as if he had been one of bis deareft friends, albeit in his heart he had quits 
contrary thoughts. 
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The Counts Mother wit ravilbed with her Cons marriage j Levtwr* was iaft*(#ly oorv 
tented; Julio kerned ftctsfied ; Horatio efhemed binifclf veryhappyin t$; and Soykrom* 
ms fo much the mow plated with it, for that being of on age whcfejndqfcghts. Munch, tod 
company make op the happinef* of a Me, (be found all thtfe things iodw Counts WftCe.wbere 
Am lived with her After after her marriage; for it might belaid, du* this houfe was the retreat 
of aU worthy perfons, and of all pleafures, which made.the Conor to fee lewd of every one. 
In the meantime the profpcrous fuccefs of his love, had not fiaothoted bis amfejtioo,. hot con- 
trarily his efteem of Leonora feemed to have alimented jt; and Sofhr/uom bath affined us, 
bowflje hath often heard him (ay, that his Fortune was not worthy of her. This generous 
Soothed not it maybe for all that been ever capable of theteToiucion which betook, though 
bebeleeved it to be juft, if the connfels of three men, who did but Batter his ambition to (a- 
taafie their own, had not confirmed him in that defign. And trsly it inaft be acknowledged, 
that one hath never heard (peak of an enterptize fo daring info young an age, of aprudmoe 
fo extraordinary for the oonduft of fo dangerous a thing, and of a fuccefs,-equal to his, if For. 
tune had not abandoned him. 


But, Madam, to make you acknowldg that which I fay, you are to under ftaad, chat about 
two years ago the Count finding himfelf iU for certain days together, went asheufedofttn- 
thnes to do into his Cabinet, whither his ambitious mother came to him, (or to acquaintfeim, 
that AnAroa Dona, who had adopted ? snoot in for iris fan and focctffar ageod while before, 
had then made him bis Lievtenant to the charge he held of Getteralijpmo: And all this, con¬ 
tinued (he, whHeft yot^are denyed the penfions wluch the Republiquegave SimhaUo your fa* 
tfaer; for it was true, thanas long as be lived the Senate had alfigned him a penfion for a mark 
of honor, which had not beeacontinued to the Court, bcctufele had been fufpeAedby An* 
Area Bona, an enemy -of cbe robe affcdtadt^^atNttion. . t * 

, In the mean time to ceturn unto my fubjed^ the Count had no fooner heard what his Mo¬ 
ther fad unto him, but woidd have anfwered, when as (be ftayingibkn told him roimdly, 
think before thonfpeakeft of faying nothing to me unworthy ofthyfeHvor of me that brought 
theeinto the world, and know that I willl dtfavow thee for my fon, if thoubefo bafe, «s to 
be contented with thy fortune, and to endure, that they, who do not outgo thee cither >in 
birth or merit, (hould mounr into the Throne, and leave thee4nongftcnepeo[4e. Thisdif- 
conrfe netted the great heart of the Count, who was but too&nhble on that part, yet con¬ 
cealed he ibis trfentment within himfelf, and (aid no more to his Mother, but that allhe could 
promife her was, how he would abfolutely lofe himfelf, or lofe them that opprefied him j 
and that the fequel or end of his life (hould nor permit her to complain of him. After this (be 
left him, but taconfinn him in this dangerous defign, (be had confulted with thofe three am¬ 
bitious perfons, of whom I have already fpoken to you: che firft was the fecond Governor 
which (he had given him, named Vincentio Calcagna, whole maxims wetecontrary to thofe 
of the generous Ton fa ; the fecond was called Rapboello Sacco, a Lawyer of Savona, and a 
tunning and dextrous min, whoferved him in the governmentaf allhisafittrs; and the lift 
Baptifla Vtrrtn, a Citizen of Gonem, who dwelling dofe by the Counts Palace, hadby his 
(ubmifliona, and his wit, fo gained his fnendfbip, ashe wasof all htscounfel, anddifpofed 
almoft abfolutely of all bis eftate. 

It was then by she means of thefe three pernicious Counfellors, thatthis ambitious woman 
hoped to carry the Count to the taking of fome violent retain tion. She hud advertised them 
Ko be ready to go to her Ion, astaon as (he (hould come out of his Cabinet : As indeed, (be 
was no focoer retired, tun encountring them, (be (aid unto theta; Co, my'dearfriends, and 
labor for your (elves, in laboring for the Count: but above all rhings remember, (aid (he to 
JUfkaello Sacco, to counfel him unto notbingtbat is violent, which you cannot give a pic- 
texcuntoof die pablique good, of equity, and of gloiy: For, continued (he, I know the 
Count fo well, that if you propound nothing to him but his own confeovation, his utility, 
the advancement of his fortune, and the undoing of his enemies, you will newer vanqoifh 
him: You mufifpur his mind forward with the defire of honor, arid dextroufly beguile him 
te keep him from beguiling our hopes. They promified her then aa much as fhe coold wifb, 
and too faithful in this occation they kept their word with her; at lcaflwife Raphncllotad 
'Baptifla, for as tar the third, he did that out of dear, which another would have done 
out of venue. 
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' They went then to the Counts Cabinet, and to givehnnnocaufeof fufpicion,' they re- 

E aired to him feparately. Thefirft that came thither found him in a deep aufe, and never ta- 
ing notice of mm, he continued walking without fpeaking a word: A little after, die other 
two arrived, making (hew as if they had not feen one another of all that day. The Count 
in the mean time, not doubting of the Treafon which they had (dotted againft his vertae, fee¬ 
ing the three men of the world, in whom be moil confided, come by chance unto him as he 
believed, at a time when he had needof counfel, could not forbear teftifying a great deal of 
joy unto them for it. What gotd Angel, faid he unto them, hath brought you Jo opportnne- 
Ij to draw me out of the thought I am in at this prefent? I know not, anfwered Baptifla 
cunningly, whether my fight be pleating to you or no, but I know very well that I hava no¬ 
thing that is pleafing to tell you. We are in an age, faid the Lawyer, wherein good men 
hive no great caufe tote joyce, feeing every day the ambition of fome few carry infoleody 
away all that which ought to be the secompence of vertue. It may be fome one will be found, 
continued Baptifla , that will make a change in things. But, faid the Count interrupting 
him. and addreffing his fpeech to Verrin, what bad news have you to impart tome? My 
Lord, anfwered he, itisbadder for the Republique, then for you; for in fine , to acquaint 
you that fannetin hath flail new honors conferred on him, is to tell you that the power of 
Andrea Daria will pafs into his hands ; that his Tyranny will be perpetuated in the perfon 
of his Nephew ; and that we (hall never have the happiB;(s to fee vertue where it ought 
to be. 

It is certain, added Raphaello Sacco, that this is the fence of all good men; and in the mi- 
fery of the age, it feems, faid he, addreffing himfelf to the County that all the world turn 
their eyes upon you. Your illuftrious and great birth, accompanyed with fo many me qua¬ 
lities as are in your perfon, makes all thftn that love the publique good defire, that your for¬ 
tune were as great as your heart i And for my particular, I would gladly fee your vertue on a 
Theater higher then that whereon you are, to the end you might be feen of every 00 c: But 
you are born info unhappy an age, as it (eems you cannot afpire to the power of doing good 
to your Citizens; To true it is, that Andrei and fannetin Doria, under the name of toe pub¬ 
lique liberty, hare folidly eftablifbed their Power, or to fay better, their Tyranny. And fo 
this fort, one may well allure, that the people do fufficiently cbaftife themfelves for the blinde 
refolution, which carries them to (hake off the yoke of a great and excellent Prince, to fader 
tobeimpofedupofi therathatof two Tyrants, who will be fo much the more cruel, by how 
much they are lefs accuftmed to raign. Their weaknefs, being fupported by the power of 
Cafer,vaA rendred infoknc by the great number of warl ke VefTcls, which we fee in the Port, 
will never fuflfer a contagious and refolute fpirit. They will beleeve the high vertue of a man 
. of condition too dangerous for their riling fortune to endure. They upU make ufe of the am¬ 
bitious Titles, of Fathers of their Country, and Reftorers of the liberty, which have been 
given to Andrea Doria, for die oppreffion of the moft magnanimous', with the pretext of 
the common good. So that a man of your courage, under this unjuft dominion, is more fore 
of offences, then of life: and ifuntothisdsy we have not feen fuch like things, itisbecanfo 
the power of Andrea Doria, hath not yet attained to its fupreme greatnefs; and that his 
moderation hath in fome fort retained the imperious humor, of fannetin. You knowhow 
anfolenthess, how proud, and how infupportable; think then, if when he (hall fee himfelf 
foaneftateof being able to do whatfoever be will, and followed by young people, who re¬ 
verence him by reafon of his Charge, whether there be any thing which will not be permitted 
to his capricious humors? Do you beleeve, that a fpirit infatiable as his is, will bereftrained 
within the bounds of Reafon? Do you beleeve, that the defire or thirft of raigning, exafps- 
tated by fo certain a hope, can be extingnifhed but with the blood of innocents? Do you 
beleeve, that contdit with the power, which Fortune and the fimplicity of our Citizens have 
given him, be will dye with the foie name of fannetin ? For me, I do not beleeve it. His 
minde it not fo moderate, as that he will, or knows how to contain himfelf, upon the point 
of arriving at his laft felicity. He attends, as I conceive,, the death of Andrea, which can¬ 
not bebut neer at hand, that he may follow all his inclinations ; and to that effeA, being al¬ 
ready in the poffefsion of the hearts of the Nobles, he goes nourifhing the people in idknefs, • 
and the gain of Commerce, to the end that this effeminacy depriving them of courage, and 
befog difaccuftomed from the exerdfeof Arms, they may not dare to refift him, when he

(hattentcrprfeeany thing; and by this means he hides a patricidal dtfign under the vail of the 
publique repofe and tranquillity. - ' 

Bat let us prefuppofe, that the divine providence, for the prefervation of chit Republique, 
fbouki take him off frpm this dangerous dtfign ; the continuance alone of the rank whereun- 
to he is raifed, ought to pot fhamc and cOnfafion intathe hearts of all the other Cirizehs,whofe 
births arenoble. Whatreafon is there, that in a free Province, fo many men of eminent qua¬ 
lity, which yield not unto him, either in nobility, or courage, fhould live as private perfons, 
whil'ft he alone, with the magnificence of a Prince, regards all the reft as his inferiors, and 
in Inch fort, as they feem to depend abfolutely on him ? what Law of a well-ordered Re¬ 
publique confenu unto it ? what Nation is there, that is not barbarous, which permits it? in 
. what hiftory of civilized people is any thing feen that authorizes it ? If hitherto you have 
pot m yonr particular tryed the infolency of this haughty humor, it is becaufe there hath no 
occalion been offered for it; and you know but too well the thoughts which he hash for you: 
But henceforward you muft partake in the publique miferies; yea I do foretell it with grief, 
that you will be ften, as others, to vifithim, accompany him, fervehim, aid obey him, as 
our Spveraign: and ^annttin Darin fhall reckon upamongft the Trophies of his infuppqrt- 
able temerity, that Giovanni Lodovico, Count of Lavagna, courted him, reverenced him, 
and bafely crouched under, his dominion. 01 how,fitter were it, that rouzing up your fpiric, 
at the complaiDts of an oppreffed people; and taking a refutation worthy of your Country, 1 
of your race, and vertue, you would deliver all your Citizens from this infamy, as well as 
yoqrfelf. But it may be that means would be wanting to .you for the^execution of this de- 
ngn; contrarily never thing was more facile. If you turn your eyes towards Rome, you will 
fmde all the fuccor there, that you can defire. Jf you feck for prqteCtion in Francs, the Ene¬ 
my of ZJfrpfannocfail of dhcouncring amighty one Jjhere. Herein Genoma, the people, al¬ 
ways * foe to Tyranny, will ferVe you fora (word and buckler, fannetin blinded, or rather, 
hdfed afleep with his good forrane,, will fall of himfelf into the nets which you fhall lay for 
him. Ypur own fubje&s, and the Duke of FlacentU's, will defend you ftom all oppofirion. 
In fine, all chings invite youtoviftory, there is nothing wanting, laving onely your Will, 
not for you to fight, but to triumph* As Andre* Doria made ufeof the pretext of liberty 
to opprefs bis Country, (o do you make ufe of the pretext of Tyranny to deliver yoUrs. And 
copfider, thatit isabfojutely neceflary for you, either to command, or toferve; to render 
yourfelf dreadful toothers, or to live in continual fear. And (inre Heaven hath given you 
all that can be defired for fo glorious an enterprize, birth, courage, wit, conduct, and means, 
be fare to make a profitable ufe thereof; and do not reoder your felf worthy of the fervicude 
chat is prepared for you,. in neglecting fo fair an occafion to avoyd it. 

Rapbneilo Sacco, could not have touched the minde of the Connt in a more fenlibie part; 
and this man being born for great matters, wasextreamly pleafed, in that he could.perfwade 
himfelf, by the reafonsalledged unto him, that he might both together deliver his Country, 
revengehisowninjutks, deftroy his Enemies, content his ambition, and do nothing contra¬ 
ry to glory. The joy he had or it made him rcfolve to open his heart to his Confidents.; 
whereupon he acknowledged unto them, that from his tendreft years, he had felradifpofi ti- 
onin himfelf to undertake that which had been now propounded unco him;'that be bad 
ever been an Enemy to fannetin, though he appeared to be otherwife; that his infolency was 
mfupportable to him; that having been his Rival in love, he would be the fame hi ambition: 
Then he recounted unto them, bow Andrea Doria would have broken oft his marriage; and 
for acondufion, he dedared unto them plainly, that he would change the order of things, and 
for that, effeft crave the protection of France , as being very much indined to that 
Kingdom. 

Vincentio Calcagna, feeing how ardently the Connt was carryed to this defign, and that 
be fpake of it as of a thing which he had a long' time before determined, was conftrained 
to yield to his temper, which was exceeding timeroos: And though he had promifed the 
Count'd Mother aU that (he had defired of him, and that Ml his life-time he had. given leftons 
of Tyranny and Ufurpationto him whom be bad brought up, yet feeing the peril fonecr, 
and doubting to be involved itiit, andtolofeall his fortune, inlofing the Count, whom he 
he dearly loved j feat made him perform an aCtioa of vertue, and pulbedonwith Zealand 
dread, he fpake to the Count much after this manner. If you be as ftrongly refolved to at- 
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ren^x Come change in the affairs of tfaeJM/r, as your' fpeech doth witneft, I tuy, Oofy 
dear Matter, rather lamnt our common misfortunes, then draw any advantage byconttt- 
di ftin g you t but if my good fortune can make your prudence give feme roomtofccond 
thoughts, which ordinarily are the inteft, you will in thisoccafion make tryal of tfoardbr 
and fidelity which I carry to your fcrvicc, by the liberty of mydifeourfe, as yo* have made 
tryal of my diligence, in the encounters where it hath been neceflary onto you. UfltM now 
yon bare lived in fo conftant a felicity, as it may be laid, you have never (tin Fortune dilpfea- 
fed; and that isthecxufe why yoot imagination prefents none but agreeable ubje&iunto 
you; that is it which makes you, according to the cuftom of tKe h^py, think of nothing 
but Vi&ories, Scepters, and Crowns t But I am much afraid left tfefe doetfitfog hopes .be not 
one day defttoyed by foine fetal event, which w ll be fo much the more fofopportahle ckwo 
you, by how much you have left forefeea it. To goabout to alter any thing in the Govern¬ 
ment of the Republiqae, in a time wherein we are, is an enterprise attended with fomany 
difficulties, and expofed co evident a peril, as I enmot force my miode to foerre it unto me 
certain and facile, as one would perfwade you. For in fine, you will pretend either as shAe 
ufeof ttrangerSf or rohold intelligence with our Citizens; of the former I foe noHkdy- 
bood for it: but (uppofe it were poflibk, at baft-wife the matter could not bedfryed with 
Inch fpeed and folecretly, but the City, Daria, or the Emperor, would have notice ol k. 
Italy, for your ill fortune, is at this prefent in fo great a trouble, as every ones eyes are open 
upon his neighbors affairs: And Gemma it felf, byrealbnof fcsfcicaationonthebfiokdf the 
lea, is guarded as the key of that State. The Dutchyof Milan, which hath been along 
time, both a prey and place of bated to the fortune of the Imperial and French Armies, 
makes C*f* r regard Genbna, as the onely defence, and foie rampart, which covers his powet 
id Italy. Daria alfo fervesthe EtnpeCgr with twenty Gullies, but a great deal more 
the good-wiH of the Citizens,who bdteve they ate obliged unto War. BelideS this,lit the God 
of the Rivet of Gtnama, efeecally towards the Levant, isabfokittlyat bis devotion. The 
City, tint is ftdl much troubled with the Tyranny of the Dukya f Milan, and Government 
of the French, deccfts the very name of torrsign dominion. You any indeed with fmeV for¬ 
ces dilcover your inteatibn, but not arrive at your end. It is fo much the more grievous, that 
enterprises of this nature are not favorably judged of, but by their happy facet ft, and that is 
k which I do not fee you can obtain. For from what pact hope you for great Troops? The 
Kipg of France, on whofe protedion you rely, hath not lo little to do, in regard or his pre¬ 
tentions to the Kingdom of Naples, and Dutchy of Milan, but if he had even a minde to 
ante fome new ftir in Italy,that he could come and fuccor you with afi his forces, whidt are 
employed for .the fafety of his frontircs. But fay that he, or any other Prince, thould under¬ 
take if, could you believe that the Emperor, whoforhisown huerett takes that of Gemma 
upon him, would not oppofe them with forces, if not greater, at kaft-wHe equal to thole 
which you (hould draw to your afliftance ? And that being fo, you would fee your defigns 
bat dl allured, fince they would ftill depend on the lofsor gain of abated, whoft! event is al¬ 
ways doubtful: but on which fide foever the vi&ory doth fell, youate ftill to follow the plea- 
fore of theconqueror, nothing befog left you that is certain, bacthelhamedf having depri¬ 
ved your Country of her Liberty, for to fabmit it to a fttanger. Bat if you tutu your eyes to 
aneererfoocor, by thinkfogto finde it in this Gty; either I know not the humor, and indi¬ 
nations of t heGenotujfej, or your hopes ate but weakly grounded. Tellme.Ipity you, from 
which fort of our Omens do you look for afliftance? Will it be from the Nobles? into 
whofe hands AnJreaDoria hath put the power and government, and who being obliged to 
him for the authority they enjoy, live fo an happy and honorable tranquillity, fo that no 
change being able to arrive, which would not bedifadvancageous to them, how would you 
have them ayd you in an enterprize, which wodd precipitate them into a more miserable 
efface then ever they were l IsitpaftiWe,tbttmeerfy toeomjrty with you, they IhouW for¬ 
get their Country, their liberty, their fortunes, their wives, and their children? ft it pofsible, 
that they (hould prefer your fnendftup, before the prote&ion of Daria, whom they rever¬ 
ence as their common father ? No, no, difabufe your fdf from this error; and believe too, 
that the people will not be mote favorable unto you, fince it is true, that the more hate they 
bear to the Nobles, the k ft will they trail you, whobetog the mod iHuftrious amongft them, 
cannot safily perfwade them, that you have no intent to do them hurt. But grant that fome 
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of them could believe it, the Chief of the popular families would never content that theft 
welfare (hould come from your hind. 

. Again, if you protend toufurp the Empire of the Republique, what aft can be farther 
from meriting the good-will of the people ? But it may be you will fay, that you will re* 
eft a t di fh the ntft form of' Government, changed by Don*, where the popular authority did 
all things; and thatby the declaration thereof the multitude will rife for your advantage t 
For my-part, I no not of a contrary opinion, butbelieve, as well as you, that thofe which 
are ill fatisfied will with joy embrace an occasion of renewing their ancient Tragedies; and 
fo much the more ardently, for that they (ball reap-all the profit of it, nothing remaining fot 
yon but fhame and infamy. For, for yon to imagine, that the Fregofes and Adomes t who 
lo many years together have fought ooc againft another, to obtain the prime rank in the ad- 
miniftration of the popular affairs, will yield irtoamanof your birth, is a thing wh-ch earn 
not be believed withpnt dafliiog with Reafon. They will it may be commend your temerity; 
and name it valor; they will follow your Colours, as thofe of their Deliverer; they will 
rcjoyce to fee the Noble-men put in cfaains^y the hand of a Noble-man; the bowtls of their 
Goonny tom out by you; the common reft troubled by your fury; their Tyranny eftablifh- 
ed by your fault : but a time will come when wholly difeharging theinfdves of the (edition 
which you have caufed, the people will give tbesntbe tecompence of your travels, the glory 
of your enterprize, and the triumph of your combats. In what terms will you finde your 
(elf then? Which way will you turn your felf foe flume? Detefted of the Nobles, whom 
you Audi have betrayed; defpifed of the people, who will deride the means which have 
caufed their utility and your ruine; abominable to your Country, as having ravifhed her of 
her liberty; anEnemy to^e/ir,' the Protedbrof the Republique; fufpeded of the King 
of France, whodefires to have an abfobite potyer « Genoa* ; and hated of all the world, 
whichnaturally and i^bnablyabhorS Troafons. t 

In fine, I am forced to tell yon, and it is neceflafy that yodfliquld uhderftand it, the ex- 
tream love which I bear you permits it me, and my fidelity enjoyns me to it. I fear, I fay 
(and may it pleafe God that my feat may be vain) that thefe thoughts of troubles and dis¬ 
quiets be not foretellers of your bad fortune; which it may be hath already refolved the lofs 
. of your eftate, of your life and reputation. Yon know that Jamutin Doris regards you 
withaneyeof envy, and you your felf have oftentimes complained to me of the treacheries 
he intended againft you; why then will yonfurnifb him with Arms todeftroy you? With 
what avidity and joy would he embrace the occalion robe revenged of you, and to content 
his particular hatred to your ptrfon, under the pretext of the publique good? He will re joyce 
in his heart at this refolntion, and excels of courage, which precipitates you; and taking up 
Arms openly againft you with all the partakers of his fortune, with what rcafons will not he 
juftifie his violences? You (hall be the Enemy of the peoples tranquillity; tbeTyrantof the 
common liberty; a Rebel to the Republique; and the Catiline of Genoa*. With thefe fo . 
juft reproaches, and fo plaufiMe a Manifeft, what one amongft the people, ot amora l the 
Nobks, of Citizens or Strainers,of private perfbns or Princes, that would not arm himfclf 
to exterminate yon? It is an horror to me, not onely to fay it; but to think it. Itwill be 
absolutely impoffiUe for you not to be utterly confonnded by the attempts of (o many Ene¬ 
mies, as (hall oonfpice againft your life. Your Eftate will be confiscated, as the gooasof sf 
Traytot; your memory will be abominable and dKbonored in the Annaksof Genoa* ; and 
fannetin, acknowledged for * fecond Deliverer of his Country, and Reftorer of Liberty, 
will build his glory on the ruines of yours. Wefhallfee, it maybe, that the gratitude of 
the Genenefies will eredt a Statue to fannetin, which (hall beplaced neer to that of Andrea^ 
in the infeription whereof (ball be (ten graven the name of Giovanni Lodovice, Count of 
Lavagna , the fubliqme Enemy , fabased by Jarmetin Dora; the BenefuQor of hit 
Country ; 

Now I befeech you, fuffer not your felf to be carrycd away by the hnpetuofity of age and 
choller to fo evident a peril. Let the pity of your felf, of your family, and of yohr fubjeds, 
arreft you. Remember what you owe to your birth,to your reputation,to your Country,and 
to God: Havecompaffion of the miferieS of your wife; free the mindes of thofe char love 
you from io juft a fear; confider that your youth, accompanyed with (b many venues, ought 
not to be fo precipitoiifly thrown into the hands of Fortune. Enjoy, enjoy, the bteflings 
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which your Predeceffors have left you info great abundance; and call to mind, for the ex- 
yingn idling of your ambition, that you are in fo confidence a rank, which way foever ttmn 
regards you, as you may be envyed even of ‘junnetin himfelf. This fpeechcould not bcheard 
of the Count without emotion; and feeing his defign combated with fuch powerful Reafons, 
by a man too of whofe affe&ion he was fo well allured, he feemed very unquiet and uocer- 
cam, which Btptifi* Verrin, quickly marking, conceived, that if the Counts ration had time 

to fortifie it felf in that which was good, all the enterprizewouldijeindoubi. 

He began then with an. incomparable fubtlety and addrefs gently at fitfl: to. oppofe Vuteen. 
nVs difcourfe, as you (hall hear, and as I underftood it even from Vtrrm himfelf, who after¬ 
wards recounted all thefe things to us at t/ilbenguA .* Behold dben in what manner he $ake. 
I would to God, (aid he, .that the affairs of the Republique were brought tothatpaft, as all 
our Citizens might enjoy their eftates with tranquility, lfbould not then be at this day in the 
neceffity of wifhing yoaan happier condition,fince as Vtnctntio CdUagtut hath wellobfemd, 
there is never a one in Gchoha, either for Riches, greatnefs ofEftatts, or for illuftsious Birth,, 
can match you: Neither am I ignorant, that a wife man ought not to tempt Fortune during 
an extream felicity, in regard it cannot change but eo his difadvantage. Howbehdeftiny, 
the enemy of your good, hath in fuch fort perplexed the State of the Republique, as you are 
enforced to attempt fomething that is great; or to perifh. Jxmttin Deri*, who for fo long 
a time hath regarded the Empire of Gmoha, as the term of his defines and ambition, cannot 
endure you; and if yon do not fee pa his brow, and in his eyes, die marks of the extream 
bate he bears you; if by his aft ions you do not difcover the excels of his pride, and bs con¬ 
tempt of your vertue; the Gallies, which you have bought againft his will, may render you 
a fufficicnt teftimony thereof; and petfwade yon, that ambition bath its jealoufies as well as 
Iqvc , and that J Anne tin regarding vou as his Rival,your nine is oneof his moft ardent defires. 
His infolency carries him fb far, as he will be abfoInreMafteCof the Sea, and be wifi not have 
any man fo much as dare to trouble or divide his power withhim: How then will you have 
him endure you for a Competitor in the Government of the Commonwealth, fiace jetloufie, 
or the defire of raigning, (pares neither the blood of boothers, of children, no not of fathers 
themfelves ? 

A wicked indination, and an opiniative humor, as fAjnetins is, cannot be changed but 
by violence: you muft then, as things Band, either retire fhamefuDy from Genenn, and aban¬ 
doning your Gallies to him, dedare him vidorious, in leaving him Matter of the field, or 
rouze up that fpirit and courage in you, which is to furmoont ran. But if neverthelefs you 
be refolved to decline this peril with infamy, and to preferve your life, as having received it 
of grace from {he hand of yonr enemy; I am willing, Iconfenttoit, and will no longer op¬ 
pofe it; though it be the moft deplorable eftate,wherein even the hatted of can with 

you. But if your vertue do not deceive my hopes, in malting me attend fomegrauer aod 
more generous thing from you, I (hall fee this rafbman furmounted by your valor, and his 
pride wholly fubjefted to your courage. It is for you then to attempt an enterprize, which 
is fo glorious, as even fAvnetin hknfelf wilienvy you for it. Fortune hath fetbetweeoyou 
two the whole Empire of LigurU ; and the one cannot-yiDquifti the other to mount into the 
Throne, but by palling the Charet of his Triumph over dicbody of his enemy. He alone 
(ball beft affure to himfelf the vidory, who Can ntft prevent his enemy dextroufly, by taking 
from him the means ofoutftripping Urn. It is aneceflity common to yon both, foreachot 
you to think of your confovanon; and he fhaUbe the wifeft, that with the diligenceof a 
fpeedy execution (ball mock at his enemies Doth, in opprefling him without refinance. in 
fine, prepare your felf to afikolr, or tobeaflaulcedj to lay ambofhes for your enemy, or to 
fall into the pit which he hath digged for you; to put him to death,or to fufler death your felf. 
It may be this fpeech willleem harfh to. the prudent CtlcagnA, but neceffity, which in the 
moft defperate affairs augmeuteth valor and courage, ferves alfo to juftifie the violcnttft a&i- 
oos, when the caufe thereof is juft, and in thefe oceafions it may be named the buckler of in* 
nocency. Let the temerity of fAnnetin % the bafenefs of the Genauejfts, and the injuftice of 
Fortune, which have forced you to this inevitable mifehief, be accufed for this enterprize. 
You do no body injury, when you defend your felf, but only follow the' ordinary Laws of 
Nature. 

It is prudence to divert upon the head of our enemy the tempeft which would overwhelm 
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us: And if that cannot be done without fome appearance of evil, the fault (hall not be yours, 
but deftinies, which leaves you no other mean to preferve your life, but by the death of your 
adverfary, nor will not let your vertue be able to defend it fell without a crime. But what 
fay I, a crime l this word is for you,0 toq prudent Calcagna ; you l#ve learned itnq doubt 
Id the School of the Vulgar, who know not the politick of Conquerors,; t With fuch like terms 
the atom of private perfons are fpokcn of, but pot thofeof tbt Greats And if ypfir Rule 
were true, it might be frid that all Empires were Robberies* bcctufe there is none of them 
which was not cftablilhed by that natural right, which the ftrong impofe on the weak. 

Nature brought men into the world with an equality of all things* and yet left unto Vertue 
the power of railing them, which poflefi it, to the,glory of raigniog over others'. From 
whence it comes, that the moft part of thofe, who are Princes or Mailers of the-Earth, carry 
nor that title, but becanfe their Predeceflots, by theaddrefs and by force of Arms, ufurped 
the Empire over their equals. I do not deny but that there are fome perfons, who as well as 
fmetmtit will blame your refolutioo, before it be conduced to its end, in regard all hardy 
and dangerous adions are never commended till they are executed ; but as foon as the happy 
fbeoefrofthe event (hall have-juftified and authorized the greatnels of your eaterprize, the 
bfamg wiB be turned into admiration ; and that which was called temerity and imprudence, 
will be termed valor and greatnels of courage. As long as the fir ft of the Cafars wasin Arms 
sgaioft Pcmftj, and that the Roman Empire was the caufeof their conflicts, he hadnotooly 
< Pomfty for an adverfary, but even all the Nobility were his moft cruel foes. In the mean 
time as foon ashe had defeated his Enemies mighty Army in the plains of Pharfafa, and that 
riikwftory had put him jn full pofleflion of the Romm, Empire,all the hatred which was 
bean him ceafed ; and he was fo dearly and ardently beloved of the Romans, as thil aftedion 
could not finilh with hislife, but they punilhed hi death with a memorable revenge. Re- 
iolve then to (offer the Ge***ejfej lor a time to Call you Tyrant; and do not take this name a9 
a grievous injury, feeing it Hull be the laft infokney of their dying liberty. They will accnftom 
t hem fch re s afterwards to acknowlcdg you for their lawful Etince, and as fuch reverence you. 
Behold how much I rely on yourfortune, in fpeaking to you of the felicities of yoUt Empire, 
before you have refolved to fight fot the acquiring of it* Bus things are difpofedin fuch fort, 
as you may (boner be wanting to your felf, thentbe Empire to your vertue. For if the diffi- 
tulcies be great, according to VMctntio's opinion, your courage yet greater. Let us grant 
A im, that the entetprize is dangerous and difficult; itvwhat Hiftory, anesrat or modern, hath 
itbeeofound, that the way which conduAeth to glory is covered with flowers? and that an 
JBuftrious aftion hath been executed Without pain ? All great dtfigns have always been fol¬ 
lowed by great perils ; and all high places are ever near to frtcifiets: A generous man’will 
not for adlthat let the fear of an uncertain evil, make him a preyfto an inevitable fervitude. 
Amongft private perfons it is an effect of prudence to be contained within mediocrity; but in 
affairs of .£/*** all refolutions aretobeextream, the reft being dangerous, efpedaOy in enter- 
prizes, which begin not tobreak forth bat by their execution. Barit being then no longer 
10 our power to retain the thing, wemuftof necelfity arrive at the end we havepropofed to 
oo tfelvcs, or fall in the midft of the courfe, hnd be utterly loft. Yet let us nocmake fo un¬ 
happy a prefage of our ddigns, but kt us forecaft the misfortunes which may arrive to us, not 
to torment our felvrs in the expeflation of them, but by prudence to take from them the 
power of hurting us. We aretobe guided with precaution, butyec ootfofar, as that ex* 
cream wHdom may thereby render us more timorous and virefolute. Youmuft, generous 
Count, give fometbing to the conduct of Fortune, who having diofen you for the Deliverer 
of Gemma, and Reftorerof the ancient Italian valor, will know weft enough how to find 
out the means to plain all «dii|iculcies before you. Itislhe that calls you to glory; it is (ha 
chat wii conduit you to it; only confent to your good fortune, and with an open heart re¬ 
ceive the Crown which fate prefents you with, not (haring it with anyone. For to what 
end would it ferve you to call in the French to the (haring of your glory ? whereas that Na¬ 
tion, having loft their credit io Italy, as welias their States, would hortyou more, then 
they could help you. The example of tAndre* DorU (hotdd keep you fuffidently from it * 
He had ferved them with exceeding affeftion, and to their great profit, in the mean time you 
know bow he was intreated. 

And then again, what rccompence could the French ever give you, * that aught be worthy 
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of your labors ? It may be they will leave you Governor in Cjenona, with the dependtnces 
which they ofe to exad of their Subjeifts; but that would be to render you mercinary in a 
place, where Nature hath given you part in the Dominion. If any rtfiftance (hould be made 
by the Emperor, or by the City it felf, againft your defigns, with what forces could they 
come and luccor you, being in a Country fo far diftant from ours, and fo taken up with their 
own affairs. Verily you are to make ofe of your Subject, of your Friends, and of your 
Confederates* And why Witt you not with fo generous a Troop undertake to fee this Crown 
upon your head, which is as worthy of you, as you are worthy of it ? When as your power 
(ball be eftablifbed in Gentna, which may be faid to be the Keyof all halj on the Sencoaft, 
the chiefeft Kings of Chriftendom will feek for your attiapee and amity with are. The envy 
of your Competitors being furmounted, the family of the Counts of Lavagna will be in a 
Hate, wherenntono perfqn in Gtnoua ever yet arrived. It will lie in ydur hands to be re¬ 
venged of thdfe enemies thatdefpifed your youth ; fannetin himfelf, yea Jannetin Daria, 
your mortal enemy, (hall fall fpighc of bis teeth at your feet, to crave pardon ofyou; He 
(hall reverence you as' his Lord; he (hill fear you as a Prince; his aftions (hall be accommo¬ 
dated to your pleafiire; your will (lull rule his defires; and on you alone (ball his life or death 
depend. Letth e French then keep theinfelves in their Kingdom, and from thence only let 
them hear the fame of yonr Victories. It e for you alone to furmoont all the Obftades which 
may be oppofed to your generous defigns. Undertake it then with a confidence worthy of 
yonr birth, and of your courage; merit by this aftion the triumph which Heaven hathde- 
ftined to you. Let all the world learn that you knew how'to be the illufttious and (ole Arrifm 
of your fortune. Surpafe the hopes which I have of you, although they be very great: and to 
(ay all, ‘affiirethe Empire to your family, and Eternity to your name. 

Baptifla Perrin had no (boner made an end of (peaking, but Rafhaello Sacco affeded to 
France, aad Vincentie Caleagm pdfbed ph by his timidity, by the fear of lofing that repofe 
which he had enjoyed alt his life time, and by theaffe&ion which he bore to theCoont, op¬ 
pofed themfelves once more againft Baptifla. The firft would have had nothing undertaken 
without the factor of tbe French ; and the other would have had nothing undertaken at aft, 
jBut Baptifla for his own intereft would be fure not to yield in this occafion: He faw, that as 
long as the Government was in the hands of the Nobility, he (hould never pretend to have 
any part inthe-fway thereof. And then again, he hid brought his affairs into fo ftrangc a 
diforder, by the debts which he had run into, as judging that he could hardly conceal ius mi- 
fery longer, if the tranquility of the Republique (hould lift any time, he was defirous to (leal 
it from me eyes of the world by a universal confufion. He confidered alfo, that if the enter- 
prize were profperous, he (hould raife bis fortune to an high pitch j that if contrarily the fue- 
cefsof it (hould be infortnate, his mine being accompanied with that of others, and dying in 
his endeavoring the execution of a great defign, it would be feme comfort to him to think shat 
the infamy of his name would pafs unto pofterity; fo true it is, that the ambition of men is fo 
unreafenable, as to make them oftentimes to put no difference between good and bad fame, 
provided itbegreat. 

Baptifia then oppofed himfelf with a great deal of vehemency againft their Reafons thatap- 
pugned his, and told the Count, that fe was a thing unworthy of a noble Soul, to let himfelf 
be vanquished by fear, or to fay better, by Chimeras. He reprefented unto him, that the 
Garifoo of Genena coofifted of no more then two hundred Soldiers; that Daria’s Gallies, 
though many in munber, would be unprofitable for his defence, fo as the time of execution 
were chofen, when as they were difarmed, at their return from Scouring the Seas, which 
they ufoally did every year; that Andrea and Jannetin, far from all fufpicion, lived without 
any particular Guard, and in a confidence which would be vejy commodious tothem; that, 
k would be eafiefor him to draw into Genena a good number of feleded men, and taken out 
of the Lands of his obedience, who on a fndden (hould go and feize upon Daria in hisown 
Palace; and that at the very fame time it would be facile to render himfelf Mailer of the Gal¬ 
lies ; that the hatred of the people againft the Nobles would make an end of the reft ol theen- 
terprize, and give it an happy fuccefe. He offered for his own particular to get the Citizens to 
rife in favor of this defign; a (Turing him, that by his means they were wholly difpofed already 
to rebellion. With fuch like Reafons, which Verr in amplified with a great deal of tddrefs, 
be became Miller of the Counts mind, who plainly certified that he determined, either to 
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periffi, or to rtign. And after hr fad made itno^n, that nothihgcoald alcer biY (dotation, 
be find unco R*fh*ttta k», who had perfwaded him totfobufioefo under cite pretext of 
rfte pubhque good. Heaven is any wicnefs, that it I did norbelcivc I Qroold nuke my Coun¬ 
try more happy under »y Command, then k isandet the Tyranny of them 1 thaooppccfcit, I 
would chufe rather to dye, then to attempt charwhich I a® going to tmdettake:. 

This fpeech ended, theyaH refolved witboncaocord, chac fiaoe the Government could 
not be changed without the death ci A*drea*a$}**n*ti* Daria, • they were chiefly oo think 
of giving fuch order to the tnatcer, as the end of their lives fhould be the beginning of the «x>- 
Ceueion thereof. This Confpitacybeing made, the Count went out of hi> Cabinet, with a 
marvelous tranquillity of fpirk, and we were all the evs rung with him, taking of Mufick and 
Painting, is if he had had nothing elfe of itnpottahae m bit thought. Asfiac his CounftHots^ 
they hokl her who had employed them, that ftwvra to attend great matters from her (on, 
without pitticularizing anything u«o her, for fear left (he ftlould ddcover them. lathe 
meantime, the Count, having certain days after taken great cat* dbar the Gaffes* which he 
hidbought not long before, uftdtogo oftentimes'to the places belonging w him * where 
with an admirable Providence hefamiftied his Subjeifls with Armi, and made them «o exep- 
ekethem, upon pretext of being in fonu fear of the Dnke of TUemtU, whole neighbor he 
Was; but indeed, it was to render them capable of fewing him in bit defign* * ^ 

- Theend of Autumn being come, he returfitd to Gmsun, and apptyed ail his Caw to gain 
the good-will of all theyoung men^of thole families newly ennobled, which are called Popular. 
He introduced hknfdf into their converfation with a marvelous compliance, i Hs fsot prefents 
to feme, be ferved others according to occafions, sad offered bhnmF to all, with an extraor¬ 
dinary coottefie. And whereas he had a qakk and pleating wit, and a fupple and charming 
hahor, be avoft their effe^fion info high a manner, as be was rhsir Matter, rathe* then their 
friend. When shehnew that hedi^ght begin toconfide htf diem, and thattheir wfllsde¬ 
pended abfoknely on his, he fell to feering) aSyrtcafiorr faved, et the Government of Gena**, 
which be termed the Tyranny of the Nobles, Sometimes he telHfied with interrupted fpceches 
that he foflmd tri the tnifeties of the popular families • fometiaws he feetnedao wh them that 
the matter was not paft remedy, and that they might shale the pride of the Nobles, if thric 
hearts did not fail them; fom. times alfo with a bates feoff he exhorted them to fevtande; 
yet 1W1 leaving them a fling behind in their minds by his doubtful acid uncertain words* And 
dbove ad things, be aggravated theinjuftice of the Government, When by Chance anyacd- 
dent fell out, that difplcafed the popular families. But if-he were agreeable to them, he hud 
•sendred hintfclf no lefs pleafing to the common people, by fud) means'as he had carefully 
ufedforit. He moft readily faluted fome, he fm kd upon others as he met them, be was 
magntfictnt in his apparel, gentle and courteous to every one ; and that which advanced his 
seSgn more was, as you know as well as I, that he was wonderful fendfom, and of an ex¬ 
ceeding joviad humor; that die air of his face wasfweet and agreeable % and hiicarriagpfo 
noble, fetree, and (o fair, as one was forced co lo*re him at Che veryfirft fight* t He cwr- 
cifedhimfelf alfo in fencing, and riding of the great horfc, and that with fo gallant a graqp, 
aodfo great an addrets, as they that fawhimtxmld riot chufe blit lave a man, who gave them 
fo much dt light. 

But whereas liberality is the ftrongeft chain, wherewith the peoak may be captivated, he 
met with no occasion of demonftrating his unto them, but be teftined it with amagpificience 
pad compare. Yet would not our prudent Confpiratorcaft bknfeif fo abfoiutew into the 
bands cf the people, astominifterany jealoufie thereby to theNobies; but he ufed fopift a 
temper in a coniuo^ure, where mediocrity was fo hard to be obCsrved, that the good-will 
of the-one did not make him lofe thefrrerxKhtp of the others. And to that effeft, though 
fimtHtin was become very infdent, fince C*f*r fud admitted himfor Gtnarabjftma after die 
death of An4rea- though he would be no longer followed by young tncnhutforintcrefl; 
though he would be no longer ferved but tor fear; though his arrogance had even carried him 
to o&rfome il nfage co the County yet began he not only to go oftnec to Andre*then be 
was wont, andtofbew amore particidar reverence to him, but (burring up UKb in his heart 
the hatred which hebore to f**netm, he converted often with him, and detuandedeounfel 
ondirffiflance cf hun in his affairs. And becaufe that in times paft the love of Ltpntr* bad 
pot them at odds with oneunother, he nfed great care to take from bimthetnesabrychartef. 
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In the mean time, he bad treated fecretly with the Duke of Placentia, who had promifed 
him two thoufand Foot, to ’ joyn with two thoufand others, which he had pick'd forth opt 
of all his fabjefts, fof the fervice of bis enterptize whep time fhould fern. He had alfp 
caufed one of his Galliesto come to Genoua under pretgct that be meant to fend her forth tp 
ficour the Seas all along the Coaft of Rarbdry, Howbeit during all this we obferved as a raoft 
extraordinary thing in him, that he was asmetty as he ufed to be, delighted as, much in our 
company, and feemed to have no other greater thought, then of being agreeable to hif 
friends. i. > 

. Now Rtf tiil*, cunning and undertaking ss,be was, remained not idle j for in a very Abort 
time be bad gained a great number of perfects, who promifcdto follow afid fetve him fajthr 
folly in a fecrec defign which, he {aid: he bad,. .With thefe preparations, they believed that they 
had layd foundations folid enough for the execution of their intentions; and being affembled 
together to take their laft refolutioo^ theudvice of V err in was, that whereas there 

Was a ceremony to be celebrated for the performance whereof every one would refort unto 
the Church, he would have them begin the executing of the bufioefs in that place, offering to 
-give Jannetin the fitft ft?b. But the piety being unable to coofent to this propofiti- 

on, he made a ftep or two back, crying put. He would neytr endure that the beginning of 
his enterprise fhould be a profanation and a facriledg. Raphaelle Sacc* added thereunto, 
.that the mattet likewife would even be as ancertain, as it was execrable; becaufe Andrea 
Hurt* might excufehimfelf: upon the incommodity of his age, and fo not come, but fend 
‘Philip f» Deri * his Kiofmta in his ftead. To this Verrim nfwered again, that if they thought 
it fit he would go, whil-ft they were, executing the bufioefs, to Andrews Palace, and under 
coloarofvifitinghiraashe yvaswonttodp, he would ftrike him to the heart with his Poig- 
?nard. But the Count being very angry with him for it, he gave this over, and propounded 
-another expedient worthy of kiswk: He told the Count, that fannetin’s filler bessgfhartr 
ly after to many with Julio Cibo, Ltenora’z brother, he would have him defire than to fup 
. at his hoafe; and to render the feaft the more magnificent, he fhoold alfo invite Andre* De¬ 
ri* and f*uuetiu, together with a great number of Ladies, and all fuch amongft the Nobles, 
whom they might judg were mod to be feared for the execution of their defign; That things 
being thus, itwouMbeeafiefor them whom they bad bid for that purpofe to kill them; that 
prefendy thereupon the Count, followed by his friends, (hould go through all the ftreets of 
Genou*, founding out the fwe?t name of Libert. j, and acquainting the people that their 
chains were broken ; That in this Tumult the Palace was to be feized upon and fecured; that 
in the mean time he would poffefs the people with the Count’s generous defigns, concealing 
. from them with addrefo that which he h;d of abfolutely raigning; and letting them know 
the necefsity of reforming the Government, pr to fay better, the cruel Tyranny of the Nobles, 
for fo it was that hefpake; : That for this effeA he would crown him Duke of the Repub- 
lique, andcaufe them whom he had gained to take the oath of allegiance unto him; That if 
any one, cither in woord or deed, fhould cpntradid them, he would be killed upon the 
place. 

The Count found this (dot. indifferently well contrived, but yet he felt an ex cream repug¬ 
nancy in refolving to vfblace the law of hofpitality, in killing men in his houfe, whom he had 
intreated thither; butheing perfwaded that he fhould not meet with a better mean to arrive 
tohisend.herefolved forit: And to that purpofe, he commanded, that the Soldiers, which 
te had cbofim from araongft his Subjects, mould come one by one into Genon* ; And on the 
other fide he follicited the Duke of Placenti * to fend him.the fuccor which he fold promifed 
him. All thefe difpatches could not be fo fecretly made, efpecially having to do with a levy 
of men of war, but that Don Fernando deGeazagua, who had fucceeded to the Marquu 
of Gu*fi, and commanded at that time in the Dutchy of Milan, was advertifed thereof. For 
whereas he was vigilant for the fecority of the State, which had been entrufted to his con- 
dutt, he had earfefully fee fpies to ob ferve thedeaft motions of the neighboring Provinces, efpe¬ 
cially of the Princes that were fufpeded to him; fo that be was foon informed by men, that ■ 
were as dextrous as faithful, whom be had employed for that tffcft, that the Duke of Pla¬ 
centia had levyed in his State two thoufand Soldiers with extraordinary hafte for the Count 
of Lavagna ; and conjecturing by the filence and fecrecy, which was ufed in this affair, 
that there was fome great defign a plotting, he feat with allfpeed to Genoa*, to advifc Do- 
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ria, and Don gomes Suarez, the Emperors Embaflador there, to ft and upon their guard, 
becaufe the young Count of Lavagna was confpiting fome great matter. 

'Andrea received this advice, without grounding any thing thereupon'; for be was fo 
ftrongly perfwaded of the Count's affedion to him,and fo powerfully affured, by the tranquil¬ 
lity which he always faw in his bice, that he had no bad defign in hand, as this difcourfe made 
no kind of impreflion in his mind; and to confirm him in his incredulity, the Count entred ac-. 
cidently into Andrea's chamber, when as the Embaflador and he were fpeaking of this affair; 
but be appeared with fo dear a countenance, and talked to them with fo much judgment, and 
liberty of fpirit, that Andre* Doria , charmed with his convention, and perfwaded of 
hisinnocency, approached to the Embaflador, and faid to him foftly in his ear, as we have 
learn’d fince, Judgyon your frff, whether this Prncelj lool^ this bothmodefi and confident 
carriage, this noble and ejuiet foul, and this liberty of Jpirit , 1 can be capable of fo horrible 
a conspiracy l The Embaflador not able togainfay Andrea's Opinion, made a fign to him 
that he was of bis minde. And albeit that two days after Doria had a fecond advertifemenr, 
yet the Count’s addrefs was fo great, as his fight alone deftroyed whatfoever was faid sgainft 
him. And fo wonderful was his conduct, that Andrea Doria, above fourfcore years of 
age, and held for one of the greatcft politicians of his time, was beguiled by a man of two 
and twenty. 

The generous Pan/a, who had been of none of the Count’s Counfcls, was without com- 
parifon more advifed. For whereas he joyned affection to prudence, it was the more eafie 
for him tofufped fomething of the truth, tie had exa&ly obferved all the f ount’s adions, 
ever fince he had bought the Gallics of the Duke of Placentia ; and carefully examining all 
that he had feen or heard in divers occalions, he found tbit he had caufc to fear left the (fount 
had fome dangerous defign a foot. He faw how he, who was acciiftomed to communicate 
the moft important affairs of his houfe to him, talked no longer with him but of indifferent 
things; that he was often-in a retired and private converfation with Baftttta Perrin , and 
having followed him fometimcs when as he withdrew himfelf into his Cabinet, he had per¬ 
ceived bun to be moling andmelancholique: For though the Count feemed to be merry, 
when as he might be feen of anybody, and by that artifice admirably covered thedefigns 
which he had in his hearr, yet was he no fooner retired in private, but he became quite an¬ 
other then what he bad been feen abroad, which Pan fa alone had marked, for be had con¬ 
cealed himfelf from Leonora , as Well as from others. That which kept the fount from com¬ 
municating his defign to Pan fa, was his knowledg of the affedion and exceeding prudence 
of the man, fo that he was affured hewoold have oppofed his defign, or at kaft- wife have 
counfelled him not to have undertaken it fo precipitoufly; and would have had bimfeekfor 
more fecuricy in an enterprize, where none had ever been. 

At length, one day when as the Count returned to his Palace more melancholique then he 
nfedtobe, carrying in his face fome marks of an extraordinary unquietnefs, and with fuch a 
pakneis, as amazement many times paints on the forehead of thole, which are upon the point 
of executing fome great defign, whofe event is but iU-afliued; the generous Tan fa fol¬ 
lowed him to his Cabinet, and refolved to tell bimhtsfufp cions, for fear kft if helhould 
longer defer to do it, there would be no time left for the remedying of the evil whereof he was 
afraid. After he had (hut the door then, headdrefled hisfpeech to the Count, who leaning 
on a Tabk, heard him with a great deal of unquietnefs. I know vety well, my Lord, faid he 
onto him, that one merits to bp as much blamed, for enquiring into the (ecretsof another, 
as oue ought to be efteemed, for fidelity in concealing them, when they are entrufted unto us; 
wherefore mine being known by fo many proofs which I have rendered unto you of it, I have 
bekeved,that it was tor you to difeover your mindes unco me,and for me not to do any thing 
that might difpleafe you. But now that the trouble of your eyes doth juftifie my fufpidons, 
and redoubk my unquietnefs, I learn to fear by the fear which Idifcern in your face, that 
doubtkfs betrays your thoughts; Yes, my dear Mafter, I fear, and am not able to tell you 
what it is I fear; howbeit I know very well chat it is an effedof the love I bear you,, and an 
excels of my fidelity, which puts me into doubt; but I know alfo, that my fearis not with¬ 
out probability. For how an I be perfwaded that that which you are premeditating is glorious 
and honorable, if it hath the power to troubk the tranquillity of your Soul? Beleeve me, 
the execution of the matter you are thinking of, an be neither very affured, nor very facile, 
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face the onely imagination thereof difquiets you. Let this fatal pcefagewreft yon, and know, 
that *11 the enterprizes which are commenced with this repugnahcy and penfivmeft, whereof 
I behold the marks in your face, have never or feldora any profperotn fuccefiu Make profit 
then of the interior ad vertifements, which Heaven (ends you. I do not pcefsyoa to tel me the 
fecret, which you will not have me to know, though I may prdume to ask of yon, why 
you retain me about you, if my faich be fqfpeded to you, and that yoa no longer judg me 
worthy of your confidence ? But onely tell me, what objeft and wbu end can the convcrft- 
tion of thefe men have, who always leave you fo fad and unquiet, as I never law yon fo be¬ 
fore. AMs l how do I fear, left thefe fecret counfels, which you hold fo often with thefe 
violent per Ions, and wbofe inclinations are not very facere, mould by their addrefs and 
cunning draw you out of the way of vertuel Suffer me, my dear Mafter, to dtfcovtr the 
difeafe that I may cure it. They, from whom my fofpicions arife, are not of fuefa commend¬ 
able manners, or of (o exemplary a piety, as I may beieeve they give you couofefe, which 
do not dafh either wfth Venue, or with Religion. Itmaybe they abufeyouc btde expert- 
ence^nd knowing you generous,they propound unto you a&ions,which in appearance ate great 
and glorious, but which ioeffoft are rafh and vain. Open your eyes then, O noble Ctmnt, 
and think that an mconfiderate man may make you fail iotoa precipice, out of which the 
prudence of all the wileft in the world cannot draw you. It is eafie enough to feta Palace on 
fire,but it is not foodie to quench it: Takcheedleft they that couofel you do not make ufe of 
yon, to arrive at the end which they propofe unco themfelves; and tint your undoing do not 
ferve for the benefit of them which deceive you. Itisrareto meet with men, who counfel 
that which is good, becaufeit is good, without regard to their ioeereft; and yet it is by this 
experience^ thatwearetpbefeenredof them. Examinethen ferionfly, whether they,which 
counfel you, cannot become greater or richer by that they would have you undertake. And 
to tell you all that I think in this occafiot), I cannot be perfwaded, thatthey, which fpend 
their lives amongft crimes, are capable of perfwading verme unto others. For though these 
be great difference between deeds and words, the moft important part of perfwafion confifb 
m example rather then in difeourfej add commonly the mouth and the hand aft alike. What 
‘would tbefe men have of you? To what innovation would they carry you? The eftste of 
your affairsare at fetch a point, as they have no need of change; there can no mucation atrivt 
unto you, but will be to yout dtftdvsorage. - Envy hath a long time fought to fatten on you, 
and will you let her take hold on you by. the difordir whereunto they are carrying you ? For 
you are not ignorant, how there is a great number of perfbns, who are inferior toyon, both 
ki Nobility,' Eftate, and Verme, which endevor to traduce you. I know that hope is fwcet 
unto young people, efpcdally to them which can fuftain it with the grAtnefs of their cou¬ 
rage, but I know withall that nothing ft more flippery then prosperity: Beware then left 
the hope of an mcerppn thing do not make you lofe aaafforedgoud. They which counfel you 
have nothing to lofe, nor nothing to hazard, whether their means or theft reputation be confi- 
dered; and therefore it ft, that thefe kinde of men wifh for revolts, feditious, tumults, and dife 
orders, becaufe ft ft the cuftom of (ueb like perfbns to enrich themfelves with other mens loflts, 
■nd to find .their particular reft ins general confufioo. In fine, they which are not very high, 
fear not falling; but you are to deal othetwife; For you are not onely obliged to conferve the 
blefljngs, which Heavenharh committed to you, as it were in trnft, but youare alio obliged 
out of a fenfe of hqnojr to give occafeori unto fame, by the generofity of your aAions, to pub- 
lifb, that ypu are the worthy fucetffor of fo many great men which have preceded yon. 

The .Ctnnt heard the generous Penfn with a great deal or impatience; he told him for all 
that in general terms, that all hft defigps being great and noble, he fhould be afTwed he would 
do nothing unworthy of hif birth; and having embraced him very tenderly, be left him, after 
hehadcoojuredhimnottofayany tkmgxo Leonora of his unquictnefs. In the mean time 
the and his,Confederates impatiaitly atteoded the day or that fatal feaft, which was to 
be the fourth of Jennerjfot the executing of their defegn. But they were conftraincd to haften 
the bnfincCs, becaufe Anfcen Derin, having been taken with a fit of the gent, that was ao* 
Cpmpanyed with a leaver, was not in.cafe to keep hft promife for being there i and Jenntti* 
being to part from gemma about a fcrypreffing affair, theCmwdid thereupon jfodg, that 
it would be fuperftpous for him, to attend the day of the feaft, fence the two principal facri- 
fices, which were to be offered, would not be prefent there. And confidering further that 
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thegreateft obftade of Confpirators is always retardment, they refolved on the fecond of 
Jsnnsrj at night for the execution of their dcfign. And to that effeA the fount began to 
pabiifh that he had a determination to fend one of his Gallics againft the Pirates; for that 
the Pope having allowed him entertainment but for three of them, he would have theothet 
bring him in wherewithal! to defray the charge be was at with her. Upon this pretexr, and 
by this artifice, he caufed a great part of the Soldiers, which had been ftnt him from Tla* 
ceirtia to enter into Genous ; faying, that out of them he would make choycc of the ftrong- 
eft and abkft men. And left the number of thofe which came from his lands, who wefe 
far more then were needful lor a Gaily, (bould give any fufpicon, he made a great many of 
them to be led in chained, as Malcfaftors deftined to the Oar; and caufed the reft to enter in 
one after another through feveral gates, after they were Well furnilbed with Arms. And the 
better to beguile fsnnetin, he enttufted him with the defign which he faid be had for the 
fending of his Gaily to (cour the Seas, defiring him fo to dtal with Andrea, as hemightgive 
no impediment unto it; fearing (faid be) left the obligation wherein the Rtpubh'que flood 
engaged to Solimsn by the means of lufiinisne, fhould keep Andre* from permitting ir. 
fsnnetin promifed him all that he defired, and kept his word with him. 

In the mean time the fecond of Jsnnsrj being arrived, which preceded that dreadful night, 
the Count caufed certain Soldiers of the Giri'on to come to his Palace, whereof fomewere 
his Sobjeds, and the reft fuchas had been placed there by him, and having left them under 
the Command of one of the Confpirators, he went and pall away the reft of the day till even* 
ing with Andres Deris, where he had never been feen more merry, or morepleafant. He 
intreated fsonetin again, who was there prefent, to give order at the Port, that his Gaily, 
winch was that night to fet fail towards the Arcbipelague, might not be ftayed. He adver¬ 
ted him afto, that he would not be troubled, if he heard anynoife, or any Ordnance dif- 
charged; for, as you know better then I, laid he unto him, they always fhoot off fomefbc 
the Ceremony of parting, and thefe things never pals without Tome Air. ‘At his coming 
from thence the French Marquefs and I met him; but it had been hard for us to fore fee what 
the Count had in his thought, for he talked to us of nothing but of marches of (port and de¬ 
light for the enfuing days; Howbeic he gaveusdextroufly tounderftand, that he fhould be 
bufie this evening in fetting forth bis Gaily, for fear left we (hould go home with him, feem- 
ing neverth:le(s very forry at it, and telling us that Lessors and Sophronis would not be 
friends with him lot it. After we were parted from him, he went to his Palace, which* as 
you know, was in that part of Genous, called Csrignsn, and which feems to be fevered from 
aU the reft of the City, and to command it, as well for its advantageous feituadon, as for its 
magnificence. You know alfo, that th's Palace, being built upon a little hiU, touched the 
Ww of the City almoft oo every fide; The Sea was in che face of the building, and back¬ 
wards it had for profpeA the pleafant Valley of Bifsgno. I put you in. mind of thefe things, 
that yon may comprehend, how this Palace, being as it wereanlftand, was very commodi- 
oufly feitoared for the Counts enterprize; having no nearer a neighbor then Bsptifts, who 
bdngaftheConfpiracy was not to be feared. Infint, being returned home, he drew thither 
about the beginning of the night, a great many of armed men, of thole which he had caufed \ 
to enter fecredy into the City, and of thofe which he hadfuborned even in Genous it fclf. 
He placed them for the Guard of the Gates of his Palace, whom he held to be the moft cou¬ 
rageous and faithful; with order to leave the entrance thereinto free to every one, but tolet 
no body pals out of them. 

In the mean time one ofthe Captains of the Garifon, going to fet Sentinels, perceived that 
fome of the Soldiers were milling, and enquired of his Lievtenant whither they were gone; 
whereupon fome of their fellows anfwering that they were gone to Csrignsn with the Count 
of Lsvsgns, it made him fufpeft fomething; fo that he went inftandy and gave notice 
thereof to the Senators that were at the Palace, and to Andres Deris ; and then it was that 
the Counts diflimuUtion wrought the greateft efftft, and began to produce that Which he bad 
exptded from it. Jsnnetin bearing this advertifement, told him, that his fidelity was to be 
commended, although this advice had no ground for them to fear any thing. For whereas be 
was prepofftft by the Counts addrefs, who had demoded permiffion of him for the pining 
away of a Gaily this night to fcour the Seas towards the Levant, he allured them that all thefe 
Soldiers, which were gone to him, being of his own or the Duke of Flscentini Subjeds, 
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wen dtftined to that purpofe; and that thofe, which were bid to be at Coripum, woe 
gone thither to take their fareweH of feme of th.ir friend*. With fuch like difeourfes, 
fMHttin unde the reft give over their fiifpicions, and he himfelf ferved thedefign of ha 
Enemy. 

This while the Coant, after he had given order for all things neodfary at borne, went to 
two or three of thofe aflbnbUei, which are made a nights in the hoofes of perftns of quality 
in Gtnoitit, where the (mall time tint he ftayed there, he left a new admiration of (us wit. 
He was magnificently apparelled that day, and redoubling alfo his ordinary civility and gal¬ 
lantry, he went not out of any of thofe companies without augmenting the afleAion which 
they already bore onto him. But at laft be went to the houfe of one, named Ajtreto, where 
he found three and twenty young Gentleman of the Popular order, whom the conning of 
Bsftifta Vtrrin had drawn thither. The Count cardfed them exceedingly, and talking with 
them of divers things, and fupper time being near, he drived them to go home and eat with 
him. Ha told them, that it was too fair an evening to part fofooo; chat the night was too 
light, and the Moon too dear, for them to excufe dietnfclves upon cbefeafon j and briefly, 
heintreated themwithfogooda grace, as they went along with him. The Coibk led them 
to a back room,willing the difereec P**f* to go and entertain his wife, unto whom be would 
come ere it were long, becanfe,faid he fending,our d» fign will not brook the prefence of Lsdier. 
At firft thefe young Gentlemen beleeved,that a was to treat them with the more liberty he did 
fo, and fo went on with him. In the mean time Baptifta Verrin went dextroufly to tee if be 
could difeover anything about the Palace, or at Dorms, that might make him think they 
were fufpe&d. + 

Things being in thefe terms, the Count entred into another chamber, after he had tokf 
them, that be would come to them again prefendy, as indeed he ftayd not long before he re¬ 
turned. But they were mightily farprized, when astheyfrw him enter compteady armed, 
and followed by two hundred Soldiers, with Partilans or Mufquets, which ranged cfaemfelves 
round about him | He had his Vifer up, and hisSword in his hand} and beginning then to 
ktthehatred and cholkr break forth, which he had for fo long a rime kept concealed in his 
heart, his face was all on fire, and riercends and fury appeared in his eyes. He approached 
Co a Table, and leaning oa it wich his left land, he continued a while without faying any 
thing | then fnddenly giving a great bounce on it, he faid with an imperious tone, and a pre¬ 
cipitate voyce, It is done, I am refolved, O coungious and illuftrious friends l a {phit touch¬ 
ed with any generofiry can no longer fuffer it 5 the infolencyof them that would opprefi us 
hath incenfcd my courage, and wearied my patience. My imagination prefents unto me a 
fpeftade, too horrible and too deadly, in making me fee our Citizens tyrannized, and (he 
fubverfion of our Country indubitable, for me not tooppofe my fclf to a mifehief, which 
fear, or tofey better, Reafbn, makes me fee fe nigh at hand. If the evils, wherewith the 
Rcpublique is mortally tainted, could hope for remedies from rime, I would endure, as others 
do, a retardment, which might be probable to the publque good j bat face we are arrived 
at the laft period of our mifery, and that we fee our (elves quire ready to be rained, wemuft 
cl ooccflky go and encounter that which is to overwhelm us: and if itbepoffibk, not ody 
fefbun, but overthrow it. How great foever the peril is, it lofts much ot in force, whmic 
is ODurauioufly affronted j whereas contrarily, it encreafes and becomes inevitable when it is 
attended with patience. 

Janneti* Dorm weary of that idle felicity which follows him, dreams of nothing but of 
contenting kts amfcsrioo; and feeing h» pernkions driigns, fonear tobeexeaxod, his whole 
thought is beftowed in cootririog my death, and your fervirade. It was not enough for this 
ambitious man to fee the people of GtMtm* difpoiled of the Empire of LigurU, aodfobnmed 
Co be the objed of the oomempt of the Nobles, bat faemuft cncerprizeatfoto sender hanfdf 
tyratnicaHy SkwenigD of you: yes, more barbarous then Strangers have been unroot, fo 
errata pride it there feet) ia his heart, as cannot bevanqudbed by patience, ooravoydedby 
■uaribty. And tofecure tusoftKofyou, he holds you be Urged 00 the Sea-ride with twenty 
Gdfe% which in the midft of an apparent peace are in the Port, more for your tome then tor 
yoorfekty. Wcfee fwm always going through tfarCity, mvironed widi Nobles^ who by the 
favor of Andrm, bsvio| uftvped the Coanmands wind) appertained ancoyoo, render unto 
famwsfe, for a secondare of your mfany, an honor unworthy both of them andof ten. 
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But that which touches roe further, is, that I certainly know how tinder the authority of a 
Prince he prepares an heavy yoke for the publique liberty. And becaufe I have without con- 
fidering my bttth embraced your caufe, not fo much for the intereft of your order, as (or fol¬ 
lowing of Reafoo^nd (acisfying of my duty { becaufe,I fay,I have never confected to the info- 
ktx contempt, which the Nobles have ufed towards all them that are not of their body; be- 
1 have efteemed of venue wherefoever I have met with it j becaufe I have always taken 
part with Equity, without confidering that their imerefts were in fome fort mine j they at¬ 
tempt upon my life, and believe that they cannot put you into chains, unlefs they deprive you 
of him, whom they conceive to be ft rang enough, or courageous enough, to undertake the 
breaking of them. 

Vyhat do we mean then, O my companions, by our (loth and our cowardife ? Will we be 
always the Speftatorc of our own mifety? For what enterprize (ball we referve our courage, 
if io the general defolationoi our Country we abandon our (elves ? It is no time for us longer 
to compbin of our Enemies, but to revenge ourfdvesof them. Let us leave the ufe of tears 
to oar wives, and if we be worthy the name of men, which we bear, let us employ our cou¬ 
rage, our force, and our addrefs, in deftroy ing our tyrants. We have too much already en¬ 
dured their infekney, which doubtlefs carries them to believe, chat our patience is an effeft 
of our faint-heartednds. They who leave crimes unpunifhed, are guilty of thofe, which the 
exyds of their goodnefs doth make their oppreflors commit afterwards ; who ordinarily aug¬ 
ment their violences,when as they fee they are diffembled. What do we further expe &,0 ge¬ 
nerous Citizens ? May it be, to have the Government, and all kind of Authority in the Re- 
poblique to be utterly loft ? Miy it be, that ytb will have the heart to place Januetin in the 
Throne? TofeetheMinifters of bis fury go and take your goods out of your hoafes, mine 
your attempt upon your lives, dtfbonor your wives, and commit thofe wickednefltr, 

Which may juftly be attended from a Tyranny, that is bom for the mine of the Country, nou- 
ri(hed by the p&niqae diflentioo, inaeaCed by the miferies of the Gtizens, and eftabliftied 
by the death of fo many good men? Ate our courages fo bafe, and (blow brought? Have 
our fwords fo htrl: edg, as we cannot cut off the infamous life of him, who makes a glory 
ofourQiame, who triumphs over our misfortunes, and feeds on our naileries ? Shall we not 
pl uck out of J/mutin’% body that cowardly heart, which hath contrived fo many Treafons, 
and which may be termed the fcource of all our mifehiefs ? Shall we fuffer a Ample Citizen to 
be our Tyrant, let turn trample us under his foer, and (ubjeding us unto him as his Slaves, 
dtfpofe of our lives and deaths as he pleafeth ? For me, I profefs freely unto you, that I hold 
it more glorious to buy liberty with a great peril, then to fweeten fervitude with idknefs an) 

S f iftw- And all take it for a glory, that our Enemies have a defignto add the lo(s of my 
e unto that of the Republique, fo do I confecrate my life with joy for the liberty of my 
Country, acknowledging that I Cbould be unworthy of enjoying it, if I could prefer it before 
the publique utility. I defire only, O illuftrious Citizens, to difeover a tefolution in you, if 
not worthy of yotar courage, at leaft wife proportionable to the danger wherein yon are. I* 
fine, whether you will have me for a Soldier, oraCaptain; ifyou willgobeforcme, I will 
foHowyou, if I (baUgo before you, do you follow me. Btfides, whether you be fen Able of 
honor, or that yon only think of your fafety, you are always forced to take up Arms: for 
fince I muft deliver things unto you as they are, this refohuioo, as to generous men, is glo¬ 
rious for you, astemenof liule courage is commodious for you, and in what manner foever 
it be, is neceflary for you. 1 do not cul you to an enterprize, tint is unforecafted ot ill coo- 
fat kd, I have loog Ante conAdered the end and means of it: And I have not only examined 
chefequelofitjbutl have affembled troops fot it^tnd having diftributed them in the moft com¬ 
modious places for execution,it is rather inviting you to the pleating fpedade of a certain victo¬ 
ry, then to the peril of a doubtful fight. 

Bat without aoitmtingyouby the hope of that is to come, I know very well, foasyou 
wifi call to mind the outrages of the Nobles, and the infolency of ] know very wel^ 

Ifiqr, that the defire of reveoge beingrouzedupin your Souls, you will come tofight with 
ib much bean, as our Enemies (hall to their damage admire the valor of thofe whom they do- 
foiled; and you od the contrary (hall know by your own experience, whether they have « 
much force in warlike occafioni, as they have weaknefs in abandoning tbemfclves to volup- 
tooufoefe in the time of Peace. Let us go then, generous Citizens, and let ffiii be-the cod of 
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my difcourfe, and the beginning of your victory. Lee us go out of this Palace, and defend 
into the City, where we are attended by a great number of our friends, for the ending of an 
enterprise fo well begun. The gates are in the power of the Soldiers, whom 1 have gained to 
me, the Gallies upon a Signal given will fall into the hands of a Troop of men, as hardy to ren¬ 
der themfelves Matters of them, as prudent to conferve them. We have in the Gty fifteen 
hundred inhabitants, which are armed for us; and even now that I am (peaking to you,.there 
are in the Suburbs two thoufand of my Subjtfts, and as many of the Duke of PlMeatia's, 
wh : ch are come to foccor us. 

Let us go then, my companions, and all the people again to liberty; let us return to the 
fweetnefs of our ancient Government; let us exterminate the Nobles and Tytanny; 

and in one only night, more (bining then the faireft days of our lives have been, let rere- 
eftablilb the glory of the popular families in their firft fplcndor; let us for ever deface out of 
th : memories of men our pift faint-heartednefs.But if any of you' as I aimot believe)be fo au¬ 
dacious & fo cowardly bo:h together, as to oppofe a defign fo gloriousfor us,and advantageous 
for our Country, let him behold round about him this dreadful company of Arms and Sovi¬ 
ets, and let him imagine that he fees at tHe very fame inftant the points of all our (words level¬ 
ed at his heart. Yea, my Companions, Idoproteft it openly, we mutt of neceflicy either 
fight or dye. And that blood which (ball be ingratefully denyed to the fuccor of our Couonry, 
fo neer to ruine, (hallb |hsd, in this very place, to w-(h away the (lain of fuch perfidiouf- 
nefs. Yea, I (ay it once again, thi firft factifice, which (ball be confecrated for the publique 
fafety, (bail even here have his throat cut with my hand, if any one undertakes to oppofe 
toy will. 

Thefe dreadful menaces amazed thofetowhom they were addreft; thw beheld one ano¬ 
ther, and then that great number of Soldiers which environed, them; and after they had been 
a while without fpeaking, they cryed all with one voyce, two excepted, that they would 
follow the Count even to the death; that they would be the companions oF bis triumph, or 
of his fall; and in qondufion, that they would never abandon him, but would obey him in 
all things. The Count embraced them then with a great deal of joy, and teftimony of feti£. 
faftion; and being turned towards thofe two, which as yet had (aid nothing, theybefought 
him to have pity of their weaknefc, with words wherein fear appeared (o viable,as the Count 
could not forbear fmiling. They reprefented unto him, that tberequeft which thro made 
him, was advantageous to him, as well as to them; becaufe being fo uncapible of f%hti«^ P 
they (bould hurt him more then they could help him; that their fear might beget the feme in 
others,and their flight give an ill example to his Soldieis: Briefly,they gave him fo many marks 
of their affright and terror, as changing his determination, he only contented himfelf with re¬ 
proaching them for their cowardife in a bitter jear, and for the fecurity of his encerprize he 
caufedthem to be (hut up in a chamber, where he left them under a Guard, which (bould 
keep them from coming forth. After this he commanded meat to be brought in, but infoch 
a faihion, as this meal might be rather named a collation, then a (upper; fearing left they 
(bould be too much taken up with good cbear. Whd’ft then that fome did eat (landing, and 
others were arming themfelves with the Arms which the Count had aufed to be prefenced 
unco them, he went to Leonora's chamber, who was talking with Sophroma her filler about 
the unquietnefs (be was in to fee fo many Soldiers in her Palace. As foou as he was entred, 
he approached to her, and taking her by the hand, he told her in few words the defign he had; 
defiring her to pardon him for not having fpoken to her of it till then. 

The great hart of Lcenera found not it felf firm enough to remain conflant fo this oca- 
fioo; ana confidering the extram peril whereinto the Count was going to expofe bimfdf, 
affcAion and fear troubled her infoch fort, as falling at the Counts feet, and her face all be¬ 
dewed with tars. My Lord, feid (be unto him, imbracing his knees, to what danger ate 
you going to expofe your felf ? I con ju r e you by the thing that is dareft to you fo the world, 
by the love which I bat to you, by that which you brar to me, by the tears which I (bed, 
and by your own glory, to prtferve my life in prefet ving yours. The intereft of our Country 
is dear to (Be, but yours is yet far more tome. I had rather have Jaime tin raign fofolently, 
then to fee you perifh for the fa ving of others. And I (hall refolve with joy to wear chains, 
rather then to fee my felf expofed to the hazard of waring mourning for your dath. But 
What fey I, fended as lam? couldlprefervcmylife, if you were no longer living? No,no, 
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my deftiny istyed Co yours; and what my defpair could not do in this occafioa.my grief alone 
would execute. Let fannttin then, my dear husband, ufurp the Empire; let oor Country 
be ruined; let all our Citizens be made Slaves; provided that you live it imports me not. 
For in the end faumetiu may indeed raife htmfelf up into the Throne, but hecan never for- v 
mount you in greatnefiof courage and venue. You have told me an hundred times, that I 
made up all your felicity, what do you feek for then, O my dear husband 1 Is it juft, that you 
Nlbould be fo far fallible of the complaints of a people, that may be ingrateful, astolofeyour 
life for their liberty ? And that my tears ftiould move you fo little* as thstyouwill notpre- 
ferveme, in preferring your felf ? What will you have me do in this fatal adventure ? Will 
you have me, letting you go, attend here the news of your death? Ah 11 can never endure 
this thought, no more then your defign. For, my Lord, what can this defign be, which I 
fee you undertake, without communicating it to your deareft friends ? To whom of all thofe, 
which are in this Palace, may I entruft your life ? Are you your (elf allured, that they will 
not abandon you? Iflfew the generous fuftiniauo, the Frewh Marquefe, and fo many other 
illnftrious friends, which you have, about you, I could fay that they would vanquifh, or dye 
together with yoii. But in the eftate wherein Ifeeyou, it maybe that thofe, whom you be- 
leeve to be moft faithful unto you, have betrayed you, and have undtrtaken to deflroy you. 
Ah 1 my Lord, give an end to my fears and tears, in changing fo deadly a refolutioo. But if 
neverthdefs you are determined, as methinksl obferve by your looks, not to let your fell be 
vanqadbed with my tears, fuffer me at leaft wife to ucompany you; that I may, in this aban^- 
donmenc of all your friends, ferve you for a buckler, to bear off all the bbws which (hall be 
made at you; chat I mayatleaft expire before your eyes, or you dye io my arms. J» fait, 
iny Lord, permit me to enter into your Charec of Triumph, or into your Tomb with 
you. 

The Count, fading tumfelf very much moved with Lttnora'% tears, and fearing to be fur- 
tpounted by them, interrupted her with embraces; do not make fo 21 a prefage of my en¬ 
terprise, faid he unto her, and arty that gnat heart, which 1 have always admired in 
you, to higher and more happy thoughts. I am going to a place, whither Juftice and For* 
tune all me; and if I have concealed this defign from my friends, kisbeaufel knew they 
loved my life too well toeoanfel me unto it. And then again I (hall be glad, if Heaven will 
permit me to prevail oyer my Enemies, that I have given them a contrnt which hath coft them 
nothing; and if I fall in fo brave an enterprise, they (hall at lead wife remain to comfort 
you. 1* fine, my deapr Leonora, prepare your mlnde for all events that may arrive, either 
happy, or unhappy; for the bufinefs is at fuchapafs, asl can neither defer, or break it off: 
But this I can affure you, that you (hall not be long in uncertainty, and that, in a few hoars you 
(hall hefcrof my death, or viftory; howfbever it be, remember, that, glory excepted, 

I never loved any thing more then you. Farewell, my dear Leonora. 

At this word bis ambitious Mother came and interrupted him; who knowing that the 
Count was touched with his Wives tears, and fearing be (hould be overcome by them, Go, 
go, faid fhe unto him, and call to minde, that if ftriolanw had never been wrought upon 
oytbe tears of a woman, he had gotten hknfelf the Empire, and pceferved his life. Far not, 
myfcm, chat I will be Volnmnia in this encounter, but contrarily I command you, as mach 
as I an, to baftenche execution of your enterprise, for all the time which you have loft 
here, Would already have ferved you for your approach to the Throne: Go then, my (bo, per* 
form an aftion proportionable to your courage, or fade a death worthy of your birth. - 

The Ccw»r, having heard his Mother (peak in this fort, and having told her that he would 
obey her, turned hknfelf once again to Leonora, wbomgrief fuffoaced, and beholding her 
with a troubled countenance. Farewell , (aid he unto her, eitheryou fiat never fee mtmern 
or jottjhall fee jour felf in Gcnoua above allot here of jourfete* - At tbefe lift Words he left 
her, without barkening to the generous Panfa, or the lag eSophronia; For as for Leeuora i 
(he was foftruckcn with the C«»«m V fpeech and departure, ti (be fell into a fwoon. 

In the mean time BaptiBa Verrin was come back from the City, to affure the Count that 
there was no obftade which could hinder his defign; that bis Gaily was in a pofture of fight* 
ipg, full of a great number of Soldiers, throughly refolved to do theirduty, and ready pa 
(hut up the mouth of the Port, by that means befieging all thofe of Dtria. The Count foe* 
ingall things in fuch order as he could have \yi&ed, went to bis friends again, and having 
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made all them to take up Arms which were to follow him, he iffued out of his Palace three 
hours after midnight. And to march in order, he made as it were a Vane-guard of an hundred 
and fifty of the refoluteft Soldiers he had, whom be advanced forty paces Defbre; himfelf he 
put in the head of all thofe young Gentlemen, whi^h he had brought along with him; antf 
after marched in rank, and as it were in a battalion, allthertft of his men. When be was 
arrived at the Suburbs, he commanded Come Soldiers to go under the conduA of a natural 
Brother of bis, named Corneho, and feize upon the Bow gate, which was prefently executed; 
Comelio finding no other refiftance then of a few Soldiers, who being furprized,fcarce fought 
at aU. This profperousfuccefs redoubling the Count’s courage, he fent Giralomo and Otto, 
buono his Brothers, with Vincentio falcagn*, who notwUh(ht>ding his natural timidity had 
notleft following him, to render tbemfelves Mafters of Saint Thomas Gate. He defended 
afterwards through S. Andrews ftreet to S. Donat, and palling by the place of the Salvages 
with hk companions, he arrived at. the point of Cat ana, Baptifla Verrin went aboard the 
Gaily, and Themafo Ajjereto did what be could to feize upon the gate of Ddrfcne ; atfirft, 
in regard he was one o‘ jannetin's Officers, and had the word,'the Guards fullered him to 
enter; but perceiving fo great a number of armed men, wherewith he was followed, they 
rudely repulfed him: Neverthdefs feeing it was necelfary, that fomeone ftnuld enter to open 
the gate unto th e Count, it wasrefolved that Scipio, one of hisfubjeAs, and a Cap am of 
great courage, (hould caft himfelf with fome Soldiers into little Boats, kept thereof pur- 
pofe, in cafe of nectlfiry, andby that means enter by the Sea into thd’Port, where the Gal-, 
lies lay, and fo facilitate the entrance of the reft of the Confpirators thereinto. Thisdefign 
was as happily executed, as it was well thought of; for albeit they found fome refiftance 
there, yet in regard the Oxifpitators were more in number,and incomparably more valorous,* 
was ealie for them to prevail. ■ ~ 

In the mean time the Count was come by Land to that Gate, where with much impatience 
he attended thefignal that was to be given him, which ftayd longer then it ought, by reafon 
the Gaily with her morion and agitation had ftruck her ftlf a ground, and ic was above half 
an hour before they could fee her afloat again. All thefe things, which could not be done 
witbdut noife, began to raife a great deal; but at length the fignal having been given, the 
Count, devancingall his companions, leapt with exceeding courage into Gallics. 

This nnexp:Aed violence, and the noife of Arms and Soldiers, having awaked aU the Mari¬ 
ners and Slaves, a dreadful and confufed din of chains and voyce$ was fuddenly heard. All 
the Sailors cryed to Arms, ail the Gaily-Slaves refounded the name of Liberty, and labored 
as much as they could to break off their lions: But the County who knew not what to do 
with the GaOies if he had not mm, confidering what a prejudice the flight of the Slaves 
would bring unto him, he caft himfelf aftiore again, and went with all fpeed to the Admiral, 
which with the. fudden and nm uly motion of them wherewith (be was filled, floated leahire- 
ly, and frerned as though (he would eloign her felf from the Land. 

Wbil’ft things paft thus in the Port, Giralomo and Ottobnono failed not in that which had 
been commanded them; for as foon as they heard the Cannon difebarged, which was the 
fignal that was given to them, they went couragioufly with threescore Soldiers to feize on 
S. Thomas gate, not ontly to render tbemfelves Mifters of it, but topafs along unto Daria's 
Palace, which was hard by, for to kill Andrea and jannetin. This enterprize was not fo 
facile onto the Confpirators, as the former; the Soldiers that guarded this gate defended tbem¬ 
felves wel enough; and SebaftianoLercato wiihhis Brother, whereof the one was the Captain, 
and the other the Enfign, coming in, made all'the refiftance that valiant men could do: But 
in the end, fome of their Soldiers being cortnpted, and the affailants fighting like men that 
would vanquifb or dye, they were conftrained to give plice to theftronger, and the gate re¬ 
mained in the power of the Confpirators, the Captain being made a prifoner, and the Enfign 
flain there. • , 

In the mean time the cries, clamors, and noife of Arms, which increafed in the Port, where 
the Gallies were, arrived even at Daria's Palace, which as you know is not fardiftanc from • 
it, and where Andrea lay fick. jannetin’ s wife fieft hearing it, awaked her Husband, fear¬ 
ing fome rifing of the Gally-Slaves; jannetin rofe inftantly up, and having harkened a while, 
he made himfelf ready in hafte, beleeving neverthdefs that he (hould finde nothing life, but 
fome difputc about pay, or fome other occafion, thatind fallen out amongft the people of his 
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Gallies. Andrea, more forefeeing then he, ind fearing fome ualooked for accident, Would 
not have had him gone forth, but well accompanyed; His Wife cad herftlf at his feet to 
keep him from it: bat be, carryed on by his dtftiny, contemned the counfel of the one, and 
the prayers of the other, and went out alone with one Groom of his Chamber, and a Page, 
that carryed a Torch before him, without any other'Arms, then his (ingle fword. When he 
arrived at Saint Thomeu gate, which he thought wasguarded dill by his own foUowers, ac¬ 
cording to his infolent humor, whereunto the choiler he wasin that time being joyned, he 
.fiercely commanded them to open unto him. Jannetin's voycc being draigbt way known of 
the Confpirators, they opened the gate, and fuffered him to enter without rcfidance; but 
fcarcely washeentred, when as a (howre of Musket (hot fell on him, and laydhm indantly 
dead on the ground. This adventure made Giralomo and Ottokuono change the order which 
the Count had given them, for going diredly to Deria's Palace. For feeing Jannttin dead, 
who was the onely man of the Count's Enemies, that could fatisfie with his perfon; and bc- 
leeving that the Count had rendred himfelf Mailer of the Gallies, they did not think that 
Andrew fourfcore years of age, and (kkof thegout, could bring any great obdade to their 
deign. Moreover they feared, that if theyfhould go to Doris's Palace, the riches of the 
booty would withdraw the rnoft part of the Soldiers from the aftion, and make them quit 
their Arms, to lade themfelves with the plunder of fuch rich movables, as it was foil of. 

In the mean time, the noife and diforder ftiil inaealing, Andrea was much troubled for 
fannetin, not being able to imagine what foould be the caufe of (b much dir. But at length 
having fern one of his fervants, certainly to know the occafion of this Tumult, he brought 
him word, that the Count of Lavagna had made himfelf Mailer of Gtrnna ; that the Re- 
publique was in extream peril; that his Gallies were foil of his Enemies; that the people re¬ 
founded all about the word of Liberty, and the name of Giovanni Lodovico ; tint furious 
men ran up and down with Arms in their hands; that there was nothing feen but blood and 
'daughter; and that every where was talking of outrages againfl the Nobles, and menaces a- 
gvnft his life. So dreadful a relation perfwading Andrea that the matter was pad remedy, 
he refolved to attend the violence of his Enemies in his Palace, and to yield to themwhomhe 
could not redd. But his wife, and bis fervants, with their tears, inttcaties and reafoos, made 
him at lad refolve to let himfelf be carryed down into his Palace-yard, where they fet him 
on an horfe with much ado; in this edate they conduded him to Mazona, which is a Cadle 
belonging to a Kinfman of mine; and from thence to anotherplace, where they underdood 
the death of fannetin, with which he waS fenfibly touched. 

In the mean time the Confpirators dill advanced their ddign; and whereas this noife and 
Tumult had awaked every one, all the Count's particular friends having heard the people cry. 
Long Hve the Count of Lavagna, went forth with Arms in their hands to fee what the mat¬ 
ter was, and to joyn themfelves with him; and amongft the red Doria , the French Marquis; 
and I, who by chance lay together that night, going alfo forth to foek the Count , met fome 
thirty paces from my lodging, Giralomo with all his Troop, who fought for him as well as 
we. All the people, that tookhispart, required to fee their Deliverer; but though there 
was oying every where. Long live the Count of Lavagna, and that every one enquired af¬ 
ter him, yet no body anfwered thereunto. This (Hence made us fear fomedifadrousfuccefs, 
yet did it not make them give over the defign of purfuing a victory, which feemed fo cer¬ 
tain. Giralomo left a diffident Guard at the gates, and fent0/r»4«#»0totakeacareofthe 
Gallies, in cafe his Brother was not there. The French Marquis followed him, and I day'd 
with Giralomo, who being accompanyed onely with two hundred Soldiers, went, as he 
had refolved, through all the dreetsof Genoua, to caufe the people, both with his fpeeches, 
and the hope of Liberty, to rife. And though the Count appeared not, yet each one decla¬ 
red himfelf for him, with eamedly demanding where he was. The City in the mean fpace 
was in a general conf ufioo and condonation; every one ran up and down in the dreets, with¬ 
out knowing whither they went; every one asked of one another what was the caufe of this 
dreadful diforder, without knowing what to anfwer; the women out of their windows, 
inthemiddof the cries and lamentations which they made, called for their husbands, their 
brothers, and their children. TheNobles, in fb greats diforder, would willingly for the 
puUique intend have reforted to the Palace, that they might have advifed together 
1 .what to do, but their particular intend kept them from it, and the doubt they wen 
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in, bft thek knifes ffcfetrid be plundered in their abfence, retained them ftill there. 

Cxfnrs Embtflfador, furptized with this unexpected accident, was upon the point of go¬ 
ing onccfrrMMM, fot feat left the perfon of tbePrinte, to whom be belonged, (hodid be 
carSgedinhh; but at lertgth after hAad gotten company about him, he refolded to fee the 
matter decided, and according to occafidns to take fuch a oourfe Cs flatmld be mod advanta¬ 
geous for his Matter. To that effeft he went to the ftUce, where he found Cardinal D»rim and 
feme others, who confulttd with the Senate, whereof Nic»U FrmCo was the Chkf, there 
being no Duke at that time. They refolded that Bokiftain Lrmtllin, ode of the c P*Hmx*». 
cinf s and Antonit Calvt, with the Enfigoof the Guard and fifty Soldiers, (hould go and 
defend S. Tbonuu Gate; but having on the why encountred with the Troop where we were, 
they were coofttained to retire into one of their friends houfes, but not without leaving fame 
of their men prifoners. Pate of thetn VVenc in great hafte by another ftrttt to the fane gate to 
learn fame newsof Amdrtn ; but finding it well guarded, and Lonelli* having it the very 
firft been made a prifoner, they fled away With great precipitation, whereat ours were fo 
joyful, as this prifoner efetped from them. 

In the mean time it was not known where the Count w«S; they that were 
thought he was at the Port 5 they of the Port on the ocher fide believed chat be had left them 
to repair unto his brothers; Ottobnono not finding him there, thought that he was gone to 
vifit the Gates, or it may be to Dort*% Palace; they of the Gates were perfwaded that he 
was in die City; in jhit, every tax thought any thing fave the truth. But amongft all the 
reft, Baptilla Verrin, as having the greateft fhare in the enter prize, was moft earneft in ask¬ 
ing after him. He faw the bufinefs fo wefl carried, ind the Vidary fo certain, as he was mad 
for that he could not fee the Count; the Gates of the City were theirs; they were Maften 
of the Port; the people favored them; the Nobles teemed to make no oppofition; the Senate 
had no Dilloe; tAndrea was fled, and had left the fieidto his Enemies; and J*nnttin was 
dead ; in fine, there wanted nothing but that the Count (hould fbewhimfelf to the people 
for receiving die Oath of Allegeance from them. Bat all Darrin's care was in vain, fo that 
bearing no news of him, and teeing the overprize mined if he did not appear, he retired in 
defpait unto die Gaily, to the end that if the Count came,! he might fecure him the Port ftill, 
which wasa matter of exrream importance; and if the enterprize were ruined by his abfence, 
that he might have the means to fly to Aurfetllts: This refolution was' the caufe of very 
much mifduef to (^indojtu ; becaute the Confpirators, neither teeing the Count, who Was 
their Head, nor ’Baptifla Vtrrin, who had been always the principal Agent intheConfpi- 
lacy, did not fo much rely on the conduct of GiraUmot, who being very young, and of an 
haughty humor, carried things with more impetuofuy then diferetion: They followed him 
fot all that out of the hope that the Count would appear ere it were long; but it was Dot with 
tharconfidence, which makes one abandon his life without unquietnefs, and obey without 
repugnancy an Head whom one efteems, and of whofe prudence and valor one is afTured, fo 
that oneteferves no more care then to fight and obey: but contrarily the moft part beean to 
' murmur, yea and fome thought already of forking fome qccafion to withdraw, or at leaft wife 
to go aodentpiire out the Count. On the other fide, the Senate, notkoowing what refblit- 
donto take, and beleeving thataflak* were altogether remedied, ddired Ordinal Dona', 
and fome others, to go and findout the Count of Ltw*g*», which atfkft he accepted of, but 
fome having coontelkd him not to expofe his dignity to the influences oft people is fury, he 
refuted it; and the Senate deputed forthe fame tffeft fix Gentlemen of quality, with order 
to know of the Count what he defired. But at the fame rime, when as the Deputies went 
out of the Palace to fedk for the Count, we underftood. Madam, the moft deplorable ad ven¬ 
ture that ever-arrived: 'For fines our <H fortune muft be tol l yon, we learned that the Count, 
being returned to Land (as I have already declared to: you ) from aboard JDvtm^s Gallics, to 
go to the Admiral, which he meant to tecure himftlf of, in patting over a piank, which lay 
wich<xieendon theLand, and with theotherona little ladder that is near to the Poop, the 
Gaily ftirriog fomewhae made the plank lofe its hold, fotbat it fell, and in Ming tumbled 
the Coont into the water, who being armed at all pieces could not dif-engage himfelf from 
that peril; and even thofe arms, which he had taken to preferve his life, were the caufe of his 
death; for had it not been for them, he fell fo near the (hoar, as it was impoffible he fbould 
have been -drowned: the tumult and the dspknefs contributed alfo verymnch to his loft, 
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which was not feen by any of his followers, and that was the reafon.it was publifbed no 
fooner. We had no certain ktiowledg of it but by the French Marquefs, who being gone* 
as I have told yon, with Ottobnoni, and asking of every one where the Count was, .two Ma¬ 
riners of the Admiral, who had feen him fall, and heard his voyce which they knew very well, 
as having ferved him before- times, allured him that he was dead ; which having anderftood 
with extream grief, he thought it fit to come unto us, and acquaint Qiralemo with it; for as 
for Ottebneno be had loft him in the prefs. He came presently a way-then, to acqutint us with 
this doleful news, but having erconntred, as he told us, with a great number ct armed men, 
which iflued out of your Palace, whereof the Gate was broken up, heftayid to learn what 
the matter might be; and thinking that he knew the voyce of Emilis, whom they were 
carrying forcibly away, hepurfued them fighting even to the Port. 

Jfsbell 4 hereupon remembred her carrying away, and interrupting Alphonfo, Behold, faid 
fbe to Fretilin, that which we could not comprehend, and-lie true caufe of that dreadful 
diforder, whereof I thought that I had been the occafion. And then fbe recounted, how (he 
had been forcibly carried away, and after fbe had teftififd her gratitude to the French Mar¬ 
quefs for the fuccor he would have ^iven her, and craved pardon of the company for her inter* 
rap ting Alpho»ft‘$ relation, he continued his difeoune inthis fort. 

The French Marquefs having been a good whle pursuing thofe which carried you away, 
it was the caufe that we knew not the deplorahe death of the Count,till there wanted nothing 
but his pretence, to make an end of obtainitg the Viftory: And judg,Madam,whether there 
can be any doubt of this verity, fince the r sunt being dead almoft at the beginning of the exe¬ 
cution, it may be faid that his name alone vanquifbed all his Enemies: And certainly if be had 
lived, tBebuuuefs had had a quite cootmry event. For my part I profefs unto you,that I (ball 
never be comforted for this death. Hid the enterprize fucceeded ill; had any of the Coo* 
foirators betrayed him; had the peepk abandoned him; had the Nobles refilled him; had 
Jsnnetin vanquifbed him; Ifhouk fr.y that thefirare ordinary things, that thefe are acci¬ 
dents, whereof there are are exaoples found: But to fee a man of two and twenty years of 
age, the goodlieft, the tumdfoneft, the moft courageous, themoft dextrous, the tolled of 
fpint, and the moft generous tlat ever was feen, m fee him, I fay, after he had contrived a 
great defign; after be had fo admirably conducted it; after he had deceived Andre*,Doris ; 
abufed the whole Republiqre; was come not only to the execution, but alfo had executed 
the bufineis; Jennet in bein' dead,and Andres himfelf Bed away; after all thefe things, I fay, 
to imagine, that this excelled man fbould fall from oft a plank, and bedrowned not above 
three or four ftepsfrom the L md in five food of mud, is fo unfupporable to me, .Madam, as I 
cannot endure the though of it. 

Buttoteflifie untoycu, that the Count alone held the Viftory in his hands, I am but to 
to tell you the end of thisenterprize. The French Marquefs had no fooner acquainted Giro- 
lomo with the death of to brother, but the Deputies from the Senate appeared. At fuft,fome 
would have fet upon than, neverthelefs this tjunult being appesfed, one of the Deputies ad¬ 
vanced, and detnandel oiGiralom where the Count was, to acquaint him with what he 
had in charge from the Senate; Giralomo furprized with this demand, anfwered rudely and 
inconfiderately, that k fbould feck fbsno other Count of Lsvegna but himfelf, for he was 
now the Count, and fat to him only they were to render up the Palace, which be ordained 
them to do, and that withfpeed. The Deputies underftandine ,by this imprudent anfwec 
that the Count was dtad, returned back to advertife the Senate of the chance of things by the 
death of the Count. This news put them iq heart again, fo that they inftandy commanded 
twelve of the chiefelsof them, that were come to the Palace, to go and arm as many ot the 
people as they could, and joyning thou with the ordinary guard,to ufe their uttermoft endea¬ 
vor to chafe the Ccnfpirators out of the Gty, or utterly to defeat them: But there was no 
need of fighting to put them to Bight, for they were vanquifbed in the death of tbe CouDt) 
which being publifaed over ail, put one and the fame refolution into the minds of all thofe 
who bad taken up arms for him. And whereas the day began to breaks they defired it fbould 
not be (aid, that they had been in arms againft their Citizens; wherefore they, began to retire 
one after another to tkeir homes: They which had taken arms in the Counts Palace left them 
in theftreecs, for fen left if their boufes fbould Come to be fearched, they ought have been 
convi&edot being of the number of the Rebels; and they which contrarily had taken them 
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in their own homes, carried them thither again, for fen left leaving them m the (beets they 
might be secured for making ufe of them in this occasion. We paft not one comer of a i ftreef, 
bat it ceft us above thirty Soldiers ; fome (lily flunk away; others ran away as hard's* they 
could drive; and in condafiqn,they which guarded the Gates abandoned them: Thingrwent 
in that mar tier, as when Giralomt came to S. Lawrences Church, which wasfaft by thePr- - 
lace, he wa i atcnoft alone. • • - 

In the mean time the generoas Pan fa having been fent for by the Senate, whop ci fe fl ty 
knew the verre-; of this excellent man,' he fo wrought with them, that he got them to change 
the order they ha^ given for lighting with Giralame, into that <#jfktoaundmg unto-him his 
departure out of GV. ov * . his retiringunto Mantobio which belonged re him, and pardoning 
in conflderation of him >.<1 >!<e Confptratoit, provided they continued ftilflmhe Gry, Banfa 
waschofento make chso ^opofuion, wbkh was accepted, and executed iaftandy. So that 
the break of day arriving, one -would have faid, that the blood whrehwasrfeenfpifroatfe 
ground; the bodies of thoh that had been flairt; thehoufes that had been brofteonp; and 
fo many other dilorders, whereof cle marks were evident; had been the work of an invifibfe 
hand. No Enemy appeared, all the Tndrfmcn were in their (hops, every man was m his 
houfe, and Genoua was never in a greater *rjnqu!llity,at leaft wife as we were told afterwards: 
For as for us, as foon as we underftood c r 'he Counts death, we were dircAty to his Palace 
to fave his dear Lettera: Doria’s incerett in iophronia made him go thither with incredible - 
fpeed ; and though he was farm tins kinfmsn, jet liaving never afftAed him, and betn hard¬ 
ly ufed by Andrea, ho love met with no vety nighty obftade to overcome. The Prend 
Marquefs was carried thither by his own generofitj, and I by the defire I had totyrve the 
Councintheperfonof Leonora. Atfachtimeas wtief: Giraletm, he had ftifl fome Sotdrers 
about him, fo that bekeving him to be id fafety enougt we went tqthe Counts Palace, fear- 
ii^fome violence woukl be offered to her f there w; m?: with Horatio, come thither as weft 
as we, and at the fame inftant, with a Gentleman fron Ociobnono, who after be knew ol 
bis brothers death, bad gotten with Bapttjia Verrtn, Rabaello Sacco , and Vincentio £al» 
edgka, into the Counts Gtfly for to fly away ; but being noved with compaffion for Leo- 
kora, he feta this Gentfcnata to will her thatflie would get fer felf to be fafety conduced to 
the Port, where (he might fave her felf with him. We being f -en thus all encoutitred here to¬ 
gether, Sepbrenla, #h6 had heardof our repair thither, lefr L'onora on her bed, and came 
out unto us: for fin rightly imagined, that it may be we had tor.e difmal news to tell, which 
was not fit for her to know. She prefentty difcemed by our locks the misfortune that was 
strived Unto as-j but it being no time to lament, we arrefted ourears and her fighs, and cfo- 
daring unto her the eftate of things, we represented unto her, that, we were not to fuffer the 
Count to be outraged in the petfon of Leaner a ; that her lofs wa* undoubted if fhe flayed 
longer in this Palace; thatthe people petidventure would come ari l. tit da fire; or it may 
' be the Senate would canfeit to be rued to the ground; and cha ti\ fine it was requifite by 
flight to avttyd outrages worft then death ; that fnlio Cibo her tldu brother hated them all; 
chat it would be glorious for her to make away withabrother of hethnsbands; andincon- 
dufion, that it was for her to perfwade Leonora to the taking of th s refolutioh; that foe 
us, we ptbtefted unto her, that we wotAffdlow h^t fortune - ; and tnt theCouresxDother, 
albeit the caUfe of hfelofs, Was potwithftmding to be fet in a place o( r afety, for the glory of 
her fott; for fekr left fome extraordinary violence fhquld be ufed sgainlt h er. 

Stphronia having mufed a while faid, She was confident that Leamr i, if oncefbecamero 
know the deatfj of the Count, would never think of preferving her life. that the only fear of 
it had already put her into (uch a violent defpatr, as it would be impoffibb to make her refolve 
for that whkh they defiredof her, when fheftiould be affured of it» D<ri*,having heard this 
objeftion,fartJ,that Lcohera was to be beguiled, and only told, flat the Counts entetprize ha¬ 
ving futceeded 91 , he was (retired into bisGaily,whither he willed her to * pair, having to that 
pwrpofefent us for her; afidfor fear (he fttouid come to. know the truth if the matter, bis mo¬ 
ther rifo W« to be bCgofled (ft the fame manner. 

This advice being well approved of, we entred into Leonora’s chanber, who no foonet 
fawns, but (he toft up, and with a difmayed countensnce and tears in her eyes, fhe demand¬ 
ed of us, whether the Count Were dead ? we anfwered her as we had before refolved; and dc- 
daring the bftfioefs onto her With as many circumftsnces as we could, to render it the more 

probable. 
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toebaUe, we fo wrought with her,that fhe believed as, and conftantly rafplved for her Sights 
we found not the fame facility io the. Counts mother j What, 6id,(j^e onto u§, doth he, who, 

E omifed me to vanquifh or to dye,prepare kimfelf to fly ) Ah 1 bale and inconfiderate, cryed 
e, I will 00 to tod thee out, not to flyaway with thee, but to oblige thee once more to 
fight, and ifl cannot do that, I (hall at leatt wife have the Catisfa&oo of reproaching thee fag 
thy want of courage. This fiud, flie marched foremoft,and I advanced to lead bet ; Sophroni* 
teak a little casket wherein her filters jewels were, and unto her Deri* lent fait hand; the 
French Marquefs conducted Leaner* \ as lor Horatio, he followed alone, being very much 
grieved to wmAoa Hipotit* .* But Fortune, who was willing to favor him, fo ordered it, that 
bring arrived juft before Doris’s boufe, we heard people 'coming in wonderful hafte, which 
without doubt were Come of them chat fled; finding our felvca then in fo commodious a place 
for to let them pals by, we eared torn X>«r#4*shoufe; and whereas Hipolus was exceeding¬ 
ly troubled both for her brother and her Lover, the no fooner heard their two Joyces, min* 
gled with fame womens, but (became down torn, and underftanding oar defign, What, 
hid (be to her brother, will you abandon me? I do not abandon you, filler, anfwered be, 
bat Love and Fortune do fnatch me from you. Hifolits’s mother was dead not Iotm before, 
fo that having nothing to retain her at Gene**, and not knowing withal) what fbouldlbecome. 
of her, fbe made ufe of aU tbefe reafhns to perfwade her brother he would permit hex npt to 
abandon him, or to fpeak more truly, not to quit Htratio. What, faid (he unto him, w$ 
you have me flay here, that Andrea may revenge himfelf on me, (o* the injury which he be¬ 
lieves he hath received (ram you ? And hiving loft my mother, and feeing my fell fqrfaken of 
my brother, fhaU I Aide here without fiupport and comfort ? I do not ddkeycww leave d>- 
pkmu*, bat that you will permit me to follow her. HtpoUte fpake this with fo much grief, 
that every ooe was touched withfc. And when as Herstio prayed Sepitreni* , that (be would 
oblige Deri* to confent thereunto, Doris unbraced his fitter with a great deal of afikdiop, and 
told her, that he was tavifhed with her generofity. 

Hipeiit* having obtained her defire, and we no longer bearing any patting by, we pro¬ 
ceeded on in our way towards the Pott, where wr arrived without any obftacle. Ottobue* 
Mis Gentleman eondnftal ns to the Count’s GvUy, where we were received, and Lemur* 
pot into the Captains Cibbin, being told that the Count would come thither to her. The 
Mother, when fhe was there, asked of every one, where the Count was? I approached to 
her, and told her that fhe fhould know ere it were long. In the mean time wc were no 
fooner got aboard, but we propounded the fending to Girslomo, that be might come to feva 
kimfelf with us. Verr in without harkening thereunto, commanded them to fleer for Mm* 
fetid, whereupon aU the Slaves betaking them to their Oars, the Gaily made from the Pott* 
which was left free and open to the Turks, who had abandoned their own Vtfltl, and taken 
one of Doris's GaUies, named the Temptrsnce. They went away in this fort, aod could 
ueVcrbe overtaken by two Gallics, which were fent after them the next day. The matt part 
of the Gally-Slaves having knocked off their Irons, dole aU the Arms, and aU that they could 
fay hold of ; and getting away, they alone cojoyed the liberty, which the Count would have 
acquired for faimfdf. 

This while. Madam, we remained in the GaUy of this Uluftrious infortuoatemao, but 
withfo much grief, as never vdyagehad fo fad a beginning. Boptifis Verrin was mad to 
fee his emerprize broken; Vince die Cslcsgn* upbraided him with being the caufe of all 
tkisnufehief; Rsphseile Sscee repented him for having coonfdkd fio unlucky a defigo; and 
Ottobmm, without teftifying his thoughts, continued in a (Hence, that would 1 not permit 
us to know whatthey were. As for the reft of us, although we had aU of us misfortunes, 
which diverfly regarded us, yet the death of the Cmh/ prevailed over all our other differing;, 
and his loft in this occafion made up all our forrow* In the meaa feafion, Leonora, not feeing 
him, and perceiving the GaUy make from the Port, prefled Sophroni* that (be might fee him, 
and hearing her fitter make her no precife anfwer,fbe of her felt knew the misfortune that was 
happened unto him: And when as we entred into her chamber aU at one time, aqd that (be 
few him not amongft us, fhe cryed out, and (aid, There if no longer doubt but that the Count 
* deed. The fimt dead ! faid the Mother witha great deal of piecipicatioa. Yes, Madam, 
continued Vincestio Cslcagns, who was cxtreamly touched wife this lofs, and dead b$ 
your commandment: you enjoyned him to vanqoifh or fo dye, and be hath done both, 

Madam; 
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Madam; for he is dead after the death of hb Enemy. We were very ferry that thb mao hid 
delivered the matter fo bluntly before the infortunate Leonora, who unable tofupport Co 
many ferrows at once, fwooned in the Arms of Sep hr mtis. 

As for the Count’s Mother, (heentred into a rage that cannot be reprefented unto you; 
the apprehenfions of a Mother having re-affumed their place in her foul, (he faid all that grief, 
anger, repentance, fury, and defpair could make one fay. Oh! cryed (he, it it l that have 
lajd the Count in bit grave! I am thinking of my fafety, and making from a place, Hebert 
it may he l fbeulibtpnnijbedfor the crime I have commited ! Ah, no, no, I mu ft he carryed 
back, to Land; 1 mnfi go and be torn in pieces by an enraged people: 1 mnfi acquaint 
them that lam the onely cdufe of the Confpiracy, andfo tofing my life by their fury, receive 
thepumjbment He'iicb l deferve. 

But whil'd thb ambitious woman repented her of her violence, and punifhed her fdf for 
her own fault, the unhappy Leonora came out of her fwoon; (he had no fooner opened her 
eyes, but turning her (elf to her After, (he demanded of her where the Count’s body was, 
and pray'd her that at leaft- wife they would let her fee in We thought then, to the end ha 
grief might not be renewed another time, that it was beft to tell ha the truth of the matter, 
and acquaint ha, tint being drowned, hbbody was not in our power. Thb laft drcum- 
ftance of the Count’s misfortune, redoubled Leonora's affliction. Could I not at leaft, faid 
(he with a languilhing voyce, have had the confelation to be inclofed Heith him bathe fasme 
Tomb l fcarcdy had (heendedthofe words, but fuddenly paflroe from one extremity to so¬ 
other, (he rofe up with violence, and intreatedu? that we would leave ha on the (bore, there 
Co fpend ha life in feeking for the body of ha dear Husband. And when as we refitted ha 
intreaties, (he termed us ingrateful, cruel, and infcnfibk 5 nay (he would have rid hafdf 
out of our hands, to have gone and caft ha felf into the Sea; but at length the excels of 
her grief, and ha weaknefs, made her tumbledown again into Svphronta’s arms, aknoft 
without any fenfe; and after that, as long as we were upon the Sea, we never heard her 
(peakbnt once onely, which was the next day at night, when as there arofefo furious a sets, 
peft, as w« verily believed we fhoald have fufFered (hipwrach. Leonora, having observed 
by thecries of the Mariners that we wae in danger, feemed to receive feme confolation from 
it; then looking on Sophronia and Hipolita, whom the fear of death, which they believed 
to be fonear, poffeffed with (trance unquietnefs; Do not affliS your felves, faid (he unto 
them, lam too unhappy to fujfer / hipwrack, > and death HeiU be Jure not to fuccor me. 

But not to weary you with fo doleful a relation, I (hall tell you in few words, that die tem¬ 
ped redoubled in fuch fort, that it drove us to Albengua, where Leonida having a boufe, was 
gone thitha a good while before. We had no foona caft anchor, but having been advatifed 
of themi(hapof ha dear friends, (he came tovifit them, and would fo far take part with 
them in their afflictions, that when w i had furnilhed our felves with another Veffd at Al- 
beugua , and were putting forth again to Sea, (he would not abandon them. But I 
f orge t that it is not yet time to fpeak of Our departure from Albengua ; you (hall un¬ 
demand theo that at fuch time as we arrived there, Leonora differed her felf to be 
carried whitha foever one would, and without fo much as demanding where we were, 
fo exceedingly was ha Soul poffeft with forrow. As for the Counts mocha, the diftan- 
pa whereinto (he had put her fdf with her crying, lamentations, and repentance, brought 
ha to fo violent a feaver, as refuting all kind of remedies (he dyed a little afta. Ami to make 
an end of telling you the whole fcquel of the Counts Confpiracy, you are toundaftand that, 
which we learned at Albengua, where we tarryed a good while, which is, that afta we 
parted from Gemssa, and that Giralomo was retired to Montobio, the Count’s body was 
found; and dead as he was, remained ftill a terror to his Enemies. Andrea would.not (offer 
him to be expofed to the view of the people, for fear left fo deplorable an objeft (hould caufe 
feme feditioo, and the love which was born to him (hould renew the paffcd disorders. 

In the mean tithe Ottobueno took our Gaily, and left us at Albengua, that be might with 
the more (peed gee Co MarfeiU.es ; Baptifta Verrin, and his two friends, abandoned us alfe, 
and putting chemfelves into Montobio, the Senate, having elected a Duke, retraced the abo¬ 
lition they had given to the Confpirators. And for that effect, they confirmed all the Counts 
Efface, declared hb two Brothers Rebels to the Republique, and then fent Pan fa to perfwade 
Giralomo to render up Montobio, where be had fortified him fdf. But Giralomo, who by 
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nature was boifterous, anfwered him as if he had a niinde toangment the fufpicion which 
they bad of him, that he held that place in the name of a Prince, more m : ghty then the 
Senate, meaning in this occafion the King of France, unto whom the illuftrious family of the 
Counts of Lavagna, have always been much affefted. This anfwer exafperattd things in 
fuch fort, as (hordy after Montobio was bdieged by Auguftino Spinola , on whom this em¬ 
ployment was conferred, and fo hardly lay d unto, that Baptifla Verr in counfelled CjWalomo 
to render at difcretion, which be inftantly did. Bat within a while Baptifla Verna had 
caufe to repent him of his bad counfel; for Andrea Doria, feeing the Senate inclined to cle¬ 
mency, came thither inperfon, and fpakewith fomuch vehemency, as he caufcd them to 
change their mindes, and carryed matters to their uttermoft violence, by making them to be 
put to death againft the publique fence. 

Behold, Madam, what the deplorable fortune of the Count hath been; as for the reft of 
us, after we had taken another Veffel txAlbeugua , and being put again to Sea would have 
directed our courfe for Marfeillts , our navigation was not more profperous this fecond time 
then formerly it had been; for we were not far from the Port, when astbetempeft began 
again with fuch fury, as during fix days and fix nights w£ were continually in expectation of 
being caft away. At length a calm having fucceeded the ftorm, we came to difcover Land ; 
but we were mightily furprized, when as our Pilot affured us, that that which we faw was 
the City of Marocco. Our Veffel was fobruifed, as we refolved to land there } and this de- 
fign being executed, the King of Marocco received us with a great deal of courtefie. Now. 
for that which arrived unto us there, and for that which brought us to finflantinople, I 
think it will be requifite to refer the relation thereof to another time: And whereas the beau¬ 
tiful Hipolita and Sopkronia have a greater (hare in it then I, you (hall, if you pleafe, learn the 
fequelof our fortune from their mouths. 

It is without doubt very deplorable, faid Ifabella, and I can affure you, that I have not 
felt that motion in my heart, which they fay is fo ordinary with every one, and caufes us in 
fome fort to be comforted for our miferies, when we lee others infortunate as well as our 
felves; butcontrarily I finde my forrow augmented thereby. That proceeds from your ge¬ 
nerality, faid Sophronia unto her, but do not lament the Count fo much, as ndt to refcrve 
fomefighs for my fitter, whom we have loft as well as he, with the grief (he took for his 
death. The Princtfs hereupon redoubled her complaints, which had not finifhed fo foon, if 
a Capigibajfl had not come and told her, that it was time to return to the old Serraglio , be- 
caufe the gates thereof were always ufed to be (hut fomewhat early. Ifabella rofe up blufb- 
ing, and without any refiftance, parted fomewhat unwillingly from her dear friends, promi- 
fing to come and fee them again the next day: Howbeit (be would needs conduft thefe three 
fair perfons to their lodging firft, for they would at no hand lie afunder in feveral chambers* 
And after that (he had rendred them this civility whether they would or, no; and after that 
Doria , Horatio , an bAlphonfo had waited upon her and Emilia to her Charet, (be returned 
to the old Serraglio with the fame magnificence, as (be came from thence. 
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\S*bella was no fooner awake die nextday,buc the Slave, which Rextllana 
had fubomed, came and told her from the Grand Siguier, that at length his 
care had not been in vain; that after a very e*a£tfearcb, the Slave, whofe 
hberty (he had defircd, had been found out, and (ent immediately to/^r«- 
him’s Palace unto his other friends; and that the Sultan intreated (be,would 
bepleafed he might come and vifie her. Jfabelta not daring to refufea fa¬ 
vor unto a Prince, who accorded her fo many, anfwered, that theSnftam 
did her too mocb honor, and how (be was very glad that incoming to vifir her he gave hoe! 
the opportunity to thankhimfor the new obligation wherein (be (food engagedUnto bhn. 
This Slave then kfc the Princefs, and went unto SolimAt, to whom, according to the dire6b-' 
ons (be had for it/be amplified Isabella's civilities^ and with that which (he dehvered, per- 
fwaded him, that the Princefs might be acquainted, without any great offence, with die paf? 
fion he was in for her. In this opinion be went to the old Setraglie, with a determination to;, 
nfefome artifice to keep her from going fo often to vifit her friends, hi the mean time If*~ 
belU had ufed fuck diligence in making her (elf ready, as fbe had feature to go, before Seliman 
repaired to her lodging, and iotreat the Sultana Afteria, that (he would bn with her when 
as the Grand Siguier (hould come to fee her, as he had fent her word he would, imagining chat 
her prefence might ftop him bom faying any thing to her that would offend her, if It were to 
that he bad a maid thereunto. Afteria, who loved Ifabella , would by no means deny her, 
fo that when the Sultan arrived there, he found them both together; yetdurfthenotcefiifie 
how much he was difpfeaftd at it, but contrarily magnified Afteria’s good hap, in that (be 
could always be with her; commended her for the care (be had taken to make her felf agree¬ 
able to her; thanked Ifabell, i for the affeftion (he (hewed her; and after a longcomphment, 
which ftill gave her occafion to incrcafe herfufpicions, he fuffered her at length to render him 
thanks for the French Muquels his liberty, ana to crave bispermifiion for her to go and re- 
joyce her (elf with her dear friends. 
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Soliman blufht at this requeft, and after be had flood a pretty while filent, he afTured her 
that (he. migf£.abfolatdy do whatfoeyer. (he pleated: Neverdxlefcif (he wouM-permitlwm 
tolpeatifreelpln this otCafion, be would confefjtttoher, (flat hefhould bi; glad (he would 
not go (otthefery day, becauft the penile mightsqengch finiCBtuathing corcty^upon feeing 
fd excrtordjhajba liberty of goiag in andfout ofcroe jW*g/*?Vthat the whp 

might do"*fo when (he'would, feldom of never madeufe of that liberty: Wherefore he pray¬ 
ed her to have fome regard to the way wardnefs of the people, who peradventure might fall 
into fome fedition,wherein her (riehdt (flightbe involved; fha) he did not de(ire (he (hould not 
go thither any more,but only that (he (hbuid not gcrevery particular day; howfoever he atfured 
her that (he might do as (he pleafed, chufing rather to expofe his Empire to all things, then to 
expofe hhnfeif to the hazard of her difpkafure by conftraining her in any thing, ljabtlla an- 
fwered ail (he ought to (4 oblong a diftourfe, howbeic (he requeued the Sultan to permit 
her to v Kit them for two or three days Chore together, brciufe fhe had an extteam defire to un- 
derftand all their ad ventures,and after that (he promifed his Highnefs (he would not fee them fo 
often. The Sultan, who was willing to wirube. heart of ifabella, and tovfnquKh herracher 
with courtefie then wkh violence, COnfentedtohtr request ipnd the more t$jComply with her 
alfo, be went; away fto^i her fooner then he HI determinfldrtq give her chblohger time for the 
vifiting of her friends ; vpto whom hkewifisfor a.greatefdemhnftratic« of hit favor unto her, 
hefent mod magnificent prefents, as foon as he was returned to his Serraglio. 

In the mean time lfabtUa, after (he had given thanks to the Sultana ASleria for her abid¬ 
ance, and had intreated her to continue it to her, entred into a Charet with Emilia, and went 
unto Ibrahim's Palace, where (he found a great deal of_ joy for the return of the French Mar- 
quels, who in his particular was Dot a little clad to le^p from his friends the happy encounter 
they had made of IfafflL -\yhfch had mufea frjtti (heirjib^ytmd his. He no fooner knew 
then that (he was arrived, hut he defended hlilthadetb go and receive her: And whereas 


the change of places, misfortune, and flavery, had brought none to his humor, be fcarcely 
faw her appear before be advanced to ki(s her robe; I do not know. Madam, faid he unto her, 
whether I ought rather to give you thanks for breaking my chains here in Conftantinople, or 
to complain of you for thac you are going to give me others in making me fee Emilia agaio. 
Ifabella not able futficiently to admire the tranquillity of the Marquets his mind; I (hould 
rex batebelkvhi, softfectd (he hisofinilingv that ever I Could have envied you, but I ac* 
knowiedg to yod now, chat I would willingly bealuioft of your humor, for in fine, be it ver- 
tttedr infcofibilky, jtMStecver happy. Toe Marquefii was going to anfwer her, but the ar¬ 
thral of Stphrbnin, Hipulka, and Leonids^ Of Horutie , T>vria,‘ and Alpkenfe, kept him 
(foam, df hereof he war not forry, ; to the ojd he might make* complement in particular to 
EtmUkj who wathbut dotbt was foroewhat joyful tofoethe Marquefs; tor although (he had 
no great tfedion (bribim* becaufelhe was not capable of it* yet did (he infinitely efteem of 
Ini,and hire*great dttfofgood-will tofusperfoo. 

. After this fiw TrOophadufed many oivBitfei to one another, they earned,all into Ibrahim’s 
cbkuibuv wtew// 5 rfedf<f, to husband the time which (he had to be With « oon^wny, that 
warfoagntobkahheti defined them to- acquaint her wkh the fequdot thek oisfortQnes.

Ifabella apprehending chat this 
dilate would make £>w**lofe time, prayed him not to barken to Hipd.ta, who queftionkfs 
oouldnottvke ittU,cbat«ny thingfhould beknowo which (he had done. Daria, according to 
the Prinoe&s defire, without givitE any further car to his lifter, began to fpsak tkus.ss toon as- 
ever this (air Troop was tot. 
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The Hifiorj of Hipolita, Sophronia, and Leonida. 

I Will not renew Scpkreniss farrow in particularizing onto yon the fafs of Leanora, fince it 
will fuffice me to tell you, that her end bad no other canfe but her affliction; and that her 
deftiny was fach, as dying on the main Sea, we were contained to give her the fame Tomb, 
which the injufticeof Fortune had given her iHufhious husband: But to gee away fpeedily 
from fa lamentable an adventure, you (hall undetftand, that we were no fooner arrived at 
Morocco, but we loft all that the Tempeft had left us, that is to (ay, the Wrack of the Veflcl 
and om liberty. For whereas they knew us at the firft fight to be Chriftians, hardly had we 
caft anchor when as they made us Slaves. Indeed it is true, that in the beginning our fervitude 
waseafe enough; for as our good Fortune would have it, the Princefs Mariama, fitter to 
King Abdalla, whotaigns at Manxes, patted accidentally along by the Port when as we 
were making into it; and this Princefs feeing our (hip without fails, without rudder, the 
tackle torn, the fail-yards broken, and every part of it almoft battered inpieces, fhecaufed 
the Chare t, wherein fhe was, toftay, that (be might fee us land, and know of what Nation 
we were: for the Tempeft had left our Veflel no marks, whereby it might be known. When 
as we came near the Port, whither the wind, rather then the skill of the Pilot, conduced us, 
there was not one in the Ship which got not up on the deck to behold this Land, where wo 
hoped, ifwedidnot find a refuge, atleaftwifewefhould efcape caftiagaway: So that the 
Princefs Mariama, having obferved women amongtt us, redoubled her curiofity and compac¬ 
tion much the more. As loon as ever wc touched Land,then (be commanded us to be brought 
unto her, that fhe her fetf might know who wc were, and what our fortune had been. This 
order having been obferved, they led us before this Princefs; and vertty this firft encounter 
was an happy prefage focus, and an extream confutation for the beautiful Sof hr onto, Leonid*, 
vAHifolitA} for this Princefs hath fo much majefty and fweetnefs, as fhecaufed in us both 
a great deal of refpeft, and a great dealof hope. And whereas (he had noted by our apparel 
that we were of Italy, and not tmderftanding' that Tongue, fhe would not ftana to fend for 
an Interpreter, bat thought that fome of us peradventure could fpeak Spanijh, which fhe un¬ 
derftood petfeOiy, and is common enough throughout all the Kingdoms of Fez., Tunis, and 
Morocco , by reafon of the neighborhood of Spain with this part of Africa, and of the Wars 
and Commerce, which in former rimes they have had one with another, efpecialiy before 
the Kings of Granada, who were originally Moors, were fubdued by Ftrdinando and IfabeUa . 
And truly (he was nor deceived in her coaje&ate, for there was not any of us but fpake it well, 
or at Ieaftwife could make oar felves be underftood in it. 

When as this Princefs, faw that her defign had fucceeded, (he teftified as modi joy for it as 
we did; and having demanded of us whither we were going, of whence we were, and in 
what place we had been taken with the Tempeft ? we told bet all things as they had paft, 
without acquainting her neverthelefs with the occafion that had caufed us to part from Gt* 
mama, and without telling her our names, and falling at her feet We befought her to pro ted; 
us; for by the refped which was rendred to bet,and by her train, we believed (he was Queen 
of Morocco. This excellent Princefs made us rife up with a great deal of conrtefie; and be¬ 
ing touched with the charms of thofe whom we conduced, fee took an attention to us, and 
refolved to ferve us as much as fhe could. But whereas (he was willing to obferve in all 
things the refped which fhe owed to the King her brother, fhe took up Sapbrenia, Leonida, 
and my fifter, into the Charet to her, and commanding us to follow her, (he willed fame of 
the Guard that attended upon her, to lend us their borfes. Wb went in this manner to Ab- 
daMas Palace, whom we found alone with his Favorite, called Ali-Btn Due or, a mao of a 
great (pint, but cruel and ambitious. As foon as Mariama appeared, and that the King 
(aw her followed by fo many unknown perfans, and chiefly of three fair women (if my fifter 
an fatter me to put her in that number ) he was fo furprized therewith, that advancing pre¬ 
fen! ly towards her, he faid to her in her language, ( as Mariama recounted unto us after¬ 
wards,) What adventure is befaHen you ? from what War are you come? what Conqueft 
have you made? and by what good hap have you met with fofair a Troop? The Princefs 
Manama, who bad fo much goodneis, as that fhe would not bc fufpe&cd of us, (aid unto 
him in Spanijb, (for he underftood it as well as (he,) chat Fortune having put fo many afHiAed 
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periods into her hands, (he came to crave penriflioo of him, that (he might take cate of them, 
protect them, and,tcflbre them to their liberty*

And when as he refufed her, (be fubomed one ol the Captains that guard¬ 
ed the gaoea, «bd aceompanyed with two wowea, ypd (WPP qf her lervsfoa* foe gp tout 
one night, and went to City Btp C*}'* nefocmeot. This adion fo touched 
beat, w it cariysdbimonm^afom neat wifohMBtQther, butuwat t^ condition, (bat 
he (hould not re-enter into Morocco, becaafc hefaftd pronfoed fonwchtetthe i nh ab it a n ts 
who feared to he iU-intreattdby him* 

But not 10 prolong Uu$ difeourfe any further, you foal updorftfud that Ho*W recomiqpS. 
ced the War four 01 fore times, and chat fo often /W4rl4a«*fqbtained hif liberar, and 4 way» 
fallowed hit and her Husbands fortune. Howbeit jathe m/i affothehadaiq^ 

qmred the Kingdom of Fez, took him in the laft Wsr, and committed himjtpcfck flf»PP» 
with four of his cfoldien, «nd three qf frfifoijfe hesffHfrd %$** n? 

Hmbtnrf^ 
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Husband, for faring factored the King ofF«., whil’ft be made war upon him: And the un- 
fappy Zidan faring been takeo, loft his life, by the command of him, wbofe daughter be had 
marryed. True indeed it is, that it wasby the counfelof Aly, who afterwards was AbdaL 
left favorite, and in the abfenceof Marinina, who at that time was not with her Father. 
In fine, not to aggravate the farrow of this excellent Princefs, Mahomet dyed a little while 
after, and AbdaUa the eldeftof his children facceeded him; having ordained by hisTefta- 
ment, that after him the fecond of his fans fhould fucceed, and inorderall his other bro¬ 
thers, without any pretence to be made by any of AbdaU*‘% children to the Crowns of Ma- 
rocco, Ft*., and Tarddant, as long as their Uncles lived. At fuchtime as Mahmet dyed, 
AbMa was not at Morocco, fa that when the news of his death arrived there, Aly, who 
commanded in the City, and was Vifier of the Kingdom, which is the next dignity to the 
King, fearing left the people fhotdd revolt; and (honld draw Hamtt and MariamSs children 
out of prifon, tofetthemon the Throne which appertained to them, canyed byanincon- 
fideratezeal, and an extrwm cruelty, canfed the infortunate Hornet, and his children, toge¬ 
ther with Moriamat, to be put to death, for the affuflng of theCrown to AbdaUa, whole 
favorite he would be, as he had been Mahomet’t. And truly it was not hard for him to be 
fa; for whereas this man was very great in riches, moft mighty in friends, of an extraordi¬ 
nary courage, having a great deal of prudence and wit, and much mote ambition, there 
would have been folly, and no little hazard, for whomfoever would have enterprized to dif- 


Abdatta, though grievedwith that which Aly had done, yet named it an excels of zeal 
end affeftion, rather then inhumanity; and continuing him in his Commands, committed 
unto himalmoft the whole fway of bis Kingdoms. But in fame fact to repair this cruelty, 
he took care to dry up the tears of the Princefs Mariama, inforced her to return to the 
Court, made her to be reverenced as the Queen of all his States, would have perfwaded her 
that Aly was not altogether culpable of the death of Hamet and her children, and would ex¬ 
alt no other thing of her, bnt to live in good terms with Aly. This Princefs, who was no 
left prudent then vertnous, made as if Ihe believed that which the King her Brother told her, 
albeit in her heart Ihe bare an irreconcilable hatred to Aly. And indeed Ihe lived fowcU 
with him, without doing any thing for all that unworthy of her great minde, as it was be¬ 
lieved, that the conGderatkm of her Brother, and her own vertue, had made her forget, 
that Aly bad counfelled the death of her Husband, and had caufed her Father-in-law, and her 
children to be killed. But you Hull perceive by the ft quel of this Hiftoiy, that (he had other 
manner of defigns. 

Behold then, Madam, the eftate wherein the Court of Morocco was aefuch time as we 
were driven thither by tempeft. AbdaUa Was peaceable in his Eftates, the Princeft Manama 
was very powerful with him, and Aly (hared with her in AbdaBa'% heart. I think that after 
this you will the left marvel, when you (hall come to know that this vertuous Princefs fet her 
fell fa ftrongly and fa readily to proteA us, in regard (he was carryed thereunto, both by her 
own vertue, and the hate Ihe bare to Aly, as you (hall underftand by thefequelof this dif- 
courfe. But to come to that which touches .us diredly, I am to tell you, that whether So. 
phroma’s extream affliction had rendered her eyes left powerful then they ufed to be, or Le¬ 
onid* % negligence bad taken off fame of her charms, or that myfifter, having a complexion 
not fa dear as her fellows, was the more fuitable to that of the Country, it was (bethat 
made AbdaUa and Aly her Slaves; and who byconfequence was the canfe that we were 
fo too. 

You have promifed, faid Horatio interrupting him, to be a faithful Hiftorian; wherefore, 
without digreffing from your fubjeft, relate onely the effeds of Hipelita’s beauty, and not 
eftablifh your felf the judg thereof. The Marquis could not forbear laughing at this difeourfe, 
no more then Sopbroni* and Leonid*, not Hipelita blufhing, and all out of different appre- 
benfions: but at length after fame civilities had paft betwixt them, Doria continued his dif- 
courfe in this fort. Hipolita then having feemed beautiful, both to the King, and to his Fa¬ 
vorite, they had both of them a dtf^n not to give liberty to a perfon, who had already fome- 
what engaged theirs: But whereas this firft fenfe of love was not yet very ftrong in their foul, 
they (aid nothing of it to one another, and onely refalved together, that we fhould be retain¬ 
ed as Slaves; but whereas ill fortune had brought us to Morocco, and that we were not 
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their Enemies, but brcaufe we were Chriftians, therefore we (braid be treated very gently, yet 
and hope given us that m time we might obtain our liberty. This reflation taken, all otlt 
Soldiers and Mariners were the next day Committed to fafecuftody, without any other iU 
ufage offered unto them; and fonts, they contented themfelvts with leaving us under the 
guard they had formerly afligned os, with this difference neverchdeis, that we were fepaftted 
from Soehronia,Le«nida,K\A Hipelita; for itwa $Abd*Ha‘» abfolute pleafure, that they 
(hould abide in the fervice of the Princefs Mariam*, and that they (hould lie iu her lodgings; 
but with this grace for us, thatwelbould be permitted to gofometimesandfee them, or 
they to come and vifit us. This extraordinary favor having been granted to us, againft tha 
cultorn of the Country, by the goodnefs of Mariam*, whom thefe new Slaves always found 
ready to render them all kinde of good offices. It is certain that this reparation was grievous 
unto us, and feeing the terms wherein we ftood,we were altnoft forry chat we had not fuffred 
(hipwrack, at leaft-wife me-thought I obferved fuch like appreheniions in the mindesof Ho* 
ratio and Alfbonfo .* But is for the Marquis, itistobefpokenforhis glory, that never mao 
was fofoon comforted at he, and I was not a little furprized, to hear him fay laughing, a qaar- 
ter of an hour after we were returned from conducing the perfons, who were fo deer unto 
us, to the Princefs Mariam* i lodgings, chat the Africans Love could ten how to ufe his 
bow better, thenheof.Ewr*p*; it being very true, laid he, that he bad never been fo fud- 
denly ftrucken to the heart, as he had lately been by thechatmsof a fitter of the Princefs 
Mariama, who Was called Lei* Mababit, onely with feeing her at a window. 

For me, faid the Marquis interrupting him, who had neither Sifter not Miftreis to grieve 
for, norwasafflifted bint out of afenfe of friendlhlp, lam not to be blamed, if, to render 
my fdf more like unto thofe with whom I conversed, I fuffered my felf to be furprized with 
die paffion which poffeffed their Souk. If I be always interrupted in this manner, ftid- Z>«~ 
ria, it w31 be hard for me to relate this day that whidi you defire to know of me. IfabeSa, 
finding that Daria had Reafon, made all the Company pafs their word tint they would not 
(peak any more until he had ended their Hiftory ; fo that every one keeping filence, and If*- 
bet* having renewed her attention, Doria profecuted his difcourfe in this fort. 

Thefe new Slaves were no fooner come to the Princefs Mariama’s lodgings, but Abdalla, 
whovifited them very often, repaired thither, accompanyed with Alj. And whereas he 
found her with them, and that therefore they would out of refpeft have withdrawn, he would 
not permit it, telling them that the name of Slave, which he had impofed upon them, was 
rather an artifice to retain them about the Princefs his fitter, then a defign to keep them in fer- 
vitude. This complement was feconded by another which Alj ufed to them, and with a fin- 
cere proteftation made to them by Mariama for the treating oF them as her fitters, rather then 
as her Slaves. This fecond view yet more augmented the love, which the King of Maroeca 
and Alj already bore to Hifolita $ and whereas Aly was cunning and dextrous, 'and bad out 
of a fenfe of ambition for a long time before taken great care to obferve all AbiaUef a moti¬ 
ons, he quickly perceived that the beauty of Hifolita had toudied bis heart, and tbat his 
Matter was his Riyal. And whereas he knew very well that Love, no more then Royalty, en¬ 
dures not any companion, he refolved to conceal from the King the defign which he fifed in 
his head. It was not long, before his fufpkions were fully cleared; Tor Aodalla being breonw 
paffionately in love, and fearing left if be fbotdd talk too often with Hifolita, his fitter , to 
whom he carryed a great rtfped, would come to know his intentions, he opened his heart 
wholly to Aly, difcovered his paffion unto him, conjured him to finde out the means to tc- 

3 uaint her with ir, whobadcaufedit. Aly, as we underftood afterwards, tefiified agteat 
eal of joy tmto him, for that he being fallen in love, as he faid, with one of thofe Slaves, he 
had been fo happy as not to prove his Rival The King demanded of him then, whether it' 
were fo that he loved any or them? and the other anfwered him with a falfe confidence, that 
Leonid* had touched his heart. That which obliged him to this lye, was his belief, that by 1 
rhis mean the King would never be jealous of him, nor would fear his falling in love with Hi¬ 
folita , being perfwaded that his affeAion was engaged otherwhere; and indeed the matter 
frHout as he imagined. The King gave him the conduft of his Love, as well'as that of his 
Eftates; commanded him always to follow him whensoever be went to die Princefs Maria- 
ma ; and not to lofe any occafion of (peaking to Hifolita concerning him. 

In the mean tame, as if Fortune would give a particular perfection toeach bf thefe thteo 
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fair Slaves, a younger Brother of Abdalla\ named Abdelcadar, became defperateiy in love 
with Sofhrenia For the reft of us, except it were the Marquis, we had no new paflion j and 
mithap in this encounter, appeared not to us at fitft, but in the femblance of good fortune. 
The King Cent to vifit us with prefents, and many times made us come to his lodgings for 
*0 entertain him. Alj reforted to us bimfeif, ana allured us of his protection: We had al¬ 
io the liberty to fee and fpeak with our lifters, or to fay better^our Miftreffes j for in thefe oc- 
cafions, love always prevailed over fricndflaip. 

In fine, the greateft of our unquietnefles was, that we could not forefee the end of our 
prefene felicities, nor divine wherefore they treated us fo favorably, and yet would not deliver 
us. Howbeit we were not long without difcovcring it, for the King's and Alfa love (fill 
augmenting, whereas gallantry (terns to be natural to all the Moors, they were willing to re- 
ftore Hipoli't* to her former joy .before they would fpeak to her of their paftion. For notwith- 
itanding all the careftes which thefe fair maids received from the Princefs Manama, and the 
atifedion which they carryed to her, yet melancholy appeared ftill in all their difcourfes, and 
in all their a&ions: So that to delight them, there were nothing bur publique feafts, tumeys, 
balls, and rejoycings. But in all thefe encounters Alj fo carryed the matter, as all the parties, 
whereof he was the Head, were, both braver, and more magnificent, then that of others, 
without the Kings ever fufpeding any thing of his true intent, becaufe his minde was pre- 
poffcft with the opinion, that it was Leonid* he was in love withall, and not Hipolita. And 
furely he (hould have been very melancholique, that could not have taken pleature in thefe af- 
femblies, it being certain, that nothing is feen which is more agreeable even in Europe, efpe- 
cially for dancing. For whereas, fines the defolation of Granado, many perfonsof quality 
retired to Fez., Tunis, and Morocco, though the remembrance of their misfortunes ought 
to have made them renounce all manner of delights, yet their defire to pleafe Abdulla who 
prote&ed them, caufcd them to be prefent at all thefe feafts. And truly I do not marvel, if 
the Spanjards in conquering their Kingdom, though they be conquerors fevere enough, have 
not forbom taking fome of their gallantries, chiefly that dance, called Saraband* : But it 
muft be acknowledged that they are but bad imitators of them, no more then we, who have 
taken it from th eSpanjards; it being moft certain that they dance it in a manner wherein there 
is fo much arc and grace, as we come nothing neer it. And whereas out of a particular favor 
we were prefent at all thefe feafts, I remember one amongft the reft, wherein the Marquis 
made an end of lofing his liberty by a Saraband*, which the Princefs Lola Mahabit danced. 
For whereas all the features of her face were excellent, her eyes fparkling and pafsionate, her 
fhape advantageous and comely, her carriage free and majcftical, although the colour of her 
skin was not very agreeable, yet her whole perfon together appeared infinitely pleating in this 
Aflembly, where (be danced a Sarabanda with a negligence fo full of charms, with fo grace¬ 
ful a difpoficion, and fo gallant and amotous an ayr, as the Matquis was in a minde folemnly 
to renounce his ordinary hamor, and become conilant for this Princefs. 

And to teftifie unto you, how great an imprefiion the made in his heart, I only an tell you, 
that in fouc days the Marquefs, who was defirous to transform himfelf into the perfon beloved 
as much as poflibly he could, learned this dance fo miraculoufly, thatthaving demanded per- 
miflion of Alj to intermingle bimfelf amongft a T roop of Granadins, who were to dance dif* 
guifed in onepf thefe Aflemblies, he charmed all the company in fuch fort, as the Princefs Lola 
Mahabid, who was an equitable Judg of fuch like thirds, would needs know who he was: 
But (he was much amazed, when as (he perceived that he was not a Granadin, but one of the 
favorite Slaves, - for fo we were called; Sophronia, Leonids, and Hipolita were no lefs then 
(he, to feet hat they had admired him without knowing him, never dreaming it (hould be he, 
though they difetrned him not amongft us. In the man time this adventure was not dif- 
pleafing to her, for after that, there piftnot an Aflembly (and there was one almoft every 
day) wherein he fpake not to her, wherein he danced not before her, and wherein with his 
adrefs, and accuftomed confidence, -he gave her not fome mark of his affeftion, yet without 
palling thofe bounds of refpeft which he owed to her. But whereas all thefe Feafts were 
made upon defign, the King (olicited Alj to fpeak to Hipolaa of his love, which he did foon 
after, but in fucb a manner, as feemed at fitft fight infinitely to oblige my After: For after a 
reafonable long difeourfe he befought her to confider what he owed to the King his Matter, 
to the end that afterwards (he might receive that which he was going to fay to her, as a pure 
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eflcft of his obedience to AMaUk, and not as a matter he approved of. He told her then, that 
he had fuch a particular efteem of her, as he would rather expo'e himfelf to the hazard of lo- 
fing his life and his fortune, then to that of difpleafing her. 

/»/>»*, after a preparation long enough, and when as he believed that he had given fulfil 
dent good impremons of his vertue to Hipoltta, he told her that her beauty had touched the 
heart of lAbaalla, aod that he had commanded him to acquaint her with his love ; but, laid 
be unto her with a teeming fincerity, whereas you can never be but his Slave, Heaven (hield 
me from contributing ought to fo bad a defign, contrarily, I will do my uttermoft to hinder 
fuch a misfortune; and that you may faraiih me with means toferveyou, make known to 
the King, added he, if he happens to fpeak with you, that I have acquitted my felf of the 
commimoo which he gave me; in the mean time allure your felf that there is not any thing 
which I will not undertake for your fervice. \ 

Hip a lit a was ftrangely furprized with this difeourfe, for coming toconfider all Abdalla's 
liberalities, and the manner wherein he had lived with her for a good while before, (he made' 
no queftion but that Alfs difeourfe was true. Neverchtleft, whereas (he is natutally fufpi- 
ciousandmiftruftiul, (he doubted of Aly's fincerity in fome things; howbeit (he anfwcred 
civilly enough to the offers he had made her; but for fo much as regarded the Kings love, (be 
fpake to him with fo much firmnefs, as he feemed to be very blank at it. It was not becaufe 
he defired (he (hould accept of Abdalla's love, but feeing in what manner (he tefu r ed the 
Kings affeftion, be feared left when be (hould come to difcoverhis own, he (hould be worfe 
intreateeb And whereas Hipolita perceived his unqaiemefs; for what reafon, faid (he unto 
him,are yon afflitfted to fee me refolved to oppofe my felf with all my power againft.an affrfti- 
on which you feem not to approve of? It is, anfwered Aly, with as much cunning asmalice; 
becaufe knowing by your difeourfe, bow much that which I haveufed to you hath troubled 
your mind, I cannot chnfe but grieve for that the King hath pick'd out to perfecutc you, the 
only man in the World that honors you moft; But believe, fait Hipolitp, continued he, that 
this unjuft bve touches me as much as you, and that there is not any thing which I will not 
do to deliver you from it. After this Aly quitted het, and left her in fuch an onquietoefs, as 
the like was fcarcely ever heard of. Not only the Kings affc&ion affti&ed her; not only the. 
fadneis,which (he had obferved in tAly‘% face, troubled her; not only the incertainty wherein 
(he was. whether (he (bould difeover Abdalia' s love to the Priocefs Mariama, difquteted her; 
but an odd and altogether extraordinary,jealoufie put her. mini upon the rack. She. did not 
complain of HoraiU’t looking on any other perfon; (he did not accufe him of infidelity, but 
the was jealous becaufe he was not jealous: For when as Aly talked to her, (he bad marked 
bow Horatio's eyes were ftUl fixed on her, and albeit he had feen that man entertain hera long 
time, yet had benotappeared the more unquiet for it. And asit tithe cuftom otpaffionate 
perfons to aggravate things, according to the apprehenfions which they have; fo HipoUta had 
the in juft ice to believe, that her Lover muft needs perceive the Kings lave, which (he her felf 
had not known. If he loved me ardendy, (aid (he (for (he declared it unto us after wards) the 
fear of lofingme would have made bimfearall things; he would have taken notice ot the 
Kings civilities; his liberalities would have been (ulpcfted unto him; I (hould have fecafome 
unquetnefs in bis eyes* when as ^//talked foeatoeftly to met iajiiu, concluded (he infer 
heart, either he loves me not, or he lovesme but a little; and if helove&mebutalittle, he 
loves me not at all, fince bve never endures any rtedioCticy^ 

Whil’ft (he reafoned in this manner, Aly, who defired to perfwade die King that he was 
in love with Lunula, took great cate that notice iqighc be taken :hoW (he was pleating ta 
him. And whereas Alpbtnfo hath not by naturefo quiet a mind as Htrot is, he feemed to us 
tlmoft as much troubled as Hipolita, though it wCnt iaa diflfeteot'manner. He was not jea¬ 
lous of Ltonida, but,he wU vext to think that ^// wuSmorouxof her. He did pot-feat that 
flie would be unfaithful to him, but be was angry that* anotherwas paffiooate fbrber; is 
being his humor; as I conceive, that the perfon whom be loves (hould never (ee arrybmhkn; 
nor (hould be feen of any buc him. Asfor me, that am of a contrary mind; that Would have 
all the Earth raife up altars to my Miftrefs; that cannot be jealous no more then Horatio ; 
that places all my felicity in having Rivals, to the. end I may pofiefe the glory of being better 
intreated then they, and may no Longer doubt, but that I am loved as well out of choyce, as 
out sf inclination; I few Abdeleadtr, as long as this Alfcmbty lafted, employ all htiadchrefs 
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totpleafethefak Sopbrom*, without being troubled irk $ but eontrarily (beheM wkhplea- 
forerhe admiration which her beauty pat him into, as well at ail the reft of the company, nd 
it feemed unto me, that in commending her, they commended my judgment, and augment- 
edmygfoty. 

Behold, Madam, inwfcat fort this AfTemMy ended; The King retired with a great deal 
of impatience to know what anfwer Hipliu had given to Aty ; this faMe Confident aery 
ferry for having encoHOtrenl with (b much fiemnefs kimyfiftromind • Stybnmia (nfficfontly 
dkpfeafed with AbJtlcAicr't complacency; LeomitU in a humored laughing at the aft <ftion 
which Aly feemed to bear her; Alphonf* netted with having afttval, though he would not 
aCknowledg it to us; the Marqoefs exceedingly contented with having a Mtftrefe; LeU 
AttkakidvttV fctisfied with the Marqoefs his gallantry; HarstU with a mind indifferent 
enough for aU that had pad; and I fufficiently ccwtentrd in our misfortune, and even 
with a feaet fenfe of joy, to fee that the beaory of S*phro*U was fo perftft, as (be made her 
Cdf be adored of all Nations. 

In the mean time, the Princefe MtruumA, who hatha quick and piercing wit, perceived 
allthedivees interefts of this Aflonbly: and though (he could not difeover them petfcfHy, 
yet knew (be that the King was in feme portion; that was not exempted from it; that 
Ahdelcader her bro:her did not hate Sefkromut ; and that LtU M*h*bid was too civil to* 
words a Slave. This wife Princds refolved for all that,not to make any (hew of all thefe things, 
till fbe was more cettainof them ; but it was not long before (he was cleared therein. For 
my lifter being retired with her companions, and having acquainted them with Aly* s dif- 
courfe, they refolved to advercife the Poncefs M*ri*m* of it, and abfolntt ly to confide in 
her vertae. Sipbrwia was ooewitfaftanding of the opinion,to ask eounftl of us firft ; (o tint 
the next morning, according to tbepermimon they had for it, they fem for us. And when 
as SopbrtnU had propounded the matter unco ns, and that I began already to give my advice, 
Let HorAtio fpeik firft, faid onto me,with precipitatio n enough; for if to give good 

counfdone hath need of a quiet mind, it may well be (aid that he is in foch an elrate ash* 
ought to be, to oounfel us as wefboddbe. ! Were k true, replyed HirtH* mightily fiupri- 
zed, that l had a quiet mind, tbemanner wherewithal! you have fpoken is enough to trouble 
k in foch fort, as to render ox incapable ofcounf ellmg others. Since your reft is fo dear uo- 
toyoo, anfweredihe, as you even feck a pretext notco afciftafflkfced perfons with your ad- 
vica, leave us at leak wife to dunk of what we hive todo. Herstio feeing her fobkeer, 
would not anfwer bet out of prudence and refped; for fear left her fantaftical humorfhooid 
appear too vifibly unto is. As for me, who comprehended nothing in tfckdifeowfr, I faid 
unco my lifter half laughing, that 1 believed the King of M*r*c<o\ fore had poftcHed ha 
with pride, rather then with melancholy, if (be continued (peaking in that fafhion. But in 
the end we refolved, that thefe four Slaves (bould abfolutelyconfide tri the Princ fs M*ru- 
ma, for fear left if ebay (bould not advercife her of the truth of the matter, (be might have 
caufe to think, (bould (he difeover iefome ether way, that it was notdifpfeafing to (hem, 
fiocctheymadeamyftcry of it. We conceived that fiotnher alone they were to hope for 
thekprote&on, and their liberty, and cphfequendy that it was requifite they (bould make 
ail Choir venue knowatothis Princefs ; whooutof fymptthyand conformity, would witheoc 
doubt bt always carried td ferve them. . - . : 

After we had a long time reafoned ohalLthefe things* afterchit Sophrtm* had acquainted 
us with hef new Coliqflfcft, and LtimJU wkh that which (be thought (be had made; after, I 
fay r we focHpokoi of all this in general, H+rttio, who >dt fired to know what he was ic- 
cofed of, feparated tJiplit* dexnnaily from ur, and'having led her to a Window, where (be 
leaned, he conjured her loteh him what had obliged her tofpeakwkh fomuch bktemefe 
unto him, ( at leaftwife he rdatod k fo unto us,) I knew folt well, faid he unto her, tb«I 
amnorfaulty; butldoooeknowcfwhatcrunelam uccufed: Be fo good unto me throw 
so acquaint me wkh it, that I may juflifie tny fell ; but if you will have me (peak like anof- 
fendor; although I be none, let me know what fettle I have commuted, to the end I may>0^ 
penrmeofit, andamcrsdic. You may pmdvencure doehe former, adfWered (be, but kk 
impoffiblcfor you to do the other. , I have a long time known, that thefe would be (bm« 
injoftioe io accufingyouof an kifenfibdityy which you cannot chufebut have; howbeitl 

canBot aifo chute but pouaplainof my hard fortune, in having a mind fo fenfibie for eman, 
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this is to little bimfelf, The more you complain, faid onto her, the Ids do Icomprc* 

(Kind of what fault I am accufed; lot to fay that the beautiful Hipilitn does not touch my heart 
fcnfiny^od that (he done makes not up my felicity,is a thing without all likelyhood. You hare 
reafoo/aid (be unto him with a bitter (mil <t\Hip»litn can do fotnething upon your felicity, bus 
(be can do nothing upon your mjsfortune:She can fomerimes with a favorable looker with her 
difbourfes, give you happy moments, but (be cm never with her coldnefs, or the love that (be 
(hews to others,bcget anyfadoefc in yon: verily, continued (he, you are the happieft Lover 
that ever was j nothing difpieafes you, nothing raolefts you; neither fear nor iealoufc trouble 
you i you hope without unquietnefs; you deure without impatience, and of all the thoughts 
which Love infpires, you know none without doubt, but tbofc that lead to joy. You in- 
tarpret all things, as you (ay, to the advantage of the prirfon beloved; but to fpeak more rea- 
fonably, it« to the difad vantage of your love: for whofoever loves truly,can never hold him- 
felffo allured of the perfon whom be loves, but that fear will befttonger in him then hope; 
oow for your part, youheps allthings, and fear nothing. It is cert ain , faid Horatio unto 
her, that you oftentimes reduce tne eoaneftateof feanng nothing, and of havingrccourfe 
unto hope to Comfort me. For *'* fin*, whereas , the greateftof misfortunes iseo lee you in 
duller, I behold my (elf fo many times expofed thereunto, that I have nothing elfe to fear.. 
No^no, faid Hipuhtn unto him, you are yet more ingenuous then fo; my very chollcr gives, 
you joy; you regard it as a mark of my affe&ion 5 and thus making profit of allthings, you 
are never unhappy. Might it pleafe Heaven, faid be onto her, that you fpake true 1 Coo* 
fefetome, added (he interrupting him, that if I had (aid nothing toyouof the long convert 
fation which Ihad yefterday with Alj, whether you would have fufpeAed anything of it. 
Any other bqt you would hive been troubled it it, continued (he^od whereas love renders the 
mind dear-lighted,you would have imagined fomethlng of the truth. But as for you/kwbdds. 
you believed that he entertained me with the Government of the King of Mnracco’t State ; 
that policy was the ob/eft of our converfation, whil’ft you could in the mean tune look , 
without unquietneA upon the VrmcehL*UM4bnM; becaufe (bedanced with a good grace. 
Arctbcfe, rigorous Hipolit*, faid H*r*ti* unto her, all the crimes .which I have committed? 
Have I done nothing but fee you talking with Alj, without divining what he faid unto you, 
and without afftifting my (elf at it? No, anfwered (he, you have done nothing elfe; but 
thisiodifferency, or to fay better, this infertility, and this ftupjd love fo vexes me, as in 
the Rate whereunto it hath reduced my mind for a long rime together, I had rather fee yon, 
defperatdy hi love with another^ben to fee you fo quiet: for either the fpight of your change, 
would fee me at reftjor if I had not refolntioo emgh for that J (hould fey in flattering my fdf, 
he will come out of his error, he will repent him of his inconftancy ,tnd (iuce he cantell howto 
love, he may be capable of returning and repenting, and of having as ranch affe3aon for me, as 
he hath for another.But in the cafe wberin I fee you at this prefertt,you wil be always mfernble 
and always happy,and I always qnfortunate»That cannot be,anfwered Hvrntio ,my deftiny and 
yours are not feparated fo eawy But,amtableff*y#/*f 4 ,whywil you not havemcliveinoocemly, 
why will ypu have me render osyfeif faulty, infufoe&ingyouamifs? Why w9l you have me 
make my (elf unhappy voluntarily,and abaodooir^ Aeafon.form moofters to my (afro combat 
withall? and why will you not on the Contrary have me confide in your vertne,rdy on your fi¬ 
delity, and without rendring me infbrtunate, fuflftrme tobeinfomereft? Would you know, 
laid Hipolit* unto him, why I will not have it fo, it isbecaufel do not feck in you for a Wife- 
mao, and a Philofopher, but for a Lover. Love hath-a Reafon, which is wholly particular 
unto.it; reifonable perfons, who are touched with this pafeion, never abandon Vertue foe 
it, but wichall they do not follow that fevere Reafon, which will have one receive with an 
equaltemper, both good and bad fortune. Loveought to be ftrooger then Reafon; itdoth. 
not deftroy ir, but. it troubles it. I blu(b, Htrati*, at chat which I fay, and at the grief I 
am in, for that ifl am to know thefe things, it hath not been rather by your aftioos, then 
by mine own experience, that I have underftood them. You ought to have caught me, that 
love is fufpiciQUS, impatient,^unquiet, and curious; that it wifbes for that which it hath not; 
thatitfearetb tolofe that which it pofleffethj you ought to have lnmtme, that none of the 
aftioos of the perfon beloved can be indifferent; that (he alone ooght to be more confidetable, 
then all the world befidcs; and that the only defire to pleafe her, and the fear to offend her, 
(hould make a Lover alt By this reafon, abfwcred Htrativ, I (hould net dare to accufe you, 
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no not when yon had given me occafion to complain, being perfwaded that allthofe wbrtfe 
ofcrud, no juft, and inexorable, ought not to be faid to a worthy perfort, but infongs, and* 
tf it were possible f or me to be angry with you, refpe&fhould force me to conceal it. Yorf 
vein an error, replyedfhe, chollerand jealoufie are the true marks of love, and provided that 
one does not continue in them, one never Offends the perfbnwhom otte loves; but ybtrfpedkf 
lb, beaute you know not how to bee. Nay but! (peak in 'his fort, anfwewd Horktit, be-' 
caufe I know how to love well, and thitl tefpeft you. RefjxA, rcplyed HipoRfa, can be 
butamarkofefteeof, sndnota raark of love: And teHme, I prayyou, by whkt way pre¬ 
tend you to teftifii voursunto me. In protefting to you, anfweted Herttit, that you two 
all my felicity j in abfolutely remitting urwoyouthecenduAof my forrune; and maflwing 
you tint I would lofe my life with joy for your ftyvice. One may do all theft things out or 
cft.eo), and out of generofity, rcplyed (he, but one can never be jealous Without love; «H 
other pa&btu may receive inter preearionv but' this fame leaves no room to doubt of the 
caufe of it; and jealoufie is the only afftued mark of this pafsion. If I Could ceafe from 
etteeming of you, reptyed Htr+tio, I flboiild be jeabus, I flbould be unquiet. Say, anfwertd 
Ok lifting up her voycc, and quitting him, that if you could ceafe from being bftnfitde, yotfc 
fhouldbe a Lover. She fpakc this fo loud, as Sephttnia, LetnitU, theMarquefs, Alpbtnft, 
and I, heard h°r, and we judged that there was feme little diforder between them, efpecidy 
when I (aw a Carnation cobur on my flftets cheeks,which ufed not to be there, and a certain 
conftralned and artificial ftnile, which anger always producechvn het face. Stphrtnia wB- , 
ing to play the good lifter in this occafion would needs know their difpote j and when as H#- 
rdtio had recounted k unto her, notwkbllaiKiing H/paAs^refifkanceto the Contrary, We 
made their peace, after they bad on either part (aid all that their wit and pafcbo Could mraifli 
them with. ; 

Thereupon we retired lo our lodging, and thefe three fair Slaves to the Prirtceft M*rU- 
mi %; where after the firfl civilities they befbught her to give them a particular audience. 
Mnris* m, having grained them thefe demand,-commanded her Women to leave her atone • 
which wm na (bonier done, but the fair StphronU, who had ihdnrgeto fpeik fn the name 
ofaUtheihtee, requefted her to remember the promifefbe had made toproteA them; and 
then flic related unto her the difeourfe which Alj lnA ufed to Hiptliu and LttnuU • but 
not able to obtain fo much confidence from her modetty, as to tell her wit frail, that Abide** 
dtr had ttitifieds great deal of aflfe&ion to her, my fitter acquainted the Prineefs with the 
cooqueft that SopbrtmabtA made. Miriam* being very much Caeisfied with their freedom 
and their vertoe, redoubled the care and good»witt which fhe had for them; and to (bear 
that (he pucasmuch confidence in their difarotion, as they done in hers; and tolet them fee 
dfb, hoW muchbteMttfliehad tooppofeah the bad defies of Alj, fbe recounted afi his 
adventist** unto them, namely, all that I imparted to you at the beginning of this Hiftory: 
And thereupon allured them, that whatsoever came from a feme fo artificial as Afy\ was 
«uerto be fufpc6bd. She told them moreover, that whereas he did always work with cun- 
m$he was always tobe deli with in the fune manoer: that to that effett, great care was to 
betadcen -tcalMep himftnmdifibverit^, that they had acquainaed her cither with the Kings 
bve,ochfe& liras it was likewiferequifite, that HiptUt* fhoald fcem to place fetor confi¬ 
dence huhtifaUb generofity, which he had feigned to have infpetking toherof the Kings 
bve. for, find A/mmiim unto them, I know ^, he would never have dele in that fort 
wick I&filit*, had not fomepalfion, mow powerful then his malice, cartyedhim thereunto. 
Hitherto he hath never contraried the King.in any thing; hitherto he hath affe&ed t Mind obe¬ 
dience to A biswill,and an exterior fidelity* which hath not permitted me as yet to revenge 
theraifiduefehehaebdoneme. Neverchelefs I fee fotnething in his heart, fincetbeeimetfaacl- 
have obtamndiofi my felf to (peak with him ofmer then I ufed to do, which puts 1 me in hope’ 
thatlfhahfiode the means for it. In fine, believe it, faid (be to Hifolitn, that Alj hath not 
declared the Kings love unto you, and promifed to proteft you againft him, without foma fe» 
cret reafon that induces him thereunto, and without fame particular intereft. But for chfto- 
very, wemuftduTembleas well as he, and notfpcakfofeverelyof the love which he faith' 
the King bean you, that we may fee what he will beat. LttnuU, for her part, muttendc- 
vor to dtfeover his defigns j. and Scphronin, Carrying bet felf according to her humor and her 
vertue, will no doubt punifb Abdclctdtr rigorooily enough, for (uttering bhafelf to ba 
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Ibrproed bythfc Vendor of her beauty; howbejt Iwffltake cars dm hefbitt tiolongev toi*' 
pocMpefaer. In the mean time, continued (he, fear no violence, anlefe it b« from Aly- for 
couching the King, I know that he hath feme refpedl to my perifoo, arid doth carefully tnde-: 
vor to make me forget the cruelties which Alj hath done, coder the pretext of affawng the : 
Crown onto him. Aod gtvnt ^oftatthe ivkkedn^of thkiittn^ouldpibvecontagedus 
cd the King, be afford that I will never abandonywr, and will tofcardill thingswfceepyoU 
from having any violence offered onto you. 

Tbcfe fair Slaves give her tfaanksfor a difooarie-thxt waa fo advaotageeia onto them * com- 
mcndcdhervertaeandhergenerofityt lamented the misfortunes that had arrived untb her j 
dctefted the cruelty of Alj; and making an exchange of their owti fotroWs, ie mfghrhaW 
been faid that AtdrUmd felt their miferies more then her own • add thar theft fair Slaver, 
who'were no left generous, not left fcdfible then /be, tadas pouchfenfeof berpaft fortunes, 
■of their pcefencmiibsps. 

After that fofod a.convetfation had lifted Come rimt, and that out of the cdmpa&ioty 
which they had one of another, they had in feme fort mitigated theit eriefi, the Priboefir 
Manama told them finding, how it would not-be juft, that wfcllt /he was thinking of 
their protedion, one of their Troop (hould undertake to revenge fitylit* of the Kings loviy 
with another loVe • defiring them to advmife the Sl*ve 4 which danced with fo good a grace, 
diet the PrinceisXvfa Afdinted was her fitter; betaufe (he believed, that either be toeW not 
So mod*, or that be had,forgotten it. SopknmU perceiving by Atarktan'i speech, that (hd 
meant (he Marquis ; and that (he atfo bid taken notice oi his inclination to the Prineefc Leh 
Mainbid, thought it was beft to acquaint her wkbhis humor, to the end fhemightuoe be 
offended if hecoocbned dw gaftatttry ho had bd^w. subitem then drew the Mrfrquii hi# 
picture fo agrecaMy/and (a advmogeoufly for nm «the Prince& toid her thtt fhe was 
very glad of tte oonqoeft her fifte* had made, aodmat (he might In feme fort (hare with he* 
Cheron, itwaafitftteftiouM more particularly know fo extra&dmary a man: and fc,tbe 
Princefs Atari***, and S»phro*id,bcQiavs bis Confidents, without having toy purpofe to be 
fo, and procured him the pfeafore to fee the fttacefr laid Mdinhid ahnoft every day at the 
ftiocefe Marntmfi lodging. The fiffttinae he wattfcvc, I remetbbw that we breughthira 
thither with fomekkidfe of repugnancy; for hehadundeiftood ftomSepbrttUd her felf, in 
what manocr /he had fpokeoof him. It ienot^ find he unm-ul, tiieaafif I angry that 
SofhrtnU hath fpokenthe truth; butitisbecaufeldo not feel my kit in f dHpoffciofi to 
mike it appear by experience, tharl am as incooftant ax/br bath deferibed me«> itbeing 
very certain, that l am perfwudcd I cannoa love any think here but the ftinwQf LeU 
Mdtetted. 


With rim little-venrionriK Marquis was brought wMariamd^Uii^ag, where ail chafe 
fair Slaves were prefent, as well as the Pikwrf* laUAtdlnted, who received Mm'wlthd 
great deal of civilky. At firft Mariamd coannendvd biraddrtfe, andtemeoib'ting how ad* 
amftdyhehaddansediqtbehftAfiemblies, (bemarvelled bow he conk* in fafttovtafpacd 
fosmounc aH the At**** jnfiamty and a good-grace, Tht M Wra, Add be btte her* 
Madam, bavt nwr kuLfrgoodd Mdfitr m 1. Aod wben»M*te*i**h*i4mm*A6dtthktl i 
who he ww> he anfwetcd her, that Love had taegk fahn aO due he knew ; it bribg 
aw/Uure, ai he bid, thacwRboue him he had been the fe nocan ta ftof afi deft. Tor,cdn«- 
nued he, the foie defire to pleafe the pnfon whom I loved hath taught me all thatlknbW. 
IS that be So, anfwered Mariam*, and tfaatwhacb hath been told me ®f ycu.br tftrt, yon 
ftnttktbe emof diemoftuniverftHy knowing men in the work), (ioceby rim wafat* the 
diVerfity of^ petfons whom you have loved, feould have taught yod a ^onderiid di^^^ °*

Truly rMtohm, yen have Reafbn, replyed hei but that which makes me kno# them but 
foperfich%,tSjbecaufc I have ftayd folittk a while in one fchool,aB I have had no more leafnrd 
riam toJeam to (peak a tittle of rirniga, without toy perieft knowledg of them. The firft 
perfon, of whom I was enamored, loved valor, and that was the cwfc Why I took care not co 
appear cowardly .She that touched my heart nemkwedmBfique,and ibftandy I fcamed to fing, 
fe play onthrloae and the Giccemr. Another, placing her gmtcft driight in reading of verfes, 
infpired me with the defire of making feme. One of my Miftrefles, loving Remmtaas above 
any thing e^fe, poflefel me with the defire to furoifii the fhbjedof one with mine own ad* 
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ventures* IkarnedaUbtobefitfor allcotnpliknce'j I bccsrhc a Painter, SnAftrdbferjapd 
a Mathematician: Love made mclearo languages; by him I grew many ttoxstfcquojt 
libecd, difcrcct, and pleating; i* fi*t, I do not know * vertue, foe wbid) I imra>t indebted 
to this noble paftioo. 

I profefr, (kid the Princefi M*ri*m* y that this is thefineft way of commending ones (elf 
thatevetwas heard of,. But, (aid (he^o thcMarquis, bow.comes itto pafc, thatinfolttdea 
time as you have been hen, you have (o perfeftly attained to that, which theGr**4j»u,wko 
are our matters in gallantry, art fo langaieSming ?; for* as.you fay your felf, there ate things 
which you under ftand but (upcrficially, becaufe your Jove to thofe that af&ftcd them was 
not long enough. It is, Madam, angered hc,becaufel hivtatthis prefect a grata defies 
to {deafe, then ever Ihad in allmy life.: r 

She that hath given you this defire, faidthe Ptmoefk LtU M/Urnkiiitmobmi, fhouldhave 
a great deal of merit, orfhoold be very much obliged to you. She hath'ib many excellent 
qualities, repiyed the Marquis, as I may fey, thatif) this iUuftrious perfonl love all. thole 
whom I have loved in afl my life-time : it being moft certain, .that I have never admired any¬ 
thing in all the others, whom 1 have (erved, which I do not findeyet moreetnincncly in hoc 
whom nowladore. She is wonderfully fair* (he hatha fpirit asfuM of brightness, ashes 
eyes are of light; and there is feen in her whole perfon, a charm fo powerful and fo extraor¬ 
dinary, that it is irapoflible to cbnferve fo much reafon, as to remember that oneo tight not 
to have any other then veneration for her; one mutt of. neceffitygive place to love ; (he can¬ 
not infpitc other thoughts; and not working Uke ordinary beauties, which makes onepafe 
from admiration to eftcem, and from eftcem. to love, (he renders her fetf at the firft infiadt 
abfolutc Miftrefe of aUiheit (bub that behold her. Onc cannot have iodiflfercut thoughts foe 
her; one mutt,either not fee her, pr adorn her : and from the very firft moment that I beheld 
her, I ihad allit once both admiration; and love. ■ I was no kMK mine own, I was 

ablolutciy liets; and though 1 know Ml well that I am unworthy of this honor, yet cant 
not imagine tint I am faulty.

The JPrjnccft LtU MduAii, not able to forbear from blufhing at the Marquis tusdif- 
courfe.wotdd at lcaftu/ifemake a gallantry of it. I leave you to judg,faid(heuntohim,how 
muchyou would make your Miftrcfles modefty to fufltr, if (he were here, fince I could not 
chufe but change colour Vt this excefflveptaife, though I hate no part init. I fear, Madam, 
repiyed he, that in this occaflonyoutake one venue for another; and that thischange, which 
hath appeared in your face, be not rathet an cSe6t of your great heart, then of yourmodefty, 
feeing it may be you Cake it not well, that a. Slave (hould tafe the refpedl which he owl you, 
fo far, as todare tp entertain you with his'psflion. You fpeak fo agreeably hereof, hud. the 
Interruptingbim, tha? if my fitter will be perfwaded by me, (he (hallal¬ 
ways be your Confidents l am not inconflderate eoougb for that, anfwtred the Marquis; and 
the thpuebts of refpeft and adoration whkbl have for her, will not permit me to commit 
this fault. • 

Sopbr»»i4 t feeing that hereupon there, wasa great fiknee amongft the company, which 
might trouble the Marquis, flud to him with a great dealof addrefs, that (he was glad to fees 
pauioa in him,whicbma^ber hope that at (aft be might.be coottant; fince finding in a perfon 
whom beloved, all the beauties or the body, aU the graces of the minde, andall the vertues 
of the foul, it was impobitde for him to meet with any thing that was amiable ai another, 
which was not in her. You have Reifbn, anfwered the Marquis, but not altogether to re* 
Bounce my natural inclination, though I love none, or to fay better, adore none, but this ex¬ 
cellent perfon, yet have I found the means to mingle an inconftancy with the love I bear her, 
whereof (he cannot b^ jealous. I have muchado to conceive this new flattery, added my 
fitter; and I do not think, that (he, who is the aufeof your love, will reign inidividrd 
heart. iMy heart is wholly hers, repiyed the Marquis, and to expltin my thoughts unto you, 
know, that the perfon, wboptlsdore, is fb marvelous, asic would be a crime in me, hav¬ 
ing 
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iog but one heart and oneaffeAlon, to offer to love all that is amiable in bet atone and the 
fame time: fo tbit to love her the mote perfafWy, and in feme fort aUb co follow this indi¬ 
cation, which predominates over all mine, I give every day a new objert to my fnfsion. To 
day I adore her eyes; to morrow I love the beauty of her (hape, the next day I fufferzuy fdf 
to be charmed with the graces of her minde; another tone her goodly afptft ravifhes me; 
and by this means yielding my heart wholly to each of thofe excellent qualities which Ibe pof- 
fefles, I (hall love her as much as (he deferves to be; and without being inconftant to her, I 
(ball yet be always fo much, as never to be weary of myfervicude. This new way of loving 
fo mightily furprized all the company, as albeit they had no great caufe of joy, yet coula 
they not forbear laughing at it. I (hould never hive done, if I (hould rebearfe all the pleating 
ptflages, which the Marquis delivered in all the vifits which he gave to thefe two Princefles; it 
(ball (uffice then to cell you, that the Prmcefis Lela Mahahid bad all the efteemand all the 
attention for him, which a PrinceCs, gallant enough, and who (or all that was vertuoua, was 
fcapable of. 

In the m an time youare to know, that Aly had not failed in rendering an account to the 
King of the commiffion which he had given him: but whereas he was a Lover and cunning, 
he had difgnifed the troth of that which he had faid to Hipolita, and of that which Hipolita 
had anfwered him. For though my fitter had teftified fufficiently unco him, that AhdaUeta

Thefe petifes did not 
pleafe Aly at the beginning, neverthclefs feeing he could not hinder them, whereas fo* 
yeraign prudence, or co fay better, extream cunning, confifts in making all things ferve for the 
defign that one hath, he labored to draw fome advantage from the love, which the King (ecus* 
ed to bear to Hipolita. But before I acquaint you with it,I am to tell you,that after many coo- 
verfations which he had with her, wherein he always (hewed, how modi be efteemed of bet 
vertue, and approved of the refafals (be had made of the Kings love; one day, when as he 
found her the moft civilly difpofed for him (as he thought) and the moft ineenfcd againft the 
King, he undertook to difeover unto her the paffion be was in for her. And whereas (he w»* 
exceedingly furprized with fuch a kiode of difeourfe, and htth naturally an imperious fpirit; 
Is it pottible, faid (be unco him, that you can fpeak to me in this fort, and anferve any me¬ 
mory and )udgtpeot ? ,Do you believe, added (be, that a perfon, which refufes-the attention 
of your King, can receive yours ? Do you not remember, that you have an hundred times 
commended the refolution which I have taken to dye, rather then to fatisfie him ? (baft 1 be 
more vertuous, in harkening favorably to your love, then to Abdalla’tt What part do you 
play, (aid (he unto hkn, without giving him time to interrupt her? You betray yout Matter 
in (peaking to tne of your love ; and it you will pafsfbr my Lover, you do me an injury in 
charging your felf wkh moviag the Kings to me: and howfoeveritbe, I ought to hate and 
dcfjpife you more then him. 

After Hipolita had teftified all her refeotment and her anger, Aly, nothing daonted, nor 
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difpleafed, befought her not to condct/in him without boning. For, fair Hi flit*, faid he 
unto her, it may be you will finde fome difference between the love that AbdaBa bars yoa, 
and that which I bear you: He onely loves the beauty of Hipolita, and I adore the venue of 
Hipolita. He is not your fervant, but to make you his Slave; and I do not love you, but to 
marry yoa. His flame is uihjuft, and mine is lawful; the end of his love is his own fatisfatfi. 
on, and that of mine is your glory, and your confervation. For ut fine, continued he, if it 
be true that yon love honor, youwill have fome indulgence for the affection which I cany to 
you; feeing there refts no other mean to warrant you from the violences of AbdaBa* s love, 
but that of receiving the fame which I offer you. I acknowledg, faid he further to her, that 
I am an ill fubjed, but it is not but to be a faithful Lover, and becaufe I will not expofe you 
to the greateft miferies, which a vertuous perfon can fuffer. For, if you will, faid be unto 
her, all the Kings love, all hisforce, and all his power, (hall not keep me, from protecting 
and marrying you. 

having made an end of fpeaking, left Hipolita , for that be would not have her, faid 
he, anfwer him without advifement, in a matter whereon allhishappioefs or unhappinefs 
depended. From thence he went to the Princefs Mariama, to whom in appearance he bore 
a great deal of refpeCL And whereas for fome time paft, this Princefs had given him more 
commodity to fpeak to her then before, out of thedefign foe had todifcover his intentions 
concerning him that was to fuccecd JbdaBa, it was not difficult for him to talk with her in 
private; fo that after he had protefted an inviolable fidelity to her, and hadfwom to her, 
that next to the glory and interefts of AbdaBa, nothing in the world was fo dear to him as 
hers • he told her, that knowing ha exceeding vertue and prudence, he thought he was ob» 
liged to acquaint her, how the King was fo defperately in love with Hipolita, as he feared 
that bis paffion would cany him to lofe the refpeft which he owed to her, in drawing him to 
ufe fome violence to this maid: That if in this occafion he might be permitted to give adver- 
tifements and counfel both together, he conceived that the beftcourfe could betaken, would 
be to remove Hipolita out of the way,or to marry her; That, as her Slave, fhe might difpofe 
of her, without the Kings having any lawful pretext to contradict her, fince hehimfelf had 
bellowed heron her. 

The Princefs received this difcourfe of AL’s, as if fhe were obliged to him for it; aod 
although fhe knew not as. yet the intereft which he had in this affair, becaufe fhe had not feen 
Hipolita ; yet fhe believed that this generofity, which appeared in his fpeech, was not in his 
heart: She thanked him notwithflandirg for the advice he had given her; promifed him to 
obfervethe Kings and Hipolita‘% actions; and then told him, that fhe would refolve of no¬ 
thing in this affair, without demanding his counfel about it; and that he onhis part (hould 
not fail to advertife her of all that he knew. Alj, to let the Princefs fee that he lyed not, do 
fired her tocall to minde all the reftimonies of unqoietnefs and affection, which the King 
could not conceal inthevifitshe hadrendred her for fome time paft. And when as fhe had 
told him that fhe remembred tbtm very well, he went very well fatisfied of her. For 
knowing the vertue and prudence of this Princefs, he doubted not but that now underftand- 
ing the love which the K.ng bore to Hipolita, fhe would oppofe it with all her power; and 
fo, if it happened that Hipolita (hould tell her the prepofition he had made to marry her, (he . 
would not con trad id it* becaufe it would be a mean to keep the King from committing a 
vnult; aod becaufe fhe would believe alfo by this way to put him out of grace with Abdal- 
la, which he feared not much, in regard that all the force of the Kingdom was in his hands • 
that all the Governors of Places depended on him; and that it was impoflible for AbdaBa 
to rid himfelf of him, but by taking away his life; which he flood in no doubt of, for he 
could not imagine, that a Prince to whom he had conferved the Crown, could make himJofe 
his head. And after this manner he refolved to make a (hew of confiding in the Princefs Ma- 
tiama ; judging chat nothing could arrive therein chat would not be advantageous to Him. 

In 1 the mean time Abdelcader had his defigns both of love and ambition, as well as Air • 
and though he was no very excellent Prince, yet the defire of reigning isfo natural in men! 
as it found a place in bis heart, and fo much the more ftrongly, becaufe he knew that accord- 
rt» to equity the Cro wn of Morocco appertained to him after the death of his brother, though 
AbdaBa had a fon; for that the Xcriff Mahomet had fo ordained by his Teftament. In this 
thought, he had a long time already very much courted Alj, to the end he might gain him 
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is much as be could; oat of the hope chac if Ah MU came ro dye, be would fidewith him, 
or at leaftwife remiin a neuter between the fon of Ab UlU and h>m. 

Neverthelefs, whereas at thtttime Alj had other defigns, he never faid any thing to Ab¬ 
delcader, which might make him hope for ooghtfrom [him. But whereas he was dextrous, 
and knew not certainly whether he (hould let Abdalla's fooraign, or raign himfelf, he bad 
never difobliged him, but was contented to tell him Bill, Upon the divers propofitions which 
he had made unto him, that for matters regarding the State, he was not the fervant of the 
perfon of Abdalla, but of the King of Morocco j That as for him, he was perfwaded, how 
it was neither reafon, norjaftice, that ordinarily made Kings, but Fortune only; And with¬ 
out contidering whether (he were blind or no in the diftribution of Crowns, he was refolved 
always to ferve the State with fidelity, in the ptrfon of thofe whom (he would place on the 
Throne of Morocco. But in the terms wherein things then were, he never thelefs altered his 
mind, albeit he had an hundred times promifed Abdalla, if he (hould happen to dye before 
him, to conferve the Crown for his fon, to the prejudice of Abdelcader : And whereas Alj 
undertook not this dtfign, but for his particular intereft, for m making a young King to raign, 
he (hould » a manner be King himfelf; that intereft coming to change, he alfo changed hit 
refdution. For after he had well examiner! both the Kings love and his own, he found that 
what induftry foever he could ufe, it would be impoflible for him to marry Htfolita with 
Abdalla's content; who (hould no fooner be incenfed againft him, but the Princefs Maria- 
dm, j’oyning her credit and addrefs to the juft occafton (be had to wi(h him ill, would no 
doubt conftrain him to have recourfe to extream remedies. 

With fuch like thoughts it was that Alj had entertained himfelf a good while already,when 
as Abdelcader, who believed he was in love with Leoniia , and confequendy hoped, that he 
would excafe tbepaflion he had for Sophronia, came unto him with an intent dextroufty 
to learn of him what defigns he had. for that maid, to the end he might rule his by 
thofe of a man, who, as he believed, durft not condemn that in another, which he (uffered 
in himfelf. 

All their converfation at firft was but of indifferent things, and of the beauty of Manama's 
Slaves. And whereas Alj was not ignorant of Abdrlcu lev's piffion for Sophronia, he was 
willing in this occafion to incenfe the mind of this Prince againft Abdalla, and wholly to gain 
him to himfelf, to the end that if he were to make a universal fubverfion in this State, Abdel¬ 
cader might futnifh him with a pretext fpedous enough, by giving the people to underftand, 
that Abdalla by a teftament, which always remained in Alj's hands, intended his fon (hould 
raign to his prejudice t For howfoever, Abdelcader was Mahomet's (on, as well as Abdalla ; 
and albeit he was no very able Prince, yet had he no vices, fo that the people did not hate him. 
Alj confidered further, that if he (hould come to extream violence, and difpoffefs Abdalla , 
that Abdelcader might raign, he (hould mike a King, without ceafing to be one ; it being cer¬ 
tain, that be would have need of him for the Government of his State. 

Afcer this reafoning which Alj had within himfelf, and after an indifferent long difeourfe 
which he ufed to Abdelcader, to prepare him for that he was going to fay to him, he gave 
him to underftand, that Abdalla, very far from approving the love which he bore to a Slave, 
would not confent to his marriage with the greateft Princefs of the Earth; becaufe both by 
intereft, and for the better a (Turing of the Grown to his fon, he would have the matter go in 
tbatfort. I leave you to judg, what effed this difeourfe wrought in the Soul of a man, who 
was at one inftant deprived ofthe hop: of ever poffefsing the objed of his love, and of his am¬ 
bition, which are two of the moft violent of all paflGons. 

Alj, perceiving by the trouble which appeared in Abdelcader’t (ace, how much he was 
moved; and judging by his (ilence that he confided not in him, feeing he concealed his refeot- 
ment, (kid unto him to confirm him, that he had always done what he could tooppofe fifth 
violent maxims; that he remembred he was the fon of his ancient Mafter; and that he af- 
fured him he would never omit any occalion to ferve him. But after many conventions oof 
this fubjeft, Alt feeing'that the Kings love augmented dayly, and finding that his own al¬ 
ways became ftronger, propounded at length to Abdelcader the putting him in poflellion, 
both of his Miftrefs, and of the Go wn of Morocco. So bold a propofition made Abdelca¬ 
der doubt, that this was rather a difeourfe to tempt him, and todtfeoverhisintentioos, their 
to ferve him. But Alj made him foon change his opinion; for having (hewed him Abdalla s 
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tef famwi*, which he had in b« keeping, whereby he left the Gown of Marocct to hii (on, 
to the prejudice dkAbitkadtr, he no longer doubted bat dnt he might tbfolateiy confide in 
hiai( fo (hit titer this they thought of nothing but of executing their defigns. Alj had foe 
folong a time bid the whole Government of tbsiMte, asthere wasnocanOtfkerinaQtfo 
Ki ngdom, that waa not obliged to him for the Charge which he cxerctfed: He wasvety 

E werfulofhimfcU; all the King* Treafbres were in hia hand# * all ftrongnbeea depended on 
nj the memory of the Xtrife Muhmtt raigned ftdlamoogft thefe people; and the violent 
death of Hmn waa thecaafe that AIkUD* was not univa&lly beloved: for the people be* 
lieved that Alj bad not pot him to death bat by has commandment, though it waa not 


true. 

Now to carry the matter with more certainty, Alj tdd AbdelaUer, that tit principal 
point was to render themfdves Mailers of Adurecco for by the experience of thepaftWara, 
and by a fatality which feemed inevitable, all they who had feised on it bad at the very fame 
infant fubjeded'all the reft of the Kingdom; That to do it without danger he waa to make 
(hew, at fneb time aa Abd*k*ter ihould enterprise the executing of the bufinefc, of being 
(till faithful to the King, to the end he might give him bad courael, and feizenpotihie and 
MArum*% perfon, when time fhould fctve fork, to pat them in the fame prifon, where 
H*met, MttUyZuUn, and his children had lyen. Bat that k wasfitftrequince to make k 
be dextroufly braced amongft the people, that Abd*U* would defraodhimof the right he 
had to the Crown, and for that effeft would not fuffer him to marry; That to render the 
matter more plaufible, he (hoold in a publique audience go and demand permiffioo to marry 
a grand-child of thelaft King of Twits, who waa in the Conn of Mstrtcco ; bat ftid Ab- 
islcsuUr then to hkn, If (he Should be granted unco me, I fhould be extreamlyperplexti 
foe indeed I do not deft* the Crown of M«ar»cf, bat tofhareit With die Slave Sfkvm*. 
Tear not that, faidheuntohim, for I (hall be of the Cooncd, and I will obUge Abitlls fo 
ftverely to refufo her to you, a* you (hall then have a pretext fpedooa enough to make ufo of 
the Soldiers, which I (hall give you to begin the revolt. And to let the people fee Abdulla's 
bad faith, and to oblige him not to doubt of me, anril facb time as I am fare of him, you 
tnuft go to my Palace to offer fome violence there, at k were charging me with the outrage 
you have received i And after you have made as though you had plunder'd it, you (hall (hew 
the people AbtUlWs teftament, which I wiM give you before-fond. In the mean time be 
allured tfotl wdl take fo good an order for all. thingt, as you (ball meet bat with few ene¬ 
mies Co fight with; and cfot in a little time I will deliver you the key of the prifon, whetein 
I (haU have (hump AbJsUls.hin fon,and Mariam *; and after this you (ball have the Oown 
tndStfbrsnU, whom you may marry if you think good; or according to oar Laws treat as 
• Slave, fiocefbefbaUbeyoars: And forme, laid he unto him, Hipolit* is the only recom- 
pencc which I demand of you. You miftake the name, faid Absltlemler to him, and yon 
would no doubt (peak of L*»*ida. No, no, replyed Alj; and then he declared unto him the 
troth of the matte*, and fo they parted, after they had wdl examined thei* enterprise again, 
and folly refolved not to let a day pals, without laboring to advance the execution thereof as 
much as they could. 

In the mean (pace AbduiU lived ftfll in fome hope, tfot he fhould be able to tooch the heart 
of Hipiiu, efpecitfyfoce the Coofpirecy of AUtlcsdtr ; for the fob tie Alj fixe tfot, to 
bade hie mind the more pleafingly, fodafluredhim, that provided he would continue liviog 
with for, as he had done certain days before, fodc^iairednot to obtain of for more then he 
had thought he fhould. The Priocels Afo-Ma** on her pare had imparted to Hiplks, and 
for companions, cfoconvecfatson which (he had had with Alj ; and Hiphta fod aKb ac¬ 
quainted AUrutm* with the declaration of love which be had nude onto her, which pofle&d 
the Pdncefa with a great deal of oDqmetneft. I well forelaw, (aid (he unco them, that Alj 
wasnotdif-mterefted inthisaffak; but when as Ok fought for means to get oat off this per- 
pkxky, (he could not imagine them. She knew that the King was fo ftrongly preocc n ptcd 
with the ©psoioo of Atj‘% fidelity, that Hotels he learnt his crime from his own mouth, he 
would never believe it. She was indeed generous enough to venture any thing for the living 
ofttefe three maids, who craved proeeftno of her with teara j but Ox feared too, kftiffM 
(boald enterprise k, and k fhould coax to be difeovered, (he might expofe them to mifchiefi, 
which would be paft remedy. She refolved then fkft to obfetve Alj with care j to calk with

him oftnet then (h; hadufed to do; and if (he found any likelyhood of being able to hurt 
him, to hazard all things for the executing of thatfecret hatred upon him which (he had fo 
long a time concealed in her heart. And whereas (he had much addrefs, (he courted Abdalla 
more then (he was accuftomed to do, that (he might (fill gain further power over bis mind for 
the deftroying of that which Alj bad gotten there. As for us, we lived in extream difcon- 
tent; for being advertifed of all the Princefs Manama's and ber fair Slaves unquietnefs, and 
foKfccingnoendtofomanymiferies, weledanidleandmelancholicklife, which was infup- 
portable to us all, except the Marquifs, who without regarding our misfortunes, efteemed 
himfeH the happieft man in the world, for being favorably looked upon by the Princels Ltla 
Mababid. 


But not to prolong my difcodrfe with matters which Ste nbt ne&fTary for you to know, 
I (hall tell you, that in four or five converfatibns the Prince fles addrefs was fo great, that (he 
knew with as much certainty as ftrong conjectures could give of it, that Alj had ill intentions 
for the Kings children. And without being able to divine that they were in Come fort to the 
advantage of Abdtlcadtr, (he knew that if the King came to dye, he Would not conferve the 
Grown for his fon. That which made Mariama more ealily difcover Alj’s defigns was, that 
feeing the civility which (he bad (hewed to him fome days before, and the venue of this Pr fa¬ 
cets being more dreaded of him then all Abdulla's authority, he had ufed certain obfcure dif- 
conrfes unto her, to make her apprehend, that if (he would embrace his friendfhip, he would 
caufe the Crown of Morocco to fall upon the head of whomsoever (he would. For whereas 
(he was the widow of to whom of right the Kingdom appertained, if they 

had let him live, he thought that it may be (he was capable of the defire to remount into the 
Throne of her Fathers. But that being no intention of hers, (he (itemed not to undetftand any 
of Al/s (peeches in that manner, though indeedfhe marked them very exactly. After (he 
had listengfcif run over again in hermind, even to the lead: circumfiances, whatfoever might 
otta: increafeor dimiui(h her fufpicions, (he refolved to adverrife the King thereof. But to 
prepare his mind for the entertaining of Come diftruft of Al/s fidelity, (he willed Hifolita to 
make Abdalla perceive, as often as (he fawhim, that (he took great care to decline his en¬ 
counter, to the end Che might be the more credited, when (he (hould allure him that Alj had 
offered to marry her, for the fecuring of her from his violences. The Princefs Mariama, 
who did nothing inconfiderately, refolved for all that to tarry fome time yet for thedifeo- 
vering of her fufpicions. -i. . 

Jn the mean feafon Alj took order (or all things necefliry to his enterprise, and according 
to the plot which he and Abdelcader hadlayd, one morning when as the King of Morocco 
gave audience to>*Jl them which had any thing to requeft of him, Abdelcader, followed by 
certain of his Partifans, went and befought the King to grant him the permiflion to many 
the grand child of the Uft King of Tunis, and to give him a portion anfwerabte to a perfon of 
has condition; He told him that he was not ignorant how Princes, which might pretend to 
the Crown, were not their own, but the States, and for that reafon be would not difpofe 
of himfelf without his leave: He added further, that the choyce which he had made could 
not be blamed; Once it was aperfonof birth equal to his; anda perfon whom by reafon of 
State he was to marry, or elfe they (hauld refolve never to marry him: it being Unlikely that 
they would bellow ber on a forraignPrinCe, which might make ufe of.thc right (be fad to 
the Kingdom of7*»»,for the troubling of that of Morocco. 

by vty*$<k>uofd made this propofmon, rather as impofiog a Law, then craving 
aconfent; and whereas he feared nothing fo mudi as the obtaining of that, which he feemed 
to defire fo earneftly, when be found that Abdalla made no (hew fa his countenance of being 
any whit troubled with thisftropofition, he, notwithfianding his confidence fa Alj’S promife 
to him to hinder it* added fa many things more to thofe he fad already delivered, as Abdalla, 
after he bad arrfwered him, that the affair, whereof he fpake, was of two great importance 
to be refolved on precipiroufly; commanded him to hold his peace, and to withdraw. Here¬ 
upon Abdalla, who in his heart did not difapprove of the matter, demanded counfel of Alj 
in private concerning it, who after he had protefted, that the foie good of his State made 
him (peak, reprefented Unto him, that in the defign which he fad to preferve the Crown for 
his fon, it imported much that Abdelcader (hould'not be married ; and lefs yet to the Prin¬ 
cels of TuitUi tfon to any other; beesufe fa this fort it was to give him right a fecond time 
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to bis Eftatet, and to fumifh bim with a pretext to make War as often as he met with an oc- 
cifioo foe it; That to take from bim the boidnefs thence-forward to offer fuch like propofi- 
tions, hewastotetthimabfolutely, that this marriage did not pleafe him, even without co¬ 
louring the matter with any apparant reafons,as be might do; becaufe, faid he, Abdelcader'i 
boidnefs could not be diffidently punched. 

Abdalla following Alj‘s opinion in all things, contradicted him not in this, where he 
thought his intereft alone was regarded. He Cent Abdtleadtr word then, that he forbad him 
to think of marrying himfelf, either to the Princefs of Tmnit, or toany other; that he fhould 
leave to him the are of chuling a wife for him; and that if he did otherwife, he (houid then 
be dedared guilty of High Treafon. Abdtleadtr no fooner received this anfwer, but cvety 
one in Mtrtceo knew it, and every one murmured fee it. The Princefs Mariams could not 
comprehend this bufinefs; for (be knew thac Abdtleadtr had teftified a great deal of love' to 
StfhronU in divers occaflons; and knew alfo that he bad never regarded the Princefs of Tmmi 
bat with indifferency; and that if there had not been fome hidden thing in his defign, fb< 
fbould have been the firft to whom he would have fpoken of it: but howfoeyer (be reafoned 
(hereupon, (be could not difeover the truth. And whereas Hifolita had for fome time roge* 
ther lived with the King, as (be had ordained her, (he ob(erved that Abdalla perceived this 
change; fb that feeing the matter in this eftate, (he went one morning to his lodging, where 
flu craved the favor of him to talk with him in private, and the King laving granted it to her, 
(hebefought him to promife her, that if he did not give credit to what (he was going ro tell 
him, he at leaftwife would never fpeak of k again; being fully refolved not to acquaint him 
with that (he had to communicate unto bim, uolels he would engage his word unto her 
to do fo. 

The King, being touched with an extraordinary curiofity, and yet fearing that Mariam* 
would fpeak to him of hisiove to Hifolita, flood a while without anfwcringher; but it 
length having promifed her as much as (he had deGced of him, (he began to prepare his mind 
with a very particular addrdi. Iknow, (rid (he untohim, that for thiswkich I am going 
to tell you I ought to be fufpeAed of you, either of malice, or of preoccupation: I know alio, 
tbsM Alj being fo mightily eftablifhed in your iffe&ion, I (hall expofe my kif to the hazard 
of difpleafing you, in telling you that Ifufpeft he is not fo faithful unto you, as his birth and 
obligations to you ought to make bim: I know too, that in what manner foevet you hear 
thebufinefs, it will beflill oflenfivc unto you; for if youbeleeve there is any malice in my 
difeourfe, you will no doubt be forty to find a ftain in the Soul of a perfon that ii fo dear unto 
you; and if on the contrary you find chat I am not to blame, the difpleafare of having been 
betrayed by a man whom you have lo much obliged will difquiet you; and tfether it be out 
of a fenlie of glory, or of tendemefe, you will be grieved: Judg then, my Lord, if the matter 
which I am to tell you be not important, fince bearing you all the refpeft tod all the affe&ion 
that I ought to have for a Prince, who is both my King and my brother, I expofe my felf not- 
withftanding to the hazard of troubling his reft, tod getting his hatted, which is to me my fu- 
preameft misfortune. 

Abdalla , amazed with Mariama’s difeourfe, though he did not believe that the could 
tell him any thing which was true againft Aly‘% fidelity, yet left he not to allure her, thac in 
cafe the fufpicions which (be faid me had againft All proved not to be well grounded, ho 
would judg well of her intentions, and be always obliged unto bet for bet zeal and affeffion. 
After this Marutma, tofUrup fome trouble in Abdall*‘% mind, and touch hn heart where it 
was moft fenfibfe, imparted untohim how Alj, forgetting the refpeA which he owed to 
him, had been fo daring as toprofefs love to the Slave Hifolita, who belonged to her; but 
this prudent Prince did not let oAbdalla know, that (be under flood any thing of bisaffeftipn 
fo that without (landing longer on this difeourfe, yet this iinot that, Cud (be unto him, 
which obliges me to fpeak to you ofzAClj, butt he defign which be hath, if you chance to dye 




head of your (bn, todifpofeof it according to bis pleafure, otit may be to (et it on his own 
head. 

So ftrai^e an accufation did not at firft encounter with any great belief in tAbiall*% mind, 
thinking that the feoet hate, which this Princefs bore Alj, made her judg of him in this 
fort foe that which regarded his Stott ; but for that which concerned bis love, though it was 
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more unlikely then the other, becaufe he might conceive, that Mariam* had taken his Con¬ 
fident for a Lover of Hifolit* , yet he bekeved more of it then (he would have had him. 
And making (hew of being more moved with dlj’% want of rcfpeft to her, then with his 
own incereft, he demanded of her very exaCUy, how (he came to perceive Alj’s palfion; 
and whether the conjectures (he had of it were ftrong enough ? becaufe if it proved to be (b, 
he meant to punifb him for his boldnefs. My Lord, faid this ^rincefs onto him, you do me 
coo much favor, rather to think of me, then of the good of yottr State ; bat to imitate your 
generofity, bepleafed, without confidering^me, to let me regard nothing but yourperfon 
alone, andbyfome invention let me furndh you with means, either to convince orjuftifie 
Alj. And then, without Abdalla’s demanding it, (he recounted all thofe things unto him 
which had been caufe of herfnfpkioos: but at length the trouble of this Princes mind being 
Somewhat appealed, be beleevcd that Alj might be bis Rival, butbeleeved not that he had 
any defigpupon his Crown. Howbeit Martama (aid fo much unto him, that in the end 
with her entreaties and reafons (he obtained of him, that for fifteen days fpace he would do 
whatfoever (he would have him for the clearing of the bufinefs. This Prince had much ado 
to refolve upon making any doubt ol Alfs fidelity, fofar forth as to feck out the means of 
convincing him ; but at laft the coafideration of Manama, and alittle touch of jealoufie car¬ 
ried him unto it a yet was it upon condition, that it Alj were found innocent, (hethould 
from thence>forward have a much goodneU for him, as (he had had averfion. 

Maruma having ptomifed Abdalla all that hedefired, (he began the very fame day one 
of the moft extraordinary Artificer, as ever was made ufe of, for the difeovery of the thoughts 
of an ambitious man aodaTiaytor; and to, how (be proceeded. She obliged Abiall* to 
keep bis chamber certain days, and not to kebimfelf be feen of any but hitPhyfitians, and 
tbe Slaves which ferved him. At fitft Alj marvelled not to fee the door kept faft againft att 
the Great ones of the Kingdom, becaufe he knew that it is the cuftom of the Kings of Ma~ 
rwv* to (hut themfelves up many times whole Moneths together with their wives and Slavey 
to tbe end that Coffering not themfelvestobe feen fo often, the people may refpelt them the 
more: neither did he mid it ft range, that he bimfclf was not permitted to enter there, by 
reafon Mariam*, who kept her defign concealed, told him, that Abdalla was not well, 
and that they which looked to him, had forbidden any body from feeing him; as indeed tbe 
Pbyfidans had a command'from the King to fayfo, and to be always very frequent about 
him, that it ought be beleeved he was fick. Daring this, Alj was fomewhat jealous and 
fearful, that this retirement proceeded rather from Abdalla’s love, then from any malady; 
but at length the knowledg he had of Mariam* s vertue diflipated this fufpicion, and be be¬ 
leeved, as all others did, that the King was effectively fick. In the mean time, Abdelc*d*r 
and he thought of the defign they had in hand; and they brought the bufinefs to fuch a pa(s, 
as it wanted not above eight days of being in an eftate to be ready to break forth, when at 
Mariam* began to tell Alj, that the King was in danger; that his difeafe became every 
day worfe and worfe; and that if he mended not the fooner, his Pbyfidans were out of hope 
of him. 

This Princefc had carried the matter with fuch Art, as all thofe of tbe Palace were in tears; 
for (he had fo weft inftruCted aft theperfons that faw the Prince, as with a feigned melancholy 
they poffeffed every one thatfpake to them with a true one. This filfe news (lay cA Abaci* 
c*dnft defigns; for All represented unto him, that if the King (bould happen to dye, it 
would be a more favorable con juncture for them, tbeothat wherein they were, tomakethe 
bufinefs which they had pro jefted, fucceed; becaufe then they (bould have a lawful caufe to 
take op Arms for the executing of the Xertffe Mab»met‘s'f«toAweat % to the prejudice of Ab- 
dollars : That in the mean feafon they were not to negleCt giving order for aft things ; and to 
caufe as many Soldiers, as they could, of all the Garifons which depended the moft abfolute- 
fyof Alj, to comefecretly into Morocco, to the end they might make ufe of them, asfoon 
as Abdalla (hcold be dead, or efcaped from the danger wherein they thought him to be. 
Alj in this incertainty went twenty times a day to Manama’s lodging to know how the 
King did; but though he was one of the moft dextrous men in the world, yet was this Prin- 
cefs more then he. In the beginning of this fiction (he figbed, and (hewed as much sffliCtion, 
as if that which (be faid had been ttue; but when it came near to the time, wherein (he had 
refokred to fioifh her defign, as often as Alj few her (he oompofed hercoumedance in that 
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maimer, as it feemed (he took great care to conceal a part of her grief j and that her Soul was 
more nearly touched, then (he made (hew of. "This Artifice failed not to work that which 
(heexpefledfromit; for Alj, thinking be had obferved, how thisPrincefs afle&ed to ap¬ 
pear more conftant, then (he was, beleeved that zAbdall* was dead; and that Mariama, 
for Come fecret defign, or to feize upon the Crown, or to conferee it for Abdalla' s fon, 
would not publith it as yet. 

When as Manama perceived Alj's thought, (he advertifed Abdalla, that the next day ' 
(he would either convince, orjuftifie his favorite*- And having inftrufted him in that which 
(he would have him to do, (he caufed a Guard ro come in for to feize on Alj, in cafe there 
(hould be need of it} and took order for all things fofecretly, as no body difcovered any 
thing. The day following Alj early in the morning came to Manama, with an intent to 
employ all his addrefs for the clearing of the doubt wherein he was: for ambition and love 
gave him fo much impatience, as he had no reft. And verily in this occafion the protection 
of Heaven appeared vifibly, both to revenge Mariama of Alj’s cruelty, and to preferve us. 
For it is certain, that as the matter was carried, Abdulla and Mariama had been loft; So- 
fhrtnia had beenexpofed to the violences of Abdelcader ; Hipoiita to the brutilhnefs of 
Alj, and the reft of us to beconftrained to dye in defending thcm,or not to furvive their lofs, 
had not Mariama wrought as (he did. 

But in fine, Alj, being come one morning, as I have told you, to the Prmcefles chamber, 
and (he having ufed as much addrefs in talking with him, as (he had done at other times, aug¬ 
mented ininch fort the opinion which he had that Abdalla was dead, as not able to let him- 
felf be any longer guided by prudence, he in plain terms defired the Princeft to tell him whe¬ 
ther the King were not dead ? becaufe, (aid he, if it be fo, it were fit that the affairs of the 
Kingdom were fpeedily provided for. Mariama , feeing fo fair a beginning to her defign, 
did not anfwerhim but with a great figh, and without faying any thing unto him, (he led 
him into AbdalU’s chamber. Now albeit he was already perfwaded that the King was 
dead, yet left he not to be mightily furprized to fee all this chamber hung with black Velvet, 
all the windows (hut, in the midft a great bed of State invironed withabaluftrateofEbony, 
let all about with (laming Torches, and upon Cufbions near to the Bed, the Mantle Royal, 
the Scepter, the Crown, and the Turbant of Abdalla, with his Scymitar at the feet of the 
Bed, whereupon was alarge black Cloth trailioga great way on the ground, which feemed to 
cover the body of the King; fomeof bis Wives and Slaves were about the Baluftrade, who 
teftified by their countenance fofenfiUe a forrow, as would have drawn tears from any other 
but Alj. The Princefs having conduced him then into this chamber of mourning, and per¬ 
ceiving that this Bid objed had fufficiencly perfwaded him that which (he defired he (hould 
beleeve, (he began to (hew an extream afflidion, and to requeft him with feigned tears, that 
he would perform the Kings laft Will, in confer ving the Crown for his fon, according to 
the Teftament he had made, whereof he had the cuftody, though it was contrary ro the Xeriffc 
Mohamet’s intention. And then, faid (he unto him, he hath commanded ms to reftore the 
Slave Hipoiita, and her fellows, to their liberty ^ in regard it hid feemed unto him that he 
had violated the Law of Nations in retaining perfons in flavery, who by Tempeft had been 
driven into Morocco. But, continued (he, generous Alj, this laft thing imports not much * 
nor have I told it you, but that I would not (ail in any thing which 'my King, my brother, 
and my Lord, hath given me in charge at his death. For fo muchas regards the Prince bis fon, 
perform what yon have promifed him, and what you ought to do. 

If Abdalla, anfweredinfolendy, would have me conferee the Crown for hi* fon, he 
(hould havelived a longer time} for it (hall never be reproached unto me, that I have placed 
an Infant on the Throne of Morocco. The fame Teftament, added he, which gave the Crown 
to Abdalla, (hall fet it on the head of fome other ■, for in condufiion, it is for men to govern 
children, and not for children to govern men, no more then for women to give Cooncek of • 
State. And, continued be, for the Slave Hipoiita, he that (hall be King (ball difpofe of her; 
and uruil then, whereas the Charge which I hold gives meabfolute power over the State, 
whensoever an interraign happens, remit her prefently into my hands, to the end that 
ceaflng to be a Slave, I may at leaftwife perform Abdalla' s will, in breaking oft her 
chains. 

Ah, vile Traytor l cryed Abdalla, in coming out from under that Cloth df black Velvet, 
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under which he was hidden; tfypertideoufntfs tnuft be purrifhed with my hand j faying fo, 
AbitlU liyd hold on his Scymitar, and alt the Guard, which by concealed for that eflfeft, 
rafting into the dumber, Aljvrn fofurpriztd, and fo confounded, as be khew not at firft 
whether it were in apparition, or whether tffi&vrly this Prince, whom be had befecved to 
bedead, was Ihring. In fo great a trouble Abd*ll* without doubt had killed him, if the 
Princefi Mari*ma, who would not have him dye by fo iUnftrious an hand, had not hindted 
Mm; which waithe caufe, that Alj, bemgcome to himfelf again, and freeing himfelf from 
the Guard which would have feized upon him, opened a window when as they were not a^ 
ware of it, and whereas all the houfes of that Country, as they are here, are exceeding lew* 
he leaped into the Court-yard, and was fo fortunate as he did not hurt himfelf, but got ftiet 
away out of the Palace; leaving v#£d*//*fo amazed and afflicted at his perfidioufneft, and 
Murium* fo fatified with the happy fuccefs of her defign, that if the diipfcafure of feting 
Alj dcaped had not moderated her joy, it would have been too violent. 

Abd*t* inftandy commanded him tobe purfued with all fpeed, and alive or dead to be 
brought unto him 3 But Alj was already gotten into a mans houfe, whole life before times be 
had fared. For in what diforder foever us foul was, yet bad he judgment enough hot to go 
to Ms own home; imagining rightly that he would be foughtfoc there, fo the mean time, 
the fear he had left the King would caufe the gates of the City to be ftut,made him feek out aH 
kinde of inventioos to efape. For albeit the plot which be had liyd With Ab&tkadtr wa$ 
ready to be executed, yet wanted it fo much time, as he dutft not enttrprize it, efpecially 
out of the thought be had, that they would not have madeufe of fo extraordinary an mten* 
don to difcover ha intentions, without having taken order for aH tMngs. He fentWord 
then fecrotly to Abitlt*d*r t that he Ihould attempt nothing until he was in one of the places 
of their tedligenoe, to tteend they might be affixed of a retreat, if their iffiurt ftoud gb 
HL After that, hed%slfed Mmfict Use a woman; for where:* they ar#afl vailed in flat 
Country, he believed that getting fpeedily out of the City, before aiy dtaft order was givtn 
*t the gates, it would be cafie to him to five himfelf, as indeed it feH out. He that ferved 
luminthbocafioaprotndedtD bring him an horfe to a place, which was not abofe a mile 
from the Town 1 and then treingdifguifed in the manner that I hive related, Went out 

of Mrrocn a very link befoie the Guards had been placed it the Gates, with a Command 
to (offer nobody to pafs out upon any pretext wbatfeeter. In the mean (pace Abi*U* had 
font to fcarch for Ah in his Palace, and afterward carried it to be proclaimed over all the Gry, 
that whofoever coda bring Alj unto him fhould hive a recompence able to enrich him for 
aUMslifc. \ 

The people, nofooner tmdetftood that Aljv/*i indilgrace, but Ming into an uproar, 
and mankefting their fircret hatred unto him, plundered his Palace; and this wretched than 
had not a friend, who for bis own fecurity did riot at leaft-wife feem robe otherwife. But 
whereas the people are inconftant in their refdodons, after they had committed an hundred 
outrages, there ran a bruit amongft this multitude, that Abd*M* was dead; and that the pro* 
damarioo which had been made was an artifice of Alj t who meant to difeovet by this nftl- 
00, whether he woebdovad,or hated. And whereas all extraordinary novelties eafdy finds 
credit with the people, they believed this fame; and carryedby defpatr for that they bad ufed 
coo much precipitation, they went to the Court in Arana fix to fee Abdsll* who, not 
blowing whether thefe which ufed tMs violence were Alfs partakers or no, durftnot go 
forth to fbew himfelf to them; not having farce any body with him, becaufe be had fent 
aH than of his ordinary Guard in fcarch of Aly. The people in the mean while not feeing 
*Atb**B* appear, were confirmed in their opinion, ana augmenting their defpair and fury 
they attempted to force the Pahce 3 and they had already broken up the firft gate, when as 
%Abd*U*,m£vag himfelf tobe armed, and we being placed about him, appeafed this ftorm 
with hii prefence, and by Ms fpcech affined the people that Alj had incurred Mi md^J- 
nation. 

In the mean time the man, who bad promifed to bring him an horfe, found himfelf tobe 
very much perplexed for the keeping of Ms word with him*; for when as he prefented himfelf 
to get forth, upon pretext of feme Ddfineft that be had in the Country, the Guards Wefc al¬ 
ready fet, and having been at aH the gates in vain, yet would he not give oter fo, bur thought 
that another might be more fortunate then he ; wherefore he confided in one of Alj\ friends^ 
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who taking the fame hotfe which the other had made ufe of before, he went' to one of the 
gates to get forth, but he had the like fuccefs as the former; who, Willing to hazard all for 
Alj, Cent a third petfon thither: which was the caufe, that one of the Cuard, who had more 
brain that the reft, perceived, that alehough three leveral men had prefcntcd themfelves for 
rogooutof the City, yecithad been ftill with one and the fame horCe; (o that he certainly 
believed there was fome myftery in this adventure, and how it might well be that /ilj was 
not far oft. This Soldier having imparted his thought to him that commanded the gate, he 
conceived that his opinion was not ill grounded; wherefore, to clear himfflf therein, he 
madefhew of being perfwaded by the intreaties of this man who defired to be let forth; 
but whim to gain time he mide yet fome new difficulties, he fent for three horfes, to the end 
he might follow him a far oft with two of bis companions; which were no foqner come, but 
having let him go out, and fet them elves to follow him, they faw (hat contrary to thecuftom 
of all fuch as fear ro.be followed, he went on ftill without turning his head to the place from 
whence he parted, fo great a defire he had to arrive where the unhappy Alj waited for him. 
Seeing then that they might follow him without his being aware of it, they approached nee ret 
to him, then they would , have done if he had behaved himfelf otherwife, and quitting the 
high-way as well as he, when they came neer to a wood, whither this man feemed to have a 
purpofe to go, they efpyed a woman, who having.difcovered them, hid her felf in the thickeft 
of the bufhes. This adtion made him,that was cartying the hotfe to Alj, turn about his head; 
who knowing that he was followed, would have takuv more on the left hand, and not have 
gone to the place where he was attended; but this trick would not fervehis turn: howfo- 
ever it was not becaufe thofe which had obferved her believed that this woman was effeftive- 
ly Alj, but being neer unto it, they would needs know certainly what this adventure was. 
The Captain then, having given order to the two Soldiers to feize on this man, went to the 
place where he had feen the woman bide her fclf. and had not gone fifty paces but he found 
her at the foot of a tree; where, keeping down her vail ftill about her, (he befought him, iu 
counterfeiting her voyce, not to do her any violence. And when (he faw that this man had 
no intent to ufe her civilly, and feemed fully refolved to difeover what (he was, (he would 
have tempted this Captain with the hope of a great recompence; fothat fuddenly lifting up 
her vail, Thou fir eft, laid (he, the infortunate £ly, who can ma^e thee happj if thorn heft, 
ftije ; for if thou Vrilt refolve to let me eft ape, I Wit/ put thee in 4 Condi' ion that thou fhalt 
never need to atk any thing more of Fortune. This Captain, who was faithful, or it may be 
did not believe that Alj in the cafe he was in could recompence him as much as he faid, an- 
fwered him, that he would never enrich himfelf byaTreafon, and without further delay he 
called his companions, who, having tyed the man, on whom they had feized, to a tree, went 
to help him to take the miferable Alj, who,though without Arms,left not off refilling them for 
while. But at laft they brought him to Marocco ; and having Conduced him before Ab¬ 
dulla, this Prince reviled him with all imaginable reproaches. And whereas Alj had always 
been happy, this one blow of unhappineis fo mightily furpAzed him, as that judgment and 
prudence, which had rendred him fo confidcrable in hk profperity, wholly abandoned him 
in his misfortune: fo that in (lead of feeking to colour his fault, he confeffed it as it was, and 
related unto Abdulla all that he had faid and thoughr, juft in the fame manner as I have deli* 
veredit unto you, for the Princefs Mariama had the goodnefs to recount it unto us after* 
wards; in fo much as Abdulla regarding Alj, not onely as a Traytor, but as his Rival, the 
tendemefs which he had at other times iud for him, was of no power to excite any thought of 
pity in bis heart; but contrarily the remembrance of the good-will be had born him incenfed 
his minde the mdfre, At laft, love, anger, intend of State, fnd jealoofie, made the King 
without further delay, as foon as Abdtlcader was apprehended, even the very fame day take 
oft the ambitious Alj's head, who feeing his lofs inevitable refolved foritwithconftancy 
enough. Thus was the Princefs Mariama revenged on this mao for his cruelty, and Hipolita 
delivered from one of her pcrfecucors. Alj was no fooner dead, but the Princefs Maria¬ 
ma, always generous, went and call her fell at the Kings feet, to beg Abdelcadtr’s life of 
him, which he granted to her tears, upon condition that he (hould remain for fome time a 
prifoner: For albeit be was guilty of highTrealon, as well as Alj, for intending to ufurp 
the Kingdom during his life, yet was there this difference, that Abdelcader was Abdalla't 
Brother, and Was not his Rival. 
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But, Madam, to make an end of telling you at once, both thegoodnefs pf Manama, arid 
our fortune, you (hall underfland, that in the confafion wherein all the City cAMatocco was 


this day, when as the Princefs Mariam* entred into a Chamber where thefe three fair Slaves 
were, and faw them all in tears, efpecially Hipolit*', who knew well that (h? Wasin part 
caufeof all this diforder; this Princefs, I fay, feeing therti in this efface, had- fomtich gene¬ 
rosity, though (he loVed thein very tenidetly, as to ckprive her ft If'for ever of them: It may 
bealfo, that thedefignof taking from the King anobjeft of JxifAon, which Wight trouble 
hisreft; ftom Abdelcader that which had made him fail in tbisduty; and from the Princefs 
Ltla Mahabid another, which might make her in feme fort forget the rank which 1 (he held, 
carryed her to this refolation. But in conclufion, a little interclt, and a great deal of genera¬ 
lity, madeher tell them, that profit was to be madeof others misfortune: fo that before 
the King had kafure to uk for them, (he caufed them to be fecretly conveyed to the boUfe of 
a man, who abfohitely depended on her; and having advertifed us to repair thither, we con¬ 
tinued concealed there above eight days. She in like fort caufed the Mariners and Soldiers, 
which we had brought to Morocco , to be delivered; for the ambitious Alj being dead, the 
Princefs Mariam* was as powerful in the State as theKing himfetf; 

The day following, Abdatta , feeing the Prmcefs Mariam* with a feigned melancholy in 
her bee, which yet be believed to be true, demanded of her, whether revenge, which is 
(aid to be one of the greateft pkafures of Kings, did not give her feme ? My Lord, faid (he 
onto him, prefent misfortunes are doubcleft more fenfibie then part pleafures; the lofs of the 
Slaves which you gave me, is caufe of mote grief tome, then that of Alj hath made me feel 
joy. So ft range a difeourfe (urprjzed the King extreamly; and whereas he deftred to be 
dared therein, the Princefs Martama told him, that in the confafion wherein all things were 
the day before, whether Alj had caufed them to be carryed away by force, or whether we 
had contributed any thing thereunto, fo it was, that returning in the Evening to her lodging, 
Ac had not found them there, neither could (he polHbly learn ^oy news of them. I will not 
repeat unto you all that AbdaSa faid in this occafton, although the Princefs Mariam* ac¬ 
quainted us with it: Butin conclufion, it fufficesyou (hould know, that Abdall* took this 
adventure as an amorous Prince would do; and after he had caufed fearch to be made over all 


theCity, except in the place where We were, which by the care of the PrinCefe was exempt¬ 
ed, (he had the goodnefs to come fecretly and bid her dear Slaves farewell, to whom alfo (ho 

S ve very rich gifts: And the night fallowing, having difpofed of all thii^s for our departure, 
e caufed us to be iiribarqued in a Merchants Vcffel, that fet fell the fame night; and where¬ 
of the Captain, who was of Paltrme, undertook tocatry us whitberfoever we Would go, 
in corifideration of an exceffive fum of money which (he gave him for that purpofe. 

/Now, Madam,before I leave Morocco, 1 am to cell you, that the Marquis was not fo 
glad of the liberty which we hoped tb enjoy, as for that he (hould no longer be expofedto 
she' hazard of beingconftant. I (hould have dyed, faid beunto us, had I not efaped from 
fa great a danger; for if I had tarryed longer at Morocco, I was in jeopardy of changing my 
bomor, in not changing myMiftrefi: But in the end. Madam, we had nogreat leafure to 
hngh at the Marquis his agreeable humor, for we bad notmade two days fad, when as wo 
encountred a Veffel, by the Turks catted a Carmoffal, which having fet upon ours, that was 
hot ill provided of things neceffary for war, became M after of it, notwithftanding any re- 
ftftance we could make; and the Turkt s which commanded this Vcffel, took us, ana 
brought us to be fold here at Ceuftaatiaople , where our deftiny hath been fuch as you have 
underftood. -., r -•- 

I fab el la thanked Deri* for the pains he had uken in recounting this Hiftery unto her. As 
for me, (aid Hipoliia, I am not contented with my Brother, for me-thinks he (food a little too 
much in examining that which be aUsfantafticalnefs in my humor. It is not for that you 
complain, anfweied Horatio fmiling, but rather becanfeyoU apprehend, that we do not judg 
of thegreatnefsof your affection but by that of youlr jeitoufie. For my part, (aid theMat- 
quis, I do not complain of Daria ; and I have taken more delight in bearing him relate my 
love, then I cook in it when I was in Maracco. And for fo much a(s regards me, added Le¬ 
onid*, I am the leaft (atisfied with his relation, feeing I ferved but far a pretext to Alj' s love.' 
Let os not jeft fo foon, faid Sophroma interrupting her, (or ** fine we are (till at Conflan- 
tinoplo. You have Reafon, anfwercd Ifabtlla fighing, and would it might pieafe Haven,' 
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that I could as readily prowe your departure from thence, and mine eMrnwitftyeM as Jean 
allure you that you are in fafety there; but we moft Hopc < cootioued(^^t)e’«0unwQ84>aKiK 
quiet countenance, that tlx return of JuflimUM will cauie ours fooo after. &pfcv«M'>boqMi, 
being very (erious, and confequently more agreeing, then the reft, wbbi//*£<#*« mebo^ 
cbolly, begot a particular converfimon with her. The Marquis apprqpcted to xui

they entertained one another, as perfonawbom the hope, of a future goedbadiP*«te to fwgct 
all the evils ppft. Bat at length nigfit coming on, indJJ*£tfa remembrnt^tlweoiinfefjiaiMah 
the SfUtamt 4/?m* had given her, not to iocenfe the minda of fibt finoklem^af

R Oxtlana in the mean time was not without unquietnefe, in knowing by her Spies, that 
SolimaU’s f rlendfhip to Ibrahim, and the refped which he had to IfabelU, had kept 
him ur^il then from difeovering his love plainly to her that caufed it.

My Lord, (aid AJleria unto him, hath thy Highnefs forgot what tbou faidft to her yefter- 
day with thine own mouth? No, (aid the GrandSigni»r unto her, and therefore it is why 
I will not make a prohibition which contravenes the civilities I have ufed to her, but I would 
wiDingty, that bytbycounfel and addrefs, without any (hew of my conftninmg her, (he 
(hould be carried of her felf to do that which I defire; for the Sultana Qgeeri complains ot 
the liberty which I give her, the people murmur at it, all the Snltanaei take it ill, and hate 
her for it. . . 

My Lord, anfwered vAfieria, after that which thy Highnefs hath (aid to Ifabella, I doubt 
that my counfel and fpeeches will be fufpe&ed of her; and that (he will give more tireditto 
thy words, then to all that I can fay to her. I perceive well faid Soliman then to her, that 
thouloveft not to carry difpleafing news; but bowfoever it concerns thee to pleafe and obey 
me. I do not refufe either the one or the other,replyed the Sultana with a great deal of Gibmif- 
(ion, but if I might be permitted to fay what I think,I would befeeeh thy Highnefs to coofider 
ii there be not a kind of rigor in keeping lfabeBa from vifiting the only perfons which are dew 
to her in Conftantinople ; and by a conftraint, whereunto (he is not accuftomed, to make, the 
place of her refuge become her prifon. In truth,my Lord,continued (he, the vertue of this Prin- 
cefs, and the Cervices of Ibrahim, (hould deferve methinks, that our Cuftoms (hould not be fo 
much confidered as their Intends. Soliman, not being able to anfwer the Sultana AJleria, 
grew angry with her $ you have your Reafonis, faid he unto her,and I have mine; but it I had 
none,I would not for all that but be obeyed: Go then, and do whatl command you, for 
other wife you alone (hall be refponfable to me for Ifabella’s aftioos. AReria feeing fo much . 
anger in Solution's eyes, no longer doubted but that this paflion was occafioned by another, 
fo that (eating to hurt Ifabella in thinking toferve her, (hebefought the Sultan to pardon 
her, and went away, after (he had ptomifed him to perform his pleafure. 

The Sultana ASleria, being extreamly aHi&ed for the commimon (be had received, went 
to IfabtUa’s lodging, who feeing her enter with an extraordinary melancholy; Is it in your 
perfbn, or in mine, (aid (he unto her, that I am unhappy ? I couild with, anfwered A Renal 
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imbracing her, that you were in a condition of having no other grief, but that of the com¬ 
panion which others miferies might give you, but Fortune will not treat you fo favorably. 
Jfabella fuddenly blofhed, and according to the cuflom of thofe that love well, (he presently 
thought of that which was moft dear to her, and imagined that fome. misfortune was befallen 
the grand Vifier ; fo that beholding tAflcria with an extraordinary attention, Is there, (aid 
(he unto her, any ^nlucky accident h»pned unto Ibrahim t hath he been beaten? is he dead, 
or a prifoner ? No, anrwered ASleria, there is not any of that arrived; and that which I am 
to tell you, is indeed enough to make you murmur, but not enough to polTefs you with any 
exrream grief; and if you dtfcern any melancholy in my fact) it it rathtf a mark of the part 
which I take mail that concerns you, then of thegreamefs of your misfortune. And rhea 
After ia, not to hold her longer in pain, recounted unto her all the eoimrfitionwtychftie 
had had With Stltman, and thereupon advrfed her to comply fo far with him. For duly, 
faid (be unto her, either the Sultan does tove you, orftedoesnot; if he does not, and (hat he 
defires you (bould abide here, to fatisfie R*xela*a, §nd the cuflom, you are not to oppofe 
hispieafure: and eoncrarify, if it be true, that he is iti paflion for yon, the left oecahon yon 
(haU give him to be carried to fome violence, will be the moft advantageous and fore. A 
Lover in choBer (as I conceive) is more to be feared then another $ fbi whereas chokerdoth 
moft commonly baoKh away refpeft from the Sods of thofe Whom it pofftf&th, one moft 
forbear as long as is poflible from expofing on« felf to the hazard of altering an amorous 
Prince, who being able to do whacfoever he will, is always in aneftate to be (eared. You haw 
reafon, generous Afteria, faid Ifabella unto her, but what will my friends fay, when they 
(ball fee that Ido not vifit them any mote, and that I abandon them? Will they not have 
caufe to think, that the magnificences of the SerragRo have Minded me ? and it may be fome* 
thing yet woirfe.- No, no, faid A fieri*, for we willcaufethem to be advertifcd of the truth 
of thematt^} drat l.aftwifeof the pretext which they have made ufe of to retain you here. 
But, add zhlfjkbelU, what end can I forefee of my mifery ? The return of Ibrahim, irptyed 
tsffteris, wul make It ceafe 5 and he (ball nofooner be at fen ft anting fir, bat the Sniton 
will no longer have other then juft defires, and you (haU recover your liberty. After chat 
thefe two vertubus perfons had entertained themfelves a while, they parted j Afteri* pro- 
mtfing Ifabella, if (be would write to her Friends, to fee her Letter conveyed unto them the 
next morning, as indeed (be faded not to do. 

This news ftrangely furprized all this fair Troop; but whereas the pretext, whereof Soii- 
man made ufe, was not Without probability, and that Ifabella by her Letter had rendredit ' 
more Kkdy onto them, to the end (be might keep them from conceiving any thing to her diC- 
ad‘vantage,they believed it to be as it was reprefented unto them,without feeking for any other 
explication thereof; comforting themfelves in fome fort with the hope which Ifabella gave 
them of vifiting them (ometimes: For to make their reparation the cafier, though (be could 
not hear from Ibrahim as yet, (he left not for all that to affure them (hat he would be back 
in a little fpace j and fo confequemly they (bould ere long be in an eftate of going to fee their 
Country again. 

This hope failed not toworkthe effeft u hich Ifabella expend from it; all this company 
was more jovial and more fociable, and whereas Ibrabm'i Palace was wonderful fair, and 
that they were ferved there by the Grand Senior's order exceeding magnificently, their exile 
no doubt was fuppor table enough ; fometimes they walked in the Garden; (ometimes they 
romed up and down in the Grot, or fat in the (bade of the Grove of Orange Trees, which 
was hard by; other, whiles they beftowed their time in the Gallery of the Turkijb Emperors; 
and many times alfo in the Library, where they met with that which diverted their foraow, 
or contented their curiofity. But one day when as they met all together in ibrakinft Cabinet, 
after they had called to mind all chek mifbaps, and had admired by what ad venture Fortune 
had conduced them into a place, where they had enconncred Jfabella, pafliag iofcnfibly 
from one difcourfe to another, they bethought them that they had not been yet acquainted 
with that which had arrived to the Marquiis. Whereupon Leonida demanded of him why 
he had not related it unto them ? You have (be wed your felvcs fo little carious of it, reply ed 
he, chat I am refolved not to give you this fatisfa&ion without fome recompence. You have 
too noblea Soul, (aid Ltonida to him (railing, to be mercenary; and then again, what can 
you ask of exiled perfons, and fuch too as do not enjoy their liberty ? To put you yet into 
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more pain, replyed the Marqudis, I muft tell you, that you alone canpay me in thatmannet 
aa I defire j and it is yoO alone that can oblige me to recount my lift adventures. If you do 
not explain your fetf better, anfwered Leonids, we (hall not make up our match $ but 
whereas the entertainment of the company i& exceeding dear to me, teU me,what recompence 
do you demands I defire, (aid he unto har, that before! relate chat unto you which befell 
me, youwiB letusknow what difcodtcnt that was which made you quit Genona to go to 
Albengus j what moved you to marry a man whom you did not love, and banifh one whom 
you did not hate: For to (peak freely unco you, it bath been imparted unto me at Geneusin 
fuch a manner, as gives me a great deal of curiofity, and makes me defire to know whether I 
have been told the truth or no. As for me, faid Hipeiits, I have iDtended a long time fioce 
to intreat Leonids (he would acquaint me with it; but Fortune hath (o cruelly perfecuted us, 
as we have fcatce had any leafure but to feel new miferies, without remembring thole which 
were already ptft. Certainly, added Doris, H Idurft /oyn my intraties tothofeof the 
Company, I would requeft Leonids to grant us this favor. For my part , 
hud Sophrmis, I have not the fame curiofity, for I am fo fully informed of this 
Hiftory, as I do not know any thing that hath hapned to my felf better. If the company, 
(aid Leonids to her, will needs kaow it, I (hall make advantage of it if you will take the 
pains to relate it unco them; for as for me, I am folly refoived not toexpofemyfelfafecond 
rime to the vexation which this relation hath been the aufe of to me. Do not reproach my 
old error unto me, faid Alphonfo interrupting her; and to deliver you from this unquietnefs, 
and for fear left I fbould find my felf too wak to hear a thing without grief which hath given 
me fotnuch, I wiU go and walk in the Garden, or entertain my felf with a Book. 

Alphonfo, after he had (aid this, went without attending Leomds‘% anfWer forth of the Ca* 
binet, and would not return thither again, though the Marquifs ailed him more then once. 
Hhabfeacedidnot for all that change Lttnids's opinion, and whatsoever could be faid unto 
her, (he would not reeooot her own Hiftory} butfbfc requefted Sopbtonis to take the trou¬ 
ble of it upon her. This (air maid, feeing tbit the whole company defired this complacency 
of her, refoived co (atisfie them, after (he had prayed Leonids, that if (he forgot any thing 
(be would put her in mind of it; and Leonids having promiled her to do fo, & then made 
the Marquifs to fwear, that as foon as ever fhe had finiihed her rdatloo, he(hould begin his: . 
And when as he bad afliired her .that he would not fail therein, and had told her that beta! at 
loft wife as much defire to recount his adventures unto her,as (he had to know thexa,Sopbroni 4 
began, and fpake in this fort. 

The Hiftory of L e t> u i d a, 

T He Adventures of Leonids have fomethiag fo extraordinary in them, as they are to be 
related in (bmewhat a particular manner; for to render the recital of them the more a- 
greeable and intelligible unto you, I am not to fay any thing to you yet of the beginning of 
her life, of her firft Cooquefts, nor of her marriage, but only acquaint you with AlphonJ</a 
love, which I believe took its beginning prefently upon Jnfiiniano‘% return, and a year and 
half after the death of Leonids'% husband* This Conqueft without doubt wssnotdifegree- 
able unto her; for, as you know, cAlphonfo hath merit, wifdom, and wit; and if after 
thefe, which certainly are the greateft and moft efiemial good things, it is fit to confider the 
reft, yon are not ignorant ibu Alphonfo is rich enough, and of a race illuftrioUs enough to 
touch a heart on the fide of intereft and glory, as well as of affeAiop. In fine, whether Leo? r 
mis were capable of love or ambition, (he found in the perfon of Alphonfo, wherewith to' 
beget thefe two paffioos in her heart, and wherewith to render them excusable. \( Leonids 
wore not prefent, I would tell you, that whereas fhe bath a great deal of wit, Love in 
this encounter was introduced into her Soul rather by Rafbu, then by fenfe and incli¬ 
nation. 

But not to ftand upon fmall things, you (hall underftand tbit Alphonfo, who you have al¬ 
ways feen fo affidual in ferving her, after he had rendred her aU the teftimonicsof love, that a 
worthy perfon an defire of a man infinitely pafiionate, he knew at length from her own 
mouth, that his vows were not rejefted, and that he was <not forbidden to hope* After the 
day that (he had permitted him to entertain her openly with his paifion, it is certain that Leo¬ 
nids 
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nida had continually all the complacency for him, which a vertuous woman was capable of. 
And whereas you know that Leonid* bath naturally a gallant wit, and a very jovial humor, 
(he oftentimes gave him th^pleafure to hear her jeer his Rivals in his prefeoce, and an hundred 
times made herConqucfts ferve for bis glory. Alphonfo then lived in this fort with more 
content, then the extream love which he bore her feemed to permit; for, as I have heard it 
(aid, this paffion Seldom leaves any great tranquillity in the Souls of thole whops it 

pofleffeth. 

But for Alphonfo, he was the moll generous Lover that ever was; his inclination had not 
been blind; all the world approved of his choyce; he loved an amiable perfon, and was be. 
loved of her; (he took care not to give him any caufe of jealoufie 5 his very Rivals fetvedfor 
his delight and felicity by the ufage that (he gave them; bis father did not coo trad id his af¬ 
fection; Leonid* was of a free condition, and might difpofe of herfelf; yea and to keep 
him from being deprived of the pleafure of hoping for the pofleflionof a perfon that could 
render him contented, Leonid*, to allure herfelf yet further of his love, would not fo much 
as let him make ufe of his friends for the motioning of their marriage. In fo happy an eftate 
methinks it is hard to imagine what could trouble his felicity, efpeciaUy when I (ball haVe 
told you, that Leonid* ufed him ftill as favorably as before, and without any change arriving 
in her, yet there arrived a change in him. J well perdeive, continued Sophronia, after (be had 
been a while without fpeaking, that you cannot divine wbat it,was which troubled Alphon- 
fo's happinefs; and certainly 1 cannot think it ftrange, feeing according to my fenfe this ad> 
venture is fo extraordinary, as it is impoffible to conjecture it. You (nail them 

that one fay Alphonfo being gone to fee a kinfman of bis, whereas the perfon beloved is a part 
of all converfations, and a man infinitely amorous fpeaks without choyce and judgment of his 
Miflrefs to every one, he came to fpeak of Leonida to his kinfman, though to (ay truth he 
was not worthy of that honor; for this mao is both malicious and blockifh; According 
then to his humor and ftupidity he rudely asked of Alphonfo , whether he bekeved that he had 
been the firft which ever had been afieded of Leonid* f - 

Now whereas Alphonfo had been a long time in the voyage, from whence Jnfliniano 
brought him back, be had underftood nothing of what had bapned to Leonida, for being fallen 
in love with her prefendy after his return, no body had been to uncivil as to fay any fuch thing 
to him. It was not, as you (hall know by the fequel of thisHiftory, becaufe that which ar¬ 
rived unto Leonid* was not glorious for her; but becaufe love is a paffion that renders die 
foirit fo fcnfible and delicate, as it is impoffible to hear that the perfon whom one loves, 
would have affedion for another, without fome fenfe of grief. And verily Alphonfo tryed 
it but ton well in this occafion; be beleeved at firft notwithftanding, that this was an effect 
of the malice of his kinfman, who regarding his fuccefsioo, had perchance a defign to do what 
he could for the rendring Leonid'* le(s amiable: but when as continuing his incivility he had 
told him, that one, named Ottavio, of the Houfe of the‘Pallavicint, and who was dead 
fince, had fo times paft loved her, and that he had been infinitely loved of her, be did not be* 
keve that this man aurft have told him things fo precisely, if they had not been true. 

At length Alphonfo, having made hisvifit, retired with fome unquiemefs; nevertbeiefs,' 
whereas be had not yet loft his Reafon, he did not find that be had any caufe to complain ot 
Leonida, for that Che bad been loved of Ottavio, or for that (he had loved him in a time when 
as he was not Imown to her. For, faid be, I (hould be un juft to defire, that the eyes of Leo- 
nida (hould not have begun to make Conquefts before they captivated me; and I (hould be 
unreasonable to defire alfo that (he (hould have been absolutely infenfible of the affedion ofa 
man, who it may be was of more worth then my felf. Now whereas Love is ingeniodS to 
torment thofe which are under his Empire, Alphonfo did not complain of having a Rival, that 
had not been hated, but for that Leonida had made a Secret of it to him: This unquietnefs was 
not for sH that very ftrong, but you (hall underftand by the ft quel of my difeourie, that it 
carried him to another, which put him to a great deal of pain. » 

Alphonfo had no Sooner the commodity to fpeak with Leonid* fo private, but making 
(hew as if it were without defign he took octafion to name Otta vio ; this name, which bad 
been fo dear to Leonid*, could not be heard of her without touching her heart; and her heart 
could not be moved, without giving fome marks of it in her face: For her Senfe preventing 
her Reafbo, (he Uufht and fighed both at an inftapt; howbeit defiring to conceal this difordef 
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from Alfbonfo, (be layd her hand over her eyes, and endeyqringtochsnge difcourfe, he was 
thereby perfwaded,chat th : jtouched; her heart exceeding (enfi&Jy j augmented hiscurioficy; 
and nude him refolve to teftifie it to her plainly. 

In purfuance of fo precipitous a %fign, .Hfhonjo, without deferring the execution of it any 
farther, (aid unto her, I would fain, fair Leonid#, beaflutedjrtnt after my being dead for your 
fervice, my name (hqwldbe fo happy a$ unmake yoftbWh and figb, as the blefftd Ottavio* 
lath dpoe. Youfhould do better, answered Leonida Gghjng a tecond time, to call him in- 
fbrtumc e,Ottavio. Whofoever hath becn.loved of you, replyed Alj/honfo, could never be 
nphappy, notwithCtanding any thing that could,arrive to him otherwife. I wiQi for all that, 
(aid Leonida, that you never make tryal of theiike felcjty: But, continued (he. with an al- 
tcred countenance, why have you fpok n to, me oiOttavio ? Let us leave him to enjoy that 
r# which he could,never finde in this life; lee us not trouble ours shtroubliog his; and let 
us» I pray,you, have fomucb regard to him, as to leave hi&aOies in peace. Pleafe you to par¬ 
don me, bid Alfbonfo then unto her, if without lofing therefpeft which 1 owe to you, I 
dam crave of you, for a math of youraf&Aion, that you will, take the pains to relate exadly 
pnto me, that which Ottavio in times paft bore unto yon,, that which you bore to him, and 
briefly all that befall you till the time of his death ; Otherwife.you will give me caufcta com¬ 
plain of you. Leonida would not at fitft accord to. Alphonfotbat which bedeflrad qf her; 
(be as (he knew how highly her heart had been touched fot Ottavio, (o. (he knewlikewifc 
that it would beimpoffiWe for her to remember all their- felicities, and all their misfortunes, 
without a great detl or unqaietnefs; wherefore (he excufed her felf, from it as much as (he 
Could;. nev<rthelcfs, feeing that Aipbonfa took this refuCalfoe a wrong,.(he promi led to grant 
ham hb define, fo a*he would give her (onetime; and in this fort many days paft away, 
anplblfto imke oer kc<^ber w^l withhim, Bucat length, his curiofity be+ 
hag mown the ftmngerby Leonida' % refinance* he teftified unto berene iky fobrioufly., that 
Itfflbould hold himftlfdifbbliged tyher, if (be continued, in the rdblotion which (he feem- 
&f to have, asjuwing appointed him a time Do come to her for that purpofe, (be.refolved to 
Client him.. If one had then demanded of Aipfonf* why,his curiofity was fo foroeg, he 
cpqld.no* have, cold, at leaft-wife be hath acknowledged fo much to Leonida fioce: For 
whereas he was petfwaded that (he had k>ved.-0#4VMi' both by that which his Kinfmanhad 
tpld him, hy that which he had al(o learned other-where concerning it, and by the marks 
Which he had foen of it in her countenance, if in her fpeech neverchefc&fbe baddifguifed the 
truth, that lying would have given him a great deal of unquietnftj and yet he felt in hit 
heart, that if contrarily (he (bould avouch unto him, that (he had loved him very napefa, this 
difeourfe would notpleafe hjm. But at lift, carry ed by a feerqt motion, which he cpuld not 
refift, ha went with anextream impatience to the affigoation which Leonida had given : Umi 
found her more, (fd then ordinary j (or whereas her imagination was filled with difpksf. 
ingidea’/, that charming and jovial ayr, which (he hath u(u illy m her (ace, Was fomewhat 
changed. After (h$ bad caufed Alfbonfo to fit down, and. had told him, that (hewas going 
lo render him the greMtft proof of her aftedion chat he bad ever yet received, (he was ready 
to impart unto him whether fortune had been, when a % Alfbonfo, before hewould give 
berleahue foto do,. conjured her onceagain not toomitany partofall that whichihad stri¬ 
ved unto her. Bot he had no need to intreat her thereunto, for Leonida- bad no (aoaerhegan 
lo fpeak, but forgetfipg that (he was recounting her Hiftory to her Lover, (hefufitredhes 
foil tobecharmed with her, own relation; and (hewing grief or joy, according as 'the mat* 
ten which (he related gave her occafion for, (he omitted not any thing of all that bappeued 
unto her. She imparted to him, that Ottavio's houfe being neer to here, (be had, no (bones 
opened her eyes, but (he> was acquainted with him; and that hehadnofoonerbebeidherin 
(uvtendreft infoncy, but he was pleafed with her. That their Fathers being friends, they bad 
S thoofaod times feenoue another in that innocent agp, wherein decency cbdnot requireooe 
yetto live with fogreat areftraint; and that thrq, without knowing what it Wk to love, 
they forbore not carrying affedion to each other. She told him further, thae inthis age, 
wherein feigning and diffimulaiion have no part, aod.whcrein the indinstiaas of the Soalsp- 
pear fuchtt they are, fo great a correfpandence was feen betwixt Ottavio't, and hers, as no 
difference could be found therein. But, faid (be to Alpkonfo fighing, neither be nor I knew, 
that tius fympathy, which fo ftraitly uniced oar hcatnaod mindes, (bould difonite useter* 
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rally; that this fpringing love (hould one day be the aufe of his death, and coft me fo ma¬ 
ny tears; and without dreaming of any fuch thing, the pleafure alone of feeing one another 
and talking together, took np all our Souls. We knew not as yet for all that, added (he, 
wbat thofe thoughts were which we bad one for the other; neither did we perceive 
&em, till decency would not permit-us to fee one another fo often. The privation of a good 
makes us know the greatnefc of k, and the defign which we had to conceal our affe&ion be¬ 
gan to make me fufpe& that there was fomething in it more then good-will: I did then all 
that I could to difengage my minde from a paflion, which I had always heard to be very dan¬ 
gerous; but whereas it was more ancient in me then Rieafon, Heaton was not ftrong enough 
to chafe it out of my Soul; but contrarily it was (be which engaged me further in it, and chat 
(peaking to me of OBuvio, drew the piAure of the worthieft man that evet was. She told 
him moreover that, which (he felt in her heart, when as by any teafon of honor, or bufinefs, 
he was conitnined to be abfenc from Genona ; the (mall delight (be took in Aflemblies whoa 
he was not there; and how much (he enforced her felf to feem merry during his abfence. She 
acquainted him alto;; how exaA OBavio was in following her pleafure in all things ; what 
are he ufed to take from her allocation of fufpeffing his fidelity; and with what discretion 
he ftill demeaned himfelf towards her all the time of hisfervingher. * 

But, faid Alfhonf* interrupting her, had you never any of thofe petty diforders, which 
augment love, rather then dimini(hit> No, no, anfwered Leonid*, OBetvio never gave me 
aufe to complain; befides, our affection had no need of that artifice to render it the ftrong- 
er; fines it is certain that never any perfon loved more perfectly then we. Alpbonfo would 
fain have allured Loonid*, tint beloved heryet better then OBnvio had loved her, but his 
minde was fo unquiet, as he could farce fpealc. And then again, Leonid* gave him not lea- 
fure to do k; for (he was fdattentive in exactly relating att that had paft betwixt O8*vio 
and her, as die never took head of all the feveral changes which her difeourfe node in his 
face. She contmued then telling him, that after an indifferent long love, OBovio , having ob¬ 
tained permiflion of her to demand her of her parents, believed that his happinefs was fofure, 
as he hod nodoubt at aB of it; for whereas his Father and hers had always lived as good 
friends together, and their fortunes were equal, he could fbtefee no impediment in it. But 
he knew not, faid Leonid* then looking on Alphonfo % that a paflion lets noble then that 
which reigned in bis heart oppofed his; and thatavarice, which is far more powerful in the 
mindes of old men, then love is in that of young folks, (hould deftroy his and my hopes, and 
fhould finifli our bve by his death, for to fettle a grief m my foul, which I (hall conferve there 
eternally. 

In fequel hereof, Leonid* likewife declared to Alpbonfo, that one named Livio, of the 
Family of th zFrigoz.es, g man very rich in the goods of fortune; but very poor in thofeof 
the minde, being touched with her beauty, without any thought of discovering hisaflWbon 
toher, or gaining her favor, went the very fameday that he fell in bve with her, and de¬ 
manded her of her Father; preferring him no other conditions, then that of giving him his 
daughter; and that this old man, who knew Livies wealth, being more mightily touched 
with the love of riches, then Livio was with the beauty'of Leonid!*, had promised him to 
beftowed her on him, and had engaged his word to him in fucb fort, as nothing was able to 
tnakehim break it. So that OB*vio arriving an hour after that Livio was gone, and making 
lnpropoficion, be was wonderfully furprized to learn from Leonid* $ Father, tint he had 
promised his daughtar, and that it would be in vain for him to hope he might make him 
change his refolutioo. OBavio could not apprehend, that Leonid* could be promifed to any 
one, and (he not know of it; and on the other fide, faid Leonid* to Alpbonfo, my fidelity 
wasfo well known to him, as he dorft not doubt of ir. In fo deplorable an efface, con¬ 
tinued (he, he left my Father, and came and found me out at an Aunts of mine, who fa- 
voted our affedion, and where I had appointed him to come and acquaint me with the an- 
fwer he (hould receive. But O Heaven l cryed (he, I did not forefee that this fentence 
(hodd be that of OB*vio‘s death, and of the lots of all the felicity that I attended from it. 
He cam e t hen , but with fo much melancholy in his face, as at firft I made no doubt but that 
be had fome fatal news to impart unto me: When as he had obtained permiflion of hie grief 
to fpeik to me, and that be had acquainted me, that not oncly I (hould not be his, but that 
I was already mothers, my afBi&ion was fo ftrong, that albeit OB*vio‘$ was exceeding 
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great, vet was it for hid) notwithfttnding to comfort me. He told me that our misfortune 
it may bewas not without remedy * and that if I had as much ftedftftnefe, as he had love, I 
(hould vanquifh my Fathers rigor. Alafs 1 faid I unto him (ighing, I will not bewail the teats 
which I (ball (bed, if they may move his cruelty: but if they prove unprofitable to me y con¬ 
tinued (he, whatarmslhalllmakeufeof? Of thofeof your conftancy, (aid the inforraoate 
Ottavio to me. Alafs 1 cryed Leonid* in making this relation to Alpkonfo, bow often have 
2 repented me for not believing him 1 and rather chuting to obey my Father, then to be faith¬ 
ful to my Lover. 

After this tranfport of affr&ion, (be recounted unto him all the refiftances (he had made a* 
gainft her Parents pieafure; her grief and defpair, when as (be (aw that neither her prayers* 
her tears, nor her teafons could avail* the pain (he was in not to grant Ottavio the permiffion 
to (leal her away, or to rid himftlf of his Rival; and foracondufion, (be acquainted him, 
how the tyranny of her Father, and the confideration of her honor, having forced her to a- 
bandon Ottavio, to marry Livio, (he (aw her (elf in (o deplorable an eftate, as that which 
would have made up the bittereft grief of another, was her onely confciadon. For, faid (be 
to Alphonfo, I had no other in this encounter, then to know that I marryed a man whom I 
could never love, no not if time fhoold cure me of the paflion I was In. It wasnotbecaufd 
I was not rcfolved for my own glory to live well with him, but becaufe I bad at leaft-wife 
this confutation, that Ottavio could not fufpeift me of infidelity * yea and I hoped too, that 
the more peevilh Livio (bould be in bis humor, and the more canjtered and uppleafing he 
(hould be* the more he would (horten my days.. Judg then, faid (he unto him, if thefe 
were the moft agreeable thoughts that I had, what the reft were. 

But in the end, (aid Alpbon/o unto her, you marryed Livio / Yes, anfwered Leonid* 
with tears* and the infortunate Ottavio, unabletorefolvetofeemeinthe pofleflionof an¬ 
other, departed from Genoaa to goand (eek for the death which he found foon after. Foe 
although I bad done an hundred thingp beyond what was fitting, to oppofe my fdf againftmy 
Fathers will, yet he believed with reafon, notwithstanding he knew that I loved nothing but 
him, that feeing I could not be marryed without mine own content, I (hould never have 
granted it, and that I (hould rather have rcfolved to dye, then abandon him. In fo reafoo- 
able a thought, defpair feizing on his foul, he went to the Emperors Army, and arrived 
there fo unluckily, bothforhimfelf,andforme, and fo opportunely for the defigo which he 
had, that the next day there was a bated fought* but before he entred into it, bedefiredto 
let me underftand, that he went not fo much to expofe his life for the Emperor, as for the love 
of me. In faying fo, Leonid* let him fee the Letter which Ottavio had written nnto her * 
and whereas l have found it extreamly moving, and that it isnotlong, I think if Ido not 
rememberthe words predfely, I (hall meet with at leaft-wife the true fence of it. 

Octavio’s Letter to LfiONibA. 


T^Eing unable either to ceafe from loving yon, or to fee you in the poffefionof 
L) another,- 1 ongoing toJeek for death, as the onely remedy which l can finite 
for my g>tef, Ana without complaining, ormnrmurtng > I wijb that the blood , 
which I am going to Jhed, may not cofiyon too many tears , and that the end of my 
life may not trouble the tranquillity of yours. 

When as Leonid* bad made Alphonfo read this doleful Letter, what (hall I fey to you, 
more, (aid (be unto him with her eyes full of tears? Ottavio, after he had given this Letter 
unto a man that ferved him, with ah exprefe charge to keep it, and deliver it to mine own 
hand, if he returned not from the danger, whereunto he was going to erfpofe himfelf in that 
deadly battel. Whereupon he put himfelf into the foremoft Troops, without any other 
Arms then his Sword, to the end he might not foil in his defigo: Yet left henotfor all that 
to fell his lifevery dear to (he Enemy, for be was feen to do wonders. But when he heard 
the retreat founded, becaufe night approached, for from retiring with the reft, he ran into 
themidftof a body of Horfe, and defending himfelf nootherwifebutto provoke them the 
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more, and ro keep himfelf from being made a prifoner, ho fell at length, juid found the death 
which he fought for. But slab, he dyed rather by my hand, then by the Enemies l After 
this, (aid (be, I concealed on: atfe&ion no longer, and I gave fo many mirks of defpahr, as 
my Father himfelf repented bis having rendred me fo unhappy. A while after, Livio feH (ick 
and dyed> and left me the liberty to weep. Behold Alpkenfo, faid Ltonida unto him, with 
mmuchgrief asif Ottavio had dyed the very finned ay» that which youde(ired to know, of 
me ; bat never fpeak to me more of him, I befeech you; for as you perceive there isa tunde 
of inhumanity in renewing fo fenfible an affli&ion in my heart, and for which I (hould never 
be comforted, had I not found in you Come refemblance of the humorand difpotyion of the 
infortunate Ottavio. 

Ltonida, having fmiftied her relation, and wiped her eyes, thanked Alphonfo for the (ad> 
neb which appeared in his countenance« imagining chat it was an effcA of the •companion be 
took of her p*ft misfortunes. But (be knew not, that the fame which (be believed to be 1 fenfe 
of pity, was one of the moft violent jealoufies that ever an amorous fpirit was tormented 
with. For hefoftrongtyperfwaded himfelf that Leonid* could not have the fame appre- 
henfiotn for him, which (ha had had for Odavit, as he went away from her, with an af- 
Bidtion the like whereof was never feen j yet he left her without giving her any notice there¬ 
of i but When be was come home, and had (but himfek up alone in fais Chamber, he ran over 
all that. Word for word, which Ltonida had told him, for they had made fo powerful an 
impreflion in has Soul, as I think there efcaped hot fo much as one out of his memory. The 
more he confidered the muter, the more was he confirmed in his jealoufie. He remembred, 
that fbe had loved Ottavio, out of fympathy, auc of acknowledgment, and out of rcafoa $ 
that their affertioft began from their infancy, and continued aU their life. Now, (aid he to 
htofltif,is not dead in the heart of Ltonida, he lives there ftiH in defpire of me, nd 
to fach a manner sal cannot chafe hto from thence. He is not onely dead to keep me from 
befog revenged of him, but he is alfodeadto ralgn eternally in her foul. For, added he, 
ejaka twrifported wkh grief, infcrtunaw Alfhonfo, Ltonida loves thee not neither but for the 
love of him: thou knoweft it from her own mouth, and thou canft not doubt of thy unhap. 
pfoefe. Ah how wtetdied lam, Continued he j and how Imprudent have 1 been in laboring 
Mine own mine my fell 1 if I had not been curious, I had been the happieft of men, and 1 
have rendred my felf the moft tafortunate chat ever was. That which I have feen, that 
Which! have heard; the tests of Ltonida, her fig hs, her (perches, and the mar ka of love 
and tendemefe, which (he hath rendred to the memory of Ottavio, have not onely deftroyed 
toy pteftnf pleafures, and all thoft which I hoped for, but atfo my pieafurespaft. I no longer 
Matvei, Continued be, if Leonid * ill-for feats my Rivals, it is for the a(hes of Ottavio that 
(hehath this refpeA arid this fidelity, and not for Me. O bleflfed Ottavio, cryed he, how 
worthy of envy is thy fate, and how unhappy is mine 1 This fantaftical jealoufie got fuch 
deep rooting in his heart, as he loft aU reft, and almoft bsReafoo. He wifhed fometimes 
that Ottavio were (till living, to the end he might be revenged of him; and by and by after 
in another quite contrary thought he confidered, that if be had been living Leonida had never 
fewd him, and inthistnannet ha waiu fome fort glad that he was dead. Sometimes Kkc- 
W«fe» he comforted himfelf for that Ltmida had not loved Ottavio fo much as to many him 
Ugainft she will of her Patents* but then when he came to remember the laft marks of rf- 
fedion which Ltonida hid received from Octavio, and what refentmentfbe had teftifiedfoe 
it in relating it to him, he erttred into defpair again. What can Ido, faid he, tine can ever 
perfwade her that I love her as well as Octavio i When 1 (hall tdl her, that (he reigns in flay 
heart; that her will may dilpofeof mine; thatlheisabfolnteMiftrefsof my foul; and in 
condiifion, that Hive not bat for her alone • with one onely word, (bewillfet Octavio a- 
boveaflthstl have (aid; for retting me that be dyed to teftifie h's affe&ion to her, is to tett 
me, that he hath tacotnpiMfoly done more then Ij that he reigns always in her mfode; and 
tint lean never pretend »the firft place. 

Of aU the thoughts that affirmed Alpkonfo, that of his not being loved by Leonida but beettfc 
he had fettle conformity with Ottavio, was the moft inhumane; and the opinion which he 
had, that fine* tNs was the caufe of hoMiftreffts affeftion, fbe could not therefore fee him 
Without remcmbrtng Ottavio, troubled him in fisch fort, as be continued certain days unable 
to ftfohre to vifit her. Nevetthrids there were fome foftants, wherein be condemned his 
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mnfpotts; and demanding of bimfelf whit he defired o (LetniSa in this occalion ? he knew 
not very ■well what he would have; but thefe good intervals tailed fo littlea while,a$ it might 
-have bdendaid that be had no refiat all. If T had aRrval-,fa'dhe fometimes, I (hould (pend a 
part of myangdifi) in ferking ocafion to hart him, andtofrtfhim at odds with her I loved, 
and whom be (hould love; I (hould obfervetheir a&ions, 1 and knowing them, I (hould make 
,nfe of them, either to trouble their defigris, or to advancetnind, or to cure me of my pafsicn. 
But as the-cafe (lands, I have a fecret Rival in the heart of tieiriid*, whom (he entertains, i 
. not knowing, nor being able to hinder k i She weeps, (hie fighs, even w (he is talking with 
me, for this bfctfed Phantolm, which (he loves dill, and ever will love, face beds no lopget 
in a condition tobe able to do any thing that can difpteafe her. As for me^ (aid he, I am in far " 
other terms; forlcaneafilydifpleafeher, andl cannot be agreeable unt6 her, butbeCaafel 
xefemble OEbtvio. Who ever few, continued he, fuch another thing ? I am jealous, and yet 
Ihaveno Rival; I am beloved, and yet I am not happy; and throogh an extravagancy of my - 
tkftinf, or ofmy humor, I Bull never be; let LtottiA* do what (he will; itsimpobiblethat 
ever I (hould be fo. For (ay I (hould marfy her, it would always run in my. mind, that if by 
a mimkOlUvit could rife main, (he'would abandon me for him ; Yea artd I beteeve, added 
he, that tf (he could buy has life with my deaths (he would confent unto ij: with joy. J •• 

. This deadly thought feized fo firongly on Alphonf*‘$ heart, as there werecertain moments, 
ia which he had as much batted for Let*id4, as he was capable of. For whereas this extra¬ 
ordinary jealouGe agitated all his paftions, and principally bate and anger, not finding a nearer 
objtfi to employ them upon, he had for her no doubt 'very different thoughts, and Wholly 
replemihed with violence. Love remained neverthelefs ft ill vi<ffor ious over alt the reft, or ter 
(peak more rightly, all thofcfeveral paOrions were but effefh of that fame.

It was moch after this fort that the firft converiationr ended, which Letmda and 4lpk* mf » 
had together at Martcet. Bat whereas Ltmid* affe&ed him, and law tbeeftate Whereunto 
this fantaftical jealoufie reduced him, (he opened h:r heart to me, andhaVing- asked my-‘a&9foa 
what (he (hould do, I counfelled her, I think, as (he dt fired to be, and as indeed was juft. 
I told her then, that (he was to do all that (he could to frtfakhearc at reft i that thsscapn- 
chioafhefs proceeding meetly from an excels of love, (he was to pardon fo bad an t ffiact, 'flMe 
it came from fo noble a caufe, and labor to re (lore his Resfen to him, whkhlbe had depnwd 
him of. I agree with you, (aid (he uotome, that is to be eafed, but in wbadntev 

net do you think I may do it ? if he were jealous of theFrtitch Mafqtiife, of Deri* y or of 
any other, it would notbe ditficalc for me to fechfie him. The coldncftwhich I- would (hew 
to them, (hould (bon fee hun at reft; tod if there were no other meansfor it, I would de¬ 
prive my felf abfolucdy of their company to preferve it; but as the cafe ftands I know no 
remedy for it. It is from my felf that Alphonse hath learnt the afte&oo which Thaw bom 
toOBdvio, Icaonotuofay.it; and if I (hould be (obafe astofwesc to him thee Thaw not 
loved him (b much as be imagines, I (hould tells lyeso no purpofe; it being very certain that 
he would give more credit to my teats* then to my latter (beeches; and then again, = that -'ll 
a thing I could tie vfr do.

At firft/.Mastoid me that this wouldferve to no purfiofe, but finding nothing (oftaod 
with more reafon, (he refolved to followiaiy udvioes So that the firft thne (be could (peak 
with Alfhonfo inprivate, his melancholy ftill imctjrafingi (he demanded of him, whether he 
were refehred to live long m that manner ? Truly no, •anfwercd he, (or I do not doubt, bar 
from the mifery which lively death will come (bortly and deliver me. Is it nor polfible, fwd 
(be, that Alphmfa (hould make ufeof his Reafon intMpencoonrer ? I -perceive verywek, 
anfwered he,that you hive fome pity of the hurt you have done me,but know that it is nor that 
which I deSrejin the eftate wherein OSavit is I could enddrethac you (hbuld have cotnpsffion 
for huh; provided yin would hive affedion for me; buri could nor endure, that you (hould 
have low fat hun,& have nothing burpity fonfl/t6«»/».VYhit chabge,iaid(he unto4iim,is there 
cometo me, fihcecfee rime that you were Contented with my afimion P have I loved Ocuvi• 
more^t haw I loved you left then I did? in no wife at all,l fwear untoyou.W hetfofce then Once 
I am not changed for you f ateyou changed fix me? If ihad kndwnmy tuihappineft (boner, 
neplyed he, I mould have been left unhippyj it beingxtrtain, that 1 fhould not haw engaged 
my felf fo ftraidy in the love of a period, that could never low fo muchas (hehad loved. Ic b 
true, hud (he unto him, that I have loved Oettvit as much as I ww able ro love in the age 
wherein I was; and it is trneaHb that his memory h dew and precious unto me: but who 
hath told you that I have, not the fame thoughts farywr? 1 know it fcotn yoor own mouth, 
replyed be; for in having allured me tha&you-loved me lefetbui he,yeukave let me underftand 
that you have dooe that for bjs confideratioo, which you have never done-for mine. You 
Iowa himas Coon as ever you opened 'your eyes, (aid AJptt»fo unto her; he was agreeable 
unto you as foon as ever you knew hint; andyour Reafon hath told you (inee, that yowwooU 
have done out of choyce, what yoU had done our of induration; hehatb lwid the happindit to 
pleafe you.always, withouc ever grn%yda uaufeto be ddpkaled; you have figbed for him 

n 
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in divers occafiom; you hive many timet bewailed hu rbfence is much, as I could pretend to 
be lamented by you, if I had loft my life in your fervice, rad lot my lift unhappinefi he dyed 
in fpeaking to you of love. It may be, if he had, lived longer, you would have repented the 
tears, which now you (hed for him; but as the cab fends, there is a (badowof Oftwittc* 
training, wnichisinfieadof bis perfon to you, that pofieifcs your foul, and will not fulfer 
you to have foch thoughts for another. 

. Howunjuft you are, laid Lttmdawitotoca, to fpeak to methus 1 ho whoever, face Ian 
rcfolved to try whether I can draw your made out of that difbrder, wheteuntothisftt apge 
jeadoufie-hath carryed it, promifo me, that if by my difeourfe r can let you fee, that you 
have received moceteftimonies of my affirftion, thro I have given to the inforttmate Qtt*uis t 
you will then repent you of your error, reftore tranquillity to your foul, and leave mine in 
reft. Alpbenfo, after he had withftood. it a while, in fayiog that (he propounded an impofi* 
fibfa thing to him, andbyoonfcqucncehe wasoot toanfwerunto it, refdved for all that to 
heather, and promifed her that if (be kept her word with him, he would crave pardon foe 
his fault, and would live better for the future. After they had made this igraewent j tall me, 
Alftnfy.hi d (be unto him, if lean make it appear to you, that (ioce the daywherein I 
permitted you to famine, you never have bad occafan to complain of me; and if lean 
fhewyou, that the unhappy Octavti, if he were living, might with juftice aocnfe me of 
lktfaaffedbon; would you not have resfan then to be contented? That wiU not he cmegh, 
anfwerod fin; k may be that you have never given me jail caufe to complain, rad 

chat you have given Ocuvit occafan Go to do, rad yet for ail that I cannot he happy : But 
that which I defire is, you would let me know* that you have not done any dung tar Oct m. 
vie, which you would not have done for me, and that I think will not be eafie fee you to 
perform. 

Iwdlpe rad r me BK fhewyou yet more, replyed Lcmidt, and to begin to cure yon, h it 
not true, AJfbnfa, that the original of the afteAion which I bear to you, Is far moire advao* 
tageous to you, then that which I TmtbamOctmw i when Ibcgao to wife him weH,coa> 
cuuedfhe, I was in an age, wherein perchance that which I then caked love, was oone ; 
w her ei n I counted for great Services petty things, which now I feouUnot tegasd; and 
Whesdnladcd withoatlmowiedg, and without judgment. I, faid A/fkufi in term p tia g 
her. bat not without indntioa, which is that which renders afiaftionr the ftrosiMr and moue 
durable. lag^ wirhyoutheBetn.fkidlhemtoiumjbmfaowfoevetlhadchiiiacuMtiooin au 
age, wfaereh at fitft coy teafon did not combat with it, far I htdncnc at that tunc. Thatia 
she caufe, faid Alphmfo, why it h fb wtll faded io your fool. And that is the amfe, replyed 
Ltmtula, why I do not know whether it were any whkftmng, face I did not Brake ttwh- 
snee againft it. Bat at for you ^W/#, when as you began to pfeafe me, and (hat my in. 
donation cairyed me to like afyour Cervices, I was inra agewheteio myftarfonwasias 
amdioan to qppafekfctf againft it; asinderd, it didrefiftk astnttch ask satdd. You had 
t^vanquflain my heart, notonely that wifdotn pd thatcaodefly, which peunitB ooc«wo~ 
mantoengageharfelf lighthrmafieffiootoaman ; but had aUbthcmemoryaf Ottsvittn 
formounc, infoicing nre, if onrmay fey fo, to commit agitator infidelity agahdNuna, thus 
when at I aba nd on ed hanto obey my Father; fating uncertain that I aaarynl Livio with- 
eutloviogfaim, and tfap I could not keep the ptcenife which Ihad made to my felf, trover to 
loveany thing mraeaftcr the death of O Stoic. 

Thfadifouirfehvery fobtd, replied Aipbonfn but have yon not told me that you didooC 
love ore feat betrafe I r cfrm b lo d Oftavi* f I have indeed sold you, aafwcoed fee, that by 
ahhrefamUanoe you comforted me for the loh of 08 *v»- but oot, that tfak eunfio rt atcy, 
which you have wkh him, was cfaeuody curb of the good-wili which I hear you. dad 
ccrtts, to fpeak truly, fince I muft retraA what I have faid withihaate, if there had bemmp 
other then this tsafon, and that my indioatioa, yocr fcrvices, and your meat, hadaotuoo- 
flesiuod me; I fiaould rather have avoyded the dgbtofyou, thenfought k: it was me yet 
io loug finer I loft OftwM^feat I couU behold his faftore wit beat tears and fberow j IftwaU 
tacbercfaenhavefbamedyoa wiohcare,thenrec£vodyaafiivonUy,hadIiX)cheff(4oceed fay 
, ipowec,wbich I cotild-net sefift. Yoa make me now wounds,bid Aipbcnfi theteqpoatohcr, 
tafitekiagsoatretheold; fortf itbezruechtcyDahauedikrBteatian, whydo you cel an 
tfaatthe^fctaloaeaf<oaeof OflaviS s pifturtt hathnnadc you weep 1 Isold it you,ceplyod 
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(he, to let yoa fee, that a man which could comfort me for fo exceflive a grief muft needs 
have a great deal of power over my fouL 

- Alphonfo , not able to contradift Leonid*, fuffered her to continue her difcoorfe. You 
perceive very well then, Aid (he unto him, that in the beginning of our good-will I gave 
you more marks of a ftrong inclination, then ever OB*vio received of me, feeing when I 
loved him, I was in an age, wherein flattery, complacency, and gallantry, do ewreamly touch 
the cnindc. OQsvio was- my firft conqueft, and the firft man that told me I had fomecbing 
that was pleating in me: and by this reafon, it was almoft impoffible for me not tohave ad¬ 
mitted of his affection: But for yours, I accepted of it in fuch a manner, aswouldnot per¬ 
mit yon to doubt of mine, if you be reafonable. And to pafs from the beginning to the 
progress of it, tell me, I pray you, what is that I have done for bim as long as he lived ? All 
things, anfwered Alfhonfo ; and whereas more marks of affedion are given by grief, then 
by joy, without running over all the complacencies which you have had for him,. I will only 
fey that you h ive wept an hundred times for him, and that all the love which I have bom you 
bath not coft you a tear. 

. It is not time yet to difcover my weaknefs unto you, replyed Leonid* j and to anfwer pre- 
dfely to that which you fey, as long as we lived well together, it is true that I have not wept, 
but it was becaufe you were not unhippy; and I doubt not but if our affe&ion bad been 
thwarted siOct*vio‘s and mine was, I (hould have had the feme forrow. And then again 
you have this advantage over that infortunate man, that I have not forfaken you, as I did him j 
for indeed if I had known how to love perfectly, 1 had not marryed Livio , I had not aban¬ 
doned Ocuvio, I had not been the caufe of his death. Therefore it is, anfwered Alphonfo, 
that to repair that foiling, in not loving Oct*vio enough, you love his aCbes and his Tomb ; 
you cannot (peak of him without tears; you cannot think of him without fighing; and it 
maybe if I (hould lofe my life, I (hould not give youa minute of unquietnefe. Ah crad 
creature! cryed Leonid*, mufti acknowledg my weaknefs onto you ? Yes, infenfible as you 
are, feid (he unto him, I will refolve to do it, to the end I may cure your mfode, or have fo 
juft an oCcafion to complain of you, as abfolucely to ceafe from loving .you. It is true, feid 
(he unto him, that I have wept for Ocuvio j but it is true too. that fpite of the grief, which 
your capricious humor hath poflefled me with, leanadore you, not onely that I (hould dye 
with affliction, if your death fhould happen, but that I cannot call that a life which I have 
led (ince thus unjuft paffion hath troubled my reft in troubling yours. Jnfine, Alphonfo, I 
have (bed as many tears for’the fear alone of loflng your good-will, though you were faulty 
towards me, as ever I (bed for Ocuvio, who dyed (or my fake; fo that if I am unjoft, it is 
onely to him, and no way to you. It is true, that he hath rendred me all the teftimonies of 
affection that I could attend from him; but it is true alfo, that I have not done the feme j I a- 
bandoned him to many Livio, and I have been capable of afecohd love, which without 
doubt muft be ftronger then the other was, b< ciufe it hath been able to comfort me for the 
lofslhadfuftained: Foryou, Alpbonfa, kit not fo; youhaveno occalion cocomplain of 
me, Ihavedoneforyouall clnitreafonablyfcoulddo; and when I gave you a mark of my 
defire topleafe you, it is come to pafs that out of an unheard of inhumanity, youhavemadc 
ufeof the feme Anps, which I gave you, to combat me; my ingenuity hath been the caufe 
of your malice; and mioeinoocency hath made your crime. in*conclufion, Alphonfo, feid 
(be unto him, with a countenance wherein appeared more grief then duller, you muft re. 
folve upon the cboyce of two thirds, either to quit your error, or never to fee me more. 
For, continued (be, I can no longer endure to fee you in the difpofltion you are fo; but know, 
unjiill and cruel as you are, thatif you chafe the laft, you will pend venture be conftrafoed to 
have, whether you will or no, ere ic belong, more affection for the a(hes of Ltonid*, then 
you have had for her ber-felf. 

c Alpbonfa, touched with fo obliging a difeourfe, and not able to refolve to fee Leonid* 
no more, caft hitnfelf at her feet, and having not (he power, either to repent him of his error, 
or to crave pardon for it, or to fey any thing that might (bew he was not yet cured of it, he 
ga ve'herfo many teftimonies of an ext ream love, both by his filence and by his tears, as Leo¬ 
nid* being fenfibly touched with compaffion, asked of him otice again what it was be de¬ 
fir edofher? I know not, anfwered he, onely I know that I can never ceafe from loving 
you, nor ever feparate my felf from you. Be reafonable then, feid (he unto him, and be¬ 
lieve 
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lieve that nothing in the world is lb dear to me n Alpbonfo . Have pity of my weaknefi, 
anfwered he, ana if you will have me comfort my fdf, iky not, that nothing in the world 
is fo dear to you u Alpbonfo, but lay without reierve, chat nothing is fo dear to you as Al- 
phonfo. I know not, laid (he unto him, whether I have ill exprcffed myfelf or no, but 
my intention was fuch as you would have my woi'ds to be. 

I (hould never have done if 1 (hould repeat all Alpbonfo'% queftioris, and all LeonicUt an- 
fwets; itfoaUfufficemethentofiy, that after an hundred odd precautions, toaflurefaimfelf 
of the love of Leontd* againft OSdvio't phantoim, whereunto this amiable creature out of 
her goodnefs anfwered (erioufly, he returned to Reafon, and certain days after craved pardon, 
of her for his error, and abfolutdy promifed hernevef to fall intoie again. I believe not- 
withftanding that he was not fo foon rid of it, and though he hath not fpoken to LtonUU 
fioceof it, becaufe it was one of then conditions, yet he hath not for all that left off having 
many times very odd thoughts. This difpute and this peace were fofecret amongft us, that 
I was (be alone who was acquainted with it; and that wasitwhicfa perfwaded Horntio and 
the reft, tint Alpbonfo’% melancholy proceeded from the jealoufie be was id of the affieftion 
which Atj feemed to carry to Leonid* ; but indeed it was that whichl have declared un¬ 
to you. 

The Marquisfeeing that Sopbronin held her peace, and tint Leonid* vm going to fpeak, 
as if (be would haveexcufed Alpbonfo : It mnift be acknowledged, laid be, that there is a 
marvelous diverfity amongft menj and that which makes me moft to wonder, is to fee by 
example, that Alpbonfo, who in all other encounters hath a great deal of wit abd difcretion, 
and would in indifferent matters without doubt think the fame things thatldo, (hould fall 
into an imagination (o far diftant from aU good fence. I think, anfwered Leonid* fmiliag, 
that in matter of love, it may be hud that you are both of you aoobjeftaf admiration, and 
wonder die one to the other, but with this glorious difference for Alpbonfo, that his fan* 
tafbcal jeabufie was not derived but from an excehrof paffion; and that your inconftancy 
proceeds not but from a defeft of bve. 

If the very excels of Reafon, replyed the Marquis^ oociies near to folly, I believe that this 
excefs of love is not far from it: and if it be true, that by the erods one may judg of the 
caufe, acknowledg, fair Leonid*, that this inconftancy, which you call deleft of love in me, 
gave you not fo much unquietnefs, when I abandoned you for another, as this excefs of paf- 
fion bath been the canfe of to yon j and confefs withall at leaft, that it were better to be 
loved of a man of my humor, then of that of Alpbonfo, It would be more advantageous, 
rtplyed Leonid* Very roundly, becaufe as long as one (hould not be loved but by anincoa- 
ftant man as you are, one fhonld not be expofed to the hazard of too much engaging 
onesfelf in this affeftion. And then again, continued fhe, there is this difference betwixt 
you too, that I have cured Alpbonfo of ha error, and that nothing can cure you of yours. 
You believe it to be juft, and you findc it pkafanr, judg then whether your difetfe be not in¬ 
curable? . . s 

For my part, (aid Hipoliu, (who according to her humor always took jealoufies part) I 
cannot condemn Alpbonfo ; nor fhonld I be foiry that a man would render me this proof of 
sffeftion. You fpeak mthis fort, faid Dorid interrupting her, rather out of temperature, 
theoreafoo; but wbatfoevpr you can (ay, I do not think that Horntio will become jealous 
out of complacency, and wiH open Tombs to fbde a Rival there. It Would beeafiertor me 
queftionlets to enter into them never to come out again, anfwered Horntio, then to give this 
unjuftmarkof fovc, to the perfbn I affeft. I believe what you fay, replyed Hipoliu, it be¬ 
ing likely enough, that a man, who could fee an hundred Lovers at the feet or his Miftrcfe 
without being difquieted at it, would be never a whit moved to know that fhe (hould grieve 
for adead man. 

As for me, added the Marquis folding, if by an inveifiondf aQ the ages it might come to 
pa(s, that a perfoo whom I (hould love had been bebved of all the Heroes of antiquity $ 
that they had all dyed for her, and that the afhes of the Cefnrt and the Alexnndtrt had been 
theobjeftof her tears, and of herbve, / fhonld be lefs jealous thereof then of the leafi a. 
mongfttbeliving; and there is not a man, how mif-(bapen foever he could be, that would 
nor more difquiet me to fee him on his knees before my Miftrefs, then Alexonitr would b the 
ftate wherein he is, (hould he raign in her heart, as he taigned over aB the Earth. 
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I canfefs, (kid Sopbroni* hughing, a» well as the reft of the Aflfctnbty, that in this occafioa 
I am of the Marquis his fide, for/cannot but foltowReafonwhmfoever/meet with it. J 
perceive, (aid Leonti* then, that all the world abandons me, and chat / have need of AU 
pkanfo’t affiftance for the vaoquiftiing of fo many Enemies. / am generous mough, anfwer* 
ed the Marquis, to go and fetch him myfelf; and (hying fo, he went and called Aipbonf*, 
who was almoftalbamed to cotpeonio the Company again, unking no queftioo hot that they 
had condemned his jealous humor. And whereas Leonid* perceived it, Jeas nbt, faid (be 
unto him, as hang as/am on your fide, you will baveno Enemies which you may not over, 
come; and doubt not that the remembrance of an error, which./ bare pardoned, can make 
meangrywithyoa /believe you to be too juft, reptyod he, for me to fofped you of any 
ftjchthiop, oneiy /fear that you will be aocufed for ufing coomndt goodoefe cowards me, 
and thitby this means / fhould be the canfieof condemning avenue in you, which makes 
one to be commended in al the wodd befides. 

If we engage ousfctjra in unking of complements, (hid Softrmm interrupting him, she 
Marquis will not be able to pay me that today which he owe me, andfo we (hoold (pend the 
tiny left pkafingly thenotherwife we might doit we gave tarn audience, fori aflure my fctf 
that he cannot tell us any thing but what willdelight us. Ido not know, anfwered the Mao 
quis, whether ihiadifooutfo be advantageous to me or no, howfoever, finer I hmpromfled 
to relate that onto you which befell me here m ConShmtiMfte, /will nothreak my woad. 
And then again, continued he, to (peak fiocertly unto yoi^ /fball have a (bare in the ptea- 
fure which 1 (hall give vou; it being moftcerain, that I amof ihumor to receive usqre (aid , 
fhdion by recoontttig toe adventures which have happened uuso me, be they never fo happy, 
then I had at foch time u they asived unto me. Jbo fiiu, condoned be, 1 comfor t na y ids for 
miShaps mteUiog them toothers, cnd l augment ray good fortune fopnbli(hing i£.

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The Hiftory of the too good Slave. 

“V T Ever was any fo happy in fervitude as I, arid never did happinefs produce an efifed like 
j \l unto that which I am going to recount unco you. You remember without doubt, 
that when we arrived all at Conftantinofle, and landed at the Port, there was a man, whb 
rightly imagining by the chains we had on us, that we were deftined to be fold, and finding 
fomething in myperfon that pleafed him, bought me for the price that was demanded of 
him. This man, who was my firft Mafter, carried me borne to his horife; and whereas he 
was one of the mightieft men in Constantinople, I was comforted in my misfortune to fee, 
that at leaftwifc if I were a Slave, it fhould be in a place where I fhould have companions. 
I was no fooner come thither, but to teftifie that be had Come indination for me, he caufcd 
the chains that 1 had on me to be taken off, to give me lighter; fo that defiring to be ac¬ 
knowledging for this favor, and render my flavery alfo more eafie, by miking myfelf be be¬ 
loved of thofe, who might ill-intreat me, I became in two hours the beft Slave that was in 
Conft 4 MtiH 0 fh. I did not only chat which Was ordained me, but I alfo helped others to do' 
that which had been commanded them. And whereas it is the cuftom of theTar^, as I 
learned afterwards, carefully to obferve all their new Slaves at their firft coming, my Mailer 
was a witnefs of all the fervices which I rendred him, and feemed to be fo facisfted with m^, 
that all the other Slaves began already to hate me. 

The firft day being pad over in this fort, the next morning my Mafter would needs have 
two wives that he had to fee me; he commanded then chat I fhould go to theft: lodging, and 
whereas I knew not whither they led me, I was fo Unprized with their beauty, as I could 
not forbear teftifying a great deal of joy by my carriage at it. 1 found them fo much the 
fairer, bccaufe for four and twenty hours before I had feen none but black Slaves; I fab ted 
them then very civilly, and beheld them at leaftwife with as much attention, as they had in 
Oonfidering me: and without regarding whether my Mafter took it well or no, and witbouc 
remembring chat I was a Slave, I thought of nothing but of making (bew with low obey- 
fances, as often as I could judg by their behavior that they fpokeof me, that I was as re- 
fpedful for them, as I was ferviceable and diligent for their husband. But at length he com¬ 
manded me to withdraw, which prefently I did; true indeed it is, that it was not without 
turning back my look uuhe place where 1 left two fair women, and trulylfek fomepain in 
fcparating my felf from th;m. 

I was no fooner gone down, and had done fomething which had been enjoyned me, but 
I went with all fpeed into a back Court, upon which the windows of thefe womens chamber 
.opened, out of ahope thit I might peradventure fee them again: But by ill fottune my Ma¬ 
fter was there as well as they; fo as having obferved that 1 had nothing to do there, Icannoc 
ttllyou whether he fufpe&ed the truth or no, howfoever without having any caufe to com¬ 
plain of me, he commanded me to be conduced the next morning to the Market where 
Slaves are fold, and that there they fhould rid chemfelves of meat any price whatfoever. I 
truft confefs to you that this charge furprized me; neverthelefs whereas I cotnfott my (elf 
eafily, as you know, in all things, I refolved for patience. 

He that next bought me was a Merchant of Tripoli, whom I fctved as exa£Uy as the other r 
And whereas in thefe kind of houfes the rtftrainc is nbtfo great, as inthofeofperfbnsof qua¬ 
lity, I had fome content to fee that in ferving my Mafter, Ifbould at leaftwife have the fa- 
tiaifaftion to meet fometimes with a wife that he had, and two Greek, Slaves that fetvedher,* 
and that certainly did not ftnme their Nation. I got their good-will the very firft day, with¬ 
out being able to ceil you how I did it. If they faw that I had a purpofe to go forth, they 
went in all hafte to opt n me the door; if I carried any thing, they prefently offered to help' 
me; in condufion I won their inclination in foch fore, as my Mafter hated me for it. For 
when he was withdrawn to his chamber, his Wife and the Slaves praifed me fo much, asout 
of jealoufie and covetoufnefs he refolved to be rid of me. He feared left his wife would love 
me too well, and that his Slaves would agree together with me to rob him. 

lathis thought, he conducted me hirafclf to the Matket; but whereas be W*s known to" 
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be one of the mott avaricious men in the world, it was not very eafie for him to get mean* 
other Matter: For although be adored them which cheapened me, that I was the moll dex¬ 
trous, the mott ferviceable, and moft diligent Slave that ever he had had, yet nobody would 
beleeve him; becaufe out of the intention he had to rid himfelf fpeedily of me he fet me at too 
cheap a rate. Certainly, (aid they who were willing to buy me, this Slave muft have fome 
great dtfed, which we know not of, feeing the moft avaricious man that is rcfolves to part 
with him at folow a price. He is young, he is not unhandfom, be feemsnot to be mdan- 
cholick j Co that without doubt be hath taken him in fome theft, or elfc he would never be 
fo forward to fell him. 

In this opinion no body bought me the firft day, nor on the fecond neither. Howbeit my 
Matter, having obferved that his Wife and Slaves were very glad to fee me brought home 
again, hepurpofed to part withme for left then he bad intended, hoping thereby to be the 
fooner rid of me. But be confidered not, that out of the opinion the world had of ten, the 
lefshefhouldaskforme, the more he would be troubled to fell me. And verily there was ne» 
ver any pleafenter thing, then the chotter of this covetous wretch when as he could not refolve 
to lofe his money, and was conftrained in the evening to carry back to his houfc a man, whom 
he beheld as his Rival, and yet had no caufe tocomplainof him. For whereaal was not 
ignorant, that Slaves in this Country are at their Matters mercy, the fear of fome oofe ad¬ 
venture made me very prudent, fo that as long as my Matter could fee me I did not anfwer 
the complacencies of bis Slaves. Wherefore not being able either to fell me, to compbinof 
me, or to refolve to give me my liberty, becaufe he would not lofe but a part of the 
money he had given for me, he was in an unquietnefs which I am not able to r epre fe n t unco 
you. 

But at latt on the third day a B»luchb*ffj, who had cheapened me when firft he would base 
fold me, and who imagined that I could have no other defeft then of being oufethfel, 
tempted by the good peniworth, refolved to take me into his for vice. And to feenre himfdf 
from the vice whereof be fufpe&ed me, he porpofed to employ me in his Garden, unblUbcb 
time as he had made tryal of my fidelity. I was then conducted home tohaboufe, where I 
no fooner was, but having given me wherewith to labor rbe ground I found myfelfatfiift 
fomewhat troubled. Neverthelefs whereas 1 had whiftt I was m the Wars helped many 
cimesoutof a bravery to caftupTrenches, and raife Forts, I became in two hours fo good 
a Gardiner, as I levelled an Alley better then all they of £•»RmtintfU could have 
done. 

My addrefs having pleafed my Matter, he brought three Wives that he had, fallowed bf 
all their Slaves, to fee my work, which they admired; and patting from the commendstioca 
of my work to that of myperfon, they faid too much for themfdves, if they took anyplea- 
fure in feeing me. Neverthekfe it was not that alone which made me change my dwelling, 
but ic was for that, my Matter being gone a little way off, and that I few aU thefe women 
walking flill about me, without making (hew of heediog them, and as if it had been so ren¬ 
der my Tabor the lets irkfom, Ifet myfeif to fins indifferent loud. My voyce pleafed them 
in fuch fort, as I thought they would never have left me; and when I perceived the ferisfac* 
cion they received by it, I did nothing but fing, out of ahope that at kafiwife Ifhouldnoc 
always be alone in this Garden. Bot for fear my Matter ihould think that ic was only fios his 
Wives, or for their Slaves that I fung, I never gave over; fo that if I had continued tothst 
manner airy long time, I (houid, to (peak poetically, have dyed like a Swan. My mvenrioor 
failed not in the expefted fuccefs, as alfo ic faded not in making me to be turned assay. For I 
no fooner began to work, but I began to fing; and prefently not only aU the Sfawcs, not on¬ 
ly all the Officers of the faoufe, but even my Matters wives, who were wooe to fear the Suo^ 
and to walk but very feldom, came ioalllnfte to hear me: A Slave could not befentany 
whither, but (be would ftill make it her way to go out at one of the Garden doors j sod how 
pretting fotver the matter was about which (he was lent, (be would hide her fetf behind feme 
hede to bear me; and in this fort, though I wrought very diligentiy, yet left I noc inooaa. 
moaning my Matter, becaufe I kept alibis fervants from doing their duties. This mao had 
fo much goadoefs, as he could nof eafily refolve to forbid me bom tinging; i magining that 
I had no other delign then to drive away melancholy in doing my work. Hewbek, feeing, 
at length that he could not be ferved by his people, and that even his Wives could not be kept 
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in the hoiife, he abfoiutely forbad me from it, and I obeyed him without refinance. -Bat this 
which he thought to do for hit quiet, and to retain me in bitfenrice, was that which trou¬ 
bled him the more, and made me to be turned away. For no (boner did fats Wives 
and his Slaves know of the prohibition he had made ms, but there was a firange dif- 
order in the houfe. Both the one and the others mu rmured alike j tvbo ever fate fuck cru¬ 
elty, faid they, m to forbid u min, louden With irons, smd that does his duty fo 'Hell, front 
finging l this tjronny is fosxcejftve, m to not to be endured, uni certoinlj the like Hus no* 
verhoordof. In fine, this murmuring and this revolt wo* fo far, that this mm to be at reft 
refolved to fell me away, which he did the next day with a great deal of regret, becaufe I 
pleated him cxtteamly. 

It was my.deftiny to be bought by an Arobiou Phyfidan; for whereas be had asked ttf 
what employmcnt 1 had been put in my Mafters hou f e, and had been anfwercd that I was an 
excellent Gardiner, he imagined that I knew feme Simples, and coofcquently might be ufe- 
fultohiro, by reafoothe PhyGckof chii Country confine mneb therein. In efiett, he ac¬ 
knowledged that he had never been ferved moredihgendy; andafcdtl was very ianonnt in 
all the things that he made me do, yet my addrefi ana confidence feppiyedtfaaetkfeA. This 
Pbyficuo had twodaughters, who having loft their mother lived alone with him; fothae 
wbil’ft he was in bis vifus, I had fometimes the pleafere to fee them. For wherea (he wo¬ 
men of Confiantinofre are very curious of their beauty, the define they had to gain me, fo (he 
end I might give them certain waters fer the bee, which their father wcnld not let them 
have, made them ufe me very civilly $ and for feat 1 Qxxddbeput away, (hey taught me alt 
that I bad to do the bed they could. 

I bad no (boner madeanend of whaefeem the Krutoi* PhyfieiaD had cunmiinded me ft* 
do at his going forth, but I went to enttitain his daughters ttah uii c c wr nduw that was very 
low, and teadi them new means to become bur, which 1 faid I had lame in Itulf ; fothftt 
when my Matter came home, he neves fonod meamrugfthiteflencest jart he could not com* 
plain of me, becaufe wbatfoever be had otdained me to da, was al w a yo per f ormed. He ima¬ 
gined then, that face I was fo diligent, he was togive me mure employment, for fear left 
out of idknefa I (bonld have too much conve rf arion with hisdaughten; but whereas they 
were dextrous, they perceived his defigp, fo ss finding that tobufie one, betides Oeceflary 
things be had left me great (lore of Griee roots to prepare for the Balfa^ which arefofoquene 
in this Country, they made me give them pvt of them; fo ehat all three warhmgvtfar bufinefe 
was qaickly difpttched,and we bad time enoughbefidesfaccunvedation s Iu fo much (fair my 
Matter coming home io the evening, with an opinion char be (hauld find me very bafie, and 
•belief that hebd met wkh an exolent expedient to keep me ftom c n sc rs ai n ing his daugh¬ 
ters, he waafirengdy fprprizedtofec me labor no mare then 1 was wont to do. Mevetthefefir 
he could not reiblre to quarrel with me, having never been fo wdl ferved as 
by me. ' 

fo this uaqoietaefefc took a new refaction, which was to enyuyn me to wait upon him 
in the ftreets, and u> leave him in my place who was ufaaHy to accompany ban. _ But thefo 
maidswere no lefe witty in this oceiaou then the other; they won this Stive wish money,* 
and dealt in fnch fort, aa when weame houses there w as n othing done of ah that bad been 1 
ordained him; and this out of the hope that their fadiei would altee Mr mind, sod nw carry 
ine any more abroad wkk him. This flight nutwith ft a ndmg wought that wHch tbeyex- 
podednot; for the Phyfidan, feting that when he ouried are abroad withhim, none of bfe 
work was done; and that when I flayed at home, hie daughters alwayrfent forme, refolved 
to fell me. And truly I wot not ferry far re, in regmd i had bsthtdekncreHcdg in the minH- 
dire of Drugtj and io my ignorance, learlduotfindoat a barer k»en*iDB,thew when »my 
Matter namtdone tome, which I knew not, tochufeauatbor, which hadnoiilqariby* to 
the end that at lcaftunfe if I did no gpod, I would do no hastm 

la going from thence, I wasbeughc by VM&lsmmnries, who having demmdkd of mein 
that corrupted Indian, which, every one oodetftandsac Confiuntiuofle tor the commodity of 
commerce, whether I could carry thde Arms, amfc keep them bright 2 Whereas I anfwered 
them, thsa.1 would da it as well is 1 could, they agreed of she price, andewried me home 
with (foot And whereas 1 was better feat in she ufe of aScynatas, there in the know 1 
ledg of the vercu: of Simples, :he manner wherewith I handled theirs when they came so thek 
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houfe pleaded them in fueh fort, as I was their well beloved Slave. I looked upon the blade of 
it like a man that was not ignorant thereof; I knew of what temper it was, and by my be¬ 
havior they judged, that War without doubt had been my Trade. 

Now you muft underftand, that thefe two Janizaries had each of them a fair Slave; and * 
that as long as I was with them, though they were both of one company, yet were they of a 
different Squadron, fo that they were not both upon the Guard at one aid the fame day; by 
which means one of them always remained at home, as it were the Guardian of the two 
Slaves. In the mean time I acquitted my felf admirably of the employment had been con¬ 
ferred on me; and never had their Arms been fo well kept, asfmce the time that I had been 
intheirf<.rvic\ But if they were contented with me, no lefs were the twoSlaves, thoughl 
contributed nothing thereunto : For byreafohof that which I told you in the beginning, I 
was never lefs a Love', then in all thefe (everal encounters, albeit I was never fo much be¬ 
loved. Thefe fair Slaves did not for all that teftifie unto me both at once the good- will they 
bore me; and out of a particular addrefs they chofe the day wherein the Janizary that was 
their Mifter was upon the Guard, fo that he which (fayed at home very well perceived the 
care and complacency which his friends Slave had for me ; but whereas he was contented with 
myfervice, andfiw that 1 contributed nothing thereunto, he did not advertife him of it. 
T he fame reafon which this Soldier had, the other bad alfo; and by this means I was for fome 
time equally beloved of both the two Janizaries, and of the twoSlaves. Ithapnedat 
length, that by order of War thefe two Janizaries were put into one and the fame Squadron, 
and thereby would have been conflraintd to leave me alone with their Slaves, being obliged 
to go upon the Guard the fame day, had they not bethought thtmfelves of telling ooe ano¬ 
ther that which they knew concerning the good-will thefe Wenches bow me. Wherefore con- 
fidering how they were equally interefled in the bufinefs, they difputed a good while betwixt 
cbemft Ives what.thcy were to do. At laft,though they loved me exceedingly,they fold me chat 
very day, not being able to refolve to leave me alone with their Slaves. 

The fancaff icalnefs of my fortune fo wrought, that a Mufician of this Country, who taught 
toplayontheonlylnftrument which they have it Constantinople, and that holdsfomewbat 
of the form of the Lutes of Italy, took meintohisfervice, and carried me home with him. 
The next day after my coming thither, when he was gone abroad, I rook one of thofe Turkjjb 
Lutes (for he had many of them,) and whereas this Inftrument hath bat one firing,I thought, 
that if I could put more to it, this Harmony it may be would pleafe my Mafter, and might 
obtain my liberty. I took one of thofe Lutes then fecretly, and going to one of thofe that 
makes them, who dwelt bard by this Mulicians houfe, and whom I had by chance takers 
notice of as I came thither, I directed him how I would have it done. At length I made him 
fit this Lute for (even ranks of firings; and whereas I bad dill one of thofe enamelled Gold 
rings left, which are worn rather out of gallantry, then for their value, I gave it him for pay¬ 
ment of his pains. Being returned home, I put firings to this Lute, and beginning to touch 
it, I drew to me with my harmony my Mailers wife, two fillers that he had, and three 
Slaves. So that when he returned, he found me in the midll of all thefe women, who harken- 
cd to me with a great deal of delight and attention* At firft he was angry ,boch with them,and 
with me; but coming to hear me himfelf, he pardoned them their cunofity, and hoping to 
gain good (lore pf money by my means, hecarelfcdme extraordinarily. He undertook not- 
Wtf Mtandifig to anintain againft me, that in fometbing their Lutes were more perfect then 
ours; becaufe, fat'd he, having but one firing they can never be out of tune. Thispleafant 
reafon being nothing hard to be defiroyed, I made him eafily comprehend, thatmyMufidt 
was better then his; and the very next day he carried me to all the houfes, whither he ufed 
to go} where they had no fooncr heard me, but they would hear him no more. This man 
being as proud as he was covetous, although I might have got him a great deal of money, yet 
could he not refolve to carry me any more along with him j fo that purpofing to learn to play 
as I did, he left me at home ; and asomings and evenings only I took him out Leflore. But 
I was not long both his Mailer and his Slave; for whereas he was no lefs jealous then proud, 
knowing that his Wife, his Sifters, and his Slaves, did nothing but harken to me, out of a 
capticioufoefs worthy of him, he refolvedtoftll me. Nevcrthelefs it was not without a 
great confiiftrin his mind j and vanity, covetoufnefs, and jealoufie, gave him no little 
trouble. 

This 
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This lift pillion being tbeftronger, hcfought to rid himfelf me; and twi folmschflMlkef 
that to keep me from teaching fome other that, yvfcicb he wooktnot leirnojf mebiaifelf, hfc; 
went to fell me at the Port, where I was prefeody bei$ht1>y theCaptain of a Galley, who; 
was upon going forth to (cour theSeas. Iconfcf$ that this adventure vexed me; farcoofi- : 
dering that I left you all at CotoSsnHpopk^ without knewrtg whhbef I went, { wOsotKof 
quiet above an hour at leaft; bowbeitl hoped to meet with fttmegood fortune Which I did, 
not forefee; and in thisthoughtl fervedmyncw Matterwnhumuchcareasl Could* yets; 
was I tx* long with him, for whereas he waa avaricious, aodhad no need bit of one Slave, 
tbatcouldrow, he was perfwaded thathc might fell me for fo much, s be might therewith 

S t two in Bead of one; lo that all the endcvoK which I hod ufed for two daps fpaee, to 
ewhimthegrcateftaddrelhlceuld poflibly cxpiefi, fetved not bat to make me be fold t- 
way the (boner, and to give me a Mattel of an higher condition then thole lafti had had; for 
whereas the price which he asked (or me was great enough, t was no longer cheapned but by 
perfoos of quality. The CadHefijnor then of N stolid became toy Matter, and to his bode I 
was carried | but from him I parted a Iktle afar for the like retfoosi ,* theowas I entertained 
by the Mnphti • and the next day after I pad into the fetviee of the Ags of the ? mksm*i 
where they ttatfaughc for me by the Grind Sign*#'* command found me. Indeed it is true, 
that I (bond not have been long there, foil was to have been fold away agdri the very 
fome day. . ,• • • ... 

In conclufion, after I had had for my Matter a great man of the Port, a Merohant of Trii> 
poli , an Arabian Phyfidan, two Jani^sries, a Player upon the Lute, an Africsn Captain of 
a Galley, the CsAilefqucr of Nstolis, the Mnphti, and the Ags of the fsnidsries j after, 
J fay, I had equally fatisfied them all, Fortune at laft teftoted me to liberty. And truly I was 
pot a little obliged to het for fo far complying with my humor, as not to let me wear tne fame 
chains long; itDeing moft certain thirl (hould have been dead with grief, if fhc had ufed 
the matter other wife. For is it cfedible, contifled the Marquis, that a man, who could not 
livelong under the Empire of one ondy Mifttefs, whofe dominion n incomparably more 
gentle then a Merchant of Tripoli'*, could have lived long under that of an imperious Ma¬ 
tter? And to fay all in a word, it is eafie to be im^ned, that if I had ftill worn but one 
diain, it^vyuld have feemed very heavy tome, feeing even bracelets of hair would incommo* 
date me 3 I (hould wear them long. Change is the charm of all pleafures, and the eafe of all 
forrows. There is not an evil, how little foever it be, that would not become infupportable 
to me, if I (hould always endure it after the fame manner; nor is there any which I (hould 
not bear with patience, if it were not always the fatne. For »* fine, whether: it^beToc the 
pains of the body, or for the pains of theminde, one cannot pals from one evil to another, 
without fome moments of reft. Change hath this marvellous in it, that inpain it fdf, mau- 

f er that which we feel, it diverts, it eafes, and fortifies us. And of what humor foever we 
e, wc think not fo much of theevil that is arrived to us, but that we have fome joy for 
that which hath left us. 

You are tco eloquent on this fubjeft, (aid Leonids interrupting the Marquis, and if I might 
be credited herein, bothfortheintereftof publique fociecy, and good manners, you fhould 
be prohibited from ever fpeaking in the behalf of inconftancy: For whereas you have a great 
of wit; whereas alfo ybu fpeak as a man intended; and as a man that maintains his own 
caufe, you may at length pervert the good thoughts of fome. If it be one, added Sepkro- 
nis, that one eafily perl wades others,when as one is mightily petfwaded himfelf, I acknowledg 
that by this reafon, the Marquis Ibould be the moft dangerous Orator in the world. If I had 
eftablilhed my do&rinc well, anfwered he, you (hould be conftrained to acknowledg, that it 
is not contrary either to common fociety, or thepubiiqae good. For never hath any incon- 
ftant man precipitated himfelf; never hath any inconftant man killed his Rivals, nor ill-in- 
treated his Mittrefs; and fire, fword, and poyfon, are things of no ufe in nature to him; but 
heleavesthem to thedifpoling of alt thole obftinate Lovers, who always render themfelves 
unhappy, in following this conftancy, which yoWtemf the Queeh of all Vertues. We ate not 
to judg always of thing?, replyed Doris, by the event; and then in this occafion, it is not 
Conftancy that makes Lovers unhappy, but Fortune, that delights toperfecuteVertue; and 
in this fort, even unhappinefs ferves for the glory of which are conftant. 

For a conclufion, anfwered the Marqais, I know lull well, that if Jnfiinisno hid not been 

conftant, 
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Cooftant, hefhouldnotbc now abfent from his Miftrefsj ha bad not been banilhed from his 
Country; be had not been a Slate ; he fhoold not be in Perfi* y and in jeopardy to dye there; 
UJftbeSd had not been conttaot, fhe fbould not be in the old Serrdglu>; and if all you that' 
are here bad not followed this goodly vemie, you had not fighed fo much as you have done 
and peradventureyoulbouldnotbeat Co»fi*ntineflt. If that be a pu nHhme nt of our fideli! 
ty, replyed Alpb»»f», youmuft At lead-wife acknowledge that that which you call our cha- 
ftifement, uyourrecotnpence, feeing you are here as well as we. Iteafily appears, snfwer- 
ed the Marquis, that I am not unhappy bat for yoar fakes; for do not you fee how Fort une 
hath made be beloved of all my Matters, of all their Wives, and of all their Slaves? and to 
work a prodigy in favor of mi, fbe hath caufed them all to turn me away without hating me. 
1 mutt coofefs, faid Hifcliu, that this adventure is altogether extraordinary, and that it is 
not a little ftrange to imagine, that that which (hould have made you ufe bat one chain hath 
mode you change it fooften. You know me but ill, fair Htpolit*, anfwered the Marquis 
when you (peak to me thus; for I can always break my chains, but never wear them out * 
After this, all this fair Troop ran over the Marquis his adventures again, and not able to 
fotbear laughing at their imagining him a Slave to two Umviriu, a Gardiner, a Phy firian 
and a Merchant, they figured him fuch to themfelves as he had been in all tbofe divers employ* 
ments which he had had. And he himfelfreprefented them unto them info diverting a maner 
as mauger their ancient miferies, and thofe wherein they fiill were, they patted away all that 
day without annoy, without care, and without melancholy.

W Hifft this agreeable Company endeavored to forget their prefent misfortunes, by 
remembring cbofe which they had avoyded j Ifabella was in an extraordinary melao* 
choly, alcbough (he was as yet but in the apprebenfion of an evil that was to arrive unto her. 
Every time that (he heard her chamber door open, (he always believed that Soliman was 
come to difcover his un Juft paflion to her; and every time that the Sultana csfftcria went 
from her, it feemed to her that (he abandoned her to the Snltatfs violence. There were yet 
fome times wherein (he condemned her own thoughts; and wherein Emilia's fpeeches gave 
her fome confblation.

I know very well,, (aid he to himfelf, that this is to betray thefiiendihip which I 
have protnifed to Ibrahim know withall, chat it would be the betraying of my felf, 
andthecaufeofmydeathjifl (hopld bereave my felf of the hope which I have of prevailing 
one day with Ifabella. 

In this refolution, Soliman went to the Princefies chamber on a time when as the Snltana 
J fieri* was come from her, and chat none but Emilia was with hen When as firft the Prin- 
cefsfawhim, (he changed colour; and Seliman on his part, who very much refpeded her, 
and that dill bved Ibrahim, thought to alter bis refolution; and in this fort, fear troubling 
Ifabella, and refpeft filencing Seliman, they were awhile unable to (peak to one another. 
The Sultan was he atlaft that began the Converfation, in craving pardon of Ifabella for .the 
conftraint wherein (he lived. My Lord, faid (he unto him, fince it concerns the qaiet of thy 
State, I dare not murmur at it; and though the pri vation of my friends be a difpteafbre few 
Able enough, I do endure it without complaining of thyHighneft; I do accufe Fortune, and 
do juftifie Soliman, who without doubt will never be but equitable. Would to Heaven, (aid 
he unto her, I might be fure that you would fpeak thus always l My Lord, replyed (be, this 
is athing which-will abfolutely depend on thy Highneft; it being moft certain tbit I (hall ever 
be reafonable, and not be fo inconfidetate as to think ought to the diftdvantage of thy Majefty, 
if Ibenotconftrained thereunto by thy felf. I could have wifbed, replyed Seliman, tfaaf 
without exception you had promifed me never to think amift of me; for it may be you will 
learn from mine own mouth that I am faulty. 

Ifabella blufhc at this difeourfe, and calling down her eyes without dariog to look any 
more on Seliman, and being unable to anfwer him, (he was a pretty while in this mcettainty : 
but on a fudden, • Soliman, carried away by his paflion, refolved to difeover. it unto her. I 
know full well, faid he unto her, that I am going to deftroy my felf; that in acquainting you 
with my thoughts, I am going to make you hate me ; but I would fain have you tdl me, 
added he, before Iconfels my crime unto you, whether an error, which is not voluntary, 
merits as much chaftifement, as a premeditated malice? My Lord, anfwered IfabeUa, all 
perfons that have great Souls like chy Highneft can never commie faults but voluntarily.

tfubrtU, kn&Wing hoe what rnanfww toadKetjutft which (he nnderftood buttoo Wtfl 
forHerteftvhitched a great figh in UfdaMupbereyel to Heaven, as it were craving furcot 
from cheriee ) which Soinbx* having obletved; I peroeiva, faid he unto her, incomparable 
JfabelU, that you have underftood me; that you are not ignorant oftheConqueft you have 
■cadet and t thank Vbtoane, for that fbe bath not compelled me to tell you tteeltoveyou, 
loco mate yoo know it 1 for it is attain that I fbotiid havebeeo Much troubled do execute the 
lefchirion which I had taken fork. But after I have peHVWded you, eOrtdttuedhe, without 
giving her ItaduetaodWer him, that Sdiman Idorrt you, fufftrnor thae, VvhfchhSthacem 
floated to be beneficial to a& Lovers, to be ptejudkfal lo me., Fur, added he, I (be Very 
well, thatthemore I fbatl perfwada yeutbiitwveyou, 'themoretou wilt hold your (eft 
injured by mr. But to take away adeift wife the nxant frottt ydtiof reproaching me with 
my crime, I willacknowledg, divine Ifabtll* , that I know being yoUr Flrotedlor, I ought 
not to be your Lover j thx loving Ibrahim as I do, (ought not to be his Rival; thsftre- 
fpe&ingyouaslought, Hholdd not ufe any cMeourfe to you that offends you; that loving 
glory, I ought nut ro endure an afirdbooi wbkh may bltrsilbit; but I khoW, more then al 
this, that love oortr duwt it felf, either gttirer, or more perfeft, then when it deftroyt 
frl'Odlbip, forces Reafon, and without confide ring either honor or glory, carries ustodyv, 
or to mike but fdlvet be beloved of tbe perfon whom we adore. This, i n c o m pa rable Isa¬ 
bella, is the eftate wheceonto you have reduced my ffoul; but if notwkhftartdihg I maybe 
permitted to efnpioy Reafon for the obliging of you to pky, remember that you Would be urn- 
juft in caufing the death of a Prince, who heretofore Bath faved Ibrahim's Kfit; and that 
crurlry can rtevet pals for» virtue. Be then in tome fort indulgent to mypsffion, andatfafr- 
wife bemoan tftt hdrsWMch you have done me. 

S ditto*, holding his peace, and IfabtUa bring fomeWhat come to bet felf again; ft if pot 
fib' , firfd (he unto him, that this which I heat ft true f tad that the greeted Prince of the 
Eitth (hould be the weateft amongftrnen? No, I cannot think it; artd the dMcoorfe which 
thy H.ghndihsth triad to me, is doabtieft adtfign to ptoVe my cortftaney and refutation. 
But, my Lord, to oblige thee no longer to continue (b dangerous a fiftiort, know, that 9 it 
were erne that thy Highnefc had for me the vfolenttft iflfeftwn - that ever was heard (poken of, 
it(houkiix)tfoCvs.burra baften my death j it being m&ft certain, that the moft terrible tad 
horribkft roementatbac caabe imagined ftiould never Catty me tt> be wanting, either to that 
which I owe to Ibrahim, to my ftft, of to thv Higbtxft. No, my Lord, 1 (hould never be 
a Cotaplicrof great Svltmtu'i fault; and for his own mtattft I ought always oppofe my fetf 
agaiufthhn. Bat, continued (he, it is in (bmefort an injury to thy Ma/efty to anfwet fo 
ptecifcly to a difeourfe, Whofe foundation is not ttu 4 . Would to Heaven, repiyed Soiim**, 
r tthior your consent and mine, that it were fe I But, amiable IfabtUa, it is but too true 
what I fay; and' if there be any feigning in my difcourfr, it is that I have not (aid all that I 
fetk I cordefs, that I am faulty towards Heaven; that I km fo towards Ibrahim ; that I 
betray the hf^ndftup which I have promifed him; riw I forget the ate of my glory and ho¬ 
nor; and chat I betray my felf; but in enndufton, being faulty towards tfi the world, Iam

innocent towards yon; fince it is certain* that a violent love, tofjxak reafonably, can never 
offend the perfon that hath begotten it. And how eonftant foe ver yon be for Ibrahim, hoW 
rigorous foever yon be for me, yon cannot without injuftice but take pity of the deplorable 
eftate wherein I am. 1 do not demand of yon your love as yet, but fome companion * and 
it leaft bemoan me, if you cannot love me; 

Great Princes, replyed Ifabetla, ought tobeftnfibleof pity, but they never ought to put 
themfelves into a condition of being the objeA of it to others: Neither Will 1 be drawn to 
beleevc that Soliman hath a thought fo unworthy of himfelf. For, my Lord, how can I 
think that thy Highnefs will ftaba Poignard into the heart of Ibrahim , after thou haft faved 
his life P if it (bould be fo, it had better, both for him, for me, and for thy Highnefs, that 
he had been left to languifb in his irons, or to dye of melancholy, thentofave him for to kilt 
him the more cruelly. Let tby Ma jfefty confult well with thy felf, and thou wilt find without 
doubt, thattby heart agrees not with thy mouth; that thy words betray thy thoughts; and 
that Ibrahim is yet more powerful in thy Soul, then the fatal beauty of Ijabtlla. No, faid 
Solima* intermixing her, do not juftifie me in this fort; fince in the terms wherein I am, I 
have no other defign, then to let you know, that I am the moft faulty of all men, in perfwa- 
dingyou, that I am the moft amorous. Ah, my Lord, laid (be to him weeping, doth not 
thy Highnefs confider, that at this very time it may be, wherein thy Highnefs ufeth fo ftrange 
a difeourfe unto me, Ibrahim is fieghing with thine enemies, is hazarding his life for thyfer- 
vke, and (hedding his blood for a Prince, who makes me fhed tears, and Who without doubt 
Will bring me to my grave* if his un juft love doth continue ? 

Soliman being moved with fo prefling a difeourfe, flood a while without anfwering there¬ 
unto ; but at length his paflion ftill fur mounting his vertne io this occafion; I know,' faid he' 
untohet, that Ibrahim's life ought to be dear unto me; but I know withaU that mine ought 
to be confiderable to me: and I to) certain, that what exploits foever he can do in Terfia, I 
have.done mote yet in confideration of him; I have fought for him againft my felf; I have 
fckmy fdf in the flame without daring to complain; love and friendfhip have tommy heart;' 
and I know no torments fo terrible which I have not endured fince the firft inftant that I fa W 
you, rather then to do any thing againft the afie&ion which I bear him. But being come tO' 
the terms, either of dying, or (peaking, I chofethe laft; and fo much the rather, becaufel 
do not thinkbuta man, who could abandon you at Menace, to come unto me to Con ft an* 
tinoplt, will eafily enough refolve to quit you* for the faving of a Princes life, to whom he is 
indebted for his own. Ab* my Lord 1 cryed Ifabtlla, if Ibrahim be faulty in this occafion* 
it is againft me, and not againft thy Highnefs, whq by this very fault art yet the more ftraitly 
obliged not to commit one againft him. For what doth not a man deferve, Who rather then he 
would fail in his word which he had given thee, refolved to abandon,not only his Country, not 
only his Friends; but the only perfon whom he could love; who was in (lead to him of all the 
world; and without whom his life had beenirkfom, and death the term of his defires ? No, 
toy LordjContinued (be,flatter not thy felf in this occafion; think better,bOth of Ibrahim and of 
Ifabtlla, and be moft adored, that as I am certain he would dye a thoufand times father then 
abandon me, fo (hoidd I do the like, rather then be unfaithful to him. And. if by fome pro¬ 
digy, which I cannot fear (hould happen, Ibrahim (bould confent to thy paflion; ithehim- 
felt (bould fpeak to me of thy love, yet let thy Highnefs know, that I am not capable of fail¬ 
ing by example. 1 (bould ceafe to love Ibrahim, if he ceafed to be generous, but I (bould 
love thee never a whit the more; contrarily, I (bould regard thee then, both as having out¬ 
raged me, and as having bereaved me of avettuonsLover. 

Ifabtlla was going on in her difeourfe, and Seliman was going to interrupt her, wherf as 
the generous Afitria entred: And whereas the Sultan had ftiU fome refpeft for Ifabtlla, he 
would not command the Sultana to withdraw; but being unable withall in the eftate where¬ 
in bis Soul, was to brain an indifferent Converfation, he went away, leaving Ifabdla with an 
affli&ion, that maybe better imagined then deferibed. He was no fooner departed, but 
Afitria, who had obferved a great deal of alteration in IfabtlUs and Selimans faces, de¬ 
manded of her with much impatience and grief, what it was that had caufed the trouble 
wherein (he faw her. Alas I anfwered the PrificeTs, how have my fears been too weft 
grounded, and how true have your fufpicions been 1 and then (he recounted unto her what' 
lad paft between her and Seliman, with fo many teftimonies of refentment, that the Sultana 
* Zzz a Afieritt 
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Afteria was exceedingly moved therewith. This misfortune did not altogether furprize her 
for all that; b caufe (he had fufficiently obfecved in divers occafions, that the Sultan tier fa¬ 
ther was defperately in love with IfabeUa j but (he hacTneverthelefs cortferved fome remain¬ 
der of hope, that his reafon, and the frieudfhip which he bore to Ibrahim, wouldfurmoont 
his paflion, or at leaftwife keep him from difcovering it to her. 1 fab‘Ha for her part had 
thought a$ njuch, fo that being equally ffltprized, one might doioft (ay; that they were equal¬ 
ly affli&ed: For wherea^thc Sulum 4ft*ri*ym extreamty generous* fhewas grieved not 
onely for Ijabella's intereft, whom (he very muchiloved. but alfo fonehe Sulum htr Fathers j 
who by this unjuft pafijon blemifhed his glory, and ck'd athing unworthy of bitnleF. She 
feared likewise that this love might have dangerous cpnfcquir nces ; for (hew* not ignorant 
to what extremities this pillion had carryed the minde oiSoliman in divers occafions j andfo 
being in much unquietpefe, (he was very incapable of comforting lfabella. 

It was in vain for tbeuMo feek for fomexepjedy to thekmifcry;; it was too great to find one 
for it. Emilia, propounded nevertheless urtto them, the advertiting Ibrahim of the outrage 
was done her; but whereas he was too far off for cheai|to hope foriany forcorfromfcim, 
this advice was but a weak confolacion to JfabiHa. Howbeit Hie defired tm Sultana. Afteria 
to endevor the finding out of means to convey a Letter to Ibrahim^ vMAtte Sultana pro- 
mifed her to do; upon condition thac/hemight obtain of her generality, chatbefhould be 
contented with delivering her, without enterprizing to be revenged on So liman • for, faid the 
Sultana to her,Were not the Grakd Signior my Father,kno wing him as I do;I could not chufe 
but have compaflion of the eftate wherein l fee him. If be were not generous, be were not 
to be lamented; but I am well allured, continued (he, that he pundhes himfelf in oflfoding 
you; that the remorfe which be hath itv bis Soul torments him as much as his paflion; that at 
the very fame time when as he fpeaks to you of his unjuft paflion, he crawl pardon in fab hart 
of the generous Ibrahim ; and that he repents at. that very inftant wherein be commits the 
fault. Alafs, cryed IfabeBat how dangerous! is thb unprofitable generoficy 1 and bow little 
difference is there betwixt a man that doth ill without knowing it, and another chat knoweth 
vertue, and is not able to follow it. Repentance, continued (he, that begets no change in 
the minde of him that repents, is rather a weakneft, then a remorfe. But, (aid (he to Afle- 
ria , I defire you to pardon me for not remembering that you arc the daughter of Sol,man ; 
and I promife you, if Ibrahim c an return before the Sultan's lave hath l*yd me in my grave, 
and that he can deliver me, to obtain of him that he fhaftnot think of revenge: and I am very 
certain, added (he, that what affaftion foever Jbrabmbcns to me, he will be grieved co 
hear that which we will wrice to him, but will not conceive any hatred againft Solimani 
After that thefe three affiitted perfons had calked a good while of thb fob jeft; and that 
IfabeUa , having written to Ibrahim , had given her Letter to the Sultana After ia, (he try- 
ed with gifts to gain one of the Eunuchs that (ierved them, to the end he might By ouc of the 
Serraglio , and carry this Letterto Ibrahim with as much (peed as poffibiy might be: but it 
fell out, that after Soliman had been at the Princefies lodging, there had been (itch an exprefs 
Order given, that none (houjd befufferedtogooutof the old Serraglio, as it was impofiible 
for her to execute her defign, and that was it which redoubled her afftiftioa, and that of 
Emilia and Ifabetla. But if thefe three perfons were affliAed, Soliman was not without 
unquietntfi; that conftapcy which he had noted in 1/abeSa‘s minde extreamly afflided him, 
by making him feeanimpoflibility in hisdefign ; yet out of an altogether extraordinary’ per¬ 
fection, that which oppofed his love augmented it; and that ftedfauoefs which he had found 
in the Soul of thePrince(swasanewcharm, which rendred her yet more portable. 

Roxelana in the mean time, being advertifed of all the Grand Siguier's thoughts, by that 
Slave whom he had made bis Confident, carryed him ft ill on by the means of the time Slave 
to violent refolations; but whereas refpeft never quin love, but when as futyand defpair 
take up the place of it, Soliman fuffered not himfelf to.be perfwaded with facility to employ 
menaces, where fubmiflions arc ordinarily moft powerful! He continued then a long time in 
teftifying his love to Ifabetla with high refpe&s, mignificent prefents, frequent vifits, with 
tears, and intreaties: but the more fubmiffion lie ufed, the more conftancy Ifabolla (hewed, 
and d>e more (he made it appear that her vertue was invincible. Neverthelefs for all her rigor, 
and that love cannot fubfift, as they fay, without hope, yet Soliman ceafed to hope without 
ceafingtolove; and contrarily his paflion becoming more violent, that little reafon, which 
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bad always made him retain fome fear of difplcafing Ifabella, being almoft quite banifbed 
from his fool, he refoived to fpeak to her once forall,to fee if he could gain her. That which 
carryed trim the rather to this extream refolution, tys the thought he had that it would not 
peradventure be long before IbrahimxttoxntA ; and that a conqueror or conquered, the love 
which he bare to Ifabella would make him foon finifti this war: for when as Ibrahim went 
away with an abfolute power to treat of aU things, without having new order from Soliman, 
he had affored him, that he would come and render him an account of his voyage himfelf, 
without ever fending to him before. 

The Saltan, not knowing then at what time Ibrahim would return, and well forefeeing 
that his voyage would not be long, if by ill fortune he had not received his laft order, as he 
began to doubt, meant to try if he could obtain that by fear,, which jiecould not obtain by 
love. In the mean time Ifabella lived in fo great a melancholy, that all her vertue and con- 
ftancy were not ftrong enough tokeep het from wHhing, that death would fpeedily deliver 
her out of the deplorable eftate wherein (he was. She few berfelf far from Ibonhim, with¬ 
out means to hear from him, the place of her refuge become her prifon, the fight of her 
friends forbidden her, Soilman's perfection dayly redoubling; in fine, (he was expofed to 
moft fenfiblemiferies witbout other confolation, then that of the Sultana Afieria’s, and her 
dear Kinfwomans tears. Her friends oo'the other fide, were not without unquietnefs; fo 
long an abode at Constantinople pofteflcd them with a great deal of grief; and the privation 
of the fight of Ifabella very much troubled them; but at length, nothing refting for them but 
patience to mitigate their difpleafure, they comforted themfelves as well as they could with 
the hope of Ibrahim’s return, wherewith they were frill entertained from Ifabella ; who 
not able to diminifh her own misfortunes, endevored at leaft wife to flatter thofe of others 
with this hope that (be gave them: for the Grand Signior had frill permitted her to fend un¬ 
to them by a CapigibaJji, in whom he abfcdutely confided. 

AHthefeiUaftrions perfons being in (his deplorable eftate, Soliman , thrnft on by defpait 
and his love, went one day to IfabelUis lodging, having firft font a Command to the Sul¬ 
tana A/teria to go to that of Roxelana, for (he had for a pretty while before been feldom ab- 
fent from the Princefs. This command exceedingly difquieted the Sultana ; but not able to 
do any other then voluntarily obey a Prince, who had power and right to conftrain her 
thereunto; (he left Ifabella vnt)\ Emilia, without letting her know anything of the fear 
(he was in, that Soliman had a putpofe to ufe fome difplcafing dtfCourfe to her, feeing he re¬ 
moved her from hor. Scarcely was (be gone our of - her chamber, when as Soliman came in 
to it ; and whereas it feemed to her that he had lets civility for her then he was wont; and 
that his looks gave more (igns of choller, then of love; (he was in fome joy, hoping that it 
may be her conftancy had fo far provoked him, as to oblige him to turn her out of the Serra- 
glto j but (he foon underftood, that this incivility, and this choller was an effeft of his love. I 
lee very well, (aid he unto her, that my vifits do importune you; that my prefence difplea- 
fesyou; that my pafrion begets your hatred; that my refpefts augment your pride; that my 
prayers render you inexorable; and that tears do harden your heart; Wherefore, continued 
he, I am refoived to take another courfe. I have treated you too long as a Miftrefs, iris juft 
then, fince you will not be fo, that I ceafe to be a Slave: but whereas I cannot ceafe to be a 
Lover, I muft tell you once for all, that if by your cruelty I am reduced to defpsir, I (ball bd 
apable of undoing others in undoing my felf. How, my Lord, faid Ifabella then to him, can 
thy Highnefc perfwade me that which thou fayft ? bio, no, continued (be, I know thyver- 
tue coo well; and it is as equally hnpoflible for thee to pofTefsmewith fear, atf with love; 
thou mayft have unjuft defires, but I hold thee incapable of a wicked action. Thou mayft, I 
fey, have weaknefs, but not cruelty; and bveannot produce in thee the effedts of hatred. 
It is not, added (be, bccaufeldonotwifh with aU my heart, both for thy glory, and my con¬ 
tent, that either out of choller or hatred thou couldft refolve to diafe me from thy prefence, 
and never to fee me more. 

The opinion wherein you are, replyed Soliman, that the feme pafsion, which carries me to 
perfecute you, will keep me from hurting you, is that without doubt which makes yon fpeak 
wkhfomw* confidence ; but knmy, that a Prince, who fees nothing in his choyce, but death 
or your affedfon, ought to enterprise any thing for the avoyding of the one, and obtaining 
of the other: It can never be un juft for him to think of bis ptefervation; that ought to oe 
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preferred before a!l other things. I have friendfhip for Ibrahim ; I have veneration for'ydu ; 
but I have alfo fome intereft in my life. I have done what I could to procure my concent,with¬ 
out troubling yours; but at length, feeing I cannot do it, and that there is a fate which will 
not let me live without you, I muft feek oat the means for ir. Remember then, that he which 
craves your affedion, can command you; that he which offers you his heart, is not unworthy 
your love; that Ibrahim owing his life to me,ougt to render it me in this occaffon; that after 
fo mmy fervicts, fubmifsions, refpcds, fighs, and tears, the anger and fpite of beingdefpifed 
may feize upon my Soul: and for aconclufion remember, that revenge is the delight of itW 
cenfed Kings; that Ibrahim is in my Armies; that you have in Conftantinoplc pedons Which 
are dear to you i and that you arc in the Strraglie. 

It is true, my Lord, replyed Ifabella, that 1 cannot be ignorant of all thefe things | but I 
knowwithall, that thy Highneft commands, both in thy Armies, iD Conflantinople, \ and id 
the StrragUo ; and that conft quently I have nociufe to fear any thing; but contrary I 
think that ibrahim , my friends, and I, are in more fafcty in thy Eftates, then in oat own 
Country. And then again, my Lord, I cannot imagine that the remembrance of Ibrahim is 
utterly defaced out of thy memory ; that a naan whom thy Hignefs hath fo much loved, and 
fomuch obliged, can be ill intreated by thee; nor can I believe that Ifabtlla can infpire thee 
with fuch unjuft thoughts; no, my Lord, I cannot think it. 

Ifabella, replyed Soliman, hath not pofteft HjMvith uoreafonable thoughts, I have nothing 
but love for her; howbeicl muftcoofefs, that her cruelty poffeffes me with fury ; and that 
fhe may carry me to deftroy all that I fhall think can ravifh her from me; and confequentlyto 
do all that I (ball btlieve can ferve my turn concerning her. This being fo, anfwered ifabella, 

I need not be threatened in the perfon of my friends, nor in that of Ibrahim, fince on my 
onely will that abfolutely depends which thy Highnefs calls rigor, and which I term an effeft 
of Reafon and Vertue. For, my I,ord, continued fbc, were not my heart, nor my worden- 
giged to Ibrahim ; nay,had I as much affe&on for thy Higboefs as I am capable of, yet fbeuld 
I not give thee more teftimoniesof it then l have done. Were not my Religion, I fay; dif¬ 
ferent from thine, yet in that I couk) not be thy wife, I fhoiuld not be thy Slave, fince the heart 
of Ifabella can never have thoughts contrary to hethodor and her glory. The Slates of Sale- 
mate, replyed he, are more then Queens of other Nations; and then again, to fay the tenth, 
to have, you command abfolutely in my heart and foo|, is not to treat you as a Slave. 

Ifabella , thinking fhc was to (peak more throughly to the Grand Signior, then os yet (he 
had done, and believing, that whenbehadnomore hope, he would have no more love, faid 
to him with a more confident voyce then before: Finally, my Lord, all that I can fay to thy 
Highnefs, is, that if, forgetting thy ufualmildnefs and generality, thoucouldft rcfolve to carry 
me by fear to that, which thou couldft not get by love; and fot that effed wouldft perfecute 
roe in the perfon of I hrabim, who is dearer then my felf,to me Iwouid fee him dye rather then 
change my refolution. Let thy Highoefs judg after this, whether death can fright me,-and whe¬ 
ther fear bath, any power over my Soul. Gonfider then that though thou haft no hope left thee, 
yet thou haft a mean lyftthee to be generous; but in fine, added fhe,let thy love ki tbisoccafi- 
on fuffer it felf to be furinounted,either by reafon,or by diollcr; have hatred,of friendfhip for 
me; be my.Protedor or my Enemy; let thy Highnefs not fee me but to comfort me for the ab- 
fence of Ibrahim, or never fee me more. I know, continued (he, that 1 (peak with a great deal 
ofboldnefs; but, my Lord, fince my complaints,my cears,my prayers, and Reafon it felf have = 
not been able to obtain any thing of thee, it feems juft unto me to tell thee once for all, that 
nothing can change myminde; that neither ambition, nor fear, hive any powet over my 
foul; chat vertue onely raigns there; and that thy Highnefs forgeu thine own glory to no 
purpofe. 

Ifabella made this fpeech with fo much firmnefs, as Stliman not able to be moved with 
companion, fuffered himfelf tobe rranfported with fory; but in fuch a manner, as there 
were not any threatening* which he nfed not to the Princefs. And for a conclufion, he faid 
unto her as be was going away, if fear can no whit prevail on your foul, no more fhall pity 
on mine: we fhaU fee in the end, if you be noc changed in eight days, whether your 
mindewdlbe asconftantasyoufay; and you (hall kndW, but it may be too late, that Sell, 
man, when he pleafes, can tell bow to make himfelf be obeyed at Cenllantinofle. After he 
had .(aid this, he kfc Ifabella, and abandoned her to her grief; which Emilia fawtobefo 
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juft, U (he could (tot condemn her ; and ail that (he could do in this encounter-wu to weep 
with her. What a tnifery is mine ! faid this infortnnate Princefs, after (hs had been a while 
without {peaking ;who ever (aw,continued (he,a like adventure ? The greateft and beft Prince 
of the Earth is become the bafeftand cruelkft atnongft men; he pays a generofity with ingrati* 
ttlde jhe betrays the friendftiip Which he hath promifed ; he violates the law of Nations; my 
protedor is grown to be my Tyrant {and wbilft Ihrakit* is venturing his life foe his glory,this 
unjuft Prince would make me forget mine ; but what fay I ? it may be chat hie cruelty will 
hot reft there; he that can betray what is mod (acred inthisWorld, that harkens not to rea* 
fon, that no longer knows verrue, mayalfobe capable of a defign to deftroy Ibrahim * And 
of all this, continued this Princefs, lfabtll* is the caufe: fh: alone is thofource of hismif-< 
fortunes; (he alone gave him encouragement to follow his generofity, when as (he made ham 
return to CtnftMtintpie j for, continued (he, 0 I had eftedually teftified that I would not 
have had him gone; if I had told him that the chiefeft duty carries aU the reft; that he was 
to hare considered nothing but me in that encounter; that one ought noc to be generous to 
the prejudice of the petfon beloved; and that in the end I hadjoyned force to in treaty; he 
had not returned j l had not bern carryed away by force; 1 (honid not be at CtmtlMtinoph • 
S*Um*» fhould not be my perfecutor, and weShould noc be feparated: yet this is not my lift 
fault, added (he, I Should noc have let him go mto Perfi» s or refolvcd to have gone along * 
With him my ftlf t but ala r s 1 who would not have been deceived therein, and tew could I 
have believed (bat which now I fee; my heart indeed adverefted me that oar reparation 
Would be fatal to ms; but I foreiaw not the tnifehief which was to arrive unco mej it , 
had not been fo great, if it could have been forefeea J* jint t faid this ilhiftrious Princefe, 
lam come to thatpaft, tt 1 can Scarce fear new miferies *. lam in fear for my friends, 1 am 
in (ear for my (elf, and I am in fear for tbfahkt. There isadefign on my glory, and on the 
lift of the petfon that iideareft to me in the world: after this, let fortune do what (he will, 
(he cannot toeretfe toy ffiii*?y more, Xhclike was never (ten in any age* ttetinfortanue 11* 
MftrioUi perfoni of Antiquity hud at leaft this advantage, to be pstfwaded by the eitor where* 
in they lived, that their dtfpair was without crime; and that they might with glory finish 
thek torments in ftnithlng their lives: but for me, I am to attend this facet* from the pfct* 
fare of Heaven, and from my grief alone; it is true indeed that ifed it fb great, as it mates 
tne hope it Win not be tong. 

Ah, Madam, foid Emiii* to her then, do (lot abandon me I and to oblige yon tberennto, 
remember that your death would be the caufe of IbrabimX Let us not eaM him any tnota 
fo, (aid IfdMU to her fig King, fince that name hath been given him by oar Enemies. Reman* 
hot then, added £**/»*, that faftinUtto cannot live without you. But remember you, re* 
ptyed the Wttcefs, that ijhMU cannot live without glory; and that k Will be far mote ad* 
titittgeoUs far ter to be lamented by then tobeelpofod to the violence of a 

Prince, who can be no longer moved, neither by my tears, by my ptayen, nor by his own 
Irttertft. Saytog thud, feepewefved the Suk4*i* cooung in, who feeing her weep, 
could not fatbetrwwping too, though ft* knew not ccraihly the caufe of k j and not daring 
to ask of her what (he ailed, nor IJabelU able to cell her, fo much was (he oppreft wM for* 
row, they flood »pretty white without foeddng; bat at length, the Sekmtu rightly ima¬ 
gining that JWmm* ww rtieaufeof this redoubling of grief, approached to die Prtncefc, 
and taking her by the tend i ldonoi ask,foidfaesmohet, what makes you to weep, bos 
lasttof yon, whether tootlet bodies crime doth not feme at odds with you, and wtestet 
youcan endure that the diopter of a Prince, who petfecates yon, dare ftflafture you. thte 
(h- (hares With you in aHyour farrows. You may without doubt,- reptoed ffsbtO^ and youc 
etwnpiflton is fomudi the more generous, by how moth you we the lets obliged thereunto ? 
it be*?g certain that yoa have mote otxsfien eoregavd me as the objeft of yourhatreid, then 
5aA'w««lMKbMfa(didernwastheobjeAc(f bis love; for if this Prince had not femme, tel 
vroted itotbetmyuft; his violences would not give yon onquietnefs; end your Soto would 
not endure the pem rhat it feels, in condemning the thoughts of a Father: but generous 
tMM, (htfl we not finde a remedy for the eutir g of this cfeadtty paflfion, and to fee meinftfeey 
agVinft his violence? Mhua*fi inter eft ought to o«ty you unto k ; and finds k 

already indited to you for his Me, make him indebted ro you alfo, If it be pbfMUe, for my 
glory, which dotodtfe it dearer totem then his own; you have dnrwnhhn-oot of irons, 
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draw me outmf fetvitude; and by this noble adion render your ftlf worthy of immortal re¬ 
nown. 

' A fieri*, not able to endure that IfabeU* (bould longer intreat a thing of her, which (be 
defired as much as (be, a(Tured her that (be was capable of undertaking any thing for her fet- 
vice; but that (be was afraid all her endeavors for it would do her no good. Thereupon £- 
tmlia and (be bent their minds to (eek out fome way, whereby they beleeved they might gef 
out of the pain wherein they were; they propounded an hundred expedients, whereof the 
execution was impoflible,; and at lad, after a vain fearch they concluded that no fuccor could 
Come to them but from Heaven; and in this belief they abandoned themfelves all three to 
grief; and faidfo many things, made fuch moan, and (bed fo many tears, that if Sol imam 
had been a Spectator ot fo fad a Convention, he would peradvenrure have been moved to 
repentance, but he was in far other thoughts. -It was not becaufe, to render him the more 
unhappy, he had not dill fome indants, wherein a beam of light cleared his mind, and made 
him Ice his fault ; but love was ever Wronger then all his other apprehenfions. IfsbtUAs re¬ 
finance, the (ear of our illudrious Bajfa's return, and thecouofelsof that Slave whom Roxe- 
Un* had feduced, carried him to violence; and albeit he had Cent an Order to lbrah-m a good 
while before, whereby he forbad him, upon fome pretext that regarded the good of his Em¬ 
pire. from returning to finflanti/uple, until he had a n;w commandment from him; yet 
not being adored whether he had received it or no, he was always in fear of bis return; for 
- he felt not hsstSoul fo powerfully fctled on his crime, that he could refolve, if the grand Vifier 
returned before he could obtain IJabella’s content, to tell h ; m that he would not reftoreher 
to him. And for this reafonit was, that he was in fuch fear he had not received the Order 
which he had Cent him; and. truly, this apprehenfron was not ill grounded, for he that had 
this fecret Command was drowned in palling over the river Tigris, before he could get to/- 
fcrabim ; whole fortune had been as happy, as his dear IfnbtlMs was deplorable^ • 11 was not 
becaufe the abfence of a perfon whom he loved fo paflionately, was not extreamly fenfible to 
him, nor polled his heart with thegreated difpleafure that a Lover can be capable of; but 
the thought be had,that he was going to fight for the deliverance of Ifnbella ,gave him ftrength 
to fupport his grief; which became lets violent, when as being arrived at the general Randcz- 
vouz, be underdood of Vlama, who was come thither, and had commanded in his abfence, 
that all the Troops, which had been fent for the fortifying of the Army, were the braved in 
the world; and that by the intelligence which they had from the enemy, it teemed that he 
had a defign to decide the matter by the lots or gain of a battel; how it was advertifed that 
T'achmxi was in perfon in the Camp; that Dtliment was there too; and that by this means, 
if the Vidory inclined tot heir fide, they (hould be in an tdate of vanquifhing all their enemies 
together. Howbeit that he had a reqaed ro make unco him on the bcbali of the Princefs Axi- 
smira, whom he bad left at BitiUfa ; which was to fpare the perfon of T achmae, as much as 
the confufion of the fight would permit him; and to promife her if the chance of War gave 
him the advantage, not to make other ufe of it then the concluding of a peace between the 
two Empires, and the re-entring of her into her Country without all future (ear of Delimem\ 
violences. 

anfwered to this difeourfe with as much generofity, as Vlama bad tedified af¬ 
fection in making it to him: and after they had (pent fome time in talking of the order they 
wete to obferve in this War, they took a refolution to make a review two days after of the 
Army, by a general Muder thereof, to the end that afterwards they might mych on couragi- 
oufly againd the Enemy. All the Commanders having rtc ivtd this Order, and having im¬ 
parted it to their Soldiers, they thought of nothing clfe for thofe two days, but of appearing 
as gallant as pofsibly they could; and thofe which could not be rich in Clothes, endeavored 
at lead to have their Arms neat and bright. Ac length the morning being come, wherein /- 
brabim had refolved to make a review of his Troops, he weot accompanied with Vlama to 
an indifferent great Plain; and being placed on a riling ground, they began to muder before 
him. The flrd that appeared were compofedof fourteen thoufand Tartars, who by their 
precipitate march gave hope,that they would not be the lad at che fight when occafion ferved. 
Fifteen thoufand Azapes went next commanded by a Sangiac ; and after them as many 
Spachit, who being pad, made way for a like number of Croatiant, which at lad left fix 
thoufand JanUuaritt to be feeu, the gallanted and bed armed in all this Empire. All the In- 
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fan try having paft, the Cavalry followed after; twelve thoufand Archers firft appeared y 
next to them ten thoufand tstccaugis with Scymitars and Battel-axes; and laft of all fifteen 
thoufand Timariott with Guns. In the end Ibrahim found, that his Foot being threefcore 
and five thoufand, and his Hotfe thirty and feven thoufand, his Army amounted to above an 
hundred thoufand fighting men. All thefe Troops being paft, the Artillery appeared, confut¬ 
ing of above in hundred pieces of Ordnance, part of them for battery, and part for the field, 
with the greateft train that althoft hath been beard fpoken of, were it for the abundance of 
Itowder, and Shot, or Waggans for the carriage of things ptceffary to fumilh the 
Camp. 

This review being ended, and Ibrahim throughly contented with it, he no longer thought 
of any thing but of battening his vi&ory or defeature: fo that to advance it the (boner, after 
he had encamped his Army, and learnt in what place the Enemy was, he refolved to write 
unto the Sophy, to the end he might oblige him to the terminating of this War by a Battel. 
And to colour the matter with the publique intereft, though in this occafien it was dfeftivdy 
for the intereft of Jfabtlla, be wrote to him in thefe terms.

After the grand Ftfier bad fimlbed this Letter, he tent for Vlama to (hew it to him, who 
having approved of it, befoughthimwithall, that he would permit him to fend a Challenge 
to Dtlimtnt, thereby to oblige him to a tingle Combat before the Battel, if it hapned that 
Taehmu (hould refolve to accept of it. Ibrahim did what he could to divert him from this 
defign, perfwading him, in regard Dtlimtnt's birth was fo unequal to bis, that be (hould <b 
him coo much honor. But V lama’s great heart, together with the detire of revenging ehe 
Princcfs Axiamira, and pleating of Felix ana in panifhing Del went, would not fufferhim 
tobeperfwaded: So that having obtained that which he demanded, he went pretend? to 
draw up his Challenge, which he wrote in thefe terms.

After this Challenge was finithed, and that V lama go render the civility to Ibrakimvrtutk 
he had ufed towards him, had (hewed it unto him, he gave it Co a Trumpet, who was to 
conduct a Bolnchbajfi, unto whom Ibrahim had committed the Letter which he wrote to 
th e Sophy i and having difmiffed them with order carefully to obferve all that fbould be laid 
to them, and all that they (hould fee, they parted, inftantly away, and the next day arrived at 
the Enemies Camp. As foon as they were there, they were conduced to the SephfsTax, 
whom they found invironed with the mod part of the Commanders of his Army. After that' 
the Boluchbaffi had made a bw obeyfance to the Sophy, and told him from whom he came, 
he pteferited him with Ibrahim’s Letter, which the Sophy read foftly with fbme change of 
countenance; Thai lifting up his voyce after he bad read k over, lam too much obliged to 
Jbrahim, (aid he with both an obliging and generous (mile, for the care he takes to preterve 
my Subjeds: Yes, yes, continued he, addressing his fpeeeh to the 'Bolnchbajfi, I will accept 
pf the Battel, or to fay better, I will go and prefenc it to him; and within this hour you (hall 
carry him the news of it. 

When Ss the Sophy had given over (peaking, the Trumpet advanced, and after a bw obejr- 
fence ilfo to him, Whidfioryou, (aid he, turning himfelf to all them that were about Tach- 
mat, is called Dtlimtnt i Itiil, anfwered Dtlimtnt, fevering himfelf from the reft: Why 
then, replyed the Trumpet, I pretent you here with a Challenge from Vlama. Vlama, 
cryed the Sophy then: Yes. my Lord, Aid Dtlimtnt ; and if your Majefty wi# give me leave, 
I will fee that which he hatn tent me. The Sophy having permitted him fo to do, be openea 
the Challenge, and read it aloud, but with fo much choller when he came to the two hft lines, 
is be loft the refpeft which he owed to the Sophy with his infolency in threatening Vlama; 
true indeed it is, that he knew well enough he (hould not offend him thereby; for regarding 
Vlama as hit Rival, all that he faid againft him oould not butpteafehkn.

ttsfe Cbmbat to btlimkit. At length the fixfh day being come, both the two Armies marched 
to th£ flairi of Nlphabei, ahd encamped in the fight of One another, to the end that repofing 
themfelvcs one whole day they might fight with the more courage. Never was thete a good¬ 
lier 0t giHarfter thing fern then theft two Camps; nor Peace with all its abundance, what 
publiqut feafts (bever it hath caufed, ever (hewed more ftate, then War did at that time in 
theft two Atmies. For out of a particular grace was pleated that Ibrahim (hoiid 

inarch with the tame pomp in this voyage, as if he had been there in perfon; that the Officers, 
which are not accuftomed to fctve in it, but When he is there, (houtd accompany him; that 
thofeEnfigns, which are never difplayed but in his prefence, fhould be fet up; that the Spa- 
chi*, who fight botbut btfdre him, mould be prefenc there; and that the tame pavillions, 
which he himfelf itfed, thoiitd be hiS. Attd whereas the tuftomof the Turks and Ter fans is 
tolodgallthe Soldiers in Tents, and that , ordinarily they are all very fumptuous, thrfe two 
QtolpsflftWddtfft gdoatkft obf dft that can fiffl ttndet the eye of nun. There wusoodiing 
bat Cloth of Odd and Tinfd in all Ibrahim's Fsvfllions, with Silver Cteffontt, Peaons, 
and Streamers on the top of them. THe Jeaft Tents were paineed on the oat-tide wfefc 
Ardbefyue foliage of Odd and Silver, kuermhet with different colours; and abate 
of the Vfefy Slaves were of Qxton Cloth Of lively colours, and woven Cbeoquerwife. 
Ibrahm\n the evedre, out oF a warlike gallantry, Tent to tell the Sophy that he wmrrivet^ 
and Mirtd tdVeceiVe nt$ pleafure: Whereubto Tachmds anfwered, that thenext morning at 
SnmHfingbe fhbfild Tee him in the hrtdof his Army. At lift this fo tong expefted day being 
Come, 1temeely hadthefifft beams df the Son begun to gild the tops of thofe four h ig h tnoua- 
taing which environ this Plain, but ibraim m, as well» Tnchmas, drawing life Army-oat <0f 
their Trenches, put it into Battel array; and whereas he followed the ordorof the Tomkfbn 
the greateftyart of excenbrthings, he ranged his Troops into the form of a Creffent, bat with 
this diflference neverthelefs, that contrary to the cuftom of their Generals of Armies, he would 
betheforemoft; and forthateffeft he placed himfelf between therightbora and the left, in 
theiiead ofYBstfldianoFfix'choufand Janizaries, He gave the Command of the left tothe 
iegliertejtX Amafia, and of the right to the Bajfa TsalU. He caufed part of lmOrdnuce 
to be fet in the midft; and to (hrprize the Enemy the more, the reft was placed between two 
Battalions of Foot. Hte chofe four thoafcnd alfo from out of his Horfe to ride up and down 
about the CaihpToVthVfuccoring of 'thofe that were in need. He placed his belt Troops in 
the head and body of the Battel, leaving-the rear-ward to the conduct of the Saugiac of Mo¬ 
rns. Ahd 1 Whereas ‘the -Perfhtns have more Horfe then Foot, he fo well ditpofea tiffcis, that 
on Vmfre wff<ralee6, -hfs’Squadrons might make bead on afl parts. Order 

befoggtohi dttnvmy Where, and Ibrahim having gone more then once fromtealionto 
Baendfen, andfreumnkto-rank, to fee that every one petfotmed his duty, be began at length 
So (peak to bfe Titoopsiaueh after this (bit.

F EMm Soldiers, Is is rather to follow the asflom them for necejptj that I come thus to 
'fpeak to Jin, feeing fufficiently by your facet that you are rcfolved to do Well ; and that 
yon have not forgotten bow theft enemies. Which We are going tofight Wit hall, are the very 
fatiteWketn'We haveherttofore vantjmjhed ; fo that Without ft ending on vaiu difeourfes, 

remember 
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remember ornlj, that all the dtfign /have in tbit battalia la vanynifh ar ta dye ; that flying 
is eftentimes mart deadly titan fighting ; mi that a table death it la bt preferred be flare an 
igneminiam life. Let m ge then. Ftllm-Soldiers, tefeek, ant the Viftory which it attending 
to eremot tee. In fine, l demand but one thing of yen, Which it, that yon will not left the 
fight of me , and to go truly fit far at I 'isill leadytit. * 

Ibrahim, haring made m end of feeaking, and Ms Soldiers having stored him that they 
would follow him, by a joyful (hoot which they gave all together, alighted from his boric, 
and went and pot himfelf in the head of fix ehouuod [faniwarits, whom be had placed be* 
tween the left horn and the right. And whereat this aftion made aU them that few it give a v 
great (bout: You fee, Paid be, Frllow* Soldiers, that I have no intent to abandon yon, lincel 
deprive my (rif of the means tofiy. After this he commanded to msrch on; and that great 
body, compofed of fomany different parts, began to advance with (o regular a motion, at it 
might be (aid, that one fpirit made it move. 

In the mean time Tachmat, who knew the manner of the Turk* right, had ranged Ais Ar¬ 
my in battd array much after the fame fort, with this difference neveithekfe, that whereas he 
bad more Horfe then Foot, bebinde the battalion wNchcotrdpooded to tint of tbefanUa* 
rits, in the bead of whom Ibrahim had fet himfelf, wasafqaadron of the moft couragioos 
Nobility of all fits Empire, in the midft of whom fee was. And when as he faw that his Enc* 
toys Army moved, he caufed Ms to fee forward, fo that thefe two great bodies advancing e- 
quaUy came within rive hundred paces one of another ; and by the manner of their march¬ 
ing, it had been a very difficult matter to dtfeem to which fide the vidory would lead. 

When as they were at this dtftance, Ulema, riser he had obtained permifcionof Ibrahim 
for it, fevered himfelf from the Army, and went dhedUy towards the Enemies with hq 
Sqantarmhishand; bntfeatedy was he advanced fifteen paces, when as Deliment, having 
alfo fevered himfelf feomMspmty, came and encoumted Urn in the feme fort; and thefe two 
braveCtvalien joyned together juft in the middle of the place of battel The two Armies 
made a fbmd to fee this combat, which was beheld by both parts atnaoft as an infallible pre- 
fageof the vi&oiy to that 6de of them two which (hoidd carry it from the other. At food 
at Vlama and Deliment were met, they feB to fighting, either of them having too great a 
heartfortoibndcepooacishigaod reviling one another. At fieft, Daliment fought Ukeade- 
fperateman, and Ulaatsa like one, who without loring his judgment, or ocherwife tranfeort- 
ed, made it nevenhriofifofioiently appear by the manner of his carriage, chat he was refolved 
either to vanqoifli or to dye. Signs of fury were feoninaheone, and proofs of aninvioetble . 
ootmge in the other; die ritftfirock with violence, and inconfidewiriy; and thelaft, expo- 
ring hrafrif vdiantly ibme times to his Enemies blows, affeulted him with judgment, and 
warded with addrsft: fiat at length after they had msidean hundred piffades to no pnrpofe, 
had cryed in vain to gaiathe crupper, and had been a Jong rime without hurting one another; 
Vlama feeming to be voce for Haying to long ftom vanquifhing or dying, redoubled Us en. 
devors, and prdfiugihtt Eflcmy mote vively thenbefore, he had at tengthdie farisfaftionto 
feehisldood fir ft, witkablowof Ms Scymicar, wbkfifacdayd at his (boulder hut lighted oq 
his thigh. This fitft advantage more augmented ULmta‘% courage, and redoubled Detimensfi 
rage; for after chet&was impaffible to difeero the blows they gav&etch another: Deliment 
was m-conrinoal aftion, no more risen he, loft not* minutes rinse; and without ei¬ 

ther* recoylipg, or taking breMh, .ehey.f ought very necr an hour, and yet k could not be judg- 
edto wUchride the Udfory inclined. Ulama't Turbtnt was all in pieces, hchsd alfo reeeiv- 
ed a wound pnhis left arm, bis Scytqitar was dyed with the blood ol Deliment, whamhehad 
hurt in two places, when as in an mftanc flying, violently at him,hc dift^arged fogieat a Uow 
with his Scymttar oohis neok, that falling from his hotfe, he extended UmdqiidmtrUs feet.' 
Thisfidlmukattthofeof Vlam»s party to fbouc for joy, but he without longer tarrying in 
that place, gafioped back to Ibrahim, and with as much ttanquittity of feark, as if he had 
notfooghtataH, feidtohimfmUing, that he came from rough-hewing th< vi^ory for him. 

If Iobuinh, vqdyed thedluftrious Baffa, it will belefe glorious to roe, then that which 
youhavegottm, finceyou (hare it with none, whereas IfbsUoWethe other,bothto youc 
vabr, and to that of tn huodred thoufand men that foHow me. 

After this, Ibrahim^ having obferved that V Unit Was wouiided on the left arm bf the. 
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blood which came out of ie, would not have had him fought; but Vlama not contenting 
thereunto, onely canted his arm to be bound up with a piece of linnen cbth of aTurbant; 
and placing himfelf by Ibrahim, and all the Trumpets, Drums, and Attaballes having (bund¬ 
ed a charge, they began to march with thofe great cries, which all the Oriental Nations make 
at the beginning of battels; but yet with this difference, that Ibrahims Soldiers teemed to- 
be almoft allured of the vidory, whereas the others on the contrary teemed to have no other 
delign in fighting, then to revenge the death of Deliment: It was not for that he was be¬ 
loved, but becaufe the Sophj Chewed fo much refentment for it, as it palled even into the 
^hearts of his men. In the end thefe two Armies being provoked, the one by thedefire of 
glory, and the other by that of revenge, they encountred together. And to give yet a further 
courage to Ibrahim's forces, it happened that Tachmat, being arrived firft in the field, had 
feized on an bighpiece of ground, upon the which he had planted bis Ordnance; but that 
which he conceived would have been advantageous, proved unprofitable onto him ; for 
when as the two Armies caufed their Cannon to play on either part, that of the Perfians did 
no hurt to the7»r£s, becaufe all the (hot palled over their beads in regard it was planted too 
high. Ibrahim's Ordnance wrought another effeCt, and his firft difeharge lighting' juft in the 
mtdft of that Squadron, where the Sophj was in perfon, cleared all the ranks, with the daugh¬ 
ter of a world of men. But when as the Sophj, who loft not his judgment in this occafion, 
had commanded tbofc behinde to take the place of them before, Ibrahim on his fide, caufed 
two battalions, behinde the which were the reft of his Ordnance, to open, and the Soldiers 
having accordingly divided themfelves to the right hand and to the left, the remainder of his 
Ordnance difeharged all together through the voyd (pace that was between the ranks, and put 
his Enemies into fo ftrange a diforder,as ehdike was never beard of. And truly it was advanta¬ 
geous to the Terfians, that the thicknefsof the fmokt and duft, which enveloped thefe two 
Armies, kept them from feeing thehorridnefsof this execution, for otherwife peradventure 
they would not have had fo much heart to fighr, as they teftified afterwards. 

At length, Tachmat having formed his battalions anew, for repairing of the diforder which 
the great Ordnance had made, and Ibrahmts Soldiers having re-affumed their ftations, thefe 
two Armiescame to cope with one another. Ibrahim, followed by Vlama, gave firft in¬ 
to the battalion, behinde the which was that broken fquadron, where the Sophj and Ifmael 
were in perfon. And it was there, where out of a prodigious valor he did things, which 
would not Unde belief with poftericy, if they were written. He made way through all op- 
pofition,tod not contented with carrying fear and terror whetefoever he went; with defend¬ 
ing bis ownlife,and giying death to his Enemies; but took care alfo for the confervation of his 
own party. He faved the Safa Sinan from being killed, by dilcharging a great blow with 
hisScymitar upon him that was (hiking him: now though he performed the Soldier in this 
encounter, yet left he 00 * for all that to behave himfelf like the General of the Army, and to 
have an eye to all things. Sometimes he fent to fuccor thofe that ftood in need; fometimes 
hewentto them is per.'bn, and joyning both prudence and valor together, it might be (aid, 
that never two feveral men exercifed them fo nobly, as Ibrahim in his perfon alone made 
them to appear in thisfeccafion. And thecourfe that he held was fuch, in fending his directi¬ 
ons to every part, as it might alfo be affirmed, that he was in all the fights that were in the 
field, and that he might with reafon be termed the foul of his Army. Vlama in like manner 
worthily feconded his valor; and all the Janizaries, feeing in the head of them fo couragious 
a Chieftain; performed their parts fo well in this encounter, that they pierced quire through 
this battalioo, and foabfolucely defeated it, as all that the fquadron which was behinde it 
could do,. was to fee the perfon of Tachmat out of danger. 

Be whil'ft Ibrahim fought fo profperoufly, the Beglitrbej of Amafia, who commanded 
the left wing, had not the like fortune; for finding himfelf oppofed to the beft Soldiers of 
the Enemies Army, who were commanded by one Bafingir, a man of great confidentiou 
with the Perfians, his battalion had been broken at the very firft, and the Enemies inter¬ 
mingling amongft them, had killed part of them, and made the reft to fly, in beating them 
even to the body of their battel. Ibrahim, having been advertifed of this diforder, left V to¬ 
mato profecuce the victory, which he was already well entred into, and mounting on a horfe, 
he went galloping, followed onely by an hundred Accangis , whom be drew from their bo¬ 
dy, towards the place where the greateft diforder was. When he arrived there, and faw his 
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men bafely flying, rod fuftering themfdves to be killed, fcarcely nuking defence, he went di- 
redly to them with lui Scymitsr in his hand; but being loth tocover them with flume, in 
letting them fee that he perceived their cowardice: Yoomiflake,faid he, Fellow-Soldiers, 
your valor tranfports you too much, the Enemy is not that way, turnabout, and follow me. 
This fpeecfa filled them with confufion.and thkconfuGon having redoubled their courage they 
nllyedtbemfeives about him. But when as notwithftanding he faw that tbofe words were 
not diffident to make them fight valiantly enough, he went to one of thofe who carry ed the 
Arms of the Empire, and taking the Enfign out of his band, be threw it with all his force in¬ 
to the midfl of the Enemies, and turning about to his men; Come, Fellow-Soldiers , (aid he 
unto them, Vnm*ftdje t or recoverit. This adion gave new ftrength tothe 7 »r^; for 
whereas smongft them the greateftdifgrace that can arrive to their Troops, is to let the Ene. 
mies with whom they fight take the Arms of the Empire: the defign of recovering this En- 
fign, which Ibrahim had thrown amongft the Enemies, infufed the defire of glory, and feu 
of infamy into their feds. At length theonefide porpofing to keep it, and the other tore- 
gain it, there began fo fierce * fight betwixt them, as it wu in this place where the greateft 
flangbter was made. Wounds, in ftead of weakening thofe which received them, feemedto 
incenfe their fury. There were men feen covered aO over with blood and hurts, whom fall¬ 
ing down dead gave death unto others. Theytoo who had already loft the* lives, ferved (till 
to malm others lofe theirs* for divers encountering with this great number of bodies under 
their feet, Humbled many times againft their wills, and Co gave their Enemies the opportunity 
tonmthenuthroogh; and of aU this infinite company of men that fought in this place, there 
W« not one which was not dyed, either with his own blood, or that of his Enennei. But at 
kft after« very long conflict, the very feme hand which had thrown the 7 «Hfc/ Enfign to the 
r PerjU*t, wnaogitoutof the hand of 'Baftngir, who had feized upon it, by depriving him 
of hit life; and be not ondy recovered his own Strodue, but he life gained tfatt of the Ene¬ 
mies. Ttefo noble and brave an a&on abated the courage of the Perfimu, rod au gm ented 
that of the Tm'kjf fothu after this, thofewhirhfaadfiedin their turn purfeed the very ferns 
adverftries, who had routed them* and Itrabim went beating them to the very plate where 
he bad left Vlam*\ who on his fide had almoft made an end of vanquifhing all that had made 
refiftmee againft him. Howbeit he remembred in this occafion that he wis Tachmas fub- 
joft, for having found IJituul indofed by five or fix Turks, who feeing that he would nei¬ 
ther defend, nor render fumfeK, would without doubt have kiled him, be drewhim out of 
their hands, aud reproaching them for Handing in that fert upon the getting of fbweakc 
vidoty, having fo many Enemies yet to fight withall, be gave him the opporomity to efcapie 


to his own party. 

In the mean time the B*$* Tiatti, who Commanded the left wing, wu fiiH feictaridg 
with one, named AUmtu, who commanded the Terfunt left wing ; and they hud fbogK 
with fo equal an advantage, as it could not be faid to which fide the vidory leaned. But the 
Grand Vifitr being her favorite in this battel, (he followed him alfo in this occafion. His ar¬ 
rival made the face of things to change 5 the Porfian Horfe bafely fell oft, and a battalion of 
Foot was wholy overthrown: the Accangis in this encounter did wonders, the Timsriott 
likewife performed tbekduty, and albeit the Terftan Cavalry isbotter then the Tttrkj, yet 
this day they proved the weaker. •, 

The Sophj feeing his whole battel broken, a great part of his men dead, and fear in all the 
reft, thooght no longer but of making a retreat, and putting his perfoh in fefety, that he might 
not fell Into the power of his Enemies; and to facilitate the means thereof, he commanded fix 
thoufand Horfe, which were coafting the Army, to fet upon Ibrahim’s Reef-guard, who 
had not yet fought; thinking thereby to make a diverfion, rod give him the meins to retire 
with feme order, things being no longer in terms for him to hope that he could keep the 
field. But tUsdefipnfocoeedtd no better tfaentbe reft; for thefe fix choufand Horfe having 
encountred thofe, vhich Ibrahim had commanded to ride up arid down about his Camp, 
there fell out a particular fight betwixt them, wherein the Ferfiaas were alfo vanquifbed: 
So that Tacbmas, miffing of this hope too, thought no longer of retreating, but of flying. 
And whereas of all apprehenfions fear is that which more fpcedily pafleth from one heart to 
another amongd the Soldiers, the Sophj was no fooner feeato think of retiring, but bis 
Troops were ftraightway pofieft with terror : The Enemy appeared more redoubtable id 
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them then before, and lofing the hope of viftory, they loft thewilT to fight. ’ 

Ibrahim in the mean while omitted no time; and perceiving by the Enemies countenance, 
that they were no longer carryedby the defire of varquifhing, but onely by that of faving 
themfelves, he redoubled hisendevora, and caufing all the Troops of his Army, which had 
not yet fought, to fall on all together, he put chat of the Enemies into fo fearful a dis¬ 
order, that it was no longer either fighting, retreating, or flying, but to fay better, it 
was all the three together. For in one place, a battalion was feen to Hand firm, and con¬ 
tinue fighting; in another a Squadron that retired witbouc breaking; but almoft every 
where the Horfe and Foot were feen mingled together; the Souldiers abandoning their 
Colours, and throwing away their Arms; fome yielding themfelves to their Enemies; 
others killing Horfe-men, that they might have their Horfes to fly away with the more fpeed 
and fafety; the Cannon left witbouc defence; the baggage expofed to plunder; all the 
Commanders without ahy power over their Soldiers; the moft of them not knowing them, 
(elves what they would command; in the end, if the night had not arrived, 1 believe that 
not one of the Perfiatu had been in an efface to fight, and that Tachmat would have fallen 
into the power of Ibrahim-, but darknefs coming on Hole him from his vidory: For Taeh- 
mas, having rallyed all the Noblcfs about him that he had left, commanded four Thoufand 
Horle, and two Thoufand Foot, to go and a mule the Enemy, whil’ft he retired. And thefe 
Troops were they alone, which (hewed in the coodulionof this battel, that they merited 
not their misfortune; for at length, by the refiftance which they made, though itwasnot 
long, they gave Tachmas opportunity to retire into Sultania. v 

la the mean time Ibrahim , to keep the vi&ory from deftroying his Army, after that he and 
Vlama had purlued thofe which fled, asfar as day-light would permit them to dtftmg iiifl. 
between the Enemies and their own men, forbad his Soldiers from plundering the PcrJU* 
Camp, promifmg to give them the whole booty of it; and caufing every one to repair tohia 
Colours, he paffed the night in the place of battel; abfbhitely victorious, without b rb g 
wounded, or lofing above two thoufand men; where after the daughter of twenty thoufimd 
Enemies, of taking their baggage, their Cannoo,and their Colours, he might without fear, 
and in fefecy, have remained in the field of his triumph, without chinking of anything but of 
enjoying his victory: Yet did not he fo, for after be had commanded that Vlama fbould be 
dreft, who was flighdy hurt, he went himfelf to-place the Guards, to fee if all things were 
as they (hould be, and tovifit fuch of the Commanders as were woonded. But in the end, 
after he was returned to his dear Vlama, and had refie&d a while on himfelf, he ta his hea rt 
offered his whole vi&ory to Ifabella, as believing it to be rather an effeft of her vows, then 
of hisvalor. And the thought which he had that this happy day might make him obtain her 
liberty, was the onely pkafure tint this famous viftory gave him, and therecompenceof aD 
his travels. 


The End of the Third'Book. 
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The Fourth Boofy 

W Hereas it is not enough to have vanquished, if one does hot. know hour to ufe 
theviftory, the Illuftrious Balia knew too well how to make ufc of 
the advantages of fortune, for to negleft his enemy after he had furmountedhim. 
He was not ignorant that the chance of war is inconftant • that Conquerors may 
oftentimes be Slaves to thofe whom they have put In chains s and diat the Cr owns 
which Viftory hath let on the head of thofe whom Ihe favours, are not fowe 11 let*- 
led, but that they may be plucked from thence. Out of fo juft a rcafoning; I hr Akin * 
took as much cafe to have good order oblerved in his Army, as if that of Tach- 
mas had been ftill in the field, and had not been defeated! He dilcamped then the 
next day, and ftill advancing into the Enemies Coiintrey, without incountilng iny 
obftacle, he carried terror over all the Perffari Empire. For whereas the Sophies 
Army had been utterly routed, they which had not followed him to Sultama, add 
that had elcaped killing in the battell, fled to the next ad joyning Provinces-, and by 
their report wrought that in the mindcs of thole that heard them, which the Arms 
of Ibrahim had wrought in them, pofleihng their hearts with fear and terror. And 
whereas it is natural! enough for a man to feck td excufe hifufclf, they made the 
Army of the Turks far greater, than it was, for, the juftifying of their flight j they 
commended the valour of to cover their oWn cowardice, and fighting for 

him in this occafion, they induced many Towns to render themfelves, who other- 
wife had at leaftwife attended the Canon, and the fight of their Enemy. But 
whereas the moftpartof the Palaces in t^is Empire are not much fortified', and 
are commonly his that keeps the field, Ibrahim being become fo abfolutely Matter , 
of it, as there was not an enemy appearing, he had no other imployment after the 
battell of Nifhates, than to receive the Deputies of Towns which came to bring 
him the keyes thereof,and one would have laid, ctinfidering in what manner things 
paft,that Ibrahim was rather a lawful! King, that rode in progrefs about his King¬ 
dom to make himfelf known to his Subjcfts, than a Conqueror, which receivedtne 
fubmiffions of die people whom he had fqbdqcd. ’ In fine, the matter went in. that 
fort, as in two moneths fpace the Grand Vifier reftored unto Salmans obedience aH 
the places which he had formerly conquered, and that had revolted after Ulamaes 
defeat, and during the time of his ficknefs. In the mean while, he had fent to 
Prince Mahomed and to Axiamira,to allure them that he did not conauec their 
Countrey but only to oblige the Sophy to demand peace j and if, it ftould.be lone 
before he heard from him, he would lend td propound it unto him, with ibchi jufi 
conditions, as he could not refofe it. Ulamd liYewifc on his part had, written to.the 
Princefsand Felixana , who had not failed to teftifie unto him by their 1 Letters a 
great deal of acknowledgement for the vifl ory which he had obtained of Delment. 
jixtamira was nevertheless much difquieted,- to undeittand by all them which. came : 
from the Camp to Bitilifa, thatfince TachmascntredihtoUnltama , there had been 
nonews of him: For albeit the Sophy had intfeated. her very ill, yet ftill-he-was 
her Father, and the appreherifions of Nature were yetftronger in her heart , than , 
the remembrance of injuries Was fcnfible unto her. This un.quietnefs was not par¬ 
ticular to tier ,-and though-it was after a different faihion, yet certain it is, that 
the Grand Vifier was troubled, for that he could learn nothing of Tackmas-, not 
being able to imagine what defigii he Ihould have in (hutting hiriilelf up in- Snlta- 
nia , and never appearing fince, nor giving any order for letting fome forces on foot 
again. One momingas he was talking with ttlama about it, and that neither, of 
them knew what to think of it,one came and told him,that onenani e&Merath&ty- 1 
tain ofa Galley of the BalTa of the Seas Fleets defired to fpeak withhiril. Ibrahim, 
who knew the order which this BalTa had had to make fome descent into Mingre- 
lia, thereby to divert the enemies forces, belieVed that he came to give him an ac- 
fompt thereof, and therefore commanded him to be brought in: Which was no 
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fooner done, but Morath , after he had faluted him with an high refpefl, told him, 
that having been acquainted by fame with the profpenous fucccfsof his Arms, and 
that he was in a condition to impofe Laws on me vanquilhed, he was fcnt from the 
Baifa of the Sea to beg a grace of him in favour of Arfalen. This name equally fur. 
prized both Ibrahim and Uluru ; for the Grand Vifier remembred very well that 
this Arfalo* was he who had taken Doria neer to Naples $ that he was Father to Ali- 
techy whom Ofman the Bafia of the Seas fon had maried , but he could not compre¬ 
hend how they fhould meet together, and be made friends: UlAm* knew too, by 
report, that the Satrap Arfalm was become the famoufeft Pirate of ail the Seas of 
the Levant $ fo that both of them provoked by curiofity, prefled Morath to explain 
himfclf more clearly. My Lord, laid he to Ibrahim, before I tell you, what Arfalon 
defires, may you be pleafed to let me relate unto you the fcquele of an Hiftory, 
die beginning whereof you are acquainted with, to the end that by die knowledge 
you dull have thereof, you may be the more eafilier carried to grant, the favour 
Which is defired of your generality. Ibrahim having contented thereunto, caufed 
Every one to go out of his Tent, except Ulama , ana they two being fet, Morath 
fpakc in this fort. k . •

The SeQiekof the Hiftoty of Ofeian and Alibccti. 

I Make.no doubt, my Lord, but if the generality of Ahbech moved you at fuch 
time, as by your goodqcfs you got.the Grand Signior to Judge her caufc to her 
advantage, I make no doubt, 1 fay^ bqt that; which I am going to impart unco you 
Will carry you to ferve her, I wtllnot ftand to run over her hrft adv entures,thert-. 
by tomakeyou underftand fherd^fincc I hold it impoffiblc that you ihould not 
full remember, that fhc is the daughter of Arfalon the Pirate, or to fay better, of a 
Satrap of ferfia, whom ill fortune hath made a Pirate. And 1 do not think you 
have forgot that this Pirate took Ofman prifoncr, who in a few dayes became defpc- 
ratcly inlove with the vertuous Ahbech, and that (he delivering him, faved herlelf 
with him, upon condition that he fiiould marry her when he came to CmfiantinapUz 
Nomore can you be ignorant,, that the Bafia of the Sea would never have permit¬ 
ted his fon to nave kept his word with her, had not the Grand Signior by his 
commandment, and by his libcrality,fbrced him to receive this fair Maid, in whoa 
he found no other defeft but poverty. Now fince that, my Lord, 1 can allure yot% 
that Alibech hath not rendred her felf unworthy of the grace you did her, nor 
of that which yet Ihe attends from your goodnefs. She hath lived with the Baida of 
the Sea inasmuch obedience to him, as if {he had been his own daughter; and 
with her fubmiflians and refpefts hath in fuch fort acquired his afiedion^s he loves, 
not his fon with moretendernefs. As for Ofman, there hath never been heard fpeak 
ofamore violent, or more durable love than his, and every day too he fees tome 
new grace in his dear Ahbech ; for whereas the beauty of her foul is far greater 
than that of her face, file hath given him fo many new marks of her vercue, of her 
courage, of her love, and of her generality, as he mould be the ingratefulleft of men, 
if the affc&ion which he bears her,could enter into comparifon with any other* 
This perfon then, being fo ftraightly linked in good will to her Fathcr-in-Law,an<t 
to her husband, could not relolve to abandon them, at fuch time as the Bafia of 
the Sea was conftraincd to imbark himfclf for to go and command the £lect^ which 
was lent into Mingrelia. And although, out of the fear they were in left (he 
/hould receive fome incommoditie, they did all they could to keep her from it, yet 
was it impoffible for them to prevail with her. No, no, laid file to Ofman, I can* 
not leave you ; and feeing 1 could follow a fathe/outof obedience, I can better, 
follow an husband out of iffeftion. I am already inured to the difeommodkies of. 
the Sea, which no doubt will befweeterto me, (haring them with you , than’ 
reft would be agreeable unto me, if I fiiould enjpy it without you. .If you fight 
with advantage, added (he, the joy which 1 (hall have of your victory will redouble 

yours; 
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yours; and if by misfortune you be vanquilhcd, which Heaven forfend, tny tears 
(hall fight for you, when you no longer can. In fine, faid (he further, -tempefts, 
war, flavery, yea and death it felf, would be Tweeter to me, than a long ab- 
fencc. Alibech having in this fort touched the heart of Ofman, and the Bafia of 
the Sea being overcome by her intreatic;, (he imbarqued her (elf with her huf- 
band, who way Vice-Admirall under his Father. Their .Navigation having 
been profperous enough, untill they came to Mingrelia, they thought ofno.hing 
more than of choofing a place where they might make a defccnt, according to 
the order they had for it: but a horrible temped that arofe, dcftroycd all their dc- 
figns. It was fo great, fo long, and fo extraordinary , that the whole Fleet was 
duperfed; fo that when it grew to be calm again, three Veflclls were fcarce found 
together: Howbeitfo great was our good fortune, as in four or five dayes.tbe 
whole Navy rejoyned, and albeit mod of the (hips had fomeihing or other bra- 
ken, yet we rcjoyced to fee them all (hattered as they were, after we had believed 
they were loft. The two Veflclls of Ofman , and of the BaiTa of the Sea, were on¬ 
ly wanting to the Fleet; but at length that of Ofman comming in, made us hope 
that the Bafla would return in like manner. After he had been attended fome 
dayeswithan impatience, which well damonftrated the love which Ofman, and the 
generality which Alibech had for him; and after that many Veflells had been fent 
out to crofs up and down the Sea, for to try if they could meet With him, one 
day as Ofman yets looking forth himfelf to fee if he could dffcry any thing, he 
difcovered a Veflell: ana thbugh it was fo far off as he could not difcern of whac . 
Nation (he was, yet the extreme defire which he had that it might be his fathers,, 
perfwaded him tnat it was he. In this belief he caufed his dear Alibech to come, 
upon the deck to let her fee that which all the reft of his Veflell faw as well as he ; 
they continued a pretty while in this fort, between hope and fear, but at length 
, this Veflell approaching by little and little, deftrojed the firft, and increafcd the 
other; for Ofman certainly knew that this Veflell was a Brigantine, and not that 
of his father, whole fortune had been very different from his. The tempeft having: 
fevered him from his Fleet, aud the ftorm having mightily bruifed his Veflell, he 
bad been fo unhappy as to encounter with a Pirate; who having found him in 
fo deplorable an eftate, had fct upon him, or to fay better, had taken him, he not. 
being able to make any refiftance. The Bafla of the Sea after this misfortune,, 
was perfwaded, that to be the more gently ufed, and to get the fooner out of his 
enemies hands, he was to tell who he was, to, the end that offering a great ranfom 
he might be reftored to his liberty; the rather, fpr that in this occafion the affairs 
of the Empire being much concerned, he (hbuld have committed a crime, if he 
had concealed his name for the faving of money. But that which he thought, 
would conduce moft to the getting himfelf out of trouble, gave. him the. more ; 
for be pleafedto know, that by an encounter altogether prodigious, he that had ta¬ 
ken him was the Pirate Arfalm, father to the vertuous Alibech ; who no fooner' 
Underftood that this prifoner was the Bafla of the Sea, but he appeared to be migh- 
lily incenfed with anger. What, faid he unto him,- are you the father then of the 
Traytor Ofman , or to fay better, of the Ravi(her of my daughter 1 and hath for¬ 
tune; who hath alwayes perfecuted me (b cruelly, at laft fumifhed me with means 
tobe revenged? Speak, laidhc unto him, but difguife not the truth,leftj be drawn 
to make you tell it by force. The Bafla of the Sea furprifed with this 
difeourfe, and perceiving very-well that this Pirate was Arfalon, thought 
nevertheless, fincc he had faid fo much already, that the beft would be not 
to diflemble , and to iiideavour by the aflurancc which he would give him 
that Alibech was Ofmant wife, and that he had alwayes ufed her as if (he had' 
been his own daughter, to induce him to ufe him alfo with the more humanity. In 
this relation, 1 acknowledge, fayd he unto him, that I am the Bafla of the Sea, that 
I am the father of Ofman , and the father of the ravilher of Alibech ; but withal), 
you are to acknowledge to me alfo, that I am the father of your daughter, feeing 
(he hath mariedmyfonne ; and you are consequently to confcfs, that fincc love a- 
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lone hath been the caufe of their (auk, you ought to pardon them fork; if fo be 
you have not loft the remembrance, that the very fame paffion made yon in timet 
paft forget all things. I have not loft the remembrance of it, reply ?d Arfalem, but I 
remember the punifliment too that was inflifted on me; and if I treat my daugh¬ 
ter after the fame manner, (he will have no juft occafion to complain, if you knew, 
anfwered the Bafla-of thefea, what the ajfeftion of Ofmaa and Alibech were, it 
would touch your heart: It is fo great, continued he, that in die voyage, which 
I have fo unhappily undertaken, (he would by no means abandon her husband. 
jirfale# hearing this difeourfe, made him exaiane it more particularly unco him; 
and knew that his daughter was not very far from him : Whereat he teftified a 
great deal of joy, and beholding the Bafla with a (mile full of bitternefs ; to (hew 
' you, faid he unto him, that I am generous, and that I will not confound the inno¬ 
cent with the guilty; I will not ufc you ill; nay 1 will not require forme, though 
as myllavcl might do it; but I will only have that which appertains to me, that 
is to fay, the ingratefulland unnaturall Alibech. I do you a good office, fayd he 
unto him, railing his voice ; for fince (he could betray her father, and abandon 
him, (he would quit you no doubt, and betray you as well as me. The Bafla, fur* 
prifed with this difeourfe and demand, flood awhile without anfwering there* 
unto ; ncverthelefs, whereas he is generous, and that the vertue of Alibech hath 
won his heart, he could by no means agree to what was required of him. No, 
fayd he to Ar/dlen^ I will never be ingratefull to your daughter; ifac reftored my 
fonne to his liberty, and J will lofe mine to preferve her that which (he enjoyes. 
And then again, faid he unco him, 1 am not mafter of her, (he is who 

commanding the Navy inmyabfence, is in an eftate corefufe her unco me, if 1 
(hould be fo l ife as to demand her, which I will never do. We (hall fee, faid Ar- 
falen then to him, whether you will not change your mind; and after they had 
difputed yet a while, he commanded him to be loaden with chains, and told him 
once again, that he (hould never have his liberty, and that every day he would 
make him try new torments, if he did not write to his fonne to oblige him to de¬ 
liver Alibech into the hands of thole whom he would fend to him for that pur* 
pofe; promiiuighim, that (he (hould be no (boner in hisoower, but he would re¬ 
store him to his liberty. The Bafla in fo crofs a conjuncture, knew not what to 
think, or what to refolve on. He knew by the report of his fonne, and of Ali¬ 
bech too, that Arfalm was firm in his refolutions , and of a fevere and craell in¬ 
clination. He knew that hisabfcncc would prejudice the afiairsof the Empire; 
yea and he wasperfwaded, that his fonne, loving ^Alibech more than his life, 
would uever refolve to lofe her for the (aving of him; he felt a ((range repugnan¬ 
cy in his heart too againft the making of this requeft unto him; and not know¬ 
ing what to do in fo deplorable a cafe, he lamented his misfortune, accufed Ar- 
faltnj cruelty, and without framing any defign, induced the (harpeft grief that 
anyfoul can be capable of In the mean time Arfaloa, fearing left the Bafla of the 
Seas Fleet (hould remove furthcrirom him, and that then he (hould not have A- , 
libech foeafily, prefled him to take his laft refolution : bat what threatnings fo- 1 
ever he could ufe unto him, he could not poffibly draw him to Write to Ofmaa to 
oblige him to give Alibech for his ranfom. Arfalm did all that he could to (hake 
his refolution; he allured him of a perpetual! flavery; be made him fee that his 
death was indubitable ; and perceiving at laft that he no whit prevailed, he chofe 
out one of the moftunderftandingandrcfoluteft-mcnof his company, and giving 
him aBrigantiRC, he fent him towards a Cape, where he had learnt the Fleet 
was reaflembled; and having told him he would ftay for him at a creek which was 
net far from thence, he willed him to fearch fo diligently, that he might find out 
the Bafla of the Seas Navy; and having found it, that he (hould deliver to Ofwa* 
his fonne, who commanded in his abfence, the meflage which he would impart 
unto him; whereupon rowning him foftly in the ear, he inftrufted him with his 
intentions, and difpatehed him inftantly away. .This man, who was a Perfian by 
Nation, exafely obeyed him, and vm fo fortunate, as he fayled dircftly to the 
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place where the Balia of the Seas Fleet were all joyncd together again. And it was, 
my Lord, the very fame velTd! which Ofmm difeovered at fea, which a far off 
gave him fo much hope, and which approaching fo mightily redoubled his grief, 
to fee that it was a Brigantine, that the fpight to be fo deceived, made him re- 
folve to fight with her: For which effeft he commanded two of his veflelsto at- 
tacque her; but the Perfian who had no delign to endanger himfelf to no purpofe, 
perceiving the intention of them that were making towards him, ftruck fayl, hung 
oat a flag of truce, and putting himfelf into theskiff, with three of his compa¬ 
nions, to teftifie the more confidence, he went in this fort to encounter thofe 
which were advanced towards him. When he was fo near them as he might bp 
heard, the Per fiat, to have audience the fooner, required to fpeak with Ofma* 
from the BafTa of the Sea his father. This name made them all to (hoot for }oy 
dhat heard it; and the word paffing ftrait from VefTell to Veflell, and from Gaily 
to Gaily, the;e was a generall reioycing over all the whole Fleet. In t^e 
mean time Ofmm havingbeen ad vertifed sjfit, attended with as much joy as im- 

E tience, him, that brought him news of his father. And whereas he (hared all his 
d, and all his hood haps with his dear wife, fhe was with him at fuch time as ' 
the Ter fan was conduftecl unto him. The fight of this man made the vertuous A- 
libceh change colour, for fhe prefently knew him, as having feen him with her fa¬ 
ther, all the time that fhe lived atfea. Thisfirft motion was quickly fcconded with 
an extreme grief; for when as Ofmm, out of an impatience derived from his af- 
fe&ioo, had demanded of this man where his father was; My Lord , faid hr unto 
him, with a great deal of boldnefs, he is in if place from whence you may eafily 
draw him, and to clear the matter unto you, enow, that the chance of War, or 
rather the equity of Heaven, hath made him fill into the power of the invincible 
Arfaltn. Alas, faid Altbcch, looking onOfmaa, what have I heard ! and what a 
deftiny is ours like to be ! What, faid Ofman, interrupting her, andall amated* 
is my hither in the hands of Arfalon ? Yes, my Lord, replyed the Per(hM> and it is 
from him that I come to tell you, that you (hall never fee the BafTa your father 
more, if you do not render him his daughter : This is the price he ham fee for his 
liberty, and k is that which you ought to pay him. I know that I fpeak boldly , 
and that in fome fort I endanger my felf; out be-think you that you have a per* 
fon in the power of Arfalm , which ought to keep you from entreating me ill. 1 
leave you to judge, generous Ibrahim, what this propofition effe&ed in the minds 
of Ofmm and Alibech 3 and what a combat that was, where one muft rtfolvet® a* 
bandon a father, or lofe a wife; yea a wife, to whom Ofmm owed his life and II* 
berty: which made up all his felicity; ami which was both his wife and his mi* 
ftris. Nature and Love could not be fatisfied in this occafion: Ofmm could nek be 
acknowledging without being ingratcfiill; and finding cruelty in both the parties* 
he knew not what refolution to take. Ofmm never reafoned at firft for all that oil 
this adventure, but without flicking a whit at it, he told him that had fpokeii to 
him, how he could not render his wife, neither could he abandon his father, but 
he knew well enough how to deftroy Arfalm. Ah, my Lord, cryed AUbeeh then * 
who had done nothing as yet but weep, being fcarce able to form a Won!; If the 
BafTa of thefea is your father, Arfalm is mine; and you cannot hilrt him Without 
wronging me. Ojman being come again outfbfthis firft tranfport, and ravifhed 
with Altbeches generofity, craved pardon of her : and this TePfian returning to 
fpeak, I know, my Lord, fayd he unto him, that this choice is hard to be made , 
wherefore permit me to go back to my veflell, and let me Within a day have your 
anfwer ; butconfult with your reafon, remember that Alibech is the daughter of 
him that demands her, and that the BafTa of the Sea is the father of a man that ftole 
her away. If Ofman had followed his firft thoughts, hehad caufed this man to be 
thrown into the Sea, but fearing left fuch violence fhould prejudice his father , he v 

chofe rather to grant his demand. When he was gone away, and that without o* 
ther witnefTes than his dear Alibech he might let his grief break forth; Do not 
think, fayd he unto her, that I coniult whether I (hould deliver you into die hands 

of

of Arfalon-, no, that is not my thought; but I am confidering which way I may 
deliver my Father: For in nne, it is equally impoffible for me to refolve to love 
him, and abandon you. I ow my life to both of you ; I ow obedience to my 
Father, and love to Alibecb : If my death could fatisfie you both, I (hould dye no 
doubt with joy 5 but fortune that delights to pick me out extraordinary mi(crie% 
will not let any thing be able to fuccour me. The more 1 confider the matter, the 
lefs remedy do I finde for it; which wayfoeverl look upon it, I am ftill guilty, 
and ftill unhappy. I cannot break my fathers chains without giving them to you; 
I cannot end his punilhment, but in beginning yours; 1 cannot reftore him his li¬ 
berty, but in depriving you of it, nor can fave his life, but in putting yours in jeo¬ 
pardy ; and that is it which is absolutely impoffible for me to do. But, added he, 
if I confcrveyou, I load my father with irons; I my felf fallen the (hackles where- 
with he is bound; I am the caufe of his captivity, and it maybe of his death; I 
am a parricide, and I ftab a dagger into the heart of him that gave me life. See 
generous Alibecb, faid he unto her, what the choice is which I can make in fo crols 
an adventure. My Lord, faid (he unto him, wholly diflolvcd into tears, you re¬ 
quire a counfell of me which is very hard to be given; it is not becaule I fear the 
rigor of my father fo much, as I cannot refolve without pain to indureitto deli¬ 
ver yours; but, my Lord, it is becaufc I cannot do it without abandoning you. Yet 
I muft, continued (he; for whereas I am the daughter of Arfulon , it is for me 
to receive {he chaftifement of her fault ; and whereas l am in part the caufe of his 
captivity, it is for me alio to deliver him; and it is for me alio to dry up the tears 
which you Ihed for him: Suffer me then to go and undo his chains, and wear his 
irons. Ah / too generous Alibecb, anfwered Ofman r, do not offer me a remedy 
worfe than the dileafe, and which I cannot accept of: My father is too generous 
too, continued he, to indure it; and he would aifavow me for his fonne, if I were 
capable of fuch a bafenefs. Tohavefuch thoughts would be a thing worthy of 
hisgreat heart, replyed Alibecb, but it would alfo be a thingunworthy both of 
you, and of me, if I could fuffer you to be cruell to the Baffa your father, and rh a t 
he (hould lofehis life by my means. No, Ofman, it is that which I can never indure; 
and fince we cannot live happy together, let us at leaftwife die innocent. Do what 
you ought for your father; owing him your life, you ow him all things; fac riffle 

J rour wife to deliver him, it is juft, and (he defires it. I muft, added lh$, for the 
ove of you, deprive my felf of you; and fear not that I will accule you of want 
of affe&ion, whenas you ftiallconfent thereunto; no, Ofman, I Ihould not be glad 
that your love to me mould ftifle the motions of nature in you. Reafon muft be 
ftronger than all other things; and he that could abandon his father, might alfo in 
fome other occafion abandon his wife. Permit me to do what I ought, and leave 
the reft to the conduft of fortune. That would not be juft, anfwered Ofman. What 
will you do then, replyed Alibecb > I do not know, anfwered he; oncly 1 know 
that the eftate wherein mv fool is, I can neither be wanting to my father, nor to 
you ; and yet being unable to fave you both, I fee that nothing but death can fac- 
courme. After this, Ofman fell a muling,then fuddenly comming tohimfelf a- 
gain, hefeemed to take the refolution to go and feek out Arfalen for to fight with 
him. Bat Alibecb having apprehended his defign. What, my Lord, faid Ihc unto 
turn, calling her felf at his feet, could you command your men to (hoot at a Vellell 
where your father or mine might be killed, and it may be both of them > Could 
that fo generous heart of yours permit you to dip your hands in my blood or in 
yours 1 Think well, my Lord, of that which you fay; and know that 1 am capable 
of taking away mine own life, rather than lee you blemilh your glory with fo 
ftrange an a&ion; whereas then you would not be carried thereunto, but only to 
lave my life, whenas I (hould be deprived of it, you would deal in another man¬ 
ner. It is tme, my Lord, that my father is cruel], and inhuman; but remember, 
that when the Baffa your father would have banilhed us from his houle, I left not 
refpefting him; have the fame thought for Arfalor : Regard him rather as a 
man whom misfortune hath bereft of reafon, than as one that is wicked; and to 
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’ fay all) confider him as ray father. I do not refiifc to deliver oyurs, but contra* 
rily, 1 conjure you to permitnte to do it) but have alfo the goodnefs to (paremine. 
Heaven can witnefs, anfwered Ofman, after he had railed her up, whether I. 
have any intent to hurt Arftlem j no, Alibeeb, I will never do it; btit in the difor- 
der wherein my foul is, I fay whatsoever my grief fuggefts unto me, without giving 
my reafon lealure to examine whether the thing be juft, or whether it be not. In 
fine, generous Ibrahim^ after fo long and fo fad a converfation, Ofmatt, not able ei¬ 
ther to deliver his father, or deprive himfelf of his wife, or fight with ArfaUn t 
refolved at lcaft, aiid made AUbech refolve fotoo, to go 'with all his Fleets and 
fet himfelf in the fight of that of Arfaltm, for all the Pirates of the (cas of the Levant 
had a little before betaken thcmfelves to him, and acknowledged him for their 
Chieftain. It was neverthelefs after he had promifed Alibech, that he would not 
fight with him; and that it (hould* be only to endeavour to make him do that by 
fear which he could ndt make him do by reafon. All the dUficulde of the matter 
was but to know prccifdy where he was; but this obftade lafted not long: for Of- 
m/m having fent for the Prryu* to come again to him, he talked to him with fo 
much addrefs, that he learnt the place ofliis retreat; after which he told this man 
m a gentle manner/or fear hiis father fbould be ill intrtated/hat before he anfwer¬ 
ed direftly to the propofitidn which hod been made to him, he would willingly 
have aLetter from his father^othc end that being fure he was living,he might deal 
with the more certainty. The Perfa* finding fomc juftice in Ofmms demand, pre* 
fcntly left him, with a promife to return him atianfwer of it within a few days t. 
but take heed, fayd he unto him, thatyoiigonot away, forfear left ArjdUn 
fbould revenge himfelf on your father, if you (hould deceive him. So 0 [mah ha¬ 
ving affured him that he would not ftir; and this Terfinn having fet fayl, he made 
his whole Fleet to fleer the fame courfe; fo that two dayes after, at the break of 
day, the Pirate Arfitlm , who could not .oblige the Balia to write to his fonne, faw 
his whole Navy appear. At firft hit defign was to fight with it, and to thatef- 
fe&, be caufed alfo nis Fleet to be made ready; but when as that of Ofmt* appro- 
died, and that enlarging it fell, he could diftin&ly count all the veflels. Whereof 
it was compofcd, he found if fo great, and his fo fmall in companion of it, as fee¬ 
ing that it would have been temerity and folly in him, to hope for the Vi&ory 
with fo unequall a number; he took another refolution: And after he had inftruft-' 
cd the fame Per fa* whom he had formerly imployed, with his intentions, he Cent 
him back to Ofman ; who feeing a veflell loofc from Arfelemt Fleet, and commlng 
towards him, hoped that it might be his defign had fucceeded. AUbtcb was not of 
this opinion; and fear foabfblutely opprefledher foul, as there was no place left 
for hope : And trulyfhe had reafon;’ for this man was no fooner brought before 
Ofamty but he made it appear by the confufion which he had in his countenance, 
that the meffage which he was to deliver was fatal!. I come hither, my Lord, fayd 
he unto him, to tell you, that.if you do not render Alibech, and do attempt to fet 
upon Arfalen, he will make your father be (lain before your eyes ; and to deprive 
you tooof the pleafure of revenge, if he happen to have the worft in the fight, he 
will blow, up himfelf,' jmd fo deal from your viftoiy. This ft range difeotme fur- 
prifed Ofm*n and Alibech in fuch fort, as they flood a good while beholding one 
another, and not able to fpeak, but their refefitment fuddenly breaking forth, they 
fayd all that an extreme grief can make one think. It is no longer time cocon- 
fult, faid the generous Alibech , our love would be crimtnall if it could produce fo 
ftrange an efleft. Suffer me, my dear Ofmm, fuffirrmc to go and maketryall all a- 
lonc of my fathers fury; for provided lean reftore you yours, death will not be 
altogether cruell to me. In vain you feck for other remedies to ypur miferie; and as. 
things (land) Iowmy fclf not only to him which hath given you life, but I ow my 
felf alfo to Arfalon , to the end Imay keep him from dippinghishandsin innocent 
bloud. As forme, he’may deal with me as be pleafech ; I am his daughter; I have 
abandoned him; I have robbed him of two Haves ; and if he can complain of any : 
one, it muftdoubtlcfshc of me.Youraccufingof yourfclf in this fort, faid Of 
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mint then, is to pat me in remembiance of the obligations wherein I dand engaged 
to you 5 and it is to (ay to me alfo, Do not abandon me. Do not you abandon me, 
anfwered (be, but fuffer me to abandon you. I cannot, replycd Ofmnn. Botcotild 
you indeed, fayd Alibeth to him,! fie a dagger in my fathers hand to dab the heart 
of your? ? For my part, continued flic, I would rather dye. Let us die then, (aid 
Ofmtn to her; for I tell you once again, that it is as equally impolfible for me to 
refolve tolofe my father, as to abandon you. In purfuance of this difeourfi, A- 
libecb did yet what (he could to obtain her husbands permiflion that (he might go 
to her father: She ioyned tears to her prayers, and albeit that which (he defired 
. would deftroy her felicity, bereave her of her liberty, expofi her to the fury of 
her father, and deprive her of her husband , yet was (he (b generous, as to omit 
nothing of whatfoever (he, thought was capable of perfwading him not to refufc 
her that (he demanded. But feeing at lad that (he entreated in vain, and that Of- 
mm unable to rcfolve on anything, yetficroedtoberefolvednot to render her, 
foe purpofed toraakeufe of a kinipian of the Baflaofthc fea, whom (he had won 
after the firft time that Arfalons Mcffcngcr came thither: And that (he might talk 
with him at liberty, and without fufjpition, I fee very well, fayd (he to OJms^ 
that the tears which Ifoed to move your heart, do but harden it the more, and 
that as long as you fee me, you can refolve of nothing, wherefore fuffer me to 
withdraw my feu/and remember, fayd (he unto him, that the life of your father 
tsinquedioa. After this, (he retired into the Captains cabbin, whither having 
fent for the BafTa of the Seas kinfntan, who (he knew was very much affefted, and 

S reatly obliged to him, as holding his fortune of him; When he was come, and 
ut (he could fpeak to him without witnc (Tcs, (he fommoned him to the perfor¬ 
mance of the promife he had made her two dayes before, to do any thing for the 
deliverance of the BafTa of the fea. When (he (hould farnUh him with means for it. 
For rightly forefeeing that Ofman would never refolve to remit her into the hands 
of Arjdletif though he was very generous, and that he loved his father exceeding* 
ly , this courageous woman had forccad a way how to beguile him. After then 
that (he had asked of him, who was to ferve her in her defign, whether he was re* 
folved for it or no ? and that (he had told him how all that (he would have of him 
was, that he would give her the opportunity the night following to go to Arf*~ 
Ion inthevcfiel which he commanded. . This man, albeit very much obliged to 
the BafTa of the Sea, was notwithdanding fomewhat unwilling to cortfcnt there¬ 
unto. But Alibteh adding art to her entreaties, undertook to perfwade that to 
him, which (he didnotbelecvehcrfilf. She told him that her father would let 
himfelf be moved with her tears; that without doubt this generous a&ion would 
touch him; and that fo without ex poling her to any great danger, (he (hould de¬ 
liver the BwTa of the Sea. This man then differing himfelf to Be carried to what 
foe plcafed, promifed her not to go aboard his veffel till it was very late, and that 
die night was for (pent, to the end that dealing away, he might get her into the 
skiff that was to carry him thither; which without doubt might be eafily enough 
done, it being credible, that in the agitation wherein die mind of Ofmmt was, he 
would nottakemuch heed to things. The execution of this enterprife proved 
yet more facile than Jbbtcb had imagined it, as you (hall underdand by and by. 
OfinAtt, not knowing what to do in focrofs an incounter, after that Alibecb 
was withdrawn , fell into a deep mufi, and began to cad in his mind what 
be might doe. He no fooner formed one thought, but it was dedroyed by 
another 3 his imagination propounded nothing unto him which his judge¬ 
ment could approve of 3 the motions of nature combated thofi of love 3 and with¬ 
out vanquiihing one another, Ofmsn was not (in-mounted but byhis own grief. 
Hcfaw in every thing caufi of difpair, and whereas he had a noble and generous 
Soul, being unable to take any refolution which was not criminall, he Remai¬ 
ned alwaies irrefolute. But at lad, after )ic bad a long time debated with himfelf; 
after that love and nature had made him think of all that they could infpire in a 
like incouncer; after that he had fought for an hundred unprofitable meaneshoW 
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to deliver hisfather, without lofinghis wife ; no, no,faidhe tohin)(elfc, lean- 
not lofc Alibech, but 1 rauft lofe my {elf too. Let us refolve upon ic.then, and 
make the BalTa our Father fee, that we doe for him all that we can. Hehath given 
me life, 1 am ready to render it to him again; and 1 cannot think that Heaven 
would approve of the delivering of an innocent to the crueltie of Arfalon ; neither 
doe 1 think too, added he, but his revenge would be more finished with having me 
in his hands, than with having Alibech. And albeit he hath not demanded meaf- 
well as (he, it was doubtlefs bccaufe hebeleeved, that 1 would render him my wife, 
rather than render him my felf. But alas cryed he, how was he ill informed of my 
thoughts! As for my Father, faid he,l may not beleevethat he can complain of me, 
fiwee I indanger my felf for . the love of him. And as for Arfalon, he will in my 

E erfon find an objeft worthy of his wrath; it is I that ftoleaway his daughter from 
im; it is I that was the caufe of the flight of that generous Slavey from whom hee 
expefted fo many things; in fine, 1 alone am culpable ; and if there be anyjuftice 
in nis cruelty, I alone too (hall be pnniftied. He (hall deliver my Fadier; or at lead- 
wife I (hall wear yrons with him ; and, if rage carries him to take away my life, 
I (hall howfoever have the fatisfaftion to Alye, without having abandoned, cither 
my Father, or my wife. I owe my life to my Father, and i (hall render it to him 
again, in lofing it for his fake. I owe my liberty to the generous Alibech, and char¬ 
ing my felf with the fame chaines which are prepared for her, I (hall have done for 
her all that the unhappinefs of my deftiny permits me to do.Lct us goe then, added 
he, let us goe to Arfalonfincc it is as equally impofiiblefor me, to abandon my Fa¬ 
ther, as to lofe Alibech. This defigne being drongly imprinted in his heart, hee 
drew the Perfian afide, and told him foftly, that as (bon as night was come hee 
(hould have fatisfaftion of him, and adored him befides, that if he did not render 
Alibech to him, he would at leadwife goe along with him in his vedell, and carry 
his anfwcr himfelf to Arfalon. This man, being able to doe nothing elfe, refoK 
ved to Wait the time he had appointed; in the mean fpace Ofman fent for one, 
named Mahomet , a man of command, and one that you know hath courage and ex-: 
periencc; and having told him that he was going the next night to try if hee 
Could deliver his father, by nicanes of an intelligence which hee had with Arfalont 
medenger, he willed him, if by misfortune h is dedgne (hould not (ucceed, to com¬ 
mand the deer in hisabfcnce, and not to fail in taking (prciall heed to Alibech, 
and to fend her back to Confiantinoflt in a vedell; but not before hee had tarried 
(bme dayes in the view of Arfalons fleet; and whatfoever (hould happen not to fight 
With him. This man, who was prudent, would faine have been a little better clea¬ 
red of Ofmans defigne; but whatfoever he could do, he could not oblige him un¬ 
to it ; and Ofman making ufe of his abfolute power, hee could doe no' other 
but obey. After this, Ofman went to Altbech , but whereas both of them had 
each their defigne, although they had an hundred things to fity to one another^ out- 
of the opinion w herein they were, that they (hould never meet again , the defire 1 
they h*a to execute their enterprise made them fay little, fearing left their convcr- 
fation being too long,they (hould not beguile one another, as they pnr^ofed todb.. 
So that after Ofman , to deceive Alibech , had tol d her that he had put off the fend¬ 
ing away of the Perfian till the next day, becaufe hee would write to Arfalon to fee : 
if he could perfwade with him, he left her for to goe and make the vifit about his 
fleet in a barque, as he uled todb every evening, for feare faid he, offomefurprife; 
but indeed it was to goe and imbarque himfelf in the Pcrfians Brigantine. Alibech 
ravi(hed with this favorable occafion, counfclled him fo to doe,and looking on him 
as he was gbing out ofthe Cabin with her eyes foil of tcares, (he encountred thofe 
of Ofman, Who beleeving that hee (hould never fee her more, had turned about his 
face towards her, as it were to give her his laft farwetl. After it was night, and 
that Ofman was gone out of his vedell,he that was to ferve Alibech came to her cab-' 
bin at fuch time as all her (laves were already afleep; and by the favour ofthe darke 
he got her into the ski(F, that was to carry them to his vedell,as accordingly it did. 
Hewasnofoonerabordthen, but he fet fail; and his Pilot getting dear of.the

Other veflells as well as he could» (leered dire&ly to Arfalens Fleet. QJm*n, orchis 
fide, being: gotten abord of the Perfians Brigantine, had taken the lame courfe $ fo 
that when the broad of day began to appear, and that Arfalon , wakened by his fu¬ 
ry, and by the impatience hee was in for the- return of him he had fent, and was 
mounted on the deck,he faw two vcflells appear, one on the right hand, & the other 
on the left, which as though they had had a purpofe to advance equally, made with 
full failes towards the place where he was. He knew at firft his Brigantine, but for 
the other, he could not apprehend who it was. Ofman on the other part,was not 
a little troubled to perceive^ that die veffell which he faw was one of his ; how- 
be it he belceved that his dear Alibecb bearing of his departure, had fent fome one 
of the Commanders of his Fleet after him to retain him ; but he was much amazed, 
whenas theft veflclls comming neer to one another, hee faw Alibecb {landing on 
the deck.

the dcck,Come (aid be unto himtgive your vront to this Slave that betrayed me^and 
to this ingratefall daughter that abandoned me.The Baffa difeeming his Son, was 
extremely affli&ed; ana Ofman feeing his Father in that cftate,was feufibly touched 
therewith. At length thefe two veflels being come up to Arfalens , and Alibecb & Of¬ 
man being brought before him. Behold, faid he as they were approaching to him, 
thefe worthy objc&s of my hatred & wrath, whom their treachery had drawn out of 
my power,and whom fortune bath reftored unto mc.We are rather an objeft of your 
piety, anfwercd AlibtchyUiho was fbrmoft,& fallen on her knee when fhee came neer 
\o:ArfaU»\ but,continucd (he,! came not hither to moove you to companion j I be- 
ieeve that jrour wrath is equitable,& your hatred juft.And feeing I hold it impoffibfe 
to reenter into your favor, I come to break his chaines who hath been in dead of a 
father to me, ever fincc I abandoned ycu j doe not think that Ofman hath confentcd 
to that which I doe, it is a pure effect of mine own will. Alas! cryed Ofman then, 
beholding the Baffin of the Sea, pardon me dear father, if I could not refolve to give 
my wife for to lave you; but to teftifit unto you, that I doe whatlbcver I can, lam 
come hither to take your chaines upon me, and to obtain your liberty with the loft 
of my lift. Wherefore, faid he to Arfaln, deliver my Father, and put the chaines 
on me that he wcarcs. I alone am faulty, and I alone am to be punifhed; for as for 
Atibeeh^ all her crime is nothing clfe but having companion of others misfortunes. 
Arfalenfcc'wg two perfonsfo neer him, by whom he 'Bought he had been mueba- 
hufed, could not contain his former fury, and commanded that the Bafla of the Sen 
Ihouid be loofed, and his chaines divided betwixt Ofman and Alibecb : but the Baf- 
fo becing touched with the generality, both of Alibecb and of Ofman, would not 
fuller hirafetf to be fet at liberty.

Gould you remember the time faid he to her, when I forbad you my houfc, and yet 
could you refolve to give your liberty for a man, who once treated you as a Have f 
My Lord, anfwercd flie, it well appesres by what hath arrived this day,that you had 
reafon to he unwilling I Arnold be your (huswife, lincc tbac fatall marriage is the 
cauft of your unhapoinefs. But,faid {he,turniag her felf towards her father, if 1 dare 
put you in mind oftoat tsnderncffc which youbavc had for me, 1 humbly befoech 
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ydu, that without regarding either the generofity of theBaflfa, or the prayers of 
Ofman , you will choofc me alone for the objc& of your anger and revenge, and 
will fet them at liberty. What, (aid Ofman unto her then, can you defire that we 
(hould be feparated 1 Yes, (aid (he unto him, 1 can; for fince we cannot live happy 
together, it isbeft that you (hould injoy your liberty, and that I alone (hould be in- 
fortunatcDifpUtc not hereupon,ingra,te(ui child as thou art,faid Arfalen interrupt¬ 
ing her,for if thpu ait mine by the law of nature,lie who is alfo my (lave,& my guil¬ 
ty flave,(hal alfo be the companion of thy puniftiment. Alas/ my Lord,faid (he unto' 
him,for I dare not call you father,of what crime can you accuie Ojw4»?Would you 
have had him refuft the liberty which 1 offered him? Do not juftitie me,faid Ofittan, 
interrupting her, I alone am culpable; it was I that dole you away; it was .l that 
catffed the Slave whom Arfalen loved fo much to fly away; in fine, it was I that 
have done all thefe things : fo that my father being innocent as well as you, I am 
to deihand juft ice for you both; render it unto, them then in this occafion, faid hie 
to Arfalen t and let me fuffer all imaginable torments; for provided I may fee thefe 
twoperfons fet at liberty, I (hall dye willingly, and without grief. We will not 
have it with the price of your blood, cried then both the Balia of die Sea, and the 
generous Alibethy and to (avc you we are even ready to (hed ours, Why will you 
not have me deliver my Father, faid 0 /«m* to herthen? For that anlwered Ali- 
tichy as I am the caufe of his misfortune, it is juft 1 (hould be fp too'of his liber¬ 
ty. But faid (he to Arfal^m confult rip further hereupon, Ofman loves me to that 
height,as he will never yccld but by violence. And fear not, my Lord/aid (he unto 
him, to give him his liberty, you will puni(h him enough in punilhipg me; and' 
the irons which I (hall wear, will be more heavy to him without doubt dian to me, 
Arfalen not able to fbibear from being moved with fo much generofity, an d.AHbicb, 
having incountred his eyes, where (he faw (as (he thought} fome marks of tender- 
nefs, continued her difeourfe, and redoubled her prayers. My Lord, faid (he ufo; 
to him, I believe that I my felf labour mine own ruin, and that confeffing my felf 
guilty, without feckingexcufes for my crime, I render my felf unworthy to ob¬ 
tain that which I defire of you: Wherefore, continued me, permit ine for the 
leflening of my fault to put you in remembrance of that bleffed time, when as the 
Pirate Arfalen was a Satrape of Perfia ; you know, my Lord, that my Mother a- 
bandoned her Parents to follow you, ana that then you called that excefs of love 
and generofity in her; which now you term an horrible crime in me; It is true, 
that I have followed Ofman, but it was pot as a (lave, it was as my husband; and, 
let heaven be my witnefs, whether in abandoning you, 1 do not quit a part of. my 
felf; and whether I have not ever fince made vowes for ydurprefervation. This, 
mighty Fleet whichis ready to fet upon me (faid Arfalen to her, who yet did 
not yeeld) is without doubt an effca of your prayers and affc&ion. Alas 1 anlwe* 
red Alibtchy if Ofman would have fought with you, he would not have come and 
put himfelfinto your hands without Amis. Confiderthen, my Lord, if there be 
anyfenfeof pity retting in you, whether you can with,juftice refolvc the deftru? 
ftion of a man, who feeing his father in captivity, hath notwithftanding had that 
refpeft for you, as not to fight with you becaufc you were mine; you fee too that 
he is not an unnaturall fonne, fince he comes himfelf to offer you his liberty and. 
his life to deliver his father. 1 conjure you then by the memory of the onely perfon 
of the world whom you have moftdearly loved, and who gave me life,- to fur- 
mount yoiir refenttnent in this occafion ; and to yanquifli us in generofity ; you 
may do it my Lord, if you will, and a greater cannot be than to vanquim ones 
felf. If you regard us as your children, you will eafily pardon us; and if you con-: 
fider us as yotir enemies, we are fo wretched, and fo abfolately depending on you, 
that compaflion will be of more power in your foul, than the defire of revenge it 
being moft certain that a generous fpirit cannot refolvc to opprefs the feeble; And 
then agairi, my Lord, if you confider it well, you cannot tell bow to punKh us. in 
punifhingus. If youretaiiKheBaffaftillaprifoner,you will do but that which he 
demands, for he will not have his liberty, unlefs his fonne doth injoy it too. If you, 
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load OfimMf with Irons, you fatisfic the defire he hath to teftifieto his father^ that 
he would do any thing for him ? and if you lay them on me, they Will be infieai 
of a favour to me, being abfohitely nefolvfd to follow the fortune of Aefeinfot* 
tunate ones. What Arfalm ! cried the Balia of the fea Atn, (hall ttot Aegehcro* 
fity of this woman, which would move a Barbarian, more a father 1 What my 
Lord/ added Ofman, cannot Alibecks tears obtain her and my ftthtCs liberty ? 
at leaftwifc yet let the lofs of my life oblige you unto it. During this difcourfo 
and this noble diipute, where we print of the vi&dfy Wo* the loft of liberty, 
Arfalm hadhis mind filled with divers thoughts; die defife of revenge, and a will 
to pardon, agitated his foul; but in the end, whereat reafott and nature were both 
of a fide, he began to be moved. He could no longer behold his daughter, but 
.with tears in his eyes; and bo A Gfmons and his fathers generofity poflefiing him 
WiA confufion, whereas naturally he loved glory, and was not trutll, but out of 
am habit and defpair, he fuddcnly changed his thoughts, and embracing his daUgh*- 
ecr wiA tendemefs, I ant overcome, laid he unto her, Ay vertuc is Wronger Aaa 
my cruelty. This happy change begot lhouts of joy, not only from the Bafla, not 
onely from Alibecb^ notonely from Ofman, but from all Acae of the veflell. In 
the mean time Ofman calling himfelf at the feet of ArfaUn, My Lord, (ayd 
be untohim, load me wiA Irons, and jOyn together all Aetonneacs which 
ever have been invented , I Ihall give you thankes in enduring Aon. At- 
fnien hearing him fpAk Aas, lined him up very kindly, and uatoofiag 
the Baflaoftht Sea himfelf, Ifhotild not have done a grace to Al&eck, frtyd irt 
unto him, if I had not done it td you too, fine* your life is hers. In fequde here- - 
of, my Lord, it fceafie to imagine what Aefe Aret perfom and Arfalm laid, Who 
certainly for Im part {hewed fitch marks of his repentance, and fpake fo many ge¬ 
nerous, and obliging things, as it was eafie to perceive that he had not alwayefc 
been a Pirate. iSfow, my Lord, that I may not prolong this relation any furAery 
you A all qnderftand, Aat A rfklm not only pardoned his daughter-, promifed an in- 
violablc attention to the Baflaof Aefea and his fount, but alfo took the rcfoluti- 
dnto ceafe from being a Pirate: For Which effieft he obtained Ae Haifa of the 
tfeas permiflronto dilmifsalithem that had ranged themfelres under his obedi¬ 
ence who although Aey were forty to loft fo courageous a Chieftain, yet wert 
they comforted with the grtatnefs of Ae booty which he left them; and embcu> 
quing himfelf In Ae fame veflell which had brought Alfitch thither, wiAuutre*. 
fenring any part of Ae riches which he had gotten; You fee, faid he, fmiling to 
Ac Balia of Aefea and his fonne, how I render myfelf atdiferetion, and how I 
confide in your generofity. After this, my Lord, Aey went to the Fleets where was 
wo univerlalf artjoycing, as the like haA never been heard fpokea ©£ In the 
meanwhile, whereas a part of tfacGallies and Yeiftls had been bruifedwkh Ae 
tempeft, we made to land, that we might put them in a condition to follow the 
Jnft defign. And It was there, generous lirkkim, where we learned that your 
Viftorynad no need oF our fuccour. This good news being made known to 
Arfaltn, who had been acquainted by Aliteck wiA Ae obligation wherein (be Was 
engaged unto you, he delired Ae Bafia of Ae fea to obtain of you, that if anjr 
treaty of peace were to be made between Ae Sultan and Ae Sophy, you would be 
pleafed to take the care of making his, and getting him Ae liberty to go 
Aid end his dayes in his country, from whence love in times pad had battiihed 
him.

And verilf it might be feyd, that 
I hr digit irkntw wbac would happen - r for fcarcely was Mvrxth adaycs journey from 
the Gamp, when as he was advercifed that there were Deputies horn Stdeantx that 
defired to fpeak with him5 he was told alfo that chefe deputies wereali m moofn- 
ing, and feemed to be extremely abided, 'this novelty furprifed kern,, and where* 
as Mlama. was nor preftnt at fuGh time as this nrelfage was delivered umo hint, be 
fine for him in all haft, and when he was come to h’u Tent) and the Deputies 
likewife, one amongft them) alter he hind begun his dilcourie with an Elogium of 
Ibrahim, she better to prepare him not to refute them that which chcypurpofcd to 
crime of farm, acquainted him with aft that had pah at fine? the batrell of 

jp&phdtety wtverewhh HUm* and he wereftrengely furprifed : And truly this rela¬ 
tion was extraordinary enough, tobeget ho-mean amazement. For it hod fatten 

out, that after that day which had proved fo glorious to Ikrahmt ,. and fofatail to, 
die Sophy, the death of Dehmt*t y and thedlfeleafore forhavingbeenvanqnilhsf, 
poffeflfed him- with fo much grief, as-he feftftck at the very fame mftant. As for 
the ambitious ?w4 fbe reioyced in her heaFt at the death of Dekmm, as a thing 
Which fee had long wiftled for j the fichncfeof Tachmm did nocdifquiether, but 
contrarily fhe beleeved, that the lefs able he fhoukJ be eo direft, the more power 
fbe fhould have. As for the (Vapid Ijmeet, (he did not regard him as any great Ob'*, 
ftackr to herdefignj (he was notwkbftancftng very much vexed, when fie under* 
good of him, after the lofsof the battell, that in the heat of the fight #/*** had 
given him his life and his liberty, in drawing him out of the hands of a great 
many fouldiers, who would have either taken or killed hhw: For albeit foe for* 
bad him to publifh this aft ion, yet was he fo filled with joy for his cfoape out of 
that peril!, as it was impoffible for her to keep him from telling it to divers per* 
font , tho ugh it was notout of any acknowledgement. Pared was not ignorant, 
that Ul*m* had a number of fecret friends, who Watched but for an occafion to 
declare thcmfelves for his advantage. She knew likewife, that all which were of 
M/thmtdes and Aximwdet party , fohght but for i pretext t® ftir» fo as foe 
feared that this aftioneomming to be krtoWh, in the effete wherein things were* 
ufe might be made of it for the making Of fomc proportion j to Tdchmu, vvhidi 
might he prejudicial! unto her, lit the defign which fochad to reign. Autchis in* 
fortunate Prince was not long in a condition to think of the aflkires of 
his Empire ; for albert his ^hyntians had imployed all their skill for the pro* 
forvatiott of his life, yet could they not poffibly fave him j and foe fourth day after 
the lofs of die battell, death Rifled that pillion in his heart, which had made Ua. 
do fo much injuftice. As foon as he had given up hit laft breath, feted, without 
amufingherfelf in unprofitable tears,'t6oK great care to conceal it* until! foch 
time as (he was aflurw of the minds of the principal! perfons of S»kmi*i fora* 
for the men of command, fo great a number were (lain in the day of battell, as 
there fcaredy refted any connderable enough* ftrongly to oppofe what flu now 
to undertake. She caufcd theCounctUthentobeaflembkd in theiuweafduSor 
tfoy, where foe and ffmdtl appeared in mourning j and whereas (hehad wic and 
ttibtilty, alter (he had With feigned tears made the heart# of diofc that heard bar 
pliant, (he acquainted them with the death of die Sophy, craved their aJfifouuc for 
the direftion of Ifmael, and in concluiion (hewed them * paper, which indeed flu 
had made Tdcfmxs tofign, without khowfctg What he did, whereby h« declared, 
that in cafe//war/ fliOuld prove incapable of reigning, his intent then wae shat 
the Empire (hould devolve to fetca, not holding them for his lawfttt foccsfors, 
which hadcaft themfelves into the armes of h is enemy. Alt theft things exceed*- 
inglt aftonlfhed thoft which heard them; the death ®f Tkckm* afftifted them i 
die order which he imdleft did not pkafti* Ifm.itl: Sovereignty waitas thing they 
could not refolve for y and that of fere* leaned yet wotfo eo mem. They would. 
Willingly have called home again Mnhmei> Axut/mru, and Mimed ', burbetide* 
Att it was not a propofitkm to be made to Percd, theywtre not ignorant that the 
exiled Frtoces were no longer in their own power, hue in dwirithat prowftwi, 
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them; and that confequently, they were not to go tumult uouQv and acquaint the 
enemy with the death of Tachmae, for fear 4 cft he fhould make ufe of this ad- 
vantage to ruin them; yea,and thofe perfons too whom he had in his hands , and 
which were fo infinitely dear unto them. The moft of them then refolved, with¬ 
out making any (hew thereof, to defer the manifeftation of their hatred to Perea, 
of their contempt of Ifmael, and of their affe&ion to Mahamed, Axiamma, and VU- 
ma, untill fuch time as they, had recovered new forces, to the end they might oppofe 
PercMyind to the endalfo that in making fome proportions of peace,they might yec 
be in a condition to defend themfelves,if it were refufed-Concealing then their true 
meaning, after they had , lamented the death of Tachmat , they acknowledged 
Ifmael tor their lawfull Prince ; faying neverthelcfs to Perea, that (hee was to 
aflift him with her counfell, and that the (hould raign under the name of Ifmael. 
This Princefs, who thought that the moft faithfull might be corrupted , and that 
particular intereft was alwaies preferred before honor and glory,becaufe fuch were 
her true thoughts, beleeved, that if (hee inrichcd all thefe which were in this coun* 
fell, (he (hould absolutely gain them to her fclfe, and oblige them to fet the crown 
on her head. To which effeft, whenas the Aflembly was ready to break up, (hee 
laid farther, that the Sophy her Father having given all his trealure unto her, by a 
teftament which he had.made in her favor ( as indeed it was true) (he did not think 
that (he could better difpofe of it, than in diftributing it amongft thofe,that were ca¬ 
pable of aiding Ifmael to fuftain die Scepter which he was going to bean After this, 
fnemade them pafs, though they were unwilling to it, into a great room, where 
Ihe had caufed all die Sophycs richcs,and treafure,to be laid ; to the end that by the 
light 083J0 tempting an oDjcft , their hearts might be, overcome with the defire of 
making* themfelvcs matters of it. They .proved notwithftanding more generous 
than (he imagined ; for although they teftified a great deal of acknowledgement 
to her for her libcrality,yet would they not accept of it.In the mean time they refol¬ 
ved to let no body go. out oftheQitty, which might acquaint the enemy with the 
death ofTachmat ; for being fb powerfqjl as he was, it might give him a minde to 
come and affault them in Snhania, which otherwife it may bee hee would not doe. 
During all thefe things, every one had their defignes; Perea thought of nothing but 
of making Ifmael to be hated; the friends of Mahomed, Axiamtr a, and Vlama, at¬ 
tended with impatience the troopes vrtiich were to come unto them from the re¬ 
mote Provinces, to the end they might dpc that which they thought would bee 
moft requifite; Ifmael fought how hemight free himfelf from the care of affaires. 
Things having continued fome time in this,fort, it hapned in the end that the fame 
facility, which (he had fo much liked in lfmpels difpontion, gave her a great deal 
ofunquictnef% for even in the like manner as (he had made her fclf miftrefs of it, 
fo did others: he was no fooner out of his fight, but this Prince altered his mind 
according to the humor of thofe-that talked.with him; and whereas every one was 
enemy to Perns, as often as fhe returned to him,(he found him changed; and thought 
It was not difficult for her to bring him to her bow again, yet fhee feared that at 
fome time or other ufe would be made of his name to undoe her. They,unto whom 
Ifmael had told that Vlama had faved his life, having reported it toothers, all the 
people came to know it»and began to murmure far more than before. And where¬ 
as in fuch like occafions a weak beginning hath many times great and long confc- 
quenccs; Perea, going about to punilh one of Ulamaet antient domefticall fervants, 
for fomething he had faid againli her, the people mutined \n fuch fort, as they went 
and befieged her in her Palace. The fervants of Mahamed and Axiamira began 
.then to difeover their true intents, in not oppofing afmuch as thev might the fury 
of his incenfed people, who began to cry in the ftreets, let the cruell Perea dye, and 
long live Mahamed and Axiamira. In the mean time Perea, finding her fclf in fo 
great a danger, would have made ufe of Ifmael to reduce this multitude to their 
duty, by obliging him to take up aimes and (hew himfelf to the people. But Ifmael 
who naturally was cowardly and fearefull, feeing the danger neer, little compa¬ 
ny about him, and hearing from the chamber where he was that horrible noyie 
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which alwaies accompanies fedition, anfwered her trebling, that for his part, hoc 
had rather yield the Crown to Mahamti, than to expofe him&lfto the loafs of his 
life. Ah Safe coward, cryed this ambitions Princefe, whofoerer Is capahkof 
yielding up a Crown, is not worthy to live / In the mean feafon, the fuff gates of 
the Palace were forced, there wanted no more but breaking up the reft for to get i% 
they which garded them having abandoned them. In this dreadfull effete, Part* 
taking a dagger, which had beeu brought to Ifiuatl out of a beleef that he would 
have armed himfelf, and feeing that flic could not avoyd felling into the power of 
• people filled with fury, did yet what (he could to get him to (hew himfelfi Shoe 
joyned threatnings to intreaties, and perceiving at laft that all which (hoelaid was 
In vain,& that in an infiant (befticuld no longer be miftrefe of her fclfjrage fo fetsed 
on her foul,as prefenting the dagger unto him with an extreme tranfporcjCJnife,<aid 
file unto him, either to pierce my heart, or to doe vfhat I would nave yon. And 
when as Ifmml had told her, that he would not doe either the one br the ocher, and 
that (he heard a great noyfe, whereby (he knew that the Laft dpor was broken open; 
fince thou knoweft not, (aid (he onto him, cither how to reign, or how to obey, I 
will keep thee at leaftwife from dying a (hamefull death; laying (b (hce (fobbed 
. die dagger into Ifituult heart, who presently fell down dead, and without ftuchcr 
delay Sruck it into her ovvnbofom, and felling down upon her brothers body, (he 
ceafed to be ambitious in ceaiing to live. Thefe confoiratorsbeing entred into the 
Palace , and having learned from feme of the Ptincels women checaufe of IfmmU 
death, and likevvife that df Perce, they redoubled their crycs, and teftified afmoch 
joy, as if all their enemies had been defeated, (n the mean time the wifeft and 
themoftcoofiderable of Saitmtahtd begun to^oppofe the people, although they 
loved not Perea ; but comm ing to uoderfbnd the iucccfe ofthc bufi oefi ^ they held 
it not fit to incenfe them, but rather in fo ft range an accident to make ofc of thdr 
seal in favor of Mahamtd and Axtamira. After thendiatthcy had let them know, 
how there was no further need of taking up armes, fince the object ofthrir hate was 
no longer in an eftate to hurt them ; after that for dw calming of their fory, they 
had removed the bodies of Ifmml and Ptrc* out of the way; and after that they had. ' 
promifedfpeedily to fetde a peace for diem, and call home their exiled Princes^- 
very one retyred to his own hoafe : and the Councell being At, it was advifod, 
that it was no time any longer to defer the propounding^ a peace; becaufe if 
the newes of thisftrangc accident (hould be fpread over theFrbvinccsdt spmwhc fisp- 
aifli them with a pretext to revolt, and work the utter (Ubvcriion of this Empire; 
and that in fine, it was better to yecld fomething unto theenemy, than «o pot in 
hazard the lofingofall. After this, they chofethe moft underitandingamoagft 
them to bee lent as Deputies to Ibrthtm, with an abfolute power to treat of 5 l 
things. The grand Vifior,asI have fold, havii^-rcccivcd them in the yc*(*f%x 
of Vltmubt and they having acquaintedhim with this horrible adreacam , be 
that fpake for all the reft, added further, that' knowing his generoRty they 
came to propound a peace unto him , upon reafonabie conditions ; aad to 
demand Prince M o b mmd , the Princefs Afimmir*, and Mum of him, for 
die reflating of them to the ranck whkh 'chey eoght to holsl. That if ft> 
be Sslimm was their prote&or, hce was to it in this occafion ; that to 

draw an unjuft advantage from thefe iifnftrious perfons being in his power, 
would bee the violating of the Law of Nations, and natural! equity; dace they 
were there as thole that ned to him (br refuge, and not as prifomrs * but to be con¬ 
tented with the glory ofvanqnHhinft and reftoring ofdiofe tothc Sophies Throne, 
which might lawfully pretend untolt, was to do a brave and femoue aftion; that 
there were more examples found of fuck as had conquered Empires, than of fecit 
as had rendicd up Kingdoms; and that there were more which knew how to 
vanqaifh their Enemies, than furatounttheir own ambition. Afeer Hut thin man 
had feid all that he believed was capable to advance thebufintfe which he propoun¬ 
ded, Ibrahim anfwered him, that being thoroughly infemied of all the frnirsm 
Intentions, and haying power to rcfolVe on anything widtout receiving new di- 
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rc&ions, he could affurc them that they ftiould have caufe to commend him ; that 
his grief was, he could not keep Afahamed and AxiAmhr* from receiving this peace 
with tears , fince they had fo lamentable an occafion for it ; but whereas this af¬ 
fair dire&ly concerned them, they were to treat with them about it ; that in the 
mean time he held it requifite, that one of them ftiould return to Sultania, to allure 

the people that ere long they ftiould fee their lawfull Princes again; and that the 

reft mould go to Bitiltfa to do their duty to Mabamed and Axiam&a ; that to 
comfort them for the grief which fo dolcfull an accident would bring them, UIa- 
ma ftiould take the pains both to conduft them thither, and alfo to accompany the 
Prince, Princefs, and FcUxaha back when they returned. Ulama perceiving that 
IbrAhim in turning himfelf towards him,feemed to demand his confent for that 
which he had fpoken, allured him that he was very ready to do it. And whereas 
he was generous, I doubt not, faid he, but the Prince and Axumrr a will be fenli- 
bly touched with this lofs, fince I that am not obliged thereunto by fo ftrift bonds, 
and that have feen my felf the objeft of the hatred and perfection of thofe whom 
I bewail, cannot choofe but be grieved at the accident which is befallen them. 
After that UUm* had given fufficicnt proof of his generofity by his forrow, and 
that IbrAhim had commended him for fo noble a refentment, he gave him commif- 
fiontotake care of the Deputies of SmltaniA till the next day, when he thought it 
fit they ftiould depart for to go and fetch Mahamed , which accordingly was exe¬ 
cuted. UIahaa parted with thofethat were to accompany him, carrying .Letters 
from Ibrthtm to the Princefs i one of the Deputies went to Sub am a, and the 
Grand Vificr remained with a joy thatcannot be expreft; for whereas he was per- 
fwaded that the beginning of his felicity depended on the happy end of this war, 
feeing the favourable means which, fortune prefented him with to terminate it 
fpeetfily and with glory,he could not render thinks enough to heaven for fo ad- 
vantagiousiafuccefs. And whereas he knew that the people generally defired 
peaceT he was affured that the treaty of it would be agreeable to every body; not 
knowing that SoltmA* had any other intcreft in this war, than that of the glory of 
fiis Arms. In this thought it might be faid, that never any Lover abfent from his 
XmftWasfo happy ashe, whiltt he entertained himfelf with fo fweet a hope. 
In the mean time Worn* arrived at Bitiltfo, prefented the Deputies to Prince M*h*- 
med and the Princefs AxidmirA, and delivering IbrAhim' s letter to her, and ac¬ 
quainting them with the lofs they had fuftained, they being generous inftantly for¬ 
got allthe perfections they had fullered and rio longer remembred ought but 
mat TAchmAt was their father, Ifmacl was their brother, and PercA, their fitter; in 
the thought whereof they were extremely afflifted with their lofs. But at length, 
IIIahm, having imparted to them the generous defigns of IbrAhim, and how nccrifa- 
iy their prdencc was tO their people for .their confolation againft fo many raife- 
rles as they had indured, they let fouth On dieir way. As for Ulxma, the fight of his 
dear FaUxaha comforted him for. the 1-ftTa of his enemies, and the Princes and 
Princeffes forrow was to both of them their greateft difpleafure. In the end after 
they had travelled'with as muchfp*edas the accommodatioaof AximmrA would 
permit, they arrived at Ibrahim's- C*mp; who underttanding that they were at 
Lind went to reccivfc them with three thoufand of his own quarter ; and to te- 
ftific the more refpeft unto them he appeared that day in mourning, and faid fo 
many generous and obliging things umo.thcm,as they, were conftrained to acknow¬ 
ledge, that if fortune had done him right, he IhoUld have been King of all the 
world* When as IbrAhim had conduced them to their Tent.*, which hehad cau- 
led to be prepared for them with a great deal of magnificence, and had treated 
MAhrmed, as being;Sophy of Ptrji % he faid untd him, that he was happy amidft 
his unhappinefs, in beginning his reign with the end of the war, and in being a- 
bleto make the firft declaration, which he Ihould publilh to his people, beaTreaty 
of peace; but that he might not defer thisplealure to them, and this glory to 
himfelf, it behoved him to propound fuch a enc as he wonld have. It is not for 
the vanquifhed, faid MAhAmtd>\Q impofc aLaw-onthe vanqutthers, butonely for 
. them 
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them to receive it. He that knowcstorjufc a Vlftbr,y. fo well, (kid AxiamiraAytcr- 
rupting him, as to fpeak in this fort to them whkh ow their : lives and lib.eiftie to 
ihini, ought alone to make it fuch as he pleafethj fince it is certain that he^can dqe 
-nothing that is unjuft. After that thefeilluftrious performs had rcndredaU the'c^vi-. 
-lities to one another which their gcncrofity.obliged them unto, they ff 11 to accord 
•tipon the Articles of thispeaoe, which were fo.advantageous for the two Empire?, 
-and fo glorious for Ibrahim, as the people.arfdthc fouldicrs, who will meddle with 
-judging of all things without knowledge, and out of intereft, could finde nothing 
tomurmureat. This Treaty, having been figned by Axiamira , for the fupply- 
ing of Mahameds defeft, was alfo figned by Ibrahim, by Ulama, by the Deputies 
of Salt ant a , and by the chiefeft of Ibrahims Army. After this, Mahomed, who had 
'alwayes loved Axiamira exceedingly, deli red her that (he would (hare in his porw- 
«r, and having requefted her that (he would be his guide Qie promifed hipi,, thar 
as (he had never had a defign to marry, fo (he would neither think of it, tnpr -,abfn- 
don him. And in this manner (he fatisfied that which (he owed to her own infli- 
-nation, that which Mahamed delired of her, and that which the memory ofPrince 
iCiaager required of her gencro(ity. Mahamed then asked of Ulama , whether he 
would not injoy the felicity of his reign? And think not, (aid he unto,'him j 
that fucceeding to the Sophy, I will fucceed to his paflions ; 1 (hall be your. Prince^ 
and your Friend, but I (hall never be yourFUvall. Ulama anfwered to this 4 ‘ifcourfe 
with a great deal of gcncrofity ; and whereas the love to ones Countrey is ftrong 
enough in every mans foul; and whereas there was a very firaght union between 
all thefe illuftrious perfons;, though Ulama was exceedingly obliged to the Sultanj 
■and that he loved Ibrahim as much as himfelf, yet he refolyed to abandon fils pro- 
teftor for to follow his lawfull Prince. Things being ipthis eftate, Arfalon arri- 
-ved luckily for himfelf, accompanied with Ofman and Alibech 5 and whereas 
Ibrahim was prefently advertifed thereof, he went and received them, and condu¬ 
ced them to Axiamiraes Tent, where Mahamed was: and after he had recounted 
■unto them the hiftory of Arfalon, whereof the beginning was not unknown to 
them ; after he had commended the generofity of Ofman and Alibech, and excu- 
fed the violence of her father, he obtained this grace of the new Sophy, who in- 
gaged his word to him to reftorc him to his former dignity. In the mean time the 
Articles of the Peace had been publifhed, both in the Army, and in Stfltania, with 
-great figns of rejoycing-on either fide 5 and the.hour of v feparation being come, 
the Sophy faid to Ibrahim, that owiRg his Life, his Liberty,and the Crown, which 
he was going to wear, unto him, he felt himfelf obliged to tell him, that he (houjd 
•alwayes finde him ready to hazzard them for his, fervice : In fine, faid he uoto him, 
generous Ibrahim, I ow unto you not onely. that which you have done for me, not 
.onely the good which my Empire receives from you, but alfo that which yoq have 
done for the Princefs Axiamira , for Felixana, ana for Ulama. Judge after ■ this,’ if 
withoutbeingingratefull lcan be meanly acknowledging. And I profefs unto 
you, added be, in taking his laft farewell of him, that the moft fenfible forrok 
which ever my blindnels gave me, is that which I now fcel,for that I cannot fee my 
Protcftor. Jbrahim going to anfwerhim, was hindred from it by Axiamira ; 
Defend not your felf, faid (he unto him, with an unjuft modefty, and permit, that 
now at parting, we may teftifie unto you, how not finding means to oblige you, 
we are not unworthy to be obliged^ fince we know how to prize your vertuc, and 
tfteem of the rare qualities that are in you. And for my particular, added (he, 
I hold Soliman to be greater, more mighty, and more happy in having you for his 
Subjeft, than in being Mafter of fo great a number of Provinces, which make him 
to be redoubted over all the earth. You fo confouhd me. Madam, anfwered fbrsC- 
him, with an high refpett, as I cannot anfwer you ; but know, faid he, that into 
what part of the world foever fortune carries me , you (hall ever have of me a 
faithfull and paflionate fervant. If one might be a Subjcft out of choice, you 
would have too many, faid he unto then 1 , your venue would make deferts ot all 
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your Neighbours Kingdoms; and this ccnqueft would befo much die more glo¬ 
rious to you, for that i t would not extend to any but to reasonable perfons i for 
that you would have none but illuflrious {objects j and for that without anas 
you would dtfarm all your Enemies. After many other civilities, Mabamad be¬ 
ing mounted alone into a Chariot, and Axiamira into another with dear Fa- 
lixana , who in her particular had rendred thanks unto Ibrahim for all me hajpj** 
nefs of her life 5 0 /<«mm flayed yet a little while with him jand though they fayd Bo¬ 
de, yet left they not cefthfying the extreme afieftion which they bore to one ano¬ 
ther i fince maugre the Interefts which were to feparate them, they felt a world 
of grief. Arfoian in like manner thanked Ibrahm for the grace he had obtained 
for rrim, and for that which he had formerly done to Alibech ; who feeing her 
father part could not forbear (hedding of tears $ Ofmaa did the like; and the Grand 
Vifier having promifed Arfalm to take care of them, and to proteft them as much 
as heconldjthis generous Pirate comforting his daughter,told her^hat owing mote 
Co her husband man tohira, it was juft that (he Ihould follow his fortune; and diac 
flie had done enough in getting him the honour and liberty to go & die inhis coun¬ 
try,to make it appear (he had quitted her felf towards him for the life he had given 
her.At laft all thefegtnerout perfons being Separated,OJ iumw and A Ubeck began their 
journey, and Ibrahim having given them a Convoy to fecure them from the out¬ 
rage of disbanded Souldiers, which they (hould happen to meet with, thought of 
nothing but of withdrawing his troups out of the enemyes country ; to the end 
that being upon die frontire, he might quit the Anny, and go to carry the newt 
bimfelf ofhisVi&ory, and ofthe Peace to Salman. He dircamped then the next 
day with a great deal of order and diligence $ howbeit he had the facisfaftion 
before his going out of 9trfi* to underftand, that Mahamed had been received in¬ 
to the throne Of his Fathers With joy * that lllama had maried Felixana ; chat Ar¬ 
falm was received to his dignity; and chat after To many misfortunes thofe lUu- 
ftrious perfons were happy : For Mahamed and Axiamira took care toadver- 
tife him of it, in fending him fomagniftcenc aPrefent, as there was no King in 
die world but it was worthy of. Axiamira wrote al(b to Soliman in the name of 
the Sophy and of her felf, wherein with a great deal of add refs (he found the 
means to make the Hluftrious BaflaesElogitun. In the mean time he advanced as 
much as he could, and they were no fooner in Solimamt Territories, but he com¬ 
mitted the conduft of them to the BalTa f tali ; and after he had fent one of his Ccr- 
vants certain dales before hand to Pera, he took the fame way, followed by fomc 
of the Commanders: and wholly filled with hope, love, and joy, he arrived there 
when as it was folate in die night, as the Port was (hut, and the Guards fee; Co 
that how impatient (bever he was to fee IfdktlU, hewasconftfaiued to attend till 
die next morning, being unwilling for this time to make ufe of the privilege 
which hehad. 
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T He Uluftrious Baft* having paftthe whole night without flceping, fo much 
had the hope of {ecing IfabeUa plcafingly entertained him, Tent as Toon as the 
Sun appeared to know whether Solimait would be pleafed that he (hould come wait 
upon him, and render him an account of his voyage. The Sultan furprifed with 
a thing which he had not much apprehended, in regard he thought it not fo 
near, gave not his anfwer fo fpeedilv. He marvelled at the grand Vifiers return, 
confidering the order which he had font him, not to come rack before he heard 
from him, what profperous fuccefs foever he (hould happen to have; but in fine , 
it being no longer time to rcafon on things paft, and being conftrained to anfwer 
precifely to that which was demanded of him, his mind was in a great diforder. 
The name of Ibrahim, who was fo near, pofiefied him with fome remorfe of his 
fault , but the thought then of lofing the Princefs, made him inftantly repent him 
otfo good amotion, and wi(h never to fee Ibrahim more, that he mightfrill re- , 
tain Ifabella, whom he had not feen fince that crucll inftanf, wherein out of his 
fear of the Baflaes return he had joyned threatnings to entreaties* and given her 
but only eight dayes time to refolve once for all, whereof fix were already paft 
when as the Bafia came back to Confront inofle • and he had been three monethsa- 
way without any news at all of him, fo cxaAly had the refolution which he had 
taken for it been executed. Butin fine, how violent foever SolimaMs love was, 
yet could he not refolve to fee Ibrahim, and keep IfabeUa from him : For where¬ 
as he had alwaics a ftrong difpofition in his heart to good , and fome thoughts 
of fricndftup for the Grand Vifier, the (hame of his crime, the fmall hope he had 
of vanquifliing IfabeUa, and the ihort time he had to refolve in, made nim/end 
Ibrahim Word that he might come prefently; and that at . his arrival! he (hould 
find Ifabtlla at his Palace* whither he was going to return her: This Prince cer¬ 
tainly would never have yeelded to this, had he had any hope left of gaining the 
Princcfies heart; but fince the day that he had laft fpokert with her, and that he 
had taken great care to have her narrowly obfcrved, he had learnt, that (he was 
in fo great an affliftion, as he was afraid the extremity of her grief would kill 
her: So that confidering he (hould commit a crime to no purpofo, if he (hould 
retain Jfabella, he was the more eafily induced to let her go forth of the Seraglio^ 

In this thought he would not fee her, but font for the Sultana Afteria, who was 
no fooner come to him, but he commanded her to go and tell Jfabella, that Ibra¬ 
him was returned, and that out of an excefs of bounty he permitted her to go out 
of the Seraglio; but that (he (hould beware of acquainting the Grand Vifier with 
ought that he had fald unto her, becaufr an extreme mifohief might thereby ar¬ 
rive both to him, and to her. Afteria went and executed her commifliort 
with a great deal of pleafure ; for albeit (he loved IfabeUa very dearly, yet 
the defire of her confervation was ftronger in her foul, Man her own con- > 
tent. The Princefs received this news with fo exccffivc a Joy, as her heart ' 
was not capable of relenting it fufikiently ; Emilia likewifo was infinitely glad 
of it: At firft JfabeUa could not beleeve it ; after (he had beleeved it (he gain- 
layd herfelf; and (he was fo accuftomed to misfortune, as (he could not think 
fo great a good hap was befallen her. In the mean time the Chariot, which 
was to carry her to Jbrahims Palace, being come, (he embraced the Sulta¬ 
na Afteria ; promifed her that Stliman (hould have no caufe to complain of 
her ; gave her thanks for her goodnefs in protecting her ; allured her that (hee 
would never lofe the memory of it ; and then (he got into the Chiriot 
with Emilia , and went to Jbrahims Palace to meet with her friends, to 
whom (hee gave a greater and a purer Joy, than that Which (hee felt her foif, 
for as (he was going into the Chariot, that'Slave* whom Stliman had fo often 
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imployed to her, came and told her from him, that ingoing out ofthe Seraglio 
(he did not goe oat of his power, and that he would not fail to fend to know her 
refolution; that ncverthclefs he would to favor her give her yet eight dayes lon- 

f cr for it. For as if the Prince had undertaken to be his own enemy, and to punifo 
is own fault, he fcarcely formed a defigne but he ftraightway deftroyed it; lo that 
he had no fooncr let IfabelU know that foe foauld goc out of the Seraglio, but he 
feemed to repent it, and font that flave, Rsxtlattats confident, with that meflage to 
her: and foe was no fooncr gon, but his love, and the defire of feeing her augmen¬ 
ted ; ncverthelefs in regard the thing was done, and that Ibrakhft was fuddenly 
to arrive, he changed not his order. In the mean time the grand Vifier, having 
made no doubt but that he foould cafily obtain the permifiion which he had dcfired 
of S almost t caufed a (lately Galliot, which he knew was in the Arienal at FtrOyto be 
launched into the water; and it was for this purpofe that hee had feat one of his 
(ervants certain dayes before, to the end he foould give order ftcretly for the ha¬ 
ving ofjt in a readinefsagainft he came. As foon then as he. underftood the Sultans 
pleafure hee imbarqued himfclf, attended by all die Commanders which had ac¬ 
companied him: and truely there was never a more magnificent or more agreeable 
objeft feen than this Galliot, cfpecially when Ibrahim was abord it. All that was 
looked upon was painted and gilt; die whole Poop was hung with Perfian Tape* .. 
ftry, whofe ground was gold ; it was covered all over with flaggs and Areamers of 
divers colours; all the flaves that rowed were fjftned with filver chaincs, and all 
of them had garments of cloth of gold ; twelve Trumpeters were cm die Gourfey 
c loathed in velvet, whofe ground was. gold; all the Commanders appardl vvas 
imbrpidered with pcarles apd diamonds; and in the midftofthit (lately troup 
flood Ibrahim alone, though he had fix great cufoions of cloth of gold at his feet; 
lie held in his hand a batcoun of command, and was fo fuperbly apparelled, as it 
was eafic to perceive that this petty triumph was an effeft of peace, fincc riches and 
abundance were every where feen, and very few marks of war. Ibrahim had that 
day on a robe of claw of filver, imbroidcred with gold and diamonds, intermixed 
■with certain carnation filk twill, which added very much to the beauty of that ha¬ 
bit ; His turbant was covered all over with carnation and white plumes of feathers, 
fetupwith jewels of diamonds of an ineftimable value; His Scymitar, and the 
golden chaines whercunto it'was faftned, were anfwerable to the gorgeouf- 
nefs of his garment: now although filk, filver, gold, pearl, and diamonds richly 
appeared there, yet might itbc faid with truth,that Ibrahim gave rather a new luftcr 
to «U thofe things, than that he recived any from them. His foape was goodly, well 
mad^ and advantageous; his cariage free and noble; his face ovall; his eyes black, 
and full of fire and fwcctncfs; his mouth agreeable; his complexion neither too de¬ 
licate, nor too grofs, neither too pale, nor too red; but fuch as Mars is painted, 
when as he is amoroufly represented unto us; His hayr was of chefnut color; and 
his nofe fomwhat aquilin, yet fo as it ferved to give him the better afpeft; His phyr 
fiognomy was promifing and fprightfull; his foul was feen in his eyes, his courage 
and bis afiabilitic appeared equally in them; and without having ought of the 
beauty of a woman, he was the goodlieft man that ever was beheld. In fine there 
was feen in his whole perfon, alofty ayr without pride, a gallanteric without af¬ 
fectation,* ncgle&full handfomnefs, a freenefs without artifice, a civility without 
conftraint, and fomthing fo great and fo high therein, as one could not behold hint 
without.judging him worthy to wear a crown. All thefe natural! graces had a new 
luftrethe day wherein Ibrahim entred into Cotifiasttistoaflty and the hope of feeing 
Ifabella had painted fuch a joy in his face, as gave him'a certain extraordinary a- 
greeablenefs. This petty triumph wa6 not without fpe&acors; for Ibrahims return 
being known, whereas he was univerfally beloved, all the Grandees of the Port, 
and all the people of C»*fta»t maple, repaired to the Haven, and by the foouts which 
they gave as foon as the Galliot approached, they teftifyed their zeal and affediou 
to him. Salimast, more provoked than by r thc agitation of his foul, and by an im¬ 
patience 
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patience without rcafon, than by the good will which he bore to Ibrahim) had 
alfo placed himfclf upon a Terrace with a Balluftrade of Jafper , which 
lookes to the Sea on that fide; and. when every one (till continued their Ihouts 
of joy, Muft all thefe people, fayd hec to himfclf, reproach nvee with my 
fault} muft the light of Ibrahim caufc more joy in them than in me? and muft he 
be more beloved of them than«af me, who am obliged thereunto by fo many rea- 
fons ? Yes, faid he, Love and Ifabtlla will have it fo, and I cannot hinder it. But at 
length Ibrahims Galliot being come fo near, as it permitted him to difeern Soliman, 
Who was leaning on the Baluftrade, he falu ted him with a profound refpeft, and 
being landed, all the people redoubled their Ihouts. The moft confiderabk ap¬ 
proached to falute him, and they that could not do fo, did at the lead what they 
could to be feen of him. After that this multitude had diffidently conlidcrcd 
him, whom they acknowledged for their P rot eft or, Ibrahim , followed by all the 
Grandees , and all the people, went to the Seraglio, where he entred alone ; for 
Soliman feeling the disorder of his foul, would not give him any but a private 
audience. When as he was come into the Sultans chamber, Salman could not 
chufc but be fomewhat glad, yet was he pofTeffed with confufion at the very fame 
i nftant, and received not the Bafia with that freenefs, wherewith he was wont to 
teftifie the affeftion which he bore him. Before time, he would rather have fpokeii 
to him of the grief his abfence had been the caufe of to him 1 of the fear he was in 
for him-j of the health of Isabella j and of the joy he had for his return; than 
of affairs of State: but in this encounter, he would needs have him at the very 
firft. render him an accompt of the War} and although he had refolved to give I- 
brahim no marks of the diforder of his foul, yet could he not forbear it. In the 
midft of his relation he asked of him,, whether-he had not received a new order 
which he had lent him? And when as Ibrahim had allured him that he had nets 
he feemed to be vexed at it, without telling him what it was : And at fuch lima 
- as the Grand Vifier had informed him, how advantageous the peace which he had 
made in terfia was for him, he could not ehufe but tell him things, which might 
make him judge, that he would have been glad he had not terminated the War as 
yet. Howbeit Ibrahim fufpefted nothing elfe of it, but that during his absence 
Rex Una and Ruftan had perfyiadcd him from making a Peace fo foon.This thought 
gave him fomc unquietnefs, neverthelefs it prefently diminifhed ; for Soliman per¬ 
ceiving what he had done, difguifed his mind a little better; and out of a fenfc of 
jcaloufie, he began to carcfs Ibrahim more, to the end that retaining him the longer 
With him, he mould not go fo foon to fee IfabelU ; it being certain that out of ati 
excefs of paflion, Saliman looked no more on the BaflTa after nis retumjbut with that 
unquietnefs, which the fight of a favoured Rivall gives. But at length Ibrahim,mho 
did not penetrate into the truth of things, feeing that the Sultan (till retained 
hint, and that he had no foooer anfwered to one queftion, but ftrsfightway he 
asked him another } My Lord,fayd he unto him (with the fame freedom wherewith 
he was ufed to talk to him)wil thy highnefs be pleafed to permit me,now that 1 have 
given an account of my voyage to my Maftff, that 1 may go and do niy duty to my 
Miftris. Soliman blufhc at this difeourie, and defiring to conceal his confufion from 
thsBafla,he di faulted him foooer than otherwife he would have done>and remained 
in fo extraordinary an unquietnefs, as he thought twenty times to callback A 
brahim , to fend andfeife upon Ifabtlla, tofecure bimfelf of the one, tocaufe the 
Other to be brought into tne Seraglio again , and in the end to proceed to the laft 
violence. A little beam of light, and a great deal of confufion, kept him never¬ 
thelefs from excenting his baddefigns} and his foul was never fo refolved for e~ 

. vill, as that he could do it without repugnancy. In the mean time Ibrahim went 
to his Palace* where ha was expc&ed with a great deal of impatience } but he 
was exceedingly furprifed, when as he found, Daria, Horatio, Alphanfo, and the 
French Marquis waiting for hint in the Fore-Court. At firft he doubted of the 
report of his. eyes, yea and was a good while hearing his friends talk, before he 

could!

could abfolutely bcleeve that which he faw to be true. He embraced them all with 
as muchtranfport of joy, as he had affeftion for them; for all thofe that had 
followed him, had out of refpeft and by his commandment left him at the hrft en¬ 
trance into his Palace. But above all the reft he could not chufe but behold Do- 
r«4 with amazement, and ask of him whether it were true indeed that it was he> 
As they wereftanding there, Ibrahim chancing to callup his eves was yet more a- 
mazed, when as he efpyed on the foot-pace of the Ballultrade that divided his 
Court , Isabella comming towards him-, accompanied with Sophronia, Hipolita, 
; Emilia. , and Leenida. What inchantment, crycd he in advancing towards IfabeUa , 
makes me fee fo many wonders together? am I at Cenflantineple^ or at Genena ? 
and may 1 beleeve what I fee t Youareftillin a place, fayd IfabeUa , where you 
have been extremely wilhed for , and where vows have been made for your return. 
You fee, Madami laid he unto her, in killing her hand which (he had given him, 
that they have not been in vain, fince I can allure you, that my voyage hath been 

} >rofperous, and that I am Hill abfolutely yours. After this, Ibrahim faluted thefe 
our beautifull companions of the infortunatc IfabeUa , who each of them in their 
particular made him a complement; and then Ibrahim having lent thePrincefs 
his hand, this fair troop entred into the Palace, and went to Ifabellaes chamber. 
It was there where thefe illuftrious friends teftified the true thoughts which they 
had for one another; Ibrahim neverthelefs marvelled to fee fewer marks of joy 
in Ifabellaes face, than in that of all the reft, which had not fo much interefl in 
his perfon: Notwithftanding whereas he faw that her complexion was. a little 
pale, he believed that it was an effe& of fomc fickrtefs which (he had had; and in 
this thought he went on in entertaining his friends with liberty enough of fpirit.

in private; lb that prcfently after they were rifen front meat, fomc went into 
the Cabinet, fome into the Gallery, and Emilia alone remained in a comer of 
the chamber with the French Marquis. In the mean time IfabeUa was not with¬ 
out unquietnefs, the remembrance of what Soliman had faid to her polTcfled all 
her foul, and the inccrtainty wherein (he was, whether (he lhould impart it to 
Jbrahim^ or whether (he (hould not (peak to him of it, put her minde upon the 
wrack.

can 1 make to him for it ? But it it (hould happen too, that Soltman hath repented 
tiim, and that he fent not the Have to me, but onely to try my diferetion, I (hould 
bei guilty of all the milchiefs that might follow thereupon, if by my imprudence 
apaby my inconfideration I (hould go and acquaint Jbrahim with a thing which 
certainly nc could never conceal. In this uncertainty was the Princefs, when as

It was not becaufe Ibra¬ 
him did not upon the firft apprehenfion of it follow this opinion with repngnancy* 
but becaufe he was perfwaded, that a Prince, who committed fo great an infidelity 
againft him,could not complain of him with reafon for his going out of his Empire 
without his confent. In this thought he confidered with the red* which way they 
might draw themfelves out of captivity; in the end the refolution was, that Ibra- 
him, being able to doe what he would, (hould fccretly affine hlmfclf of a veiled; v 
and that untill.it was ready to part, he (hould fee Soliman as often as poffiblc hec 
could, and take great care to keep him from fufpefting that IfabtMa had fpokento 
him of his love to her. The reft of the day being fpent in this fort, the next mor- 
jiing the Grand Vifier having underftood that there was a Chriftian Veflell which 
was to let fail the day enfuing, wrought in filch manner as he ablolutely allured 
himfelf of her; and without any bodies being aware of ;r, be cauled a great ma¬ 
ny Chriftian flaves, which were newly delivered, to enter into her. . After he had 
taken this order, he went to fee Soliman again, but it was with fo much repugnan- 
cie, as it fell out well for him that he did not lee him ; it being mod certain, that 
whereas he was not accuftomed to difguife his thoughts, it would have been 
arapofliblc for him not to have teftified fomewhat of that which he had in his 
heart. When he arrived at the Seraglio, he was told that the Grand Signior was 
at the Sultana Queens lodging} ana whereas it was the onely place in the outward 
Seraglio, where I hr shim entred not, he returned to his Palacet and there as long, 
as the day lafted, he received the vifits of all the BafTaes, Beglcrbeis,and Sangiacs, 
that were at C.onjtaminofle. In the mean time Soliman was not without unquiet- 
fiefs, he would willingly have had Ibrahim alwaies with him, to keep him front 
being with JfabelU) and would willingly withall never have feenhim, lince he 
could not do fo without being afhamed of his fruit} and indeed it was out of this 
confiderationthat hewas gone to the Sultanaes lodging, that he might decline 
die fight of him. It was not becaufe his mind was quieter in that place than in 
another $ for he carryed his torment in his heart. His loyc, Jfabollaes conftancy, 
and Jbrahimj return, pofleffed him with ftrange thoughts; and in the diforder 
wherein his foul was, he made wilhes againft his own glory, and would that Jbra* 
him had been beaten in Rerfia ; that his Army had been defeated i and dut with a i 
lavvafull pretext he could banifh him from the Portend main IfabtUa. It was not / 

becaufe he knew not that his defigns were unjuft, hut it was becaufe his paflion 
was inffrad of reafon to him, and made him deal in this fort. Roxtldna on her 
fide was not in a little pain; (he faw Jfabelit out of the Seraglio; and albeit the 
Slave, her confident, had allured her, that Salima* had not changed his mind for 
this Prinecfs, yet fhc feared that feeing her no longer, and feeing Jbrahim t the love 
which he bare to jfabclta would diminifh, and that his good will to the Bafla 
would reaffume new forces. Howbeit fhc hoped that Jfabella would acquaint die 
Grand Vifier with the love dut the Sultan bore her; and thatthereupon he would 
do fomething which might give him opportunity to ruin him. In this belief an 
hour after JfaboKa was gone oua of the Seraglio fhc fen? to will Rttfim that he 
(hould carefully obferve all yfrvtfa*/ aftlonsby die fame Slave which before times 
had informed him of the Lore that he carried to Jfabota. Rnjlan obeyed her fo 
exaftly, that what care foever theGrand Vifier took to conceal his defign, yet 
did he fufpeft it. Firft he underftood that the BafTa bad enquired , whether 
there were any Chriftian vclTcls in the Port that were to fet fayl in a few 
dayes, and that he had been told that oue was to part the night following} 
be underftood likewife by the Slave which was his confident} that after all fir angers 
were gone from him* he went into the Princefles chamber, aiid that without 
heeding him he had fryd to her, that he came from receiving the laft vifits of his 
Ccurtiers. This manrtold him alfo, thacthe Italian Slave, in whom the Grand Vi- 
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ficrgrcady confided, ftemed to be very bufie; as indeed it was he,who had in charge 
to fee that the vcfTcll was made ready to fetfayl; and who by fbrahims order had 
provided all things neceffary for their departure. Rufian having received this ad¬ 
vice, jail as it was night,let not for all that to go to the Seraglio, to advertifo Roxe- 
lana of it; but whereas it was an unfeafonable hour, he was constrained to give to 
a Capigibaffi a Letter which he had written in cafe he could not fpeak with her. 
Roxelana had no fooner received it, but (he went her felf without further confult- 
ing to acquaint Soltman with what Rufian had certified ; and Whereas this Prince, 
blinded by his paffion,fought but for a pretext to complain ofjbrahim, he hearkned 
to her with a great deal of impatience, which Roxelana having obferved, (he made' 
ufe of the occafion, and told him, how (he had a long time known that Ibrahim fa¬ 
voured the Chriftians; that without doubt he had fome hidden defign,wnich could 
not be comprehended 5 and adding yet more to that which Rufian had written, (he 
fb wrought, that Selman y to be cleared inthebufinefs, refolved to fend to fbrahimt 
Palace for him. And whereas there was no body about him whom he judged fit for 
it, Roxelana having propounded Rufian unto him, who (he faid was at the gate of 
the Seraglio, he confented thereunto; and having caufed him to enter, the Sultan 
commanded him to go to Jbrahims Palace, and will him to come prefently to him. 
For Soimfxrt doubted not, if it were trne that he had caufed a veflell to be made 
' ready, but that it was for Jfabella y or for his friends ; and that fb, which foevef it 
were, he (houla hare (according to the mind he was in)a juft occafion to ruin Jbra- 
him. But Rufiauwas not like to find him at home ; for as foon as it was night, he 
had caufed ffabelta y Sephronix y UipolitOy Leonida y Emilia , with th,e reft of them troop 
to go focretly out of his Palace; and be fnmfolf had got out aftce them thorough a 
door of his Garden, which was towards the Port, to embarquehimfolf rn that 
Veflell which he had made to be prepared, antf wjiereof the Captain and the Pilot 
trereabfolotely his, by means of the mony which he had caufed to hegiven to them. 
Before his departure he had written a Letter to Solimxny and had leu it with one 
ef ftiv ftrvants, with order, that if any one came to ask for him from theGrand Sig- 
nior, to deliver it unto him; fb that arriving at hishoufe, found him .not. 

It was in vain that he enquired after him , and'what care foever betook for it, he 
could learn no other, than that he was not in his Palace; that Jfabellay his friends; 
and her friends, were not there neither; and that he bad left a Letter for the Grand 
Signior. Rufian having taken rt, font to the Port to learn whether any veflell had 
fot fail, aqd then went in all haft to the Sukan,to acquaint him with Jbrahims flight, 
and prefcht him with the Letter which he had written to him ; for he dUrft not 
fconccalit,. though gladly he would; be^aufemany had foen it delivered to him. 
My Lord,faidhewbenhe was come onto him, Jbrxhim is no longer at Confiantinopte. 
This fpecch amazed Soliman ; but when he knew that Jfabeila was out of his power 
he felt a redoubling.of love, jealoufie, anger, hatred, difpair, and fury. And when 
as RufianFaii given him Jbrahims Letter, he broke up thefoal with violence,and not 
knowing Wherhcr he fbould read or tear it, he ftooq a pretty while without freak¬ 
ing ; but at length carfiea by his curiofity, or rather by his paffion, he opened it 
fighing, and found that; it was thus.

this paffton hath made that for get thep-iendfhip which thou btdft promt fed me, it hath 
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carried thee to hate the, it hath confirained thee to banish reafin from thy foul, and no 
longer to remember y that this Ibrahim from whom thouwouldefi take away his life, in 
taking Ifabella from him, is the fame who in times pafi quitted Ifabella for the love of 
thee 5 and who would dye with joy for thy fervtce. Thom feefi then y my Lord, to what 
*this faff on hath carried thee, in regard whereof excnfe that which it compels me to do . 
f doe not Ay from Soliman> bmt from the faff oh which maftcrs him ; and without com 
flawing of htm I accnfe the beauty of Ifabella $ and J part away the unhappieft man 
that is y becaufe J cannot* do fo without difpieafingthy Htgknefs.

- StltmtH nothing moved with this Letter, tore it after, be had read it j and the 
confufion which it brought to his foul, inftcadof begettirig repenuncc,. augmen¬ 
ted his fury the more. Let this ingratcfull wretch, faid he jto be purfued , 

and let all that is poffiblc be done to return him into my power. Roxtlana entring 
hereupon into Solinums chamber, from whence (he had gone a little after RhJIahs 
departure, and perceiving his mind'to be in the tear ms wherein *(hc had long dc- 
fired to have it, provoked his anger yet more;. and propounded unto him the im¬ 
plying of R*fld* in the purfui t of Jbrahim : But that which (he thought cunning¬ 
ly todo fucceedcd not with her j her intention wasfo to ufe the matter, as Rnfian 
Jhould not find Jbrahm : For whereas herintereft was* that he /hould no longer 
have power* nor-be longer at the Port, (he feared if he (hould be brought back a- 
jgain* that (he (hould not oblige Salmon to ruin him uctetly ? and fo he might re¬ 
turn into grace again. Howbcit this defign was not executed * for befide? that (he 
could notfpeak with Rufttn in private* the Grand Signiotfo abfoiutdy comman¬ 
ded him to bring him tack Ibrahtm and JftbtlUy or nevCi* to return,, as (he was 
conftrained to let him go without faying any thing toJblm. He went then in all 
haft to take a Galley topurfue him, becaufe he hrfd uriderftood from him whom 
he had fent to the Port, that a Chriftian veffellhad fetfayl by the Grand Vifiers 
order a little before. He imbarqued himfelf then with all the fpeed that poflibly 
lie could; and not doubting but that he took the way of the ArchipeUgt, he made 
his Pilot hold the fame courfe. In the meair time SoUmsm was not without un- 
quietnefs; the privation of a good which he ardently defired, made him - regard 
it as a thing yet more precious ; Ifabtlla. appeared to hi(n more amiable than ever 
he had feen her j yea he belceved thac it may L>: he might ofte day have wort her 
heart j and in this belief he was infinitely afflifted. He" looked upon Jbrabim with 
hatred, and this Prince was fo t unjuft* as no longer to remember either his merit, f ■- 
hi? courage, or the ffiendftiip he had born him ? nOr to cohfider him- in this oc- 
calion but as his Rival], and as a man who had ftollen a pcrftmfronvhin?» of whom 
he was infinitely amorous. In this unjuft thought he termed him ingratcfull, he 
called him ravilher, unfaithful], and perfideous v- and thinking of nothing but hoW 
to find out means to ruin him, out of afenfeof jealoufic.hc faid, Were I fure that 
I (hould never touch the heart of Jfxbella^ yet 1 (hall alwaics have this advantage, 
if they be brought back to me again, thatl can (Separate them for ever apd 1 (ball 
at leaftwife have this fatisfaftion, that if Jfubelln be not. mine, (he : (hail never be 
anybodies elfe. Whilft Soliman was incenung his fury and his rage, jfabtBa and 
tftat dear troup, which (he loved fo much, were already thinking of giving thanks 
to Heaven for their deliverance; For whereas they had embarqued themfelvcs at 
the beginning of the night, they belceved that when their flight came the next day 
to be known, they (hould be then far enough off from being taken any more: So 
'rf utt JfubellAts mind was quiet enough ? ahd the hope'of being food out of the 
Grand Signiors power, entertained her fo agreeably, as fear had.fcarcely any place 
in her foul. Her friends began alfo to be no longer affraid of Solima*y and to be 
In doubt of nothing but Pirates and Tempefts; Doria , Horttioj and A/fhonfo prepa¬ 
red themfelves for all that might happen withconftancy enough} the French Mar¬ 
quis began already to talk according to his accuftomed humor ; when as 
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«>am, who was not fo well allured of his good fortune, but. that he had as much 
fear as hope, began to cry out that they were purfued, and that he faw a Galley 
which made towards them amain ■ Indeed ne discovered Ruftans Galley , even 
as they were near to that ftrait where the two Cattles of Sefiet and Abydut ’are 
fituatcd, which the Turks at this day call Dardantlii. JmJftmam, having feen this 
Galley, turnedhimfelf to JfabelU , and asked her whether (he would not per¬ 
mit him to dye in defending her ? Your death, layd (he unto him him, i may not 
endure ; but that excepted, Iwillconfcnt to any thing rather than to fall again 
into the hands of Seliman. After this difeourfe, jh ftiniano and his freinds began to 

J jrepare them Selves for defence; and though he had but few men,for to carry the bu- 
inefs the more Secretly he durft bring no more, yet were they not eafie to be van- 
ouiShed;for as well (laves as Merchants were fufEcieritly obliged to fight; and the o- 
tiers had not only their lives & liberties to defend,but their Sifters & their Miftrifies 
too .On the other part Rufian knowing that this veSTel was the fame which he fought 
for, and Scaring that theChriftian Slaves which were in his Galley would not 
row fpeedily enough, he promifed them their liberty, if they imployed all their 
force in this occafion, and that by their means he might Slay Ibrahim ; fo that car¬ 
ried I f this hope, and without inquiring whether thofe which they would take 
were Turks or Chriftians, they rowed with Sb much vigor, as in a lkcle time his 
Galley was within Cannon Shot of Ibrahims VeSTell. And to keep him from fly¬ 
ing, he difeharged apiece of Ordnance, td advertise them that were of the Guard 
in the Caftles of Sefias and Abidtts, that enemies vcfiells were in that place. This 
device Sailed not to work the expefted eftc&; for Ibrahim knowing that there 
were on both Sides of this Straight forty pieces of Ordnance planted even with the 
water, which without doubt would after this fignall discharge upon him if he at¬ 
tempted to pafs, found himfelf ftrangHy troubled. Foi of one Side he feared, left 
he Should See IfabelU carried away with a Cannon- Shot; on the other, Ruftam vio¬ 
lence was little lefs terrible to him; and in this unquietnefs he commanded his Pi¬ 
lot to dde one thing , and by and by unfayed it again. Ifabella would have had 
them cxpofethemSchrcs rather to the fury of the Cannon, than to fight with Jfr- 
fhm ; but they werenot long in an eftate to choofe what they had to doe; for thij 
Galley which purfued them having overtaken them, and Spite of their utmoft in* 
deavourS to the contrary having grapled herfelf to them, Ibrahim, followed by his 
friends, performed fuch things in this occafion, as furpaffcd the valour of the moft 
illuftrioqs Harms. He wounded Rufiaa with his own hand; all thofe that pre- 
fentedthemfehesagainfthim, fell prefently dead, cither at his feet, or into the 
Sea. All Rmfiaas fouldiers fled from hi* incountcr, and chofe rather to Set upon 
ten others, than' defend thcmfelvcs from him alone. In the mean time frefh fuccor 
came to Rafiaa ; for they of the two Caftles of Seftis^nd Abidm , hearing die 
piece which he had caufcd to be Shot oflj came in Frigots with a great number of 
fouldiers to fee what the matter was; and finding a Chriftlan VeSTcll fet upon by 
Turks, they never inquired further, ■ but joyned with them; and Ibrahim Seeing his 
enemies redoubled, redoubled his courage too. One would have faid that he had 
recovered new forces; hepaft from one place to another in an inftant; he main¬ 
tained his own men, aflaulted his enemies, and fighting defperacely, yet without 
lofing his judgement, he might peradventure have wearied and vanquished diem 
that aflaultcd him, had not Rufats, whilfthewasbufie in defending himfelf from 
fix which fought with him together, bethought him of a wile, which alone made 
him viftor. He went with fome fouldiers to the Captains Cabbin, with bis 
Scymitar in his hand, where the Princefs and her dear friends, were more dead 
than alive, in attending the event of the fight. When firft he entred, IfabelU gave 
a great skriek; but this cruell man, without hearkning to her complaints, drawing 
her with one hand, and holding his Scymitar in the other, pulled her to the 
Cabbin-door, and calling to Ibrahim, who turned his head that .way, Refolve thy 
felf, faid he unto him, to render up thy arms, or if thou doft k hot, to fee the head 
of her I hold here taken from her moulders. Thisdreadfullfpccch made Ibrahtm 
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ftop a little, daring the which Jfabella without daunting, prayed him hot to yecld 
for to keep her from death, feeing fhedettred it. But Jbrahim being about to ad* 
vance towards Rafraa, and feeing him lift up his arm to ftrike Ifabella , hold laid he 
unto him, throwing down his arms, and tendring his hands to them that iimroned 
him; fparethc life of this perfon, fince I did not fight but topreferve it; fet her 
free, and make me a Have ; and if I may obtain this of thee, I will not complain of 
thy cruelty. Alas / cried Jfabella then, the laying of yon in irons is not giving me 
liberty, nor is the putting your life in the power of your enemies, the prefervirtg 
of mine! In the meantime Doria, Alphonfo, Horatio, and the French Marquis were 
ftill indeavouring to doe their uttermoft; but Jbrahim fearing left fbme out-rage 
(hould be done to Jfabella, cryed to them to render themfelves , which they were 
cohftrained to doe; for Jbrahim lighting no longer, and being loadenwith chains 
by Rnfrant commandment, they had all the enemies upon them; fo that fight how 
they could, number prevailed over valour, and Ruftan made himfelf Matter of the 
Veflell, and of the perfons whom he fought for; and having forced them to paft 
into his Galley he returned to Confront inople. Thefe infortunate ones had yet the 
confolation to make this voyage together without being feparated; for Rmfran, 
butted about flopping theblooa which he loft at the Wound he had received,had not 
the inhumanity to keep them from talking together. Jbrahim was likewife as well 
as Horatio, Alehonfo, Doria, and the French Marquis, louden with chains, which 
had been knocked off from fome of thofe (laves, who had been the caufe of their 
taking by rowing with (itch fpeed. jfabella and her friends, being with them, and 
not able to fuccour them, augmented their torments ye t more with the extreme at 
fli&iort that appeared in them. Alas! faid Jfabella to Jbrahim, if I were fore that 
death would be the greateft mifery that can arrive unto me in the place Whither we 
are going, I (hould eafily comfort my fclf; yea and I (hould regard it as an happi- 
nefs rather than a misfortune i but the crueltie of our enemies will not day there ; 
for whereas Selimon knowes that 1 fear neither torments nor death, he will make 
efuffer in yo nr perfon, and that makes up all my grief. Fear not for me j (aid 
jt/rabim unto her, but oncly think of preferring yonrfclf: Soliman loves you, la¬ 
bour then to move his heart ratherthan to incenfe it, and be confident that death 
cannot be grievous to me, if I were allured of your life. No, no, anfwered Jfa*- 
bella , this is not the way I mean to hold, and you would blame me without doubt 
- if I (hould follow your counfell: I will die as well as you, and if nty prayers can 
obtain any thing of Soliman. > it lhall be that we may die together. Augment not 
my torments, replyed the illuftriotis BafTa, and fpeak not ofyour death, if you wilt 
not have me advance miac;live,my dear Jfabella,and. let me alone pert(h.I live*cried 
Jfabella? Mi\no,no,Jfabella knows not how to furvive her glory,and j^/ttM«ywhich 
are the only things that can make her life agreeable,8c without the which (he wil not 
prefcrvc k.l may,added (he,live unhappy,infortunate,laden with chainc^Kikdfrom 
my country, without means»and without liberty; but I cannot live without honor, 

' andwithout Jnfrmiano ; fo that if SolimaH will ravifh me of my glory, and bereave 
me of the onely perfon that t love, I (hall not waver between death and life; and f 
know what courfe I am to take. Ah! too generous ffobetta, cryed Ibrahim then; 
why have I loved you, to caufe you to fall into (b many miferies ? Why have I not 
alwaiesbeen your enemy, to keep you from having fuch cruel! ones ? But what fay 
Ijfcrtflefsnuuv, continued he, I merit the torments which f differ,' if Icanrepent 
me ofhaving loved you: No,Madam, ! cannot doe it; I would that my death 
might hinder yours, 1 would that I might indure all things for you,-but I cannot 
with that I could not adore you. That with would be unjuft, replyed ftie, and would 
qoeftioniefsdoe great wrong to our affe&ion; which is not the caufe of our mif- 
_ fortunes ; it is two pure, and too innocent, to bee punifhed for a crime: and the 
onely thing which comforts me in our miferies, is tneheliefl am in, that wee doe 
not defense them; and that Heaven fends them to us, rather to try our vertue, 
than to correft oar fault*. But added (he, before we are feperated (as wi tho ut doubt 
we (ball be) promtfc me, that what artifice foever our enemies may ufe to perfwade 
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you unto any thing to my difadvantage, you will never beleeve it. For hold ft 
for moft affured, that Isabella will dye a thoufand times, rather than do any thing 
unworthy ofhervertuc, and yours. Let me then have the fadsfa&ion to hope, thac 
the malice of our perfecutors ftiall make you beleeve nothing to my prejudice. Ah l 
Madam, cryed Ibrahim, it is for me to demand this favour of you; for whereas I 
have not rendred you fo many markes of my affc&ion, as I have received from 
your vertue, you may the mere eafily doubt of it. But beleeve. Madam, that I will 
dye adoring you; and if the lofs of my life may oblige Solimaa to reftorc you to 
your liberty, as I purpofe to bcfeech it of him, I (hall dye even with plcafure. Let 
us not feparate our deftinics, anfwered the Princefs; either let us live together, or 
let us dye together. After fo fad a difeourfe, the excefs of their affe&ion forced 
them to hold their peace; and their difpleafure being (hut up in their heart, they 
felt it more vively than they did, whom as theycafed themfelves with their com¬ 
plaints. The unhappinefs of the perfons which were ingaged in their misfortune 
afflifred them the morejand they faw all about them fo many occafions ofdilpair,as 
it might be faid, that never was the, vertue ofa perfon put to fo hard a triall. Hi- 
■polit£Sophronia, Emilia, and Leonida, were wholy diflolved into tcares; Alphorfo, 
T>ori* Horatio, and the French Marquis, Were alfp infinitely afflifted : and if Ruflam 
could have been touched with any companion, hee had been doubtlefs with 
lb lamentable an objeft. But far from having any humanity for another, 
he Was cruell to himfelf; for though he were wounded, yet the defire which 
he had to. deftroy Ibrahim, and to finifll a thing which he hadfo welL begun, 
made him ioftead pf repayring to hisihoufc to look to his Wound, to goe di- 
refrly to the Serraglio afloon as herairrived at Canftaktinople , and to behave 
himfelf fo as jf he had not been hurt at all. Frcfpntly upon his landing, hee fent to 
advertHe Saimaa of his return; and of the foccefs of his voyage. And whereas this 
Prinee had increafed his fury with his folitarinefs, he inftantly commanded , that 
Ibrahim and Ifabella (hould be brought into the Seraglio , and put into feverall pla¬ 
ces with a fure guard; and that all thofe which had followed them (hould bee put 
likewife into another place. Never was fo deplorable a thing feeD,as the execution 
of this commandment; Ifabtlla would not quit Ibrahim , he too would not abandon 
her; and though they had well enough forefecn that they (hould be leparated, yet 
could they not for all that confent thereunto. Their frends likewife would not 
leave them, and if Soltman could have been a fpefrator of fo fad a converfation, hee 
might peradventure have been moved to piety. But at length Ibrahim and Ifa- 
btlla, being conftrained to refolve for that which they could not avoyd, took their 
farwell of each other, as perfons that were never to lee one another again ; and fol¬ 
lowing each other with their eyes as far as they could, they (ware unto themfelvc$ 
todyelovingone another as faithfully as they had mutually promifed. After 
Rttfiaa had conduced Ibrahim to one quarter of the Seraglio, carted Ifabella to bee 
carried to another, and their friends to a third, he went to Soliman, whofe minde 
had never been quiet, fincc he knew the fuccefs of his voyage. For feeing Jbrahim 
and ‘ifabella in his hands, he fcarccly knew what refolutjon to take; for in the c- 
ftate wherein things were, he muft deftroy the Bafla, or render him his Miftrefs.Rc- 
garding him as the Lover of Jfabella , he defired his death; confidering him as a fu¬ 
gitive he found it juft; but remembring the affeftion which he had bom him , hee 
had much ado to refolve to deftroy him.What (hall I do,faid he to himfelf,with this 
ingratefall creature, who after fo many favors which he hath received from me, fo 
many honors which 1 have conferred on him, fo many marks which I have rendred 
him of my good will, goes out of my Empire without my lcive? This perfidious 
man cried he, (hould have confidcred me-thinks, how I had heretofore broken his 
chains to (hare my Empire with him, and how he to whom he owed his life and his 
liberty, ought to have obliged him to a more exaft fidelity .But this wretch prefer¬ 
ring the poffefiion of a woman before the gi eatnefs wherein I had fet him, and my 
friendftiip,quits and abandons me;and not content to fled a perfon from me whom I 
love, and without whom I cannot li ve, h c gets him away it may be with intelligen¬ 
ces that he hath in my Empire to make war upon me, and to recover from me that 
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which he faith appertains unto him:Bat he was never of the Race of the Paleolognes 5 
And then, continued b:,if he could perfwade m: to it,that would be yet a furcher rea-i 
fon to oblige me todeftroy him: It behoves he (hould die out of reafon of State, as I 
pretend he (hall die out of reafott of Love. If I regard him as a Have, l have power o- 
ver his life,fince every flavethat breaks his irons deferves to iole it. If I regard hin» as 
my fubjeft, he is- worthy of death for going out of my Empire without. my content,. 

If I regard him as a Chriftian, I cannot hate him enough; and if Iconfider him as an 
Enemy-Prince,it behoves he (hould die,that the end of his life may make an end offctr> 
ling my Throne to my facceifors. Soliman having,as it feemcd to him, fetled his rcfo- 
lutioiv firmly enough,felt fome reft in his minde.Howbeit fuddenly tome beam oflighc 
coming to him again, he was afhamed of his own thoughts; yet would he not oppofe 
them, but rather fought how he might fortifie them; lteverchelefs there was one thing 
that retained his fury for a while: Suppofe,faid he, that I refolve to dcftroy Jbrahim ; 
that he be already pnnifhed for his ingratitude and perfidioufnefs-, that the end of hi« 
life hath ended the love which he bears to Jfabtlla ; let us fee after this, whether 
in thinking to do our felf fcrvice, wc do not hurt our fclf: For can (he Love a Prince, 
who bereaves her of the perfon that is dcareft to her In the world ? But can (he, con¬ 
tinued he, love any other than* Ibrahim , as long as he is living ?. No, no, fayd 
he raffing his voyce , it behoves hee (hould dye ; and I (hall alwayes have 
this confolation , that if (hee love not nice , (hee (hall at lead wife love no-* 
thing in-the world. But Ccried hc again, after he had continued a while without 
(peaking) he whom 1 will dcftroy, is the fame Jbrahimvihohith done me (itch import 
tartt fcrvice, and whom I have fo much loved; howbefc, continued he, it is Jfabellaea 
Lover; it is a fugitive flavejit is a revolted fubjeft 1 , it is a Prince my enemy; or it may be 
an impoftor.In fuch like thoughts as chefe Was the Grand Sigaior,when as Rajtan canoo 
to him,who out of his malice carrier} him to further violence againft Ibrahim, by for¬ 
ging matters,which he affirmed he had heard him fpeak againft him. rrefently therttp- 
on Roxelana entred, who, making as if (he did not know, obatihcrc was any intereft of 
love in the hatred which Soliman bore to ’Jbrahim , fpake hot but of the good of the 
$tate,and of the glory of the Empire. She represented to Soliman, how mightily hehad 
alwaies protefted the Chriftians in all oceauoas 1 that had been pceftnted; as indeed (be 
lyed not. But although the moft part of thofc things were done by Rokmant consent in 
the favor of Jbrahim, yet was this Prince fo unjuft, as to hearken to this -accufatioo, as 
if he had been acquainted with new crimes. After then that this wicked woman had 
made him refolve to put Jbrahim to death, (he told him moreovcr,that if haft were not, 
made to take away his life,the people undoubtedly would rife to law hint/or,faid fh*i 
oucofthe defign which he h^th had to ufurpthe Empire, he hath alwaies taken great 
care to make himfelf tobebeloved of tktm*Solima *feeinghimfelf upon the point,of 
abfolutely refolying the matter,fek a new combat in his heart; love, hatred, jealoufie , 
friend(hip,(hame,ani glory,did their kft and ottermcft endbavorto valnnuith one an®* 
ther; but at length vertue was furmounted in this occafion by the wiekeonds of Roxei 
Una and Rfiftan : And Soliman confirmed that Without further delay hi fhoald go and 
execute this fetal! fentence, which their hatred,rather than he, pronounced againft the 
Hluftrious Jbrahim. Away he Wow with agrtsac deal of (peed, for fear leftthe Sultan 
fitould alter his mind. Neverthelefs not daring wholly «o fiil in the nfiiaB farm j He 
fentfor Jbrahim to come to flipper; and this perfidious wretch, who feared a revolt* 
kept all that were in the Seraglio from going forth. In the tnt&i time Jbnthim being fee 
at table as the reft, Ruftan In the fn-idft of the rheal preferued him with a robe of black 
velvet, which was an undoubted mark, that the end of this fecal feaft (hould be the end 
of his life: For after this mannet- is the news Of death denounced to perfons of quali¬ 
ty, that are to lofe their lives in die Seraglio. Jbrahim feeing his ruin certain, received, 
tni's i*ibe for allthat with a great deal of conftancie. And whereas 11 was prefented 
to him by Raftan, bccaufe no body elfe would tender him this ftrange prefeut; T 
receive it. fayd he unto him, cwithout fearih^ the death' which k prefegeth, and 
without being any whit furprifed therewith, knowing .foil ’well due ic is a depen¬ 
dence of the charge-whtch I hive pofleft, and that few Grand Vifiersbave dyed q- 
therwales : But I receive it with gtief, becaufe k bltmlfiveth thegfory of a Prince 
•’ ' ; V ■ ; ■ : • • - * : : whom, • 
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whom I have loved } ard for that it is offered to me by the hand of Rufian. This 
ceremony much affli&cd all them that faw it; yet did not Ibrahim rife til the time 
which cuftom requires in fuch like occafions was paftjnor forbear talking to fome Of¬ 
ficers of the Empire,which were at this fatal fupper by Rttftam order in the grand Sig- 
niors namejfor he feared if they (hould have gone forth,and acquainted the people,that 
Ibrahim was going to be put to death, they would have rifen before he had been execu¬ 
ted. And truly this deiign was not amifs; for whereas Ibrahim was infinitely beloved, 
their eys were all bedew'd with tears,and certainly had they had arm$,they would have 
attempted to fuccor him,or at leaftwife would have loft themfelves with him.Never was 
there a more deplorable feaft than this fames none that were prefent at it did cat any 
thing; they feemed all to be cond emned to deathjand Ibrahim only teftified by die tran- 

? utility of his countcnance,and by his conftancy,that he was in cale to comfort the reft. 

our mutes,which were to ftrang fe him,flood before him,with each of them a black filk 
bow-firing in his hand,which was to ferve for that deadly office. Now though this ob- 
jeft poflcftall thofe that confidered it, With terror and pi tie,/£r4f>/>» feemed no more 
lenfible of fear, than Rnflan was of compaffion. This Illuftrious BafTa was feen with an 
admirable tranquillity,and with a conftancy without affe^atiombe indured his nailery 
without murmuring jhc beheld the tears of others,without fhcddiug anyjand if any iign 
of fadnefs appeared in his face,the intereft of Ifabella alone was the caufe of it;& indeed 
this thought made him fuffer very much. The regret of being feparated from her; the 
uncertainty of what fhould become of her after his death, which was fcarcely irkfom 
unto him Jhut for the grief which IfabtSa would take at it, rcplenifhed him with heavy j 

thoughts. Whilft he was in this eftate;whilft he attended the time of his execution; and 
whilft he was preparing to intreat fome of them that were about him£o fay fomahing 
to S oilman for the prefervation of IfabtUa> the Sultan was not without unquietnefs; | 

Raxelanajvrho had ftill remained with him,had not only kept his mind from inclining 
to compaffion,but eontrarily had fo incenfed it,as he many times feemed to be very im¬ 
patient,for that he could not receive news of Ibrahims death. Neverthelefs he had no 
focner had fuch a like thought, but ftraightwav he was of another opinion: He wouiu j 

have a thing,and he would not have it; and In this incertainty his imagination repre- 
fented unto him all Jbrahtms whole life. He fought not for all that to remember the 
fricndfhip which he had born him,and the marks which he had given him of it,but to 
hate him the more.This ingratcfull man, faid he, could notrefolveto comply with a 
Prince, who would have given him his daughter in manage; who would have allied 
himfelfto himjand who, befides yeeldlng up his Throne to him, hath done all things 
for him. This remembrance wrought a ftrange tffeft in Salima *; he fuddcnly changed 
colour, & after he had mufed a little,as it were to call fomething to his memory,be cri- 
ed out with ftrange precipitation,to ha vcRuftan fetched back again,and looking about 
him,the matter is at an end,faid he,wholly transported with fury;! cannot deftroy mine 
«ncmy;he muft live,fince 1 have fworn it; let One go with all fpeed, faid he, to fome of 
his attendants»and revoke the fentence which I have given; but no delay muft beiqade, 
for othci wife I Dial draw the heavy wrath of heaven upon my head.KvxrlUa^furpriftd 
with this difeourfe, would have kept them from obeying the grand Signior, untiil fne 
knew from whence this mutation came.But having commanded a fecond time,that one 
fhould go*& do that which he had ordained,(he was compelled to content unto it.'What 
fo fudden a change,faid (he unto him,is arrived in thy Highnefs mindfisit poffiblc tha t 
Saliman t whom I have heard an hundred times lay,that repentance is a weaknef$,where¬ 
of he was notcapable,(hould at length be poffcflcd with it at this prefentiNo^aid Salt- 
man to her,I do not repent,but contrariwife that I may not repent, and that I may keep 
my word,I am carried to that which I do.The Sultana having obliged him to explain > 

himfelf more clcarly,he informed her,how as he was laboring to remember the obliga- > 

dons wherein Ibrahim Was irgaeed to him,to the end he might deteft his ingratitude fo 
much the more,his memory haareprcfented unto him, how he would once havegiven 
. him the Sultana Ajlerta to wife,8chow at the fame ti me,&pn the lame day,to fecure/fns- 
him from the fear which he feemed to have of the change of his fortune,nc had {worn to 
him by yf/ 4 s,that as long as he livedhe (hould not dy a violent death Jifter this, faid he 
to her. Never ask me what hath made tne alter my ininde : J do not repent, I would 
ftill have Jbrahim deftroyed, but being unable to put him to death without vio¬ 
lating 
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violating my Oath; T muft no longer think of it; mine Enemy mud live; I muff not be re* 
veng» i<4 ; and all this is, beciufc I tny felf hate tycd the band, which (hould ftrike a digger in¬ 
to his heart. 

The Suit ah*, who Was not fo (crapulous as Soliman, nor made foexaft a profeflion of 
keeping her word,did what (he could to perfwade him not to keep his. No, (aid he unto her, 

I may not fail in it; and had I protnifed my Empire and my Liberty, I (hould defcend from 
nay Throne, and put on the Irons my felf which I was to Wear. Ibrahim muft live, fince f 
have protnifed it j I have fwom by ALL A, and that is to fay all that can be (aid. Khould 
draw down the wrath of Heaven upon me ; and I (hould do that which I have never done, 
if I (hould do otherwise. I have obferved all that ever I have promifed in my life, even with* 
out an Oath; having then fwom fo (blemniy, I may by no means break ir. I (hould deftroy 
mine enemy, but thereby I (hould bring one into ifly heart, that would perfecote me eternally j 
and repentance, which isja motion unknown to me, would without doubt find place in my 
Soul At length after a long conteftation, Roxelana perfwaded Soliman, to take the advice 
of the Mnphti, who (he knew was abfolutely hers, as having gotten him the (dace Which he 
held during Ibrahim's abfence. And albeit Solimm did not think that this man could find' 
out any thing that would (atisfie him, yet he fent for him. When he was come, and that 
Roxelana , in propounding the matter unto him, had dextroufly fignified to him that (he de* 
fired the death of Ibrahim ; this man, who naturally had wit, malice, and cunning, was never-* 
thelefs fufficiently troubled to anfwer precifely unto that which was demanded of him for the 
contenting of Roxelana. He faid then that this affair was not to be fpoken of precipitoufty; 

|nd having required an hours time to think, of it, after he had caufed Soliman to repeat unto 
him the very fame words,: which he had before>time ufed to Ibrahim, he fell deeply a roufiog: 

But he was not long in fearching out that which hefiNd not think to find; My Lord, (aid he to 
Soliman, the Prophet, whom we worfbip, hath no doubt inspired me with that which I 
amgoingtotcQthyHighnefs, that thoumayftbe able to puniui him whom thonwotridft 
deftroy. And when as Soliman had asked him how he thought to perform that which he faid, 
he obliged him to repeat once more unto him the promifewwch he had made to Ibrahim. Ire- / 

member it but too well, anfwered the Sultan, and lo the very words which I fpake. Re- i 

member (faid I unto him) how I[wear unto thee by A L L A, that as long as Soliman lives, \ 

those jhalt not dje a violent death. This fufficeth, replytfd the Mnphti, for, my Lord, to 
cxpreft my thought to thy Highnefs ; is it not true, that the promife, which thou haft made ' 
to Ibrahim, is a thing which cannot fecure him but only during thy life ? and is it not cer¬ 
tain, that thy Succeffors (hould not be obliged to preferve him f It being fo, my Lord, faid 
he unto him, it will not be hard for me to content thee. For thy Highnefs having promifed 
Ibrahim, that be (ball not dje a violent death, as long as Soliman lives ; if I can make it ap* 
pear to thee, that there are every day forne hours, wherein Soliman doth not live, it will ap¬ 
pear to thee by the feme reafon, that daring the feid time Ibrahim may dye,without breaking 
of thy Highnefs word. 

The Saltan hearing him (peak thus, beleeved that this man knew not Very well what he 
would fey; but the ocher nothing daunted, and (peaking to him with as much confidence, 
asifhehadbeeninfpired from Heaven; My Lord, faid he unto him, it is a matter whereof 
nobody is ignorant, that Sleep is called thebrother of Death by all Nations, and in all Lan¬ 
guages ; and truly it is not without caufe that be is termed fo, it being certain, thata maa 
which is afleep cannot with reafon be feid to be living, fince we fee that be is deprived of all 
the functions of a reafonable life, which alone is the life of man: I confefe indeed how in 
that effete he ftill enjoys the life of plants, but not that of man, which confifts not but in the 
ufe of Reafon, • whereof he is wholly bereft in that eftate. Sleep equals Kings and Shepherds 
as well as Death, theftupid and the witty, thehappy and the unhappy, good men and bad; 
and there is no difference feen between them, but that deep is a (nort death, and death an vV 
eternal deep. Wherefore it being evident, that a man afleep cannot (to fpeak reafonably) 
be (aid to be living, I conclude from thence, that thy Highnefs, without breaking thy word, 
may take away Ibrahim' s Ufe when as deep hath throughly benummed thy fenfe and Reafon. 
Roxelana feiled not to approve of this advice, and maintained that he had fpoken judicioofly. 

Bat for Soliman, he yielded not with fo much facility; he made many objections to the 
Mupbti , w hereunto he ftiU anfwered, with as much cunning as wickednefe.

(Wending himfcifagfinft hfe Executioners; it may be heis yielding up hisiifl breath, and is 
thinking of me once for att. Ah l i( itbe fe, crytd (he, I befcech Heaven at lexftwife tolpare 
metheafltiffiontbitlmayitocheir of his toft, and by my death to keep me from the grief 
of lamenting hit. Howbeia I feat, faid (he, that my prayers wih not be heard, and that So-

I cannot with btr bet life, with¬ 
out doing hn wrong; and then again, notonlyl cannot defire her death, bat I cannot (b 
much as think of it,witfaoat a defpiit that is not to be parelled.

dyed, added he, hi defending IfabeRa ; if the lots of my life could reftore her to her liberty* 
1 fhould be happy, and I (hould think my fortune worthy of envy. But I dye to leave her 
in the power of her enemy j I dye without ferving her, and without d livering her j nay I dye 
without bidding het farewell. 

Hereat Ibrahim redoubled hisfrief, and his mind feeking for new occafions to torment him, 
he was taken with a remorfe of Confcience for having folong a time worn a TurkJJb habir. 
He was perfwaded that the mifery whereinto be was fallen was a punifbment for this diflem- 
bling. He thought he had been ill counfelled, and though his intention had been pure, and 
that he had not done it but out of adefign to ferve Chriftendom, to whom it had been very 
profitable, and that his faith had never been fbaken, yet he beleeved notwithftandtng that he 
was faulty. This reflexion made him life up his fpirit to Heaven; crave pardon for his levity; 
repent him of his mifdeeds j and then ptay that Ifabellals innocency might not be involved in 
the chaftifement of his crime. 


The laft thing that yet afflifted Ibrahim was, that in his misfortune he could riot find any 
that would tell the Snltan that which he had refolved to requeft of him in the fivor of lfa- 
bella, fot Ruftan had taken order to the contrary. He hadalfo by the power of Roxelana 
kept every body from going out of the Serraglio, after Ibrahim was entred into it; fo that 
although it was known in Conftantinople, that there was fome great diforder between Soli¬ 
man and Ibrahim, yet the people did not fufpett, that the Suit ah could hate him with fo 
much violence; for if they had been of that opinion, loving Ibrahim as they did, they would 
without doubt have fet fire on the Strraglio, rather then not have fuccored him. 

In the mean time Ruftan being returned to Soilman, whofe mind was full of nothing but 
deadly thoughts, 'this Prince, to fatisfie that fantaftick fcruple, which obliged him not to be- 
keve the death of Ibrahim to be un juft, but becaufe he had promifed him, that he fhould not 
dye as long as he lived, commanded him to keep at his beds head, and to be fure not toco to 
put Ibrahim to death, till he was faft afleep.

The Sultan, being thus recollected within himfelf, remained 4 while with fo much tran¬ 
quillity in appearance, as Ruftan beleeved that he was afleep, and that he might go and put 
Ibrahim to death; But he had fcarcely made one ftep, when as this Prince riflng up in his bed. 
Stay, (aid he unto him, I am not afleep; and I will not have thee part from hence; till thou 
art certain I am fo. Ruftan, not daring to contradict the GrandSignior, and fearing to 
make him more awake then he was, if he talked longer to him, only promifed him not to offer 
any more to go out of bis chamber, till he was well aflured that he could hear nothing. After 
this Soliman did yet all that he could to fleep; howbeit he had no fooner doled his eyes, but 
bis unquietnefs augmented; he was vexed chat be could not be matter of his thoughts, and 
that that which he did to provoke fleep, was that which awakened him the mote. He turned 
bim on one fide, and then on the other, and yet was not able to find any reft. One might 
have faid that he met with thorns every where; that the change of place redoubled his un- 
qutetnefs; and when of purpofe he forbore from fpeaking, and complaining aloud, hisfighs 
gave Jluftan but too many figns thac he was not afleep. Soilman's impatience growing 
ftronger, he thought if he walked a while, that it may be he fhould become drowzy with 
wearinefs: He got out of bis bed then, and walking fometimes with violence, and fometimes 
with lefs precipitation, it might have been faid, that be was the caufe of as much unquietnefs 
to Ruftan, as he felt himfelf, to fee that be gave him not the means to execute the defires of 
the cruel Roxelana.

Afterwards he leaned down in one place, and then in another,' fcarcely knowing 
what he did, nor what he would do. When as he had walked a long time, and that through 
wearinefs he had layd himfelf down again upon bis bed, he found yet lefs difpofition to fleep' 
then before; for his agitation having diflipated fome vapors, which peradventure might have 
lulled his Reafon, and charmed his difpleafure, he no fooner bad a mind to dofe his eyes, but 
his imagination represented things yet more lively unco him j And whereas a long time before

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he had had Rose but v’tolentpaflions, fucfa then too were A sis thougks. Howunbappy a* 

I, (aid be to hkufcii 1 I find an impoflibility id all that I defire; theJeaft things are forbidden 
me 1 evenlkep, which all my Subje&s enjoy, a to me a prohibited good; that which I da 
to get it, is that which deprives me of it; and though I change pfaec, yet Salt is it attoee with 
me; furtly I rnoft be (tpatated from tuy feif, if I will find the reft whkhl feek foe. In fine, 

I ammoae an enemy to my felf, then Ibrahimis,ye» and I am more unhappy then. he. 

'After bis anqaietnefs had made him change place an hundred times, Raft**, feeing day ap¬ 
proach, would hare pesfwaded him not ta amufc htnofclf about this ferupte, and to perm* 
him to go and ftrangle Ibrahim wkh his own hands, to ponilb bha^siid he,for the UBepietwda 
which he gv.s thy Highnefa: But Salimanbplm unto Um with fo much fury, as he wascoiv 
drained to held peace. This cmel motion of Aafian’s, ftruck this Prince with horror, and 
whereas kiss way to eemptftiQO, leaning cm a table, which was near to his bed, bia imagi¬ 
nation infenfibly prefented him with other obje&s. He (aw Ifabtba ad in tears for the death 
of Ibrahim} yea it reprofcnted to him the deplorable eftate wherein be was ; he remembred 
the ckne when he was. h» Slave; and that glorious day, wherein loaded with chains be had 
favedhim his Empire and his life: And comparing it with that wherein he was then, he could 
not chufe but be moved at it. After this, the fight of Rufian brought to his memory all the 
nuferies of his houfe, and ad the violences which he had done by bis, and Rexelana‘s counfei. 
The death of Mnfiafha, that of Sarraida, of her fan, of danger , the forcible carrying 
away of Axiamira, her iwprifonment, the War of Perfia, the things which Ibrahim had 
performed therein, the death of Ztitbit, and many other fuch like things, which idled his 
mind wkb fo many deadly ideas, as the love which he bore to Jfabe&a began to be too weak 
todiifipatethem. He fek feme repugnancy in httheart for that which he did; and his Rrafon 
being fuddenly untangled. What do I, faid he to himfeif, fenflefs that I am, not toconfider, 
that the impoffibiiity which 1 find to deftroy a difarmed man, whom I hold in myhaodst 
wboisloadenwitb irons, and who is without defence in the midft gf his Executioners, k 
without doubt a fign that Heaven ptoteds him. For if it were not fb, I had deftroyed him 
ere this; Ibadnotpromifedbimfolong ago that I would not put him to death; I had not 
remembred it (b precisely; this Artifice, which they havefbund out for me to be revenged, 
had fuccetded; I had flept, and Ibrahim had been dead. But I fee plainly, as I have Aid, 
that Heaven guards bun, and that it will not let me be revenged. But alas 1 faid he ftill 10 
himfeif, for what crime, for what injury, for what outrage will I be revenged? No, no, 
continued he, Ibrahim knot guilty, and I alone am the offender; for I owe all things to 
him, and be owes nothing to me. It is true, that he would have gone out of my Empire 
without my leave, but it was to fave hk Miftrefs; and this generous man, who might have 
-overthrown all my State, to fecure himfeif, and to be revenged of the infidelity which I have 
ufed to him, was contented to fly away like a Ample Slave. Let os harken to Reaion which 
(peaks ton*; let us barken to the voyce of the Prophet who holds out hand; and let us harken 
no longer to this uo/uft lovejhat poffefleth us. 

Here Selma* could not retain hk tears, and the love which he bore to IfabcBa made him, 
that he ftill found feme difficulty in refolving to be deprived of her : But Rufian's endevoring 
once more to carry him to violence, made him indine wholly to Vertues fide. No, no, (aid 
be unto him, bale as thoa art, I will commit no more crimes by thy counfei; the Prophet, 
who guardc me, will keep me from dipping my hands in the blood of Ibrahim ; and if lip 
to (bed any, it muft betbeirs, who Utanifh my glory with their pernicious oounfek. Sofia*, 
hearing Salmon (peak in this manner, thought that he had iofthisReafon; for whereas no¬ 
thing new fed happened, he could not comprehend, bow in fo fhorc a time fo great a change 
(hotud arrive unto him. But he knew not, that they, which have venuous indentions, and 
which are not wicked but by a violent paffion, or the counfei r of others, have ncedbucof a 
mob^ot to carry them to that which is good. Their Reafen is no fooner cleared, but they 
find a aqgbty feccor in themfelves; and fefeon as they have a will to fight, the victory kcer- 
taink theirs. S oliman gave an illuftrious example of this verity in thkoccafion; k being moft 
(art, that never was there a greater or more fudden change made, then that which was made 
infes Soul. He charged R nfian not to go out of his chamber, and commanded another to go 
and fetch Ibrahim and Ifabtlla to him, who little thought what Venue was doingfor diek 
advantage. This Prince oevcrthelefis had great unqcuetnds ftill; he feemed uncertain in hk 
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refolutions; and duringthe agUaripntof his Spul, be ayed out fometimes, O Heaven 1 rouft 
Ibrahim be deftroyed ? then fuddenly checking himfeif; but sjfo.feid he, can I refolve to kfe 
jfabti/al After this, be fat him down on fourCufhions, and hiding his face with both his 
hands, kaning on a table, as it were the better to think of that which be would refolve of, 
Sufi/tp remained in ftraqge p*ji> 

In the mean tune Ibrahim could not comprehend, for what reafbn they made him attend 
fo long for his death. He feared kftfome violence fhould bp done to Ifabtlla 5 he doubted 
left they (houldbcfb crod as to pur her to death before his eyes; and inchispain, death no 
doubt would have been a remedy unto him, had not the thought of never feeing IfabeBa a gain 
rendred it more grievous to him, for that confideracion, then for the loft of his life. The dis¬ 
orders of his Soul for all that Appeared not in his face; and one would hardly have beleeved in 
, lpoking on him, that he did think be fhould dye every minute. IfabeUa , 00 her part, was 
not without trouble; for haying upderftood, that they came to fetch Ibrahim , (he certainly 
bekeved that he was loft, and was already preparing to follow him, when is they, who had 
order togo for her, entred a|l into her chamber. As foop as fhe f*w them, and chat they bad 
told kr how they bad order to carry her before Solimatt ; if it be to put me to death in his 
prefence, yifweredfhe, I will give him thanks: But acquaint me at kaftwife, whether/- 
brahm be living, and whether we Audi dye together or no. Thde men, not knowing So- 
limani intentions, dutft fcarce anfwet her; only they adored her that (be fboold fee the 
jrW. Vifier very fuddenly, as. indeed they led ber into the Hall where be was, attending the 
lime of his execution, there were feen about him bis Guards weeping, and four Mutes that 
were to fttangk him, and that having in their hands Bow firings of black (ilk for that purppfe, 
fetmed ||f Q to hauefpme. companion of him. 

Tbisdokfol objefft haying tpueb'd the heart pf Ifabtlla, (he could not forbear givfoga 
great skriek: Alaf^fod foe, how dp i repent me of mywifol and how much more fopport* 
abk W b been fotmf to dye afon?, then to dye with you? Ibrahim (ecmguii bearing her 
(jpeakthns; What, Madam, ftid he unto her, will they attempt upon your life ? Ahl Do,no, 
continued be, nuniug himtotnofe that inyiipnpd him, it is a thing I (hall never endure; 
^arben they (b^meddk with twne but me, |wiU render my neck to them without tefiftancej 
but if they attempt any thing on thjs Pripcefs, I proreft that \ will ftrangk him with mine 
own bands tint (mil offer any outrage to her. This is not that which I wifi have, anfwered 
(be; defend not my life, if they attempt upon youf% fincc they are to be mfeparabk. I 
have not wilb'd to live, but onely that I may potfee you dye! At they would have continued 
fpeaking, they that came for them cold them, that they had nothing dfe in charge but to car¬ 
ry them before the Grawd Signior. tec us gptheq, fgid the Prfoceft to him, let us go my 
J ipt jafiiniatu; I repent me of my weakneft, and face I mull dye, provided tUt I dye in 
ypurprefenfe, I (ball be glad that we may dye together: Let us go then apd begfor death of 
Socman as a grace. Ah 1 Madam, ayed the ifiuftripus Bajfa, fpeaknot pf your death, if 
you will Opt have me dye in defpair. Let us go, Madam, let us go rather to beg your liber¬ 
ty of Sqlima», and obtain pf fum that the lots qf my life may be the price of it. Iwdluot 
have ft without you, anfwered (he, wherefore perfifl not in wifbing to (aye me. 


•iiiaaBU *J4 cyaxcneonetvepactusrectj iqyLora, 111a cueranceu, n 1 mayoopunins 
grace of thee, c|ut I may dye with fa/Hujaatj I wiff not complain pt thy Hjgjtaeft j but 
fxotrarify I will praife thy juft ice. I am guilty, my Lord. and pf an horrible crane agamft: 
thee, I have made thee defpife the (riendmip which thou bared to fafUai^no ; I have made 
foce abandon Region; l have put a (lain on thy fife; I have blemifoed thy glory * I have 
trpubkd chyreft; and I have conftrained thegrqiteft Prjocepf the Barth to oppofe all his irr- 
dinations, which carry bim tp vatue, for to folfoyr an qnjpll piflion. Thou plainly feed, my 
Lord, that wrath ought to have a more juft foundation in thy fquL then tins Loins, which ar- 
Bids thee, and perfecutes me. C%ige thy baftion in my foyor, but infuqb fort, that as I 
have been the objed of thy love, fol may beHkewifeof thy hate. Think of revenging thy 
felf ouchetraecaufe of thy unquietueft; think of ddlroyipg, pod opt qf gaining me; the 
laft ft impoflible, and the other is very eafie for thee, ft ftuot becaufe, if my teats could 
move thee, I can yet allure thee that hate fhooid have a place in my fold: For know,my Lord,- 

that 
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that even fuftiniano, from whom thou wilt take away, both his honor, his life, and my 
perfon,which is a? dear to him as both the other,yet cannot hate thee. I have feen it in hiscyes, 

I have known it by his difeourfe; he complains of fortune j he accufes that which thy Highr 
nefi falls beauty in me; he names that wcakoefs, which another would name injuftice; » 
my Lord, being ready to dye innocently by thy direftions and command, yet am I well 
aiTured, that he will dye without hatred; and that even in dying,he will make vows toob- 
tain of Heaven an advantageous change for thee. Judg alter this, whetherthou oughteft to 
refute me the grace that I may dye, and that he may be faved, fince I am guilty and he is in¬ 
nocent. 

My Lord, faid Juflimano interrupting her, harken not to the vertuous IfabeBa, but to ad¬ 
mire the greatnefs of her courage, andfuffernotthyfelf to be prtfwaded to that which (he 
defiresof thee. I will not (land to examine whether I am culpable, or whether I am nor, 
fince to be hated of thee, is to be fo ; bur, my I ord, I will ondy tell thee, that if the 
fentence of my death (hall be pronounced by thy mouth, I will not murmur at it. 1 
confefs my weaknefs to thee, my Lord; 1 cannot yet believe, but that all that which 
I have fecn fince my return, is an inchantmenr, and not a truth. For how can it be 
imagined, that great Soliman, who hath loved me fo tenderly , and given me fo glori¬ 
ous marks thereof, can becarryed at this preftnc to fuch unjuft defigns? Tha( with the 
fame hand, wherewith he broke my chains, and put the reyns of his Empire into mine, he 
can put about my neck the firing which is to ftrangle me. Doth thy Htghnefs no longer re¬ 
member the thoughts which thou hadft, at fuch time as, feeing me ready to enter into the 
grave, rather then difpleafe thee with craving my liberty of thee, thou refolvedft to have the 
incomparable IJabtlla be brought away by force. Was it then, my Lord, out of a defign to 
ravifbherfromme, toperfecuteher, to blemifh thy glory, and to take away my life, in ha¬ 
ving unjuft thoughts for her? Think not, my Lord, of thefervices I have done thee, but of 
thofe whichlputpofcd to do thee; yet think not of them, my Lord, for to pardon me, bat 
think of them to fave Ifabella. Reftore her to her liberty, make not roe ihecatifeof her • 
undoing, fend her back into her Country, and after that put me to death here. But grant me 
at leaftwife the grace to pronounce my fentence unto me; fori confefs to thee once more;- 
that I doubt whether it be poffible, that thou (houldft be the fame Soliman which hath fo 
dearly loved me; 

.It is in vain for you to defire, faid Ifabella, that wefihould be ft paraded; that thought is 
unjuft, and does wrong to our affe&ion; it is a motion whereof I repent me, and whereof 
you ought to repent you. Beg then of Soliman, that we may dye, or that we may Hvc toge¬ 
ther ; for provided he will grant ns this, I will attend his fentence, without grief, and 
y/ithouc unquietnefs. Ycufhall live, faid So liman then to her, difeoveting his face, which 
he had all bathed with tears; ycufhall live, generous Princefs, Ibrahim’s vertuehath fur- 
mounted me. Approach, faid he unto him, and if it be fo shat thou doll not bate me (lilt, 
believe for a certain, that the good-will which I have born thee is recovering its place in my 
Soul: Repentance, which was a motion unknown to me, chafes the love of Ifabella from 
it, therein to re-eftablifh my friendfhip to Ibrahim ; I feel it coming, my Reafon re-affumes 
its life ; I fee my injuftice and my violence with confufion; I fee the vertue of Ifabella , and 
no longer fee her beauty; (he ftrikes me with admiration, and no longer ftrikes me with 
love; I with I could imitate her generofity, and no longer defire the poffeflion of her. In 
fine, faid he to Ibrahim, know, that of all the marks of aflfertion, that which thou receive!! 
from me at this prefent, is without doubt the greateft: and to give no bounds to it, and 
to make thee fee, that knowing my faolt, I will punifh it, and to keep my felf from falling 
into it a fecond time, I do not onely give thee thy life, which I would have nnjuftly taken 
from thee, but I do alfo give thee thy liberty, as well as that of the incomparable IfabeBa. 

Oh 1 my Lord, cryed Ibrahim, I hear the voyceof Soliman ; they which fpake tome • 
from him have betrayed his true thoughts. No, continued Ibrahim , let us fpeak no more 
of this doleful adventure, but as of a fable; and without tanking of that which is pad, fuffer 
me ondy to give thee thanks for chy clemency. As for me, added Ifabella, who eternally 
remembers benefits, and very eafily forgets injuries; if it be fo, that great Soliman hath 
vanquifhed himfelf, I promife thy Highnefs to make vows as long as I live for thy 
glory. 

Doubt' 
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Doubt note# that which I fay, replied Settma*, and the better to aftoreyou thereof, I 
permit you, (aid he unto her with a voyce interrupted with fighs, to go out of my Empire 
when you pkafe: I fbouki alfb begenerow enough to (hire k with Ibrahim, to whom it 
appertains more juflly then to me, if I could infufe into the hearts of my fabjefts the thoughts 
Which are in mine. 


During this difcoorfe RuBan was in a ftrange onquiemeft; and when athe believed that 
Soliman had his minde bufied, and did not think of him, he Wcedd have dipt out of the 
Chamber, to go and advertife Roxtlana of that which was doing : But Sotiman perceiving it, 
Seay,faid he unto him, infamous wretch ; and then he commanded him to be turned out of 
the SerragUe i without permitting him to f^eak to anybody; and charged him with a great 
deal of fory never to fhew htnafdf more before him. After this, he lent for the vertuous 
Admit, and the Suit am Ajteria. It isby thefetwo perfona, faid he to Ibrahim, that I 
will, be coanfeQed , to know what way we may take, tut JuBiniam may ceafe to be Ibra- 
bim , without making a noife aroongft the people, which ought prejudice my State: For as 
for my (elf, continued hefighing, kisfo Uttle a while fince my Reafon hath recovered its 
place, asl dare not yet rely upon it. Ibrahim, whom we will call tnoft cosidt^faerctf- 
ter JufHniano, anfwered the Grand Siguier with as much generality as joy; for WfetWBe 
had exceedingly loved this Prince, how great foever that was which he felt, to fee ifabeita 
efcaped from fe great a danger, yet was he not a little glad alfoto fee in Salman the marks 
of his ancient vertue again. 

In the mean time, after that the Sultan had acquainted the fage Acbmat, and the generous 
ABtria with the bufinefs m queftion, in fuch terms, as well declared the repentance of his 
foul; and after they had commended the refobtion he was in, and mightily confirmed him in 
tuedefignwbkhfcehadtoceftore fmBmano and Ifabeita to their liberty; Acbmat, who ne¬ 
ver V' ew of fufH*iane's difeuifing tdl then, ooOnfelled, Once the matter was <o (ar advanced, 
that the pecpklbould be made to believe, how the Grand Signiar had put Ibrahim to death, 
upon tome difeovery tharhe bad held intelligence with the Etnperot Char Is, and favored 
. the Chriftans in all things 1 yea and that (ome letters too fhoidd be forged, which fbould be 
find he bad been made to confefs, by which means the nutter would eamybe credited, be- 
caufe it was true chat every one knew, how the iUuflrious affa had always proCe&ed the 
ChriftianS. Hefaid moreover, chart the bu&neft was not canyed in that fort, it would be 
Impoffibte to finde out a {fallible pretext to keep the people from fafpe&mg feme trick in the 
abfencc of Ibrahim, which might produce dangerous conkquence*. 

This advice being approved of, yet beemfe Jaftiniano tad Ifabeita could not DC Cent t- 
^my towards Genoua prefently, it was thought requifue to have them fecreily conveyed tb 
Pera, and <Vv to remain concealed with tbofe Greek Wefts, whom fufiimane had fo much 
favored, nm'.tochtimeasaveflel could be made ready for diem. This farewell could not 
be taken wfthoic (bedding ofa world of tears; SoUmantneed pardon of fteftiniano and Ifk- 
- bcUa, who afcmhey had anfwered him with cendernefs and febrnffion, and afthred him that 
they would fotgev wbat wtfpaft, delved him be would be pteafed to #ve their friends their 
liberty, which the Suita* having gl oated them, they were Cent for arK! coodtt&ed dong with 
them to e P*rn i The Sultana After** and IfabeUa Cud to one another aft that amoft ftrifl 
friend (hip could maki two generous perlons fay in fnch tike enchanted. And the pnAem Ach- 
matjdmffftig Mmftdf Wfch the toftmlft of fttjmia** Md fab Miftreb, eanveytd them with alt 
tfcdr Troop aboard a Bwque, which orryed them to Pera. Sekma* could not for all that fee 
Ifabeita part, without (eBowing het With his eyes, nor could hefce/fafcfarwgo away with¬ 
out forgetting Ifabeita ; it bei^g moft certain, that never wtsthete a truer repentance, then 
that of this great Prince.' 

In the mean time to mahe itbebebevedthat fbrAtim was dead, tbbfck Standatt was fet up 
before the gate ofhifc Palace: Acbmat, fearing a fediriob, put 4B tt^JamKarpet into arms, 
and gate Aemto uixfcrftand, that /(r#W«awtBaT*ayror, that be fata gone about to over¬ 
throw the Empire, and that his death hadbeeniMAite^neceffaryfortSKprefervatknof t^ 
State. He (hewed themaMb ontaln forged Letters, to give the more credit to that which hd 
find; But whatsoever he ootad fay, no feoner was the mCk Standatt feeq before the gate of 
his Palace, but all the pto^fe began to murmur; Them was nothing but Weeping andcryiqg 
iBover ■ 
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Thofe Janizaries that had been the beftperfwaded, left not for all that to be exceedingly • 
affli&edj for he was fb univerfally beloved, as there was not anybody which didnot lament 
and commend him* Some faid, that Roxtlana without doubt was the caufe of this mifchief; 
and that Die ftill remembred, how he had been the Protedor of Prince Afuftapba. Some 
cryed out to have at leaft wife the body of their Defender given unto them; others, that his 
Executioners might be delivered into their hands ; and all of them together agreed in the be¬ 
lief, that Soilman had loft the force of his Empire, and the fupport of his State. 

During this tumult, Ruftan palling through a ftreet, the people, who had underftood by 
fome chat had been in the Strraglio, bow it was he which had been made safe of for this 
deadly Ceremony, and that he had put Ibrahim to death, fell upon him with fo many impre¬ 
cations, and with focb fury, as they tore him in a tboufand pieces. From thence they went 
to hit Palace, to fet it on fire j but at length the prudent Achmat, having appealed. this fedi- 
tion, returned to the Strraglio, where he found that Heaven hadmadeanetldof revenging 
Juftiniano on his enemies. For Roxtlana having underftood that he was not dead, and that 
Ruftan had been torn in pieces by the people, the fierce and proud fpirit, was fo fenfibly 
touched with fpight for that (he could not exercife all her whole fury, that after (he bad con¬ 
tinued three hours together without (peaking a word, (he dyed for very rage and madnels; 
and Juftiniano had the (atisfadion to know, that he was lamented of all the world, and that 
the only perfons which cook! ref»ycc at his death had been poniQied for their b- 
juftices. 

In the mean time Achmat by Soilman's Command caufed the fame ChriftianVeftel to he 
made ready,which Juftiniano had formerly ufed to get from Conftautinople j and in one nig.>i 
he fen t aboard her all the riches of Ibrahim’s Palace, and a great deal more, which be was 
conftrained to accept of aeainft his inclination. The Sultan wrote alfo with his own baud 
to the illuftrious Bajfa, and again allured biro of his repentance add aflfeftion, whereunto Ju¬ 
ftiniano saAlfabeRa anfwered witha great deal of generofity. The death of Roxtlana touch¬ 
ed Soliman lefs, then it would have dote at any other time. F« as he could not but remem¬ 
ber that (he had been the objeft of hisafifedion; fo could he not ^>ut much more icmember^ 
that (he had been the caufe of all his misfortunes, and of all his crimes, and that (he would have* 
carried him to put to death the only man of the world whom moft he loved. 

This feigned death of Ibrahim was carried with fo much addreft by the prudent Acbmat, 
that every body belecved it to be fo; and that is it which hath made Taulut f ovine, and all 
thofe which have fpoken of the raignof Seiiman, to (ay,, that Out grant Vifitr perilbed in 
that fort; but indeed the matter paft as I have delivered it: Fora GrtthjCalojtr. whobad 
this Hiftory from Juftiniano‘% and IfabtUa's own mouth, left a relation thereof,yv&ich is como 
even unto us. 

In the mean time, threedays after the feigned death of Ibrahim, the true Jrfliniano, Jfa- 
beUa , Sephronia, Hipolita, Emilia, Leonida, Horatio , Alpbonfo, Dor a , the Frtneh 
Marquefs, and a number of Chriftian Slaves, whofe liberty Juftiniano hd obtained, im- 
batqued rhemfelves one night, and let fail for Ctnoua, without fear of 'ther enemies, then 
the winds and the Seas ; but Fortune had made too much tryal of their rertue, for to infliA 
newdifafters on them; and indeed (he wts fo favorable unto them, tiat never was there a 
more profperons Navigation heard of. 

During this Voyage, thefe illuftrious perfons had no other entertainoent, then to talk of the 
dangers which they had avoyded. And whereas Juftiniano and Ijabtlla had promifed that 
they would be infeparable in their felicity.as they had been in their urhappinefs; that Horatio 
and Hipolita had done the like; that Sophronia and Daria had f \o n never to quit one ano- 
ther; and that Alpbonfo and Leonida following the others exampjf had taken the fame tefo- 
lution; it fell out that only the French Marquiu and Emilia remiined without matching to¬ 
gether, yea and that would never match with any. For one cUy as this fair Company were 
talking together in the Captains Cabbin, Leonida having demanded of the French Mar quits 
laughing, what end he propounded to himfelf in the afFcdtiorj, which he bore to Emilia } 
No other, anfweredhe, but that of loving her as long as my inclination (hall cany me there* 
unco. I am of the fame mind, rcplyed Emilia, and I could never withouc averfion behold a 
man, who of my Slave would become my Matter, or at leaft wife mine Equal. Q, cryed 
the MarquUs, how I love you for this humor 1 for to (peak freely, and acqqaint you with a 
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iecrct, which I have never told to my body; know, that the true caufeof tny inconftancy 
hath been the fear of marriage: I have always been fo afraid of engaging my felf therein, as to 
avoyd the occafions of it, I have ufed to change Miftreft often. But if I can obtain of Emilia, 
that (he will not oblige me to be her husband, I will be eternally her Slave. All the company 
then borft out a laughing, and bcleeving that their difcourfe was nothing but fport, every 
one (ell to prefling of Emilia, that (he would make him become conftant, in not marrying 
him. Whereupon the Marquefsand (hemadeaSatyre againft marriage, wherein on either 
' y laid very pleafant things. And for a condufion, that whidi was bclecvcd-to be but 

E proved to be their true thoughts; and they took as much care to promife one ano- 
t they would never marry,as the others took to obtain of their Miftrefles, that as foon 
as theylbotud come to genoua, they would render their fortunes inseparable, as indeed 
they did. The wind having been extreamly favorable to them, they arrived in a few days at 
Monaco • where the Princefe was received of her Sub/efts with as much aAonilbment as joy. 
The brute of their return being prefently got to Gcnona, the chief of the Senate came thickiet 
to vifit them. 

Thefe illuftrious perfoos concealed fo much of their adventures, as they thought was not 
fit to be fpoken of; and having been intreated by their friends, that they would after fo ma¬ 
ny misfortunes celebrate the ceremony of their nuptials at Genoa* ; Ifabclla yielded thereunto 
with blu&ing: for which deft they parted away the next day, and fhortly after the Mar¬ 
riages of fujhmiano and IJ> 'ulla, of Horatio and Hipolita, of Doria and Sophronia, and of 
Alphonfo and Ltonida, v, folemnizec/with all poflible magnificences. The French Mar- 

quift and Emilia promifed anew an inviolable friendfhip one another, with an oath that 
neither of them would ever marry: and during certain days there were nothing but Balls, 
running at the Ring, and publique Beads. After which fufiiniano vn&lfabclla being re- 
entred into the poffcffion of all that belonged pnto them, they were conduced with a great 
deal of date to Monaco ; where they lived with as much fatisfadion, as tljey had had mif- 
haps; fnftiniano efteeming himfelf more happy in the poflyffion of Jfabelia, then if he had 
reconquered the Empire of his Fathers. But by a revolution which commonly arrives in all 
things it is come to pafs, that the Principality of Monaco is returned into a branch of the 
Houle of the GrimaUiet, which poffeffeth it at this day, under die protedion of 
Spain ; nothing remaining of fuJUniano but thememotyof his glorious 
adions; which certainly are great and famous enough, to oblige 
Poftericy never to lofe the remembrance of
